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New  Brunswick  Ministers  in  the  Woods. 


BY  D.   KING  HAZEN. 


IN  Wednesday,  July  first,  1908,  the 
Hon.  J.  D.  Hazen,  Premier  of  New 
Brunswick,  accompanied  by  his  son 
and  daughter,  the  Hon.  C.W.  H.  Grim- 
mer, Surveyor-General  of  the  Province, 
and  his  daughter,  and  A.  P.  Hazen,  man- 
ager of  the  Bank  of  British  North  Ameri- 
ca, St.  John,  N.  B. ,  left  for  a  trip  up  the 
Tobique  River 
at  the  invitation 
of  the  New 
Brunswick 
Guide's  Asso- 
ciation. The 
object  of  the 
trip  was  to  give 
the  Premier  and 
Surveyor  Gener- 
al a  better  know- 
ledge of  that 
part  of  the  Prov- 
ince— a  splendid 
lumber  and 
game  country — 
and  also  to  bet- 
t  e  r  acquaint 
them  with  the 
work  the  guides 
of  the  province 
that  they  might

are  doing,  to  the  end 
have  a  more  practical 
knowledge  of  the  conditions  of  big  game 
in  the  province  which  would  be  of  value 
to  them  when  dealing  with  questions  re- 
lating to  the  preservation  and  develop- 
ment of  parts  of  New  Brunswick  as  a 
sportman's  paradise. 

The  guides  were  Adam  Moore  who 
hunts  chiefly  on  the  Tobique  River,  Lake 
Nictau,  and  the  Upsalquich  River,  Paul 


Dillingham  and  Horace  Heans,  two  of 
his  assistants  ;  Charlie  Cremins,  who 
has  camps  in  the  vicinity  of  Bathurst 
Lake  and  the  Nepisiquit  River,  Jim  Black 
and  Salvage  Turner,  two  of  his  assistants; 
and  Alfred  Pringle,  former  President  of 
the  New  Brunswick  Guide's  Association, 
who  hunts  on  the  North  West  Miramichi. 

The  party  ar- 
rived at  Perth 
early  in  the  af- 
ternoon and 
alter  a  number 
of  hours  wait 
left  by  train  for 
Plaster  Rock, 
twenty-  eight 
miles  distant. 
The  manage- 
ment of  the  road 
appeared  to  be 
adverse  to  haste 
for  it  took  us 
two  and  a  half 
hours  to  reach 
our  destination 
— yet  when  you 
are  on  a  holiday 
there  is  no  need  for  haste:  and  it  is  well 
to  take  one's  time  when  the  scenery  is  so 
beautiful.  The  various  greens  of  the 
forest,  the  fields,  of  grass  covered  with 
white,  yellow,  red  and  blue  flowers,  the 
blue  sky  with  its  large  white  clouds,  the 
high  hills,  the  perfumed  air,  and  below 
the  cool  swift  flowing  Tobique  all  added 
to  the  joy  of  the  scene. 

We  stayed  that  night  in  a  comfortable 
hotel  at  Plaster  Rock  and  early  the  next 
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morning  started  on  our  drive  of  thirty- 
five  miles  to  Millers,  the  jumping  off 
place  into  the  woods.  We  crossed  a 
covered  bridge,  climbed  a  long  red  hill 
and  were  soon  fairly onour  way.  Through 
thick  green  forests  redolent  with  the 
smell  of  the  woods,  past  clearings  and 
fields  sweet  with  the  perfume  of  the 
clover,  along  the  edge  of  the  Tobique 
here  clear  blue,  calm  ;  there,  rough, 
white,  we  drove. 

Sometimes  on  reaching  the  top  of  a 
hill  we  could  obtain  a  magnificent  view. 
In  the  valley  amongst  the  hills  lay  the 
river  with  tall  stately  trees  guarding  its 
banks.  Beyond  rose  the  hills  one  above 
the  other  covered  by  the  greens  of  the 
forest  on  which 
the  clouds  threw 
deep  blue  mys- 
terious shadows. 
White  fleecy 
clouds  of  fantas- 
tic shapes  rested 
on  top  of  the 
hills,  and  above 
all  the  blue  sky. 
The  sun  beat 
down  but  there 
was  a  cool 
breeze. 

A  stop  was 
made  at  a  little 
place  called  Ray- 
monds at  noon. 
Here  we  met  an 

American  gentleman,  Dr.  Gifford,  and 
his  wife,  who  had  come  from  Providence, 
R.  I.,  in  their  automobile — a  sister  mach- 
ine to  the  one  that  won  the  New  York  to 
Paris  race.  The  doctor  told  us  he  had 
bought  the  hotel  for  himself  and  some 
other  American  sportsmen  intending  to 
make  it  their  headquarters  for  fishing 
and  hunting.  This  but  serves  as  an 
example — and  we  saw  a  number  ot  a 
similar  nature  on  our  trip — of  how  parts 
of  New  Brunswick  are  becoming  more 
and  more  appreciated  as  a  splendid  hunt- 
ing country.  After  enjoying  a  swim  in 
the  salmon  pool  that  lay  at  the  back  of 
the  house  we  sat  down  to  a  well  cooked 
meal. 

About  four  o'clock  that  afternoon 
Millers  was  reached,  and  loading  the 
canoes  that  were  in  waiting  we  started  to 
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pole  up  to  the  Forks,  half  a  mile  above 
where  the  Tobique  Salmon  Club  have 
their  headquarters.  Their  comfortable 
club  house  is  beautifully  situated  on  a 
high  bank  that  overlooks  the  water.  In 
front  lies  a  large  deep  salmon  pool  form- 
ed by  two  branches  of  the  river  meeting, 
while  a  short  distance  below  the  house 
the  stream  becomes  shallow  and  rapid 
and  is  divided  by  an  island.  Stopping 
at  the  club  house  we  were  warmly  wel- 
comed by  the  members  present  :  Messrs 
Weeks,TownsendandCol.Emmett,otNew 
York  and  Col. Parker, of  Washington.  They 
furnished  us  with  rooms  and  by  many 
acts  of  kindness  made  our  stay  most  en- 
joyable.    When  twilight  settled  over  the 

water  we  took 
canoes  and 
started  to  try 
our  luck  at  sal- 
m  o  n  fishing. 
We  werefortun- 
ate  to  catch  two 
salmon  that 
evening  and  the 
next  morning 
before  breakfast 
caught  two 
more. 

After  break- 
fast we  said 
farewell  to  our 
hospitable  hosts 
and  started  for 
L  ak  e  Nictau. 
Our  seven  canoes  made  quite  an  impos- 
ing appearance  as  they  were  poled  along 
one  behind  the  other.  The  Tobique  is  a 
beautiful  stream  though  a  difficult  one  to 
pole  against,  as  the  waters  are  shallow 
and  swift.  The  green  forest  came  down 
to  the  water  on  either  bank,  the  trees 
stretching  towards  the  sky  like  church 
spires.  Sometimes  they  would  lean  far 
over  the  water,  only  waiting  for  a  storm 
to  stretch  them  across  the  stream  to  rest 
when  the  current  would  sing  and  gurgle 
through  their  branches. 

There  were  lots  of  evidence  that  we 
were  getting  into  a  fine  game  country. 
On  the  bars  around  which  the  river  swept 
forming  cool  tempting  pools  we  wouldsee 
the  tracks  of  moose  and  deer.  Along 
the  banks  we  would  frequently  see — or 
see  after  they  had  been  pointed  out  to  us 
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by  the  guides — beaver  cuttings.  The 
beaver  we  were  told  were  increasing. 
And  once  when  we  started  to  paddle  up 
a  brook  to  see  a  beaver  dam  we  started 
a  deer  which  broke  through  the  branches 
and  disappeared.  Sometimes  a  duck 
would  be  seen  hurrying  along  before  us 
followed  by  its 
little  yellow 
young.  Some- 
times we  would 
pass  a  muskrat 
cheekily  swim- 
ming down  the 
stream .  And 
once  or  twice  in 
the  woods  we 
heard  a  part- 
ridge drum- 
ming. 

At  noon  we 
stopped  on  a 
bar  for  lunch 
having  poled 
eight  miles  that 
morning — t  w  o 
miles  an  hour. 

Our  journey 
in  the  afternoon 
was  similar  to 
that  of  the 
morning.  Some- 
times a  tree  lay 
a  c  r  o  s  s  the 
stream  causing 
a  delay  until  the 
guides  had  cut 
it  away.  With 
them  the  hand- 
ling of  an  axe 
was  a  fine  art, 
and  it  was  a 
pleasure  to 
watch  them  as 
with  ease  and 
grace  they 
would  quickly 
cut  through 
a  log  and  send 
it  gliding  down 
the  stream.  So 
proficient  from 
long  practice  is 
a  New  Bruns- 
wick woods- 
man   with  an 
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axe,  and  so  resourceful  from  experience 
that  it  is  hardly  going  beyond  the  bounds 
of  truth  to  say  that  with  that  instrum- 
ent alone  he  could  successfully  perform 
an  operation  for  appendicitis. 

Ahead  of  us  at  the  turn  of  the  stream, 
in  a   bogan,  we   saw  our   first  moose, 

There  were  two 
of  them — one  a 
magnific  ent 
head,  the  other 
a  young  animal 
with  spikes  a 
footlong.  Quiet- 
ly we  slipped 
along  to  within 
fifty  yards  o  f 
them  when  be- 
coming aware 
of  our  presence 
they  made  their 
way  quickly  in- 
to the  woods. 

We  stopped 
that  night  a  t 
the  upper  club 
house  of  the 
Salmon  Club. 
There  is  a  good 
salmon  pool  a 
short  distance 
above  the  house 
which  we  fished 
after  tea  for  a 
short  time  with- 
out success. 

Our  second 
day's  journey 
was  argely  a 
repetition  of  the 
first.  It  is  a 
lazy  life  "poling 
up  stream  with 
a  guide.  You  sit 
comfortably  in 
the  bow  of  the 
canoe  and  have 
nothingtodo  ex- 
cept admire  the 
scenery,  which 
on  the  Tobique 
is  indeed  to  be 
admired,  and 
drive  away  the 
black  flies  and 
mo  s  qu  i  t  o  e  s. 
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Frequently  we  would  catch  sight  of  a 
moose  or  deer  and  sometimes  in  the 
water  we  would  see  the  long  narrow 
dark  back  of  a 
salmon. 

W  e  camped 
on  a  bar  where 
we  spent  the 
only  uncomfort- 
able night  of 
our  trip.  Al- 
though there 
were  many  black 
flies  and  mos- 
quitoes in  the 
woodsthey  caus- 
ed uslittleannoy- 
ance  with  the 
exception  of  this 
one  night.  The 
new  golden 
moon  shone 

through  the  trees,  the  river  ran  below 
our  tent  with  a  musical  murmur,  and  all 
signs  pointed*  to  an  enjoyable  night's 
sleep  when  we  rolled  in  upon  our  thick 
bed  of  boughs.  But  the  midgets  in 
countless  hundreds  came  down  upon  us. 
They  crawled  through  our  hair  and  crept 
over  us  like  sand,  biting  and  biting  while 
we  turned  and  tossed  and  fought  without 
success.  Some  of  the  party  and  guides 
got  up  and  spent  the  night  around  the 
fire  while  the  remainder  stayed  in  the 
tents  suffering  a 
gentle  torture. 
After  a  time 
sleep  came  but 
not  for  long,  for 
we  were  awak- 
ened by  the  mos- 
quitoes, clouds 
of  them.  They 
took  the  place 
of  and  carried 
on  the  evil  work 
the  bite-'em-no 
s  e  e-ums  h^a  d 
commenced.  A- 
gain  we  fought 
and  endeavour- 
ed to  hide  our- 
selves in  our  blankets  with  but  partial 
success,  and  when  it  became  lighter  we 
hastily  dressed.    It  had  been  an  uncom-

fortable  night  and  one  we  were  not  an- 
xious to  have  repeated.  Had  Robert 
Louis  Stevenson  been  with  us  he  would 

never  have  said 
"  d  i  s  comfort, 
when  it  is  hon- 
estlyuncomfort- 
able  and  makes 
n  o  nauseous 
pretensions  t  o 
the  contrary,  is 
a  vastly  humor- 
ous business." 

Soon  after 
breakfast  w  e 
continued  our 
voyage  with 
spirits  byn ) 
means  dampen- 
ed by  our  sleep- 
less night.  As 
we  advanced 
the  river  became  narrower  and  swifter, 
the  trees  appeared  to  grow  taller,  the 
forest  clad  hills  descended  more  abruptly 
to  the  water's  edge,  and  the  water  re- 
flected the  green  of  the  trees  rather  than 
the  blue  of  the  sky.  A  duck  with  its 
family  was  started  from  the  bushes  and 
we  amused  ourselves  for  a  short  time 
trying  to  surround  and  capture  the  brood. 
But  after  an  exciting  chase  our  efforts 
were  unsuccessful  and  resting  in  our 
canoes   we    watched    Mrs.    Duck  and 

children  disap- 
pear in  a  ripple 
around  a  bend. 
After  two  hours' 
poling  we  reach- 
ed the  Little 
Falls  which  con- 
sist of  three 
rough  bits  of 
water,one  above 
the  other  con- 
nected by  the 
swift  butsmooth 
current.  U  p 
these  falls  a  few 
of  our  canoes 
had  some  diffi- 
culty in  poling. 
After  a  short  rest  we  continued  and  soon 
above  the  tops  of  the  trees  we  could 
catch  glimpses  of  the   round  blue  top  of 
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Mount  Nictau.  After  poling-  three  or 
four  more  miles  we  crossed  a  very  deep 
pool,  rounded  a  bend  and  came  to  the 
dam  built  at  the  outlet  of  the  lake. 

Lake  Nictau  consists  of  two  lakes 
connected  by  a  runway.  The  first  lake 
is  about  four  miles  long,  the  second 
three,  and  the  scenery  about  both  lakes 
is  very  beautiful.  Paddling  up  the  placid 
lake,  surrounded  by  high  hills,  it  seemed 
as  if  "we  were  the  first  that  ever  burst 
into  that  silent  sea."  Coming  to  a  turn  we 
beheld  it  in  all  its  beauty.  On  each  side 
and  away  in 
front  rose  the 
beautiful  forest- 
clad  hills  reach- 
ing high  up  to- 
wards the  skv. 
"Is  it  any  won- 
der I'm  glad  to 
get  back  here?" 
Adam  asked  as 
we  sat  admiring 
the  scene.  "I 
take  an  Ameri- 
can sportsman 
up  here  every 
year  and  when 
we  come  to  this 
spot  he  makes 
everybody  take 
off  their  hats  in 
reverence."  We 
reached  the  end 
of  the  lake,  glid- 
ed through  the 
runway  across 
which  the  old 
dead  trees  lay 
joining  fantastic 
arches,  and  after 
paddling  only  a 
short  distance 
up  the  second 
lake  came  to 
Adam  Moore's 
Home  Camp. 

The  camp  is  very  comtortably  fitted  up 
and  we  spent  two  enjoyable  days  there. 
On  the  evening  of  the  second  day  some 
of  our  party  met  with  a  novel  adventure. 
About  ten  o'clock,  Miss  Hazen,  Miss 
Grimmer  and  the  Surveyor-General,  ac- 
companied by  Adam  Moore  and  Charlie 
Cremins,  paddled  up  the  lake  in  a  canoe 
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with  a  jack  light  hoping  to  get  a  good 
view  of  some  moose.  They  just  came 
upon  a  cow  moose  swimming  which  they 
followed  for  some  distance.  Then  pad- 
dling along  further  they  crept  up  upon  a 
large  bull  moose  with  a  splendid  head. 
After  having  watched  him  for  some  time 
they  continued  up  the  lake  and  soon 
came  across  a  young  moose  with  short 
spikes.  Passing  this  animal  it  was  not 
long  before  they  saw  another  large 
moose  feeding  and  approached  to  within 
a  few  feet  of  him.  Hearing  another  moose 

splashing 
further  up  the 
lake  they  start- 
ed to  go  by  this 
big  bull,  when 
by  accident  the 
light  from  their 
jack  lantern 
shone  on  the 
bushes  on  the 
opposite  side  of 
the  lake  only  a 
short  distance 
away.  The 
moose  saw  the 
light  on  the 
bushes  and 
believing  that 
something  dan- 
gerous was 
coming  from 
there,  turned 
towards  the 
canoe  intending 
to  make  for  the 
shore.  Seeing 
something  dark 
in  the  water — 
the  canoe-he  at- 
tempted to  jump 
over  it.  His 
hoofs  struck 
the  canoe  and 
our  party  found 
thems  elve  s 
struggling  in  the  water.  Fortunately,  no- 
body was  seriously  hurt  and  after  lifting 
and  emptying  the  canoe  they  hastened 
back  to  camp  where  in  spite  of  their  wet 
clothes  and  injuries  they  had  some  diffi- 
culty in  convincing  the  rest  of  their  party 
that  a  moose  had  jumped  in  their  canoe. 
From  Nictau  Lake  we  portaged  three

miles  to  Bathurst  Lake,  the  head  waters 
of  the  Nepisiquit  River.  The  walk 
through  the  woods  was  delightful.  Large 
trees  rose  on  both  sides  of  the  trail,  their 
branches  forming  a  roof  through  which 
the  sun  could  only  force  its  way  at  inter- 
vals and  flood  with  light  the  shady  path. 
For  about  two  miles  we  ascended,  then 
reaching  the  divide  the  trail  descended 
to  the  lake. 

Bathurst  Lake  consists  of  four  lakes 
joined  together  and  the  scenery  is,  if  any- 
thing, more  beautiful  than  that  on  Lake 
Nictau.  We  paddled  to  Charlie  Cremin's 
camp  on  the  second  lake.  It  is  situated 
in  a  clearing  with  the  woods  on  all  sides. 
The  camps  are  all  well  made  and  comfor- 
table and  the  large  living  camp  with  its 
simple,  beautiful  lines  would  have  pleased 
the  eye  of  an  architect. 

On  this  lake  we  obtained  our  first  good 
trout  fishing.  The  Tobique  could  hardly 
be  called  a  good  trout  stream  though 
there  are  a  considerable  number  of  small 
trout  in  it.  We  were  told  that  there  was 
good  trout  fishing  in  Lake  Nictau  but 
only  managed  to  catch  a  few  small  ones 
there,  Adam  Moore  attributing  our  ill 
success  to  the  moose  disturbing  the 
water.      In  Bathurst    Lake  however  we 


obtained  lots  of  trout  especially  in  the 
lower  lake  just  at  the  head  of  the  Nepisi- 
quit. Often  when  we  would  hook  a 
fish  and  start  playing  him  another  fish 
would  grab  our  flies  and  sometimes  we 
would  have  three  on  at  once.  They  were 
not  large  fish,  not  as  large  as  those  often 
caught  in  the  lake,  and  did  not  average 
more  than  a  pound. 

While  staying  at  the  camp  on 
Bathurst  Lake  we  met  with  an  experience 
of  rather  an  unusual  kind.  A  thunder 
storm  had  arisen  but  the  thunder  and 
lightning  appeared  to  have  passed  away 
and  we  were  sitting  in  the  camp  reading 
and  playing  cards  while  the  rain  gently 
patted  down  on  the  roof.  Suddenly 
there  came  a  flash  of  light.  Looking 
out  of  the  windows  we  saw  a  ball  of  fire 
shoot  through  the  air.  Then  came  a 
terrible  explosion  sounding  as  if  a  pow- 
der magazine  had  blown  up.  As  soon 
as  we  recovered  from  the  shock  we  rush- 
ed out  of  doors  and  found  that  a  large 
tree  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  feet  from 
the  camp  had  been  struck  by  the  lightning 
and  completely  destroyed  and  two  other 
trees  had  been  injured.  For  a  consider- 
able distance  the  surface  of  the  lake  was 
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covered  with  splinters.  As  we  stood 
about  the  shattered  trunk  of  the  tree, 
disturbed  and  mystified,  with  the  rain 
dropping  upon  us  from  the  branches,  the 
scene  put  one  in  mind  of  a  Jules  Verne 
story. 

Our  return  trip  was  uneventful.  One 
afternoon  we  rerossed  Bathurst  Lake, 
portaged  again  through  the  woods,  and 
spent  the  night  at  Adam's  Home  Camp. 
Early  the  next  morning  we  fought  our 
way  across  Lake  Nictau  against  a  strong 
head  wind,  shot  through  a  sluice  in  the 
dam  and  glided  swiftly  down  the  Tobique. 


house  we  saw  six  English4 'sports" — three 
ladies  and  three  gentlemen  playing 
cricket.  Late  that  afternoon  we  reached 
Plaster  Rock  where  we  spent  the  night, 
but  instead  of  taking  the  train  there  con- 
tinued down  the  river  in  canoes. 

The  stones  ran  up  stream  at  a  great 
rate  as  we  slipped  along.  On  an  island 
we  saw  a  young  caribou  feeding  and 
quietly  drifting  down  managed  to  sur- 
round him.  To  our  great  surprise  he 
made  no  serious  attempt  to  get  away 
and  as  we  approached  him  and  snapped 
our  cameras  he  stood  looking  at  us  and

It  was  a  regular  hill  of  water,  a  fact  that 
had  not  been  so  noticeable  poling  up. 
Looking  ahead  to  a  bend  in  the  river  we 
would  see  that  we  were  almost  on  a 
level  with  the  tops  of  the  trees.  The 
first  half  mile  was  the  steepest  and  if  it 
were  to  freeze  over  smoothly  in  winter 
one  could  slide  down  at  a  rapid  rate  on 
a  sled. 

We  reached  the  headquarters  of  the 
Salmon  Club  that  evening  and  were 
again  hospitably  welcomed  by  the  mem- 
bers present.  The  next  day  we  stopped 
at  Raymonds  for  lunch.      In  front  of  the 


chewing  his  cud  perfectly  undisturbed. 
Then  we  drove  him  down  stream  ahead 
of  our  canoes  for  a  short  distance  and 
when  we  let  him  go  instead  of  hastening 
to  the  shore  and  crashing  through  the 
bushes  he  calmly  waded  to  the  bank  and 
commenced  eating  the  grass  as  if  nothing 
unusual  had  happened.  We  were  more 
surprised  at  his  conduct  than  he  appeared 
to  be  at  our  behaviour. 

At  noon  we  paddled  through  the  Nar- 
rows at  the  mouth  of  the  river  and 
entered  the  St.  John.  Paddling  against 
a  heavy  head  wind  we  passed  the  pleas- 
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antvillageof  Andover  andcrossed  the  river 
to  Perth  where  our  delightful  trip  ended. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  the 
guides  for  the  manner  in  which  they  per- 
formed their  various  duties.  Always 
ready,  always  willing,  always  good  tem- 
pered, always  knowing  just  what  to  do 
and  how  to  do  it,  good  woodsmen,  know- 
ing fishermen  and  huntsmen,  fine  cooks, 
hard  workers,  they  possessed  all  the 
qualities  and  knowledge  necessary  to  en- 
able one  to  obtain  the  greatest  amount 
of  pleasure,  comfort,  success  from  a  trip 
to  the  New  Brunswick  woods. 


The  Premier  and  Surveyor-General 
thoroughly  enjoyed  the  trip.  I  "Mr. 
Hazen  expressed  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Grim- 
mer and  himself  when  he  stated,  when 
interviewed  by  one  of  the  daily  papers  on 
his  return,  that  "nothing  could  have  ex- 
ceeded the  kindness  and  attention  of  our 
hosts,  the  guides  and  in  addition  to  the 
delightful  holiday  the  Surveyor-General 
and  I  have  acquired  a  knowledge  of  the 
game  conditions  which  we  could  not  have 
obtained  in  any  other  way.  It  will  be  of 
great  value  to  us  in  dealing  with  such 
matters  in  the  future.  " 


Record  Salmon  Catching.

THE  best  fishing  record  that  has  ever 
been  made  in  the  County  of  Anti- 
gonish  N.  S.,  was  made  by  Dr. 
Huntley  MacDonald,  of  Antigonish,  on 
May  23,  1908. 

I  had  never  seen  a  salmon  hooked,  and 
when  Dr.  Huntley  invited  me  to  accom- 
pany him  on  a  a  short  fishing  trip  I  ac- 
cepted with  delight. 

I  took  my  trout  rod  with  me,  thinking 
that  possibly  I  could  catch  a  few  speck- 
led beauties,  but  after  the  doctor  caught 
his  first  salmon,  I  got  so  excited  over  his 
fishing  that  I  forgot  all  about  the  trout, 
and  gave  up  my  fishing  to  watch  him. 

His  first  cast  was  made  at  halt  past 
four  and  with  the  second  cast  he  received 
a  rise,  and  hooked  a  small  salmon  which 
he  landed  in  a  few  moments. 

Immediately  after  this  he  landed  a  lar- 
ger fish,  and  as  readers  may  suppose 
things  were  getting  rather  exciting  for 
us  both.  The  best  part  of  the  afternoon's 
sport  came  a  few  moments  later  when 
he  hooked  a  large  salmon. 

I  thought  it  was  great  sport  to  see  him 
drown  the  first  two  fish,  but  when  he 
hooked  and  played  the  large  one  the  ex- 
citement was  intense,  and  the  sight  was 
one  seldom  to  be  seen  and  one,  when  be- 
held, never  to  be  forgotten. 

At  intervals  at  from  five  to  seven  min- 
utes this  large  fish  would  leap  through 
the  air,  sometimes  reaching  a  height  not 
less  than  three  and  perhaps  four  feet. 
After  securing  this  magnificent  prize  the 


doctor  did  not  care  if  he  caught  any  more 
or  not,  but  after  some  time  I  persuaded 
him  to  try  again,  because  I  felt  confident 
he  would  secure  another  one  in  a  very 
short  time,  as  there  were  no  less  than 
seven  or  eight  jumping  while  he  was 
drowning  the  others.  With  the  third 
cast  another  was  hooked  but  to  my  disap- 
pointment not  as  large  as  the  previous 
one. 

After  landing  the  fourth  and  last  salmon 
for  that  day,  the  doctor  wound  up  his 
line,  and  said  that  he  would  not  fish  any 
more  that  day,  but  would  leave  the  re- 
maining fish  for  other  sportsmen. 

I  feel  confident  that  if  the  doctor  had 
remained  at  that  pool  a  little  longer  he 
could  have  secured  at  least  four  more 
salmon.  But  as  he  is  one  of  the  few  clean 
sportsmen  he  knew  when  to  stop.  In 
talking  about  the  catch  afterwards  the 
doctor  remarked  "that  he  had  never  seen 
salmon  so  plentiful  before."  By  mak- 
ing this  catch  he  made  a  record  that  is 
hard  to  beat,  by  catching  the  four  fish  in- 
side of  two  hours.  The  weights  of  the 
salmon  were  as  follows  :  seventeen  and 
three-quarter  pounds,  ten  and  a  half 
pounds,  seven  pounds  and  five  and  a 
quarter  pounds. 

Dr.  Huntly  has  made  some  very  good 
catches  in  his  day,  but  this  one  surpasses 
them  all.  He  is  considered  about  here 
by  all  fair  judges  of  fishing  to  be  the 
best  fisherman  in  this  county  and  one 
of  the  best  in  Canada.

rjiMuch  attention  has  been  given  in  Can- 
ada in  recent  years  to  wolf  hunting.  It 
is  generally  conceded  that  the  wolves  do 
at  times  cause  havoc  amongst  the  deer 
and  as  the  latter  are  driven  further  north 
the  greater  are  the  numbers  falling  to 
the  wolves.  Recognizing  the  mischief 
thus  accomplished  the  various  Provincial 
Governments  have  placed  bounties  upon 
the  heads  of  the  wolves  and  sportsmen 
always  experience  a  peculiar  pleasure  if 
they  can  bring  destruction  upon  any  of 
these  marauders.  The  bounties  are 
said  not  to  be  high  enough  to  pay  men 
with  the  necessary  qualifications  to  fol- 


low wolf  hunting  as  a  matter  of  every 
day  occupation.  The  wolf  is  a  wary 
animal  and  the  more  wolves  are  hunted 
the  more  cunning  they  seem  to  become. 
It  is  not  therefore  in  the  power  of  every 
man  to  become  a  wolf  hunter  and  those 
who  do  pursue  the  wolves  follow  this 
occupation  more  or  less  intermittently. 
No  doubt  the  time  is  coming  when  a 
systematic  warfare  will  be  waged  upon 
the  wolves  and  in  the  meantime  interest 
in  the  subject  is  not  at  all  likely  to  abate. 
No  one  has  a  good  word  for  wolves  and 
if  their  ranks  are  thinned  such  a  fact  will 
be  a  cause  for  rejoicing  all  round.

old  wheel  was  badly  out  of  re- 
pair. For  two  hours  we  had  lab- 
ored patiently  with  it  but  were  now 
no  nearer  to  having  it  in  good  running 
order  than  before.  Evidently  our  day's 
sport  would  have  to  be  changed.  It  was 
a  glorious  day  and  as  we  looked  down  to 
the  lake  we  could  see  the  water  dancing 
and  sparkling  in  the  sun,  calling  to  us 
mutely,  but  irresistably. 

Leaving  Sunnyside,  a  paddle  of  some 
twenty  minutes  from  the  Humber  River, 
we  made  our  way  towards  its  mouth  in  a 
light  sixteen  foot  cedar  canoe.  And  it 
was  not  devoid  of  a  little  excitement. 
The  lake  was  rough,  the  white  caps 
climbing  well  up  to  the  top  of  our  boat, 
which  however  rode  the  waves  bravely, 


now  up,  now  down.  We  were  just  get- 
ting nicely  across  the  bay,  when,  avoid- 
ing some  projecting  rocks,  we  got  into 
the  trough  of  a  gigantic  roller  and  it  was 
only  by  our  companion  bringing  his  pad- 
dle down  smartly  across  the  top  of  the 
boat  that  we  avoided  an  upset. 

Emerging  from  under  the  bridges  we 
made  our  way  up  the  river,  the  quiet 
waters  of  which  were  quite  welcome 
after  the  stormy  lake.  Close  to  the 
river's  edge  it  is  quite  marshy,  the  little 
inlets  being  numerous.  Through  creeks 
into  these  ponds  one  may  easily  pass. 
And  it  is  worth  while,  too, for  the  water  in 
spring  teems  with  fish,  more  especialy 
pike,  and  in  the  summer  its  surface  is 
bedecked  with  water-lilies. 
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Birds,  also,  are  plentiful,  flying  among 
the  reeds.  Bitterns,  mud-hens,  wrens 
and  marsh  blackbirds,  keep  the  place  alive 
with  their  merry  din.  Many  of  these  are 
shot,  furnishing  the  necessary  sport  for 
the  man  with  theshot-gun  whooftentiresof 
watching  for  the  larger,  but  scarcer  game. 
Hawks,  very  often  (especially  with  a 
strong  north  wind  blowing,  which  seems 
to  bring  them  down)  create  excitement 
for  the  marksmen,  as  do  also  the  rarer 
flocks  of  wi'd  geese  and  ducks.

Like  a  huge  serpent  the  river  flows  on, 
in  and  out.  Nearing  a  bridge  a  couple 
of  miles  up  from  the  mouth  it  divides  it- 
self into  two  branches  which  reunite  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  farther  up,   forming  a 
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small  island,  a  delightful  spot  for  cam- 
pers wishing  to  take  advantage  of  its 
quiet  seclusion. 

Then  comes  to  view  that  historic  spot 
so  well  known  to  all  Torontonians — the 
old  mill.  And  its  beauty,  with  the  natural 
scenery  about  it,  challenges  rivalry. 
Sprouting  out  from  its  sides  all  around 
are  small  shrubs  while  inside  it  is  like  a 
miniature  forest.  To  the  east  it  looks 
out  upon  the  river  which  bubbles  and 
splashes  over  the  shallow  rocks  and  flows 


pasture  close  at  hand, keep  the  place  lively. 

The  old  mill  was  built  in  1836  and  1837, 
answering  the  purpose  of  a  grist  mill 
which  it  did  for  some  time.  But  un- 
lucky days  awaited  it.  In  1854  it  was 
destroyed  by  fire  which  futilely  attacked 
its  walls,  these  being  four  feet  thick. 
Since  that  time  it  has  battled  with  the 
elements  as  best  it  might.  Interest  has 
been  renewed  in  the  old  place  owing  to 
its  purchase  by  a  syndicate  which  has  ob- 
tained possession  of  it,  presumably  for

along  until  lost  from  view  in  the  thicken- 
ing trees.  To  the  north  the  hills  loom 
up  looking  with  friendly  eyes  on  the  old 
structure  which  for  over  half  a  century 
has  been  so  interesting  a  land  mark. 

Its  walls  re-echo  with  a  joyous  noise — 
birds  with  their  medley  of  song  constant- 
ly fluttering  about,  and  squirrels  and 
chipmunks  hopping  in  and  out  while 
around  its  grounds  the  neighing  of  hors- 
es and  calling  of  cows,   finding  tempting 


the  purpose  of  a  beauty  park,  having  also 
purchased  a  large  area  of  land. 

Old  age  is  beginning  to  stamp  itself  on 
the  mill.  But  like  an  old  soldier,  crip- 
pled yet  proudly  unconquerable,  it  stands 
awaiting  with  calm  indifference  the  vagar- 
ies of  an  ever-changing  climate  or  the 
erratic  ventures  of  man.  Beautiful  in 
itself,  with  beautiful  surroundings,  fascina- 
ting and  refreshing,  it  is  reluctantly  we 
leave  it.

The  Importance  of  Taxidermy  to  Sportsmen

IN  a  recent  number  of  Rod  and  Gun,  I 
endeavored  to  show  the  sportsman 
the  importance  of  taking  reasonable 
care  of  his  specimens  previous  to  placing 
them  in  the  hands  of  the   taxidermist  of 
his  choice. 

There  are  excellent  works  to  be  had 
dealing  with  this  subject,  giving  every 
detail  for  taking  the  proper  and  necessary 
care  of  trophies,  also  full  directions  for 
mounting  and  finishing,  Therefore, 
I  do  not  intend  to  go  into  much  detail  in 
this  short  article, and  I  always  advise  any- 
one who  may  ask  "Which  is  the  best 
way  for  me  to  learn  taxidermy  ?"  to  get 
a  book  on  the  subject,  such  as  "Taxi- 
dermy," by  John  Rowley,  or  "Taxidermy 
and  Zoological  Collecting,"  by  Horna- 
day,  and  then  depend    on  practice  and 


subsequent  experiences  to  gain  proficiency. 
If  the  sportsman,  wishing  to  learn  the 
art,  had  the  time  and  opportunity  to  work 
with,  and  under  the  continual  guidance 
of  a  good  scientific  taxidermist, that  would 
probably  be  his  best  plan,  but  this  is  not 
always  possible. 

I  would  repeat,  taxidermy  is  not  a 
secret,  as  the  numbers  of  books  published 
on  the  subject  prove,  but  I  know  there 
are  many  who  start  to  learn  with  plenty 
of  enthusiasm,  but  after  awhile  give  it 
all  up  in  disgust  ;  they  lacked  some  of 
those  qualities  that  are  necessary  to 
make  a  successful  taxidermist,  such  as 
plenty  of  patience,  natural  ingenuity,  an 
artistic  perception  and  sufficient  interest 
in  the  art  to  keep  right  on  in  spite  of  dis- 
couraging  failures.      The   majority  of 
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sportsmen  have  not  the  time  at  their  dis- 
posal, or  else  lack  these  necessary  quali- 
ties to  learn  the  art  and  make  a  success 
of  it  ;  so  must  needs  seek  the  services  of 
a  taxidermist,  one  who  will  produce  the 
best  results  at  a  reasonable  charge.  Now 
most  sportsmen  must  know  there  are 
good  and  bad  craftsmen  in  this  line  as  in 
others,  good  scientific  taxidermists  and 
incompetent  "bird  stuffers,"  but  as  there 
are  many  who  do  not  appear  to  be  aware 
of  this  fact,  I  have  photographed  some 
birds,  the  work  ot  different  operators,  to 
show  examples  of  good   and  bad  work. 

The  hawk  marked  X  is  an  obvious  ex- 
ample of  the  bad  variety,  but  I  lately 
heard  a  sportsman  say — and  one  who 
should  have  been  a  better  judge  of  this 
work — "Well,  I  thought  that  was  a  pretty 
good  job,  till  you  showed  me  the  differ- 
ence." 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  great 
advancement  in  the  art,  by  operators 
working  on  the  methods  demonstrated  in 
such  up  to  date  works  as  I  have  men- 
tioned, and  I  believe  sportsmen  will 
willingly  pay  a  little  more  for  good  work 
than  run  the  risk  of  having  their  speci- 
mens spoiled  at  the  hands  of  incompet- 
ents. 

By  good  work  I  mean  that  which  is 
near  to  the  natural,  that  is  lasting  and 
withal  shows  artistic  feeling.  I  say, 
near  to  the  natural,  for  remember,  how- 
ever well  a  specimen  may  be  mounted,  it 
is  of  necessity  inanimate,  therefore  can- 
not be  perfect.  I  have  heard  taxider- 
mists of  great  ability  and  long  experience 
say,  "I  find  there  is  always  something  to 
learn  in  taxidermy."  And  so  it  is  :  we 
cannot  say  perfection  has  been  reached. 
You  may  think  so  in  looking  over  the 
work,  that  beautiful  group  work,  in  the 
leading  museums  of  America  or  England, 
still  there  is  the  one  thing  missing — life 
itself. 

In  the  above  mentioned  photo,  I  may 
also  point  out  an  example  of  good  work, 
shown  in  the  Wilson's  snipe,  posed 
standing  on  one  leg  :  the  gosshawk, 
shown  to  the  left  is  sufficiently  good  to 
compare  with  the  red-tailed  hawk  op- 
posite. 

In  the  photo  of  the  deer's  head,  we 
have  an  example  of  good  work  in  that 
line,  and  at  the  same  time   showing  one 


of  those  interesting  rarities  that  some- 
times come  into  the  hands  of  the  taxi- 
dermists. Though  photos  sometimes 
fail  to  show  those  points  one  wishes  to 
emphasize,  it  will  be  seen  the  horns  are 
in  the  velvet,  though  shot  on  November 
fourteenth  at  Sprucedale  by  Mr.  Robert 
McCron.  To  anyone  who  may  naturally 
feel  doubtful  as  to  the  season  it  was  kill- 
ed Mr.  McCron  will  gladly  reply  ;  he 
states  that  it  weighed  two  hundred  and 
thirty  four  pounds,  and  was  in  perfect 
condition  in  every  way,  and  I  may  say  I 
saw  it  shortly  after  being  killed,  and  as  it 
was  skinned  noted  the  perfectly  fresh 
state  it  was  in,  though  why  it  should  be 
in  the  velvet  at  that  time  of  the  year  is 
hard  to  tell. 

But  to  return  to  the  subject.  How  many 
heads  one  sees  throughout  the  country 
badly  mounted,  with  ears  shrivelled  up 
like  a  leaf,  necks  long  and  thin,  for  re- 
member, at  the  season  deer  are  killed,  the 
buck  has  a  full,  fleshy  neck.  Notice,  too, 
in  these  badly  done  heads,  the  eyes  bulg- 
ing out  and  staring,  lips  sewn  together 
and  no  depth  to  nostrils  etc. 

Now  this  is  the  average  work  turned 
out  by  a  "taxidermist"  who  charges  four 
or  five  dollars  for  mounting,  or  rather 
"stuffing"  a  deer's  head.  So  I  would 
say  to  the  sportsman,  beware  of  cheap 
work. 

Take  for  instance  a  wood  duck,  killed 
in  the  fall.  It  has  a  thin,  tender  skin, 
covered  on  the  inside  by  nearly  a  quarter 
of  an  inch  of  fat,  which  if  not  all  taken 
off  will,  in  a  few  months,  work  out 
through  the  feathers  and  ruin  the  speci- 
men. The  man  who  mounts  a  bird  like 
this  for  a  dollar  and  a  halt  cannot  put  in 
the  time  necessary  to  remove  all  this 
grease  and  do  a  "good  job"  of  it  for  any 
such  price.  Even  the  skilled  taxidermist 
must  take  time  to  skin,  fat  down,  make 
the  body,  wire  the  legs  and  wings,  pose 
and  finally  place  on  the  stand,  the  speci- 
men if  it  is  to  be  well  done  Many  peo- 
ple seem  to  think  we  have  some  secret 
method  of  embalming  a  specimen  and  set- 
tingitup  in  shortorder.  But  the  sportsman 
of  intelligence  will  consider  the  work  and 
time  necessary  to  put  out  a  well  finished 
specimen,  and  bearing  in  mind  that  an 
unskilled  laborer  can,  nowadays,  make 
his  two  and  a  half  and  three   dollars  a 
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day  wages,  will  not  consider  ten  dollars 
a  high  price  to  pay  for  a  well  mounted 
deer's  head,  or  three  dollars  for  a  wood 
duck  or  mallard. 

Now  take  for  instance  the  work  on  a 
deer's  head.  The  skin  is  opened  on 
the  back  of  the  neck,  and  entirely  remov- 
ed from  the  skull  or  head.  This  skin, 
or  scalp,  is  then  shaved  down  pretty 
thin,  the  ears  turned  inside  out  to  the 
very  tip,  the   whole  placed  in  a  tanning 


or  pickling  solution  and  kept  in  this  state 
till  head  is  ready  to  mount. 

The  skull  meanwhile  is  cleaned  of  every 
bit  of  flesh,  poisoned,  then  wrapped  with 
excelsior  with  thread  to  nearly  the  cor- 
rect size  and  form,  thus  replacing  the 
flesh,  then  covered  with  modeling  clay  or 
papier  mache,  this  last  covering  modeled 
out  to  properly  reproduce  muscles,  lips 
and  nostrils,   and  depressions  or  raised 
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portions  :  this  is  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant parts  of  the  work. 

Now  the  scalp  is  again  taken  and 
beamed  down  as  thin  as  it  will  stand  to 
insure  it  from  shrinkage  and  consequent 
distortion  and  cracking  in  years  to  come. 
The  ears  are  poisoned,  turned  right  side 
out,  and  a  stiffening  pushed  up  in,  filling 
to  right  size. To  keeptheearfromshrinking 
and  getting  out  of  shape,  a  stiff  piece  of 
pasteboard  also  issewn  ontheoutsideofthe 
ear,  which  is  of  course  removed  when  the 
head  is  thoroughly  dry.  The  whole  is  then 
poisoned  with  arsenic  on  the  flesh  side 
and  placed  over  the  modeled  head  as  it 
came  off,  the  opening  cut  sewn  up,  every 
part  made  to  take  its  proper  place,  nailed 
around  to  the  back-board  and  the  eyes 
put  in.  As  the  scalp  is  put  on  while  wet 
and  soft  it  will  require  about  a  month  to 
thoroughly  dry  out,  during  which  time 
it  should  be  watched  ;  then  comes  the 
finishing  with  wax  and  paint  for  eyes, 
nose  etc.,  making  and  finishing  the  shield 
upon  which  it  is  to  be  placed. 

This  will  give  the  reader,  who  has  no 
knowledge  of  the  methods  used  by  the 
taxidermist,  some  idea  of  the  time  and 
work  required.  Often  customers  bring- 
ing in  work  have  expressed  surprise  on 
being  told  that  it  is  necessary  to  skin  a 
bird, head  andall,and  toremove  every  bit  of 
flesh,  which  is  replaced  by  artificial  means. 

This  lack  of  knowledge  of  taxidermic 
methods  is  indeed  surprising.  Last  sum- 
mer a  customer  brought  in  a  fine  maska- 


lunge  which  he  had  caught  and  evidently 
felt  proud  of.  As  I  could  plainly 
tell  that  it  had  been  kept  plenty  long 
enough,  I  set  aside  the  work  I  was  on, 
and  immediately  proceeded  to  remove  the 
skin,  so  as  to  get  it  into  a  pickle  as  socn 
as  possible  in  order  to  save  it.  With 
evident  alarm  he  said,  "What  are  you 
going  to  do  ?"  and  upon  my  explaining 
matters  he  said  "Oh,  I  didn't  know  you 
had  to  skin  fish  !"  I  have  seen  many  a 
good  specimen  ruined  by  having  been 
kept  too  long  ;  it  should  be  remembered 
that  a  specimen  that  is  to  be  mounted 
should  be  attended  to  as  soon  as  possible, 
and  not  kept  around  till  the  feathers  or 
hair,  as  the  case  may  be,  commence  to 
come  off,  or  "slip"  as  it  is  called. 

I  hope  that  in  these  lines  there  may  be 
some  hints  that  may  help  the  sportsman 
to  save  his  valued  trophies,  and  at  the 
same  time  save  the  taxidermist  from 
using  profane  language,  for  of  a  truth  his 
temper  and  patience  are  often  sorely 
tried.  And  I  hope  that  soon  there  will 
be  fewer  of  those  distorted  caricatures 
of  nature  to  be  seen  throughout  the 
country,  and  that  the  custom  taxider- 
mist will  be  able  by  keeping  his  prices 
up  to  a  reasonable  standard,  to  produce 
results  nearer  to  those  of  the  scientific 
museum  taxidermists,  whose  artistic  and 
beautiful  productions  are  to  be  seen  today 
in  such  institutions  as  the  South  Kensing- 
ton Museum,  London,  or  American 
Museum  of  Natural  History,  New  York, 


As  Mr.  M.  Bullard  and  M.  Wharey 
were  working  in  a  field  on  Mr.  Bullard's 
farm  near  Bolton  Glen,  Que.,  one  day  re- 
cently, they  were  attracted  by  a  noise  in 
the  bushes  and  were  on  the  look  out  for  a 
stray  deer.  Very  much  to  their  surprise 
they  saw  a  large  wild  cat.  Mr.  Wharey 
reached  for  his  gun  and  fired  twice  at  it, 
the  second  time  wounding  the  animal, but 
it  succeeded  in  getting  away.  On  the 
following  Tuesday  Mr.  Bullard's  father, 
Mr.  Sparrow,  an  elderly  man,  was  out  in 
a  back  field  and  started  to  return  home 
by  the  road  and  feeling  a  little  tired,  sat 
down  to  rest  on  a  culvert.  Suddenly 
there  jumped  out  from  under  the  bridge 
this  same  cat  with  the  wound  on  the  side 
of  its  head.    The  animal  turned,  took  a 


look  at  the  man  who  was  intruding  upon 
its  hiding  place,  and  pounced  upon  Mr. 
Sparrow  when  a  terrific  fight  ensued, tear- 
ing his  coat  almost  to  shreds.  Mr.  Spar- 
row, fortunately,  had  in  his  hand  a  large 
cane,  and  with  this  he  dealt  a  few  heavy 
blows  on  the  cat's  head,  when  it  turned 
and  ran  for  the  bushes.  No  trace  has 
been  seen  of  the  cat  since.  Mr.  Sparrow 
says  he  is  not  anxious  to  repeat  the  en- 
counter unless  he  has  something  better 
than  an  ordinary  cane  with  which  to  de- 
fend himself.  W.R.Eastman  of  Cambridge 
Mass,  and  Wm.  Brown  of  Sutton,  Que., 
were  also  startled  by  a  cry  of  a  Mountain 
lynx, atGlenSutton, Que., where  they  were 
camping. The  animal  decamped  after  being 
wounded  by  a  shot  from  one  of  their  rifles.

A description  of  what  the  old  aborigines 
had  to  contend  with  in  their  fight  for 
food  before  the  whites  imported  flour 
into  the  interior  parts  of  the  country  is  of  no 
practical  use  at  this  day,  but  it  may  be 
interesting  to  many  readers. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  eighteenth  cen- 
tury and  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth, 
when  the  traders  were  new  in  the  wilds, 
they  found  the  Indians  using  stone  axes, 
a  prong  of  antlers  for  their  ice-chisel, 
fish  bone  for  a  needle,  deer  sinew  for 
their  sewing  and  the  inner  bark  of  the 
cedar  tree  tor  any  purpose  that  required 
string  or.  rope. 

Matches,  of  course,  were  unknown  ; 
in  fact  at  the  time  I  write  of,  they  were 
not  yet  in  general  use  even  amongst  the 
whites.  Flint  and  steel  had  been  intro- 
duced by  the  traders  and  supplied  to  the 
Indians. 

To  make  a  fire  with  flint  and  steel  while 
the  thermometer  registered  several  de- 
grees below  zero  wasatrying  achievement. 
The  first  thing  necessary  before  striking 
a  spark  was  to  have  ample  fine  dry  kind- 
ling split  ready.  This,  of  itself  would 
not  ignite.  Dry  rotten  wood,  well  pul- 
verized, was  placed  near  with  splints,  or, 
failing  this,  the  coarser  outer  bark  of  the 
cedar  was  used. 

A  couple  of  strips  of  this  bark  after 
being  well  rubbed  between  the  hands 
became  a  fluffy,  fine  fibrous  mass  and  ig- 
nited very  readily. 

All  being  prepared  the  flint  and  steel 
were  produced  from  the  fire  bag  hanging 
at  the  hunter's  belt.  A  small  piece  of 
punk  held  tight  with  the  flint  between  the 
thumb  and  first  finger  of  the  left  hand,  the 
steel  being  held  firmly  in  the  right,  sharp 
quick  strokes  were  given  on  the  edge  of 
the  steel,  the  sparks  engendered  lodging 
on  the  punk.  •  The  punk  once  holding  a 
spark  was  placed  in  the  fibrous  mass  and 
the  whole  pushed  under  the  splints. 
Blowing  steadily  on  this  the  hunter 
soon  had  his  kindling  in  a  blaze,  after 
which  larger  pieces  were  placed  on  top 
and  lastly  green  logs  at  the  back. 

Often  when  moving  camp  a  short  dis- 


tance, the  fire  was  carried  from  the  old 
fireplace  in  a  basket  of  birch  bark, 
smothered  up  in  half  dry  rotten  wood, 
which  could  easily  be  blown  into  a  flame 
when  required. 

The  Indians  made  those  birch  bark 
baskets  of  all  sizes,  from  a  receptacle  for 
the  wife's  bone  needles,  etc.  to  ones  that 
held  a  hundred  pound  weight  of  dried 
meat,  fish  or  grease.  The  natives 
called  these  baskets  wig-wam-out  and 
the  traders  gave  them  the  name  of  "rog- 
gans." 

Fish  and  rabbits  were  the  staple  food 
of  the  bush  Indians  and  the  quantities  re- 
quired to  sustain  a  family  was  past  be- 
lief. 

Fish  was  obtained  by  the  men  in  var- 
ious ways  according  to  the  season  and 
locality.  In  the  month  of  May  when 
the  large  pike  resorted  to  the  grassy 
shallows,  they  were  shot  with  an  arrow 
attached  to  a  bark  string  at  the  end  of 
which  a  float  of  some  sort  was  fastened 
to  locate  the  fish  in  his  mad  rushes. 

About  that  time  of  year  large  numbers 
of  carp  or  suckers  ascended  the  small 
streams  to  spawn.  The  creek  or  river 
was  dammed  by  stones  and  other  ob- 
structions, leaving  one  opening  for  the 
fish  to  ascend. 

Hanging  down  stream  near  this  open- 
ing, or  overflow,  was  placed  a  long, 
narrow  box  of  split  cedar  wood,  or  some- 
times one  made  of  woven  roots.  When 
a  number  of  fish  had  reached  the  upper 
pool  the  opening  through  which  they  had 
passed  was  blocked  and  a  corresponding 
opening  made  at  the  mouth  or  upper  end 
of  the  trough  box. 

All  being  ready  the  men  and  boys  would 
begin  pelting  stones  into  the  stream, 
commencing  a  couple  of  acres  up  from 
the  dam  and  gradually  working  down 
towards  it. 

The  fish  being  thus  disturbed  would 
rush  madly  down  stream  and  enter  the 
only  opening  (the  mouth  of  the  box)  down 
which  they  slid  and  became  a  jammed  and 
struggling  mass.  Sometimes  the  box 
was  filled  from  end  to  end  and  numbered 
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over  a  hundred.  This  process  was  re- 
peated two  or  three  times  a  day,  as  long 
as  the  run  of  fish  continued,  the  women 
meanwhile  cleaning  and  smoking  the 
meat. 

In  fishing  under  the  ice,  a  tedious 
way  was  for  the  man  to  sit  over  a  hole 
with  a  bone  spear  poised  ready  for  any 
fish  that,  attracted  by  the  opening,  might 
come  near  enough  to  be  speared. 

This  was  slow,  cold  work  and  seldom 
gave  any  great  reward. 

Nets  they  constructed  similar  to  what 
we  use  at  the  present  day  only  made  from 
twisted  fibres  of  the  inner  bark  of  the 
cedar.  These  nets  were  dyed  the 
color  of  the  water  and  when  set  for 
whitefish  were  productive  enough  to 
make  the  labor  worth  while. 

The  killing  of  rabbits  was  done  by 
women  and  children  of  the  camps  by  using 
snares  made  of  twisted  sinew  or  fine 
thongs  of  deer  skin.  These  snares  if  set 
in  the  raw  state  would  be  nibbled  useless 
by  the  rabbits  as  the  greasy  smell  at- 
tracted them. 

To  overcome  this  each  snare  was  well 
rubbed  with  a  piece  of  marten  liver,  kept 
in  a  piece  of  rabbit  skin  by  the  snare  set- 
ter for  that  purpose.  Failing  the  neces- 
sary liver,  dropping  of  foxes,  lynx  or  the 
camp  dog  were  good  substitutes. 

When  the  families  lived  entirely  on 
plain  rabbit  they  required  prodigious 
numbers  to  sustain  life.  They  had  no 
flour,  pork,  sugar  or  tea,  at  these  times, 
nothing  but  rabbit  and  rabbit  straight, 
be  they  boiled  or  roasted  before  the  fire 
there  was  very  little  sustaining  virtue  in 
the  meat. 

Indians,  fifty  or  sixty  years  ago,  (that 
is  the  hunters)  ate  only  twice  a  day,  in 
the  morning  before  daylight  and  after  the 
man  came  home  at  night,  generally  long 
after  dark.  After  violent  exercise  and 
strenuous  work  for  ten,  twelve  or  fifteen 
hours  it  was  a  sight  to  see  him  put  away 
rabbit  meat  and  drink  the  broth  in 
which  it  was  boiled. 

The  broth  of  the  fish  they  cooked  was 
used  as  a  beverage  also  for,  as  I  have 
said,  tea  and  coffee  were  unknown, and  it 
must  also  be  remembered  that  this  broth 
or  boullion  held  the  most  nourishing 
parts  of  the  meat.     Any  little  fats  that 


the  rabbits  or  fish  possessed  was  drawn 
by  the  liquor  from  the  meat. 

Up  to  about  the  sixties  in  the  last 
century  percusson  guns  were  unknown 
amongst  the  interior  Indians  and  the 
few  who  possessed  flint  lock  ones  hoard- 
ed their  ammunition  with  the  greatest 
care  only  to  be  used  for  moose,  caribou, 
bear  or  beaver,  and  ducks  and  geese  in 
the  spring. 

All  other  animals  were  taken  either 
by  deadfalls  or  snares. 

Partridges  as  they  were  found  were 
either  caught  by  a  snare  at  the  end  of  a 
pole  or  shot  with  a  bow  and  arrow,  the 
arrow  used  being  blunt  headed  so  as  not 
to  damage  the  bird. 

As  the  men  had  practised  arrow  shoot- 
ing, from  their  childhood,  most  of  them 
were  very  expert,  but  it  is  a  lost  art  now 
when  every  man  and  boy  is  the  possessor 
of  a  gun. 

Beaver,  being  a  very  sustaining  food 
and  the  skin  valuable  as  a  means  of  barter 
with  the  traders,  were  much  hunted  by 
the  Indians  by  shooting  in  the  fall  and 
digging  them  out  of  their  1 'washes"  dur- 
ing the  winter. 

To  locate  a  beaver  in  his  wash  or 
breathing  hole  required  a  dog  of  very 
keen  scent.  Naturally  these  dogs  were 
highly  prized  by  their  owners  and  they 
were  as  jealous  of  retaining  the  breed  as 
an  Arab  of  his  steed. 

Those  that  had  no  dog  or  a  poor  one 
labored  under  a  great  disadvantage  and 
often  they  would  work  for  several  days 
trenching  the  shores  of  a  lake  without 
getting  a  beaver. 

Some  of  these  poor  fellows  would  re- 
sort to  another  mode  which  required 
much  patience  and  considerable  labor  but 
patience  and  labor  win  out  even  now. 

About  Christmas  of  our  calendar  when 
the  beavers'  wood  food  was  becoming 
slimy  and  tastleless  from  long  submer- 
sion the  Indian  would  build  or  stake  off 
under  the  ice  in  some  beaver  lake  a  large 
pound  with  a  sliding  door  made  of  poles. 
In  this  pound  he  would  introduce  for 
several  days,  a  supply  of  newly  cut  young 
poplars  or  white  birch.  The  door  being 
drawn  up  and  nearly  one  side  of  the 
pound  being  thus  open  the  beaver  would 
scent  the  succullent  wood  and  venture  in 
and  eat. 
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No  harm  coming  to  them  they  would 
visit  the  feeding  place  the  next  night  and 
the  next  until  they  became  thoroughly 
fearless. 

Then  was  the  Indian's  time  to  act. 
The  door  being  suspended  by  a  rope  of 
bark  passed  over  forked  stakes  was  seen 
to  be  in  thorough  dropping  order.  A 
trench  of  the  ice  was  cut  away  to  clear 
water  late  in  the  afternoon,  light  snow 
was  dusted  in  on  the  trench  to  keep  it 
from  freezing  and  the  rope  end  of  the 
door  taken  some  little  distance  away  and 
secured  near  the  Indian  who  sat  covered 
with  his  rabbit  skin  robe  on  the  nearby 
shore,  or,  if  necessary,  on  the  ice. 

Of  course  he  had  no  way  of  telling 
what  was  going  on  under  the  ice  and  the 
draw  was  very  much  of  a  gamble.  He 
judged  of  the  movements  of  the  beaver 
from  their  habits  and  that  was,  that  very 
shortly  after  nightfall  they  went  hunting 
for  food. 

When  the  watcher  considered]Fthe  op- 
portune time  had  come  the  rope  was  re- 
leased and  down  crashed  the  door  into 
its  groove  of  logs  and  the  hunter  hastened 
to  the  pound  with  his  ice  chisel  and  spear. 
An  opening  in  the  ice  was  quickly  made 
and  if  there  were  any  beaver  in  the 
pound  the  disturbance  of  the  water  as 
they  swam  about  to  get  free  would  at 
once  be  clear  to  the  Indian. 

Then,  if  the  haul  had  been  a  good  one, 
all  he  required  to  do  was  to  wait  until 
the  beaver  required  air  and  spear  him  in 
the  opening.!! 

A  successful  pull  sometimes  rewarded 
the  hunter  by  two  or  three  beaver,  but 
very  often  by  none. 

With  the  resetting  of  the  door  another 
long  wait  ensued  to  lead  to  a  probable 
success  or  a  long  cold  night  passed  for 
nothing. 

With  snares  made  of  required  strength 
of  woven  or  twisted  deer  skin,  foxes,  lynx, 
bears,  caribou  and  even  moose  were 
successfully  taken.  Pitfalls  were  at 
times  constructed  but  the  labor  they  en- 
tailed was  too  much  to  be  generally  used 
and  the  snare  or  deadfall  was  preferred. 

The  old  time  Indians  were  a  simple 
Manitou  fearing  race  of  people.  Their 
requirements  were  few  but  had  to  be 
strenuously  earned.    They  aimed  not  at 


attaining  wealth  but  were  satisfied  with 
their  wants  supplied  from  day  to  day. 

They  had  unwritten  laws  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  community  that  were  strictly 
adhered  to  and  any  breaking  of  such  was 
threshed  out  at  a  proper  time  before  the 
head  men  of  the  tribe  and  the  proper  pun- 
ishment meted  out  to  the  culprit.  This 
very  rarely  happened  for  their  lives  as  a 
rule  were  truthful,  sober,  honest  and 
moral,  and  in  the  writer's  opinion  it 
would  be  a  shame  to  class  them  with 
their  so  called  Christian  descendants  of 
the  present  day,  who  have  learnt  all  the 
white  man's  vices  and  adopted  very  few  of 
his  virtues. 

The  mode  of  burial  amongst  all  the 
best  Indians  in  those  days  was  in  a  sit- 
ting position  in  an  excavation  about  four 
feet  deep,  the  body  resting  on  a  plank  at 
one  end  of  the  grave  in  a  slightly  bent 
forward  pose.  A  strong  bar  went  from 
side  to  side  of  the  grave  back  of  the  knee 
joints,  and  a  similar  bar  rested  under  the 
arms  across  the  chest. 

In  front  of  the  corpse  at  the  bottom  of 
the  grave  was  placed  his  fire-bag,  axe, 
chisel  and  other  small  belongings.  The 
grave  was  then  covered  level  with  the 
surrounding  earth  with  split  boards  and 
brush.  Very  frequently  a  rough  roof 
covered  with  birch  bark,  covered  the 
grave  proper  to  cast  off  the  rain.  His 
canoe  and  snowshoes  were  often  found 
leaning  up  against  this  structure. 

To  secure  the  graves  from  being  dis- 
turbed by  wild  animals  their  places  of 
burial  were  generally  out  on  an  island  in 
a  lake  or  midstream  on  some  large  river. 
The  Indians  of  the  present  day  while 
getting  much  better  prices  for  their  furs 
are  not  as  well  off  as  their  grandfathers 
were.  Their  supposed  requirements 
are  numerous  and  undreamed  of  by  the 
natives  of  even  forty  years  ago. 

I  was  in  a  frontier  trading  shop  a  few 
months  ago  where  Indians  were  getting 
supplies  to  proceed  trapping  on  the  hunt- 
ing grounds.  I  smiled  to  see  one  spoilt 
Indian  taking  one  box  (three  cakes)  of 
Cuticura  Soap.  I  have  years  ago  seen 
the  grandfather  of  that  very  Indian  wash- 
ing the  overplus  dirt  from  his  face  and 
hands  with  alcaline  mud,  but  times  are 
changed. 

Since  the  general   opening   up  of  the

country  and  the  introduction  of  imported 
provisions  for  trade  many  Indians  now 
declare  they  could  not  live  without  flour, 
tea,  sugar,  pork  and  tobacco.  Whisky, 
when  they  can  get  it,  makes  large  inroads 
in  the  value  of  their  packs. 


It  may  lend  some  interest  to  the  fore- 
going article  for  the  reader  to  know  that 
the  writer  in  his  younger  days,  as  a  trad- 
er, witnessedall  he  has  descibed  and  while 
yet  not  an  old  man  can  look  back  to  forty- 
five  years  ago  in  the  Indian  country. 


President  Roosevelt  as  a  Sportsman 


A  Guide's  View. 


nOHN  Willis,  a  veteran  stockman  of 
Montana,  who  accompanied  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  on  most  of  his  big 
game  hunting  trips  in  the  Dakotas, 
Montana,  north  central  Washington  and 
British  Columbia  between  1884  and  1889, 
says  the  President  is  a  game  sportsman, 
persistent  and  tireless  in  pursuit  and 
cool  and  calculating  in  encounter. 

1 'While  more  or  less  hampered  by  his 
glasses,"  the  former  guide  added,  "the 
President  is  a  good  shot  at  game,  though 
he  is  not  good  at  target  shooting.  He 
never  gets  rattled,  no  matter  what  the 
provocation,  and  he  is  a  good  traveller  in 
a  wild  country  and  can  go  with  the  best 
of  them  after  he  has  been  out  a  few  days. 
In  camp  and  on  the  chase,  he  bears 
hardship  cheerfully,  even  joyfully,  taking 
what  comes  with  a  good  natured  philo- 
sophy and  doing  his  full  share  of  the 
drudgery  of  open  life  with  true  sporting 
spirit. 

We  became  acquainted  when  the  Presi- 
dent was  living  on  a  ranch  near  Medora, 
N.  D.  in  1884.  I  had  been  hunting 
goats,  sheep  and  other  big  game  for  many 
years  taking  them  chiefly  fotr  their  heads. 
I  had  killed  a  magnificent  white  goat,  the 
head  of  which  I  sold  at  Manden,  N.  D. 
The  President  saw  it  on  exhibition  there. 
He  asked  and  learned  who  had  killed  it 
and  wrote  me  a  letter  in  which  he  asked 
me  whether  I  thought  he  could  kill  one 
like  it.  I  experienced  no  little  difficulty 
in  reading  the  letter  and  replied  that  un- 
less he  could  shoot  better  than  he  wrote 
1  believed  the  chances  were  not  much 
in  his  favor. 

His  reply  was  a  telegram  in  which 
he  asked  me  to  consider  myself  engaged 
as   guide  for  a   hunting  trip  to  begin 


August  the  twentieth.  I  took  him  into 
the  Bull  river  country,  where  he  killed  a 
number  of  mountain  goats  and  might 
have  killed  many  more  but  for  the  fact 
that  he  would  shoot  only  the  finest  speci- 
mens. He  killed  one  on  our  second  day 
out. 

Later,  I  hunted  with  him  again  in  the 
Big  Hole  basin  in  Montana  and  other 
parts  of  the  state  and  in  1888  or  1889  we 
made  a  trip  into  British  Columbia,  where 
we  visited  the  Kootenay  country, 

I  have  been  out  with  him  for  months  at 
a  time  and  am  probably  better  acquaint- 
ed with  him,  his  personal  feelings,  likes 
and  dislikes,  family  history,  aims  and  am- 
bitions than  half  of  the  men  who  are  as- 
sociated with  him  in  public  life. 

Since  I  went  into  business  for  myself  I 
have  had  many  requests  from  President 
Roosevelt  to  accompany  him  on  hunting 
trips,  but  I  have  been  unable  to  accept, 
much  as  I  would  have  enjoyed  doing  so. 
Since  he  became  President  his  hunting 
trips  have  been,  I  imagine,  much  less 
enjoyable  for  those  who  accompanied  him 
than  those  we  used  to  take  alone  before 
he  became  the  nation's  chief  executive, 
on  account  of  the  greater  formality  and 
dignity  of  those  occasions. 

While  I  would  like  much  to  go  away 
into  the  mountains  with  him  alone,  I  have 
no  desire  whatever  to  accompany  him  on 
his  trip  to  Africa,  since  that  expedition, 
like  many  of  those  he  has  been  on  during 
his  tenure  of  the  presidency,  will  be  one 
of  much  formality,  entirely  unlike  the 
trips  we  used  to  take  when  we  struck 
out  into  the  woods  with  a  piece  of  bacon, 
a  sack  of  coffee  and  a  fryingpan,  without 
even  carrying  blankets,  taking  the 
country  as  it  came  and  lying  down  to 
sleep  wherever  night  overtook  us.

The  Lure  of  the  Wild.

EADERS  of  Rod  and  Gun  who  have 
had  occasion  to  visit  this  part  of  the 
southwestern  peninsula  can  no 
doubt  tell  of  the  beauties  of  a  drive  from 
Leamington,  Ont.,  to  the  end  of  Point 
Pelee,  a  distance  of  perhaps  twelve  miles. 
After  a  four  mile  drive  over  a  fine  gravel 
road,  the  Narrows  is  reached,  between 


lake  and  marsh. 
Military  Road, 
running  direct 
to  the  land's  end. 
It  is  one  of  the 
most  beautiful 
drives  in  Cana- 
da, and  within  a 
stone's  throw  of 
Lake  Erie  all 
the  way.  The 
woodland  is 
practically 
primeval  and 
composed  prin- 
cipally of  cedar, 
oak,  pine  and 
walnut,  inter- 
twined  in  places 
with  what  seems 
to  be  an  endless 
chain  o  f  wild 
grape  vines.  So

thick  is  the  undergrowth  that  many  of 
the  Southern  birds  winter  here,  it  being 
the  most  southerly  point  in  Canada. 

Here  and  there  the  road  is  crossed  by 
trails  which  were  no  doubt  used  by  In- 
dians years  ago .  In  places  along  what  is 
known  as  the  Back  Road  the  foliage  is  so 
thick  that  the  sunlight  seldom  if  ever 
enters. 

A  turn  to  the 
left  near  Girar- 
di  n  homestead 
brings  you  t  o 
what  is  known 
as  the  old  Sau- 
be  farm.  Right 
here  is  a  natur- 
al park  of  prob- 
ably fifteen  or 
twenty  acres,  a 
perfect  square, 
and  dotted  here 
and  there  with 
pine  and  cedar 
trees,  trimmed 
just  the  same  as 
one  would  see 
in  a  city  park, 
yet  no  human 
handevertouch- 
ed  them.  The 
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lawn,  too,  seems  to  be  well  kept  and 
would  do  credit  to  some  I  have  seen  in 
Leamington.  It  is  certainly  a  study  in 
Nature,  and  worth  one's  while  driving 
twelve  miles  to  see. 

The  Point  is  at  its  loveliest  in  Novem- 
ber; it  is  Nature's  millinery  opening.  The 
long  grass  in  the  marsh  has  changed  from 
green  togold,thewillowsthesame,and  far- 
ther on  towards 
theLake  the  pur- 
ple and  gold  of 
the  maples  sil- 
houetted against 
the  sombre  back 
ground  of  cedar 
and  pine  all 
makes  a  sight 
that  one  can  nev- 
er forget. 

Mosquitoes  are 
very  much  in 
evidence,  a  s  is 
the  case  in  all 
beauty  spots, and 
these  pests  may 
be  found  as  late 
as  November. 

The  natives 
are  principally 
French,  the  Gir- 
ardins  and  De- 
lauriers  predom- 
inating. The 
summer  months 
are  almost  en- 
tirely devoted  to 
fishing  and  the 
muskrat  trapp- 
ing in  the  win- 
ter brings  in  a 
fairly  good  rev- 
enue. Very  little 
farming  is  done, 
the  land  being 
too  sandy. 

A  goodly  portion  of  the  above  is  seen 
on  the  way  to  the  duck  grounds  of 
Pelee,  which  were  thrown  open  to  the 
public  about  five  years  ago.  Prior  to  this 
the  whole  marsh  was  under  lease  from 
the  Dominion  Government  by  an  organi- 
zation known  as  the  South  Essex  Gun 
Club,  composed  of  a  few  local  sportsmen 
and  some  eastern  capitalists.  The  local 
men  dropped  out  one  by  one  and  for

about  fifteen  years  the  easterners  had  full 
swing.  Finally  the  Club  got  in  a  tangle 
with  the  government  in  some  way,  the 
lease  was  cancelled  and  the  marsh  thrown 
open  in  the  fall  of  1903. 

The  organization  referred  to  built  a  fine 
large  club  house  on  the  leased  land  and 
engaged  a  caretaker  by  the  year  to  look 
after  poachers, and  to  say  that  he  was  kept 

busy  is  putting 
it  mildly.  The 
natives  did  not 
feel  like  being 
deprived  of  their 
hunting  and  fish- 
ing grounds  and 
a  company  of 
soldiers  could 
not  have  kept 
them  off.  As  a 
con  sequence  a 
good  many  of 
them  paid  fines 
and  there  was 
great  rejoicing 
when  the  Club 
was  ordered  to 
vacate. 

Then  two  or 
three  clubs  were 
organized  in 
town  and  two 
hunting  lodges 
put  up  near  the 
one  referred  to 
above,  CampRed 
Head  and  Camp 
Injun,  while 
across  the  Lake 
Pond,  on  the 
east  side  Camp 
Dodge  was  built. 
The  club  house 
and  a  1  1  three 
lodges  and  their 
belongings  were 
burnt  to  the  ground  last  March.  Several 
parties  were  tracked  for  some  distance  in 
the  snow,  but  not  located.  Two  govern- 
ment detectives  were  put  to  work  on  the 
case  but  to  date  nothing  has  been  accom- 
plished, and  in  all  probability  that  will  be 
the  end  of  it.  Jealousy  on  the  part  of 
some  of  the  natives  is  said  to  have  been 
the  cause  of  the  fires.  This  will  be  news 
to  many  readers  of  this  magazine  all  over

Canada  who  can  no  doubt  recall  the 
pleasant  evenings  spent  down  on  the 
"Pint",  to  use  the  native  vernacular. 
Tents  are  entirely  used  now.  A  building 
of  any  kind  is  not  safe  any  more  unless 
inhabited  the  year  round — and  hardly 
then . 

The  marsh  proper  comprises  several 
ponds — theHar- 
rison,  East, 
West,  and  North 
Cranberry,  Gir- 
ardin,  Cove  and 
Lake  Pond,  the 
latter  being 
much  the  larger, 
all  of  which  af- 
f  o  r  d  excellent 
shooting  and 
fishing.  The 
black,  grey, 
wood  duck  and 
some  of  the  teal 
family  nest  here 
and  are  unmerci- 
fully slaughter-

ed  out  of  season  despite  the  efforts  of 
the  game  warden  to  prevent  it.  Local 
sportsmen  are  agitating  to  have  the  sea- 
son start  a  month  later,  and  also  to  have 
two  deputies  stationed  on  the  breeding 
grounds  from  August  1st  until  the  shoot- 
ing season  opens  and  try  to  put  a  stop  to 
shooting  the  young  ducks.  The  season  is 

far  too  early  in 
this  section  and 
the  sooner  it  is 
shortened  the 
better  for  every- 
b  o  d  y.  I  t  i  s 
next  to  impos- 
sible to  stay  in 
the  grass  in 
September  o  n 
account  of  mos- 
quitoes. 

The  writer 
and  a  friend 
spent  two  weeks 
on  the  east  side 
inOctober  1907, 
and  although  w 
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did  not  have  extra  good  luck  in  the  duck 
line  enjoyed  the  most  pleasant  outing  of 
our  lives;  the  weather  was  too  mild  for 
good  duck  shooting.  The  east  side  is 
reached  by  two  ways,  the  shortest  one 
being  by  the  way  of  the  Narrows  to  the 
old  club  house,  where  you  take  the  chan- 
nel and  punt  the  pack  across  the  pond,  a 
little  over  a  mile.  We  chose  the  longer 
way  by  the  dyke  road,  through  to  the 
beach.  Our  outfit  consisted  of  two  tents, 
two  stoves,  a  boat,  supplies,  etc.,  and 
two  big  men  and  a  driver.  All  went  well 
until  the  beach  was  reached,  and  then  the 
sand — about  three  miles  and  a  half  of  it. 
We  thought  several  times  it  would  be 
necessary  to  cache  part  of  our  load  but 
after  four  hours  of  about  the  hardest  pull- 
ing and  shoving  I  ever  witnessed  we  fin- 
ally landed  at  the  spot  chosen  for  a  camp 
site,  three  hungry  and  tired  and  I  might 
say  very  dry  men.  It  was  just  about  dusk 
and  we  hustled  to  get  one  of  the  tents  up 
as  it  looked  much  like  rain,  and  when  it 
rains  on  Point  Pelee  it  pours,  and  then 
some.  All  the  outfit  was  stored  in  one 
tent.  We  "bilt"  the  kettle  and  had 
lunch.  No  sooner  had  our  pipes  been  lit 
than  it  started  to  rain;  first  a  gentle  pit- 
pat  on  the  canvas, and  then  the  sky  seem- 
ed to  open  up  and  let  it  down  in  barrels. 
It  was  found  on  examination  that  the 
tent  leaked  on  the  north,  south,  east  and 
west  sides  and  also  on  the  top,  and  some- 
what resembled  a  circus  tent  after  being 
shot  up  by  cowboys. 

It  now  became  apparent  that  we  must 
cover  our  provisions  and  make  for 
Camp  Dodge  for  the  night,  a  half  a  mile 
along  the  edge  of  the  grass.  The  night 
was' 'dark  like  one  black  cat"  but  we  had 
no  difficulty  in  reaching  the  camp,  where 
we  were  royally  received,  although  we 
looked  like  two  drowned  muskrats.  The 
fellows  in  Camp  Dodge  had  been  estab- 
lished for  a  week  or  more  and  everything 
was  in  apple  pie  order,  with  a  line  full  of 
ducks.  They  were  celebrating  on  this 
particular  evening,  the  "bish"  flowed  free 
and  we  joined  in  the  celebration,  winding 
up  with  a  banquet  at  12.30  a.m.,  in  which 
a  pan  of  roast  duck  and  a  twelve  pound 
whitefish  played  a  prominent  part.  By 
this  time  the  whole  bunch  were  getting 
quite  sleepv  and  all  adjourned  to  the 
sleeping  tent.     I  felt  rather  shaky  about 


leaving  our  outfit  alone,  and  as  there 
were  already  nine  men  and  four  dogs  in 
the  tent,  thought  it  better  to  go  back  and 
fix  up  some  sort  of  a  shake-down  for  the 
remainder  of  the  night.  My  partner,  we 
will  call  him  Sam,  had  long  since  passed 
into  dreamland.  I  tried  to  awaken  him, 
but  all  I  could  get  out  of  him  was,  "that's 
beautiful — that's  grand",  suppose  he  was 
dreaming  of  the  fish  and  duck  supper  of 
which  we  hadjust  disposed.  There  is  a  story 
connected  with  the  above  expression  that 
would  not  look  well  in  print.  However, 
one  of  the  braves  of  Camp  Dodge,  who 
goes  by  the  sobriquet  of  "Bill  Injun", 
decided  to  accompany  me  back  through 
the  rain,  which  had  now  somewhat  sub- 
sided. Everything  was  pretty  well  soak- 
ed but  we  managed  to  find  a  dry  mattress 
and  covering  ourselves  up  with  a  rubber 
blanket,  were  soon  lulled  to  sleep  by  the 
patter  of  the  rain  on  the  tent. 

We  slept  very  well  considering  the 
dampness.  I  was  the  first  to  awaken 
and  the  first  thing  I  set  my  eyes  on  was 
a  big  bull  frog  sitting  on  the  top  of  a 
small  box  quietly  surveying  the  situation.  I 
punched  Bill  and  told  him  to  get  up,  that 
the  tent  was  inhabited.  Bill  rubbed  his 
eyes,  looked  at  the  frog  and  said,  "Why, 
that  nothin',  we  eat  them  fellers  everyday 
down  here."  "But  look, "said  he,  point- 
ing towards  the  tent  pole,  "there's  a 
a  snake!"  And  sure  enough  there  was  a 
spotted  snake  curled  up  near  the  pole,  a 
nice  introduction  on  a  wet  Sunday  morn- 
ing. Bill  allowed  that  we  needed  a  drink 
and  asked  for  the  bottle.  I  had  left  part 
of  a  bottle  of  brandy  outside  the  tent  to 
keep  it  cool,  and  we  had  to  get  up  and 
kill  that  snake  and  two  more  outside  be- 
fore we  got  a  drink.  That's  going  some 
and  this  story  did  not  come  out  of  the 
jug  either;  it's  a  fact. 

The  rain  had  entirely  subsided  by  this 
time  and  we  hit  the  trail  through  the  wet 
grass  back  to  Camp  Dodge  for  breakfast. 
Breakfast  over  we  all  went  back  and 
pitched  the  other  tent  and  proceeded  to 
gather  up  some  firewood,  which  at  times 
is  very  scarce  especially  on  the  bar, where 
you  have  to  depend  principally  upon  drift 
wood. 

Sunday  passed  off  very  pleasantly  and 
we  got  everything  pretty  well  dried  and 
all  ready  for  the    morning  shoot.  The

same  evening  we  were  up  against  a  genu- 
ine north-easter  and  at  times  there  were 
grave  fears  of  a  balloon  ascension.  We 
"dressed  for  parade"  and  remained  that 
way  until  three  in  the  morning,  when  the 
wind  gradually  went  down,  giving  us  two 
hours  sleep. 

Monday  morning  was  cold  and  windy 
but  out  we  went  after  the  red  heads.  At 
noon  about  a  dozen  adorned  the  line  in 
front  of  the 
tent,  together 
with  two  rabbits 
and  a  very  fine 
specimen  of  the 
snow-owl,  which 
I  have  since  had 
mounted.  June 
weather  prevail- 
ed the  rest  of 
the  week,  and 
the  shooting  was 
very  poor  until 
the  following 
Monday.  That 
day  was  a  per- 
fect one  for  de- 
coying  and   all  camp  audobon. 


the  camps  cleaned  up — principally  re^ 
heads  and  canvas  backs.  Thursday, 
Thanksgiving  Day,  the  camps  were  invad- 
ed by  a  lot  of  hungry  tenderfeet  fromLeam- 
ington  and  our  larder  as  well  as  that  of 
Camp  Dodge  was  pretty  well  depleted  by 
evening.  The  shooting  on  the  whole  was 
very  poor  in  comparison  with  other  years, 
and  with  the  exception  of  the  picture 
shown  very  few  big  killings  were  made. 

M  y  time  was 
now  up  and  I 


left  Camp  Audo- 
bon in  charge  of 
my  partner  for 
another  two 
weeks. 

I  cannot  very 
well  conclude 
this  article  with- 
out another 
snake  story. 
Snakes  appear- 
ed to  be  more 
numerous  than 
ducks  last  fall. 
The  fishing  is 
very  good  in  the 
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ponds  as  late  as  November,  the 
bass  and  pike  taking  the  fly  readi- 
ly. The  writer  with  a  party 
of  four  or  five  were  casting 
along  the  Cove  pond  one  day 
when  our  attention  was  attracted 
by  the  barking  of  a  little  yellow 
dog  belonging  to  one  of  the  fish- 
ermen. He  was  tearing  away  at 
an  old  log  imbedded  in  the  sand 
and  I  went  to  the  spot  to  investi- 
gate. Upon  removing  a  piece  of 
the  log  out  came  a  snake  about 
six  feet  long,  what  is  known  as 
"wamper"  here.  I  do  not  know 
the  correct  name.  I  killed  this 
one  and  called  the  rest  of  the  fel- 
lows and  told  them  I  had  a  genu- 
ine snake  hound,  as  the  dog  made 
for  the  log  again.  We  tore 
it  to  pieces  and  got  six  more,  not 
one  under  five  feet  in  length,  to- 
gether with  as  many  eggs  as 
could  be  put  in  a  peck  measure. 
The  eggs  of  this  snake  are  fasten- 
ed together  in  a  cluster  and  re- 
semble a  bunch  of  grapes,  only 
they  are  perfectly  white.  A  snake 
hunt  was  immediately  organized 
and  we  started  down  the  beach, 
stopping  at  every  old  log.  In  a 
distance  of  probably  a  mile  we 
killed  thirty-four  snakes  and  captured 
nearly  that  many  alive,  together  with  two 
or  three  bushel  of  eggs.  The  "wamper" 
lays  the  eggs  in  July  and  August  and  they 
are  hatched  the  following  year. 

One  of  the  natives  told  me  they  were 
tond  of  duck  eggs  and  also  would  kill 
young  ducks;  otherwise  they  are  harmless.

English  Pheasants  in  Canada. 


BY  P.  E.  BUCKE. 


ABOUT  thirty  years  since  the  beauti- 
ful English  Pheasant  was  first  in- 
troduced into  Canada.  These  birds 
are  exceedingly  hardy  and  stand  the  win- 
ters of  Ontario  fairly  well,  but  the  snow 
at  times,  makes  their  existence  precarious 
unless  their  natural  food  is  supplemented 
by  the  kind  hearted  farmer  or  breeder. 
About  St.  Catharines,  a  few  birds  may  be 
seen  along  the  country  roads  towards 
Fifteen  Mile  Creek  or  Port  Dalhousie, 
either  running  along  the  highway  or  flying 
from  field  to  field.  The  Game  Wardens 
and  others  inform  me  that  the  nests  often 
fall  a  prey  to  the  small  boy,  or  even  to 
those  of  bigger  growth  and  that  they  have 
even  been  known  to  kill  the  full  grown 
birds  on  sight  if  they  possess  the  means 
to  do  so.  Were  it  not  for  these  mischiev- 
ous individuals  the  Niagara  Peninsula 
would  soon  be  alive  with  this  splendid 
bird,  as  owing  to  its  position  between 
the  lakes  of  Erie  and  Ontario  snow  sel- 
dom remains  on  the  ground  for  long  at  a 
time. 

Essex  and  Kent  would  form  a  much 
better  breeding-ground,  as  the  farms  are 
larger  and  consequently  population  is  not 
so  dense  as  in  the  fruit  districts  ;  also 
corn  is  largely  cultivated  as  a  staple  crop 
and  this  forms  a  most  suitable  cover.  If 
the  truth  must  be  told,  where  land  is  held 
in  one  and  two  hundred  acre  lots,  and 
even  larger,  there  is  sure  to  be  scrub, 
brush,  and  weeds  in  fence  corners  and 
out  of  the  way  places  giving  suitable 
hiding  and  nesting  spots  for  these  birds, 
I  do  not  know  if  any  one  has  tried  to 
rear  them  in  a  wild  state  about  Windsor, 
Chatham  or  the  Rondeau. 

The  true  home  for  the  British  Pheasant 
on  Canadian  soil  is  Vancouver  Island  and 
the  Main  Land  of  British  Columbia  along 
the  Fraser  River  and  up  Burrard  Inlet 
and  in  fact  in  almost  any  of  the  valleys 
that  are  sheltered,  where  the  snow  does 
not  lie  too  deep  or  too  long  on  the 
ground. 

On  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  climate  these 
birds  came  from  is  not  only  repeated  as 
regards  temperature,  but  is  much  improv- 


ed in  the  matter  of  rainfall  during  the 
breeding-season  ;  the  summers  are  dryer 
and  the  range  for  the  birds  is  much  more 
extensive.  There  seems  also  to  be  less 
vermin  to  destroy  the  eggs  and  chicks. 

The  game  laws  are  also  fairly  well 
carried  out.  The  birds  on  Vancouver 
Island  have  multiplied  so  fast  that  the 
farmers  are  beginning  to  complain  that 
they  trample  down  the  grain  and  are 
becoming  a  nuisance. 

In  the  outskirts  of  the  city  of  Victoria 
where  it  is  against  the  law  to  discharge 
firearms,  it  is  a  grand  sight  to  see  these 
beautiful  birds  as  tame  almost  as  barn- 
door fowls.  The  visitor  is  much  struck 
also  with  the  multitude  and  tameness  of 
the  meadow  larks  which  seem  to  be  in 
thousands  in  the  fields  of  Vancouver 
Island  :  on  inquiry  it  was  found  that  all 
songbirds  are  strictly  protected  there. 

*  *  *  * 

One  morning  in  Vancouver  in  early 
November,  I  was  getting  in  my  second 
sleep,  when  ging,  ging,  gingle  went  the 
telephone,  I  started  up  and  made  a  dash 
for  the  receiver. 

"Hello  there,"  said  I,  "what's  up;  is 
the  town  on  fire  ;  the  bricks  of  the  house 
don't  seem  hot  ?"  Immediately  the  an- 
swer came  :  "Keep  cool,  old  man,  it  is 
only  Jack  Sutton.  I'm  off  on  the  eight 
a.  m.  train  for  Pitt  Meadows,  have  a 
couple  of  setters,  and  would  like  to  know 
if  you  would  care  to  come  along."  "By 
all  that's  good  and  gracious"  said  I,  "my 
dream  is  coming  true.  I  was  just  skin- 
ning muskrats  on  the  Lillooet  Creek.  Go, 
yes,  of  course  I'll  go,  we'll  meet  you  at 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Station  at 
seven-fifty  ;  ten  minutes  will  do  to  get 
the  dogs  aboard,  you  attend  to  them  and 
I  will  bring  grub  for  the  day  and  seme 
"Cold  tea!"  "O.  K.  and  good  day," 
said  Jack,  as  he  shut  eff  the  'phone. 

Perhaps  I  may  be  permitted,  whilst  the 
train  is  rustling  along  to  give  a  little  des- 
cription of  the  Pitt  Meadows.  The  Pitt 
River  crosses  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way fourteen  miles  from  Vancouver.  It 
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is  nearly  half  a  mile  wide  at  the  bridge, 
and  it  runs  from  the  Mountain  Range 
some  fifty  miles  away  into  the  Fraser  a 
few  miles  below  ;  it  has  a  sluggish  es- 
tuary, except  that  the  tide  flows  up  and 
down  at  regular  intervals. 

The  meadows  themselves  have  evid- 
ently been  formed  by  the  wash  from  the 
mountains  which  rise  high  and  grand  on 
the  left  hand  side  of  the  track  going  up 
the  road  from  Vancouver  ;  these  hills  are 
thirty  or  forty  miles  away,  the  Pitt  Lake 
is  a  broad  sheet  of  water  nine  miles  up 
the  river  from  the  bridge  and  extends  for 
thirty  miles,  nestling  placidly  amongst 
the  Everlasting  Hills.  The  4 'meadows" 
extend  over  an  area  of  ten  thousand 
acres,  and  are  quite  a  level  prairie  In 
the  higher  parts  are  found  scrub  bushes, 
and  dog  roses  by  the  acre,  but  as  a  rule 
nothing  but  long  grass  is  to  be  seen  ex- 
cept where  the  land  is  cultivated  in  pat- 
ches here  and  there.  Some  years  ago 
the  British  Columbia  Government  under- 
took to  drain  this  land.  A  ditch  of  some 
eighteen  feet  wide  and  ten  feet  deep  was 
dredged  along  the  Pitt  river  ;  the  earth 
out  ot  this  big  drain  was  thrown  out  on 
the  river  side,  so  that  when  it  rises  the 
water  is  kept  off  the  land.  There  are 
three  pumping  stations  at  various  points 
fitted  with  powerfnl  steam  pumps  ;  with 
these  the  water  is  raised  sufficiently  high 
to  be  thrown  into  wide  board,  suice-boxes 
and  so  conveyed  over  the  dyke  into  the 
Pitt  River.  The  British  Columbia  Gov- 
ernment charges  the  farmers  so  much  per 
acre  for  drainage  and  pumping,  but  I  do 
not  think  they  have  succeeded  in  collect- 
ing anything.  The  farmers  claim  that 
the  cost  of  the  works  were  excessive 
owing  to  incompetency  of  the  engineer, 
or  the  contractors,  or  to  Government 
oversight.  On  one  occasion  the  dyke 
gave  way  and  some  of  the  lands  were 
flooded,  but  all  this  is  another  story,  as 
Kipling  remarks.  Telephone  communi- 
cation is  established  between  the  three 
pumping  stations,  and  in  case  of  a  flood, 
all  the  pumps,  which  are  a  long  distance 
apart,  are  vigorously  set  to  work. 

But  here  we  are  at  the  Pitt  River  bridge, 
where  every  train  has  to  stop,  before  pro- 
ceeding. This  bridge  is  nearly  half  a 
mile  long  with  a  draw  for  boats  to  pass 
through  in  the  middle.      It  used  to  be  a 


wooden  structure  but  the  Canadian  Paci- 
fic Railway  have  put  down  concrete  piers, 
and  a  steel  superstructure. 

Off  we  jump  with  dogs  and  kit  ;  on 
goes  the  train  ;  we  shoulder  packs  and 
guns  and  follow  on  behind.  Our  first 
adventure  was  a  freight  train  that  had 
been  lying  at  the  Coquitlam,  or  rather  at 
the  New  Westminster  Junction.  It  came 
steaming  up  behind  us  as  we  were  cross- 
ing. "Hullo,"  said  Jack,  "What's  to 
be  done  now  ?"  "Each  catch  a  dog  and 
get  into  the  trestles,"  said  I,  "and  mind 
the  jar  of  the  train  does  not  shake  you 
off  into  the  river."  Bump,  bump,  she 
comes,  the  dogs  "go  scares,"  as  Julia 
Plant  says,  and  try  to  get  away  ;  but  we 
held  on  tight,  the  train  passes  and  all  is 
well. 

We  land  on  the  far  side,  jump  over 
the  fence  and  set  out  the  dogs.  We  had 
not  long  to  wait,  the  scent  was  hot,  the 
dogs  were  eager  from  their  confinement, 
they  made  a  dive  into  the  patch  of  dog 
roses  of  about  an  acre  and  up  rose  seven 
or  eight  pheasants.  Bang,  bang  went  the 
guns  and  two  of  them  fell.  "By  gum," 
said  I,  "that  bird  you  shot  was  a  hen, 
that  is  a  fine  of  twenty  dollars  for  you 
my  boy.  Don't  you  know  it's  against  the 
law  to  shoot  the  lady  birds?"  "Why 
yes,"  says  Jack,  "but  I  shot  at  a  big 
cock  bird  and  she  flew  in  the  way."  "A 
bad  excuse  is  better  than  none.  You 
had  best  take  her  along  and  risk  the  law, 
anyway  we  may  not  come  across  a  Beak; 
if  we  do  your  story  may  go  down  with 
him  alright." 

As  we  were  speaking  the  dogs  set 
another  bird,  but  as  it  proved  to  be  a  hen 
we  let  her  go.  We  had  a  lovely  day  of  it. 
Jack  secured  five  cocks  and  his  hen, 
whilst  I  knocked  over  seven  male  birds. 

Towards  evening  just  as  we  were  mak- 
ing for  the  bridge  we  came  near  some 
low  grounds,  when  I  cocked  my  ear  to  a 
most  familiar  shriek.  We  called  in  the 
dogs  and  tied  them  up.  "This  is  a  busi- 
ness for  two,  not  four  I  remarked.  A 
fire  had  run  over  the  place  some  weeks 
previously,  burning  the  long  grass  so 
that  the  ground  was  a  mixture  of  sod 
tufts  and  mud  combined.  It  is  alive 
with  snipe,  that  had  apparently  not  heard 
the  report  of  a  gun  that  season.  As  they 
flew  in  from   the  north,   we  just  walked 
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them  up  and  blazed  away  with  varying 
success,  as  the  light  was  getting  dim.  We 
picked  up  six  brace  in  about  half  an 
hour's  work  and  started  for  the  train. 

I  forgot  to  say  that  we  secured  five 
ducks  between  us  on  the  big  ditches,  and 
would  probably  have  got  more  had  it  not 
been  for  the  willows  growing  so  thick 
along  the  edges. 

We  reached  the  bridge  at  half  past  six 
p.  m.,  went  on  board  the  car  arriving  in 


Vancouver  at  seven  twenty-five.  The 
weather  was  delightful,  glass  stood  at 
sixty  degrees  ;  the  sky  was  hazy  and  not 
too  bright* 

I  may  mention  that  the  pheasant  is 
spreading  very  fast  up  the  Frazer  River,  I 
have  come  across  some  of  them  forty 
miles  further  up  the  road.  The  Cana- 
dian quail  are  also  being  introduced  ; 
they  call  them  the  "Bob  White"  there, 
to  distinguish  them  from  the  beautiful 
native  crested  bird. 


How  I  Got  the  Big  Bear.

THE  largest   bear  it  was  my  luck 
to  get  was  obtained  in  a  manner 
which  it  may  interest  your  readers 
to  know  about. 

On  one  occasion  when  on  a  deer  hunt 
I  came  to  a  narrow  ridge  between  two 
large  cedar  swamps  which  looked  to  me 
like  a  place  for  bear.  Immediately  I 
made  up  my  mind  to  see  what  luck  I 
would  have  by  placing  my  trusty  trap  in 
position  in  this  place.  Now  you  must 
know  that  my  bear  trap  was  a  good 
trusty  servant  and  it  mattered  not  wheth- 
er night  or  day,  cold  or  warm,  wet  or 
dry,  late  or  early,  late  or  dark,  whether 
summer  or  winter,  Sunday  or  week  day, 
when  placed  in  proper  condition  it  was 
always  open  for  an  engagement.  In  this 
particular  case  the  trap  remained  disen- 
gaged for  so  long  that  I  almost  gave  up 
the  hope  of  seeing  it  tenanted,  and  did 
not  visit  it  so  frequently  as  at  first. 

One  day,  however,  having  business  in 
that  direction  and  thinking  I  might  see  a 
partridge  or  other  small  game  I  took  my 
shot  gun  along  with  me.  When  I  reach- 
ed the  place  where  I  had  set  the  trap  I 
could  not  find  it  and  a  search  around  fail- 
ed to  show  either  the  trap  or  any  living 
animal.  Then  I  took  up  the  trail  of  the 
trap  and  its  attachments.  I  had  to  fol- 
low this  for  some  distance  when  I  caught 
sight  of  a  very  large  bear  fast  in  the  trap. 
I  felt  in  a  peculiar  predicament.  There 
was  a  large  bear  to  be  killed  and  nothing 


but  a  shot  gun  with  which  to  do  the  job. 
I  remembered  hearing  that  a  charge  of 
shot  at  short  range  and  before  it  scatter- 
ed was  as  deadly  as  a  bullet  and  I  deter- 
mined to  try  the  experiment.  While  he  kept 
a  close  watch  on  all  my  movements  I  got 
as  close  as  I  could  without  danger  and 
let  him  have  the  full  charge  in  his  fore- 
head. I  was  much  disappointed  when 
the  only  effect  apparently  was  to  make 
him  struggle  harder  than  ever  to  get 
free.  I  thought  something  stronger 
might  have  the  desired  effect  and  accord- 
ingly put  in  a  heavier  charge.  Again  I 
got  as  close  to  him  as  I  dared  and  let 
him  have  the  second  discharge  square  in 
the  face.  Still  he  kept  on  his  feet  and 
still  he  struggled.  I  concluded  straight- 
way that  small  shot  was  not  the  thing 
with  which  to  kill  large  game  and  headed 
for  home  to  fetch  my  old  Kentucky  rifle. 
When  I  returned  I  found  he  had  crawled 
a  little  distance,  got  over  a  fallen  tree  and 
lay  down.  Assoon  as  he  heard  me  com- 
ing he  got  up  and  watched  me.  It  took 
but  a  minute  this  time  to  make  him  a 
dead  bear. 

The  fun  consisted  in  getting  him  home. 
I  had  to  apply  to  some  of  the  neighbors 
for  help.  By  hanging  him  under  a  stout 
pole  he  made  quite  a  load  for  two  men. 
When  we  got  off  his  skin,  which  proved 
an  exceptionally  fine  one,  we  found  some 
of  the  shot  thin  as  paper  against  his 
skull.

His  work  is  effective  and  far 
reaching  and  his  friends  entertain  no 
doubt  that  under  his  presidency  the 
Association  will  have  a  most  suc- 
cessful year,  and  mark  considerable 
progress. 


Ascent  of  Mount  Stephen, 


party  under  the  leadership  of  P.  D. 
McTavish  has  established  a  record 
on  Mount  Stephen.  Some  people 
act  on  the  maxim  "Two  are  company, 
three  make  a  crowd."  A  couple  hasten 
madly  to  the  summit  and  scamper  wildly 
down  again  as  if  their  lives  depended  on 
doing  the  thing  in  the  shortest  possible 
time. 

Our  party  was  the  largest  and  the  time 
occupied  on  our  trip  probably  the  longest 
in  the  annals  ot  Mt.  Stephen.  Thus  we 
we  had  not  only  the  joy  of  the  cliTib,  but 
the  pleasure  of 
each  other's 
company,  and 
the  varied 
scenery  of  the 
hills  prolonged 
far  into  the 
evening. 

Three  mem- 
bers of  the 
Alpine  Club 
planned  to 
stay  at  Field 
on  their  return 
from  camp  at 
Rogers'  Pass, 
and  do  a  little 
m  o  u  ntaineer-

*sked  to  be

of  the  party,  till  finally  we  were  eleven, 
two  ladies  and  nine  men. 

Owing  to  the  non-arrival  of  rope  and 
baggage,  we  could  not  start  until  a  quar- 
ter past  seven  on  the  morning  of  July 
sixteenth.  We  followed  the  well  defined 
trail  behind  the  fossil  beds,  a  trail  wide 
enough  for  a  wheelbarrow.  Frequent 
stops  were  made  with  the  threefold  pur- 
pose of  feeding,  resting  and  admiring 
the  view.  When  actual  climbing  began 
progress  was  of  necessity  slow.  Seven 
people  on  one  rope,  including  two  ladies 

and  some  no- 
vices, move  like 
caterpillars  ra- 
ther than  gfoats 
or  hares.  But 
as  ancient 
ships  were  safe 
when  guided 
by  the  great 
twin  brothers 
Castor  and  Pol- 
lux, so  our 
mob  was  safe 
under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  twins 
Mc  T  a  v  i  s  h. 
They  never 
made  a  slip, 
they  anticipat- 
t  h  e  needs  of 
every  Fmember, 
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they  brought  the 
party  home  without 
the  slightest  mis- 
hap. 

When  we  left  the 
summit  at  a  quar- 
ter past  four  in  the 
afternoon  things 
looked  threatening. 
The  mist  might 
turn  to  rain,  the 
rocks  might  be 
slippery,  and  the 
bedraggled  p  a  r  ty 
might  get  home 
wet  and  chilled  at 
daybreak.  But  wea- 
t  h  e  r  conditions 
were  ideal — the  day 
generally  was  cool, 
the  mist  disap- 
peared, and  on  the 
way  down,  as  the 
sun  reached  the 

western  mountain  tops,  we  had  the  finest 
views  of  light  and  shade  and  cloud  effects 
we  had  ever  seen  in  the  Canadian  Rock- 
ies. This  view  alone  would  amply  repay 
the  efforts  of  the  day.  The  final  stage  of 
the  journey  through  the  woods  was  made 
in  the  cool  of  the  evening  in  the  gather- 
ing gloom. 

On  reaching  Mount  Stephen  House, we 
found  that  in  the  absence  of  a  heliogram 
from  the  party,  the  staff  had  most  kindly 
kept  dinner  waiting  a  couple  of  hours, 
and  at  ten  p.m.  were  prepared  to  search 
for  us  at  daybreak.  This  was  very  much 
appreciated  by  members  of  the  party,  but

fortunately  the  precautions  were  not  re- 
quired. The  party  never  lost  themselves, 
nor  their  enjoyment  of  the  trip,  nor  their 
appetites.  At  eleven  o'clock  in  the  hotel 
dining  room  we  did  justice  to  a  bounti- 
ful supper,  including  the  sandwiches  that 
were  to  have  been  taken  to  us  by  the 
search  party.  After  that  we  slept  the 
sleep  of  the  just.

Our  Holiday  Climbs  in  the  Rockies,

Feeling  that  a  holiday  was  desirable, 
and  possessing  that  aspiring  nature  which 
sometimes  soar  to  great  heights,  our 
thoughts,  not  unnaturally,  turned  to  the 
Rockies.  Consequently  we,  that  is  Miss 
P— ,  Mr.  F— ,and  I,  left  Lethbridge, Alta. 
on  Saturday,  July  4th,  at  one  o'clock, 
and  arrived  at  Calgary  about  8  p.  m.  the 
same  day.  We  found  Calgary  very 
crowded  on  account  of  the  DominionFair. 
However,  we  were  lucky  enough  to  se- 


cure comfortable  rooms  We  left  Cal- 
gary on  the  5.25.  the  next  morning.  If 
you  want  something  to  interest  you,  get 
an  alarm  clock  that  stops  periodically  and 
when  it  is  pleased  to  go  has  a  good  loud 
tick.  As  we  had  to  catch  an  early  train 
the  alarm  was  duly  set,  and,  as  we  were 
very  sleepy  expected  a  good  rest.  Just 
as  we  were  dozing  off  the  clock  stopped 
and  had  to  be  put  on  again.  Presently 
we  were  dropping  off  when  the  familiar 
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tick  ceased  and  another  investigation  fol- 
lowed; this  kept  going  on  all  night  till  it 
was  time  to  rise.  Luckily  there  was  a 
'phone  in  the  house,  and  we  learned  that 
the  train  was  an  hour  and  twenty  minutes 


late,  so  had  another  short  rest, 
then,afteracold  bath,oncemore 
felt  on  equal  terms  with  the 
world.  We  had  an  early  break- 
fast on  the  way  to  the  station, 
and  had  plenty  of  time  to 
catch  our  train. 

From  Calgary  to  Anthracite 
there  is  not  much  to  see  but 
from  there  on  the  scenery  is 
most  interesting.  We  arrived 
at  Laggan  about  half  past  ten 
and  drove  to  Lake  Louise 
Chalet,  where  we  were  most 
hospitably  received  by  Miss 
Mollison;  the  hotel  is  the  most 
delightfully  home-like  comfort- 
able resting  place  one  can  find 
anywhere.  We  three  went  for 
a  turn  along  Lake  Louise  till 
lunch  time.  After  lunch  we 
went  up  the  saddle  back  be- 
tween Fairview  and  another 
mountain.  In  front  of  us  was 
a greatforbiddingmass — 4  She- 
ol" — almost  perpendicular,  and 
apparently  quite  unclimbable. 
Looking  north  we  see  far  be- 
low us  Lake  Louise  valley,  and 
turning  south  we  look  down  on 
Paradise  Valley  at  the  head  of 
which  is  the  wonderful  horse- 
shoe glacier, and  behind  it  Hun- 
gabee,  11,447  ft.  Across  the 
same  valley  is  Mount  Temple, 
11,626  tt.  Where  we  are 
standing  is  nearly  8,000  feet 
above  sea  level,  and  3,500 
above  the  Lake  Louise  Chalet. 
It  is  a  wonderfully  lovely  pic- 
ture— clouds,  mountains,  gla- 
ciers, rocks,  and  trees,  all 
blended  together — and  the  re- 
sult is  beauty  beyond  the 
power  of  words.  We  had  a 
gooddealof  snowto  go  through 
on  the  last  part  of  our  climb, 
and  for  a  beginnining  it  was 
quite  arduous  enough. 

The  next  day  we  walked  to 
the  station,  about  three  miles, 
and  had  a  most  delightful  run  through 
the  mountains  to  the  summit  of  Roger's 
Pass,  where  the  Alpine  Club  held  its 
1908  annual  meet.  The  camp  is  situated 
on  the  very  summit  ot    the   pass,  hem- 
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med  in  by  moun- 
tains, East  Tup- 
per,  Hermit, Swiss 
andRogersPeaks, 
West  Illecilewaet, 
A  s  u  1  k  a  n,  and 
Bonney  Glaciers, 
and  Mount  Abbot, 
and  Glacier  Crest. 
To  the  north  are 
Cheops,  Napoleon 
and  Grizzly,  and 
to  the  south  Mac- 
donald,  Avalanche 
Eagle,  Uto,  and 
the  giant,  SirDon- 
ald,  overtopping 
all  the  others.  It 
would  b  e  quite 
impossible  to  do 
justice  to  the  gor- 
geous loveliness  of  the  scene,  everywhere 
water  is  tearing  down  the  mountain  sides, 
the  soothing  sound  ot  the  falling  water  is 
the  lullaby  that  we  hear  last  thing  each 
night  as  we  pass  to  the  land  of  dreams, 
and  it  is  the  same  refrain  that  greets  us 
as  we  return  to  a  fresh  day's  duties  and 
pleasures.  At  the  camp  we  found  the 
genial  President  of  the  club  and  his  able 
staff  on  deck  to  welcome  us.  The  moun- 
tain side  had  been  transformed  into  a 
canvass  village.  A  large  mess  tent  is 
round  it,  also  office  and  store  tents;  on

the  right  the  ladies'  quarters  and  the 
men's  on  the  left.  A  large  notice  board 
is  a  feature  in  the  mess  tent  furniture;  on 
it  are  posted  the  climbs  and  excursions 
for  the  day. 

As  we  entered  the  camp  we  met  a  par- 
ty swinging  along  4 'five  miles  an  hour 
easy."  They  told  us  they  were  to  make 
a  preliminary  climb  of  Mount  Rogers 
(10,536  feet);  most  fit  and  business-like 
they  looked.  We  saw  them  again  the 
following  afternoon,  and  had  some  diffi- 
culty in  recognizing  them,  the  sun  had 
not  dealt  kindly 
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with  them;  they 
may  have  been 
white  when  they 
left, but  they  were 
certainly  red  men 
when  they  return- 
ed. We  started 
almost  immedi- 
ately on  their  re- 
turn to  emulate 
their  feats  of 
derring  do.  We 
got  to  the  hut, 
half  way  up  the 
lower  slope  and, 
after  a  most  en- 
joyable supper, 
turned  in  till  3  a. 
m.  After  supper 
we  started  under 
the  able  guidance

of  Edouard  Feuz,  mostly  through  snow, 
not  very  hard  except  the  last  ascent  of 
nearly  1,000  ft.,  up  an  almost  perpendic- 
ular snow  couloir.  At  the  top  the  view 
beggars  description,  peak  on  peak, snow- 
field  glaciers,  rugged  summits  towering 
above  perpetual  snow — grand — glorious 
— unforgetable.  One  noticeable  feature 
was  the  utter  absence  of  cultivation  even 
in  the  valleys;  the  great  C.  P.  R.  road 


looked  quite 
i  n  s  ignificant, 
hardly  discern- 
ible as  itwound 
its  way  along 
the  valleys  of 
the  Beaver  and 
Illecil  lew  a  e  t 
bearing  the 
commerce  of  a 
continent.  We 
arrived  in  camp 
in  course  of  the 
afternoon,  and 
thoroughly  en- 
joyed the  lux- 
ury of  a  warm 
bath  and  a 
good  dinner  at 
that  most  de- 
lightful resort, 
the  Glacier 
H  o  u  s  e.  We 
rested  here  till 
theafternoonot 
Thursday  9th, 
and  returned  to 
camp  ready  for 
more  climbing 
— and  we  got 
it. 

There  are 
many  beautiful 
trips  in  the 
n  eighborhood 
of  RogersPass, 
and  two  of  our 
party  decided 
to  take  a  two 
days'  excur- 
sion to  the 
Caves  of  Che- 
ops. The  route 
is  along  Bear 
Creek,  Balloo 
Pass, into  Cou- 
gar Valley,  where  the  wonderful  Selkirk 
Caves  are  situated.  The  usual  route  is 
to  go  by  a  trail  leading  from  the  Illecile- 
waet  river,  past  the  loop,  and,  turning 
sharply  to  the  right,  the  Cougar  Creek 
Valley  is  entered.  On  this  occasion, 
however,  the  usual  route  was  not  follow- 
ed, it  was  reversed.  The  trail  along 
Bear  Creek  is  not  in  as  good  repair  as  it 
might  be,  particularly  where  a  crossing 
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of  the  Creek  has  to 
be  made.    An  ex- 
tempore b  ridge 
of  1  i  g  h  t  logs 
was  thrown  across 
and    the  party 
crossed  (of  whom 
a  good  many  were 
ladies)  steadied  by 
a  rope  held  at  both 
ends  of  the  frail 
crossing.  The  last 
man  to  come  over 
was  the  guide,  and 
as  the  rope  could 
only  be  secured  at 
one  end  it  did  not 
afford  much  sup- 
port.  Before  any- 
one was  aware  of 
what  had  happen- 
ed the  poor  fellow  had  been  carried  away 
by  the  torrent.    Luckily  he  had  not  hit  a 
rock,  and  was  quickly  pulled  out,  none 
the  worse  except  for  the  ducking.  In 
crossing  the  pass  there  is  no  trail  for 
about  a  mile.    The  trail  down  the  Cou- 
gar Valley  was  missed  and  overshot  by 
2,000  feet  of  a  steep  descent  over  the 
most   difficult  ground.    If  the  descent 
was  difficult,  the  ascent  of  the  trail  was 
much  more  so.    It  was  not  till  after  ten 
p.  m.  that  a  weary  and  bedraggled  party 
struggled  into  the  huts  at  the  caves  after 
a  most  arduous  day.    The  next  morning, 
the  caves,  which  are  very  wonderful,  were 
examined,  and  the  party  returned  to  camp 
in  the  afternoon  after  a  very  exciting  and 
strenuous  trip  of  over  twenty-four  hours. 

The  other  member  of  the  party  had 
been  lucky  enough  to  get  in  a  climb  to 
Mount  Abbott.  The  height  is  not  very 
great  but  the  view  of  the  two  valleys 
(Beaver  and  Illecillewaet)  the  Asulkan, 
Illecillewaet,  and  Bonny  glaciers,  and 
Mount  Sir  Donald  towering  over  all  is 
very  grand.  Half  way  up  is  MarionLake, 
and  a  few  hundred  yards  west  of  it  Ob- 
servation Point,  well  worth  a  visit.  On 
Sunday,  the  12th,  Mr.  F—  and  I  were 
fortunate  enough  to  get  on  a  party  for

Hermit  Mountain  (10.194  ft.)  We  left 
camp  in  the  afternoon,  slept  in  the  hut, 
and  next  morning,  with  Edouard  Feuz  in 
charge,  made  a  record  ascent  up  the 
rock  on  the  east  side  and  down  the  rock 
on  the  north  side.  A  most  glorious  climb; 
the  view,  such  as  it  was,  was  very  fine, 
but  much  obscured  by  mist.  We  got  back 
to  the  hut  before  noon,  and  to  the  camp 
about  two  p.  m.  The  next  day  was  wet, 
and  put  an  end  to  the  climbing  projects 
for  the  present.  We  got  on  the  east- 
bound  about  three  p.m.,  and  arrived 
home  without  further  adventure  of  any 
kind. 

The  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  meet 
is  over  for  this  year,  we  have  had  a  de- 
lightful time,  and  for  many  days  will  think 
of  the  mountains  and  glaciers  and  the 
many  friendly  folk  we  have  met,  whose 
speech  has  been  a  great  joy  at  camp  and 
council  fire.  It  will  not  be  so  very  long 
till  another  year  rolls  by  and  we  will 
be  again  first  looking  forward  to,  and  ul- 
timately taking  active  part  in,  the  next 
camp  at  Lake  O'Hara,  near  Stephen,  in 
in  the  heart  of  the  Canadian  Rockies,  and 
renewing  friendships  and  experiences  since 
the  last  jolly  meeting  at  Rogers  Pass 
in  1908. 


Physical  Culture  at  Home.

We  have  arranged  to  publish  a  series  of  articles  on  this  subject  run- 
ning through  the  months  of  1908.  Mr.  Dorchester,  the  author,  claims 
to  be  Canada's  leading  Physical  Culture  Expert  and  he  has  received 
many  testimonials  from  his  pupils  of  the  success  of  his  methods  as  go  very 
far  to  justify  that  claim. 


H RESUMING  that  readers  of  this 
magazine  are  outdoor  enthusiasts, 
they  will  probably,  at  first  glance, 
condem  the  idea  of  anyone  attempting  to 
foist  Physical  Culture  ideas  upon  the  out- 
door man.  He  has  not  felt  the  need  of 
it,  and  does  not  require  it. 

Now,  no  expert  or  specialist  would 
attempt  to  say  a  word  against  fresh  air. 
On  the  other  hand,  however,  he  has 
much  to  say  of  the  absolute,  the  vital 
necessity  of  the  proper  use  of  the  muscles 
and  through  this  the  organs  of  the  body, 
if  health  is  to  be  preserved.  If  strength, 
full  bodily  strength,  is  required,  it  is 
imperative  that  the  muscles  should  be 
''udiciously,  and  systematically  exercised. 

I  am  not  assuming  that  you  are  already 
a  physical  culturist  as  well  as  an  out- 
door man,  for  if  the  former  you  must  be 
the  latterif  the  words  physical  culture  are 
used  in  their  proper  sense. 

I  am  assuming  that  you  are  an  out- 
door enthusiast,  one  who  probably 
adopted  the  outdoor  life — sport  or  ath- 
letics— in  order  to  gain  health.  If  this 
is  your  position  I  will  ask  you  to 
thoroughly  consider  the  question.  Are 
you  perfectly  satisfied  ?  Have  you  quite 
got  rid  of  your  complaints  ?  If  your 
complaints  were  more  bodily  weakness 
than  actual  disease,  do  you  find  on  the 
return  to  office,  store  or  factory,  that  no 
sign  of  that  irritating  weakness  is  felt 
during  the  long  day  ? 

Your  answer  is  probably  that  you  find 
a  great  improvement,  but  some  weakness 
is  still  felt.  Without  my  question,  it  is 
possible  you  have  already  noticed  this, 
and  have  been  puzzled. 

The  reason  is  simple.  The  laws  of 
life    are  fresh  air,  exercise,  cleanliness. 


To  these  I  always  add  moderation.  You 
get  the  first  and  third,  but  not  always  the 
second  and  fourth,  and  when  the  second 
is  taken  it  is  not  always  taken  judi- 
ciously. 

You  cannot  race  a  sick  horse.  For 
the  same  reason  you  cannot  force  a  weak 
body,  or  even  an  untrained  body  into 
vigorous  forms  of  sport  or  athletics, 
without  some  bad  effect  in  a  less  or 
greater  degree. 

Presuming  however  you  are  naturally 
strong,  even  if  but  little  training  has 
been  taken,  you  probably  obtain  great 
benefit  from  a  day's  shooting,  if  you 
have  not  overdone  matters.  You  have 
probably  gained  some  benefit  from  a  mild 
form  of  athletics.  Yet  this  work  being 
spasmodic,  is  not  permanent  in  its  good 
effects.  At  the  end  of  it  all  you  probably 
feel,  or  know  that  you  have  the  makings 
of  a  far  better  athlete  or  man,  if  you  can 
only  bring  it  out.  You  find  that  no  matter 
if  you  keep  at  your  athletics  permanently, 
you  are  unable  to  get  beyond  a  certain 
point. 

Fresh  air  is  necessary — admitted,  so 
we  will  leave  this  point  answered. 

Now  in  a  weak  case  we  will  take  a 
chain  with  weak  or  broken  links,  as  an 
example.  Place  a  strain  on  the  chain. 
It  breaks  at  the  weak  link.  Mend  the 
link. 

Then  the  strong  case,  who  cannot  go 
beyond  a  certain  point,  sometimes  by  over- 
doing it, goes  below  what  he  (or  she)  con- 
sider best  form.  If  you  undertake  to 
run  the  length  of  a  street,  but  instead, 
run  half  way  and  return,  you  will  not 
reach  the  other  end  even  though  you  do 
this  all  day  and  thoroughly  tire  yourself. 
So  with  the  muscles  used  in  the  athletics 
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To  develop  and  get  the  best  results  from 
them,  you  must  not  constantly  place 
strains  on  them,  but  you  must  systemati- 
cally exercise  them — strain  is  not  exer- 
cise— yet  athletics  are  generally  a  strain. 
To  illustrate  more  clearly  what  I  mean. 
If  a  weak  man  takes  a  weight  of  three 
hundred  pounds  and  hopes  to  strengthen 
himself  by  trying  to  lift  this  daily,  he  is 
pretty  sure  to  make  a  mess  of  things. 
If  however  he  takes  a  weight  he  can  eas- 
ily handle,  he  can  exercise  himself. 

Now  to  excercise  the  muscles,  it  is 
not  advisable  to  try  lifting,  or  in  fact  any- 
thing in  which  the  muscles  are  only  part- 
ly contracted.  Here  is  the  point  of 
my  simile.  You  can  more  develop  proper 
muscle  by  half  contractions,  than  you 
can  run  from  one  end  of  the  street  to  the 
other  when  you  go  half  way  and  back. 

The  next  point,  and  this  should  have 
been  the  first  point,  muscle  must  be  used, 
or  it  will  atrophy  or  die.  By  using  mus- 
cle—exercising— you  cause  combustion, 
which  in  turn  means  a  call  for  renova- 
tion. When  muscles  are  used  regularly 
and  scientifically,  the  renovating  part  of 
the  process  rather  exceeds  the  waste, 
whilst  if  the  muscle  is  but  seldom  exer- 
cised, the  renovation  goes  on  languidly, 
and  to  a  less  extent  than  the  waste  so 
that  the  muscles  become  flabby,  shrunk- 
en and  weak.  A  similar  result  follows 
on  constantly  fatiguing  (not  merely  tir- 
ing) the  muscles  by  exercising  strains 
through  too  much  athletic  work. 

So  what  do  we  find  if  placed  numerically? 

First — That  before  attempting  any 
form  of  sport  or  athletics  (in,  or  out 
doors)  one  should  build  and  strengthen 
the  muscles  and  organs,  until  they  can 
be  relied  upon  for  the  strain  of  athletics. 
Once  this  point  is  reached,  you  receive 
all  the  benefit  that  athletics  or  sport  can 
give.  What  is  more  to  the  point,  you 
will  probably  advance,  even  as  a  building 
will  grow,  once  the  foundations  are  in. 

Secondly — Fresh  air  is  admitted  the 
Alpa  of  health,  and  excercise  the  Omega. 

Thirdly — How  is  the  body  mended  or 
strengthened  ?  By  judicious  exercise — 
the  full  contraction  and  extension  of 
every  muscle  of  the  body. 

Fourthly — We  cannot  hope  for  perman- 
ent health,  only  by  properly  using  the 
muscles. 


We  have  the  above  four  points  shown. 
1  have  still  one  more  point  which  I  must 
bring  home.  Concentration  in  exercise, 
and  this  might  be  called  the  chief  princi- 
ple to  be  remembered.  Without  con- 
centration only  mediocre  results  will 
be  obtained. 

Go  to  a  gymnasium,  and  although  you 
may  find  the  fellows  fairly  developed,  it 
is  rare  you  find  them  with  anything 
above  the  average.  Should  you  do  so 
ask  the  owner  of  this  muscular  develop- 
ment if  he  received  those  results  through 
what  was  taught  there  ?  He  will  most 
probably  tell  you  he  used  some  system, 
or  does  some  form  of  work  at  home. 

Why  is  this  ? 

The  explanation  is  simple.  Gymnas- 
ium instructors  almost  invariably  give 
movements  for  spectacular  effect,  result- 
ing in  the  pupil  giving  his  mind  up  to 
doing  the  movement  properly,  and  in 
time  instead,  of  confining  his  attention  to 
the  particular  muscle  being  used  by  the 
movement. 

The  same  explanation  governs  the 
followers  of  athletics.  They  are  anxious 
to  gain  certain  points  of  the  game,  and 
probably  never  think  of  the  muscles 
being  used.  Another  fact  is  that  few 
athletic  (field)  games  exercise  every  part. 
If  you — dear  reader — have  been  with 
me  right  through  this  article,  you  prob- 
ably now  realize  why  some  men,  who 
have  no  known  athletic  tendencies,  have 
so  much  strength  and  muscle.  They 
are  home  physical  culturists  who  exer- 
cise in  their  own  homes,  windows  up  and 
yet  take  the  fresh  air  abroad  when  they 
can,  but  do  not  necessarily  indulge  in 
field  sports. 

In  many  cases  however,  we  find  these 
men  launching  out  into  the  field,  on  the 
mat,  and  realize  with  a  shock  that  our 
quiet  friends,  whom  we  never  credited 
with  these  powers,  are  carrying  all  before 
them. 

And  now  I  will  conclude  by  informing 
you,  that  more  prominent  men  who  have 
made  their  own  way,  exercise  regularly, 
than  those  who  do  not  consider  this 
necessary.  As  Sir  John  Bell,  Lord 
Mayor  of  London,  said  "I  could  not  carry 
out  my  business  and  public  duties  but 
for  the  exercise  I  do  at  home." 


A  Week  of  Fishing  in  Algonquin  Park.

IN  the  n'ght  °f  May  thirteenth,  1908, 
|  my  father  a°d  '  Toronto  at  half 
I  past  eleven  for  our  long-talked-of 
trip  to  Algonquin  Park,  with  a  full  supply 
of  everything  necessary  to  attract  the 
wary 

Salvelinus  Fontinalis.  Our  guide, 
Harry  Corbett,  Joined  us  next  morning 
at  Huntsville,  though  we  did  not  see  him 
until  our  arrival  at  Scotia  Junction,  where 
w  e  connected 
with  the  train 
from  Parry 
Sound.  How- 
ever it  gave  us 
ample  time  to 
get  our  break- 
fast and  talk 
over  our  plans. 

About  half 
past  ten  o'clock 
next  morning 
we  found  bur- 
selves  at  Canoe 
Lake  Station  in 
Algonquin  Park. 
Corbett  had 
sentupthe  canoe 
and  the  rest  of 
the  s  t  u  ff  the 
night  before  and 
we  found  every- 
thing ready  to 
embark  for  our 
first  camping 
place.  We  had 
too  much  stuff 
for  three  men 
and  one  canoe, 
so  two  of  us 
walked  a  half 
mile  down  to  the 
mouth     of  the 

river  while  the  guide  paddled  the  stuff 
down.  As  it  was  nearly  time  for  lunch 
we  decided  to  eat  before  going  any  fur- 
ther, and  emptied  the  canoe  to  get  at  the 
grub,  for  we  knew  we  would  have  to  re- 
pack the  things  in  any  case.  The 
grub  was  in  two  fairly  large  boxes  and 
we  found  we  could  not  take  everything 
on  one  trip.    Just  here  we  realized  that 
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we  should  have  engaged  two  guides  and 
two  canoes.  However,  we  to0k  as  much 
as  posssble  and  paddled  down  Canoe  Lake 
to  our  first  camp  just  above  a  widening 
out  of  the  river  a  mile  or  so  above  South 
Tea  Lake.  We  got  our  tents  pitched 
and  things  comfortably  arrarjg.ed,  and 
then  the  guide  went  back  f0r  the  two 
boxes  of  grub.    The  pater  and  I  filled  in 

the  time  by  get- 
t  i  n  g  balsam 
boughs  for  our 
beds  and  fitting 
our  rods  to- 
gether, so  that 
by  the  time 
Corbett  return- 
ed we  were 
ready  to  try  our 
luck  at  the  Tea 
Lake  Dam.  Un- 
fortunately the 
1  u  m  b  er  m  e  n 
were  working 
at  the  dam,  so 
it  was  no  use 
fishing  there. 
However,  w  e 
trolled  with  our 
rods  for  lake 
trout  and  it 
wasn't  long  be- 
fore the  pater 
hooked  a  big 
one  who  fought 
sluggishly  for 
about  twenty 
minutes  before 
the  guide  se- 
cured him  with 
the  gaff.  H  e 
measured  about 
thirty-two  inches  and  weighed  thirteen 
pounds.  By  this  time  it  was  getting 
late  so  we  paddled  back  to  camp  and  in 
a  few  minutes  were  eating  some  of  our 
trout  which  the  guide  had  cooked  to  the 
King's  taste. 

The  next  morning,  Friday,  after  break- 
fast we  portaged  the  canoe  over  to  Gill's 
Lake,    taking    our    lunch  and  fishing 
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material  with  us.  It  was  too  early  in 
the  season  for  fly  fishing,  and  we  decided 
to  use  trolls  instead.  I  had  some  large 
Stewart  tackle  with  me  and  on  the  guide's 
advice  we  used  these  with  minnows, 
which  I  had  caught  the  evening  before. 
We  tied  them  on  to  a  small  piece  of  line 
with  a  swivel  on  the  other  end  which 
was  fastened  to  the  lines  on  our  rods.  It 
was  not  a  good  day,  but  we  succeeded  in 
landing  nine  speckled  trout  from  three- 
quarters  of  a  pound  to  a  pound  in  weight. 

We  surprised  several  deer  at  different 
points  on  the  lake,  and  it  did  not  take 
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long  for  them  to  disappear  after  they 
caught  sight  of  us. 

About  five  o'clock  we  lifted  the  canoe 
out  under  some  trees  and  walked  back 
to  camp,  and  after  a  good  supper  were 
quite  ready  for  bed. 

The  next  morning  we  again  tramped 
through  the  bush  to  Gill's  Lake,  taking 
our  lunch  with  us.  This  time  we  caught 
fifteen  speckled  trout,  the  largest  weigh- 
ing one  and  a  quarter  pounds,  and  about 
five  p.  m.  started  back  for  camp  taking 
the  canoe  with  us.  Sunday  morning 
was  bright  and  fairly  warm,  and  while  I 
was  washing  at  the  river  a  deer  came 
down  for  his  morning  drink,  but  had 
disappeared  by  the  time  I  got  my  camera. 


After  breakfast  while  Harry  was  washing 
up  the  dishes,  1  started  off  with  my  kodak 
to  get  a  snapshot  at  a  cock  partridge  we 
had  heard  drumming  in  the  bush  just 
back  of  the  camp.  Although  I  got  quite 
near  him  and  watched  him  for  some  time, 
the  underbrush  was  so  thick,  I  concluded 
it  would  not  be  worth  while  photograph- 
ing him.  A  little  later  in  the  morning 
we  struck  camp  and  soon  had  the  canoe 
loaded — in  fact  so  much  oaded  I  could 
not  paddle,  and  the  guide  bad  to  do  all 
the  work.  Of  course  by  this  time  we 
had  all  our  grub  packed  in  small  bagS) 

and  as  we  found 
ice  under  the 
roots  of  trees  in 
the  bush,  we 
managed  to  keep 
our  fish  in  good 
shape. 

We  went 
through  South 
Tea  Lake  down 
the  River  to  the 
Tea  Lake  Dam 
where  we  made 
a  short  portage. 
From  here  down 
we  found  the 
River  very  high 
and  the  current 
helped  us  a  good 
deal.  While  the 
foliage  was  just 
coming  out  on 
the  trees,  the 
great  number  of 
^spruce  and  bal- 
sam made  up  for  any  deficiency  on  this 
score.  We  had  another  portage  at 
Whiskey  Falls  but  after  we  had  carried 
everything  over  but  the  canoe,  the  guide 
and  I  shot  the  rapids  and  it  seemed  to 
me  we  were  travelling  at  a  sixty  mile  an 
hour  rate  for  a  few  seconds. 

Our  next  camp  was  just  a  little  further 
down,  so  we  loaded  up  again  and  soon 
reached  the  spot,  and  a  very  beautiful 
one  we  found  it.  While  the  guide  got 
dinner  ready  I  put  the  tent  up  and  got 
things  in  shape  with  the  help  of  the 
pater.  This  camp  is  evidently  one  in 
frequent  use,  for  we  found  that  the  guides 
had  erected  a  table  and  a  sort  of  cup- 
board  for   some   of  the   grub.  Just 
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across  the  river  we  saw  several  beaver 
swimming  about,  apparently  in  no  way 
disturbed  by  our  presence.  We  took  it 
easy  for  the  rest  of  the  day  and  turned 
in  in  good  time  for  the  night's  rest. 

Monday  morning  we  were  up  early  and 
after  breakfast  crossed  the  river  and 
portaged  the  canoe  over  to  West  Lake 
where  large  speckled  trout  are  said 
to  abound.  The  portage  is  only  about 
half  a  mile  long  and  a  fairly  easy  one, 
though  in  one  place  where  a  small  stream 
has  to  be  cros- 
sed, the  beav- 
ers have  built 
quite  a  big  dam 
which  has  wid- 
ened thestream 
considera  b  1  y. 
West  Lake  is 
different  from 
most  of  the 
Muskoka  Lak- 
es in  that  the 
water  is  very 
clear,  and  it 
being  a  clear 
day,  we  could 
see  down  to 
a  depth  o  f 
from  twenty 
to  thirty  feet. 
We  trolled  a- 
round  the  Lake 
several  times 
but  only  got 
four  rises,  all 
of  them  occur- 
ring in  nearly 
the  same  spot 
I  was  the  lucky 
one  and  landed 
three  fine  trout, 
the  largest  one 
weighing  two 

and  a  half  pounds,  and  the  other  two  be- 
tween two  and  a  quarter  to  two  and  a 
half  pounds  each.  We  returned  to  the 
camp  for  lunch  and  immediately  after- 
wards packed  up  to  continue  our  way 
further  down  the  river.  We  portaged 
over  the  first  of  the  Twin  Falls  and  a 
little  lower  down  made  our  camp  on  the 
portage  over  the  second  Falls.  While 
Harry  was  getting  the  grub  ready  and 
the  pater  was  catching  trout  for  supper 
just  below  the  Falls,  I  got  the  tent  up 
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and  the  beds  made.  The  guide  had  kept 
some  boiled  potatoes  and  served  them 
fried  with  the  trout,  and  I  almost  felt  as 
if  I  could  not  get  enough  of  them.  We 
caught  some  more  trout  after  tea — about 
twenty  in  all  — and  I  must  confess  it — 
we  landed  three  suckers — the  first  I  ever 
caught. 

On  Tuesday  morning  after  breakfast 
we  fished  for  an  hour  or  two  with  good 
success  and  then  packed  up  for  the  long- 
est paddle  of  the  trip.    By  lunch  time 

we  made  High 
Falls  after 
making  our 
way  past  a 
coupleof  block- 
ades in  the 
river.  The  river 
above  High 
Falls  is  a  ser- 
ies of  rapids  for 
about  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  and 
the  pater  and  I 
tramped  along 
the  bank  to 
lighten  the 
canoe.  By 
this  time  it  was 
beginning  t  o 
rain  a  little  and 
when  we  began 
to  carry  the 
stuff  over  the 
half  mile  por- 
tageitwas  rain- 
ing too  hard  to 
take  a  photo  of 
the  Falls,  which 
are  very  beauti- 
ful. 

After  anoth- 
er run  down 
the  river  and 
the  passing  of  one  more  obstruction,  we 
arrived  at  Ragged  Falls,  another  exceed- 
ingly pretty  spot.  The  rain  had  let  up 
for  awhile  but  as  soon  as  we  began  the 
portage  it  came  on  harder  than  ever  and 
our  things  were  by  this  time  pretty  wet. 
It  had  been  our  intention  to  camp  that 
night  on  an  island  in  Ox  Tongue  Lake, 
but  an  attack  of  lumbago  was  troubling 
the  pater  so  we  decided  to  stay  at  a  farm 
house  over  night  if  we  could  arrange  it. 
We  were  fortunate  in   being  made  wel- 
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come  as  well  as  comfortable  at  Mr. 
Robinson's,  and  we  left  our  stuff  in  his 
barn  to  dry  over  night.  We  arranged 
to  have  our  things  driven  in  to  D wight 
next  morning  so  we  could  go  down  the 
Ox  Tongue  River  light.  The  rain  ceas- 
ed during  the  night  and  Wednesday 
morning  was  warm  and  bright. 
A  paddle  down  the  lake  for  about 
a  mile  brought  us  to  the  mouth 
of  the  river  and  a  little  further 
down  we  fished  at  the  foot  of  a 
dam  but  caught  nothing.  Tht* 
river  for  the  most  part  is  a  ser- 
ies of  rapids  and  is  exceedingly 
pretty.  We  tried  to  tempt  the 
trout  in  rapids  and  eddies  but  to 
no  purpose.  There  are  several 
portages,  one  about  two  miles 
long,  for  the  most  part  over  a 
fairly  good  road.  A  little  below 
this  we  came  to  Marsh's  Dam, 
and  found  a  most  likely  looking 
spot  for  trout  just  below  the  dam 
in  an  eddy.  The  pater  had  the 
luck  this  time  and  landed  three 
nice  fish  about  one  and  a  quarter 
pounds  each.  From  here  on  the 
river  twists  and  turns  till  it  emp 
ties  into  Lake  -  of  -  Bays  near 
Dwight,  where  our  guide  has  his 
house  in  a  clump  of  young  pines 
on  the  bank  of  the  lake.  Here 
we  landed,  and  while  Mrs.  Cor- 
bett  was  getting  lunch  ready, 
we  shaved  and  got  into  our  good 
clothes.  After  lunch  Harry  got 
a  man  to  run  us  over  in  a  gaso- 
line launch  to  the  portage  be- 
tween Lake-of-Bays  and  Penin- 
sula Lake.    We  crossed  the  portage 


the  famous  "Hot  Tamali  Limited,"  and 
found  the  boat  waiting  at  the  other  end. 
It  was  a  lovely  sail  through  Peninsula 
and  Fairy  Lakes  and  we  both  enjoyed  it 
thoroughly.  We  were  sorry  our  week 
was  up,  and  I  kn  ow  the  pater  will  feel 
the  "Call  of  the  Wild"  next  Spring  and 
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on     of  course  I  will  have  to  go  with  him. 


In  the  Full  of  the  Hunting  Moon.

GRISP  and  clear  breaks  the  dawn  on 
the  first  of  November,  crisp  the 
ground  under  foot  and  the  air  sharp 
as  sherry.  And  surely  this  day,  like  the 
last,  shall  be  peaceful  and  crammed,  like 
the  others,  with  feeding  and  fun.  But 
then, — why  does    that    brown  form  that 


looked  more  like  a  log,  or  a  rock,  than  a 
wild  thing,  arise  in  a  tremble  and  stiffen 
to  stone  ?  What  wireless  has  come  to 
its  shiny  black  nostrils,  what  causes  the 
big  ears  to  flick  nervously  ?  Not  a  smell, 
nor  a  sound,  but  a '  'something"  has  done 
it,  that  something  as  vague  and  as  dread 
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as  a  ghost.  What — ,  but  he  has  gone, 
no  shadow  more  silent  and  fleet  as  he 
melts  into  the  gray  walls  of  the  forest, 
and  spurns  the  soft  snow  in  a  stampede 
of  alarm. 

A  mile,  perhaps  more,  through  the  un- 
broken forest,  and  the  bush  wireless  cen- 
tral lies  plain  to  the  view.  And  plain  too, 
comes  the  sweet  smell  of  bacon  and 
coffee,  that  would  wrinkle  a  stag's  nose 
in  a  fearful  disgust.  Then  a  rattle  and 
snapping  of  guns  and  accoutrements, 
follows  six  pulls  at  a  half  dozen  flasks, 
and  a  g.oup  clad  in  woollens  and  leather 
file  forth  to  where  the  guide  holds  in 
leash  a  small  pack  of  big  hounds.  A  light 
twinkles  softly  in  the  guide's  keen  gray 
eyes  and  a  half  dozen  bribes  lie  snug  in 
his  jeans,  while  as  many  young  hunters 
eye  each  other  with  pity,  for  have  they 
not  been  promised,  each  and  every  one 
only,  the  very  best  stand  in  the  whole 
stretch  of  the  valley  ? 

They  scatter,  trudge  away,  in  a  minute 
are  gone,  and  a  tense,  waiting  silence 
broods  over  the  land.  Tense,  too,  and 
waiting  are  the  tawny  forms  that  have 
caught  the  faint  wireless  alarms,  and 
appear,  as  by  magic,  to  the  shufflers  of 
pavements,  a  part  of  the  landscape,  not  at 
all  like  deer.  A  hair  trigger  silence 
fills  all  the  wild  woodland,  no  sound  save 
the  scuff  of  a  leaf  breaks  the  quiet.

down  the  trail,  and  fingers  are  tightened 
on  grip  and  on  lever  as  the  music  up 
wind  comes  louder  and  clearer.  But  that 
far  wafted  bawling  to  the  ears  of  a  deer 
is  not  the  sweet  music  it  seems  to  a  man. 
In  their  strenuous  past  that  bugling 
chorus  fits  into  the  memory  of  gray  fleet- 
ing forms,  when  deer  must  run  with  the 
wings  of  the  wind  to  save  their  white 
throats  from  gleaming  wolf  fangs.  Like 
aspark  togun  powder,a  flash — and  away, 
leaping  high,  bounding  low,  over  wind- 
falls, through  thickets,  up  hill  and  down, 
straight  on  blindly  dashing,  the  strong 
spindle  legs  fly  over  the  snow,  and  the 
long  lithe  brown  body  flashes  on  to  des- 
truction like  a  train  running  wild. 

The  sharp  bark  of  a  smokeless  breaks 
from  a  hill  top  and  the  lead  croons  a 
warning  as  it  speeds  overhead.  Then 
Winchester  and  Marlin,  Savage  and 
Mauser  pour  death  from  black  muzzles, 
not  all  of  them  steady.  On,  on,  like  a 
rocket,  his  colors  still  flying  in  spite  of 
the  bullets  that  rip  through  the  woods, 
smashing  and  crashing  and  spending 
their  fury  on  rocks  and  on  trees,  yet 
finding  no  lodgement  in  wild  flesh  and 
bone.

A  Deer  Hunt  of  the  "North  Star  Hunting  Club."

[S  the  first  of  November  draws  near, 
an  irresistable  longing  for  the  rifle 
and  the  woods  seizes  the  old  deer 
hunter,  and  although  he  may  have  ar- 
ranged or  promised,  or  even  sometimes 
vowed,  to  do  something  else  for  the  first 
two  weeks  of  November,  he  is  always 
sure  to  be  drawn  into  the  whirlpool  of 
Buck  fever,  with  which  the  air  is  sur- 
charged at  that  season.  Yes!  he  has  the 
fever  and  all  other  things  vanish  as  thin 
air.  He  talks  incessantly  about  last  year's 
hunt,  he  examines  his  rifle,  purchases  his 
cartridges,  sharpens  his  hunting  knife, 
greases  his  hun- 
ting boots, looks 
up  his  compass, 
gets  his  canoe 
and  paddles 
ready,  overhauls 
his  hunting 
suit,  makes  a 
list  of  his  camp- 
ing outfit,  and 
gets  his  hound 
ingoodcondition 
if  he  has  one. 
Something  has 
stirred  in  the 
hound  too,  for 
he  has  a  new  ex- 
pression on  his 
face ;  with  a  wag 
of  his  tail  and  a 
knowing  look  he 
seems  to  say  to 

his  master  "it  is  time  for  us  to  be  off  to 
the  woods";  he  gives  tongue  during  the 
last  days  of  October,  as  he  waits  impati- 
ently on  his  chain.  Yes!  he  too  is  prac- 
tising for  the  fray. 

The  writer  had  decided  to  take  a  de- 
coy shoot  in  November  1907,  instead  of 
the  deer  hunt,  as  the  American  members 
of  our  old  club  were  not  coming  that  sea- 
son, on  account  of  the  fifty  dollar  license. 
My  flock  of  Blue- Bill  andWhistler  decoys 
had  roosted  on  their  shelf  in  my  boat- 
house  for  the  past  five  years,  till  the  spi- 
ders had  woven  all  manner  of  beautiful 
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designs  over  their  heads.  Looking  at 
them  I  thought  I  was  scheduled  for  the 
duck-hunt.  It  was,  however,  all  an  idle 
dream, for  on  the  last  day  of  October, 1907, 
at  one  p.m.,  I  found  myself,  with  seven 
others,  at  Mr.  James  Bardo's  comfortable 
hunting  camp,  on  Nogie's  Creek,  with 
all  our  hunting  paraphernalia  and  eight 
hounds  to  boot,  all  of  which  were  pulling 
on  their  chains  and  howling. 

The  whole  party  were  in  high  spirits 
for  all  had  been  arranged'during  the  last 
week  of  October,  when  £the  lever  was 
raging. 

Dinner  being 
over,  each  mem- 
ber of  the  party 
got  busy,  some 
cutting  wood, 
some  carrying 
the  canoes  to 
their  stations, 
some  making 
beds  in  our  com- 
fortable bunks, 
and  others  plac- 
ing the  supplies 
in  order  in  the 
camp. 

After  supper 
we  read  our 
camp  rules;elec- 
ted   Mr.  Bardo 
a  s  guide  and 
captain  of  the 
hunt.  We  played 
games  till'half  past  nine,  then  rolled  into 
our  blankets  and  slept  soundly  till  next 
morning. 

The  first^morning  broke  calm  and  clear 
with  a  white  frost,  and  each  member  of 
our  party  was  at  his  assigned  post  just  as 
a  saffron  hue  was  tinging  the  eastern 
horizon,  and  before  the  sun  had  gilded 
the  summit  ot  the  great  granite  mountain 
to  the  east  of  us.  Our  dogs,  with  many 
other  dogs,  were  making  the  woods  alive 
with  their  music,  so  we  well  knew  there 
was  plenty  of  game  afoot. 

The  writer  was' sent  to  an  island  at  the 
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south  end  of  Bass  Lake,  and  here  met  a 
Mr.  Cromerty,  of  Toronto,  one  of  the 
Read  party,  who  was  camped  at  the  north 
end  of  the  Lake.  I  found  him  a  true 
sportsman;  we  had  not  long  to  wait  for 
royal  sport,  for  before  eight  o'clock  a 
nice  buck  came  our  way  and  we  both 
"sent  lead  after  him",  and  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  seeing  him  roll  over  from  one 
of  my  bullets;  we  bled  him  and  put  him  in 
my  canoe,  and  had  just  arrived  at  our 
watches  again  when  we  heard  Read's 
dogs  coming  in  our  direction.  I  looked 
steadily  towards  where  we  had  heard 
tongue  and  soon  saw  a  good  sized  doe 
coming  through  a  piece  of  hardwood  di- 
rectly for  us.  I  decided  to  give  my  friend 
the  first  round  as  it  was  their  chase. 

He  waited  until  she  was  in  easy  range 
and  then  emptied  his  Savage,  after  which 
I  took  my  round  and  succeeded  in  bring- 
ing her  down  with  the  third  shot  which 
broke  her  neck,  and  so  I  had  killed  two 
deer  before  ten  a.  m.  We  remained  at 
our  places  till  eleven  a.  m.  and  then  I 
started  to  our  camp  with  the  buck  and 
he  to  his  camp  with  the  doe.  This  was 
the  sum  total  registered  for  both  parties 
during  the  morning. 

As  it  rained  all  day  Saturday  we  did 
not  go  out  till  Monday.  We  were  allot- 
ted different  stations  on  Monday,  and  one 
of  our  party,  whom  we  called  Will,  and 
who  had  never  seen  a  deer  in  the  woods, 
was  sent  to  what  is  known  as  "The  Ced- 
ar Tree  Watch".  This  is  considered  an 
excellent  place  to  secure  a  deer,  and  Will 
was  eagerly  expectant,  all  on  the  move 
with  his  new  rifle  "filled  to  the  neck" 
with  smokeless,  full  metal  patch  bullets. 
Yes!  he  was  going  to  deal  "death  and  de- 
struction" to  everything  that  came  his 
way  in  the  shape  of  venison.  He  was 
not  kept  long  in  suspense  for  quite  early 
in  the  morning  a  large  doe  loped  down 
to  the  edge  of  the  creek  just  across  from 
him.  At  about  twenty-five  yards  distance 
she  turned  her  eyes  and  ears  towards 
him,  and  looked  him  straight  in  the  face, 
seemed  to  say,  "good  morning  Will".  For 
this  courtesy  and  the  noble  bearing  she 
displayed,  Will  raised  his  rifle  and  salut- 
ed her  five  times.  She  stood  as  motion- 
less as  a  statue  all  the  while,  but  not 
fancying  these  noisy  salutations,  she 
turned  in  her  tracks,  raised  the  flag  ot 


adieu  and  was  gone. 

Only  one  of  our  party  brought  in  veni- 
son on  Monday,  and  from  this  we  added 
venison  steak  and  venison  stew  to  our 
regular  menu. 

The  next  morning,  Harry,  who  has 
watched  many  a  time  at  "The  Cedar 
Tree",  and  can  tell  exciting  stories  of  his 
exploits  at  this  place,  was  sent  to  this 
very  important  runway,  while  Will  was 
sent  higher  up  the  stream.  Both  were 
intent  on  securing  venison  and  neither 
had  long  to  wait,  for  before  the  day  was 
far  advanced  a  fine  doe  slipped  down  the 
bank  to  visit  Harry,  who  declares  "she 
blew  her  nose"  on  him,  while  he  was  ex- 
ploding a  couple  of  cartridges  in  her 
vicinity.  Being  satisfied  with  her  obser- 
vations there  she  turned  her  face  in  the 
opposite  direction  and  moved  gently  but 
quickly  away  unscathed. 

Shortly  after  Harry  had  received  his 
"call,"  another  dashed  down  quite  un- 
ceremoniously to  Will,  and  he  too  wasted 
a  couple  of  cartridges  at  it,  as  it  shot 
rapidly,  like  a  moving  picture,  through 
the  trees.  However,  it  passed  on  just  as 
it  came,  without  being  touched.  Both 
Will  and  Harry  returned  to  the  camp 
with  a  severe  attack  of  indigestion,  so 
they  said,  but  as  we  were  not  skilled  in 
diseases  most  of  us  thought  their  trouble 
was  the  after  affects  of  that  dire  malady 
"Buck  Fever".

On 
Friday  Will  was  sent  to  the  "Narrows" 
with  a  number  ten  double  barrelled  breech 
loader,  loaded  with  buckshot,  to  kill 
whatever  might  attempt  to  cross  this 
place  which  is  about  two  rods  wide.  Not 
a  deer  had  come  near  the  "Narrows" 
since  the  hunting  season  had  begun,  but 
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before  nine  a  m.  that  tale  could  no  long- 
er be  told,  for  a  nice  deer  walked  deliber- 
ately down  the  bank  and  jumped  in  for  a 
morning  bath,  just  opposite  Will,  who 
of  course  levelled  "dead"  on  it  and  press- 
ed both  triggers  at  appropriate  intervals 
and  was  "dead"sure  that  the  head  of  the 
deer  was  strewn  in  fragments  for  many 
rods'  distance.

However  he  re- 
turned onSunday 
evening  hale  and 
hearty  and  we 
a  1  1  welcomed 
him  back  for  he 
is  a  genial  fellow 
and  I  think  the 
deer  welcomed 
him  too  for  one 
paid  him  another 
visit  on  the 
Tuesday  follow- 
ing and  he  was 
cruel  enough  to 
send  a  hail  of 
lead  from  h  i  s 
big,  two-pipe  scatter 
the  same  effects  as  on  the  former  occas- 
ion. 

Will  does  not  quite  understand  how 
these  "pesky"  things  dodge  so  much 
Buckshot  and  so  many  bullets,  but  he 
saw  them  do  it  and  "seeing  is  believing". 
Tuesday  was  a  red  letter  day  for  us,  for 
W.  Herrilcher  killed  two  large  bucks  in 
about  half  an  hour's  time.  He  showed 
that  he  is  a  skilled  hunter  in  the  second 
case,  as  he  had  to  run  over  one  hun- 
dred yards  in  a  swampy  place  to  get  the 
shot,  and  when  he  did  get  the  chance  he 
shot  most  accurately. 

A  most  amusing  incident  occurred  on 
Wednesday  the  13th,  with  one  of  our 
party  whom  we  called  Jack.  James  Falls, 
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gun,  after  it,  with 


who  is  the  veteran  hunter  of  the  district, 
being  seventy-three  years  of  age,  joined 
our  party  tor  the  greater  part  of  the 
hunt.  He  put  his  dog  out  in  some  hard- 
wood, above  a  high  ledge  of  rock,  then 
started  to  the  place  down  which  the  deer 
passed  over  this  ledge  to  the  swamp  east 
of  it.  When  he  arrived  at  his  runway, he 
found  Jack  at  the  bottom  of  the  ledge, 
where  the  runway  came  out  of  some 
thick  undergrowth.  Our  veteran  had 
not  to  exercise  much  patience,  for  before 
he  had  been  at  the  top  ten  minutes  a  deer 
dashed  into  the  gap  and  he  fired  to  accel- 
erate its  motion  down  the  steep  declivity 
to  Jack  who  was  ready  to  arrest  it  in  its 

descent.  But 
deer  do  not  al- 
ways come  out 
where  one  de- 
si  r  e  s  them  to 
come,  and  this 
one  followed  the 
general  rule, and 
instead  of  run- 
ning arouno^Jack 
it  jumped 
straight  over 
him — so  our  vet- 
eran asserted — 
and  Jack  could 
not  clearly  affirm 
or  deny  the  as- 
sertion. How- 
ever this  maybe, 
Jack  could  not 
explain  why  he 
did  not  bore  it 
a  couple  of  times;  he  only  said  "it  came 
out  too  straight"  for  him,  and  of  course  a 
flying  shot  straight  over  a  fellow's  head, 
is  one  of  the  hardest  to  make,  especially 
with  a  rifle,  so  we  pardoned  Jack  for  not 
bagging  the  game. 

On  Thursday  our  guide  and  Hie  writer 
had  a  desperate  chase  after  a  fine  buck 
that  took  the  water  net  far  from  camp. 
We  had  broken  a  channel  through  the 
ice  for  about  half  a  mile  with  our  canoes 
in  getting  to  our  watches  in  the  morning, 
so  he  broke  ice  in  a  bay  until  he  got  to 
this  channel  and  then  he  took  up  it.  We 
did  not  notice  him  until  he  was  about  two- 
thirds  of  the  way  up  the  open  water 
in  this  channel;  then  we  took  after  him  in 
our  canoe,  but  owing  to  the  thick  ice,  we 
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could  not  make  quick  headway  as  our 
paddles  slipped  along  glare  ice,  instead  of 
going  through  it.  The  guide  broke  half 
the  blade  off  his  paddle,  and  his  cap 
blew  off  on  the  ice  and  went  sailing  along 
the  glare  like  a  well  swept  curling  stone. 
However,  we  kept  straight  on  in  the 
teeth  of  a  biting  northwest  wind.  The 
buck  was  the  only  thing  we  kept  our 
eyes  upon;  and  on,  on,  on  both  we  and 
the  buck  struggled,  till  he  was  nearing  a 
point  where  he  intented  to  land.  Now 
we  were  in  fair  range  of  him,  the  guide 
picked  up  his  rifle,  I  steadied  the  canoe 
in  the  fierce  gale,  three  sharp  reports 
rang  out  and  our  prize  rolled  over  on  his 


right  side.  When  we  now  paddled  up  to 
him, he  was  churning  the  water  into  foam 
in  his  death  agonies.  We  waited  till  all 
was  still  then  towed  him  to  a  rocky  point, 
put  him  into  the  canoe, got  the  guide's  cap, 
then  paddled  to  camp  where  we  were 
congratulated  upon  our  hard  won  prize. 

On  Friday  the  15th,  the  Rev.  Father 
O'Leary  shot  our  last  deer,  which  made 
two  for  him  and  eleven  for  the  party, 
during  the  hunt. 

We  had  a  good  hunt,  good  deer,  good 
camp,  good  guide,  good  cook,  good 
times  and  good  games  with  perfect  un- 
animity. We  are  all  ready  anticipating 
the  Deer  Hunt  of  next  season. 


Fishermen  Should  Never  Despair. 


IR.    T.   F.   Breakwell,  of 
Toronto,  tells  the  story 
of  the    experiences  of 
himselt  and  a  friend,  Mr.  G. 
Woods,    in    Muskoka  during 
the    last  fishing    season,  the 
moral  of  which  is  that  fisher- 
men  should    never  despair. 
They  may  fish  for  hours  with- 
out   result  and  then  go  and 
take  a  good  many.      In  the 
case  mentioned  the  two  gentle- 
men left  Toronto  on  Saturday 
morning,  August  29th,  via  the 
Canadian    Northern  Railway 
for  Maple   Grove,  a  summer 
resort  at  Sparrow  Lake,  the 
outlet  of  the  Severn  River.  Al- 
though ardent  fishermen,  and 
fishing   energetically,  by  four 
o'clock  Monday  afternoon  their  catch  was 
nothing  at  all.    The  weather  was  sultry, 
the  water  warm,  and  they  had  to  leave 
tor  Toronto  by  an  early  train  the  follow- 
ing- morning.    These  were  the  discour- 
aging circumstances  they  had  to  face. 
They  knew  if  they  went  back  to  the  city 
empty  handed  they  would  have  it  well

ing  all   the    tactics  known  to  veteran 
fishermen,  they  discarded  their  boat  and 
fished  from  the  rocks.    With  a  green 
frog  on  one  hook  and  a  worm  on  another 
they  threw  out  some  twenty  yards  and

AND  THEIR  CATCH  OF  FISH. 

ere  the  bottom  was  reached  there  was  a 
bite.  After  ten  minutes'  play  a  channel 
cat  of  ten  pounds  was  landed.  As  usual 
in  such  cases  the  good  fortune  was  con- 
tinued and  in  four  and  a  half  hours  their 
catch  equalled  one  hundred  and  three  and 
a  half  pounds, the  five  largest  ones  weigh- 
ing forty-nine  pounds.  As  it  was  moon- 
light they  remained  till  nine  o'clock  en- 
joying their  sport,  which  was  all  the 
more  pleasurable  to  them  after  abandoning 
hope  of  anything  of  the  kind.  The  return 
home  was  made  in  triumph — a  triumph 
which  has  to  be  left  to  the  imagination. 


My  First  Moose.

BHETWEEN  the  River  St  Lawrence 
and  Bay  Chaleur,  lies  that  part  of 
:  the  Province  of  Quebec  known  as 
the  Gaspe  Peninsula.  Here  are  found 
some  of  the  best  trout  and  salmon  streams 
in  North  America;  the  caribou  and  moose 
are  increasing  and  excellent  sport  can  be 
had  in  the  fall  around  the  head -waters  of 
those  streams. 

The  last  day  of  September  dawned  per- 
fect— bright  and  frosty,  a  perfect  calm 
except  for  the  falling  leaves  and  running 
water. 

We  were  camped  out  at  "Go  Ashore 
Brook"  on  the  Lake  Branch  of  the  Grand 
Cascapedia  River.  I  was  rather  late  that 
morning,and  by  the  time  I  had  breakfast- 
ed and  lunch  put  up,  the  sun  was  showing 
quite  distinctly  over  the  "Squaw's  Cap". 

Hurriedly  I  picked  up  rifle  and  lunch, 
poles  and  paddle,  and  pushed  out  having 
four  miles  of  stiff  water  to  pole  before  I 
reached  the  lake.  I  was  young  and  did 
not  have  much  experience  in  moose  call- 
ing, therefore  I  wanted  to  go  alone;  I  had 
been  pursuaded  they  were  of  all  animals 
the  "most  fierce",  so  I  thought  I  had 
better  make  their  acquaintance  in  day- 
light. 

It  was  with  high  hopes  I  struck  out, 
and  into  the  white  water  of  the  rapids, 
and  only  those  who  have  really  experien- 
ced it  know  the  keen  pleasure  in  battling 
with  the  rushing  water,  and  the  deep 
breath  of  satisfaction  as  you  glide  into 
the  pool  above. 

Here  was  a  small  bogan  formed  by  an 
old  beaver-dam.  It  was  surrounded  by 
tall  dry  grass  that  one  could  not  see 
through,  so  I  turned  my  pole  socket  up- 
ward on  account  of  the  "clanking"  noise 
it  made  on  the  stony  bottom,  which  I 
might  say  could  be  heard  long  before  the 
cance  appeared. 

There  were  two  such  places  between 
the  lake  and  the  camp,  and  I  had  reached 
the  first. 

Silently  I  put  down  the  pole  and  took 
up  the  paddle.  There  was  nothing  in 
sight  and  so  thinking  I  had  earned  five 
minutes  rest  I  sat  down  and  watched  the 


salmon  scuttling  about  as  I  approached. 
In  a  short  time  they  were  back  at  work 
and  it  was  truly  wonderful  to  see  them 
turn  over  large  boulders  and  dig  such 
holes  in  the  hard  bottom,  meanwhile 
watching  the  big  trout  that  occasionally 
sneak  up  trying  to  get  the  spawn,  for 
which  they  seemed  to  have  a  weakness. 

The  savage  rush  of  a  salmon  after  one 
of  those  "robbers"  awoke  me  to  the  fact 
that  there  was  still  two  miles  ahead  of 
me.  About  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the 
lake  I  passed  the  mouth  of  "Miners 
Brook."  Here  I  stepped  ashore,  peeled 
a  strip  of  birch-bark  and  made  a  horn. 

From  here  to  the  lake  the  water  was 
quite  shoal  and  swift,  broken  by  trenches 
the  salmon  have  dug  across  the  entire 
breadth  of  the  stream.  This  was  the 
spawning  bed  proper. 

The  lake  was  just  a  little  farther  on  and 
already  "visions  arise"  of  moose  feeding 
in  the  shoal  water. 

I  craned  my  neck  trying  to  get  a 
glimpse  arounda  point  ahead;suddenly  the 
canoe  dispelled  all  such"visions"by  going 
hard  aground  in  mid-stream.  I  had  for- 
gotten the  deepest  water  was  on  the 
right  side,  so  having  got  afloat  I  angled 
across  and  went  ashore. 

Taking  my  rifle  along  I  cut  across  the 
"point"  and  slowly  crept  out  to  the  lake. 

I  was  disappointed  and  struck  back  to 
the  canoe, following  an  old  moose  trail. 

Here  was  a  track  that  looked  fresh  and 
this  I  followed.  It  turned  off  to  the  right 
in  the  direction  of  the  stream,  I  s"w  he 
had  crossed  there  the  same  morning  and 
the  rocks  were  still  wet  where  he  had 
stepped  ashore. 

This  looked  good  and  I  was  soon  in  the 
canoe  again  slowly  feeling  my  way  up 
stream.  Presently  I  rounded  the  point, 
the  water  deepened  and  I  was  glad  to 
change  my  pole  for  paddle. 

I  drifted  along  toward  the  upper  end  of 
the  lake,  making  as  little  noise  as  possible. 
Sound  of  any  description  seems  to  be 
more  audible  on  a  small  lake  than  any 
other  place. 

Fifteen  minutes  later,  and  I  was  ashore 
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on  a  small  island  at  the  "inlet".  I  look- 
ed round  and  concluded  it  would  be  a 
good  place  to  "hold  the  fort."  The 
nearest  point  to  the  main  land  was  about 
one  hundred  yards;  this  was  meadow 
land  and  the  dry  grass  left  standing  was 
full  four  feet  high.  This  meadow  was 
about  two  hundred  yards  wide  and  fring- 
ed by  an  alder  thicket  at  the  foot  of  the 
hill  which  sloped  away  gently  at  this 
point. 

Here  a  small  spring  made  its  way 
through  the  alders  and  widened  out  form- 
ing a  bogan  which  divided  the  meadow. 
As  I  took  note  of  the  surroundings  I  ven- 
tured a  low  "call"  and  the  silence  was 
broken.  I  increased  the  "noise"  gradu- 
ally and  the  next  hour  was  spent  in  call- 
ing and  listening:  the  latter  part  being 
the  most  trying,  various  sounds  were 
heard  for  which  I  could  not  account. 

Atter  a  while  I  got  tired  of  this  sport 
and  turned  my  attention  to  a  couple  of 
loons  that  were  swimming  about  near 
the  middle  of  the  lake.  I  tried  to  arouse 
their  curiosity  by  imitating  their  cry  and 
waving  my  hat  while  keeping  out  of 
sight. 

This  generally  brings  them  ashore  or 
near  enough  for  a  shot  but  it  failed  that 
day  and  another  half  hour  was  spent  in 
vain.  However  there  was  a  forgotten 
lunch  in  the  canoe,  and  having  disposed 
of  part  of  this  I  again  picked  up  my 
horn  and  "wind  a  blast." 

The  "loons"  answered  promptly  and  I 
was  feeling  disgusted  with  everything 
in  general,  when  I  heard  a  crash  far  up 
on  the  hill-side  as  though  an  old  tree  had 
fallen.  There  was  no  wind,  what  could 
it  be  ? 

I  sprang  up,  gazing  and  listening, 
— there  was  the  crash  again  only  much 
nearer.  I  pushed  aside  the  boughs  with 
my  left  hand  and  looked  further  up  the 
shore.  Everything  was  quiet,  even  the 
loons  had  ceased  their  waitings.  "Crash  I 
smash!" — in  the  alder  thicket,  there  was 
no  mistaking  that  noise  now, — a  moose 
making  his  way  out,perhaps  two  fighting, 
the  sounds  were  very  much  like  it. 

Presently  all  doubts  vanish  as  the 
alders,  smashing  and  bending  were  push- 
ed aside,  and  I  saw  the  "antlers"  appear. 
Slowly  they  moved  from  side  to  side  ac- 
companied by  a  low  "grunt",   the  first 


sound  he  had  uttered.  I  could  not  see 
him  on  account  of  the  long  meadow- 
grass, — and  I  had  left  the  canoe  on  the 
wrong  side  of  the  island.  If  he  crossed 
the  "bogan"  he  would  surely  see  a  "ca- 
noe" instead  of  a  cow- moose. 

Soon  I  decided  that  I  could  not  stay  in 
my  present  position,  so  I  went  ashore 
and  drew  the  canoe  as  far  as  I  could  in 
the  long  grass.  Those  were  moments  of 
intense  suspense,  and  I  was  greatly  re- 
lieved when  I  heard  another  grunt,  I 
imagined  a  little  impatient  now. 

Taking  my  rifle  I  began  to  "worm"  my 
way  through  the  grass  in  the  direction  of 
the  grunts. 

When  I  thought  I  was  near  enough,  I 
raised  up  slowly  and  got  sight  of  him.  I 
think  I  caught  my  breath  in  a  bit  of  a 
gasp, — "such  a  monster!"  This  must 
be  the  same  moose  that  kept  "Herd, "the 
old  hunter  up  a  tree  the  whole  night 
at  the  other  end  of  the  lake,  and  chased 
him  half  a  mile  down  stream  the  next 
morning  when  he  ventured  into  his 
canoe. 

There  was  not  a  tree  or  shelter  of  any 
kind  tor  me,  nearer  than  two  hundred 
yards,  so  thinking  I  had  better  "hie  me 
back"  out  of  the  danger  zone  I  turned 
about  and  got  back  to  the  canoe. 

However,  I  began  to  think  it  was  ab- 
surd to  pole  four  miles,  spend  half  a  day 
to  get  a  moose  to  show  up,  then  go  off 
and  leave  him.  Therefore  I  got  down 
as  low  as  I  could  in  the  mud  and  water 
by  the  tail  end  of  the  canoe,  swung  my 
old  44  round  and  prepared  for  the 
"charge." 

And  charge  it  was.  I  never  saw  an 
animal  so  savage  looking;  his  mane 
bristling,  his  eyes  fiery,  and  he  would 
stick  out  his  mouffle  and  snort,  all  on  ac- 
count of  my  having  answered  him  like  a 
bull.  He  stopped  when  he  saw  the  canoe, 
about  forty  feet  away. 

I  had  to  elevate  my  gun  to  shoot  at 
his  head, for  I  thought  it  must  be  a"clean 
knock  out"  or  if  not  it  would  be  his  turn 
next. 

As  I  pulled  I  jumped  to  one  side,  and 
saw  him  throw  up  his  head,  stagger  back 
and  fall.  He  was  up  again  immediately 
but  how  changed  in  appearance!  There 
was  no  more  fight  in  him  and  as  he  made 
of!  for  the  woods  I  turned  loose  the"artil- 
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lery"  and  shot  as  long  as  I  could  see  him 
and  also  shot  where  he  had  disappeared 
in  the  alders. 

I  struck  his  track  well  up  on  the  hill- 
side,andfound  it  hard  to  follow  on  account 
of  the  cross  tracks,  some  quite  tresh. 

Now  he  was  following  an  old  trail,  'the 
line  of  least  resistance", and  I  felt  he  must 
be  getting  weak. 

Bye  and  bye  I  came  to  where  he  stag- 
gered and  left  a  splash  of  blood  on  a  tree. 
Then  he  was  easy  to  follow  as  there  were 
no  leaves  and  he  was  bleeding  freely. 

In  the  "stub"  I  heard  falling  when  he 
was  coming  down.  He  was  on  his  back 
tracks  but  going  slowly,  with  steps  get- 
ting short  and  uneven.  He  staggered 
off  to  one  side,  then  stood  to  steady  him- 
self, and  it  was  easy  to  read  the  signs 
of  his  "finish." 

In  a  small  opening  1  found  him  stand- 
ing. He  had  faced  about  and  looked 
truly  a  stricken  "monarch  of  the  forest". 

His  head  dropped  lower  and  lower  un- 
til his  muzzle  rested  on  the  ground.  He 
fell  forward  on  his  knees, — struggled  to 
regain  his  feet  again,  but  in  vain.  Sud- 


denly he  fell    over  on    his    side — dead. 

I  stood  and  watched  him  with  varied 
feelings.  As  the  sun  was  casting  long 
shadows  on  the  mountain  across  the  lake 
I  quickly  bled  and  dressed  him. 

I  tried  to  turn  the  head  over  but  those 
antlers  had  grown  so  long  and  so  far 
apart  that  I  had  to  give  up  the  task  un- 
till  I  could  secure  assistance. 

Another  turn  around  the  huge  carcass 
another  look  at  the  head  and  I  struck  off 
for  the  canoe. 

It  had  been  a  very  checkered  day  for 
me;  I  had  been  both  disgusted  and  pleas- 
ed. Hopes  had  been  away  up  and  down 
to  zero;  in  fact  there  are  few  feelings  I 
had  not  experienced,  and  I  had  no  one 
with  whom  to  share  them. 

However  I  had  no  one  to  laugh  at  my 
mistakes,  or  listen  to  my  "calling"  which 
I  think  must  have  been  varied.  Still  as  I 
mused  on  the  events  of  the  day,  (in  the 
gathering  dusk)  and  what  might  have 
happened,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  as  I 
glided  quietly  out  of  the  lake  down  by  the 
busy  salmon,  "that  it  is  not  good  for  man 
to  be  alone  "

AS  a  result  of  much  communication, 
both  telephonic  and  verbal,  Camp 
"Sol'd  Comfort"  was  in  full  swing 
for  a  week  last  August.  Two  tents,  two 
canoes  and  four  boys  with  their  outfits 
went  to  make  up  a  camp  which  fully  lived 
up  to  its  name,  despite  the  fact  that  we 
had  to  endure  a  rain-storm  and  several 
cold  nights,  which  last  made  us  think  of 
our  vacant  beds  at  home. 

The  first  camp  site  was  located  on  the 
north  shore  of  Lake  St.  John  (pronoun- 
ced Sinjin  by  the  locals)  a  small  lake  ly- 
ing to  the  east  of  L,ake  Couchiching,  and 
separated  from  the  latter  by  a  narrow 
strip  of  land,  known  as  the  Portage.  This 
last  mentioned  place  was  our  rendezvous, 
and  by  the  time  we  had  carried  canoes 
and  paraphernalia  across  a  field,  the  rail- 
way track,  the  road,  and  a  couple  more 
fields,  finally  launching  the  boats  from 
the  summit  of  a  ridge  of  rocks  that  line 
the  shores,  we  felt  that  its  name  in- 
deed was  Portage  with  a  capital  P. 

Once  the  spot  was  chosen  we  were  not 
long  in  pitching  the  tents  and  preparing 
tea.  Needless  to  say  the  board  was 
quickly  cleared,  and  having  made  all 
snug  for  the  night,  we  gathered  round  the 
blazing  camp-fire  for  a  quiet  chat  before 
retiring. 

The  next  morning  we  were  up  bright 
and  early,  notwithstanding  the  exertions 
of  the  previous  day,  and  after  breakfast, 
two  of  us  started  off  to  fish,  leaving  the 
others  to  mind  camp.  We  paddled  down 
the  creek  about  a  mile,  pushing  our  way 
among  floating  logs  which  in  some  places 
almost  blocked  the  passage,  and  ran  our 
canoe  up  beside  a  fallen  tree  that  lay 
across  the  stream.  After  baiting  our 
hooks,  we  dropped  our  lines  into  the 
water,  a  short  pause,  then  a  sudden  jerk 
on  the  line,  a  buzz  from  the  reel,  and  we 
were  "on."  The  excitement  was  increased 
by  the  fact  that  I  had  a  space  only  a  few 
feet  wide  in  which  to  play  the  fish,  which 
proved  to  be  a  large  black  bass,  but  by 
keeping  a  good  strain  on  the  line,  easing 
off  only  when  necessary,  I  soon  drew 


him  near  enough  for  my  companion  to 
slip  the  net  under;  a  rap  on  the  head  with 
the  edge  of  the  paddle,  and  there  but  re- 
mained to  admire  and  hope  for  more.  Be- 
fore my  hook  was  ready  for  the  water 
again,  I  received  a  forcible  summons 
from  my  friend  to  come  to  his  assistance. 
His  line  was  describing  circles  in  the  water 
the  tip  of  his  rod  seemed  to  be  trying  to 
meet  the  butt,  and  he  was  jumping  up  and 
down  on  the  log  in  imminent  danger  of 
losing  his  balance.  After  impressing  on 
him  the  fact  that  there  was  no  occasion 
for  his  going  into  the  water  after  the  fish, 
I  tried  the  little  .22  revolver  on  the  catch, 
and  succeeded  in  drilling  holes  all  around 
it,  until  a  lucky  shot  struck  the  fish  in 
the  head,  and  with  a  gasp  of  relief  my 
companion  pulled  it  alongside  of  the  log. 

Having  broken  the  ice,  as  it  were,  we 
cooled  off  and  took  our  luck  more  sober- 
ly,and  in  about  three  hours  had  eleven  fine 
bass,  ranging  from  one  and  a  half  to  over 
three  pounds,  as  near  as  we  could  estim- 
ate; but  having  no  scales  except  those  on 
the  fish  themselves,  we  were  rather  put 
to  it  to  be  very  exact,  as  the  scales  at 
our  disposal  could  hardly  be  looked 
upon  as  unprejudiced  in  such  a  cause.  A 
short  paddle  back  to  the  camp,  dinner,  a 
few  minutes  spent  in  cleaning  a  couple  of 
the  fish,  and  we  had  the  afternoon  to  rest 
and  take  things  easy,  while  giving  the 
others  a  graphic  description  of  the  morn- 
ning's  sport. 

Next  day  we  decided  to  change  head- 
quarters, so  we  packed  up  and  portaged 
back  to  Lake  Couchiching,  selecting  a 
nice  point  within  easy  reach  of  the  Village 
of  Washago.  This  proved  much  to  our 
advantage,  for  we  had  figured  on  being 
near  enough  to  some  village  to  procure 
supplies  and  thus  did  not  need  to  take 
so  large  a  stock  with  us  from  town.  One 
morning  was  spent  in  paddling  up  to  the 
village,  doing  a  little  shopping  and  send- 
ing a  few  postals  home,  winding  up 
with  a  stiff  paddle  against  a  sea  which' 
had  got  up  since  we  landed. 

The  weather  moderating  that  afternoon 
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we  decided  to  have  a  canoe  race,  and  as 
we  gave  the  best  paddlers  the  biggest 
canoe,  it  was  not  so  uneven  as  might  be 
imagined.  The  crew  of  the  smaller  boat, 
which  was  much  narrower,  were  slowly 
but  surely  drawing  ahead,  and  looked  to 
be  winners  by  a  fair  margin,  when  the 
unexpected  happened;  a  sudden  spurt  at 
the  last  did  the  trick,  and  the  occupants 
losing  their  balance, disappeared  in  a  smo- 
ther of  foam,  in  the  midst  of  which  appear- 
ed sundry  arms  and  paddles, and  we  were 
greeted  with  the  familiar  cry  of  4 'Come 
on  boys,  the  water's  great."  As  all  four 
of  us  were  in  bathing  suits,  we  were  soon 
shouting  and  splashing  with  the  victims 
of  the  accident,  who  did  not  deserve 
much  pity,  as  such. 

Tuesday  evening  we  arrayed  ourselves 
in  our  glad  rags  and  paddled  down  the 
shore  some  three  miles  to  a  bonfire  to 
which  we  had  been  asked.  After  making 
our  bows  to  our  hostess,  we  joined  the 
company  around  the  fire,  and  found  the 
time  pass  very  pleasantly,  roasting  corn 
and  potatoes  in  the  embers,  and  winding 
up  with  sandwiches  and  lemonade.  The 
short  hours  seemed  to  pass  only  too 
quickly,  and  it  was  with  regret  that  we 
said  good-night  and  started  for  ''Solid 
Comfort",  which  hardly  looked  up  to  its 
name  by  the  dim  light  of  the  stars. 

Next  day  some  of  the  younger  people 
we  had  met  the  night  before  came  up  in 
a  launch,  under  the  chaperonage  of  our 
late  hostess.  After  showing  them  the 
tents, etc. ,  we  portaged  the  canoes  over  to 
St.  John  Lake  again,  and  took  the  whole 
party  down  the  creek.  We  were  a  little 
too  early  for  wateriilies,  but  got  a  few. 
We  met  some  fishermen  coming  back 
from  a  day's  sport,  but  none  of  them  had 
such  a  string  to  show  as  we  had  a  few 
days  before.  A  dainty  lunch  on  the 
point  where  the  yacht  awaited  us,  seemed 
a  fitting  ending  to  the  afternoon. 

Thursday  being  rather  cloudy,  we  two 
anglers  packed  ourselves  a  basket  with 
something  to  eat  and  our  tackle  and  set 
off  tor  the  creek  again.  We  tried  the 
same  place  where  we  had  such  luck  last 
time,  and  secured  eight  nice  sized  bass, 
none  of  them,  however,  running  over 
two  pounds.  We  were  feeling  fairly  well 
satisfied  as  we  started  for  home,  until  my 
friend  suddenly  remarked  "I  wonder  how 


we  can  persuade  the  other  fellows  to 
clean  these."  As  a  result  of  the  discus- 
sion which  ensued,  we  presented  our 
catch  to  a  couple  of  Indians  who  were 
trolling  from  a  canoe  close  by.  These 
worthies  looked  very  much  surprised  at 
our  contribution  to  their  stock,  and  we 
left  them  muttering  to  each  other,  no 
doubt  commenting  on  the  strange  ideas 
of  sportsmen  who  would  go  to  the  trouble 
of  catching  fish,  only  to  give  them  away 
to  the  first  persons  met. 

We  had  been  fortunate  in  not  having 
been  caught  in  a  rainstorm  so  far,  but 
shortly  after  reaching  the  camp,  it  came 
down  pretty  heavily,  and  kept  us  under 
cover.  Our  tents  proved  tight,  and  no 
harm  was  done,  as  we  had  some  dry 
wood  uder  the  canoe.  We  had  some  pis- 
tol practice  from  the  tent  door,  and  crack- 
ed so  many  eggs  laid  in  a  row  on  the  rock 
that  the  cook  threatened  to  resign.  This 
practice  stood  us  in  good  stead  the  next 
day,  as  we  carried  off  the  prize  offered  in  a 
match  between  our  camp  and  another  one  a 
little  further  along  the  shore.  The  prize 
took  the  form  of  a  dinner  given  by  the 
losers,  and  was  much  enjoyed  by 
all. 

Friday  morning  the  anglers  were  up 
by  dawn,  and  after  a  hasty  breaktast,  we 
took  our  little  rifles  and  fishing  tackle, 
and  started  for  a  trout  stream  we  had 
heard  of  some  distance  inland.  Finding 
the  place  after  some  difficulty  we  were 
confronted  by  a  large  sign-board:  "No- 
tice !  No  Fishing  Aloud".  My  friend 
indicated  this  with  a  jerk  of  his  head,  and 
remarked,  with  a  grin,  "Leff,  we  must  do 
it  quietly  you  see."  As  might  be  expect- 
ed, we  made  no  unnecessary  noise,  and 
at  the  end  of  an  hour's  work,  we  had  a 
fine  string  of  trout,  which  were  after- 
wards found  superior  to  the  bass  in  flavor, 
being  much  smaller  and  more  delicate. 

On  our  way  back  we  knocked  over  a 
couple  of  crows  and  some  squirrels  with 
the  little  "Favorite"  rifle,  but  as  they 
would  be  of  no  possible  use  at  the  camp, 
we  left  them  where  they  fell.  I  also  got 
a  shot  at  a  ground-hog,  sitting  at  the 
mouth  of  his  burrow,  but  beyond  stirring 
the  sand  at  his  feet,  did  him  no  harm. 
A  rabbit  in  a  little  swamp  close  to  the 
camp  was  the  next  victim,  but  whether 
the  fault  lay  in  the  fact  that  it  was  out  of 
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season,  or  whether  the  cooking"  was  re- 
sponsible, after  the  first  couple  of  mouth- 
fuls,  it  was' 'Gee,  I  wish  we  had  the  dog 
along  with  us."  "Just  as  well  he's  not 
here,  if  you  value  him  at  all,"  was  the  re- 
sponse. 

Our  week  being  up,  we  regrettfully 
struck  our  camp,  and  started  for  home  in 
the  teeth  of  a  strong  south  wind, and  a  sea 
that  made  progress  very  slow.  As  the 
two  canoes  moved  off  from  our  point,  we 
bore  little  resemblance  to  the  party  who 
left  town  a  week  before,  as  every  one  of 
us   had   a   generous    coating    of  tan, 


our  clothes  had  more  than  one  hole 
in  them,  and  our  stock  of  food  was  al- 
most gone.  Pretty  tired,  we  were,  when 
we  reached  home  that  night,  but  the 
camp  had  been  a  success  from  every  point 
of  view;  the  fishing  had  been  very  good, 
the  weather  much  better  than  we  had 
looked  for,  and  everyone  had  enjoyed 
good  health. 

Several  times  since  our  return  we  have 
met  and  talked  over  the  trip,  and  if  it 
can  be  managed,  next  summer  will  see 
us  off  on  a  similar  vacation,  which  we 
hope  to  make  a  little  more  extended. 


The  Trout  Fishing  in  Kootenay  Lake,  B.  C. 


HR.  Harvey  Smith,  of  Spokane,  is 
the  happiest  man  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest,  for  by  landing  a  trout 
of  fourteen  and  three-quarter  pounds  re- 
cently on  Kootenay  Lake,  B.  C.,  he  has 
been  declared  the  winner  of  a  ten  days' 
fishing  competition  for  the  Rambler- 
Cariboo  prize.  He  was  one  of  a  party 
composed  of  Alfred  and  Dolph  Coolidge, 
G.  C.  Beck,  Dr.  A.  Johnson  and  Dr.  B. 
W.  McPhee  of  Spokane,  and  Perry  and 
William  Lawrence,  of  Pullman,  Wash. 
The  competition  was  under  the  regula- 
tions of  the  Kaslo,  (B.  C.)  Rod  and  Reel 
club  which  puts  the  premium  on  skill  and 
patience  with  a  light  line.  The  party  also 
landed  a  trout  weighing  fourteen  and  a 
half  pounds.  These  fish  are  the  record 
catches  so  far  this  year,  but  probably  will 
be  eclipsed  before  the  season  closes  as 
the  average  winning  catch  for  the  year  is 
between  seventeen  and  eighteen  pounds. 
It  took  a  fish  of  nineteen  and  a  half 
pounds  to  win  in  1907.  Dr.  Harvey's 
catch  was  a  typical  Kootenay  lake  trout, 
of  silver,  slightly  speckled,  and  measured 
thirty-three  inches.  This  is  his  version 
of  the  capture  : 

"I  have  never  fished  for  big  fellows  be- 
fore, and  when  I  got  my  first  eight 
pounder  I  was  astonished.  It  was  like 
a  man  who  had  never  shot  at  anything  in 
his  life  bigger  than  a  rabbit  or  squirrel 
coming  squarely  face  to  face  with  a  big 
black  bear.  But  when  I  hooked  that  fel- 
low, say  honestly,  I  thought  I  had  a  whale. 
"He  first  took  the  spinner  out  about 


four  hundred  feet  from  the  boat,  in  which 
'Pap'  Beck  and  myself  were  fishing.  He 
carried  the  line  out  more  than  a  hundred 
feet  and  then  I  began  gradually  to  put  up 
on  him.  Nearer  the  boat,  when  he  be- 
gan to  see  us  and  other  objects,  he  sud- 
denly began  diving.  On  one  of  his 
darts  straight  downward  he  must  have 
gone  three  hundred  feet,  for  at  three 
hundred  feet  I  had  a  knot  in  my  line  and 
I  saw  that  knot  several  times. 

"It  was  fully  an  hour  before  he  gave  up. 
He  turned  his  belly  up  to  the  sun,  and  when 
a  few  feet  from  the  boat  'Pap'  put  the 
gaff  into  him.  That  wakened  him  up 
some  and  we  had  another  sharp  but 
short  battle,  for  he  was  all  in. 

"I  used  a  light  and  weak  line,  fishing 
under  the  regulations  of  the  Kalso  Rod 
and  Reel  club.  It  was  an  Irish  linen 
line  no  larger  than  an  ordinary  fly  line. 
My  pole  was  a  split  bamboo,  weighing 
about  six  ounces  and  less  than  five  feet  in 
length.  My  reel  was  fitted  with  a  leather 
thumb  break.  We  had  six  hundred  feet 
of  line  on  the  reel  and  trailed  about  four 
hundred  feet  behind  our  boat  all  the 
time.  The  spinner  was  forty  feet  under 
water  as  nearly  as  I  can  guess  when  the 
fish  struck  it. 

"I  had  better  success  the  first  few 
days  with  the  spinner  than  'Pap'  did 
with  bait.  I  attribute  that,  however  to 
the  fact  that  it  was  cloudy,  and  think  that 
in  clear  sunshine  the  bait  is  the  better, 
as  it  is  a  sort  of  yellow  in  color,  while 
the  spinner  is  bright  silver." 
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AMONG  the  most  interesting  of 
the  many  publications  issued  by 
the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture  is  a  pamphlet  on  Game  Pro- 
tection in  1907  by  Henry  Oldys,  an  assis- 
tant in  the  Biological  Survey.  Look- 
ing at  the  whole  field  in  the  States  and 
Canada  one  is  led  to  the  conclusion  that 
not  only  are  the  laws  of  game  protection 
growing  more  strict  but  they  are  also 
better  enforced.  The  hunting  license 
system  is  constantly  being  extended  and 
now  prevails  in  some  form  or  other 
throughout  Canada  and  in  all  but  seven 
of  the  states  and  territories. 

The  warden  service  is  likewise  being 
strengthened  and  this  service  is  on  a  bet- 
ter footing  apparently  in  several  of  the 
states  than  we  can  claim  for  it  inCanada. 

Several  cases  came  up  during  the  year 
showing  the  growing  need  of  special  pro- 
vision for  game  preserves  and  game  prop- 
agation. The  growth  of  the  industry  of 
raising  game  for  market,  like  cattle  and 
poultry  resulted  in  four  States — Illinois, 
Indiana,  North  Carolina  and  Vermont — 
exempting  deer  raised  in  confinement  from 
certain  restrictions.  "With  proper  means 
of  identification  provided,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent evasions  of  the  laws  prohibiting 
traffic  in  wild  game  there  would  seem  to 
be  no  reason  why  this  industry  should 
not  be  encouraged  in  every  possible  way." 

Protection  was  given  by  law  in  several 
of  the  States  to  non  game  birds. 

Pennsylvania  placed  the  State  game 
preserves  under  rigid  protection, prohibit- 
ing all  entry  upon  them  during  the 
hunting  season  and  entry  with  dogs  or 
firearms  at  all  times. 

The  campaign  against  the  automatic 
gun  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  bills  in 
seventeen  States  and  two  Canadian  Prov- 
inces to  prohibit  its  use.  With  the  ex- 
ception of  New  Brunswick,  Ontario,  and 
Pennsylvania  all  these  efforts  failed. 

Amongst  the  proposals  which  failed  to 
attain  the  force  of  law  were  a  federal  bill 
to  provide  a  license  system  in  Alaska, 
several  to  establish  game  refuges  in  the 
national  forests,  State  Dills  to  abolish 
spring  shooting  in  New  Jersey  and  North 
Dakota,  to  prohibit  all  sale  of  game  and 


give  adequate  protection  to  woodcock  in 
New  Jersey, to  exclude  firearms  from  the 
woods  of  Maine  in  close  season,  to  give 
adequate  protection  to  antelope  in  Wyom- 
ing, to  remove  protection  from  waterfowl 
in  Arkansas,  and  to  open  the  waterfowl 
season  in  spring  in  Wisconsin. 

Canadian  sportsmen  will  see  from  this 
short  summary  that  there  are  both  gains 
and  losses,  but  on  the  whole  public  opin- 
ion shows  a  marked  advance  and  we  may 
hope,  ere  long,  to  see  an  adequate  pro- 
tection afforded  to  migratory  birds 
throughout  the  States. 

Several  legal  decisions,  mainly  relating 
to  the  status  of  domesticated  game,  are 
reviewed  and  the  results  show  that  States 
desiring  to  permit  the  marketing  of  do- 
mestic game  should  make  special  provi- 
sion for  same  by  statutory  enactment. 
This  is  rapidly  becoming  an  important 
question  in  the  States  and  is  likely  to  ex- 
tend to  Canada  where  the  facilities 
for  engaging  in  this  occupation  are  ex- 
ceptionally good. 

The  status  of  game  imported  into  a 
State  was  the  subject  of  several  decisions 
by  the  New  York  Supreme  Court  with  the 
result  that  the  law  of  prohibition  was  up- 
held. A  series  of  successful  prosecutions 
for  tusk  hunting  in  the  Yellowstone  Na- 
tional Park  was  a  notable  achievement  of 
the  year,  and  it  is  believed  that  a  severe 
blow  has  been  struck  at  such  practices. 

In  the  enforcement  of  the  game  laws 
special  activity  was  shown  in  Oklahoma 
where  over  30,000  quail,  which  were  in 
the  course  of  illegal  shipment  to  northern 
markets  were  confiscated.  In  two  cases 
fines  amounting  to  over  five  thousand 
and  four  thousand  dollars  respectively 
were  imposed  for  breaches  of  the  laws 
and  numerous  other  fines  were  for  sub- 
stantial amounts. 

The  author  of  the  phamphlet  arrives  at 
the  conclusion  that  game  was  more  plen- 
tiful at  the  close  of  the  year  than  at  the 
beginning.  With  the  exception  of  a 
marked  decrease  of  ruffed  grouse,  local 
scarcity  in  certain  cases,  and  a  few  other 
set  backs  in  different  localities,  the  sea- 
son was  favorable  on  the  whole. 

Deer  are  reported  to  be  on  the  increase 
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throughout  the  States,  with  the  exception 
of  a  few  restricted  sections,  and  reports 
of  rapid  increases  were  received  from 
New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  while 
those  of  Ontario  were  stated  to  be* 'in  ex- 
cellent condition".  In  Michigan  and 
Wisconsin  they  were  said  to  be  "unusual- 
lyplentiful", while  they  were  to  be  found  in 
States  in  which  no  specimens  were  found 
a  few  years  before.  "With  proper  care 
it  would  seem  the  United  States  need 
have  no  difficulty  in  maintaining  its  fine 
stock  of  deer." 

Moose  also  showed  an  increase.  "They 
are  holding  their  own  in  Wyoming  and 
the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  increas- 
ing in  Montana,  and  probably  slightly  in 
Minnesota.  They  are  reported  as  abun- 
dant in  New  Brunswick  and  NovaScotia. 
Moose  are  yet  to  be  found  in  countless 
numbers  in  Alaska,  though  a  perceptible 
diminution  is  said  to  have  occurred  in 
the  Kenai  Peninsula,  owing  to  the  un- 
regulated slaughter  for  food  rather  than 
for  the  attractive  trophies  supplied  by  the 
largest  moose  in  the  world. " 

Elk  are  holding  their  own  or  increas- 
ing in  Wyoming,  Idaho,  and  the  Yellow- 
stone National  Park.  "In  the  Adirond- 
acks  the  original  stock  of  twenty-two  in- 
troduced in  1901  has  grown  to  not  less 
than  three  hundred  and  fifty  mainly  from 
natural  increase,  though  a  few  have  been 
added.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
about  fifty  elk,  probably  from  the  Corbin 
preserve,  are  now  running  wild  in  New 
Hampshire." 

A  few  caribou  inhabit  the  northern 
part  of  Minnesota.  There  are  none  in 
Maine, though  the  animals  are  fairly  abun- 
dant in  New  Brunswick.  They  still  exist 
in  enormous  numbers  in  Alaska,  "where 
an  immense  herd  recently  crossed  the 
Yukon  River  in  their  periodical  migra- 
tion." 

Mountain  sheep  are  increasing  in  Wy- 
oming and  the  Yellowstone  National 
Park  and  several  hundreds  are  still  to  be 
found  in  Idaho.  They  are  also  increasing 
in  the  southwest. 

The  tame  herd  of  Buffalo  in  the  Yel- 
lowstone National  Park  numbered  fifty- 
nine  at  the  time  the  last  census  ivas  tak- 
en and  the  wild  herd  was  estimated  to 
contain  twenty- five.  The  Pablo -Allard 
herd,  numbering  about  four  hundred  is 


being  transferred  from  Montana  to  Alber- 
ta, where  a  home  in  Buffalo  Park  on  Bow 
River,  a  reserve  of  125,000  acres  located 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles  east 
of  Edmonton,  has  been  prepared  for  them. 

Fifteen  buffalo  were  transferred  from 
the  New  York  Zoological  Park  to  the 
Wichita  Game  Preserve  and  bore  their 
long  railroad  trip  and  the  overland  jour- 
ney to  their  new  quarters  without  a  mis- 
hap. 

Antelope  have  probably  decreased  in 
numbers,  though  increases  are  reported 
from  various  parts  and  particularly  where 
protective  laws  are  enforced . 

Quail  were  reported  to  be  on  the  road 
to  recovery  after  two  successive  severe 
winters  but  ruffed  grouse  had  undergone 
a  similar  diminution  in  numbers  and  was 
scarce  throughout  its  range.  "The  sud- 
den passing  ot  this  popular  game  bird 
from  comparative  abundance  to  great 
scarcity  has  aroused  much  interest  and 
called  forth  many  explanations  of  the  phe- 
nomenon. The  reason  that  finds  most 
general  acceptance  is  an  unfavorable 
breeding  season — a  very  warm  March 
followed  by  an  exceedingly  cold  and  wet 
spring.  Other  factors  doubtless  contri- 
buted to  the  decrease,  their  influence  be- 
ing probably  augmented  by  unfavorable 
climatic  conditions.  The  unusual  and 
excessive  diminution  of  this  hardy  grouse 
following  so  closely  the  great  destruction 
of  quail,  has  occasioned  much  anxiety 
lest  we  shall  irretrievably  have  lost  two 
of  our  chief  game  birds.  Such  catastro- 
phies  are  not  new  and  there  is  good  rea- 
son to  believe  the  birds  will  show  the 
same  recuperative  powers  they  have  ex- 
hibited in  the  past."  Unusual  activity 
has  been  shown  in  the  introduction  of 
foreign  birds,  but  sportsmen  are  warned 
not  to  be  in  any  haste  to  restock  game 
covers  with  Old  World  birds.  "It  is 
quite  certain  that  no  birds  can  replace 
the  bob-white  or  ruffed  grouse  in  the 
estimation  of  American  sportsmen,  and 
the  former  has  a  well  proved  value  as  a 
destroyer  of  noxious  insects  and  weeds. 
Efforts  should  rather  be  directed  to  the 
restoration  of  these  two  fine  American 
game  birds  than  to  the  acclimatization  of 
foreign  birds,  however  highly  the  latter 
may  be  regarded  at  home. 

Reports  stated  that  wild  turkeys  were 
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increasing  while  prairie  chicken  showed  a 
marked  decrease.  Woodcock  gained  in 
several  localities  and  waterfowl  showed  a 
marked  increase.  "One  of  the  most  en- 
couraging features  of  the  condition  of 
game  in  1907  is  their  unusual  abundance. 
Great  flights  of  ducks  and  geese  were 
noticeable  at  many  ducking  centres  of  the 
United  States,  probably  largely  as  a  re- 
sult of  increased  protection.  Wild  fowl 
are  very  prolific  and  it  needs  but  the  en- 
actment and  enforcement  of  judicious 
laws  to  greatly  augment  their  numbers." 

Quail  in  the  States  have  suffered  from 
a  highly  contagious  and  rapidly  fatal  dis- 
ease and  every  precaution  is  urgedagainst 
it  being  allowed  to  spread.  It  resembles 
the  grouse  disease  which  appeared  in 
England  a  century  ago  and  created  great 
havoc  in  the  grouse  preserves.  It  is  de- 
scribed by  Dr.  Geo.  Byron  Morse,  of  the 
Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  of  the  De- 
partment, as  4 'an  infectious  disease  of  the 
grouse  family  caused  by  a  microbe  of  the 
bacillus  colt  group  and  characterised  by 
congestion  of  the  lungs,  focal  necroses  of 
the  liver  and  intestinal  ulcerations."  In- 
vestigations showed  that  the  disease  pre- 
vailed among  the  quail  as  long  ago  as 
1905  and  perhaps  several  years  earlier.  It 
is  not  confined  to  the  bob-white  but  has 
been  found  in  all  quail  and  in  the  sharp- 
tailed  grouse. 

Restocking  has  been  carried  on  with 
great  rapidity.  Depleted  quail  covers 
have  been  restocked  with  indifferent  suc- 
cess. Great  work  has  been  carried  on 
with  pheasants,  and  Chinese  and  English 
pheasants  are  now  on  the  game  lists  of 
all  but  nine  States  (of  which  five  are  in 
the  south)  and  all  the  Canadian  provinces 


with  the  exception  of  Quebec,  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island  and  those  in  the  extreme 
north.  Thousands  of  partridges,  usually 
imported  from  Hungary,  are  now  to  be 
found  in  the  game  coverts  of  the  United 
States.  Transporting-  large  game  birds 
in  captivity  has  made  such  strides  that 
shipments  have  gone  from  Denmark  to 
Newfoundland  and  subsequently  to  the 
Peninsula  of  Avalon  without  the  loss  of  a 
single  bird. 

Pheasants,  partridges,  ruffed  grouse, 
capercailzie,  black  game,  turkeys, 
rare  carassows,  willow  grouse,  Can- 
adian grouse,  quail,  ducks,  geese  and 
miscellaneous  birds,  making  a  grand  to- 
tal of  11,422  game  birds  were  imported 
as  against  9,774  in  1906.  The  impor- 
tation of  cage  birds  showed  a  great  in- 
crease,amounting  to  352,564  canaries  and 
47,816  miscellaneous  cage  birds,  while 
mammals  numbered  791, an  increase  of  302. 
Game  birds  eggs  imported  tor  propaga- 
tion showed  a  slight  increase,  while  the 
wider  interest  taken  in  this  work  was 
shown  by  the  fact  that  they  were  imported 
by  twenty  different  parties. 

Seven  new  bird  reservations  were  es- 
tablished in  1907.  three  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  and  four  on  the  Pacific  Coast. 
The  islands  comprising  the  reservations 
are  useless  for  agricultural  purposes  but 
the  birds  speedily  show  their  appreciation 
of  the  protection  by  largely  increasing 
their  numbers. 

Gangs  of  poachers  in  the  YeHowstone 
National  Park  and  on  one  of  these  reser- 
vations have  been  broken  up,  heavy  fines 
and  imprisonment  teaching  them  to  leave 
the  national  property  alone. 


A  mild  sensation  has  been  occasioned 
in  New  Brunswick  by  the  course  taken 
by  Mr.  Arthur  Robinson,  of  New  York, 
who  has  a  hunting  camp  on  the  Miram- 
ichi.  Certain '  charges  having  been  made 
about  shooting  out  of  season  at  his  camp, 
Mr.  Robinson  advertised  two  rewards  of 
$500  each  for  information  leading  to  the 
connection  of  himself  or  any  of  his  guests 
or  employees  on  a  charge  of  carrying 
firearms  during  the  close  season  ;  or  in- 


formation, as  to  the  identity  ot  those  re- 
sponsible for  the  accusations  against 
him.  A  further  reward  of  $5,000  was 
offered  for  information  leading  to  the 
conviction  of  himself,  his  guests  or  em- 
ployees on  the  charge  of  shooting  at  or 
killing  any  kind  of  game  during  the  close 
season.  Although  the  rewards  have 
been  offered  for  sometime  the  people  are 
apparently  not  falling  over  themselves 
in  their  efforts  to  earn  the  money.

FROM  Old  to  New  Ontario — always 
a  pleasant  journey  in  the  delightful 
weather  of  a  Canadian  summer,  the 
way  has  recently  been  made  brighter  still 
by  the  opening  for  traffic  of  the  Muskoka- 
Sudbury  line  of  the  C.  P.  R.  For  west- 
tern  travellers,  as  well  as  northern 
tourists,  the  new  line  is  a  great  advan- 
tage making  a  very  considerable  cut  off 
for  those  journeying  from  west  and  mid 
Ontario  to  our  great  new  provinces,  whose 
recent  developements  have  caught  the  at- 
tention of  the  world.  Thenew  lineopens  up 
many  scenic  beauties  in  addition  to  fine 
hunting  and  fishing  territories.  Both 
local  and  through  traffic  have  shown 
from  the  commencement  how  much  this 
feeder  of  the  great  transcontinental  is 
appreciated  and  what  a  boon  its  opening 
has  been  to  the  vast  commerical  interests 
of  Toronto  and  the  manufacturing  centres 
of  Western  Ontario  and  the  great  and 
ever  growing  west. 


A  recent  journey  over  this  line  enabled 
the  writer  to  enjoy  a  view  of  a  portion 
of  the  country  which  may  be  said  to  rep- 
resent the  whole  Dominion  in  miniature. 
Leaving  Toronto  and  its  aggregation  of 
buildings,  continually  stretching  further 
and  further  into  the  country,  pleasant 
farm  lands,  the  mainstay  of  Canada  after 
all,  represented  beautiful  pictures.  On 
the  upgrade  the  country  became  rougher 
and  rougher  —  the  neat  houses  gave 
place  to  shacks,  the  green  fields  to  wild 
woods,  and  rocks  and  lakes,  ravines  and 
forests  were  the  varieties  on  both  sides. 
Pleasant  Muskoka,  beautiful  Bala  with 
its  splendid  lake,  and  Parry  Sound,  fam- 
ous for  both  its  hunting  and  fishing  facili- 
ties, were  all  passed  and  the  French 
River,  noted  for  its  history,  was  seen. 
These  connecting  waters  between  Lakes 
Nipissing  and  Huron  are  now  bridged, 
the  Canadian  Pacific  engineers,  used  to 
all  kinds  of  such  problems,  not  allowing 
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the  difficulties  in  their  path  to  prove  un- 
surmountable.  In  several  instances  the 
grounds  on  which  the  station  houses  are 
erected  appear  to  have  been  cut  from  the 
forest  and  in  others  the  closeness  of  the 
rocks  show  how  much  blasting  had  to 
be  done  before  the  road  bed  could  be 
made.  Every  mile  of  the  line  had  its  own 
special  difficulty  but  the  result  of 
the  whole  work  is  a  road  substantially 
prepared  for  the  great  work  it  has  to  do 
in  assisting  the  developement  of  Canada. 
The  run  into  Sudbury,  where  the  Soo 
branch  also  joins  the  main  line,  is  not  at 
all  notable,  and    Sudbury,    a  few  years 


ago  an  outpost  of  civilisation,  is  rapidly 
putting  on  airs  of  an  older  civilization. 
There  are  still  many  signs  of  newness 
about  the  place  and  prospecting  and 
mining  are  the  main  subjects  of  conver- 
sation. A  fine  new  Courthouse,  capital 
residential  streets  with  shade  trees  and 
large  hotels  with  busy  stores  are  giving 
the  town  a  bright  aspect  and  the  making 
of  new  streets  and  roads  are  showing  the 
willingness  of 'the  people  of  what  is 
clearly  destined  to  prove  the  capital  of  an 
important  district  of  New  Ontario,  to 
assume  the  responsibilities  of  their  posi- 
tion. 


A  Large  Salmon  From  Inland  Waters,

ORTUNATE  fishermen 
were  included  i  n  a 
party  which  went  from  Smith's 
Falls  to  Devil's  Lake,  a  tribu- 
tary of  the  Rideau  chain  loca- 
ted about  twenty  miles  from 
Smith's  Falls,  in  mid  June. 
The  party  included  Mr.  Chas. 
O'Reilly,  proprietor  of  the 
Hotel  Rideau,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Frost,  and  Mr.  H.  T.  Law- 
son  of  Smith's  Falls,  and 
Mr.  George  Frost,  of  New 
York.  In  the  course  of  the 
day's  fishing  Mr.  O'Reilly 
captured  a  thirty-one  pound 
salmon,  measuring  forty-one 
inches  in  length  andtwenty-four 
inches  around  the  body.  This 
is  believed  to  be  the  largest 
salmon  ever  taken  in  inland 
waters.  A  little  later  Mr. 
George  Frost  landed  a  twenty 
pound  salmon.  This  proved 
likewise  a  great  prize  as  sal- 
mon of  that  size  are  rare.  Both 
fish  have  been  mounted  and 
make  most  interesting  trophies 
as  our  illustration  shows.

|HE  romance  of  industry  was  never 
better  illustrated  than  in  its  appli- 
cation to  the    wonderful  progress 
and  success  of  fire  arms. 

The  immense  organization  now  known 
as  Iver  Johnson  Arms  and  Cycle  Works 
had  its  beginning  in  a  very  modest  way 
at  Worcester,   Mass.,  in 
1871. 

Firearms  of  that  day 
and  generation  were  very 
crude  affairs,  as  compar- 
ed to  the  well-made,  well- 
finished  firearms  of  today 
with  their  small  number 
ot  smooth,  simple  parts 
and  their  neat,  business- 
like look.  The  great 
majority  of  weapons  — 
small  and  large,  were 
muzzle-loaders.  Some 
breech-loaders  were  used, 
but  these,  and  their  am- 
munition, were  not  suf- 
ficiently perfected  to  in- 
spire confidence  or  com- 
mand ready  sale  in  pref- 
erence to  the  old  reliable 
muzzle-loader.  For  that 
reason  the  first  weapon 
produced  by  the  new  firm 
of  Johnson  &  Bye  was  a 
muzzle-loading  pistol. 
This  was  of  about  .50 
caliber,  made  with  two, 
three  or  four  inch  barrel, 
and  it  used  the  old-fash- 
ioned waterproof  percus- 
sion cap.  It  sold  at  re- 
tail for  one  dollar. 

Iver  Johnson  and  Mar- 
tin Bye,  partners  in  the 
new  firm,  possessed  re- 
markable mechanical  tal- 
ent and  ability.  Their 
first  work  was  the  design- 
ingand  building  of  models  and  tools  for 
the  muzzle-loading  pistol  above  mention- 
ed. Not  only  did  the  two  partners  de- 
sign the  models,  but  they  helped  about 
the  work  and  in  fact  made  the  greater 
number  of  the  tools,  working  at  the 
machines  and    at  the    bench    to  get  the 


pistols  ready  for  market,  and  in  ad- 
dition to  all  this  they  had  to  find  time  to 
sell  their  product. 

It  speaks  volumes  for  Iver  Johnson's 
energy  and  capacity  for  work  that  in 
one  short  year  the  new  firm  had  put  on 
the  market  not  only    a   complete  line  of

police  goods,  including  handcuffs,  leg 
irons  etc.,  but  also  two  new  patterns  of 
pistols,  known  as  the  "Star  Vest  Pocket" 
and  the  "Eclipse."  These  pistols  were 
both  single  barrel,  breech- loading  and  of 
the  well-known  Derringer  type,  the  bar- 
rel swinging  on  a  pivot,  for  loading. 
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The  drilling  and  reaming"  of  the  pis- 
tol barrels,  the  inside  polishing  and  finish- 
ing, were  all  done  by  automatic  machinery 
the  firm  of  Johnson  &  Bye  being  amongst 
thepioneers  in  theuseofautomatic  machin- 
ery in  the  manufacture  of  firearms.  This 
was  also  one  of  the  leading  firms  to  in- 
stall in  its  factory  automatic  screw  and 
drilling  machinery,  and  much  of  the  early 
success  of  the  young  firm  can  be  traced 
to  its  originality,  daring  and  determina- 
tion to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  ap- 
proved methods  of  manufacture.  By  the 
latter  part  of  1873  the  business  had 
grown  to  such  proportions  that  removal 
to  a  larger  factory  became  necessary 
and  a  large  five  story  building  on  Central 


in  1878,  was  the  first  double-action  re- 
volver made  at  this  factory. 

A  year  later  the  *  'Top  Snap  Champion" 
breech  loading  single  gun  was  produced, 
and  this  embodied  a  number  of  improve- 
ments found  in  no  other. 

From  1886  to  1891  the  "Gem"  pistol, 
several  styles  of  bicycle  wrenches,  and 
other  hardware  specialties  were  brought 
out.  The  famous  "L,ovel  Diamond" 
bicycle  was  also  manufactured  and  in 
1890  the  "Swift"  revolver  in  two  models 
— hammer  and  hammerless — was  put  on 
the  market  ;  these  were  the  fore-runners 
of  the  present  Iver  Johnson  revolvers. 

In  1895,  after  having  had  their  goods 
marketed  through  a  jobbing  house  for

Street,  Worcester  was  purchased.  Here, 
with  more  room  for  new  machinery  and 
more  space  in  which  to  handle  the  busi- 
ness, they  commenced  early  in  1873,  the 
manufacture  of  revolvers — destined  to 
make  the  name  of  Iver  Johnson  world- 
famous.  The  first  revolver  was  called 
the  "Favorite"  and  was  single  action  in 
type,  the  hammer  was  cocked  by  hand, 
and  the  arm  was  adapted  to  the  .22,  .32, 
.38  and  .44-caliber  rim-fire  cartridges.  It 
was  later  made  in  many  other  styles, 
known  as  the  "Tycoon,"  "Encore," 
"Smoker"  and  the  "Favorite  Navy." 
The  mechanism  of  all  was  practically 
alike,  the  difference  between  the  various 
models  being  in  the  details  only. 

The  "Eagle"  revolver,    brought  out 


many  years,  Iver  Johnson's  arms  and 
Cycle  Works  decided  to  market  their  own 
product  and  with  what  success  this  was 
done  can  best  be  appreciated  by  refer- 
ring to  their  present  standing  in  the 
manufacturing  field. 

The  one  feature  in  the  history  of  this 
business  which  stands  out  most  promin- 
ently is  the  production  by  Iver  Johnson 
of  the  safety  mechanism  which  has  made 
"Hammer  the  Hammer"  a  watchword. 
The  production  of  a  mechanism  enabling 
the  manufacture  of  a  weapon  which 
would  be  servant  instead  of  master — a 
weapon  of  self-defence  rather  than  one 
of  accidental  self-destruction — is  some- 
thing for  which  to  be  grateful. 


The  Fishes  of  Ontario, 


IHE  Ontario  Department  of  Educa- 
tion have  published  at  Toronto  a 
substantial  and  well  illustrated  book 
entitled  "Fishes"  and  bearing  on  its  title 
pages  the  following  description  of  its 
contents:  "Check  List  of  the  Veitebrates 
of  Ontario  and  catalogue  of  specimens 
in  the  Biological  Section  of  the  Provin- 
cial Museum."  Mr.  C.  W.  Nash,  Lec- 
turer on  Biology  for  the  Ontario  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  has  prepared  the 
book  which  is  a  good  deal  more  than  an 
ordinary  compilation  and  contains  much 
that  is  of  scientific  interest  and  value. 

Mr.  David  Boyle,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Museum,  in  a  covering  despatch 
to  the  Minister  of  Education  says  : 
"There  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
presentation  of  these  lists  will  greatly 
facilitate  the  study  of  animal  life  on  the 
part  of  our  people  and  especially  of  the 
young,  whether  they  are  pursuing  system- 
atic studies  in  natural  science  or  merely 
from  a  desire  to  acquire  casual  informa- 
tion relating  to  the  subject.  The  econ- 
omic importance  of  knowledge  concern- 
ing all  forms  of  life  is  especially  valuable 
in  this  province,  where  the  great  bulk  of 
our  wealth  is  drawn  direct  from  the  hands 
of  Nature.  Unfortunately  too  little  at- 
tention has  been  paid  to  this  subject  in 
the  past  with  the  result  that  many  of 
our  most  valuable  forms  of  life  are 
threatened  with  extermination.  This  is 
particularly  the  case  with  our  fish,  many 
species  of  which  have  entirely  disappeared 
from  our  waters,  while  others  formerly 
so  abundant  as  to  have  been  within  the 
reach  of  every  person  are  now  luxuries 
only  obtainable  by  the  rich.  Our  lakes, 
with  the  application  of  scientific  methods, 
could  undoubtedly  be  made  to  produce 
an  unfailing  supply  of  cheap  and  whole- 
some food.  This,  however,  will  only  be 
done  when  those  engaged  in  the  fisher- 


ies have  a  better  knowledge  of  the  habits 
of  the  fish  they  capture  and  the  general 
public  are  more  fully  informed  of  the 
value  of  this  important  national  asset." 

Mr.  Nash  explains  that  his  endeavor 
has  been  to  give  concise  descriptions  to 
all  the  fish  known  to  inhabit  the  waters 
of  the  Province  of  Ontario.  "The  classi- 
fication and  seqence  of  groups  adopted 
is  that  of  Jordan  and  Evermann,  to 
whom  I  am  also  chiefly  indebted  for  the 
technical  description."  After  explana- 
tions of  expressions  used  in  the  work  Mr. 
Nash  adds  :  "The  measurements  given 
are  intended  to  apply  to  the  average  of 
mature  fishes.  Young  fishes  usually 
have  the  depth  less,  the  head  and  eye 
larger  and  the  mouth  smaller  in  propor- 
tion than  adult  examples  of  the  same 
species.  The  coloration  and  markings 
of  fishes  is  extremly  variable,  no  two 
individuals  being  exactly  alike  ;  and  not 
only  so  but  each  individual  changes  its 
color  from  time  to  time  in  accordance 
with  its  surroundings.  All  color  descrip- 
tions as  given  herein  are  intended  to 
apply  to  the  normal  adult  in  its  highest 
developement  as  found  in  the  waters  to 
which  it  is  best  adapted." 

Many  people  will  be  surprised  to  learn 
of  the  number  of  fishes  which  are  to  be 
found  throughout  the  Province,  and  all 
should  be  interested  in  descriptions  of 
the  same  which  are  at  once  full,  scien- 
tifically accurate  and  have  many  notes 
in  addition  with  information  as  to  the 
character, habitat  and  palatableness  of  the 
fish.  These  descriptions  are  sufficiently 
full  to  prove  valuable  as  well  as  interest- 
ing and  students  may  be  confidently  re- 
commended to  them.  For  instance  the 
following  maybe  quoted  as  having  some 
reference  to  a  recent  discussion  in  our 
pages  :  "Though  commonly  called  brook 
trout  our  fish    is    really  a   charr  and  is 
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on  a

Match  by  Mishap  gives  a  pleasant  relief 
and  Rural  Culture,  a  comediatta,  continu- 
es the  brighter  diversion.  Unknow  For- 
ces goes  back  to  mystery  and  concludes 
the  series.  For  those  who  like  gentle 
thrillers  or  feel  at  all  interested  in  hidden 
things  the  book  presents  problems  that 
may  lead  to  much  thinking.  On  the 
other  hand  the  sportsman  may  dip  into 
it  anywhere  and  find  a  pleasant  half 
hour's  reading  while  pooh-poohing  in  his 
healthy  surrounding  all  mysteries  of  the 
present  or  hereafter.  At  the  same  time 
sportsmen  know  from  experience  that 
there  are  mysteries  surrounding  us  which 
are  undreamed  of  in  most  peoples'  philo- 
sophies.

War- 
man's  latest  production, but  all  who  know 
anything, either  by  hearsay  or  experience, 
of  the  Canadian  backwoods  will  be  able 
to  enjoy  "Weiga  of  Temagami,"  publish- 
ed by  Messrs.  MacLeod  aud  Alien,  Tor- 
onto. While  the  book  is  typographically 
excellent  and  the  binding  good  it  is  the 
contents  after  all  that  form  the  chief  at- 
traction. Indian  legends,  sympathetic- 
ally told,  the  principal  one  giving  the 
title  to  the  book  will  retain  the  attention 
of  the  reader  throughout.  Every  story 
has  in  it  some  romance  of  the  woods  and 
of  the  people  around  whose  past  so 
many  legends  are  woven.  These  le- 
gends and  stories  are  passing  away  and 


it  is  no  light  service  to  Canada  to  retain 
as  many  of  them  for  the  present  and  fu- 
ture readers  as  can  possibly  be  rescued 
from  the  extinction  which  modern  chang- 
es render  inevitable.  It  is  well  also  that 
the  stories  should  find  a  permanent  place 
in  our  literature  by  means  of  a  writer  who 
enters  thoroughly  into  the  spirit  of  the 
people  about  whom  he  writes  and  thus  be- 
comes their  best  interpreter.  There  is 
throughout  all  the  stories  the  spirit  of 
romance  which  gives  them  far  more  in- 
terest than  ordinary  stories  and  one  can 
follow  in  imagination  the  ideals  of  the 
people  around  whose  lives  these  legends 
grew  up.

Mr.  John  Arthur  Hope,  whose  name  is 
well  known  to  our  readers,  is  arranging 
a  wolf  hunt  in  Northern  Ontario  for  the 
present  winter.  He  means,  if  he  can 
secure  enough  encouragement  from 
sportsmen,  to  erect  two  or  three  log 
camps  in  a  good  wolf  country,  keep  them- 
open  all  winter  and  have  sportsmen  visit 
him  at  any  time  as  they  please  for  a  week, 
ten  days  or  a  fortnight  and  see  the  work 
in  operation,  besides  taking  a  share 
should  their  inclination  turn  that  way. 
Mr.  Hope  is  a  practical  man  ot  the  woods 
and  will  give  sportsmen  a  healthy  com- 
fortable and  successful  outing  if  at  all 
possible.  His  address  is  Canadian  Camp 
Club,  Sowerby,  Ont. 

The  Governor-General  of  Canada,  ac- 
cording to  report,  met  with  some  adven- 
tures in  the  West.  While  travelling  on 
horseback  through  Southern  British 
Columbia  the  party  were  compelled,  in 
order  to  reach  the  summit  to  take  to  foot 
travelling  with  packs.  The  return  jour- 
ney is  said  not  to  have  been  free  from 
risk.  They  were  compelled  to  travel  in 
this  way  till  the  foothills  were  reached 
and  when  at  length  they  got  to  the 
railway  they  were  taken  on  to  Cranbrook, 
B.C.  on  a  hand  car. 


Forest  fires  are  the  cause  of  incalculable 
losses  to  Canada  and  during  the  late  fall 
they  were  reported  as  raging  in  nearly 
every  part  of  the  Dominion.  So  dense 
was  the  smoke  from  these  fires  that  the 
navigation  of  the  St.  Lawrence  and  of 
the  Great  Lakes  suffered  material  inter- 
ference therefrom.  There  were  thus 
great  losses  to  the  country  both  direct 
and  indirect  and  if  some  of  it  could  have 
been  saved  by  a  larger  expenditure  on 
efficient  fire  ranging  a  national  benefit 
would  have  been  the  result.  These  los- 
ses  cannot   be  made   up  for  years  and 


should  be  the  means  of  stimulating  the 
various  governments  to  greater  efforts  in 
the  way  of  forest  protection  against 
fire. 

Mr.  W.  Hickson  writes  :  With  refer- 
ence to  what  your  correspondent  writes 
in  the  Medicine  Bag  items  of  the  Novem- 
ber number  as  to  wormy  black  bass  in  east- 
ern rivers,  I  may  state  that  both  bass  and 
perch  are  wormy  in  weedy  creeks  and 
rivers  and  if  lakes  are  very  weedy  the 
bass  and  perch  are  infected,  with  the 
yellow  worm  late  in  the  season, just  the  same 
as  in  the  rivers.  The  infection  starts  in 
the  gills  of  the  fish  and  works  back  to 
wards  the  tail.  I  think  it  must  be  caus- 
ed by  the  fish  being  so  constantly  in  con- 
tact with  the  weeds. 


An  act  of  heroism  of  no  ordinary  char- 
acter on  the  part  of  explorers  is  recorded. 
Mr.  George  Bruce  White,  Canadian  rep- 
resentative on  one  of  the  American  par- 
ties engaged  on  the  Alaska  boundary 
survey,  with  Mr.  D.V.  Ritchie,  one  of  his 
assistants,  both  of  these  gentlemen  hail- 
ing from  Ottawa,  and  Mr.  Archie  Run- 
nels, of  Vancouver,  a  second  assistant,  were 
marooned  on  an  island  in  the  swift  run- 
ning Alaska  River.  The  party  landed 
on  the  island  taking  a  few  supplies  for 
use  in  camp  and  left  their  boat  as  they 
thought  securely  moored.  While  en- 
gaged in  their  work  the  boat,  which 
practically  contained  all  their  outfit  and 
food,  broke  from  her  moorings  and 
lett  the  men  in  a  critical  position.  Mr. 
Runnels  volunteered  to  go  for  assistance 
and  made  the  effort.  His  companions, 
who  watched  him  with  breathless  inter- 
est,never  expected  him  to  reach  the  shore, 
but  he  succeeded  after  desperate  struggles 
in  doing  this.  For  four  days  he  wan- 
dered on  across  the  mountains  without 
food  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  dragged 
himself  into  the  main  camp  of  the  expedi- 
tion.   It  was  not  till  the  tenth  day  after 
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his  departure  that  he  was  able  to  return 
with  help  and  food  for  his  famished  com- 
panions who  were  found  utterly  exhaust- 
ed. It  is  believed  that  a  delay  of  another 
day  would  have  proved  fatal.  Mr.  Run- 
nels is  not  likely  to  recover  from  the 
effects  of  of  his  heroic  act  for  sometime. 

A  well  known  Indian  hunter  and  trap- 
per of  New  Brunswick,  Israel  Nocote, 
shot  a  fine  large  moose  on  the  Abous- 
hagan  Road,  near  Moncton,  early  in 
October.  The  animal  dressed  over  seven 
hundred  pounds  and  had  an  antler  spread 
of  forty-nine  inches. 

A  man,  standing  on  the  foot-path  in  one 
of  the  main  streets  of  a  northern  town 
the  other  day,  gazing  at  a  hoarding  which 
displayed  the  well-known  advertisement 
representing  a  bull  gazing  at  a  bottle  of 
"Bovril,"  and  bearing  underneath  the 
inscription,  "Alas,  my  poor  brother."  He 
remained  there  gazing  at  the  hoarding 
while  the  policeman  on  duty  completed 
the  round  of  his  beat  twice.  At  last  the 
guardian  of  the  peace  approached  him. 
"Move  on,"  roared  the  policeman. 
"What  are  you  standing  there  staring 
at  ?  "Look  there,"  replied  the  obstruct- 
or of  thoroughfares,  pointing  at  the  ad- 
vertisement. "Alas,  my  poor  brother". 
Now,  what  I  want  to  know  is,  how  can 
it  be  a  lass  if  it's  his  brother  ?" — "Tit- 
Bits." 

What  is  said  to  be  the  first  attempt 
at  the  scientific  study  of  the  Pacific 
whales  has  been  undertaken  by  Roy  C. 
Andrews,  of  the  department  of  mammals 
and  birds   of  the   American  Museum  of 


Natural  History.  For  this  purpose  he 
made  a  five  months  trip  to  Vancouver 
Island  and  afterwards  visited  Alaska. 
He  also  visited  the  whale  fisheries  and 
saw  more  than  two  hundred  whales  of 
the  different  species  killed  with  a  harpoon 
gun.  From  a  position  at  the  masthead 
he  studied  the  whales  through  field  glas- 
ses. Measurements  were  made  ot  the 
dead  whales  and  three  hundred  photo- 
graphs taken  of  whales  in  the  watei.  In 
speaking  of  his  work  Mr.  Andrews  said  : 
"The  whales  have  been  hunted  so  ex- 
tensively that  they  will  soon  be  extinct. 
The  relationship  of  one  species  to  anoth- 
er is  practically  unknown.  Fortunes  are 
being  spent  on  fossils,  and  here  is  a  race 
of  mammals  slipping  away.  At  New- 
foundland, where  the  whales  were  for- 
merly found  in  great  numbers,  there  are 
only  a  few,  as  they  have  been  driven 
from  the  feeding  grounds  and  killed. 
While  the  Atlantic  whales  have  been 
studied  this  is  the  first  time  that  data 
such  as  I  have  gathered  has  been  obtain- 
ed in  regard  to  the  Pacific  whales.  It 
will  be  embodied  in  a  monograph." 


Reports  from  Edmonton  state  that  the 
fur  trade  during  the  last  season  has  been 
less  than  previous  years.  The  great  firms 
of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  and  Revil- 
lion  Brothers  do  not  give  particulars  of 
those  portions  of  the  catch  secured  by 
them,  but  it  is  believed  their  experience 
is  similar  to  that  of  private  firms  report- 
ing a  decrease.  Some  experts  expect  a 
decrease  for  several  years  to  come  as  the 
animals  appear  to  migrate  for  no  particu- 
lar reason,  that  has  yet  been  discovered 
and  after  a  time  become  as  plentiful  as 
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ever.  These  reports  apply  only  to  the 
districts  north  of  Edmonton  and  do  not 
include  the  fur  gathering  centres  of  Nor- 
thern Quebec,  Northern  Ontario  and 
other  parts  of  Canada.  Despite  pessimi- 
stic reports  the  catch  is  still  a  large  one.

The  Chief  Fish  Warden  of  Oregon  has 
raised  the  question  of  the  efficiency  of  the 
fishery  laws  of  that  State  by  arresting  E. 
R.  Senfert,  a    wealthy  canneryman  ac- 


cused of  fishing  on  both  the  Washington 
and  Oregon  sides  of  the  Columbia  River 
in  defiance  of  the  law.  Three  tons  of 
salmon  were  confiscated.  The  case  is 
likely  to  be  fought  out  and  some  inter- 
esting relations  as  to  the  methods  of  the 
cannery  men  made  public. 


Efforts  are  being  made  in  British 
Columbia  to  settle  whether  the  Domin- 
ion or  the  Provincial  Governments  con- 
trols the  Fisheries  on  the  Fraser  and  for 
this  purpose  proceedings  were  taken 
against  five  fishermen  who  admittedly 
were  fishing  contrary  to  Provincial  re- 
gulations but  who  held  Dominion  licen- 
ses. Convictions  followed  and  an  appeal 
was  taken  to  the  high  court.

Bears  were  plentiful  in  several  parts  of 
British  Columbia  during  the  fall  and 
reports  stated  that  they  were  to  be  seen 
even  in  the  near  neighborhood  of  Van- 
couver. It  was  thought  they  were  at- 
tracted by  the  orchards.  In  one  case  a 
man  and  his  wife  saw  a  full  sized  black 
bear  blocking  the  road,  and  the  man  in 
response  to  his  wife's  entreaties  decided 
not  to  discuss  the  right  of  way  with  Mr. 
Bruin. 

Redbank,  N.  B.,  was  in  a  state  of  high 
excitement  one  day  in  September  when 
three  moose  (a  bull,  a  cow  and  a  spikehorn) 
were  seen  swimming  the  river.  Every 
man  in  the  neighborhood  was  soon  after 
them  but  the  men  were  so  excited  their 
shots  went  wide.  Finally  James  Park 
hit  the  bull  moose  and  killed  him.  Thomas 
Lawlor  sr.  and  James  Holland,  both  men 
being  in  boats, rowed  alongside  the  spike- 
horn  and  threw  ropes  over  his  horns. 
For  a  time  the  moose  towed  them  up 
stream. 

The  audacity  of  some  British  Columbia 
bears  is  unequalled  if  we  are  to  place 


implicit  faith  in  a  Revelstoke  dispatch.  It 
is  stated  that  while  standing  on  the 
railway  platform,  James  A.  McDonald, 
chief  engineer  for  a  contracting  firm  on  a 
big  tunnel,  saw  a  bear  come  out  of  the 
bush  and  carry  off  the  eight  year  old  son 
of  William  Lines,  a  locomotive  engineer. 
The  animal  dragged  the  child  off  and  it 
was  only  after  a  strenuous  fight  that  the 
man  managed  to  rescue  the  boy  who  was 
seriously  injured.  The  bear  managed 
to  make  its  escape  into  the  mountains. 
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At  Lake  Edward, north  of  Quebec  city, 
big  game  has  been  very  abundant  during 
the  present  year.  Moose  and  caribou 
have  afforded  excellent  sport  and  many 
good  heads  have  fallen.  In  the  latter 
part  of  September  a  curious  experience 
befell  a  party  consisting  of  a  lady  and 
gentleman  and  two  little  girls  who  with 
two  guides  had  spent  an  enjoyable  day 
at  the  mouth  of  William  River.  They  had 
two  canoes  and  were  returning  to  the 
hotel  when  nearly  a  mile  in  front  of  them 
they  saw  a  caribou  take  to  the  water  with 
a  view  of  crossing  the  lake.  A  chase 
was  at  once  started  and  after  an  arduous 
struggle  the  animal  was  headed  off.  The 
caribou  then  attempted  to  return  and 
was  headed  off  again  and  again  before 
the  party,  who  were  without  weapons 
wore  him  out  and   despatched  him  with 


paddles.  The  caribou  turned  out  to  be 
a  fine  male  about  five  years  of  age,  pos- 
sesing  a  splendid  head  and  antlers  and 
weighing  five  hundred  pounds. 


It  is  stated  that  the  last  herd  of  antelo- 
pes in  the  United  States  have  been  locat- 
ed near  Hooker  in  Oklahoma.  This  was 
formerly  a  part  of  the  great  American 
desert  and  called  "No  Man's  Land." 


The  following  will  prove  of  great  inter- 
est to  all  sportsmen  :  During  the  past  five 
years,  the  mountain  sheep  of  Mexico,  and 
especially  those  of  Lower  California  have 
attracted  the  attention  of  a  number  of 
American  sportsmen.  The  difficulties  of 
overland  travel  have  deterred  no  one, 
for  there  are  scores  of  sportsmen  who 
are  willing  to  go  anywhere  for  a  chance 
at  real  mountain-sheep  hunting.  Most  of 
the  men  who  have  hunted  sheep  in  Mexico 
have  killed  only  a  reasonable  number, 
but  it  is  certain  that  some  parties  have 
exceeded  what  are  generally  regarded  as 
the  proper  bag  limits.  Of  course  the  re- 
sidents of  the  Peninsula  have  slaughtered 
at  will,  and  in  some  regions  the  sheep 
already  have  been  completely  extermina- 
ted. The  absence  of  game  laws  to  pro- 
tect the  sheep  was,  until  recently,  rapidly 
operating  to  sweep  off  that  species. 

The  climax  came  late  last  June,  when 
the  Los  Angeles  Times  published  a  detail- 
ed account  of  the  latest  successful  hunt 
in  Lower  California.  Two  men  and  a 
woman  went  from  the  United  States  to 
the  region  eastward  of  Magdalena  Bay, 
and  they  prosecuted  their  hunt  in  May, the 
lambing-time  of  the  sheep.  They  slaugh- 
tered seventeen  sheep,  some  of  which 
were  females,  with  lambs  by  their  sides. 
The  photograph  of  the  party  and  the 
trophies,  as  reproduced  in  the  news- 
paper, shows  at  least  three  skulls  of 
ewes. 

The  killing  of  seventeen  sheep  as  the 
bag  of  three  persons  indicated  that  the 
time  to  call  a  halt  had  arrived.  Accord- 
ingly the  facts  in  the  case,  with  certain 
suggestions  regarding  game  laws,  were 
forwarded  to  Senor  Olegario  Molina, 
Secretary  of  the  Department  ofFomento, 
of  the  Mexican  Cabinet.  By  him  the 
documents  were  placed  before  President 
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Diaz,  who  at  once  directed  that  steps  be 
taken  to  "put  an  immediate  end  to  the 
wasteful  slaughter." 

As  an  initial  step  on  September  5th,  an 
executive  order  was  promulgated  through 
the  official  land  agencies  of  Lower  Cali- 
fornia prohibiting  the  hunting  of  big 
game  without  written  permission  from 
the  government  of  Mexico  and  calling 
upon  the  rurales  and  other  officers  of  the 
law  to  guard  the  roads  against  the  vio- 
lation of  that  order. 

It  is  a  safe  guess  that  the  unrestricted 
slaughter  of  mountain  sheep  in  Mexico 
will  now  cease.  Meanwhile  it  is  stated 
by  Secretary  Molina  that  "the  Depart- 
ment of  Fomento  is  studying  a  new  pro- 
ject of  game  and  fishing  laws,  more 
efficiently  restrictive  and  adaptable  to 
modern  requirements." 

An  important  discovery  is  said  to 
have  been  made  by  Miss  Agnes  Laut  in 
the  course  of  a  long  canoe  trip  made 
by  her  down  the  mighty  Saskatchewan 
River — valuable  reed  beds,  with  just 
such  reeds  as  are  used  in  the  Orient  for 
making  matting.  The  United  States 
Government  have  spent  much  money  and 
sent  scientists  to  the  east  in  order  to  cry 
and  grow  this  reed  in  their  own  swamp 
lands  but  so  far  without  success.  The 
imports  of  this  matting  into  the  States 
from  China  is  said  to  amount  to  twenty 
millions  of  dollars  and  certainly  constitu- 
tes a  market  well  worth  capturing.  Miss 
Laut  says  :  "On  my  present  trip  through 
the  Canadian  west  I  was  requested  to 
keep  my  eyes  open  for  any  indications  of 
this  reed,  which  is  known  to  scientists  as 
'phragmites  communist.'  I  felt  assured 
that  it  was  to  be  found  in  large  quantities 


in  western  Canada,  in  the  vicinity  of  Lake 
Winnipeg,  and  on  my  trip  I  saw  a  field 
of  it  which  was  seventy  miles  wide  and 
two  hundred  miles  long.  The  plant 
grows  to  a  great  height,  and  is  known  to 
the  Indians  as  'the  reed  which  grows  like 
a  tree.'  Hudson's  Bay  people  call  it 
'muskrat  reed',  from  the  fact  that  rats 
feed  on  its  roots.  The  reed  grows  on  a 
bed  of  sand  which  is  just  above  the  water 
line.  It  is  killed  out  by  high  water,  but 
in  favorable  seasons  kills  out  the  hay  of 
the  meadows.  It  is  the  exact  reed  which  is 
used  so  largely  in  China  and  Japan  for 
the  production  of  matting.  It  would 
seem  that  in  this  reed  we  have  in  western 
Canada  material  for  a  new  and  important 
industry.  If  the  Government  of  Canada 
should  do  what  the  United  States  is  doing 
in  the  matter,  it  would  at  once  investi- 
gate the  extent  of  the  territory  on  which 
the  reed  is  to  be  found  and  send  scientists 
to  China  and  Japan  to  investigate  the 
methods  of  gathering  in  the  raw  material 
and  the  manufacture  of  the  matting." 


During  last  season  some  broods  of 
English  pheasants  were  raised  in  the 
open  in  the  county  of  Essex  in  Western 
Ontario.  These  are  claimed  to  be  the 
first  English  pheasants  ever  hatched  and 
raised  in  the  open  in  Ontario. 


The  record  of  the  past  season's  fishing 
amongst  the  Thousand  Islands  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  was  made  by  a  lady.  Mrs. 
E.  Mann,  of  New  York,  a  guest  at  Clay- 
ton, N.  Y. ,  a  well-known  summer  resort, 
caught  a  forty-two  pound  maskinonge 
and  after  an  hour's  play  succeeded  in 
landing  it.  This  is  a  record  of  which  a 
male  angler  might  well  be  proud. 
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A  Lofty  Ascent. 

The  first  successful  trip  of  a  touring 
car  to  the  top  of  Pike's  Peak  was  made 
by  Mr.  J.  D.  Hollingshead,  a  Denver 
millionaire,  whose  seven  passenger  car 
successfully  reached  the  top  on  Septem- 
ber 6th,  1907.  This  was  the  first  car  to 
ever  reach  the  top  of  Pike's  Peak  on  its 
own  power.  Six  passengers  and  the  dri- 
ver were  carried,  and  every  foot  of  the 
way  from  the  Antlers  Hotel  in  Colerado 
Springs  to  the  top  of  Colerado's  famous 
mountain  peak  was  made  under  power 
and  without  assistance.  Mr.  Holling- 
head's  success  in  this  ascent  made  history 
in  Colorado,  and  owing  to  his  success  he 
has  named  the  new  company,  which  will 
handle  the  Stearns  car  for  Colorado  and 
Cheynne,  The  Pike's  Peak  Motor  Car 
Company.

Keep  rims  in  good  order,  straight  and 
true  always.  Rust  is  destructive.  Paint 
preserves. 

Don't  let  weight  rest  on  deflated  tires 
even  over  night. 

The  surest  way  to  have  satisfactory 
tire  results  is  to  buy  judiciously. 

Better  run  on  the  rim,  very  slowly  and 
carefully,  if  imperatively  neccessary,  and 
the  distance  is  very  short  than  on  a 
flat  tire.  The  style  ot  rim  used,  clincher 
or  otherwise,  has  nothing  to  do  with  the 


quality  of  the  tire.  It  will  pay  you  to 
remember  this. 

If  you  have  a  suspicion  that  a  tire 
is  flat  or  becoming  so, don't  wait  to  argue 
with  your  common  sense.     Find  out. 

Buy  good  tubes.  A  good  tube  in  a 
poor  casing,  and  vice  versa  are  Satan's 
own  combinations.

Recently  the  Jackson  Automobile  Com-

so  it  is  now  a  million  dollar  concern. 

In  confirming  the  report,  Messrs.  G. 
B.  Gunderson  and  William  T.  Barbour  of 
the  Northern  Company  stated  that  the 
considerations  which  actuated  them  in 
this  move  were  several,  chief  of  which 
was  that  as  experienced  managers,  pro- 
ducing in  large  quantities — the  gentlemen 
named  are  heads  of  the  two  largest  stove 
producing  concerns  in  the  world — they 
realise  the  utter  futility  of  a  concern  pro- 
ducing cars  in  lots  of  400  to  500  a  year 
surviving  for  long  in  competition  with  a 
concern  such  as  the  E-M-F  which,  work- 
ing to  the  new  order  of  things,  produces 
thousands  of  cars  annually. 

Said  Mr.  Gunderson;  "I  believe  the 
day  of  quantity  manufacturing  has  arriv- 
ed for  the  automobile  business  just  as  it 
has  for  older  industries.  This  inevitably 
means  the  consolidation  of  many  of  the 
concerns  now  producing  in  a  small  way, 
into  fewer  large  concerns.  "A  trust?  No, 
not  yet  anyway.  There'll  always  be 
competition,  but  it  will  be  a  battle  of 
giants.

and  a  foundry  in  the  back  yard  would 
have  as  much  chance  in  competition  with 
the  Detroit  Stove  Company  and  its  out- 
put of  I  50,000  stoves  a  year  as  a  concern 
like  the  Northern  would  have  against  the 
E.-M.-F.  Company  and  its  selling  ally, 
the  Studebaker  Automobile  Co.,  manu- 
facturing 12,000  cars  of  one  type,  and 
having  a  sales  distributing  force  of  5,000 
dealers.  "Capital — oh  yes,  we  had  and 
could  furnish  all  we  needed.  But  to  us 
the  auto  business  was  a  side  line.  We  feel 
that  our  own  business  requires  all  our  time 
and  now  that  we  have  transferred  our 
automobile  responsibility  to  the  E.-M.-F. 
organization  we  will  have  more  time  to 
enjoy  motoring  ourselves.  Yes,  Mr. 
William  T.Barbour  and  myself  are  heavi- 
ly interested  in  the  E-M.-F.  Company 
and  have  unbounded  faith  in  its  future." 
Walter  E.  Flanders,  General  Manager  of 
the  E.-M.-F.  Company  states  that  the 
acquisition  of  Northern  will  in  no  way 
change  the  plan  of  his  concern.  "Except 
we'll  be  able  to  increase  our  output  and 
to  inaugurate  a  plan  I  have  long  wanted 
to  put  in  force.  That  is  a  separate  fac- 
tory for  the  production  of  replacement 
parts  for  all  the  previous  models  of 
Wayne  and  Northern  cars  as  well  as  for 
all  future  E.-M.-F.  models.

that  the  additional  weight  can  be  carried 
easily,  but  it  can  be  seen  from  the  views 
and  experiments  stated  that  the  lighter  the 
load  carried  the  less  the  tire  expense.  If 
one  uses  tires  built  to  carry  4000  lbs.  on  a 
car  weighing  2000  pounds  the  life  of  the 
tire  will  be  twice  as  great  as  that  of  a 
2000  pound  carrying  capacity  tire.  "Ex- 
periments have  shown  that  at  a  speed  of 
60  miles  an  hour  the  temperature  inside  of 
a  tire  reaches  147  degrees  and  220  degrees 
at  the  tread.  At  90  miles  the  temperature 
becomes  210  internally  and  292  on  the 
tire,  thus  explaining  why  so  many  burst- 
ing tires  occur  duringhigh  speed  contests." 


What  is  '  Horse  Power"? 
"There  seems  to  be  a  general  doubt 
concerning  horse-power,  and  very  few 
automobile  owners  and  drivers  can  give 
a  good  explanation  of  the  unit,"  said  R. 
R.  Owen,  of  the  Olds  Motor  Works,  of 
Lansing,  Mich.  "Some  mechanics  de- 
scribe it  as  a  unit  capable  of  lifting  or 
pulling  the  weight  a  horse  can.  This  is 
all  wrong.    This  standard  unit  of  motors 


is  the  power  capable  of  raising  33,000 
pounds  through  one  foot  in  a  minute.  The 
relation  it  bears  to  the  muscle  power  of 
any  horse  is  rather  historical  than  metric. 
Boulton  and  Watt  computed  the  work 
done  in  eight  hours  by  the  horses 
working  in  the  drays  of  London 
brewers  and  thus  arrived  at  their  estim- 
ate of  power  of  an  abstract  average  horse. 
To  the  horse  the  horse  power  bears  much 
the  same  relation  as  the  foot  of  the  linear 
measure  does  to  any  human  foot.  When 
reduced  to  the  more  scientific  unit  of 
work,  the  foot  pound,  the  average  horse's 
has  been  found  to  lie  between  such  wide 
extremes  as  16,400  and  44,000  pounds.

istic  quickness  of  decision  Mr.  Ford  made 
up  his  mind  to  take  this  trip  in  this  new- 
car.  Notifying  B.  W.  Scott,  one  of  his 
old  racing  men  and  Jim  Smith,  a  tester, 
to  get  ready,  the  start  was  made  at  nine 
o'clock  that  same  day.  The  trip  was  via 
Chicago,  to  Milwaukee,  to  Iron  Moun- 
tain where  several  days  were  spent,  then 
back  again  to  Detroit,  a  total  of  1357 
miles,  speedometer  measurements.  The 
trip  was  made  without  taking  a  battery 
along,  depending  on  the  new  magneto 
entirely.  The  car  behaved  admirably,  re- 
quiring not  even  a  single  adjustment  in 
the  entire  ten  days.  A  punctured  tire 
sums  up  the  difficulties  encountered  en 
route.  The  roads  going  were  six  inches 
deep  in  dust — returning  aftei  the  rains 
roads  were  wet  and  muddy,  and  the  car 
when  it  arrived  in  Detroit  looked  as  if  it 
had  been  taking  a  mud  bath.  A  careful 
record  of  gasolene  and  oil  consumption 
for  the  trip  shows  the  following  :  an  av- 
erage for  the  tour  of  twenty  miles  per 
gallon  of  gasolene  and  eighty-five  miles 
per  gallon  of  oil.  It  also  shows  the 
cost  per  mile  per  passenger  of  a  little 
more  than  one-third  cents  or  adding 
depreciation,  tire  cost,  etc.  less  than  two- 
third  cents  per  mile  per  passenger. 
Messrs.  Ford  and  Scott  arrived  in  Detroit 
October  2nd,  feeling  fine  and  immensely 
enthusiastic  over  the  remarkable  perform- 
ance of  this  new  car,  as  Mr.  Ford  said — 
"It  settled  once  and  for  all  for  me  that 
for  all  around  travel,  the  light  car  was 
the  right  proposition  and  this  new  tour- 
ing car  will  do  more  than  I  ever  knew  a 
high  priced  heavy  car  to  accomplish." 

Trade  Development.

ders until  the  season  was  over.  Ban- 
kers, and  other  well  posted  authorities 
have  said  to  me  on  numerous  occasions 
that  by  comparison  the  automobile  busi- 
ness was  surprisingly  good  and  really  a 
surprise  to  them,  for  they  thought  that  of 
all  industries  the   manufacturer  making 


high  priced  machines  would  suffer  the 
most,  as  automobiles  were  regarded  as  a 
luxury.  July,  August  and  September  are 
usually  the  dullest  timesof  the  automobile 
season,  and  yet  it  is  a  positive  fact  that 
we  have  received  nearly  three  times  the 
orders  during  these  months  than  any 
previous  season.  In  fact  we  have  been 
forced  to  put  on  a  night  shift  to  enable 
us  to  catch  up  with  our  orders,  and  we 
understand  that  other  automobile  manu- 
facturers are.  really  doing  a  splendid  busi- 
ness. Does  not  the  fact  indicate  a  gener- 
al return  to  prosperity,  inasmuch  as  the 
people  are  able  to  buy  what  they  want?"

Warner,  who  is  the  first  executive  of  the 
Wolverine  State  to  even  hint  at  a  third 
term,  has  been  successful  in  his  endeav- 
ors, and  lays  it  all  to  the  automobile.  He 
has  covered  thousands  of  miles  in  this 
way  and  gave  addresses  in  hundreds  of 
towns  and  villages  which  he  could  not 
possibly  have  reached  in  the  same  length 
of  time  by  railroads  or  road  wagon  or  in 
any  other  conveyance,  towns  which  would 
be  quite  inaccessible  to  the  average  cam- 
paigner. He  travels  often  by  night  and 
is  not  daunted  by  the  worst  condition  of 
roads  or  weather.  The  car  is  simply  pro- 
vided with  a  serviceable  top,  storm  front, 
and  other  protective  features,  which 
made  it  practically  waterproof.

This  year 
he  trained  H.  T.  Blackstaff,  the  winner 
of  the  Olympic  Sculls.  Barry  is  residing 
at  Barnes  with  Wingate  as  trainer,  and 
usually  takes  two  outings  each  day.  His 
racing  boat,  built  by  Sims,  is  twenty- 
seven  feet  long.  This  was  Barry's  first 
big  match. 


Towns'  Great  Work. 

George  Towns  may  now  be  classed  as 
a  veteran,  for  he  was  born  forty  years  ago. 
He  learnt  his  sculling  on  the  Hunter 
River,  in  New  South  Wales,  when  quite 
a  youth.  He  was  thirty  years  of  age 
when  he  made  his  first  big  match.  This 
was  for  the  championship  of  England  in 
a  sweepstake  in  which  several  scullers 
joined.  Towns  reached  the  final,  but 
was  beaten  by  W.  A.  Barry  (an  elder 
brother  of  Ernest  Barry)  in  23  minutes, 
23  seconds.  The  following  year  Towns 
issued  a  challenge  to  Barry.  The  match 
was  sculled  on  May  1,  and  Towns  won 
in  24  minutes  2  sec.  In  1900  James  Wray 
challenged  the  holder,  and  on  Septem- 
ber 10th  was  defeated  by  Towns  easily 
in  22  minutes  40  seconds.  Since  that 
date  until  the  present  match  was  arranged 
Towns  has  not  been  challenged  for  the 
English  title. 

Towns  then  challenged  Gaudaur  for 
the  championship  of  the  world.  The 
scullers  met  on  the  Lake  of  the  Woods, 
Canada,  on  September  7th,  1901  and 
Towns  won.  Towns  returned  to  England, 
but  on  going  back  to  Australia  in  1904 
he  was  challenged  by  R.  Tressider,  of 
New  South  Wales,  who  was  beaten  eas- 
ily on  the  Parramatta  River,  Sydey. 
The  following  year  the  veteran  Stanbury, 
who  had  won  the  championship  fifteen 
years  before,  issued  a  challenge  to  Towns, 
and  the  scullers  met  on  the  Parramatta 
River  on  July  22nd.  Stanbury  got  his 
weight  down  in  remarkable  fashion,  and 
he  gained  an  unexpected  victory.  The 
scullers  met  again  on  the  same  course  on 
July  28th,  1906  when  Towns  turned  the 
tables  on  the  veteran. 

He  next  met  E.  Durnan,  of  Canada, 
on  the  Nepean  River  N.S.W. ,  on  March 
2nd,  1907,  and  won.  Towns  then  retired 
in  favor  of  his  brother  Charles  Towns,

K  e  nil  w  o  r  t  h , 
where  Leices- 
ter had  enter- 
tained her  to  a 

sixteen  days'  revel  that  on  reaching  a 
little  inn  some  distance  away  she  halted 
and  said,  "Now  I  shall  have  a  good  rest." 
That  inn  to  this  day  bears  the  name 
"Good  Rest."  What  more  appropriate 
name  could  be  given  to  this  delightful 
spot  on  the  Otonabee,  where  men  from 
the  learned  professions,  agricultural  and 
commercial  pursuits,  annually  meet  for  a 
fortnight's  holiday  outing,  where  the 
nature  of  the   soil,  the  sloping   of  the

ground,  and  the  shady  oak,  maple,  beech, 
cedar  aud  pine,  all  combine  to  make  the 
spot  ideal. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Walsh  is  generalissimo  of 
the  forces,  a  veritable  compendium  of 
camping  tactics  and  past  master  of  the 
culinary  art, whose  services  are  deserving 

of  the  Victoria 
Cross.  But  in 
his  duties,  he  is 
ably  assisted  by 
two  tried  veter- 
ans of  skill  and 
experience, 
Messrs.  John 
Steele  and  Wil- 
liam Archer. 
With  such  a 
staff  it  is  easy 
toseehowcamp- 
ing  at  Good 
Rest  is  such  a 
success. 

The  sun  has 
scarcely  risen  in 
the  eastern  hea- 
our  visitors.  vens,  when  this 

trio  glide  noise- 
lessly from  their  snug  camp  beds  —  a 
striking  example  to  the  younger  mem- 
bers— and  before  long  the  smoke  from  the 
camp  stove  begins  to  curl  upward,  and 
the  noise  of  the  table  dishes  and  the 
rattling  of  cooking  utensils  announce  to 
the  younger  campers  that  breakfast  will 
soon  be  ready.  Then  there  is  a  scurry 
to  the  wash  room,  where  a  wash  stand  of 
a  most  primitive  nature  has  been  nailed 
to  a  large  maple  tree,  that  bears  in  its 
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bark  the  mark  of  the  "tap"  and  shows 
that  in  former  days  it  had  yielded  up  its 
sweet  sap  to  the  industrioussugar  maker. 
Before  all  the  campers  have  completed 
their  morning  toilet  the  word  "breakfast" 
sounds  out  clearly  on  the  mountain  air, 
and  in  less  time  than  it  takes  to  tell  it 
the  table  in  the  dining  tent  is  surrounded 
by  hungry  campers,  whose  appetites  are 
only  limited  by  their  inability  to  store 
away  provisions. 

Few  holiday  camps  are  regulated  with 
greater  order  and  decorum  than  that  at 
'Good  Rest,'  for  as  soon  as  breakfast  is 
over  the  old  Bible  is  brought  and  family 
worship  conducted  with  a  reverence  and 
solemnity  that  shows  that  in  their  camp 
life  the  holiday- 
makers  do  not 
forget'  'theGiver 
of  every  good 
and  perfect 
gift." 

'Tis  then  that 
every  camper 
feels  called  upon 
to  take  part  in 
that  exercise  cf 
domestic  science 
which  better  fits 
him  tor  house- 
hold dutieswhen 
at  home.  Dishes 
are  gathered  and 
washed,  knives 
and  forks  are 
taken  to  a  sand- 
bank and  vigor- 
ously driven  into  the  soil,  in  a  way  that 
puts  a  shine  on  them  that  makes  a  bath- 
brick  envious.  When  the  dishes,  knives 
and  forks  have  all  been  placed  in  the 
camper's  sideboard,  and  China  closet, 
and  the  kitchen  and  dining  room  tents 
put  in  order,  all  hands  are  ready  for  the 
day's  outing. 

The  principal  fish  angled  for  in  the 
Otonabee,  are  the  Muskalonge  (esox- 
nobilior)  the  small  mouthed  Black  Bass 
(micropterosdolomieu,)the  large  mouthed 
Black  Bass  (micropteros  salmonides,) 
misnamed  the  Yellow  Bass  and  the  Mud 
Cat  (leptops  olivaris.)  But  the  most 
industrious  fish  of  the  river  and  the  most 
annoying  tothe  angler  is  the  Yellow  Perch 
(perca  flavescens.)  He  can  take  morebait 
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off  the  hook,  exhibit  more  patience  in 
doing  it  and  receive  more  transplanting 
than  any  other  fish  in  the  river. 

About  half  past  ten  boats  and  fisher- 
men begin  to  make  in  the  direction  of  the 
camp,  and  the  morning  catch  is  prepared 
for  dinner.  It  may  consist  of  a  'lunge 
or  two,  half  a  dozen  bass,  and  eight  or 
ten  catfish,  but  Chef  Walsh  knows  just 
how  to  prepare  them  so  as  to  tempt  the 
palate  of  the  most  fastidious.  What  a 
difference  there  is  in  flavor,  between  the 
fish  just  caught  and  prepared  for  dinner, 
and  those  taken  out  of  cold  storage  and 
sold  on  the  market  !  A  fish  loses  its 
flavor  every  hour  it  is  out  of  the  water. 
Good  Rest  is  a  favourite  place  for  the 
fair  sex  of  the 
vicinity  to  visit 
during  camping 
weeks,  and  sel- 
dom a  dinner 
passes  without 
some  of  the  wiv- 
es, daughters, 
cousins  or 
sweethearts  of 
the  campers 
paying  them  a 
visit  and  many 
are  the  expres- 
sions of  praise, 
of  the  excellent 
bill-of  fare,  and 
quality  of  the 
cuisine  provided 
at  the  camper's 
res  t  a  u  r  a  n  t. 
During  the  hot  hours  of  the  afternoon 
the  campers  rest,  some  lying  on  their 
tent  beds  or  on  rugs  upon  the  grass, 
others  dozing  in  easy  chairs  or  reading 
the  literature  they  have  provided  them- 
selves with  for  the  holiday.  About  half 
past  three  they  take  to  the  river  again 
while  those  who  remain  in  camp  amuse 
themselves  by  pitching  quoits.  Supper  is 
served  at  half  past  five,  the  visitors  leave 
for  home,  and  once  more  the  campers 
take  to  the  river  to  again  try  their  luck 
with  troll  and  hook,  and  the  best  catch 
of  the  day  is  often  brought  in  as  the  man- 
tle of  night  is  being  thrown  over  the 
earth.  Then  the  camp  fire  is  lit,  the 
campers  sit  around  the  cheerful  blaze 
and  regale  each  other  with  amusing  stor- 


"good  rest." 


ies  while  the  patriotic  Canadian  bird 
sings  them  her  song  "O  Canada,  Canada, 
Canada,"  and  the  Whip-poor- Will  fills  up 
the  spare  periods  with  his  clarion  notes 
of  welcome  and  good  cheer. 

When  the  moquitoes  become  agressive 
the  camper  retires  to  his  tent,  and  now 
it  is  his  opportunity,  for  having  vowed 
vengeance 
against  his  per- 
secutors he  now 
proceeds  to 
carry  it  into  ex- 
ecution, and  woe 
betide  the  ven- 
turesome mos- 
quito that  has 
entered  the  sac- 
red precincts  of 
his  sleeping  tent, 
for  it  is  certain 
to  come  to  grief 
before  he  retires 
to  his  virtuous 
couch.  At  half 
past  nine  Com- 
mander in  Chief 
Walsh's  bugle 
sounds  4 'all

lights  out"  and  as  obedience  is  the  rule  at 
at  Good  Rest  darkness  soon  prevails,  the 
camper  wraps  himself  in  his  blankets,  the 
suppressed  hum  of  voices  dies  away  in  the 
tents  and  in  a  few  minutes  the  camper  has 
passed  into  the  land  of  peaceful  slumber, 
and  dreaming  of  the  big  'lunge  that  he  is 
going  to  catch  on  the  morrow.

"Thus  idly  busy 
rolls  our  world 
away."  Thus 
we  renew  our

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Fishing  in  Beautiful  Temagami  District. 

An  Earthly  Paradise.

THAT  stretch  of  country  that  finds 
one  of  its  boundaries  on  the  Hudson 
Bay  and  the  other  on  the  beautiful 
Lake  Nipissing,  and  the  whole  cleft  in 
twain  by  The  Temiskaming  and  North- 
ern Ontario  Railroad,  has  long  had 
charms  for  me. 

I  found  in  the  zig  zag  traceries  of  lakes 
rivers  and  creeks  as  drawn  on  the  Gov- 
ernment maps,  a  picture  more  entrancing 
to  me  than  any  ever  done  by  Corot  or 
Millet;  and  again  and  again  my  spirit, 
ever  ready  to  answer  the  "Call  of  The 
Wild,"  had  flown  thither  on  pinion  more 
swift  than  that  of  wild  wood  duck  or  gol- 
den plover;  and  now  was  my  dream  to  be 
realized,  for  I  was  to  see  that  enchanted 
land  in  company  with  my  own  son  and 
the  dearest  friend  I  have  outside  of  my 
relations. 

So  last  August  my  son  Scott  A.,  James 
B.  Coen  and  myself  started  for  this  land 
that  people  think  so  far  away,  yet  which 
is  not  more  than  seven  degrees  due  north 


of  Pittsburg  and  is  practically  on  the 
meridian. 

In  a  day's  travel  you  are  transported  to 
one  of  the  wildest,  most  picturesque  and 
best  stocked  game  preserves  on  the 
North  American  Continent  and  withal 
accessible  and  easily  reached  from  all  the 
New  England  and  Central  and  Southern 
States. 

We  thoroughly  enjoyed  the  ride  from 
Pittsburg  and  from  the  window  of  the 
Lehigh  Train  we  saw  the  tumultuous 
beauty  of  Niagara.  The  ride  from  Toron- 
to North  Bay  through  the  Highlands  of 
Ontario  is  one  long  to  be  remembered. 
We  stayed  all  night  at  North  Bay, a  bust- 
ling thriving  town  of  about  4,000  people. 
Early  on  Tuesday  morning  we  boarded 
the  train  that  was  to  carry  us  northward. 

The  trains  on  the  Temiskaming  and 
Northern  Ontario  Railroad  are  of  the  very 
best  and  our  treatment  was  excellent. 

We  were  entertained  by  the  chatter  of 
three  score  or  more  of  berry  pickers  who 
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boarded  the  train  at  North  Bay  bound 
for  the  Trout  Lake  berry  patches. 

About  the  borders  of  this  lake  there 
are  blue  berries  and  red  raspberries  in 
great  abundance.  That  dauntless  explor- 
er, Samuel  de  Champlain,  as  early  as  1615 
in  writing  about  berries  found  here 
says  :  "Godi  seemed  to  want  to  pro- 
vide something  for  the  nourishment  and 
refreshment  of  man  in  these  frightful  des- 
ert regions;  for  I  assure  you  there  is  here 
such  an  abundance  of  red  raspberries  and 
blue  berries  as 
is  really  remark- 
able." We  both- 
ered ourselves 
not  about  the 
berries,  but  turn- 
ed^our  attention 
to  the  limpid 
waters  of 
the  lake.  We 
hired  a  fine 
boat  from  Mrs. 
Delaney,  who 
keeps  the  Trout 
Lake  hotel,  and 
had  a  day  long 
to  be  remember- 
ed. Our  time  did 
not  permit  us 
to  do  any  still 
fishing;  but  we 
trolled  i  n  and 
out  of  many  a 
weedy  bay  and 
while  my  re- 
ward was  great 
i  n  catches  o  f 
bass  ,  pickerel, 
and  pike ;  it  was 
reserved  for  my 

friend  to  lift  from  these  waters  a  lordly 
muscallonge  of  thirty-two  pounds  weight. 
It  occurred  on  this  wise  : 

Some  miles  down  the  left  shore  we  ex- 
perienced one  of  the  strangest  sights  I 
have  ever  noticed.  It  occurred  in  a  cir- 
cular weedy  bay.  Beginning  near  my 
boat,  fish  began  to  jump  in  frenzy  from 
the  weeds  towards  the  open  waters  and 
that  flip-flop  performance  went  nearly  all 
around  this  long  bay.  Hundreds  and 
hundreds  of  fish  were  jumping  in  a  mad 
rush  to  escape  some  real  or  imagined 
enemy.    Down  this  same  bay,  came  our 
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party  with  bright  scintillating  spoons 
twirling  from  the  end  of  two  long  trolling 
lines.  As  my  boat  passed  a  pine  top 
that  had  gone  down  into  the  sea,  that  in- 
describable sensation,  the  delight  of 
which  is  known  and  appreciated  only  by 
anglers,  was  mine.  I  felt  the  line  stop, 
stretch  and  tighten  and  imagined  I  had 
caught  a  sunken  log;  but  in  an  instant 
this  leviathan  gave  a  lurch  and  then  hurl- 
ed himself  fully  three  feet  into  the  air  and 
I  saw  the  princely  proportion  of  the  fish. 

Long  experi- 
ence has  taught 
me  to  hold  the 
line  loosely  i  n 
my  fingers  that 
large  ones  may 
not  tear  them- 
selves loose. 
This  I  did;  but 
the  guiding  spir- 
its that  watch 
over  the  fates 
o  f  wild  things 
were  not  on  my 
side,  and  in  less 
time  than  I  can 
tell  it  h  e  had 
fouled  the  line 
on  the  oar  lock 
and  a  lurch  or 
two  and  he  was 
gone. 

As  Scott  and 
Coen  rowed  by 
they  had  about 
the  same  experi- 
ence differing  in 
one  essential 
point,  that  they 
landed  their  fish 
— a  thirty-two  pound  muscallonge. 

Coen's  good  luck  made  him  very  anxi- 
ous to  stay  a  week  and  fish  for  muscal- 
longe down  in  PineLake,a  little  lake  that 
is  connected  with  Trout  Lake  on  the 
south.  Here  muscallonge  are  very 
abundant  and  are  comparatively  easily 
taken;  but  there  was  much  land  to  be 
spied  out  far  to  the  north  ot  this;  so  we 
reluctantly  left  Trout  Lake. 

We  again  left  the  Temiskaming  and 
Northern  Ontario  train  at  Widdifield 
where  we  tarried  a  day  and  fished  down 
the  North  River  for  speckled  trout  and 
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had  a  fine  day.  Where  the  river  makes 
a  deep  bend  west  of  the  railroad,  there 
are  two  or  three  deep  pools  of  more  or 
less  stagnant  water, and  strange  to  relate, 
here  came  our  best  sport.  I  caught  five 
trout  of  ten  inches  each.  While  untang- 
ling a  trout  from  the  top  of  an  alder,  I 
found  a  large  moth.  I  fastened  the  hook 
into  his  soft  pulpy  body  and  cast  well  in- 
to the  stream,  and  "mirable  dictu,"  a 
dozen  trout  made  a  dash  for  the  dainty 
morsel,  one  a  two  pounder;  while  the  big 
one  was  trying  to  bolt  the  wings,  a 
small  one  grabbed  the  body  and  made  off 
with  it.  Later  I  tried  this  bait  and  found 
it  successful.     The  wife  of  the  section 


speckled  trout, and  a  day's  good  sport  may 
be  had  without  a  very  long  trip  through 
thisrough  country.  Westayed  all  night  at 
a  lumber  camp  between  Widdifield  and 
Otter  Lake  and,  as  is  always  the  case, 
were  well  treated  by  the  lumbermen. 

Early  the  next  morning  we  were  on 
the  move.  Scott  was  standing  the  hard 
trip  very  well  and  I  was  very  proud  of 
his  endurance.  We  caught  the  morning 
train  at  eleven  o'clock  and  were  soon 
speeding  northward  through  a  country 
builded  and  designed,  and  decorated  with 
special  reference  to  the  needs  of  moose, 
bear,  deer,  and  other  wild  creatures.  A 
wild  and  most  romantic  country.  Rocks, 
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foreman  fried  the  catch  and  these  tender 
trout  well  repaid  the  trouble  we  had  in 
catching  them. 

In  the  afternoon  we  hired  two  boats 
and  went  over  to  Otter  Lake  and  again 
tried  for  trout  with  very  good  results. 

We  fished  in  the  westerly  end  of  the 
lake,  keeping  near  some  old  pine  tops. 
Here  we  varied  the  style  of  fishing  a 
little.  We  baited  with  worms  and  slowly 
trolled  back  and  forward  around  these 
fallen  pines  and  while  we  didn't  take 
many  trout,  we  got  some  very  good  ones. 
There  are  little  lakes  and  streams  all  about 
this  vicinity  that  are  well  stocked  with 


rocks,  rocks,  everywhere,  and  growing 
in  the  interstices,  towering  pines,  hem- 
locks, balsams  and  tapering  spruces. 
The  ice  and  rocks  of  the  glacial  period 
seemed  to  have  scraped  every  bit  of  soil 
and  left  nothing  but  the  bare  rocks. These 
rocks  are  so  hard  and  they  disintegrate  so 
slowly  that  as  fast  as  soil  is  formed  it  is 
washed  away,  hence  there  never  can  be 
any  great  amount  of  soil  here  deposited — 
God  thus  decreeing  and  setting  apart  this 
whole  region  of  hundreds  of  miles  in 
every  direction  as  a  great  game  preserve 
that  will  never  know  the  tyranny  of  cul- 
tivated farms,  meadows  and  orchards. 
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At  one  o'clock  we  reached  Temagami 
Station  and  hurried  down  to  see  what  we 
could  do  in  the  way  of  hiring-  a  canoe 
or  two  and  found  we  could  secure  what 
we  wanted. 

We  had  dinner  at  The  Ronnoco  and  a 
good  dinner  it  was.  I  am  not  sure  but  I 
thought  we  had  venison  for  dinner  the 
day  we  dined  there. 

We  took  the  steamer  from  Temagami 
Station  down  to  Bear  Island  and  I  never 
can  forget  that  first  trip  on  the  far  famed 
Temagami.  It  is  such  a  grand  combina- 
tion of  woods  and  waterfalls,  narrow 
channels   and   broad  open  stretches  of 


animation  and  delight.  He  warped  Lo- 
well a  bit  as  he  said  :  "What  is  so  rare 
as  a  day  in  Temagami.  Here,  if  ever, 
come  perfect  days."  And  Coen  quoth 
"The  lad  is  right." 

I  trolled  around  some  rocky  points  bait- 
ing my  hook  with  a  large  angle  worm  and 
had  the  luck  of  taking  a  couple  of  good 
bass,  and  the  rich  flavor  of  their  well- 
browned  sides  was  ample  reward  for  my 
early  toil. 

I  have  fished  for  bass  in  many  parts  of 
Ontario  and  the  United  States,  but  no- 
where else  have  I  found  the  bass  so 
gamey.    Here  the  bass  worked  the  trick 
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waters,  all  ornamented  and  bedecked  by 
high  castellated  rocky  islands,  covered  by 
towering  pines  and  balsams  of  such  a  de- 
licious green,  all  combining  to  make  a 
picture  of  such  rare  beauty,  that  no  de- 
scriptive pen  could  give  you  any  adequ- 
ate notion  of  this  entrancing  panorama. 

We  pitched  our  camp  on  a  small  island 
near  the  lovely  Camp  Keewaydin  and 
were  soon  lost  in  slumber  deep.  Scott 
was  up  first  and  crawled  out  of  the  tent 
in  time  to  see  the  early  morning  sun  send 
its  glad  messages  of  light  streaming 
down  through  the  tall  pines  and  spruces; 
and  came  in  with  his  face  aglow  with 


of  flipping  out  of  the  water  and  tearing 
the  hook  loose  to  a  finish,  *and  also  are 
prone  to  run  under  rocks  and  foul  the 
line.  I  was  forty-five  minutes  in  landing  a 
bass  three  and  one  half  pounds. 

From  Bear  Island  we  made  two  fine 
trips,  one  to  Gull  Lake  country  and  the 
other  to  Obabika  Lake  and  on  these  trips 
the  fact  was  daily  made  manifest  that  this 
is  a  fisherman's  paradise.  Talk  about 
bass  fishing;  they  say  that  once  you  drink 
of  the  waters  of  The  Nipigon  you  will  re- 
turn time  and  time  again,  and  if  you  have 
fished  in  the  Gull  or  Obabika  Lake  coun- 
try you  will  return  time  and  time  again. 
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The  trip  into  the  Gull  Lake  territory  is 
not  a  hard  one.  It  is  true  that  there  are 
two  or  three  portages,  but  they  are  not 
long  and  the  trail  is  clear  and  the  road 
good  as  these  things  go.  The  fishing  is 
like  the  Irishman  with  the  whisky.  Pat 
maintained  that  all  whisky  is  good  No 
bad  whiskey — but  he  would  admit  some 
was  better  nor  others.  You  can  fish  any- 
wherehereandbe  satisfied  with  the  results. 
And  in  most  likely  places  the  fishing  is  so 
good  that  you  soon  tire  of  it.  Fishing 
is  ideal,  when  by  working  hard  you  can 
earn  a  reasonable  reward — say  eight  bass 
for  a  day's  fishing.  Then  you  will  be  out 
all  day  in  the  pure  air  and  bright  sunlight; 


which  is  not  the  case  if  you  can  catch  all 
you  want  in  half  an  hour. 

I  am  enthusiastic  about  this  country, 
and  had  I  the  tongue  of  an  angel,  I  would 
cry  aloud  to  my  brother  anglers;  "Ye 
who  long  to  lure  to  doom  four  and  five 
pound  bass;  who  long  for  that  rarest  of 
all  places  where  bass  are  abundant,  large 
and  gamey  and  pleasing  to  the  palate.  To 
all  such  let  me,  with  much  assurance, 
commend  to  you  the  long  rocky  stretches 
of  Gull  and  Obabika  Lakes.  Likewise 
let  me  speak  to  all  who  are  worn  and 
weary  with  the  galling  load  of  business 


cares.  To  all  such  do  I,  with  much  as- 
surance, commend  this  very  intoxicating 
atmosphere  where  the  life  giving  ozone 
itself  is  intensified  and  vitalized  by  the 
healing  balm  that  Keewaydin,  the  north 
west  wind,  steals  from  myraid  leaf,branch 
and  tapering  cone  of  unnumbered  pines, 
balsams  and  spruces  that  adorn  the  hills 
and  dales  for  hundreds  of  miles  to  the 
Northwest. 

Here  bring  your  wounded  hearts;  here 
tell  your  anguish;  for  earth  has  no  sor- 
rows Temagami  cannot  heal." 

I  find  it  very  hard  not  to  say  a  word  of 
my  experience  in  the  northern  end  ot 
Obabika  Lake.    It  occurred  late  in  the 


evening.  We  had  gone  out  on  the  water 
to  escape  the  mosquitoes  and  were 
watching  the  evening  shadows  fall.  The 
hush  and  quiet  that  ^mourns  the  dying 
day  was  on  and  we  were  under  its  spell; 
when  there  came  the  awakening,  as  a 
cow  and  bull  moose  ambled  down  to  the 
water  and  started  to  swim  to  the  other 
shore. 

We  hurried  after  them  in  the  hope  that 
we  could  get  a  picture.  The  bull  moose 
bowled  ahead  and  besides  the  light  was 
bad.  The  week  we  came  up  the  line  two 
moose  had  been  killed  on  the  tracks.  I 
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sent  two  of  my  friends  into  this  country 
and  they  brought  back  two  splendid 
heads,  last  fall. 

The  pleasures  of  this  trip  were  so 
many  that  sadness  came  when  we  realiz- 
ed that  we  must  turn  our  prows  home- 
ward. On  Thursday  we  paddled  to 
Temagami  Inn  and  had  dinner,  after 
which  we  tackled  the  long  pull  up  the 
the  North  East  Arm  to  Temagami  sta- 
tion. I  tell  you  one  shovels  back  a  lot 
of  water  in  pushing  a  canoe  from  Tema- 
gami Inn  to  the  railroad  station. 

On  Friday  afternoon  we  were  hurrying 
on  to  the  north.  Scott  was  much  pleased 
with  Rib  Lake  and  wanted  us  to  stop 
and  stay  over  Sunday  there.  There  was 
a  camp  there  and  the  waters  did  look  in- 
viting. If  Rib  Lake  tempted  Scott,  the 
tumultuous  and  wild  Montreal  pleaded 
with  us  all  to  try  its  rapids  and  see  its 
water  falls.  This  river  never  seems  mon- 
otonous. At  every  turn  you  meet  new 
and  beautiful  combinations  of  woods, 
water  and  wild  things.  Here  a  long 
stretch  of  cool,  quiet  water  where  the 
elements  seem  to  be  resting  before  they 
take  their  mad  flight  down  some  rocky 
gorge.  Who  can  even  faintly  picture  the 
excitement  of  shooting  rapids!  Long  be- 
fore you  come  to  them  you  may  hear  the 
rush  and  the  roar  of  the  grinding 
waters,  as  they  beat  themselves  into  a 
feathery  foam  on  the  rocky  borders  of 
some  narrow  chasm;  an  electric  stimu- 
lus to  the  canoeist  and  camper.  One  can, 
by  making  a  long  portage,  reach  Lake 
Temiscaming,  but  the  trip  was  said  to  be 
a  hard  one. 

When  we  boarded  the  train  going  north 
at  Cassidy  we  found  a  lot  of  miners  who 
were  said  to  be  going  to  Cobalt  to 
take  the  places  of  the  miners  who  were 
then  on  strike;  but  a  Strikers'  Committee 
met  them  and  persuaded  them  not  to  en- 
ter the  mines. 

At  Cobalt  we  found  everything  very 
quiet  although  there  was  a  bitter  strike 
on.  The  men  were  gathered  on  the  street 
corners  and  in  the  railroad  station  in 
groups  discussing  the  strike. 

We  all  visited  the  La  Rose,  the  Foster 
and  some  other  silver  mines.  There  was 
a  vein  of  silver  that  passed  under  the 
railroad  tracks  that  was  fully  eight  inches 
wide  and  some  one  had  polished  it;  so 


pure  was  the  silver  in  this  vein.  I  learn- 
ed there  were  no  saloons  in  this  mining 
town,  and  I  saw  no  disorder  whatever. 
When  you  consider  how  bitter  was  the 
feeling  between  capital  and  labor  this 
seems  remarkable. 

There  appeared  to  be  many  prospectors 
here.  Everywhere  you  went  a  prospec- 
tor was  to  be  seen,  and  you  saw  evidence 
of  his  enterprise  on  every  hand. 

There  were  long  streaks  for  miles  over 
the  rocks  where  he  had  cleared  away 
the  dirt  and  moss  to  find  a  lead  of  silver. 
The  town  is  in  a  most  insanitary  condi- 
tion and  a  pestilence  will  soon  be  upon 
the  people  unless  they  improve  conditions 
there. 

From  Cobalt  to  Haileybury  the  coun- 
try is  rough  and  rugged,  but  from  here 
on  the  country  seemed  much  better. There 
is  much  clay  ground  and  it  will  make  a 
good  farming  country.  There  are  large 
areas  of  muskeg  that  will  not  come  un- 
der cultivation  very  readily  and  will  make 
a  natural  game  preserve  for  a  long  time  to 
come. 

We  were  soon  at  Englehart  and  a  very 
interesting  town  it  is.  The  streets  had 
been  made  by  cutting  down  the  pine 
trees,  and  it  looked  as  though  when  a 
house  was  to  be  built,  a  space  large 
enough  for  the  house  to  rest  on  was 
cleared  and  then  a  dray  hauled  up  with 
house  and  unloaded.  The  streets  were 
the  only  well  cleared  places.  Although  the 
town  was  only  about  six  months  old 
there  were  several  hundred  people  there, 
and  the  people  seemed  of  the  very  best. 
They  were  educated  and  religious. 

In  a  creek  about  a  mile  beyond  we 
caught  some  trout,  but  they  were  not 
large  and  the  water  don't  seem  to  be  of 
the  trout  kind. 

As  we  came  home  we  stopped  off  at 
mileage  twenty  and  one  half  and  it  was 
here  that  the  great  thing  came  to  us. 
We  unloaded  our  camp  duffle  expecting 
to  camp  somewhere  near,  but  the  lumber- 
men urged  us  to  come  and  stay  with 
them  which  we  did  much  to  our  pleasure 
and  comfort. 

Mr.  George  S.  Eady,  the  manager  of 
this  camp,  we  found  to  be  a  fine  fellow. 
Nothing  seemed  to  be  too  good  for  us, 
and  I  hope  the  day  will  come  when  I  can 
do  something  for  him. 
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We  slept  in  the  office.  Atfive  o'clock  we 
were  up  and  ready  for  our  breakfast, anxi- 
ous to  beoff  forAnderson'sLake,some  sev- 
en miles  distant. The  sun  was  just  sending 
its  long  slanting  ra}  s  down  through  the 
thick  pines  as  we  started.  The  first  two 
miles  were  alright,  but  after  that  it  was 
rough  enough.  Very  vexatious  and  an- 
noying were  the  trials  of  this  trip.  Every 
step  we  took  that  morning  the  dew  came 
down  upon  us  in  showers,  from  the  tall 
weeds  and  underbrush.  We  were  soak- 
ed and  we  could  not  even  keep  our  pro- 
visions dry.  Moss,  green  and  inviting, 
stretched  across  crevices  in  the  rocks,  but 
promptly  let  you  and  your  foot  fall  therein; 
branches  caught  your  pack  and  brushed 
off  your  hat.  In  front  there  were  thickets 
that  you  could  not  see  through;  yet  you 
and  a  large  pack  must  go  through;  all 
the  while  enduring  showers  of  dew  and 
treading  on  soggy  moss.  Mosquitoes 
were  as  thick  as  microbes  in  a  diseased 
alimentary  canal  and  a  few  black  flies 
took  a  fall  out  of  us  for  variety. 

I  then  wondered  if  all  trout  fishers,  who 
possess  that  rare  jewel  consistency,  that 
the  gem  may  be  worthily  worn,  should 
not,  after  returning  from  a  trip  like  this 
promptly  enter  some  insane  asylum.  I 
guess  we  can  never  enjoy  gladness  until 
we  have  endured  hardness. 

In  following  this  creek  I  put  out  two 
moose.  I  did  not  see  these  monsters  ot 
the  deep  woods, but  you  could  have  heard 
them  forty  rods  off  as  they  smashed  thro- 
ugh this  tag  alder.  I  saw  their  tracks 
where  they  had  lain  in  the  moss.  This  is 
a  great  moose  country  and  you  who  want 
a  pair  of  branching  antlers  to  adorn 
your  den  can  do  no  better  thing  than 
come  here  for  them. 

Lanky  Coen  was  in  the  lead  and  I 
heard  him  call  "Come  on  boys,  come  on. 
Here  is  a  dandy  lumber  road,  our 
troubles  are  over"  A  half  mile  farther 
on  we  had  lunch  and  rested.  By  this  time 
the  sun  had  risen  high  and  we  were  dried 
off,  the  flies  and  mosquitoes  were  gone 
and  our  spirits  ran  high. 

Coen  was  the  first  to  reach  the  end  of 
a  long  sluice,  made  by  the  lumbermen  of 
hewn  logs.  Here  the  water  fell  about 
ten  feet  and  a  large  pool  was  formed  at 
the  foot  of  the  fall.  « 'Here's  where  I  take 
a  half  pounder!"  cried  Scott. 


The  water  being  dark  I  tied  on  a  Silv- 
er Doctor  while  Coen  warped  on  a  big 
angle  worm  of  tempting  figure:  and  that 
clammy  angle  worm  that  is  despised  and 
rejected  of  men  was  promptly  gathered 
home  to  glory  by  a  fine  ten  inch  trout. 
This  caused  my  millinery  to  lie  neglected 
for  the  rest  of  the  day,  I  thinking  it  as 
well  to  give  the  trout  the  bait  they  seem- 
ed to  prefer.  Two  other  fine  trout  came 
to  Coen's  creel,  but  mine  was  a  wealth  of 
horny  chubs,  while  Scott  drew  blanks. 
We  tried  dozens  of  other  likely  looking 
places,  but  we  took  no  trout  until  we 
reached  the  last  branch  of  Anderson's 
Creek  near  where  it  flows  into  Anderson 
Lake,  but  an  afternoon  spent  on  that  half 
mile  stretch  of  this  creek  will  never  fade 
from  memory,  neither  will  the  swift  pass- 
ing of  years  dim  the  recollections  of  the 
boyish  joy  we  there  experienced. 

Somehow  Coen  became  separated  f»om 
us  and  Scott  and  I  pried  our  way  through 
the  tag  alders  for  a  last  try.  The  water 
had  undermined  many  a  pine  tree  that 
subsequently  fell  across  the  creek,  and 
on  these  we  crawled  out  and  fished. 
While  baiting  up  a  saucy  red  squirrel 
came  along  the  log  from  the  other  side 
and  gave  me  an  awful  scolding  for  plant- 
ing myself  on  his  private  alley.  He  ran 
out  on  a  branch  and  sprang  back  to  the 
log  and  went  on  past  me.  I  cast  well 
over  towards  a  submerged  green  pine  top 
and  soon  felt  that  electrical  thrill  thatonly 
lusty  speckled  trout  can  generate.  Opport- 
unities for  fancy  stunts  in  playing  your 
fish  were  barred  by  a  wealth  of  sunken 
pine  tops  and  snags;  so  I  cast  and  caught 
a  fifteen  inch  trout  through  an  opening  in 
the  alder  bushes  to  the  shore  beyond.  A 
hundred  feet  below  this  the  river  makes  a 
bend  to  the  left  and  there  was  an  ideal 
pool.  I  removed  my  small  trout  hook 
and  replaced  it  with  a  2-0  Cincinnati  Bass. 
I  then  crawled  out  on  a  spruce  top  and 
cast  into  the  deep  water  and  hooked  the 
largest  trout  I  ever  saw.  Again  and 
again  I  tried  to  lift  him  from  the  water, 
but  my  pole  was  too  long  and  limber.  I 
tried  to  keep  him  near  the  top  of  the 
water,  but  he  finally  shot  under  me  and 
wound  the  line  on  a  snag  like  thread  on 
a  bobbin.  Through  the  clear  water  I 
could  plainly  see  him  with  his  nose  drawn 
down  closely  to  the  snag.     In  endeavor- 
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ing  to  free  him  I  broke  my  line.  With  a 
forked  piece  of  tag-  alder  I  finally  pried 
him  loose.  He  would  have  measured 
twenty  two  inches  and  was  very  heavy. 
At  my  next  cast  I  took  one  that  measured 
over  twenty  inches  long,  and  two  over 
seventeen  inches.  In  the  midst  of  a  bat- 
tle with  a  big  one  I  heared  Coen  excited- 
ly bawling  as  though  a  bull  moose  was 
about  to  bowl  him  into  the  creek  with 
his  broad  antlers.  I  answered  and  Coen 
came  up  fairly  sizzling  with  excitement: 
his  face  was  aglow  with  childish  joy.  He 
announced  that  he  had  ten  of  the  largest 
trout  that  had  been  seen  on  the  earth 
since  the  days  of  the  Ichthysaurus  and 
he  nervously  drew  forth  ten  beauties  and 
laid  them  side  by  side  ranged  according 
to  size  on  the  moss.  "I  told  you  to  stay 
with  me.  Always  follow  me  and  you'll 
wear  diamonds."  I  spake  not  a  word  but 
drew  from  a  gunny  sack  seventeen  bright 
spotted  ones,  none  under  twelve  inches 
and  one  over  twenty.  Coen  looked  as 
though  he  had  been  caught  a  million  short 
on  the  Stock  exchange  We  had  in  all 
fifty  one  fish  that  would  weigh  over  sixty 
pounds.  We  took  far  too  many  and  will 
never  do  so  again.  I  had  never  seen  such 
fishing  before  and  never  hope  to  again. 
When  life  is  over  and  paradise  perhaps  a 
bit  crowded  so  that  I  might  be  in  the  way, 
then  let  kind  fate  decree  that  my  spirit 
may  wander  up  and  down  this  trout 
stream, revelling  in  its  mossy  green  banks 
airy  water  falls,  and  rushing  rapids;  or 


perchance  canoeing  in  the  enchanted 
waterways  of  Temagami,  hunting  with 
phantom  gun  that  glorious  antlered  mon- 
arch, the  moose,  Wah  wash  kesh,  the 
deer  and  Moqua  the  bear  in  this, the  fine- 
st hunting  ground  on  the  North  American 
Continent. 

Silently  the  glad  days  of  our  vacation  had 
slipped  from  the  calendar  of  time  into  the 
ocean  of  eternity,  and  the  time  of  our  depar- 
ture was  at  hand,  but  we  were  not  sad;for 
manifold  are  the  joys  of  the  canoeist,  the 
camper  and  the  angler.  His  delight  is  not 
done  when  he  returns  and  puts  his  gun 
into  the  gun  case,  or  hangs  his  old 
fishing  rod  up  on  the  wall;  but  is  consta- 
ntly building  for  his  spirit's  delight  an 
etherial  bridge.  At  one  end  every  rod 
and  strand,  every  bar  and  bolt  is  anch- 
ored deep  in  fond  recollections  of  trips 
down  some  rocky  dell  for  jeweled  trout, 
of  cruises  about  weedy  bays  for  bass:  or 
hunting  in  mountain  fastnesses  for  moose, 
deer  or  bear.  The  other  end  finds  its  an- 
chorage in  By  low  land — in  outing  trips 
that  are  yet  to  be. 

Whether  we  cross  toward  the  joys  not 
yet  known,  or  return  to  the  memory  of 
cruises  taken  long  ago,  the  spirits  of  these 
joys  mount  aloft — far  above  the  cares 
and  the  anguish  of  the  sordid  ones- — 
their  souls  sweetened,  refined  and  fitt- 
ed for  the  life  that  remaineth  forthe  faith- 
ful, by  the  joyous  recollections  of  the 
most  beautiful  scenery  that  God  has  pro- 
vided for  the  refreshment  of  his  children.

I  took  upon  myself,  against  my 
wife's  wishes,  to  transform  part  of  our 
home  into  a  virgin  forest.  Being  a  florist 
and  having  abundance  of  material  at  my 
command  permitted  me  to  carry  out  my 
ideas  in  a  somewhat  more  realistic  fash- 
ion than  might  otherwise  have  been  the 
case.  With  plenty  of  decorative  mater- 
ial from  our  nearby  woods  and  supplies 


from  my  own  shop,  I  arranged  some 
fine  decoration  at  a  slight  cost.  Briefly 
I  will  give  readers  a  description  of  the 
decoration  and  entertainment. 

Seated  indoors  as  we  were  amidst  the 
odor  of  balsam  trees,  hemlock  boughs, 
laurels  and  scrub  oak  foliage  all  wav- 
ed their  drooping  branches  gracefully 
towards  us  and  above  our  heads  were 
dense  decorations  of  sprays  of  the  beauti- 
ful southern  wild  smilax  ;  an  artificial 
moon  sent  its  silvery  rays  through  this 
foliage  down  upon  the  guests,  the  light 
of  a  camp  fire  (a  little  friendship  fire) 
casting  the  shadows  in  a  manner  remind- 
ing all  of  the  backwoods.  Then  our  con- 
genial guests,  all  clad  in  angler's  cos- 
tumes, were  seated  some  against  the 
walls  of  an  improvised  camper's  tent, 
with  all  the    surroundings  of  a  fishing 
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camp  about  them  while  a  quartette  from 
the  M.  C's.  fishing  club  lying  around 
the  campfire  singing  "You're  as  Wel- 
come as  the  Flowers  in  May"  led  one  to 
think  of  this  fitting  quotation  of  Izaak 
Walton's  in  "The  Complete  Angler:'' 
"Nay,  let  me  tell  you,  there  be  many  that 
have  forty  times  our  estates,  that  would 
give  the  greatest  part  of  it  to  be  health- 
ful and  cheerful  like  us  ;  who  with  the 
expense  of  a  little  money,  have  ate  and 
drank,  and  laughed  and  angled,  and  sung 
and  slept  securely  :  and  rose  next  day, 
and  cast  away  care,  and  sung  and  laugh- 
ed and  angled  again  ;  which  are  blessings 
rich  men  cannot  purchase  with  all  their 
money." 

No,  this  camp  was  not  without  a  name, 
it  was  called  "Camp  Ananias"  taken 
from  the  far-famed  trespass  sign  of  the 
Quebec  wilderness,  described  by  Dr. 
Henry  Van  Dyke  in  "Little  Rivers." 

After  all  had  enjoyed  the  effect  of  this 
realistic  night  scene,  the  lights  were 
turned  up  and  tables  and  chairs  produced. 
Cards  and  fishing  stories  filled  in  the 
time  until  lunch,  when  all  were  compelled 
to  pass  through  the  tent  singly  before 
going  to  the  dining  room.  I  am  not 
going  to  tell  what  was  the  attraction  in- 
side the  tent  but  sometimes  one  heard  a 
sizzing  noise,  and  some  stayed  longer 
than  others.  The  decorations  in  the 
dining  room  were  not  elaborate  but  never- 
theless exceeeingly  appropriate.  An  at- 
tractive arrangement  of  rods  and  lines, 
lures,  nets,  and  creels  filled  the  fireplace 
and  a  string  of  lusty  trout  (artificial) 
completed  this  decoration.  On  the  walls 
this  quotation  greeted  the  guests  : 
"Dry  your  leaders  and  wet  your  throats. 


If  both  these  suggestions  are  followed 
closely  you  will  be  grateful" 

"Always  take  your  wife  along  on  your 
trips.  She  can  catch  fish,  because  she 
landed  you.  This  is  tor  the  experts 
only." 

The  tables  were  bare  white  pine  boards 
and  formed  three  sides  of  a  square. 

We  ate  off  tin  plates  and  drank  from 
tin  cups  all  of  the  good  things  of  the 
season,  which  my  good  little  wife  prepar- 
ed for  us. 

Not  only  did  we  endeavour  to  carry 
out  the  decorations  and  ideas  in  harmony 
with  the  occasion  but  all  details  in  con- 
nection with  the  gathering  received  close 
attention.  The  tally  cards  were  photo- 
graphs of  camping  life  recalling  many 
happy  hours  spent  out  of  doors.  These 
views  numbered  over  thirty  and  were 
highly  appreciated.  The  prizes  were  also 
"fishermanish,"one  a  camper's  combina- 
tion, knife,  fork,  spoon  etc.,  the  other  a 
lancewood  casting  rod. 

An  introduction  was  not  necessary  ;  as 
each  guest  arrived  he  was  conspiciously 
tagged  as  "John  Jones"  or  "Bill  Smith." 
This  informal  idea  was  heartily  approved. 
Coming  from  strangers  without  hesitation 
one  heard  salutations  as  typical  as  these 
'  'What  luck,  Brother  Jones?"  or  "How'do, 
Bill?" 

Most  of  the  thirty  odd  guests  were 
clad  in  angling  clothes  which  made  the 
gathering  all  the  more  realistic.  After  a 
flow  of  table  talk  and  an  exchange  of 
many  credible  fish  stories,  and  after 
frequent  wetting  of  throats  and  drying 
of  leaders,  my  good  friends  bade  us  Au 
Revoir  !  May  we  be  permitted  many 
such  gatherings  in  the  future  !

Salmon,  Speckled  Trout  and  Pigeons.

AMONGST  many  of  the  readers  of 
this  Magazine  I  was  deeply  interest- 
ed in  two  articles  appearing  in  re- 
cent numbers  on  Salmon  and  Pigeons — 
I  refer  to  Mr.  Young's  article  in  the  June 
number  and  that  by  "Cinna"  in  the  Aug- 
ust issue.  In  my  early  days  in  the  thir- 
ties and  forties  of  the  last  century  I  had 
considerable  experience  in  fishing  for 
salmon  and  speckled  trout.  I  was  born 
within  half  a  mile  of  that  once  beautiful 
stream  the  River  Credit,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Streetsville,  and  when  I  read  what  Mr. 
Young  wrote,  vivid  recollections  of  my 
boyhood  days  were  brought  back  to  me. 

In  fishing  for  salmon  in  the  streams  in 
those  days  the  fishing  line  was  never  used 
but  the  spear  only.  I  have  known  of  per- 
sons shooting  salmon  on  the  wingfto  use  a 
fowler's  term) — when  jumping  dams. 
Such  a  method  had  of  course  to  be  used 
only  during  daylight.  Spearing  was  done 
mostly  at  night. 

Generally  two  persons  would  go  toget- 
her. They  had  a  skiff  which  was  gener- 
ally kept  in  readiness  and  when  not  in 
use,  fastened  by  a  chain  and  secured  by 
lock  and  key  to  the  river  shore.  With 
two  spears,  a  light  jack  and  a  supply  of 
split  pine  roots  they  were  ready  for  the 
salmon  fishing.  The  light  jack  was  an 
iron  arrangement  shaped  like  an  ordinary 
basket  hung  upon  hinges.  This  was 
fastened  to  a  wooden  handle  about  four 
or  five  feet  long  and  placed  in  the  prow 
of  the  boat  in  such  a  fashion  as  to  pro- 
ject over  the  front.  When  this  was  done 
the  wood  was  placed  in  the  jack  and  set 
on  fire.  The  light  would  be  thrown  for  a 
considerable  distanceahead,and  while  one 
would  both  propel  and  steer  the  boat  the 
other  would  be  on  the  look  out  for  salmon. 

Two  important  qualifications  were  re- 
quired for  success  in  this  method  of  catch- 
ing salmon — alertness,  and  experience  in 
handling  the  spear.  If  the  salmon  were 
a  large  one  and  hit  too  far  back  the 
chances  were  ten  to  one  the  holder  of  the 
spear  would  be  jerked  out  ot  the  boat  in- 
to the  water. 

I  never  saw  any  salmon  in  the  River 


Credit  after  1847,  having  left  that  vicinity 
but  I  have  heard  of  some  being  caught 
there  in  1853. 

"Cinna"  states  that  his  father  doubted 
the  appearance  of  sea  salmon  in  lake  Ont- 
ario, because  he  never  saw  or  caught 
any  in  the  River  St  Lawrence.  I  think 
Mr.  Young  set  that  question  at  rest  when 
he  stated  that  he  saw  sea  salmon  at  Mr. 
Wilmot's  hatchery.  Mr.  Wilmot  being  an 
expert  in  fish  culture  would  not  have  been 
deceived  on  the  point  of  the  salmon 
being  genuine  sea  salmon  (salmo  salar.) 

My  father,  who  came  from  the  North 
of  England  in  1828,  and  settled  on  a 
farm  in  the  vicinity  of  Streetsville,  within 
half  a  mile  of  the  River  Credit,  was  well 
acquainted  with  the  habits  of  sea  salmon 
in  fresh  water  streams  in  his  native  land 
and  never  doubted  that  the  salmon 
appearing  in  the  River  Credit  every  sum- 
mer came  from  the  ocean  to  spawn,  and 
again  returned  to  their  native  element — 
salt  water. 

In  my  early  days  speckled  trout  were 
very  numerous  in  the  River  Credit  above 
Streetsville.  I  have  often  gone  out  in  the 
early  morning  and  brought  home  all  I 
could  carry.  When  saw  mills  became 
numerous  owing  to  so  much  pine  grow- 
ing near  the  river,  saw  dust  was  allowed 
to  drop  into  the  water,  contaminating 
what  had  up  to  that  time  been  a  pure 
stream.  Another  reason  for  the  disap- 
pearance of  the  trout — a  reason  even 
worse  than  the  saw  dust,  was  that  the 
farmers  cleared  off  all  the  timber  to  the 
water's  edge  for  agricultural  purposes. 

Then  every  rainstorm  flooded  the  land, 
sending  muddy  water  into  the  stream  so 
that  what  with  saw  dust  and  mud, a  beau- 
tiful stream  of  clean,  pure,  spring  water 
became  so  filthy  that  speckled  trout  dis- 
appeared altogether  from  the  river. 
Speckled  trout  can  only  exist  where  the 
water  is  pure   and  clean. 

Now  that  the  pine  is  all  cut  and  saw 
mills  have  ceased  their  work  along  such 
streams  as  the  Credit  it  would  be  a  good 
thing  if  the  owners  were  compelled  to 
re-forest  their  lands  along  both  sides  of 
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the  rivers  for  a  quarter  or  a  third  of  a 
mile  from  the  water's  edge.  If  this  could 
be  accomplished  in  a  period  of  from 
twenty  to  thirty  years,  old  streams  would 
become  purified,  and  dried  up  springs 
would  begin  to  flow  again,  trout  would 
reappear  as  numerous  as  ever,  water 
power  would  improve,  evaporation  would 
be  delayed  and  streams  would  not  be  so 
suddenly  flooded  by  rain  storms  or  the 
melting  of  the  snow  in  the  spring  time. 
In  this  electrical  age  the  importance 


of  these  matters  can  scarcely  be  over 
estimated . 

Of  course  reforesting  would  take  time, 
but  the  time  required  would  not  be  as 
long  as  many  people  imagine.. 

The  wild  pigeons  that  were  so  numer- 
ous forty  years  ago  have  apparently  dis- 
appeared for  good. 

Pheasants  and  Quail,  two  beautiful 
and  useful  native  birds,  may  be  fully  re- 
stored in  time  if  only  they  are  properly 
protected. 


A  Pioneer  of  Northern  Quebec.

ONE  day  in  September  I  was  surpris- 
ed to  receive  a  letter  from  an  old 
time  friend  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Jos. 
H.Lefebvre,  of  Waterloo,  Que. , informing 
me  of  the  death  of  a  friend  and  fellow 
sportsman,  Pierre  Nantel,  Lac  Minerve, 
Que.,  at  whose  hotel  we  have  often  visit- 
ed during  the  last  ten  years.  With  deep 
regret  for  his  loss,  we  received  the  par- 
ticulars of  his  death  while  we  were  on  our 
outing  at  the  home  of  his  family  last 
fall. 

Pierre  Nantel  was  borne  at  Ste. 
Anne  des  Plaines,  Que.,  on  July  twenty- 
eighth,  1852,  and  died  August  tenth, 
1908  of  typhoid  fever  which  was  brought 
on  by  exposure.  He  never  had  the  slight- 
est inclination  for  city  life  but  loved  bet- 
ter the  lakes  and  rivers  and  the  savage 
gloom  of  Canadian  forests,  inhabited 
only  by  the  wolves,  bear  and  red  deer. 
His  long  experiences  in  a  wild  and  un- 
settled region  gave  him  an  ardent  love 
of  Nature  and  he  thoroughly  enjoyed 
all  the  attractions  of  the  backwoods. 
Many  of  the  adventures  which  came  to 
him  during  his  thirty  years'  residence  in 
the  wilds  of  Northern  Quebec  were  related 
by  him  to  the  writer. 

One  incident  in  his  life,  proving  his 
daring  qualities  as  a  sportsman  recently 


told  and  vouched  by  his  nephew,  may 
be  here  related.  On  one  occasion  when 
examining  a  long  line  of  bear  traps  he 
found  one  trap  missing.  Although  he 
had  left  his  rifle  at  home  he  made  no 
hesitation  in  following  the  trail  of  a  large 
black  bear,  which  had  dragged  the  trap 
and  the  heavy  log  attached  for  half  a 
mile.  Without  noticing  him  they  came 
within  twelve  feet  of  Bruin  as  he  was 
hid  in  a  thicket.  The  nephew  implored 
Pierre  to  allow  him  to  run  home  for  a 
gun  and  do  nothing  until  he  returned. 
Accordingly  the  nephew  started  on  his 
journey  leaving  his  uncle  alone  with  the 
bear. 

Rather  than  lose  hours  awaiting  the 
return  of  the  boy  with  his  gun,  Pierre 
cut  a  pole  and  tied  his  hunting  knife 
firmly  on  the  end.  (  With  this  improvised 
weapon  he  teased  the  bear  until  the  old 
fellow  gave  him  an  opportunity  to  drive 
the  knife  firmly  into  his  breast,  killing  it 
in  a  few  minutes.  The  marks  of  the 
bear's  teeth  are  still  to  be  seen  on  the  handle 
of  the  knife,  strongevidence  of  the  desper- 
ate nature  of  the  battle.  Nantel's  average 
was  ten  bears  a  year  and  he  also  shot  a 
number  of  wolves  and  deer  each  season. 
Pity  'tis  that  one  so  daring  and  brave, 
with  such  a  love  for  wilderness  sport 
should  be  cut  off  in  his  prime. 


But  his  name  engraved,  surviveth, 
In  the  hearts  that  loved  him  well  : 
Hearts  that  when  his  name  is  spoken 
Will  be  thrilled,  as  with  a  spell. 


A  Successful  Still  Hunt.

UST  prior  to  the  open  season  in  1907 
— to  be  accurate  it  was  on  October 
twenty-eighth  —  Jack  Thornton, 
William  Wortly  (alias  Buckskin  Bill)  and 
myself  set  off  from  Ekoba,  Ont.  for  a 
hunt.  We  had  an  eighteen  foot  row 
boat  with  a  sail  made  on  the  hurry  up 
plan — that  is  a  cedar  pole  for  a  mast 
and  gunny  sacks  for  canvas,  with  several 
feet  of  hog  wire.,  Owing,  however,  to  a 
strong  head  wind  we  could  not  use  this 
fine  outfit,  and  consequently  had  to  row 
the  whole  trip  of  sixteeen  miles  to  the 
head  of  Echo  Lake.  It  proved  to  be  the 
row  of  our  lives. 

On  landing  we  proceeded  to  pack  on 
our  backs  the  biggest  part  of  three  hun- 
dred pounds  over  a  rough  trail,  nine 
miles  in  length,  to  a  point  on  Stewart 
Creek.  The  moon  was  shining  through  the 
tall  pines  before  we  reached  the  place  which 
was  to  be  our  camp  home  for  two  weeks. 

After  a  light  lunch,  got  up  on  pretty 
much  the  same  plan  as  our  sail  we  filled 
our  pipes  with  some  of  the  "long  green" 
grown  in  Essex  county  and  talked  over 
our  hard  trip.  We  likewise  considered 
our  plans  for  the  fortnight  though  these 
did  not  all  turn  out  just  as  we  anticipated. 
A  pleasant  hour  was  spent  in  this  way 
and  we  were  all  glad  when  we  could  roll 
up  in  our  blankets  and  sleep  till  daylight. 

The  whole  of  the  next  day  was  devoted 
to  fixing  up  the  camp.  One  of  our  num- 
ber made  the  long  portage  back  to  the 
lake  for  the  rest  of  the  grub,  while  the 
other  two  went  five  miles  up  a  creek  and 
packed  a  small  box  stove  back  to  camp. 

On  the  morning  of  the  first  we  started 
our  first  hunt,  myself  and  Buckskin  Bill 
going  up  the  creek,  while  Jack  went  the 
other  way.  After  travelling  together  for 
some  time  without  result  we  separated. 
I  had  not  gone  far,  using  all  precautions, 
when  I  saw  about  ninety  yards  ahead  of 
me  a  young  buck  feeding.  Instantly  I 
"froze"  and  so  remained  till  he  turned 
broadside  to  me.  Then  I  took  a  careful  aim 
and  sent  a  30-30  behind  his  shoulder.  He 
dropped  flat,  got  up,  walked  about  fifty 
feet  and  went  down  for  good. 

While  walking  up  to  look  at  my  prize 
I  heard  the  brush  crack  away  up  on  the 


side  of  a  hill,  and  looking  up  I  saw  an- 
other deer  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  from  me.  I  se  .t  four  shots  after 
him  but  the  brush  was  so  thick  I  could 
not  get  the  rifle  on  him  and  he  got  clean 
away.  After  hanging  up  my  deer  I  con- 
tinued hunting,  as  the  spirit  of  the  chase 
was  strong  within  me,  till  three  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  when  I  returned  to  camp. 
About  half  an  hour  after  I  got  in  Jack 
also  returned  with  the  good  news  that  he 
had  also  got  one.  Together  we  packed 
in  the  two  deer  and  were  good  and  tired 
but  at  the  same  time  well  pleased  with 
our  luck — two  deer  the  first  day. 

For  several  days  further  we  hunted 
without  any  luck  although  we  saw  quite 
a  number  of  deer. 

It  was  not  until  the  night  of  the  eighth 
that  Buckskin  came  in  dragging  a  fine 
buck.  He  had  shot  the  animal  on  the 
dead  run,  that  is  the  way  with  Bill,  who 
is  a  quick  and  dead  shot.  On  the  tenth 
Jack  came  in  and  told  us  he  had 
shot  a  second  one.  We  congratulated  him 
and  gave  assistance  in  bringing  the  deer  in. 

Next  day  we  were  again  unfortunate 
but  the  day  afterwards  after  ascending  a 
steep  hill  and  going  over  into  a  hard 
wood  valley,  I  started  a  fine  doe.  After 
sending  five  shots  at  her  I  saw  her  turn 
turtle  at  about  a  distance  of  three  hundred 
yards.  I  soon  had  the  boys  around  and 
we  hung  her  up  with  the  rest. 

Camp  was  broken  on  the  thirteenth  and 
we  got  our  deer  out  to  the  lake  by  team. 
The  lake  was  frozen  over  for  about  a 
mile  from  shore  and  after  two  hours 
strenuous  labor  we  reached  clear  water 
only  to  find  that  again  we  had  to  contend 
with  a  head  wind.  Our  sail  was  useless 
once  more  and  there  was  nothing  for  it  but 
a  good  hard  row. 

When  we  struck  Echo  Bay  we  found 
it  frozen  over  so  hard  that  we  had  to  pull 
ashore,  hang  up  our  deer,  and  walk  into 
town.  Next  morning  we  hired  a  team 
and  in  that  way  secured  our  deer.  I  think 
this  is  a  pretty  good  record  for  still  hunt- 
ing and  our  friends  agree  with  us. 

Such  a  trip  is  taken  by  us  every  fall 
and  we  always  get  our  game  though  we 
have  never  hunted  with  dogs.

BHE  newcomer  in  Canada  finds  a 
peculiar  sense  of  vastness  about 
the  western  world,  which  is  entirely 
absent  from  European  civilizations.

He  talks  with  his  friends  from  one  end  of 
the  land  to  the  other  and  he  flashes  his 
messages  into  every  corner.  Speed  is  first 
and  foremost  and  every  direction  brings 
him  quickly  to  his  encircling  seas.  That 
is  why  the  ocean  has  such  fascination,  it 
is  to  him  suggestive  of  the  infinite,  of 
immeasurable  space;  and  his  soul  yearns 
to  explore  its  mystic  waters.  Thus  he 
is  readily  impressed  by  the  great  distances 
of  the  western  world,  by  its  wealth  of 
virgin  forest,  its  innumerable  lakes  and 
streams,  the  melancholy  wilds  with  their 
unutterable  loneliness,  and  the  smiling 
prairies  rolling  in  unbroken  simplicity 
like  placid  seas,  till  they  lave  the  shores 
of  the  Rockies— magnificent  giants,  whose 
hoary  heads  rear  aloft  in  proud  defiance 
of  the  very  heavens. 

This  vastness  is  the  natural  birthright 
of  the  Canadian,  it  is  to  him  an  emblem 
of  Nature  in  its  wonderful  and  eternal 
simplicity  ;  but  with  it  all,  man,  and  his 
never  ceasing  toil,  his  all-conquering  ad- 
vance, soon  loses  sight  of  the  infinite. 
He  congregates  in  his  cities,  communi- 
cation is  ever  improving  and  the  world 
seems  but  a  small  and  ordinary  thing. 
He  receives  news  of  London  or  Paris, 
of  Suburbia  or  Timbuctoo  at  his  breakfast 
table,  at  business  he  engages  in  world- 
wide commerce,  his  ships  are  on  every 
sea  and  his  goods  in  every  land  ;  he 
lives  for  the  present  and  in  the  present, 
until  sleep  for  a  few  brief  hours  wraps 
him  in  oblivion. 

It  is  in  the  midst  of  all  this  rush  and 
turmoil,  when  man  is  lost  in  himself  and 


his  little  aims,  that  the  small  things 
of  Nature  take  the  place  of  the  great 
and  begin  to  call  with  persistent  voice, 
dimly  at  first,  but  with  evergrowing,  and 
all-powerful  effect  to  the  observant  eye 
and  ear. 

We  are  travelling  in  a  comfortable  car 
with  high  speed  from  one  great  city  to 
another.  After  hours  of  toil  the  mind 
is  weary  and  ready  for  rest,  but  some- 
how the  brain  will  not  be  calmed.  It 
goes  over  again  and  again  the  struggles 
and  calculations  of  the  day,  it  bu)  s  and 
sells  and  plans  with  monotonousiteration 
and  sleep  will  not  come  to  still  its  whirl. 
We  stop  at  some  little  wayside  station, 
we  open  the  window  and  look  out  into 
the  dark  night.  Deeply  we  inhale  the 
cool  delicious  draughts  and  the  brain  be- 
gins to  clear,  but  stay,  what  is  that 
sweet  almost  melancholy  cry  that  sounds 
with  such  weird  beauty  in  the  silent  night! 
We  listen  again,  distinguish  its  double 
note,  a  compromise  between  a  sigh  and 
a  whistle,  but  sustained  by  thousands  of 
throats  in  one  great  chorus.  We  smile 
as  we  think  of  the  humble  frog,  but  some- 
how it  soothes  us.  We  look  aloft  at 
the  silent  twinkling  stars,  and  still  the 
song  goes  on.  We  think  of  our  toils  and 
of  our  cares  and  we  think  again  of  the 
frogs  and  their  song  ;  and  how  it  will  go 
on,  so  long  as  the  little  animal  has  life, 
in  calm  indifference  to  us  and  our  petty 
ambitions.  What  matter  to  it,  the  growth 
of  business,  the  advance  of  civilization, 
the  conquest  of  kindoms,  and  the  fall  of 
empires  r  its  mission  is  to  praise  its 
creator  and  that  it  does  with  all  the 
power  of  its  little  being.  Then  the  en- 
gine emits  an  unearthly  scream,  and  we 
are  back  again  in  the  present :  but  some- 
how we  are  soothed,  we  too  are  the 
children  of  a  loving  God  and  we  too  must 
praise  our  Maker.  Quietly  we  drop  off 
to  sleep  in  full  content,  perchance  to 
dream  of  happy  childhood  days. 

This  song  is  most  characteristic  of  the 
west,  or  perhaps  I  ought  to  say  of  the 
wild  places  of  Canada  for  it  was  during 
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my  first  night  on  the  Pacific  Express, 
when  we  were  running  through  the  lonely 
iregions  of  Ontario  that  I  first  noticed 
it.  I,  however,  associate  it  more  particul- 
arly with  the  west,  because  it  was  there, 
where  civilization  seems  to  come  face  to 
face  with  Nature,  that  I  learnt  to  love 
and  appreciate  the  music  of  these  humble 
representatives  of  life. 

There  is  however,  another  song  of 
equal  beauty,  which  invades  man  even 
in  his  own  strongholds  —  his  cities  and 
towns.  The  note  is  much  the  same,  but 
instead  of  the  great  chorus,  one  hears 
just  the  '  'still  small  voice"  as  it  ware.  It 
may  be  in  some  quiet  place,  surrounded 
by  the  gloomy  walls  of  high  buildings, 
with  the  distant  hum  of  city  life  for  its 
accompaniment  ;  or  perhaps  in  some 
secluded  square  with  sheltering  trees 
gently  crooning  in  the  evening  breeze  ; 
or  out  in  the  open,  with  the  great  blue 
vault  of  heaven,  and  its  myriad  starry  eyes 
looking  down  in  quiet  sympathy :  no 
matter  where  or  what  the  place,  so  soon 
as  the  evening  falls  and  the  day  is  fled, 
one  hears  that  insistent  voice,  with  its 
sweet  cheerful  note  :  sing,  sing,  sing  in 
the  silent  night.  'Tis  only  the  cricket, 
and  it's  a  humble  song  at  best,  but  it  is  a 
a  happy  one  ;  happy  in  its  persistence, 
in  its  simplicity  and  in  its  calm  content- 
ment.    Just  a  little  child  of  Nature  voic- 


ing the  joy  of  living,  and  as  one  listens 
after  a  day  of  rush  in  the  great  whirl  of 
modern  life  ;  with  the  mysterious,  rustl- 
ing trees,  and  the  silent  heavens,  and 
twinkling  stars  for  witnesses  ;  it  seems 
to  touch  some  responsive  chord  in  our 
hearts  which  vibrates  in  a  harmony  of 
praise. 

There  is  a  peculiarity  about  both  these 
songs  which  is  well  worth  comment. 
Step  up  to  find  the  cricket  and  its  little 
voice  shall  cease,  pass  an  individual  frog 
in  his  own  particular  slough  and  there  is 
silence.  It  is  as  if  an  unseen  hand  were 
put  forth  to  stay  man's  ubiquitous  pro- 
gress. "Hold,  thou  inquisitive  mortal, 
thus  far  and  no  farther  shall't  thou 
go,  thou  art  in  the  presence  of  nature,  of 
one  of  her  mysterious  secrets  and  shall 
never  probe  it."  No  common  curiosity, 
no  scientific  investigation  shall  rend  this 
veil,  but  come  in  all  simplicity,  with  the 
heart  of  a  little  child,  and  thou  shall  fly 
on  the  song  of  a  cricket,  nay  even  the 
croak  of  the  frog,  to  the  throne  of  the 
Eternal. 

All  these  simple  little  voices,  let  us  not 
forget  them  in  the  stress  of  daily  toil, 
for  "to  those  that  have  ears  and  shall 
hear,"  they  breathe  a  spirit  of  love  and 
peace  ;  rest  to  the  aching  brain,  joy  to 
the  saddened  heart,  and  hope  to  the 
hopeless. 


The  Quebec  Game  Laws 


IT  the  last  session  of  the  Quebec 
Legislature  some  important  amend- 
ments to  the  Game  laws  of 
the  Province  were  carried.  The  protec- 
tion of  beaver  in  Zone  1  was  extend- 
ed to  1910.  Similar  protection  was 
given  to  the  same  year  to  birch  and 
swamp  partridge,  the  protection  including 
prohibition  of  purchase  or  sale,  or  having 
in  possession  with  intent  to  sell. 

The  most  important  clause  in  the  new 
Act,  Clause  Five,  is  one  which  may  be 
well  quoted  in  full  : 

"Heads  of  lumbering  establishments  and 


contractors  and  sub-contractors  engaged 
in  lumbering  operations  shall  be  held  res- 
ponsible for  all  offences  against  the  game 
laws  respecting  moose,  caribou  and  deer, 
committed  by  men  under  their  control. 
Nevertheless  such  responsibility  shall 
not  be  incurred  if  the  person  subject  there- 
to proves  that  he  was  unable  to  prevent 
the  acts  complained  of." 

By  a  further  amending  act  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  in  Council  was  given 
power  to  fix  the  fee  for  members  of  in- 
corporated fish  and  game  clubs  at  such 
figure  as  may  be  determined  from  time 
to  time. 


Fur  Trading  in  the  Far  North. 


HENS  Doty,  big-  game  hunter,  trader 
and  rancher,  called  "the  Duke  of 
"Cottonwood  Island,"  one  of  the  San 
Juan  group  in  Puget  Sound  where  he 
maintains  the  Harvey  E,  a  trim  craft 
which  has  navigated  the  rough  seas  off 
British  Columbia  and  Alaska  for  years, 
passed  through  Spokane  recently  on  the 
way  to  his  old  home  in  Nebraska,  where 
he  will  visit  relatives  and  acquaintances 
before  returning  to  the  north. 

The  veteran,  who  holds  the  trophy  as 
the  best  rifle  shot  of  the  state  of  Wash- 
ington as  well  as  the  entire  Pacific  Coast, 
is  one  of  the  picturesque  figures  of  the 
West  and  North, and  probably  is  the  best 
informed  regarding  game  of  the  rapidly 
disappearing  army  of  hardy  fur  traders 
in  the  little  known  north  country.  Doty 
has  made  a  fortune  in  the  last  fifteen 
years  trading  with  Indians  and  white 
men  along  the  Yukon  and  in  Alaska,  and 
though  he  spends  money  like  a  prince 
when  in  the  city,  unlike  the  proverbial 
prospector  he  will  be  able  to  pass  the 
evening  of  his  life  in  peace  and  comfort. 
However,  he  is  yet  hale  and  hearty  and 
many  of  the  younger  men  will  retire  from 
active  work  before  he  decides  to  quit  the 
trail. 

Sportsmen  all  over  the  Northwest  are 
acquainted  with  Doty  and  he  is  also 
known  to  many  in  the  middle  states  and 
among  the  fur  buyers  in  New  York  and 
London.  He  is  big  and  generous  and 
his  voice  is  good  natured.  Many  claim 
him  as  a  friend  ;  few  enjoy  his  confid- 
ence but  they  like  him  just  the  same.  He 
came  to  the  Pacific  country  in  1892  and 
drifted  to  the  North  ?  The  wilderness 
there  appealed  to  him  then  as  it  does 
now,  and  it  was  not  long  before  he  had  a 
launch  and  began  trading.  He  was  suc- 
cessful from  the  start.  He  was  shrewd, 
could  stand  almost  any  sort  of  exposure 
and  had  learned  the  ways  of  the  people 
in  the  frozen  country,  with  whom  he 
came  into  contact  and  carried  on  business. 

Doty  declares  that  more  money  can 
be  made  trading  with  the  white  hunters 
in  Alaska,  than  with  the  Indians.  This 
was  not  so  in  the  earlier  days,  but  the 
aborigines  have  been   spoiled,  and  the 


conditions  are  different.  Competition 
also  has  changed  and  made  it  necessary 
to  do  trading  in  much  quicker  time  than 
formerly,  in  this  he  adds,  it  is  impossible 
to  hurry  the  northern  Indians.  Here  is 
the  explanation  in  his  own  words  : 

Supposing  you  were  coming  down  the 
Yukon  and  stopped  at  an  Indian  village, 
knowing  that  there  was  another  trader 
coming  back  of  you.  A  squaw  will  pull 
a  measly  marten  fur  from  her  bosom  and 
offer  it  to  you  for  a  big  price.  By  the 
way  if  you  ever  buy  a  poor  fur  from  an 
Indian  you  will  never  be  able  to  get  a 
good  one  in  the  same  place.  My  custom 
has  been  to  grab  the  skin,  when  a  poor 
one  is  shown  by  a  squaw,  and  throw  it 
on  the  ground,  spitting  on  it.  Then  an- 
other squaw  will  bring  out  a  good  fur 
and  I  can  buy  it. 

"All  of  this  takes  time  and  the  fellow 
back  of  you  is  coming  closer.  It  is  al- 
most impossible  to  buy  more  than  one 
fur  at  a  time  from  the  Indians,  and  they 
usually  want  more  than  they  are  worth. 
This  is  because  they  have  been  spoiled  by 
some  inexperienced  trader.  When  an 
Indian  gets  a  big  price  for  a  fur  it  is  hard 
to  make  him  come  down  in  his  demand 
afterwards. 

"Sometimes  I  dig  right  into  the  shacks 
and  find  the  furs  myself,  not  waiting  for 
the  squaws  to  show  them,  and  I  can  get 
good  furs  in  this  way,  for  they  always 
reserve  the  best  until  the  last.  This  is 
dirty  work  and  you  are  liable  to  find  most 
anything  in  the  holes.  I  found  a  dead 
man  once,  and  it  scared  me  so  that  it  was 
a  long  time  before  I  tried  that  game 
again.  Up  there  in  Alaska  the  Indians 
don't  bury  their  dead  until  they  are  pretty 
well  along. 

When  you  are  trading  with  the  white 
trappers  it  is  altogether  different.  You 
reach  a  camp  and  ask  a  trapper  if  he  has 
any  furs  for  sale.  If  he  has  he  will  bring 
them  out,  spread  them  so  that  you  can 
inspect  them  carefully.  You  tell  him 
how  much  you  will  give  and  if  he  thinks 
it  is  all  right  he  will  tell  you  to  take 
them.  If  he  isn't  satisfied  with  the  price 
he'll  bundle  up  his  furs  again  and  stow 
them  away  and  wait  tor  the  next  trader. 
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This  transaction  takes  only  a  few  minutes. 
I  have  picked  up  four  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  furs  this  way  in  a  remarkably 
short  time  and  sold  them  at  big  profits." 

Doty's  principal  trading  field  is  along 
the  Yukon  River,  which  he  has  followed 
from  the  interior,  where  it  is  a  mere  creek 
over  which  one  can  step,  down  to  the 
mouth,  where  it  flows  into  the  sea.  He 
has  also  traded  up  in  the  Arctic  Circle, 
where  the  scattered  hunters  and  Indians 
seldom  see  strange  faces,  and  he  has 
brought  out  some  of  the  finest  marten, 
lynx,  silver  fox  and  red  fox  furs  ever 
seen. 

In  the  more  civilized  regions  of  Alaska, 
along  the  Yukon,  Doty  says  that  cash 
must  be  paid  for  furs,  but  further  to  the 
north  it  is  necessary  for  a  trader  to  carry 
in  guns,  blankets,  knives  and  other  artic- 
les of  use  in  camp.  The  hunters  there 
have  no  use  for  money,  but  for  a  pair  of 
warm  blankets  they  will  give  most  any 
kind  of  fur. 

Doty  declares  it  is  a  mistaken  idea  that 
beads  and  like  ornaments  can  be  exchang- 
ed for  furs  with  the  Indians  of  today. 
This  might  have  been  the  case  at  one 
time,  but  they  are  not  so  easy  now. 
They  must  have  spot  cash  money  for 
their  furs.  However  they  will  take 
ornaments  for  their  relics,  such  as  bask- 
ets. A  cake  of  toilet  soap,  if  it  has  a 
strong  and  pleasant  odor,  will  please 
them  more  than  anything  else.  He  told 
of  offering  soap  that  has  no  smell  to  the 
squaws  and  the  Indians  threw  it  away  in 
disgust.  Black  tea  is  also  popular  with 
the  Northern  Indians.  They  will  not 
accept  green  tea,  and  any  of  this  kind 
that  is  carried  to  Alaska  for  trading  pur- 


poses is  wasted.  This,  he  said,  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  the  Russians  invaded  the 
country  years  ago  and  introduced  black 
tea. 

Doty  cleared  six  thousand  dollars  on  a 
recent  trip  down  the  Yukon  from  Eagle. 
In  addition  to  making  more  money  than 
on  any  previous  trip  he  had  the  time  of 
his  life.  There  was  excellent  hunting 
along  the  banks  of  the  river  and  by  a 
peculiar  incident  he  profited  by  the  sport. 
In  one  region  the  duck  shooting  was  the 
best  he  had  ever  known.  Hearing  that 
further  on  down  the  river  the  ducks  were 
scarce  and  in  demand,  he  tied  up  his 
boat  for  a  few  days  and  began  killing  the 
birds  which  he  sold  for  a  dollar  each. 

When  Amundson  reached  Alaska  after 
his  famous  trip  through  the  Northwest 
Passage,  Doty  met  him  at  Eagle  and 
traveled  a  part  of  the  way  with  the  fam- 
ous explorer  and  took  a  keen  interest  in 
his  voyage.  They  became  warm  friends 
and  Amundson  brought  with  him  one  of 
the  best  sled  dogs  in  the  North. 

"Few  realize  the  wonderful  natural  ad- 
vantages of  Alaska  and  the  most  of  the 
people  in  the  outside  world  have  mistak- 
en ideas  of  the  northern  country,"  Doty 
said.  "If  I  were  young  I  would  spend 
all  my  time  in  Alaska  and  grow  up  with 
the  country.  Mining  is  only  in  its  infan- 
cy there.  Back  of  Circle  there  are  won- 
derfully rich  gold  mines,  but  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  transportation  and  the  poor 
facilities  for  carrying  food  into  the  inter- 
ior, few  of  the  miners  are  able  to  get  in- 
to the  rich  country.  In  Southeastern 
Alaska  I  believe  the  great  copper  center 
of  the  world  will  be  developed  sometime. 
Exceedingly  rich  copper  ore  has  also 
been  found  in  the  vicinity  of  Hadley." 


A  correspondent  writes:  Some  sixty 
years  ago  some  young  men  were  fishing 
in  a  little  stream  near  my  father's  house. 
One  young  man  caught  a  small  fish  and 
saying  that  it  was  but  a  mouthful  placed 
it  in  his  mouth  and  made  a  pretence  of 
swallowing  it.  The  pretence  turned  out 
to  be  a  reality  and  much  consternation 


prevailed  when  it  was  seen  that  the  man 
had  really  swallowed  the  fish.  His  di- 
gestive organs  must  have  been  of  the 
best  for  the  fish  never  troubled  him  after- 
wards, though  the  joke  was  not  willingly 
let  die  and  for  many  years  he  was 
reminded  of  the  occurrenee,  and  inquiries 
made  as  to  his  health  and  that  of  the 
fish. 
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Silent  he  stands  upon  a  naked  ledge 
High-hanging  o'er  a  bleak  and  rock-girt  shore, 
Wind-swept  and  fissured  with  the  wrath  of  waves 
That  league-long  roll  their  might  upon  the  coast 
Of  lonely  Labrador. 

Rugged  and  grim  his  face,  brown  beaten  with  the  storms, 
And  furrowed  with  the  frost-foams  cutting  chill, 
With  eyes  like  stars  he  scans  the  barren  heights 
A  nd  sees,  close-clinging  to  a  dista?it  crag, 
The  white-crowned  eagle — hears  its  lordly  scream 
That  rings  across  the  waste  of  riven  rock 
And  loudly  lures  him  on. 
Bold  Leif  named  the  Lucky,  for  is  he 
The  first  to  burst  upon  that  wild  unknown, 
Braving  the  rigorous  ice-clime 's  mysteries, 
Wresting  the  doubt  from  minds  of  mutinous  men, 
Battling  with  bergs,  with  fogs,  to,  conquering,  rend 
The  world-old  wonder  from  the  western  sea.

OWING  to  the  easy  accessabilty, 
nowadays,  to  the  many  rare  and 
enlightening  manuscripts  and  docu- 
ments in  the  libraries  and  archives  of 
Europe,  much  that  was  accepted  as  fact 
in  the  world's  history  has  proved  to  be 
false,  some  of  it  absolutely  without  foun- 
dation. Historians  have  been  keener  in 
the  search  for  the  truth,  and  nothing  but 
the  truth,  and  in  the  process  history  has 
been  shorn  of  a  lot  of  its  glamour  and  he- 
roics. On  the  other  hand  some  things 
that  were  treated  as  mere  legend  and 
tradition  have  been  gathered  into  the 
realms  of  reality  and  actual  fact.  To  the 
latter  class  belongs  the  much  doubted 
discovery  of  America  by  the  Vikings. 
Historians  of  Scandinavia,  in  their  exten- 
sive researches,  had  repeatedly  come  up- 
on some  quaint  manuscripts  of  the  early 
writers  of  their  country  and  the  most  of 
them  awed  by  the  stupendous  task  of  de- 
ciphering the  mysterious  runic  characters 
laid  them  aside;  but  there  came  a  few 
bolder  men  who  first  attempted,  then, 
after  arduous  labour,  accomplished  the 
apparently  futile  task,  and  as  a  result  we 
have  almost  incontrovertible  proof  of  the 
discovery  of  our  native  land  by  the  old 
Norsemen.    Two  of  these  precious  old 


manuscripts,  one  in  a  Stockholm  museum 
the  other  in  the  Vatican,  Rome,  are  so 
closely  allied  in  their  chronology  as  to 
dispel  all  doubt  of  the  matter,  and  both 
mention  the  circumstances,  at  the  time 
they  were  written  (about  the  twelfth  cen- 
tury) as  being  generally  accepted  and 
known  to  all.  The  writers  of  these  rare 
works  were  natives  of  Iceland,  had  voy- 
aged considerably  about  the  northern 
waters,  and,  no  doubt,  had  experi- 
enced, more  or  less,  the  dangers  and  ad- 
ventures they  describe.  Their  writings 
are  characterized  by  a  simple  earnestness 
and  lucidity  of  expression,  free  from  the 
extravagant  hypocrisies  of  contemporary 
chroniclers  of  more  southern  climes.  The 
substance  of  their  narratives  they  gathered, 
undoubtedly  from  the  sagas  of  the  skalds 
of  Iceland,  which  fact  places  these  anci- 
ent brethern  of  poesy  upon  a  more  com- 
mendable footing  than  is  generally  ac- 
corded them,  for  they  were  considered 
mere  half-wild  singers  at  drunken  was- 
sails while  their  sagas  were  but  the  idle 
dreams  of  their  own  savage  drink-songs. 
It  is  more  pleasant,  if  less  romantic,  to 
think  of  these  northern  poets  as  plain, 
straightforward, honest  historians,  giving 
to  their  listeners,  in  poetic  medium,  the 
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stirring  events  of  their  adventurous  times. 

The  Norsemen,  or  Vikings,  were  prim- 
arily, a  fighting  race.  Their  religion  be- 
gan and  ended  in  war.  Peace  and  do- 
mestic security  were  incompatible  with 
their  spirit  and  their  lives  were  inevitably 
full  of  strife  and  turmoil.  No  cause  was 
too  trifling  or  insignificant  to  provoke  a 
quarrel,  when  their  ultimate  hope  was  to 
die  sword  in  hand  and  with  a  shout  of 
defiance  ringing  from  their  throats.  Little 
wonder,  then,  that  they  became  a  fearless 
forceful  race,  foremost  in  all  the  acces- 
sories and  attributes  of  a  savage  people. 
They  first  fought  amongst  each  other, 
tribe  against  tribe,  but  seeing  that  such 
sanguinary  warfare  was  rapidly  deplet- 
ing their  kind  they  buried  internecine 
feuds  and  turned  their  ship's  prows  out 
and  away  from  home  fiords  and  harbors 
and  sought  foreign  shores.  Hence,  scar- 
cely a  river's  mouth  of  Europe  but  was 
to  give  haven  to  the  long  swift-sailing 


viking  ships  and  many  a  black  cloud  of 
smoke  hanging  over  many  a  lifeless  ham- 
let showed  where  the  ravager  of  the  north 
had  come,  had  conquered,  and  had  gone. 

Eventually,  the  vikings,  sated  with 
strife  and  bloodshed  settled  upon  the  land 
they  had  won,  intermarried  with  the  na- 
tives and  harmonized  their  life  much  in 
accordance  with  the  climatic  conditions 
of  the  country.  Thus  the  British  Isles, 
the  German  provinces,  the  Netherlands, 
France,  Spain  and  even  far-off  Iceland 
became  settled,  wholly  or  partially  by 
this  conquering  people.  But,  strange  to 
say,  the  cause  that  drove  them  from  their 
northern  nests,  that  made  them  the  most 
dreaded  marauders  of  the  high  seas,  was 
their  undoing,  for  it  scattered  them,  dis- 
solved their  strength  in  unity  and  broke 
them  completely  as  a  nation.  Those 
among  them  who  gave  up  the  wilder  side 
of  sea-life  and  settled  down  on  the  lands 
they  had  conquered  soon  lost  their  nation- 
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al  characteristics  in  following  the  pursuits 
of  their  adopted  country,  and  their  name, 
once  so  intensely  feared  and  hated,  be- 
came all  but  lost  in  oblivion. 

The  number  who  had  sailed  north  to 
the  bleak,  rock-girt  shores  of  Iceland, 
who  had  the  temerity  to  settle  upon  its 
lonely  coast,  forgot,  in  time,  the  wild 
orgy  of  that  former  life  in  the  hazardous 
toil  of  snatching  a  subsistence  from  the 
land  and  sea.  Their  struggles,  now,  were 
with  the  elements,  not  with  their  fellow- 
creatures  and  the  transition  sobered  their 
fiery  natures  into  a  tractability  that  no- 
thing else  could  have  achieved. 

There  were  a  few  spirits,  however,  ani- 
mated by  the  old-time  passions  that 
would  not  wholly  die,  who  rose  up  now 
and  then  and  committed  acts  of  vanda- 
lism upon  the  colony  that  were  met  with 
a  justice  as  effective  as  it  was  severe.  One 
of  these  irrespressibles,  Eric  Thorvaldson, 
called  the  Red,  so  incensed  the  Icelan- 
ders with  his  high-handed  actions  that 
they  banished  him  from  the  island.  Of 
a  wild,  roving  disposition,  the  reincarna- 
tion of  the  red  blood  of  his  ancestral  sea- 
kings,  this  man  took  his  sentence  as  a 
mere  adventure,  and  being  provided  with 
plenty  of  necessities  for  a  long  sea-voy- 
age, also  with  companions  of  kindred 
spirit,  he  pointed  his  dragon-prowed  ship 
for  the  west  and  sailed  away.  After 
many  days  of  uncertainty,  bad  weather 
and  disability  in  the  ship's  gear,  they 
sighted  land  and  with  joy  in  their  hearts 
sailed  along  a  rocky,  barren,  ice-bound 
coast  until  a  wide- mouthed  harbor  gave 
them  entrance  to  the  newly  found  terri- 
tory. Here  they  remained,  gave  the 
name  of  Greenland  to  their  discovery  and 
started  a  colony,  which  gaining  a  liveli- 
hood similar  to  their  native  Iceland,  was 
soon  in  a  fair  state  of  progression,  as  far 
as  progress  was  known  to  them.  It 
gradually  enlarged  upora  itself  by  keeping 
up  connection  in  trade  with  the  mother- 
land. 

While  Red  Eric  had  full  control, he  was 
quite  content  to  follow  much  as  the  people 
wished  in  the  matter  of  rule,  though  oc- 
casionally the  passion  of  free-handedness 
broke  out  in  him,  and  several  times  the 
Greenlanders  all  but  turned  him  from  their 
shores. 

One  of  Eric's  sons,  emulating  the  ex- 


ample of  his  father,  desired  to  go  on  a 
cruise  to  the  old  home  in  Iceland  and  al- 
so to  increase  his  knowledge  of  the 
world  by  a  continuance  of  the  voyage  to 
Norway.  Eric,  glad  to  see  that  the  old 
traditions  of  his  stock  were  not  yet  dead 
in  the  blood,  willingly  consented  and  had 
a  ship  fitted  out,  completely  manned,  and 
sent  the  venturesome  Leif  on  his  errand, 
admonishing  the  gods  of  speed  and  safe- 
ty to  attend  upon  him.  Leif  arrived  with 
good  fortune  at  Iceland  and  after  receiv- 
ing the  hospitality  of  his  countrymen  for 
some  time,  he  set  sail  again  and  found 
one  day  the  islands  of  the  Orkneys  loom- 
ing clearly  upon  the  horizon.  Here  he 
remained  much  longer  making  friends 
with  the  different  chieftains  and  lords  of 
the  isles,  then  eager  for  something  new 
he  embarked  once  again.  With  fair  wea- 
ther and  free  winds,  his  next  port  of  call 
was  on  the  broad  coast  of  Norway,  and, 
here,  cruising  from  fiord  to  fiord,  mak- 
ing merry  over  many  a  wassail  board, and 
winning  the  friendship  of  the  Northmen 
by  his  feats  of  seamanship  and  of  the 
sword,  he  tarried  till  long  into  the  sum- 
mer. He  was  brought  to  the  court  of 
King  Olaf ,  of  Norway,  with  whom  he  be- 
came a  prime  favorite,  and  while  there 
came  in  contact  with  some  Christain 
priests  and  missionaries  lately  come  from 
Rome.  The  doctrine  of  this  new  faith  so 
enthralled  Leif  of  Greenland  that  he  be- 
came a  convert  immediately,  much  to  the 
satisfaction  of  King  Olaf  who  had  also 
adopted  the  new  religion  and  was  allow- 
ing the  Romish  disciples  to  establish  mis- 
sions throughout  the  land.  Leif  had  no 
sooner  received  the  sacrament  of  the 
church  than  he  desired  to  return  to  his 
far  home  and  persuade  his  countrymen 
to  renounce  their  false  beliefs  for  the 
blessings  of  the  new.  As  the  season  was 
well  advanced  he  decided  to  start  at  once 
so,  having  received  the  benedictions  ot 
the  priests,  and  acknowledging  the  re- 
ceipt of  many  costly  gifts  from  the  Nor- 
wegian King,  he  ordered  his  ship  to  be 
made  ready  for  the  long  voyage.  They 
steered  a  course  south  of  the  usual  route, 
thinking  in  this  way  to  facilitate  the  pas- 
sage across,  but  after  leaving  behind  them 
the  last  islands  of  Northern  Britain,  a 
violent  wind  arose  driving  them  farther 
south    than  they    had    intended.  The

storm  lasted  many  days,  and  as  they 
were  forced  to  sail  with  it  they  lost  all 
reckoning  of  time  and  whereabouts. Their 
ship  also  began  to  show  the  heavy  strain 
of  the  pounding  seas.  The  men  grew 
restless  and  as  the  storm  failed  to  lessen 
in  strength  and  fury,  their  restlessness 
verged  upon  open  mutiny.  Happily,  one 
day,  the  storm  showed  signs  of  abate- 
ment and  the  men  suppressed  their  mut- 
terings.  More  sheet  was  given  to  the 
bulky,  square  sail  and  the  ship  rode  mer- 
rily along.  The  Vikings  knew  they  were 
far  to  the  south  of  the  Greenland  coast 
and  kept  an  anxious  look-out  for  land 
whatever  it  might  be. 

Their  ship,  with  little  or  no  modifica- 
tion, was  the  same  as  those  long,  snake- 
like galleys  that  used  to  harry  the  shores 


of  NorthernEurope, bringing  fireand  deso- 
lation whithersoever  theywent  They  were 
lightly  built,  with  sharp  curving  prow, 
from  the  stem  of  which  stood  up  in  mock 
defiance  of  the  storm, a  grinning  dragon's 
head  garnished  in  gold  or  bright  colors. 
In  the  bow  was  a  short  deck  whereon  the 
chieftain  stood  when  in  battle,  with  a 
few  retainers  about  him,  that  he  might 
deliver  the  first  blows  in  the  struggle.  In 
the  centre  of  the  boat  stood  the  single 
strong  and  lofty  spar,  on  which  slung  to 
an  extensive  boom  or  yard  was  the  huge, 
striped  sail.  When  there  was  little  or  no 
wind  for  sailing,  and  also  to  expedite  the 
movement  of  the  ship  while  in  battle  act- 
ion, there  was  a  bank  of  sweeps  or  oars, 
all  down  each  side,  manned  by  well-dis- 
ciplined  oarsmen.      During  the  rough 
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weather  the  large  opening  amidships 
could  be  completely  covered  by  an  easily 
erected  cover  or  awning  and  under  this 
canopy  was  the  principal  living  room  of 
the  ship.  On  another  small  deck  aft, 
similar  to  that  in  the  bow  quarters,  stood 
the  helmsman  steering  by  means  of  a 
short  tiller  attached  to  a  rudder  hanging 
over  the  larboard  side.  It  was  the  habit 
of  oarsman, in  early  times,  when  not  deck- 
ed out  for  battle,  to  sling  their  shields 
over  the  bulwarks  of  the  boat  directly 
above  where  they  stood  or  sat  to  row, 
and  the  strikingly  warlike  appearance  of 
this  array  of  glittering  shields  down  the 
sides  eventually  led  to  the  custom  of  hav- 
ing them  apportioned  positions  equally 
distant  from  each  other,  thus  adding  or- 
namentation to  utility. 

It  was  a  wild  moment  tor  all  in  the 
ship  of  Leif  Ericson  when,  on  that  day, 
shortly  atterthe  going  down  of  the  storm, 
the  cry  rang  out  that  the  land  was  in 
sight.  There  was  a  rush  to  the  highest 
places  in  the  boat  and  eyes  long  used  to 
the  piercing  of  sea  mists  were  strained  to 
catch-sight  of  the  long  expected  fringe 
of  grey  upon  the  horizon.  They  watch- 
ed it  till  it  grew  from  a  faint  stretch  in 
the  far  distance  to  a  well  defined  clear- 
cut  region  of  towering  rock  and  sandy 
beach.  When  within  a  short  distance  of 
the  shore  they  sailed  lightly  down  the 
coast  looking  for  a  safe  harbor  in  which 
to  land  that  they  might  overhaul  the  ship 
as  the  long  trip  had  made  her  almost  un- 
seaworthy.  After  finding  a  haven  suit- 
able for  the  purpose  the  crew  were  im- 
mediately set  to  work  at  the  task  of 
scraping  the  bottom  of  the  boat,  while 
Leit  and  his  officers  surveyed  their  sur- 
roundings. The  high  massive  cliffs  of 
rock,  range  after  range  as  far  as  the  eye 
could  see,  was  not  altogether  strange  to 
the  vikings,  for  such  scenery  indeed  was 
what  they  had  been  accustomed  to  seeing 
since  their  birth.  Iceland,  Greenland, 
even  Norway,  were  they  not  similarly 
featured?  High,  unending  lines  of  sullen 
shaped  mountain  and  promontory,  rock 
and  boulder  and  sandy  shore.  Occasion- 
ally a  glimpse  of  green  was  caught  amid 
the  inevitable  greys  and  browns,  but  they 
were  few.  On  his  boat  being  righted 
and  launched  again  Leif  followed  the 
coast  southward  for  a  few  days,  until  the 


changeless  monotony  of  the  shore-line 
tired  him  and  he  was  about  to  turn  north 
again,  when,  losing  the  land  for  a  little, 
they  came  upon  a  less  rocky  and  more 
wooded  section  of  the  country,  which 
aroused  further  curiosity  in  the  crew. 
They  landed  and  were  surprised  at  the 
height  and  bulk  of  the  trees,  some  of 
which  they  chopped  down  to  take  home 
with  them.  Having  satisfied  himself  as 
to  the  nature  of  the  country,  Leif,  at  last 
set  the  course  for  north  and  home,  giv- 
ing to  the  land,  that  had  agreeably  im- 
pressed him,  the  name  of  "Vinland  the 
Good." 

The  voyage  home  was  made  eventful 
by  the  surprising  discovery  of  ashipwreck. 
They  had  been  sailing  along  under  a  fair 
wind  and  smiling  skies  for  days  when  up- 
on nearing  the  Greenland  coast  the  look- 
out observed  a  dark  up-standing  sub- 
stance in  the  water  far  ahead.  At  first 
the  vikings  took  the  object  for  a  whale, 
not  an  unlikely  thing  in  those  northern 
waters,  but  under  closer  observation  it 
was  perceived  that  the  object  of  itself  was 
immovable,  though  certain  figures  were 
moving  on  its  surface.  Immediately  the 
ship's  course  was  altered  sufficiently  to 
bring  the  strange  discovery  within  hail 
and  in  due  time  the  object  disclosed  it- 
self. It  was  a  huge  rock  to  which  clung 
a  number  of  men.  They  were  rescued  by 
a  boat's  crew  sent  by  Leif  and  brought 
on  board.  They  told  a  tale  of  misery 
old  as  the  sea  itself.  Their  ship,  sailing 
from  Iceland  to  Greenland,  had  been  ov- 
ertaken by  a  great  storm  and  her  timbers 
old  and  worm-eaten  had  sprung  a- leak. 
The  crew  abandoned  her  taking  to  small 
boats  and  had  found  the  lonely  rock  in 
mid  ocean  on  which  they  would  have  died 
had  their  rescuers  not  arrived  in  time. 
From  this  incident  Leif  afterwards  receiv- 
ed from  his  countrymen,  the  name  of 
"the  Lucky." 

There  was  much  rejoicing  when  the 
long  absent  viking  ship  sailed  into  the 
harbor  of  Ericsfiord,  and  Brettahlid,  the 
home  of  Eric  Thorvaldson,  was  given  up 
to  mirth  and  amusement  for  many  a  day 
at  the  happy  return  of  his  son,  Leif. 
Great,  also,  was  the  wonder  and  specu- 
lation over  the  new  country  they  had  dis- 
covered to  the  south.  It  awoke  the  ad- 
venturous spirit  of  the  old  viking,  Red 
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Eric,  who  with  his  oldest  son,  a  brother 
to  Leif,  got  up  an  expedition  the  follow- 
ing year,  1001,  in  search  of  the  mysteri- 
ous Vinland,  but  they  were  unsuccessful 
in  reaching  their  destination,  owing,  evi- 
dently to  storms  and  adverse  winds,  for 
little  is  told  of  their  efforts.  Interest, 
however,  was  kept  at  fever  heat  over  the 
discovery  of  Leif  and  his  crew,  and  two 
years  after  the  abortive  venture  of  Red 
Eric  and  his  son,  a  daring  Icelander  nam- 
ed Thorfinn  Thordarson,  otherwise  Karl- 
sefni,  happening  in  Greenland,  determin- 
ed to  make  an  attempt  to  find  the  new 
land.  So,  with  a  few  courageous  spirits, 
like  himselt,  as  leaders,  Thorbrand  Snor- 
rason,  a  most  valiant  and  true  friend,  and 
one  Thorhall,  called  "the  Huntsman," 
and  with  two  ships  and  one  hundred  and 
sixty  men  in  all,  he  set  sail  in  the  spring 
of  the  year  1003,  from  the  settlement  of 
Greenland.lt  may  be  remarked  as  strange 
that  Leif  Ericson  did  not  follow  up  his 
first  successful  exploration,  but  that  vi- 
king, who  had  not  forgotten  the  reason 
of  his  sudden  departure  for  home  from 
Norway  was,  doubtless,  endeavoring  to 
win  over  his  fellowmen  to  the  new  belief, 
and  had,  it  may  be  assumed,  no  time  for 
secular  adventure. 

Karlsefni,  with  a  good  wind,  set  his 
course  for  the  south-west  and  after  a 
steady  run  they  came  in  sight  of  a  low- 
lying  shore  and  anchored  in  a  sheltered 
place,  rowing  in  to  observe  the  charac- 
ter of  the  land.  It  was  a  barren,  unten- 
able country  with  a  promiscuous  showing 
of  large  flat  stones  lying  on  the  surface. 
Besides  the  sea-faring  animals  they  en- 
countered foxes  and  bears,  probably  of 
the  polar  variety,  as  the  territory  they 
had  arrived  at  was,  no  doubt,  from  their 
account  of  it,  what  is  now  known  as 
Baffin's  Land.  Not  at  all  enchanted  with 
the  spot  they  pulled  out  and  away  after 
giving  the  country  the  name  of  Helluland 
from  its  chief  characteristic  of  low,  flat 
boulders  and  flags.  This  time  they  steer- 
ed under  a  stiff  north  breeze,  sailing  in  a 
southerly  direction  for  many  days,  event- 
ually coming  to  a  land  of  a  much  warmer 
climate  than  the  first  and  necessarily  very 
different  in  appearance.  Passing  down 
along  the  coast,  sailing  only  on  those 
days  that  the  wind  was  fair,  owing  to 
their  limited'knowledge  of  navigation,  it 


was  a  voyage  that  needed  much  patience 
and  perseverance,  qualities  which  do  not 
seem  to  have  been  wanting  in  the  ancient 
voyagers.  They  found  fresh  meat  plen- 
tiful, both  on  land  and  in  the  sea,  for  the 
replenishing  of  their  stores,  and  also 
were  successful  in  renewing  their  supply 
of  fresh  water.  Like  the  crew  of  Leif 
Ericson's  ship  they  were  much  impressed 
with  the  quantity  and  height  of  trees  in 
places  and  gave  to  the  region  the  name 
of  Markland.  They  voyaged  on  down 
the  coast  till  they  came  to  a  place  where 
long  sandy  beaches  marked  the  shore-line 
and  going  on  still  further  brought  them 
to  a  deeply  wooded  land  much  indented 
with  creeks  and  bays.  Landing  here  they 
decided  to  explore  some  of  the  interior  of 
the  country  and  after  ranging  about  the 
beach  for  a  time  they  chose  two  fleet  run- 
ners fram  the  crew  and  gave  them  in- 
structions how  to  proceed.  It  is  worth 
remarking  that  that  the  two  chosen  ones 
were  two  Gaels  from  the  Highlands  of 
Scotland,  slaves  of  Karlsefni,  and  given 
him  by  Leif  Ericson  who  had  received 
them  as  a  present  from  King  Olaf  of  Nor- 
way. They  were  chosen  because  of  their 
agility  in  clambering  over  rocks  and  hilly 
places.  After  a  reasonable  absence  the 
Gaels  returned  carrying  bunches  of  wild 
grapes  and  a  few  heads  of  a  species  of 
grain.  This  was  encouraging  to  the 
northmen  as  it  excited  their  ardour  and 
curiosity  to  see  more.  They  hoisted  an- 
chor and  steered  south  again,  sailing 
when  the  winds  permitted,  rowing  when 
the  seas  were  not  too  contrary.  It  was 
now  getting  towards  the  fall  of  the  year 
and  Karlsefni,  after  due  consideration 
with  his  friends  purposed  finding  a  suit- 
able harbour  and  landing  place,  erecting 
a  post  on  shore  and  staying  there  for  the 
winter.  Presently  they  arrived  at  a  large 
bay  at  the  mouth  of  which  reposed  an  is- 
land of  considerable  extent.  Here  was  a 
haven  adapted  to  their  needs,  so,  when 
the  tide  allowed  they  sailed  their  ships  to 
a  quiet  sheltered  spot  and  landed.  They 
built  a  considerable  dwelling  on  shore 
and  with  their  ships  hard  by  were  prepar- 
ed for  the  severity  of  the  winter  months. 
Their  boats  became  frozen-up  in  the  ice 
and  almost  buried  in  the  snow,  but  with 
easy  communication  between  ship  and 
ashore  they  began  the  cold  winter  spell 
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quite  comfortably.  But  ere  the  winter 
was  half  over  they  became  too  prodigal 
with  their  provisions  and  presently  fam- 
ine threatened  to  show  its  gaunt,  lean 
face.  Wild  fowl  and  birds,  very  plenti- 
ful in  the  early  part  of  the  season,  grew 
scarce  and  the  adventurers  became 
frightened  for  the  future.  One  day  a 
whale  was  discovered  blown  ashore  by  a 
fierce  storm  and  upon  it,  without  a  mom- 
ent's thought, they  ravenously  commenced 
to  appease  their  gnawing  hunger.  Prob- 
ably, had  they  at  first  eaten  it  in  small 
quantities,  there  would  have  been  no  evil 
effects  from  this  odd  diet,  but  a  series  of 
gorgings  could  have  but  one  result.  The 
majority  ot  them  became  deathly  sick. 
Fortunately  several  members  of  the  band 
discovered  that  by  cutting  holes  through 
the  ice  in  the  harbor  a  fish  could  be  lured 
from  the  briny  depths  and  the  adoption 
of  this  idea  saved  the  situation.  They 
abandoned  the  whale  to  the  scavangers  ot 
land  and  sea.  Occasionally  a  bear  or 
other  animal  was  killed  to  add  to  the  lar- 
der. To  say  that  they  suffered  extreme 
hardship  from  the  cold  would  be  rather 
inconsistent  when  we  consider  that  these 
men  were  born  and  bred  in  lands  nearly 
if  not  within  the  arctic  circle,  and  that 
hardship  among  the  colder  elements,  was 
of  necessity,  a  part  of  their  existence. 
They  minded  the  exigencies  of  winter  not 
at  all,  but  being  of  a  spirited,  zealous  na- 
ture the  confinement  exacted  by  the  frost 
and  snow  was  very  trying  and  they  longed 
for  the  milder  clime  of  summer.  We  can 
imagine  what  a  frenzy  of  joy  overcame 
them  when  they  saw  the  ice,  withered  by 
the  warm  south  winds  and  broken  by  the 
western  gales,  begin  to  leave  the  harbor 
and  drift  out  to  its  dissolution  among  the 
great  heavy  swells  of  the  restless  Atlan- 
tic. Rapidly  breaking  up  their  encamp- 
ment and  stowing  the  goods  in  the  holds 
of  the  vessels  they  quickly  followed  in  the 
wake  of  the  ice. 

During  the  winter  some  of  the  men, 
finding  the  long  period  of  confinement 
growing  irksome,  broke  out  into  open 
railing  of  the  monotony  and  otherwise 
acting  in  a  mutinous  manner.  They  were 
led  by  Thorhall,  the  Huntsman,  who 
though  a  chieftain  in  rank,  was  anything 
but  a  favorite  with  the  majority  of  the 
band.   This  man,  brutal  and  quarrelsome 


by  nature,  was  in  his  element  when 
trouble  was  brewing,  and  gave  the  leader 
Karlsefni,  much  annoyance  with  his  op- 
position to  authority.  One  day,  while 
out  on  his  usual  pursuit  of  hunting, Thor- 
hall got  separated  from  the  party  in  some 
way  and  though  they  searched  diligently 
for  him,  it  was  not  until  three  days  of 
constant  search  elapsed  before  he  was 
discovered  upon  ahigh,  rocky  promontory 
gazing  wildly  and  abstractedly  abouthim. 
He  was  loth  to  return  to  the  dwellings  of 
his  comrades  and  much  persuasion  was 
necessary  before  he  would  adopt  reason- 
able conduct.  It  was,  therefore,  not  un- 
expected, when,  as  they  were  planning 
their  further  voyage,  the  intractable  ones 
commenced  a  heated  discussion  as  to  the 
advisability  of  continuing  the  southward 
course.  Karlsefni  and  Snorrason,  with 
most  of  the  crew  were  for  renewing  the 
voyage,  but  the  Huntsman  and  nine  other 
irreconcilables  were  for  going  north  again. 
After  some  bickering  it  was  finally 
agreed  that  one  ship  be  allotted  to  each 
party  and  each  go  on  its  separate  way. 
Thorhall  with  his  nine  men  on  board 
turned  the  ship's  bow  for  the  north  and 
was  soon  lost  to  his  former  friends.  It 
appears  that  he  reached  the  shores  of 
Ireland  and  passing  along  the  coast  was 
taken,  possibly  for  a  pirate, after  a  severe 
struggle.  He,  and  the  few  of  the  crew 
who  were  alive,  were  made  slaves,  and 
after  an  eventful  life,  the  mighty  Hunts- 
man was  killed  in  battle,  never,  however, 
regaining  his  freedom. 

Karlsefni  and  his  followers  cruised 
about,  going  south  when  possible  with 
the  wind,  and  after  a  time  approached  a 
land  differing  in  many  ways  to  that  to 
which  they  had  been  accustomed.  This 
country  was  clothed  deeply  with  a  large 
forest  of  green  of  many  shades.  Moun- 
tains of  multiple  shapes  reared  rocky 
heads  above  the  verdant  woodlands,  and 
the  cries  of  many  birds  and  beasts  re- 
sounded through  the  groves  and  from 
along  the  shore.  The  Northmen,  much 
enamoured  with  the  beauty  of  this  new 
region,  sailed  along  its  pleasing  coast 
for  days  before  fully  making  up  their 
minds  to  land  and  build  their  settlement. 
As  they  sailed  farther  and  yet  farther  to 
the  south  the  climate  grew  warmer  and 
the  vegetation  took  on  a  fuller  and  den- 
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ser  growth.  At  length  they  reached  the 
broad  mouth  of  a  river  and  here  they  de- 
cided to  stay  for  a  time  at  any  rate.  The 
river  could  only  be  entered  at  flood-tide 
so  when  the  tide  allowed  they  ran  the 
ship  quite  a  distance  up  the  shallow  river. 
The  country  on  all  sides  was  deeply 
wooded  with  here  and  there  a  fir-clad 
hill  rising  out  of  the  forest.  Not  a  sign 
of  any  human  inhabitants  had  they  seen 
so  far,  though  at  the  entrance  to  the  riv- 
er, scattered  along  the  sandy  beach,  they 
had  noticed  the  keel  and  wreckage  of  a 
ship,  which  showed  as  far  as  they  could 
judge,  a  similarity  to  their  own. 

Running  the  boat  ashore,  as  was  their 
custom  when  landing  in  quiet  waters, 
they  were  soon  darting  about  the  woods 
and  valleys  of  the  vicinity,  eager  to  know 
more  of  the  strange,  yet  peaceful -looking 
land.  They  had  taken  a  few  cattle  with 
them  on  the  voyage  and  these  they  turn- 
ed out  among  the  hollow  vistas  of  the 
forests,  where  the  grass  was  thick  and 
luxuriant,  to  graze.  Their  first  task 
ashore  was  to  erect  booths  for  the  sum- 
mer months.  These  structures  were 
made  simply  by  driving  long  stakes  or 
poles  into  the  ground  forming  two  rows; 
the  tops  of  these  poles  were  attached  by 
horizontal  stakes,  and  the  whole  inter- 
woven with  small  branches  and  the  top 
thatched  to  shed  the  rain.  It  was  a  light 
airy  covering  suitable  for  the  summer 
season;  when  the  weather  grew  more 
severe  they  gave  place  to  dwellings  of 
more  substantial  pretence. 

While  exploring  this  latest  country 
they  discovered  more  wild  grain,  but  of  a 
fuller  development  than  that  of  the  nor- 
thern settlement,  and  the  wild  grapes, but 
richer,  larger  and  more  lucious  than  for- 
mer varieties.  Gathering  the  already 
ripened  product  of  the  fields  they  ground 
it  in  the  primitive  fashion  of  their  time 
and  were  well  pleased  to  find  that  it  an- 
swered the  purpose  of  the  grains  of  their 
own  home-land.  The  success  of  this  ven- 
ture allayed  their  fears  of  the  stress  of 
another  winter  in  this  latest  found  coun- 
try. They  looked  forward  to  a  less  strenu- 
ous solution  of  the  frost  clime. 

One  fine  clear  morning  of  the  late  au- 
tumn while  the  vikings  were  disposing 
themselves  about  their  different  duties 
around  the  settlement,  someone  drew  at- 


tention to  the  approach  of  a  number  of 
light  craft  being  rapidly  propelled  down 
the  river.  The  boats  were  manned  by  a 
dark-skinned,  savage-looking  race  of 
men,  whose  black,  shining  hair,  piercing 
eyes  and  long  lean  bodies  gave  them  an 
appearance  of  strength  and  ferocity. 
They  stared  at  the  white  faced,  fair-hair- 
ed Northmen  in  surprised  silence.  Then 
raising  their  short  oars  in  a  somewhat 
mechanical  fashion,  they  made  gestures 
as  though  they  would  speak  with  them. 
Karlsefni  beckoned  for  them  to  come  for- 
ward, though  he  gave  his  men  a  motion 
to  look  well  to  their  weapons.  On  came 
the  natives  and  as  they  drew  nearer,  the 
flashing  steel  and  silver  of  the  North- 
men's swords  and  garments  surprised 
them  into  open-mouthed  wonder  and  awe. 
They  seemed,  on  closer  contact,  such  a 
simple,  tractable  people,  that  the  vikings 
immediately  called  them  Skrellings,  a 
name  indicative  of  opprobrium  ordisdain. 
Some  of  them  had  in  their  possession 
robes  and  cloaks  of  the  finest,  silk-like 
furs  which  at  once  caught  the  eyes  of  the 
vikings.  They  made  signs  as  though 
they  would  trade  and  barter  with  them, 
offering  bits  of  iron  and  pieces  of  cloth 
in  exchange.  The  Skrellings  presently 
understood  what  was  intended  and  im- 
mediately commercial  transactions  were 
in  full  sway  between  the  parties.  After 
the  supply  of  furs  had  become  exhausted, 
and  they  could  find  nothing  else  with  which 
to  continue  the  intercourse,  the  natives 
reluctantly  took  leave  and  paddled  away 
in  their  skin  canoes,  returning  up 
the  river  from  whence  they  came. 

Shortly  after  this  episode,  the  Norse- 
men became  busy  at  the  work  of  enlarg- 
ing their  dwellings,  making  them,  as  far 
as  possible,  impervious  to  the  winter's 
cold,  for  another  season  of  frost  was  up- 
on them. 

Benefitting  by  the  experience  of  the 
last  winter  they  saw  carefully  to  the  stor- 
ing away  of  a  plentiful  supply  of  victuals 
and  as  both  fish  and  fowl,  as  well  as  other 
game,  were  to  be  had  with  little  labour 
in  their  present  encampment,  they  were 
more  at  ease  about  the  future.  They 
were  also  free  from  the  petty  tyranny  of 
Thorhall,the  Huntsman,  and  his  crew  and 
passed  the  days  in  happy  communion  and 
leisure.    It  must  have  been  an  exception- 
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ally  mild  winter  that  year,  for,  according 
to  their  statement,  so  little  snow  fell  that 
their  stock  could  be  left  in  the  open 
nearly  all  the  time  and  they  found 
almost  enough  forage  in  the  bare 
spots  among  the  hills  to  keep 
them  in  good  condition.  Spring  came 
early  and  scarcely  had  the  last  ice-floe, 
sailed  passed  the  encampment  towards 
the  river's  mouth,  when  a  large  party  of 
the  Skrellings  was  seen  dropping  down 
the  river  in  their  frail  canoes.  They  came 
with  a  large  supply  of  furs  for  the  pur- 
pose of  exchanging  them  for  the  guady 
trinkets  and  red  cloth  of  the  white  men. 
This  time  it  was  the  latter's  goods  that 
were  to  run  out  first.  Their  cloth  they 
tore  into  thin  strips  and  when  it  was  all 
gone  the  natives  clamoured  for  more. The 
Northmen  were  looking  about  for  some 
other  articles  to  trade  when  a  Skrelling 
going  intoecstacies  almost  over  a  portion 
of  porridge  given  him,  instantly  each  and 
all  of  the  natives  would  have  given  the 
last  fur  skin  for  a  mouthful  of  the  pounded 
grain.  They  were  in  the  middle  of  this 
vigorous  bargaining  when  a  bull,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  live  stock  of  the  expedition, 
quietly  grazing  at  some  distance  from 
the  camp,  gave  vent  to  a  prolonged  roar. 
At  once  the  natives  dropped  everything  in 
hand  and  tore  down  to  their  canoes  and 
without  stopping  to  ascertain  the  cause 
of  their  fright  and  discomfiture, they  pad- 
dled furiously  away  up  the  river. 

For  three  weeks  they  made  no  appear- 
ance and  the  Northmen  were  preparing 
to  depart  from  the  land,  when  one  day  a 
large  fleet  of  canoes  was  discovered  com- 
ing around  a  point  up  the  river.  They 
kept  close  together  and  made  no  acknow- 
ledgment of  the  presence  of  the  vikings, 
except  to  run  their  light  craft  ashore  at  a 
suitable  landing  place  and  arm  themsel- 
ves each  with  a  long  bow  and  full  sheath 
of  arrows.  This  last  manuoevre  aroused 
the  curiosity  of  the  Northmen.  It  looked 
like  a  challenge  to  combat  as  in  previous 
intercourse  they  had  shown  no  such  ag- 
gresive  action.  After  a  short  council, 
Karlsefni  and  his  men  decided  to  talk 
with  the  Skrellings,  and  if  possible  allay 
their  fears  with  a  few  signs  of  friend- 
liness. Thorbrand  Snorrason  with  a 
few  others  offered  to  act  as 
mediators  but  their  intentions  were  mis- 


construed. The  Skrellings  seeking  the 
shelter  of  rocks  and  trees  let  loose  fast- 
flying  arrows  and  other  missiles  upon 
them  and  a  general  engagement  follow- 
ed. The  Northmen  held  a  good  position 
upon  a  prominent  bluff  of  rock,  com- 
manding a  view  of  the  enemy  as  well  as 
their  own  ship  and  dwellings.  At  first 
the  natives  led  the  action  but  the  steady 
courage  of  the  vikings, together  with  their 
mighty  strength  with  axe,  javelin  and 
sword  compelled  the  natives  to  withdraw. 
The  fight  had  lasted  sometime  though 
from  the  constant  rush  of  the  Northmen 
to  deal  hand  to  hand  blows,  the  Skrel- 
lings, who  needed  some  space  between  to 
make  their  arrows  effective,  were  forced 
back  continually  and  at  last  wholly  rout- 
ed and  chased  to  their  canoes  which  they 
speedily  launched  and  fled  away,  leaving 
quite  a  number  of  dead  and  wounded  be- 
hind. 

Among  the  vikings  two  were  killed  and 
four  or  five  wounded.  Karlsefni  was  sore- 
ly grieved  to  find  among  the  fallen  his 
friend  Thorbrand  Snorrason,  who  had 
been  nearest  the  enemy  when  they  be- 
gan the  onslaught.  He  had  been  almost 
instantly  killed  with  an  arrow  through 
his  lungs,  while  several  other  barbs  had 
pierced  different  parts  of  his  body.  The 
two  dead  were  buried  with  all  theceremon- 
ies  cf  their  respective  stations,  the  wound- 
ed placed  in  quiet  and  comfortable  quar- 
ters and  leveling  their  dwellings  with  the 
ground,  the  Northmen,  after  stowing 
away  their  valuables  in  the  hold  of  the 
ship,  set  sail  on  a  northward  course. They 
were  enabled  to  hug  the  shore  a  good 
deal  and  in  time  arrived  at  the  place  of 
their  first  settlement,  and,  as  the  season 
was  far  advanced  they  decided  to  put  in 
another  winter  in  their  old  habitations. 
Prospects  appeared  encouraging  in  the 
matter  of  food  as  fowls  and  animals  were 
numeious.  They  had  also  taken  on 
board  with  them  a  good  suppy  of  grain 
from  the  vicinity  of  their  settlement  of 
Vinland  and  this  proved  a  happy  addition 
to  their  flesh  diet.  The  third  winter  passed 
quietly  and  uneventful  and  with  the  spring 
awakening  of  the  water  and  the  land, they 
again  embarked  all  their  colonial  effects 
on  board  their  doughty  ship  and  this 
time  they  set  her  dragon's  head  for 
home. 


THE  VOYAGES  OF  THE  VIKINGS

Greenland  was  reached  in  due  time  and 
the  voyagers  welcomed  as  friends  risen 
from  the  dead.  They  were  feasted  and 
praised  at  many  a  wassail  board  while 
the  story  of  their  adventures  in  far-off 
Vinland-the-Good  was  repeated  over 
and  over  again  until  it  became  woven  in- 
to the  songs  of  the  skalds  whence  it  pass- 
ed into  the  simple,  stirring  folk-lore  of  the 
people. 

Of  any  subsequent  voyages  of  the 
Northmen  to  the  land  to  the  south  no 
mention  has  been  made  or  seen  except  a 
brief  statement  in  an  ancient  manuscript 
referring  to  a  number  of  Icelandic  seamen 
from  the  colony  of  Greenland  having  sail- 
ed as  far  south  as  Markland  in  the  year 
1347.  But  only  the  one  writer  has  been 
found  that  records  the  incident. 

Arctic  explorers  while  traversing  the 
rocky  shores  of  Baffin's  Land  have  found 
flags  of  ancient  carved  stone  bearing  in- 
scriptions in  the  early  runic  characters  of 
the  vikings,  and  these  discoveries,  go  far 
towards  proving  the  tales  of  the  early 
narrators. 

As  to  how  far  south  the  vikings  voy- 
aged has  been  a  much  mooted  question. 
Most  of  those  who  are  well-aquainted 
with  the  different  characteristics  of  our 


eastern  coast,  assert  that  the  lowest  point 
of  their  cruising  could  easily  be  about 
forty-six  degrees,  but  they  hesitate  in 
making  it  lower.  This  would  place  the 
Norseman's  Vinland  somewhere  about 
the  middle  coast  of  Nova  Scotia.  Mark- 
land  might  well  be  Newfoundland  and 
Helluland  the  low,  flat  rock  of  Baffin's 
Land  or  Northern  Labrador.  There  might 
possibly  be  contention  over  the  fact  of 
them  taking  three  years  to  sail  that  dis- 
tance but  we  must  remember  that  the 
distance  is  greater  than  seems,  also,  con- 
sider the  means  of  navigation  in  those 
days,  when,  through  adverse  winds  voy 
ages  were  delayed  for  weeks  at  a  time. 

However  through  much  research  and 
discussion  there  stands  out  the  clear-cut 
fact,  that,  just  about  nine  hundred  years 
ago,  nearly  five  centuries  before  the  dis- 
covery of  Columbus,  the  hardy  vikings 
had  set  eyes  on  what  is  now  the  contin- 
ent of  America,  and  though  they  did  not 
follow  up  the  discovery  to  their  ultimate 
advantage — no  matter — they  are  actual- 
ly the  first  heroes  of  our  land.  Let  us 
give  them  a  thought  when  reading  of  the 
much-vaunted  adventures  and  exploits  of 
our  own  forbears,  and,  also,  what  they 
most  richly  deserve,  a  fair  meed  of  praise. 


Experiences  in  the  Backwoods.

IT  is  a  curious  consideration,  that 
men  require,  for  the  most  part,  an 
image  of  wood  or  metal,  or  an  idol 
of  stone  made  by  their  own  hands,  to 
call  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
is  a  supreme  Diety,  whilst  all  round  them 
there  are  abundant  signs  of  that  great 
Power,  so  vast  that  the  short  years  of  a 
man's  life,  cannot  begin  to  recognize  but 
a  small  portion  of  the  careful  arrange- 
ments created  by  the  hands  of  sublime 
wisdom,  for  the  assistance  of  man. 

These  thoughts  occurred  to  me,  whilst 
admiring  a  colony  of  horned  bladder- wort 
(uticularia  cornuta),  growing  on  a  sandy 
promontory,  caused  by  a  small  river  dis- 
charging its  waters  into  one  of  the  great 
northern  lakes  of  Ontario.  The  quaintly 
formed  yellow  bonnets,  on  their  naked 
scapes,  towards  the  evening  threw  out  a 


strong  and  agreeable  perfume,  which  was 
but  little  perceptable  during  the  bright 
day  light — a  cable  to  the  night  moth, 
even  as  their  yellow  beauty  called  the 
passing  bee  and  butterfly,  during  the 
hours  of  sunlight. 

The  woods  came  to  the  shore  of  the 
lake  in  gentle  undulations  though  here 
and  there  a  rocky  bluff,  whose  covering 
of  contorted  cedar,  dwarfed  pine  and 
juniper,  growing  from  the  crevices, 
partly  shaded  the  nakedness  of  the  gran- 
ite, yet  left  sufficient  coloring  to  make  a 
pleasing  contrast. 

It  was  early  autumn.  As  I  approached 
the  timber  growth,  I  saw  to  my  surprise 
an  anemone,  which  owing  to  the  deep 
shade  of  the  forest  and  facing  the  setting 
sun,  had  only  made  its  appearance  at 
this  late  season.      I  would  have  plucked 
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it,  as  a  curiosity,  but  it  would  have  wilted 
so  I  left  it,  a  pure  spotless  blossom. 
Probably  but  few  of  those  reading  these 
lines,  have  experienced  the  peculiar  feel- 
ing of  being  miles  and  miles  away,  from 
their  fellow  men  ;  alone,  a  one  being, 
amidst  an  immense  solitude.  This  feel- 
ing comes  over  the  wandering  traveller  at 
times  and  is  almost  overwhelming.  The 
little  child  on  its  first  venture  from  home, 
from  parents,  from  brothers  and  sisters 
probably  feels  the  same  prominence  in  its 
attack  of  home  sickness,  though  without 
the  sudden  cure  to  the  traveller,  which 
active  movement  and  busy  preparations 
give. 

Asthe  sun  was  already  low,  I  looked  for 
and  found,  a  nice  level  spot,  under  a 
bunch  of  red-pine  saplings,  adjoining  the 
sandy  shore.  Disembarking,  I  quickly 
erected  my  little  tent,  making  a  soft  bed 
of  spicy  smelling  balsam  branches.  There 
were  lots  of  driftwood,  which  had  been 
left  by  the  receding  waters  of  the  spring 
flood,  so  having  gathered  sufficient  for  a 
good  fire  to  last  until  bedtime,  as  the 
nights  at  that  time  of  the  year  are 
cool,  and  a  bright  fire  is  both  cheering 
and  companiable.  The  results  of  the 
long  exertion  caused  a  thin  feeling  at  the 
waist  band,  so  I  proceeded  to  get  ready  my 
evening  meal.  I  had  shot  a  musk-rat 
which  when  par-boiled  and  afterwards 
fried,  is  a  first  rate  pilot  fish  to  a  hot 
scone,  and  satisfies  the  longing  of  a  hun- 
gry man,  assisted  by  a  cup  of  hot  tea, 
the  never  failing  solace  of  the  weary 
bushman. 

Sitting  by  the  fire,  having  supped  well 
enjoying  a  little  more  tea  in  company  with 
a  pipe  of  McDonald's  briar,  I  listened  to 
the  various  calls  of  the  water  birds,  and 
occasionally  the  flap  of  a  beaver's  tail, 
giving  the  alarm,  startled  probably,  by 
the  smell  of  the  tobacco,  or  the  big  splash 
of  a  heavy  fish  jumping  in  play  with  its 
mates,  in  the  cool  of  the  evening  air. 

It  was  now  dark,  though  the  stars 
were  shining  and  was  about  time  to  turn 
in,  as  I  wished  to  start  early  in  the  morning. 

Suddedly  I  noticed  everything  had  be- 
come quiet.  Listening,  I  fancied  I  heard 
the  sound  of  a  paddle.  In  a  few  minu- 
tes a  canoe  with  an  occupant  glided  in 
front  of  me  close  to  the  shore.  A  man's 
voice  called  "Hallo  there,"  "Good  even- 


ing!" and  in  a  moment  both  the  canoe 
and  its  owner  were  on  the  sandy  beach. 
"I  saw  the  blaze  of  your  fire  from  the 
island,  a  little  ways  up"  said  the  big 
voice,  in  the  shadow,  "and  thought  I 
would  slip  over  and  pay  you  a  visit." 
"Very  good  of  you  Pat", I  replied,  "come 
and  sit  down,  who  would  have  thought 
of  meeting  you  here."  "By  the  great  St. 
Patrick  himself  !  my  boy  !  the  very  man 
of  all  men"  chimed  in  my  visitor.  There 
was  a  hearty  handshake,  and  my  friend 
of  many  years,  was  sitting  down  beside 
me. 

A  most  unexpected  meeting  !  I  made 
on  a  bright  fire  and  having  filled  our 
pipes,  we  chatted  of  mutual  friends,  work 
that  we  were  then  engaged  upon,  finally 
drifting  to  the  old  days  when  we  worked 
together. 

"Do  you  remember"  said  Pat  "the  big 
scare  we  got  coming  down  the  line  be- 
tween the  townships  of  P — and  the  Gore 
berth  ?" 

"Indeed  I  do,"  I 'replied  laughing,  "I 
shall  never  forget  it." 

"Och  murder"  he  continued,  "I  can  see 
the  picture  of  the  two  of  us,  working 
down  the  hill  to  the  river,  with  the  great 
beast  roaring  and  the  cubs  squeaking 
over  beyant.  You  with  the  tommy-hawk, 
and  myself  with  the  wee  rifle,  wan  of  them 
flea-shooters  ;  looking  and  peecking 
through  the  bush,  until  we  struck  the 
river  in  the  gorge.  Then,  when  we  waded 
to  the  middle  of  the  river  up  to  our  waists 
and  could  see  nothing  but  the  cliff  of 
granite  rock  and  boulders,  the  menagerie 
roars  stopped  and  the  squeaks  ceased." 
"Faith"  continued  my  six  foot  six  friend  "I 
climbed  that  cliff  with  fears  and  trembles* 
expecting  each  long  minute,  some  great 
beast  would  be  gathering  me  to  itself,  as 
I  poked  my  head  above  the 
rock,  and  that  you  would  disappear 
whilst  it  was  making  a  quick  meal  of  my- 
self. When  we  achieved  the  top  of  the 
cliff,  talk  of  howls  of  the  Banshee"  ex- 
claimed Pat  "they  are  not  in  it,  the  rack- 
et started  again.  You  sat  down  laugh- 
ing and  pointed  at  the  big  pine  tree  to 
the  left  of  us,  where  the  great  raven,  had 
the  nest  ;  it  was  feeding  and  scolding 
the  squeaking  youngsters.  Who  ever  would 
have  thought  a  bird  could  have  made 
such  a  fearsome  noise  ?" 


Surveying  the  Selkirks. 


THE  wonderful  and  widespread  in- 
terest taken  in  Canada's  mountain 
regions,  owing  to  the  establishment 
and  successful  work  of  the  Alpine  Club 
of  Canada,  lends  additional  importance 
to  the  publication,  by  the  Department  of 
the  Interior,of  the  Selkirk  Range,  a  book 
issued  in  two  volumes,  and  containing  an 
account  of  two  years'  work  of  the  topo- 
graphical survey   of  the   portion   of  the 
Selkirks  adjacent  to  the  line  of  the  Cana- 
dian  Pacific   Railway.     The  author  is 
Mr.  A.  O.  Wheeler,  who  is  in  charge,  on 
behalf  of  the  Dominion  Government,  of 
the   topographical    survey    and  whose 
party  during  the  first  year  covered  the 
ground  between 
Beave  r  mo  u  t  h 
and  Revelstoke, 
from  the  eastern 
to  the  western 
slopes    of  the 
range.    "At  the 
latter     point  a 
connection  is 
made  with  J.  J. 
McArthur's    to-  '  f/ 

pographical  sur- 
vey of  the  Col- 
umbia valleyand 
Arrow  lakes.  By 
this  means  a 
continuous  zone 
has  been  topog- 
raphically   SUr-  A  LORD  OF  THE 


veyed  for  several  miles  on  either  side  ot  the 
railway  and  river,  forming  a  base  from 
which  the  work  can  be  expanded  in  any 
required  direction.  During  the  second 
year  the  survey  was  extended  southward 
to  embrace  all  previous  travel  and  ex- 
ploration of  the  higher  Selkirk  summits, 
and  to  enable  a  reliable  guide  map  to  be 
furnished  to  tourists  and  mountaineers.'* 
The  first  volume  is  divided  into  four 
parts,  the  first  dealing  with  the  survey, 
the  second  with  travel  and  exploration, 
the  third  previous  surveys  and  the  fourth 
deals  with  mountaineering  in  the  Sel- 
kirks. There  are  also  eight  appendices, 
every  one  of  which  is  valuable  and  most 

useful   for  the

purpose  of  re- 
ference. The  il- 
lustrations add 
much  to  the  in- 
terest of  the 
work  and  par- 
ticularly the 
maps  and  plans 
which  comprise 
the  second  vol- 
ume,andwhich, 
as  works  of 
study  and  re 
ference  cannot 
be  surpassed. 

Part  one  de- 
voted to  an  ac- 
count   of  the 
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survey  describes  in  plain  but  forcible  lan- 
guage the  actual  experiences  of  the  party 
when  engaged  in  the  work.  The  photo- 
graphic method  was  followed  and  Mr. 
Wheeler,  after  describing  the  system, 
declares  it  to  be  most  suitable  for  topog- 
raphical work.  By  agreement  with  the 
Dominion  Government,  British  Columbia 
ceded  what  is  now  known  as  the  i  'railway 
belt,"  to  the  Dominion  in  order  to  assist 
in  the  construction  of  the  first  transcon- 
tinental railway.     It  is  this  area,  "the

vey  became  necessary." 

A  topographical  survey  of  the  Rockies 
was  commenced  in  1887,  using  the  photo- 
graphic method  but  was  discontinued  in 
1892  owing  to  the  surveyors  on  that 
work  being  taken  off  to  conduct  similar 
operations  in  connection  with  the  Alaskan 
boundary  survey.  During  the  last  season 
of  this  work,  a  leconnaissance  survey  in 
the  Selkirks  was  undertaken  with  a  view 
of  extending  the  main  Rocky  Mountain 
triangulation  to  that  range."      At  first  it 
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was  intended  to  resume  the  work  at  the 
point  where  it  was  dropped, but  owing-  to 
the  fact  that  Mr  Edward  Whymper,  the 
famous  English  mountaineer,  had  been 
engaged  to  conduct  explorations  and  sur- 
veys in  the  interests  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific,  it  was  decided  to  leave  the  field 
open  to  him  and  take  up  topographi- 
cal work  in  the  Selkirks,  subsequently 
connecting  it  with  the  general  system  of 
triangulation  carried  up  the  Bow  and 
down  the  Kicking  Horse  valleys. 
When  startingout  upon  his  first  season's 
work,  Mr  Wheeler 
met  Mr.  Whym- 
per, at  Banff,  and 
had  the  advantage 
of  examining  his 
outfit  and  instru- 
ments, all  having 
been  selected  with 
extreme  care  and 
as  one  result  of 
his  long  and  var- 
ied experiences. 
From  Revelstoke 
the  party  proceed- 
ed drown  the  Arr- 
ow Lake  branch to 
examine  the  long 
tangent  proposed 
as  a  base  from 
which  to  initiate 
the  triangulation 
for  fixingthe  posi- 
tion of  the  camera 
stations.  It  was 
found  to  answer 
the  purpose  well 
and  Mts.  Macken- 
zie and  Cartier 
would  prove  ex- 
cellent and  easily 

accessible  points  from  which  to  expand 
to  the  east.  A  preliminary  trip  up  Mt. 
Mackenzie,  in  company  with  two  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  employees,  was  not 
fruitful  of  results  and  a  few  days  later  a 
start  was  made  in  an  eastern  direction. 
In  company  with  a  prospector,  Mr. 
Wheeler  had  quite  an  adventure. 

"A  mile  and  a  half  east  of  Twin  Butte, 
two  most  picturesque  mountain  torrents 
meet  immediately  below  the  railway. 
They  are  crossed  by  a  long  wooden 
trestle  about  a  hundred  feet  above  the 


bottom  of  the  ravine.  ^5  When  midway 
across  a  freight  train  suddenly  emerged 
from  a  cutting  at  the  other  end  and  took 
the  trestle.  There  was  nothing  for  it 
but  to  hang  on  to  the  side  timbers  of  the 
bridge  as  best  we  might,  not  a  comfort- 
able position  with  a  pack  on  your  back 
and  a  hundred  foot  drop  below.  That 
was  the  longest  and  slowest  train  I  ever 
saw.  I  think  we  were  both  a  little  bit 
frightened  as  we  shook  ourselves  togeth- 
er and  vowed  more  caution  in  the  future." 
A   description   of  *the  journey  from 
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Albert  Canyon  to  Glacier  House  follows. 
Here  introductions  to  the  Swiss  guides 
were  made,  and  the  author  pays  a  tribute 
to  the  excellent  services  of  these  men  on 
snow  and  ice  where  they  are  good  and 
competent,  though  on  the  rocks  Cana- 
dian guides  are  quite  their  equals,  "and 
in  the  bush  and  brush  could  give  them 
points."  In  extended  trips,  which  will 
shortly  be  demanded,  they  are  likely  to 
prove  of  still  greater  service. 

From  Mt.  Lookout,  Mr.  Wheeler  had 
splendid  views  of  the  Selkirks  and  with 
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his  prismatic  compass  and  map  located 
with  ease  most  of  the  peaks  bearing 
names.  An  attempt  was  made  upon  Mt. 
Sir  Donald  but  without  success.  A  fine 
description  of  the  snowsheds,  a  most  in- 
teresting feature    of  a  western  trip  over 


the  Canadian  Pacific,  is  given  as  well  as 
an  account  of  the  trip  to  Beavermouth, 
which  was  a  success  in  every  way. 

As  a  result  of  this  trip  it  was  decided 
to  commence  work  in  earnest  at  Albert 
Canyon  village,  twenty-two  miles  from 


Revelstv.ke  and  twenty-five  miles  from 
the  summit.  On  July  eighth,  1901,  the 
party  were  under  canvas  at  Albert 
Canyon.  The  village  is  2227  feet  above 
the  sea  level  and  the  first  station  occupied 
is  at  an  altitude  of  7  276  feet  or  5049  feet 

above  the  rail- 
way and  was 
recorded  as  'Al 
bert  Canvon 
East.'  The 
second  station 
is  on  the  same 
ridge.  Across 
the  valley  are 
two  peaks,  the 
northerly  9,562 
and  the  south- 
erly 9,998  feet, 
and  Mr. 
Wheeler  sug- 
gests thatthese 
hitherto  un- 
named peaks 
be  called  Al- 
fa e  r  t  Peaks, 
while  the  name 
of  the  creek  at 
their  eastern 
base  be  chang- 
ed to  Albert 
Creek.  These 
Peeks  look 
worth  aconqu- 
est  ;  what  the 
western  faces 
may  show  has 
yet  to  be  dis- 
covered. 

On  July 
thirteenth  and 
fourteenth,  a 
trip  was  made 
up  the  north 
branch  of  the 
Illecille  w  a  e  t, 
the  party  divid- 
ing and  as- 
cending the 
valleys  on  both 
sides  to  the  crest  of  the  slopes  by  which 
it  is  formed.  The  station  southeast  of 
the  stream,  known  as  Canyon  station  has 
an  altitude  of  6,540  feet  and  that  on  the 
north  side  or  North  Fork  station,  7,047 
feet.    Both  command  a  fine  view  up  the 
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valley  "disclosing  an  array  of  tributary 
valleys  and  at  their  heads,  rugged  snowy 
peaks,  many  of  them  apparently  over  ten 
thousand  feet  above  sea  level." 

The  main  stream  was  crossed  by  a 
wire  cable  consisting  of  four  telegraph 
wires  twisted  together,  and  in  the  next 
three  days  three  stations  were  occupied, 
one  on  the  south  side  of  the  river,  Albert 
Canyon  west,  elevation  5,363  feet,  Albert 
Canyon  north,  elevation  6,999  feet  and 
Silver  Creek  East, elevation  7584  feet.  It 
was  necessary  to  occupy  the  latter 
stations,  to  make  a  camp  at  timber  line, 
though  it  was  hard  to  carry  up  tent, 
blankets  and  provisions  in  addition  to 
camera  and  transit.  To  make  an  ascent 
and  pioperly  occupy  a  station  the  same 
day  was  often 
impossible. 

When  moving" 
the  camp  to  Twin 
Butte  siding,  ten 
miles  westerly,  the 
cook  shot  three 
bears,  an  old  one 
and  two  cubs. 
The  young  ones 
climbed  a  tree  but 
could  not  hide 
themselves.  Later 
on  the  old  one 
made  good  soup 
and  the  meat  of 
one  of  the  young 
ones  was  found  pal- 
atable. They  were 
brown  bears  and 
not  of  large  size. 
A  station  south  of  Twin  Butte  at  an  al- 
titude of  6996  feet  was  occupied.  This 
proved  a  most  interesting  station  present- 
ing magnificent  views  of  the  Illecillewaet 
valley  both  east  and  west.  The  great 
mass  of  the  Albert  Peaks  were  seen  at 
close  range  and  it  was  realized  that  many 
problems  were  presented  for  solution. 

A  trip  west  of  the  Twin  Creeks  was 
taken  on  July  twenty-fourth  and  five  days 
later  camp  was  moved  to  the  old  mill  at 
Greely  Creek,  six  miles  from  Revelstoke. 
This  proved  an  ideal  camping  ground. 
The  last  two  days  of  July  were  spent  on 
the  ridges  immediately  east  of  Greely 
creek  and  between  it  and  the  Twin 
Creeks.    Three  stations  were  occupied, 


Greely  Creek  East,  Greely  Creek  South 
and  Twin  Creek  West  at  the  respective 
altitudes  of  7,241,  7,749  and  7,568  feet, 
the  railway  at  Greely  creek  being  1,699 
feet  above  sea  level.  The  views  were 
especially  fine  showing  numerous  lake- 
lets in  the  Alpine  valleys  above  timber 
line.  Many  deer  were  also  seen  and  one 
large  caribou. 

Smoke  from  bush  fires  hindered  the 
work  somewhat  and  on  August  second 
the  party  crossed  the  Illecillewaet  in  an 
acme  folding  canvas  boat,  occupying 
several  stations  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Clach-na-coodin  group.  The  elevation 
of  the  highest  point  photographed  was 
7983  feet.  "Below  this  point,  reposing  in 
an  elevated  rocky    basin,    lay  a  small

lake  of  bright  emerald  green,  the  water 
having  a  translucent  rather  than  trans- 
parent appearance.  I  am  not  aware  what 
causes  thecoloring.lt  is  not  due  to  reflec- 
tion, for  the  color  remains  the  same  in 
cloud  or  shine.  I  have  morever  seen 
three  of  these  little  lakes  close  together 
in  a  valley,  one  emerald  green,  one  deep 
violet  and  the  other  dingy  brown." 

Camp  was  then  taken  to  Revelstoke 
and  established  in  a  belt  of  green  timber, 
three  miles  from  town.  The  bush  was 
on  fire  at  the  time  though  gangs  of  men 
in  the  Government  service  were  fighting 
the  fire  and  soon  had  it  under  control, 
but  it  was  not  finally  extinguished  until 
snow  fell.  The  work  was  carried  on  amid 
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great  discouragement  but  base  measur- 
ing was  concluded.  In  the  middle  of 
August  a  flying  camp  was  taken  to 
timber  line  on  Mt.  Mackenzie.  The 
next  morningjwhile  the  party  were  at 
breakfast, a  caribou  paid  them  a  visit  and 
in  the  evening  another  was  seen  in  the 
same  locality.  Signals  were  set  upon 
both  peaks  and  a  return  made  to  the 
main  camp.      The    two  peaks,  formerly

known  as  the  Twin  Butte,  have  since 
been  named  Mts.  Mackenzie  and  Tilley. 
Mr.  Wheeler  holds  that  there  is  in  reality 
but  one  peak,  the  other  being  only  a  spur 
or  shoulder,  although  from  the  valley 
they  have  the  appearance  of  two  distinct 
points.  The  higher  was  recorded  as  Mt. 
Mackenzie,  altitude  8,064  teet  but  the 
lower  as  Mackenzie  Shoulder,  altitude 
7,718,  feet.  /'The  altitude  otthe  railway 

at  its  base  is 
1434  feet  leav- 
ing a  climb  of 
6.630  feet  to 
the  lo  f  t  i  e  r 
summitwithin 
fifty  feet  the 
same  height 
as  the  summit 
of  Mt.  Sir 
Donald  from 
Glacier  House 
and  much 
more  tiring." 
The  last  stat- 
ion to  be  oc- 
cupied in  the 
vicinity  was 
Mt.  Cartier, 
but  owing  to 
the  dense 
smoke  only 
photograp  h  s 
to  the  east- 
ward were 
taken  and  a 
signal  erected 
for  use  from 
the  base. 

Smokecon- 
tinued  so  bad 
that  it  was 
decided  t  o 
pack  up  and 
start  for  Rog- 
ers Pass.  "In 
the  small 
hours  of  Aug- 
ust twenty- 
seventh,  the 
car  containing 
our  ponies, 
outfit  and 
party  was 
dumped  at 
the  side  track 
at  the  summit 
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of  the  Selkirks."  Camp  was  pitched  at 
the  actual  summit  of  the  pass.  As  some- 
thing easy  for  a  start  Mt.  Avalanche 
was  selected  and  the  following  day's  ex- 
pedition was  entirely  successful.  The 
day  afterwards 
the  westerly  ol 
the  twin  peaks 
of  Avalanche  was 
occupied,  when 
the  whole  panor- 
ama of  the  Her- 
mit range  was 
seen,  to  the  east 
the  Beaver  valley 
and  i  'above  the 
towering  outline 
of  Mt.  Macdon- 
ald  the  snow  caps 
of  the  Rockies." 

A  station  on 
the  northern 
ridge,  overlook- 
ing the  Beaver 
Valley,  altitude 
3,682  (eet  was  oc- 
cupied. (<The 
station  furnishes 
an  excellent  view 
of  the  north  face 
of  Sir  Donald  ; 
it  did  not  appear 
to  offer  a  good 
point  of  attack 
from  this  quarter, 
the  sides  rising 
in  sheer  precipi- 
ces from  base  to 
summit.  The 
glaciers  at  the 
outlet  of  the  neve 
descend  to  the 
Beaver  valley  and 
are  small  and 
cramped." 

Sir  Donald  was 
next  attacked 
and  by  rising  at 
two  o'clock  the 
ascent  was  com- 
menced   at  half 

past  three  and  the  summit  reached  at 
10.15  a.  m.  Although  the  day  was 
smoky  some  good  work  was  done.  Camp 
was  not  reached  till  half  past  nine  o'clock 
in  the  evening,   the  party  having  been 


steadily  on  the  go,  inclusive  of  the  work 
at  the  summit,  for  twenty  hours.  The 
elevation  of  Sir  Donald  above  sea  level 
is  found  to  be  10,808  feet. 

An    unsuccessful    attempt  to  occupy

Swiss  Peak  was  made  on  September  the 
third,  the  want  ot  success  being  due  to 
bad  weather.  Tupper  Crest,  altitude 
8,568  feet  was  however  occupied  and  the 
outfit  and  instruments  left  for  a  further 
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effort.  As  climbing  was  out  of  question  on 
the  fifth  a  run  was  made  to  Bear  Creek 
station  and  a  signal  erected  there.  On 
the  sixth  a  return  was  made  to  the  camp 
below  Swiss  Peak  and  a  station,  Hermit 
Crest,  altitude  9,010  feet,  occupied. 
Swiss  Peak  was  conqueredon  thefollowing 


day,  the  pre- 
vious record 
being  an  as- 
cent by  Carl 
Sulzer,  o  f 
the  Swiss 
Alpine  Club 
in  1890.  At 
B  e  a  v  e  r  - 
mouth  a  few 
days  after- 
wards M  r  . 
Wheeler  met 
a  prospector 
who  upon 
being  told  of 
the  feat  said 
4 'Why  I  was 
up  that  five 
years  ago  !" 
The  eleva- 
tion of  Swiss 
Peak  is  10,- 
515  feet. 

Notwi  th  - 
standing  the 
drawb  a  c  k  s 
of  bad  weath- 
er a  station 
was  occupied 
immediately 
south  "of 
B  e  a  v  e  r  - 
mouth  at  an 
altitude  o  f 
7,251  feet.  A 
second  sta- 
tion, oppos- 
i  t  e  Suprise 
Creek,  alti- 
tude 5,939 
feet,was  also 
occupied  but 
the  clouds 
were  low  and 
the  views  not 
very  success- 
ful. Two 
stationswere 
established  above  timber  line  on  the 
heavily  timbered  shoulder  extending 
easterly  from  Mt.  Macdonald,  the  alti- 
tudes being  respectively  7,595  and  6,990 
feet. 

Three  further  days  were  taken  up  with 
climbs  and   the  occupation    of  stations 
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upon  three  minor  points  around  the  Roger 
pass  summit — Napoleon,  Mt.  Grizzly, 
and  the  northwest  corner  of  Mt.  Cheops. 
All  three  were  eas  y  climbs,  the  respec- 
tive altitudes  bein  %  7,737  feet,  9,061  feet 
and  8,317  feet.  The  central  position  of 
Mt.  Cheops  is  particularly  good  for  obser- 
vation purposes. 
' 'It  is  not  always 
well  to  be  too 
exalted,  a  middle 
station  enables 
you  to  mark  and 
enjoy  the  lower 
but  none  the  less 
interesting  fea- 
tures which  are 
minimised  and 
lost  from  a  great 
height." 

Five  days  were 
spent  at  Illecelle- 
waet  station  but 
owing  to  bad 
weather  only  one 
ascent  was  pos- 
sible,immediately 
above  and  west 
of  Corbin  pass, 
the  altitude  be- 
ing 7,083  feet. 

A  station  was 
occupied  on  the 
crest  of  the  long 
ridge  of  Mt.  Ab- 
bott, usually  as- 
cended from 
Glacier  House  at 
an  altitude  of 
7,710  feet.  In- 
tended trips  to 
M  t  s  .  Dawson 
and  Macounwere 
adjourned  o  n 
account  of  the 
broken  weather. 
The  survey  was 
closed  by  a  series 
of  climbs  taken 
from  October  first  to  fifth,  stations  being 
occupied  east  "of  Illecillewaet  village 
altitude  7,631  feet  ;  one  above  Laurie 
mining  camp  7,424  feet  ;  one  overlook- 
ing Flat  Creek  to  its  head  8,080  feet  and 
one  on  the  ragged  edge  lying  immediat- 
ely south  of  Cougar  creek  and  north  of 


the  Illecillewaet  river,  commonly  called 
Cougar  mountain,  altitude  7,361. 

An  attempt  to  complete  the  work  at 
Albert  Canyon  was  a  failure  but  the 
angles  at  the  end  of  the  base  were  ob- 
tained at  Revelstoke.  Several  walks 
were  taken  along  the  track   and  final

notes  and  barometer  readings  checked 
and  finished.  Testimony  is  borne  to  the 
assistance  rendered  the  party  by  those 
occupying  positions  on  the  mountain 
division  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
from  the  Superintendent  to  the  section- 
men,  and  while   the   season's  work  fell 
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short  of  what  was  originally  proposed 
its  excellence  is  certain  to  be  remember- 
ed amongst  the  exploring  work  in 
Canada . 

It  was  decided  the  following  year  to 
continue  the  work  of  mapping  all  the 
previously  explored  and  travelled  regions 
of  the  higher  Selkirk  summmits,  and  at 
the  end  of  July,  camp  was  established 
near  Rogers  Pass  station,  The  first 
trip  was  up  the  Asulkan  Valley  and  the 


second  Bear  Cieek.  Three  ascents  were 
made — Cougar  Creek  north  8,956  feet, 
Cougar  Head  9,096  feet  and  Fang  Rock, 
9,302  feet.  Ursus  Major  8,930  feet  and 
Ursus  Minor  6,700  feet  were  gained  and 
the  party  rested  prior  to  undertaking 
harder  work. 

Camp  was  established  just  below  Mt. 
Rogers  on  nearly  the  same  spot  as  the 
previous  year  and  next  day  Rogers  Peak 
was  ascended.      Mt.  Rogers  "comprises

It  is  suggested 
to  name  this  peak  Mt.  Sir  Sandford  in 
honor  of  Sir  Sandford  Fleming  K.C.M.G. 

Mt.  Hermit 
was  next  at- 
tacked and  ow- 
ing to  the  ne- 
cessity for  ob- 
servations the 
summit  was 
not  reached. 
Neverthel  ess, 
some  excellent 
topographi  c  a  1 
work  was  ac- 
compl  i  s  h  e  d. 
Mt.  Bonny  was 
ascended  b  y 
way  of  Mt. 
SJw  a  n  z  y  to 
within  an  hour 
of  the  top  but 
again  topog- 
raphy had  to  be 


allowed  to  win. 
The  peak  gained 
was  named 
Clark's  Peak  in 
honor  of  the 
guide,  who  was 
the  first  Swiss 
mountaineer  t  o 
set  foot  on  it.  The 
altitude  is  9,954 
feet  and  that  of 
Mt.  Bonney  10,- 
200.  Miss  Tuzo, 
o  f  Warlingham, 
England,  made 
the  second  as- 
cent in  Septem- 
ber 1904,  the  Rev. 
W.  S.  Green  ac- 
complishing the 
first.  Pollux  was 
ascended  and  a  move  made  across  the 
Asulkan  Glacier.  On  a  little  grassy, 
boulder  strewn  flat,  eight  hundred  feet 
above  the  ice,  camp  was  made  and  con- 
tinued until  September  seventeenth.  The 
camp  proved  an  ideal  spot  and  a  cabin 
is  recommended  here.  Geikie  north, 
altitude  8,014  feet,  was  occupied  and 
some  useful  observations  made. 

Mt.  Dawson  was  ascended  as  also  Mt. 
Fox.  Assistance  was  rendered  to  the 
Messrs.  Vaux,of  Philadelphia,  who  have 
for  years  conducted  experiments  with 
the  object  of  ascertaining  the  movements 
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of  glaciers.  Amongst  the  mishaps  ot 
the  party  the  visit  of  a  bear  at  the  main 
camp  and  his  damage  of  the  provisions 
proved  about  the  most  serious. 

Explorations  were  made  to  the  Geikie 
glacier  and  on  September  second  Mt. 
Fox  was  again  ascended  with  fine 
results.     Mt.  Selwyn  was  occupied. 

From  this  on  bad  weather  much  in- 
terfered with  the  work  of  the  survey.  In 
a  week  of  fine  weather  five  climbs  were 
made.   On  September  ninth    an  ascent 


was  made  of 
the  Donkin 
peak.  The 
Bishops' 
Range  was 
explored  and 
Mt.  Wheeler 
ascended 
and  named.

from  continual  salt  fare. 

A  good  deal  of  work  was  done  lower 
down  and  from  a  camp  near  Flat  Creek 
three  stations  were  occupied,  one  on  the 
west  side  of  the  divide  at  an  altitude  of 
8,602  feet  named  Flat  Creek  Divide 
West  ;  the  other  two  immediately  op- 
posite and  named  respectively  Oliv- 
er's Peak,  8,379  feet  and  Flat  Creek 
Divide  East  8,318  feet.  Oliver's  Peak 
was  named  after   Mr.  Wheeler's  son,  a 
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boy  of  twelve, 
who  was  prob- 
ably the  first 
white  man  to  set 
foot  on  the  peak 
and  certainly  the 
first  of  that  age 
and  size. 

A  n  exploring 
trip  on  September 
twenty  sixth,  set- 
tled the  question 
whether  Geikie

occupied  and  exploration  work  under- 
taken in  the  Beaver  valley,  the  latter  in 
spite  of  some  troubles  proving  most 
successful.  , 

Stations  named  Grizzly  Creek  West 
No.  1,  altitude  7,225  feet  and  No.  2, 
7,348  feet,  Bald  Mountain  East  7,534 
feet,  Bald  Mountain  West  7,292  feet, 
Copperstain  8,613  feet,  Grand  Glacier, 
No.  1  7,436  feet  and  No.  2  7,906  feet, 
Bald  Mountain  North  No.  1  7,651  feet, 
No  2  7,663  feet,  Bald  Mountain  South 
No.  1  7,311  feet  and  No.  2  7651  feet. 

While  this  recapitulation,  apart  from 
the  interesting  narrative  with  which  Mr. 
Wheeler  brightens  up  his  pages,  may 
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seem  bald,  mountaineers  will  be  able 
therefrom  to  estimate  the  amount  and 
value  of  the  work  done  and  outsiders 
must  be  impressed  with  the  amount  of 
climbing  and  exploration  accomplished. 
While  we  have  confined  this  notice  so 
far  to  accounts  of  the  surveys  we  hope 
to  give  farther  notes  on  the  book  in 
a  subsequent  number. 

It  may  be  added  that  the  work  in  two 
volumes  may  be  purchased  from  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  Ottawa,  and 
will  be  forwarded  post  free  if  one  dollar 
is  sent  to  the  Secretary  with  a  request  for- 
the  samer 
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AMONGST  the  most  interesting  of 
the  many  useful  and  informing 
publications  issued  by  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  at 
Washington  is  one  compiled  by  Dr.  T.  S. 
Palmer  and  Henry  Oldys,  assistants  in 
the  Biological  Survey,  entitled  "Game 
Laws  for  1908."  A  similar  pamphlet  has 
been  issued  since  1902  and  each  year  has 
marked  improvements  while  experience 
has  shown  the  points  upon  which  atten- 
tion should  be  directed  with  advantage. 
As  a  result  the  bulletin  for  the  past  year 
is  a  valuable  one  and  of  a  most  inform- 
ing character.  It  shows  how  wide  is  the 
interest  now  being  taken  in  the  subject 
of  game  protection  throughout  both 
Canada  and  the  United  States 
and  the  efforts  that  are  made  in 
the  cause.  Particularly  interesting  is 
the  account  of  the  measures  proposed 
which  failed  to  reach  the  statute  books. 
These  all  show  how  much  attention  is 
being  given  to  the  subject  and  how  gen- 
eral are  the  efforts  put  forth  to  improve 
the  present  condition  of  things.  To  add 
to  the  difficulties  of  an  accurate  compila- 
tion several  of  the  States  enact  separate 
county  or  district  laws  and  it  appears  by 
no  means  unlikely  that  such  a  system 
will  be  adopted  in  some  form  throughout 
Canada.  In  several  of  the  provinces  a 
beginning  has  been  made  in  this  direc- 
tion and  with  more  effective  work  a 
developement  in  this  line  is  fairly 
certain. 

Changes  were  made  in  the  game  laws 
ot  fourteen  States  and  a  new  law  was 
passed  by  Congress  for  Alaska.  Six  of 
the  Provinces  of  Canada  and  also  New- 
foundland amended  their  game  acts.  In- 
cluding all  these  the  number  of  bills  was 
just  under  sixty,  and  about  half  were 
local  measures. 

New  codes  were  adopted  in  NovaScotia, 
New  York  and  Ohio  in  which  were  in- 
corporated important  modifications  of 
existing  laws.  Protection  of  non- 
game  birds  was  practically  unchanged 
except  by  Virginia  which  State  removed 
protection  from  doves,  eagles,  hawks  and 
owls.  In  Alberta  protection  was  re- 
moved from  wild  geese. 


The  Province  of  Quebec  has  by  law 
made  lumbermen  responsible  for  infrac- 
tions of  the  game  laws  by  their  employ- 
ees. The  Federal  Government  of  the 
States  has  passed  its  first  measure  for 
providing  hunting  and  shipping  licenses, 
applying  the  act  to  Alaska.  Massachus- 
etts requires  that  the  carcases  of  any  deer 
killed  in  defence  of  crops  shall  be  delir- 
ered  to  the  clerk  of  the  municipality  on 
the  day  they  are  killed. 

A  note  is  made  of  the  growing  practise 
in  Canada  of  delegating  to  the  Lieuten- 
ant Governor-in-Council  authority  to 
alter  certain  provisions  concerning  game. 
In  British  Columbia  power  was  given  to 
set  aside  tracts  of  Crown  Lands  for  game 
reserves  and  make  the  necessary  regula- 
tions for  the  same  ;  and  in  QueDec  to  fix 
the  fees  for  the  members  of  incorporated 
clubs.  While  these  powers  insure  greater 
flexibility  in  the  laws  they  make  it  diffi- 
cult to  keep  abreast  of  existing  con- 
ditions. 

Spring  shooting  of  waterfowl  was  pro- 
hibited in  Northern  New  Jersey,  shore 
birds  in  Rhode  Island  and  summer  wood- 
cock shooting  in  New  Jersey.  Newfound- 
land, New  York  and  Virginia  abolished 
local  seasons  for  rabbits,  substituting  a 
single  season  throughout  the  State.  New 
York  took  similar  action  with  all  its  up- 
land game.  In  several  States  the  close 
seasons  maintained  for  years  for  certain 
kinds  of  game  expired  this  year  but  most 
of  the  close  terms  for  big  game,  grouse, 
and  pheasants  were  extended. 

Restrictions  on  the  marketing  of  game 
increased.  Newfoundland  placed  further 
limits  on  sale  as  did  also  Louisiana, 
Ohio,  and  Virginia;  Ohio  cutting  off  the 
sale  of  all  game  and  Virginia  of  all  up- 
land game  birds. 

The  bag  limits  are  noticeably  altered  in 
the  new  game  acts  of  Nova  Scotia,  New 
York  and  Ohio.  While  Nova  Scotia 
permits  a  larger  number  of  woodcock  to 
be  bagged  per  day,  New  York  reduces 
the  day's  bag  of  quail  grouse  and  wood- 
cock and  Ohio  that  of  all  game  birds  ex- 
cept ducks. 

The  licensing  system,  both  as  a  means 
of  raising  revenue  and  regulating  hunting 
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is  increasing  in  popularity.  Resident 
hunting  licenses  were  established  for  the 
first  time  in  Nova  Scotia,  New  York, 
Louisiana  and  Massachusetts  ;  while 
non  resident  licenses  were  also  enforced 
for  the  first  time  in  New  York,  New 
Jersey  and  Alaska.  The  non-resident  licen- 
ses in  British  Columbia,  New  York  and 
Louisiana  were  increased — British  Col- 
umbia doubling  the  amount  and  raising 
it  to  one  hundred  dollars.  To  loan  or 
alter  a  hunting  license  is  made  a  forgery 
in  New  York. 

Warden  services  were  improved  in 
Nova  Scotia  and  Louisiana.  Both  the 
Province  and  the  State  have  established 
Boards  of  Game  Commissioners  who  are 
to  appoint  wardens  and  supervise  the 
enforcement  ot  the  game  laws.  The 
Alaskan  law  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  wardens  by  the  Governor,  and  Virgin- 
ia extended  the  duties  of  its  wardens  to 
cover  the  protection  offish. 

While  not  much  was  done  during  the 
yearin  the  way  of  setting  aside  preserves, 
the  Governor  of  British  Columbia  was 
authorised  1o  establish  preserves  on 
Crown  Lands,  and  thirty  thousand  dollars 
was  set  aside  by  Congress  for  the  pur- 
chase of  twelve  thousand  eight  hundred 
acres  of  land  on  the  Flathead  Indian 
Reservation  in  Montana  for  a  national 
bison  range  and  ten  thousand  dollars  to 
cover  the  cost  of  fencing. 

The  bills  which  failed  to  pass  were 
numerous  and  covered  many  points. 
Some  of  them,  such  as  measures  to  pro- 
hibit spring  shooting  of  ducks  are  meas- 
ures which  will  be  pressed  till  they  do 
pass.  Their  failure  is  to  be  regretted 
inasmuch  as  it  postpones  an  important 
improvement.  Several  efforts  were 
made  to  arrange  uniform  seasons  for  all 
game.  An  unsuccessful  attempt  was 
made  in  Massachusetts  to  prohibit  the 
further  propagation  of  pheasants,  while 
in  Ohio  a  bill  to  encourage  the  propaga- 
tion of  the  same  birds  failed. 

Close  seasons  in  all  their  variations  are 
given  for  the  several  Provinces,  and 
States  and  full  of  detail  as  these  are,  ab- 
solute accuracy  cannot  be  obtained  ow- 
ing to  the  difficulty  caused  by  the  differ- 
ent regulations. 

"Shipment  is  the  most  important  fea- 


ture of  the  traffic  in  game.  It  has,  like- 
wise, a  marked  effect  upon  the  perpetua- 
tion of  game,  and  when  permitted  with- 
out limitation  is  a  great  factor  in  its 
rapid  destruction.  A  realization  of  this 
fact  has  induced  many  of  the  States  to 
prohibit  export  of  all  or  certain  kinds  of 
game  and  in  a  few  instances  all  trans- 
poration  even  within  t  he  State. "Several 
States  are  most  particular  with  regard  to 
the  marking  of  packages  and  others  have 
strict  export  laws.  Canada  has  a  general 
law  prohibiting  export  but  permits  non 
residents  holding  licenses  to  take  out 
their  allowance  within  fifteen  days  of  the 
close  of  the  open  season. 

4 '  Legislation  restricting  the  sale  of 
game  is  passing  through  a  transition 
stage."  This  is  true  of  both  Canada  and 
the  States.  In  general  the  sale  of  game 
is  prohibited  during  the  close  season,  for 
certain  days  during  the  open  season  and 
in  some  States  all  the  year  round.  In  a 
few  instances  the  prohibition  in  certain 
cases  is  so  general  as  to  afford  protec- 
tion over  a  considerable  area. 

Laws  limiting  the  amount  of  game 
which  can  be  killed  in  a  day  or  a  season, 
are  of  comparatively  recent  origin,  one  of 
the  first  statutes  of  the  kind  being  passed 
by  Iowa  thirty  years  ago.  "Among 
law  abiding  sportsmen  the  incentive  to 
make  large  bags  is  removed  when  the 
act  is  declared  illegal.  The  bag  limit 
law  has  entirely  changed  the  character 
of  the  hunting  in  some  States,  where  in- 
stead of  attempting  to  kill  the  largest 
possible  number  of  birds,  the  effort 
of  the  sportsmen  is  now  directed  towards 
obtaining  the  limit  in  the  shortest  pos- 
sible time." 

Throughout  Canada  and  in  forty-three 
of  the  States  and  Territories  non-resident 
licenses  are  required  before  hunting  is 
allowed.  In  five  of  the  Provinces  and 
twenty-two  of  the  States  a  like  restriction 
is  imposed  on  residents,  although  the 
latter  fees  are  smaller  and  often  merely 
nominal. 

Anew  kind  of  hunting  license,  the 
'  'alien"  license  is  finding  favour  in  the 
States,  the  object  being  to  restrict  hunting 
by  persons  who  are  not  citizens  of  the 
country.  All  the  Canadian  Provinces  and 
twenty-eight  of  the  States  allow  a  limited 
amount  of  game  to  be  taken  out  by  non-

residents.  Three  of  the  latter — Alaska, 
Maine  and  Michigan— provide  for  further 
shipment  under  special  export  permits, 
while  fifteen  of  the  States  make  no  ex- 
ception in  their  non-export  laws  in  favor 
of  non-resident  licensees. 

In  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Edward  Island 
and  fourteen  of  the  States  non-resident 
land  owners  or  tax  payers  are  not  re- 
quired to  pay  the  usual  fee  but  the  taxes 
must  be  at  least  thirty  dollars  in  Nova 
Scotia  and  twenty-five  dollars  in  Prince 
Edward  Island  to  secure  this  exemption. 
Nova  Scotia  allows  exemptions  to  resident 
land-owners  hunting  in  their  own  county, 
while  privileges  are  allowed  to  non-resi- 
dent members  of  fish  and  game  clubs  in 
Quebec.     In  Ontario  and  Virginia  no  fee 


is  charged  for  a  game  license. 

Non  residents  are  not  allowed  to  hunt 
in  wild  lands  for  big  game  in  Nova  Scotia 
or  New  Brunswick  unless  accompanied 
by  qualified  guides.  The  same  applies 
to  Maine,  South  Dakota  and  Wyoming. 
In  New  Brunswick,  Newfoundland  and 
Nova  Scotia  guides  are  licensed  while  in 
Ontario,  provision  is  made  for  the  same 
though  not  enforced.  New  Brunswick 
and  Alberta  also  license  camp  help.  In 
nearly  every  case  licensees  are  required  to 
have  licenses  in  their  personal  possession 
when  hunting. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  secure  accuracy 
in  these  returns  but  it  is  possible  with  so 
many  Provinces  and  States  to  cover  that 
some  errors  may  have  crept  in.

|Y  intention  in  the  continuation  of 
this  series  of  articles  on  Physical 
iEducation  is  to  endeavor  to  enlight- 
en the  reader  on  many  points  for  his 
body's  welfare. 

I  M  will,  however,  point  out  that  no  mat- 
ter your  sex  or  age,  the  articles  will  con" 
tain  something  of  interest  to  you,  at  least 
I  hope  to  interest  you,  and  whether  you 
are  young  or 
old  this  subject 
is  vital  both  to 
the  health  of 
body  and  brain. 

It  is  not  in- 
frequent that  I 
have  a  pupil  or 
client,  whatev- 
er name  you 
chose  to  desig- 
nate those  who 
undergo  my 
system,  say, 
4  'Surely  I  '  m 
too  old  to  take 
up  Physical 
Culture  ?"  My 
only  answer  to 
any  reader  who 
feels  disposed 
to  the  same 
query  is   this  : 

I  have  pupils 
varying  from 
twelve  to  fifty- 
eight  years  of  age,  and   if  older  cases 
came  or  wrote  me  there  is  no  reason  to 
prevent  them  taking  up  Physical  work  in 
a  judicious  and  scientific  manner. 

At  fifty-eight  I  have  cured  a  pupil  of 
heart  weakness  and  indigestion.  I  have 
medical  testimony  to  the  benefit  derivable 
from  judicious  exercise,  and  what  is  pro- 
bably of  more  importance  to  the  busy 
brain  worker.     I  have  testimony  as  to  the 
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feelings  of  such  persons  after  undergoing 
a  few  weeks  of  the  work. 

Quite  recently  a  statesman,  who  is  also 
a  busy  lawyer  of  fifty  years  of  age,  re- 
marked to  me,  after  a  periodical  examin- 
ation, that  I  might  ascertain  the  results 
of  his  work  on  my  system  "After  excer- 
cising,  I  now  go  out  every  day  feeling  as 
though  I  would  like  to  take  arun  at  every 

man  I  see.  I  be- 
lieve I  would 
enjoy  a  game  of 
Rugby." 

The  above 
gentleman  has 
not  only  bene- 
fitted in  his 
feelings  and 
general  health, 
but  has  also  in- 
creased  his 
muscular  devel- 
opment greatly 
and  this  in  a 
very  short  time. 

I  h  a  v  e  no 
right  to  occupy 
any  more  valu- 
able space  with 
examples,  but  I 
have  quoted 
these  few,  hop- 
ing to  create  in- 
terest i  n  the 
subject. 

There  are  few  persons  who  do  not  need 
exercise,  some  of  course  work  so  hard 
that  it  is  physically  impossible,  but  those 
to  whom  it  is  possible,  I  can  guarantee 
better  health,  clearer  brains  and  keener 
perception,  if  they  will  give  up  only  twen- 
ty minutes  daily  to  it. 

What  is  the  cause  of  disease?  Person- 
ally, I  think  the  cause  of  nine-tenths  of  it 
due  to  lack  of  fresh  air,  cleanliness  and 
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also  moderation.  Exercise  for  physio- 
logical reasons  later,  cause  a  natural  de- 
sire for  the  others. 

The  greatest  mistake  made  by  most 
beginners  is  to  Bush  matters  from  the 
start,  which  is  very  injudicious  to  say  the 
least.  Be  sure  that  your  instructor,  if 
you  have  one,  is  fully  qualified — certifica- 
ted if  possible,  both  as  a  physiologist 
and  as  an  experienced  man.  Just  as  you 
need  to  know  your  phy- 
sician is  a  good  man,  so 
you  want  to  be  sure  you 
are  in  the  hands  of  an 
expert  instructor.  'What 
is  one  man's  meat  , 
may  be  another  man's 
poison."  Your  physical 
requirements  may  be  al- 
together different  to  an- 
other person's,  and  it 
takes  a  real  physical  ex- 
pert to  find  out  your 
needs. 

It  is  only  of  compara- 
tively recent  date  that 
physical  culture  has  be- 
come a  science,  years 
ago  the  main  idea  was 
to  go  through  a  certain 
routine  without  any  re- 
gard for  physiological 
laws  or  reasoning.  In 
m  any  gymnasiums  of 
the  present  day  I  find 
they  have  not  departed 
much  from  that  idea. 
Apparatus  becomes! 
more  scientifically  con- 
structed, not  so  the 
methods  in  use. 

Class  work  is  a  good 
thing  as  recreation  but 
it  is  not  as  body- build- 
ing as  it  should  be.  In 
one  class  men  may  be 
found  men  varying  from  extreme  weak- 
ness to  great  strength,  to  the  least  know- 
ing of  us  this  must  appear  wrong. 

Undoubtedly,  much  good  may  be  re- 
ceived at  a  gymnasium  by  the  average 
man,  but  others  need  individual  instruc- 
tion, indeed  individual  instruction  will 
have  treble  the  effect  on  any  one,  for  by 
that  method  each  individual  will  start  on 
just  the  right  amount  that  is  needful  to

start  on  to  do  good,  and  not  to  do  harm. 

I  admit  that  the  gymnasium  instructor 
has  difficulties,  and  has  but  little  chance 
to  adopt  such  a  course,  but  one  thing  he 
can  do  to  get  higher  results,  and  that  is 
to  teach  each  one  to  use  his  own  mind, to 
learn  muscle  control,  and  to  do  some  ex- 
ercise daily.  Going  once  a  week  to  a 
gymnasium  and  doing  nothing  else  the 
rest  of  the  week,  yet  to  expect  decent  re- 
sults, is  like  eating  len- 
tils one  to  a  meal,  or 
like  trying  to  put  out  a 
fire  by  throwing  water 
on  it  a  drop  at  a  time. 

Another  fault  of  the 
gymnasium  is,  that  the 
instructor  feels,  that  un- 
less he  gives  something 
spectacular  in  his  exer- 
cises, the  lookers  on 
will  not  be  satisfied,  so 
he  sacrifices  pupil  to 
spectator. 

When  exercising-,  the 
mind  must  think  of 
nothing  else  but  the 
particular  muscle  each 
movement  brings  into 
play,  and  a  full  contrac- 
t  i  o  n  and  extension 
must  take  place  for  best 
results.  Unfortunately 
spectacular  work  neces- 
sitates that  the  pupil's 
mind  be  drawn  from  the 
muscle  to  his  neighbor, 
to  see  if  he  is  keeping 
time,  or  owing  to  the 
exercise  being  intricate, 
he  is  busy  getting  the 
movement  right  rather 
than  concentrating  all 
his  nerve  force  on  his 
muscles  as  they  work. 
The  effect  on  his 
mind  control,  allowing  the  mind  to  dwell 
on  the  muscles  being  worked,  may  be 
judged  from  an  experience  I  had  with  one 
pupil.  For  certain  reasons  I  cannot  now 
go  into,  he  had  become  practically  debili- 
tated, his  nerves  being  in  a  wretched 
state.  For  this  reason  he  had  some  dif- 
ficulty in  controlling  his  muscles. 

I  explained  what  he  had  to  do,  and  ad- 
vised that  he  exercise  in  front  of  a  glass, 
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[  Ex.  2  ist  Part— Do  with 
palms  to  front.  From 
straight  arm  (as  above) 
bend  at  elbow  bringing 
hand  to  shoulder.  Return 
again  to  very  straight 
arm.  Repeat.  2nd  Part- 
Do  with  palms  to  rear; 
hand  at  elbow  only,  i.e  : 
without  moving  elbow  to 
position  at  side,  return  to 
straight. 


so  that  he  could 
govern  both  arms 
equally.  At  the 
end  of  a  week  he 
came  in  to  me,  and 
had  gained  in  every 
point  of  the  body 
except  the  left  arm. 

I  saw  immediate- 
ly the  cause.  Like 
most  men  he  had 
allowed  his  mind 
to  rest  on  the  right 
arm,  and  owing  to 
faulty  nerve  force, 
the  left  had  receiv- 
ed practically  no 
nerve  force  to  speak 
of,  at  least  insuffi- 
cient for  what  was 
required.  I  advis- 
ed that  he  let  his 
mind  dwell  on  the 
left  arm  when  ex- 
ercising them,  and 
made    him  stand 


where  he  could  see 
the  left  arm  more  than  the  right.  In  the 
next  week  he  gained  five-eighths  of  an 
inch  in  his  left  arm  against  one  inch  in 
the  right,  half  an  inch  having  been  gain- 
ed in  the  right  arm  the  second  week. 

By  nerve  force,  I  do  not  mean  just  to 
watch  the  arms  or  legs  doing  the  move- 
ments, but  to  so  concentrate  the  mind  on 


each  muscle  thatyou  can  make  that  muscle 
exhaust  the  same  amount  of  nerve  force 
as  if  it  was  lifting  a  very  heavy  weight. 

If  for  instance  you  are  bending  the 
arms  at  the  elbow,  the  biceps  should  be 
tensed  or  contracted  as  hard  as  possible, 
just  as  though  you  were  lifting  up  a  very 
heavy  weight  to  the  shoulder,  then  when 
straightening,  the  hand  should  be  pushed 
down  as  though  pushing  a  heavy  weight, 
until  the  arm  is  quite  straight,  and  the 
muscles  at  the  back  of  the  arm  (triceps) 
are  tensed  as  hard  as  possible.  The  whole 
movement  being  a  full  bend  and  a  full 
extension.  Very  simple  isn't  it?  Just 
try  it  a  few  times  you  will  find  a  very  few 
sufficient  to  go  on  with,  and  will  better 
understand  the  difference  between  aimless 
work  and  mind  governed  exercise. 
(Keep  arms  against  the  sides). 

Sometimes  I  am  asked,  "What  illness 
can  you  remedy?"  To  which  I  must  an- 
swer: I  am  not  a  medical  man  but  I 
think  nine  tenths  of  non-surgical  or  ex- 
treme cases  can  be  remedied.  The 
trouble  is  most  persons  wait  and  wait 
until  the  surgeon's  knife  is  almost  inevit-. 
able,  or  their  case  is  incurable. 

The  principal  feature  is  this  :  If  you 
take  systematic  daily  exercise,  illness  is 
less  likely  to  touch  you,  and  is  often 
thrown  off  by  its  aid.

French  and  English  Partridges

WITH  regard  to  the  question  now 
being  discussed  in  British  Columbia 
as  to  whether  French  partridges 
drive  out  the  English  birds,  I  can 
assure  readers  from  my  own  experience 
that  there  is  no  truth  in  this  allegation. 
Indeed  quite  the  reverse  is  the  case  for  I 
have  invariably  found  that  the  two  varie- 
ties live  together  perfectly  amicably  and 
that  if  either  species  is  inclined  to  be  the 
agressor  it  is  the  English  bird. 

If  it  were  the  case  that  the  French 
birds  drive  out  the  English  ones  the 
French  partridges  would  have  been  shot 
out  in  Britain  years  ago.  Instead  of  that, 
French  and  English  birds  are  found 
together  on  many  large  estates  to-day 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom.  Time 
and  again  I  have  seen  both  varieties 
feeding  most  amicably  together,  and  at 
the  end  of  a  day's  shooting  taken  as 
many  of  one  species  as  of  the  other  out  of 
the  game  bag. 

The  present  controversy  in  British 
Columbia  on  the  respective  merits  of  the 
two  birds  was  thrashed  out  in  Britain 
some  years  ago  and  the  principal  fault 
or  crime  brought  against  Master  French- 
man was  his  very  ungamey  habit  of  using 
his  red  legs  instead  of  his  wings. 
This  fault  brought  another  fault 
into  the  light  and  condemned  red 
legs  in  the  eyes  of  all  good  sportsmen. 

Now  when  fresh  blood  is  required  in 
the  Old  Country  from  the  continent  the 
Hungarian  is  preferred  and  meets  with 
the  readiest  sale,  not  because  red  legs 
drives  the  English  native  bird  out,  but 
because  the  Hungarian  and  English 
birds  are  so  much  alike  in  habits, size  and 
plumage, that  it  is  difficult  to  tell  one  from 
the  other.  Like  the  English  bird  they 
"lie  very  close"  to  dogs,  the  covey  rising 
together  with  that  titting  whirr  of  wings 
which  is  so  attractive  to  all  sportsmen, 
but  very  disconcerting  to  the  amateur.  I 
have  more  than  once  walked  right  into 
the  middle  of  a  covey,  especially  in  the 
early  part  of  the  season  (September)  and 
had  them  rise  all  around  me. 

This  the  French  partridge  does  not 


very  often  allow  either  man  or  dog  to  do, 
generally  running,  instead  oflying  close" 
and  taking  to  the  wing  to  the  nearest 
rough  ground  to  hide,  such  as  in  a  fence, 
brushwood,  thick  grass  or  even  into  a 
bunch  of  nettles. 

On  a  hot  day  Master  Redlegs  is  utterly 
useless  for  sport,  as  very  little  running 
makes  him  as  helpless  as  a  duck.  French 
partridges  can  then  be  picked  up  panting 
out  of  tufts  of  grass,  nettles  and  other 
thick  herbage.  The  keeper's  retriever  on 
such  a  day  will  bring  in  as  many  unshot  as 
shot  birds.  The  second  fault  brought  to 
light  by  the  first  is  that  in  the  first  of  the 
shooting  season,  when  the  coveys  are  not 
broken  up  and  therefore  are  not  wild, and 
the  weather  warm,  red  legs  is  an  ideal 
game  bird  tor  the  poacher,  and  out  here, 
the  game  hog.  After  a  day's  shooting, 
when  scores  of  tired  birds  are  hidden 
snugly  away  for  the  night  in  fence  and 
other  rough  cover  the  poacher,  with  only 
the  assistance  of  his  lurcher  dog,  can 
make  pretty  certain  of  obtaining  a  fairly 
respectable  bag  before  morning,  unless 
the  keepers  are  continually  on  the  watch 
all  night. 

Although  the  French  partridges  are 
handsome,  hardy  game  birds  they  are 
not  in  my  opinion  as  satisfactory  as  the 
English  or  Hungarian  for  stocking  a  new 
country  like  Canada,  not  only  for  the 
reasons  stated  above  but  because  ground 
and  wing  vermin  is  excessive  everywhere 
and  protection,  strong  protection  through- 
out the  year,  must  be  given  this  bird,  not 
so  much  against  natural  vermin  but 
against  two  legged  vermin,  known  here 
as  game  hogs,  who  like  the  poacher, 
will  find  red  legs  an  ideal  bird  to  fill  his 
bag  with,  especially  in  warm  weather. 
British  Columbia,  or  any  other  Province 
in  Canada,  cannot  give  the  protection  re- 
quired by  this  bird  to  insure  a  yearly  in- 
crease and  overflow.  If  such  protection 
could  be  given  I  see  no  reason  why  the 
hardy  red  legs  should  not  be  introduced. 
But  if  not  thoroughly  protected  the  Eng- 
lish or  Hungarian  birds  would  be  the  most 
preferable. 


Ross's  Ranch

ROSS  is  a  hoodoo  of  thefirst  order.He 
is  a  typical  Bruce  County  boy  — 
large  boned,  large  natured  and 
good  humored,  combined  with  a  queer 
concoction  of  crankiness,  discontent 
perverseness  ,  cussedness  and  —  most 
unScottish — impetuosity. 

Ross  bought  a  ranch.  That  should 
express  the  whole  thing,  so  far  as  Ross's 
friends  are  concerned,  but  then  all  the 
thousands  of  Rod  and  Gun's  readers  don't 
know  Ross.  Therefore,  for  their  inform- 
ation,it  must  be  explained  that  the  ranch 
was  a  topographical  counterpart  of  Ross 
as  above  diagnozed,  delineated  or  descri- 
bed, whichever  is  the  proper  term.  It 
was  contrary  to  everything  a  ranch 
should  be.  Composed  of  a  stretch  of 
bottomland,  and  the  perpendicular  sides 
of  four  very  perpendicular  mountains, 
and  the  whole  thing  several  hundred  feet 
above  the  sea,  it  was  something  on  the 
scale  of  BillNye's  NorthCarolina  farm, and 
needed  an  Eiffel  Tower  to  reach  it.There- 
fore  it  was  eminently  safe  from  tresspas- 
sers. 

Well,  Ross  invited  my  friend  Robert 
and  myself  out  to  his  ranch  for  a  few 
days'  blue  grouse  shooting — he  describing 
it  as  an  "ideal  spot,"  and  he  was  Scotch 
enough  not  to  say  for  what.  After  the 
usual  formalities  of  preparation,  one  of 
which  was  to  borrow  George's  big  Eng- 
lish setter  (which  Ross  came  near  to 
shooting  for  a  fawn?)  we  got  to  the  con- 
fines of  the  ranch  one  evening  close  on 
dusk,  unhitched  the  horse,  packed  the 
grub  and  other  impedimenta  on  him  and 
ourselves,  and  began  a  modern  Pilgrim's 
practical  progress  to  the  cabin. 

How  we  got  in  is  a  mystery.  My 
hair  curls  to-day  at  the  thought  of  the 
narrow  escapes  that  unfortunate  horse 
had  from  complete  decimation.  He 
walked  along  logs  and  slid  down  preci- 
pices, he  swam  through  water  and  got 
mired  in  marshes;  he  walked  along  the 
edges  of  chasms  whosegiddy  depthswould 
make  you  shiver  to  look  at;  and  general- 
ly did  things  that  would  cause  a  perfectly 
trained  circus  horse  to  turn  green  with  envy. 

It  would  be  an  unending  chapter  to  tell 
of  the  thousand  adventures  of  that  ter- 


rible trip  of  two  miles  of  darkness,  des- 
pair and  doubt,  but  at  last  on  reaching 
a  place  where  the  chief  feature  was  inky 
blackness  of  the  atmosphere,  Ross's 
voice  came  out  of  the  dark  indefiniteness 
announcing  "Here  we  are!" 

A  quarter  of  an  hour  after  that,  we  had 
located  the  cabin  and  got  the  fire  going. 
Ross  had  told  us  there  was  a  splendid 
meadow  where  we  could  turn  out  the 
horse,  so,  promising  the  faithful  animal 
something  better  to-morrow,  we  rubbed 
him  down  and  gave  him  a  big  feed  of 
oats.  There  was  absolutely  no  vegeta- 
tion around  that  he  could  eat,  but  we 
built  up  his  hopes  on  the  meadow,  and 
told  him  one  night's  hunger  wouldn't 
hurt  him.  Poor  horse!  Next  day  we 
found  the  meadow,  which  produced  only 
the  sourest  and  coarsest  of  bad  grass, 
and  as  we  had  no  wish  to  have  a  colicky 
horse  on  our  hands  away  in  the  mount- 
ains, we  contented  ourselves — but  not 
the  horse — by  feeding  him  sparingly  on 
what  ferns  we  could  gather,  for  the  oats 
were  limited  and  were  soon  gone. 

We  climbed,  for  two  weary  days,  the 
four  walls  of  Ross's  ranch,  during  which 
time  we  counted  a  corresponding  number 
of  blue  grouse.  Ross  shot  one  of  these 
in  a  tree  off  the  top  of  one  of  the  walls, 
and  the  bird  was  smashed  in  a  thousand 
pieces  in  the  terrible  fall  it  had  down  the 
steep  rocky  sides  of  the  hill.  The  next 
day  Ross  came  unawares  on  the  other 
three  birds  as  their  eyes  were  blinded 
with  tears  for  their  unfortunate  compan- 
ion, and  he  ruthlessly  shot  one  of  the 
mourners.  There  are  only  two  blue  grouse 
left  now  on  Ross's  ranch. 

It  was  at  night  we  had  the  mast  touch- 
ing experience,  though;  particularly 
touching  to  Robert.  Robert  is  also  a 
Bruce  County  man,  the  very  opposite, 
however,  of  Ross.  A  quiet  easy  going 
chap,  with  a  heart  as  big  as  an  ox;  a 
tremendous  traveller;  grit  to  the  core; 
and  splendid  company  in  the  woods.  We 
had  to  keep  the  horse  in  the  cabin  to 
prevent  him  eating  the  sour  stuff  outside; 
but  he  made  up  for  it  by  partially  filling 
his  inside  with  the  moss  that  was  stuffed 
in  the  interstices  between  the  logs  in  the 
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cabin  walls.  When  he  had  finished  all 
the  moss  in  his  immediate  neighborhood 
he  looked  around  for  more,  and  found  it, 
as  he  thought. 

The  bunk  in  which  the  three  of  us  slept 
ranged  close  up  to  where  the  horse  was 
tied.  Robert,  who  is  attached  to  a  very 
nice  set  of  whiskers  and  beard,  slept  on 
the  outside,  and  he  was  awakened  the 
third  night  out  of  a  dream  that  he  was 


luxuriating  in  a  barber's  easy  chair  hav- 
ing his  whiskers  trimmed,  but  of  opinion 
that  the  barber  had  a  peculiar  breath.  It 
was  not  until  morning  that  he  discovered 
the  horse  had  had  a  square  meal  off  his 
whiskers. 

That  settled  the  thing — we  started 
home  that  day,  and  Ross  had  the  cheek 
to  bring  that  poor  grouse  back  to  town ! 
Imagine  it,  if  you  can. 


Accidental  Shooting.

AS  a  reader  of  Rod  and  Gun  for  some 
time, I  would  like  to  say  alittle  on  the 
matter  of  shooting  fellow  sportsmen 
in  mistake  for  deer.  I  have  seen  very  little, 
in  fact  too  little,  space  devoted  to  this 
very  important  subject,  as,  to  my  mind, 
it  is  the  most  important  thing  to  be  care- 
ful of  in  the  open  season  for  game,  espec- 
ially deer  and  moose. 

To  my  mind  there  should  belittle  or  no 
excuse  whatever,  for  a  hunter  shooting 
another  in  the  bush,  for  it  is  poor  policy 
for  anyone  to  shoot,  without  being  abso- 
lutely certain  at  what  he  is  shooting.  It 
would  be  far  better  to  let  a  deer  go  than 
to  find  a  fellow  man  instead  of  the  object 
intended  to  be  shot  at. 

I  have  done  considerable  hunting  my- 
self both  still  hunting  and  with  hounds, 
and  have  had  many  opportunities  to 
commit  the  often  fatal,  mistake  of  shoot- 
ing at  something  moving,  or  a  noise  in 
the  bush  which  very  often  turned  out  to 
be  our  Guide,  or  one  of  our  own  party. 

There  should  be  a  rule  enforced  in 
every  camp,  especially  to  young  hunters, 
who  are  in  the  woods  for  the  first  or  sec- 
ond time,  and  are  too  anxious  to  secure 
their  complement  of  deer  before  the 
season  closes.  I  do  not  mention  the  old- 
er hunters  as  they  should  have  more 
sense  than  to  make  this  often  fatal  error. 

In  the  case  of  the  hunter  shooting  him- 
self, which  very  often  happens.  This  is 
a  somewhat  different  matter,  but  a  hunt- 
er should  understand  that  he  is  handling 
a  very  deadly  article,  and  at  all  times 
keep  the  business  end  out  of  line  to  him- 
self, especially  in  getting  over  a  fence, 
where  most  of  the  accidents  of  this  char- 


acter occur.  If  hunters  would  bear  this  in 
mind,  many  accidents  of  this  character 
would  be  avoided. 

The  law  in  respect  to  the  above  is  not 
strict  enough ,  and  should  prohibit  a 
hunter  from  taking  out  a  license,  if  he  is 
not  capable  of  controling  himself  long 
enough  to  distinguish  the  difference  be- 
tween a  man  and  an  animal,  especially  if 
he  has  commitedan  error  of  this  charact- 
er once,  as,  if  he  cannot  do  this,  he  cer- 
tainly is  not  a  fit  person  to  carry  a  rifle 
where  other  people  are. 

A  little  might  be  said  in  regard  to 
clothing  worn  by  hunters.  Several  times 
during  my  fall  trip,  I  have  seen  Sports- 
men going  in  the  bush  dressed  in  a  cloth- 
ing the  same  shade  as  a  deer,  which  is 
another  fatal  error,  as  a  person  who  is 
anyway  quick  with  his  rifle,  will  not  take 
time  to  distinguish  the  outline  of  the  arti- 
cle he  is  shooting  at,  merely  seeing  the 
color,  and  taking  it  for  granted  it  is  adeer. 

If  hunters  would  only  take  time  to 
think  before  shooting  many  of  the  acci- 
dents above  described  would  be  avoided. 

A  good  method  for  preventing  accidents 
of  this  character  would  be  to  pass  a  law 
convicting  anyone  who  shoots  another, 
either  accidentally  or  otherwise,  to  a 
term  of  say  two  years  in  prison,  and  to 
have  a  notice  to  this  effect,  printed  on 
every  license  issued,  when  there  would 
be  no  excuse  for  a  hunter  not  knowing 
the  penalty  in  this  respect. 

I  would  like  to  hear  the  views  of  other 
fellow  Sportsmen  in  reference  to  this  sub- 
ject, as  I  think  more  space  should  be 
devoted  to  trying  to  eliminate  these  fatal 
errors . 


Experiences  of  Pioneers. 


How  We  Killed  a  Marauding  Bear.

A WILD  bear  at  large  in  its  native 
woods  was  first  seen  by  me 
as  long  ago  as  September,  1838. 
All  that  summer  we  had  been  much 
troubled  by  the  depredations  of  a  colony 
of  big  black  bears.  These  animals  came 
from  the  heavy  woodlands  north  of  the 
then  small  town  of  Coburg  and  harried 
and  distressed  the  few  scattered  settlers 
in  a  manner  that  led  to  sharp  reprisals 
whenever  circumstances  were  favourable. 

One  night  we  missed  a  two  hundred 
pound  pig  that  we  had  been  feeding  up 
for  family  consumption  during  the  win- 
ter, and  which  my  father  had  arranged 
to  kill  in  the  course  of  a  few  days.  The 
loss  of  the  pig  would  be  keenly  felt  in  a 
newly  built  log  cabin  full  to  overflowing 
with  children — seven  sons  and  one  daugh- 
ter. Next  some  of  our  sheep  met  with  a 
like  fate  to  the  pig  and  even  the  bees 
were  tampered  with  by  the  prowling 
bears  who  interefered  with  their  hives  in 
the  night.  Many  times  my  father  and 
several  of  the  neighbors  had  runs  for  their 
lives  when  caught  out  after  night-fall. 

After  a  period  of  more  than  seventy 
years  it  may  seem  strange  to  those  of  the 
present  generation  fo  learn  that  boys  and 
girls  were  taught  to  climb  trees  as  a  pro- 
tection against  wild  beasts,  when  these 
were  suddenly  encountered  by  them.  No 
bears  can  get  up  a  sapling  or  small  tree 
and  wolves  cannot  climb  at  all  so  young- 
sters had  good  means  of  escaping  these 
enemies. 

To  return  to  my  narrative.  At  twilight 
oneeveningearly  in  September  I  saw  some- 
thing big  and  black  in  our  oat  field.The  ani- 
mal was  biting  off  the  heads  of  the  oats  in 
such  a  manner  as  plainly  showed  it  was 
enjoying  its  supper.  Quickly  I  ran  and 
told  my  father  and  elder  brothers  what  I 
had  seen  and  they  hurriedly  started  for 
the  oat  field,  arming  themselves  as  they 
ran  with  any  weapon  they  could  pick  up. 

Our  two  dogs  followed, excited  over  the 
contest  they  knew  was  before  them,  and 


as  they  scented  the  bear  they  took  the 
lead,  being  no  cowards  in  a  bear  hunt. 
The  bear  showed  fight  with  the  dogs, 
knocking  them  over  as  they  came  near, 
but  they  proved  too  nimble  for  him  to 
catch, them.  While  he  devoted  his  at- 
tention to  one  the  other  got  in  a  nip  and 
was  away  as  the  bear  turned  round  upon 
him.  Although  encouraging  the  dogs  the 
men  kept  a  safe  distance  behind.  The 
bear  got  tired  of  this  profitless  work,  and 
scampering  over  a  brush  fence, started  on 
a  lope  through  the  slashing  for  the  big 
timber.  Delighted  at  their  apparent  vic- 
tory the  dogs  increased  their  irritating 
tactics  and  to  escape  from  them  the  bear 
climbed  a  big  hickory  tree. 

Men  and  boys  soon  assembled  beneath 
the  big  tree,  and  kept  a  good  look  out  in 
the  growing  darkness  for  the  bear.  We 
boys  were  awfully  frightened  and  holding 
each  other  by  the  hands  could  think  and 
talk  of  nothing  but  bears  and  dogs  and 
the  incidents  of  the  late  battle.  Father 
and  brothers  made  up  their  minds  to 
watch  the  tree  all  night,  hoping  that  in 
the  daylight  they  would  be  able  to  shoot 
the  bear.  In  accordance  with  this  pro- 
gramme a  fire  was  determined  upon. 
Wood  was  plentiful  in  those  days  and  we 
soon  collected  logs  and  brush  enough  to 
make  a  big  fire.  Flint  and  punk  were  pro- 
duced and  the  fire  started  by  striking  the 
flint  with  a  jack-knife  blade,  the  sparks 
falling  upon  and  igniting  the  punk  and 
thus  starting  the  fire. 

During  the  evening  my  elder  brother 
went  for  a  first-class  shot  and  when 
they  returned  with  rifle  and  ammunition 
they  also  brought  a  good  warm  supper. 
The  latter  delighted  the  boys  and  as  a 
matter  of  fact  tasted  good  to  all  the  ex- 
cited bear  watchers.  As  occasion  requir- 
ed the  fire  was  replenished  and  kept 
roaring,  for  all  knew  that  the  bear  would 
not  venture  down  so  long  as  there  was  a 
good  fire  beneath  him.  After  supper 
some  of  the  smaller  boys  became  sleepy 
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and  curling  up  among  the  leaves  and 
grass,  and  cuddling  the  dogs  for  warmth 
were  soon  in  the  land  of  dreams,  visions 
of  bears  and  other  wild  animals  disturb- 
ing their  slumbers.  The  men  and  elder 
boys  never  winked  an  eye.  By  means  of 
stories  and  songs  they  kept  themselves 
awake  all  through  the  long  hours  until 
morning  dawned  at  last.  Gradually  the 
eastern  horizon  became  a  creamy  red, 
later  streaked  by  the  bright  rays 
of  the  rising  sun,  soon  to  burst  forth  in 
all  his  strength  and  beauty. 

With  the  first  streak  of  daylight  all  the 
watchers  were  astir  and  trying  to  discover 
the  bear  in  the  tree.  As  soon  as  the  light 
was  good  enough  for  the  purpose,  the 
bear  was  seen.  Apparently  he  had  pass- 
ed the  night  quite  comfortably  in  the  tree. 
The  rifle  was  carefully  examined,  seen  to 
be  in  good  order,  and  the  loading  done 
with  deliberation  and  care  to  ensure  the 
best  result.  When  all  was  ready,  the 
watchers  were  warned  to  take  safe  places 
in  trees,  and  this  precaution  was  quickly 
adopted  by  nearly  all  of  us. 

The  rifleman  took  a  steady  aim,  and 
sent  the  bullet  into  the  bear  just  under- 
neath the  foreleg.  With  a  howl  of  rage 
the  bear  ^ave  a  spring,  and  losing  his 
balance,  dropped  seventy-five  feet  or  more 
to  the  ground,  dead.  Soon  we  were  all 
flocking  around  and  preparations  were 
made  to  remove  the  bear  to  our  home. 
He  was  first  rolled  on  his  back,  his  fore- 
legs and  hindlegs  tied  together  and  a 
stout  iron-wood  pole  run  between  them. 
All  hands,  big  and  little,  assisted  on  the 
pole  and  marched  away  to  the  house  like 
heroes,  as  indeed  we  felt  we  were.  My 
father  declared  that  one  ot  his  greatest 
troubles  in  his  work  of  carving  out  a  new 
home  in  the  bush,  had  been  conquered  at 
last.  No  more  fat  pigs  or  sheep  would  be 
carried  off,  and  no  more  wheat  or  oats 
destroyed  and  the  whole  neighborhood 
would  be  safer  for  the  work  we  had  done. 

Arrived  at  the  house  we  all  examined 
the  bear  closely.  Its  eyes  were  small, 
its  coat  bushy  and  soft,  its  paws  strong 
and  sinewy  with  long  savage  claws  upon 
them.  I  am  now  an  old  man,  I  have 
passed  my  four  score  years,  but  I  can 
never  forget  the  circumstances  of  that 
bear  hunt.  Often  my  memory  goes  back 
to  the  sport  we  boys  had  for  a  whole  day 


as    we    played    with    that     big  bear. 

In  the  evening  we  assisted  at  the 
skinning  and  while  the  best  portions 
were  prepared  for  the  table,  the  other 
parts  made  splendid  bears  oil,  used  in 
many  ways  around  a  farm.  The  hide 
was  tanned  for  a  rug  and  it  made  a  truly 
fine  one.  In  this  way  ended  my  first 
and  only  real  big  bear  hunt.  Many  others 
were  shot  in  our  neighborhood  by  the 
regular  hunters  but  in  no  other  case  did 
I  take  a  part  in  the  hunt. 

-*        *        *  * 

Wolves  were  very  troublesome  in  those 
far  off  days.  About  four  o'clock  one 
Sunday  afternoon  I  remember  our  cows 
coming  home  in  a  bad  fright.  They  were 
bellowing  and  bawling  continually  and  on 
examination  were  found  to  have  been 
badly  bitten.  One  had  had  its  tail  com- 
pletely taken  off.  It  was  clear  they  had 
been  attacked  by  the  wolves.  After 
covering  their  wounds  with  tar  to  keep 
the  flies  and  insects  from  worrying  them, 
my  father  and  brothers  went  to  the  woods 
and  made  an  endeavour  to  locate  the 
pack  that  had  done  the  mischief.  By 
following  the  tracks  they  came  to  the 
place  where  the  wolves  and  cows  had 
fought  and  went  some  distance  further 
but  without  success.  To  hear  of  cattle  be- 
ing torn  by  wolves  was  not  unusual  in 
those  days. 

When  we  first  settled  in  Canada  my 
father  had  to  carry  on  his  back  for  many 
miles  all  the  flour  the  family  used,  until 
he  himself  grew  wheat.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  when,  by  industrious  labour,  he 
did  manage  to  grow  enough  wheat  the 
work  became  harder  still,  as  he  had  also 
to  carry  the  wheat  to  the  mill  and  bring 
the  finished  product  home  again.  On 
these  long  and  wearisome  journeys  the 
path  lay  through  some  wide  expanses  of 
woodland,  where  wild  animals  roamed  at 
their  own  sweet  will.  On  one  ocasion  he 
was  passing  over  the  frozen  pathway — a 
pathway  made  by  the  settlers  continually 
passing  over  the  blazed  track — when  he 
got  a  bad  fright.  He  thought  he  heard 
wolves  following  him  and  ran  for  a  mile 
or  more  till  exhausted,  for  he  still  retain- 
ed his  hold  of  his  precious  flour.  When 
he  stopped  the  noise  ceased  but  recom- 
menced as  soon  as  he  started  again.  He 
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then  found  that  the  noise  which  fright- 
ened him  so  intensely  was  caused  by  the 
ice  on  the  legs  of  his  pants,  and  he  reach- 
ed home  without  further  adventure. 

Wolves  received  no  quarter  from  the 
early  settlers.  They  were  trapped,  pois- 
oned, shot,  or  killed  in  any  other  way 
and  harried  so  continually  that  in  time 
Old  Ontario  was  cleared  ot  these  sneak- 
ing^  thieving  animals. 

In  those  long  past  away  days  deer 
were  thick  in  the  woods.  We  used  to  see 
them  daily  and  of  course  thought  noth- 
ing of  such  a  familiar  sight.  They  used 
to  browse  round  where  my  father  was 
chopping  and  were  as  tame  as  sheep. 
Venison  formed  our  staple  meat  supply. 
Every  farmer  was  his  own  tanner  and 
many  deer  hides  were  tanned.  Moc- 
cassins,  mitts,  caps,  pants,  vests,  coats, 
were  thus  obtained,  and  even  ladies' 
dresses  were  made  from  the  softer  hides. 
Buckskin,  seventy  years  ago,  was  an 
article  of  necessity  in  many  a  pioneer's 
home.  Strings  of  all  kinds  were  made 
from  hides  and  the  deer  certainly  proved 
of  great  assistance  in  the  develepment  of 
the  Province. 

*  *  *  * 

The  masts  of  the  great  ocean  sailing 
vessels  were  cut  in  our  old  Ontario  woods. 
Yoked  to  one  of  these  immense  logs, 
some  of  them  five  feet  in  diameter  and 
one  hundred  feet  long,  I  have  seen  fifty 
span  of  horses.    In  the  pineries,  north  of 


Coburg  hundreds  of  these  whollopers 
were  obtained.  When  passing  through 
a  hollow  in  the  newly  made  roadway 
many  of  these  horses  would  be  lifted 
bodily  in  the  air  and  carried  by  the  big 
chain  to  the  next  level.  In  other  places 
where  the  road  was  soft  or  a  hill  had  to 
be  mounted  the  boy  drivers  on  each  horse 
urged  their  animals  to  their  utmost 
exertion  to  keep  these  monstrous  logs 
on  the  move. 

When  the  lake  was  reached  they  were 
rolled  in  the  water,  made  up  into  rafts 
and  towed  to  ship  building  yards.  There 
they  were  placed  in  the  ships  that  were 
to  carry  on  the  commerce  of  the  world.

When  a  young  man  I  was  making 
my  way  through  one  of  these  woods 
stretching  away  for  miles.  The  day  was 
warm  and  my  exertions  made  me  thirsty. 
On  coming  to  a  nice  bubbling  spring  I 
stooped  down  and  took  a  nice  long  drink. 
When  I  arose  I  found  that  I  had  com- 
pletely lost  my  bearings.  For  a  time  I 
wandered  around  completely  lost.  Hours 
passed  amidst  intense  agony  of  mind,  my 
fright  growing  with  every  minute.  At 
length  I  sat  down  and  reasoned.  I  then 
remembered  that  moss  grew  on  the  north 
side  of  the  trees  and  by  degrees  found 
my  way  out  again.  It  was  a  severe 
lesson  and  one  I  shall  remember  as  long 
as  life  is  left  to  me. 


The  Scarcity  of  Partridges. 

BY  ALERED   J.  HORSEY. 


AT  this  time  last  season  some  notes 
on  the  Scarcity  of  Partridges,  and 
the  probable  causes  for  the  same, 
appeared  in  Rod  and  Gun.  These  notes 
attracted  considerable  attention  and  in 
several  succeeding  numbers  contributors 
made  further  observations  which  added 
to  their/ value. 

I  am  encouraged  by  the  kindly  and 
appreciative  reception  accorded  last  year 
to  send   further  notes  on  the  results  of 


my  observations  during  the  last  season. 
The  ruffed  grouse,  being  par  excellence 
the  most  important  bird  on  our  game 
list  makes  observations  of  a  practical 
nature  upon  it  widely  interesting.  Not 
only  sportsmen  but  the  public  generally 
are  deeply  concerned  in  the  future  of  this 
bird. 

At  the  outset  allow  me  to  state  (for  it 
is  too  good  news  longer  to  be  suppres- 
sed) that  my  observations  in  the  Ottawa 
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Valley  show  that  partridges  are  apprec- 
iably less  scarce  than  was  the  case  in 
1907,  being  about  four  to  one  more  than 
in  1908. 

The  plague,  for  it  was  nothing  less, 
has  apparently  passed  over.  Of  course 
the  birds  are  not  at  present  up  to  the 
average  numbers,  but  judging  from  the 
astonishingly  large  and  gratifying  in- 
crease, a  season  or  two  as  prolific  as  the 
last  will  place  them  in  a  secure  position 
numerically  to  maintain  their  position — 
a  position  which  it  is  to  be  hoped  they 
will  retain  for  a  long  time  to  come.  If 
this  should  prove  to  be  the  case  restric- 
tions may,  with  safety,  be  happily  re- 
moved at  an  early  date. 

While  three  or  four  seasons  up  to 
1907  have  shown  more  and  more  deple- 
tion until  that  of  1907  was  truly  alarming 
the  season  of  1908,  with  the  prohibition 
of  shooting  altogether,  exhibited  a  de- 
cidedly upward  tendency. 

The  large  proportion  of  young  birds 
to  old  ones  indicated  a  good  brooding 
season.  The  coveys  early  in  the  season 
were  large.  In  the  previous  season  the 
great  majority  were  old  birds  and  par- 
ticularly wild  and  wary,  skilled  in  the 
many  and  clever  devices  practised  by 
this  Royal  bird,  when  much  pursued, 
for  the  evasion  of  its  enemies.  By  those 
who  do  not  know  it  well  this  bird  is 
sometimes  called  stupid,  but  it  speedily 


learns  by  experience  to  practise  arts 
which  often  confound  those  who  attempt 
to  shoot  it. 

Bush  fires  have  not,  apparently,  mater- 
ially affected  the  increase,  as  the  hatch- 
ing season  was  over  before  the  fires  be- 
gan. Although  the  Spring  was  early 
and  wet  no  serious  losses  could  have 
been  occasioned  thereby. 

The  particular  disease,  or  active  agent, 
causing  such  devastation  during  the  past 
few  years  has  not,  as  far  as  I  know,  yet 
been  fixed  upon,  though,  doubtless,  it 
was  a  germ  disease  of  a  highly  contagio- 
us nature.  Maybe  the  infection  was  caus- 
ed by  an  insect  (a  parasite)  as  plague  is 
communicated  to  man,  or  malaria  by 
mosquitoes.  Perhaps  it  was  akin  to 
cholera,  to  which  our  domestic  fowl  is 
subject,  or  a  parasite  similar  to  that 
which  decimates  the  wild  hare  every  few 
years  when  it  becomes  very  numerous. 

It  is  well  known  that  contagious  virus 
is  procurable  for  the  extermination  of 
rats,  mice  and  other  rodents,  and  it  is 
altogether  probable  that  the  late  epidemic 
amongst  our  ruffed  grouse  was  due  to  a 
contagious  virus  of  a  somewhat  similar 
nature. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  I  advanced 
this  theory  in  my  notes  last  year  and 
further  observations  have  tended  to 
confirm  what  I  then  wrote. 


International  Fisheries 


AS  we  have  already  announced  Mr.S. 
Bastedo  who  was  formerly  deputy 
minister  of  fisheries  for  Ontario  has 
been  appointed  as  the  Canadian  Commis- 
sioner to  meet  Dr.  Starr  Jordan,  presi- 
dent of  Leland  Stanford  University,  Cali- 
fornia, the  United  States  Commissioner, 
to  inquire  into  and  make  recommenda- 
tions upon  the  rules  which  shall  govern 
the  international  fisheries  in  future.  Un- 
der a  recent  agreement  between  the  two 
countries  these  Commissioners  are  em- 
powered to  inquire  into  the  whole  matter 
connected  with  the  international  fisheries 
in  international  waters  and  to  propose 


regulations  which,  in  the  interests  of  the 
fisheries  shall  be  carried  out  on  both 
sides  of  the  line.  Up  to  the  present  any 
good  effected  on  one  side,  has  been 
neutralized,  and  often  more  than  neut- 
ralized, by  indifference  and  even  failure 
to  make  good  regulations  on  the  other 
side. 

Those  interested  in  these  matters  prac- 
tically comprise  the  whole  population,  for 
it  is  certain  if  good  regulations  can  be 
made  and  enforced  in  international  wat- 
ers, no  long  time  will  elapse  before  sim- 
ilar ones  will  be  applied  to  inland  waters. 
A  good  and  continuous  supply  of  food 
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fish  is  well  within  the  region  of  possibility 
in  the  view  of  those  who  have  studied 
the  subject  and  the  Commissioners  ap- 
pear so  far  as  they  have  expressed  them- 
selves, to  be  hopeful  of  speedy  and  good 
results  from  their  work. 

The  Commissioners  started  their  work 
on  July  first  at  Eastport,  Maine,  and 
after  making  full  and  careful  inquiries 
along  the  Atlantic  coast  proceeded  to 
follow  the  boundary  waters  inland  to  the 
Great  Lakes.  The  great  problem  of  the 
latter,  according  to  Dr.  Starr  Jordan  is 
to  get  rid  of  the  carp  without  endanger- 
ing other  fish.  '  'The  more  carp  caught 
the  better,  but  if  we  give  permission  for 
the  indiscriminate  use  of  all  instruments 
people  are  likely  to  use  them  on  black 
bass  and  other  fisb." 

The  spirit  of  the  Commissioners  well 
expressed  by  Dr.  Jordan  in  his  statement 
that  "we  simply  wish  to  make  the  fish 
supply  permanent,  and  the  boundary 
waters  not  ponds  to  be  empied  out."  As 
the  Commissioners  represent  no  local 
interest  but  Canada  and  the  States,  and 
as  their  sole  aim  is  the  good  of  the  fish 
and  the  fisheries  both  are  more  than  hope- 
ful of  arriving  at  regulations  agreeable  to 
both  sides,  the  enforcement  of  which  will 
result  in  a  plentiful  and  permanent  supply 
of  fish  for  both  countries. 


The  commissioners  are  assisted  by  Dr. 
Barton  W.  Evermann,  who  is  a  leading 
authority  rn  the  habits  ot  fish  and  Mr. 
Alexander,  who  has  won  a  high  place  as 
an  authority  on  fishery  methods.  A  great 
many  points  will  arise  in  which  the  as- 
sistance of  these  gentlemen  will  prove 
valuable  and  the  whole  inquiry  should 
result  in  the  adoption  of  a  policy  looking 
only  to  fish  protection.  The  step  taken 
by  the  appointment  of  these  Commissioners 
is  one  which  cannot  fail  to  have  a  marked 
effect  in  both  countries  and  their  success 
will  go  a  long  way  towards  the  solution 
of  some  of  the  most  important  problems, 
troubling  the  authorities  of  both  Canada 
and  the  States. 

Since  the  above  was  written  the  follow- 
ing extract  from  a  letter  addressed  to 
Edward  Hatch  jr.  of  New  York  has 
been  the  light  and  is  quoted  for  its  direct 
bearing  upon  the  subject  : — 

"It  seems  to  me  that  the  pollution  of 
international  waters  is  a  matter  which  our 
commissioners  must  take  very  seriously. 
We  shall  provide  adequate  means  for  en- 
forcing whatever  statutes  are  adopted. 
The  New  York  statute  seems  to  cover 
the  ground  very  well,  but  I  am  told  it  is 
not  enforced  against  the  great  pulp  mill 
corporations." 


Reports  from  New  Brunswick  state 
that  both  in  the  number  of  sportsmen 
and  the  quantity  and  quality  of  game  the 
last  season  was  an  exceptionally  good 
one.  Moose  were  in  better  condition 
and  the  sizes  of  horns  greater  than  the 
previous  year.  Antlers  with  a  spread  of 
sixty-three  inches;  one  with  a  spread  cf 
sixty-one  and  a  half  with  eighteen 
inch  pans  and  twenty  seven  points,  and 
others  from  fifty  to  fifty  five  inches  were 
reported,  the  latter  being  quite  plentiful. 
Bears  were  plentiful  on  the  North  Shore 
and  one  party  is  stated  to  have  been  re- 
sponsible for  .sixty  animals.  A  number 
were  placed  in  cold  storage  and  forwarded 
to  Boston  where  bear  meat  is  in  great 
demand."  Caribou  were  scarce  though 
deer  were  good.    The  latter  often  showed 


the  marks  of  encounters  with  wild  cats, 
showing  thatthese  scourges  become  more 
daring  each  year.  Some  guides  recom- 
mended a  bounty  on  wild  cats  attributing 
the  scarcity  of  small  game  entirely  to 
these  animals.  Excellent  accounts  are 
also  given  of  partridges  and  black  ducks 
and  a  fair  number  of  woodcock  were  ob- 
tained. Lynx  were  scarce  but  racoons 
were  found  in  good  numbers.  Sport  all 
round  was  of  the  best  and  the  reputation 
of  the  Province  was  thoroughly  well 
maintained.

Hungarian 


Partridges 


America's  Coming  Game  Bird  is  the 
title  of  a  little  booklet  containing  many 
particulars  about  Hungarian  partridges 
published  by  Messrs.  Wenz  and  Macken- 
sen,  naturalists,  Yardley,  Pa.  The  future 
of  our  game  birds  has  given  great  con- 
cern for  some  years  to  both  Canadian  and 
American  sportsmen,  and  the  latter  par- 
ticularly have  made  several  experiments, 
the  most  successful  of  which  have  been 
with  pheasants  and  Hungarian  partridge. 
The  partridges  appear  certain  to  have  a 
great  future  before  them  on  both  sides  of 
the  line.  Their  whole  history  shows  them 
to  be  suitable  to  American  conditions. 
At  first  they  were  few  in  number  in 
Europe  but  the  advance  of  agriculture 
favoured  them  and  they  spread  till  that 
continent  is  able  to  give  an  open  season 
and  export  considerable  quantities  as 
well.  They  are  hardy,  prolific,  a  great 
benefit  to  the  farmingcommunity  and  thrive 
b  *tter  under  the  protection  of  cultivation 
than  in  the  wilderness.  "  They  are  twice 
the  size  of  ordinary  quail  and  combine 
with  the  good  qualities  which  have  serv- 
ed to  make  the  Bob  White  such  favorites, 
the  added  ability  to  withstand  cold  weat- 
her and  hardships.  The  weight  of  an 
adult  Hungarian  partridge  is  about  two 
to  two  and  a  quarter  pounds,  the  length  of 
the  body  being  from  twelve  to  fourteen 
inches  and  the  measure  from  tip  to  tip  of 
wings  eighteen  to  twenty-two  inches. 
It  will  be  seen  from  this  that  they  are 
more  than  twice  the  size  of  the  Bob  White. 
Their  size  and  strength  play  a  most  im- 
portant part  in  their  adaptability  to  cold 
climates  because  they  can  easily  work 
themselves  out  of  deep  snow  in  which 
quail  would  perish.  In  their  native 
country  extreme  variations  of  heat  and 
cold  are  frequent,  but  the  partridges  do 
not  seem  to  suffer  from  these  changes. 
Their  size,  extreme  hardiness, high  proli- 
ficness  and  swiftness  on  the  wing  make 
the  Hungarian  partridges  the  ideal  game 
bird  for  stocking  purposes.  Both  parents 
are  untiring  guardians  of  their  young  and 


owing  to  this  care  large  proportions  are 
reared,  so  that  it  doesn't  take  long  to 
populate  a  whole  district.  The  birds  feed 
in  coveys  in  the  mornings  and  evenings 
and  towards  noon  retire  to  some  secluded 
spot  to  take  their  ease  and  dust  them- 
selves. Partridges  are  easily  pleased  and 
can  practially  make  their  living  any- 
where. Few  birds  so  strictly  adhere  to 
their  once  seclected  abode  as  the  Hung- 
arian partridges.  Even  their  offspring 
do  not  wander  away.  Partridges  are  so- 
ciable, peaceful  and  affectionate  and  will 
amiably  share  territory  with  quail. 
For  sport  in  the  field  partridges  cannot 
be  surpassed.  They  are  more  swift  in 
flight  than  quail  and  will  lie  much  closer 
to  cover.  When  flushed  they  fly 
like  shot  from  a  shell  and  at  different 
angles.  It  requires  a  good  marksman 
under  favorable  conditions  to  bag  more 
than  two  o^  these  swift  birds  on  a  raise. 
Hungarian  partridges  mate  in  pairs  only 
and  not  less  than  twelve  pairs  should  be 
planted  out  in  one  section.  The  libera- 
tion requires  to  be  carefully  done  or  the 
birds  will  continue  to  get  as  far  away 
from  their  captor  as  possible  till  exhaust- 
ed. The  crates  in  which  the  birds  are 
confined  should  be  so  loosened  that  the 
birds  can  escape  themselves  and 
if  food  and  water  have  been  previously 
placed  near  by  so  that  the  birds  can  easi- 
ly find  the  same  on  liberation  they  will 
almost  invariably  make  their  home  where 
they  found  their  first  feed.  Partridges 
can  be  successfully  raised  in  captivity 
if  reasonable  care  is  taken.  In  their  wild 
state  they  are  hardly  ever  subject  to 
disease  and  when  this  occurs  in  captivity 
it  shows  faulty  management.  A  varied 
diet  is  recommended.  A  copy  of  this  most 
interesting  pamphlet  will  be  forwarded 
to  any  of  our  interested  readers  on  addres- 
sing a  request  to  Messrs  Wenz  and  Mack- 
ensen,  naturalists,  Yardley, Pa. , and  ment- 
ioning 4 'Rod  and  Gun  and  Motor  Sports 
in  Canada."

FOR  almost  a  quarter  of  a  century 
I  have  been  hunting,  trapping  and 
1  prospecting.  In  turn  I  have  been 
on  all  the  streams  running  eastward 
down  the  Rockies,  from  Montana  north 
to  the  Slave  Lakes  and  from  Elk  River  in 
south  eastern  British  Columbia  to  the 
Skeena  River  in  the  far  north.  The  life 
of  a  prospector  or  trapper  is  a  hard, 
rough,  lonely  and  dangerous  one. 
pjjln  the  winter  season  he  is  out  about 
eight  months  all  alone,  never  seeing  a 
human  being  unless  he  runs  across  a 
brother  trapper.  In  the  year  1907  I  left 
civilization  in  October  and  did  not  return 
till  the  following  May.  During  that  long 
period  of  loneliness  my  only  companions 
were  two  fox  terriers.  These  two  ani- 
mals have  been  my  friends  for  years  and 
I  find  them  the  smartest  and  most  faith- 
ful of  friends.  They  are  small,  easy  to 
keep  and  absolutely  reliable  in  all  times 
of  danger  and  difficulty.  Eastern  folks 
may  smile  when  they   read  it,  but  it  is 


none  the  less  true  that  they  have  kept 
more  than  one  grizzly  at  bay  when  I  have 
emptied  the  magazine  of  my  rifle  or  got  a 
cartridge  jammed.  I  hope  later  on  to  tell 
my  readers  of  a  narrow  escape  from  a 
bear  and  how  the  dogs  saved  me. 

A  prospector  is  always  living  in  hopes 
of  "striking  it  rich"some  day.  A  few  fav- 
oured ones  are  fortunate  enough  to  se- 
cure it  in  a  few  years;  others  will  waste  a 
whole  lifetime  in  the  search  to  meet  death 
when  alone  in  the  wilderness.  Maybe, 
years  afterwards,  some  brother  prospec- 
tor will  stumble  aross  a  skeleton  bleach- 
ed by  the  sun  and  storms.  A  rifle,  pick, 
shovel  and  pan  nearby,rusted  and  useless, 
tell  the  whole  story.  All  are  placed  to- 
gether in  one  grave.  I  have  come  across 
like  relics  and  performed  the  last  offices 
over  the  remains.  Some  day  some  one 
may  find  the  last  of  myself,  for  as  one 
partner  said  to  another,  after  a  life  of 
wandering  together: 


I  am  going,  partner,  going  :  I  have  heard  the  call, 

'Tis  the  summons  that  must  come  some  day  to  one  and  all. 

There's  a  range  I:ve  got  to  cross — I'll  take  the  trail  alone  ; 

I  reckon  that  you'll  miss  me,  Jim,  a  little  when  I'm  gone. 

Don't  fret  about  it  dear  old  pard,  it  can't  be  helped  you  know, 

We've  been  together  all  these  years  and  now  it  seems  as  though, 

We  ought  to  go  together,  but  I  guess  it  cannot  be. 

One  favor,  Jim — just  make  my  grave  beneath  that  old  pine  tree, 

Where  we're  sat  and  planned  together,  in  the  sunset's  mellow  glow,

The  Royal  Canadian  Ladies'  Golf  Championship. 
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IHE  Royal  Canadian  Ladies'  Golt 
Tournament  of  1908  was  held  on 
the  course  of  the  Lambton  Golf  and 
Country  Club,  and  was  a  remarkable  one 
in  many  respects,  and  it  has  been  aptly 
said  that  the  winner  went  'through  fire 
and  water'  to  gain  the  title.  From  first 
to  last  it  was  Miss  Thomson's  tourna- 
ment. Her  splendid  Gross  Score  of  98 
under  most  trying  weather  conditions  for 
the  last  eight  holes, — her  three  long  balls 
in  the  driving  contest, — and  the  climax 
of  winning  the  Canadian  Championship 
for  the  fourth  successive  time — a  record 
unequalled  by  any  golfer  the  world  over, 
excelling  even  Lady  Margaret  Scott's 
three  years  in  the  British  Championship, 
Miss  Genevivre  Hecker's  three  victories 
in  the  American  National,  and  Mr.  Lyon 
in  the  Canadian.  Best  of  all  Miss  Thom- 
son has  kept  besides  her  title  of  Cham- 
pion, her  own  modest  opinion  of  her 
game  and  the  hearty  admiration  of  all 
those  fortunate  enough  to  know  her.  In- 
vincible as  a  golfer,asa  true  sportswoman, 
in  her  popularity,  truly  hers  is  an  unique 
position  and  one  unlikely  ever  to  be 
equalled. 

The  Lambton  Golf  and  Country  Club 
need  fear  no  comparison.  The  commodi- 
ous Club  House  with  the  wonderful  view 
from  the  verandah  down  the  terraced  hills 


and  over  the  flats  to  the  Humber  River 
cannot  be  excelled. 

About  thirty  of  the  players  stayed  in 
the  Club  House,  which  was  given  over 
entirely  to  the  ladies  for  one  week,  and 
where  everything  possible  was  done  for 
their  comfort  and  convenience.  It  was 
the  unaminous  wish  of  the  visitors  that 
more  clubs  would  accommodate  contes- 
tants during  tournaments,  though  it  was 
felt  that  the  standard  set  by  the  Lambton 
Club,  in  that  respect,  is  a  very  high  one 
for  other  clubs  to  strive  to  attain  in  the 
future. 

The  course  had  been  kept  in  wonderful 
condition,  thanks  to  an  abundant  water 
supply,  while  other  links  all  over  the 
country  were  sunbaked  and  cracked.  The 
greens  won  the  admiration  of  all  the  visi- 
tors. Under  ordinary  weather  condi- 
tions they  would  have  been  considered 
fine,  but  after  so  many  weeks  without 
rain,  their  condition  was  marvelous. 

'It  never  rains  but  it  pours'  and  the 
Heavens  opened  simultaneously  with  the 
tournament,  and  it  showed  much  pluck 
on  the  part  of  the  many  players  en- 
tered that  only  a  few  failed  to  finish 
the  eighteen  holes.The  Qualifying  Round 
could  hardly  be  called  a  test  of  golf. 
Some  began  to  play  in  fair  weather  and 
finished  in  storm,  while  others  left  the  1st

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lowed  so  rigorous  a  test  of  endurance. 

The  new  St.  Andrews  Rule,  that  a  ball 
may  be  lifted  from  but  must  be  dropped 
behind  the  casual  water,  was  strictly  en-

Miss  Thomson  seldom,  if  ever 
has  to  play  the  odd,  through  the  fair  green, 
whereas  Mrs.  Mussen's  accurate  ap- 
proaching and  putting  wins  many  mat- 
ches for  her,  and,  in  the  final,  enabled 
her  to  play  a  plucky,  up-hill  game 
against  such  heart-breaking  drives  and 
brassie  shots.  And  many  were  glad  to 
see  her  in  the  final,  a  place  she  has  well 
deserved,  and  would  have  won  in  previ- 
ous years,  had  she  not  been  unfortunate  in 
meeting  Miss  Thomson  earlier  in  the 
tournament. 

Miss  Thomson's  golfing  record  is  most 
brilliant.  She  has  held  the  championship 
of  the  Maritine  provinces  for  years,  and 
the  following  account  of  the  all- Canadian 
Tournaments  show  her  superiority  there.

He  is  known  on  both  sides  of  the 
line  as  a  mighty  hunter  of  bears, 
including  cinnamon,  black  and  grizzlies, 
hunting  them  in  British  Columbia, 
Washington,  Oregon  and  Idaho.  He  is  one 
of  the  sturdiest  specimens  of  the  hardy 
race  produced  by  life  in  the  mountains. 

With  such  an  upbringing  and  exper- 
ience Mr.  Hillis  has  developed  into  a 
marvellous  shot  with  both  the  shotgun 
and  rifle,  and  on  more  than  one  occasion 
his  expertness  with  firearms  has  stood 
him  in  good  stead.  As  a  fancy  shooter 
he  hasfewequals  and  hasdelightedcrowds 
with  his  performances  of  fancy  shooting. 


A  recent  journey  through  Alaska  in  the 
interests  of  the  Remington  Arms  and  U. 
M.  C.  Company  gave  him  many  inter- 
esting experiences.  When  in  the  far 
northern  region  he  visited  Dawson,  Fair- 
banks, Nome  and  other  placer  camps. 
On  his  return  he  proudly  displayed  a  gun 
the  stock  of  which  was  made  from  a  mas- 
todon tusk.  The  handsome  piece  of  ivory 
was  made  into  a  gun  stock  by  a  Siberan 
Eskimo  who  did  likewise  some  fine  carv- 
ing upon  it.

Mr.  J.  Arthur  Hope  has  established  two 
wolf  camps  at  each  end  of  a  six  mile  lake 
in  northern  Ontario  and  will  have  them 
ready  for  sportsmen  who  desire  to 
make  an  attempt  at  the  wolves  on  Dec- 
ember fifteenth.  An  ice  sleigh  will  be 
rigged  up  with  a  sail  and  when  the  wind  is 
favorable  will  travel  between  the  camps. 
If  found  necessary  a  third  camp  will  be 
established  some  miles  to  the  north-west 
making  a  triangle.  All  the  camps  are  on 
the  southern  line  of  the  Mississaga  Forest 
Reserve,  three  thousand  square  miles  in 
extent,  and  described  as  the  best  all 
round  big  game  country  in  Eastern 
Canada.  Wolves  are  plentiful  in  the 
neighbourhood  and  it  is  hope  to  do  a  little 
in  thinning  them  out.  It  is  intended  to 
run  a  blood  trail  across  the  lake  in  the 
dark  ot  the  moon  and  sportsmen  who 
wish  to  visit  the  camps  would  do  well 
to  time  their  arrival,  if  possible,  a  day 
or  two  before  the  moon  is  at  the  full. 
They  will  then  have  a  fairly  good  chance 
of  getting  a  shot  at  wolves  following  the 
blood  trail  across  the  lake.  Experts  will 
attempt  the  task  of  running  them  down 
on  snowshoes  in  deep  soft  snow.  Driv- 
ing in  a  calm  day  with  a  large  body 
of  men  will  also  be  attempted.  The 
blood  trail  on  a  clear  moonlight  night 
offers  the  best  chances  of  a  shot.  As 
the  camps  are  located  in  a  fine 
bear  country  they  will  be  kept  open  as 
late  in  the  spring  as  possible  Letters 
should  now  be  addressed  J.  A.  Hope, 
Wharncliffe  Post  Office,  Ont. 

Famous  as  taxidermists  the  Messrs. 
Emack  Brothers,    who    carry   on  their 


business  at  Fredericton,  New  Brunswick, 
are  winning  fame  also  as  big  game  hunt- 
ers. One  of  the  brothers,  who  was  acc- 
ompanied by  his  sister,  secure*^  a  moose 
early  in  the  season,  and  Tom,  who  hunt- 
ed in  Queen's  County,  was  fortunate 
enough  to  get  one  with  a  record  head  for 
that  portion  of  the  Province.  The  antlers 
have  a  spread  of  fifty  eight  inches  with 
twenty  seven  points  and  the  head  is  one 
of  the  best  taken  during  a  good  season. 
Mr.  Emack's  guide  was  Jack  Doran  and 
it  may  be  mentioned  that  the  latter  was 
exceptionally  fortunate,  taking  out  sev- 
en or  eight  parties  and  all  getting  moose 
with  antlers  spreading  over  fifty  inches 
with  just  one  exception.  A  third  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  took  to  the  woods  to  try 
his  fortune  after  his  brothers  returned 
from  their  outings.  Doran  stated  that 
his  season's  experiences  consituted  a 
record. 


Two  British  Columbia  sportsman  made 
a  hard  trip  on  Vancouver  Island  in  search 
of  elk.  They  went  in  on  the  west  coast 
with  one  packer  and  travelled  across  to 
within  seven  miles  of  the  Nimpkish 
River.  The  trip  was  an  exceedingly 
arduous  one  but  notwithstanding  bad 
weather  and  the  rough  country  they 
secured  a  good  head  of  twelve  points. 

A  singular  report  of  an  encounter  with 
a  moose  comes  from  New  Brunswick. 
Captain  Craft,  of  Mace  Bay,  who  has  a 
good  sized  farm,  was  returning  home 
from  market  when  he  met  a  bull  moose 
on  the  road.  The  bull  declined  to  give 
way  and  when  the  Captain  turned  round 
charged  the  wagon  breaking  some  of 
the  woodwork.  Later  in  the  evening 
the  captain,  accompanied  by  some  hunt- 
ers, went  out  to  locate  the  moose.  He 
succeeded  and  made  sure  that  the  same 
animal  would  not  again  interfere  with 
his  homeward  journey. 
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Professor  Prince  has  been  appointed  as 
I  the     Canadian    member    of  the  Inter- 
i  national  Commission  charged    with  the 
work  of  inquiring-    into  the  fisheries  in 
international  waters  and   preparing  re- 
gulations applicable  to  all  such  waters. 
|  It  is  believed  that  the  Commissioners'  re- 
commendations will  be  adopted  both  by 
!  the  States  and  Canada  with  the  result  of 
improving  the  fisheries  and  providing  both 
countries   with    an  abundant  supply  of 
j  food  fish.       Professor  Prince  succeeds 
Mr.  S.  T.    Bastedo,   who  had  received 
the  appointment  of  Superintendent  under 
the  Annuities  Act,  and  as  one  of  the  high 
est  authorities  on  fish  and  fishing  the  in- 
terests of  Canada  will  be  safe  in  his  hands. 


The  Governor- General  of  Canada  is 
taking  a  personal  and  kindly  interest  in 
the  establishment  of  a  natural  park  in 
the  Kootenays.  His  Excellency  in  a 
letter  to  Premier  McBride  of  British 
Columbia  states  that  while  he  is  aware 
of  the  difficulties  of  obtaining  appro- 
priations for  public  purposes  he  ventures 
to  think  no  money  could  be  better  spent 
than  in  the  establishment  of  such  a  park. 
In  order  to  aid  the  movement  Lord  Gray 
will  build  a  hunting  lodge  and  again  visit 
the  district  next  year. 


F.  C.  Armstrong,  who  has  been  a 
successful  guide  in  New  Brunswick  for  a 
number  of  years,  has  moved  his  outfit  to 

i  Schreiber  on  the  northern  shore  of  Lake 
Superior,  near  Lake  Nepigon  where  he 

j  has  sportsman's  camps  at  the  head  wat- 

j  ers  of  the  rivers  that  flow  into  Lake 
Superior.      He  has  moose,  caribou,  and 

I  good  fishing  to  offer  to  patrons.  His 
address  is  Schreiber,  Ont.    The  country 

|  in  which  he  will  operate  is  one  day's 
travel  from  the  main  line  of  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway,  and  as  an  instance 

|  of  what  a  great  country  it  is,  it  may  be 
stated  that  one  party  in  the  month  of 
October  saw  twenty-four  moose  in  twelve 
days  in  the  water,  and  over  half  were  bull- 

|  moose  with  large  antlers.  The  moose  in 
this  section  are  increasing  in  numbers 
rapidly,  caribou  are  very  plentiful,  and  it 
is  doubtful  whether  there  is  a  better 
moose  and  caribou  country  in  North 
America  than  this  part  of  Ontario. 


The  past  season  has  been  a  very  good 
one  for  bass  fishing  on  Brome  lake  andl 
the  size  of  fish  caught  has  been  excellent, 
though  probably  no  one  equalled  Mr.  E. 
J  .  Carpenter's  seven  and  a  quarter  pound 
bass.  This  lake  and  the  charming  little- 
town  of  Knowlton  are  becoming  grad- 
ually world  famous,  especially  when 
such  writers  as  Mr.  F„  G.  Aflalo  give 
publicity  to  the  sport  to  be  obtained 
there 

The  enormous  losses  from  forest  fires 
last  year  arouse  the  British  Columbia 
lumbermen  to  ask  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment to  make  the  Bush  Fires  Act  more 
stringent,  including  amongst  its  amend- 
ments "that  no  one  be  allowed  to  set  out 
fires  during  the  dry  season  of  June,  July, 
August  and  September,"  and  also  in- 
creasing the  numbers  of  firewardens. 
The  losses  due  to  fires  are  incalculable 
and  should  rouse  Governments  and 
legislators  to  more  determined  action. 

A  notable  New  Brunswick  marksman 
shot  a  moose  in  the  fall  at  a  distance  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  eight  yards  and 
his  one  shot  did  the  business.  In  the 
previous  year  he  shot  a  caribou  at  a  dis- 
tance of  three  hundred  yards.  He  is  a 
fine  rifle  shot  and  has  won  a  number  of 
prizes  at  rifle  meetings. 


In  British  Columbia  they  are  getting 
up  a  new  form  of  game  protection.  Ac- 
cording to  a  New  Westminster  paper  the 
farmers  of  the  Delta  Municipality  formed 
themselves  into  a  club  and  declined  to 
allow  shooting  by  anyone  without  a  per- 
mit from  its  secretary  and  the  permission 
of  the  land  owners.  The  club  has  also 
a  number  of  wardens  patrolling,  the  dis- 
trict. The  Richmond  Game  Protective 
Association  of  the  same  Province  employ 
two  wardens  continually. 


The  Ontario  Fisheries  Department  has 
come  into  possession  of  five  hundred  dol- 
lars worth  of  seine  nets  which  were 
seized  in  the  Bay  of  Quinte.  The  nets 
are  now  prohibited  in  these  waters  since 
they  prevent  the  whitefish  from  reaching 
the  spawning  grounds. 
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The  Yarmouth  branch  of  the  People's 
Game  and  Fish  Protective  Association  of 
Nova  Scotia  are  up  in  arms  against  a 
lease  of  a  portion  of  the  Indian  reserves 
within  the  Province  to  private  individuals 
tor  sporting  purposes  and  have  unani- 
mously passed  the  following  resolution  on 
the  subject  ;  Whereas  the  Association 
has  learned  that  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment through  the  Supt.  of  Indian  Affairs, 
has  recentl  jased  to  apr  vate  individual 
for  a  period  of  twenty-five  years  the  fol- 
lowing Indian  reserves  ;  Lots  Nos.  one, 
two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  seven,  A. B.C., 
one,  two  and  three  in  the  Fairy  Lake 
Indian  reserve  in  the  County  of  Anna- 
polis, and  Lots  Nos.  four,  five,  six, 
seven,  eight,  nine  and  ten  in  the  said 
Indian  reserve  in  the  County  of  Queens. 
And  whereas  the  members  of  this  Asso- 
ciation believe  and  contend  that  all  wild 
lands  of  this  province  unsuitable  for  ag- 
riculture or  commercial  purposes  should 
forever  remain  under  local  government 
control,  and  free  to  the  inhabitants  of 
this  province  for  the  purposes  cf  hunt- 
ing, and  fishing.  Therefore  resolved,  that 
this  Association  view  with  alarm  the 
course  pursued  by  the  Supt.  of  Indian 
Affairs  under  the  Dominion  Government 
in  the  case  above  referred  to,  and  hereby 
respectfully  protest  against  the  leasing 
of  any  other  Indian  Reserves  in  this 
province  ;  and  further  that  the  Associa- 
tion considers  that  when  any  of  these 
reserves  become  of  no  further  use  to  the 
Indians  the  same  should  revert  to  the 
province  and  be  held  by  the  local  govern- 
ment for  the  free  use  of  our  own  people. 
Further  resolved,  that  this  resolution  be 
printed  and  copies  sent  to  the  Supt.  of 
Indian  Affairs  and  to  the  several  Nova 
Scotia  members  of  parliament."  It  is 
hoped  this  may  prove  effective  in  prevent- 
ing further  concessions  and  also  any  re- 
newal of  the  present  lease.  The  game 
warden  has  discovered  various  breaches 
of  the  law  and  reported  that  he  was  on 
the  track  of  the  offenders.  Encouraging 
reports  were  received  of  the  pheasants 
and  it  was  stated  that  twenty-five  pounds 
of  wild  rice  has  been  distributed  for 
sowing  in  the  lakes.  If  these  efforts  are 
successful,  Nova  Scotia  will  be  rendered 
additionally  attractive  for  ducks.  Hopes 
were  expressed  for  a  better  enforcement 
of  the  fishery  laws  and  it  is  believed  the 


work  of  the  association  in  this  direction 
is  telling. 

According  to  a  Chatham  X.  B.  news- 
paper Fred  M.  Tweedie  of  that  town  took 
a  run  to  Hardwick  in  the  open  season 
in  his  Ford  auto,  taking  with  him  a  game 
license  and  a  rifle.  After  he  had  finished 
his  business  he  thought  he  would  have  a 
look  for  some  game.  He  drove  his  car 
into  the  heart  of  the  woods  by  way  of  a 
portage  road,  called  up  a  moose  and 
brought  it  down  with  the  first  shot.  Mr. 
Tweedie  arrived  in  town  the  same  even- 
ing with  the  head  strapped  to  the  back  of 
his  auto.  The  antlers  had  a  forty-three 
inch  spread. 


A  fine  quick  run  of  hunting  successes 
fell  to  the  lot  of  Mr.  Ernest  Sampson,  of 
Stanley,  N.  B.  during  the  last  open  sea- 
son. When  on  a  hunting  trip  to  Xash- 
waak  Lake  his  wagon  broke  down  when 
he  was  still  four  miles  from  his  camp. 
While  repairs  were  being  made  he  visited 
a  small  lake  near  by  and  noticed  a  caribou 
coming  down  the  opposite  bank  for  a 
drink.  Just  as  he  was  about  to  fire  a 
deer  made  its  appearance  and  with  two 
quick  shots  he  secured  "both  animals.  As 
he  was  engaged  in  skinning  operations  a 
moose  appeared  and  with  the  promptness 
of  a  trained  hunter  he  sent  in  a  fatal 
shot  and  thus  secured  three  heads  of  big 
game  before  reaching  his  camp. 


Female  explorers  are  by  no  means  un- 
known and  the  race  bids  fair  to  be  con- 
tinued. They  are  invading  the  north  as 
they  have  covered  other  fields  and  recent- 
ly two  of  them  —  Miss  Agnes  Deans 
Cameron  and  her  niece,  Miss  Brown — 
went  as  far  as  the  Arctic  Sea  and  back, 
devoting  three  months  to  the  journey.

the  beaten  paths  the  trip  to  the  Arctic  is 
one  they  felt  they  could  recommend.

It  is  reported  that  in  addition  to  the 
forest  fires  which  robbed  the  Dominion 
of  so  much  good  timber  last  year  the 
Indians  of  the  Mackenzie  River  district 
indulged  in  fires  on  their  own  account. 
One  North  West  Mounted  Police  Inspec- 
tor stated  that  he  saw  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  miles  of  fire  burning  along 
the  Mackenzie  River  and  attributed  the 
whole  to  carelessness  or  willfullness  on 
the  part  of  the  Indians.  He  recommend- 
ed the  course  of  making  a  treaty  with 
these  Indians  or  increasing  the  patrol 
along  the  river  to  stop  this  wasteful  de- 
struction. 


Professor  Kermode,  the  curator  of  the 
Provincial  Museum  at  Victoria,  B.  C, 
accompanied  by  Samuel  Whittaker,  his 
assistant,  recently  left  that  city  on  the 
steamer  Armur  for  the  north — the  design 
being  to  go  to  Skiddegate,  on  Graham 
Island  though  the  interior  of  the 
island,  to  Massett  and  from  thence  to 
Virago  Bay.  It  is  believed  in  the  course 
of  this  itineray  they  will    come  across  a 


new  species  of  caribou  known  as  the 
Rangifer  Dawsonei  which  is  believed  to 
have  its  habitat  in  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands.  So  far  a  fragmentary  skull,  one 
horn  and  a  description  of  the  skin  is  all 
that  is  known  of  this  species.  While 
doubt  has  been  thrown  upon  the  existence 
of  this  caribou,  Mr.  Kermode  is  a  believ- 
er in  its  existence  and  thinks  he  has 
planned  his  journey  to  so  thoroughly 
cover  the  habitat  of  the  animal  that  if  it 
exists  he  will  prove  successful  in  his 
search. 

A.  W.  Hooper  of  Boston,  Mass.,  vice- 
president  of  the  Aransas  Pass  Tarpon 
Club,  a  well-known  frequenter  of  Catalina 
waters,  bordering  Catalina  Island,  Calif, 
has  again  come  into  prominence  by  ac- 
complishing one  of  the  most  difficult 
feats  known  in  angling.  Fishing  at 
Aransas  Pass  with  the  regulation  Catalina 
light  tackle,  he  caught  a  tarpon  measur- 
ing five  feet  and  eleven  inches,  the  big- 
gest "silver  king"  ever  caught  with  a 
six  ounce  tip  and  nine  thread  line.  L.P. 
Streeter,  president  and  founder  of  the 
Aransas  Pass  Tarpon  Club,  held  the  re- 
cord up  to  the  time  of  Colonel  Hooper's 
achievement,  with  a  tarpon  measuring 
five  feet,  nine  inches.  It  took  one  hour 
and  thirty  minutes  to  land  Hooper's  fish, 
and  the  angler  caught  no  less  than  eleven 
tarpon  in  eight  days'  fishing.  To  catch 
tarpon  on  light  tackle  had  been  declared 
impossible  until  Mr.  Streeter  demon- 
strated the  feasibility  of  the  feat,  and  or- 
ganized the  Aransas  Pass  Tarpon  Club 
for  the  purpose  of  stimulating  interest  in 
light-tackle  fishing  in  the  waters  frequent- 
ed by  the  silver  king.

The 
pond  will  be  cleaned  and  the  outlet  pro- 
vided with  a  grating.  As  the  pond  is 
fed  by  springs  a  supply  of  pure  water  is 
assured.  Parent  bass  will  be  placed  in 
the  pond  and  these  are  expected  to  pro- 
pagate very  rapidly.  The  bass  thus 
raised  will  be  used  to  stock  northern 
lakes  and  other  waters  of  the  Province. 
As  one  official  remarked  "Some  lakes 
have  been  depleted  by  nets  which  would 
still  have  been  well  supplied  with  fish 
today  if  all  the  anglers  of  the  Province 
had  been  fishing  in  them." 


At  a  time  when  so  much  criticism  is 
heard  with  respect  to  our  fish  and  game 
wardens  it  is  a  pleasure  to  quote  the 
following  letter  and  resolution  agreed 
upon  by  the  Ganonoque  (Ont.)  Town 
Council  with  respect  to  the  services  of 
the  gentlemen  who  holds  the  position  in 
their  town  : — 

To  the  Hon.  Dr.  Reaume,  Minister  of 
Public  Works,  Toronto  : 

Dear  Sir, — We,  the  Town  Council  of 
Gaaanoque  in  session,  beg  to  thank  you 
for  the  great  interest  you  and  your  De- 
partment have  taken  in  fish  protection 
within  the  territory  requested  by  our 
deputation  which  you  so  kindly  received 
in  February  last.  We  beg  to  say  our 
tourist  trade  will  certainly  increase,  as 
owing  to  efficient  inspection  by  your  over- 


seer, Mr.  George  Toner,  the  fishing 
has  not  been  so  good  for  years  as  in  the 
past  season.  We  are  particularly  an- 
xious in  the  interest  of  our  town  to  have 
efficient  inspection  during  the  full  year. 
Heretofore  a  good  deal  of  injury  has 
been  done  to  the  fishing  by  pirates  dur- 
the  winter  and  spring.  We  most  earn- 
estly request,  in  our  town's  interest,  that 
you  employ  Mr.  Toner  during  the  full 
year,  with  power  to  act  as  his  judgment 
and  your  rulings  will  allow  in  fish  pro- 
tection. Moved  by  Couns.  McParland 
and  Donevan,  that  the  Town  Council  of 
Gananoque,  at  this  regular  meeting,  ex- 
presses their  thanks  to  Mr.  Toner,  Fish- 
eries Inspector,  for  the  efficient  manner 
in  which  he  has  performed  his  duties — 
carried. 

We  are  pleased  to  hear  that  the  views 
of  sportsmen,  acquainted  with  the  neigh- 
bourhood amply  confirms  the  views  above 
expressed  and  heartily  wish  that  the 
publication  of  this  commendatory  letter 
will  lead  other  wardens  to  emulate  Mr. 
Toner's  example  and  raise  the  whole 
status  of  their  office.

during  the  three  days'  meeting  at  Sydney, 
N.S.W.  : — Champion  Cup  lor  the  high- 
est aggregate  ;  Governor's  Cup  for 
longest  cast  ;  Champion  Gold  Medal  for 
highest  aggregate  ;  Silver  trophy  for 
accuracy  under  obstacle  ;  and  Silver 
Trophy  for  distance  casting.

The  President  of  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Audobon  Societies  declares  that 
the  people  of  the  present  generation  are 
robbing  posterity  in  permitting  an  an- 
nual crop  loss  of  eight  hundred  millions 
of  dollars  due  to  the  destruction  of  insect 
eating  birds.  A  fund  is  being  raised  for 
the  purpose  of  fighting  the  commercial 
bird  killers  in  every  State  Legislature.

A  deer  is  reported  to  have  found  its 
way  into  the  yard  of  the  Rolling  Mills  at 
Sault  Ste.  Marie  early  in  November. 
Becoming  frightened  at  a  passing  yard 
engine  the  deer  rushed  into  the  mill  and 
jumping  into  the  rolls  broke  three  legs. 
The  machinery  was  stopped  and  the  deer 
taken  out  and  killed.  Many  people  went 
to  see  the  deer  thus  strangely  captured. 


Mr.  Aubrey  White,  the  Deputy  Minister 
of  Lands  and  Mines  for  Ontario  states 
that  the  valuable  timber  of  the  Province 
was  not  injured  by  the  forest  fires  so 
prevalent  during  the  summer.  In  almost 
every  instance  the  fires  were  confined  to 
sections  from  which  the  good  timber  had 
been  taken. 


A  sad  tragedy  occurred  in  the  Red 
River  near  Selkirk,  Man,,  during  Novem- 
ber. A  fisherman  named  Flavel,  with 
his  wife  and  two  children  were  travelling 
over  the  ice  by  dog  train.     They  were 
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journeying  to  the  mouth  of  the  river  to 
open  winter  fishing  quarters.  Coming 
to  a  weak  spot  the  sled  went  through. 
The  mother,  when  she  felt  herself  going 
threw  her  baby  on  to  the  solid  ice  where  it 
was  providentially  found  shortly  after- 
wards safe  and  sound.  The  other  three 
members  of  the  family  were  swept  away. 


For  some  years  it  has  been  evident 
that  the  day  of  the  automatic  pistol  was 
near  at  hand.  European  types  of  auto- 
matics long  since  susperseded  revolvers 
abroad.  Why  they  fail  to  win  favor 
here  is  perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that  we 
as  a  nation  expect  too  much.  The  in- 
ventive American  now  finds  the  trick 
that  was  left  out  all  this  time,  discovers, 
of  course  a  new  principle  that  simplifies, 
and  then  adds  a  few  improvements  for 
good  measure,  just  as  Americans  have 
done  since  the  days  of  Fulton  Howe,  and 
Goodyear.  At  last  we  have  a  .32  calibre 
ten-shot  pistol,  not  only  automatic  and 
accurate,  but  the  lightest,  trimmest  fast- 
est weapon  imaginable.  This  arm  is 
manufactured  by  the  Savage  Arms  Co. 
of  Utica,  N.  Y.  weighs  only  nineteen 
ounces  and  measures  six  and  a  half  inches 
over  all.  It  fires  ten  shots  as  rapidly  as 
a  man  can  pull  the  trigger.  Yet  each 
bullet  and  its  gases  have  the  barrel  to 
themselves,  locked  automatically  at 
the  breech,  during  the  ihfinitesmal  period 
of  time  the  bullet  is  in  passage.  The 
full  force  of  all  the  gases  are  thus  secured 
for  the  bullet  during  discharge.  A 
degree  of  accuracy  and  uniformity  ot 
velocity  heretofore  unattainable  in  an 
automatic  pistol  of  the  i  'blow  back" 
type  has  been  achieved  in  a  simple  way. 
Simple  and  at  the  same  time  positive  ; 
the  bullet  itself  automatically  locks  the 
breech  during  discharge  by  taking  the 
rifling  and  it  leaves  it  again  free  when 
out  of  the  barrel.  The  pistol  is  con- 
structed to  use  the  recoil  of  the  gases 
remaining  after  the  bullet  leaves  the  bar- 
rel to  operate  the  action  —  that  is,  to 
eject  the  shell  and  bring  the  next  cartridge 
into  position  to  cock  the  hammer.  This 
long-sought-for  method  of  insuring  ac- 
curacy and  freedom  from  fouling  in  an 
automatic  arm  has  made  possible  a  great 
advance  in  simplicity,  rapidity,  safety  and 
ease  of  action.    Although  the  principle 
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was  discovered  several  years  ago,  the 
manufacturers  have  continued  to  develop 
and  improve  the  ideas  which  grew  out 
of  it.  The  Savage  Automatic  Pistol  is 
so  constructed  that  a  cartridge  may  be 
carried  in  the  chamber  ready  for  action 
either  with  the  hammer  down  or  at  full 
cock  locked  by  the  safety  device.  The 
hammer  or  cocking  lever  may  be  cocked 
at  will,  without  operating  any  other 
part  of  the  mechanism.  It  is  impossible 
to  discharge  the  pistol  except  by  pulling 
the  trigger.  A  blow  on  the  exposed 
hammer  or  cocking  lever  will  not  dis- 
charge it.  The  safety  device  locks  the 
entire  mechanism  if  desired.  It  has  fewer 
parts  than  any  other  automatic  pistol  and 
the  mechanism  is  astonishingly  simple. 
It  disassembles  by  hand  without  the  aid 
of  any  tools — not  a  single  screw  to  work 
loose.  Only  spiral  springs  are  employed, 
insuring  freedom  from  breakage.  These 
are  highly  important  considerations  in  an 
automatic  pistol. 

"Some  morning  you  may  wake  up  and 
find  your  tax  list  has  changed  its  aspect," 
was  the  warning  Prof.  Fernow  gave 
speaking  of  the  timber  resources 
of  Ontario  at  the  Canadian  Club 
at  Toronto.  The  forests  had  been 
drawn  upon  to  lighten  the  tax  bill,  the 
golden  goose  was  very  near  its  finish,  he 
declared,  and  other  resources  must  be 
drawn  upon  to  make  good  the  deficiency. 

He  had  read  in  the  papers  that  the 
fires  had  done  no  damage  because  they 
had  only  run  over  old  slash.  This  was 
where  the  government  had  failed  to  real- 
ize their  responsibility.  The  forest  fires 
were  destroying  the  young  growth  and 
preventing  the  recuperation  of  the  lands 
for  future  wood  cuts.  It  was  a  disgrace 
that  in  spite  of  the  large  expenditure  for 
this  purpose  they  could  not  cope  with 
the  evil.  There  was  either  carelessness 
or  deplorable  mismanagement.  There 
was  a  lack  of  moral — evident  also  among 
those  who  contributed  to  such  wa^te. 

The  Ontario  Government  was  proud  to 
to  be  able  tn  say  that  in  the  limits  there 
were  ten  or  twelve  billion  feet  of  white 
pine.  But  this  was  only  four  years' 
supply  of  the  United  States'  consumption. 

In  the  timber  area  of  British  Columbia, 
he  estimated  300,000,000  000  feet,  but  as 
the  United  States  consumption  was  40,- 


000,000,000  a  year  this  only  represent- 
ed  ten  years'  consumption. 

He  was  glad  to  see  the  Ontario  Govern- 
ment had  begun  in  a  small  way  to  en- 
courage reforesting  of  waste  farm  lands. 

There  is  more  poor  forest  growth  in 
Canada  than  you  have  any  idea  of  tree- 
weeds  in  profusion"  he  said,  speaking  oi 
the  intractability  of  the  Laurentian  rocks 
which  decayed  but  slowly,  and  gave  no 
soil  for  tree  growth. 

"Hemlock  is  the  skim  milk  of  the 
woods,"  was  another  remark.  Balsam 
was  a  much  better  pulp  wood  than  spruce 
but  it  did^iot  float  so  well  and  could  not 
be  got  out  without  railway  developement. 

Natural  philosophy  must  come  to  the 
aid  of  the  student  in  interpreting  the 
reports  of  explorers  on  the  timber  re- 
sources observed.  Reports  only  existed 
where  someone  had  gone  in  a  canoe.  No- 
thing was  known  of  the  country  behind 
the  railway  route,  and  the  question  arose 
whether  he  was  an  optimist  or  pessi- 
mist. (Laughter) 

Fifty  per  cent,  of  the  timber  lands  was 
burned  area,  burned  over  and  again.  The 
rest  was  not  commercially  available  in 
the  north,  the  rivers  flowing  in  the  wrong 
direction. 


A  hunting  trip  which  was  successful 
in  every  particular  was  that  undertaken 
by  the  Hon.  James  S.  Whipple,  Game 
Commissioner  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
Mr.  Whipple  was  accompanied  by  two 
well  known  sportsmen  in  the  persons  of 
Mr.  John  S.  Burnham,  of  Alaska  fame, 
and  Mr.  C.E.  Johnstone,  one  of  the  best 
known  big  game  hunters  in  America.  The 
hunt  took  place  in  the  country  north  of 
Kipawa  on  the  western  boundary  of 
Quebec  in  thelast  fortnight  of  November. 
Twelve  days  were  spent  in  the  woods  and 
in  that  time  the  party  saw  a  great  quant- 
ity of  game.  Mr.  Whipple  himself  secured 
a  magnificent  head  with  a  spread  of 
sixty  inches — the  formation  of  the  antlers 
being  a  feature,  as  well  as  extent  of  the 
spread.  Mr.  Johnstone  and  Mr.  Burn- 
ham  each  secured  a  good  head,  though 
neither  of  theirs  was  as  large  as  that  of 
the  Commissioner's.  The  success  of  the 
trip  will  advertise  this  sporting  section 
of  the  Dominion  in  the  right  quarters,  as 
all  three  gentlemen  have  returned  highly 
delighted  with  their  trip,  and    have  ex- 
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pressed  their  intention  of  not  only  revisit- 
ing the  country  themselves,  but  advising 
their  friends  to  do  so.  Kipawa  has  cer- 
tainly made  a  name  for  itself  this  season. 
Mr.  Burnham  reports  however  that 
wolves  are  too  plentiful,,  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  war  will  be  waged  on  these 
pests  during  the  winter. 


The  ladies  are  conquering  every  field 
and  it  is  therefore  no  matter  of  wonder 
that  some  of  their  numbers  are  taking 
out  hunting  licenses  and  hieing  to  the 
backwoods.  Two  ladies  took  out  licen- 
ses in  Michigan  and  accompanied  their 
husbands  to  the  woods,  living  with  them 
in  the  tents  and  hunting  the  deer  and 
birds.  They  gained  in  health  and 
the  fresh  free  life  proved  most  at- 
tractive to  them. 


Dr.  Grenfell,  C.  M.  G.  whose  work  on 
the  bleak  Labrador  coast  is  well  known 
to  our  readers  is  starting  on  a  six  months' 
tour  of  Canada  and  the  States  in  the 
interest  of  his  work.  When  at  St.  Johns, 
N.  B.  where  he  addressed  a  large  audience, 


he  heard  with  the  keenest  regret  of  the 
drowning  of  Captain  Roberts,  of  the  Lorna 
Doone.  He  stated  that  it  was  the  first 
fatality  in  their  mission  work  although 
they  had  had  some  narrow  escapes. 

The  Canadian  Camp  Club,  of  New 
York,  had  as  their  special  dish  at  their 
yearly  banquet  portions  of  a  man  eating 
lion.  Those  bold  ones  who  ventured  to 
partake  declared  that  while  the  flavor 
was  fine  the  meat  was  tough.  Lily  bulbs 
and  potatoes  from  Moose  Factory  formed 
other  special  attractions. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  be  able  to  re- 
port that  the  hunting  around  Kipewa, 
on  the  western  boundary  of  Quebec  has 
been  exceptionally  successful.  The  ad- 
vantages of  this  section  as  a  hunting 
country  were  extensively  advertised  by  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  and  out  of  the 
many  parties  who  visited  Kipawa  on 
their  advice,  only  one  failed  to  get  their 
moose,  and  in  this  one  case  the  party 
were  only  able  to  stay  in  the  woods  two 
days.

CREW   OF  THE   "CANUCK      ON  THEIR   RECORD   TRIP  FROM 
NANAIMO  TO  VANCOUVER. 


JW|HAT  is  believed  to  be  the  record  for 
III  the  Gulf  of  Georgia  for  a  yacht  of 
her  class  was  made  by  Captain  R. 
K.  Scarlett's  auxiliary  sloop  Canuck  on 
Labor  Day,  the  racer  making  the  trip 
from  Nanaimo  to  Vancouver,  a  distance 
of  forty  miles,  in  four  hours  and  fifteen 
minutes  under  double  reefed  canvas  for 
the  entire  distance.  The  best  previous 
time  was  held  by  the  sloop  Britannia, 
which  made  the  same  trip  in  four  hours 
and  thirty  minutes.  The  record  is  all  the 
more  noteworthy  as  the  first  eight  miles 
of  the  trip  out  to  the  Entrance  Island 
light  honse,  was  a  beat  close  hauled,  and 
it  can  be  easily  seen  that  the  Canuck 
averaged  better  than  twelve  miles  an  hour 
for  the  last  two  hours  of  the  dash  across 
the  gulf.     On  board  were  Capt.  Scarlett 


and  Messrs.  J.  Richardson,  Walter  Carl, 
Ross  Fraser,  S.  Verner,  J.  Sellery  and 
T.  Strachan. 

The  yacht  left  Nanaimo,  after  taking 
part  in  the  Labor  Day  regatta  on  Mon- 
day afternoon,  at  4.10  o'clock  with  the 
weather  decidedly  rough  and  anything  but 
a  pleasant  trip  ahead  of  the  crew.  After 
a  beat  for  the  first  eight  miles  the  wind 
changed  to  a  beam  wind  and  later  still — 
about  5.30 — to  a  broad  reach.  The  Ca- 
nuck fairly  sizzled  over  the  white  caps 
which  were  rolling  pretty  high  and  kept 
things  pretty  interesting  aboard.  What 
between  the  heavy  sea  and  the  high  speed 
at  which  they  were  going  it  required  two 
men  at  the  tiller  continually  during  the 
entire  trip  across  to  hold  the  Canuck  on 
her  course.     It  was  just  8.25  when  the

Torontonians  at  Chicago. 

Amateur  tars  sailing  under  the  jurisdic 
tion  of  the  Yacht  Racing  Union  of  the 
Great  Lakes  will  compete  in  the  speed 
events  1909  under  the  universal  rating 
rule  as  the  result  of  the  decision  reached 
at  a  meeting  of  the  organization  in  the 
Auditorium  Annex,  says  the  Chicago 
Record  Herald.  The  association  adopted 
the  rules  after  making  a  few  minor 
amendments,  but  the  regulations  in  the 
main  are  identical  with  those  governing 
races  of  the  New  York  and  Eastern 
Yacht  Clubs.  It  was  also  decided  to 
adopt  the  scantling  restrictions  which 
have  been  enforced  for  several  seasons  in 
the  events  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Yacht  Racing  Association.  The  revisions 
in  the  rules  will  effect  fourteen  clubs  on 
Lakes  Erie,  Huron  and  Saint  Clair,  all  of 
which  are  enrolled  in  the  Interlake  Yacht- 
ing Association;  nine  clubs  on  Lake  Mich- 
igan, constituting  the  Lake  Michigan 
Yachting  Association,  and  seven  organi- 
zations in  Canada  and  America  making 
up  the  Lake  Yacht  Racing  Association. 
Delegates  from  several  of  the  leading 
clubs  on  the  great  lakes  were  present  at 
the  meeting.  Aemilius  Jarvis  and  J.S.  Mc- 
Murray  represented  the  Royal  Canadian 
Yacht  Club  of  Toronto;  C.  R.  Pritchard, 
Rochester  Yacht  Club;  Dr.  W.  R.  Jen- 
nings, Detroit  Country  Club;  C.E.Vorce, 
Cleveland  Yacht  Club;  Charles  Scates, 
Lake  Michigan  Yachting  Association; 
&eorge  R.  Peare,  Illinois  Atheletic  Club, 
andE.  P.  Warner  Chicago  Yacht  Club. The 
election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
year  resulted  in  the  selection  of  Toronto 
as  the  rendezvous  for  the  law-making 
sailors  in  1909.  Aemilius  Jarvis  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club  was  chosen 
to  succeed  E.  P.  Warner  of  Chicago. 
President  during  the  last  year,  and  J.  S. 
McMurray,  also  of  the  Canadian  Yacht 
Club  was  elevated  to  the  office  of  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  vacated  by  Charles 
Scates  of  Chicago.  The  yachtsmen  were 
entertained  at  a  banquet  at  the  Union 


League  Club,  the  occasion  being  given 
over  to  an  informal  review  of  the  racing 
and  cruising  season  of  1908  on  inland 
waters. 


Seneca  Barred  or  no  Race. 
The  Canada's  Cup  races,  which  have 
been  arranged  to  take  place  off  Charlotte, 
N.  Y.,  in  August  of  next  year,  are  the 
topic  of  much  spirited  discussion  at  the 
winter  quarters  of  the  Royal  Canadian 
Yacht  Club.  A  member  of  the  club  thus 
sums  up  the  situation: — "Things  stand 
just  this  way  at  present:  Rochester  holds 
the  cup.  They  defended  last  year  with 
Seneca,  after  the  hottest  kind  of  a  row 
over  their  not  complying  with  the  condi- 
tions. We've  challenged  for  a  race  for 
1909,  and  they've  accepted.  So  far,  so 
good.  But  we  won't  go  up  against  Sene- 
ca again.  She  is  the  fastest  boat  of  her 
size  that  ever  floated,  I  firmly  believe. 
I  don't  believe  a  boat  can  be  built  to  beat 
her,  under  the  new  scantling  rule,  which 
enforces  planking  and  timbers  of  certain 
sizes.  We,  of  course,  have  to  build 
our  new  boat  under  the  new  scantling 
rule.  They  insist  on  the  right  to  sail 
Seneca  again  if  they  want  to.  That's 
what  the  row  will  be.  I  wouldn't  be  a 
bit  surprised  to  find  the  whole  thing 
wind  up  with  their  refusal  to  withdraw 
Seneca,  and  our  refusal  to  send  a  boat 
against  her.  That  wou'd  mean,  they 
could  keep  the  cup,  of  course  " 


Towns  Got  Tired. 

In  discussing  the  recent  Barry-Towns 
sculling  race  for  the  English  champion- 
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ship,  the  London  Standard  says: — "Both 
men  rowed  themselves  to  a  complete 
standstill,  but  once  again  the  old  adage 
respecting  youth  being  served  becomes 
applicable. Towns  was  giving  away  thir- 
teen years  in  age,  an  inch  or  two  in 
height  and  a  few  pounds  in  weight,  but 
for  a  reputably  slow  beginner  and  great 
stayer  Towns  surprised  everybody  by  be- 
ing ahead  in  less  than  a  minute  and  a 
half.  Approaching  Harrod's  Barry  spurt- 
ed hard  to  catch  Towns,  who  had  taken 
his  opponent's  water,  but  the  wary  Aus- 
tralian drew  out  again,  and  at  Hamer- 
bridge  Towns  possessed  the  advantage 
of  half  a  length.  From  this  point  to 
the  top  of  Chiswick  Eyot  Barry 
had  the  inside  station  and  it  was 
here  that  the  Englishman  made  his  su- 
preme effort.  Going  up  rapidly,  Barry 
was  just  about  level  at  Chiswick  church, 
and  a  little  further  on  Towns  began  to 
show  signs  of  distress.  The  Australian 
stuck  pluckily  to  his  business,  however, 
but  Barry  got  so  far  ahead  that  he  was 
able  to  take  the  Middlesex  station  and 
wash  his  rival  right  along  the  Devonshire 
meadows.  After  Barnes  bridge  Towns 
spurted  hard  and  got  up  a  trifle,  but  Bar- 
rie,  although  tiring,  and  only  doing  about 
twenty-five  for  the  final  minute,  lasted 
out  to  win  a  magnificent  race,  reflecting 
the  greatest  credit  on  everybody  concern- 
ed, by  two  lengths." 


Sir  Thomas  Lipton  Encourages  Tacht 
Racine: 

Sir  Thomas  Lipton,  to  encourage  the 
racing  of  yachts  of  the  27  rating  class,  to 
be  built  for  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
waters,  has  offered  the  Corinthian  Yacht 
Club, of  Marblehead,  Mass.,  a  silver  cup  to 
be  valued  at  $1,000.  The  offer  grew  out  of 
the  awarding  of  the  Lipton  cup  for  the  22 
rating  class  which  was  won  the  past  sea- 
son by  the  Eleanor, owned  by  Francis  W. 
Fabyan,  after  having  been  raced  for  three 
years.  The  cup  was  offered  to  the  Corin- 
thian Yacht  Club  and  Commodore  Henry 
A.  Morse  announced  that  it  had  been  ac- 
cepted. The  offer  is  made  with  these  con- 
ditions:The  class  is  to  start  with  five  boats, 
built  to  conform  to  the  scantling  and  cabin 
restriction  of  the  Yacht  Racing  Associa- 
tion of  Massachusetts.  It  is  for  sloops 
of  the  27  rating  class,  or  whatever  class 
may  represnt  it,  should  classification  be 


changed,  as  it  may  be  in  the  near  future. 
The  cup  will  become  the  property  of  the 
owner  winning  three  championships  in 
the  classin  all  open  races  in  the  Massach- 
ussets  Bay.  The  boats  must  be  sailed 
by  amateur  helmsmen.  The  races  to  count 
for  championships  are  those  of  the  Corin- 
thian and  Eastern  Yacht  Clubs  and  the 
Yacht  Racing  Association  of  Massachu- 
setts.

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Winners  in  the  Vanderbilt  Race. 

Louis  Wagner,  in  a  Fiat  car,  won  the 
Vanderbilt  race  at  Savannah  and  secured 
the  $5,000  gold  cup  of  the  Auto  Club  of 
America.  The  distance  of  402.08  miles 
was  covered  in  6-10-31,  the  average  being 
65.10  miles  per  hour.  The  winning  car 
was  one  of  120  horse  power  and  the  fact 
that  there  was  only  sixty-five  seconds 
difference  between  first  and  second  men 
showed  what  a  splendid  race  was  run 
and  how  well  the  contestants  kept  up  to 
the  finish.  There  were  many  changes 
in  position  and  Wagner  himself  held 
third  place  when  the  last  round  was  com- 
menced. A  punctured  tire  threw  Nazzara, 
who  won  the  three  biggest  races  of  last 
year,  out  of  position  or  the  chances  were 
greatly  in  his  favour,  he  having  a  lead  of 
two  miles  when  he  finished  the  fifteenth 
round. 

Victor  H.  Emery,  in  a  120  horse-power 
Benz  was  second,  his  time  being  6 — II — 
27  ;  Nazzara,  in  another  Fiat  third,  time 
6 — 18 — 47  ;  Rene  Hanriot  in  a  Benz 
fourth,  time  6 — 26 — 12  ;  Lucien  Hanta- 
vast  in  a  Clement-Bayard,  fifth,  time  6 — 
34 — 6  ;  Lewis  Stang  in  a  Renault,  sixth, 
time  6 — 43 — 35  ;  Victor  Regal  in  a  Clem- 
ent Bayard  seventh,  time  6 — 45 — 49  ; 
Henri  Fournier  in  an  Itala  eighth,  time 
6 — 46 — 32  ;  and  Ralph  H.  Depalma  in 
a  Fiat  ninth,  time  6 — 51 — 34.  The  race 
was  then  called  off.

A   Long*  Auto  Trip. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert  A.  Hover,  mem- 
bers of  the  Spokane  Motor  Club,  who 
completed  in  New  York,  Nov.  8,  the  first 
leg  of  what  is  conceded  to  be  the  longest 
automobile  trip  ever  attempted,  are  in 
Spokane,  making  ready  for  a  journey  of 
70,000  miles  through  Europe,  Asia  and 
Africa.  They  will  sail  from  New  York, 
January  22nd  going  to  Algiers,  passing 
the  winter  in  Algiera,  Tunis  and  Egypt 
and  penetrating  the  Sahara  Desert  as  far 
as  Biskra.  Crossing  to  Italy  in  the  spring; 
the  next  three  years  will  be  devoted  to 
crossing  every  country  in  Europe  at 
least  one  way,  with  some  touring  in 
Western  Siberia. 

The  homeward  trip  will  begin  in  1911 
by  crossing  from  Turkey  into  Palestine, 
where  the  car  will  be  driven  to  Jerusalem 
and  back  to  the  coast,  and  taken  to  India, 
China  and  Japan,  the  Philippines,  Aust- 
ralia, New  Zealand  and  Hawaii,  autoing 
in  each  as  much  as  is  feasible.  From 
Honolulu  they  will  sail  for  San  Francisco 
in  the  winter  of  1912,  driving  thence  to 
Spokane, and  by  that  time  they  expect  to 
have  covered  on  their  way  more  than 
75  000  miles,  some  of  which  in  districts 
where  an  automobile  has  never  before 
been  seen.  Mr.  Hover  injured  his  health 
in  the  work  of  reclaiming  arid  land  by  ir- 
rigation in  eastern  Washington  and  was 
ordered  by  his  physician  to  quit  business. 
He  was  an  enthusiastic  motorist  and 
chose  this  method  of  travel  No  attempt 
at  speed  was  made,  though  he  and  Mrs. 
Hover,  who  has  been  his  companion 
since  they  started,  made  the  trip  from 
the  Pacific  to  the  Atlantic  and  from  Mex- 
ico to  Canada  in  good  time.  They  start- 
ed from  the  Pacific  coast  below  Los  Ange- 


les, April  1  I  th  and  reached  New  York 
Nov.  8  and  dipped  the  wheels  of  the  ma- 
chine in  the  Atlantic  at  Long  Beach,  L.I. 

They  drove  more  than  7,00"  miles  from 
Tia-Juana,   a  small    village  in  Mexico, 
crossing  California,  Washington,  north 
to    British    Columbia,    Oregon,  Idaho, 
Wyoming,   Colorado,   Nebraska,  Iowa, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  New  York,  cross- 
ing the  international  border  at  Niagara 
Falls.    They  had  to  cross  seven  moun- 
tain ranges  and    hundreds  of  miles  of 
trackless  desert,  where  towns  and  even 
shacks  were  far  apart  and  where  they 
sometimes  did  not  meet  a  human  being 
for  days;  building  roads  where  necessary, 
camping  out  but  always  steadily  moving 
on.     Sufficient  water  and  provisions  to 
last  a  week  were  carried,  so  as  to  be  pre- 
pared for  an  emergency  in  case  the  car 
should  break  down.    No  serious  mishap 
occurred,  however,  and  the  tourists  came 
through  in  good  health  and  spirits. 

Speaking  of  the  trip  at  his  home  in 
Spokane  the  other  night,  Mr.  Hover  said: 
''By  careful  driving  we  avoided  all  seri- 
ous accidents,  although  at  many  places 
there  were  practically  no  roads  and  other 
points  where  travelling  was  so  bad  that 
we  made  only  a  few  miles  in  hours.  For 
instance,  there  was  the  old  road  near 
Roseberg,  Ore.,  where  we  had  forty 
miles  of  the  worst  going  imaginable. 
Deep  holes,  steep  grades  and  a  road  bad- 
ly cut  up  were  some  of  the  features,  while 
at  places  there  were  no  bridges  across 
streams  and  at  times  we  had  to  build 
wagon  ways  across  fallen  timbers  that 
were  too  large  to  hew  a  passage  through. 
After  leaving  Spokane  we  went  to  Lewis- 
ton,  Idaho,  from  there  to  Anatone  and 
thence  across  the  Grande  Ronde  river 
and  over  the  Shoemaker  grade.  This 
grade  had  never  been  traversed.  We 
thought  Uniontown  hill  was  steep,  but 
this  Shoemaker  grade  made  the  former 
but  a  dim  memory.  It  is  three  miles  in 
length  and  has  a  fall  of  2500  feet.  The 
grade  averages  more  than  fifteen  per  cent 
while  in  places  it  is  thirty-three  per  cent 
making  us  strew  boulders  in  the  way  of 
the  car  to  let  it  down  easily.  Going 
across  the  river  we  went  across  a  spur  of 
the  Blue  mountains,  to  Enterprise,  Ore.,, 
and  thence  to  Wallowa  Lake,  where  our 
partv  camped  for  some  time,  fishing  and 
catching  some  remarkably  large  trout, 
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the  largest  as  I  recollect,  weighing  19 
pounds.  We  found  a  good  road,  but  a 
little  steep,  to  Huntington  and  all  the 
way  to  Boise  the  roads  were  dusty  but 
fairly  good. 

"From  Boise  to  Pocatello,  though, 
was  the  worst  stretch  we  encountered  on 
our  transcontinental  trip.  Deep  sand  and 
light  volcanic  ash  alternated  with  broken 
lava  in  large  fields.  The  sand  forced  us 
in  many  places  to  lay  long  canvas  strips 
ahead  of  the  car  to  make  any  progress  at 
all,  the  ash  hung  up  our  axles  and  the 
lava  cut  our  tires  badly.  The  hardest  of 
the  whole  stretch  was  between  Burley  and 
Pocatello, 50  miles, over  much  of  which  we 
had  to  shave  off  the  road  from  one  to 
eight  inches  with  our  differentials.  We 
went  from  Pocatello  through  Granger, 
Green  River  and  Rock  Springs  to  Chey- 
enne, Wyo.  Except  for  four  steep  gul- 
ches near  Bitter  Creek  the  roads  were 
good  and  we  had  no  trouble.  We  heard, 
though,  how  cars  with  longer  wheel  base 
than  ours  had  come  to  grief  on  the 
sharp  gulches  that  we  found  sometimes 
less  than  fifty  feet  apart.  On  this  part  of 
the  trip,  too,  the  water  supply  troubled 
us,  but  our  water  bags,  holding  ten  gal- 
lons were  a  great  help  to  us  in  this  re- 
spect. Our  troubles  were  over  after  we 
passed  Bitter  Creek.  Contrary  to  expec- 
tations, the  trip  over  the  summit  of  the 
Rockies  was  easy,  and  from  that  point 
we  made  an  average  of  one  hundred  and 


forty  miles  a  day,  running  eight  hours  a 
day,  until  we  reached  Chicago.  It  seem- 
ed like  a  picnic  to  get  on  the  boulevard- 
like roads  of  the  east  after  what  we  had 
passed.  I  have  heard  autoists  speak  of  bad 
pieces  of  road  in  the  east,  but  they  never 
had  anything  to  compare  with  the  trials 
of  a  motorist  in  the  west.  I  consider  the 
Glidden  tour  hardly  a  test  with  the  roads 
they  have  in  that  part  of  the  country." 

Expert  drivers  laughed  at  Hover  when 
he-declared  he  would  make  the  trip  in  a 
two-cylinder,  20  horse-power  car,  but  he 
found  it  serviceable  on  bad  roads,  where 
high  power  would  have  been  useless.  His 
machine  is  in  good  condition,  but  he  ex- 
pects to  use  a  larger  car  on  the  European 
trip,  on  which  he  will  be  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Hover. 


NO  COLD  HANDS

A  Hunter's  Auto. 

Automobiles  are  being  used  for  about 
everything  nowadays,  but  a  Boston  party 
have  started  on  a  trip  which  will  put 
their  motor  car,  a  40  horse-power  Mathe- 
son,  to  a  unique  use.  They  will  use  it  as 
a  travelling  hunting  camp,  eating  and 
sleeping  in  it  while  in  the  Maine  woods. 
The  party  comprises  Freeman  N.  Young, 
Dr.  Albert  H.  Tuttle,  F.  H.  Archer,  Dr. 
E.  F.  Gleason,  and  the  owner  of  the  car, 
Roy  A.  Faye,  who  is  the  New  England, 
agent  for  the  Matheson.  To  the  extra- 
ordinary large  hood  has  been  sewn  four- 
teen feet  of  canvas,  which  can  be  staked 
down  to  the  ground,  providing  a  camp 
twenty-seven  and  a  half  feet  long  for  use 
in  wet  weather.  There  is  a  portable  stove 
and  cooking  is  done  under  cover.  Inside 
the  car  are  four  bunks,  made  to  stand 
out  from  the  sides  of  the  car  so  that  all 
four  beds  maybe  made  up,  straps  placed 


across  them  and  the  bunks  folded  up 
like  sleeping  car  berths.  There  is  a  pneu- 
matic mattress  for  each  berth,  a  pair  of 
army  blankets,  a  thin  rubber  blanket  and 
a  pillow.  The  driver's  seat  contains  the 
storage  or  dry  batteries  for  ignition  and 
lighting  the  car.  The  other  seat  stores 
tools,  spare  parts  and  ammunition.  In 
the  back  are  provisions  kept  in  tin  boxes 
which  fit  this  space.  The  ice-box  slides 
under  the  chassis  and  pulls  out  like  a 
drawer.  In  it  the  meat  and  game  are 
kept.  The  body  and  frame  of  the  car 
camp  are  made  of  hickory  strips  about 
nine  inches  apart  as  far  up  as  the  top 
bunk   and   then  weather-proof  canvas. 

Four  iron  rods  inside  keep  the 
canopy  from  spreading.  The  back  opens 
in  order  to  unload  or  store  from  each  end. 
Heavy  curtains  at  the  end  of  each  bed 
protect  the  sleepers  in  heavy  rains  or  cold 
winds.  The  car  is  equipped  with  a  small 
radiator  heated  by  the  hot  water  circula- 
tion of  the  engine.  A  complete  alumin- 
ium camp  outfit  of  plates,  frying  pans, 
pots  and  kettles  is  carried.  To  the  top 
of  the  car  has  been  fixed  a  dummy  trolley 
pole,  with  which  the  hunters  propose  to 
have  some  fun  in  the  country  districts. 
They  will  give  the  impression  that  the 
car  is  run  by  electricity  and  that  they 
are  "swiping"  the  necessary  current  from 
the  trolley  wires  of  country  electric  rail- 
ways as  they  go  along. 


An  Innovation  in  Ballooning- 
|  Carl  G.  Fisher,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind., 
agent  tor  the  Stoddard-Dayton  automo- 
bile, tired  of  having  his  huge  gas  bag 
hauled  about  in  a  farm  wagfon,  he  and 
his  guests  subjected  to  the  discomforts  of 
walking,  started  something  on  Friday, 
October  30th,  which  go  far  toward  do- 
ing away  with  the  annoyances  of  balloon 
trips.  A  firm  believer  in  the  staunch- 
ness of  the  Stoddard-Dayton  automo- 
bile, he  decided  to  do  away  with  the  or- 
dinary basket  and  attach  to  the  load-ring 
a  Stoddard-Dayton  car  of  25  h.  p.  Mr. 
Fisher's  balloon  is  the  largest  of  its  kind 
in  the  world,  having  a  lifting  power  of 
4,000  pounds.  Capt.  Bumbaugh,  the 
noted  aeronaut,  who  has  been  instructing 
Mr.  Fisher  in  ballooning,  accompanied 
him.  The  objective  point  was  Dayton, 
Ohio,  the  home   of  the    Dayton  Mo- 
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tor  Co.,  the  intention  being  to  make  the 
one  hundred  mile  flight,  descend,  load 
the  bag  on  to  the  deck  of  the  automobile 
especially  prepared  to  receive  it,  then 
drive  the  car  into  the  city  of  Dayton. 
Every  detail  of  the  ascension  was  suc- 
cessfully carried  out.  After  hovering 
over  Indianapolis  for  a  few  moments,  a 
westerly  wind  caught  the  balloon  and 
drove  it  rapidly  towards  the  East.  Not 
caring  to  risk  a  descent  in  the  dark,  a 
landing  was  made  just  before  dusk,  the 
great  gas  bag,  under  the  masterly  hand 
of  Capt.  Bumbaugh  settled  slowly  to  the 
earth,  and  when  over  a  corn  field  the  an- 
chor was  thrown  over,  catching  in  a 
fence.  The  auto  came  to  the  ground  so 
gently  that  the  passengers  did  not  rise 
from  their  seats  until  after  all  four 
wheels  were  on  the  ground.  It  took  but 
a  few  minutes  to  deflate  the  bag,  roll  it 
up  and  start  the  car.  Mr.  Fisher  is 
much  elated  over  this  novel  experiment 
and  states  that  all  of  his  trips  in  the  fu- 
ture will  be  made  in  a  Stoddard  Dayton, 
rather  than  a  basket;  so  much  easier  to 
load  up  and  go  home  than  to  hunt  around 
the  country  for  some  one  to  take  care  of 
you.

Sporting  Life  has  the  following  pleasam.  - 
sketch  of  Walter  P.  Thomson,  the  well-known 
Hamilton  shooter:  "Out  of  the  great  number 
of  clever  trap  shooters  claiming  a  residence  in 
Canada  may  be  selected  many  skilful  target 
smashers,  but  one  of  Canada's  most  promi- 
nent is  Walter  P.  Thomson,  the  genial  vice- 
president  of  the  Hamilton,  Can.,  Gun  Club. 
Walter  took  a  peep  into  tne  mysteries  oi  this 
world  at  Hamilton,  Canada,  on  the  afternoon 
of  May  16,  1876.  And  this  Canuck  has  a  rec- 
ord which  he  may  well  be  proud  of.  He  was 
an  amateur  ball  player  and  pitched  for  the 
Crescent  Bicycle  Club,  and  was  tne  star  slant 
dispenaer  for  this  aggregation  when  it  won 
the  City  League  championship  during  the  sea- 
sons of  iy 04-05.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Crescent  team  that  won  the  "Times"  news- 
paper bicycle  trophy.  For  several  years  he 
held  the  bicycle  record  from  Hamilton  to  Nia- 
gara Falls,  N.Y.,  and  return.  He  helped  to 
win  additional  glory  for  the  Crescents  when 
he  was  a  member  of  this  club's  hockey  team 
that  won  the  city  championship.  This  power- 
erfully  built  athlete  also  figured  on  the  gridiron 
being  one  of  the  intermediate  Tigers  bacK  in 
the  'yO's.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Hamilton 
Leander  Rowing  Club,  and  twice  was  on  the 
crews  that  landed  the  club  championship. 
Since  retiring  from  the  more  active  line  o. 
sport  he  has  become  a  celebrity  with  the  gun. 
He  branched  out  as  a  triggerite  in  iy02  and 
during  the  year  iy04  won  the  Chicago  City 
Handicap,  and  in  iy05  was  a  runner-up  in  the 
Grand  Canadian  Handicap,  smashing  fifty 
straight,  and  in  the  shoot  off  at  50  addition- 
al birds  lost  to  Fred  Westbrook  of  Brantford, 
Canada.  At  Hamilton,  Canada,  in  August, 
iy06,  he  won  the  Grand  Canadian  Handicap, 
breaking  50  straight.  At  present  he  holds  a 
record  of  112  straight  birds.  At  Sher- 
brooke,  Quebec,  August  5-7,  he  lost  by  one 
bird  in  50  to  Walter  Ewing  of  Montreal,  win- 
ner of  the  Olympic  tournament  at  Loadon, 
England,  in  July  last,  but  at  the  Indian 
shoot  at  Niagara-on-the-Lake,  August  10-12, 
he  turned  the  tables  on  the  Olympic  star, 
smashing  48  out  of  50  at  18  yards,  and  win- 
ning the  handsome  silver  cup.  He  won  the  in- 
dividual championship  at  bowling  on  the 
green  at  the  big  September  tournament  in 


Hamilton,  against  70  contestants,  and  last 
year,  bowling  on  the  alleys,  was  on  the  Ham- 
ilton championship  team.  The  Toronto,  Can- 
ada, Mail  newspaper  trophy  at  50  birds,  five- 
man  team  championship  of  Canada,  and  the 
eight  man  team  championship  of  Canada  since 
iy04,  in  the  four  consecutive  years  he  has 
represented  the  Hamilton  team  he  has  lost 
but  eight  birds  out  of  350  shot  at.  Walter 
is  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Ham  lton 
Bowling  and  Athletic  Club,  which  opened  the 
doors  of  its  $70,000  quarters  O-tober  10th, 
with  a  paid-up  membership  of  1800.  This 
school  of  pleasure  is  not  one  of  the  best,  but 
"the"  best  bowling  and  billiard  academy  ir 
the  Domu-.un  of  Canada.  He  ably  fills  the  Po- 
sition of  Vice-President  <>t  the  Hamilton  i.un  c_iub 
to  which  office  he  was  elected  on  September 
8.  He  will  be  a  contestant  at  the  nineteenth 
annual  tournament  at  clay  targets  and  live 
birds  at  the  Hamilton  Gun  Club's 
big  tourney  in  January  next.  Walter  Thomson's  pleas- 
ing personality  has  earned  him  the  affection  of  all  con- 
cerned in  shooting.

O.  Kerr,  a  boy  of  14, 
made  26  in  the  rapid  firing  competition. 


New  Ammunition 

For  a  considerable  time  past  experiments 
have  been  made  by  the  British  army  authori- 
ties in  the  direction  of  obtaining  a  suitable 
high  velocity  rifle  ammunition,  and  after  ex- 
haustive trials  it  is  believed  that  the  right 
kind  of  cartridge  has  been  devised.  The  new 
ammunition  will,  it  is  stated,  reach  a  veloci- 
ty of  2900  feet,  and  will  thus  reduce  by  more 
than  half  the  trajectory  in  flight,  and  will 
make  shooting  more  deadly  and  accurate.  The 
bullet  is  pointed.  The  recent  official  trials 
and  those  by  the  King's  Norton  Company  and 
Kynoch's  at  Bisley  have  paved  the  way  to  a 
successful  issue,  and  it  is  anticipated  that 
the  new  cartridge  will  equal  that  of  the  Ger- 
mans, and  will  be  more  powerful  than  the 
American  ammunition,  which  was  so  potent  a 
factor  in  winning  the  Olympic  international 
for  the  United  States,  The  introduction  of  a 
high  velocity  ammunition  will,  f  finally  ap- 
proved, result  in  the  breech  mechanism  of  the 
Lee-Enfield  rifle  being  strengthened,  for,  de- 
apite  official  assurances,  the  rifle  as  it  stands 
will  not  stand  the  increased  pressure.  The 
ammunition  in  use  has  a  velocity  of  2060  feet 
and  exerts  a  mean  pressure  of  sixteen  tons  at 
60  degrees.

Indian,  clean  lookirg  and  comfortable, 
and  in  the  third,  seated  at  supper,  was 
the  ancient  canoe  builder  and  his  old 
klutch-man,  eating  a  well  cooked  piece  of 
veal,  the  fact  that  the  lately  deceased 
calf  had  come  to  his  untimely  end  by 

trying  to  swal- 
low a  big  wad 
of  paper  and 
failing  in  t  h  e 
a  1 1  e  m  p  t,  not 
seeming  to  take 
any  of  the  edge 
from  their  ap- 
petites. 

I  showed  the 
old  Indian  a  pic- 
ture I  had taken 
of  Chief  Billie 
of  the  Swino- 
mish.  He  re- 
cognized it  and 
almost  smiled. 
The  time  worn 
face  was  so 
wrinkled  by 
wind  and  rain 
and  sun  that 
mirth  had  hard 
work  to  add  a 
line  th  e  r  e  to. 
Fritz  here  stuck 
in  a  sentence  of 
h  i  s  newly  ac- 
quired Chinook 
jargon.  The 
blank  look  and 
unlighted  eye 
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of  the  Chief  taught  the  lad  just  how  pro- 
ficient he  had  become  in  the  language. 

When  the  white  men  came  here  first 
in  '59  this  one  time  Chief  of  the  Skagit 
branch  of  the  Siwashes  was  then  an  old 
man,  fully  fifty.  As  at  that  age  an  Indian 
shows  the  marks  of  time,  when  he  told 
me  in  answer  to  my  question  as  to  his 
age,  "Ik  tah  ka-mo-nux"  (one  hundred) 
I  really  think  he  was  fully  within  the 
limit.  Hardy,  fairly  well  fed  and  nour- 
ished, walking  bare-footed  with  a  sure, 


water  as  to  to  make  his  white  neighhors 
wonder  if  he  is  ever  coming  up  again.  I 
had  been  telling  Fritz  that  the  seal  was 
amphibious  and  he  whispered  to  me'M  bet 
he's  ambiguous."  I  dared  not  laugh  as 
the  old  Indian  is  easily  offended  and  I 
wanted  to  get  him  outside  near  two  of 
his  canoes  and  picture  him. 

The  old  klutch  man, his  wife,  the  fourth 
he  has  had,  and  strange  to  say  all  the 
others  went  blind  before  they  died,  was 
weak  in  the  limbs  and  chirpy  in  the  voice. 


firm  tread,  only  slightly  stooped,  yet  he 
shows  his  great  age  in  eye,  voice  and 
tremulous  accent.  His  habits  are  truly 
remarkable,  not  changed  an  atom  by  the 
encroaching  whites.  Every  morning  he 
takes  a  sun-bath  on  the  little  log  em- 
bankment, attired  exactly  as  he  was  ush- 
ered into  this  world.  He  says  he  does 
this  to  cool  off.  Every  night,  rain  or 
shine,  hot  or  cold,  he  wades  out  into  the 
salt  waters  of  the  little  bay  until  he  is 
immersed  to  his  chin,  then  down  he 
ducks,  holding  his  head  so   long  below 


The  only  organ  that  did  not  speak  of  age 
were  her  bright  eyes,  but  then  she's  a 
great  many  years  younger  "Sina-mox 
tah-tlum,"— seventy  he  said.  By  giving 
them  some  photographs  I  managed  to 
get  them  to  overcome  the  deep  seated 
aversion  to  having  their  pictures  taken. 
Some  say  they  will  have  bad  luck,  others 
they  could  not  die  and  rest  if  their  ghost, 
as  they  call  the  photograph,  was  wander- 
ing around,  but  as  my  presents  were 
Chief  Billie's  ghost  they  seemed  satisfied 
and  nodded  that  they  would  come  out  in- 
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to  the  sunshine  soon.  The  lad  said,  "I 
bet  he  is  going  to  put  on  his  boots. "Here 
is  where  he  lost,  as  it  is  well  known 
here  that  the  only  pair  the  Cnief  ever  had 
given  him,  and  there  was  a  lot  of  snow 
that  winter  even  here,  he  tried  to  trade 
back  to  the  store  keeper  as  he  said  they 
made  his  feet  "cole-sick  " 
y|Dowa  the  sloping  plank  from  the  old 
shack  came  T'kope,  and  tottering  behind 
him  his  ancient  klutch-man.  There  was 
an  u  n  c  e  r  tain 
look  inher  eyes, 
a  shrinking 
fear;  I  expected 
every  moment 
to  see  her  turn 
and  stumble 
off  to  her  shel- 
tering room, 
but  the  picture 
of  Billie  was 
all  powerful  and 
finally  I  got 
them  out  near 
the  canoes. 

It  is  remark- 
able, that  this 
very  old  man, 
with  such  insuf- 
ficient tools, 
should  be  cap- 
able of  turning 
out  such  really 
good  work.  The 
one  man  canoe 
is  as  true  to 
line  and  curve 
as  if  made  by 
askilled  artisan. 

It  is  fifteen 
feet  long,  stret- 
ched out  while 
yet  it  was  hot 
from  the  burn- 
ing, to  twenty  six  inches  beam,  with 
the  regular  small,  flat  place  all  along  the 
bottom  and  a  smooth,  even  combing 
running  all  around,  bow  and  stern  sharp 
and  shapely.  It  took  a  full  two  months 
to  shape  it  from  the  cedar  log,  cut  out 
the  inside,  first  with  axe,  then  with 
fire  and  then  with  a — shall  we  call 
it  an  adze,  the  tool  was  an  end  of  a  file 
fairly  well  shaped  and  edged, — serviceable 
tool  of  his  own.     Many  toilsome  days 


were  spent  ere  the  paddles  urged  this  not 
over  heavy  canim  through  the  waters; 
yet  he  sells  this  size  for  three  dollars.  ^ 
To  build  the  larger  canoe,  one  fitted 
for  ten  men,  a  cedar  four  feet  through 
was  needed,  one  as  true  as  an  arrow 
and  as  free  from  knots  as  cedars  ever 
grow.  His  age  makes  him  often  trust 
to  the  tides  and  the  winds  and  the  cur- 
rents of  these  stormy  waters  to  bring  to 
him  the  log  from  wh'ch   to   fashion  his 

craft.  At  oiher 
times  Indians 
ordering  can* 
ims  from  him 
tow  their  own 
logs  into  the 
little  bay.  On 
a  craft  of  this 
size,  with  its 
high  prow  and 
graceful  stern, 
it's  well  gouged 
out  interior  and 
the  long  clear- 
c  u  t  sweeping 
curve  of  the 
gunnels,  a  mo- 
del all  though 
its  twenty-four 
feet,  he  has 
been  known  to 
spend  six 
months  of  hard, 
careful  labour 
— careful  as  he 
has  tobeto  esti- 
mate closely  the 
thi  c  k  ne  s  s  of 
the  skin  at  the 
later  stages  of 
the  work.  This 
he  does  by 
placing  one 
finger  outside, 
inside  a  finger 
making  a  mis-

setting  against  it  on  the 
of  the  other  hand,  never 
take  by  this  rude  method  of  calculation, 
toiling  day  after  day  until  the  rude  cedar 
log  is  the  shapely  canim,  and  then  sell- 
ing it  for  fifteen  dollars. 

We  pictured  one  in  the  making.  His 
material  grows  poorer  as  the  years  go 
by.  It  is  a  common  sound  all  along  the 
coast,  a  deep  booming  note,  the  blasting 
of  runways  for  timber,  then  follows  the 
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clearer  metallic  bite  of  the  axe,  the  rush- 
ing crash  as  the  tree  sweeps  down  and 
the  awful  reverberation  as  it  strikes.  Every 
where  our  trip  takes  us  this  destruction 
of  the  mighty  trees  of  thess  dense  forests 
is  ever  present.  No  wonder  the  old 
canim  maker  finds  it  hard  to  get  a  log 
{  from  a  nearby  tree.  But  the  beachcomb- 
er helps  him  unwittingly,  creeping  up 
after  nightfall  and  cutting  the  chains 
of  the  after  section  of  the  raft,  he  allows 
many  valuable  logs  to  trail  far  behind  the 
puffing  tugs.  Some  of  these  he  catches, 
more  he  misses,  and  finally  one  wanders 


into  the  little  bay  to  the  old  canim 
builder  and  his  axe. 

The  wondrous  panorama  was  spread 
anew  as  we  paddled  off.  To  the  mighty  south 
Rainier  was  clothed  in  the  pinks  of  the 
setting  sun,  the  deeply  forested  shores  of 
the  coves  were  purple  almost  to  black- 
ness; to  the  east  rose  the  jagged  teeth  ot 
the  Cascades,  salmon  pink  in  their  en- 
circling clouds;  far  off  across  the  straits 
of  Juan  de  Fuca  the  sun  was  just 
dipping  behind  the  fire  edged  peaks  of 
the  Olympics;  while  to  the  north  the  tiny 
spiral  of  smoke  trailed  spirit — like  from 
the  rude  shack  of  the  Old  Canim  Builder.

EI  DE  AU— Rid-  eau, '  'wrinkled  water, " 
rough  lake,  well  were  you  named 
rough  water,  Oh  Rideau,  by  the 
hardy  French  voyageur  who  was  the  first 
to  look  upon  this  noble,  but  treacherous 
sheet  of  water,  pronounced  by  many  who 
know  by  sad  experience,  "The  dirtiest 
lake  in  rough  weather  between  Ottawa 
and  Kingston."  The  appropriateness  of 
the  name  came  home  to  me  more  forcibly 
that  day  in  November  some  years  ago  as 
I  lay  and  smoked  in  Old  Antoine's  tent 
and  heard  this  story  of  the  Great  Moose 
Race. 

SSfAll  day  the  rain  had  been  beating  down 
on  the  dark  discolored  tent.  The  wind 
shook  and  rattled  the  dry  leaves  which 
still  hung  to  the  trees  as  if  hating  to  leave 
them  to  spend  the  remainder  of  their 
existence  on  the  ground.  Away  to  the 
west  the  heavy  clouds  hung  dark  and 
threatening.    The   huge   white  crested 


waves  raced  across  the  lake  from  the 
farthest  shore  tumbling  and  foaming  as 
they  swept  up  to  it,  quieted  for  a  mom- 
ent and  then  hurled  themselves  on  the 
rocks  with  terrific  force — fell  back  again 
like  a  thing  disheartened  and  beaten,  and 
then  gathering  all  their  energy  rushed 
forward  in  one  seeming  last  endeavor 
to  carry  their  ancient  foes  from  the  posi- 
tion which  they  had  occupied  so  long. 

Inside  the  tent  a  bright  fire  glowed  and 
crackled  while  a  thin  line  of  smoke 
curled  up  through  the  opening  in  the 
tent  and  hung  above  the  tree  tops.  On 
the  ground  were  strewn  the  gun,  straps, 
fishing  tackle  and  the  few  odds  and  ends 
usually  found  in  an  Indian  hunt  tent.  I 
lay  on  a  pile  of  furs  and  looked  out 
across  the  waters  which  seemed  to  enact 
over  and  over  some  terrible  tragedy. 
On  the  other  side  of  the  fire,  squatted, 
(Indian  fashion  his  legs  crossed  under 
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him,  his  blanket  pulled  over  his  shoulders 
and  his  gayly  painted  pipe  between  his 
lips)  Old  Antoine  the  last  of  the  great  In- 
dian tribe  who  once  frequented  this  re- 
gion. At  that  time  he  was  old  but  active 
and  dreaded  at  times  by  the  people  of  the 
Rideau;  now  his  name  is  scarcely  remem- 
bered. I>ong  he  sat  staring  into  the 
glowing  coals  and  not  a  sound  could  be 
heard,  save  the  dashing  of  the  waters  on 
the  shore  or  the  dripping-  of  the  rain  on 
the  tent.  Once  from  a  tree  a  squirrel 
scolded  and  far  in  the  woods  a  wild 
grouse  drummed  and  then  all  was  quiet. 
I  was  thinking  of  the  story  which  the  old 
chief  had  told  me  "The  legend  of  Mc- 
Nally's  Bay"  and  I  dreamed  for  the 
hundredth  time  of  the  years  when  the  red 
men  loved,  hated,  lived,  and  died  on 
the  ground  where  Newboro  now  stands. 

I  was  awakened  from  my  reverie  by 
the  voice  of  my  companion. 

"Did  I  ever  tell  you  of  the  Great 
Moose  Race?" 

"No." 

For  a  long  time  he  hung  his  head, 
smoked  quietly  and  looked  into  the  fire. 
I  waited  patiently  for  the  story  I  knew 
would  come.  To  give  the  story  in  the 
words  and  dialect  of  my  old  companion 
would  be  impossible,  content  therefore 
must  the  reader  be  with  the  tale  told  in 
my  humble  way.  ~  Jjcr™ 

"My  father,  Big  Moose,  at  one  time 
lived  on  the  point  out  from  the  village  of 
Portland.  Near  him  was  settled  a  white 
man,  Jack  Doran.  Doran  had  tried  many 
times  to  make  my  father  and  his  people 
leave  this  point  and  resorted  to  many 
mean  devices  to  drive  them  away,  but  had 
never  succeeded.  Doran  owned  a  fine 
team  of  bay  horses  the  first  that  were 
brought  to  that  settlement  and  naturally 
he  was  very  proud  of  them.  Oftentimes 
when  he  would  go  to  Portland  he  would 
drink  too  much  "fire  water"  and  then  he 
would  talk  very  loudly  and  make  great 
bets  that  his  team  could  beat  any  four- 
footed  animal  that  ever  ran  a  race. 

One  day  when  he  had  been  drinking  as 
usual  and  boasting  about  hisgreat  horses 
my  father  went  to  him  and  said,  "Mr. 
Doran,  I  want  to  make  a  bet  with  you.  I 
will  run  a  race  against  your  teamfrom  here 
to  Newboro  on  the  ice.  If  your  team  wins 
I  and  my  family  will  leave  the  point  on 


which  we  have  lived  so  long  and  will 
trouble  you  no  more.  If  my  team  wins 
you  will  never  again  try  to  force  us  off 
the  land."  Mr.  Doran  laughed  at  Big 
Moose  well  knowing  that  he  had  no  team 
but  when  my  father  insisted  and  some  of 
the  white  men  who  were  present  called 
him  some  bad  names  he  agreed  that  the 
race  should  be  run  from  Portland  to 
Newboro  on  the  afternoon  of  Christmas 
Eve.  Next  morning  Big  Moose  lett 
home  without  telling  anyone  where  he 
was  going,  nor  when  he  would  return. 
After  many  days  had  passed  and  no  tid- 
ings came  from  him  it  was  feared  that  he 
was  the  victim  of  some  accident.  Some 
of  the  tribe  were  for  going  in  search  of 
him  but  as  no  one  knew  where  he  started 
for  it  was  finally  decided  to  wait  a  few 
days  hoping  that  in  the  meantime  some 
of  the  trappers  who  had  gone  north 
would  return  and  that  he  would  be  with 
them. 

Christmas  eve  came  and  yet  there  were 
no  signs  of  my  father.  White  settlers 
who  had  heard  of  the  strange  bet  came 
for  many  miles  to  see  the  race  and  there 
was  much  drinking  of  whisky  at  Port- 
land on  that  day.  The  Indians  from 
all  the  country  round  also  came  to  wit- 
ness the  race  and  cheer  on  Big  Moose 
for  he  was  very  popular  and  considered 
very  wise  by  all  who  knew  him. 

After  noon,  although  my  father  had 
not  yet  arrived  all  assembled  at  the  lake, 
for,  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
bet,  if  either  party  did  not  present  him- 
self the  other  had  to  show  his  willingness 
to  start,  before  he  could  be  given  the 
decision. 

On  the  land  there  was  about  eight 
inches  of  snow  but  on  the  lake  there  was 
none  and  its  crystal  surface  sparkled 
and  gleamed  like  burnished  glass  in  the 
light  of  the  pleasant  winter's  day.  At 
the  edge  of  the  lake  stood  the  fine  team 
of  Doran  attached  to  a  short  red  sled 
while  their  owner  walked  around  snap- 
ping his  whip,  boasting  as  usual,  and 
calling  my  father  vile  names  because  he 
did  not  appear.  The  white  men  dressed 
in  their  heavy  frieze  coats  stood  in  a 
crowd  near  him  and  showered  their 
praises  on  the  team.  The  Indians  and 
their  squaws  in  their  brightly  colored 
blankets  stood  apart  and  spoke  little  for 
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they  had  no  hopes  of  seeing  my  father 
and  disappointment  was  written  on  the 
countenances  of  alL 

The  hour  for  the  start  had  nearly  ar- 
rived when  there  was  a  commotion  in  the 
woods  to  our  rear  and  all  were  surprised 
to  see  bounding  down  the  hill  the  strang- 
est team  that  had  ever  been  harnessed, 
a  team  of  pure  white  moose  and  my  fath- 
er was  the  driver.  The  strange  team 
was  harnessed  in  the  manner  in  which 
oxen  were  attached  at  that  time.  A 
light  yoke  was  fastened  around  their 
necks  and  this  was  connected  to  the  pole. 
A  long  rope  made  of  deer  skin  was  tied 
to  the  antler  of  one  and  by  means  of  this 
my  father,  who  was  seated  on  a  roughly 
constructed  sleigh,  skillfully  guided  them 
down  to  the  shore  and  announced  him- 
self ready  for  the  race. 

Doran  evidently  expected  that  he 
would  have  an  easy  victory  and  said  very 
little  and  the  contestants  prepared  them- 
selves for  the  race.  All  then  was  bustle 
and  excitement.  The  two  men  who  had 
been  chosen  for  judges  set  out  to  New- 
born in  a  light  carry-all  drawn  by  a  small 
white  pony  which  was  the  only  single 
carriage  horse  in  the  settlement  at  that 
time.  It  was  agreed  that  the  judges 
should  have  a  half  hour  start  before  the 
race  would  commence  in  order  that 
they  would  be  in  Newboro  in  plenty  of 
time.  A  few  settlers  who  had  oxen  also 
started  across  the  lake  in  order  that  they 
could  witness  the  progress  of  the  race 
from  different  points  of  vantage.  Many 
white  men  walked  and  so  did  a  number 
of  Indians  who  wished  to  see  as  much  of 
the  race  as  possible. 

A  pistol  shot  rang  out.  "They  are  off," 
some  one  cried  and  the  race  was  on.  The 
two  teams  sprang  on  to  the  ice.  Doran's 
team,  which  were  restless  with  long 
standing,  seemed  happy  to  be  free  and 
galloped  swiftly  across  the  glassy  surface, 
but  the  strange  team  of  Big  Moose,  fright- 
ened evidently  by  the  shouts  of  the  people 
and  their  strange  attachments,  seemed  to 
get  beyond  the  control  of  their  Indian 
driver  and  were  seen  running  at  top 
speed  across  the  lake  in  a  direction  near- 
ly opposite  to  that  taken  by  their  equine 
rivals. 

Here  then  was  a  strange  race.  The 
leaders  running  lightly  in  a  western  di- 


rection towards  the  Narrows  and  the 
moose  team  rushing  wildly  towards  the 
Ferry  and  every  minute  getting  farther 
and  farther  from  the  goal.  At  last  after 
about  twenty  minutes  of  this  unprofitable 
racing  Big  Moose  seemed  to  get  con- 
trol of  his  moose  racers,  brought  them 
around  to  the  wind  and  sped  after  the 
horses  now  miles  in  advance. 

The  hopes  of  the  Indian  watchers  had 
fallen  but  soon  it  was  felt  that  BigMoose 
was  gaining  and  if  nothing  happened 
might  be  quite  close  to  Doran  at  the 
Narrows. 

At  the  Narrows  the  waters  of  the  Up- 
per Rideau  was  not  at  that  time  kept  back 
by  the  locks  as  the  Rideau  Canal  was  not 
yet  built  and  the  water  in  that  vicinity 
was  not  considered  safe  for  travelling,  so 
it  was  necessary  to  cross  by  land  on  a 
road  joining  the  two  lakes  abouta  mile  in 
length.  Here  it  was  feared  that  Big 
Moose  would  have  trouble  with  his  team 
as  his  sleigh  had  been  noticed  to  be  wider 
than  the  road  and  so  would  not  draw 
easily  through  the  snow.  Big  Moose  also 
seemed  to  be  aware  of  this  for  he  urged  on 
his  team  with  loud  calls  as  if  endeavoring 
to  get  to  the  road  first,  hoping  then  to  be 
able  to  keep  Doran  behind  him  until  he 
reached  the  ice  of  the  Upper  Rideau 
where  he  could  easily  win. 

But  this  was  not  to  be — when  nearly 
one  hundred  yards  from  the  shore  Doran 
stood  up  on  his  sleigh,  he  yelled  loudly  to 
his  team  and  cut  them  twice  with  his  long 
whip.  With  a  bound  they  cleared  the 
intervening  space  and  amid  the  excited 
cheers  of  the  white  men,  his  sleigh  struck 
the  shore  with  the  sweeping  antlers  of  the 
moose  close  behind  him.  His  team  trav- 
elled on  the  land  road  almost  as  well  as 
on  the  lake  but  the  moose,  hampered 
as  they  were  by  their  yoke  and  the  heavy 
sleigh,  floundered  slowly  through  the 
snow  and  when  they  reached  the  shore 
of  the  Upper  Rideau  the  team-  of  Doran 
were  almost  out  of  sight  between  Web- 
block  and  Jackson  Island. 

But  Big  Moose  hoped  even  yet  to  finish 
ahead  of  his  boastful  rival.  Speaking 
kindly  to  his  racers  he  rested  them  for  a 
space  and  then  urged  them  ahead  once 
more.  It  was  wonderful  to  see  them 
running  now,  their •  broad  antlers  lying 
back  on  their  shoulders  and  their  noses 
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pointing  straight  ahead  and  emitting 
clouds  of  steam  from  their  spreading 
nostrils,  and  eight  hoofs  striking  the  ice 
as  one. 

On  sped  the  foaming  bays  but  faster 
rushed  the  white  pair  of  the  Indian.  Front- 
ing Steadman's  point  Doran  could  hear 
the  hoof  beats  of  the  moose  and  before 
Chamberlain's  point  was  reached  they 
were  almost  up  with  him.  Indian  and 
white  man  yelled  to  their  favorites  to 
make  but  one  last  effort.  Nobly  did  the 
four  noble  beasts  respond  but  the  response 
of  the  deer  was  greater  and  with  a  wild 
and  glad  cry  of  triumph  the  Indian  pass- 
ed and  raced  on  for  the  goal  now  scarce- 
ly a  mile  distant. 

But  the  race  was  not  yet  won,  for  when 
about  where  the  piers  now  stand  one  of 
the  runners  of  my  father's  sleigh  cracked, 
no  doubt  by  the  pull  at  the  Narrows 
broke  from  the  sleigh  and  the  side  fell 
down  throwing  my  father  heavily  from 
his  seat.  Luckily  he  was  not  much  hurt 
and  the  moose  were  brought  to  a  stand 


still.  Behind  the  team  of  Doran  were 
galloping  not  thirty  rods  distant  strug- 
gling valiantly  to  win.  My  father  jump- 
ed up  broke  the  guiding  line  from  the 
antlers  of  the  moose  and  tied  it  to  the  side 
of  the  sleigh.  Then  balancing  himself 
on  the  only  remaining  runner  and  with 
nothing  to  guide  his  team  but  his  voice 
called  to  them  again.  Praying  to  the 
Great  Manitou-  the  spirit  in  the  water, 
in  the  woods  and  in  the  clouds  for  vic- 
tory,heurged  on  his  tired  and  panting  pets 
now  running  nose  and  nose  with  the 
clouded  bays.  Again  the  pleading  and 
piercing  cries  of  the  red  and  white  men 
mingled.  On,  on  rushed  the  racers.  From 
the  banks,  the  yells  of  Indian  and 
whites  co-mingled.  Doran  lashed  his 
horses  savagely.  Big  Moose  called  to 
his  galloping  beauties — slowly — slowly- — 
almost  imperceptably  the  noble  white 
moose  team  forged  ahead  and  scarcely 
a  neck  ahead  of  the  horses  they  struck 
the  shore — the  race  was  over  —  Big 
Moose  had  won.

THE  illustration  given  above  is  one 
that  will  appeal  to  every  sportsman. 
The  shooter  with  a  quick  eye  for 
position,  has  made  a  good  selection  and 
is  taking  a  steady  aim  at  his  game  across 
the  water.  He  is  intent  upon  the  work  on 
haad  and  concentrates  attention  upon  his 
aim  in  a  steady,  careful  manner  that  should 
ensure  success.  It  is  not  always  possible 
for  the  shooter  to  do  his  work  in  this  de- 
liberate fashion  and  he  is  fortunate  when 
time  and  opportunity  favour  him  so 
far  as  to  allow  him  to  take  his  aim  in 
a  careful  manner.  He  learns  to  judge 
time  and  distance  and  when  the  neces- 
sity arises  for  prompt  action  he   is  far 


better  able  to  act  with  coolness  and  de- 
cision from  his  past  experience  than  if  he 
were  rushed  at  once.  The  ideal,  of 
course,  is  that  on  every  occasion  each 
shooter  should  have  time  for  quiet  and 
deliberate  action  and  the  more  often  he 
accustoms  himself  to  that  style  of  shoot- 
ing the  less  likely  he  is  to  give  way  to 
panic  on  any  occasion,  let  the  emergency 
which  may  arise  be  what  it  will.  The 
quiet,  calm,  deliberate  shooter  is  the 
best  man  for  the  backwoods  and  makes 
the  best  sportsman.  His  ideal  is  not 
hurry  or  a  heavy  bag,  but  real  enjoy- 
ment— and  he  gets  it. 


HOW   WE   ENJOY   OUR  WINTER 


Enjoying  the  Canadmn  Winter 

A  Grand  Snow  Shoe  Tramp

HN  a  clear  frosty  morning  in  the  mid- 
dle of  Febuary,1907,  when  the  ther- 
mometer stood  at  8  below  zero,  a 
party  of  six  of  us  residing  at  Goderich, 
Ont.,  met  at  our  genial  friend  Brophy's 
Photographic  studio  and  laid  out  our 
course  for  a  tramp  over  the  snow  fields. 

About  half  past  ten,  when  everyone 
was  ready, we  started,  out  taking  the  side 
streets,  over  vacant  lots  and  fences  until 
we  reached  the  high  bank  overlooking 
the  Maitland  River.  As  there  were  lots 
of  snow  we  sat  on  our  shoes  and  went 
sliding  down  the  hill  side  where  in  a 
moment  or  two  we  reached  the  bottom  all 
in  a  heap. 


At  this  point  the  Maitland  is  very  swift 
and  there  was  open  water  ahead,  so  we 
made  a  detour  taking  the  bridge  and 
passing  through  the  little  Hamlet  of 
Saltford,  and  started  to  ascend  the  oppo- 
site high  bank  by  a  long  road  leading 
gradually  to  the  top. 

By  this  time  the  sun  was  starting  to 
peep  out  and  the  keen  frosty  air  was  most 
exhilarating.  It  is  only  those  who  have 
been  out  tramping  on  Snow-Shoes  in 
mid-winter  who  know  the  buoyant  feel- 
ings such  trampers  experience  walking1 
up  and  down  hill  over  the  frozen  snow. 

Passing  by  an  old  farm  and  through 
the  farm  yard  at  the  top  of  the  hill,  we

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wended  our  way  straight  through  the 
fields  over  the  fences  and  through  the 
woods.  The  evergreen  trees  in  the  bush 
had  a  picturesque  appearance,  as  they 
were  bowed  down  with  the  weight  of  the 
beautiful  white  snow,  and  as  we  passed 
along  winding  in  and  out  among  them  it 
was  impossible  not  to  express  our  keen 
delight  at  having  been  so  fortunate  as  to 
start  out.  One  of  our  party  having  a 
camera  we  made  a  halt  here  and  there  to 
get  a  snapshot,  and  we  had  great  sport

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fences  and  doing  a  little  sprinting  with 
one  another  on  the  hill  tops,  we  began  to 
near  our  destination,  a  small  settlement 
on  a  high  point  of  land  called  Smith's 
Hill  or  Carlon,  some  seven  miles  distant 
from  our  starting  point. 

Here  we  were  met  by  our  genial  host 
Mr.  Jonathan  Miller  (440  lbs  please)  and 
given  a  right  royal  welcome  such  as  he 
and  his  amiable  wife  know  so  well  how  to 
give.  After  removing  some  of  our  outer 
garments  and  a   little    chat    beside  the

as  we  came  to  a  gully  with  the  sides  al- 
most perpendicular,  seeing  who  would 
venture  down  first.  The  snow  being  very 
deep  it  didn't  matter  if  we  turned  two  or 
three  somersaults  before  we  reached  the 
bottom.  After  this  we  passed  through 
another  bush  keeping  in  an  old  road  that 
wound  round  at  the  foot  of  a  hill  and 
along  in  a  winding  course  through  the 
underbrush  which  soon  brought  us  to 
the  open  fields  where  after  climbing  num- 
erous barbed-wire  and  all  other  kinds  of 


stove  we  were  ushered  into  the  dining 
room  where  the  table  was  groaning  un- 
der the  weight  of  many  good  things  to 
eat,  and  readers  can  imagine  that  after 
our  walk  we  did  ample  justice  to  the 
meal  and  were  pleased  to  have  our  host 
sitting  at  the  head  of  the  table. 

After  dinner  we  gathered  around  the 
wood  stove  and  had  a  smoke  and  a  few 
songs  and  then  started  out  on  the  return 
tramp,  after  bidding  our  host  and  his 
wife  good-bye. 
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The  day  was  ideal,  no  wind  and  the 
keen  frosty  air  seemed  to  give  us  new 
life  and  vigor  and  the  shoes  seemed  to 
get  lighter  with  each  step.  When  a- 
bout  three  miles  on  our  way  we  were 
pleased  to  meet  four  others  who  tramped 
out  to  join  us  on  our  return  trip.  We 
changed  our  course,  coming  along  the 
tracks  of  the  C.  P.  R.  and  dDwn  a  large 
hill  in  a  ravine  where  we  marched  along 


like  a  squad  of   soldiers   ten  a  breast. 

This  time  we  came  over  the  river 
Maitland  at  a  very  rough  place  where  the 
ice  hummocks  were  piled  high  but  where 
it  was  sufficiently  frozen  to  bear *our  wei- 
ght, and  from  there  on  up  the  hillside  al- 
most straight  up  and  back  to  our  destin- 
ation. We  were  unanimous  in  our  con- 
clusion that  we  had  had  a  most  profitable 
and  enjoyable  tramp  on  the  Snow-Shoes.

A  Winter  in  Northern  Ontario.

HE  winter  of  1907-08  was  spent  by 
me  on  Lake  Waquekobing,   at  the 
club  house  of  the  Canadian  Camp 
Club  of  which  I  had  charge. 

Readers  of  "Rod  and  Gun"  who  live  in 
lower  latitudes  than  this  may  be  interest- 
ed in  winter  conditions  here.  Not  that 
our  latitude  is  so  very  high  ;  we  are 
about  in  line  with  the  middle  of  France 
and  some  three  degrees  farther  south 
than  Vancouver.  We  have,  however, 
no  warm  ocean  currents  to  temper  the 
boreal  breezes  that  come  from  the  ice- 
bound Arctic  seas.  Our  elevation,  too, 
of  over  a  thousand  feet  above  sea  level 
has  its  influence  in 
lowering  the  gener- 
al temperature.  Yet 
we  are  not  without 
advantages,  espec- 
ially as  compared 
with  the  North  west. 

We  have  the 
shelter  of  the  vast 
forests,  and  plenty  of 
the  best  fuel  always 
onhand,adry,  clear, 
bracing  a  t  m  o  s  - 
phere,  which  makes 
it  easier  to  resist 
the  cold,  and  good 
winter  roads  with- 
out snowdrifts. 

Before  describing 
the  winter,  however 
let  me  speak  of  the 
locality  which  is 
one  that  should  in- 
terest all  lovers  of 
nature  and  sport. 
The  club  house  is 
situated  on  the  north 
Waquekobing,  locally 
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shore  of  Lake 
known  as  Big 
Basswood  Lake,  a  beautiful  body  of  clear 
sparkling  water,  stretching  east  and  west 
about. nine  miles  and  two  and  a  half 
miles  across  at  its  widest  part.  It  reaches 
entirely  across  the  township  of  Day  in 
the  district  of  Algoma  and  penetrates  into 
the  townships  of  Gladstone  at  the  east 
and  Kirkwood  at  the  west  It  presents 
every  variety    of  shore    line  from  bold 


rocky  bluffs  to  gentle  slopes,  mostly  cov- 
ered with  dense  woods,  but  here  and 
there  opening  into  cultivated  farms.  It 
contains  several  beautiful  bays  with  stret- 
ches of  sandy  beach,  and  at  one  part, 
where  a  a  small  stream  enters,  is  covered 
with  lily  pads.  It  is  fed  chiefly  by  under- 
ground springs  and  at  one  point  is  of 
unknown  depth.  About  three  miles  from 
its  eastern  end  it  debouches  into  a  stream 
of  considerable  volume  which  falls  over 
eighty  feet  in  less  than  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  and  then  enters  another  lake  about 
five  miles  in  length  which  rejoices  in  the 
high  sounding  In- 
dian name  of  Paka- 
wagamengau.  But 
alas  !  for  the  ro- 
mance of  poor  Lo, 
to  his  more  prosaic 
and  labor  -  saving 
white  brother,  its 
name  is  "Mud." 
Anotherstream  from 
the  eastern  end  of 
this  lake  carries  its 
waters  to  the  great 
Mississaga  river 
flowing  into  Lake 
Huron.  Besides 
these  two  principal 
lakes  there  are  half 
a  dozen  others  near- 
ly and  easily  acces- 
sible, ranging  in 
size  from  a  mile  and 
a  half  in  length  to  a 
little  gem  with  a 
surface  of  some  one 
hundred  and  fifty- 
acres,  set  on  the  top  of  a  commanding 
eminence  in  the  midst  of  the  surrounding 
forest.  In  all  these  lakes  the  gamey 
black  bass  abounds  and  in  the  larger  ones 
are  lake  trout,  whitefish  and  pickerel. 

This  series  of  delightful  lakes,  with 
so  many  attractive  features  for  tourist  and 
sportsmen,  are  distant  less  than  five 
miles  from  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Huron, 
fifty  miles  east  of  the  Soo,  and  less  than 
ten  miles  from  the  thriving  town  of  Thes- 
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salon,  where  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dol- 
lars were  expended  the  previous  summer 
in  new  buildings  and  enterprises,  includ- 
ing a  smelter  for  the  reduction  of  copper 

j  ore,  a  new  sawmill,  the  largest  on  the 
lake  shore,  a  forty  thousand  dollar  hotel, 
several  stores  and  numerous  residences. 

The  lakes  are  not  the  only  attraction. 
The  mighty  Mississaga  River  flows  within 
three  quarters  of  a  mile  of  the  club  house 
and  the  exploitation  of  the  canoe  trip 
down  two  hundred  miles  of  this  river 
from  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  Paci- 
fic to  this  point  was  the  genesis  of  the 
Canadian  Camp  Club.  The  scenery  along 
this  river  excites  theunbounded  admiration 

j  of  all  who  view  it.  There  are  huge 
bluffs  from  the  summits  of  which  wide 
views  of  the  surrounding  country  may  be 
had,  deep  forested  valleys,  where  deer 
and  moose   abound,    grand  waterfalls, 

)  rocky  canyons,  through  which  the  river 
forges  with  amazing  energy,  rushing 
rapids  and  long  stretches  of  deep,  wide, 
smooth-flowing  water,  along  which  the 
canoe  glides  like  a  phantom.  Numer- 
ous American  visitors  can  testify  that 
there  is  no  exaggeration  in  the  brief  des- 
cription of  the  advantages  of  this  region 
for  a  summer  outing. 

Now  as  to  winter  conditions.  For 
the  past  three  summers  I  have  been  a 
frequent  visitor  to  this  vicinity  and  be- 
coming enamoured  with  its  beauties  have 
purchased  a  tract  of  land  on  the  Missas- 
saga  on  which  there  is  a  good  six-roomed 
house  built  of  square  pine  logs  well  put 
together.  It  was  my  intention  to  spend 
a  portion  ot  this  winter  on  that  place, 
when  the  departure  of  Mr.  Hope  induced 
me  to  accept  the  care  of  the  club  house 
instead.  Having  heard  stories  of  the  ther- 
mometer dropping  to  twenty  and  even 
forty  degrees  below  zero,  it  was  with 
some  trepidation  that  I  looked  forward 
to  my  winter's  experiences,  as  I  am  not 
by  any  means  a  lover  of  cold  weather, 
and  have  no  arctic  exploration  ambitions. 
I  was  indeed  agreeably  disappointed.  It 
was  only  after  the  first  week  of  February 
was  past  that  the  snow  began  to  accumu- 
late to  any  considerable  depth.  Up  to 
almost  the  end  of  January  there  was  not 
more  than  six  inches  of  snow  on  the 
ground  and  later  snowfalls  only  increased 
it  to  about  a  foot  in  depth,  just  enough  to 


enable  the  lumbermen  to  haul  their  logs 
conveniently  to  the  waterways. 

Access  to  the  club  house  by  land  is  had 
only  by  a  trail  through  the  woods,  leading 
over  a  high  hill  from  the  government  road 
along  the  river  some  three  quarters  of  a 
mile  away.  On  the  road  and  river  bank 
was  situated  the  lumber  camp  of  Mr.  Jas. 
Rosenburg,  who  had  the  contract  for 
cutting  the  pine  on  four  hundred  acres  in 
rear  of  the  club  house.  Some  idea  of  the 
density  of  the  forest  may  be  formed  by 
the  fact  that  on  this  tract  some  fifteen 
thousand  sawlogs  have  been  cut  and  the 
cutting  is  not  yet  completed.  And  the 
pine  is  only  one  of  a  number  of  species  of 
trees  growing  here,  so  that  when  all  the 
pine  is  cut,  there  still  remains  a  thick 
forest  growth  of  hemlock,  maple,  red 
and  white  birch,  cedar,  spruce,  balsam 
and  others.  I  passed  over  this  trail  to 
the  lumber  camp  almost  every  day  for  it 
was  there  I  received  my  mail  and  heard 
from  the  outside  world.  I  also  took 
more  extended  walks  up  and  down  the 
road  and  through  the  woods  and  hardly 
ever  wore  even  heavy  winter  clothing. 
For  instance,  twice  in  January  I  visited 
my  own  place  walking  mostly  through 
the  woods,  a  distance  of  almost  four 
miles,  and  on  each  occasion  my  entire 
outfit  consisted  of  a  medium  weight  suit 
of  fleece  underwear,  a  grey  flannel  shirt, 
not  heavy,  a  suit  of  tweed  that  I  wore  the 
previous  summer,  a  soft  felt  hat,  a  pair 
of  woollen  socks  over  one  of  cotton, 
ordinary  leather  walking  boots  and  a  pair 
of  woollen  mitts.  I  wore  no  muffler  and 
no  ear  covers,  and  found  myself  at  the 
end  of  the  journey  in  a  rather  uncomfort- 
able state  of  perspiration. 

Perhaps  the  one  feature  of  the  winter 
that  impressed  me  most  was  the  large 
amount  of  sunshine.  Fully  five  days  of 
each  week  were  clear  all  day  with  bright 
blue  skies  and  the  sun  shining  brilliantly, 
sometimes  with  a  genial  warmth  that 
would  do  justice  to  an  October  day. 

Then  the  sunsets  over  Lake  Waquek- 
obing,  how  shall  I  describe  them?  Some- 
times the  sun  goes  down  in  a  golden 
blaze  with  not  a  speck  of  cloud  to  modify 
the  gold.  Again  when  a  layer  of  clouds 
hovers  on  the  western  horizon  we  have  a 
coloring  so  gorgeous  as  to  defy  descrip- 
tion.    A  pecularly  brilliant  effect  is  pro- 
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duced  when  the  sun  sets  clear,  by  the 
lingering  lights  on  the  distant  hill  tops 
and  trees.  It  is  as  if  a  magic  city  had 
sprung  into  existence,  with  pavillions 
and  towers  and  huge  buildings  brilliantly 
lighted  throughout  by  electricity,  some- 
thing like  the  illuminations  at  the  world's 
fairs,  on  a  larger  scale.  We  hear  of 
Italian  skies  and  Italian  sunsets.  Here 
we  have  them  in  zero  weather  and  they 
are  quite  as  entrancing  to  the  lover  of 
nature,  even  though  he  may  not  sit  out 
on  the  lawn  to  enjoy  them.  Coming  over 
the  trail  towards  sunset  the  dark  trunks 
of  the  trees  outlined  in  a  blaze  of  color, 
sometimes  golden,  sometimes  roseate  and 
sometimes  many-hued,  form  an  impres- 
sionist picture  that  would  delight  the 
soul  of  an  artist. 

Up  to  February  we  had  but  three  or 
four  short  spells  of  very  cold  weather,  on 
the  night  of  the  eighth  of  January,  the 
thermometer  touched  fifteen  below,  and 
Lake  Waquekobing,  which  had  contemp- 
tuously shaken  off  one  or  two  thin  films 
of  ice  and  piled  them  against  the  shores 
like  heaps  of  broken  glass,  was  caught 
napping  and  firmly  bound  under  an  inch 
ot  ice,  which  came  near  the  melting  point 
a  few  days  later.  On  the  fifteenth  and 
sixteenth  we  had  a  similar  snap,  which 
moderated  again  towards  the  evening  of 
the  second  day.  Two  or  three  days  be- 
fore the  close  of  the  month  it  was  again 
very  frosty.  On  each  of  these  occasions 
the  air  was  still,  the  sun  shining  brightly 
and  as  the  weather  moderated  slight  falls 
of  snow  followed. 

I  wrote  this  on  the  evening  of  the 
seventh  of   February,  after  experiencing 


the  heaviest  snow  storm  of  tht  season 
which  began  on  the  morning  of  the  fifth 
and  lasted  throughout  the  following  night, 
with  high  wind,  during  which  nearly  a 
foot  of  snow  fell.  I  see  by  the  New 
York  papers  that  a  similar  storm  swept 
the  Eastern  States  on  the  twenty-fourth 
of  January,  when  ten  inches  of  snow  fell 
in  New  York  city,  demoralizing  traffic, 
partly  suspending  business,  causing  the 
death  of  half  a  dozen  people  and  costing 
the  city  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  for 
removal  of  the  snow.  One  advantage 
of  living  "far  from  the  madding  crowd" 
is  that  we  have  no  disastrous  results  to 
record  from  our  storm.  In  the  shelter  of 
the  forest  the  lumbermen  worked  all  day, 
and  like  Tarn  O'Shanter. 

The  storm  without  might  rain  and 
rustle, 

He  did  not  mind  the  storm  a  whussle. 

On  February  the  seventh  the  sun  shone 
as  brightly  as  ever,  with  dazzling  effect 
upon  the  pure  white  snow,  and  at  night 
the  early  moon  shed  a  soft  effulgence  over 
the  scene,  while  the  temperature  was  only 
sufficiently  low  to  prevent  the  snow  from 
clinging  to  the  feet  as  one  walked  through 
it. 

The  ice  on  the  lake  was  strong  enough 
for  teams  to  drive  across,  and  being  well 
covered  with  snow  made  excellent  sleigh- 
ing over  a  perfectly  level  surface,  and 
shortened  many  a  farmer's  road  to  town, 
besides  saving  considerable  hill  climbing. 

On  the  whole  I  believe  that  for  those 
who  enjoy  clear  cold  weather  the  winter 
conditions  on  Lake  Wacquekobing  are 
almost  ideal,  and  are  not  at  all  to  be 
dreaded  as  many  people  imagine. 


Snow  Blindness.

HERY  few  people  who  live  in  civiliza- 
tion ever  heard  of  snow  blindness 
and  still  fewer  are  aware  of  the 
cause  and  the  excruciating  agony  that  the 
personso  afflicted  endures  while  a  sufferer. 

The  ordinary  snow  of  the  winter 
months  does  not  cause  blindness  for  the 
reason  that  the  sun  has  not  strength 
to  form  a  glittering  crust  during  the 
short,  cold  days    ot    mid-winter.  The 


trying  time  to  those  who  make  long  jour- 
neys in  the  north  country  is  the  end  of 
March  and  the  month  of  April. 

Then  the  sun  during  the  day  rides  high 
in  the  heavens  and  melts  the  surface  of 
the  snow  and  ice  fields  and  converts  them 
into  an  immense  plain  of  minute,  glitter- 
ing particles  from  which  the  eye  has  no 
relief. 

It  is  a  fallacy    to   suppose  that  dark 
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eyed  people,  such  as  the  Indians,  are  im- 
mune from  the  action  of  the  snow  on 
the  eyes,  for  they  are  not.  I  have  seen 
a  full  blooded  Indian  suffer  more  and  for 
a  longer  period  than  any  white  man,  but 
such  cases  are  rare  and  no  doubt  this 
happy  state  is  arrived  at  by  their  following 
the  good  old  rule  that  an  ounce  of  pre- 
vention is  worth  a  pound  of  cure." 

One  never  gets  snow  blind  while  walk- 
ing through  the  forests  because  the  strain 
on  the  eye  has  the  green  of  the  evergreen 
trees,  jutting  rocks,  and  running  brooks 
to  relieve  it.  But  on  the  vast  plains, 
barren  grounds  and  the  long  stretches 
of  ice  walking,  the  heat,  the  glare  and 
monotony  soon  inflames  the  blood  vessels 
of  the  eye,  unless  due  protection  is  given 
them  early  on  the  march. 

I  cannot  do  better  than  to  describe  the 
symptoms  and  the  subsequent  agony 
endured  by  A-bwa-so,an  Indian  who  was 
my  only  companion  on  a  long  spring 
tramp.  The  trail  was  over  very  large 
lakes,  with  short  intervening  portages. 
As  a  consequence,  the  weather  being 
very  calm  and  sunshiny,  we  were  exposed, 
for  hours  at  a  time,  to  the  bright  glare 
of  the  ice  surface,  with  an  occasional 
short  passage  through  the  woods  as  a 
change. 

The  crust  on  the  lake  was  sufficiently 
strong  to  support  our  weight  without 
snow  shoes  and  we  were  plodding 
along,  bundles  on  our  backs,  and  snow- 
shoes  tucked  under  our  arms.  The  lake 
was  twenty-two  miles  long  and  at  the 
time  of  A-bwa-so's  first  intimation  that 
he  was  getting  blind  we  were  about  mid 
way  up  it. 

I  had  never  seen  a  case  before  and  the 
Indian,  like  myself,  being  hardly  out  of 
his  teens  at  the  time  had  no  past  exper- 
iences to  fall  back  upon. 

All  at  once  he  threw  down  his  bundle 
and  began  to  rub  his  eyes  saying  at  the 
same  time  "My  eyes  feel  as  if  they  were 
stabbed  with  a  knife."  Standing  there 
on  the  ice  a  mile  or  two  from  either  shore 
and  the  body  of  the  lake  right  ahead  of 
us  as  far  as  the  eye  could  reach,  I  ex- 
amined the  fellow's  eyes  and  found  they 
looked  dry  and  hot  with  all  the  small 
blood  vessels  red  and  inflamed. 

The  only  rag  of  a  thing  we  had  be- 
tween us  to  hang   in  front   as  a  protec- 


tion was  a  red  cotton  handkerchief.  I 
pinned  this  to  the  rim  of  his  hat  and  we 
pushed  on. 

Before  we  reached  the  head  of  the  lake, 
about  three  in  the  afternoon,  his  eyes  had 
begun  to  run  scalding  tears  and  the  pain 
was  already  almost  unbearable,  so  much 
so  that  he  begged  of  me  to  camp  and 
see  what  a  night's  rest  would  do  towards 
his  recovery.  As  we  were  then  upwards 
of  ninety  miles  from  our  destination,  and 
with  a  bare  sufficiency  of  provisions  to 
make  the  distance  under  ordinary  circum- 
stances, it  was  a  serious  thing  to  even 
camp  at  three  p.  m.  Still  by  the  way  he 
was  lamenting,  lying  face  down  where  he 
had  thrown  himself  on  entering  the  shade 
of  the  pine  trees,  I  saw  no  alternative  but 
to  comply,  so  set  to  work  chopping  wood 
and  making  camp. 

Under  ordinary  conditions  the  Indian 
was  very  willing  and  always  did  his  share 
and  more  of  our  daily  labours,  but  that 
night  he  crawled  into  camp,  buried  his 
face  in  the  cool  cedar  boughs,  refused  to 
eat  and  refused  to  be  comforted. 

I  passed  a  dismal  and  anxious  night 
for  the  question  kept  coming  before  me. 
"What  if  he  is  worse  in  the  morning  ?" 

The  only  remedy  I  could  think  of  was 
to  bathe  his  eyes  with  snow  water.  By 
the  time  I  had  all  finished  and  ready  to 
turn  in  for  a  little  much  needed  repose 
his  eyes  were  both  running  a  continuous 
stream  of  scalding  water  and  to  look  at 
the  fire  he  compared  to  being  stabbed  in 
the  eye- ball  with  a  thousand  needles. 

Next  morning  he  was  no  better,  in  fact 
he  was  almost  totally  blind.  To  leave 
him  in  that  condition  was  out  of  the 
question.  It  was  equally  impossible  for 
us  both  to  remain  to  await  better  devel- 
opements  as  that  meant  eventually  star- 
vation to  both. 

Fortunately  I  had  traversed  the  trail 
the  year  before  and  knew  pretty  well 
where  to  take  the  portages. 

This  latter  part  of  our  journey  being 
mostly  over  a  canoe  route,  the  portages 
were  well  defined  and   easy   to  follow. 

I  prevailed  on  A-bwa-so  to  drink  a 
cup  of  tea  and  eat  a  piece  of  "gallette" 
soaked  in  grease  for  breakfast  and  a  start 
was  made  underthe  following  conditions  : 
His  L'Assomption  belt  was  unwound 
from     his     body,     one      end  made 
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fast  to  my  sash  at  the  back 
and  the  other  end,  some  six  feet  off, 
being-  held  in  his  hand,  I  taking  the  lead 
and  he  following  with  the  sash  to  guide 
him.  We  made  fairly  good  progress, 
but  in  the  woods  I  had  to  hand  assist 
him  over  any  log  or  uneveness  in  the 
walking.  Still  I  cheerefully  did  this  for 
every  mile  covered  was  bringing  us  near- 
er home. 

One  wanted  courage  to  negotiate  such 
a  distance  under  those  conditions  and 
then  there  was  always  the  dreadful  pos- 
sibility of  being  over  taken  myself  with 
blindness.  Then  indeed  our  plight  would 
have  been  pitiful  in  the  extreme. 

At  each  portage  snow-shoes  had  to  be 
donned,  for  the  crust  was  not  strong 
enough  to  bear  our  weight  without  them, 
and  it  was  in  these  traverses  where  much 
time  was  consumed,  for  my  poor  compan- 
ion stumbled  and  fell  about  in  every  few 
yards. 

The  days  were  long  at  that  season  of 
the  year  and  by  keeping  at  it  early  and 
late  we  reached  the  Post  at  nine  o'ciock 
the  fourth  morning,  much  to  my  relief 
mentally  and  physically. 

We  had  to  keep  A-bwa-so  for  several 
days  in  utter  darkness  before  he  recover- 
ed sufficiently  to  return  to  his  teepe  some 
few  miles  away. 

I  was  asked  the  other  day  by  a  new 
acquaintance  ' 'You,  having  been  so  many 
years  in  the  Hudson  Bay  Company,  must 
know  all  about  furs  ?" 

I  answered  like  a  Scotchman  by  pro- 
pounding a  query  to  him,  I  said,  "Mr. 
Scott,  did  you  ever  know  a  man  that 
knew  everything  about  anything  ?"  After 
due  consideration  he  was  forced  to  admit 
he  had  not.  So  it  is  about  snow  blind- 
ness. I  know  some  modes  of  preven- 
tion and  some  remedies  to  alleviate  the 
pain  but  /  don't  know  all. 

Europeans,  whose  duties  cause  them  to 
traverse  the  *  'White  Wastes"  of  the 
north,  as  a  rule  carry  smoked  or  blue 
glasses  which  they  wear  as  a  precaution 
on  hot  days. 

The  Esquimaux  manufacture  very 
thin  disks  of  bone.  In  the  centre  of  each 
is  a  narrow  slit  through  which  they  peer 
ahead  of  them.  These  round  circles  of 
bone  are  fastened  together  in  the  form  of 


spectacles  and  secured  behind  the  head  by 
a  deer  skin  thong. 

The  Algonquin  Indians  stuff  a  bunch 
of  cedar  branches  under  their  caps.  The 
stalks  are  held  round  their  forehead  by 
the  cap  and  the  feathery  ends  make  a 
screen  about  the  upper  part  of  the  face. 
This  keeps  the  eyes  shaded  and  leaves 
space  enough  between  for  them  to  see 
their  way. 

The  Ojibway  Indians  smear  the  face 
with  rotten  wood  or  charcoal  it  all  over 
with  burnt  wood.  At  each  resting  place, 
or  spell  on  the  journey  they  crush  up  a 
snow  ball  in  each  hand  and  apply  one 
each  to  the  eye  socket.  Be  this  even 
for  a  few  moments  only  it  cools  the  eye 
and  keeps  away  inflammation.  This  is 
a  good  precaution. 

The  best  remedy  I  have  found  as  a 
cure  in  the  earliest  stages  of  blindness, 
and  one  I  have  used  successfully  on 
my  companions  several  times,  is  at  the 
first  symptoms  of  weakness,  when  the 
patient  is  ready  for  bed  that  night,  take 
used  leaves  from  the  teapot,  squeeze  out 
most  of  the  moisture,  put  a  wad  of  this 
on  each  eye  and  bandage  a  kerchief  over, 
tying  the  ends  of  the  handkerchief  firmly 
at  the  back  of  the  head.  If  applied  in 
time  this  is  a  sure  cure.  If  travel  is 
necessary  next  day  let  the  patient  use 
cedar  brush,  or  smoked  glasses  if  he  has 
them,  and  repeat  the  tea  leaves  again 
in  camp. 

I  have  seen  an  Indian  dropping  wom- 
an's milk  into  the  eye  ot  a  suffering  com- 
panion. 

From  my  observation  of  several  poor 
fellows  who  have  had  it  badly,  they  must 
suffer  excruciating  agony  from  snow- 
blindness.  I  have  seen  their  cheeks 
actually  scarred  from  the  scalding  tears 
continually  coursing  their  way  down. 

All  eyes  are  not  subject  to  getting  snow 
blind.  My  own  for  instance  are  what 
are  termed  "Cats  eyes."  I  have  walked 
hundreds  of  miles  in  the  most  trying 
season  of  the  year,  carried  smoked  glasses 
for  twenty  years  and  never  had  occasion 
to  use  them.  Brown  eyes  and  deep  blue 
are  those  most  liable  to  go  blind.  Black, 
light  blue,  steel  gray  and  those  termed 
fishy  are  the  ones  most  immune,  but  like 
everything  else  there  is  no  fixed  rule 
to  go  by  and  any  eye  may  be  caught.

Bird  Shooting  on  the  Prairies. 


HE  prairie  provinces  are  unexcelled 
for  bird  shooting  and  under  the  reg- 
ulations now  enforced  will,  it  is 
believed,  when  supplemented  by  the 
prohibition  of  spring  shooting  through- 
out the  States,  retain  pre- eminence  for 
those  Provinces  for  this  form  of  sport  for 
many  years  to  come. 

Geese,  ducks  and  prairie  chicken 
abound  and  good  shooting  can  be  obtain- 
ed near  to  the  cities,  while  in  the  small 
settlements  the  results  of  the  sport  add 
a  welcome  variety  to  the  domestic  larder. 

Wild  geese  shooting  is  particularly 
attractive,  these  fine  birds  making  a  sen- 
sible addition  to  the  bag.  In  Manitoba 
the  large  grey  ones  often  weigh  from 
twelve  to  eighteen  pounds,  the  Manitoba 
grey  from  ten  to  fourteen  pounds,  and 
the  laughing  and  the  wavy  about  seven 
pounds  each.    Wintering  in  the  South- 


ern States  they  come  north  about  March, 
remaining  along  the  wheat  growing  cou- 
ntry till  the  beginning  of  May.  Their 
summer  home  is  on  the  shores  ot  Hudson 
Bay  and  up  in  the  Yukon.  Here  geese 
and  ducks  breed  in  countless  multitudes. 
Wild  geese  moult  during  the  months  of 
June  and  July,  while  the  goslings  are 
growing.  Indians  take  what  toll  they 
can,  both  in  eggs  and  birds.  As  soon  as 
the  young  ones  are  able  to  fly  well  the 
geese  commence  to  return  south,  feeding 
on  the  wheat  en  route  until  the  cold  wea- 
ther drives  them  on  to  the  warmer  south. 

With  the  rural  telephone  in  good 
working  order  for  twenty  miles  around  it 
is  generally  easy  to  locate  the  geese  when 
they  arrive,  and  once  this  is  known  sports- 
men make  arrangements  to  visit  them. 
It  was  on  onesuch  an  occasion  when  the 
geese  were  staying  at  a  lake  about  fif- 
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teen  miles  from  Glenboro  (Man.)  that 
Mr.  West  and  his  friend  made  a 
successful  shoot. 

Early  rising  is  the  first  consideration, 
no  later  than  four  o'clock,  and  a  drive  of 
ten  miles  into  the  country  took  the 
sportsmen  to  the  place  where  the  geese 
had  been  seen  feeding  the  evening  before. 
If  the  sportsmen  got  cold  during  the 
drive,  warmth  was  soon  recovered  by  the 
hard  work  which  followed.  Spade  work 
in  the  actual  is  a  taskto  which  sportsmen, 


the  period  of  waiting  which  follows  that 
the  beginner  gets  "goose  fever.  "When 
coming  to  feed  in  the  early  morning  the 
geese  are  all  squawking  and  yelling  like  a 
lot  of  hungry  hogs. Nearer  and  nearer  they 
come  louder  and  louder  gets  the  squawk- 
ing, till  the  novice  can  stand  itno  longer, 
and  generally  jumps  up  to  shoot 
before  they  are  within  range. 

The  writer,  when  on  an  expedition 
for  geese,  always  keeps  both  eyes 
and  ears  open.    The  only  sound  rule  is

as  a  rule,  are  not  accustomed.  However 
it  is  a  part  of  the  game  and  such  an  impor- 
tant part  that  it  is  at  once  accepted  and 
acted  upon.  Accordingly  the  men  set  to 
work,  dug  holes  five  feet  deep  and  two 
feet  square  and  levelling  the  soil  they  had 
thrown  out, covered  it  with  all  the  stubble 
they  could  gather. 

"We  set  our  decoys  about  thirty  yards 
behind  us  and  spying  the  first  flock  with 
the  earliest  streaks  of  daylight  we  got 
into  the  holes  and  "lay  low".  It  is  during 


to  remain  below  ground  as  long  as  the 
noise  appears  to  be  coming  and  getting 
more  distinct,  even  until  the  geese  pass 
over.  Much  better  results  will  be  secur- 
ed if  this  advice  is  followed,  as  shot  go 
more  easily  into  geese  in  the  rear  than 
from  the  front.  In  many  instances  both 
the  writer  and  friends  have  shot  at  geese 
even  at  close  range  and  failed  to  kill 
when  shooting  at  the  breast. The  feath- 
ers at  the  front  are  so  close  that  the  shot 
seems  to  glance  off.    Geese  feed  in  flocks 
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counting  from  eight,  up  into  the  hund- 
reds. Sometimes  one  goose  is  got  out  of 
a  flock,  at  other  times  they  come  in  too 
high,  can  see  you  in  the  hole  and  pass 
on.  When  the  day  is  windy  the  geese 
fly  low  and  in  consequence  are  more 
easily  killed.  If  the  day  is  calm  they  will 
fly  about  one  hundred  yards  high.  Most 
geese  are  shot  under  forty  yards  and  at 
times  in  the  pit  the  writer  has  shot  them 
within  a  range  of  ten  feet.Goose  feathers 


are  most  useful  and  the  writerhas  a  large 
feather  bed  and  six  pillows  stuffed  with 
wild  goose  and  duck  feathers.  Geese  al- 
ways remain  on  the  water  at  night  and 
feed  morning  and  evening. 

Ducks  follow  much  along  the  same 
route  as  the  geese  and  are  hunted  in  a 
similar  fashion. 

The  prairie  chickens  are  hunted  with 
dogs  and  English  setters  and  pointers  are 
of  great  service  in  the  work." 


My  D  og's  Fox  Hunting  Feats.

In  a  recent  number  of  your  excellent 
magazine  I  observed  an  account  of  a 
wonderful  feat  of  a  hound  which  caught  a 
fox  in  fair  running.  He  is  undoubtedly 
a  good  dog.  Reading  of  the  incident 
reminds  me  of  a  dog  I  owned  in  my 
youthful  days,  a  full  bred  bull  terrier, 
the  pick  of  the  litter.  He  grew  to  be 
very  graceful  in  form  and  unusually  intel- 
ligent. He  was  more  at  home  in  the 
water  than  any  other  dog  I  have  ever 
known.  He  would  go  in  at  any  temper- 
ature and  in  warm  weather  he  would  play 
in  it  for  hours  at  a  time,  all  by  himself. 
As  a  retriever  he  had  no  superior.  He 
possessed  great  speed.  The  first  occa- 
sion on  which  I  became  aware  of  his  phe- 
nomenal speed  was  when  wTe  were  on  the 
border  of  a  bush  adjoining  a  cleared  field 
and  discovered  a  fox  in  the  open.  The 
fox  had  a  start  of  at  least  ten  rods  but 
the  dog  overhauled  him  before  he  reached 
the  opposite  fence,  about  forty  rods  dis- 
tant. The  fox  doubled,  and  the  dog, un- 
accustomed to  such  tactics,  blundered 
ahead  while  the  fox  gained  ground  in  the 
opposite  direction.  The  dog  recovered 
and  pursued  again,  and  the  fox  doubled 
again  when  three  fourths  of  the  distance 
across.  The  dog  understood  the  chase 
by  this  time  and  did  not  lose  so 
much  time  in  recovering.  Thus  they 
ran  and  doubled.  Each  time  the  race  was 


shorter  until  the  dog  caught  him.  Sub- 
sequent to  this  from  time  to  time  dead 
foxes  were  found  on  the  farm,  all  giving 
evidence  of  having  been  mauled  and  no 
doubt  they  were  killed  by  my  dog. 

I  could  send  him  in  any  direction  by 
word  and  as  far  as  he  could  hear  or  see 
a  sign,  which  enabled  me  to  send  him 
for  stock  that  was  not  visible  from  where 
he  started,  he  would  go  on.  We  lived 
beside  a  large  bay  and  on  one  occasion 
in  the  winter  season  we  discovered  a  fox 
running  from  our  shore  towards  the  op- 
posite land.  The  fox  was  some  fifty  or 
sixty  rods  out  when  discovered.  I  sent 
the  dog  after  him  but  he  ran  on  a  course 
about  forty  rods  to  the  east  of  the  course 
of  the  fox.  After  running  about  a  quar- 
ter mile  he  stopped  and  looked  back  for 
further  orders.  I  sent  him  on  and  for 
more  than  half  a  mile  he  ran  parallel  to 
the  fox,  but  never  apparently  saw  him 
until  beyond  hearing  and  returned  with  a 
look  meant  to  say,  ''What  fool's  errand 
did  you  send  me  on  ?" 

It  was  only  then,  on  examination,  that 
I  discovered  that  his  left  eye  was  entirely 
sightless  and  the  fox  being  at  his  left  he 
had  never  seen  it,  and  was  running  en- 
tirely to  order.  Had  he  seen  the  fox  he 
would  doubtless  have  added  another  pelt 
to  his  record. 


A  Record  Dog  Train  Trip

It  was  in  April,  1885,  that  I  made  a 
record  trip  with  dogs  on  the  Upper 
St.  Maurice  River.  At  that  time  I 
had  business  at  Weymontachingue,  a 
post  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Company  in  that 
part  of  the  province  of  Quebec,  and  had 
occasion  to  go  down  to  Coocoocache,  the 
head  quarters  for  the  district,  a  distance 
of  forty-five  miles.  It  was  nine  o'clock 
in  the  evening  when  I  started  on  that 
journey.  I  was  alone  with  the  exception 
of  my  five  dogs  and  travelled  all  night, 
taking  my  time  as  I  only  wished  to  reach 
the  Post  for  breakfast.  This  feat  was 
easily  accomplished  and  several  days 
were  passed  most  pleasantly  at  the  Post. 

Mild  weather  set  in  and  the  horse 
teams  freighting  goods  from  Weymont- 
achingue to  Coocooachewere  over  due.  We 
knew  by  the  condition  of  the  snow  that  it 
was  impossible  for  them  to  travel  in  the 
bush  and  as  their  fodder  would  be  out  it 
might  be  a  case  of  starvation  for  both 
men  and  horses  unless  relief  were  sent  to 
them.  After  talking  over  the  situation 
it  was  decided  that  I  should  attempt  the 
rescue,  taking  with  me  hay,  oats,  and 
provisions. 

It  was  six  o'clock  in  the  evening,  after 
my  load  had  been  well  packed  on  that  I 
left  Coocooache.  At  that  time  pouring 
rain  was  coming  down  and  the  slush  and 
water  were  deep  enough  to  make  the 
dogs  swim  in  some  places.  There  were 
Lakes  and  rivers  to  travel  across  and  al- 
together that  journey  is  one  of  the  most 
unpleasant  in  my  recollection.lt  was  pitch 
dark  in  the  bush  but  I  kept  on  resolved 
to  get  through  if  at  all  possible.  As  the 
water  was  very  deep  in  places  and  I  had 
a  heavy  load  I  was  obliged  to  walk.  This 
was  no  fun  in  such  cold  water  with  only 
deer  skin  mocassins.  At  last  I  had  no 
feeling  in  my  feet  but  I  still  plodded  on. 

It  was  midnight  when  I  reached  the 
Windigo  River  which  I  had  to  cross.  The 
ice  was  broken  away  from  the  shore  for 
about  ten  feet.  How  to  get  over  the  in- 
tervening space  was  a  question, and  in  or- 


der to  consider  it  I  made  a  fire  along  the 
shore,  boiled  my  tea  kettle,  had  some- 
thing to  eat  and  drink  and  gave  each  dog 
a  biscuit.  When  I  had  had  a  short  rest 
I  cut  some  long  poles  and  made  a  bridge 
fram  the  shore  to  the  ice.  When  I  had 
crossed  the  ice  I  found  myself  in  a  simil- 
ar fix,  for  again  there  was  a  considerable 
break  between  the  ice  and  the  shore. 
There  was  nothing  for  it  but  to  go  back, 
get  the  poles  that  I  had  used  for  my 
temporary  bridge,  haul  them  across  the 
river  and  make  another  bridge.  Remem- 
ber, all  this  had  to  be  done  in  the  middle 
of  the  night  in  the  wilds  of  Upper  St. 
Maurice  I  travelled  from  the  banks  of 
the  Windigo  across  the  bush  to  the  main 
St.  Maurice  River.  The  water  was  not 
so  deep  on  the  main  river  and  just  below 
Old  Man's  Rapids  I  found  the  teamsters 
hung  up. 

For  two  days  they  had  had  to  feed  their 
horses  with  tops  of  birch  trees  and  wil- 
lows. The  men  were  looking  pretty,  blue 
and  were  very  glad  to  see  me.  It  was 
half  past  four  o'clock  in  the  morning 
when  I  struck  their  camp,  if  you 
could  call  it  a  camp.  The  horses  were 
tied  to  trees  and  the  men  were 
standing  round  a  fire.  They  had  no  blank- 
ets and  no  means  for  making  themselves 
more  comfortable. 

After  unloading  my  goods  I  started 
right  back  to  Coocooache  as  I  was  in  a 
hurry  to  get  through  my  business  and 
return  to  Weymontachingue.  I  reached 
the  post  a  little  after  dinner,  got 
through  my  business  and  made  another 
start  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening.  The 
wind  had  turned  north,  the  weather  was 
colder  and  with  the  drying  upof  the  water 
on  the  ice  the  going  was  much  better. 
I  rode  all  the  way  and  reached  Weymont- 
achingue at  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
making  a  run  of  one  hundred  miles. 

When  the  weather  and  the  state  of  the 
roads  is  considered  such  a  journey  with- 
out rest  for  the  dogs  makes  a  pretty  good 
record. 


The  Qualification  Climb  of  Mt.  Hermit.

[S  the  twelfth  of  July  is  a  day  dear  to 
the  heart  of  every  Orangeman, 
marking  as  it  does  an  important 
victory,  so  too  is  it  a  day  that  I  shall  long 
remember  as  the  anniversary  of  an  ac- 
complishment of  much  less  importance, 
though  an  event  in  my  career  of  deep 
personal  interest, — an  event  indeed  the 
successful  accomplishment  of  which 
every  mountaineer  feels  justly  proud.  It 
was  on  the  218th  anniversary  of  the 
important  date  in  history  to  which  I  re- 
ferred that  1 
stood  for  the 
first  time  in  my 
life  on  the  sum- 
mit of  a  moun- 
tain peak  ex- 
ceeding ten 
thousand  feet  in 
height.  The 
successful  as- 
cent of  such  a 
peak  is  the  quali- 
fication neces- 
sary for  active 
membership  o  f 
the  Alpine  Club 
of  Canada,  the 
third  annual 
camp  of  which 


Selkirk  range  during  the  summer  of  1908 
at  the  summit  of  Rogers  Pass,  half  a 
mile  west  of  the  station  on  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Ry.  bearing  the  name  of  the 
Pass. 

After  spending  three  or  four  days  at 
the  Camp,  during  which  I  had  done  con- 
siderable tramping  and  a  little  climbing, 
I  decided  that  my  muscles  had  become 
sufficiently  hardened  and  that  I  had  gain- 
ed enough  experience  to  tackle  the  quali- 
fication climb.    Accordingly  I  entered  my 

name  as  one  of 
a  party  of  about 
thirty  to  ascend 
Mount  Rogers 
(10536  feet)  or 
Mount  Hermit, 
(10194  feet)  on 
Sunday,  July 
12th,  fully  real- 
izing that  I  had 
taken  upon  my- 
s  e  1  f  no  mean 
task  and  that 
my  nerve  and 
powers  of  en- 
durance would 
be  tested  to  the 
utmost.  I  had 
learned  t  o  re- 


was  held  in  the       on  the  way  to  mt.  hermit  and  mt  Rogers 


spect  the  moun- 
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tains  for  their  grandeur  and  magnifi- 
cence as  well  as  to  fear  them  for  the 
dangers  that  lurk  amongst  them,  and 
those  who  have  not  some  fear  mingled 
with  their  respect  would  do  well  to  ad- 
mire them  from  the  beautiful  valleys  ly- 
ing peacefully  below. 

The  ascent  of  either  Rogers  or  Hermit 
being  rather  too  strenuous  to  accomplish 
in  one  dav,  the  party  was  started  off 
from   the  camp  on  Saturday  afternoon 


with  instruc- 
tions to  go  as 
far  as  the  C. 
P.  R.  hut,  a 
log  cabin 
erected  by 
the  company 
for  the  con- 
venience o  f 
mou  n  t  a  i  n- 
eers.  This 
formed  the 
stopping 
place  each 
night  for  the 
various  par- 
ties setting 
forth  on  their 
qualificat  i  on 
climb  and 
was  situated 
at  an  eleva- 
tion of  some 
two  thousand 
feet  above  the 
main  camp,  a 
short  distance 
below  timber 
line.  At  this 
place  each 
night  a  huge 
camp-fire  was 
bu  i  1 1  which, 
from  the 
valley  below, 
appeared  t  o 
be  little  lar- 
ger than  the 
blaze  of  an 
ordinary  ker- 
osene lamp. 
"What  were 
the  feelings 
experie  need 

by  those  sitting  round  this  camp  fire 
high  up  on  the  mountain  side?"  was  the 
query  that  frequently  flashed  across  my 
mind  as  I  sat  before  our  own  cheery 
camp  fire  for  several  nights  previous  to 
starting  on  the  qualification  climb  myself. 
I  found  afterwards  that  it  is  easier  to 
experience  them  than  to  describe. 

The  route  to  the  hut  was  along  the 
railway  track  to  a  point  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  or  so  east  of  Rogers  Pass  station 
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thence  by  a  beautifully  shaded  switch- 
back trail  up  the  mountain  side.  There 
being  no  difficulty  in  following"  the  trail 
and  no  dangers  connecting  therewith, the 
graduating  members  were  allowed  to 
make  this  portion  of  the  climb  at  their 
own  pleasure.  Some  chose  the  earlier 
part  of  the  afternoon  while  others  chose 
the  later  each  thinking  they  had  advan- 
tages in  their  favor. 

The  party  of  which  I  was  a  member 


the  part  of  those  who  never  experienced 
them. 

The  journey  from  the  camp  to  the  hut, 
taken  leisurely,  was  completed  in  less 
than  three  hours  without  special  incident. 

While  we  were  making  this  part  of 
the  ascent  we  met  in  scattered  parties 
those  who  had  just  made  their  qualifica- 
tion climb  on  Mt.  Rogers  and  were  re- 
returning  to  camp.  Naturally  the  infor- 
mation we  obtained  from  the  different 
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happened  to  pass  Rogers  Pass  station 
just  as  both  the  eastbound  and  westbound 
transcontinental  trains  had  arrived  and 
I  can  well  remember  the  astonished  look 
on  the  faces  of  some  of  the  passengers, 
when,  on  being  questioned,  we  pointed 
out  to  them  our  gaol.  No  doubt  a  few 
of  them  put  us  down  for  first  class  speci- 
mens of  lunatics  but  we  were  willing  to 
make  allowances  for  ignorance  in  regard 
to   the  delights  of  mountaineering-  on 


parties  as  to  how  much  further  it  was  to 
the  hut  and  their  impressions  of  the 
qualification  climb  were  quite  amusing, 
the  statements  of  each  party  being  al- 
most the  antithesis  of  the  party  inter- 
viewed a  few  minutes  before.  The  jovi- 
al representative  of  the  Mazamas,  for  in- 
stance, made  us  fairly  shake  in  our  boots 
with  his  thrilling  description  of  the  dif- 
ficulties and  dangers  that  lay  before  us, 
while  the  very  next  party  we  met  gave

the  utmost  encouragement  by  telling  us 
how  easy  it  was. 

h  The  cabin  was  reached  by  the  strag- 
gling members  of  the  entire  party  in 
good  time  to 
have  supper  i  n 
the  daylight  and 
needlesstosaythe 
meal  was  par- 
taken of  with  the 
best  of  appetites. 
After  a  few  songs 
around  the  camp- 
fire,  we  crawled 
into  our  blankets 
at  a  very  early 
hour,  having 
been  notified  by 
our  guides  that 
we  would  be  call- 
ed at  three  next 
morning. 

Before  retiring 
for  the  night  I 


had  been  induced  to  become 
one  of  a  party  of  twelve  to 
ascend  Mt.  Hermit,  which, 
although  some  three  hundred 
feet  lower  than  Rogers,  i  s 
considered  much  more  difficult 
and  interesting.  Hermit,  ac- 
cording to  all  available  records 
had  been  climbed  only  once  be- 
fore. Of  the  party  of  twelve 
for  Mt.  Hermit  I  soon  learned 
that  ten  were  experienced 
mountaineers  and  already  qual- 
fied  for  active  membership  of 
the  Alpine  Club.  Mr.  C.  A. 
Richardson,  of  Calgary,  and 
myself  were  the  only  novices, 
hence  it  is  not  surprising  that 
I  felt  rather  proud  of  being  a 
member  of  such  a  party.  Two 
young  ladies,  Miss  Stewart  of 
Calgary  and  Miss  Hobbs,  of 
Revelstoke,  both  excellent 
climbers,  honored  us  with  their 
presence  and  earned  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  first  ladies 
to  make  the  ascent. 

What  member  of  our  party 
will  ever  forget  the  delightful 
awakening  on  the  morning  of 
July  12th,  1908?  Instead  of 
the  thrilling  music  of  the  fife 
and  drum  there  was  the  peaceful  stillness 
of  the  eternal  hills  about  us.  Our  morn- 
ing ablutions  were  hastily  performed  in 
the  icy  water  of  a  mountain  stream  run-

ing  in  front  of  the  cabin,  and  a  hearty 
breakfast  partaken  of.  Blankets  and  toilet 
articles  (soap,  towel  and  tooth-brush) 
were  made  ready  for  the  pack  ponies  to 
carry  back  to  Camp,  and  shortly  after 
four  we  set  forth  for  our  goal  A  stren- 
uous climb  of  about  an  hour  brought  us 
to  the  glacier  where  a  halt  was  made  and 
a  few  snap  shots  taken.    The  party  for 


Rogers  then  started  off  to  the  left  and  our 
party  for  Hermit  branched  off  to  the 
right. 

As  it  was  necessary  for  our  party  to 
cross  the  glacier,  the  rope  was  brought 
into  commision,  Mr.  M.  P.  Bridgland 
taking  the  lead  on  one  and  Mr.  Godfried 
Feuz  the  other,  making  six  including 
one  lady,  on  each  rope.    The  necessity

for, being  roped  on  this  part  of  the  ascent 
I  did  not  realize  until  I  was  given  an  op- 
portunity of  looking  into  one  of  the  huge 
crevasses  which  form  the  death  traps  of 
most  glaciers.  It  appeared  as  a  bottom- 
less crack  in  the  ice,  comparatively  nar- 
row at  the  surface  but  widening  under- 
neath. Being  a  novice  I  chose  the  last 
position  on  the  rope  but  afterwards 
I  found  to  my  surprise  that  I  had  uncon- 
sciously assumed  the  responsibility  of 
leading  on  the  descent,  it  being  the  rule 
that  the  guide  acts  as  anchor  when  com- 
ing down. 

After  crossing  the  glacier  we  proceeded 
up  a  long,  steep  couloir  on  the  south  face 
of  the  mountain.  This  meant  a  steady 
climb  up  a  snow  slope  probably  a  thous- 
and feet.  The  first  part  seemed  compar- 
atively easy  but  when  one  gets  up  a  few 


hundred  feet  on  such  a  slope  and  looks 
down  he  begins  to  realize  his  position. 
I  had  no  idea  that  snow  could  lie  so 
nearly  vertical.  To  effect  a  safe  ascent 
it  was  necessary  to  drive  our  toes  well 
into  the  hard  snow,  make  perfectly 
sure  of  our  foothold,  then  drive  Alpine 
stock  or  ice-axe  firmly  into  the  snow, 
steady  ourselves  with  its  support  and 
secure  another  foothold  higher  up.  It 
was  a  tedious  process  and  one  which 
requires  the  utmost  care  and  nerve. 

The  ascent  of  a  snow  slope  would 
not  require  such  great  care  were  they 
perfectly  straight  and  continuous  but 
the  experienced  mountaineer  well  knows 
that  snow  slopes  are  in  series,  that  is 
to  say,  it  is  necessary  to  advance  to 
the  right  or  left  occasionally  as  various 
shoulders  of  the  mountain  are  reached. 
From  this  it  is  evident  that  a  very  long 
slope  may  lead  to  the  edge  of  a  pre- 
cipice and  if  one  lost  his  footing  he 
would  in  all  probability  be  dashed  to 
pieces  below. 

After  the  first  long  slope  we  had  a 
bit  of  interesting  rock  work  in  getting 
around  a  shoulder  on  the  south  face  of 
the  mountain  to  reach  another  couloir 
similiar  to  the  first.  Then  followed 
some  climbing  over  rocks  and  preci- 
pices which  finally  brought  us  to  the 
summit  at  10  15  a.  m.,  just  about  five 
-minutes  before  the  other  party  reached 
the  summit  of  Rogers.  Although  some 
two  or  three  miles  distant  we  could 
see  them  plainly  as  they  reached  the 
highest  point. 

There  being  no  snow  on  the  summit  of 
Hermit  and  it  being  delightfully  warm  we 
rested  for  at  least  an  hour  and  a  half  dur- 
ing which  we  enjoyed  our  mid-day  lunch. 
The  scene  from  Hermit  is  one  that  never 
can  be  forgotten, — a  sea  of  snow  capped 
mountain  peaks  in  every  direction  as  far 
as  the  eye  can  reach.  On  ©ne  side,  thous- 
ands of  feet  below,  lies  a  beautiful  valley 
while  on  the  opposite  side  is  a  huge  gla- 
cier,— an  immense  snow  field.  Bevond 
the  glacier  in  the  same  direction  is  Rog- 
ers Pass,  the  valley  in  which  the  Alpine 
Club  Camp  was  situated.  The  Rev.  S.  H. 
Gray,  who  was  one  of  the  party  of  five 
that  made  the  first  ascent  of  this 
peak,  says,  '  'Truly,  Hermit  is  the 
mountain     for    the     view     which  no 
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man     can    describe,  —  or  forget." 

So  far  as  I  can  gather  from  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Gray's  account  of  his  ascent,  as 
published  in  the  Alpine  Club  Journal, 
the  route  followed  was  much  the  same 
as  that  taken  by  our  party.     In  his 


account  of  the  ascent  he 


says 


narrow  and  steep  couloir  leads  up  the 
face  of   the  mountain  from  the  neve, 
from  which  it  is  separated  by  a  berg- 
schrund.     We  put  on  the  rope,  crossed 
the  cleft  by  the  bridge  at  the  right, 
worked    across  to  the  centre  of  the 
couloir,    and    at  once   commenced  a 
steep  ascent.    This  was  a  fine  climb  on 
good,  stiff  snow,  and,   though  at  the 
top  somewhat  alarmingly  steep,  was 
sure  and  safe.    The  couloir  led  us  di- 
rectly to  the  shoulder  of  the  eastern 
aretes   at  no  great  distance  beneath 
the  peak  itself,  to  which  however,  all 
progress  seemed  barred  by  a  precip- 
itous wall  of  rock.    We  had  breakfast 
at  this  point — nine  o'clock — and  had 
leisure  to  look  back  at  one  of  the  nob- 
lest and  grandest  panoramas  it  is  given 
man  to  see.    The  great  peaks  of  the 
summit  range,    from  Tupper  on  the 
right  to  our  nearest  neighbor,  Rogers, 
on  the  left,  with  Macdonald,  Sir  Don- 
ald, Dawson  and  Bonneyin  the  centre, 
were  clad  in  the  soft  pink  light  of  the 
rising  sun,     -    -    Feuz  did  a  little  re- 
connoitering  here,  to  find  a  way  round 
the  precipice  above  us.    He  found  it 
on  the  north  face  of  the  mountain,  and 
we  were  soon  at  work  with  the  axes  on 
the   snow.    This   difficulty   being  sur- 
mounted with  comparative  ease,  there 
remained  only   a   rock  stairway   to  be 
climbed  to  reach   the   peak.    This  was 
grand  work,  enlivened  by  long  reaches 
and  undignified  pushes  from  below.  An 
ice-axe  would  be  shoved  into  a  cleft  to 
yield  a  foot-hold  for  the  first  man.  The 
ropa  from  above  solved  the  problem  for 
the  rest.    After  an  hour  or  less  of  this 
fine  exercise,  we  reached  the  summit,  on 
the  run. " 

Although  considerably  swollen  with 
pride  at  reaching  the  summit  of  a  moun- 
peak,  10,194  feet  high,  I  realized  that 
the  successful  descent  involved  probably 
as  great  difficulties  as  the  ascent,  partic- 
ularly in  regard  to  the  couloirs.  Our 
course  was  over  the  same  route  as  we 
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had  come  up,  and  the  hot  sun,  shining 
all  the  morning  on  the  snow  made  it 
very  soft.  It  was  therefore  necessary  to 
be  more  careful  than  ever  in  descending. 
Being  the  leader  of  the  party  in  the  de- 
scent I  was  instructed  to  use  the  same 
footholds  that  we  had  made  in  the  morn- 
ing. This  proved  anything  but  an  easy 
task  but  by  slowly  and  carefully  proceed- 
ing I  succeeded  in  making  good  footholds 
for  those  following  above  me.  It  was  a 
bit  of  hard,  hot  work  as  the  sun  was 
beating  with  all  its  force  upon  the  snow 
and  being  reflected  upon  us. 

The  one  portion  of  the  descent  which 
preyed  most  upon  my  mind  was  a  sloping 
shoulder  of  rock  which  extented  horizon- 
tally from  under  a  long, steep  snowslope. 
It  had  been  the  cause  of  considerable 
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difficulty  in  the 
ascent  and  I  felt 
confident  would 
cause  more  i  n 
going  down.  It 
was  partly  cov- 
ered with  snow 
and  ice  over 
which  it  was 
n  e  c  e  s  sary  to 
cross  to  reach 
the  snow  slope. 
The  ledge  was 
wet  and  slip- 
pery with  a  steep 
slant  and  I  was 
perfectly  sure 
that  as  soon  as 
I  put  my  weight 
upon  the  ice  it 
would  break  un- 
der the  pressure 
and  I  should 
go  sliding  over 
the  precipice.  I 
warned  the  man 
behind  to  get  a 

good  foothold  and  to  be  ready  to  pull  up 
on  the  rope.  My  expectations  were  fully 
realized  and  for  a  minute  or  so  I  experi- 
enced the  unpleasant  sensation  of  dang- 
ling over  the  precipice  with  only  the  rope 
between  me  and  certain  death  !  Seeing 
the  difficulty  the  guide  gave  up  his  place 
temporarily  as  anchor,  came  down  and 
by  chopping  secure  footholds  with  his 
ice-axe  effected  a  safe  crossing  for  us. 

About  four  p.  m.  we  reached  the  cabin 
which  we  had  left  at  an  early  hour  in  the 
morning  and  found  a  number  of  those 
who  had  climbed  Mount  Rogers  enjoying 
a  well  earned  rest.    Naturally  the  diffi-

culties  and  delight  of  the  two  ascents 
came  up  for  discussion,  but  the  hour  and 
a  half  spent  by  our  party  on  the  summit, 
basking  in  the  warm  sunshine  and  enjoy- 
ing one  of  the  grandest  panoramas  to  be 
found  anywhere  in  the  mountain  regions, 
we  considered,  out- weighed  all  the  argu- 
ments that  were  advanced  by  those  who 
had  climbed  Mount  Rogers.  A  half- 
hours'  rest  at  the  cabin  and  a  cup  ot 
strong  tea  stimulated  us  for  the  balance 
of  our  journey  to  Camp  which  was  reach- 
ed about  six  o'clock. 

With  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gray  I  can  truly 
say,    ''Hermit  is  well  worth  climbing.'* 


For  the  use  of  the  members  a  little 
booklet,  containing  a  full  list  of  officers 
for  the  years  1908-10,  the  constitution  of 
the  Club  as  amended,  and  a  full  list  of 
members — Honorary,  Associate,  Active, 
Graduating  and  Subscribing  has  been 
prepared  and  supplied  to  every  member. 
The  Honorary  members  are  eight  in 
number  and  include  representatives  from 
Canada,  Great  Britain  and  the  States. 
There  are  eleven  Associate  members  and 
two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  Actives,  the 


largest  proportion  being  numbered  in  this 
class.  Graduates  total  up  to  one  hundred 
and  five  and  there  are  also  forty-two  Sub- 
scribing members.  The  Club  here  shows 
a  strength  of  over  four  hundred  members 
and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  past  two 
years  is  likely  to  be  surpassed  in  the  fu- 
ture as  these  mountain  missionaries,, 
whose  activities  are  world  wide,  get  in 
their  good  work  of  spreading  more  wide- 
ly abroad  a  knowledge  of  Canada's  mar- 
vellous mountain  regions. 


The  Mounting  of  Fish. 


A  Suggestion  for  the  Preservation  of  Good  Specimens

ROM  time  immemorial  certain 
quiet,  harmless,  god-fearing-  indivi- 
duals, in  every  civilized  community 
have  been  the  objects  of  much  unjust 
suspicion  and  unfair  criticism.  Doing 
harm  to  no  man;  placidly  pursuing  the 
"even  tenor"  of  their  ways  in  serene  so- 
briety; anxious  only  to  be  neglected; 
amply  self-sufficient;students  of  Nature  to 
a  man;  shy  and  retiring  in  disposition; 
indulging  in  their  own  beloved  sport 
only  to  the  extent  of  generally  limited 
means,  and  occasionally  relating  their 
success  or  failures  with  candid  simplic- 
ity— they  have  been  treated  with  unfailing 
injustice,  their  statements  received  with 
open  incredulity,  and  the  name  of  their 
sport  has  become  synonymous  with  all 
distortions  of  the  truth, — I  refer  to  the 
Ancient  and  Honorable  Brotherhood  of 
Anglers. 

Since  the  days  of  the  Apostles  the  Ang- 
ler's word  has  been  treated  with  scant 
respect,  and  his  art  with  ridicule — witness 
Wordsworth's  lines — 

"    —       —    —    -with  rod  and  line, 

Emblem  of  hope's  foolishness.  —  — " 
— which  betrays  the  fact  that  Nature's 
poet  had  still  much  to  learn  of  Nature. 
Better  is  Pope's — 

"Hope  springs  eternal  in  the  human 
breast" 

— and  had  the  poet  been  an  Angler,  he 
would  have  added — 

"At  least  the  Angler  always  does  his 
best" 

— which  may  not  be  good  poetry,  but  is 
nevertheless,  quite  true. 

Others  there  be,  neither  poets  nor  An- 
glers, who  openly  scoff — "A  fish  at  one 
end"— they  say,  "and  a  fool  at  t'other." 
They  are  unbelievers  all,  and  would  not 
be  convinced  "though  one  rose  from  the 
dead." 

Indeed  the  true  Angler  has  long  since 
ceased  trying  to  convince  the  unconvin- 
ceable.  He  "bears  it  with  a  patient  shrug." 


"Their  own  hard  dealings" — he  reflects 
— "teach  them  to  suspect  the  deeds  of 
others." 

It  is  a  matter  of  supreme  indifference 
to  the  disciple  of  Walton  whether  the 
herd  believes  or  whether  it  believes  not. 
Nay,  rather  is  this  scepticism  a  boon,  for 
the  ranks  of  the  Angler  thereby  escape 
over-crowding.  Were  the  true  blessings 
which  the  art  brings  to  its  devotees  once 
widely  realized,  mankind,  en  masse, 
would  "go  afishing,"  and  divide  among 
the  indiscriminating  many  those  peculiar 
pleasures  which  are  reserved  for  the  ap- 
preciative few. 

There  are  others,  however,  who  are 
not  so  resigned  to  the  existing  state  of 
things — the  rank  and  file  as  it  were, 
new,  raw  recruits  for  the  most  who, 
elated  with  some  early  success  still 
vainly  strive  to  convince  a  stiff-necked 
public  of  their  veracity.  These  be 
they  who  fly  to  print  and,  with  the  assis- 
tance of  the  camera,  fill  the  monthlies 
with  strange  pictures  of  themselves,  their 
catches  and  their  guides.  We  are  all 
familiar  with  them — a  smugly  satisfied 
pair,  two  rods,  and  strings  of  the  coarser 
fish  festooned  across  the  foreground. 
"An  Hour's  Catch,"  or  "Blank  River 
Beauties  from  the  Backwoods"  — com- 
pletes the  caricature. 

Such  however  is  the  depravity  of  the 
public,  and  its  increasing  knowledge  of 
the  wiles  of  the  amateur  photographer, 
that  even  these  representations  no  longer 
satisfy.  A  little  innocent  deception — the 
fish  placed  close  to  the  lens  and  the  cap- 
tor in  the  background — and  distorted 
perspective  does  the  rest.  Again,  a  sal- 
mon trout  is  supported  by  a  much  bend- 
ing limb  borne  on  the  shoulders  of  two 
stalwarts — both  perspiring  palpably  un- 
der the  load.  In  reality  the  fish  is  swung 
from  a  fine  wire  close  to  the  camera,  the 
lens  stopped  down  to  F.  64,  and  the 
simple    inscription   "a   thirty  pounder'* 
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completes  the  picture.  But  the  public 
remains  unconvinced  "Habeas  Corpus" 
is  now  their  cry;  and  the  sorely  tried 
Angler  gives  up  the  unequal  task  in  de- 
spair— or  turns  him  to  taxidermy. 

It  was  not  however  with  the  purpose  of 
display  that  I  investigated  the  possibili- 
ties of  this  latter  art.  Up  till  last  spring 
I  had  found  it  advisable  to  remain  to  a 
certain  extent  uncommunicative  about 
our  piscatorial  successes.  An  air  of  mys- 
tery shrouded  our  movements  during  the 
long  vacation  and,  though  we  prattled 
prettily  enough  on  our  return  about  the 
fish  we  had  caught,  an  indescribably  in- 
definiteness  as  to  the  exact  locality  where 
our  success  had  been  scored  invariably 
distinguished  our  conversation.  Of 
course  there  were  the  brutal,  downright 
ones  who,  after  listening  with  ill-conceal- 
ed impatience,  plumped  out  the  direct 
monosyllabic — ■* 'where"? —  a  question, 
rude  at  all  times  but,  to  the  Angler, 
doubly  so,  and  to  be  resented.  Beaten 
to  our  last  ditch,  subterfuge  became  our 
refuge.  We  vaguely  spoke  of  the  4 'north" 
— a  good  indefinite  word — murmured  "C. 
P.  R. "  and  left  the  listener  as  wise  as  he 
was  before.  We  found  I  must  admit  a  pecu- 
liar pleasure  in  this.  Knowing  that  pub- 
licity would  bring  the  ruin  of  our  sport, 
we  derived  our  pleasures  almost  clandes- 
tinely; thus  adding  a  touch  of  the  well- 
remembered  joy  of  childhood's  forbidden 
things. 

The  time  however  came  when  better 
feelings  prevailed.  If  we  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  capture,  others  should,  we 
thought,  derive  what  comfort  they  could 
from  the  sight  of  the  slain.  We  reflected 
that  such  specimens  would  enable  us  dur- 
ing the  long  winter  evenings  to  "fight 
our  battles  o'er  again."  Taxidermy  was 
thus  taken  under  serious  considera- 
tion. 

The  "Boy" — of  the  previous  summer's 
trip,  caught  the  contagion  (to  furnish 
Christmas  presents  for  his  friends),  and 
"we  turned  o'er  many  books  together" 
but  learned  little.  The  "last  word"  in 
taxidermy  said  nothing  of  fish — birds 
and  mammals  seemed  to  be  the  only  ob- 
jects worthy  of  attention.  One  authori- 
ty described  a  method  of  mounting  fish 
on  two  brass  standards — a  most  inartis- 
tic way.    We  had  seen  such  specimens 


and  were  dissatisfied  with  the  result. 
Another  mentioned  the  medallion  form, 
but  averred  that  a  painted  plaster  cast 
of  the  fish  was  preferable  to  the  actual 
skin  itself.  We  had  read  Jerome's 
"Three  Men  in  a  Boat"  and  remembered 
the  fate  of  the  plaster  pike.  Evidently 
individual  investigation  was  our  only 
course. 

The  first  attempt  was  very  encourag- 
ing. Selecting  a  well  nourished  speci- 
men ot  Ambloplites  rupestris,  I  rolled  up 
my  sleeves  and  "sailed  in."  My  tools 
and  materials  consisted  of  a  sharp  pen- 
knife, some  dried  grass,  a  few  tacks  and 
a  pine  board.  I  reflected  that  I  should 
spoil  my  first  specimen  so  that  a  rock 
bass  seemed  a  fitting  subject  for  the  pur- 
pose. I  might  "make  a  spoon" — I 
could  not  possibly  "spoil  a  horn."  If,  on 
the  other  hand, I  succeeded, the  rock  bass 
would  then  have  repaid  me,  in  some 
small  measure, for  the  hours  of  annoyance 
which  his  detestable  tribe  had  caused. 

At  the  end  of  half  an  hour  I  found  my- 
self in  possession  of  a  creditable  skin. 
This  I  tacked  to  the  board,  stuffed  it 
with  grass,  posed  it  as  artistically  as  pos- 
sible and  then  indulged  in  a  thorough 
wash.  The  "Boy"  came  to  view  the  re- 
sult of  my  skill.  He  kindly  pointed  out 
many  defects  in  the  specimen — its  head 
was  not  at  exactly  the  right  angle,  its 
tail  too  cocked  up,  and  an  indescribable 
lumpiness  characterised  the  whole.  The 
tout  ensemble  however  was  undoubtedly 
that  of  a  rock  bass — not  a  prosperous, 
well-to  do  rock  bass  perhaps,  but  unmis- 
takably "bassy."  Alas,  we  were  all  too 
familiar  with  the  creature's  "lines." 

The  next  day,  the  skin  being  perfectly 
dry,  I  gave  it  a  coat  of  shellac.  This 
was  a  great  mistake.  The  liquid  im- 
parted to  my  specimen  a  fine  yellow  glow 
— totally  at  variance  with  the  delicate 
shades  of  green  which  had  distinguished 
it.  The  following  day  I  cast  the  finished 
work  upon  the  bosom  of  the  lake,  and 
practiced  upon  the  floating  mark  which  it 
presented  with  the  "22," 

In  a  week's  time  ambition  again  stirred 
within  me.  I  provided  myself  with  a 
number  of  small  sized  tacks,  pins  galore, 
cotton-batting,  arsenical  soap  and  an 
old  towel.  Then  I  sallied  out  and  caught 
a  three  pound  small-mouthed  black-bass

Working  carefully,  and  profiting  by  for- 
mer experience,!  progressed  wonderfully. 
The  finished  specimen  soon  required  a 
frame.  Tacking  a  smooth  sheet  of  birch 
bark  to  a  board,  I  transferred  the  now 
hardened  skin  from  its  temporary  sup- 
port to  this;  gave  it  a  coat  of  clear  furni- 
ture varnish,  framed  the  whole  with  rus- 
tic boughs — ripped  lengthways  to  lie  flat, 
and  found  myself  in  possession  of — well, 
an  object  of  interest  to  the  most  casual 
observer,  but  to  the  Angler — "A  thing 
of  beauty  and  a  joy  forever." 

The  "Boy"  grew  emulative.  Com- 
mencing as  I  had  done,  with  a  rock  bass, 
he  met  with  exactly  the  same  degree  of 
success.  Then  he  finished  a  "real"  bass, 
and  our  hobby  was  fairly  mounted. 

This  happened  in  July,  and  through 
the  length  of  August  and  part  of  Septem- 
ber we  steadily  improved  in  skill.  A  new 
interest  was  added    to   our   sport.  No 


more  record  fish  were  put  back  into  the 
water  after  being  weighed,  as  had  been 
our  former  method. The  rule  soon  became 
—  mount  every  bass  over  three  pounds, 
and  every  pike  and  pickerel  of  over  five. 
Then  we  tackled  other  varieties  and  with 
them  came  a  desire  to  form  a  collection 
of  all  the  different  fishes  in  our  neighbor- 
hood. Excursions  were  made  to  other 
lakes  to  secure  specimens  of  fish  unknown 
in  the  home  waters.  The  shack  soon  re- 
sembled a  museum,  and  we  lived  in  daily 
terror  of  arsenical  poisoning  from  the 
lavish  use  of  this  invaluable  preservative. 
We  began  to  develope  a  disregard  for  the 
fact  of  actual  capture.  A  record  fish  was 
worth  mounting  no  matter  who  the  lucky 
Angler  happened  to  be.  Science  thus 
triumphed  over  sport. 

With  practice,  the  actual  skinning  of  a 
specimen  became  a  matter  ot  a  few  min- 
utes only.    The  life  like  mounting,  we 
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found,  gave  ample  scope  for  artistic  skill. 
Even  the  frames  allowed  great  play  for 
ingenuity  in  the  matter  of  rustic  com- 
position.    Taxidermy    had    proved  a 

success. 

Nor  was  the  actual  pleasure  derived 
from  the  work  our  sole  reward.  Upon 
our  return  to  civilization  — loaded  with 
impedimenta,  much  kudos  accrued  to  the 
workers  as  one  after  another  the  speci- 
mens were  unpacked. 

We  tell  an  artless  tale  ot  the  capture 
of  some  leviathan,  with  such  artistic  em- 
bellishments as  we  think  necessary.  The 
victim  listens  with  ill-concealed  impati- 
ence. We  casually  mention  the  weight. 
The  thin  veneer  of  politeness  cracks 
and  open  incredulaty  is  imminent.  I  turn 
to  the  "Boy" — "Get  that  specimen  from 
the  den  old  man,  will  you."  He  returns — 
* 4 Here  it  is,"  he  says — then  carelessly — 
"I  brought  down  the  last  Jive  and  a  half 


pound  bass  as  well  in  case  you  wanted  it!!" 
Need  more  be  said? 

After  all,  though,  this  sort  of  bewilder- 
ed admiration  is  not  the  true  reward  of 
the  Angler.  The  grave  nod  of  approval, 
the  pleasantly  spoken  "Bravo" — heartily 
withal,  and  the  twinkle  —  reminiscent  of 
similar  captures — from  the  Brother  in  the 
art,  betokens  the  real  appreciation. 

It  is  with  the  object  of  helping  this 
latter  disciple  of  Walton  that  I  have 
written  the  above,  and  it  is  with  this 
object  in  view  that  I  propose,  in  a  future 
article,  with  the  help  of  photographs,  to 
explain  the  very  simple  process  of  skin- 
ning, stuffing  and  mounting  fish.  What 
pleasure  such  artistic  specimens  can  give 
to  the  possessor  through  the  long  winter 
months, when  the  trusty  rod  is  laid  aside, 
the  landing  net  hung  up  and  the  reel  is 
silent, — I  leave  to  the  imagination  of  all 
earnest  Anglers.

IN  one  particular  winter  evening,  as 
I  left  the  warm  atmosphere  of  the 
factory,  after  finishing  my  daily 
grind  and  stepped  out  into  the  street,  I 
was  met  by  a  whirling  gust  of  wind  and 
snow  that  fairly  staggered  me  as  it  bois- 
terously passed.

When  no  possible  customers  were  in 
sight  he  would  shrink  back  into  a  hall- 
way,then  out  again  into  the  next,  remind- 
ing meof  a  ferretworking  a  rabbit  burrow. 

After  supper  I  made  a  visit  to  the 
kennel,  saw  the  dogs  were  all  right,  and 
slipped  old  Juggler,  my  favorite  hound, 


into  the  kitchen  with  me  "unbeknownst" 
to  Dearest  Beloved.  Dear  old  Juggler 
wagged  his  tail  for  the  privilege,  curled 
himself  up  on  the  rug  at  my  feet,  while 
I  made  myself  comfortable  in  an  easy 
chair  pushed  close  to  the  fire,  lit  a  cigar 
and  settled  down  for  a  quiet  smoke. 

Juggler  is  a  faithful  friend  in  the  full 
meaning  of  the  term.  No  faster  hound 
lives  and  none  that  will  stay  longer  on 
the  fox  chase  than  he.  As  I  pondered  on 
his  merits  the  recollection  came  vividly  to 
my  mind  how,  through  a  peculiar  acci- 
dent, which  occurred  to  him,  while  I  and 
others  were  hunting  hares  in  a  swamp 
I  attribute  a  marvelous  escape  from 
death.  The  rattling  of  the  windows  and 
the  howling  of  the  wind  brought  the  cir- 
cumstances before  me,  while  I  enjoyed  that 
present  warmth  and  comfort,  as  clearly 
as  on  the  day  the  events  happened. 

As  the  smoke  from  my  cigar  floated 
around  and  above  me,  I  felt  I  was  back 
again  in  the  swamp.  Considering  the 
conditions, —  wind  high  and  blustering, 
snow  falling  and  then  drifting,  not  much 
snow  in  the  swamp,  trees  bending  and 
tossing  so  that  it  was  impossible  to  hear 
hounds  even  when  quite  near — the  scent 
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was  good.  Fortunately  I  had  struck  a 
good  spot — a  small  clearance  on  the  edge 
ot  the  swamp  skirted  by  a  strip  of  hard- 
wood. Most  of  the  hares  started  took  a 
scoot  out  somewhere  to  where  I  was 
stationed  and  I  had  many  good  shots 
even  if  I  did  not  pot  them  all.  On  the 
whole  I  was  kept  pretty  busy.  As  the 
high  wind  drowned  the  tongue  of  the 
dogs  a  hare  would  at  times  slip  past,  the 
dogs  apprising  me  of  the  fact  as  they  ran 
by.  Between  times  I  watched  the  ground 
of  the  swamp  and  noted  with  interest 
how  that  portion  within  my  horizon 
appeared  to  rise  and  fall  in  the  same 
manner  as  a  large  body  of  water  will  do 
when  a  slight  wind  keeps  it  undulating. 

Occasionally  a  great  tree  would  fall 
with  a  sickening  thud.  Still  I  retained 
my  position,  not  because  I  was  indiffer- 
ent to  danger,  far  from  it,  but  none  had 
fallen  near  me  and  I  was  enthused  with 
the  sport  in  which  I  was  having  my  full 
share. 

I  had  forgotten  all  danger  for  the  mo- 
ment when  the  hounds  tore  through  the 
swamp  in  full  cry,  passing  me  and  going 
out  of  hearing.  Unless  the  hare  was  stop- 
ped by  someof  the  other  sportsmenit  came 
back  to  me.  This  continued  along  till 
the  afternoon  when  seven  hounds,  as 
good  as  ever  cryed  along  a  track — fast, 
keen  and  knowing  their  business — passed 
down  the  swamp  driving  a  hare.  They 
were  checked  and  three  of  them  after  a 
time  caught  the  scent  again  and  were  off, 
the  others,  with  the  exception  of  Juggler, 
quickly  following  suit.  The  wind  drowned 
their  voices  before  they  were  half  through 
the  swamp.  In  the  meantime  I  heard 
Juggler  give  a  long  mournful  cry  repeat- 
ed again  and  again.  Although,  with  the 
noise  around,  the  hearing  was  bad  I 
could  hear  it  plain  enough  to  distinguish 
the  difference  between  the  cry  of  scent 
and  thatofpain.

Camping  on  the  Banks  of  the  Rideau  Lakes.

E  left  Ottawa,  eighteen  of  us,  on  the 
good  ship  "Rideau  Queen"  on  Fri- 
day, July  thirty-first,  1908,  for  atwo 
weeks'  camp  on  the  shores  of  Indian 
Lake,  far  from  the  noise  and  dust  of  the 
capital.  Indian  Lake,  be  it  known,  is 
one  of  the  Rideau  Lakes  chain,  about 
ninety  miles  from  Ottawa.  The  trip  up 
was  very  enjoyable.  The  first  stages  of 
the  journey  were  well  known  to  the  com- 
pany most  of  whom  were  enthusiastic 
paddlers.  Towards  evening,  however, 
familiar  scenes  were  left  behind  ;  and 
after  supper,  eaten  on  the  stern  deck,  the 
crowd  settled 
down  to  enjoy 
the  beauties  a- 
round  us.  And 
they  were  well 
worthy  of  atten- 
tion. The  sun- 
set was  splen- 
did. We  had  a 
gramaphone  a- 
long,  and  about 
thirty  five  good 
records ;  and  the 
captain  was 
quite  a  violin 
mechanic  ;  s  o 
the  evening  pas- 
sed very  pleas- 
antly. When 
darkness  hid  the 
beauties  around 

us  we  retired  to  the  cabin,  where  we  held 
a  "Grand  Musicale,"with  the  full  strength 
of  the  company. 

Next  morning  some  of  us  were  up  in 
time  to  see  the  sun  rise,  something  after 
four.  We  found  ourselves  just  outside 
Smith's  Falls,  at  the  entrance  to  the 
beautiful  Poonamalee  Cut.  The  steamer 
runs  here  through  a  winding  artificial 
channel  with  rocky,  cedar  covered  banks, 
which  almost  brush  the  steamer's  side  as 
we  pass.  Beyond  this  we  entered  an 
expanse  of  water,  hundreds  of  acres  in 
extent,  thick  with  stumps,  through  which 
no  outlet  appears.      Twisting  here  and 
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there,  we  finally  emerged  on  the  Big 
Rideau. 

To  those  who  have  visited  it,  the  mem- 
ory will  always  remain  ;  and  to  those 
who  have  not,  no  words  would  convey  an 
adequate  idea  ot  the  beauties  on  every 
hand.  Campers'were  everywhere.  After 
Big  Rideau  comes  Little  Rideau,  the 
highest  point  between  Ottawa  and  King- 
ston ;  and  at  the  extreme  end  of  it  is 
Newboro,  where  we  pass  through  a  short 
canal  and  a  couple  of  locks  into  Newboro 
or  Mud  Lake  This  is  a  particularly 
pretty  lake.    At    the    west   end  is  the 

Devil's  E  bow, 
a  pretty  spot 
where  the  Doat 
takes  a  turn  of 
more  than  a 
right  angle  in 
abouta  hundred 
yards,  opening 
into  a  passage 
intoClear  Lake. 
At  the  other 
side  of  Clear 
Lake,  our  world- 
ly possessions 
were  dumped 
on  a  ferry  scow, 
and  with  three 
cheers  and  a 
tiger,  we  bid 
farewell  to  the 
"Queen,"  and 

camping  life  began. 

Rather  than  carry  our  goods  the  quar- 
ter mile  to  our  final  stopping  place,  we 
pressed  the  scow  into  service  to  trans- 
port our  baggage  ;  and  presto  :  doctor, 
lawyer,  merchant  and  thief  poled.  Every- 
body turned  in  and  by  early  afternoon  the 
tents  were  up,  and  we  began  to  enjoy 
camp  life.  We  pitched  our  dining  tent 
under  a  big  pine  ;  near  it  was  the  "grub" 
and  cooking  tent,  where  Joe, our  cook, per- 
formed miracles  in  the  shape  of  pancakes, 
fried  fish  and  Johnny  cake.  The  sleeping 
tents  were  pitched  a  hundred  yards  apart 
on  the  higher  ground,    under    the  oaks 
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and  pines.  Hammocks,  which  could  tell 
a  whole  lot,  were  slung-  down  by  the 
lake  under  cedars  and  oaks. 


IN  CAMP. 

To  tell  the  story  of  the  two  weeks  and 
a  half  camp  would  take  the  pen  of  a 
Dickens  and  a  Mark  Twain  combined. 
All  camps  they  say  are  more  or  less  alike, 
but  to  us  at  least  there  was  only  one. 
The  club's  name  was  "As  You  Like  It," 
and  that  was  the  note  everyone  tuned  to. 
(By  the  way  a  crowd,  of  Philistines  from 
Chaffey's  Locks,  passing  by  one  night, 
insisted  that  it  should  be  "Much 
Ado  About  Nothing.) 

Everyone  did  what  they  liked, 
whenever  they  felt  like  it.  Some 
of  us  got  up  early.  Some 
didn't.  The  former  had  the 
advantage  of  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  sunrises  imaginable. 
The  sunsets  also  were  very 
fine.  During  the  two  weeks 
we  were  in  camp,  we  only  had 
rain  three  times,  and  two  of  the 
down-pours  were  during  the 
night. 

We  spent  our  time  in  various 
ways.  One  day  the  whole  crowd 
went  up  to  Jones'  Falls  in  can- 
oes, a  paddle  in  all  of  about 
seventeen  miles.  We  crossed 
several  lakes  on  the  way,  stud- 
ded with  islands;  just  waiting 
for  campers.  On  another  occasion,  we 
paddled  around  the  island  we  were  on, 
crossing  on  the  way,  Indian  Lake,  Mos- 


quito, Moon,  Newboro,  and  Clear  lakes. 
On  this  trip  we  had  rather  an  exciting 
time  in  trying  to  get  a  short  cut  home. 

We  paddled  through  about 
three  quarters  of  a  mile  of 
stumps,  some  out  of  the  water, 
and  a  great  many  just  out  of 
sight  under  water.  On  all 
these  jaunts,  choosing  the  right 
channel  was  always  something 
of  a  task,  and  caused  much 
amusement  at  the  expense  of 
the  guides. 

On  several  days  the  lakes 
were  quite  rough,  and  though 
the  timid  ones  hestitated  at 
first  they  had  to  give  in  to  the 
fascination  of  leaping  from 
wave  to  wave  in  the  canoes. 
The  evenings  were  spentusually 
around  a  huge  bonfire,  singing, 
or  listening  to  the  gramophone, 
and  enjoying  the  fresh  air  and 
the  perfect  moonlight.  One  evening  the 
"Boys"  entertained  the  "Girls"  and  a 
week  later  there  was  a  return  match,  both 
of  which  events  were  much  enjoyed. 

There  was  a  lot  of  fishingdone,  though 
the  catch,  except  for  pike  (which  of 
course  don't  count,)  was  small.  A  very 
large  number  got  away.  The  residents 
claimed  however,  that  this  has  been  the 
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poorest  fishing  summer  for  years, 
shooting  was  limited  to  potting  a 
loons  with  a  couple  of  22's.

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very  enjoyable.  We  arrived 
home  safe  and  sound  with  the 
consoling  thought  that  in  a 
little  less  than  a  year  we 
would  be  back  again. 

In  the  meantime  we  have 
the  memories  of  a  glorious 
holiday  as  we  have  ever  spent, 
and  coupled  with  these  bright 
reminisences  are  brilliant  an- 
*  ticipations  of  similar  outings. 
Every  one  who  thus  indulges 
is  a  convert  to  the  pastime 
and  once  a  camper  always  a 
camper  is  a  proverb  that  holds 
good  to  the  last.  The  fascina- 
tions are  so  strong  and  the 
advantages  that  follow  such 
an  outing  so  great  that  it  is 
around  the  camp  fire  at  xiGHT.  no    wonder   the     number  of 

campers  grow  with  each  vear. 

All  too  soon  came  the  day 
for  breaking  camp,  and  it 
harmonized  nicely  with  our 
feelings  ;  for  all  morning 
clouds  hovered  around,  and 
rain  threatened.  After  we 
were  all  packed  our  transport 
section  almost  failed  us;  a  near- 
by farmer  had  promised  to 
come  over  for  our  settlers' 
effects  and  within  an  hour  of 
boat-time  he  was  found  out 
chasing  flies  off  the  alfalfa 
crop.

Dogs  For  Sport  and  Show.

AT  the  present  day,  when  almost 
every  town  and  village  has  the 
craze  for  dog-shows,  do  we  find 
that  practical  working  strains  have  been 
in  any  way  improved  by  these  shows  ? 
From  a  sportsman's  point  of  view,  the 
answer  to  this  is  a  most  decided  "No!" 
and  to  anyone  who  has  the  least  know- 
ledge of  what  genuine  working  dogs 
should  be,  the  dog  shows  and  the  speci- 
mens on  exhibition  are  of  not  the  slight- 
est interest. 

Dog  shows  naturally  bring  forward 
dogs  which  have  been  bred  to  a  certain 
type  and  to  keep  this  type,  in- breeding 
has  been  heavily  resorted  to,  and  work- 
ing qualities  in  those  breeds  once  used 
for  sport,  have  been  utterly  neglected 
in  favour  of  looks,  show  conformation, 
and  other  useless  points  which  may  look 
very  pretty  on  the  bench,  but  are,  in  the 
eye  of  the  true  sportsman,  simply  points 
to  be  utterly  ignored  as  useless. 

As  regards  the  non-sporting  breeds, 
dog-shows  can  do  no  harm,  and  for  those 
who  care  to  breed  monstrosities,  such  as 
pugs,  bull  dogs  and  others  of  like  ilk, 
the  shows  are  a  form  of  amusement  to 
be  encouraged. 

With  the  exception  of  fox  hounds  and 
harriers,  most  other  sporting  breeds  have 
become  affected  by  contact  with  the 
show-ring. 

Setters,  pointers,  retrievers,  spaniels, 
and  especially  fox-terriers,  have  as  a 
whole,  gone  back  as  regards  working 
qualities,  instead  of  coming  forward. 
This  is  an  accepted  fact  by  those  who 
know  the  value  of  practical  working 
strains,  both  in  England  as  well  as 
Canada  and  the  States,  and  we  have  only 
to  attend  some  of  the  big  dog-shows,  to 
enable  us  to  judge  for  ourselves. 

Only  recently,  in  England,  the  Exhibi- 
tors' Stake  has  been  cut  out  from  the 
Field  Trials,  and  the  reason  for  this  is 
not  far  to  seek. 

I  know  that  more  than  one  exhibitor 
of  pointers  and  setters,  and  especially  the 
latter,  have  been  living  in  hopes  of  see- 
ing the  show-dog's  stud  patronized  by 


field-trial  dog  owners,  to  the  supposedly 
great  improvement  of  the  breed  as  a 
whole . 

It  is  a  fact  that  show  judges  will  not 
look  at  dogs  which  show  evidences  of 
work  ;  naturally  therefore  it  follows  that 
when  this  state  of  affair  has  been  going 
on  for  the  last  twenty  or  thirty  years,  as 
it  undoubtedly  has,  the  pedigrees  of  show- 
dogs  are  not  only  not  guarantees  of 
sporting  instinct,  but  complete  assurance 
thatthe  ancestors  have  not  been  practical 
workers  for  the  whole  of  that  time. 

To  the  sportsmen,  the  pedigrees  of 
show- dogs  are  purely  and  simply  so  many 
names  conveying  to  him  nothing  what- 
ever that  he  may  wish  to  know,  whereas 
the  pedigrees  of  field- trial  dogs  are 
names  conveying  to  him  the  assurance 
that  every  generation  were  workers,  and 
it  is  just  these  workers  for  which  a  sports- 
man can  find  practical  use. 

When  we  come  to  carefully  investigate, 
we  find  that  the  show-dogs  of  todav 
trace  back  to  the  culls  and  drafts  of  work- 
ing kennels  thirty  years  or  more  ago. 
The  field  trial  winners  have  pedigrees 
quite  as  well  kept,  tracing  back  through 
practical  working  winners  all  the  time  to 
the  very  best  workers  of  the  early  sixties 
and  seventies,  on  every  side  of  their 
pedigrees.  Show-dogs  have  lost  their 
natural  race  aptitude  for  work,  and  the 
field  trial  men  know  this,  for  unless  one 
of  these  dogs  can  show  relationship  to 
very  recent  field-trial  pedigree  he  finds 
not  the  slightest  favour  in  the  eyes  of  a 
sportsman  ;  and  the  owners  of  these 
show  setters  especially  cannot  produce 
such  pedigrees. 

Many  show  fanciers  will  tell  you  that 
it  is  only  lack  of  opportunity  for  working 
and  being  broken  that  prevents  show- 
dogs  being  any  good  at  public  field  trials, 
but  this  is  not  so,  for  to  get  to  the  root 
of  the  evil  we  must  go  back  far  deeper 
than  this  to  find  the  true  cause. 

Many  men  have  worked  their  show 
type  setters  at  these  trials,  but  as  work- 
ing dogs  they  have  proved  an  utter  fail- 
ure, and  by  the  sportsmen  dog- owners 
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they  are  looked  upon  as  merely  in  the 
way.  Anyone  who  remembers  the  old 
working  types  of  the  sixties  would  as 
soon  claim  relationship  for  his  dog  to  the 
modern  show  type  as  he  would  to  a  lady's 
pet  poodle.  Retrievers  have  not  been  so 
ruthlessly  bred  for  show  purposes  as  have 
the  setters  and  pointers, yet  we  have  only 
to  follow  the  doings  cf  the  Retriever 
Society  to  find  that  the  dogs  are  lacking 
in  that  most  necessary  commodity  i.  e. 
nose,  and  that  even  amongst  the  retriev- 
ers looks  are  beginning  to  receive  more 
attention  than  practical  working  quali- 
ties. 

Of  all  the  dogs,  however  which  were 
once  kept  purely  for  sport  and  work,  we 
find  the  greatest  decline  of  these  good 
qualities  in  the  various  breeds  of  terriers. 

The  fox-terriers,  Dandy  -  Dinmonts, 
Scotch  and  Irish  terriers,  have  all  more 
or  less  lost  their  natural  instinct  as  work- 
ers except  in  the  very  few  present  day 
kennels  where  breeding  for  these  desir- 
able qualities  has  been  judiciously  and 
carefully  attended  to. 

Terriers  were  at  first  ostensibly  bred 
and  used  for  underground  work  in  the 
bolting  of  fox,  otter,  and  badger  from 
their  strongholds,  and  at  such  work  they 
excelled. 

At  the  average  show  nowadays,  if  you 
inspect  the  terrier  classes,  ^uwill  not 
find  a  dog  or  bitch  that  is  the  very  least 
atom  of  use  as  a  practical  worker.  Brains, 
constitution,  and  courage,  three  very 
necessary  essential  in  a  working  terrier, 
are  all  more  or  less  wanting  in  the  pres- 
ent day  examples  which  grace  the  show 
benches. 

We  find  fox-terriers  with  what  the 
judges  describe  as  a  long  and  punishing 
jaw,  supposed  by  the  ignorant  to  be  a 
point  of  excellence,  whereas  in  truth  it  is 
exactly  the  opposite. 

To  prove  1  his,  let  us  lock  at  the  ani- 
mals which  these  breeds  are,  or  rather 
were,  accustomed  to  disWge  frcm  their 
subterranean  retreats. 

The  fox  has  a  somewhat  long  and  nar- 
row jaw,  but  his  lute  is  not  nearly  so 
deadly  as  that  of  either  the  otter  or 
badger,  both  of  which  have  short, 
puggy  heads  with  extremely  powerful 
jaws. 

In  breeding  terriers    for  this  under- 


ground work,  it  is  better  to  copy  the 
short  powerful  shape  of  the  otter  or  bad- 
ger's head,  than  that  of  the  fox,  and  any- 
one who  has  had  any  practical  experience 
with  terriers  knows  this  full  well. 

During  many  years  sport  with  hounds 
and  otherwise,  I  have  had  opportunities 
of  seeing  practical  working  teiriers  as 
well  as  show  specimens  of  this  breed,  put 
to  the  test  when  in  the  field,  and  in  not  a 
single  case  can  I  remember  a  show  dog 
even  proving  to  be  worth  his  keep  when 
tried  out  at  underground  work. 

They  have  lost  their  natural  instinct 
as  workers,  and  have  been  bred  in  an 
entirely  wrong  shape  to  do  good  work 
below  ground,  to  say  nothing  of  lack  of 
constitution  and  courage  which  are  quali- 
ties without  which  a  working  terrier  is 
useless . 

I  have  seen  the  proud  owner  of  one  of 
these  show  brutes,  bring  him  forward 
when  out  with  other  hounds  and  cffer  to 
bolt  an  otter  from  his  lair  under  a  willow 
root  or  in  some  long  and  twisting  drain 
which  emptied  on  the  river,  and  I  have 
seen  the  highly  pedigreed  animal  bark 
and  dance  around  or  disappear,  only  to 
instantly  return,  fearful  of  the  dark  hole, 
while  his  owner  frantically  "sicked"  him 
on,  or  made  voluble  excuses  for  his  be- 
ing "out  of  form"  or  some  other  such 
rot.  In  such  cases,  the  kennel  terriers 
usually  did  the  work  quickly  and  well, 
for  they  were  bred  for  work  and  not  for 
show.  The  one  and  only  rule  as  regards 
fox  terriers,  Scottish  or  others  of  this 
breed,  is  to  mate  workers  with  workers, 
if  you  wish  to  get  results  which  will  be 
of  use  to  you. 

Breed  a  good  looking  dog  to  a  good 
looking  bitch  provided  both  are  workers, 
but  on  no  account  sacrifice  one  iota 
of  working  qualities  in  order  to  gain  in 
appearance. 

Get  workers  to  begin  with,  Ihen  such 
details  as  coat,  and  pleasing  appearance 
can  be  added  later,  always  bearing  in 
mind,  however,  that  working  qualities 
are  the  main  point*  to  see  to  above 
everything  else. 

One  exception  amongst  the  terriers 
now  shown  on  the  bench,  as  far  as 
courage  and  working  qualities  are  con- 
cerned, is  the  Bedlington.  This  breed 
is  yet  full  of  courage  and  has  brains,  and 
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let  us  hope  they  will  not  go  the  way  of 
the  average  show  dog  and  finally  lose 
these  necessary  qualities. 

To  the  real  sportsman  it  is  no  pleasure 
to  be  the  possessor  of  a  pedigreed  brute 
which  will  enable  him  to  fill  his  house 
with  silver  mugs  and  medals,  unless  the 


animal  is  a  practical  worker  in  the  field, 
and  unfortunately,  at  the  present  day, 
show  bench  ideas  are  absolutely  at  variance 
with  those  which  tend  toproduce  useful  and 
hard  working  companions,  which  are  a 
pleasure  as  well  as  of  the  greatest  assist- 
ance to  their  owners  in  the  matter  of  sport. 


The  Instinct  of  Root  and  Branch.

WITH  almost  human  intelligence  the 
roots  of  trees  perform  their  work. 
As  feeders  to  the  stalwart  tree 
they  never  cease  their  persistent  activity. 
Reaching  out  in  every  direction  in  search 
of  congenial  soil,  they  pass  nothing  by 
that  is  well  suited  to  the  nourishment  of 
the  tree  of  which  they  are  a  part.  A  tiny 
fibrous  root  will  reach  a  decaying  log  far 
removed  from  parent  tree, — and  we  won- 
der what  led  it  there — and  will  follow 
the  grain  of  the  rotting  log  for  many 
yards  sending  out  needle  like  feelers  here 
and  there  as  if  to  continue  the  search. 

Often  a  vigorous  looking  tree  is  seen 
standing  on  the  face  of  a  rock  and  close 
observation  is  required  to  see  how  its 
life  and  vitality  is  sustained.  But  its 
roots  have  reached  some  crevice,  and 
have  forced  themselves  in  farther  ana 
farther  until  they  have  reached  soil  and 
moisture,  and  have  skilfully  adjusted 
themselves  to  the  paths  they  have  been 
required  to  follow. 

Those  who  traverse  the  forests  not 
infrequently  see  trees  tall,  vigorous  and 
often  two  and  three  feet  in  diameter 
standing  on  the  top  of  immense  boulders, 
with  roots  like  cables  extending  outward 
and  down  the  sides  of  the  rock  to  the 
ground,  the  roots  apparently  grasping 
the  boulder  as  the  fingers  of  the  hand  ex- 
tend over  a  ball  to  grasp  it  when  on  the 
ground.  How  the  tree  came  to  be  per- 
ched on  a  rock  at  first  view  seems  strange, 
but  the  explanation  is  not  hard  to  find.  A 
seed  falls  or  a  cone  or  acorn  drops  among 
some  decaying  leaves  or  in  moss  on  the 
top  of  the  boulder  and  the  future  tree  is 
planted.  When  warmth  and  moisture 
make  conditions  favorable  the  tiny  tree 
springs  into  life  and  finds  ample  soil  to 
sustain  its  early  needs.   Its  roots  at  once 


begin  their  search  for  wider  fields  of  sus- 
tenance ,  and  if  by  chance  a  crack  or 
seam  is  found  its  resources  are  investi- 
gated thoroughly.  All  over  the  face  of 
the  rock  they  go,  then  downward,  until 
finally  a  thread-like  root, perhaps  no  larg- 
er than  a  needle,  reaches  mother  earth 
and  the  victory  is  won.  Growth  will 
be  more  rapid  now  and  roots  on  every 
side  will  find  the  soil,  and  the  size  and 
vigor  of  the  tree  will  not  be  lessened 
because  it  is  placed  upon  a  pedestal. 

The  branches  also  show  that  they  do 
not  grow  hap-hazard  from  the  tree.  They 
ever  incline  toward  the  sunlight  and 
warmth  in  the  air  above,  as  the  roots 
search  for  and  follow  the  most  congenial 
soil  in  the  earth  below.  Forest  trees 
standing  on  the  bank  of  a  river  or  stream 
probably  give  us  the  best  illustration.  It 
is  curious  to  note  the  larger  and  longer 
branches  reaching  out  over  the  water,  and 
the  seemingly  greater  health  and  vigor 
of  these  branches  as  compared  with  those 
on  the  forest  side,  proves  that  the  veget- 
able as  well  as  the  animal  kingdom  can- 
not very  well  have  too  much  sunlight 
and  air. 

It  is  often  observed  in  passing  along 
the  wooded  banks  of  rivers  and  lakes 
that  the  trees  have  fallen  toward  or  in 
the  water  ;  and  the  reason  is  easily  found 
in  the  fact  that  the  weight  of  the  larger 
branches  on  the  water  side  makes  it  im- 
possible for  them  to  fall  in  any  other 
direction.  Often  a  branch  turns  com- 
pletely about  and  points  in  the  opposite 
direction  from  which  it  started,  in  order 
that  it  may  project  itself  toward  and 
over  the  water,  so  strongly  is  the  inani- 
mate branch  attracted  by  the  same  ele- 
ment that  appeal  so  strongly  to  all  anim- 
ate life,  air,  light,  freedom. 


Some  Old  Time  Reminiscences  of  Old  Ontario.

THE  mighty  changes  that  have  taken 
place  in  old  Ontario  during  the  life 
time  of  some  of  those  now  living  is 
well  illustrated  in  the  reminiscences  of  my 
old  friend,  Mr.  James  Munro.  He  was 
one  of  the  early  pioneers  of  Elgin  county 
and  assisted  to  clear  the  land,  redeeming 
it  from  the  forest  primeval  to  the  beauti- 
ful farming  territory  it  has  now  become. 
The  chopping,  logging,  and  burning  of 
his  early  days  have  given  place  to  steady 
agriculture  to  the  gain  of  the  whole 
country.  In  those  days  wild  animals 
roamed  the  forest  in  great  numbers  and 
he  remembers  his  parents  telling,  around 
the  winter  fire,  details  of  the  following  in- 
cident which  occurred  only  a  little  south 
and  east  of  Fingal  : 

Amongst  the  early  settlers  who  had  to 
hew  out  homes  for  themselves  in  the 
wilderness  were  several  young  married 
people.  One  September  afternoon  the 
young  wife  of  one  of  these  settlers  went 
to  pay  a  social  visit  to  a  friend,  who  was 
likewise  the  young  wife  of  another  pion- 
eer endeavoring  to  make  a  home  in 
the  recesses  of  the  far  reaching  forest. 

After  a  pleasant  afternoon  together  the 
time  came  when  prudence  dictated  depar- 
ture. The  visitor,  however,  not  often 
finding  it  possible  to  pass  hours  in  com- 
pany, lingered  until  the  shades  of  evening 
compelled  her  to  set  out  for  her  home. 
The  road  had  only  just  been  chopped  out 
of  the  bush  and  in  the  gathering  dark- 
ness presented  a  gloomy  appearance. 

Perhaps  in  very  few  places  throughout 
the  Dominion  of  Canada  today  could 
wild  animals  be  found  as  numerous  and 
as  savage  as  in  old  Ontario  a  century 
ago.  Over  a  long  mile  of  the  stumpy 
highway  the  young  wife  had  to  go  to 
reach  her  home.  Every  step  was  ac- 
companied by  the  howling  and  hooting  of 
wild  beasts  and  birds  through  the  ravines 
and  in  tree  tops. 

The  young  woman  felt  she  could  bear 
it  no  longer  and  began  to  shout,  hoping 
she  would  be  answered  by  her  husband 
who  she  expected  would  have  set  out  to 
meet  her.     Her  cries  wereanswered  both 


by  him  and  also  a  ferocious  panther,  the 
North  American  jaguar.  These  animals 
were  the  most  persistent  and  relentless 
foes  against  which  the  new  settlers  had 
to  contend.  A  pig  or  a  sheep,  and  oc- 
casionally a  larger  animal,  easily  fell  a 
prey  to  one  of  them.  They  were  strong 
and  destructive  and  possessed  many  of 
the  watchful  traits  of  the  cat  to  which 
family  they  properly  belong. 

The  panther's  cries  were  similar  to 
those  of  a  human  being,  and  without  dis- 
tinguishing between  those  of  her  husband 
and  the  wild  animal  she  advanced  eager- 
ly,trusting  to  find  safety  in  her  husband's 
company.  In  a  few  moments  she  was 
under  the  tree  along  one  of  the  branches 
of  which  the  animal  was  lying.  With- 
out warning  the  animal  dropped  by  her 
side,  seized  her  and  attempted  to  climb 
the  tree  with  his  terrified  victim.  The 
husband,  hurrying  forward,  reached  the 
tree  a  minute  later. 

Surprised  by  the  sudden  appearance  of 
the  man,  the  panther  ceased  further  efforts 
and  glared  at  the  new  comer.  In  those 
days  settlers  rarely  went  abroad  without 
their  weapons  and  the  husband  had  his 
rifle  with  him.  In  the  sudden  emer- 
gency with  which  he  was  faced  he  knew 
not  what  to  do.  He  appealed  to  his  wife 
as  to  whether  he  should  shoot  or  not. 
Her  answer  was  prompt  and  decisive  : 
1  'Shoot,  shoot,  even  if  you  hit  me  it  will 
save  me  from  suffering  !" 

No  rifle  was  ever  raised  under  more 
trying  circumstances.  By  the  aid  of  the 
early  moonlight,  a  slow  but  sure  aim  was 
taken  straight  for  the  glistening  eyes, 
and  with  a  prayer  for  success,  the  shot 
was  fired.  The  animal  fell  dead,  and  the 
woman  tenderly  carried  home  by  her  hus- 
band and  carefully  tended  by  sympathiz- 
ing neighbours,  recovered,  althoagh  she 
suffered  long  from  the  great  shock  she 
had  received. 

Many  a  time  on  winter  nights,  Mr. 
Munro  recalls  looking  out  of  the  window 
of  the  little  log  house  and  seeing  three  or 
four  bears  around  the  wood  pile.  They 
would  pick  up  peelings  or  other  refuse 
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thrown  out  during  the  day.  On  a  few 
occasions  when  he  was  particularly  ven- 
turesome he  picked  up  fire  brands  from 
the  big  open  fireplace  and  threw  them  at 
the  animals.  The  bears  came  from  west 
and  north  of  his  father's  place  where  the 
woods  extended  unbroken  for  miles  and 
where  bears  were  largely  undisturbed.  It 
was  one  of  the  pleasures  of  his  boyhood 
to  watch  these  animals  go  through  many 
antics,  wrestling  and  playing,  and  often 
cuffing  each  other.  Sometimes  the  wol- 
ves would  appear  at  the  same  time  and 
there  would  be  hot  quarrels  over  the 
peelings,  the  bears  generally  coming  out 
victorious  in  the  end. 

' 'As  a  protection  against  bears  and 
other  wild  animals  we  had  built  a  very 
i  high  pig  pen  out  of  logs.  It  appeared 
to  us  that  we  had  planned  a  most  effectual 
scheme  against  any  inroads  of  our  enem- 
ies but  this  one  certainly  failed.  About 
ten  o'clock  one  night  there  was  a  tremen- 
dous commotion  in  the  pig  pen.  We  ran 
out  and  proceeded  to  investigate  when  we 
found  a  fine  fat  pig  missing.  While  we 
weie  thus  engaged  we  heard  squealing 
and  were  speedily  on  the  track.  We  had 
not  gone  far  in  the  direction  from  which 
the  noise  came  when  we  saw  a  big  bear 
hurrying  towards  the  woods,  much  ham- 
pered by  his  endeavours  to  carry  our  pig 
with  him.  Occasionally  he  would  cuff 
the  pig  to  make  him  quiet,  but  resenting 
such  treatment  piggy  only  squealed  the 
more. 

4 'The  hue  and  cry  being  thus  raised  we 
all  joined  in  the  chase, including  the  dogs. 
Father,  who  had  snatched  up  a  big  fence 
stake,  was  leading,  but  we  were  close 
behind.  The  dogs  constantly  nipped  the 
bear's  legs  and  hindquarters  and  soon  he 
was  glad  to  drop  the  pig  and  escape  to 
the  woods.  Instead  of  going  to  bed  as 
usual  we  had  to  heat  water  and  dress  the 
pig  for  home  use.  We  found  upon  ex- 
amination that  the  bear's  claws  had  pene- 
trated to  the  pig's  heart  How  could  it  be 
otherwise  when  that  pig  was  bodily  lifted 
over  a  log  wall  eight  feet  high  —  a  feat 
that  could  only  be  performed  with  diffi- 
culty by  three  strong  men. 

"Some  months  after  this  as  I  was  re- 
turning home  on  a  dark  night  I  came 
plump  on  a  bear  sitting  by  the  road  side. 
Not  only  did  my  hair  raise  on  ends  but 


my  heart  pulsated  with  such  velocity 
that  I  wondered  it  did  not  jump  out  of 
my  mouth.  I  did  not  linger  along  that 
roadside  but  started  for  home  at  top 
speed  and  reaching  it  safely  took  care  to 
remain  at  home  at  nightfall  for  many 
years. 

"At  nights  wolves  came  out  of  the 
woods  in  large  packs  and  were  very  de- 
structive to  our  sheep.  Many  were 
wounded  and  even  killed  by  them  and 
above  all  they  dearly  loved  the  little 
lambs  in  the  spring  time.  It  was  neces- 
sary to  secure  the  sheep  safely  at  night 
for  it  was  then  the  wolves  would  get  in 
their  work  in  earnest. 

"Often  have  I  watched  the  wolves 
from  the  little  window  of  our  log  cabin  as 
they  would  come  snapping  and  snarling 
around.  On  those  winter  evenings  I  was 
a  student  of  natural  history  unaided  by 
books,  noting  the  habits  of  the  wild 
animals  as  they  came  free  from  their 
forest  homes.  While  I  consider  wolves 
the  most  mean  and  treacherous  of  all 
wild  animals  they  formed  an  interesting 
study. 

"When  they  saw  me  at  the  window  they 
would  come  quite  close  and  snap  at  me. 
In  color  the  grizzly  grey  predominated,  a 
few  were  jet  black,  and  some  spotted, 
though  the  leader  was  invariably  an  old 
white  fellow.  They  were  extremely  ac- 
tive in  their  movements  and  much  like 
dogs,  often  wrestling  with  each  other. 
With  sparkling  eyes,  erect  eais  and  tails 
nicely  curled  over  their  backs  they  pre- 
sented  appearances  which  will  live  in  my 
recollection  as  long  as  memory  is  left  to 
me. 

"When  I  threw  fire  brands  at  them 
the  whole  drove  would  scamper  away, 
for  perhaps  fifty  rods  and  there  making  a 
stand  would  howl  for  reinforcements. 
The  wolves  further  off  would  answer 
them  and  the  united  gangs  would  re- 
turn more  savage  than  ever.  The  con- 
stant onslaughts  of  hunters,  spurred  on 
by  the  bounty  the  Government  offered 
for  their  scalps,  eventually  rid  the  county 
of  these  useless  pests. 

"I  never  saw  a  rattlesnake  in  a  wild 
state  though  my  brother  and  myself  once 
killed  a  monstrous  black  one.  We  were 
chopping  on  the  flats  of  a  creek  when 
we  saw  it  swa)  ing  towards  us  with  head 
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erect  and  tongue  extended.  My  brother 
jumped  behind  a  tree  and  as  the  snake 
came  along  he  cut  its  head  clean  ofT  with 
the  axe.  The  snake,  minus  its  head, 
coiled  up  in  a  round  bundle  and  rolled 
around  and  around,  seemingly  in  search 
of  its  enemies.  Even  headless  it  would 
have  wound  round  our  legs  and  perhaps 
have  broken  them. 

"Chopping  was  started  early  in  the  fall 
and  continued  all  winter.  On  many  oc- 
casions when  we  went  to  work  in  the 
early  morning  we  found  deer  browsing 
among  the  tender  limbs.  All  day  they 
would  keep  near  us  and  appeared  very 
little  disturbed  by  our  intrusion  on  their 
breeding  grounds.  Often  we  caught 
and  petted  them  though  we  had  to  be 
careful  as  they  could  cut  with  their  hoofs 
just  about  as  slick  as  a  man  with  a  jack- 
knife. 

"In  those  days  great  flocks  of  wild 
turkeys  and  wild  geese  used  to  fly  and 
roam  around.  While  I  was  not  much  of 
a  hunter,  I  caught  many  of  them  by 
trapping.  One  of  our  neighbours  was  a 
fine  shot  and  used  to  find  the  roosting 
places  of  the  turkeys.  By  visiting  them 
early  in  the  morning  with  his  gun  he 
used  to  bring  home  as  many  as  half  a 
dozen  beautiful  big  bronze  birds. 

"There  were  big  times  at  the  old  log- 
ging bees.  Men  who  were  expert  at  the 
work,  would  come  from  many  miles 
around  and  the  logs  would  be  piled  to- 
gether in  a  hurry.  I  owned  a  dandy  yoke 
of  oxen,  "Buck  and  Bright,"  big  spotted 
fellows,  that  had  been  carefully  broken 
when  young  and  often  went  with  them  to 
such  bees.  While  my  chainman  would 
be  hooking  the  chain  I  held  the  whip  in 
front  of  the  oxen.  When  I  removed  it, 
off  they  would  go  and  it  made  no  matter 
how  big  the  log  was.  In  this  way  the 
land  was  soon  cleared  and  many  acres  of 
as  fine  timber  as  the  world  ever  saw 
went  up  in  smoke  ! 

"To    race    through    our  work  was  a 


common  occurrence,  and  I  remember  one 
of  these  races  very  well  indeed.  On  that 
occasion  I  had  six  sturdy  men  as  rollers 
and  an  expert  chainman,  while  I  kept 
the  oxen  hustling.  Often  as  I  would  go 
to  hook  on  to  some  good  sized  log  the 
rollers  would  shout, "Go  on,  go  on,  we'll 
attend  to  that  one  I"  and  they  would — 
picking  up  the  log  and  throwing  it  on 
the  pile  even  though  it  weighed  half  a 
ton.  In  this  manner  we  gained  the  lead 
on  our  opponents,  making  the  driver  of 
their  oxen  so  mad  that  he  mounted  a 
stump  and  sat  there,  virtually  giving  up 
the  contest.  Ten  acres  were  logged  up 
that  day,  and  at  night  fall  we  were  a 
tired  lot,  dirty  almost  beyond  recognition 
and  quite  ready  for  the  bountiful  supper 
which  the  ladies  had  provided. 

"The  exciting  times  of  '37  and  '38  are 
remembered  by  me  as  well  as  yesterday. 
A  couple  of  officers  arrived  one  day  from 
St.  Thomas  and  asked  my  father  to  go 
with  them.  He  was  engaged  in  chopp- 
ing at  the  time,  and  throwing  his  axe  to 
one  side  and  bidding  wife  and  children 
"good  bye,"  he  went  off,  to  fight, if  need 
be,  in  defence  of  his  country.  With 
many  others  he  remained  at  St.  Thomas 
for  several  months,  attending  daily  drills 
and  preparing  for  a  call  at  any  time.  In 
a  few  months  the  threatening  troubles 
were  settled  and  my  father  returned 
home  with  quite  a  soldierly  bearing. 

"I  also  remember  the  stage  coaches 
running  between  London  and  Port  Stan- 
ley. They  were  splendidly  horsed  with 
three  teams  each,  the  changes  being 
made  at  Talbotville.  Often  have  I  wat- 
ched the  smart  performance  of  the  chang- 
ing of  the  horses  and  admired  both  the 
animals  and  the  quick  work  of  the  men 
in  charge.  The  drivers  were  experts  with 
the  lines  and  able  to  knock  a  fly  off  the 
farthest  horse  with  their  whips. 

"These  old  time  reminiscences  may 
enable  readers  to  have  some  idea  of  how 
very  far  we  have  travelled  in  Old  On- 
tario in  the  course  of  a  century." 


How  Fagan  Spoiled  Our  Fishing  Trip.

DHE  time  was  June  of  the  year  1900 
and  I  was  at  my  old  home  at  Glen- 
garry, Pictou,  N.  S.,  renewing  ac- 
quaintances. Three  of  us  agreed  to  take 
a  fishing  trip  to  the  Fifteen  Mile  stream, 
and  with  the  help  of  a  good  horse  named 
Fagan  we  made  a  start  on  a  fine  morning 
about  the  middle  of  the  month.  While 
our  horse  was  a  good  one  he  had  his 
faults,  chief  of  which  was  that  he  cut 
short  our  trip. 

By  four  o'clock  in  the  morning  we  set 
out,  for  we  had  thirty-six  miles  ahead  of 
us.  So  fine  was  it  above  our  heads  that 
we  believed  it  would  last  for  months  and 
took  about  as  many  clothes  as  if  we  had 
been  going  to  one  of  the  old-fashioned 
bazaars  in  July. 

For  twelve  miles  the  road  was  good 
and  fair  time  was  made.  When,  how- 
ever, we  turned  off  the  main  road  and 
proceeded  in  the  direction  of  the  stream, 
things  took  a  sudden  change,  and  in- 
stead of  making  five  miles  an  hour  the 
pace  was  cut  down  to  three.  The  road 
was  also  so  rough  that  two  of  us  had  to 
walk  for  the  greater  part  of  the  way. 

When  we  reached  the  point  where  the 
Langley  River  crosses  the  road  we  stop- 
ped to  have  dinner.  John  W.  looked 
after  Fagan,  Alex,  did  the  cooking,  while 
I  took  my  rod  and  caught  eight  trout 
before  Alex,  was  prepared  to  cook  them. 
As  our  breakfast  was  pretty  well  gone 
we  made  a  hearty  meal  and  after  a  long 
rest  of  an  hour  and  a  half  we  started  on 
again. 

At  two  in  the  afternoon  the  clouds  be- 
gan to  gather,  and  by  three  o'clock, 
,  when  we  had  passed  the  hardwood  ridges 
and  were  out  on  an  open  plain,  the  storm 
broke  and  we  experienced  one  of  the 
worst  thunder  storms  it  was  ever  my 
fortune  to  see.  First  the  rain  fell  in 
torrents,  then  the  hail  came  till  the 
ground  was  white,  and  after  that  cold, 
drizzling  rain  continued  to  keep  us  in  a 
condition  of  great  discomfort.  When 
the  storm  broke  I  was  driving  and  Alex, 
and  John  were  walking.    Our  blankets 


were  used  to  cover  our  provisions  and 
there  seemed  nothing  for  us  miserable 
mortals  to  do  but  push  on  to  the  mines. 
This  meant  six  miles  further  than  we  had 
intended  to  go,  a  rougher  road  ahead  of 
us.  and  Fagan  getting  a  little  tired. 

Before  leaving  home  we  had  planned 
to  visit  Grassy  Lake,  about  half  a  mile 
off  the  main  road  and  six  miles  on  the 
home  side  of  the  mines.  This  being  our 
first  trip  on  the  road  we  had  a  plan  made 
on  a  piece  of  wrapping  paper,  drawn  by 
our  friend,  Mr.  John  McKay.  According 
to  the  plan,  when  we  got  near  the  trail 
to  the  lake  there  were  two  large  trees 
bending  over  the  road,  and  half  a  mile 
further  a  big  pine  stump  with  a  flat  stone 
turned  up  to  it.  Next  we  must  cross  a 
bridge  about  ten  feet  high,  a  mile  past 
the  trail.  As  a  matter  of  fact  we  didn't 
look  for  anything  until  we  struck  the 
bridge  and  then  we  knew  we  had  six 
miles  more  to  go. 

Cold,  wet  and  hungry  we  reached  the 
mines  a  little  after  eight  o'clock.  Alex, 
and  John  looked  after  the  horse,  while  I 
went  into  the  boarding  house  to  order 
supper.  To  my  disgust  I  found  there 
was  no  supper  to  be  obtained  as  the  mine 
had  been  closed  for  a  few  years.  Only  a 
week  previously  men  had  been  sent  out 
to  sink  a  new  shaft  and  most  of  them 
had  had  little  supper  themselves  owing 
to  the  non-arrival  of  their  supplies.  I 
went  out  to  the  barn  and  consulted  Alex, 
and  John.  All  three  agreed  that  it  would 
be  better  not  to  open  up  our  provisions 
that  night.  The  boys  did  the  best  they 
could  for  us.  As  soon  as  we  got  dry  we 
turned  in,  one  of  the  boys  allowing  me  to 
share  his  bed  and  John  and  Alex,  bunking 
on  some  benches  beside  the  stove. 

The  morning  broke  as  fine  as  the  one 
on  which  we  left  home.  We  harnessed 
up  and  drove  back  to  the  river.  While 
John  attended  to  the  horse  and  Alex, 
kindled  a  fire  I  went  fishing  and  in  less 
than  half  an  hour  caught  ten  nice  trout. 
I  don't  think  we  ever  needed  a  breakfast 
more  than  we  did  that  morning.  We 
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had  potatoes,  ham  and  eggs  and  trout 
and  finished  up  with  more  trout.  While 
thus  enjoying  ourselves  a  man  came  into 
our  camp  and  told  us  a  shaft  was  being 
sunk  about  two  hundred  yards  further 
down  the  river. 

As  we  all  knew  something  about  min- 
ing we  decided  to  go  and  see  the  work. 
Accordingly,  after  first  spreading  our 
blankets  on  the  bushes  to  dry,  we  visited 
the  new  shaft.  To  my  surprise  I  found 
old  rriends  at  work — two  of  the  Macdon- 
ald  boys  from  Truro.  Both  John  and 
Alex,  had  mined  in  the  Black  Hills  for 
years  and  one  of  the  men  engaged  in  the 
shaft  had  likewise  had  similar  experience. 
We  could  not  leave  them  at  once  and 
talk  over  old  times  kept  us  till  after 
dinner. 

In  the  afternoon  we  started  for  Grassy 
Lake  and  when  we  reached  the  old  stump 
and  flat  stone  we  looked  for  the  trail  and 
soon  found  it.  Alex,  went  ahead,  John 
drove  Fagan,  while  I  brought  up  the  rear 
to  see  that  nothing  was  lost.  It  was 
still  early  afternoon  when  we  reached  the 
lake  and  our  troubles  with  Fagan  began. 
Apparently  he  became  lonesome  and 
homesick.  He  declined  to  eat  his  hay  in 
the  morning,  took  a  very  long  time  over 
his  oats  at  noon,  and  at  the  lake  we  had 
to  tie  him  with  all  the  ropes  we  could 
find  to  prevent  him  from  heading  for 
home. 

After  our  exertions  in  getting  in  we 
took  tea  at  three  o'clock  and  then  fished 
in  the  pools  till  dark.  We  caught  over 
fifty,  twenty  weighing  two  pounds  each. 
That  night  we  made  our  bed  under  the 
wagon  and  would  have  enjoyed  a  capital 
night's  rest  had  it  not  been  for  some 
wild  cats  on  the  other  side  of  the  river 
who  indulged  at  intervals  throughout  the 
night  in  certain  strong  arguments. 

Five  o'clock  saw  us  up  and  ready  for 
our  fishing.  John  and  I  took  our  rods 
and  caught  a  dozen  trout.  When  we 
returned  at  half  past  six  Alex  had  break- 
fast. He  had  cooked  potatoes,  trout, 
ham  and  eggs  galore  and  when  asked 


the  reason  for  such  extravagance  told  us 
we  must  return  home  a  day  earlier  than 
we  had  arranged.  Fagan  was  still  "off 
his  teed;  refused  to  eat  his  oats,"  Alex 
said,  and  added:  "We  had  better  start  for 
home  today  because  if  we  stay  longer  he 
will  get  weaker  and  not  be  able  to  take 
us  home." 

We  did  our  best  to  put  away  that 
bountiful  breakfast  and  immediately  af- 
terwards started  for  home.  Our  troubles 
however  were  by  no  means  ended.  When 
we  reached  the  Langley  River  it  started 
raining  again  and  came  down  in  torrents. 
We  used  our  blankets  for  coats  but  with- 
out keeping  out  the  rain.  We  decided 
to  stop  at  the  first  vacant  house  in  the 
settlement  but  it  proved  a  long  drive  be- 
fore we  arrived  at  such  a  place. 

At  length,  however,  we  did  find  what 
we  sought.  Fagan  was  taken  to  the 
barn  and  as  his  appetite  was  returning 
with  the  prospect  of  getting  home  he 
made  a  good  meal.  Prying  the  boards  off 
a  window  and  opening  it  we  managed  to 
get  in.  There  was  an  old  fire  place  but 
we  were  so  numb  with  cold  that  it  was 
all  we  could  do  to  make  a  fire.  When 
we  did  get  a  blaze  and  impart  a  little 
warmth  to  our  chilled  bodies,  Alex  cook- 
ed another  meal  and  we  sat  round  the 
fire  till  our  fuel  was  exhausted.  Rested 
and  refreshed  we  made  another  attempt 
to  reach  home  and  managed  to  arrive 
there  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Nowithstanding  all  the  drawbacks  of 
this  trip  we  found  ourselves  so  much 
benefitted  in  health  that  we  have  never 
missed  a  year  making  a  similar  trip.  The 
chief  sinner,  Fagan,  found  it  his  last 
trip  for  we  disposed  of  him  shortly  after- 
wards for  $140.  When  we  made  the 
trip  the  following  year  we  had  so  far 
gained  by  our  experience  that  we  took  a 
team  and  our  outfit  consisted  of  a  wagon 
made  to  order,  boat,  tent,  blankets,  oil 
"coats,  hip  boots,  stove,  provision  boxand 
all  cooking  utensils  needed  for  a  two 
week's  outing. 


Thompson's  Windfall

BO  begin  with  I  never  knew  why  it  was 
called  "Thompson's  Windfall."  So 
far  as  I  could  learn  from  the  oldest 
settler,no  person  of  that  name  had  ever  re- 
sided in  that  part  of  Lanark  County,  Ont. 
Nor  could  I  find  out  why  it  was  called 
a  windfall  at  all.  It  was  simply  a  wedge 
of  broken,  rocky  land  driven  in  between 
a  fairly  well  settled  and  cultivated  region 
and  the  margin  of  a  lonely  lake.  The 
point  of  the  wedge  terminated  about  two 
miles  west  of  my  boyhood  home,  and  in 
early  times  a  well  defined  runway  led 
from  the  windfall  down  to  our  sugar  bush, 
where  it  was  stopped  by  a  marsh  border- 
ing on  the  Fall  River. 

The  end  of  the  wedge  was  about  half 
a  mile  wide,  but  grew  rapidly  wider  to 
the  west,  and  was  bounded  on  either  side 
by  a  beaver  meadow  from  which  the  bea- 
vers had  long  been  exterminated.  On  the 
south  side  much  of  the  meadow  had  grown 
up  with  small  Tamaracks,  Cedars  and  Bir- 
ches,affording  an  ideal  cover  for  game.  The 
Windfall  itself  was  also  covered  with  sec- 
ond growth, Pines,  Hemlocks  and  Poplars, 
with  some  trees  of  larger  growth, but  was 
singularly  free  from  fallen  timber.  I 
remember  that  a  clump  of  tall  pines  was 
the  nesting  place  of  a  colony  of  Blue 
Herons.  It  is  strange  that  these  birds, 
depending  as  they  do  on  streams  and 
lakes  for  the  supply  of  food  both  for 
themselves  and  their  young,  always  build 
their  nest  at  some  distance  from  the  water. 

Thompson's  Windfall  had  been  a  favor- 
ite hunting  ground  for  fifty  years  before 
my  time;  but  there  were  no  hounds  with- 
in ten  miles,  and  farmers  had  not  then 
begun  to  keep  wolfish  Collies.  Wolves 
had  been  exterminated;  and  despite  the 
absence  of  game  laws,  and  the  fact  that 
from  July  or  August  till  January  any  one 
could  kill  all  the  deer  he  chose,  yet  they 
multiplied  and  flourished.  One  day  in 
July,  I  remember  that  five  deer  strayed 
down  the  run  way  and  spent  the  afternoon 
in  our  hay  field:  an  old  doe  with  her  two 
spotted  fawns,  and  her  two  fawns  of  the 
previous  summer,  now  well-grown  slick 


little  fellows.  They  were  not  molested 
and  departed  in  peace. 

And  speaking  or  wolves  reminds  me 
that  on  one  of  my  first  raids  into  Thomp- 
son's Windfall  I  came  across  a  wolf  pen 
still  in  a  state  good  of  preservation.lt  was 
built  close  against  a  steep  rock;  built  of 
logs  perhaps  ten  feet  square  at  the  bottom 
but  quickly  narrowing  towards  the  top, 
where  the  opening  would  be  about  six  feet. 
Then  poles  were  laid  from  the  rock  to  the 
top  of  the  pen.  This  had  no  doubt  been 
baited  with  the  offal  of  a  deer.  The 
wolt  could  easily  jump  down  but  once 
down  he  was  caught. 

And  speaking  of  wolves  and  their 
wonderful  ferocity  and  destructiveness  as 
reported  in  the  Rod  and  Gun,  (I  take  a 
good  many  of  these  tales  cum  grano  salis) 
I  have  wondered  why  no  effort  is  made 
to  catch  these  marauders  as  the  hunters 
of  sixty  years  ago  did  in  Thompson's 
Windfall.  There  is  a  friend  of  mine  still 
living  in  Vittoria,  Norfolk  County,  who 
told  me  how  his  father  and  brothers  cau- 
ght wolves  in  early  times  by  a  very  sim- 
ple method.  His  father  was  a  noted 
hunter,  and  both  wolves  and  deer,  as  well 
as  wild  turkeys  were  very  numerous. This 
is  the  way  he  caught  wolves:  Near  their 
haunts  he  dug  a  pit  about  four  feet  by 
ten,  and  of  sufficient  depth  to  prevent  a 
wolf  from  springing  out.  The  earth  was 
carefully  removed,  and  a  log  pen  built 
around  the  pit  to  the  height  of  three  or 
four  feet.  Then  the  mouth  of  the  pit 
was  covered  with  alight  screen  of  brush, 
usually  Hemlock  boughs;  and,  supported 
by  a  stick,  a  deer's  head  was  placed  as 
bait.  The  prowling  wolf  soon  smelt  the 
bait;  and  no  doubt  so  long  as  there  re- 
mained any  taint  of  man,  would  circle 
round  without  approaching  too  near. 
But  by  and  by  hunger  would  overcome 
caution,  and  the  wolf  would  leap  upon 
the  log  pen  to  take  a  look.  There  was 
the,  tempting  bait  right  under  his  nose. 
What  simpler  than  to  jump  down  and 
seize  it?  But  the  moment  he  jumped  his 
momentum  carried  him  through  the  light 
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screen  of  boughs,  and  he  found  himself 
in  the  bottom  of  the  pit.  My  friend  told 
me  that  in  his  younger  days  he  had  visit- 
ed such  a  pit  when  it  contained  as  many 
as  three  wolves. 

I  remember  two  men  especially  who, 
when  I  was  a  boy,  hunted  in  Thompson's 
Windfall.  As  both  have  long  since  passed 
away  I  may  mention  their  names.  One 
was  Jake  Boulton.  He  had  come  from 
one  of  the  middle  States  and  had  brought 
with  him  one  of  the  few  rifles  owned  in 
the  settlement.  It  was  very  heavy  (I 
often  wonder  why  they  made  them  so 
heavy)  and  carried  a  ball  90  round  to 
the  pound.  He  was  a  kindly,  quiet  man, 
and  a  great  favorite  with  the  school 
children.  He  was  a  miller,  and  some- 
times he  would  open  the  wheel-house 
door  and  let  us  see  the  huge  wheel  slow- 
ly revolving  as  the  water  pressed 
against  its  broad  buckets. 

He  always  took  a  day  or  two  off  in  the 
fall,  especially  when  the  first  snow  came, 
and  seldom  failed  to  drag  home  a  deer 
behind  him  from  Thompson's  Windfall. 

Another  famous  hunter  and  trapper  too, 
was  William  Glendenning.  A  good  man 
he  was  and  a  kind  neighbor;  and  he  took 
more  deer  out  of  Thompson's  Windfall 
than  any  one  else.  He  was  a  still  hunter, 
and  an  accomplished  woodman.  But  he 
had  a  little  black  and  white  dog  that  he 
always  took  with  him  when  he  went  to 
bring  home  his  game.  That  dog  was 
endowed  with  something  very  much  akin 
to  reason.  One  day  his  master  had  been 
up  in  the  Windfall  and  had  killed  a  very 
large  buck.  He  hung  it  up  and  decided 
to  get  it  home  the  next  day.  When  Mr. 
Glendenning  came  of  course  the  dog  was 
there  to  greet  him;  and  immediately  dis- 
appeared. Next  morning  he  was  still 
missing.  But  when  his  master  with  a 
friend  to  help  him  reached  the  buck  there 
was  the  dog  curled  up  beside  the  game. 
He  had  discovered  at  once  by  the  scent  on 
his  master's  clothes  that  he  had  left  a 
deer  in  the  woods,  and  knew  that  he 
ought  to  be  there  to  guard  it  till  his  mas- 
ter's return;  so  he  had  taken  the  back 
track  and  found  the  deer.  One  day  in 
the  woods  his  master  got  down  on  his 
hands  and  knees  to  drink  at  a  spring. 
The  dog,  evidently  fearing  that  his 
master  might  fall  in,  seized  him  by  the 


skirt  of  his  shooting  jacket  and  held 
on  for  dear  life  !  No  wonder  he  was  a 
favorite. 

But  I  started  to  tell  the  readers  of 
Rod  and  Gun  about  Thompson's  Wind- 
fall. 

The  time  came  when  I  had  to  leave 
home  and  prepare  to  get  through  college 
the  best  I  could.  Times  were  very  differ- 
ent then  from  now.  Money  was  hard  to 
get,  and  the  men  of  today  know  nothing 
of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  a  college 
education  fifty  years  ago.  I  left  Thomp- 
son's Windfall  well  stocked  with  deer;  in 
fact  they  had  overflowed  into  every  little 
swamp  and  pocket  of  broken  land  around. 
I  was  teaching  school  near  Smith's  Falls, 
some  thirty  miles  away.  But  you  may 
be  sure  I  got  home  as  often  as  I  could  to 
have  a  run  in  the  woods. 

One  day,  I  remember  it  was  the  6th  of 
October,  I  spent  a  Saturday  holiday  at 
home  and  of  course  made  for  Thompson's 
Windfall.  I  did  not  get  there,  however, 
for  on  the  way  up  and  close  to  its  edge  I 
ran  on  to  one  of  the  biggest  bucks  I  ever 
shot  and  dropped  him.  Of  course  I  told 
of  this  when  I  went  back  on  Monday  to 
my  school.  Now  it  so  happened  that  I 
was  boarding  with  a  family  where  the 
two  brothers  were  fond  of  hunting.  They 
kept  a  pair  of  well  trained  hounds,  and 
had  cleared  out  all  the  deer  from  the 
broken  land  and  swamps  south  of  Rideau 
Lake.  The  younger  brother  immediately 
proposed  that,  along  towards  the  end  of 
October,  he  should  drive  me  up  and  have 
a  day  or  two  after  deer.  In  my  inno- 
cence I  gladly  consented.  By  working 
overtime  I  managed  to  get  two  holidays, 
Friday  and  Saturday  in  one  week.  So 
one  Thursday  afternoon  we  drove  away, 
he  taking  with  him  a  pretty  little 
hound.  We  reached  my  home  about  ten 
o'clock,  and  next  morning  bright  and 
early,  and  in  high  spirits,  we  were  headed 
for  Thompson's  Windfall.  Now  among 
the  attractions  for  deer  afforded  by  the 
Windfall,  besides  shelter  and  foodf  was  a 
saline  spring  called  by  the  natives  "The 
Spaw  Well,"  at  the  head  of  the  south 
beaver  meadow.  Here  the  deer  came  in 
numbers  to  drink,  and  the  soft,  black  soil 
was  cut  up  with  their  tracks.  We  struck 
Thompson's  Windfall  at  the  east  end  of 
this  meadow,  and  about  half  a  mile  from 
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the  Sqaw  Well.  Here  we  held  a  council 
of  war;  and  incidentally  loaded  our  guns. 

Now  my  friend's  rifle  was  a  wonder. 
Nothing  like  it,  I  think,  ever  existed  in 
the  heavens  above  or  in  the  earth  beneath. 
To  quote  what  a  well  known  character 
told  John  Lennox  about  his  first  horse  : 
"I  give  fifteen  dollars  fer  him,  an'  if  he 
wa'n't  a  dandy  you  needn't  pay  me  a  cent" 
To  begin  with  it  was  the  longest  and 
slimmest  rifle  I  ever  saw.  With  the  butt 
resting  on  the  ground  the  muzzle  reached 
the  rim  of  my  friend's  hat;  and  he  was  by 
no  means  a  small  man.  It  was  stocked 
all  the  way  up,  and  carried  one  hundred 
and  twenty  round  balls  to  the  pound. 
What  would  our  friends  who  go  north 
with  a  gun  that  will  carry  a  bullet  two 
miles  think  of  that  as  a  deer  gun  ?  But 
the  crowning  wonder  of  this  rifle  was  its 
lock.  It  was  a  single  barrel  but  a  double 
shooter !  And  this  is  how  the  trick 
was  done.  The  rifle  had  been  originally 
a  flint  lock,  but  changed  to  a  cap-lock  by 
screwing  in  a  thimble  which  carried  the 
nipple.  This  was  repeated  two  inches 
further  forward — another  thimble  and 
nipple.  The  regular  hammer  on  the  lock 
exploded  the  first  cap  in  the  usual  way. 
But  from  the  top  of  this  hammer  a  small 
square  steel  liar,  two  inches  long,  welded 
on,  projected  to  reach  the  second  or  for- 
ward nipple.  On  this  bar  a  second  and 
moveable  hammer  was  fastened  by  means 
of  a  set  screw  which  could  be  moved  on 
to  or  off  the  second  nipple  as  desired. 
When  moved  off,  the  first  cap  would  be 
exploded  by  the  first  or  regular  hammer; 
when  moved  on,  this  movable  hammer 
exploded  the  second  or  forward  cap. 

Now  let  us  watch  our  friend  load  this 
wonderful  gun.  First  a  carefully  meas- 
ured charge  of  Curtis  &  Harvey's  Dia- 
mond Dust  powder  is  poured  in,  and  the 
little  pellet  with  its  oiled  deer  skin  patch 
is  rammed  home.  The  charge  is  so 
gauged  that  the  first  bullet  serves  as  the 
breech  for  the  second  charge  of  powder, 
then  the  second  bullet.  The  nipples  are 
capped  and  the  movable  hammer  made 
to  rest  on  the  forward  nipple.  Now  my 
friend  is  ready  for  business  and  can  fire 
two  shots  in  quick  succession, 

I  knew  nothing  about  hunting  with 
dogs.  1  did  not  know  much  about  run- 
ways then  ;  but  I  had  a  dim  idea  that  if 


I  took  the  hound  up  to  the  other  end  of 
the  meadow  at  the  Squaw  Well  and 
came  through  the  Tamaracks  towards 
my.  friend  there  might  be  something  do- 
ing. So  off  I  set  followed  by  the  little 
hound.  (Never  thought  to  lead  her.) 
Well,  my  friend  fortunately  knew  all 
about  runways,  and  as  there  was  a  likely 
ridge  to  the  right,  he  made  for  that  as 
soon  as  I  left  him.  It  was  well  he  did.  I 
had  not  gone  half  way  to  the  Sqaw  Well 
when  the  little  hound  put  up  her  nose 
and  made  a  dash  for  the  swamp.  In  two 
minutes  there  was  music  by  a  full  band,  a 
whole  family  of  deer  smashing  their  way 
through  the  thicket,  and  the  very  echoes 
ringing  with  the  music  of  the  hound.  She 
took  the  bunch  straight  north.  But  the 
buck  played  a  trick  that  nine  out  of  ten 
bucks  will  play  under  similar  circumstan- 
ces; he  ran  with  the  others  a  few  hundred 
yards,  then  gave  a  mighty  leap  to  one 
side,  and  came  sailing  down  the  top  of 
the  ridge  just  as  my  friend  began  to 
climb  the  hill.  I  heard  the  old  wonder 
go  off,  sounding  as  if  a  cap  had  snapped, 
and  when  I  got  back  to  the  top  of  the 
ridge  there  lay  a  fine  buck  shot  plumb 
through  the  heart,  and  shot  on  the  dead 
run.  Well,  that  was  good  enough;  less 
than  an  hour  in  the  woods  and  here  lay  a 
fine  buck.  The  little  hound  soon  return- 
ed; but  we  did  not  try  another  run  that 
day,  but  spent  the  afternoon  in  getting 
home  our  deer. 

Next  day  was  Saturday,  and  as  we  had 
to  get  back  to  Smith's  Falls  that  evening, 
we  had  time  only  for  a  morning  hunt.  I 
knew  of  a  nice  little  pocket  between  a 
swamp  and  a  beaver  meadow  just  across 
the  Mississippi,  which  always  held  deer; 
so  we  decided  to  go  there.  We  crossed 
the  river  at  Playerville,  turning  east  along 
the  bank  till  we  came  to  the  swamp. 
Here  I  knew  where  the  runway  was  lo- 
cated, as  in  still  hunting  I  had  always 
found  deer  to  come  out  of  the  pocket  at  a 
certain  point.  Here  I  took  my  stand 
while  my  friend  went  round  to  the  left 
through  the  swamp.  In  fifteen  minutes 
the  hunt  began,  and  I  soon  saw  a  grey 
streak  coming  in  my  direction.  I  cannot 
now  look  back  with  pleasure  to  what  fol- 
lowed. It  was  murder  pure  and  simple. 
The  big  doe  never  saw  me  till  I  fired  at 
twenty  feet.    Any  duffer  without  a  par- 
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tide  of  skill  or  knowledge  of  woodscraft 
could  kill  a  deer  in  that  way.  It  seemed, 
however,  to  hot  young  blood  alright  at 
the  time.  The  racket  brought  out  a 
neighbor  with  his  army  musket  to  join  in 
the  hunt.  But  the  hunt  was  over.  How- 
ever, he  kindly  lent  us  his  canoe  which 
landed  us  within  half  a  mile  of  the  house, 
and  which  we  sent  back  by  a  messen- 
ger with  a  quarter  of  fat  venison. 

Well,  this  was  luck;  two  morning 
hunts  and  two  fine  deer.  We  got  back 
to  Smith's  Falls  before  dark,  taking  with 
us  as  much  venison  as  we  could  carry. 
We  put  away  our  guns,  and  I  supposed, 
to  use  the  language  of  diplomacy,  "the 
incident  was  closed." 

But  that  is  just  where  I  fooled  myself. 
The  incident  was  not  closed;  in  fact  it  was 
only  begun.  The  Good  Book  tells  us  of 
a  certain  king  of  Judah  who  received  a 
friendly  visit  from  one  of  the  kings  of  As- 
syria. To  reciprocate  his  friendliness  the 
king  of  Judah  showed  him  round  his  pal- 
ace, allowing  him  to  see  and  admire  all 
the  fine  things  it  contained.  The  result 
was  that  before  long  the  Assyrians  came 
back  and  swiped  the  whole  thing!  This 
proved  to  be  my  fix.  I  had  disclosed  to 
my  friend  the  treasures  of  Thompson's 
Windfall,  and  along  in  November  a  wag- 
gon containing  my  friend  (and  his  Won- 
der), his  brother  and  two  neighbors  with 
their  dogs  left  for  Thompson's  Windfall. 
The  practised  eyes  of  these  experienced 
dog-hunters  soon  located  the  runways; 


Mr.  M.  Dainard,  a  well  known  guide 
and  prospector,  of  Golden,  B.  C.  writes  : 
"For  some  time  I  have  been  thinking 
how  a  way  might  be  found  to  preventhunt- 
ers  from  making  so  much  noise  when  tra- 
velling in  the  woods  or  over  the  rocks.  In 
this  part  of  the  country,  where  rocks  are 
so  plentiful,  the  drawback  of  noise  is 
particularly  felt  and  is  the  cause  of  many 
failures  by  sportsmen  to  bag  big  game. 
For  instance,  a  hunter  crawling  on  to  a 
mountain  sheep,  going  as  he  thinks  as 
quietly  as  possible,  suddenly  strikes  a 
rock  with  his  boots.  The  sound  of 
the  scraping  of  nails  upon  the  rock  caus-* 
es  the  sheep  or  deer  to  bound  away  too 
quickly  for  a  shot.  All  the  sports- 
men who  come  here  have  boots  with 
big  nails  in  them — of  course  for  moun- 


the  men  were  stationed,  the  hounds  let 
loose,  and  the  slaughter  began.  They 
brought  home  their  wagon  loaded.  This 
was  repeated  the  following  season,  and 
by  this  time  my  old  hunting  ground  was 
ruined  forever.  That  was  not  all:  The 
natives  had  been  taught  an  easy  method 
by  which  to  get  deer,  how  simple  it  was 
to  sit  on  a  well  defined  pass  and  have  a 
hound  drive  up  a  deer.  They,  too,  caught 
the  contagion.  Hounds  were  procured. 
Every  little  pocket  of  swamp  was  cleaned 
out,  until  in  a  few  years  only  a  stray 
deer  was  left. 

In  October,  1906,  I  took  a  ramble  over 
part  of  the  old  ground.  It  had  changed 
but  little,  except  that  the  cover  had 
grown  more  dense,  and  the  young  trees 
had  shot  up  to  a  surprising  height.  The 
splendid  cover  for  game  and  especially 
for  deer  is  still  there;  the  Spaw  Well 
still  bubbles  up  among  the  Alders;  the 
nests  of  the  Blue  Heron,  deserted  at  this 
season  of  the  year,  still  swung  aloft 
among  the  swaying  pines.  But  the  deer 
are  gone.  After  a  long  search  I  found 
one  track, — that  was  of  a  fawn  among 
the  fallen  leaves.  But  that  was  all.  The 
glories  of  Thompson's  Windfall  have 
forever  departed,  or  at  least  departed  un- 
til new  and  better  methods  are  pursued 
by  Ontario  hunters.  The  incident  is  fin- 
ally closed. 

Moral  :  If  you  know  of  any  specially 
good  thing,  keep  your  mouth  shut. 


tain  climbing  and  under  present  con- 
ditions these  are  necessary.  My 
point  is — cannot  we  find  a  method 
by  which  boots  can  be  made  rough  on 
the  bottoms  to  prevent  slipping  and  also 
soft  enough  to  be  almost  noiseless — 
for  instance  a  rubber  sole  roughened 
and  fastened  on  with  screws.  I  would 
like  to  see  some  rubber  or  boot  manu- 
facturer take  this  question  up  and  see  if 
it  is  not  possible  to  make  a  boot  in  which 
a  man  could  do  some  mountain  climbing 
without  continually  making  a  noise  on 
the  rocks.  There  is  surely  some  way  out 
of  this  difficulty,  and  I  should  be  glad  if 
hunters  in  mountain  districts  would  give 
their  own  experiences  and  views  on  this 
subject  through  the  pages  of  Rod  and 
Gun." 


An  Ideal  Trout  Stream. 


EUR  illustration  shows  an  Ideal 
Trout  Stream  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Sweetsburg,  Que.  The  stream 
empties  into  the  South  Branch  of  the 
Yamaska  River,  and  while  the  trout  are 
not  large  in  size  there  are  plenty  of  them, 
upwards  of  fifty  having  been  taken  out 
in  one  day  with  two  rods,  and  the  same 
excellent  sport 
being  repeated 
a  day  or  two 
afterwards. 

In  the  win- 
ter the  rod 
gives  place  to 
the  gun  and 
partridges  and 
rabbits  can 
then  be  obtain- 
ed. There  has 
yet  to  be  re- 
corded a  day 
when  the 
three  shown  in 
the  picture  re- 
turned empty 
handed  after  a 
day's  shoot. 

Of  course  it 
is  a  great  ad- 
vantage for 
sportsmen  t  o 
have  such 
grounds  almost 
at  their  doors, 
and  it  is  incum- 
bent  upon 
them,  as  part 
of  their  respon- 
sibilities to  see 
theseprivileges 
are  not  abused 
by  any  one. 
So  long  as  the 
fish  i  n  g  and 
shooting  are 
there  should  be 


gain    in    value    as    the   years  go  on. 

Although  there  are  many  other  places 
throughout  the  broad  Dominion  which 
present  similar  advantages  (some  people 
may  think  in  a  more  generous  measure) 
it  is  easy  to  understand  how  thoroughly 
the  sportsmen  of  the  neighborhood  value 
both  stream  and  bushland.    They  knew 

them   well  and 
fa- 
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used  in  moderation 
good  sport  for  all,  and 
such  sport  in  the  open  air,  with  all  the 
good  fellowship  it  induces,  is  most  health- 
ful. It  likewise  lies  up  a  store  of  pleas- 
ant reminiscences  for  future  years  with- 
out price.  These  form  by  no  means  the 
least  of  the  sportsman's  possessions  and 


in  this  case 
mi  li  arity,  in- 
stead of  breed- 
i  n  g  contempt, 
deepens  appre- 
ciation. Every 
turn  of  the 
s  t  r  earn  and 
every  woodland 
path  posses 
their  own  par- 
ticular beauties 
and  the  quiet 
pools  and  the 
thick  under- 
brush are  valu- 
ed for  the  good 
sport  afforded. 
When  use  for 
bothrodandgun 
can  be  had  in 
this  way  and 
summer  and 
winter  sport 
obtained,  one 
can  enter  into 
the  spirit  of  the 
local  sportsmen 
who  love  and 
fr  e  q  u  e  n  t  the 
neighbor  hood 
in  both  seasons. 

Those  who  in 
their  own 
districts  enjoy 
similar  or  even 
greater,  advantages  may  well  compli- 
ment their  Sweetsburg  brethern  upon 
their  privileges  and  express  their  confi- 
dence that  these  are  used  at  all  times 
with  consideration  for  the  future  of  the 
fish  and  game  as  well  as  of  the  present 
day  sport. 


The  Return  of  the  Hunters. 


Some  Notes  and  Incidents  of  the  Last  Deer  Hunting  Season. 


THE  last  night  in  camp — accounts 
were  run  up,  settlements  effected 
and  a  general  scurrying  for  lost 
articles  indulged  in.  Rifles  were  oiled, 
taken  down  and  placedin  covers.  Boots, 
duffle  and  the  general  collection  on  and 
about  the  stove  were  cleaned  up  in  short 
order  and  the  big  room  looked  more  hab- 
itable than  at  any  time  since  our  arrival. 
A  respectable  load  of  venison  .had  gone 
intoo  the  Depot  the  nigfht  before  and  we 
and  our  baggage  were  to  follow  at  day- 
break. Around  the  big  fire  we  recalled 
in  a  happy  vein  many  incidents  of  the 
hunt  and  unanimously  agreed  that  we 
had  enjoyed  our  holiday,  while  our  only 
regret  was  its  ending  too  soon. 

The  season  of  '08  will  be  remembered 
for  its  ideal  weather  conditions  and  in 
most  Districts  a  plentitude  of  Deer,  per- 
haps we  enjoyed  better  sport  than  some 
of  our  friends  to  the  East  and  North  as 
the  bush  fires  of  the  summer  undoubted- 
ly drove  many  deer  into  our  District,  and 
our  dogs  had  little  difficulty  in  getting 
a  start.  We  hunted  only  in  the  morn- 
ings and  never  had  less  than  three  and 
usually  four  or  five  runs.  Some  of  them 
slipped  by  us  of  course  and  in  many 
cases  our  fellows  did  some  execrable 
shootings  it  taking  no  less  than  seventeen 
shots  on  one  occasion  to  stop  a  small  doe 
that  unguardedly  attempted  to  cross  the 
burnt  rocks  to  the  North  of  the  Cadge 
road.  Further  back  we  have  gone  each 
season  until  our  base  is  now  some  dist- 
ance from  the  runways  and  tramps  of 
three  or  four  miles  are  necessary  to  in- 
tercept the  fleet-footed  deer  who  seemed 
to  run  where  we  wern't  and  return  where 
we  had  been. 

The  nightly  snow  falls  of  an  inch  or  so 
made  track  finding  easy  and  furnished 
soft  going  for  our  dogs.  They  would 
otherwise,  I  fear,  have  suffered  greatly 
from  sore  and  bleeding  feet.  Our  hounds 
ran  splendidly  and  when  well  started  we 
could  hear  them  going  great  guns,  hot 
on  the  trail,  with  canine  chorus  that  sent 
the  blood  hustling  through  our  veins  in 


the  expectation  of  a  shot.  Much  has  been 
said  for  and  against  the  dog  on  deer, 
but  to  me  the  music  of  the  hounds  is  just 
as  pleasing  as  the  flash  of  a  flag 
or  the  crack  of  the  rifle.  Throw 
two  thousand  five  hundred  or  so  hunters 
into  the  Northern  woods  in  the  open 
season,  forbid  the  dogs  and  you  will  have 
every  moving  object  the  target  for  a 
soft-nose.  Methinks  something  besides 
venison  would  be  shipped  Southwards  at 
the  close  of  the  season.  Compare  the 
number  of  men  who  hunt  in  Maine  and 
Michigan — where  dogs  are  forbidden — 
with  those  who  go  into  the  woods  of  On- 
tario and  Quebec  and  you  will  find  their 
casualty  list  outnumbers  ours  five  to  one. 
This  in  itself  should  be  an  ineradicable 
argument  in  favour  of  sane  hunting  with 
well  trained  dogs. 

One  of  our  neighbors  shouldered  his 
rifle  and  struck  into  the  woods  bound  for 
a  camp  some  four  miles  Northward  in 
search  of  a  lost  dog.  Through  a  country 
of  steep  hills, high  rocks  and  dense  under- 
brush, he  was  making  his  way  slowly  to  the 
ridge  above  when  upon  having  occasion 
to  use  his  kerchief  he  whipped  it  out  of 
his  pocket  with  a  flourish  and  at  the 
same  instant  a  rifle  ball  cut  clean  through 
a  twig  some  eighteen  inches  from  his 
shoulder.  His  surprise  was  great  but 
his  presence  of  mind  was  greater  for  he 
dropped  flat  and  emitted  a  shout  unmis- 
takably human  that  informed  the  tender- 
foot up  above  that  it  was  a  man  and  not 
a  deer.  This  story  being  detailed  to  us, 
bandanas  of  red  protruded  from  every 
pocket  next  morning  and  the  white  lin- 
ens were  reserved  for  the  down  trip. 

With  so  many  strange  deer  in  our  nei- 
ghborhood our  dogs  had  no  easy  work  of 
it,  and  once  by  us,  a  clean  unbroken 
country  for  five  or  six  miles  had  to  be 
traversed  before  they  watered  and  many 
a  weary  dog  came  home  long  after  night- 
fall. A  good  feed  and  a  warm  bed  we 
gave  them,  and  they  were  always  ready 
and  willing  for  the  hunt  next  morning. 

We    alternated   occasionally  by  still 
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hunting,  thus  giving  our  faithful  canines 
a  rest  and  our  luck  was  about  an  even 
break  in  the  different  styles  of  hunting. 

To  successfully  get  deer,  if  using  dogs, 
depends  on  many  thingsbutprincipally  up- 
on the  man  behind  the  gun.  An  acquain- 
tance with  the  habits  of  deer  is  of  great 
value  and  will  serve  to  root  him  to  the 
spot  if  the  dogs  get  at  all  near,  and  to  be 
ever  on  the  alert  tor  the  sight  of  a 
wily  red  skin,  who  are  often  from  ten  to 
fifteen  minutes  ahead  of  the  hounds. 
Sufficient  men  to  cover  the  runways  is 
very  essential  and  you  will  regret  the 
fast  fading  tonguing  of  the  dogs  when 
you  realize  he  has  crossed  an  uncovered 
runway.  Then  the  ability  to  hit  a  reas- 
onable sized  mark  with  a  rifle  is  unquest- 
ionably important.  Into  the  woods  in 
November  go  many  fine  fellows  whose 
rifle  shooting  at  most  has  been  confined 
to  the  three  for  five  gallery  practise  and 
they  make  sad  errors  of  judgement  when 
confronted  with  a  two  hundred  pound 
buck  at  seventy-five  yards  with  a  Win- 
chester 32  or  a  Savage  .303  in  their 
hands.  The  rifle  clubs,  of  which  there 
are  many,  who  encourage  the  use  of 
sporting  rifles,  offer  many  advantages 
to  the  novice,  and  a  familiarity  with  just 
what  his  gun  will  do  at  ranges  varying 
from  fifty  to  three  hundred  yards  is  of 
incalculable  benefit  when  he  takes  to  the 
woods  after  deer. 

The  village  Nimrod  as  a  free-booter  is 
in  a  class  by  himself.  We  lost  several 
deer  to  these  poachers  who  know  the 
bush  well  and  cut  off  your  game  at  every 
opportunity.  I  came  upon  one  on  a  cer- 
tain morning,  his  back  to  a  tree  with 
his  45-90  at  attention  on  the  very  run- 
way I  was  hoping  to  cover  and  not  three 
hundred  yards  from  my  stand.  Follow- 
ing the  runway  up  from  the  creek  so  that 
I  might  get  some  idea  of  where  to  expect 
my  deer,  I  espied  him  all  of  a  sudden, 
greeted  him  with  a  curt  "Good  morning" 
and  asked  him  if  he  was  aware  that  our 
dogs  were  put  in  on  that  side  of  the 
river  and  also  informed  him  that  I  had 
*  bad  a  pretty  stiff  three  miles  tramp  to 
get  to  that  particular  spot. He  replied  that 
be  supposed  I  didn't  own  the  whole  town- 
ship and  that  it  was  his  intention  to  peg 
any  deer  that  he  might  come  across 
whether  in  front  of  our  dogs  or  not.  I 


expostulated  upon  the  rather  unsports- 
manlike view  of  the  thing  and  explained 
that  we  had  gone  to  considerable  expen- 
se to  get  into  the  ground  where  we  had 
hunted  for  six  or  seven  years  and  while 
he  was  entitled  to  hunt  where  he  liked, 
our  dogs  were  not  running  their  heads 
off  for  his  benefit  and  it  he  wanted  to  hunt 
with  us  he  must  take  an  assigned  run- 
way and  stick  to  it.  His  practised  ear 
at  that  moment  caught  a  welcome 
sound  and  he  said  he  guessed  I  was  right 
and  he  would  be  off  on  the  other  side  of 
the  creek.  He  left  me  whistling  bravely 
and  made  off  down  the  trail.  I  heard 
the  hounds  coming  presently  but  ere  the 
sound  well  reached  me  a  rifle  cracked 
and  in  a  few  minutes  the  dogs  stopped. 
I  judged  it  was  my  friend  of  a  few  mom- 
ents ago  for  it  sounded  like  a  black 
powder  gun  of  big  bore.  The  beggar 
had  simply  swung  around,  cut  in  ahead 
of  me  and  secured  the  deer.  The  follow- 
ing evening  I  was  in  at  the  village  for 
the  mail  when  I  saw  my  man  detailing 
with  some  interest  to  a  coterie  of  hearers, 
just  how  he  got  the  big  buck.  Drawing 
closer,  his  upturned  face  caught  mine  and 
at  the  same  instant  we  both  broke  out 
into  a  loud  laugh.  "I  say,  pardner, 
that  black  and  tan  of  yours  is  some  deer 
dog  aint  he?"  and  he  proceeded  to  detail 
how  the  big  hound  nearly  ate  him  up 
when  he  attempted  to  take  away  the 
deer.  He  wasn't  such  a  bad  fellow  after 
all  though,  for  he  offered  me  half  of  the 
venison  and  said  he  would  leave  it  at 
the  station.  I  declined  to  accept  his  off- 
er and  while  pretty  hot  under  the  collar, 
I  needs  must  make  the  best  of  it  though 
I  vowed  to  get  even  if  I  ever  caught  him 
ahead  of  our  dogs  again. 

The  encroaching  settlements,  forest 
depletion  and  railway  construction  of  our 
Northern  Ontario  hunting  field  has  play- 
ed great  havoc  with  the  red  deer  and 
they  have  been  gradually  driven  back 
until  it  is  necessary  to  leave  the  beaten 
path  altogether  to  get  into  the  deer  coun- 
try. A  restrictive  game  legislation  all- 
owing of  one  deer  to  each  hunter  is  de- 
sireable  and  would  be  supported  by  every 
well  thinking  sportsman  throughout  the 
Province,  and  possibly  a  close  season  in 
1909  or  '10  would  be  advisable  if  we  wish 
to  perpetuate  that  heritage  of  ours  to 
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the  North,  where  a  man  forgets  his  trou- 
bles and  hikes  back  to  nature  even  though 
it  be  but  for  a  fortnight. 

The  last  deer  hunting  season  was  en- 
joyed by  probably  a  greater  number  of 
hunters  than  ever  beforeand  ithasalways 
been  a  source  of  mystery  to  me  why  more 
of  our  fellows  do  not  take  advantage  of  an 
outing  which  our  country  to  the  North  so 
splendidly  offers.  Any  man  with  a  drop 
of  sporting  blood  in  his  veins  who  once 
shoulders  his  rifle  and  takes  to  the  woods 
never  forgets  his  experience  and  invari- 


ably becomes  an  ardent  enthusiast. 
One  of  the  most  pleasurable  incidents  of 
our  trip  last  fall  was  the  manner  in  which 
our  two  new  men  took  to  the  game. 
Ever  on  the  alert,  with  an  intelligent  in- 
terest, they  soon  grasped  the  details  and 
are  now  confirmed  deer  hunters,  already 
arranging  for  their  hunting  trip  this 
year.  An  outing  in  the  woods  that  hard- 
ens yourmuscles  and  sends  you  back  tothe 
City  fit  and  willing  with  a  rich  experience 
and  a  fund  of  stories  that  never  tire  in 
the  telling  can  be  excelled  nowhere.

Don't  think 
I  cry  down 
vegetarian  ism 
if  ordered  by  a 
doctor.  When 
so  ordered  it  is 
good,  but  to 
make  a  general 
practice  of  it,  is 
playing  the  fool 
with  your  bod- 
i  1  y  resources. 
I,  however,  can 
leave  this  argu- 
ment to  abler 
pens.  S  i  r  J. 
C  r  i  c  h  t  o  n 
Browne,  physi- 
cian to  His 
Majesty  the 
King,  i  s  con- 
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stantly  crying  out  against  this  foolish 
fad.  As  to  Sir  Crichton's  knowledge,  I 
think  most  people  will  believe  what  the 
famous  doctor  says. 

Physical  Culture  of  years  ago  meant 
strength  for  the  strong,  and  only  the 
strong  could  stand  the  work.  Today  it 
is  so  scientific,  that  it  means  strength 
for  the  weak  and  greater  strength  for 
the  strong.  A  few  years  ago,  probably 
less  than  twenty,  a  man  with  fifteen  in- 
ches of  bicep  and  tricep,  with  forty-two 
inches  of  chest,  would  have  been  consid- 
ered fearfully  powerful.  Today  he  is 
mediocre,  if  compared  to  such  men  as 
Hackenschmidt,the  mighty  wrestler, San- 
dow  the  Physical  Expert,  or  Saxon  the 
strong  man, especially  in  comparison  with 
Zhysco  Cyganiviz,  the  mighty  Pole,  who 
is  twenty-two  inches  in  the  upper  arm 
and  fifty-eight  in  the  chest,  but  is  only 
forty  inches  in  the  waist,  being  eighteen 
inches  difference  between  waist  and 
chest.  Hackenschmidt  and  Sandow,  also 
Saxon,  average  nineteen  inches  in  the 
arms  and  from  forty-six  to  fifty-two  in 
their  normal  chests,  and  all  have  waists 
at  least  fourteen  or  fifteen  inches  less 
than  the  chest.  So  you  can  see  dear 
reader,  they  must  be  more  muscular  than 
fat.  Such  men  are  present  day  products 
on  present  day  systems. 

Sandow  claims  to  have  been  extremely 
weak  as  a  child;  physical  culture  built 
him  up.  Personally,  I  unhesitatingly  de- 
clare, that  he  must  have  been  endowed 
with  great  strength  and  physique,  which 
lay  dormant  until  called  properly  into 
action.  Very  few  can  be  Sandows,  but 
all  can  have  health,  if  not  gone  too  far 
into  a  diseased  state,  whilst  the  majority 
can  have  strength  far  above  what  we 
call  average. 

As  to  how  far  disease  may  have  gone 
to  be  incurable  by  physical  methods,  I 
cannot  say,  for  I  have  known  men  with 
one  lung  return  to  health,  and  indeed  be- 
come decent  athletes.  Heart  weakness 
and  indigestion,  constipation  of  long 
standing,  all  kinds  of  weaknesses,  most 
stomach  troubles, brain  fag,  are  all  amen- 
able to  physical  culture  methods.  At 
the  same  time  no  real  physical  culture 
expert  would  usurp,  or  pretend  to  be  able 
to  do,  the  work  that  a  fully  qualified 
medical  man  alone  can  do.    On  the  other 


hand  if  your  case  is  amenable  to  physical 
or  natural  methods  (if  you  are  doubtful 
write  with  particulars  to  an  expert)  you 
would  be  well  advised  to  follow  such 
methods  rather  than  ruin  the  stomach 
with  all  kinds  ef  medicines. 

Physical  methods  not  only  frequently 
cure,  but  have  no  bad  effects  such  as 
medicines  have,  but  strengthen  every 
muscle  and  organ. 

Now  that  the  cold  weather  is  here, 
there  are  many  doubtless,  who  would  like 
to  know,  how  best  to  resist  the  cold. 
Daily  exercise  will  send  the  blood  bound- 
ing through  the  arteries 
and  veins,  as  nothing  else 
does.  One  exercise,  how- 
ever, has  particular  effect 
against  cold,  and  should  be 
practiced  when  out  walk- 
ing, see  fig.  This  exercise 
should  be  done  as  follows  : 
Expel  the  air  from  the 
lungs.  Now  start  to  take 
a  full,  deep  breath  through 
the  nose,  allowing  the  low- 
er ribs  to  rise  first  (at  the 
commencement  a  slight  rise 
of  the  abdomen  is  noticed, 
owing  to  the  descent  of  the 
diaphragm)  as  though 
breathing  abdominally, then 
continue  to  take  the  air  in, 
until  the  whole  of  the  ribs 
are  raised.  Expel  the  air 
out  fully  and  repeat. 
If  this  is  practiced  in  your 
bedroom  before  an  open  window  each 
morning,  much  benefit  may  be  derived;go 
through  it  at  any  time  of  the  day  you  are 
out,  and  walk  vigorously.  It  this  is  fol- 
lowed out  I  think  you  will  feel  less  of 
the  cold,  but  much  of  the  bracing  effects 
of  the  air.  On  one  point  I  must  ask  you 
to  be  particular:  always  breathe  through 
the  nose,  and  not  through  the  mouth. 
The  nose  is  so  formed  that  it  acts  as  a 
natural  sieve  to  dirt  and  germs,  besides 
warming  the  air  before  it  reaches  the 
lungs. 

In  my  last  article  I  explained  an  exer- 
cise for  the  biceps  and  triceps  of  the  arm. 
If  the  reader  cares  to  measure  upper  arm 
and  chest,  then  start  in  and  do  the  arm 
exercise  until  the  arm  aches  a  little,  and 
does  this  every  day,   besides  following 


Breathe  deeply 
through  nose, 
expel  through 
mouth 
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out  the  breathing  exercise,  I  venture  to 
predict  that  if  you  are  not  in  the  habit  of 
exercising,  you  will  find  quite  a  decided 
difference  in  the  sizes  of  each  in  a  week 
or  two.  How  much  more  could  a  set  of 
exercises  affect  you  if  they  are  arranged 
to  suit  your  requirements  and  ability, 
with  the  proper  amount  judiciously  grad- 
ed? The  answer  I  will  leave  to  the 
reader's  opinion  after  trying  just  these 
two. 

Always  remember  that  exercise  for 
body-building  is  practically  useless  if  done 
aimlessly.  The  mind  must  control  the 
muscles  and  proper  exertion  must  be 
placed  on  each  muscle  as  it  comes 
into  play.  The  next  great  point  is, 
do  not  hold  the  breath  when  exercising 
— breathe  deeply  and  regularly  through 


all  exercises.  Although  this  may  be  dif- 
ficult at  first  it  will  be  easy  enough  in 
time. 

1  think  the  reader  can  see  from  the 
foregoing,  that  present  day  physical  cul- 
ture is  scientific,  and  not  only  body-build- 
ing, but  both  from  the  fact  that  the  mind 
is  employed  in  the  work,  and  that  what 
benefits  the  body  benefits  the  brain  (the 
same  blood  vessels  supply  body  and 
brain)  the  brain  is  also  rendered  clearer 
and  stronger. 

In  a  later  article  I  shall  give  a  few 
physiological  facts  and  explanations  with 
regard  to  exercising,  showing  clearly 
how  it  benefits  the  body — from  crown  to 
sole.

A  Summary  of  the  Game  and  Fish  Laws  of  Nova  Scotia 

BY  DAN  OWEN. 


Moose: — Close  season  from  December 
1st  to  October  1st  No  person  shall  kill 
more  than  one  moose. 

Caribou: — are  protected  the  whole 
year  until  October  1st.  1912. 

Every  person  killing  a  moose  must 
notify  the  Chief  Game  Commissioner  (J. 
A.  Knight,  Halifax)  within  ten  days  and 
state  whether  the  moose  is  a  cow  or  a 
bull  and  where  it  was  killed. 

Hare, and  Rabbits: — Close  season  from 
March  1st  to  November  1st. 

Mink: —  Close  season  March  1st  to 
November  1st. 

The  following  animals  are  no.t  protect- 
ed viz: — 

Bear,  Wolf,  Loupcervier,  Wildcat,  Racoon, 
Otter  and  Fox. 

BIRDS. 

Woodcock,  Snipe,  Blue-winged  duck, 
Plover, Sandpipers  and  Black  birds.  Close 
season  from  March  1st  to  Sept  1st. 

In  the  County  of  Cumberland  the  close 
season  for  Ducks  is  from  May  1st  to 
Sept.  1st. 

Every  non  resident  who  wishes  to  hunt 
and  kill  game,  must  obtain  a  license  for 
which  the  fee  is  $30. 


These  licenses  may  be  obtained  from 
the  Game  Commissioner  and  from  the 
Wardens  of  each  County. 

All  non  resident  hunters  are  required 
to  be  accompanied  by  a  Licensed  Guide. 

FISH. 

Salmon: — Closed  season  from  August 
15th  to  March  1st,  except  that  Salmon 
may  be  fished  with  fly  from  Febuary  1st 
until  August  15th. 

In  non  tidal  waters  frequented  by  Sal- 
mon, no  one  shall  fish  for  any  kind  of 
fish  between  9  p.  m.  of  Saturday  and  6 
p.  m.  of  Monday. 

Trout: — Close  season  from  1st  of  Oct- 
ober to  1st  of  April. 

Bass: — Close  season  from  1st  March 
to  October  1st  except  that  Bass  may  be 
fished  at  all  times  by  angling  with  a  hook 
and  line. 

Shad  &  Gaspereaux:  —  Close  season 
from  Sunset  on  Friday  evening  to  Sun- 
rise on  Monday  in  each  week. 

All  persons,  not  British  subjects,  who 
wish  to  fish  in  Nova  Scotian  waters  are 
obliged  to  obtain  a  permit,  which  costs 
$5.  for  three  months,  and  $10.  for  six 
months. 


The  Growing  of  Ginseng. 


M\NY  inquiries  have  been  directed 
to  Rod  and  Gun  asking  for  infor- 
mation about  Ginseng-.  It  has 
been  reported  during  the  last  few  years 
that  fortunes  could  be  made  by  growing 
this  plant  for  market  and  that  unpreced- 
ented demands  caused  high  prices.  We 
were  further  asked  howit  came  about  that 
fur  dealers  handle  ginseng  and  are  pre- 
pared to  pay  high  prices  for  good  ship- 
ments of  the  plant. 

We  trust  to  be  able  in  this  article  to 
give  our  readers  some  reliable  informa- 
tion on  these  and  other  points  connected 
with  ginseng.  The  plant  has  been  known 
and  valued  for  years  for  its  medical 
qualities,  that  value  however  being  far 
greater  in  China  than  on  the  American 
continent.  Tne  plant  grows  wild  through- 
out a  good  portion  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada. 

The  trappers  and  back  woodsmen, 
finding  the  plant  in  demand,  dig  it  out 
wherever  found  with  the  usual  result — 
scarcity  as  the  demand  became  more 
brisk.  With  these  two  factors  in  opera- 
tions prices  naturally  rose  and  people 
believed  that  an  easy  method  of  earning 
money  had  been  discovered.  The  con- 
sequence was  that  many  people,  thinking 
it  easy  enough  to  raise  what  was  prac- 
tically a  weed  and  obtain  high  prices  for 
it,  engaged  in  its  cultivation  and  failed, 
as  was  only  to  be  expected. 

The  stories  told  of  high  prices  for  gin- 
seng are  true  and  the  chances  are  the 
prices  will  go  higher  still.  Even  the 
home  demand  throughout  the  States  and 
Canada  is  increasing  and  that  for  China 
is  well  maintained.  The  Chinese  have 
long  used  ginseng  medicinally  and  it  is  a 
matter  as  to  which  two  opinions  are 
expressed  whether  or  not  superstition 
enters  into  its  use  in  that  country.  Cer- 
tainly the  demand  is  very  great  and 
widespread.  It  is  indeed  the  Chinese 
"cureall"  and  has  been  so  for  a  long 
period. 

The  finest  ginseng  is  grown  in  Korea, 
where,  although  the  growing  is  done 
individually,  the  marketing  is  under 
Government  management  and  supervis- 
ion.    By  this  means    the  general  excel- 


lence and  high  <  haracter  of  the  product 
is  maintained.  No  roots  of  a  doubtful 
character  are  passed  and  those  on  the 
border  line  are  returned  to  the  growers 
in  order  that  another  year  in  the  ground 
may  bring  them  to  maturity. 

The  American  ginseng  has  suffered  in 
the  Chinese  market  by  reason  of  some  of 
the  product  not  coming  up  to  the  stand- 
ard. Individual  growers  have  not  been 
as  careful  in  their  selection  as  they 
should  have  been.  The  temptation  to 
sacrifice  quality  for  quantity  for  the  sake 
of  present  gain  was  too  great  to  be  re- 
sisted with  the  result  that  losses  followed 
both  for  the  delinquent  growers  and 
others. 

A  further  difficulty  arose  owing  to  the 
failure  of  the  growers  to  study  the  nat- 
ural conditions  under  which  the  wild 
plant  flourished.  Trappers  and  woods- 
men accustomed  to  observe  everything 
passing  around  them,  knew  the  plant  and 
its  conditions,  and  when  they  set  about 
growing  it  had  naturally  greater  success 
than  those  who  started  the  work  not  only 
without  experience  but  also  without 
knowledge.  To  the  want  of  such  in- 
formation a  good  many  of  the  failures 
were  due.  Much  discouragement  re- 
sulted and  ginseng  growing  has  received 
a  great  set  back.  That  it  will  recover 
there  can  be  no  doubt  because  the  plant 
is  valuable,  the  market  is  wide  and  the 
demand  insistent.  Growers  are  learn- 
ing from  their  failures  and  with  persever- 
ance and  care  they  are  bound  to  do 
better. 

The  trappers  and  woodsmen  who  first 
obtained  the  plant  induced  tur  buyers  to 
handle  it  for  them  with  the  result  that  to- 
day all  fur  dealers  will  also  purchase 
good  lots  of  ginseng.  The  trappers,  too, 
have  found  that  ginseng  gathering  fits 
in  well  with  their  ordinary  occupation. 
They  obtain  the  plant  at  a  time  of  the 
year  when  they  could  not  be  trapping  and 
thus  instead  of  being  idle  add  something 
to  their  gains.  In  cases  where  the  wild 
ginseng  has  all  been  dug  out  and  the 
trappers  have  resorted  to  cultivation,  they 
have  had  the  advantage  of  being  able 
to  reproduce,  as  far  as  practicable,  the 
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conditions  of  nature.  Thus  many  of 
them  have  made  their  ginseng  gardens  in 
the  woods  where  the  plant  can  obtain 
the  wood  mulch  necessary  for  its  growth, 
together  with  the  shade  which  it  must 
have  if  it  is  to  reach  maturity. 

Early  cultivators  but  too  often  neglect- 
ed these  essential  points.  The  ground, 
too,  was  heavily  manured,  the  growth 
forced  and  the  plant  seemed  to  lose  under 
these  conditions  some  of  its  finest  con- 
stituents. Even  under  more  natural  con- 
ditions it  has  not  yet  been  found  possible 
to  reproduce  the  plant  as  it  grows  in  the 
woods  and  cultivated  ginseng  realizes, 
roughly  speaking,  but  half  the  price  of 
the  wild  product. 

Growers,  however,  are  learning  all  the 
time.  New  beginners  should  start  on  a 
small  scale  and  learn  by  experience.  If 
possible  they  should  obtain  wild  roots 
and  reproduce  in  their  gardens  the  con- 
ditions to  be  found  in  the  woods.  The 
small  area  selected  for  the  trial  should  be 
made  as  near  virgin  soil  as  possible  by 
having  as  much  of  the  woods  earth  re- 
moved to  it  as  is  feasible.  The  beds 
should  be  slightly  raised,  as  good  drain- 
age is  essential,  and  not  made  too  wide, 
as  it  is  important  that  the  beds  be  kept 
free  from  weeds  and  this  work  performed 
without  the  necessity  of  stepping  upon 
the  beds.  Ginseng  must  be  grown  in 
the  shade.  The  natural  shade  of  trees 
will  regulate  itself.  Artificial  shade  must 
be  supplied  in  the  spring  when  the  leaves 
begin  to  grow  and  removed  in  the  fall 
It  should  be  so  erected  as  to  exclude 
three-fourths  or  four-fifths  of  the  sun's 
rays,  the  idea  being  to  imitate  the  na- 
tural forests  as  closely  as  possible.  In  a 
garden, shade  is  best  provided  by  a  lattice 
work,  not  too  tight,  but  enough  to  ensure 
shade  and  sufficiently  wide  to  allow  a 
free  draught  of  air.  Too  much  damp 
brings  about  mildew  and  mould  and  a 
blight  known  as  "alternaria"  also  attacks 
the  plant. 

If  woods  dirt  is  not  handy  the  rich  soil 
around  the  base  of  an  old  straw  stack, 
or  well  rotted  horse  manure  with  a  little 
wood  ashes  mixed  with  it,  will  be  a  good 
substitute.  If  the  soil  is  already  rich  it 
needs  little  fertilizing. 

In  its  wild  state  ginseng  is  a  plant  of 
slow  growth,  but  under  cultivation  its 


roots  in  three  years  from  the  seed  often 
attain  greater  sizes  than  they  would  in 
twenty  years  in  the  woods.  In  cases 
where  wild  plants  are  not  available  seed 
can  be  purchased,  though  care  should  be 
taken  to  deal  with  a  reliable  house.  1  he 
seed  should  be  sown  in  the- spring  and 
the  beginner  must  not  be  discouraged  for 
a  long  time,  as  the  seed  takes  eighteen 
months  to  germinate  When  the  plants 
come  up  they  are  doubled  like  an  invert- 
ed U.  Some  are  earth  bound  and  a  little 
assistance  in  releasing  them  is  helpful. 
When  the  plants  are  two  years  old  they 
may  be  transplanted  into  a  permanent 
bed  or  left  where  they  are  after  being 
thinned.  When  the  roots  have  grown 
three  years  in  the  transplanted  beds  they 
should  be  ready  to  dig  and  dry  for  mar- 
ket. At  this  time  they  should  average 
two  ounces  each  if  the  beds  have  been 
properly  prepared  and  the  plants  cared 
for.  Care  and  attention  must  be  given 
to  the  plants  through  each  summer.  As 
soon  as  the  plants  are  up  in  the  spring 
the  seed  buds  should  be  clipped  from  all 
except  the  finest  and  healthiest  which 
may  be  saved  for  seed  to  maintain  the 
garden.  If  bushels  of  seed  are  grown  at 
the  expense  of  the  root  the  latter  cannot 
be  at  its  best. 

The  seeds  should  be  planted  in  beds  as 
soon  as  harvested,  or  twelve  months 
afterwards,  two  inches  apart  in  the  rows. 
Seeds  usually  come  up  in  May  and  June. 

The  plant  begins  to  bear  fruit  when 
two  or  three  years  old  and  *  gives  ten  to 
seventy  seeds,  according  to  the  quality 
of  the  soil  and  the  age  of  the  plant.  The 
berries  turn  red  about  the  first  of  Septem- 
ber and  a  few  days  later  begin  to  fall  off ;  , 
it  is  then  time  to  gather  them.  They 
must  not  be  allowed  to  dry  out  and  if 
not  planted  immediately  should  be  placed, 
in  a  box  with  layers  of  earth  between 
them  and  may  be  planted  at  any  time  up 
to  eighteen  months  old.  When  planted  at 
twelve  months  they  come  up  next  spring. 

Plants  or  roots  should  be  transplanted 
only  in  the  fall  when  the  stem  dies  and 
the  root  is  dormant — after  September 
fifteenth  till  the  ground  is  frozen  hard 
While  the  work  can  be  done  in  the  spring 
the  season  then  is  short  and  there  is 
some  risk. 

Cultivated  roots  are  generally  dug  at 
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seven  years  old  that  is  five  years  after 
the  plants  are  transplanted  to  regular 
beds.  They  then  average  ten  or  twelve 
dry  roots  to  a  pound  and  their  commer- 
cial value  is  from  six  to  eight  dollars  per 
pound  according  to  size  and  quality. 

Care  must  also  be  taken  with  the  dry- 
ing if  the  best  results  are  to  be  obtained. 
When  the  roots  are  dug,  they  should  be 
carefully  washed  and  dried  out  in  an  up- 
per room  or  barn  floor.  The  light  fib- 
rous stuff  should  be  taken  off  and  gather- 
ed up,  the  usual  price  for  this  being  one 
dollar  per  pound.  The  washing  of  the 
root  should  be  no  more  than  washing  the 
dirt  off.  The  one  essential  in  the  proper 
drying  of  the  ginseng  root  is  time  and 
while  it  may  well  take  a  month  it  should 
be  dried  fast  enough  not  to  sour,  rot  or 
mould.  Artificial  heat  may  be  necessary 
and  in  that  case  it  should  be  applied  with 
care.  Naturally  enough  the  buyers  will 
not  pay  a  high  price  for  water  and  good 
drying  not  only  saves  much  disappoint- 
ment but  also  enables  the  grower  and  the 
dealer  to  remain  on  excellent  terms. 

The  beginner  may  feel  safe  in  entering 
upon  the  cultivation  of  ginseng.  If  he 
will  be  contented  to  commence  in  a  small 
way  and  grow  into  the  work,  keeping  up 
careful  observations  and  being  ever  ready 
to  learn  from  his  failures,  he  will  be  sure 
to  find  a  good  repayment  for  his  time 
and  labors.  The  demand  is  greater  than 
the  supply  and  is  not  at  all  likely  to 
diminish.  The  Chinese  have  been  using 
the  root  for  centuries  and  no  sudden 
change  is  likely  to  lead  to  a  reduction  of 
the  demand.  These  people  know  well 
what  they  want  and  though  they  evince 
a  great  fondness  for  roots  that  have  a 
likeness  to  the  human  form  and  pay 
much  higher  prices  for  such  roots — some 
say  as  high  as  six  times  their  weight  in 
silver — there  cannot  be  a  doubt  that  they 
also  believe  sincerely  in  its  medicinal 
qualties.  Indeed  many  people  on  this 
side  of  the  water  are  convinced  that  its 
value  in  this  particular  is  great  and  re- 
commend ginseng  tea  for  all  kinds  of  ills. 

The  difficulties  of  securing  anything 
like  natural  conditions  over  considerable 
areas,  together  with  the  handwork  ren- 
dered necessary,  militates  against  any- 
thing like  production  on  a  large  scale 
and  the  largest  garden  devoted  to  ginseng 


would  appear  to  be  ten  acres  under  cul- 
tivation by  a  company  in  New  York 
State.  Many  small  growers  would  ap- 
pear to  be  the  ideal  and  these  should, 
with  reasonable  care,  make  a  success  of 
the  industry. 

Ginseng  can  be  successfully  grown  in 
Canada  where  it  is  also  found  in  a  wild 
state  and  northern  grown  ginseng  is  pre- 
ferable in  all  markets.  Many  reasons 
can  be  given  in  favor  of  Canadian  grow- 
ers. They  are  near  virgin  soil  and  can, 
without  great  difficulties,  reproduce  near 
their  own  homes,  the  woods  conditions. 
Every  man  who  makes  a  success  of  such 
a  garden  can  be  assured  of  a  good  mar- 
ket. The  fur  men  of  every  Canadian 
city  would  be  glad  if  their  receipts  of  well 
matured  plants  could  be  increased  tenfold. 

Golden  Seal,  likewise  a  valuable  plant 
can  be  grown  under  specially  favourable 
conditions  in  Canada.  The  plant  is 
readily  propagated  by  seed,  division  of 
the  larger  roots,  or  small  plants  forming 
on  the  large  fibrous  roots.  They  grow 
best  in  a  soil  made  up  entirely  of  decayed 
vegetation  and  require  careful  weeding 
by  hand.  All  the  culture  needed  is  to 
mulch  the  beds  with  forest  leaves  each 
fall  and  keep  them  clear  of  grass  and 
field  weeds.  This  plant  will  stand  more 
sunlight  andproduce  a  crop  of  marketable 
roots  much  quicker  than  ginseng.  Golden 
seal  was  used  by  the  Indians  for  medic- 
inal purposes  and  introduced  by  them  to 
the  whites.  Fall  dug  roots  are  again 
the  best.  Both  plants  require  a  good 
deal  of  care  and  attention  but  the  results 
in  each  case  are  considerable.  They  are 
perrenial  and  having  once  made  a  good 
start  are  difficult  to  get  without.  In 
the  earlier  stages  much  patience  is  requir- 
ed as  well  as  constant  care  and  it  is  here 
that  the  majority  of  growers  come  t©  grief. 

For  the  above  facts  we  are  largely  in- 
debted to  a  book  entitled  "Ginseng  and 
Other  Medical  Plants,"  published  by  the 
A.  R.  Harding  Company  of  Columbus, 
O.  and  our  attention  was  directed  to  the 
subject  by  the  John  Hallam  Company  of 
Toronto  who  are  prepared  to  accept  good 
shipments  from  growers.  While  great 
fortunes  are  not  to  be  made  from  the 
cultivation  of  these  plants  it  is  certain 
that  time  and  attention  given  to  them 
will  be  well  repaid. 


Fish  and  Game  Protection  in  Ontario. 


A  Strong  Indictment.

I HAVE  lately  returned  from  a  hunt- 
ing trip  in  the  Parry  Sound  district. 
Our  camp  is  situated  on  the  Rest- 
oule  River,  about  half  way  between  Lake 
Nipissing  and  Restoule  Lake,  on  the 
N.E.  edge  of  the  famous  "Dokis"  Indian 
Reserve. 

Our  party  consisted  of  nine  persons, 
and  we  spent  a  very  pleasant  ten  days  in 
camp,  securing  eleven  deer.  These  were 
all  4 'still  hunted."  Only  one  wounded 
deer  got  away,  and  it  will  probably  re- 
cover. We  had  to  work  very  hard  for 
our  deer,  as  they  were  evidently  very 
nervous  and  frightened.  This  was  partly 
due  to  the  fact  that  dogs  were  running  all 
over  the  country  while  we  were  hunting, 
and  partly  because  the  deer  have  had  no 
rest  during  the  last  three  or  four  months. 
It  is  a  wonder  there  are  any  left  in  that 
country  at  all. 

I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  un- 
less something  is  done  to  protect  them 
during  the  close  season  at  any  rate,  there 
will  be  mighty  few  in  about  three  years' 
time.  The  condition  of  affairs  in  this 
district  is  absolutely  disgraceful,  and 
highly  discreditable  to  those  who  are  re- 
sponsible for  the  enforcement  of  the  game 
laws. 

I  see  that  Mr.  Tinsley  describes  those 
people  who  report  the  slaughter  of  moose 
in  N.  W.  Ontario  as  "fakirs,"  and  lets  it 
go  at  that.  Well,  that  is  about  the  posi- 
tion the  Department  takes  up  with  regard 
to  too  many  other  well  meant  attempts 
on  the  part  of  private  individuals  to  pro- 
tect our  fauna.  It  is  not  encouraging,  to 
say  the  least  of  it.  Fakirs  !  Well,  if 
such  a  term  has  to  be  used,  let  it  be  ap- 
plied to  the  right  people.  Let  it  be  applied 
to  those  who  profess  to  have  the  interests 
of  our  fish  and  game  protection  of  this 
Province  at  heart,  those  who  as  experts 
draw  salaries  from  the  Province  under 
the  assumption  that  they  -will  protect  its 
fish  and  game  to  the  best  of  their  ability, 
and  who  then  proceed  to  look  calmly  on 


while  the  fish  and  game  are  being  wan- 
tonly destroyed  in  every  direction  ! 

Let  me  tell  your  readers  that  the  game 
in  this  district,  at  any  rate,  will  not  be 
saved  from  extermination,  if  the  only  pro- 
tection afforded  them  is  the  oversight  of 
easy  going  officials  seated  in  arm- chairs 
in  Toronto — or  anywhere  else.  There 
will  have  to  be  proper  local  supervision. 
One  good  man  could  save  hundreds  of 
deer,  thousands  of  grouse  and  tons  of  fish 
in  this  district  alone  in  the  course  of  a 
year.  At  the  risk  of  being  termed  a 
"fakir"  let  me  tell  you  a  few  facts.  And 
please  remember  that  they  are  all  suscept- 
ible of  proof. 

On  my  first  still  hunt  this  season,  I 
noticed  that  carrion  crows  were  very 
numerous  and  bold.  I  thought  there 
must  by  some  reason  for  this,  and  accord- 
ingly investigated.  I  visited  two  or  three 
spots  they  seemed  interested  in,  and  in 
each  case  found  the  carcass  of  a  deer. 
Two  of  these  deer  had  had  their  legs  bro- 
ken by  rifle  balls,  another  was  shot 
through  the  bowels.  They  were  of  course, 
nearly  decomposed.  The  crows  plainly 
told  me  that  there  were  lots  more.  In 
course  of  time  I  found  that  these  deer 
were  undoubtedly  shot  by  men  "cadging" 
for  the  Ontario  Lumber  Co.  They  car- 
ried rifles  in  their  wagons,  and  if  they 
saw  a  deer  they  promptly  "took  a  crack" 
at  it.  If  the  deer  fell  in  its  tracks  they 
took  the  saddles,  or  the  whole  deer  along 
with  them ;  if  it  was  wounded  they  did 
not  bother  to  follow  it,  as  there  were 
plenty  more.  It  is  hard  to  say  how  many 
deer  they  were  responsible  for. 

On  Restoule  Lake  the  Long  Lake 
Lumber  Co's.  men  lived  on  venison  all  the 
summer,  and  are  living  on  it  yet.  It 
seems  that  it  is  cheaper  than  beef.  They 
were  quite  frank  about  the  matter,  and 
most  of  the  year  had  hounds  running.  If 
the  deer  came  their  way  they  got  it ;  if  it 
went  the  other  way,  well,  someone  else 
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got  it  it  rarely  escaped.  The  whole 
country  knows  of  this. 

Some  people  waste  the  deer.  Several 
dogs  were  running  round  Restouleall  last 
winter  and  spring,  killing  deer  every  day 
nearly.  The  owners  were  spoken  to 
more  than  once,  but  paid  no  attention. 
The  game  laws  are  laughed  at.  On 
my  way  out  I  was  told  at  Restoule  of 
one  man  who  had  just  come  in  with  sev- 
en nice  deer!  They  said  he  was  a  good 
still-hunter  and  would  probably  get  lots 
more  when  the  snow  came.  There  are 
few  of  the  settlers  who  consider  they 
have  got  their  fair  share  of  venisonunless 
they  get  five  or  six  big  deer,  and  there 
are  many  who  never  get  less  than  seven 
to  ten.  I  am  truly  sorry  to  say  I  know 
ot  one  or  two  men  who  make  a  sort  of 
business  of  the  thing,  who  kill  deer  whole- 
sale between  this  and  Christmas,  and  sell 
the  saddles  only— but  they  sell  these  by 
iJw  ton!  Some  people  will  think  this  im- 
possible, but  they  little  know  the  back 
country. 

When  people  in  Toronto  and  other 
towns  see  the  large  quantity  of  deer 
brought  down  by  the  sportsmen  from  the 
far  north,  they  gather  the  impression 
that  it  is  the  same  sportsmen  who  are 
accountable  for  our  vanishing  deer.  They 
accordingly  come  forward  with  all  sorts 
of  suggestions.  "Cut  down  the  legal  num- 
ber to  one  deer  per  man,"  say  some; 
"make  the  season  a  week  only"  say 
others,  or  "raise  the  license  to  $10  or 
$15,"  etc.  But  these  sportsmen  would 
never  exterminate  the  deer.  In  spite  of 
their  seemingly  large  bag, they  do  not  kill 
one-tenth  of  the  deer  that  are  annually 
slaughtered  in  this  province.  Dogs  har- 
ry some,  wolves  account  for  many,  but 
the  two-legged  wolves  are  the  worst, 
those  who  live  in  lumber  camps  and  in 
the  settlements.  If  the  lumber  camps 
are  not  watched  they  will  live  on  venison, 
while  on  Sundays  every  man  and  boy  in 
camp  who  possesses  a  gun  or  rifle,  and 
there  are  few  who  don't,  spends  most  of 
the  day  slaughtering  deer  or  partridge. 
This  is  going  on  now  in  new  camps  that 
have  lately  been  installed  in  this  district, 
and  will  continue  all  through  the  winter 
unless  something  is  done  to  stop  it. 

This  is  the  time  of  the  year  when  the 
pot  hunters  kill  most  grouse — when  they 


are  budding  and  with  the  advent  of  the 
first  deep  snow,  the  real  slaughter  of  the 
deer  begins. 

It  tends  to  immorality,  to  enact  a  law 
which  is  not  enforced.  Far  better  have 
no  game  laws  at  all  than  to  have  our 
boys  growing  up  to  believe,  as  they  do 
at  present,  that  there  is  no  harm  to 
break  the  game  laws,  unless  they 
are  caught.  This  is  certainly  the  attitude 
adopted  by  most  of  those  who  live  in 
this  country.  If  an  otter  or  small  col- 
ony of  beaver  are  reported  to  exist  any- 
where, the  whole  countryside  gets  after 
them.  Their  skins  are  constantly  being 
handled  by  storekeepers  and  peddlers. 
What  chance  have  our  fauna  while  such  a 
state  of  affairs  is  allowed  to  remain  un- 
checked ? 

"What  can  we  do?"  perhaps  the  De- 
partment may  say.  They  can  do  a  great 
deal  if  they  tried.  What  is  being  done 
with  the  large  amount  of  money  that 
comes  in  from  the  licenses?  It  is  cer- 
tainly not  all  being  spent  on  game  pro- 
tection. I  believeacertain  amount  is  wasted. 
That  is  to  say,  I  am  aware  that  a  few  paltry 
dollars  are  handed  out  to  a  few  men  here 
and  there  who  are  culled  game  wardens, 
but  who  look  after  the  fish  and  game 
only  when  it  suits  them,  i.e.,  when  they 
are  forced  to  do  so,  or  when  they  think 
they  see  a  chance  to  make  a  few  dollars 
out  of  it  for  themselves  out  of  the  fines. 
It  is  a  rotten,  barbarous  and  uncivilized 
system,  demoralizing  and  disgraceful  to 
all  concerned,  from  the  one  who  secretly 
informs  on  his  neighbor  for  spite,  to  the 
incompetent  officials  at  headquarters  who 
allow  such  a  state  of  affairs  to  exist.  Is 
it  an  attempt  at  economy?  It  may  be  so> 
but  if  it  is  I  never  saw  a  worse  exempli- 
fication of  the  "penny  wise  and  pound 
foolish"  way  of  doing  things.  It  may  be 
cheap;  it  is  certainly  decidedly  nasty. 

I  will  go  further  and  say  that  if  those 
who  are  responsible  for  such  an  inept 
administration  o  f  the  game  laws 
repudiate  the  terms  "ignorant"  and  "in- 
competent" when  applied  by  their  con- 
temporaries, they  are  rendering  themsel- 
ves liable  to  a  charge  of  criminal  neglect 
by  an  enlightened  and  disgusted  pos- 
terity. 

Why  don't  the  fish  and  game  associa- 
tions do  something  practical  instead  of 
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wasting  time  in  useless  discussions 
around  the  festive  board  ?  Why  don't 
they  insist  that  the  Department  should 
use  the  revenue  derived  from  the  fish  and 
game  in  properly  protecting  the  same? 
It  could  easily  be  done  and  a  substantial 
balance  still  be  left. 


"Game"  writes  from  Northwestern 
Ontario:  In  my  few  moments  of  leisure 
I  enjoy  reading  "Rod  and  Gun."  When 
I  read  such  articles  as  appeared  in  your 
pages  last  February  and  April  I  felt  sure- 
ly the  Government  must  do  something  to 
enforce  the  game  and  fishery  laws  as  they 
ought  to  be  enforced. 

For  fifteen  years  I  have  been  in  the 
bush  and  would  like  to  see  the  recom- 
mendation of  Mr.  E.  E.  Lemieux  as  to 
the  "appointment  of  selected  officials  to 
be  well  paid  to  travel  the  Province,  visit 
lumber  camps  &c"  (I  would  add  railway 
camps)  carried  out. 

I  entirely  agree  with  him.  I  know 
that  in  our  lumber  and  railway  camps 
game  is  hunted  all  the  time  and  par- 
ticularly on  Sundays.  Mr.  Beaver,  who 
is  supposed  to  be  strictly  protected,  is 
taken  and  killed  at  all  times,  while  many 
!  more  are  wounded  and  left  to  die — more 
indeed  than  are  killed  outright.  These 
!  statements  are  not  made  from  hearsay 
j  evidence,  but  from  facts  well  within  my 
own  experience. 

For  fifteen  years  I  have  clerked  in  lum- 
ber camps  and  during  all  those  years  I 
never  saw  a  game  warden,  until  last 
summer  and  then  they  were  fire  rangers. 
Not  one  in  twenty  of  them  could  go  a  hun- 
dred feetintothe  bush  without  gettinglost. 
I  don't  know  why  it  is  (except  that  there 
may  be  political  reasons  at  the  bottom  of 
the  appointments)  why  these  schoolboys 
should  be  sent  into  the  woods  as  fire 
rangers  and  game  wardens,  while  good 
bushmen  who  have  applied  for  these  po- 
sitions have  been  turned  down.  It  is  no 
wonder  both  game  and  fish  suffer  under 
the  circumstances,  for  the  men  who  take 
fish  and  game  out  of  season  know  well 
that  these  schoolboys — most  of  whom 
can't  follow  a  blazed  line — can't  follow 
them.  In  this  way  there  is  no  protection, 
only  a  farce.  There  is  only  one  way  in 
which  effective  protection  can  be  applied 


Wesimply  need  an  efficient  staff  of  prop- 
erly paid  game- wardens,  trustworthy  men, 
who  should  devote  their  whole  time  to 
the  work,  judiciously  distributed  through- 
out the  Province.  This  is  the  first  and 
chief  requisite  —  other  needed  reforms 
would  undoubtedly  follow. 


— appoint  men  who  are  good  bushmen 
and  give  them  good  pay.  If  the  men 
were  good  bushmen  they  would  do  good 
work,  and  if  they  had  good  pay  they 
should  be  above  looking  for  bribes.  In 
that  case  also  they  should  *e  able  to  pay 
for  their  board  instead  of  "bumming  it" 
off  the  lumber  camps  and  those  of  the 
railway  contractors,  making  themselves 
"good  fellows"  and  closing  their  eyes  or 
looking  the  other  way  when  game  and 
fish  are  being  taken  out  of  season. 

Men  are  always  in  the  bush  armed  and 
if  a  deer  or  moose  cross  their  path,  the 
temptation  to  fire  proves  irresistible. 
Many  of  them  are  too  poor  shots  to  do 
more  than  wound  and  the  poor  brute 
drags  itself  away  to  die. 

Take  this  great  Lake — Lake  Nepigon 
— and  go  where  you  will,  nets  galore  are 
strung  out,  taking  some  of  the  finest  fish 
such  as  trout,  whitefish,  pickerel,  etc. 
These  fish  are  taken  to  feed  the  dog 
teams  at  different  posts.  I  would  not 
prohibit  the  Indian,  but  I  would  the  feed- 
ing of  the  dogs.  Is  there  not  a  way  by 
which  the  dogs  could  be  licensed  ? 

Lake  Nipigon  is  only  taken  as  a 
sample.  I  can  take  you  to  other  lakes 
through  Ontario  to  Kippawa  in  Quebec, 
up  the  Montreal  River,  Hay  Bay,  around 
Sault  Ste.  Marie,  near  Sudbury,  from 
Long  Lake  to  the  Georgian  Bay,  down 
the  English  River  and  many  other  places, 
and  in  all  of  them  can  show  you  the 
fruits  of  not  having  good  game  and  fish 
wardens.  Of  course  we  have  some  so- 
called  game  wardens  but  I  fancy  that  in 
many  cases,  if  the  truth  were  known  they 
are  fur  buyers  and  instead  of  upholding 
the  law  are  themselves  breaking  it.  These 
men  are  not  paid  a  living  wage  and  hav- 
ing to  make  it  up  some  way  do  not  miss 
all  the  good  chances,  they  secure,  under 
the  guise  of  "Game  and  Fish  Inspectors." 
Little  wonder  indeed  is  it  that  our  fish 
and  game  are  vanishing  when  the  mis- 
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chief  is  done  —  not  so  much,  oh  not  by 
any  means,  through  the  wolves, for  all  the 
outcry  concerning  them,  as  by  those  who 
should  uphold  the  law. 

There  is  only  one  way  of  doing  the 
work  effectively — appoint  fearless  and 
good  men,  pay  them  well,  raise  the  lic- 
ences for  guns,  dogs, traps,  etc.  and  give 
the  wardens  full  authority  to  take  away 
and  destroy  nets,  guns,  revolvers,  traps, 
etc.  unlicensed  and  used  at  any  time  ex- 
cept in  the  open  season. 


I  cannot  close  without  warmly  support- 
ing the  position  taken  by  the  Rev.  A. 
Murdoch,  M.  A.,  LL.  D.  It  is  time  — 
and  no  further  time  should  be  lost — to 
commence  the  work  of  protecting  our  fish 
and  game  in  earnest.  This  effort  comes 
from  one  whose  heart  beats  for  the  cause 
of  protection  for  our  fish  and  game  and 
would  fain  see  Canada  continue  as  she 
should  be — the  land  of  game  and  fish;  of 
birds  and  of  furred  annimals. 


How  My  Dogs  Saved  Me.

In  the  article  which  appeared  in  the 
January  number  I  promised  to  tell  read- 
ers, some  time  soon,  how  I  was  saved, 
from  the  grip  ot  a  grizzly  bear, by  my  two 
faithful  fox  terriers. 

It  was  in  the  spring  of  1890  that  I  left 
the  town  of  Pincher  Creek,  Alta. ,  travel- 
ling up  the  south  fork  of  the  Old  Man 
River,  with  the  double  object  of  prospect- 
ing for  placer  and  hunting  a  good  trap- 
ping location  for  the  following  winter.  I 
had  a  saddle  horse  and  three  pack  horses 
and  enjoyed  the  company  of  my  two  dogs. 
Travellingwas  slow  but  both  hunting  and 
fishing  were  good  and  I  had  therefore  no 
fear  of  my  provisions  giving  out. 

After  crossing  the  summit  of  the  moun- 
tains I  struck  a  branch  of  the  Flathead 
River,  having  wondered  south  of  the 
boundary  line,  and  camped  on  that 
stream  for  about  two  months.  There  were 
stories  of  lost  diggings,  murders  and 
robberies  about  the  same  country  and 
hundreds  of  men  had  attempted  the  task 
of  locating  these  "lemon"  diggings  as 
they  were  called.  In  every  case  failure 
was  the  result. 

One  evening,  about  six  weeks  after  I 
had  established  my  camp  in  the  district, 
I  was  returning  home  later  than  usual. 
Within  a  mile  of  the  camp  I  had  to  cross 
a  ridge  or  hogsback  and  had  just  stepped 
on  the  level  when  I  came  face  to  face  with 
a  female  grizzly  and  two  cubs.  We  ap- 
peared to    discover   each    other  simul- 


taneously, the  distance  between  us  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  yards.  My  only 
weaponswerea45heavy  Colts  six  shooter, 
a  pick  shovel  and  a  gold  pan. 

The  instant  the  bear  sighted  me  her 
eyes  went  like  coals  of  fire.  She  opened 
her  mouth,  let  out  a  snarl  of  rage  and 
started  for  me.  The  only  tree  around 
was  a  stunted  fir,  which  stood  about  a 
hundred  feet  away  and  I  knew  if  I  could 
reach  it  I  should  be  safe.  While  I  made 
for  the  tree  with  the  best  speed  I  could 
command,  my  two  dogs  met  the  bear 
half  way. 

From  my  position  in  the  tree  I  witnes- 
sed one  of  the  greatest  sights  a  man  ever 
gazed  upon — cunning  and  speed  opposed 
to  rage  and  muscle.  The  dogs  support- 
ed each  other  bravely.  Whenever  she 
turned  to  one,  the  other  rushed  in  and 
got  a  nip,  keeping  this  up  till  the  bear 
was  beside  herself  with  rage  and  the 
failure  of  her  continued  efforts  to  smash 
her  foes.  The  animals  were  not 
more  than  fifty  yards  from  me  and  when- 
ever I  saw  a  chance,  without  injuring  the 
dogs,  I  poured  the  lead  into  her.  No 
less  than  fifteen  bullets  were  fired  into 
her  before  she  gave  up.  I  never  saw  her 
equal  except  on  one  occasion  on  the 
Fraser  River. 

In  a  future  article  I  may  give  my 
description  of  that  country  and  meeting 
two  old  Ontario  boys  up  there  timber 
cruising.

Their  water  supply  is  of  the  very  best, 
coming  from  fine  flowing  wells  situated 
some  five  miles  from  the  factory  which 
water  is  stored  in  a  large  cement  reser- 
voir in  the  front  of  the  building. 

The  power  used  is  Producer  Gas. 
Every  piece  of  machinery  in  the  building 
was  manufactured  in  the  Dominion  with 
the  exception  of  a  very  few  machines. 
The  Gas  Producer  is  one  of  these,  it  being 
manufactured  in  Great  Britain. 

I  found  that  every  dairyman  supplying 
them  with  milk  is  under  the  constant 
supervision  of  the  company,  they  having 
inspectors  whose  sole  duty  it  is  to  inspect 
dairies  at  regular  intervals  and  to  exam- 
ine the  cows  and  see  that  they  are  in  a 
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perfectly  healthy  condition.  They  re- 
quire the  dairymen  to  keep  their  barns 
and  milk-houses  thoroughly  white-wash- 
ed and  cleaned.  These  inspectors  also 
see  that  the  milking  utensils  are  kept 
scrupulously  clean  and  thoroughly  aired. 
All  dairymen  supplying  them  with  milk 
are  .provided  with  improved  Aereators 
and  Coolers.  Every  possible  appliance 
that  will  help  to  produce  a  pure,  cleanly 
milk  is  put  into  the  hands  of  the  dairy- 
men. 

When  the  milk  arrives  at  the  factory 
it  is  carefully  inspected  by  experts  to 
see  that  it  is  free  from  all  impurities, 
shows  no  adulteration  and  is  in  as  near 
perfect  condition  as  possible.  The  dairy- 
men's milkcansarethoroughlycleaned  and 
sterilized  before  being  returned  to  them. 

After  passing  through  the  receiving 
room  the  milk  goes  into  the  condensing 
department  where  it  is  greatly  reduced  in 
consistency  by  evaporation  in  vacuuo 
with  the  most  modern,  sanitary  mach- 
inery. 

I  was  very  much  prejudiced  against 
canned  milk  until  I  took  this  trip  to  Ayl- 
mer,  but  this  prejudice  is  now  all  over- 
come, as  after  seeing  the  great  care  that 
is  exercised  in  the  manufacture  of  this 
company's  brands,  I  could  not  possibly 
imagine  anything  being  kept  cleaner. 

The  Evaporated  Cream,  after  passing 
through  the  condensing  department,  goes 
to  the  filling  department  where  it  is  auto- 
matically filled  into  cans,  each  can  contain- 
ing the  same  quantity.  It  next  passes  into 
the  sterilizing  process  where  all  disease 
germs  are  destroyed  and  the  milk  render- 


ed far  more  digestible  than  fresh  milk  or 
cream,  seeing  that  their  process  greatly 
softens  the  casein.  After  passing  through 
the  sterilizing  process  the  Evaporated 
Cream  is  held  from  thirty  to  sixty  days  to  i 
insure  its  being  in  perfect  condition  before 
going  on  the  market.

OUR  MEDICINE  BAG 


Those  who  are  deeply  concerned  in 
the  future  developments  of  the  Dominion, 
rather  than  in  the  present  business  of 
Montreal,  deprecate  the  intention  of  a 
section  of  the  people  of  the  commercial 
capital  to  hold  an  ice  carnival  on  the  St. 
Lawrence.  They  know,  from  past  ex- 
perience, something  of  the  enormous  ex- 
tent of  the  impressions  thus  conveyed 
throughout  the  world  to  the  detriment 
of  Canada.  It  is  easy  to  say  that  in 
these  enlightened  days  no  one  now  be- 
lieves Canada  to  be  within  the  Arctic 
Circle  and  a  desolate  region  of  ice  and 
snow.  The  great  bulk  of  the  people  who 
see  the  pictures  of  ice  palaces  never  stop 
to  think  or  inquire  They  take  the  im- 
pression made  upon  them  for  granted 
and  most  of  them  are  not  greatly  to  be 
blamed  for  so  doing.  If  a  similar  effec- 
tive advertisement  could  be  put  out  con- 
cerning the  Canadian  summer  the  whole 
country  would  benefit  and  the  tide 
of  immigration  would  set  in  for  these 
shores  with  a  sweep  that  would  prove 
irresistable.  The  immigration  too,  would 
probably  prove  of  a  high  class  character, 
as  men  of  stamina  and  perseverance  are 
encouraged  to  make  a  new  start  in  a 
country  where  the  conditions  are  favor- 
able to  them.  To  discourage  such 
people  by  means  of  ice  palaces  is  a  short- 
sighted policy  and  the  fact  that  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Montreal  Board  of 
Trade,  the  great  transportation  compan- 
ies and  Government  officials,  who  know 
the  ill  effects  of  the  last  festival  of  the 
kind,  are  entirely  opposed  to  such  pro- 
ceedings, should  give  the  promoters 
pause.  Those  who  object  to  the  whole 
idea  of  misrepresenting  the  Canadian 
winter  are  concerned  with  the  interests  of 
the  Dominion,  and  it  is  in  the  belief  that 
those  interests  will  suffer,  and  that  mat- 
erially, by  widespread  accounts  in  words 
and  pictures  of  ice  palaces,  that  it  is 
hoped  even  now  the  promoters  will  forego 
their  intentions  and  allow  wiser  coun- 
sels to  prevail. 


Although  the  weather  in  Northern 
Ontario  seriously  interfered  with  the 
teaming  in  of  supplies  to  the  wolf  camps, 
established  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Hope  on  the 
southern  line  of  the  Mississaga  Forest 
Reserve  in  Northern  Ontario,  later  snow- 
falls have  allowed  this  important  portion 
of  the  work  to  be  completed.  Sports- 
men who  pay  him  a  visit  may  be  assured 
of  some  interesting  experience.  Mr. 
Hope  and  his  associates  having  been  in 
the  district  for  some  time  have  endeavor- 
ed to  locate  a  pack  or  packs  of  wolves 
and  a  couple  ot  days  before  the  moon  is 
at  full  will  make  a  blood  trail  across  the 
six  mile  lake,  at  the  respective  ends  of 
which  two  of  the  wolf  camps  are  placed, 
in  the  hope  of  attracting  the  wolves  and 
obtaining  some  shooting.  In  some  ot 
the  trees  scaffolds  will  be  erected  and 
sportsmen  stationed  on  them  will  have 
chances  of  shots  when  the  wolves  are 
following  the  blood  trail  on  bright  moon- 
light nights.  With  care  the  wolves 
should  not  be  able  to  get  the  taint  of  the 
hunters  as  they  would  do  when  they  are 
on  the  ground.  Mr.  Hope  will  person- 
ally or  by  deputy  meet  visitors  at  Wharn- 
cliffe,  which  in  eighteen  miles  from  Thes- 
salon,  a  station  on  the  Soo  branch  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway.  Letters 
should  be  addressed  J.  A.  Hope,  Wharn- 
cliffe,  Ont. 


A  Fish  and  Game  Overseer  writes  de- 
tailing his  experiences  in  his  office.  He 
is  one  of  the  few  men  who  did  not  seek 
the  office  but  who  was  sought,  because 
he  was, by  general  consent,  the  best  man 
for  the  position.  His  first  activities  were 
looked  upon  as  '  'bluff"  but  when  it  was 
discovered  that  he  was  in  earnest  new 
dodges  were  tried  and  he  was  thwarted 
on  every  hand.  <4I  have  seized  game 
from  a  small  shipment  up  to  the  value  of 
$14,000  and  with  prosecutions  have  fol- 
lowed fines  from  the  paltry  sum  of 
$5  up  to  $3,000  ;  and    after  seizing  up-

wards  of  30,00()  partridges,  hundreds  of 
deer,  moose  and  some  $40,000  worth  of 
beaver,  otter,  and  muskrat  skins  and 
having  offenders  fined  to  the  tune  of 
$10,000  1  would  ask  you,  Do  you  think 
this  has  done  any  good  ?'*  Under  the  cir- 
cumstances this  would  seem  a  strange 
question  to  ask  but  the  writer  goes  on 
to  figure  it  out  that  the  poor  men  thus 
dealt  with  have  become  law  abiding, 
while  those  who  operate  on  a  large  scale 
are  continuing.  "They  are  more  careful 
about  their  shipments  ;  they  are  making 
money — and  can  pay  a  fine  occasionally." 
"I  know  of  a  case  where  an  agent  of  a 
million  dollar  firm  bought  480  beaver 
skins  from  away  back  in  the  wilds,  after 
scaring  the  poor  trappers  with  the  threat 
of  informing  the  game  warden  and  putting 
them  into  prison  unless  they  sold  them 
to  them  at  fifty  cents  apiece.  I  happen- 
ed to  get  into  the  game  seized  the  skins 
and  imposed  and  collected  $1,000  from 
the  firm.     This  firm  is  still  at  it  and  will 

keep  at  it  It  is  in  the  back  country 

where  the  slaughter  is  done  and  here  the 
sportsmen  do  not  help  us  as  they  should. 
They  do  not  mind  telling  us  of  cases  but 
their  invariable  cry  is  "Do  not  bring  my 
name  in — I  would  be  shot — they  would 
burn  our  club  house  down,  they  would 
destroy  our  boats,  etc.,  and  without  their 
evidence  how  can  cases  be  successfully 
prosecuted  ?  Again,  the  great  majority 
of  these  sportsmen  are  not  above  break- 
ing the  laws  themselves  and  consider  the 
warden  a  crank  if  he  interferes  with  them. 
How  many  deer  hunters  in  November 
en'oy  a  breakfast  of  trout  although  it  is 
the  close  season  ?  How  many  refuse  to 
purchase  otter,  beaver  or  muskrat  skins? 
How  many  stop  at  eight  bass  for  a  day's 
fishing  when  the  fish  are  on  the  jump  ? 
Do  they  pack  their  fish  and  game  accord- 
ing to  law  or  get  their  deer  coupons  can- 
celled ?  Those  who  do  these  things  are 
few — verv  few.  If  all  sportsmen  would 
help  wardens  better  results  would  follow. 
As  it  is  offences  are  often  committed  by 
the  men  who  do  the  most  kicking."  The 
above  is  well  worth  reading  and  think- 
ing over.  We  hear  much  in  depreciation 
of  the  warden  and  too  little  from  his 
point  of  view.  We  should  like  other 
wardens  to  follow  it  up  and  point  out 
weak  points  with  a  view  of  a  remedy 
being  supplied. 


Prior  to  leaving  office,  President  Roose- 
velt made  one  effort  in  the  direction  of 
conserving  the  natural  resources  of  his 
country.  This  time  his  vision  has 
taken  a  wider  flight  and  has  included 
within  its  purview  Canada  and  Mexico 
as  well  as  the  States.  A  larger  Conser- 
vation Conference  than  that  held  last  year 
is  called  to  meet  at  the  White  House  on 
the  eighteenth  of  this  month  and  to  that 
Conference  representatives  of  Canada 
and  Mexico,  as  well  as  of  every  State 
within  the  Union,  have  been  invited.  Mr. 
Gifford  Pinchot,  Chairman  of  the  Nation- 
al Conservation  Commission  and  Chief 
Forester  of  the  States,  delivered  the  in- 
vitations personally.  The  President,  at 
the  conclusion  of  his  letter  of  invitation, 
wrote  : — "The  conclusions  of  such  a  con- 
ference, while  wholly  advisory  in. char- 
acter, could  hardly  fail  to  yield  important 
beneficial  results,  both  in  a  better  know- 
ledge of  the  natural  resourses  of  each 
nation  on  the  part  of  the  others,  and  in 
suggestions  for  concurrent  action  for  the 
protection  of  mutual  interests  related  to 
conservation." 


It  is  announced  that  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners  appointed  to  consider  and 
recommend  regulations  for  the  fisheries, 
of  all  international  waters  between  Cana- 
da and  the  States  will  probably  be  pub- 
lished about  the  end  of  June.  It  was  hop- 
ed that  this  report  might  have  seen  the 
light  at  the  opening  of  1909  and  the  de- 
lay is  accounted  for  by  the  change  in  the 
Canadian  Commissioner  —  Professor 
Prince  succeeding  Mr.  S.  T.  Bastedo. 
Dr.  David  Starr  Jordan  is  the  United 
States  member  of  the  Commission.  Both 
Commissioners  are  the  best  qualified  men 
who  could  have  been  selected  for  their 
work,  and  it  is  believed  that  their  report, 
and  accompanying  recommendations,  will 
have  a  marked  effect  upon  the  future  of 
the  fisheries  of  both  countries.

deer  hunting  at  Windy  Lake  during  the 
recent  open  season.  On  one  ot  the  hunt- 
ing days  Mr.  Orr  was  appointed  to 
watch  a  runway  on  a  point  some  dis- 
tance east  of  the  camp,  going  to  his 
destination  in  a  small  skiff.  While 
there  he  saw  a  deer  in  the  water  which 
apparently  was  crossing  from  the  other 
side  of  the  lake  and  started  out  to  get  it. 
When  within  forty  or  fifty  yards  he  partly 
turned  in  his  seat  to  fire.  The  move- 
ment caused  the  boat  to  lean  to  one  side, 
and  this,  with  the  recoil  from  the  rifle, 
and  a  big  wave  striking  the  other  side, 
caused  the  light  skiff  in  which  he  was 
seated  to  turn  over.  The  boat  turned 
over  two  or  three  times  before  he  could 
get  it  steadied  bottom  up  and  secure  a 
small  tie  rope  at  the  bow.  This  rope  he 
wound  round  his  arm  and  notwithstanding 
the  cold  retained  his  position.  An  Indian, 
who  had  witnessedthe  accident  paddled  to 
the  scene  in  his  canoe  but  being  unable  to 
render  assistance  started  for  help.  Mr. 
Rorke  accompanied  the  Indian  in  another 


canoe.  The  water  was  too  rough  to 
allow  the  helpers  to  get  Mr.  Orr  in 
either  canoe  but  they  fastened  him  to 
one  and  started  for  shore  dragging 
him  through  the  water.  Just  as  they 
landed,  Mr.  Gill  arrived  in  a  larger  skiff 
and  conveyed  Mr.  Orr  to  camp.  Here  he 
was  promptly  placed  between  warm 
blankets  and  hearty  rubbing  with  plenti- 
ful application  of  hot  water  and  hot  drinks, 
a  perspiration  was  induced  which  drove 
all  numbness  out.  No  ill  effects  are  likely 
to  follow  the  unpleasantly  cold  bath  of 
three  quarters  of  an  hour  in  Windy  Lake.

Mr.  Lancelot  A.   Purcell,   writes  from 


Halifax,  N.  S. :  The  other  morning  in 
crossings  a  field  on  my  way  to  town  I 
stood  for  some  time  watching  the  antics 
of  a  dozen  crows.  These  birds  stay  ar- 
ound all  the  year  and  on  this  particular 
morning  they  were  making  such  a  noise 
that  it  was  clear  something  was  disturb- 
ing them.  When  I  reached  a  position 
where  I  could  see  them  I  saw  a  sharp 
shinned  hawk  darting  around  them  just 
like  swallows  will  after  flies.  On  several 
occasions  it  closed  with  a  crow  and  both 
birds  fell  to  the  ground.  After  a  time 
the  crows  got  together  like  a  company  of 
soldiers  and  when  the  hawk  swept  around 
again  they  flapped  their  wings  and  made 
noises  at  him.  After  a  time  the  hawk, 
seeing  that  he  could  not  break  the  ranks, 
flew  off.  I  never  saw  crows  act  in  this 
fashion  before  and  it  was  most  interesting 
to  see  them  line  up  like  soldiers.  These 
hawks,  it  may  be  well  to  explain,  are  the 
smallest  in  Northern  America  and  are 
plentiful  in  the  neighborhood  of  Halifax. 
They  are  no  larger  than  a  robin, of  a  dark 
grayish  brown  on  back,  with  a  few 
white  feathers  towards  the  centre  of  the 
back,  breast  white  with  light  brown 
streaks  down  tail,  same  color  as  back, 
with  four  white  bars  across.  The  female 
is  very  much  larger  than  the  male. 


The  site  of  the  new  Saskatchewan 
University  is  a  matter  of  hot  controversy 
in  the  West.  The  city  of  Prince  Albert 
is  putting  up  a  strenuous  fight  for  the 
honor  of  selection,  relying  largely  upon 
the  fact  that  the  surrounding  districts 
afford  opportunities  for  the  students  to 
obtain  practical  courses  of  instruction  in 
agriculture,  forestry  and  mining.

With  reference  to  items  appearing  in 
our  November  and  December  numbers 
dealing  with  wormy  black  bass  in  eastern 
Ontario  waters,  we  understand  that  a 
naturalist  is  investigating  the  subject 
and  preparing  an  official  report.  So  far, 
the  life  history  of  this  worm-like  para- 
site has  not  been  worked  out  but  it  is 
believed  to  be  a  species  of  Filaria  and 
occurs  in  greatest  abundance  in  perch 
and  bass  found  in  wacers  of  Central  Ont- 
ario,more  particularly  in  rivers  and  lakes 
polluted  by  decaying  debris  from  lumber- 
ing operations.  It  has  been  found  affect- 
ing perch  and  bass  in  the  waters  of  the 
Trent  Valley  system,  but  has  not  so  far 
been  seen  in  any  fish  taken  from 
Lakes  Ontario  or  Erie. 


Mr.  F.  William  Deal  writes:  I  have 
read  with  much  interest  the  articles  in 
Rod  and  Gun  on  the  Wild  Pigeon.  It 
is  twenty  nine  years  ago  last  March  sin- 
ce I  bought  the  farm  I  now  own  in  Haldi- 
mand  County,  Ont.  The  Sandusk  Creek 
runs  down  on  the  east  side  of  the  farmand 
the  first  spring  I  was  here  a  few  pigeons 
came  and  stayed  around  the  creek  all 
summer.  In  the  fall  there  was  quite  a 
flock  of  them  and  I  shot  my  last  half 
dozen  of  wild  pigeons.  Shortly  after- 
wards when  I  was  down  at  the  Creek  I 
saw  a  flock  rise  off  the  ground  into  a  tree 
on  the  bank  which  was  t'venty  feet  above 
me.  As  I  shot  wild  pigeons  off  and  on 
for  twenty  five  years,  before  they  disap- 
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peared  I  .should  have  noticed  their  reap- 
pearance had  they  shown  themselves.  I 
remember  noticing  a  statement  taken 
from  a  New  York  paper  to  the  effect  that 
the  pigeon  had  gone  to  South  America 
in  the  large  forests  of  which  there  were 
few  to  molest  them.  A  Chicago  paper 
stated  recently  that  "as  late  as  1*76  one 
nest  ground  in  Michigan  was  twenty 
eight  miles  long  by  three  or  four  miles 
wide.  It  seemed  at  first  as  if  there  could 
be  no  end  to  such  a  prodigal  sup- 
ply but  the  birds  were  netted  by  thous- 
ands and  shipped  to  the  great  cities  by 
the  barrel  load  until  the  price  fell  so  low 
that  it  no  longer  paid  to  ship  them  and 
they  were  fed  to  the  hogs.  Such  wanton 
destruction  was  bound  to  result  in  pract- 
ical extinction."

Mr.  James  Falls,  an  old 
trapper,  gives  the  following  methods  as 
the  best,  and  he  has  had  long  experience 
at  the  work.  (1)  If  the  skunk  be  poisioned 
he  will  not  give  out  any  musk.  In  such  a 
case  he  can  be  skinned, though  care  must 
be  taken  not  to  cut  the  musk  bag.  A 
very  sharp  knife  is  required  to  skin  around 
the  bag  without  cutting  it.  After  skin- 
ning, the  whole  carcass  should  be  buried 
in  the  earth.  (2)  If  the  skunk  has  been 
shot  or  caught  in  a  trap  and  has  given 
out  his  odor,  which  it  keeps  only  for  pro- 
tection, then  bury  the  animal  in  moist 
earth,  about  eighteen  inches  deep  and 
for  about  forty-eight  hours.  He  may 
then  be  skinned  and  no  odor  will  remain 
on  the  fur.  Another  correspondent  writes 
on  the  same  subject:  I  have  found  the 
best  way  to  keep  skunks  from  emitting 
their  fearful  taint  is  to  catch  them  ina  box- 
trap  and  then  drown  them  in  the  trap. 
They  must  however,  be  carried  to  the 
water  very  gently  and  put  under  the  wat- 
er quickly  or  the  precautions  will  prove 
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by  stealing  part  of  the  night,  but  you  won't  be  any 
stronger  unless  you  eat  right.

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of  no  avail.  Another  plan  is  to  shoot 
them  through  the  brain  with  a  .22  rifle 
but  unless  instantly  killed  they  will  emit 
their  taint.  A  steel  trap  cannot  be  used 
if  the  skin  is  wanted,  but  if  caught  in  a 
box  trap,  drowned  or  shot  they  can  be 
skinned  like  other  fur.  A  trapper  catch- 
ing and  handling  skunks  will  have  to  is- 
olate himself  and  when  he  comes  out  he 
must  burn  his  clothes.  Practically  speak- 
ing "the  game  is  not  worth  the  candle." 


The  Honorable  James  S.  Whipple 
Chief  Game  Commisrioner  of  Game,  Fish 
and  Forest  for  the  State  of  New  York, 
called  in  at  the  C.  P.  R.  Offices  on  his 
way  back  from  a  hunting  trip  in  the  regi- 
ons north  of  Kipawa,  on  the  western 
boundary  of  Quebec.  Mr.  Whipple  was 
accompanied  by  Mr.  John  Burnham,  the 
Chief  Game  Protector  of  New  York 
State,  and  Mr.  C.  E.  Johnstone,  one  of 
the  best  known  big  game  hunters  in 
America.  The  trip  has  been  a  succesful 
one,  each  of  the  party  securing  a  fine 
moose.  The  Commissioner's  was  the 
best,  having  a  spread  of  antlers  just  60 
inches — one  of  the  best  heads  that  has 


come  from  Kipawa  this  season.  Another 
point  that  struck  Mr.  Whipple  on  his 
trip,  in  addition  to  the  great  quantity  of 
game  he  saw,  was  the  natural  re-affores- 
tation which  is  taking  place  everywhere 
in  the  country  he  visited.  He  says  that 
in  his  own  State  very  little  natural  re- 
seeding  of  this  conifer  tribe  takes  place. 
This  aspect  of  our  Canadian  woods  in- 
terested him  immensely.  All  three  gent- 
lemen have  expressed  their  intention  of 
returning  next  year.  Kipawa  will  obtain 
advertisement  amongst  the  right  class  of 
Americans,  and  fully  deserves  this  adver- 
tisement, for  every  hunter  that  the  Tour- 
ist Department  of  the  CP.  R.  has  sent 
out  to  this  section  this  season,  with  one 
exception,  has  obtained  his  legal  limit  of 
game.  Mr.  Whipple  has  been  invited  to 
be  the  guest  of  the  Quebec  Fish  and 
Game  Association  at  their  annual  dinner 
and  stated  that  he  would  do  his 
utmost  to  so  arrange  matters  that 
he  might  be  able  to  attend. 


Demar  writes  :  Lined  along  the  em- 
bankment near  the  western  end  of  Vic- 
toria Bridge,  Montreal,  during  the  whole 
of  Saturday,  December,  25th,  there  were 
dozens  of  shooters  engaged  in  firing  at 
Guillemots  coming  up  the  St.  Lawrence, 
and  some  300  were  said  to  have  been 
bagged.  It  is  only  within  the  last  few 
years  that  these  marine  birds  have  been 
seen  so  far  up  the  river.  They  are  a 
species  of  duck  which  when  in  flight 
resemble  the  whistler  duck,  being  black 
and  white.  On  the  coasts  of  Great 
Britain  they  go  by  many  names,  but  in 
Canada  they  are  commonly  called  sea- 
crows,  probably  from  the  fact  that  their 
bills  and  those  of  crows  are  much  alike, 
and  that  they  are  quite  as  edible.

"A  dissatisfied  deer  hunter"  writes 
stating  that  he  and  five  friends  ^ent 
hunting  last  open  season  at  Aylen  Lake, 
going  in  from  Aylen  Station  on  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  Ottawa  Division. 
When  at  the  station  they  received  infor- 
mation to  the  effect  that  a  party  had  been 
hunting  with  dogs,  a  few  days  before  the 
hunting  season  opened  and  had  lost  two 
of  their  dogs.  When  they  arrived  at 
their  camping  grounds  on  the  lake  they 
found  entrails  of  deer  on  the  shore 
and  later  on  two  dogs  came  into 
the  camp  and  stayed  several  days.  A 
man  who  claimed  the  dogs  visited  them 
and  boasted  of  what  he  had  done,  stating 
that  he  expected  about  thirty  hunters  at 
his  place  and  a  few  deer  would  not  come 
amiss.  He  further  told  them  that  during 
the  previous  fall  his  son  went  out  hunt- 
ing and  killed  eight  deer  by  ten  o'clock 
in  the  morning.  The  six  gentlemen  heard 
this  boasting  and  they  were  afterwards 
told  that  the  man  was  in  Government 
employ  either  as  a  game  or  fire  warden 
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or  both.  As  a  result  of  this  illegal  clear- 
ance of  the  deer  the  party  only  suc- 
ceeded in  getting  a  very  few  deer  after 
spending  three  weeks  in  the  woods  and 
considerable  amounts  of  their  hard  ear- 
ned money.  No  wonder  they  are  dissat- 
isfied and  suggest  that  the  Government 
should  send  strangers  up  north  in  Octo- 
ber to  see  that  the  game  laws  are  enfor- 
ced. Only  by  some  such  method  as  this 
will  it  be  possible  to  enforce  the  law  and 
give  a  square  deal  to  those  who  while 
desirous  of  enjoying  a  vacation  in  the 
woods  and  securing  their  share  of  venison 
are  also  wishful  to  maintain  the  law.

The  Future  of  Canada's  Cup. 


Yacht  racing  circles  have  had  but 
one  topic  for  discussion  lately — the  future 
of  Canada's  cup.  The  R.  C.  Y.  C.  have 
contended  that  under  the  deed  of  gift, 
Seneca,  the  Rochester  defender,  was  not 
eligible  to  enter  the  competition  and  that 
she  was  not  built  under  the  new  scant- 
ling rules.  The  Rochester  club  have  clung 
to  Seneca  but  offered  to  allow  a  new 
Canadian  challenger  to  be  built  under 
new  rules,  which  should  omit  the  scant- 
ling restrictions.  The  R.  C.  Y  C.  have 
asked  that  the  deed  of  gift  should  be 
referred  to  some  yachting  authority  to 
arbitrate  upon  the  exact  meaning  of  the 
wording  of  the  deed.  The  Rochester 
Club  hold  that  this  is  quite  unnecessary 
as  the  wording  is  plain  and  under  it 
Seneca  is  eligible. 

The  Rochester  Club  say  :  We  do  not 
believe  the  members  of  the  Royal  Cana- 
dian Yacht  Club  can  seriously  entertain 
the  opinion  that  Seneca  is  not  elig- 
ible. We  trust  that  these  conditions, 
as  changed  by  us,  will  be  satisfactory 
to  you  and  that  you  will  sign  and  return 
the  same.  If  there  is  any  question  on 
the  part  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Yacht 
Club  respecting  the  eligibility  of  Sen- 
eca, we  want  it  raised  and  determined 
now.  If  your  club  raises  this  question 
we  offer  to  refer  the  question  of  the 
eligibility  of  Seneca  to  sail  under  the 
rules  of  the  Y  R.U.  to  that  body  itself, 
the  question,  however,  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Y.  R.  U.  within  two  weeks  and 
its  decision  in  the  matter  to  be  final. 
Should  you  deem  it  a  hardship  to  build  a 
boat  under  the  present  rules  as  to  scant- 
ling, and  you  desire  it,  we  are  willing, 
in  a  spirit  of  fairness,  to  agree  to  elimin- 
ate the  scantling  restrictions  entirely  for 
the  race." 


After  meetings  and  conferences  the 
following  telegram  was  sent  to  Roches- 
ter : 

"The  Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club  ac- 
cepts your  suggestion  to  submit  the 
question  of  eligibility  of  Seneca  to  race 
for  the  Canada's  Cup  under  the  rules  of 
the  Yacht  Racing  Union  of  the  Great 
Lakes  and  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift 
of  the  Canada's  Cup  to  the  Council  of 
the  Union  at  the  meeting  to  be  held  [in 
Detroit,  December  nineteenth.  Kindly 
acknowledge  the  receipt  by  wire." 

This  action  was  taken  by  the  joint 
meeting  of  the  Executive  and  the  Sailing 
Commitee  of  the  club  with  Commodore 
Macdonald  in  the  chair. 

The  Rochester  Club  wrote  : 

''Our  position  should  be  clear  to  you. 
We  refuse  to  refer  to  the  Yacht  Racing 
Union  any  question  as  to  the  eligibility 
of  Seneca  under  the  terms  of  the 
deed  of  gift.  There  has  been  no  change 
in  the  terms  of  the  deed  of  gift,  and  as 
Seneca  was  eligible  to  and  did  defend 
the  cup  in  1907,  there  can  be  no  possible 
question  as  to  her  eligibility  in  1909. 
The  question  we  have  offered  to  submit 
will  settle  the  whole  controversy.  If 
Seneca  is  elegible  under  the  rules  of  the 
Yacht  Racing  Union  she  is  eligible  under 
the  deed  of  gift.  We  do  not  care  to  have 
a  clean-cut  question  involved  and  com- 
plicated for  apparently  no  other  purpose 
than  to  obscure  it.  Consider  this  answer 
final. 

After  a  conference  at  Rochester  the  R. 
C.  Y.  C.  delegates  reported  : 

"Your  delegates  are  strongly  of  the 
opinion  that  so  long  as  the  Rochester 
Yacht  Club  hold  their  present  views 
there  is  no  hope  of  our  getting  what  we 
contend  is  a  reasonable  interpretation  of 
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the  deed  of  gift,  and  that  in  tuture  chal- 
lenges for  the  cup  we  will  be  open  to  the 
answer  that  we  have  nflw  received, 
that  the  Rochester  Yacht  Club  will  be  at 
liberty  to  borrow  a  yacht  wherever  it 
pleases  in  the  United  States  so  long  as 
the  owner  thereof  is  a  member,  resident, 
non-resident  or  honorary,  of  their  club 
or  even  if  the  owner  thereof  is  made  an 
honorary  member  of  their  club  for  the 
express  purpose  of  using  his  yacht  to 
defend  the  cup  :  in  other  words,  the 
Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club,  if  it  intends 
further  to  interest  itself  in  racing  for  the 
cup,  must  be  prepared  to  race  any  fast 
boat  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  or  else- 
where, whose  owner  is  prepared  to  lend 
his  boat  for  the  purpose  of  defending  the 
cup  by  becoming  an  honorary  member 
of  the  Rochester  Yacht  Club." 


The  result  of  the  discussion  at  Toronto 
was  the  sending  of  the  following  tele- 
gram to  the  Rochester  Yacht  Club  : — 

"Clute  E.  Noxon,  Secretary  Rochester 
Yacht  Club,  Rochester  :  "Your  having 
rejected  the  many  suggestions  of  our 
committee  to  settle  the  difference  of  opin- 
ion regarding  the  intention  of  the  deed 
of  gift  of  Canada's  Cup  to  an  independ- 
ent tribunal  we  hereby  withdraw  our 
challenge  of  twenty-third  of  September, 
much  regretting  the  circumstances  neces- 
sitating the  same.  This  action  is  only 
taken  after  deep  consideration  by  our 
Executive  and  Sailing  Committee.

The  Oase  for  the  R.  C.  Y.  O. 

The  following  has  been  issued  by  the 
R.  C.  Y.  C. :  To  the  Yachtsmen  af  the  Great 
Lakes.:  •  •  :. 

.  Gentlemen  :  Owing  to  the  publicity 
given  to  the,  controversy  between  the 
Rochester  Yacht  Club  and  the  Royal 
Canadian  Yacht  Club  and  the  inaccuracy 
of  many  of  the  newspaper  reports,  the 
Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club  feel  that 
some  explanation  why  they  have  with- 
drawn their  challenge  is  due  to  the 
yachtsmen  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

There  are  two  points  at  issue.  In  the 
minds  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club, 
the  more  important  one  is  the  question  of 
the  use  of  yachts  in  the  contest  not  in- 


tended in  good  faith  for  use  on  the  Great 
Lakes.  They  contend  that  the  spirit  and 
language  of  the  deed  of  gift  clearly  indi- 
cates that  what  was  in  the  minds  of  the 
donors  was  to  provide  a  cup  for  Interna- 
tional racing  between  the  yachts  of  the 
yacht  clubs  bordering  on  the  Great  Lakes, 
and  to  provide  a  cup  for  fresh  water  sim- 
ilar to  the  American's  Cup  for  salt;  and 
that,  had  it  been  the  intention  of  the  don- 
ors to  throw  the  contest  open  to 
all  Canada  and  all  the  United 
States,  the  deed  would  have  said  that 
the  contest  was  to  be  between  yachts 
owned  in  Canada  and  yachts  owned  in 
the  United  States. 

The  Rochester  Yacht  Club  contend 
that  the  deed  of  gift  is  not  clear  as  to  this 
point,  and  they  contend  for  the  right  to 
use  and  draw  their  defenders  or  challen- 
gers from  the  American  fleet  of  yachts, no 
matter  where  their  home  port  may  be  or 
their  owners  may  reside,  so  long  as  they 
are  made  membars  of  a  Great  Lakes' 
Yacht  Club.  This  we  hold,  is  not  the 
spirit  of  the  deed,  and  would  be  most 
unequal  and  unreasonable. 

The  second  point,  and  one  less  import- 
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ant  in  our  eyes,  is  the  eligibility  (if  the 
Seneca  to  race  tor  the  Canada's  Cup, 
owing  to  her  not  complying  with  the 
scantling  restrictions  now  in  force  in  the 
union,  whereas  our  representative  would 
have  to  build  under  these  restrictions. 
Thus,  if  it  was  allowed  that  the  Sen- 
eca was  exempt  from  these  restrictions 
under  the  reading  of  the  union  rule  on 
this  point,  she  would  obtain  an  advantage 
which  it  is  not  in  the  interest  of  sport,  or 
of  any  amateur  contest,  should  exist,  as 
we  take  it,  the  fundamental  principal  of 
all  true  sports  is  competition  on  absolute- 
ly even  terms.  We  further  have  con- 
tended that  the  Seneca  having  been  on 
salt  water  and  owned  by  a  New  York 
yachtsman,  her  home  port  being  Indian 
Harbor,  she  being  licensed  there  at  the 
time  of  the  passing  of  the  scantling  rule 
in  1907,  was  not  exempt  as  would  be  a 
fresh  water  yacht  owned  in  good  faith 
and  kept  for  use  on  the  Great  Lakes. This 
latter  point,  however,  to  our  minds,  is 
of  lesser  importance  than  the  one  of  eli- 
gibility to  race  for  the  Canada's  Cup  of 
anything  but  bona  fide  Great  Lakes' 
yachts,  owned  in  good  faith  and  kept 
for  use  on  the  Great  Lakes. 

We  have  gone  to  the  last  extreme  in 
our  endeavors  to  persuade  the  Rochester 
Yacht  Club  to  leave  the  point  in  dispute 
to  a  disinterested  tribunal,  by  first  accept- 
ing their  proposal  to  name  the  council  of 
the  union  as  arbitrators,  and  afterwards 
to  the  Regatta  Committee  of  either  the 
New  York  Yacht  Club  or  the  Eastern 
Yacht  Club  of  Boston  or  any  other 
American  Yacht  Club  that  we  could  agree 
upon  and  to  abide  by  their  decision.  The 
Rochester  Club,  however,  have  rejected 
our  advances,  and  maintained  that  they 
will  not  abritrate  on  the  first  point,  but 
are  prepared  to  leave  to  the  union  the  ques- 
tion as  to  the  eligibility  of  the  Seneca  to 
race  under  the  union  rules,  but  with  re- 
spect to  the  question  of  her  scantling 
only.  As  this,  however,  is  a  contest 
for  the  Canada's  Cup,  our  contention  is 
that  the  deed  of  gift  of  the  Canada's  Cup 
must  be  the  instrument  to  guide  those 
who  are  to  decide,  as  that  instrument 
says  that  such  challenge  shall  be  made 
and  the  matches  sailed  in  accordance 
with  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  in- 
strument, and  that  alterations  may  be 
made  that  are  mutual  to  both  parties, 
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but  only  where  they  do  not  alter  the 
sense  and  spirit  of  this  instrument. 

On  Saturday  December,  twelfth,  we 
sent  a  committee  to  Rochester  to  confer 
with  the  committee  of  that  Club,  but  as 
they  absolutely  refuse  to  arbitrate  the 
question,  we  make  this  statement  to  you, 
the  yachtsmen  of  the  Great  Lakes,  to 
explain  why  the  Royal  Canadian  Yacht 
Club  withdraws  from  the  contests 
for  the  Canada's  Cup  so  long  as 
the  Rochester  Yacht  Club  maintains  this 
position. 


The  New  York  Sun:  — The  general 
feeling  among  yachtsmen  here  is  that  the 
Canadians  are  right  in  their  opinion  that 
the  Seneca  is  not  eligible.  That  yacht 
does  not  comply  with  the  scantling  re- 
strictions, and  it  would  be  unfair  to  race 
her  against  a  yacht  that  does  do  so.

eight  inch  nipple  accompanies  each  Com- 
pressometer,  for  making  entrance  to  the 
crank  case.  The  registrations  occur 
with  such  rapidity  that  a  lazy  pointer  is 
fitted,  which  when  the  charge  is  exhaust- 
ed or  when  vacuums  and  pressures  occur 
in  the  crank  case,  the  red  hand  remains 
at  the  maximum  reading.  It  must  be 
borne  in  mind  that  the  cylinder  compres- 
sion and  the  crank  case  pressure — vacu- 
um furnish  the  general  indications  of  the 
condition  of  the  motor  and  the  inability  of 
one  cylinder  while  the  others  develop 
normally,  reveals  the  condition  which  de- 
mands immediate  attention.  One  weak 
cylinder  causes  the  motor  to  pull  uneven- 
ly and  greatly  impairs  its  capacity,  as 
well  as  applying  unnecessary  strains. 
Any  great  difference  in  compression  ob- 
tained demonstrates  leaks  about  head 
packing,  escape  about  or  through  spark 
plug,  about  or  through  priming  cup,  a 
possible  carbonized  piston  head,  loose 
piston  rings  or  piston  ring  slots  in  line 
or  a  too  early  opening  of  exhaust  port.  If 
the  vacuum  be  greater  than  the  compres- 
sion then  the  intake  port  is  open  insuf- 


ficiently. If,  however,  the  vacuum  be 
less  than  the  pressure,  then  the  transfer 
port  is  opened  insufficiently.  Any  leaks 
about  crank  case  bushing,  packing,  hand 
holes,  plugs  or  bearings  will  affect  the 
uniformity  of  readings,  and  the  Compres- 
someter  in  its  action  serves  to  assist  you 
in  rectifying  mistakes  in  crank  case  oper- 
ation.

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OST  people  unacquainted  with 
the  Canadian  west  would  expect 
to  see  few  automobiles  in  that 
country  and  would  expect  to  find 
those  few  in  the  cities  and  towns  only, 
where  wealth  is  supposed  to  be  centred. 
The  huge 
string  of  Win- 
nipeg automo- 
biles and  the 
numbers  own- 
ed at  the  smal- 
ler cities  and 
towns  would 
be  a  surprise 
to  the  eastern- 
er while  a  dou- 
b  1  e  surprise 
would  await 
him  when  the 
number  of  au- 
tomobilesown- 
ed  by  progres- 
sive farmers 
would  be 
counted  u  p. 
For  in  many 
districts  there 
are  farmers 
not  only  in 
comfort  able 
circumstance  s 

but    wealthy  and  able  to  afford 
jority  of  the  luxuries  of  life. 

Amongst  such  districts  is  the  favored 
beautiful  plains  region  adjacent  to  the 
town  of  Neepawa  and  in  that  country  are 
found  some  of  the  finest  farms  and  most 
progressive  farmers  in  Canada. 

The  Neepawa  Register,  a  local  paper 
in  the  county,  noted  with  some  satisfac- 
tion last  spring  that  there  were  several 
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the  ma- 


automobiles  owned  in  the  district,  re- 
marking on  the  fact  that  they  all  were 
owned  by  farmers  and  stated  that  as  an 
attraction  for  the  town  fair  the  paper 
would  put  up  a  trophy  for  local  competi- 
tion by  the  automobiles  owned  in  the 
county.  The  idea 
was  received  with 
approval  and  the 
King  Edward  al- 
so offered  to  do- 
nate a  gold  med- 
al for  a  speed 
trialat  theannual 
Athletic  Meet  on 
the  twenty-fifth 
of  May. 

The  races  were 
looked  forward 
to  with  consider- 
able interest  be- 
ing the  firstofthe 
kind  held  locally, 
and  the  fact  that 
well-known  and 
popular  neigh- 
bors were  to 
compete,  each 
driving  his  own 
machine,  gave 
added  interest  to 
the  affair.  Ow- 
ing to  heavy  rain  on  the  night  of  the 
twenty-third  only  two  machines  were  on 
hand  at  the  Athletic  Meet,  Robt.  Kerr 
and  Walter  Rowe,  both  of  Springhill,  a 
district  some  ten  miles  from  Neepawa. 
The  track  was  in  rather  poor  condition 
but  a  good  exhibition  of  speed  was  given. 
The  race  being  new  to  all  concerned  the 
directors  in  charge  thought  it  best  to 
allow  only  one  machine  on  the  track  at

a  time  and  the  contestants  ran  against 
time. 

Kerr's  machine  put  up  a  good  race  being 
neatly  and  safely  handled,  and  being  re- 
marked upon  as  a  very  good,  safe  and 
desirable  automobile.  When  Mr.  Rowe 
started  however,  it  was  easily  seen  that 
his  speed  was  greater  while  he  handled 
his  machine  with  as  great  caution  and 
the  decision  was  in  his  favor  by  consider- 
able margin. 

For  the  annual  Exhibition  the  Register 
put  up  a  fifty  dollar  cup  exhibited  in  a 
local  jeweller's  window  for  some  time  and 
attracting  considerable  attention.  When 
the  day  came  the  track  was  in  excellent 
co  n  di  t  i  o  n — 
though  not  be- 
ing built  for 
this  style  or 
speeding  it  is 
not  capable  of 
such  tremen- 
dous bursts  of 
speed  as  mark 
the  automobile 
tracks,  and  even 
reasonable  rac- 
ing speed  re- 
quires careful 
handling  to  a- 
void  danger  to 
the  driver  and 
possibly  to  the 
onlookers. 

After  some 
delay  occasion- 
ed by  clearing 
the  track  the 
race  was  called 
and  three  auto- 
mobilesentered, 
Walter  Rowe, 

Robt.  Kerr  and  Geo.  Kerr,  all  well  known 
farmers,  the  former  entering  his  Reo  Mac- 
hine and  the  Kerr  Bros,  each  entering  a 
Pope-Tribune.  It  was  arranged  that  two 
machines  should  race  and  the  third  compete 
with  thewinner, the  distance  to  be  ten  laps 
of  the  half  mile  track  ;  Dan  Hamilton, 
starter  for  the  horse-races,  to  start  the 
race  and  Clarence  Ralph  to  keep  time. 
Owing  to  the  difference  in  horse-power, 
a  handicap  of  thirty-five  seconds  was  ar- 
ranged, Rowe  having  twenty  horsepower 
and  each  of  the  Kerrs   fourteen  horse

power  as  against  the  Reo  Machine.  The 
bye  fell  to  Geo.  Kerr  so  the  first  race 
was  between  Mr.  Rowe  and  Robt.  Kerr. 

The  start  looked  promising  enough,  Mr. 
Kerr  getting  away  fairly  well  and  Rowe 
starting  to  overtake  his  handicap  at  al- 
most breakneck  speed, but  before  two  laps 
had  been  passed  Kerr's  machine  blew 
out  a  fuse  and  had  to  be  pulled  in  and 
in  making  repairs  slight  damage  was 
done  that  put  the  machine  out  of  racing 
condition.  The  starter  then  called  Rowe 
and  awarded  him  the  race  and  almost 
immediately  called  him  and  Mr.  Geo. 
Kerr  to  the  starting  wire. 

This  start  looked  like  the  promise  of  a 
good  race  and 
such  it  proved. 
Kerr's  machine 
started  slower 
than  Rqwe's 
machine  had 
done  in  the  pre- 
vious race  but 
gained  speed 
quickly  and  in 
the  thirty- five 
seconds  ©f  the 
handicap  was 
well  around  the 
track.  When 
the  starter  gave 
Rowe  the  word 
his  chance  of 
making  up  this 
long  stretch  be- 
tween looked 
rather  slim. 
Yet  by  the  time 
both  had  again 
crossed  the 
wire  it  was  seen 
that  Rowe  was 
steadily  eating  up  the  distance  between 
the  two,  both  machines  flying  past  at  a 
speed  never  equalled  upon  that  track  be- 
fore and  requiring  careful  handling  on 
the  sharp  turns  built  only  for  horse  rac- 
ing. Several  times  spectators  rose  ex- 
citedly as  the  wheels  at  one  side  seemed 
to  lift  from  the  ground  under  the  sharp 
turn. 

Before  the  fifth  lap  the  crowd  was 
speculating  or  even  betting  on  how  soon 
the  Red  Reo  Machine  would  pass  the 
dark  colored  Pope-Tribune  and  the  actual

neck  and  neck  competition  took  place 
on  the  home  stietch  directly  before  the 
grand  stand,  the  Reo  worming  its  nose 
and  then  its  whole  length  passed  the 
other  machine  in  the  same  steady  gain 
and  taking  a  slight  spurt  to  gain  the 
pole.  Then  the  machines  kept  fairly  close 
until  the  last  lap  when  Rowe  gave  a 
tremendous  burst  of  speed  and  increased 
his  lead  considerably  making  the  wire  in 
9.43  for  the  whole  ten  laps,  Mr.  Kerr 
coming  in  a  few  seconds  later. 

Several  leading  spectators  warmly 
congratuated  their  neighbor  farmers  on 
the  sportsmanlike  and  gentlemanly  race 
they  conducted  and  thanked  them  for 
a  speed  exhibition  that  was  new  to  the 
majority  of  the  crowd  and  interesting  to 
all,  hoping  to  see  an  even  better  competi- 
tion next  year. 


Interesting:  Auto  Observations. 

Testing  the  comparative  speeds  of 
various  animals  by  speedometer  has  been 
one  of  the  pet  diversions  of  Donald  Mc- 
intosh, driver  of  the  Studebaker  Scout 
car,  now  ferreting  out  a  prospective 
Glidden  Tour  for  the  next  summer 
through  the  West. 

Animals  both  wild  and  tame  are  plenti- 


lul  along  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Nebraska 
roads,  according  to  Mcintosh,  who  de- 
clares incidentally  that  the  major  part  of 
the  tremendous  prosperity  of  the  Western 
farmer  is  due  to  the  fact  that  he  utilizes 
the  public  highway  for  a  feeding  ground 
and  promenade  de  luxe  for  his  domestic 
animals  and  poultry. 

Incidental  to  his  story  of  comparative 
speed  of  animals,  Mcintosh  says  that 
an  average  day's  hunting  with  a  thirty 
horse  power  Studebaker,  taking  roads  as 
one  finds  them  in  Kansas  and  Missouri, 
nets  him  six  chickens,  one  turkey,  two 
guinea  hens,  a  sucking  pig  and  a  couple 
of  squirrels.  Last  week  he  bagged  but 
one  goat  to  every  three  sheep,  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  goat  tribe  seems  to  have 
less  curiosity  to  study  the  workings  of  a 
gasoline  engine,  judging  by  the  observa- 
tions up-to-date. 

Reverting  to  the  relative  speed  quali- 
ties of  different  animals  Mcintosh  de- 
clares that  he  was  paced  for  eleven  miles 
by  a  jack-rabbit  over  a  fine  piece  of  Kan- 
sas road  near  Leavenworth  and  the 
speedometer  fluctuated  from  thirty-seven 
to  forty-two  miles.  Near  the  town  the 
road  improved  aud  the  speed  of  the 
' 'scout"  was  increased  to  forty-seven 
miles  and  the  jack-rabbit  sulkily  jumped 
a  hedge  and  gave  up  the  road  to  the 
Studebaker. 

The  cottontail  rabit,McIntosh  declares, 
does  well  for  about  two  or  three  miles  at 
about  twenty-three  to  twenty-six  an  hour 
but  cannot  exceed  twenty-eight  miles  an 
hour.  He  is  a  sprinter  pure  and  simple 
and  never  attempts  to  "go  the  route"  in 
competition  with  an  automobile. 

Of  the  bovine  tribe,  observations  show 
that  the  two-year  old  steer  is  most  agile. 
He  is  capable  of  about  three  miles  at 
an  eighteen  mile  pace  and  hates 
to  be  conquered.  In  this  characteristic 
he  differs  from  the  horse,  which  invariab- 
ly seeks  a  side  road  when  chased  by  an 
auto.  The  steer,  however,  continues 
straight  along  the  road  until  exhausted. 

In  studying  the  moods  of  domestic 
fowl,  Mcintosh,  who  has  toured  in  thirty 
or  more  States,  declares  the  goose  belies 
its  reputation  for  lack  of  wisdom.  In- 
variably the  goose  steps  from  the  road 
on  approach  of  the  automobile,  while  the 
chicken  loses  its  mental  equilibrium  and 
cannot  decide  whether  to  race  the  car  or

It  is  notorious  that  this  piece  of 
road,  which  parallells  the  Michigan  Cen- 
tral tracks  the  greater  part  of  the  way, 
is  one  of  the  worst  in  the  middle  western 
country,  and  tourists  who  are  wise  avoid 
it  as  far  as  possible.

construction  stand  out  prominently  above 
all  others.  The  first  is  the  wide  adoption 
of -the  shaft  drive  among  makers  who 
have,  heretofore,  produced  none  but 
chain  driven  cars  and  the  other  is  the 
abandonment  of  ball  bearings  for  crank- 
shafts in  tavor  ot  plain  bearings. 

"From  present  indications,"  Mr.  Fer- 
gusson  says,  "not  over  two  years  will 
pass  before  every  maker  of  any  great 
prominence  in  Europe  will  have  abandon- 
ed for  good  the  chain  drive  and  installed 
a  shaft  drive  in  all  of  his  models.  This 
movement  is  not  confined  to  the  makers 
of  any  one  country  but  is  noticeable 
equally  in  England,  France,  Germany 
and  Italy.  Some  manufacturers  have 
confined  the  shaft  drive  to  their  new  and 
usually  lighter  powered  models,  retain- 
ing practically  their  former  construction 
for  high  powered  cars.  The  change  to 
the  shaft  drive  for  their  high  pov*rered 
cars  is  only  a  matter  of  a  short  time. 
Other  makers,  on  the  other  hand,  have 
made  the  change  throughout  their  line 
at  the  same  time.  There  has  not  been  a 
single  change  from  the  shaft  to  the  chain 
drive  that  I  have  heard  of. 


The  most  prominent  general  tendency 
aside  from  the  matter  of  final  drive  is  the 
reversion  to  plain  bearings.  Several 
years  ago  two  manufacturers,  one  French 
and  the  other  German,  both  of  whom 
stood  high  in  their  own  countries  adopt- 
ed ball  bearings  for  the  crank  shaft. 
The  outcome  of  their  policy  was  watched 
with  a  great  deal  of  interest  by  automo- 
bile makers  throughout  the  world.  This 
year  marks  the  definite  abandonment  by 
them  of  their  experiment  and  their  return 
to  plain  bearings  from  one  end  of  the 
crank  shaft  to  the  other.  This  act  of 
theirs  is  rather  gratifying  to  makers  who 
had  always  advocated  plain  bearings  and 
who  continued  to  advocate  them  at  that 
time.  It  is  not  probable  that  any  other 
makers  in  Europe  will  experiment  with 
ball  bearing  crankshafts  after  the  exper- 
ience these  two  makers  have  had  with 
them. 

"So  far  as  actual  business  goes  the 
foreign  manufacturers  have  had  a  rather 
dull  twelve  months  but  affairs  now  ap- 
pear to  be  in  better  shape  and  a 
number  of  factories  are  running  at  cap- 
acity. 


Automobiles  on  Prince  Edward  Island 


Local  Prohibition  Upheld. 


According  to  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  Privy  Council  approved  of 
by  the  Governor  General  on  November 
sixteenth,  the  Antomobile  Act  passed  at 
the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  has 
been  declared  within  the  power  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Legislature  to  enact.  A  copy  of  the 
report  has  been  received  by  Lieutenant 
Governor  MacKinnon. 

Petitions  had  been  torwarded  to  the 
Governor-General  from  the  automobile 
drivers  asking  him  to  disallow  the  Act  on 
the  grounds  that  it  was  oppressive  and 
unjust  and  in  excess  of  local  legislative 
authority.  The  report  says  that  the 
Government  is  not  concerned  with  any 
question  as  to  the  propriety  or  expediency 
of  the  statute.  Its  effect  is  merely  to 
prohibit  the  use  of  motor  vehicles  upon 
the  public  highways,  and  the  power  to 
do  this  is  unquestionably  vested  in  the 
Legislature.  The  report  is  signed  by 
the  Minister  of  Justice. 

The  following  is  the  extract  from  the 
report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Privy 
Council,  approved  by  the  Governor  Gen- 
eral on  the  I6th  of  November,  1908  :  — 
Chapter  13,  intituled, — 

"An  Act  to  prohibit  the  use  of  Motor 
Vehicles  upon  the  public  highways  of 
this  Province. 

The  principal  enactment  of  this  statute 


is  that  no  person  shall  use  or  operate 
upon  a  public  highway  in  the  Province 
any  motor  vehicle. 

There  has  been  referred  to  the  under- 
signed a  copy  of  a  new  petition  of  certain 
residents  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  own- 
ers of  automobiles  ;  also  a  copy  of  a 
petition  of  the  Charlottetown  Automobile 
Company,  Limited,  both  praying  for 
disallowance,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
legislation  is  oppressive  and  unjust,  and 
in  excess  of  local  legislative  authority. 
The  undersigned  has  also  received  letters 
complaining  of  the  statute. 

Your  Excellency's  Government  for 
reasons  which  havebeenoften  stated, is  not 
concerned  with  any  question  as  to  the 
propriety  or  expediency  of  that  statute. 

Its  effect  is  merely  to  prohibit  the  use 
of  motor  vehicles  upon  the  public  high- 
ways of  the  Province,  and  the  power  to 
do  this  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  under- 
signed, unquestionably  vested  in  the 
Legislature. 

The  undersigned  recommends  that  a 
copy  of  this  report,  if  approved,  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Lieutenant  Governor-  ot 
Prince  Edward  Island  for  the  information 
of  his  Government.

On  the  initial  trial  Lesh  is  reported  to 
have  navigated  the  car  a  distance  of  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  and  to  have  successfully 
turned  and  returned  to  the  starting 
point.

Stray  Pellets 

The  Parkdale  Gun  Club.  Toronto,  have 
registered  a  Tournament  to  be  held  on  their 
grounds  on  Good  Friday  and  the  following 
Saturday,  April  9th  and  10th.  The  members 
of  the  committee  are  working  hard,  with  a 
view  of  making  this  one  of  the  best  Club 
Tournaments  ever  held  in  Canada,  and  they 
bespeak  the  support  of  Trap  Shooters  in  all 
parts  of  the  Dominion  to  make  good  their 
laudable  intentions. 

In  these  days  of  good,  reliable  guns  at 
moderate  prices,  carefully  prepared  and  re- 
liable ammunition,  accidents  at  traps  are  rare. 
A  trap  shootier  is  not  long  at  the  game  until 
he  has  had  his  bump  of  caution  pretty  well 
developed.  The  development  is  materially  as- 
sisted by  the  strenuous  remarks  of  his  com- 
panions, following  any  breach  of  the  code  of 
safety.  Unfortunately,  accidents  do  occur  oc- 
casionally. At  Pottsville,  Pa.,  while  testing  a 
new  gun,  John  Croslin,  a  prominent  wing 
shot  of  the  Schuylkill  Valley,  was  fatally 
hurt.  He  was  shooting  clay  pigeons  in  the 
presence  of  a  number  of  friends,  when  a  heavy 
charge  caused  the  gun  to  burst.  The  entire 
charge  and  pieces  of  the  gun  metal  struck  the 
unfortunate  man's  left  leg,  tearing  it  to 
shreds.  At  Harrow,  Ont.,  Roland  Wright  had 
his  gun  burst  at  the  breech  and  his  eye  hurt, 
tihough  not  seriously,  said  to  have  been  caus- 
ed by  a  defective  shell,  while  shooting  at  the 
traps. 

John  Stocker,  the  veteran  hunter  and  trap 
shooter,  has  removed  from  his  Ontario  home 
to  British  Columbia.  He  can  shoot  moose  and 
deer  from  his  bed,  so  he  is  happy  and  wi  1 
stay  there.   

At  the  fifth  shoot  of  Ingersoll  Gun  Club  for 
the  Dupont  trophy,  the  scores,  out  of  25 
were:  Nichols.  23;  W.  J.  Kirbyson,  21;  F  W. 
Staples,  16;  Geo.  Riddle,  16.  Mr.  R.  El.  Day, 
of  London,  who  has  attended  all  sport  ng 
events  in  Ingersoll  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
is  one  of  the  leading  authorities  on  trap 
shooting  in  Canada,  as  well  as  one  of  t  e 
best  shots,  donated  a  handsome  pair 
gloves  to  the  person  making  the  highest  «core. 
The  prize  was  won  by  Mr.  Nichols  with  a 
score  of  23  out  of  25. 

The  Grand  American  Handicap  will  be  held 
tihis  year  at  Chicago.  A  feature  of  the  big 
events  in  future  will  be  doubles.  The  Pre- 
liminary Handicap  will  be  at  80  singles  and 
ten  doubles;  the  Amateur  and  Profes^io  al 
Championships  at  160  singles  and  20  doubles, 
the  shooter  being  advanced  2  yards  in  shoot- 
ing doubles.

We  have  for  years  endeavored  to  meet  tne 
wishes  of  that  large  and  innuential  body  oi 
sportsmen,  the  trap  shooters,  by  devoting  a 
department  especially  to  their  Interests.  It 
has  been,  and  always  will  be,  diuicult,  in  a 
monthly  publication,  to  keep  trap  reports 
irom  appearing  stale,  especially  to  the  par- 
ticipants in  tne  events  recorded,  but  we  are 
willing  to  devote  valuable  space  to  meet  the 
conditions  as  far  as  possible. 

it  must  be  kept  in  mind  by  those  inclined  to 
be  critical,  that  there  is  no  QuicKer  medium 
in  Canada,  as  yet,  outside  the  daiy  press, 
for  the  dissemination  of  trap  news.  it  is  a 
recognized  fact  among  shooters  that  their  in- 
terests get  scant  attention  from  the  daily 
newspaper.  So  that  if  your  scores  are  not 
published  in  Rod  and  Gun,  they  are,  probably 
not  published  at  all.  If  they  are  published  ia 
your  local  paper  they  reach  only  a  limited 
number  of  local  readers  and  do  not,  to  any 
great  extent,  reach  that  large  class  from 
Bnitish  Columbia  to  Nova  Scotia,  for  whom 
they  are  of  special  interest.  Then,  again,  if 
your  scores  are  published  in  this  department, 
the  reader  has  in  compact  and  convenient 
foran,  a  record  of  his  doings  at  the  trap,  easy 
to  preserve  and  handy  to  refer  to  from  tims 
to  time. 

We  have  made  it  a  rule,  as  far  as  possible, 
to  have  a  representative  at  all  the  big  Can- 
adian meets,  and  most  of  the  smaller  ones, 
not  as  a  looker  on  merely  but  as  an  active 
participant,  thereby  contributing,  we  hope, 
to  a  certain  extent  to  their  success.  It  is  not 
possible,  of  course,  to  give  personal  and  spec- 
ial attention  to  all  the  trap  events  and  we 
are  dependent  very  much  on  the  kindness  and 
consideration  of  the  club  secretaries.

Trap  Shooting'  Scores  and  Reports 

Having  had  some  experience  in  keeping 
scores  for  various  kinds  of  sports  with  which 
I  have  been  connected  I  take  the  liberty  of 
writing  a  few  lines  on  the  subject  of  "Trap 
Shooting  Scores  and  Reports"  or  rather  the 
absence  of  them.  Any  person  interested  in 
trap  shooting  has  only  to  look  in  the  daily 
papers  as  proof  of  this,  when  he  will  find 
column  after  column  devoted  to  the  various 
leading  sports  and  scarcely  any  mention  of 
what  the  gun  clubs  are  doing.  This  order  of 
things  could  be  overcome  to  a  large  extent 
by  the  united  efforts  of  the  clubs  themselves  in 
appointing  one  of  their  members  to  see  th^t 
their  scores  and  any  news  items  that  mi«rht 
bs  of  interest  to  the  shooting  fraternity  was 
published  immediately  after  each  shoot  in  Rod 
and  Gun,  and  also  in  their  local  daily  or 
weekly  newspapers,  also  publish  the  date  of 
the  next  regular  or  special  shoot  orevious  to 
its  taking  place.  This  will  keen  the  name  of 
your  club  before  the  public  and  let  t^em  ^no~v 
that  you  are  still  doing  busines-.  Yo  i  mi^ht 
as  well  get  all  the  free  advertising  you  ca-n, 
as  clubs  in  other  lines  of  sport  are  not  back- 
ward in  doing  the  same  thing.  This  also  ap- 
plies to  rifle  and  revolver  clubs.  Tn  dti-s 
where  there  are  several  clubs,  the  report  of 
one  does  not  make  much  of  a  show,  but  if 
sent  in  collectively  they  woul^  mave  a  half 
column  or  more  with  a  special  hea^in^  o^e7* 
them,  and  thus  in  a  very  short  time  t^e  erun 
clubs  would  be  getting  the  recognition  t>>ey  are 
entitled  to.  While  on  this  subieot  a  few  re- 
marks with  reference  to  the  different  w^ys  of 
compiling  scores  will  not  be  out  of  place.  One 
way  and  a  very  poor  one  is  to  put  as  minv 


names  and  scores  as  you   can  crowd  into  one 
line,  with  the  result  tihat  the  shooter's  name 
appears  quite  frequently    at  the  end    of  one 
line  and  his  score  at  the  beginning  of  the 
next.    This  is  always  bewildering  and  hard  to 
make  comparisons.    Another  way  is    to  have 
each  event  set    in  a  seperate  column,  thus 
showing  the  number  of  targets  scored  in  each 
event,  but  as  this  style  takes  up  more  space 
and  a  longer  time  to  set  the  type,  some  of 
the  papers  are  adverse  to  publish  them  in  this 
form.    It  is  undoubtedly  the  best  way  to  ar- 
range scores  for  tournaments,  as    the  events 
usually  run  in  twenty  targets.    The  style  tha 
appeals  to  the  writer,  which  is  very   simple  to 
make  out  is  to  put  the  name  af  the  shooter, 
number  of  targets  shot  at  and  number  of  tar- 
gets broke  in  one  line  and  if  the  paper  pub- 
lishing the  score  is  crowded  for  space,  two 
names  can  be  put  in  one  line  with  the  same  ef- 
fect as  one,  thus  saving  half  the  amount  of 
space.  However,  uniformity  ought  to    be  the 
chief  aim  of  all  concerned,  and  I  wouM  there 
fore  ask  the  editor  of  trap  ghoottng  for 
and  Gun  to  give  his  opinion  with  reference  to 
the  style  he  prefers  for  his  journal.  Thank- 
inb  you  for  the  space  taken  up  by  me  on  this 
subject,  and  trusting  It  will  awaken  some  in- 
terest in  the  various  clubs  of  the  country.

With  feelings  of 
good  fellowship,  please  accept  the^ie  medals 
just  as  a  toKen  of  how  heartily  we  appreciate 
what  Canadians  have  done  for  the  .British 
Empire,  and  as  an  individual  I  send  them 
with  every  desire  that  the  sons  of  Canada 
may  feel  that  we  on  this  side,  always  have  a 
warm  place  in  our  hearts  for  those  we  ad- 
mire so  much  in  Hhe  land  of  the  Maple  Leaf. 
In  reference  to  these  medals,  I  only  ma^e  one 
condition,  and  that  is,  that  when  they  are 
won  that  your  good  wile  do  me  the  honor  of 
presenting  them  in  person  to  the  successful 
competitors. 

"My  personal  experience  with  Canadians  is 
of  the  warmest  possible  kind.  I  have  found 
their  friendship  as  boundless  as  the  ocean, 
and  their  hearts  as  big  as  the  seas  that  di- 
vide the  two  countries. 

"May  Canada  prosper  and  progress  with 
leaps  and  bounds,  so  that  in  a  short  period 
of  years  you  may  become  the  brightest  jewel 
in  the  British  crown,  and  the  greatest  shots 
in  the  British  Empine.

"Mr  Butt  is  very  fond  of  Canadians.  and, 
while  not  a  traDshooter.  entertained  those  in 
our  Dartv."  said  Mr.  Parker.  "He  gave  us  a 
great  time.  His  hospitality  was  unbounded. 
Above  all.  he  made  all  us  feel  perfectly  at 
home  and  at  ease  witih  him.  He  is  an  open- 
hearted.  loyal  Britisher,  whom  wp  were  proud 
to  meet.  We  met  many  fine  fellows  in  Ens- 
land,  measuring  them  ud  to  our  own  standard 
of  man  to  man.  apart  from  social  or  financ- 
ial position.  Mr.  Butt's  letter  will  convey  to 
Canadians  generally,  the  type  of  men  we  met. 
and  the  sentiment  engendered  by  our  visit. 
They  met  us  on  the  field  as  sporting  oppon- 
ents, but  above  all.  they  welcomed  us  as 
brothers  in  the  great  British  Empire.  and 
were  never  done  enquiring  about  Canada  and 
discussing  Canadian  progress." 

Mr.  Butt  is  well  known  to  many  Canadians. 
He  entertained  the  Canadian  bowlers  of  19 C 8 
handsomely,  and  while  he  is  not  a  t/raPshoot- 
er  or  connected  actively  with  any  of  the  great 
organizations,  he  also  paid  special  attention 
to  the  Canadian  gunners. 

The  medals,  which  are  excellent  samples  of 
English  sporting  trophies,  will  be  competed 
for  this  winter  by  the  Park  dale  Gun  Club. 

In  a  subsequent  letter,  Mr.  Butt  told  Mr.

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A  Successful  Moose  Hunt  in  New  Brunswick, 


BY  THE   HON.  CHARLES  SCOTT. 


|AVING  decided  upon  a  fall  hunt  in 
Canada  last  year,  and  fixed  upon 
New  Brunswick  as  the  scene  of  our 
efforts,  my  two  companions  (Dr.  Miller 
and  Mr.  White)  and  myself  journeyed 
from  Tennessee  to  St.  John  and  from 
that  city  direct  to  Perth,  the  residence  of 
George  Armstrong,  our  chief  guide.  He 
owns  some  ten  or  more  hunting  camps 
and  controls  the  shooting  privileges  of  a 
vast  surrounding  domain,  covering  perhaps 
more  than  one-half  of  the  woodland  in 
Victoriacounty. 
These  lands  be- 
long in  part  to 
the  Dominion  of 
Canada  and  in 
part  to  the  Can- 
adian Pacific 
railroad.  As 
Armstrong  has 
no  contract  with 
either,  he  is 
without  legal 
rights  in  the 
premises.'  T  he 
uun  writte  n 
law,"  of  the 
Province,  how- 
ever, gives 
the  man 
who  cuts  the 
trails  and  builds 
log  cabins,  call- 
ed camps,  the 
exclusive  hunt- 
ing privileges 
on  the  adjacent

property.  These  rights,  I  am  informed, 
are  tacitly  recognized  by  the  land  owners, 
and  are  seldom,  if  ever,  questioned  by 
anyone  else.  Armstrong  and  others  en- 
gaged in  this  business,  rent  their  camps 
to  various  patrons,  furnishing  guides, 
provisions,  and  in  short,  everything  ex- 
cept blankets  and  guns,  the  hunters  pay- 
ing for  same  so  much  per  diem.  The 
business  is  fairly  remunerative,  and  if  I 
may  form  an  opinion  of  other  New  Bruns- 
wick guides  from  my  acquaintance  with 

George  Ar  m  s- 
strong,  I  would 
say  without 
hesitancy  that 
they  are  honest, 
sober,  industri- 
ous and  oblig- 
ing men,  expert 
guides  and  hun- 
ters, anxious  to 
do  all  they  can 
to  promote  the 
pleasure  and 
success  of  the 
s  p  o  rtsmen  by 
whom  they  are 
employed. 

The  open 
seasononmoose 
commences  o  n 
Sept.  fifteenth, 
and  sowelostno 
time  in  starting 
for  the  big 
woods.  One 
who  is  not  fond 
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of  the  open  or  who  objects  in  the  least  to 
roughing  it  can  never  understand  nor  ap- 
preciate the  exhilaration  and  enthusiasm 
animating  the  hunter,  old  or  young,  when 
with  rifle  on  shoulder  he  entersthe  woods 
and  mountains  in  search  of  big  game, 
and  the  quiet  enjoyment  and  abandon  to 
be  found  far  from  the  madding  crowd, 
in  what  Stewart  Edward  White  has  aptly 
termed  "the  silent  places." 

It  was  the  keen  anticipation  of  this 
fast  approaching  pleasure  that  aroused 
us  like  a  bugle  call  on  the  morning  of 
Sept.  fourteenth.  The  first  start,  how- 
ever, is  always  a  slow  one,  and  so  it  was 
after  seven  o'cclock  before  we  left  Reid's, 
a  little  flag  station  on  the  railroad,  dis- 
tant  some 
twenty- 
eight  miles 
from  Arms- 
trong's first 
camp,gener 
ally  known 
asthe'home 
camp. " 

Mr.  White 
crawled  in- 
to one of  the 
the  wag- 


gons, 


while 


Dr.  Miller 
and  I  moun- 
t  e  d  our 
riding  hors- 
es, and  such 
saddlers  (?) 
the  world 
never  saw 

nor  dreamed  of!  They  were  two  tremen- 
dous Clyde  stallions  equipped  with  blind 
bridles  and  imitation  English  saddles. 
Neither  animal  had  the  slightest  idea  of  a 
riding  gait,  and  each  was  as  hard  to 
guide  as  a  stern  wheel  steamer  in  the 
Mississippi  river  with  a  head-on  gale. 

The  doctor  and  I  started  off"  bravely 
enough,  but  in  less  than  two  minutes  he 
began  to  express  his  candid  opinion  ot 
his  riding  stock,  and  the  expletives  grew 
fast  and  furious  with  each  additional 
step.  In  less  than  three  miles  he  gave 
up  the  fight  with  his  elephantine  steed, 
and  relinquished  the  saddle  to  Brother 
White,  who  had  been  bumping  along 
over  trees,  roots  and  rocks,  and  was  evi-

dently  delighted  to  make  the  change.  The 
new  rider  soon  realized  that  he  had 
"swapped  the  devil  for  a  witch,"  and, 
finally,  an  hour  or  so  after  lunch,  turned 
the  horse  over  to  one  of  the  boys,  making 
the  balance  of  the  day's  march  on  foot. 
My  horse  was  quite  as  bad,  but  being 
accustomed  to  daily  riding,  I  vastly  pre- 
ferred him  either  to  the  wagon  or  to 
"shank's  mare,"  and  stayed  with  him  to 
the  end  of  the  trail. 

We  had  enjoyed  the  ride  in  a  measure, 
notwithstand  the  jolting  and  jerking;  at 
least  we  had  thoroughly  enjoyed  and  ad- 
mired the  great  beauty  of  the  forest, 
just  then  beginning  to  assume  its  autum- 
nal garb  of  crimson  and  gold.  Inter- 

mingled 
with  these 
brilliant  col- 
o  r  s  of  the 
birch  and 
maple,  was 
the  dark 
green  of  the 
spruce  and 
fir  trees,  na- 
ture's emer- 
ald banners, 
held  aloft 
above  the 
snow  and 
ice  of  t  h  e 
Far  North 
to  herald  the 
coming  o  f 
another 
spring.  The 
gracetulfern 

also  claimed  a  share  of  our  admiration, 
while  the  wild  raspberries  and  hazelnut 
bushes  excited  the  hunter's  appetite,  ma- 
king us  regret  that  the  berry  season  was 
over,  and  that  the  nuts  had  been  destroy- 
ed by  the  long  continued  drouth.  The 
suggestion  of  hunger,  thus  aroused,  was 
met  by  George  Armstrong  with  a  ready 
response,  and  all  hands  halted  about  noon 
for  lunch.  We  cordially  appreciated,  as 
it  was  a  cold  day  the  national  beverage, 
a  cup  of  hot  tea,  served  with  more  sub- 
stantial food,  and  hereafter  resumed  the 
trail  with  renewed  energy. 

We  had  only  proceeded  a  short  distance, 
when  Mr.  White  distinguished  himself 
by  drawing  'first  blood'  on  the  hunt. 
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Seeing  him  rapidly  dismount,  I  fully  ex- 
pected when  he  rushed  forward,  leaving 
me  to  hold  his  horse,  to  see  nothing  less 
than  a  moose  or  a  bear.  You  can  imag- 
ine my  chagrin  and  disappointment  then 
when,  after  hearing  three  rifle  shots  in 
rapid  succession,  I  saw  my  friend  the 
proud  owner  of 
a  measly  little 
porcupine.  I  fi- 
nally persuaded 
h  i  m,  after  an 
el  oq  u  e  n  t  ap- 
peal, to  leave 
it,  but  not  until 
the  animal  was 
moved  to  a  con- 
spicuous place 
on  the  trail, 
that  it  might 
excite  the  envy 
of  our  medicine 
man,  who  was 
bumping  along 
somewhere  i  n 
the  rear.  The 
porcupine,  b  y 
the  way,  is  said 
to  be  very  ex- 
cellent eating, 
b  u  t  we  were 
content  to  take 
this  statement 

0  n  trust,  and 
none  of  us  ven- 
tured to  try  it. 

The  Home 
camp,  as  Geo. 
Armstrongcalls 
it,  was  reached 
about  five  p.  m. 

1  was  not  in  the 
least  tired  for  it 
seldom  tires  me 
to  ride,  but  my 
twc  compani- 
ons were  pret- 
ty well  worn

lots  of  fun  at  their  ex- 
Hunters  are  always  hungry,  and 
so  we  waited  with  impatience  the  sum- 
mons to  supper.  It  was  a  large  and  mer- 
ry crowd  that  responded.  In  addition 
to  our  party  we  found  three  young  men 
from  Philadelphia,  and  a  Dr.  Smith  and 
his  wife  from  New  York,  while  Geo.  Arm- 


strong presided  at  the  foot  of  the  table 
in  the  capacity  of  mine  host.  The  sup- 
per was  an  excellent  one,  consisting  of 
brook  trout,  caught  that  afternoon, 
breakfast  bacon,  various  vegetables,  to- 
gether with  hot  tea  and  coffee,  and  I  must 
not  forget  the  nice  doughnuts  made  for 

us  by  Mrs. 
Smith.  We 
heartily  enjoyed 
the  meal,  but 
that  goes  with- 
out saying,  as 
a  hunter  can 
eat  anything 
and  enjoy  it, 
except  a  steak 
from  a  bull 
moose  and 
"thereby  hangs 
a  tale." 

Knowing" 
that  we  had  to 
rise  by  sun-up 
in  the  morning, 
we  did  not  tar- 
ry long  after 
supper,  but  re- 
tired to  bed 
rather  early. 
Thehome  camp 
consists  of  sev- 
eral log  cabins, 
one  of  which 
was  occupied 
by  o  u  r  party 
and  the  New 
Yorkers.  M  r. 
White  a  n  d  I 
slept  on  the 
floorin  the  front 
room,  leaving 
the  door  open 
for  ventilation. 
Aboutmidnight 
I  was  awaken- 
ed by  the  ex- 
treme cold,  and 
in  closing  the  front  door  got  thoroughly 
chilled.  Being  somewhat  short  of  cover, 
and  having  failed,  as  my  companions  did, 
to  provide  myself  with  a  sleeping  bag,  I 
found  it  impossible  to  get  warm,  and  so 
as  a  last  resort  I  was  forced  to  dress  out- 
right, sweater,  hunting  coat,  trousers  and 
all,    thereafter  sleeping  comfortably  for 
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the  balance  of  the  night.  If  you  ever  get 
real  cold,  gentle  reader,  and  have  no 
great  supply  of  cover  do  not  fail  to  try 
this  experiment.  It  has  one  other  advan- 
tage; you  do  not  have  to  dress  in  the 
morning,  you  are  already  dressed.  I  was 
thinking  about  this  decided  advantage 
when  I  crawled  out  from  between  my 
blankets  about  daylight,  to  be  greeted  by 
White  and  Miller  with  shouts  of  laughter, 
at  what  they  pleased  to  call  my  comical 
appearance.  I  left  them  laughing,  and  once 
on  the  outside  was  no  longer  surprised  at 
my  cold  "spell"  of  the  night  before,  as 
everything  was  covered  with  ice  and 
frost. 

Our  party  had  rented  three  of  Arm- 
strong's camps,  viz:  The  Home  camp  and 
the  adjacent,  "deadwater,"  (that  part  of 
the  brook  where  there  is  little  or  no  cur- 
rent) Beaver  Lake,  and  Deer  Pond.  Dr. 
Miller,  by  agreement,  was  to  hunt  first 
at  the  Home  camp,  Mr.  White  at  Deer 
Pond  and  I  at  Beaver  Lake,  changing  our 
camps  every  four  days  in  order  that  no 
one  might  have  the  advantage  of  the 
best  shooting.  Under  this  agreement, 
White  and  I,  with  our  guides,  and  extra 
packers,  started  for  our  camps  on  the 
morning  of  the  fifteenth  at  about  seven 
o'clock,  that  being  as  early  as  we  could 
get  everything  packed. 

George  Armstrong  was  my  guide,' 
while  Wm.  Barney  was  guide  for  Mr. 
White,  and  a  young  giant  of  eighteen 
years  of  age,  Coleman,  called  "Cole" 
for  short,  went  along  with  us  as  an  extra 
packer.  He  is  a  fine  young  man  who 
carries  his  pack,  weighing  seventy-five  to 
one-hundred  pounds,  day  after  day,  and 
never  feels  it,  but  is  always  ready  to  lend 
a  helping  hand  in  any  emergency  that 
may  arise. 

No  wagons  can  go  beyond  the  Home 
camp,  and  the  trail  from  that  point  to  the 
Beaver  Lake,  which  we  had  to  make  on 
toot,  is  the  very  worst  I  ever  saw.  I  was 
fortunate  on  the  way  out  in  bagging  four 
ruffed  grouse,  using  a  little  22  Winches- 
ter rifle  for  that  purpose,  and  must  add, 
by  the  way,  that  every  big  game  hunter 
should  carry  this  rifle  with  him,  because 
he  can  use  it  to  advantage  on  birds  and 
water  fowls  without  alarming  the  larger 
and  more  important  game. 

I   shall  never    forget   that  strenuous 


march,  and  as  we  climbed  over  or  crawl- 
ed under  the  fallen  trees,  slipping  on  the 
rocks  and  tripping  over  the  roots  and 
pulling  through  the  marsh,  ankle  deep  in 
mire,  I  tried  to  sing,  with  such  spirit  as 
I  could,  a  well  known  Delta  song  com- 
posed by  that  genial  Coahomian,  Sam 
Ham,  "Forty  miles  of  Rocky  Road  and 
a  Thousand  Miles  of  Sand,"  which  Sam 
sometimes  sings  on  the  Kate  Adams,  I 
understand,  under  strenuous  circumstan- 
ces, tor  the  encouragement  of  himself  and 
the  delectation  of  his  friends.  I  am  a 
tireless  rider,  as  already  stated,  but  a 
poor  walker  and  was  quite  used  up  by  the 
morning's  march,  while  White  was  as 
fresh  as  a  daisy,  and  got  quite  even  with 
me  for  the  sport  I  Had  at  his  expense  on 
the  previous  night.  » 

Beaver  lake,  where  I  was  to  hunt  for 
the  first  four  days,  is  a  small  body 
of  water  some  three  or  four  miles  in 
circumference,  with  an  open  marsh  some 
one  hundred  yards  or  more  in  width,  be- 
tween the  water, and  the  trees  surrounding 
it.  It  is  beautifully  located  in  the  bosom 
of  the  mountains,  which  encircle  it  on 
three  sides. The  camp,  a  log  hut,  which  we 
occupied,  is  a  mile  and  something  over 
from  the  lake.  A  blind  has  been  con- 
structed at  that  point  nearest  the  camp, 
commanding  a  view  of  the  entire  water. 
After  the  midday  meal  I  went  to  the 
blind  for  the  first  time,  accompanied 
by  my  guide.  Imagine  my  delight  on 
seeing  not  less  than  six  moose  quietly 
feeding  on  the  roots  of  water  lillies  and 
other  aquatic  plants;  some  in  the  shallow 
water,  and  others  in  water  where  it  was 
so  deep  that  they  were  almost  submerg- 
ed. Sometimes,  as  I  watched  them 
with  intense  interest,  they  reminded  me 
of  enormous  black  cows,  and  at  other 
times,  when  one  of  them  was  nearly  swim- 
ming, it  would  more  closely  resemble  a 
hippopotamus.  They  were  all  cows,  and 
calves  and  under  the  game  laws  of 
New  Brunswick  were  protected,  the 
hunter  being  permitted  to  kill  one  bull 
moose  only  during  any  one  season.  George 
and  I  watched  all  the  afternoon,  hoping  a 
big  bull  would  put  in  an  appearance.  So 
he  did.  In  fact  two  came  down  to  the 
water  just  before  dark,  but  Armstrong 
thought  I  could  get  a  larger  head  later  on, 
and  so  we  did  not  attempt  to  stalk  them. 
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Perhaps  it  may  be  well  right  here  to 
give  some  description  of  the  noble  game 
we  had  come  so  far  to  capture  and  of  the 
methods  employed  in  hunting  them. 

The  moose  is  the  most  colossal  of  Ameri- 
can game.  Its  habitat  originally  extended 
from  some  of  the  most  northern  states 
of  the  Union,  throughout  Canada  and  ot- 
her parts  of  British  America  and  Alaska, far 
beyond  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Arc- 
tic circle.  It  is  stated  that  some  specimens 
of  the  bull  moose  will  tip  the  beam 
at  2,000  pounds  or  more,  but  I  heard  of 
none  so  large  in  New  Brunswick.  The 
Alaskan  moose  (Alces  Gigas)  is  larger 


the  roots  of  water  lillies  and  other  aquatic 
plants,  but  abandons  the  low  grounds  dur- 
ing the  winter  in  favor  of  the  hillsides  and 
higher  places,  where  the  snow  will  be  ofless 
depth.  The  bulls  then  keep  together  in 
small  droves  or  bands,  ranging  from  six 
to  twelve  in  number,  leaving  the  cows 
and  calves  entirely  to  themselves.  Then 
they  4 'yard,"  to  use  a  local  expression, 
and  so  remain  throughout  the  winter. 

These  yards  are  simply  places  which 
are  kept  almost  entirely  clear  of  snow 
and  ice  by  the  efforts  of  the  animals  oc- 
cupying them,  while  a  wall  of  snow  six 
feet  or  more  in  height  surrounds  them  on 
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than  his  brethern  of  other  localities,  the 
latter  being  known  to  naturalists  as  Alces 
Americanis.  Prof.  Stone,  in  a  most  inter- 
esting article  on  the  subject,  states  that  the 
"moose  is  the  most  cunning  of  all  large 
animals  of  North  America,  and  the  most 
capable  of  eluding  its  pursuers."  Adding 
that "the  man  who  by  fair  stalking  brings 
it  to  bay  has  reached  the  maximum  of  the 
American  big  game  hunter."  From  my 
limited  personal  experience  in  hunting 
them,  I  am  quite  ready  to  endorse  these 
statements. 

The  moose  feeds  in  the  summer  and 
early  fall,  as  I  have  already  intimated,  on 


all  sides.  Here  the  animals  subsist 
throughout  the  severe  weather  on  the 
bushes  and  smaller  trees  and  also  on  the 
branches  of  those  of  somewhat  larger 
growth,  and  I  am  told,  keep  in  fair  con- 
dition until  relieved  from  their  prison  by 
the  hand  of  the  welcome  spring.  The 
deer  throughout  Canada  are  also  forced 
to  yard,  but  the  caribou  are  not;  their 
feet  large,  as  compared  to  the  size  of 
the  animal,  being  so  constructed  by  na- 
ture as  to  allow  them  to  pass  over  the 
snow  with  impunity,  no  matter  how  deep 
it  may  be. 

New  Brunswick  hunters  have  adopted 
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three  methods  for  hunting  the  moose,  viz: 
by  calling,  by  the  use  of  canoes,  and  by 
stalking.  The  calling,  of  course,  can  be 
only  used  successfully  during  the  mating 
season,  which  commences  usually  the 
latter  part  of  September,  and  lasts  for 
about  three  weeks.  Even  then  it  is  a  dif- 
ficult and  doubtful  proposition  to  get  a 
satisfactory  moose  by  this  means.  A 
horn,  made  of  birch  bark,  closely  re- 
sembling a  small  megaphone,  is  used  by 
the  guide  in  his  effort  to  imitate  the  love 
call  of  the  cow  moose,  and  it  is  sometimes 
successful,  though  I  am  strongly  inclined 
to  the  opinion  that  more  shots  are  lost 
than  gained  by  this  expedient.  Every 
guide  and  hunter  in  New  Brunswick 
thinks  he  can  call;  and  so  he  can,  but  in 
many  cases  it  is  like  *  'calling  spirits  from 
the  vasty  deep";  but  will  they  come?  This 
is  a  question  which  is  often  answered  in 
the  negative.  However,  Dr.  Miller  tells 
me  that  his  guide,  Billy  Mclnnis,  called  a 
fine  bull  one  afternoon,  bringing  him 
from  a  distance  of  two  miles  or  more. 
The  animal  was  slow  and  cautious  at  first 
in  coming  but  as  he  covered  the  last  hun- 
dred yards  or  more,  came  with  a  rush, 
making  the  trees  and  bushes  rattle,  and 
without  pausing  an  instant,  jumped  from 
the  bank  full  into  the  open  brook,  being 
within  a  few  yards  of  the  canoe.  George 
also  succeeded  in  calling  a  small  bull 
into  the  open  on  one  occasion,  but  the 
head  did  not  suit  us,  and  we  made  no  ef- 
fort to  capture  him.  For  a  like  reason 
Dr.  Miller  did  not  shoot  at  the  bull  above 
mentioned. 

It  is  apparent  from  what  I  have  just 
said  that  the  calling  and  canoeing  meth- 
ods can  be  and  are  at  times  combined, 
but  far  more  moose  are  captured  without 
calling  by  silently  paddling  the  canoe 
along  the  brook,  the  guide  using  the 
paddle,  while  the  hunter  is  seated,  with 
his  rifle  all  ready,  in  the  bow  of  the 
boat.  When  the  wind  and  all  other  con- 
ditions are  favorable,  one  can  some- 
times get  within  a  few  yards  of  Mr. 
Moose  before  the  gentleman  knows  it. 
The  eyes  of  this  mighty  monarch  of  the 
forest  are  not  exceptionally  keen,  but  his 
nose  and  ears  never  fail  nor  deceive  him. 
The  canoe,  however,  glides  along  with- 
out the  slightest  noise,  and  when  the 
wind  favors  the  hunter,  the  approach  in 


this  way  is  comparatively  easy,  especially 
when  he  is  also  favoured,  as  often  happ- 
ens, by  a  bend  in  the  brook,  which  de- 
prives the  quarry  of  all  chance  of  seeing 
the  enemy  until  too  late  to  escape  the 
deadly  rifle. 

The  method  of  stalking  the  game  de- 
pends largely  upon  the  season  and  cli- 
matic conditions.  During  the  mating 
season  the  hunter  invariably  seeks  a 
pond  or  lake,  the  larger  the  better,  and 
carefully  conceals  himself.  Here  the 
cows  and  calves  feed,  more  or  less,  all 
the  while,  and  he  knows  in  advance  that 
at  some  time  during  the  day  one  or  more 
bulls  will  put  in  an  appearance.  Then  if 
the  binoculars  disclose  a  satisfactory 
pair  of  antlers,  a  careful  and  competent 
hunter  has  a  chance  to  stalk  his  quarry 
successfully  and  thus  get  a  shot.  Later 
on, when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow, 
the  hunter  seeks  the  hillsides,  and  track- 
ing the  game  through  the  snow  without 
difficulty,  is  sometimes  successful  in  get- 
ting close  enough  for  a  shot,  though  it 
not  infrequently  happens  that  thiswork  is 
kept  up  unsuccessfully  for  days  at  a  time. 
In  either  case  it  taxes  one's  patience,  en- 
durance and  skill  to  the  very  utmost. 
Such  being  the  case,  a  successful  moose 
hunter  well  deserves  his  magnificent  tro- 
phy, for  let  me  add  right  here  that  no 
mere  carpet  knight,  no 

"Vain  lord  of  wantonness  and  ease, 
Whom  slumber  soothes  not,  pleasure  can- 
not please," 

will  ever  secure  a  pair  of  moose  antlers 
without,  indeed,  he  buys  them,  and  to 
the  true  sportsman  they  would  then  be 
valueless. 

Our  party  tried  all  of  the  methods 
above  mentioned  except  the  tracking  in 
the  snow,  and  for  some  days  we  tried 
them  in  vain.  My  time  at  Beaver  Lake 
having  expired,  and  Mr.  White  having 
seen  no  game  at  Deer  Pond,  George  and 
I  concluded  to  try  another  camp,  called 
Raymond's  Brook. 

White  moved  promptly  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  four  days  back  to  the  home 
camp,  while  Dr.  Miller  came  to  Beaver 
Lake.  The  latter  was  the  first  to  score. 
On  the  seventh  or  eigthth  day  after  the 
hunt  began  he  and  his  guide  Billy,  on 
reaching   the    Beaver  lake   blind  about 
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sun-up,  found  fourteen  moose  in  the 
water,  four  bulls  among-  the  number, 
this  being  a  sight  which  it  will  be  difficult 
to  duplicate  in  New  Brunswick  or  any- 
where else.  The  doctor's  binoculars 
disclosed  the  agreeable  fact  that  one  of 
the  bulls  was  a  large  animal,  with  a 
magnificent  pair  of  antlers,  and,  hunter 
like,  he  immediately  lost  sight  of  all  the 
others  and  set  his  heart  and  mind  on  se- 
curing thismag- 
nificent  trophy. 
The  quarry  was 
more  than  half 
a  mile  from  the 
blind,  and  the 
stalking  was 
commenced 
without  a  mo- 
ment's d  e  lay. 
E  v  e  r  y  t  hing 
moved  along 
smoothly  until 
they  unexpect- 
e  d  l]y  alarmed 
a  blatant  little 
calf,  which  had 
been  lying 
down  conceal- 
ed by  some 
t  h  i  c  k  under- 
growth. It  gave 
a  loud  alarm  as 
it  scamp  e  r  e  d 
off,  and  on  the 
instant  every 
moose  in  the 
lake  made  for 
cover,splashing 
the  water  in  all 
directions.  The 
chance  looked 
almost  desper- 
ate, but  the 

doctor,  using  his  left  knee  as  a  rest,  op- 
ened fire  with  his  30  U.  S.  Winchester  on 
the  big  bull  as  he  was  speeding  towards 
the  woods  for  cover  The  first  two  shots 
went  astray,  but  the  last  three  were 
planted  just  behind  the  animal's  right 
shoulder  and  he  fell  dead  in  his  tracks. 
A  careful  measurement, twice  made, show- 
ed that  the  successful  shots  had  been 
made  at  a  distance  of  four  hundred  and 
eighty-nine  yards,  which  George  tells  me 
breaks  the  record  at  any  of  his  camps.  I

am  frank  to  confess  that  the  doctor  car- 
ried off  the  honors  of  the  hunt, because  of 
this  remarkable  shot  rather  than  large  size 
of  his  trophy,  the  latter  being  somewhat  a 
matterof  chance.  Allthistime  I'd  beenhunt- 
ing  industriously, earlyandlate, hot  orcold, 
regardless  of  weather,  sometimes  in  a 
down  pour  of  rain  throughout  the  day, 
but  I  want  to  say  as  a  general  thing,  we 
were  blessed  with  beautiful  weather  for 

the  outing. 

One  who  is  a 
believer  in  the 
old  Scotch 
song — 

Up  in  the  mar- 
nin's  nae  for 
me, 

Up  inthemar- 
nin'  airly; 
I'd  rather  g  o 
supper  less 
to  my  bed 
Than  rise  in 
the  marnin' 
airly, 
would  never 
never  make  a 
successful 
moose  hunter. 
George  and  I 
would  some 
times  get  up 
at  four  o'clock 
in  the  morning, 
going  to  the 
lake  before  day- 
light, using  a 
lantern  to  light 
our  way  over 
part  of  the  trail. 
We  never  failed 
to  get  there  be- 
f  o  r  e  sunrise 
and  to  stay  for  hours  at&a  time.  All  in 
vain.  We  failed  to  get  a  single  shot, 
and  after  the  doctor's  kill  the  bull  moose 
seemed  panic  stricken  and  left  the  lake 
entirely  for  several  days,  or  concealed 
themselves  in  the  woods.  While  in  the 
blind  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to 
watch  the  game  and  study  their  habits 
and  movements.  The  cows  and  calves 
were  not  nearly  so  timid  as  the  bulls, 
seeming  to  know  that  they  were  immune 
under  the  game  laws.    I  wonder  if  they 
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can  read?  They  were  in  the  lake  or  on 
the  bank  most  of  the  day,  and  I  remem- 
ber one  afternoon  we  had  in  sight  at  the 
same  time  eight  moose,  three  deer  and  a 
fox  for  an  hour  or  more.  The  fox  was 
one  of  the  largest  red  foxes  I  have  ever 
seen.  Something  finally  frightened  the 
deer,  which  scampered  off,  and  in  a 
moment  all  of  the  game  were  out  of  sight, 
and  did  not  return  for  a  long  while. 

I  would  also  enjoy  in  silent  admiration 
the  brilliant  foliage  of  the  dense  forest, 
extending  from  the  low  lands  surround- 
ing the  lake  all  the  way  up  the  mountain- 
side, and  growing  more  brilliant,  it  seem- 
ed   to    me,   with  each  succeeding  day. 

Crimson  and  gold,  with  scarlet  and 
purple,  gracefully  intermingled  with  the 
darkgreen  of  spruce  and  fir  and  pine,  made 
a  gorgeous  picture, such  as  that  grandest 
of  all  artists — Nature — alone  can  produce. 

These  interesting  scenes  helped  to 
while  away  the  time;  and  yet  when  a 
hunter  has  to  wait  tor  his  game  from 
day  to  day  like  some  "shipwrecked  sailor 
watching  for  a  sail,"  shivering  in  the 
morning  cold,  and  fighting  mosquitos 
and  gnats, (midgets  they  are  called)  when 
the  sun  is  warm,  it  is  only  natural  that 
he  should  at  times  grow  more  or  less 
impatient.  I  was  no  exception  to  this 
rule,  and  in  trying  to  relieve  the  monot- 
ony and  change  our  luck,  George  and  I 
would  sometimes  walk  entirely  around 
the  lake,  and  at  others  visit  the  neighbor- 
ing ponds  and  brooks,  hoping  there  to 
find  a  satisfactory  head.  Still  there  was 
no  change  for  the  better  and  we  had  no 
encouragement  or  any  kind,  until  one 
day  Cole  brought  us  the  agreeable  news 
that  Mr.  White  had  scored. 

I  was  delighted  to  learn  that  he  had 
succeeded  in  killing  a  fine  moose  on  the 
deadwater  near  the  Home  camp.  It 
seems  that  after  many  fruitless  efforts, 
White  and  Barney,  one  morning  soon  af- 
ter daylight,  succeeded  in  paddling  their 
canoe  within  eighty  yards  of  a  handsome 
bull  standing  on  the  water's  brink.  White 
promptly  fired  with  his  405  Winchester 
rifle  and,  after  emptying  the  magazine, 
reloaded,  giving  him  seven  shots  in  all. 
The  moose  did  not  move  ten  feet  all  told, 
after  the  first  shot,  as  White  informed 
me  later,  and  he  was  satisfied  that  the 
shot   he   afterwards   found    had  gone 


through  the  animal's  heart,  was  the  first 
one  fired, the  others  being  really  so  much 
ammunition  wasted.  He  did  not  know 
that  of  course  at  the  time,  and  so  natur- 
ally continued  to  fire  until  the  quarry  fell. 

After  hearing  of  this  kill,  George  and 
I  hunted  with  better  heart.  Bad  luck, 
however,  still  pursued  us,  without  any  in- 
dication of  a  change  for  the  better. 
Meanwhile,  we  were  seeing  moose  on  the 
lake  every  day,  and  I  remember  especial- 
ly a  tremendous  bull  that  afforded  us  a 
good  deal  of  amusement.  He  was  no 
beauty  by  any  means,  but  nevertheless, 
seemed  attractive  to  the  fair  sex  and 
was  always  accompanied  by  two  or  more 
cows.  He  was  evidently  a  fighter  from 
'way  back,  as  we  would  see  him  charge 
into  the  woods  whenever  he  heard  the 
call  or  challenge  of  another  bull.  This 
gay  Lothario  was  a  rather  4 'rakish" 
looking  individual,  with  his  single  horn 
reaching  way  up  in  the  air  like  an  im- 
mense plume,  the  other  antler  having 
been  lost  in  battle,  but  while  it  detracted 
from  his  pulchritude,  it  left  his  courage 
unimpaired.  So  belligerent  was  this 
knight  errant  that  it  looked  one  afternoon 
as  if  he  had  fully  determined  to  charge 
us  in  the  blind.  He  came  within  twenty 
paces  of  our  hiding  place,  uttering  his 
peculiar  deep  toned  challenge,  while  now 
and  then  pawing  the  ground,  but  finally 
turned  and  walked  slowly  away,  disap- 
pearing in  the  brush.  He  will  never 
know  how  near  he  came  to  death.  I  felt 
well  convinced  that  my  friend,  Frank 
Schwarz,  of  St.  Louis,  (the  best  taxider- 
mist in  the  world)  could  so  adjust  ano- 
nother  antler  that  no  one  would  suspect 
that  it  had  been  supplied,  and  it  was  ra- 
ther a  temptation  to  let  the  shot  go  by. 
I  resisted  it,  however,  and  this  decision 
was  cordially  endorsed  by  my  cooler 
judgment  and  subsequent  events. 

We  not  only  saw  cow  moose,  but  at 
the  risk  of  being  considered  "a  nature 
fakir,"  I  will  state  that  one  visited  us  in 
our  camp  at  night.  The  cabin  which  we 
occupied  while  hunting  at  Beaver  Lake 
has  two  rooms,  or  compartments  rather, 
one  of  which  we  used  as  kitchen  and  din- 
ing room,  while  we  slept  in  the  other. 
One  night,  about  two  o'clock  a.  m.,I  was 
awakened  by  quite  a  noise  in  the  adjoin- 
ing room,  and  felt  certain  that  something 
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was  trying  to  get  through  the  window. 
Getting  up,  and  peeping  in  with  great 
caution,  you  can  imagine  my  surprise  at 
seeing  the  head  of  a  big  cow  moose 
"poked"  entirely  through  the  window. 
She  saw  me  immediately  and  ran  away, 
but  we  discovered  next  morning,  that 
she  had  dis- 
posed of  a  dish 
of  butter,  "lick- 
ing the  platter 
clean."  George 
filled  it  the  next 
night  with  meal 
and  salt,  to 
which  I  added 
a  little  sugar, 
and  the  "Lady 
of  the  Lake," 
as  we  affection- 
a  t  e  1  y  termed 
her,  called  rath- 
er early  for  her 
supper,  and  it 
was  a  comical 
sight  to  see  her 
head  and  b  i  g 
ears  on  the  in- 
side of  the  cab- 
in, just  below 
the  lamp,  which 
we  had  leftdim- 
ly  burning, 
where  she  re- 
mained until 
she  had  dispos- 
ed of  the  con- 
tents of  the 
plate. 

I  confess  that 
I  was  so  enam- 
oured of  the 
moose  family 
at  that  time 
that  I  might 
have  said  to 
her  as  T  i- 
tania  did  to 
Bottom — 

"Comesit  thee  down  upon  this  flowery  bed 

While  I  thy  amiable  cheeks  to  coy, 
And  stick  musk-roses  in  thy  sleek,  smooth 
head, 

And  kiss  thy  fair,  large   ears,  my 
gentle  joy." 
However,  it  would  be  nearer,  the  mark 


and  a 

say  :- 


mingling  of  truth  and  poetry  to 
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'Ne'er  did  Grecian  chisel  trace 
A  nymph,  a  naiad  or  a  grace 
Of  uglier  form  or  plainer  face." 
For  it  will  not  be  claimed  by  any  one, 
I  imagine,  no  matter  how  enthusiastic  a 

hunter  he  may 
be, that  a  moose 
is  a  thing  of 
beauty,  though 
I  can  well  un- 
derstand how 
it  may  prove  a 
joy  forever  to 
the  hunter,  who 
has  been  fortu- 
nate enough  to 
secure  a  fi  n  e 
pair  of  antlers. 

The  "Lady  of 
the  Lake"  con- 
tinued to  visit 
us  nightly,  un- 
til she  became 
more  or  less  of 
a  nu  is  a  n  c  e, 
knocking  the 
t  i  n  plates  off 
the  table  and 
making  a  rough 
house  general- 
ly, and  we  final 
ly  closed  the 
window  in  self 
defence.  I  shall 
always  regr  e  t 
that  we  had  no 
fl  a  s  h-light  to 
take  her  pic- 
tare,  and  I  re- 
quested George 
before  leaving, 
if  he  should  get 
it  through 
some  other 
sports  m  e  n  to 
send  me  one 
which  he 

kindly   promised   to  do. 

These  and  other  incidents  of  camp  life 
kept  us  interested  and  amused,  and  we 
hunted  with  increased  ardor  each  day,  as 
the  time  was  rapidly  approaching  when 
my  companions  had  to  leave,  and  I  was 
anxious,  it  possible,  to  go  out  with  them. 
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Finally  we  decided  to  move  on  Oct.  first 
to  the  home  camp,  trusting  that  a  change 
of  base  might  bring  a  change  of  luck. 
We  went  out  as  usual  to  the  blind  that 
morning,  getting  there  before  sun  up.  It 
was  quite  foggy,  but  we  caught  sight  of 
a  handsome  bull,  just  as  he  winded  us 
and  made  off  into  the  woods.  We  wait- 
ed for  several  hours,  hoping  that  he 
would  again  put  in  his  appearance,  but 
as  he  failed  to  do  so, George  and  I  return- 
ed to  the  camp  for  breakfast.  That  pleas- 
ant matter  disposed  of,  George  suggested 
that  we  take  a 
last  look  at 
Beaver  Lake 
before  packing 
up.  I  readily 
agreed.  We 
started  at  once 
and  on  reaching 
the  lake,  to  our 
delight  the  bull 
was  there  and 
a  splendid  fel- 
low he  was.  He 
was  feeding 
quietly  out  i  n 
the  water  some 
lit  1 1  e  distance 
from  his  mate, 
who  was  on  the 
adjacent  shore 
and  very  much 
nearer  the 
woods.  The 
animals  were 
more  than  half 
a  mile  distant 
from  us  in  an 
air  line.  It  was 
necessary,  there- 
fore,   t  o  stalk 

them  successfully  in  order  to  get  a  shot. 
We  started  at  once.  It  was  impossible 
to  cross  the  open  ground  without  danger 
of  discovery,  so  for  that  reason  we  had 
to  make  a  long  detour  through  the  dense 
woods  and  undergrowth  to  our  right. 
Fortunately,  the  wind  was  favorable,  but 
it  was  necessary  to  proceed  with  the  ut- 
most caution  so  as  not  to  alarm  the  game 
by  the  breaking  of  a  stick  or  any  other 
noise,  no  matter  how  slight. 

Nearly  an  hour  was  consumed  in  this 
way.    We  then  ventured    to  approach 
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the  lake,  and  so  well  had  George  gauged 
the  distance  that  we  came  out  opposite 
the  bull,  who  was  still  feeding  quietly  on 
the  lily  roots  and  other  aquatic  plants.  The 
stalk  had  been  a  perfect  one,  and  I  mo- 
tioned to  George  to  stay  back,  as  I  cau- 
tiously "sneaked"  to  the  utmost  verge  of 
the  undergrowth,  leaving  only  the  open 
bog  or  marshy  strip  of  land  between  my- 
self and  the  water.  There  I  found  a 
single  small  tree  devoid  of  foliage  or 
branches,  which  I  determined  to  use  as'a 
rest  to  steady  my  left  hand  in  taking  aim. 

It  h  a  d  taken 
sixteen  d  ays' 
hard  work  to 
get  this  shot, 
and  I  fully  real- 
ized that  all  my 
exertions  were 
focussed  in  that 
and  the  next 
few  moments. 
I  estimated  the 
dista  nee  be- 
tween myse  1  t 
and  the  moose 
at  about  one 
hundred  yards 
(  it  was  really 
over  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty 
a  s  afterwards 
discovered)  and 
felt,  as  I 
slowly  rai  s  e  d 
to  an  erect  po- 
sition beh  i  n  d 
the  tree,  that 
the  quarry  was 
mine-  I  had 
determined  i  n 
advance  to  be 
very  deliberate  so  as  to  guard  against 
a  miss  and  had  mentally  cautioned  my- 
self against  over-shooting,  that  being  my 
most  serious  fault  in  handling  the  rifle. 
So  after  passing  a  moment  or  two,  in 
which  to  admire  the  beautiful  scene,  I 
took  careful  aim,  my  left  hand  on  the 
tree,  drew  a  fine  sight  so  as  to  place  the 
bullet  just  behind  the  left  shoulder,  fired 
and — missed.  To  my  astonishment  and 
chagrin,  the  bullet  struck  the  water  be- 
tween me  and  my  quarry,  and  I  could 
thus  tell  that  I  had  underestimated  the 
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distance  and  my  shot  had  been  too  low 
instead  of  too  high,  as  I  had  anticipated 
it  might  be. 

The  moose  saw  me  just  as  I  fired,  and 
while  waiting  for  a  second  shot  I  wish- 
ed with  all  my  heart,  as  hunters  often  do, 
that  I  was  a  great  artist,  a  second  Sir  Ed- 
win Landseer,  that  I  might  reproduce 
that  scene  of  transcendant  beauty. 

The  magnificent  quarry  with  head  erect 
the  antlers  thrown  back,  standing  should- 
er high  in  the  waters  of  the  quiet  lake, 
his  shadow  reflected  in  their  clear  depths 
as  they  rippled  by;  beyond  the  primeval 
forest,  with  its  gorgeous  colors  of  orient- 
al splendor,  rising  tree  over  tree,  sheer 
up  to  the  mountain  top,  combined  to 
make  a  picture  of  matchless  charm,  to 
which  the  pencil  or  brush  of  a  great  mas- 
ter could  alone  do  justice. 

Having  discovered  his  danger,  this 
splendid  child  of  the  forest,  impelled  by 
the  instinct  of  self-preservation,  wheeled 
from  me  on  the  instant  and  started 
across  the  lake.  Recovering  from  my 
astonishment  and  chagrin,  and  acting  on 
the  impulse  of  the  moment,  I  was  about 
to  fire  again,  in  my  effort  to  break 
or  paralyze  the  spine.  However,  this 
is  not  altogether  a  satisfactory  shot, 
and  fortunately,  remembering  the  cow 
standing  on  the  shore  to  my  right,  I  con- 
trolled my  anxiety,  feeling  certain  that 
my  quarry  was  too  gallant  a  gentleman 
to  desert  his  mate,  This  opinion,  formed 
from  an  intimate  aquaintance  with  the 
courage  sometimes  displayed  by  other  big 
game,  under  like  conditions,  proved 
correct. 


"No  laggard  in  love,  no  dastard  in  war, 
There  never  was  knight  like  the  young 
Lochinvar," 

and  turning  with  a  full  knowledge  of  the 
imminent  danger  confronting  him,  he 
made  the  water  fairly  fly  as  he  pressed 
rapidly  towards  her  side.  Again  and 
again  the  405  Winchester  rang  out,  as 
I  stepped  into  the  open  and  fired  off- 
hand, and  the  gallant  quarry  fell  before 
he  had  gone  twenty  paces,  dead  by  the 
time  his  antlers  touched  the  waters  of 
the  lake. 

The  trophy  is  a  magnificent  one,  appre- 
ciated all  the  more  because  of  the  diffi- 
culties encountered  in  securing  it,  blend- 
ed as  they  are  by  vivid  memories  of  a 
former  journey  of  more  than  six  thousand 
miles  to  Alaska  and  back,  without  even 
being  rewarded  by  the  sight  of  a  moose, 
much  less  by  a  shot  at  one. 

This  brought  our  delightful  outing  to 
a  successful  close.  Each  one  of  us  had 
succeeded  in  getting  a  chance  at  a  single 
moose  and  each  had  secured  his  trophy, 
leaving  our  Canadian  friends  with  a  good 
opinion  of  Southern  marksmanship. 

I  will  not  dilate,  as  I  had  intended,  on 
my  vain  effort  to  eat  and  enjoy  a  moose 
steak.  It  sells  on  the  market  of  the 
province,  I  am  informed,  at  twenty-five 
cents  per  pound,  but  I  tried  a  very  small 
piece  of  tenderloin,  the  size  of  a  gun  wad, 
taken,  let  me  say,  from  my  own  moose, 
and  the  dream  that  followed  during  that 
night  was  almost  as  bad  as  that  of  the 
"false,  fleeting,  perjured  Clarence,"  pre- 
ceding his  tragic  murder  in  the  Tower.

Duck  Shooting  in  Manitoba.

TO  the  keen  sportsman,  autumn  is  the 
most  pleasant  season  of  the  year. 
During  the  other  three  seasons  he 
is  always  willing  to  discuss  the  merits  of 
different  makes  of  guns,  the  best  methods 
of  placing  decoys,  the  most  favorable  load 
with  which  to  stop  the  fast  flying  duck 
or  the  wary  gander,  and  many  other 
problems  of  equal  importance  to  him  and 
his  fellows.  If  his  camping  outfit  is  not 
complete  he  will  spend  hours  in  perusing 
catalogues  and  picking  out  articles  which 
he  believes  indispensable  for  his  success. 
Autumn  however,  is  his  season  of  activity, 
when  game,  in  the  West  at  least,  is 
plentiful  and  when  he  resorts  to  his  favor- 
ite haunt  in  quest  of  the  game  he 
most  desires. 

Every  sportsman  has  his  favorite  game. 
He  may  enjoy  best  of  all  following  the 
keen  nosed  pointer  afield  and  watching 
him,  as  high  headed,  he  gallops  over  the 
grain  field,  not  missing  a  spot  where  the 
handsome  quail  or  the  pinnated  grouse 
may  be  hid.  He  may  prefer  the  arduous 
labor  of  piercing  the  heart  of  the  dark 
forest  in  search  of  the  lordly  moose  or 
elk,  in  the  hope  of  securing  a  fine  head 
with  which  to  decorate  his  den.  Perhaps 
he  likes  most  to  frequent  the  haunts  of 
the  goose  and  enjoys  a  chance  of  match- 
ing his  wits  against  those  of  that  wary 
bird.  Mayhap,  like  the  writer,  he  finds 
the  cream  of  sport  in  penetrating  the 
marshes,  and,  with  a  goodly  supply  of 
decoys  persuade  some  of  the  many  ducks 
found  in  such  places  to  make  better  ac- 
quaintance. 

There  is  a  fascination  in  duck  hunting 
not  to  be  found  in  any  other  sport.  The 
water  with  its  song,  the  wind  that  ruffles 
its  surface,  the  ever  changing  life  pres- 
ent, as  in  your  hide  you  await  the  coming 
of  the  game,  is  all  full  of  interest.  You 
may  note  how  a  rat  is  watching  with 
anxious  eye  your  every  movement,  or  a 
coot,  spying  your  presence,  shows  his 
agility  in  diving. 

When  in  pursuit  of  the  duck  family 
luck  and  skill  combined  will  always  bring 


good  sport — luck  in  getting  to  the  right 
spot  on  the  right  day, and  skill  in  placing 
decoys  in  the  proper  order  and  in  a  posi- 
tion sure  to  attract  the  attention  of  the 
birds  awing.  In  hunting  out  new  ground 
it  is  well  to  have  some  one  of  an  inquisi- 
tive mind  in  the  party — a  man  who  is 
a  lucky  scout  and  who  is  willing  to  search 
for  a  good  location  and  report.  We  were 
fortunate  to  include  in  our  members  such 
a  person  in  the  doctor,  the  shooting  com- 
panion of  the  writer,  and  of  whom  more 
anon. 

Reston,  situated  in  adistrictas  fertile  as 
any  in  Manitoba,  is  a  town  of  six  hundred 
souls.  Among  its  inhabitants  are  num- 
bers of  ardent  sportsmen  who  make  annual 
engagements  to  shoot  at  Oak  Lake — a 
strip  of  water  fourteen  miles  long  and 
four  in  width.  This  lake,  which  is  not 
too  far  away,  is  the  favourite  stopping 
and  feeding  ground  of  wide  varieties  of 
the  duck  family,  and  to  the  sportsman 
who  knows  the  lake  and  the  habits  of  that 
family  of  birds,  good  sport  is  assured. 

During  the  month  of  August  last  year, 
the  writer  and  the  docter  were  the  joint 
subjects  of  many  smiles  and  jokes.  The 
reason  for  this  hilarity  was  to  be  found 
in  their  snatching  a  portion  of  time  every 
day  from  their  ordinary  avocations  to 
work  on  the  building  of  a  duck  boat  in- 
tended to  serve  them  on  a  special  expedi- 
tion to  Oak  Lake.  Despite  both  smiles 
and  jokes,  work  was  continued  on  the 
boat  until  it  was  completed  and  paddles 
and  poles  were  also  made. 

Early  in  October  a  quartette  of  Reston 
sportsmen  were  fully  equipped  and  ready 
for  the  lake.  Bert,  the  largest  man  in 
the  company,  is  an  implement  dealer  and 
also  an  ardent  sportsman.  He  stands 
over  six  feet  in  his  stockings,  and  pins 
his  faith  in  the  Parker.  Lew,  his  shoot- 
ing mate,  is  not  quite  so  big  a  man  but 
he  is  equally  sporty,  an  excellent  shot, 
and  likewise  pins  his  faith  in  the  Parker. 
He  possesses  one  faculty,  which,  consid- 
ering how  much  we  have  gained  by  it, 
could  not  be  omitted  without  gross  in- 
gratitude— he  is  a  cook  of  no  mean  order. 
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The  doctor  is  a  jovial  companion,  an 
excellent  marksman  and  a  devotee  of  the 
Smith  One-Trigger  family.  Moreover 
he  is  a  valuable  man  in  a  hunting  com- 
pany being  ready  at  all  times  to  use  pro- 
fessional skill  when  called  upon.  The 
writer  is  a  "penpusher" — always  glad 
when  he  can  get  away  from  office  work, 
and  at  all  times  pleased  when  he  can  get 
into  a  goose  pit  or  duck  blind. 

Our  outfit  consisted  of  a  tent,  two  boats, 
abundance  of  ammunition,  grub  etc.  It 
was  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning  when  we 
made  a  start  on 
our  twenty  mile 
drive  and  four 
hours   later  our 
camping  place 
was  reached. 

As  we  were 
unloading  the 
outfit  from  the 
democrat  a  cur- 
ious incident  oc- 
curred. Two 
white  geese, 
evidently  ap- 
proving our  lo- 
cation, deter 
mined  to  pitch 
upon  the  same 
spot.  With  the 
exception  of  an 
automatic  .22  all 
our  guns  were 
in  their  cases. 
With  the  free 
gun  the  doctor 
took  one  of  the 
birds  on  the 
wing  but  a  min- 
ute or  two  later 
he  ignominious- 
ly     missed  its 

companion,  though  at  the  time  it  was  on 
the  ground  and  at  a  distance  no  greater 
than  seventy-five  yards.  Camp  pitched 
and  dinner  eaten — and  as  we  we  were 
hungry  we  made  a  full  meal,  our  boats 
were  hauled  to  the  lake  and  an  expedi- 
tion organized  to  spy  out  the  land. 

The  hunt  was  duly  opened  by  the  re- 
gular ceremony  of  launching  the  "Laura 
Abbey,"  and  as  she  rose  and  fell  on  the 
waters  we  felt  that  our  labours  had  not 
been  in  vain.  She  proved  easy  to  pro- 
pel, easy  to  guide,   steady  and  staunch 
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in  every  way.  In  shallow  or  deep  water 
one  could  shoot  out  of  her  without  ap- 
prehension. To  such  sport  a  good  duck 
boat  is  indispensable  and  Bert  and  Lew 
will  certainly  have  the  mate  to  the  "Laura 
Abbey"  next  year. 

One  expedition  was  not  productive  of 
good  sport  but  we  made  our  hides  on  the 
side  of  the  lake.  When  we  returned  to 
camp  we  had  but  few  birds  though  we 
found  prodigious  appetites,  the  result  of 
rowing  exercise,  lake  air  and  working  at 
our  blinds. 

A  good  sup- 
per, followed  by 
a  smoke  and  a 
tale,  fitted  us  to 
enjoy  our  retire- 
ment, and  hard- 
ly, so  it  seemed,, 
had  we  struck 
the  Land  of  Nod, 
when  we  were 
awakened  by  the 
noise  of  Lew 
preparing  break- 
fast. We  turned 
out,  made  ahear- 
ty  breakfast,and 
while  the  stars 
were  still  in  the 
firmament  start- 
ted  for  the  boats. 
Hardly  had  we 
reached  good 
hides  before  the 
geese  were  a 
wing  en  route  for 
the  grain  fields. 
From  great 
heights  we  suc- 
ceeded in  pulling 
down  a  few 
geese,  and  fan 
the  gauntlet  near 
the  penalty' for 


occasional  duck  ran 
the  hides,  several  paying 
their  rashness  with  their  lives. 


In  the  distance  the  boom  of  Bert's  gun 
and  the  sharp  crack  of  the  nitros  of  Lew's 
Parker  told  us  that  they,  too,  were  hav- 
ing good  sport.  On  returning  to  camp 
we  had  a  very  nice  bag  of  geese,  ducks 
and  a  lone  sandhill  crane. 

Over  the  ten  o'clock  meal  we  had  a. 
good  discussion  of  future  plans.  It  was 
agreed    that   the    doctor  and  the  writer 
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should  attempt  to  make  discoveries  at 
the  south  end  of  the  lake.  In  accordance 
with  these  arrangements  we  pioneered 
the  way,  passed  out  of  the  lake  by  way 
of  the  Narrows  and  voyaged  into  Plum 
Lake,  practically  a  huge  marsh,  stretch- 
ing miles  and  miles  with  immense  reed 
beds  and  the  home  of  myriads  ot  ducks. 
In  truth  we  found  a  sportsman's  Mecca. 
It  was  almost  three  o'clock  before  we 
struck  a  place  to  our  liking  but  when  we 
did  we  had  sport  which  we  shall  long 
remember  !  Blue  Bills,  Mallards,  Can- 
vassbacks,  Teal — they  came  from  every 
quarter,  some  pitching  in  and  others 
scurrying  past  by  singles,  tens  and  hund- 
reds. It  was  warm  work  while  it  lasted 
and  we  worked  till  our  arms  ached  and 
our  guns  were  hot.  In  two  hours' 
shooting,  including  the  time  it  took  us 
to  gather  our  birds  and  decoys,  we  picked 
up  sixty-three  ducks  and  a  goose.  We 
had  not  gone  prepared  for  such  sport 
and  our  supply  of  shells  was  low  when 
we  started  for  camp. 

"Well,  what  luck  ?"  was  the  question 
which  greeted  us  as  we  entered  but  we 
refused  to  talk  until  hunger  was  appeas- 
ed. As  Lew  and  Bert  watched  plateful 
after  plateful  of  beefsteak,  onions  and 
potatoes  disappear  they  evidently  thought 
we  had  rowed  long  and  met  poor  luck. 
When  fully  satisfied  we  told  them  of  our 
good  fortune  which  they  declined  to  cred- 
it until  we  offered  to  show  them  the  re- 
sults. Then  they  consented  to  hitch  up 
the  horse,  go  to  the  boat  and  bring  in 
the  load.  More  pleased  men  it  would 
have  been  hard  to  find  when  they  return- 
ed, finding  that  we  had  not  exaggerated 
in  the  least. 

The  doctor  and  I  slept  such  a  sleep  as 
only  such  tired  men  can  sleep,  but  Bert 
had  us  awake  again  before  sunrise.  Our 
early  visit  to  the  lake  was  however,  un- 
productive, but  noon  found  us  again  on 
the  spot  where  we  met  with  such  good 
fortune  on  the  previous  day.  That  good 
fortune  was  repeated  and  after  rare  sport 
we  returned  home  with  plenty  of  birds. 

This  was  the  trip  when  Bert  and  Lew 
decided  to  build  a  duck  boat  for  them- 
selves next  year.  Their  craft  was  a  canoe, 
easy  to  paddle  but  as  difficult  to  manage 
as  a  shy  girl.  It  was  only  by  the  most 
gingerly  treatment,  coupled  with  circum- 


spect behavior,  that  a  wetting  was 
avoided.  With  the  least  movement  the 
canoe  would  kick  over  like  an  uncle  and 
the  slightest  leaning  to  one  side  made  her 
shy  like  a  young  colt.  Even  if  she  were 
tied  down  she  would  rear — in  short  she 
was  not  built  to  shoot  from.  It  was  rare 
fun  for  us  to  watch  the  efforts  of  our  com- 
panions, and  after  trying  every  dodge 
known  to  him,  Bert  decided  to  desert  the 
canoe  and  camp  out  on  a  rat  nest.  A 
very  few  moments,  however,  showed  the 
nest  to  be  as  unstable  as  the  canoe — it 
sank  and  sank  until  a  tricky  boat  even 
was  to  be  preferred  to  its  shaky  founda- 
tion. 

Despite  the  fact  that  we  momentarily 
expected  to  be  recalled  to  rescue  our 
comrades,  the  doctor  could  not  forbear 
chuckling  and  laughing  as  we  rowed 
away.  The  remembrance  of  those  smiles 
and  jokes  of  tne  previous  August  were 
strong  within  him  and  he  heartily  enjoyed 
his  share  of  the  triumph.  Both  Bert  and 
Lew  managed  to  keep  out  of  the  water 
and  when  we  all  returned  to  camp  each 
of  the  quartette  was  pleased  with  our 
proceedings  during  the  day.  The  sun 
was  casting  long  shadows  when  we  de- 
cided to  return — in  fact,  the  stars  were 
shining  when  we  pulled  up  to  the 
beach  opposite  our  camp. 

A  reflection  seen  on  the  walls  of  our 
tent  told  us  we  had  visitors.  Two  of  our 
fellow  sportsmen  from  town,  Art.  and 
Ed.,  had  come  to  spend  Friday  at  the 
lake. 

Next  morning  we  tried  once  more  for 
geese  and  got  a  few  and  a  third  time 
made  for  Plum  Lake  for  a  big  bag  in 
order  to  return  the  following  day  with 
plenty  of  game  both  for  ourselves  and 
friends.  Although  we  enjoyed  good  sport, 
the  pounding  the  birds  had  been  subject- 
ed to  the  previous  days  made  them  shy 
and  difficult  to  secure. 

On  Saturday  morning  our  teams  ar- 
rived and  we  loaded  the  boats  and  game 
into  two  waggons  and  started  for  home, 
arriving  there  in  good  time.  Many  ad- 
mirers viewed  our  game  and  some  did 
so  too  much  for  our  liking,  helping  them- 
selves pretty  liberally  during  the  night. 
After  all  is  said  and  done  the  home  com- 
ing affords  the  greatest  of  pleasures  and 
certainly  was  so  in  our  case.

Fur  Trading  With  Indians  in  the  Far  North.

One  will 
learn  a  good  many  things  that  he  did

could  for  a  mo- 
ment surmise 
that  he  would 
even  want  to 
know,  but  is 
apt  to  add,  that 
he  will  never 
forget.

-  We  know,  you  and 
I,  that  there  are  plenty  of  men  who  know 
the  woods  like  a  plate  of  slap  jacks  and 
who  know  every  *  'critter"  that  lives 
among  them,  but  you  would  as  soon  ex- 
pect to  get  a  fine  flow  of  maple  syrup 
from  a  hemlock  stump  as  any  talk  on 
the  subject  of  experience  in  the  big  woods,

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"sich"  from  them.  They  simply  wouldn't 
talk  if  they  could,  and  couldn't  if  they 
would. 

But  I  met  another  kind  on  that  trip 
northward  and  he  was  good  to  "hear." 
Well,  naturally,  we  wanted  to  hear 
something-  about  the  animals  up  there, 
and  the  trapping  and  hunting — not  es- 
pecially for  use 
ourselves,  but 
it  might  come 
handy  to  know. 

Therefore,  I 
asked  this  chap 
something  a- 
bout  the  lead- 
ing subject, 
and  he  didn't 
need  another 
question  in  half 
an  hour. 

"Say,Dunk," 
said  I,  "What 
about  the  trad- 
ing for  furs  up 
that  way  ?  Are 
the  Indiansonto 
this  job,  or  does 
the  wily  white 
man  get  in  his 
smooth  work  ?" 

"You  bet  they 
are  on  to  their 
job,  e  very 
foot  of  it,  and 
if  any  white 
man,  French, 
English,  Can- 
uck or  United 
States  thinks  he 
can  catch  this 
customer  asleep 
and  "do"  him 
on  a  fur  trade, 
why  he  won't 
think  so  after 
one  deal." 

"For  in- 
stance?" by  way 
of  keeping  in  the  subject. 

"You  see  the  day  has  gone  by  for  an 
Indian  to  be  called  a  "dub."  He  is  not 
in  that  class,  which  paid  awful  prices  for 
what  they  bought,  and  sold  furs  to  pay 
for  the  stuff,  enough — well,  say,  I  heard 
one  story  of  those  days    when  a  trader 


would  take  a  musket  and  stand  it  on  an 
end,  and  then  require  a  pile  of  furs  high 
enough  to  reach  the  top  of  the  gun  to 
pay  for  it  !  The  unit  of  value  that  gov- 
erned the  deals  was  a  beaver  skin,  every 
fur  being  worth  so  many  beavers  which 
is  said  to  have    been    established  by  the 


Hudson  Bay  Company.

That's  all  done 
away  with,  and 
the  skin  which 
uow  forms  the 
unit  is  worth 
from  thirty-five 
to  fifty  cents 
each,  accord- 
ing to  the  dis- 
tance of  the 
trading  post 
from  Edmon- 
ton, the  fur 
depot  of  the 
country.  And 
the  red  man,  or 
SmokedAmeri- 
can  as  he  might 
be  called, 
knows  what  the 
game  is,  as  I 
have  already 
stated.  He  is 
not  an  easy 
man  to  deal 
with,  and  must 
be  handled  in 
his  own  way. 
Some  of  the 
traders  go  up  to 
the  Indian  coun- 
try with  box- 
es of  goods  to 
barter.  They  do 
not  mention  the 
prime  object  of 
theirvisit.  Such 
a  ^trader  has 
simply  come  out 
there  to  have  a 
friendly  visit, 
enquires  very 
interestedly  after  the  health  of  the  family, 
each  member  separately  and  collectively. 
He  has  a  dog  stew  with  the  family,  takes 
a  good  smoke  of  the  tobacco  which  he 
has  been  thoughtful  enough  to  bring 
along  ;  talks  about  the  weather  and 
other  things  for  an  hour  or  two,  often

passing  a  whole  night  before 
broaching  the  subject  of  furs. 
Finally,  the  next  morning  the 
trader  may  ask  in  the  most 
casual  manner  if  the  camp 
has  had  good  luck,  hunting  and 
trapping.  If  the  Indian  says 
"Yes,"  it  is  a  sign  that  he  has 
furs  and  is  ready  to  talk  busi- 
ness on  that  subject,  if  he  says 
"no,"  the  white  man  says  noth- 
ing, butsmokes  on  complacently. 
Things  remain  statu  quo  for 
quite  a  while,  when  the  Indian 
may  show  symptons  of  a  thaw  ; 
and  a  little  later  on,  may  pull  a 
mink  skin  from  under  his  coat 
or  blanket  and  ask  the  trader 
what  he  will  give  for  it.  If  the 
price  named  seems  to  meet  the 
views  of  the  Indian,  he  will  sell 
it,  and  further  bargaining  pro- 
ceeds ;  if  not,  the  whole  thing  a 
is  off,  and  the  skin  is  returned 
to  its  hiding  place.  The  white 
man  knows  that  his  red  brother 
is  "it"  and  takes  up  his  journey  to  the 
next  stop." 

"Is  any  of  the  trading  done  on  credit  as 
it  was  formerly  in  the  old  days  ?" 

"Yes,  sometimes  the  traders  "stake" 
the  Indians  for  a  season's  work  for  sup- 
plies and  outfits.  When  the  Indian  goes 
into  the  woods  he  takes  his  "stake"  along 
with  him  and  when  he  comes  out,  a  few 
weeks  or  months  later, he  turns  in  his  furs 
and  pays  for  what  he  has  received  and 
usually  trades  the  balance  for  more  goods. 
Most  of  these  Indians  up  there  are  always 
in  debt  and  always  will  be.  Do  I  think 
the  fur  bearing  animals  in  the  great  north

are  showing  symptoms  of  "petering" 
out  ?  Why  no, — Seems  to  be  about  as 
many  as  ever — that  is  a  big  country  up 
there  south  of  the  big  bay — Mackenzie, 
Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  Manitoba,  the 
Lake  of  the  Woods  country,  and  the  like. 
No,  there's  a  good  many  peltries  yet  to 
be  lugged  out  of  that  country.  If  you 
would  like  to  hear  more  of  this  sort  of 
stuff,  come  on  to  my  log  cabin  up  on  the 
Athabasca  River,  whea  you  are  near  there 
next  month  and  I  will  give  you  all  you 
want  ;  but  just  now  I  must  be  getting 
off." 

"You  bet  we  will,"  we  yelled. 
And  so  we  will. 


Interviewed  the  other  day  as  to  rumor- 
ed changes  in  his  Deparment,the  Hon.C. 
R.  Devlin,  minister  of  Colonisation, 
Mines  and  Fisheries  for  the  province  of 
Quebec  said:  "There  are  at  present  cer- 
tain changes  under  consideration.  I  want 
to  place  our  offices  together.  My  Depart- 
ment is  situated  on  the  four  floors  of 
the  house  and  I  propose,  conjointly  with 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works,  to  arrange 
them  in  such  a  manner  that  those  who 
have  business  with  the  Department  will 


be  able  to  go  from  one  branch  to  another 
without  going  up  and  down  long  stairs. 
Moreover,  this  change  will  force  us  to 
content  ourselves  with  a  less  numerous 
staff.  I  have  long  had  the  matter  of  Fish 
and  Game  under  serious  consideration.  I 
consider  that  there  are  too  many  guard- 
ians, and  in  all  necessity  the  number 
must  be  diminished,  and  I  shall  keep  the 
good  men  who  do  their  work.  I  want  the 
wealth  of  fish  and  game  to  be  protected 
and  preserved  in  the  Province  of  Quebec."

The  Finest  Hunt  of  the  Wolf  River  Hunt  Club

THE  fifth  annual    deer   hunt   of  the 
Wolf  River  Hunt  Club  came  off  on 
schedule  time,  and  October  thirty- 
first,  1908,  the  day  set  for  our  departure 
Wolf-River  wards,  dawned  crisp  and  keen. 

The  early  morning  train  from  Toronto 
landed  six  of  our  party  with  an  equal 
number  of  dogs  on  the  Powassan  plat- 
form, twenty  five  miles  south  of  North 
Bay.  Two  members  of  the  club  with  the 
cook  had  gone  on  ahead  to  make  all  snug 
at  camp,  two  delayed  ones  were  yet  to 
come  and  the  other  two  were  waiting  at 
Powassan  ready  for  the  start. 

A  team  of  bays  to  the  "democrat"  and 
a  pair  of  blacks  to  the  provision  wagon 
seemed  fit  for  the  fifty  miles  of  jolts  over- 


land, the  men  were  fit,  too,  and  anticipa- 
tion ran  high  for  a  good  two  weeks  of 
sport,  for  the  Club  had  never  yet  broken 
camp  without  its  full  legal  number  of 
deer.  The  old  members  were  confident, 
not  to  say  boastful,  and  the  new  ones 
hoped  they  were  telling  the  truth,  but 
the  blood  of  the  north  tingled  in  every 
vein  and,  with  the  good-byes  of  Powasson 
friends  ringing  in  our  ears,  we  were  off, 
bags  and  baggage,    dogs  and  dunnage. 

Stories,  songs  and  speculation  about 
weather  and  game  prospects  helped  to 
shorten  the  long  trip  thru  the  bush, 
which,  at  the  summer  season,  must  be 
extremely  beautiful  and  picturesque  with 
all  its  lakes,   streams,   ravines,  marshes 
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and  uplands  teeming  with  animal  and 
vegetable  life,  the  songs  of  birds  and  the 
thoughts  one  can't  get  away  from  of  sav- 
age black bassandcrafty"speckled  beauti- 
es"that  delight  the  eye  and  imagination  of 
every  true  sportsman.  But  it  was  the 
last  of  October.  Earth's  mantle  of  green 
had  changed  to  gray  and  brown, and  bare 
branches  and  scurrying  leaves  recorded  the 
work  of  the  Frost  King.  Now,  a  real 
man's  work  for  two  weeks  awaited  each 


on  November  first,  all  but  the  teamsters 
walked  one  of  the  roughest  bush  roads 
you  would  ever  care  to  encounter.  Riding 
in  either  wagon  would  have  reduced  our 
bones  to  pulp,  besides  giving  the 
horses  an  unnecessary  pull.  Splendid 
stretches  of  hardwood  and  occasional 
good  going  were  "extras"  which  we  app- 
reciated, and  we  arrived  at  camp  early^in 
the  afternoon  of  the  second  day. 

The  tight  log  cabin,  with  sleeping  ac-

one  of  the  glad  party  and  everyone  was 
ready  for  it.  Just  the  same,  after  six 
hours  of  jolting,  a  fine  country  dinner, 
which  the  Canadian  farmer  knows  so  well 
how  to  provide,  and  a  good  straw  bunk 
at  night  after  ahearty  supper  were  not  to 
be  lightly  considered,  and  the  way  we  ate 
and  slept  would  make  Jack  the  Giant 
Killer,  could  he  but  rise  up  and  look 
about  him,  sorry  he  lived  so  long  ago. 
Over  the  last  six  miles  of  the  journey, 


commodations  for  thirteen  men  was- 
found  to  be  in  good  condition,  a  cheering 
fire  was  going  in  the  new  range,  fresh 
straw  soon  filled  clean  fresh  ticks  in  the 
bunks  and,  after  the  dogs  were  fed  and 
kenneled  and  a  waterproof  lean  to  built 
for  provisions  and  miscellaneous  junk — I 
said  dunnage  once,  so  be  quiet — sighs  of 
genuine  joy,  and  shouts  of  hilarious  good 
nature  from  the  cook,  escaped  from  the 
"bunch"  as  we  sat  down  at  the  long

table  for  our  first  meal  on  Wolf  River. 

Hungry?  can  you  ask!  half  a  score  of 
able-bodied  men  who  had  just  covered 
half  a  hundred  miles  of  bush  road,  all 
healthy  aud  in  good  spirits — hungry! 
Well,  "I  do  think." 

Prisk,  the  cook  was  our  burlesque  corn- 
median  as  well,  and  he  took  no  offence  at 
any  old  name — Frisk,  Chris,  Puss,  Prisky 
old  chap  or  anyone  of  a  dozen  others  -but 
hand  him  "Mr."  Prisk  or  the  "Rev.  Mr.

of  us  are  just  plain — well,  here  we  are; 
H.  H.  Hastings,  financier,  Toronto; 
Waldemar  Kahnert,  fur  garment  maker  to 
His  Majesty  the  King,  Toronto;  Reginald 
Richardson,  traveler,  Nipissing;  Austin 
Perkins,  Merchant  Prince,  Powassan; 
Geo.  L.  Purdon,  boniface  of  the  New 
Windsor,  Powassan,  and  firm  believer  in 
smoking;  W.  F.  Griffis,the  little  pill  man 
at  Coleman,  Ont;  W.  P.  MacHenry,  the 
fat  one,  Toronto;  H.  Robillard,  artist, 
traveller  and  Government  employe. 

Shake  hands  gentlemen  and  be  friends. 

The  dogs  are:  Dane  the  senior  member 
and  one  of  the  finest;  Tuck  his  son,  a 
good  worker,  Jack,  a  refined  gentleman 
dog,  dubbed  disrespectfully  "old  yellow 
belly,"  but  he  knew  enough  to  come 
home  after  the  chase  was  over, swimming 
a  mile  or  so  across  the  lake  did'nt  seem 
to  discouragehim  any, and  his  voice  in  the 
woods  would  make  Caruso  prick  up  his 
ears  and  look  Jackward  with  the  green 
eye;  Sport  and  Young  Sport,  two  crac- 
kerjacks,  part  of  the  real  cream;  Cap,  a 
good  worker;  Little  Sport,  another 
crackerjack,  Gyp  and  another  diminutive 
hound,  (lost  to  the  wolves)  and  Banks, 
for  whom  no  one  had  any  use — kept  chain- 
ed and  given  away  at  the  close  of  the  hunt. 
The  other  three  were  a  collie  a  "just  dog" 
and  a  spaniel. 

The  guns  were  Winchesters,  a  Savage 
a  Mannlicher,  a  Burchart,  two  British 
and  varied  in  calibre  as  follows:  one  .22, 
two  30. 30, two  351  selfloading,one  .35  self 
loading,  two  3.03  one  .32,  special,  one 
Mannlicher,  1  Burchart  one  .33  and  one 
.35 — perhaps  somewere  better  than  others, 
but  experience  provedthe  fact  that  any  of 
them  would  do  the  work  if  "held  right." 

Two  of  the  best  of  the  ten  hounds  were 
put  out  on  the  morning  chase  of  the  first 
day,  two  others  in  the  afternoon  and  in 
spite  of  a  mix-up  due  to  lack  of  perfect 
organization,  dogs  getting  away  too  soon, 
unfamiliarity  with  the  ground  and  other 
shortcomings  always  incident  upon  be- 
ginnings, three  fine  deer  were  hung  up 
before  our  second  supper  in  the  cabin  and 
the  group  of  Canadian,  English,  Ameri- 
can, French,  German  and  Norwegian 
nimrods — but  all  Canadians  by  adoption 
or  adaptation — which  gathered  round  the 
board  were  as  good  fellows  as  ever  pulled 
foot  out  of  knee-deep  marsh  mud,  paddled 


a  canoeor  hit  trail  on  ridge, swale  or  brute. 

About  evenly  divided  as  to  hot  tempers 
and  cooler  heads,  an  average  of  amity 
was  preserved  that  would  have  been  a 
credit  to  the  Diplomatic  Corps.  More 
than  once,  when  one  or  two  seemed  upon 
the  point  of  "starting  something"  a  ratt- 
ling good  soog  or  story,  sprung  just  at 
the  right  moment,  served  to  dissipate  all 
threatening  clouds  and  leave  the  atmosph- 
ere serene  and  wholesome.  Twelve  men 
hanging  together  in  the  woods  as  friends 
for  two  solid  weeks  withovt  friction  is  a 
matter  for  congratulation  and  leaves  only 
pleasant  memories  with  the  general 
desire  to  repeat  next  season. 

Of  course  luck  was  not  always  equal, 
but  those  who  had  the  joy  of  getting  two 
fine  bucks  were  magnanimous,  and  those 
whose  prowess  brought  down  less  hand- 
some specimens  were  such  good  losers 
that  it  is  not  easy  to  judge  where  pride 
was  the  most  justifiable. 

Now,  a  word  about  our  hunting  ground 
and  then  to  the  hunt  in  fact,  for  it  really 
began  in  earnest  on  the  second  day,  No- 
vember third,  and  consumed  but  twelve 
days  in  all  for  November  first,  eighth  and 
fifteenth  fell  on  Sundays. 

Wolf  river  empties  itself  into  the  Pick- 
erel, thence  into  the  French  and  finally 
into  the  Georgian  Bay.  Our  camp  is 
built  on  the  south  shore  of  Pine  Lake, 
which  is  but  a  widening  of  the  Wolf,  and 
faces  a  narrow  irregular  peninsula  some 
two  miles  long  and  perhaps  a  mile  across 
at  its  widest  point.  To  the  north  of  this 
neck  runs  the  Wolf,  to  the  south,  Swan 
Lake  and  a  marsh,  which  during  high 
water,  connects  Swan  with  Pine  lake,  but 
this  season  the  marsh  was  dry  enough 
for  firm  footing,  if"  Labrador  tea"  tangle- 
foot can  be  called  firm.  Bearing  south, 
or  nearly  so,  from  Swan  and  the  marsh  are 
Round, Mud, Loon  and  Caribou  lakes  with 
intervening  hardwood  ridges,  hills, 
swamps,  swales  marshes  and  many  acres 
of  bride,  all  within  a  radius  of  three  miles 
from  our  cabin,  so  at  no  time  were  we 
necessarily  more  than  an  hour  or  two  from 
camp.  For  the  water  work  we  had  two 
sixteen  foot  canoes,  and  a  slow  capacious 
punt.  Canoe  portages  were  made 
from  lake  to  lake  and  our  line  of  men 
strung  out  to  cover  a  mile  or  more  of 
varied  territory  from   the    Labrabor  tea 
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tanglefoot  of  the  marsh  to  dry  ridges  of 
stately  hardwood,  and  since  on  no  day  of 
the  twelve  were  we  "skunked,"  there  was 
no  cause  to  complain  of  scarcity  of  game; 
our  best  day  bringing  us  five  deer,  and 
our  poorest,  one.  From  all  this  it  will 
be  seen  that  our  territory  was  ideal,  and 
the  abundance  of  game  made  up,  in  part, 
for  lack  of  tracking  snow.  Still,  so  far  as 
known,  no  wounded  deer  escaped  and  no 
deer  killed  in  the  water,  except  one,  shot 


sula,  two  men  crossing  to  the  upper  end 
of  the  neck  and  sending  the  dogs  west  to 
the  line-up.  This  neck  of  land  is  mostly 
hardwood  and  in  many  places  extends 
for  acres  like  a  beautiful  natural  park, 
but  as  one  nears  the  westerly  end  rough- 
er going  is  experienced,  and  it  is  here 
and  a  half  mile  or  so  to  the  north  we 
had  some  of  our  best  shooting. 

Here  the  Captain  made  a  fine' 'double." 
Two  large  bucks,    evidently   bent    on  a

in  the  head  from  land  after  being  so  badly 
wounded  that  it  could  never  have  fought 
its  way  thru  the  half  inch  of  tough,  sharp 
ice  to  the  opposite  shore. 

The  second  day's  chase  was  held  on  the 
Peninsula,  and  the  men  were  stationed  at 
the  west  end.  To  reach  the  place  of 
"line  up"  we  walked  half  a  mile  down 
he  marsh,  leaving  two  men  to  guard  it, 
hence  by  canoes  to  the  foot  of  the  penin- 


scrap,  for  they  paid  no  attention  to  any- 
thing bnt  each  other,  got  within  range 
of  the  Captain's  rifle  and  one  dropped. 
No  time  was  lost  in  the  "drawing"  pro- 
cess, but  the  knife  fell  beside  the  dead  one 
and  the  rifle  took  its  place  as  the  immedi- 
ately useful  tool,  for  the  other  buck  was 
coming  straight  for  the  Captain,  head 
down  and  nose  reaching  forward .  The 
shot,    from  a  kneeling  position  caught 
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thebig  fellowin  the  nose — a  head-on  collis- 
ion betweenbullet  and  deer.  Afterwards  the 
mushroomed  slug  was  found  embedded 
in  the  buck's  shoulder,  having  gone 
quite  thru  the  head  and  traversed  the  en- 
tire length  of  the  neck.  This  was  one  of 
the  best  of  five  fine  "doubles"  during  the 
season,  the  other  four  to  Perkins,  Schn- 
aufer,  Hastings  and  Griffts. 

Hastings,  unfortunately,  was  called 
home  at  the  end  of  the  first  week  by  a 
business  telegram,  much  to  the  regret  of 
all  the  boys  but  had  some  great  shooting 
the  day  before  he  left  camp.  It  was  at 
the  end  of  a  fine  chase  and  the  dogs  were 
behaving  beautifully  when  three  deer 
popped  into  view.  Hastings  is  a  cool 
head  and  had  stood  the  badgering,  and 
badinage ,  about  the  "garden  hose," 
"squirt  gun"  and  other  bad  names  the 
"bunch"  had  called  the  little  self  loading 
.351  he  carried,  quietly  waiting  for  the 
chance  to  ''get  even".  Here  then  was 
the  chance.  The  first,  a  "spike  buck" 
dropped  to  his  shot,  well  hit.  Taking  a 
hasty  aim  at  the  second,  also  a  buck,  but 
a  trifle  smaller  than  the  first,  he  fired  twice 
in  rapid  succession — so  rapid  that  the 
boys  who  heard  the  shots  from  their 
various  stations  saidto themselves,  "There 
goes  the  squirt-gun".  The  first  shot 
had  struck  near  the  shoulder  and  the 
buck  went  in  the  air.  As  he  went  he  got 
the  second  in  the  neck — a  "double"  for 
Hastings,  also  more  respect  thereafter 
for  the  "squirt  gun"  which  by  the  way 
seemed  a  "cute"  name  for  the  devilish 
ittle  machine  that  goes  six  times,  as 
fast  as  one  can  pull  the  trigger  and  hits 
hard,  too. 

MacHenry,  who  used  the  same  style  ot 
gun,  had  some  lively  shooting  at  almost 
the  same  spot  during  the  following  week 
and,  although  not  quite  so  successful  as 
Hastings,  bagged  number  two  a  few  days 
later,  with  one  clean  shot  through 
shoulder  and  neck,  the  part  visible  'toth- 
er  side  of  a  group  of  three  trees. 

"Doc"  Griffis  got  into  a  like  mix-up  on 
the  Round  lake  run, getting  two  all  right 
enough,  but  the  second,  altho  hit  in  the 
cheek,  by  the  "unwelcome  messenger", 
fell  and  then  got  up  and  "ran  like  a 
whitehead",  but  the  bullets  went  faster. 
Perkins  was  mixed  up  in  this,  too,  and 
we  were  all  mixed  up  in  the   hauling  to 


Swan  Lake,  for  they  were  good  ones;  and 
somehow  or  other,  I  can't  remember 
just  how  it  happened,  but  there  were  sev- 
eral of  us  who  had  to  walk  to  camp,  for 
all  the  reserved  seats  in  the  canoes  were 
taken  by  deer  and  dogs. 

Perkins  got  busy  one  day  and  his 
"double"  consisted  of  a  fine  buck  and  a 
white  deer.  These  were  two  novelties  of 
the  season,  for  the  buck  was  not  only  a 
beauty  but  carried  a  weather  worn  rope 
around  its  neck,  which  upon  close  scrut- 
iny of  the  noose  knot,  led  to  the  guess 
tha't  it  had  been  snared  some  time  ago 
and  the  rope  had  not  been  strong  enough 
to  hold  it.  The  white  one  was  a  perfect 
specimen,  partly  roan  and  with  hair 
twice  as  long  and  soft  as  that  found  up- 
on the  average  red  deer. 

To  Perkins  and  the  Captain  belong  the 
most  information  concerning  these  hunt- 
ing grounds,  both  are  good  shots  and 
strong  on  the  portage,  but  no  one  in  the 
party  "had  anything  on"  Robillard  ;  to 
whom  finding  his  way  about  in  an  un- 
known bush  is  like  an  open  book  and  a 
distinct  joy.  One  day,  the  shells  for  his 
"long  Tom"  being  lost  or  misplaced  he 
picked  up  an  extra  "squirt  gun"  .35  and 
sallied  forth.  His  good  aim  caught  a 
twelve  point  buck  on  the  base  of  an  antler 
and  the  four  footer  dropped  like  a  log, 
stunned.  Robillard's  knife  then  worked 
so  rapidly  he  had  the  buck  drawn  "before 
he  came  to,"  to  use  Robillard's  own 
words: 

"When  he  came  to  he  was  dead;"then, 
in  humorous  imitation  of  the  patois  of 
own  delightful  countrymen: 

"Ba  Gud,  a  tell  ye,  she's  wan  fan 
buck.  Dat  beeg  buck  she's  drop  dam 
queek,  lak  wan  plunk!  comme  sa." 

Sometimes  the  skirmish  line  was  an 
easy  one  but  not  often  and  we'll  leave 
them  out  of  the  rekconing. 

Now  we  are  led  over  marsh  and  swale, 
rocks  and  windfalls  to  embark  in  canoes 
for  a  brief  paddle,  after  which  a  nasty 
portage  over  rough  going,  thru  thicket 
and  brule  to  Round  lake,  dropping  off 
man  after  man  along  the  route  to  play 
second  fiddle  to  the  strenuous  initiative 
of  our  canine  friends  and  fellow  workers. 
Sec-Treas.  Schnaufer  gets  good  now 
and  no  second  fiddle  in  his  particular 
case  either,  for  altho  the  dogs  may  have  had 
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originally  a  nose  and  a  paw  in  it,  directly 
they  had  not,  for  a  splendid  doe  and  a 
still  more  magnificent  buck  loomed  up 
with  no  dogs  behind  them,  and  two  sing- 
le shots  from  the  Mannlicher  finished 
their  headlong  careers,  each  "touched" 
just  back  of  the  shoulder,  the  high- 
power  slugs  making  pulp  of  the  back- 
bone. The  doe  was  a  very  large  one 
but  the  buck  was  the  record  specimen  of 
the  season.   Would  five  thousand  pounds 


Ones  were  playing  horse  on  ahead — if  such 
work  can  be  considered  play.  Well,  to 
make  a  short  story  of  it,  the  logs  were 
too  slick  for  Mac  and  just  as  he  was 
about  to  do  the  Fine  Work  an  extra 
effort  from  the  lead  horses  put  him  on  his 
back,  guns,  feet  and  arms  in  the  air,  but 
none  of  them  went  off. 

Mac  was  hot  for  a  minute,  and  said 
testily: 

"I  guess  you  forgot  there  was  anyone

be  an  exaggeration?  Well,  we'll  not 
argue  the  point,  but  it  seemed  ten  tons 
before  we  got  him  to  camp.  Two  men, 
brave  ones,  tried  to  carry  him,  but  they 
haven't  felt  well  since;  and  MacHenry, 
the  fat  one,  had  an  experience,  too.  On 
the  marsh  were  two  slick  logs  a  foot  a- 
part.  "Mac",  carrying  two  rifles,  was  steer-

Nobody  said  a  word.  Everybody  was 
crazy  to  laugh,  but  no  one  did  and  I've 
always  wondered  how  they  managed  it.

Purdon's  prowess  succeeded  an  odd 
effort  by  President  Spanner,  who  had 
accidentally  exchanged  guns  with  his  son 
Burt.

made  good. 

The  Captain  and  I  were  sitting  up  late 
one  night.  The  rest  were  snoring  or 
sleeping  silently  in  their  bunks,  the  fire 
had  burned  low,  Pine  lake,  only  a  few 
yards  from  the  cabin, glistened  under  the 
late  moon  and  a  pretty  field  mouse, 
perched  daintily  upon  a  huge  quarter  of 
Canadian  cheese,  on  a  shelf  across  the 
cabin  was  helping  himself. 

"Let  me  take  your  32  a  minute"  said

Shot  Guns  and  Their  Loads.

DT  was  with  much  pleasure  I  read  the 
article  by  Mr.  Forest  H.  Conover 
in  the  October  number  and  regret 
that  others  have  not  joined  in  the  discus- 
sion and  given  us  the  results  of  their  ex- 
periences of  shot  guns  and  their  loads. 

Mr.  Conover  asserts  that  the  snipe  load 
I  gave  is  rather  light,  and  that  the  stand- 
ard should  be  three  drams  one  and  one- 
eighth  ounces  No.  eight  or  nine.  He  is 
perfectly  right.  This  load  is  the  stand- 
ard and  I  gave  it  in  my  article  as  such. 
I  also  gave  three  drams  one  and  one- 
eighth  ounces  No.  four  and  six  for  rabbits 
and  partridges.  Why  should  one  and 
one-eighth  ounce  be  shot  at  a  snipe  when 
three-quarters  to  one  ounce  will  kill  all 
the  snipe  in  sight  and  a  heavier  load  be 
only  wasted  ?    A  hunter  can  always  walk 


close  up  to  a  snipe  and  with  this  load  even 
open  bored  barrels  would  do  the  work. 

In  using  the  different  loads  I  mention- 
ed it  is  not  necessary  to  carry  a  bushel 
of  each  kind.  When  I  go  snipe  hunting 
I  take  a  sufficiency  of  snipe  loads  and  a 
few  of  the  others  in  order  to  be  prepared 
should  I  have  the  good  fortune  to  meet 
the  birds  or  animals  for  which  they  are 
specially  suited. 

If  I  go  where  both  duck  and  snipe  are 
present  I  have  a  duck  load  in  one  barrel 
and  a  snipe  load  in  the  other,  but  should 
a  mallard  rise,  as  Mr.  Conover  suggests, 
very  little  could  be  done  even  with  the 
load  he  gives  viz  :  three  drams  one  and 
one-eighth  ounce  No.  9  shot. 

All  the  loads  I  gave  are  so  manipulated 
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as  to  obtain  the  same  velocity.  This, 
from  my  experience,  is  a  wise  course  to 
follow  as  all  game  birds  have  about  the 
same  speed  when  flying. 

Mr.  Conover  is  quite  right  when  he 
speaks  of  a  standard  load  which  allows 
an  option  to  a  shooter.  But  just  as 
little  would  he  be  '  ready  to  meet  all 
kinds  of  game  with  his  standard  load  as 
I  would  by  carrying  loads  for  each  class 
of  game.  It  would  not  make  any  differ- 
ence what  size  of  shot  he  carried — he 
would  either  have  to  change  his  load  or 
run  the  chance  of  only  wounding  his 
game.  It  would  be  better  to  allow  the 
game  to  go  if  you  cannot  insert  the  right 
load  and  ensure  a  fatal  result. 

I  noticed  that  Mr.  Conover  highly 
favors  two  and  three  quarters  and  two 
and  five-eighths  shells,  the  former  of 
which  would  be  his  choice  for  heavy 
loads.  Let  me  tell  him  frankly  that  he 
can't  reach  a  duck  either  sitting  or  on  the 
wing  with  that  length  of  shell  and  a 
heavy  load  put  into  it,  even  with  the 
high  velocity  load,  three  and  a  half 
drams  one  ounce.  For  one  thing  two 
and  three-quarter  shells  would  not  hold 
enough  wads  for  a  heavy  load  and  the 
speed  the  shot  would  travel  would  be 
out  of  proportion  and  probably  go  wild, 
especially  with  fine  shot.  I  find  that 
coarse  shot  will  hold  a  better  pattern 
with  much  powder  behind  than  fine  shot. 
All  manufacturers  will,  I  think,  back  this 
up.  Shooters  must  not  only  look  for 
high  velocity  but  also  insist  on  the  pattern 
being  maintained.  It  is  easy  to  get 
high  velocity  but  it  is  quite  a  trick  to 
get  both  high  velocity  and  a  close  pat- 
tern combined.  The  load  I  recommend, 
three  and  a  half  drams  one  and  a  quarter 
ounce,  gives  all  the  velocity  required, 
while  the  use  of  a  long  shell  with  plenty 
of  cushion  wads  between  shot  and  pow- 
der holds  the  pattern  in  a  manner  which 
the  short  shells  cannot  do.  When  a 
shooter  has  a  heavy  load  he  often  thinks 
he  has  a  far  reachinng  load  as  well.  If 
he  shot  a  load  three  and  a  half  drams  one 
ounce  he  would  probably  be  disappoint- 
ed. While  it  might  be  far  reaching  it 
would  also  be  far  scattering  and  the  game 
would  be  missed  quite  often  even  at  close 
quarters. 


The  weight  of  gun  is  at  the  option  of 
each  individual  shooter.  The  standard 
would  be  eight  pounds,  twelve  gauge. 
Heavy  loads  in  long  shells,  of  course,  are 
not  to  be  used  in  light  guns  or  in  guns 
not  chambered  to  receive  them.  As  a 
rule  three  different  kinds  of  loads  meet 
the  requirements  of  game  in  season  at 
one  time. 

If  Mr.  Conover  can  kill  mallard  and 
other  large  game  with  his  recommended 
snipe  load  he  must  have  4 'a  gun  that 
kills."  While  I  do  contend  that  in  order 
to  make  a  successful  hunt  a  suitable  shell 
should  be  used  for  each  class  of  game,  I 
don't  by  any  means  claim  that  all  hun- 
ters should  carry  such  a  variety.  While 
I  claim  that  the  varieties  mentioned  can- 
not be  excelled  for  the  different  classes  of 
game,  at  the  same  time  all  my  loads  give 
similar  velocity.  While  I  increase  my 
fox  load  in  powder  to  three  and  three- 
quarter  drams  and  reduce  the  shot  to 
one  and  one-eighth  ounces,  this  is  be- 
cause I  find  the  coarse  shot  usually  holds 
a  better  pattern  with  much  powder  than 
with  fine  shot. 

The  reason  why  I  mentioned  one  par- 
ticular shell  is  that  I  find  a  long  shell 
where  plenty  of  wads  can  be  used  the 
best  and  I  know  of  no  other  long  shells. 
When  my  gun  strikes  the  No.  four 
primer  I  know  it  means  business.  My 
experience  agrees  with  the  manufactur- 
ers' statements  and  I  have  pinned  my 
faith  to  the  loads  I  gave  with  the  very 
best  results.  With  a  slow  primer  shell 
Mr.  Conover's  recommended  loads  might 
be  O.  K. 

I  would,  however,  again  recommend 
the  quickest  primer  shell  made  and  with 
the  loads  I  gave  am  convinced  that  they 
will  prove  the  most  effective  in  re- 
sults. 

Mr.  Conover  both  writes  and  shoots 
well  and  I  am  sure  it  is  a  pleasure  to  all 
shooters  to  meet  him  and  likewise  to 
read  what  he  writes.  I  only  hope  he 
will  give  us  more  opportunities  of  meet- 
ing him  and  of  reading  what  he  has  to 
say  upon  such  subjects  as  Shot  Guns  and 
Their  I,oads  in  the  pages  of  Rod  and 
Gun. 


A  Novel  Holiday  Trip  in  New  Brunswick.

HOR  several  years  a  number  of  friends 
living  in  Andover,  N.  B.,  including 
my  eldest  brother  who  was  chief 
agitator  of  the  scheme, had  been  talking  of 
a  canoe  trip,  down  the  south  west  Mira- 
michi,  as  a  holiday  outing. 

But  it  was  not  until  the  spring  of  1908 
that  the  plans  fully  matured,  and  it  was 
decided  to  take  the  trip  in  August. 

When  asked  to  be  one  of  the  party,  I 
accepted,  more  from  a 
desire  to  please  the 
i 'big  brother,"  than 
from  the  pleasure  ex- 
pected. For,  having 
had  no  experience  in 
trips  of  that  kind,  I 
hardly  knew  what  to 
expect. 

However,  it  was  with 
light  hearts,  and  joy  at 
the  expectation  of  meet- 
ing our  friends,  that  a 
younger  brother  and 
myself,  left  Newcastle 
on  August  the  third  and 
ourneyed  by  rail  to 
Andover.  There  we  met 
the  other  members  ofthe 
party,  and  that  was  to  be 
our  starting  point. 
Everything  had  been 
well  arranged.  Our 
guides,  Messrs.  David 
and  John  Ogilvy,  whose 
country  is  on  the  Tobi- 
que,  arrived  in  Andover 
on  the  fifth,  and  also 
the  canoes, of  which  there  were  three,  the 
ight  canvas  kind. 

f  About  seven-thirty  on  the  morning  of 
the  sixth,  we  said  good-bye  to  our  friends 
on  the  shore,  and  started  on  our  long 
talked  of  trip. 

There  were  nine"  in  the  party,  five 
ladies  and  four  gentlemen,  three  people 
in  each  canoe,  and  the  camping  outfit 
and  provisions  were  divided  equally 
among  the  three. 

The  outfit  consisted  of  two  tents,  num- 
erous heavy  grey  blankets,  the  cooking 
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utensils  generally  used  in  the  woods,  and 
enough  provisions  to  last  a  week.  But 
we  expected  to  be  in  Boiestown  long  be- 
fore a  week.  We  also  took  fishing  rods, 
and  the  clothing  suitable  for  such  an 
outing,  but  nothing  that  was  not  really 
necessary  for  comfort,  as  excess  baggage 
was  out  of  the  question. 

We  paddled  twenty-three  miles  down 
the  St.  John  against  a  strong  head-wind, 
encountered  some  very 
rough  water,  and  reach- 
ed Bristol  about  two  p. 
m.  There  teams  await- 
ed us,  and  in  less  than 
half  an  hour  we  were 
started  on  our  long 
drive  of  twenty-five 
miles  eastward,  up  hill 
and  down  dale,  past 
strips  of  woodland  and 
through  small  villages, 
to  the  head  waters  of 
the  south  west  Mira- 
michi. 

About  half  way,  we 
halted  for  lunch,  then 
started  again,  and 
reached  Gray's  about 
eight-thirty. 

Tired  and  hungry  after 
the  long  journey  we  did 
ample  justice  to  the 
.-umptuous  supper  pre- 
pared for  us,  and  after 
an  hour  or  two  spent  in 
conversation  in  the  com- 
fortable sitting  room, 
retired  for  the  night.  All  were  happy  in  the 
knowledge  that  we  had  accomplished  so 
much  of  our  journey  in  safety,  and  en- 
thusiastically expectant  for  what  the 
morrow  would  bring  forth.  About  seven- 
thirty  next  morning  we  were  all  astir  and 
after  breakfasting,  prepared  to  launch 
our  canoes  on  Miramichi  waters.  Mr. 
Gray  told  us  that  it  was  about  sixty-five 
miles  from  there  to  Boiestown,  and  that 
somewhere  on  the  way  we  would  encoun- 
ter one  or  more  jams  of  logs. 

After  saying  farewell  to  our  genial  host 
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and  his  family,  we  started  on  our  long 
voyage  to  Newcastle,  a  distance  of  one 
hundred  and  thirty  miles.  Never  will 
the  memory  of  that  first  morning  fade 
from  my  vision.  The  stream  was  nar- 
row there,  but  smooth  and  deep.  Not  a 
ripple  disturbed  the  tranquility  of  the 
water  ;  the  radiant  sunshine  cast 
long  shadows  over  the  deep  pools,  and 
tall  pines  and  birches  nodded  to  each 
other  across  the  stream,  as  though  in- 
dignant that  we  had  come  to  disturb  their 
quiet  companionship.  Several  hours  were 
spent  in  thus  quietly  paddling  along. 
Hardly  a  word  was  spoken.  Every  mem- 
ber of  the  party  seemed  filled  with  the 
beauty  of  it  all,  and  no  comments  were 
needed    to    impress  it    on   the  mind. 

We  had  pass- 
ed a  camp  where 
men  were  at 
work,andaparty 
of  Transcontin- 
ental Railway 
workmen  build- 
ing a  foot- bridge 
across  the 
stream. 

Presently,  we 
came  to  the  first 
bit  of  rough 
water.  The  first 
two  canoes  pas- 
sed over  in  safe- 
ty, but  a  shout 
from  the  third 
caused  us  to 
look  back,  just 

in  time  to  see  one  of  the  young  men 
go  headlong  into  the  water.  He  had 
been  smoking,  and  when  he  came  up, 
the  pipe  was  still  between  his  teeth,  and 
he  was  puffing  away  as  though  nothing 
unusual  had  happened.  Luckily  the 
canoe  did  not  upset,  and  soon  we  were 
going  on  again  as  though  such  occurren- 
ces were  part  of  the  trip.  At  noon  we 
stopped  at  an  old  camping  site  for  dinner, 
our  first  meal  in  the  woods  which  was 
thoroughly  enjoyed  by  all.  It  seemed  to 
be  a  good  place  for  trout,  so  some  of 
the  ladies  tried  their  luck  and  caught 
several  beauties.  All  seemed  anxious  to 
see  what  was  in  store  for  us,  so  about 
three  p.  m.  the  canoes  were  loaded  and 
untied,  and  we  started. 
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At  every  turn  in  the  river  we  expected 
to  come  upon  a  jam  of  logs,  and  about 
five  o'clock  a  shout  from  the  head  guide, 
who  was  in  the  first  canoe,  told  us  that 
our  fears  were  realized,  and  that  we  had 
met  our  first  enemy,  in  the  shape  of  a 
lumber  jam.  How  far  this  extended  we 
did  not  know,  but  here  the  water  was 
very  deep  and  trout  abounded,  so,  while 
Mr.  Ogilvy  reconnoiteied,  we  fished,  and 
oh  !  such  sport.  They  jumped  to  the 
fly  at  the  first  cast,  and  such  beauties, 
all  over  a  pound  and  some  very  large. 
By  the  time  the  guide  got  back,  we  had 
caught  enough  for  two  meals.  He  said  the 
am  was  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  long  and 
not  very  rough,  and  that  we  would  carry 
right  over  it. 

The  men  tried 
to  work  the  can- 
oes as  far  in  a- 
mong  the  logs 
as  possible,  by 
pushing  away 
the  loose  ones, 
the  object  being 
to  secure  a  firm 
footingbeforeat- 
temptjng  to  un- 
load. One  of  the 
men  tried  to  cuff 
the  logs  and  got 
a  fine  ducking, 
which  caused  a 
great  deal  of 
merriment. 

Finally  w  e 
succeeded  i?n 
getting  safely  landed  on  firm  logs,  and 
the  work  of  transporting  was  begun.  The 
ladies  helped  by  taking  the  smaller  bund- 
les, and  after  three  trips  each,  canoes  and 
luggage  were  all  over,  and  we  were  afloat 
again  on  smooth  water.  But  we  had  only 
paddled  a  short  distance  when  it  was  time 
to  make  camp  for  the  night,  so  the  guide 
kept  watch  for  a  suitable  place,  and  soon 
we  stopped  at  a  splendid  site.  In  less 
time  than  it  takes  to  write  it,  an  immense 
fire  was  built,  tents  pitched,  supper  under 
way,  and  the  men  were  gathering  boughs 
for  beds.  What  a  camp-fire  that  was, 
and  what  a  supper  !  Each  one  found  a 
comfortable  place  by  the  fire,  and  each 
one  helped  to  serve.  Everyone  knows 
the  effect  a  day's  outing  has  on  the  ap- 
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petite  and  never  did  food  taste  so  good. 
After  supper  we  talked  and  sang-  around 
the  fire  tor  a  while,  then  feeling  rather 
fatigued  after  the  lumber  jam  experience, 
we  retired. 

That  first  night's  experience  on  "a  bed 
of  fragrant  boughs"  will  always  be  fresh 
in  my  memory.  Sleep  seemed  out  of  the 
question  and  finally  I  decided  that,  by 
some  mismanagement,  the  canoe  poles 
had  got  among  the  boughs.  The  other 
ladies,  who  had  all  had  experience  in 
camping  out, assured  me  that  I  would  soon 
get  used  to  itand  likeit ;  and  so  it  proved, 
for  the  next  night  sleep  came  readily 
enough,  and  by  the  third  night,  the  bed 
of  boughs  seemed  as  soft  as  feathers. 

Saturday  morning  we  were  up  bright 
and  early,  and 
after  breakfast, 
prepared  for  a 
long  day's  trav- 
el. It  took  about 
an  hour  to  break 
up  camp  and  get 
everything 
ready  to  start. 
We  had  not 
gone  far  when 
the  guide  held 
up  a  hand  to 
indicate  that 
there  was  some- 
thing ahead.  We 
all  strained  our 
eyes,  and  pres- 
ently saw  two 
beautiful  deer 
standing  close 

to  the  water's  edge.  The  pretty  crea- 
tures watched  us  coming,  but  before  we 
got  near  enough  to  take  a  snap  of  them, 
there  was  a  whisk  of  the  tails  like 
little  white  flags,  a  crackling  of  the  bush- 
es, and  they  were  gone.  After  that  it 
was  a  common  sight ;  we  saw  deer  every 
day  and  sometimes  moose  and  caribou. 

That  same  morning  we  came  upon  a 
caribou  standing  in  the  water.  It  did 
not  seem  to  be  the  least  bit  concerned 
about  our  presence,  and  a  snap  shot  was 
taken.  The  scenery  here  was  simply 
magnificent.  Immense  hills,  green  with 
spruce  and  fir  and  lordly  pines,  sloped  to 
the  water's  edge.  A  small  stream  run- 
ning  into    the    main    river,    fell  about

twenty  feet  in  its  descent,  over  jagged 
rock,  and  roared  and  splashed  in  wild 
turmoil.  The  river  was  becoming 
rougher  all  the  time,  and  soon  we  were  in 
rapids,  and  all  attention  was  paid  to  the 
navigating  of  the  canoes.  The  water 
was  running  down  hill  at  great  speed 
and  filled  with  immense  boulders,  round 
which  the  water  roared  and  swirled  in 
mad  delight. 

Some  of  the  acrobatic  feats  performed 
by  the  young  men  in  the  third  canoe 
were  beyond  description.  It  seemed 
almost  like  "Sports  Day"  at  U.  N.  B. 

In  fact  the  head  guide  was  the  only 
one  who  brought  his  canoe  through  that 
rapids  without  either  having  to  step  out, 
or  be  thrown    out.     But   we  came  to  a 

place  where 
the  channel  ran 
close  to  an  im- 
mense flat 
boulder,  with 
such  force  and 
such  a  quick 
turn,  that  it 
was  almost  im- 
possible t  o 
bring  the  load- 
ed canoes 
through  in  saf- 
ety. So  we  all 
stepped  out  on 
the  boulder, the 
ladies  were 
helped  to  the 
shore  and  walk- 
ed round  the 
rough  place, 
while  the  men  guided  the  canoes  round 
in  safety  and  nothing  was  lost. 

Noon  was  drawing  near  but  we  had  to 
get  through  these  rapids  before  we  stop- 
ped for  lunch.  In  the  very  rough  places, 
where  the  nervous  strain  was  great,  we 
were  always  too  excited  to  think  of  the 
camera,  and  missed  many  fine  pictures. 

As  the  "calm  after  he  storm"  so  after 
the  rough  water  there  was  always  a  deep 
smooth  pool  like  a  dead-water,  and 
shortly  after  noon  we  saw  the  smooth 
water  ahead,  and  were  glad  that  we  had 
come  through  so  much  in  safety.  But, 
strange  to  say,  we  never  felt  anything 
but  safe.  There  were  no  feminine  shrieks 
when  coming  through  the  rough  places  : 
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every  one  was  happy  and  glad  to  be 
there,  and  each  one  declared  they  would 
not  havt  missed  the  experience  for 
worlds.  All  were  so  excited  while  run- 
running  the  rapids,  that  no  one  noticed 
the  approaching  thunder  storm,  till  the 
guide  drew  our  attention  to  the  black 
clouds,  and  suggested  that  we  stop  and 
pitch  the  small  tent  for  shelter. 

Scarcely  had  the  suggestion  passed  his 
lips  when  he  pointed  to  something  ahead 
and  there  standing-  on  the  bank,  was  the 
monarch  of  the  forest,  a  lordly  moose. 
He  did  not  stay  long-,  however  ;  a  short 
grunt  and  he  was  up  the  bank  like  a  shot, 
and  lost  in  the  thicket. 

The  tent  was  hurriedly  pitched  in  a 
small  cleared  spot  which  had  evidently 
been  the  scene 
of  a  hunter's 
camp  ;  and  here 
we  had  lunch 
and  waited  till 
the  storm  was 
over,  which  was 
not  long.  Trout 
were  continually 
jumping'  f  r  o  m 
the  water,  and 
when  the  rain 
had  ceased,  one 
of  the  guides 
asked  me  if  1 
would  like  to  try 
my  luck.  In  or 
der  to  find  the 
favourite   fly  he 

put  three  on  the  Wie.  but  they  seemed  to 
all  be  favourite8*  for  presently  1  had 
hooked  three  fine  trout.  But  it  was  an- 
other matter  to  land  them.  Like  every 
novice,  the  first  impulse  was  to  pull  them 
right  in,  which  procedure  would  probably 
have  resulted  in  the  loss  of  all  three.  But 
under  Mr.  Ogilvy's  directions  I  succeed- 
ed in  landing  two  of  them,  the  third  and 
smallest  got  away. 

All  were  now  anxious  to  be  on  the 
move.  The  spirit  of  adventure  seemed 
Strong  within  each  breast,  and  there  was 
always  the  desire  to  see  what  was  ahead. 
There  was  a  decided  turn  in  the  course 
of  the  river  here,  and  we  did  not  know 
what  was  beyond  that.  But  we  soon 
found  out,  for  when  the  bend  was  round- 
ed, the  roaring  of  the  water  told  us  that 
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we  had  more  rapids  to  run.  And  they 
were  indeed  rapids,  and  for  three  hours 
and  a  half  there  was  no  decrease  in  the 
speed  of  the  water.  Rushing  and  roar- 
ing past  huge  rocks,  it  was  indeed  a  work 
of  art  to  successfully  guide  those  canoes 
through  in  safety. 

The  dexterity  with  which  the  Ogilvy 
men  handled  the  poles,  was  greatly  ad- 
mired by  all.  Stalwart  young  men,  pos- 
sed  ofalmost  Herculean  strength,  they 
seemed  to  know  exactly  when  to  hold  the 
canoe  back,  and  just  how  to  place  it  in 
the  current  so  that  it  would  run  straight 
and  sure  without  striking  a  rock. 

At  length  the  water  calmed  and  we 
were  through  the  rapids  for  another  while; 
but  something  else  was   in  store  lor  us, 

for,  as  though 
we  had  not  al- 
ready  had 
enough  excite- 
ment for  one 
day,  a  turn  in 
the  course  of  the 
river,  brought 
us  to  our  second 
jam  of  logs.  This 
was  not  so  long 
as  the  first,  but 
rougher,  and  it 
was  decided  to 
carry  over  it  be- 
fore camping  for 
the  night.  Al- 
though fatigued 
from  the  excite- 
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ment  we  had  undergone, 
to  work,  and  soon  this  difficulty  was 
overcome,  and  we  were  again  afloat  in 
smooth  water.  We  paddled  but  a 
very  short  distance  when  we  came  to  an 
ideal  camping  site,  close  to  an  old  tote- 
road,  and  as  the  next  day  was  Sunday, 
it  was  decided  to  spend  the  morning  here, 
and  dry  out  the  outfit. 

The  scenery  of  this  spot  was  beyond 
description.  Opposite  our  camp  the 
rugged  hills  rose  almost  perpendicular. 
Below,  the  waters  glided  peacefully  by, 
telling  nothing  of  their  fury  above  the 
lumber  jam.  A  small  island  gorgeous 
witli  wild  flowers  and  beautiful  with 
small  maples  and  poplars,  divided  the 
river.  Myriads  of  birds  flitted  to  and 
fro  among  the  trees,   pouring  forth  their 
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song  in  praise  to  Him,  the  Creator  of  all 
this  wonderful  beauty.  Indeed  it  seemed 
an  enchanted  spot  ;  the  rustle  of  the 
poplar  leaves  was  like  the  whispering  of 
fairies,  and  when,  a  few  hours  later,  the 
silver  moon  rose  above  the  hills  and  cast 
its  light  upon  the  sparkling  water,  it  was 
certainly  an  artist's  dream. 

Fatigue  at  length  compelled  us  to  re- 
retire,     and  it   

was  late  next 
morning  before 
there  was  any 
sign  of  life  in 
the  camp.  At 
breakfast  the 
guide  told  us 
that  he  had  been 
exploringashort 
distance  from 
camp,  and  was 
convinced  from 
the  roaring  he 
heard,  that  we 
had  some  unus- 
ually rough 
water  yet  to  go 
through. 

However,  we 
did  not  breakup 
camp  till  about 
two-thirty  p.  m. 
and  had  been 
travelling  but  a 
short  time  when 
>  we  came  to  the 
cause  of  th 
roaring,  a  fall.  e 

And  now  the 
question  was 
whether  to  ^o 
over  it,  or  por- 
t  a  g  e  around. 
Finally  M  r  . 
Ogilvy  decided 
to  try  it  himself 
first,  and  if  he 
got  through  all 
right  would 
come  back  for  the  second  canoe,  and  his 
brother  would  take  the  third. 

We  were  all  anxious  to  go  over  ;  it 
would  be  such  an  unusual  experience. 

The  water  above  was  smooth  and  deep, 
then  the  sudden  plunge  of  several  feet 
into    the     boiling   water     below,  then 
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the  straight  scoot  of  several  yards- 
We  watched  him  breathlessly,  but  there 
was  no  cause  for  fear  when  David  man- 
aged the  craft,  for  it  slid  over  without 
a  tremor,  seemed  to  dance  for  a  minute 
on  the  waves  below,  then  glided  swiftly 
between  the  rocks,  straight  and  sure,  to 
safety.  Soon  the  second  one  was  safely 
over,  and  we  were  watching  the  third. 

On  it  came 
through  the 
smooth  water, 
took  the  dive, 
but  struck  a 
rock,  and  we 
who  watched 
expected  to  see 
it  turn  over. 
The  occupants 
threw  up  their 
hands  in  fright, 
but  it  did  not 
upset,  and  the 
contact  with 
the  rock  seem- 
ed to  have  done 
no  harm.  The 
experience  will 
always  be  a 
predomi  n  ant 
memory  of  that 
trip.  The  sen- 
sation was  just 
like  that  exper- 
ienced when 
swinging  very 
high. 

We  travelled 
a  few  miles  far- 
ther, then  camp- 
ed again,  and 
soon  we  were 
enjoying  a  glor- 
ious fire,  and 
busy  preparing 
the  evening 
meal. 

So  far  we  had 
had  lovely 
weather.  Rain  fell  at  night,  but  the  days 
were  fine  and  the  evenings  cool,  so  that 
all  were  glad  of  the  warmth  of  the  camp- 
fire.  Flies  caused  some  discomfort,  but 
never  kept  us  awake  at  nights,  and  al- 
ways kept  a  safe  distance  from  the  fire. 
Mosquitoes  were  very  few  ;    black  flies 


Mr. 
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and    midgets     were     thick     at  times. 

As  this  was  the  Sabbath  evening,  we 
had  a  service  of  song.  Musical  talent 
was  not  lacking  in  that  company,  and  the 
entire  evening  was  spent  in  singing 
hymns  and  psalms,  a  volume  of  praise 
and  thanksgiving. 

"Not  far  advanced  was  morning  day" 
when  our  voyage  was  resumed,  and  we 
were  again'following  the  course  of  the 
widening,  winding  river,  sometimes  run- 
ning north,  then  due  east,  then  south  and 
so  on. 

We  were  approaching  what  looked,  at 
a  distance,  like  another  jam  of  logs,  but 
drawing  nearer  we  could  see  that  it  ex- 
tended only  part  way  across  the  river. 
But  the  water  was  so  rough  and  there 
were  so  many  dangerous  rocks  that  it 
was  thought  advisable  for  the  ladies  to 
step  on  the  logs  and  walk  past  the  rough 
place,  and  the  men  bring  the  canoes 
round.  Soon  we  were  safely  afloat 
again  and  making  fairly  good  progress. 
Passed  a  small  log  cabin  which  we  de- 
cided was  a  fishermen's  cabin,  for  there 
was  a  deep  pool  here,  and  we  saw  sal- 
mon jumping.  But,  as  we  were  not 
equipped  for  salmon  fishing,  did  not  stop, 
but  kept  steadily  on  our  way,  passed  the 
mouths  of  several  smaller  streams  running 
into  the  main  river,  and  halted  at  noon 
beside  a  babbling  brook.  As  it  was  a 
very  warm  day,  we  rested  here  an  hour 
or  two,  and  were  just  preparing  to  start, 
when  someone  noticed  an  odd  looking 
craft  being  poled  up  stream  toward  us. 
For  three  days  we  had  seen  not  a  single 
soul  but  ourselves,  and  were  beginning 
to  feel  like  explorers  and  to  experience  a 
sort  of  a  feeling  of  ownership. 

The  craft  was  a  dug-out  made  of  a 
pine  log  and  looked  about  eighteen  or 
twenty  feet  long,  and  quite  narrow.  The 
occupants  were  a  man  and  a  boy,  doubt- 
less on  their  way  to  the  salmon  pool  we 
had  passed  in  the  morning. 

When  near  enough  to  talk,  we  asked 
the  man  where  we  were,  and  how  far  from 
Boiestown,  for  we  were  beginning  to 
think  it  had  moved  down  the  river.  He 
said  we  had  come  some  thirty-seven 
miles  and  had  twenty-eight  to  travel  be- 
fore reaching  the  village.  About  two- 
thirty  p.  m.  the  canoes  were  loaded  and 
we  started  again,  paddled  steadily  all 


afternoon,  except  when  rough  water  was 
encountered,  and  then  the  paddles  were 
abandoned  for  poles.  We  passed  a  huge 
boulder  where  some  logs  were  hung  up, 
and  noticed  a  pick-axe  and  peevie  stuck 
in  the  logs.  Afterwards  learned  that 
this  spot  was  the  scene  of  a  drowning 
accident  last  spring  when  a  young  man 
lost  his  life  while  trying  to  break  a  jam. 

The  scenery  all  along  wasgrand.  Some- 
times rocky,  rugged  hills,  and  wild  rush- 
ing water.  Sometimes  green,  sloping 
hills,  and  smooth  deep  water,  calm  and 
beautiful,  winding  in  and  out,  by  shady 
nooks  and  mossy  dells  ;  with  here  and 
there  a  little  island  overgrown  with  ferns 
and  ivy. 

Towards  sundown  we  passed  a  party 
of  fishermen,  and  a  few  miles  further 
down  camped  for  the  night  in  a  beauti- 
ful spot,  a  veritable  grove  of  white  birch 
and  maple. 

Tuesday  morning  we  were  up  bright 
and  early  and  on  our  way.  About  noon 
we  saw  the  first  signs  of  habitation,  a 
house  not  far  from  the  shore,  and  a  man 
making  hay.  We  stopped  a  short  dis- 
tance below  and  had  dinner,  then  some 
of  the  party  went  to  inquire  what  settle- 
ment was  near,  and  learned  that  we  were 
just  eight  miles  above  Boiestown.  About 
four  o'clock  we  resumed  our  journey,  but 
as  the  water  was  very  shallow,  made 
slow  progress,  and  at  seven  o'clock  we 
camped  for  the  night  on  a  little  island 
just  above  the  town. 

It  was  an  ideal  spot.  The  ground, 
from  which  the  hay  had  been  cut,  was 
smooth  and  dry.  Groups  of  beautiful 
elm  trees  swayed  gently  in  the  breeze, 
and  when  our  tents  were  pitched,  and  the 
fire  built,  it  made  a  beautiful  picture.  A 
herd  of  cattle,  grazing  peacefully,  added 
to  the  picture.  When  supper  was  ready, 
it  was  discovered  that  our  stock  of  con- 
densed milk  was  exhausted,  but  a  friendly 
brindle  wandering  close  to  the  camp, 
saved  the  situation. 

Next  morning  the  owner  of  the  island 
came  to  take  the  cows  home,  but  before 
doing  so,  stopped  for  a  friendly  chat  with 
us.  They  had  seen  our  camp-fire  the 
night  before,  and  heard  the  singing,  and 
it  was  such  an  unusual  occurence,  that 
his  boy  decided  we  were  wild  Indians, 
and  would  not  come  for  the  cows.  The 
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amiable  old  gentlemen  was  very  much 
pleased  that  we  had  used  his  island  as  a 
camping  ground,  and  showed  his  good 
will  by  milking  two  cows  and  giving  us 
the  milk. 

Soon  we  were  preparing  for  our 
triumphal  entry  into  Boiestown.  It  seem- 
ed to  us  we  had  been  away  from  civiliza- 
tion for  a  month  instead  of  a  week. 

It  was  about  ten  a.  m.  Wednesday 
morning  when  we  reached  the  town,  and 
there  spent  a  couple  of  hours  buying 
supplies,  sending  letters  and  telegrams, 
and  reading  letters. 

About  noon  we  left  there  and  paddled 
a  few  miles  down  the  river,  stopping  at  a 
small  peninsula,  where  some  men  were 
making  hay. 

After  dinner  we  rested  till  about  five 
p.  m.  and  when  the  journey  was  continued 
we  paddled  till  about  seven  o'clock, 
about  five  miles  above  Doaktown,  on  the 
opposite  side  of  the  river.  The  camping 
ground  was  a  smooth  cleared  spot  from 
which  the  hay  had  been  cut,  with  a  grass 
grown  hill  for  background,  and  an  im- 
mense elm  tree,  under  which  the  tents 
were  pitched. 

That  night  there  was  a  heavy  thunder 
storm,  and  next  morning  the  rain  was 
still  falling  heavily,  and  we  were  obliged 
to  stay  there  all  day.  But  it  was  not  a 
long  day  to  us  ;  all  well  and  happy,  the 
hours  passed  quickly  and  pleasantly.  By 
evening  the  sky  had  cleared  and  we 
could  sit  round  the  camp-fire  as  usual, 
and  while  away  the  time  with  song  and 
story. 

Friday  morning  we  reached  Doaktown 
about  ten-thirty,  spent  an  hour  there, 
and  resumed  our  journey.  The  day  was 
warm,  the  river  ever  widening,  was  shal- 
low in  places,  and  our  progress  was  slow. 
But  it  was  very  pleasant  to  sit  thus  in 
a  canoe  and  watch  the  beautiful  scenery, 
and  the  shadows  in  the  smooth  water. 
Often  a  flock  of  wild  ducks,  frightened 
by  our  approach,  hurried  through  the 
water  and  found  a  hiding  place  in  some 
secluded  nook  close  to  the  shore. 

We  were  anxious  to  reach  Blackville 
that  night  and  asked  several  people  how 
far  it  was  to  that  village.  One  man  said 
it  was  six  miles  by  the  road  and  eight  by 
the  river,  which  as  we  understood  it, 
meant   fourteen   miles.     But  we  kept 


steadily  on  and  were  just  in  sight  of  the 
village  when  a  drenching  shower  over- 
took us,  and  we  were  obliged  to  camp  a 
mile  above.  A  roaring  fire  soon  afforded 
warmth  and  comfort,  a  good  supper  ad- 
ded to  the  cheer,  and  we  were  happier 
than  if  dining  at  the  "Waldorf  Astoria." 
For  the  pleasures  of  camp  life  are  only 
understood  by  those  who  have  experienc-  » 
ed  it  and  love  it. 

This  was  to  be  our  last  night  of 
camp  life  on  this  trip,  for  we  expected  to 
reach  Newcastle  the  following  evening, 
Saturday  morning  we  were  up  at  five- 
thirty  and  preparing  for  an  early  start. 
The  day  was  still  young  when  we  reached 
Blackville,  and  after  sending  messages 
home,  went  cheerily  on  our  way,  through 
the  Mute  Rapids,  passed  Indiantown,  and 
stopped  some  miles  below  at  noon.  As 
rain  was  falling  heavily,  we  went  into 
a  farm  house,  where  the  kind  hearted 
people  made  us  welcome,  and  allowed  us 
the  use  of  the  large  summer  kitchen. 
Here  we  prepared  our  noon  meal  and 
enjoyed  the  warmth  of  the  fire  for  a 
couple  of  hours.  About  two  p.  m.  we 
were  again  on  our  way  and  making  splen- 
did progress,  but  soon  encountered  an 
obstacle  in  the  boom  sticks  which 
were  stretched  across  the  river  holding 
some  rafts  of  logs.  After  some  labor 
we  managed  to  get  through,  and  passed 
Millerton  about  four  o'clock.  The  next 
enemy  was  the  tide,  which  turned  about 
four-thirty  and  was  running  strongly  up 
river.  On,  we  went,  each  stroke  of  the 
paddle  bringing  us  nearer  our  goal  ; 
under  the  bridges  which  cross  the  river 
here,  through  the  "Tickle"  which  separ- 
ates Beaubear's  Island  from  the  main 
land,  past  the  island  itself,  and  on  to  the 
town,  a  mile  below. 

At  seven  p.m.  August  fifteenth  we 
reached  Newcastle,  all  well  and  happy, 
but  heartily  sorry  that  our  trip  was  over. 
We  had  come  one  hundred  and  thirty 
miles  on  Miramichi  waters  and  had  the 
distinction  of  being  the  first  to  have 
taken  the  entire  journey  in  canoes. 

The  memory  of  those  delightful  days 
spent  on  the  beautiful  river,  and  the 
evenings  round  the  glorious  camp-fire, 
will  be  a  hallowed  one  to  each,  and  will 
linger  with  us  through  the  years  to  come. 
The  success  of  our  trip  was  largely  due 
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to  our  guides,  who  embodied  all  the 
qualities  necessary  to  complete  the  per- 
fect type.  Strong,  good-natured  and 
willing,  they  left  nothing  undone  that 
could  be  done  for  our  comfort.

Mayor  Oli- 
ver, in  giving 
the  delegates 
an  official  re- 
ception, dwelt 
upon  the  im- 
portance of  the 
internatio  n  a  1 
character  o  f 
the  Associa- 
tion and  wish- 
ed the  mem- 
b  e  r  s  every 
possible  suc- 
cess i  n  their 
work.  Their 
program  was

a  wide  one  and  he  believed  they  had  reg- 
istered many  successes.  He  hoped  they 
would  win  many  more.  Some  critics 
compared  the  members  of  the  council  to 
fish — jelly  fish.  He  reminded  them  that  in 
angling  either  for  votes  or  fish  the  only 
way  to  succeed  was  by  using  plenty  of 
good  live  bait.  They  sometimes  heard 
of  fool  fishes  and  in  this  connection  he 
told  the  story  of  Mark  Antony,  who  wish- 
ing t  o  show 
off  his  fishing 
powers  before 
Cleopatra,  ar- 
ranged with  a 
slave  t  o  put 
the  fishes  on 
his  hook  when 
un  der  water. 
Having  done 
this  several 
times  Cleopa- 
tra got  wise 
t  o  the  trick 
and  invited 
the  company 
to  witness  a 
further  exhi- 
b  i  t  i  o  n  of 
Mark's  skill, 
arranging  on 
the  second  oc- 
casion to  put 
a  salt  water 
fish  on  the 
hook,  when 
the  fish  i  n  g 
was  in  fresh 
water.  He  was 
sure  none  of 
them  knew 
any  such  ang- 
lers' t  ricks 
and  though 
h  e  had  been 
there  many 
times  he 
would  not  re- 
count such 
per  forman- 
ces.  He  a  s- 
sured  them 
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he  felt  deeply  the  importance  of  their 
work  and  particularly  that  part  which 
drew  closer  together  the  greatinterests  of 
the  States  and  Canada. 

His  Hon.  Col.  Gibson,  in  extending  a 
welcome  on  behalf  the  Province,  dwelt 
upon  his  own  efforts,  when  a  member  of 
the  Ontario  Legislature  to  improve  and 
extend  fish  and  game  protection.  In 
Ontario  thirty  years  ago  they  had  obso- 
lete laws  without  any  provision  for  en- 
forcement. For  some  time  all  efforts  at 
improvement  met  with  steady  opposition, 
but  at  length  a  Royal  Commission  was 
appointed  to  inquire  into  the  whole  sub- 
ject and  report.  The  report  of  that  Com- 
mission was  still  a  valuable  document 
on  the  subject  of  fish  and  game  protection. 
One  result  of  the  recommendations  of 
that  commission  was  the  introduction  of 
a  bill  thoroughly  revising  the  laws  as 
they  dealt  with  game  and  fish.  While 
they  had  done  much  in  Ontario  by  abol- 
ishing spring  shooting  they  must  fail  in 
their  protective  policy  unless  there  was 
concurrent  action  on  the  part  of  the 
States  to  the  South.  The  work  of  that 
Association  was  to  widen  the  area  of  pro- 
tection and  make  it  more  effective.  It 
was  pleasant  to  observe  that  the  example 
set  by  Ontario  had  been  followed  else- 
where and  the  general  tendency  all 
through  the  wide  area  covered  by  the  As- 
sociation was  always  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. In  time  there  would  be  a  general 
understanding  between  various  authori- 
ties with  reference  to  this  most  important 
subject  of  protection.  At  one  time  the 
moose  were  nearly  extinct  throughout 
Ontario  but  rigid  protection  led  to  such 
an  increase  of  numbers  that  for  several 
years  now  they  had  been  able  to  have  an 
open  season.  His  own  experience  had 
been  mainly  confined  to  target  shooting 
but  he  had  always  taken  a  deep  interest 
in  the  subject  of  protection  and  done 
what  he  could  to  forward  the  movement. 
Protection  was  indeed  a  most  important 
national  domestic  policy. 

Dr.  Reaume  gave  a  short  Presidential 
address  emphasising  the  importance  of 
the  first  gathering  in  Toronto  and  express- 
ing his  complete  sympathy  with  the  work 
of  the  Association.  The  interests  of  the 
whole  country  were  bound  up  in  their 
work,    and   its   international  character 


could  not  be  too  strongly  dwelt  upon. 

Mr.  E.  T.  D.  Chambers,  secretary- 
treasurer,  submitted  a  short  report  de- 
scribing a  case  in  which  a  party  shot  three 
moose  illegally  in  the  Province  of  Que- 
bec and  when  warrants  were  issued  they 
escaped  from  the  jurisdiction  and  had 
since  secured  hunting  licenses  in  Ontario 
and  New  Brunswick.  It  was  suggested 
that  some  means  should  be  devised  where- 
by offenders  against  the  game  laws  in 
one  Province  should  be  refused  licenses 
in  other  Provinces  until  they  had  stood 
their  trial  in  the  Province  in  which  their 
alleged  offence  occurred.  Sympathetic 
references  were  made  to  the  deaths  of  Mr. 
D.G.Smith,  formerly  of  New  Brunswick, 
an  active  member  for  several  years,  and 
Mr.  Angus  Hooper,  of  Montreal.  The 
election  of  Dr.  Finnie,  a  member  of  the 
Executive  to  the  Quebec  Legislature 
would  do  much  to  assist  the  movement 
in  that  Province. 

Mr.  Richards  (Boston,)  gave  the  report 
for  the  State  of  Massachussets.  The 
Legislature  at  their  last  session  passed 
no  less  than  eighteen  acts  dealing  with  fish 
and  game  protection,and  while  some  were 
commendatory, this  number  showed  either 
the  law  was  in  a  bad  state  before  or  too 
much  tinkering  was  now  being  indulged 
in.  They  were  now  protecting  English 
pheasants  in  Massachussetts  and  it  was 
questionable  if  the  pheasants  were  not 
killing  out  the  native  birds.  The  feature 
of  the  past  season  appeared  to  have  been 
the  large  increase  in  wild  fowls  and  par- 
ticularly ducks.  That  feature  appeared 
to  have  been  general  and  not  confined  to 
one  State  or  Province  or  indeed  to  partic- 
ular groups. 

Dr.  Finnie  (Montreal)  stated  that  the 
Quebec  men  had  not  been  idle  during 
the  year  though  they  had  not  accomplish- 
ed all  they  hoped  to  do.  A  deputation  of 
the  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Associa- 
tion of  theProvince  of  Quebec  went  down 
to  the  Ancient  City  and  waited  upon  the 
Minister  of  Colonization,  Mines  and  Fish- 
eries—  the  Hon.  C.  R.  Devlin  —  who 
granted  an  interview.  The  various  sug- 
gestions made  by  the  Association  were 
discussed  and  they  had  hoped  they 
would  have  been  embodied  in  the  amend- 
ments that  were  contemplated  in  the  fish 
and   game   laws.    Some  changes  were 
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made,  such  as  prohibiting  the  sale  of  par- 
tridges until  1911,  and  prolonging  the 
close  season  for  beaver  until  1910.  They 
did  not  succeed  in  getting  the  season  for 
large  game  shortened  as  asked  for,  but 
believe  that  such  will  be  done  in  the  near 
future.  The  Department  made  a  wise 
provision  when  they  made  a  new  regula- 
tion under  this  head  by  which  Railroad 
Companies  and  contractors  as  well  as 
lumbermen  would  be  held  responsible  for 
any  infractions  of  the  laws  committed  by 
their  employees — a  wise  provision  which 
it  is  hoped  may  prove  effective.  Under 
this  head  they  suggested  that  the  Gov- 
ernment have  an  officer  in  every  camp  so 
as  to  report  infractions  of  the  law.  While 
it  was  too  true  that  the  area  for  large 
game  was  being  rapidly  cut  into  there 
was  still  ample  fish  and  game,  not  alone 
for  our  own  people,  but  also  for  those 
who  choose  to  come  amongst  us — provid- 


ed the  laws  are  strictly  enforced.  The 
true  sportsman  realized  that  it  was  not 
how  many  he  could  kill,  or  how  many  he 
could  catch,  but  simply  to  follow  and  ob- 
serve the  laws,  gaining  much  pleasure  for 
himself  and  a  certainty  that  those  who 
came  after  him  would  likewise  enjoy 
similar  pleasures.  The  motto  of  the  As- 
sociation he  represented  in  the  Province 
of  Quebec  was  "Porces  Futuro" — pro- 
vide for  the  future,  a  motto  most  apt  and 
one  which  should  he  uppermost  in  the 
minds  of  all  when  taking  their  annual 
outings.  Although  much  had  been  done 
of  late  years,  much  yet  remained  to  be 
done  in  the  Province  of  Quebec.  He 
felt  confident  that  the  near  future  would 
bring  about  changes  that  would  place 
Quebec  in  the  forefront  of  all  the  Provin- 
ces and  surrounding  States  in  caring  for 
what  must  be  looked  upon  as  one  of  the 
most  important  subjects  that  the  Province 
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had  to  deal  with — forest  protection  and 
all  for  what  the  forest  is  responsible — 
fish,  game,  fur,  the  continued  supply  of 
water  to  our  lakes  and  rivers,  and  indi- 
rectly the  assurance  of  continued  naviga- 
tion, without  the  difficulties  that  are  be- 
ing now  experienced  in  some  parts  of  this 
continent.  How  best  to  preserve  our 
forest  is  a  subject  that  must  appeal  to  us 
more  and  more  and  it  should  call  forth 
the  most  earnest  and  sincere  efforts  on 
our  part  to  suggest  ways  and  means  for 
their  preservation.  Any  action  in  this 
line  would  go  far  to  strengthen  the  hands 
of  the  various  Forestry  Associations  on 
both  sides  of  the  line — and  he  was  sure 
such  Associations  could  always  count  up- 
on the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  fish 
and  game  protectioniets  in  carrying  out 
their  noble  work 

The  Hon.  C.  R.  Devlin,  Minister  of 
Colonization,  Mines  and  Fisheries  for 
Quebec,  explained  that  the  sportsmen  of 
the  Province  did  not  agree  when  prefer- 
ring their  requests  to  him  and  conse- 
quently he  was  unable  to  go  as  far  with 
them  as  he  otherwise  might  have  done. 
He  drew  attention  to  what  the  Quebec 
government  had  done  in  the  Laurentides 
National  Park  and  the  Gaspe  Peninsula 
and  expressed  a  strong  belief  that  much 
good  would  follow  upon  an  agreement 
between  the  Province  and  the  States  in- 
terested regarding  the  fisheries  on  Lake 
Champlain.  His  dismissal  of  over  sev- 
enty fish  and  game  guardians,  who  had 
encumbered  the  salary  lists  without  ren- 
dering any  services  for  the  same,  showed 
his  willingness  to  work  heartily  with  them 
in  the  work  of  preserving  the  fish  and 
game  of  our  forests. 

None  of  the  New  York  delegates  were 
able  to  attend  and  in  their  absence  the 
report  from  that  State  was  read  by  the 
Secretary.  The  New  York  members 
have  done  their  part  in  securing  proper 
protection  for  the  Common  White  Fish 
of  the  Great  Lakes  bordering  on  the 
State,  viz.,  an  open  season  for  White 
Fish  from  January  first  to  October  thirty- 
first,  both  inclusive,  with  a  size  limit  ot 
not  less  than  two  pounds  in  the  round.  It 
may  be  said  that  this  legislation  is  in  har- 
mony with  all  States  and  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  save  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
with  its  small  area  bordering  on  Lake 


Erie,  their  law  giving  equal  protection 
having  been  repealed,  ostensibly  to  en- 
able that  State  to  secure  eggs  for  hatch- 
ery work,  but  really  enabling  the  com- 
mercial fishermen  to  continue  their  work 
during  the  spawning  season. The  propaga- 
tion of  bass  on  the  part  of  State  Depart- 
ment was  very  successful  last  )  ear  and 
every  indication  points  to  greater  success 
during  the  coming  season.  The  question 
of  non-sale  of  bass  in  New  York  State 
has  agitated  two  elements  within  her  bor- 
ders as  well  as  our  neighbors  on  the  St. 
Lawrence  river,  who  justly  deplore  what 
has  resulted  in  making  a  commercial  fish 
of  the  bass,  which  has  always  been  con- 
sidered a  game  fish  and  so  claimed  by 
fishermen  as  well  as  State  and  Provincial 
Departments.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
on  one  hand  that  the  Angler's  Association 
of  the  St.  Lawrence  River  has  resolved 
to  stop  the  sale  of  bass,  and  that  the  New 
York  State  League  at  its  recent  annual 
convention  also  resolved  to  prohibit  the 
sale  of  bass  in  the  State  no  matter  where 
taken.  It  may  be  stated  that  as  far  as 
known,  with  few  exceptions  among  fisher- 
men, these  resolutions  are  satisfactory, 
and  an  effort  will  be  made  on  the  part  of 
New  York  members  to  secure  such  legis- 
lation. Now,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
Guides'  Association  on  the  St.  Lawrence 
and  around  Cape  Vincent,  who  in  the 
past  have  profited  by  the  sale  of  game 
fish,  particularly  the  bass,  evidently  fear- 
ing a  day  of  reckoning,  have  already  re- 
solved to  be  good  to  the  following  ex- 
tent, providing  there  be  no  restrictive 
legislation  to  wit:  an  agreement  not  to 
demand  fish  captured  in  their  boats  by 
guest  or  employer.  Not  to  allow  cap- 
ture of  bass  less  than  twelve  inches  and 
to  hand  over  to  justice  all  who  shall  vio- 
late such  an  agreement.  If  they  had 
further  agreed  that  all  fish  taken  in  Can- 
adian waters  by  them  should  have  the 
same  restrictions  as  to  size  and  further 
agree  to  enter  at  Custom  House  all  fish 
taken,  a  greater  degree  of  confidence 
could  be  placed  in  this  agreement.  The 
hunting  licenses  have  proved  a  great 
success.  The  prohibition  of  spring  shoot- 
ing had  this  year  received  its  greatest 
endorsement  and  not  for  years  had  so 
many  wild  fowl  been  taken.  The  close 
relationship  between  forest, fish  and  game 
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was  emphasized  and  the  successful  work 
of  the  Association  in  British  Columbia 
and  in  international  waters  dwelt  upon. 

The  Association  placed  themselves  on 
record  as  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the 
work  of  the  International  Conservation 
Commission  and  appointed  Mr.  H.  G.  Elli- 
ott, Ass't.  General  Passenger  and  Ticket 
Agent,  Grand  Trunk  Railway,  Montreal, 
to  represent  the  Association  at  the  meet- 
ing at  Washington  in  February,  with 
thanks  to  him  for  his  services. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Preston,  M.P.P.,  and  Mr. 
Arthur  Hawkes,  of  the  Canadian  North- 
ern, were  appointed  a  committee,  with 
power  to  add  to  their  number  in  order 
to  endeavour  to  arrange  for  joint  action 
between  Minnesota  and  Ontario  with  re- 
ference to  fish  and  game  in  the  Rainy 
River  district.  It  was  explained  that 
lakes  hitherto  unfished  had  been  now 
tapped  by  railways  and  destructive  net- 
ting with  pound  nets  was  now  going  on. 
Rainy  Lake  was  two-thirds  in  Ontario 
and  Canadian  fishermen  there  did  not  use 
pound  nets.  They  wanted  joint  regula- 
tions to  cover  these  matters  and  also  to 
deal  with  wolves. 

Mr.  Hawkes  described  the  district  as 
the  greatest  moose  country  on  the  con- 
tinent. It  had  hitherto  been  isolated  and 
unless  regulations  were  made  and  enfor- 
ced the  wild  life  would  be  destroyed. 
Many  of  the  islands  on  Rainy  Lake  bad 
been  purchased  by  Americans,  who  were 
now  making  their  summer  homes  there. 

Dr.  Reaume,  in  reply  to  various  ques- 
tions raised,  said  he  was  not  inclined  to 
recommend  any  increase  in  the  wolf  boun- 
ty unless  Minnesota  did  the  same.  If 
Ontario  alone  raised  the  bounties  they 
would  in  many  cases  pay  for  Minnesota 
wolves.  He  also  stated  that  1he  status 
of  Indians  with  regard  to  game  and  fish 
was  at  present  under  consideration.  They 
wished  to  carry  out  the  treaties  made  by 
the  Dominion  Government  but  the  ques- 
tion was  whether, under  the  changed  con- 
ditions of  the  present  day,  those  treaties 
should  not  be  revised. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Adams,  seconded 
by  Mr.  Elliott,  the  Association  endorsed 
the  action  of  the  Anglers'  Association  of 
the  St.  Lawrence  River  and  the  New 
York  State  League  of  Fish  and  Game  in 
passing  resolutions  to  request  the  Legis- 


lature of  New  York  to  prohibit  the  sale 
of  black  bass. 

Mr.  Adams  remarked  that  so  long  as 
there  was  a  market  open  there  was  an  in- 
centive for  illegal  fishing  and  everyone 
knew  the  New  York  markets  could  not 
be  supplied  by  angling  alone. 

The  Association  went  on  record  in  fa- 
vour of  devoting  all  revenue  supplied  by 
hunting  licenses,  fees  and  fines  to  fish 
and  game  protection. 

Mr.  Evans  proposed:  1 'That  this  Asso- 
ciation is  opposed  to  the  principle  of 
States  or  Provinces  leasing  or  selling 
large  tracts  of  wild  lands  to  be  used  as 
private  game  preserves."  He  urged  that 
such  a  policy  was  not  calculated  to  give 
the  best  results  in  the  end  and  quoted 
figures  showing  the  advantages  of  the 
Ontario  over  the  Quebec  system.  The 
motion  asserted  a  basic  principle  and  it 
was  only  on  such  a  principle  that  fish  and 
game  protection  throughout  NorthAmeri- 
ca  could  be  carried  out. 

Dr.  Finnie,  M.P. P.,  while  personally 
opposed  to  the  leasing  system,  and  ex- 
pressing the  view  that  that  system  would 
be  very  much  curtailed  if  not  entirely 
abolished  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  be- 
fore many  years  has  passed,  resented  the 
motion  as  an  attempt  to  dictate  a  policy 
to  the  Province  and  thought  if  passed  the 
Association  would  go  entirely  out  of  their 
way  in  interferring  with  the  Quebec 
system. 

Mr.  Berghevin,  M.P. P.,  gave  reasons 
why  Quebec  adopted  the  leasing  system 
and  dwelt  upon  the  great  work  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  Province  has  done  in  their 
national  preserves. 

Mr. W.  A.  Preston.  M.P. P.,  held  that 
all  game  preserves  should  belong  to  the 
people  and  that  true  statesmanship  con- 
sisted in  legislating  for  the  many  rather 
than  the  few.  The  leasingsystem  was  one 
which  would  have  to  go. 

Several  gentlemen  belonging  to  Clubs 
gave  testimony  to  the  large  expenditures 
made  by  their  organizations  in  protective 
work  in  their  own  limits  and  argued  that 
the  whole  Province  benefitted  by  the  pro- 
tection thus  afforded. 

The  Hon.  C.  R.  Devlin,  while  defend- 
ing the  policy  of  his  government,  stated 
that  during  his  term  of  office,  he  had, 
whenever  a  lease  fell  in,  only  granted  re- 
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newals  for  five  instead  of  ten  years,  and 
increased  the  rent,  often  by  fiftyper  cent. 
In  only  one  case  had  he  had  a  complaint 
against  a  Club  and  in  that  case  the  lease 
was  cancelled.  He  had  also  aranged  that 
those  living  around  leased  lakes  should 
not  be  deprived  of  their  fishing  but  on 
the  other  hand  enjoy  the  benefits  flowing 
from  the  protection  given.  He  asserted 
that  Quebec  had  the  finest  fishing  pre- 
serves in  the  Dominion. 

Mr.  Richards  stated  that  he  was  inter- 
ested in  the  Long  Point  Preserve  in  On- 
tario and  knew  how  much  protection 
given  by  that  preserve  had  benefitted  the 
neighborhood.  He  confessed  that  while 
he  was  not  enamoured  with  the  Quebec 
system,  he  should  be  sorry  to  see  it  dis- 
appear as  they  were  learning  from  it.  At 
present  fish  and  game  preservation  was 
by  no  means  an  exact  science  and  they 
wanted  to  note  the  results  of  both  systems 
through  long  years  of  work,  before  they 
could  arrive  at  scientific  conclusions  as  to 
which  system  would  best  perpetuate 
game 

Mr.  Evans  in  reply  pointed  out  that  his 
object  was  only  to  endeavor  to  get  the 
Association  to  go  on  record  on  a  basic 
principle. 

Ultimately  the  motion  was  voted  down. 

Mr.  Evans  read  theOntario  report  which 
described  the  work  done  in  the  Province 
during  the  year  and  dwelt  upon  the  in- 
creased supervision  which  is  making  fish 
and  game  protection  more  of  a  reality. 

The  Association,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Townsend  asked  for  a  system  whereby  a 
hunter  breaking  the  game  laws  of  one 
Province  or  State  be  refused  a  license  in 
others  until  he  had  met  the  charge  in  the 
place  where  the  alleged  offence  occurred. 

Mr.  Cy.  Warman  gave  a  paper  on 
"Wild  Life"  which  will  appear  in  full  in 
a  subsequent  issue. 

The  new  game  preserve  in  British 
Columbia  was  described. 

Mr  W.  E.  Meehan  sent  a  paper  on 
the  "Conservation  of  non-nest  building 
fishes  of  the  Great  Lakes"  which  will  be 
given  in  full  next  month. 

Col.  McCulloch  likewise  read  a  paper 
on  Fish  Preservation  in  New  Brunswick.

Comprehensive  votes  of  thanks  to  all 
who  had  assisted  in  organizing  the  Con- 
ference and  aiding  in  making  its  deliber- 
ations successful  were  accorded. 

The  hospitality  of  the  Ontario  people 
is  proverbial  and  they  rose  nobly  to  the 
occasion.  On  the  evening  of  the  first  day 
the  delegates  were  the  guests  of  the  On- 
tario Government  at  a  banquet  given  in 
the  Speaker's  Apartments  at  the  Parlia- 
mentary Buildings.  The  Hon.  Dr.  Reaume 
presided,  and  a  number  of  Toronto  gen- 
tlemen interested  in  fish  and  game  ques- 
tions were  included  among  the  guests. 
After  dinner  the  toast  of  "The  King"was 
given  from  the  chair  and  met  with  a  hear- 
ty response. 

"Neighbouring  States"  was  responded 
to  by  Mr.  Richards  (Boston)  who  dwelt 
upon  the  pleasures  his  visits  to  Canada 
always  gave  him.  The  greater  the  inter- 
course between  Canada  and  the  States, 
the  greater  the  feeling  of  amity  between 
the  two  great  branches  of  the  Anglo-Sax- 
on race. 

"Our  Sister  Provinces"  was  coupled 
with  the  names  of  Col.  McCulloch  (New 
Brunswick,)  Dr.  Finnie  (Montreal,)  and 
the  Hon.  C.  R.  Devlin,  who  all  testified 
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to  the  good  feelings  amongst  Cana- 
dians from  every  Province.  The  lat- 
ter said  he  had  an  Irish  father,  a  Scotch 
mother,  married  a  French- Canadian  and 
his  children  were  born  in  Ireland.  They 
were  a  mixed  community  but  in  the  end 
were  all  Canadians. 

"Fish  and  Game"  brought  out  an  able 
response  by  Mr.  A.  Kelly  Evans,  who 
emphasized  the  economic  importance  of 
these  great  assets.  The  day  had  gone  by 
when  fish  and  game  matters  were  looked 
upon  as  a  cult  of  a  few  faddists.  They  were 
now  recognized  as  money  producers  for 
the  Province, and  properly  protected  their 
importance  would  be  more  widely  and 
generally  recognized. 

Mr.  Hector  Berghevin,M.P.P.,  pointed 
out  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  harmon- 
izing the  laws  of  the  several  States  and 
Provinces.  The  laws  as  a  rule  were  good 
but  enforcement  was  the  weak  point  and 
it  was  to  this  point  they  must  more  and 
more  direct  their  efforts. 

Mr.  H.  G.  Elliott,  Montreal,  urged  that 
each  Province  must  hold  what  it  had  and 
make  it  grow. 

Mr.  H.  S.  Osier,  K.  C.  expressed  a 
hope   that  the  protection  or  migratory 


game  would  receive  increasing  attention 
from  the  Association. 

To  the  toast  of  the  Association,  Mr.E. 
T.  D.  Chambers  replied.  He  drew  atten- 
tion to  the  growth  of  scientific  inquiry 
and  expressed  a  belief  that  great  benefits 
would  come  to  both  fish  and  game  from 
inquiries  conducted  on  those  lines. 

Mr.  Cy.Warman  gave  three  recitations 
—"The  Indian",  "Little  Wild  Goose"and 
"The  Habitant,"  to  the  great  pleasure  of 
the  guests.  The  press  was  responded  to  by 
Rev.  J.  A.  McDonald,  and  much  pleasant 
intercourse  took  place  before  the  gather- 
ing broke  up. 

On  the  second  day  the  members  were 
the  guests  of  the  City  of  Toronto  at  lun- 
cheon ;  the  Mayor  presiding  and  the  toast  list 
was  commendably  brief — "The  King  and 
the  President"  and  "Our  Guests."  Dr. 
Reaume,  Mr.  Richards,  Dr.  Finnie  and 
Mr.  Berghevin  responded  to  the  latter, 
bear  and  angling  stories  forming  the 
staple  of  their  talks.  After  an  exceeding- 
ly pleasant  gathering  the  delegates  took 
leave  of  each  other, with  manyexpressions 
of  good  will  and  high  -hopes  of  meeting 
next  year  in  the  City  of  Brotherhood  and 
Goodwill. 


Peculiar  Habits  of  Quail, 

BY  CAPTAIN 

THE  methods  used  by  quail  for  self 
protection  are  often  peculiar,  and 
frequently  what  would  appear  to 
human  beings  very  silly. 

I  have  seen  quail  when  flushed  fly  di- 
rectly into  a  bank  of  snow,  the  whole 
bevy  following  the  leader  one  after  an- 
other; of  course  they  could  be  all  caught 
one  by  one  if  the  man  were  not  a  sports- 
man, and  I  fear  many  is  the  time  it  has 
been  done.  Then  again,  many  men  go 
out  quail  shooting  lacking  the  knowledge 
of  the  habits  of  the  quail. 

Supposing  you  flush  a  bevy  and  they 
alight  on  rough  ground  covered  with 
long  coarse  grass  or  some  such  cover. 
In  case  this  happens  the  birds  generally 
scatter  and  lie  perfectly  still,  consequent- 
ly no  scent  comes  from  them  and  the  dog 
finds  it  very  difficult  to  locate  them,  fre- 
quently stepping  so  close  that  they  flush 
them.    Then  it  is  that  our  friend  with  the

gun  shows  his  ignorance  of  sport  and 
takes  it  out  of  the  poor  dog  by  thrashing 
him,  when  in  reality  the  animal  knows 
more  than  he  does. 

In  partridge  shooting  if  you  flush  a 
partridge  and  he  flies  sky-ward  don't 
think  that  he  is  going  to  alight  in  a  tree 
for  he  never  will.  Look  for  him  on  the 
ground,  and  if  he  flies  low  look  for  him 
in  a  tree. 

Again,  if  a  partridge  flies  into  a  snow 
bank,  which  they  frequently  do  for  shelter, 
always  look  for  him  on  the  left  of  the  en- 
trance, never  on  the  right.  ' 

Ducks,  when  wounded, sink  themselves 
in  the  water  just  allowing  their  bills  to 
protrude  in  order  to  breathe. 

I  haveseen  pin-tail  sink  themselves  until 
they  look  like  sticks  floating  on  the  water. 

It  is  when  all  these  devices  of  the  vari- 
ous birds  are  discovered  that  a  true 
sportsman  finds  it  "hard  to  kill." 


The  Wolf  Hunt  in  Northern  Ontario. 


An  Interesting  Incident. 


MR.  John  Arthur  Hope,  who  is  run- 
ning a  wolf  hunt  in  Northern  On- 
tario, contributes  the  following  de- 
scription of  an  interesting  incident  which 
occurred  to  himself  and  two  of  his  assis- 
tants in  the  course  of  their  journey  to 
one  of  their  camps  : 

On  the  eighth  of  the  month  of  January 
at  mid-day,  in  a  driving  snow  storm  on 
Lake  Clear,  myself  and  pardner  and  his 
brother,  saw  a  beautiful  sight,  one  rarely 
seen,  a  pack  of  thirteen  wolves  come 
out  of  the  woods  in  single  file,  and  trot 
round  the  edge  of  the  lake,  some  one 
thousand  yards  distant,  round  a  point, 
and  into  a  little  bay,  where  we  watched 
them  from  another  point  for  a  couple  of 
minutes.  Presently  we  walked  towards 
them,  being  on  our  way  to  number  three 
camp. 

When  within  about  seven  hundred 
yards  of  them  they  suddenly  bunched  up. 
Evidently  they  saw  us.  What  would 
they  do;  get  under  cover,  so  close  be- 
hind them,  or  come  straight  for  us?  That 
point  was  decided  for  us  in  a  few  seconds, 
— half  a  dozen  sprangout  of  the  bunch  and 
came  straight  towards  us,  the  remainder 
tailing  on  behind,  and  all  spreading  out 
like  a  fan  as  they  came  on  with  incredible 
swiftness  in  a  long,  springy  lope,  heads 
and  ears  up  and  tails  straight  out.  Wider 
and  wider  the  fan  spread  out  as  they 
came  on  in  dead  silence,  a  magnificent 
sight,  rarely  seen  in  broad  daylight. 

Within  three  hundred  and  fifty  yards  of 
us(as  we  discovered  afterwards)  they  wheel- 
ed round  in  a  longgraceful  curve  and  head- 
ed back  in  their  tracks,  a  couple  stopping 
for  a  moment  only,  for  their  keen  eyes 
now  discovered  that  what  they  had  taken 
for  three  deer  in  the  snow  storm  out  on 
the  lake,  were  three  men  instead.  Had 
we  turned  and  run  slowly  back  on  our 
tracks  there  is  no  doubt  they  would  have 
followed  us, for  all  having  shoulder  packs 
and  wearing  dirty  whiteEsqimauxdickeys, 
we  resembled  deer  at  a  distance. 

Indeed  my  pardner's  brother,  David 
Foster,  and  self  turned  to  run  across  to 


the  nearest  point,  about  three  hundred 
yards  away,  when  Bob,  my  pardner,  sud- 
denly discovered  that  all  his  cartridges 
were  in  his  shoulder  pack,  and  we  there- 
fore stopped  with  him  while  he  hunted 
them  out. 

The  wolves  also  inclined  towards  the 
point  when  we  started  to  run,  persumably 
to  cut  us  off.  "Here  they  come!"  remark- 
ed David,  drawing  a  .38  Colts  Automatic 
pistol  from  his  belt,  while  I,  throwing 
do\vn  my  snow  shoes  to  kneel  on, pumped 
a  cartridge  into  the  chamber  of  my  8  m- 
m  Mauser.  But  the  drifting  snow  had  froz- 
en hard  around  tht  bolt,  which  took  a 
second  or  two  to  free.  "They  are  wheel- 
ing around,"  remarked  David  again,  his 
38  Automatic  snapping  viciously  as  he 
spoke. 

I  loo'ked  up  just  in  time  to  see  a  fine  dog 
wolf  stop,  broadside  on, — judging  him  at 
two  hundred  yards  I  caught  his  shoulder 
through  the  peep  sight  and  touched  the 
hair  trigger,  expecting  to  cut  him  in  two; 
A  clean  miss  !  My  pardner  fired  at  the 
same  wolf  at  the  same  time,  with  a  33 
Winchester.  A  clean  miss  also!  We 
had  both  made  a  common  mistake,  viz: 
that  on  level  water  or  ice  an  object  is  far- 
ther away  than  it  appears.  The  drifting 
snow  on  a  keen  wind;  hunting  for  car- 
tridges in  a  pack  bag  and  trying  to  free 
a  frozen  action,  didn't  help  to  improve 
matters.  The  .38  Colt  continued  to 
snap  steadily,  but  the  range  was  too  far. 
The  whole  pack  were  now  in  full  flight, 
practically  speaking  they  never  stopped — 
back  on  their  tracks,  tails  and  ears  laid 
low,  breaking  up  in  two's  and  three's 
and  going  different  ways  as  they  neared 
tne  shore.  A  second  shot  from  both 
rifles  at  the  big  dog's  stern  at  five  hund- 
red yards,  made  him  leap  up  and  increase 
his  speed.  Still  too  low  apparently  !  At 
six  hundred  a  brace  of  bullets  threw  a 
shower  of  ice  across  the  big  fellow  as  he 
turned  slightly  broadside  on.  These  were 
the  only  two  shots  that  showed  where  the 
bullets  struck  and  therefore  the  range. 
At  seven  hundred  he  stopped  dead  and 
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partly  turned  back,the  bullets,  I  presume, 
striking  just  in  his  front.  The  next  mo- 
ment every  wolf  had  disappeared  under 
cover. 

Need  I  tell  my  readers  that  [  would 
much  rather  have  had  a  good  camera 
than  a  rifle?  Ye  Gods  :  what  a  good 
chance  for  half  a  dozen  pictures  of  a  pack 
of  wolves  charging  in  dead  silence  down 
a  lake  six  miles  long  on  three  men  three 
hundred  yards  out  from  shore.  I  state 
but  the  truth  when  I  say  I  would  have 
willingly  given  two  dollars  for  a  good 
camera  for  just  two  minutes. 

I  regret  very  much  that  I  did  not  run 
back  slowly  and  thereby  discover  if  they 
would  really  have  attacked  us,  an  open 
question,  but  one  I  very  much  doubt  per- 
sonally, except  under  certain  conditions. 
Nevertheless  I  expect  to  run  across  this 
pack,  or  another,  before  spring  and  if  I 
can  get  them  out  on  the  open  ice  shall 
certainly  put  this  test  into  practice. 
Sportsmen  have  yet  to  discover  that 
wolf  hunting  is  not  only  unique,  but  in 
mid-winter  one  of  the  finest  and  most  ex- 
citing sports  on  this  continent.  Given  the 
material  another  winter,  which  I  am  too 
poor  to  purchase  this,  and  which  for  the 
present  must  remain  a  secret,  the  wolf 
can  be  made  to  give  fine  sport,  with  a 
rifle,  with  plenty  of  excitement,  and  just  a 


spice  of  danger; to  those  thorough  sports- 
men hardy  enough  in  sporting  blood, not  in 
body,  to  hunt  him  here  in  the  wilds  of 
New  Ontario. 

The  writer  has  hunted  wolves  east  and 
west  on  this  continent  and  in  other  coun- 
tries, but  never  ran  across  a  better  wolf 
country  than  this. 

Just  a  word  to  the  Ontario  Govern- 
ment. I  would  respectfully  ask  them  to 
have  the  law  amended  in  one  particular. 
At  present  in  order  to  obtain  the  bounty  of 
$15  the  ears  of  the  wolf  must  be  clipped 
off  close  to  the  scalp  and  thereby  destroy 
the  sale  of  the  skin  which  is  only  used  for 
rugs,  or  mounting.  The  government 
should  remember  that  the  wolf  is  not 
only  a  destroyer  of  game  but  of  domes- 
tic animals  as  well,  and  that  it  is  ex- 
tremely cunning  and  almost  human  in 
intelligence, which  cause  has,  up  to  the 
present,  kept  it  from  total  destruction  by 
man.  Therefore,  $15  is  low  enough  to 
pay  those  men,  willing  to  hunt  it  in  mid- 
winter,without  clipping  off  the  ears  and 
destroying  the  market  value  of  the  skin. 
Why  not  use  a  private  mark  like  the 
British  government, viz:  the  broad  arrow, 
and  punch  the  ear  with  this  or  similar 
mark?  The  punching  of  a  piece  out  of 
the  ear  will  not  destroy  the  market 
value  of  the  pelt.

The  Ideals  of  Sportsmanship. 

Dr.  William  T.  Hornaday,  whose  name  is  so  favorably  known  to  every  sports- 
man, has  composed  the  following  code  of  ethics  which  he  calls  a  sportsman's  plat- 
form. Up  to  the  present  these  principles  have  been  submitted  to  three  sportsman's 
organizations,  and  unanimously  adopted  by  all  three.  They  were  read  at  the 
gathering  of  the  North  American  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association's  represen- 
tatives and  adopted  by  them.  The  publication  of  such  a  code, and  still  more  the  effort 
to  act  up  to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  all  the  clauses,  must  have  a  marked  effect  in  rais- 
ing the  ideals  of  sportsmanship  throughout  the  continent.     The  clauses  follow  : 


1.  The  wild  animal  life  of  today  is 
not  ours,  to  do  with  as  we  please.  The  orig- 
inal stock  is  given  to  us  in  trust,  for  the 
benefit  both  of  the  present  and  the  future. 
We  must  render  an  accounting  of  this 
trust  to  those  who  come  after  us. 

2.  Judging  from  the  rate  at  which 
the  wild  creatures  of  North  America 
are  now  being  destroyed,  fifty  years  hence 
there  will  be  no  large  game  left  in  the 
United  States  nor  in  Canada  outside  of 
rigidly  protected  game  preserves.  It  is 
therefore  the  duty  of  every  good  citizen 
to  promote  the  protection  of  forests  and 
wild  life,  and  the  creation  of  game  pre- 
serves, while  a  supply  of  game  remains. 
Every  man  who  finds  pleasure  in  hunting 
or  fishing  should  be  willing  to  spend 
both  time  and  money  in  active  work  for 
the  protection  of  forests,  fish  and  game. 

3.  The  sale  of  game  is  incompatible 
with  the  perpetual  preservation  of  a  pro- 
per stock  of  game;  therefore  it  should  be 
prohibited,  by  laws  and  by  public  senti- 
ment. 

4.  In  the  settled  and  civilized  re- 
gions of  North  America  there  is  no  real 
necessity  for  the  consumption  of  wild 
game  as  human  food  ;  nor  is  there 
any  good  excuse  for  the  sale  of  game  for 
food  purposes.  The  maintenance 
of  hired  laborers  on  wild  game 
should  be  prohibited,  everywhere  under 
severe  penalities. 

5.  An  Indian  has  no  more  right  to 
kill  wild  game,  or  to  subsist  upon  it  all  the 
year  round,  than  any  white  man  in  the 
same  locality.  The  Indian  has  no  inher- 
ent or  God-given  ownership  of  the  game 
of  North  America,  any  more  than  of  its 
mineral  resources  ;  and  he  should  be 
governed  by  the  same  game  laws  as 
white  men. 

!:  ;  ~  6.  No  man  can  be  a  good  citizen 
and  also  be  a  slaughterer  of  game  or  fishes 


beyond  the  narrow  limits  compatible  with 
high-class  sportsmanship. 

7.  A  game  butcher  or  a  market 
hunter  is  an  undesirable  citizen,  and 
should  be  treated  as  such. 

8.  The  highest  purpose  which  the 
killing  of  wild  game  and  game  fishes  can 
hereafter  be  made  to  serve  is  in  furnish- 
ing objects  to  overworked  men  for  tramp- 
ing and  camping  trips  in  the  wilds  :  and 
the  value  of  wild  game  as  human  food 
should  no  longer  be  regarded  as  an  im- 
portant factor  in  its  pursuit. 

9.  If  rightly  conserved,  wild  game 
constitutes  a  valuable  asset  to  any  country 
which  possesses  it  ;  and  is  good  state- 
manship  to  protect  it. 

10.  An  ideal  hunting  trip  consists 
of  a  good  comrade,  fine  country,  and  a 
very  few  trophies  per  hunter. 

11.  In  an  ideal  hunting  trip,  the 
death  of  the  game  is  only  an  incident  ; 
and  by  no  means  is  it  really  necessary  to 
a  successful  outing. 

12.  The  best  hunter  is  the  man 
who  finds  the  most  game,  kills  the  least, 
and  leaves  behind  him  no  wounded 
animals. 

13.  The  killing  of  an  animal  means 
the  end  of  its  most  interesting  period. 
When  the  country  is  fine,  pursuit  is  more 
interesting  than  possession. 

14.  The  killing  of  a  female  hoofed 
animal,  save  for  special  preservation,  is 
to  be  regarded  as  incompatible  with  the 
highest  sportsmanship  ;  and  it  should 
everywhere  be  prohibited  by  stringent  laws. 

15.  A  particularly  fine  photograph 
of  a  large  wild  animal  in  its  haunts  is 
entitled  to  more  credit  than  the  dead 
trophy  of  a  similar  animal.  An  animal 
that  has  been  photographed  never  should 
be  killed,  unless  previously  wounded  in 
the  chase. 


New  Brunswick  Guides  in  Conference. 


DHE  ninth  annual  Conference  of  the 
members  of  the  New  Brunswick 
Guides'  Association  was  held  at  the 
Queen's  Hotel,  Fredericton,  two  days 
before  Christmas.  In  the  absence  of 
President  Henry  Braithwaite,  vice-presi- 
dent Charles  Cremin  occupied  the  chair 
and  distinguished  himself  by  the  courtesy 
and  tact  with  which  he  filled  that  posi- 
tion. 

The  reports  received  from  the  various 
game  sections  of  the  Province  went  to 
show  that  the  previous  season  had  proved 
a  good  one  for  the  guides.  A  substan- 
tial increase  in  game  licenses  proved  that 
more  sportsmen,  resident  and  non-resi- 
dent, visited  the  woods  than  the  previous 
year. 

The  President's  address,  which  was 
read  by  the  Secretary,  was  in  an  optimis- 
tic spirit  and  bore  testimony  to  the  fact 
that  not  only  had  there  been  an  increase 
of  visitors,  but  also  that  the  majority 
returned  to  their  homes  well  pleased  with 
the  service  given  them.  The  weather 
conditions  were  favorable  and  the  guides 
enjoyed  a  good  season.  The  president 
continued  : 

There  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  the 
tourist  and  sporting  business  in  New 
Brunswick  is  still  in  its  infancy.  We 
have  game  in  abundance  ;  our  natural 
attractions  are  equal  to,  if  not  superior 
to  those  of  Maine,  the  Adirondacks  or 
Ontario,  and  the  day  will  surely  come 
when  we  will  have  thousands  of  visitors 
in  search  of  sport,  health  and  recreation, 
where  we  now  have  hundreds.  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  guides  of  the  Province 
can  do  and  are  doing  their  part  to  bring 
this  about. 

I  think  that  you  will  all  agree  with  me 
that  under  the  conditions  existing  in  this 
Province  a  guide,  to  make  a  success  of 
of  his  calling,  must  devote  his  whole 
time  to  it.  If  he  does  not  have  exclusive 
territory,  well  equipped  camps  and  trails 
leading  to  localities  frequented  by  game, 
he  cannot  satisfy  the  wants  of  his.  patrons 
or  keep  up  with  the  procession.  It  is  im- 
portant that  guides  should  be  able  to 
secure  empoyment  during  the  summer 
months  with  outing  and  fishing  parties, 


and  it  lies  in  the  power  of  the  government 
to  do  considerable  to  assist  them  in  this 
respect.  Our  lakes  and  streams  which 
have  become  depleted  of  game  fish,  should 
be  restocked,  and  a  more  efficient  system 
of  protection  should  be  inaugurated.  I 
have  long  been  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  a 
mistake  to  lease  our  salmon  and  trout 
streams  to  private  parties  to  the  exclus- 
ion of  the  general  public  and  would  like 
to  see  a  different  policy  adopted. There  are 
some  rivers,  such  as  the  Restigouche  and 
Upsalquitch,  from  which  the  government 
derives  a  large  annual  rental,  but  there 
are  others  such  as  the  Dungarven,  Tabis- 
intac,  Barthibogue  and  Renous,  from 
which  only  a  nominal  amount  is  received 
each  year.  As  the  leases  expire  in  three 
years,  would  it  not  be  a  good  plan  for 
the  government  to  take  over  some  of 
the  smaller  streams,  restock  them  if 
necessary,  place  efficient  wardens  in 
charge  and  issue  rod  licenses  at  so  much 
per  day.  If  stringent  regulations  are 
adopted  and  properly  enforced,  I  have  no 
doubt  whatever  that  the  plan  I  have  out- 
lined can  be  carried  out  to  the  advantage 
of  the  Province. 

I  believe  that  it  would  be  of  much  ad- 
vantage to  the  guides  if  the  season  for 
trapping  small  fur  bearing  animals  open- 
ed on  November  first  instead  of  November 
15th  and  closed  on  April  1st,  instead  of 
March  15th.  When  the  fact  is  considered 
that  fur  is  in  as  good  condition  on  April 
first  as  it  is  on  November  first,  no  great 
harm  would  result  from  extending  the 
season  a  fortnight. 

I  do  not  believe  that  it  is  a  good  plan 
to  allow  non-residents  to  come  into  the 
province  and  build  sporting  camps  and 
monopolize  large  sections  of  hunting 
territory.  The  Province  of  Quebec  has 
had  a  costly  experience  in  this  regard,  and 
those  in  authority  here  should  be  on  the 
alert  and  see  to  it  that  the  rights  of  our 
own  people  are  protected. 

There  is  a  strong  agitation  in  some  quar- 
ters for  an  increase  in  the  resident  hunt- 
ing license  fee,  which  is  now  only  two 
dollars  against  fifty,  which  non-residents 
are  called  upon  to  pay.  In  my  opinion  it 
would  be  a  grave  mistake  to  increase  the 
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cost,  in  fact  I  never  could  see  any  advant- 
age of  a  resident  licence,  unless  deer  are 
placed  on  the  free  list.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
it  is  a  damage  to  the  province  to  charge 
residents  for  the  privilege  of  hunting  deer. 
Deer  are  becoming  very  plentiful  in  all 
sections  of  the  province,  and  they  are 
not  only  a  menace  to  growing  crops, 
but  it  is  a  well  known  fact  that  they  are 
driving  out  the  caribou.  Although  mem- 
bers of  the  same  family  they  seem  unable 
to  get  along  together,  and  the  experience 
of  Maine  and  other  states  shows  that  the 
caribou  give  way  to  the  deer.  Then  there 
is  another  phase  of  the  case  to  be  consid- 
ered— give  the  farmer's  boy  the  right  to 
shoot  deer  free  of  charge,  and  he  will 
scarcely  bother  about  moose,  which  are 
by  far  the  most  valuable  as  an  asset  to 
the  province. 

It  is  important  that  the  game  of  the 
province  should  be  protected,  but  this 
can  only  be  done  by  employing  competent 
men  as  wardens,  who  will  discharge 
their  duties  fearlessly  and  without  favor. 
The  impression  seems  to  prevail  in  some 
quarters  that  guides  are  the  most  per- 
sistent violators  of  the  game  law,  but 
this  is  a  fallacy.  I  speak  with  a  know- 
ledge of  the  facts  when  I  say  that  no 
class  of  people  have  a  better  opportunity 
to  commit  infractions  of  the  game  law 
than  the  guides,  and  no  class  of  people 
who  frequent  the  woods  stick  closer  to 
the  spirit  and  letter  of  the  law.  The 
guides  know  their  business  and  they 
realize  that  it  is  no  advantage  to  them 
today  to  kill  a  moose  in  season  or  out  of 
season.  A  live  moose,  that  can  make 
big  tracks  and  cut  a  wide  swath, is  worth 
far  more  to  a  guide  than  a  dead  one. 
So  far  as  my  knowledge  goes  very  few 
guides  now-a-days  even  carry  rifles  when 
following  their  occupation  in  the  woods. 

The  President  bore  testimony  to  the 
excellent  results  from  the  official  trip  of 
ministers  in  the  woods,  accounts  of  which 
have  appeared  in  our  pages,  and  also  to 
the  good  work  being  done  by  the  Freder- 
icton  and  St.  John  Tourist  Associations. 

A  brief  discussion  followed  and  hearty 
approval  was  expressed  of  most  of  the 
suggestions  made.

A  number  of  honorary  members  were 
elected,  including  Hon.  W.  C.  H.  Grim- 
mer, J.  J.  McCaffrey,  Mayor  Chestnut, 
F.  B.  Edgecombe,  J.H.  Hawthorn,  R.  T. 
Mack,  Douglas  Clinch,  F.  B.  Ellis,  J.  S. 
Neill,  Hon.  J.  D.  Hazen,  Warden  Mc- 
Nally,  C.  W.  Whelpley,  A.  M.  Gibson, 
D.  M.  Richards  and  John  Palmer. 

The  meeting  approved  of  a  suggestion 
that  a  branch  of  the  organization  be  form- 
ed at  Newcastle  or  some  other  conven- 
ient point  on  the  North  Shore,  and 
Messrs  W.  H.  Allan  and  David  Mander- 
ville  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
carry  out  the  undertaking. 

A  committee  composed  of  Messrs. 
Moore,  Pringle,  Allen  and  Cremin  were 
appointed  to  interview  the  Surveyor- 
General  on  matters  pertaining  to  the 
game  laws. 

At  the  evening  session  Mr.  Douglas 
Clinch,  organizer  for  the  New  Brunswick 
Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Association,  de- 
livered an  informal  talk  on  game  protec- 
tion and  advertising.  He  strongly  urg- 
ed the  guides  to  unite  with  him  in  placing 
the  attractions  of  the  province  before  the 
sportsmen  and  tourists  of  the  United 
States  and  England. 

Brief  addresses  along  the  same  line 
were  also  made  by  Warden  McNally  and 
Sergeant  Major  Duncan.  It  was  after 
midnight,  when  the  pleasant  gathering 
came  to  a  close. 
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IHE  annual  meeting   of  the  Nova 
Scotia  Guides'  Association  was  held 
at  Yarmouth  on  Wednesday,  Dec- 
ember thirtieth,  1908. 

A  large  number  of  guides  and  hunters 
from  different  parts  of  the  Province  were 
present.  Dr  E.  S.  Allan,  President, 
occupied  the

troduced  the 
visitors,  who 
were:  J.  A.

C.  Mitchell  of 
Mill  Village. 

Minutes  o  f 
last  meeting 
read  and  ap- 
proved. De- 
tail work,  such 
as  reports  etc. 
occupied  con- 
siderable time, 
after  which  new 
business  was 
brought  up  be- 
fore the  association.  The  following 
portant  resolutions  were  adopted. 

"Whereas  this  association  believes 
that  a  larger  number  of  beaver  are  being 
killed  in  Nova  Scotia  and  that  unless 
more  stringent  measures  are  adopted  for 
their  protection,  this  animal  will  soon  be- 
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come  extinct  in  this  province,  and  where 
as  we  believe  that  the  destruction  of 
beaver  would  be  more  effectually  stopped 
by  making  it  impossible  for  fur  dealers  to 
buy  and  export  the  pelts.  Therefore 
resolved  that  this  association  recom- 
mend the  enactment  of  a  law  forbidding 

the  shipment  of 
any  raw  fur, 
hides  or  skins 
from  the  Pro- 
vince  without 
the  same  being 
first  examined 
by  some  game 
official,  for  the 
purpose  ofascer- 
taining  whether 
or  not  such  ship- 
ment contains 
any  fur,  hides  or 
skins  of  any 
beaver  or  other 
animal  prohibit- 
ed by  the  game 
act,  a  certificate 
ofsuch  examina- 
tion to  accom- 
pany each  and 
everyshipment." 

"  W  h  e  r  e  a  s 
non-r  e  s  i  d  e  n  t 
sportsmen  com- 
ing to  Nova 
Scotia  spend  an- 
nually large 
sums  of  money 
among  our  in- 
habitants to  the 
benefit  of  all, and 
whereas  we  be- 
lieve every  reas- 
onable induce- 
ment should  be 
offered  to  attract 
this  class  of  peo- 
ple to  our  Province,  and  whereas  when  the 
small  game  license  was  only  ten  dollars, 
a  larger  number  of  sportsmen  came  here 
than  at  present  under  the  thirty  dollar 
license;  and  whereas  we  believe  that  a 
thirty  dollar  license  fee  is  too  much  to 
charge  non-resident  sportsmen  wishing 
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only  a  few  days  shooting.  Therefore  re- 
solved that  this  association  recommend 
that  provision  be  made  for  the  issuing, 
under  our  game  act,  of  a  fifteen  dollar 
small  game  license." 

"Whereas  the  present  law  compelling 
sportsmen  to  make  affidavits  to  killing 
or  taking  of  moose,  causes  great  incon- 
venience to  persons  wishing  to  remain 
in  the  woods  for  any  length  of  time  after 
taking  or  killing  such  animals,  when  the 
meat  is  sent  out  for  sale,  and  whereas  this 
difficulty  could  be  overcome  by  the  issuing 
of  a  tag  with  all  licenses  sold,  said  tag  to 
be  attached  to  and  accompany  the  carcass 
and  to  take  the  place  of  the  justice's  cer- 
tificate at  present  required  upon  the  ex- 
amination of  the  tag  and  the  destruction 
of  the  four  feet  by  the  Justice  of  the  Peace 
or  Game  Warden,  such  examination  of 
tag  and  destruction  of  feet  to  be  certified 
on  said  tag.  Therefore  resolved  that 
the  local  government    be   requested  to 


amend  the  game  act  so  as  to  provide"  for 
the  adoption  of  a  tag  sjstem  for  this 
Province." 

Considerable  discussion  took  place  in 
reference  to  the  opening  of  the  season 
for  big  game  on  the  fifteenth  of  September 
instead  of  October  the  first.  Most  of 
the  guides  were  of  the  opinion  that  there 
should  not  be  a  longer  open  season  unless 
the  cows  were  protected,  and  as  this  as- 
sociation at  former  meetings  passed  reso- 
lutions strongly  recommending  a  close 
season  for  cow  moose  and  as  we  are  still 
of  the  opinion  that  the  best  way  to  pro- 
tect and  increase  our  moose  is  by  prohibi- 
ting the  killing  of  the  cows.  Therefore 
resolved  that  this  association  recommend 
the  enactment  of  a  law  prohibiting  the 
killing  of  a  cow  moose  in  Nova  Scotia, 
and  upon  such  law  being  passed  that  the 
open  season  for  big  game  begin  the 
fifteenth  of  September. 

Other  resolutions  were  passed  favoring 
a  one  dollar  resident  license  for  big  game 
hunters  and  that  the  season  of  the  beach 
bird  and  waders  open  the  first  of  Aug- 
ust instead  of  the  first  of  September. 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  election 
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of  officers  as  follows  : — Honorary  Presi- 
dent, Ezra  Gray,  Kemptville  ;  President, 
Dr.  E.  S.  Allan,  Yarmouth  ;  Secretary- 
Treasurer,  Roy  S.  Kelley,  Yarmouth. 
The  other  officers  to  be  the  officers  of  the 
Yarmouth  branch  of  the  People's  Fish 
and  Game  Protective  Association. 

In  the  evening  the  association  and 
friends,  to  the  number  of  over  one  hund- 
red sat  down  to  an  elaborate  banquet. 

The  President  sat  at  the  head  of  the 
table  and  after  the  good  things  had  been 
disposed  of,  introduced  the  speakers. 
After  the  toast  to 
the  King-  had  been 
proposed  in  the  usual 
manner,  Edward 
Breck,  Ph.  D.  re- 
sponded to  the  toast 
of  our  guests,  the 
guides.  Dr.  Breck 
expressed  his  thanks 
for  the  ovation  which 
greeted  him  upon 
arising.  He  said  that 
the  present  function 
and  gathering  eclip- 
sed anything  of  its 
kind  ever  held  in 
North  America.  It 
showed  the  impor- 
tance the  guides 
attached  to  the  ques- 
tion of  the  preser- 
vation of  game  in 
the  Province.  I  t 
has  only  been  two 
years  since  the  guides 
had  been  organized, 
and  it  was  to  the 
glory  of  the  men  of 
Yarmouth  County 
that  they  were  the 
organizers  of  this 
association.  He  had  game 
heard  nothing  but 
praise  from  t  h  e  j.  a.  knight 
American  sportsmen 

for  the  Guides  of  Nova  Scotia.  As  he 
took  his  seat  Dr.  Breck  was  greeted 
with  much  applause  and  the  company 
singing  4 'For  he's  a  jolly  good  fellow." 

D.  W.  Clinch  the  talented  young  or- 
ganizer of  the  St.  John  branch  of  N.  B. 
Fish,  Forest  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation responded  to  the  toast  to  "Our 


Sister  Associations."  He  gave  an  out- 
line of  how  the  guides  of  N.  B.  had  taken 
hold  of  this  important  question  and  had 
placed  the  business  of  catering  to  the 
non-resident  sportsmen  on  a  money- 
making  basis.  He  stated  that  about 
twelve  years  ago,  (1896)  the  government 
decided  to  protect  the  cow  moose,  in 
other  words,  making  it  illegal  to  kill  the 
cows  at  any  season.  At  that  time  very 
tew  guides  depended  upon  their  skill  as 
hunters  and  woodsmen  for  a  living.  To- 
day there  were  many  guides  making  much 
money.  He  knew 
of  one  guide  who 
had  $5,000  invested 
in  camp  outfits.  It  is 
safe  to  say  that  fifty 
of  their  guides  had 
$100000.00  invested 
in  the  same  manner. 
As  a  result  of  pro- 
tecting the  females 
moose  are  increas- 
ing very  fast  in  N.B. 
and  in  certain  coun- 
ties where  twenty 
years  ago  no  moose 
were  to  be  found, 
this  year  many 
moose  with  large 
heads  were  shot. 
New  Brunswick  had 
taken  in  over  $35- 
000  in  game  licenses 
this  season,  an  in 
crease  of  about  $5,- 
000  over  last  year. 
He  strongly  advoca- 
ted the  protection 
of  cows  in  Nova 
Scotia. 

E.  H.  Armstrong, 
M.  P.  P.  was  the 
next  speaker.  H  e 
responded  to  t  h  e 
toast  "Nova  Scotia. 
Our  Game 
Country."  He  was  proud  to  an- 
swer to  this  toast,  proud  of  being  a 
native  of  this  "Province  by  the  sea,"  the 
"gem  of  the  Dominion."  He  took  a 
deep  interest  in  the  game  of  the  Province 
and  its  protection.  The  present  gather- 
showed  the  vital  interest  the  men  of  this 
Province   attached   to  this  matter.  It

was  wisdom  on  the  part  of  the  guides  to 
organize  as  these  gatherings  were  for 
the  benefit  of  all.  It  was  absolutely 
necessary  to  have  laws  and  to  enforce 
them  for  the  protection  of  the  game. 
The  Inland  Fishery  question  must  be 
taken  up  by  the  local  government  at  an 
early  date,  as  it  can  be  handled  better 
by  the  local  government  than  the  Federal 
Government. 

"Our  Game  Laws"  was  responded  to 
by  J.  A.  Knight,  Chief  Game  Commis- 
sioner, Halifax.  He  spoke  of  the  past 
history  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Game  and 
Inland  Fishery  Protection  Society.  This 
society  was  established  in  1853,  being  the 
oldest  society  of  its  kind  in  North  Amer- 
ica. A  similar  society  was  founded  in 
Quebec  about  five  years  later.  The  Game 
and  Inland  Fishery  Protection  Society  had 
had  charge  of  the  game  for  a  great  many 
years  and  had  done  much  good  work.  In 
1908  ihe  Government  passed  an  act 
placing  the  game  under  a  commission  of 
three.  New  Brunswick  last  year  spent 
$18,000  in  game  protection,  while  Nova 
Scotia  had  spent  only  about  $2,500.  The 
work  of  the  game  societies  was  to  get 
evidence  to  convict  violations  of  the  laws 
(game.)  All  guides  are  ex-officio  Game 
Wardens.  He  hoped  that  they  would 
use  their  powers  in  seeing  that  the  laws 
were  enforced. 

C.  F.  Jamieson  of  the  "Yarmouth 
Times"  and  C  G.  Pollard  of  the  "Yar- 
mouth Herald"  responded  briefly  to  the 
toast  "The  Press." 

C.  W.  Jarvis  responded  to  a  call  for  a 
speech.  He  gave  an  interesting  address 
comparing  conditions  in  New  Brunswick 
with  those  in  Nova  Scotia. 

Popular  songs  were  interspersed 
throughout  the  evening  by  Mr.  Herbert 
Wall,  Halifax,  and  Dr.  Bigelow,  New 
York,  accompanied  on  the  piano  by  Mr. 
F.  C.  Ryerson.

A  Game  Protectionist  of  the  first  water. 

The  evening's  enjoyment  was  brought 
to  a  close  by  "Un  Coute  D'Original" 
given  by  M.  Fraughten,  a  celebrated 
guide,  a  synopsis  of  the  story  being  : 
"He  and  his  brother  went  moose  hunting, 
shot  down  one  big  bull  moose,  putting 
seven  bullets  through  the  heart,  four 
through  its  head  and  cutting  its  throat 
clean  through  to  the  back  bone,  then  left 
the  moose  and  were  gone  two  hours, 
came  back,  and  the  moose  was  gone." 
This  story,  delivered  in  the  French  Aca- 
dian dialect,  was  greatly  appreciated  by 
all  present. 
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THE  annual  meeting  of  the  Provincial 
organization  was  held  at  Calgary 
on  November    thirtieth  last  when 
the  following  gentlemen  were  present  : 

Messrs  R.  A.  Darker,  president  ;  G.  L. 
Peet,  Secretary-Treasurer  ;  Dr.  Sisley, 
F.  Green,  Dr.  Gunn,  Captain  Deane,  A.

Baker,  Banff;  N.  K.  Luxton,  Banff  ; 
and  M.  Campbell,  Banff  ;  S.  A.  Ramsay, 
Insp.  Duffus, Barns, andG.  Bryon,  Jumping 
Pound  ;  J.  Mosely,  N.  Broder,  G. 
Woods,  Col.  Cunliffe,  Dr.  Ings,  Martin  ; 
and  A.  H.  Eckford,  High  River. 
The  President  said  : 
I  am  pleased  to  welcome  you  to  this  our 
Second  Annual  meeting  of  the  Alberta 
Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association, 
and  while  the  result  of  our  endeavours 
for  the  last  two  years'  operations  is  not 
all  that  we  could  wish  for,  there  is  still 
a  satisfactory  showing  that  an  increased 
interest  is  being  taken  in  this  movement. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  we  had  a 
membership  of  one  hundred  and  nine, 
with  only  one  Local  Branch — that  being 
in  the  City  of  Calgary.  Today  we  have 
a  branch  at  MacLeod  ;  one  at  Priddis, 
and  one  at  Gleichan,  and  branches  in 
course  of  organization  at  Red  Deer,  High 
River,  Claresholm,  and  Cochrane,  and 
from  the  prospects  now  before  us  I  look 
forward  to  my  successor  in  office  receiv- 
ing a  loyal  support  from  those  who  are 
interested  in  this  great  movement,  in  the 
interests  of  true  sport. 

From  the  secretary-treasurer's  report 
you  will  see  that  we  are  fully  equipped 
as  far  as  literature,  constitutions  and  ap- 
plications are  concerned, and  have  a  small 
balance  to  our  credit — $24.55. 

It  is  only  right  that  I  should  acknow- 
ledge with  appreciation  the  efforts  put 
forward  by  the  daily  press  in  this  city  to 
at  all  times  assist  us  in  this  movement, 
and  I  trust  that  by  their  influence  we 
may  also  receive  the  co-operation  of  the 
newspapers  throughout  the  Province,  to 
foster  and  build  up  the  Alberta  Fish  and 
Game  Protective  Association.  We  have 
repeatedly  brought  before  the  Dominion 


Government  the  necessity  of  better  pro- 
tection for  our  streams,  and  I  would 
strongly  urge  on  this  meeting  the  neces- 
sity of  recommending  the  Dominion 
Government  to  place  a  limit  on  the  num- 
ber of  fish  caught.  As  no  doubt  this  will 
bring  forward  a  considerable  discussion 
I  prefer  to  leave  the  number  of  fish  and 
the  weight  thereof  to  the  decision  of 
the  meeting. 

I  would  also  urge  upon  you  the  neces- 
sity of  recommending  the  establishment 
of  a  Fish  Hatchery  at  Banff,  on  some 
of  the  streams  running  into  the  "Bow" — 
preferably  the  Spray  River,  as  from  the 
purity  of  its  water  at  all  times,  I  think,  in 
my  judgement,  it  is  the  most  acceptable 
place  yet  offered.  Too  much  stress 
cannot  be  laid  upon  the  necessity  of  the 
establishment  of  this  hatchery,  and  the 
fostering  of  our  present  mountain  trout — 
the  salmo  mykis.  We  ought  also  to  en- 
deavor to  have  the  fishery  laws  amended, 
so  as  to  protect  these  fish  during  the 
spawning  period  of  the  year  (which  is 
from  April  to  about  the  first  of  June)  as 
after  this  date  these  fish  readily  rise  to  a 
fly  and  are  very  gamey.  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  this  fall  of  catching  a  good  many 
of  these  trout,  and  in  every  instance  got 
good  sport  from  them — they  putting  up  a 
strong  fight  for  life — and  from  observa- 
tions made  in  the  cleaning  of  these  fish 
I  am  fully  convinced  that  the  contention 
of  Dr.  Sisley  and  others  who  have  obser- 
ved the  habits  of  our  trout  is  correct — 
that  they  are  a  spring  spawning  fish. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Calgary 
branch  of  this  Association  I  am  pleased 
to  inform  you  of  the  good  work  that 
that  has  been  accomplished  by  the  impor- 
tation and  liberation  of  Hungarian  Part- 
ridge, fifteen  brace  of  which  were  intro- 
duced last  Spring  and  liberated  about 
ten  miles  south  of  Calgary,  and  the  re- 
sult of  this  importation  last  Spring  has 
given  us  an  increase  of  some  one  hundred 
and  fitty  young  birds,  so  that  we  have 
today  in  the  neighborhood  of  from  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  to  one  hundred 
and  eighty.    As  the  result  of  this  experi- 
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merit  was  so  very  gratifying  to  the  mem- 
bers of  the  local  association  this  fall,  they 
liberally  subscribed  and  introduced  thirty 
more  brace,  which  were  liberated  again 
on  the  sixteenth  of  November,  and  there 
are  now  ten  brace  on  the  road  which 
will  also  be  liberated.  This  gives  us  ap- 
proximately one  hundred  and  thirty  brace 
of  these  birds — an  average  increase  of 
ten  birds  to  the  brace,  which  will  give  us 
this  time  next  year  about  one  thousand 
three  hundred  birds.  At  the  time  these 
birds  were  liberated  we  had  an  order  in 
council  passed  by  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment protecting  them,  and  would  say 
that  these  birds  are  still  under  protection, 
with  a  heavy  fine  orimprisonment — orboth 
— at  the  discretion  of  the  Magistrate,  on 
any  person  who  should  in  any  way  injure 
or  destroy  them. 

It  will  also  be  necessary  to  petition 
the  local  Government  to  protect  our 
Hungarian  Partridge  for  two  years  more, 
as  the  Order  in  Council  expires  on  Decem- 
ber thirty-first. 

I  would  also  recommend  to  your  con- 
sideration the  petitioning  the  Government 
for  a  grant  towards  further  introduction 
of  the  Hungarian  partridge,  and  that 
this  association  (should  the  Government 
grant  our  petition  for  a  grant)  assist  any 
local  association  towards  the  introduction 
of  these  birds  in  their  district. 

"Rod  and  Gun,"  the  Journal  published 
monthly  in  the  interest  of  Sport  in  Can- 
ada, has  kindly  offered  to  be  the  official 
organ  of  this  association,  and  I  would 
strongly  urge  upon  you  the  acceptance 
of  their  kind  offer,  and  make  them  the 
official  organ  of  the  Alberta  Fish  and 
Game  Protective  Association. 

You  will  be  called  upon  this  evening 
to  select  your  officers  for  the  ensuing  year, 
and  I  have  to  thank  those  who  have 
so  loyally  supported  me  in  the  past,  and 
bespeak  for  my  successor  and  his  officers 
in  future,  a  continuation  of  that  support, 
and  you  can  depend  upon  my  continued 
interest  towards  furthering  the  interests 
of  our  fish  and  game,  and  rendering  to 
the  officers  of  this  association  any  assist- 
ance in  my  power  at  all  times.  I  again 
thank  you  for  the  confidence  you  reposed 
in  me  last  year,  and  trust  that  the 
good  work  of  the  association  may  be 
continued.

Capt.  Cottingham,  vice-pres.   N.  Alta. 
Dr.   Kennedy,  vice- pres.    South  Atla. 
Dr.  E.  Sisley,  secretary-treasurer. 

Dr.  Gunn  brought  in  recommendations 
from  the  Calgary  Branch  which  were 
approved  and  amended  as  follows  : — 

Whereas  the  Game  Act  of  this  Province 
is  not  being  properly  enforced,  owing  to 
the  extent  of  the  territory  and  fewness  of 
game  guardians  :  Resolved  that  a  Game 
Bird  License  of  a  dollar  and  twenty-five 
cents  be  imposed  on  each  and  every 
resident  of  Alberta  wishing  to  hunt — 
said  game  licenses  not  to  apply  to  any 
one  owning,  operating,  and  residing  on 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  of  land,  or 
residing  north  of  township  fifty,  and 
shooting  north  of  Township  fifty. 

Whereas  Guests'  Licenses  have  been 
frequently  mis-used  in  the  past,  resolved 
that  they  be  discontinued. 

Whereas  a  large  number  of  young 
ducks  are  unable  to  fly,  and  are  filled 
with  pin  feathers  and  unfit  for  food,  be- 
fore the  tenth  of  September  :  resolved 
that  the  open  season  for  ducks,  geese, 
swans  and  all  other  water  fowl,  be  from 
the  tenth  of  September  to  the  first  of 
January.  (Carried.) 

Resolved  that  section  five,  sub- section 
five  be  amended  by  striking  out  word 
"partridge,"  and  that  to  sub-section  be 
added — "any  of  the  bird  gallinea  com- 
monly known  as  "partridge"  or  ruffed 
grouse,  between  the  fifteenth  of  Novem- 
ber and  the  first  day  of  October. 

Resolved  that  the  Alberta  Government 
be  requested  to  pass  an  act  protecting 
Hungarian  partridges  for  two  years,  and 
that  the  said  governmen  be  petitioned  for 
a  grant,  so  that  more  Hungarian  part- 
ridges may  be  imported.  (Carried.) 

Resolved  that  the  Alberta  Government 
be  requested  to  give  game  wardens 
power  to  arrest  summarily  any  person 
found  offending  against  the  provisions 
of  the  game  act,  and  that  the  fine  for  any 
offence  be  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars.  (Carried.) 

Whereas  certain  fees  charged  in  the 
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;  game  act  for  big  game  were  thought  to 
be  excessive,  and  to  interfere  with  the 
business  of  taxidermy  :  Resolved  that 
the  following  recommendations  be  made  : 

Branding  fee  be  one  dollar  for  small 
heads  such  as  deer  and  antelope.  Two 
dollars  for  big  heads  such  as  moose  and 
cariboo.  Exporting  fee  be  two  dollars 
for  small  heads  such  as  deer  and  antelope 
and  five  dollars  for  large  heads  such  as 
elk,  moose  and  cariboo,  and  these  fees 
to  apply  only  to  big  game  shot  in  Al- 
berta. (Carried.) 

Whereas   it  has  been   proved   to  the 
satisfaction  of  this  association  that  the 
1     salmo-mykis  (cut-throat  trout),  spawns 
during  April  and  May. 

Resolved  that  the  Minister  of  Fisheries 
be  requested  to  fix  the  close  season  from 
the  fifteenth  of  November  to  first  of  June 
of  the  following  season.  (Carried  unani- 
mously.) 

Resolved  that  the  number  of  salmo 
mykis  that  may  be  caaght  in  one  day  be 
restricted  to  thirty,  of  not  less  than  eight 
inches  in  length.  (Carried  unanimously, 
some  delegates  wishing  the  number  re- 
stricted to  fifteen  or  twenty.) 

Whereas  the  fishery  act  declares  that 
no  foreigner  shall  be  allowed  to  fish  in 
Alberta  waters  without  first  procuring  a 
licence,  and  whereas  no  official  has  been 
appointed  to  issue  such  licenses,  and 
whereas  said  foreigners  in  the  past  have 
not  been  able  to  procure  a  license,  and 
have  fished  without. 

Resolved  that  the  Minister  of  Fisheries 
be  requested  to  appoint  a  fishery  inspec- 
tor for  southern  Alberta  at  his  earliest 
convenience,  with  head-quarters  at  Cal- 
gary.   (Carried  unanimously.) 

Whereas  the  use  of  explosives  and 
nets  is  of  common  occurrence  : 

Resolved  that  heavier  fines  should  be 
imposed,  viz  : — First  offence  not  less 
than  fifteen  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty, 
or  two  months  in  jail — or  both  at  the 
discretion  of  the  magistrate.  For  second 
offence  two  months  in  jail  without  option 
of  a  fine,  and  that  all  offences  against 
this  act  be  not  less  than  ten  dollars. 
(Carried  unanimously) 

Whereas  certain  waters  have  become  de- 


pleted, partly  owing  to  improper  legis- 
lation allowing  the  taking  of  fish  during 
the  spawning  season,  and  partly  to  the 
disregard  of  the  Fisheries'  Act,  by  the 
use  of  explosives  and  nets  : 

Resolved  that  the  Minister  of  Fisher- 
ies be  urgently  requested  to  start  a 
hatchery  at  Banff — or  some  suitable  place 
on  the  Bow  River  between  Banff  and 
Calgary  for  the  propagation  of  the  Salmo 
Mykis.      (Carried  unanimously.) 

Whereas  the  Dominion  Government 
have  given  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
permission  to  introduce  the  Salvelinus 
Fontinalis  of  Ontario. 

Resolved  that  we"  as  "an  association 
express  our  strong  disapproval  of  the 
same,  and  request  the  Minister  of  Fish- 
eries not  to  allow  the  introduction  of 
any  more  foreign  fish  to  these  waters 
until  such  times  as  a  proper  fishery  ex- 
pert, such  as  Professor  Prince,  has  ex- 
amined the  conditions  of  the  streams  and 
the  nature  of  the  native  fish.  (Carried 
unanimously.) 

The  Rev.  Dr.  McDougall  gave  a  very 
interesting  and  instructive  address,  his 
subject  being  "The  Stony  Indians."  The 
Rev.  gentleman  pointed  out  forcibly  and 
clearly  the  following  facts  : — That  the 
Stony  Indians  have  a  very  poor  reserve ; — 
their  rations  are  not  sufficient,  they  are 
hunters  by  instinct  and  breeding,  and 
hunt  for  food  and  not  for  sport.  If  al- 
lowed to  hunt,  as  they  are  doing  at  pres- 
ent, the  Rocky  Mountain  Park  will  be 
stripped  of  all  game  in  three  years* 
time. 

Atter  listening  to  Rev.  Dr.  McDougall 
a  resolution  was  carried  instructing  the 
Executive  Officers  to  take  up  Indian 
affairs  with  both  the  Dominion  and  Al- 
berta Governments  and  try  and  have 
existing  conditions  remedied. 

It  is  resolved  and  carried  that  "Rod 
and  Gun  and  Motor  Sports  in  Canada" 
be  the  official  organ  of  this  association. 

.  Harty  votes  of  thanks  were  carried  and 
presented  to  Rev.  Dr.  McDougall  and 
Mr.  Benjamin  Lawton  to  which  suitable 
replies  were  made. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned. 


Fish  and  Game  Protection  in  Ontario

IN  your  February  number,  I  read 
with  interest,  the  wholesome  and 
fair  letter  on  Fish  and  Game  Pro- 
tection in  Ontario,  by  the  Rev.  E.  M. 
Rowland  and  as  one  who  is  fairly  conver- 
sant with  the  Nipissing  country,  I  be- 
lieve he  is  well  within  the  mark. 

The  Nipissing  district  was  and  could 
yet  be  made,  one  of  the  finest  fishing 
and  shooting  districts  in  our  Province. 
Its  numerous  streams,  supplied  with  our 
Fresh  Water  Game  Fish,  would  be  a 
source  of  wealth  to  the  Railways,  the 
residents  of  the  country,  the  farmer,  the 
store  keeper,  the  boatmen,  the  native 
guide  and  last  but  not  least  the  Province. 
Numerous  Tourists  and  Sportsmen 
would  thereby  be  attracted  to  visit  the 
Country  and  when  they  do  so  could  not 
fail  to  be  at  once  struck  with  the  great 
possibilities,  miner.al,  agricultural,  unde- 
veloped water  power  etc.  They  all  go 
home  well  impressed  and  satisfied,  that 
this  bit  of  Canada,  has  wonderful  resour- 
ces. If,  however,  the  very  thing  that 
attracts  them  to  the  country,  becomes 
extremely  scarce  and  difficult  to  procure, 
requiring  long  trips  to  inaccessable  dis- 
tricts, the  people  ot  the  north  country 
cannot  expect  such  people  to  return,  and 
right  at  this  point,  I  lay  the  whole  blame 
of  the  present  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
our  Game  Laws  and  the  violation  there- 
of, at  the  doors  of  those  people  who  live 
in  the  North  Country. 

My  reasons  for  this  strong  statement 
are  the  following:  First  allow  me  to  take 
exception  to  the  harsh  criticism  of  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Rowland  in  his  letter  where  he 
asks  "Why  don't  the  Fish  and  Game 
Associations  do  something  practical, 
instead  of  wasting  time  in  useless  discus- 
sion around  the  festive  board?"  I  con- 
sider the  Ontario  Fish  and  Game  Associ- 
ations throughout  Ontario,  have  done  a 
great  deal  of  good  in  arousing  public 
interest  among  the  people,  to  the  valuable 
asset,  that  undoubtedly,  exists  in  the 
Fish  and  Game  of  the  North  Country,  and 
in  my  humble  opinion,  it  will  only  be 
by  continued  interest  of  the  local  Branches 


throughout  the  Province,  in  this  impor- 
tant matter,  that  any  good,  towards  a 
better  recognition  of  the  Game  Laws  of 
the  Province  will  be  given.  United  effort 
by  all  the  Local  Branches  of  the  Fish 
and  Game  Association, is  the  only  salva- 
tion for  our  Food  Fish,  Game  Fish,  Deer, 
and  Partridge. 

No  single  Deputation  visiting  Toronto 
and  interviewing  the  Hon.  Minister  and 
his  Deputy  Tinsley,  will  ever  have  much 
weight.  You  may  well  ask  why  this  is 
so.  Why?  because  votes  in  the  North 
Country  count  towards  electing  the  local 
member  and  the  Fish  aud  Game  Laws,  as 
in  the  past  administrations,  to  a  certain 
extent  in  Sir  James  Whitney's  adminis- 
tration, is  a  means  towards  an  end,  and, 
at  times  is  extremely  useful, in  a  close 
contest  for  a  seat  in  Toronto  Parliament 
Buildings. 

If  the  Rev.  E.  M.  Rowland  had  attend- 
ed the  last  convention  at  Toronto,  which 
sat  for  one  week  and  ably  presented  to 
the  Hon.  Minister  of  Public  Works  and 
his  Deputy  and  the  members  of  the 
House  who  were  interested,  he  would 
have  readily  guaged  where  lay  the  ob- 
stacle to  our  cause.  Not  a  day  passed 
but  the  Northern  Members  baulked  every 
effort  towards  a  more  just  arrangement 
of  the  Game  and  Fish  Act. 

"Your  City  Chaps"  as  one  Northern 
Member  put  it,  "do  not  belong  to  our 
Country  and  have  no  right  to  come  up 
and  shoot  our  deer  and  partridge.  The 
poor  settler  is  the  one  who  is  entitled  to 
all  these  privileges"  says  he.  A  more 
outrageous  and  unfair  declaration  was 
never  uttered  in  this  country.  I  claim 
that  every  resident  of  Ontario  has  as 
much  right  to  the  wild  Government  Lands 
up  North  and  what  is  on  them,  as  "The 
Poor  Settler"  or  law-breaking  Trapper 
and  Hunter  has.  If  such  a  condition  of 
things  as  this  were  to  become  universal, 
we  who  live  along  side  the  great  lakes, 
might  well  say  to  those  who  live  in 
London,  Woodstock  or  any  other  inland 
towns:  You  shall  not  fish  in  our  lakes. 
The  argument  is  absurd,  unjust  and  one  ■ 
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that  right  thinking*  people  would  never 
tolerate  when  they  once  understand  the 
position,  as  it  exists  to-day. 

Now,  Sir,  I  could  go  on  at  greater 
length,  but  why  do  so?  What  is  the  use? 
The  people  of  this  fair  Province  of  Ont- 
ario do  not  seem  to  care  one  whit 
whether  the  vast  wealth  of  riches  in  their 
fish,  Tourist  Travel  and  commercial 
advantages  pertaining  to  Tourist  Travel 


are  wiped  out  in  the  near  future  or  not. 
Verily  we  are  a  selfish  people.  Take  all 
we  can  get  now  and  forget  the  generat- 
ions to  come  after  us. 

The  local  sentiment  of  every  city, 
town,  village  or  hamlet  must  be  worked 
up  to  a  centre,  thereby  giving  a  united 
voice,  before  our  Legislators  at  Toronto 
will  ever  move  outside  of  an  occasional, 
spasmodic,  ill-conceived  effort. 


The  following  open  letter  has  been 
addressed  to  Mr.  E.  Tinsley,  Chief  Game 
Superintendentof  Ontario,  Toronto,  Ont. : 
Dear  Sir: — 

Will  you  please  inform  me  who  has 
been  appointed  Game  and  Fishery  over- 
seer in  this  district  of  North  Waterloo, 
as  things  appear  to  be  running  very 
loosely. 

The  public  and  law  abiding  citizens 
have  no  one  in  particular  to  whom  they 
can  lay  complaints  on  the  violation  of 
our  game  laws.  It  really  seems  too  bad 
to  make  laws  and  then  destroy  their 
purpose  by  not  having  or  providing 
means  to  enforce  them. 

It  appears  to  me  this  is  the  easiest  de- 
partment to  legislate  and  receives  the 
least  attention  of  all  for  the  very  good 
reason  that  the  sportsman  would  stand 
for  a  tax  to  be  placed  on  every  one 
carrying  a  gun  or  fish  rod  either  in  or 
out  of  season.  This  would  give  sufficient 
revenue  to  properly  pay  officers  duly 
appointed  for  these  departments  t©  look 
after  their  duties. 

The  trouble  is  all  such  appeals  for 
better  protection  of  our  game  and  fish  is 
treated  by  the  department  altogether  too 
lightly,  and  is  also  looked  upon  very 
lightly  by  the  bulk  of  our  citizens,  for 
instance  you  mention  better  protection  of 
our  fish  and  game  and  the  first  reply  you 
are  apt  to  receive  is  "Oh,  that  applies  to 
the  sports,"  and  the  value  of  the  asset  en- 
tirelylost  sight  ofthus  making|it  difficult  to 
arouse  public  sentiment  or  sympathy  in 
favor  of  better  protection.  When  deer 
hunting  this  season,  our  guide,  Mr.  Geo. 
Brazier,  of  Maganetawan,  told  us  that  the 
proprietots  of  summer  hotels  along  the 
rivers   and   lakes  were  killing  deer  all 


year  and  serving  it  to  their 
guests  and  that  tourists  many  of  them 
would  shoot  deer  during  close  season  and 
leave  the  carcass  to  rot  and  the  bulk  of 
of  them  were  does,  as  bucks  never  get 
as  tame  as  does  and  won't  venture  out 
into  the  clearing  to  the  same  extent 
unless  chased. 

He  also  states  regarding  fish  that  he 
has  counted  hundreds  of  fish  thrown  out 
on  the  shores  of  the  small  lakes  and  left 
to  rot.  Can  the  supply  of  fish  and  game 
be  kept  up  while  this  is  allowed  to  go 
on?  If  it  is  true  that  an  ounce  of  preven- 
tion is  better  than  a  pound  of  cure,  or 
that  a  stitch  in  time  saves  nine,  why  not 
apply  it  in  this  case?  Does  our  govern- 
ment intend  to  allow  this  wholesale 
slaughter  and  destruction  to  continue, 
until  the  game  and  fish  become  so  ex- 
hausted that  they  will  have  to  restock  our 
lakes  with  fish  and  our  woods  with  game. 
After  our  forests  being  neglected  and 
slaughtered  in  the  manner  which  they 
have  until  reforestry  is  a  vital  question 
with  them  to-day, this  letter  may  be  treat- 
ed just  as  indifferently  as  many  former 
appeals,  but  let  any  Canadian  citizen  who 
has  the  interest  of  his  country  at  heart 
take  an  observation  trip  through  Parry 
Sound  district,  Muskoka  and  Northern 
Ontario,  and  notice  the  amount  of  beauti- 
ful, large,  fine,  straight  pine  that  has  been 
simply  fallen  at  the  hands  of  the  lumber 
jack  and  has  been  shamelessly  left  to 
rot.  Enquiring  off  a  settler  why  or  how 
this  should  be  I  was  informed  that  sub 
contracts  were  usually  let  to  fall  all  the 
timber  on  the  limit,  skid  it  up  and  get  it 
to  the  nearest  water-way  for  a  certain 
figure.  The  season  would  close  before 
they  were  able  to  get  all  that  was  fallen 
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cut  in  logs  and  drawn  out,  consequently 
the  balance  was  left  to  rot. 

The  men  that  bought  the  limit  for 
speculative  purposes  were  under  no 
obligation  to  the  government,  they  had 
bought  it  cheap  and  resold  at  a  good 
round  figure,  they  naturally  were  satisfied 
and  felt  no  further  responsibility,  and  the 
contractor  likewise  found  things  coming 
his  way  pretty  easy,  getting  many  more 
thousand  feet  off  his  limit  than  he  expect- 
ed, did  not  feel  the  necessity  of  having 
an  overseer  or  bush  ranger  on  the  spot 
to  see  that  all  the  pine  was  carefully 
taken  off,  although  what  has  been  fallen 
and  allowed  to  rot  would  more  than 
many  times  pay  the  salary  of  a  first 
class  man. 

This  is  just  the  ultimate  and  deplorable 
condition  that  our  fish  and  game  are  fast 
approaching.  They  of  course,  when 
thrown  out  on  the  banks  of  our  small 
lakes  or  slaughtered  and  left  to  rot  in 
our  forests,  diminish  much  more 
rapidly  and  don't  remain  a  public  eye- 
sore for  near  the  length  of  time  the  fallen 
pine  has  done.  Just  think,  close  by 
where  we  were  hunting  this  year  there 
was  a  whole  camp  of  lumbermen  doing 
nothing  but  cutting  and  skidding  this 
fallen  pine.  It  is  still  useful  they  tell  us 
for  box  lumber,  bringing  about  $12.00 
to  $14.00  per  thousand  in  lumber,  while 
if  it  had  been  allowed  to  stand  it  would 
bring  from  $25.00  to  $40.00  per  thousand, 
besides  the  increased  yield  from  that  time 
until  now.  Can  you  imagine  a  more  value- 
able  asset  investment  than  this? 

I  do  not  write  this  in  any  spirit  of 
criticism  but  simply  on  account  of  being 
brought  face  to  face  with  the  situation 
as  it  is  to-day.  I  feel  as  a  true  Canadian 
I  would  betray  my  trust  were  I  to  keep 
quiet  knowing  as  I  do  the  necessity  of 
putting  a  stop  to  the  wholesale  slaughter 
of  one  of  our  most  valuable  assets  in  Fish 
and  Game. 

\  j Furthermore  I  want  to  say  that  men 
who  have  been  accustomed  to  guide 
for  tourists  on  the  small  lakes  tell  us 
that  each  tourist  secures  an  oarsman  and 
they  will  start  out  to  fish  for  hours, 
simply  playing  the  fish  on  the  lines  to 
and  fro  out  of  mere  sport  until  he  is  tired 
and  then  hauling  him  in  the  boat, extract- 
ing the  hook  and  throwing  him  back  in- 


to the  water.  Don't  it  seem  reasonable 
that  at  least  some  of  these  fish  die  from 
this  torture  or  can  this  practise  be  con- 
sidered humane  ?  Note  this  practice  is 
entirely  differentfrom  catching  a  fish  that 
is  below  weight,  quickly  drawing  him  in 
and  on  discovering  such  throwing  him 
back  in  the  water. 

Undoubtedly  the  majority  of  fish  caught 
in  this  way  recover.  This  brings  me  to 
conclude  that  the  Wolf,  the  Tourist  and 
the  parties  hunting  and  fishing  during 
close  season  and  all  year  round  is  the 
principal  cause  of  our  vanishing  fish 
and  game. 

Comparing  the  still  hunter  with  that 
of  the  hunter  with  hounds,  I  asked  our 
guide  this  year  how  long  he  had  been 
hunting  and  trapping  and  he  replied  some 
fifteen  years.  I  asked  him  his  opinion 
about  the  two  methods,  and  he  replied 
"To  be  candid  with  you,  whenever  the 
weather  conditions  are  favorable  and  I 
have  very  little  time  at  my  disposal,  and 
want  to  make  sure  of  getting  a  deer  I 
always  go  on  the  still  hunt.  It's  simply 
a  matter  of  moving  quietly  through  the 
woods,  sighting  your  animal,  aiming 
carefully  and  landing  venison. 

"On  the  other  hand  if  I  want  a  day's 
good  sport  and  not  so  particular  about 
venison,  I  take  out  the  dogs  and  take  my 
wife  along,  who  by  the  way  is  just  about 
my  equal  with  the  gun,  get  placed  where 
we  think  the  deer  is  likely  to  run,  have 
my  little  girl  put  all  the  dogs  at  work, 
sometimes  we  both  get  shooting  but 
very  often  the  animal  is  running  at  full 
speed  and  we  miss  our  change  as  often 
as  we  hit,  but  at  that  there  is  no  compari- 
son in  the  sport  of  still  hunting  and 
that  of  hunting  with  hounds.  Still  hunting 
is  amatterof  business, while  hunting  with 
hounds  is  purely  sport  from  beginning  to 
end." 

What  is  your  opinion  as  to  the  cause 
of  the  deer  becoming  scarce?  He  replied 
"It  is  only  natural  to  expect  deer  to  be- 
come scarce  in  settled  parts  of  the  coun- 
try as  they  move  back  to  the  thick  wood 
and  only  frequent  the  open  country  in 
search  of  grass  or  green  food  which  they 
are  very  fond  of.  He  said  as  a  proof  of 
this  statement  you  will  always  find  prin- 
cipally does   or  small    buck  around  the 
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I  clearing  in  hunting  season.  Up  till  this 
time,  which  was  the  first  Friday  of  last 
year's  hunt,  we  had  four  does  and  two 
small  bucks.  We  made  the  remark  that 
we  would  like  to  take  home  some  fine 
heads  and  our  genial  guide  replied  that 
we  could  get  them  if  we  did  not  mind 
the  walk.  All  agreed  that  walking  was  a 
secondary  consideration  and  decided  to 
go  out  for  the  large  game  on  Monday 
morning.  The  reward  was  ours.  Out  of 
one  block  of  thick  woods  bordering  on 
a  small  lake  we  got  four  fine  bucks,  no 
finer  four  came  up  the  Maganetawan 
river  this  season.  This  was  accomplished 
in  four  days,  making  ten  deer  in  ten  days 
for  six  of  us  right  in  a  settlement  where 
it  is  reported  the  deer  are  getting  scarce. 

We  remarked  to  the  guide  when  throu- 
gh how  it  was  that  deer  were  reported 
to  be  getting  scarce  around  there  and  yet 
were  so  plentiful.  He  said  it  was  for  three 
reasons.  One  was  that  the  still  hunter 
c?uld  not  operate  his  plans  successfully 
in  that  district  in  hunting  season,  simply 
because  they  had  made  a  practice  of  hunt- 
ing with  hounds  for  the  last  fifteen  years 
and  the  deer  were  much  more  alert  on 
hearing  anything  in  the  woods  than  they 
are  where  still  hunting  is  continually 
practiced. 

The  second  was  that  it  was  not  so 
much  the  scarcity  of  deer  as  it  was  to 
know  how  to  gee  them. 

And  the  third  was  that  his  district  was 
practically  isolated  from  the  tourist  element 
and  the  wolf  had  not  been  seen  in  there 
forsomeyears  and  he  remarked  if  we  were 
satisfied  to  hunt  back  where  we  did  the 
last  four  days  and  take  nothing  but  bucks 
he  felt  positive  we  could  bring  out  our 
ten  deer  every  year  for  the  next  twenty 
years  to  come.  This  to  me  was  the 
strongest  possible  evidence  that  the 
tourist  and  wolf  was  the  strongest  and 
greatest  source  of  destruction  to  our  game. 


Now  believing  this  to  be  the  case  it  is 
too  bad  that  the  hunters  should  split  on 
such  an  important  question.  I  refer  now 
to  the  arguement  put  forth  by  the  hunt- 
er with  hounds  against  the  still  hunter 
and  visa  versa.  Both  are  legalized  methods 
of  hunting  and  while  the  limit  of  deer  to 
be  taken  by  any  one  of  them  is  two,  there 
is  certainly  not  the  opportunity  or  open 
door  for  such  a  wholesale  slaughter  as 
there  is  with  the  tourist  or  wolf  who  has 
no  regards  for  law  or  number. 

Let  us  join  hands  and  get  at  something 
definite,  as  it  is  only  by  joint  action  that 
we  can  accomplish  anything.  For  after 
we  are  able  to  get  the  reins  of  protection 
drawn  on  the  tourist  and  get  the  wolf 
bounty  increased  so  as  to  get  them  ex- 
tinct and  get  proper  overseers  at  work 
throughout  the  different  districts,  we  will 
be  in  a  more  intelligent  position  to  judge 
between  the  still  hunter  or  the  hunter 
with  hounds,  as  to  which  is  really  the 
most  destructive. 

A  good  way  to  accomplish  this  is  to  put 
in  our  little  say  and  assistance  with  the 
Ontario  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation as  they  have  been  struggling 
along  for  years  to  have  better  protection 
for  our  fish  and  game.  This  cannot  be 
accomplished  without  money  but  if  every 
hunter  would  become  a  member  and  con- 
tribute a  dollar  a  year  as  well  as  subscrib- 
ing to  its  official  organ,  Rod  and  Gun  in 
Canada,  which  would  mean  another  dol- 
lar, I  fully  believe  we  could  accomplish 
everything  desireable  in  the  way  of  bet- 
ter protection  for  fish  and  game  in  one  or 
two  years'  time. 

Further  suggestions  are  solicited. 

Since  the  above  was  written  two  deputy 
game  wardens  have  been  appointed  in 
Waterloo  county,  but  under  the  same 
regulations  for  remuneration — half  the 
fines,  which  is  not  at  all  satisfactory. 


How  the  Work  Goes  on  at  the  Canadian  Soo. 

A  Correspondent    writes  from  Sault  the  Province,  and  appreciate,  as  do  all

protection  of  fish  and  game  throughout  in    it,  and    apparently   clipped  from  a 
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Toronto  paper,  relating  to  the  fact  that  a 
conviction  had  been  made  by  a  magis- 
trate in  Sault  Ste.  Marie  for  an  infrac- 
tion of  the  game  laws,  and  that  the 
offender,  an  American,  had  been  fined 
fiftv  dollars.  From  the  tone  of  the  ar- 
ticle it  would  appear  that  this  is  rather  an 
uncommon  incident  in  the  province  and 
particularly  in  the  north,  but  such  is  not 
the  case — at  all  events  not  in  the  vicinity 
of  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  In  the  Soo  a  couple 
of  vigilant  wardens  are  located,  and 
convictions  under  the  game  laws  are  of 
almost  daily  occurrence.  This  season, 
particularly,  the  offenders  are  being  pro- 
secuted with  vigor  and  as  a  result  several 
are  serving  sentences  in  the  Soo  Jail  and 
others  have  been  fined  amounts  which 
would  have  kept  them  in  fresh  meat, 
purchased  in  the  regular  way,  for  an 
entire  season.  As  a  rule  the  convictions 
are  made  for  the  illegal  shooting  of  deer, 
and  the  defendants  are  generally  bosses 
at  the  many  lumber  camps  in  the  district,^ 
or  men  employed  in  these  camps.  Fre- 
quently men  appear  for  the  taking  of 
beaver  and  otter.  Last  week  two  men 
were  fined  a  hundred  dollars  and  costs 
each  for  the  illegal  taking  of  beaver  and 
several  convictions  arising  out  of  the 
same  case  are  to  follow.  The  furs  are 
being  followed  through  the  different 
hands  receiving  them,  and  it  may  trans- 
pire that  certain  representatives  of  city 
business  houses  will  be  haled  into  court. 

It  is  generally  felt  here  that  the  pres- 
ent activity  in  the  protection  of  fish 
and  game  arises  out  of  the  action  of  the 
local  branch  of  the  Ontario  Fish  and 
Game  Protective  Association,  instituted 
here  some  months  ago  by  A.  Kelly  Evans. 
Since  the  inaugaration  meeting  of  the 
branch  here  it  has  flourished,  and  the 
members  by  presenting  a  united  front 
have  already  secured  several  important 
concessions,  and  others  are  on  the  way. 
Progress  in  some  instances  are  slow,  ow- 
ing to  the  fact  that  the  department  is 
unable  to  devise  laws  which  would  be 
conductive  to  the  protection  of  fish  and 
game  in  all  sections  of  the  province  at 
the  same  time  and  under  the  same  con- 
ditions. One  worthy  reform  now  being 
advocated  by  the  local  branch  of  the 
association  is  the  passing  of  a  law  pro- 
tecting  rainbow   and   other   species  of 


trout  existing  in  the  rapids  of  the  St. 
Mary's  River.  As  these  trout  do  not 
exist  in  any  other  portion  of  the  province 
the  battle  has  to  be  fought  by  the  local 
association  alone.  It  might  be  said  in 
passing  that  the  fish  were  placed  in  the 
rapids  by  the  Fish  Hatchery  in  the  Michi- 
gan Soo. 

In  order  to  assist  the  game  wardens  in 
the  protection  of  game,  the  local  branch 
of  the  Association  has  offered  a  reward 
of  twenty-five  dollars  for  information 
which  will  lead  to  a  conviction  under 
the  game  laws.  It  is  safe  to  say  that 
this  is  the  largest  reward  offered  by  a 
similar  organization  in  the  province. 

Another  feature  conducive  to  the 
protection  of  game  here  is  the  fact  that 
in  the  local  magistrate  we  have  an 
ardent  sportsman.  He  understands  the 
situation  thoroughly,  and  while  playing 
fair  with  all  offenders  he  has  scant  mercy 
with  them  once  their  guilt  is  established. 
Those  who  come  under  the  ban  generally 
make  an  endeavor  to  settle  out  of  court, 
in  order  to  avoid  a  session  with  him. 

Game  fish  are  not  the  only  ones  which 
the  local  association  is  endeavoring  to 
protect.  Food  fish,  and  particularly 
whitefish,  have  during  recent  years  be- 
come exceedingly  scarce, so  much  soin  fact 
that  during  the  last  tourist  season  it  was 
practically  impossible  to  secure  these  ex- 
cellent fish  in  the  Soo,  althongh  they  were 
being  taken  from  our  waters  by  Ameri- 
cans and  shipped  through  our  city  to  the 
other  side.  The  local  government  is  en- 
deavoring to  prevail  upon  the  government 
to  set  aside  certain  waters  in  Lake 
Superior  for  local  consumption,  and  for 
the  use  of  Canadians  as  a  whole,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  agitation  will 
bear  fruit. 

From  a  local  standpoint  the  Ontario 
Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Asso- 
ciation has  prospered  and  the  results  of 
its  labors  are  already  apparent  to  a  re- 
markable extent,  although  the  Soo  can 
be  termed  the  infant  branch  of  it.  In 
years  to  come  the  residents  of  the  pro- 
vince will  have  reason  to  thank  A.  Kelly 
Evans  for  the  steadfast  fight  he  has 
maintained  for  the  protection  of  fish  and 
game,  as  well  as  these  who  have  stood 
by  him  in  the  battle. 


Hunting  and  Fishing  in  Kootenay,  B.  C.

IT  was  in  the  fall  of  1908  that  I 
guided  two  parties  on  a  three  weeks  fish- 
fishing  and  hunting  trip  in  the  Kootenay 
country  of  British  Columbia. 

On  September  fourth  we  left  the  C.  P.  R. 
at  Leanchoil  station,  twenty  miles  east  of 
Golden,  going  up  the  Beaver  Foot  River, 
on  the  banks  of  which  we  camped  the 
first  night. The  second  day  we  reached  the 
Kootenay  where  we  had  some  fine  fish- 
ing. This  experience  was  repeated  the  next 
day,  when  we  moved  five  miles  further 
up  the  river  after  I  had  cleared  out  the 
trail.  One  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  party 
had  volunteered  the  information  that  he 
did  not  like  trout.  I  noticed,  however, 
that  he  ate  his  full  share  of  those  that 
were  prepared  in  camp  and  expressed  my 
suprise,  whereupon  he  said,  with  such 
emphasis  that  the  reason  was  plain,  "I 
never  had  such  trout  before!"  We  were 
able  to  live  on  fish  and  partridge  during 
our  travels  and  when  we  reached  our 
camping  ground  we  were  still  able  to  pro- 
cure all  the  fish  and  game  we  required. 

After  well  fixing  up  our  camp  ,  as  we 
intended  to  stay  some  days,  we  started 
up  the  mountain  on  a  hunt  for  sheep  and 
goat.  We  found  a  number  of  fresh 
tracks  and  knew  that  we  had  started 
several  animals  but  could  not  see  them. 
Later  on  we  found  two  big  goats  and  start- 
ed after  them,  managing  eventually  to 
get  within  one  hundred  yards  of  them.  As 
this  was  the  first  big  game  at  which  the 
gentleman  who  was  with  me  had  ever 
shot  at,  he  may  be  excused  for  allowing 
his  first  two  shots  to  go  wide.  Billie 
was  either  fairly  tamed  or  he  disdained 
to  move  for  such  a  fusilade  and  stood 
while  four  more  shots  were  fired.  Billie 
remained  too  long — one  of  the  shots 
proved  fatal.  When  we  reached  him  we 
discovered  that  he  was  a  fine  animal. 

We  skinned  him,  hung  the  hide  on  a 
tree  and  returned  to  camp  as  the  hour 
was  getting  late.  As  it  was  we  did  not 
get  in  till  nearly  eleven  o'clock,  and  my 


companion    thought  we  were   lost  for 

sure.     Next     day  we  returned  for 

the  hide  and  head  and  good  trophies 
they  made. 

After  this  we  hunted  for  several  days 
in  vain.  We  tried  a  number  of  places 
and  though  we  saw  many,  they  proved  too 
quick  for  us.  Perhaps  we  made  too 
much  noise  for  all  we  got  of  them  were 
their  tracks.  At  length  as  we  were  stalk- 
ing a  Billie  we  saw  a  flock  of  five  old 
Billies  and  twenty-five  small  ones.  They 
had  a  lookout  stationed  and  it  was  by 
infinite  trouble  that  we  succeeded  in  get- 
ting within  five  hundred  yards.  Here 
my  hunter  friend  distinguished  himself. 
Carefully  sighting  his  gun  for  the  distan- 
ce mentioned  he  fired,  bringing  down  a 
big  Billie  with  his  first  shot.  In  truth 
my  companion  picked  up  his  shooting 
quickly.  This  time  we  had  come  so  far 
that  to  return  the  same  night  was  out  of 
the  question.  Accordingly  we  made 
camp  and  passed  the  night  without  blan- 
kets. We  had  a  roaring  camp  fire  and  a 
good  supply  of  boughs.  Our  supper 
was  also  varied  and  our  breakfast  like- 
wise, and  my  companion  underwent  this 
novel  experience  like  a  brick. 

When  our  time  was  up  we  had  two 
goats  and  all  the  partridge  and  trout  for 
which  we  could  wish. 

Next  year  the  Order-in-Council  protec- 
ting moose  and  elk  will  expire  and  is  not 
expected  to  be  renewed,  so  that  hunting 
in  this  neighborhood  will  give  a  wide 
variety  in  big  game. 

Another  gentleman  I  guided  last  fall 
succeeded  in  getting  two  goats  and  two 
black  tailed  deer  besides  having  several 
shots  at  timber  wolves.  The  bags  all 
round  were  small  last  fall  but  great 
things  are  hoped  for  in  the  coming 
season.  I  shall  be  glad  to  answer 
inquiries  and  give  particulars  to  anyone 
wishing  to  come  to  this  district  for 
hunting  or  fishing. 


British  Columbia's  New  Game  Preserve 


A  Grand  Sanctuary  For  Mountain  Goat  and  Sheep. 
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|Y  a  proclamation  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  and  Executive  Council  of 
British  Columbia,  dated  November 
15th,  1908,  there  was  created  a  grand 
sanctuary  for  the  mountain  goat,  moun- 
tain sheep,  elk,  mule  deer 
and  other  important  wild 
animals  of  the  East  Kooten 
ay  district  of  that  province. 
The  initial  act,  as  published 
officially  in  the  British  Co- 
lumbia Gazette,  takes  the 
form  of  an  order  proclaiming 
an  absolute  closed  season  for 
ten  years  from  November 
15th,  1908,  throughout  an 
area  the  boundaries  of  which 
are  specifically  defined.  Its 
southern  line  is  sixty-three 
miles  north  of  the  interna- 
tional boundary,  and  its  eas 
tern  boundary,  Elk  River,  is 
fifteen  miles  from  the  west- 
tern  boundary  of  Alberta,  on 
the  summit  of  the  continent- 
al divide. 

The  total  area  of  the  regi- 
on which  thus  becomes  an 
absolute  game  preserve,  is 
about  four  hundred  and  fifty 
square  miles.  Roughly  speak- 
ing, it  is  shaped  like  two 
squares  that  overlap  each  ot- 
her at  the  southeastern  corner 
of  one  and  the  northwestern 
corner  of  the  other.  They 
include  about  three-fourths 
of  the  territory  between  the 
Elk  and  Bull  Rivers  already 
known  to  the  public  as  the 
"proposed  Goat  Mountain 
Park,"  to  which  an  import- 
ant addition  of  elk  and  deer 
breeding  grounds  has  been 
added  on  the  Northwest,  on 
the  head  waters  of  White 
River     and     its  tributary 

It  is  reasonably  certain  that  in  the 
whole  of  the  grand  mountain  regions  of 
southern  British  Columbia  there  can  not 
be  found  an  equal  area  which  is  at  once 


so  finely  equipped  with  picturesque 
mountain  and  valley  scenery,  and  so 
richly  stocked  with  grand  game.  It  is 
undoubtedly  the  center  of  abundance  of 
the  White  Mountain  Goat,  the  number  of 
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creeks. 


which  is  estimated  by  competent  sports- 
men and  guides  at  about  one  thousand 
head.  Of  mountain  sheep  there  is  also  an 
abundant  stock,  a  conservative  estimate 
placing  the  total  at  not  less  than  two 
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hundred  head.  Grizzly  bears  are  abun- 
dant in  the  higher  ranges,  and  it  is  safe 
to  estimate  the  total  number  at  from  for- 
ty to  fifty  individuals.  Elk  are  yet  scarce, 
and  so  are  mule  deer,  both  these  species 
having  been  shot  out  almost  to  the  point 
of  extermination  before  the  existing  elk- 
protection  law  was  enacted. 

It  is  now  quite  certain  that  from  this 
time  henceforth,  all  the  larga  game  spe- 
cies of  the  protected  area  will  steadily 
and  rapidly  increase.  Besides  providing 
for  the  perpetual  preservation  of  the  pic- 
turesque goat  and  the  lordly  sheep, — 
both  of  them  are  species  that  are  easily 
exterminated  unless  protected, — the  over- 
flow of  wild  life  from  the  new  reservoir 
will  perpetually  stock  the  surrounding 
territory. 

The  manner  in  which  this  important, 
and  in  many  respects  ideal,  game  pre- 
serve was  brought  into  existence  must  be 
highly  satisfactory  to  all  sportsmen  and 
zoologists  who  are  interested  in  the  per- 
petual preservation  of  important  wild  ani- 
mal species.  The  creation  of  the  pre- 
serve was  suggested  to  the  Government 
of  British  Columbia  in  1906,  by  two 
American  sportsmen  who  had  visited  the 
region  and  became  deeply  impressed  by 
its  character  and  its  wild  inhabitants.  At 
that  time  there  were  no  game  preserves  in 
British  Columbia.  For  two  years  Wm. 
T.  Hornaday  and  John  M.  Phillips  car- 
ried on  by  correspondence  and  in  the 
press,  an  active  campaign  of  education 
and  appeal  in  behalf  of  the  proposed  pre- 
serve. The  cause  quickly  enlisted  the 
active  support  of  Warburton  Pike,  Ciive 
Phillipps- Wolley  and  other  well-known 
sportsmen  ot  Victoria.  The  leading  citi- 
zens of  Fernie,  particularly  Mayor  W.W. 


Tuttle,  Hon  W.R.  Ross,  M.P.,  and  J.  B. 
Turney,  who  made  the  cause  their  own, 
rendered  important  service  in  its  presen- 
tation to  the  Government.  The  officers 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  which 
holds  title  to  some  of  the  land  once  un- 
der consideration,  and  particularly  Mr.N. 
B.  Dennis,  were  very  friendly  and  help- 
ful toward  the  proposal. 

On  being  convinced  that  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  really  desired  the  pro- 
posed reserve,  Premier  McBride  referred 
the  matter  to  the  Provincial  Game  War- 
den, Mr.  A.  Bryan  Williams,  for  exam- 
ination and  a  report.  In  1908  Mr.  Willi- 
ams made  two  long  and  laborious  tours 
of  inspection  through  the  East  Kootenay 
region,  from  Fernie  to  the  White  River 
country,  and  after  a  searching  examina- 
tion rendered  a  report.  The  Executive 
order  published  on  November  15th, defines 
the  boundaries  of  the  now  closed  area  as 
recommended  by  Mr.  Williams,  and  it  is 
highly  satisfactory  to  all  concerned.  The 
southern  quarter  of  the  Phillips-Hornaday 
proposition  has  been  left  out,  but  an  im- 
portant elk  and  deer  territory  in  the 
White  River  county  has  been  added  on 
the  Northwest.  All  of  the  best  goat  and 
sheep  country,  and  incidentally  the  finest 
mountain  scenery,  has  been  retained. 

The  Government  and  the  people  of 
British  Columbia  are  to  be  congratulated 
on  having  thus  promptly  and  effectively 
created  for  themselves,  and  for  coming 
generations,  a  game  preserve  that  may 
fairly  be  called  ideal.  Although  nothing 
is  said  in  the  excutive  order  regarding  the 
preservation  of  the  forests  of  the  protect- 
ed area,  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  this 
important  matter  will  receive  timely  at- 
tention.

Physical  Culture — General  Laws  of  Exercising.

MUSCLE  GROWTH.  The  external 
parts  of  man  show  that  he  is  des- 
tined for  an  active  existence,  as 
without  labor  the  gifts  ot  Nature  are  not 
available.  We  are  furnished  with  a 
muscular  and  mental  system  fitted  for 
action  and  healthy  existence.  It  is  im- 
possible to  be  healthy  without  muscular 
energy.  There  are  about  five  hundred 
muscles  in  the  body  destined  to  serve 
some  particular  end  in  locomotion,  etc. 
Beauty  depends  on  the  developement  of  all 
these  muscles.  There  is  a  law  by  which 
each  muscle  gains  strength,  beauty  and 
soundness  by  proper  activity. 

The  growth  of  the  muscles  consists  in 
their  permanent  and  steady  exercise.  Ac- 
cording to  the  activity  of  the  muscular 
system,  so  does  the  process  and  reno- 
vation go  on.  Activity  causes  a  greater 
flow  of  blood,  and  nervous  energy  is  sent 
to  every  muscle.  In  activity  the  reno- 
vating process  rather  exceeds  the  waste 
and  new  substance  and  power  accumu- 
lates. On  the  other  hand  when  a  mus- 
cle is  little  exercised  renovation  goes 
on  languidly,  and  to  a  less  extent  than 
the  waste,  consequently  becoming  weak, 
shrunken  or  flabby.  Bones  are  subject 
to  the  same  laws,  as  the  bloodvessels 
communicating  with  them,  receive  the 
same  impetus  and  so  send  a  greater 
amount  of  nourishment  to  them. 

Build  and  inherited  constitutions  prev- 
ent many  from  becoming  big  muscled  or 
big  boned  men,  but  exercise  causes  all  to 
reach  their  own  natural  size  and  strength, 
and  frequently  overcomes  inherited  weak- 
ness. More  than  this,  exercise  in  some 
forms  often  build  a  person  far  above 
what  he  may  have  been  led  to  expect 
from  family  traditions  or  family  build. 

In  order  to  increase  our  general  vigour, 
the  whole  frame  must  be  brought  into 
exercise,  for  a  chain  is  only  as  strong  as 
its  weakest  link,  and  when  the  strain  is 
put  on  it,  breaks  at  this  weak  part.  So 
with  man  or  woman,  all  muscles  should 
be  strengthened.  Some  are  very  strong 
in  certaia  parts  owing  to  frequent  work- 
ing of  those  parts,  but  if  another  part  is 


weak,  they  are  only  as  strong  as  that 
part.  Therefore  they  should  exercise 
the  weak  part  to  bring  it  nearer  to  the 
strength  of  the  strong  part.  For  instance 
take  a  blacksmith  with  powerful  arms 
and  shoulders,  but  with  weak  legs.  He 
should  exercise  to  strengthen  the  legs 
and  thus  bring  them  nearer  to  the  level 
of  the  arms. 

*        *        *  * 

Observe,  however  that  such  a  thing  as 
overwork,  will  have  a  similar  effect  as 
lack  of  exercise,  for  exercise  causes  the 
muscles  to  absorb  nourishment  faster. 
This  naturally  uses  up  the  store  at  a 
quicker  pace.  When  the  muscles  have  re- 
ceived all  the  system  has  taken  in,  they 
begin  a  process  of  self  feeding,  or  draw- 
ing on  themselves,  rendering  them  smaller 
and  causing  a  form  of  atrophy.  To  make 
this  plainer  I  will  explain  muscular  force 
and  fatigue. 

The  nerves  running  from  the  brain  to 
the  muscles  convey  a  command  to  lift  a 
weight.  The  nervous  force  thus  formed 
enables  the  living  muscle  to  lift  it,  by  the 
nerves  conveying  to  the  brain  the  fitness 
of  that  muscle  and  the  amount  or  degree 
of  contraction  to  accomplish  this.  We 
must  therefore  be  interested  in  what  we 
are  doing,  for  if  using  a  two  pound  bell, 
but  imagining  you  are  lifting  forty  pounds, 
you  will  naturally  place  a  greater  contrac- 
tion on  the  muscle,  thus  engendering 
greater  nerve  force  to  accomplish  it. 

This  force  is  caused  by  the  co-operation 
of  brain,  and  two  sets  of  nerves,  one 
being  messenger  to  the  muscles,  the 
other  being  messenger  to  the  brain.  From 
this  can  be  seen  how  essential  it  is  to 
have  the  nerves  healthy,  as  without  these 
communications,  power  could  not  be  put 
forth.  The  healthier  these  nerves  and 
the  brain,  the  greater  the  nervous  force 
(although  sometimes  bad  nerves  under 
some  irritant  receives  great,  but  tempor- 
ary power)  which  often  enables  appar- 
ently weak  men  to  accomplish  unexpect- 
ed things.  The  reason  is  that  the  ner- 
vous system  is  excited  by  something  un- 
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usual,  which  has  excited  the  senses, 
pours  into  the  heart  an  unusual  amount 
of  nervous  energy,  the  heart  in  obedience 
propel  the  blood  in  a  stream  of  far  great- 
er force  along  the  arteries,  until  the  or- 
gans of  the  body  are  swollen  and  distend- 
ed with  the  living  current.  Thus  for  a 
time  the  weak  become  strong. 

Again  strength  is  not  necessarily  to 
the  big  man  only.  A  small  man  may 
have  his  heart,  brain,  spinal  cord  and 
lungs  largely  developed.  This  will  give 
him  a  consciousness  of  (internal) 
I  strength. 

From  the  above  you  see  that  exercise 
must  be  done  with  the  output  of  nervous 
force ....  The  waste  occasioned  by  exer- 
cise must  be  duly  replaced  by  food,  for  if 
there  is  a  deficiency  the  blood  will  soon 
cease  to  give  this  invigorating  influence 
to  the  parts  on  which  health  and  strength 
depend.  Moderation  should  always  be 
observed  in  eating  or  drinking,  as  the 
stomach  may  be  so  overloaded  it  cannot 
find  room  to  work  on  the  food,  and  it  will 
pass  through  one  without  giving  all  its 
body  building  particles.  Eat  all  that  is 
necessary  to  comfort,  but  never  go  be- 
yond the  enough  stage.  Better  eat  rather 
under  than  over  the  amount  you  may 
|  want. 

'  *       *  * 

The  amount  of  exercise  to  be  taken 
daily  is  the  next  query.  This  depends 
on  the  person  ;  too  much  is  nearly  as 
bad  as  too  little.  It  is  sheer  stupidity 
again  for  a  man  whose  muscles  are  all 
out  of  condition,  to  rush  into  vigorous 
forms  of  exercise.  Many  persons  are 
apt  to  commence  by  doing  altogether  too 
much  at  the  start  on  the  simplest  of 
exercises. 

Others  from  ignorance  of  how  to  ex- 
ercise are  just  the  opposite,  and  though 
they  may  do  their  exercises  conscientiously 
yet  do  them  too  aimlessly  to  be  of  benefit. 
I  should  always  advise  getting  some 
proper  advice  before  starting,  or  as  early 
as  possible,  but  if  you  have  been  doing 
exercises  and  are  dissatisfied,  you  can 
remember  it  is  never  too  late  to  get  pro- 
per advice  or  instruction. 

Exercise  should  be  gradually  increased 
until  one  can  take  almost  any  amount 
with  benefit — not  necessarily  taking  up 
a  great  deal  of  time,  but  in  the  amount 


of  muscular  energy  expended.  As  an 
example,  in  weight  lifting  you  may  ex- 
pend as  much  force  in  a  short  time  as 
may  be  expended  in  several  hours  of 
lighter  work. 

Working  into  things  is  necessary.  For 
instance,  take  a  workman,  who  as  a 
youngster  was  given  very  light  tasks, 
and  gradually  worked  up  to  heavier 
ones,  he  is  almost  invariably  a  better 
man,  muscular  or  otherwise,  than  the 
one  who  was  given  work  beyond  his 
strength,  or  was  kept  at  it  for  too  long 
at  a  stretch. 

This  is  frequently  the  cause  of  loss  of 
ambition,  deterioration  or  even  injury. 
Many  youths  in  an  endeavor  to  become 
strongare  tempted  to  try  too  heavy  tasks  at 
the  start  or  keep  exercising  for  too  long 
a  time  before  they  are  fitted  for  it,  result- 
ing in  failure.  To  obtain  strength  one 
must  patiently  work  every  day,  starting 
on  what  is  a  fair  amount  according  to 
one's  condition,  gradually  increasing 
either  the  amount  of  exercise,  or  the 
amount  of  nerve  force  exerted. 

As  an  example  : — A  man  commences 
on  my  or  some  other  system  of  exercise. 
He  may  have  to  do  the  first  one,  say 
ten  times  to  start,  this  he  has  to  increase 
by  one  ,  every  three  days.  Number  two, 
he  may  have  to  do  twenty  times  to  com- 
mence, and  this  he  may  have  to  increase 
one  or  two  as  the  case  may  be,  every 
other  day,  and  so  on  through  the  whole 
course,  If  this  is  kept  up  for,  say,  a 
month,  during  which  time  full  control 
and  concentration  is  excited,  he  will 
naturally  increase.  He  must  not  expect 
however  to  find  after  a  day  or  two,  such 
a  marked  difference,  it  is  the  continual 
piling  up  of  small  particles  which  makes 
the  pile.  By  staying  long  enough,  how- 
ever, strength  and  health  is  surely  built 
up.  On  the  other  hand  another  person 
commences,  but  is  so  anxious  to  get 
strong  quickly,  he  starts  too  big  (like 
taking  medicine  by  the  bottle  instead  of 
regulation  amounts)  and  even  when  Nat- 
ure's signal  comes,  namely  fatigue, he  still 
continues  exercising  in  the  fond  hope  that 
he  will  get  strong  quicker.  What  is  he 
doing?  Simply  adding  poison  to  poison. 
Fatigue  is  a  poison  caused  by  the  burn- 
ing of  the  oxygen  and  is  formed  so  quick- 
ly by  hard    exercise     that    it  must  be 
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allowed  to  escape.  (If  a  man  is  well 
trained  his  organism  is  so  perfected  that 
waste  can  escape  easily  and  renovation 
takes  place  more  quickly.)  If  this  man  per- 
sists in  exercising,  he  not  only  increases 
this  poison  in  the  system,  but  it  becomes 
too  full  to  be  got  rid  of  easily.  The  blood  is 
impoverished  and  rendered  impure,  n- 
deed  instead  of  the  muscles  receiving 
fresh  arterial  blood  they  are  forced  to 
receive  venous  or  impure  blood,  all  owing 
to  the  fact  that,  he  has  choked  the  fresh 
air  gateway  (lungs)  with  carbolic  gas, 
(fatigue  is  the  result  of  too  much  carbolic 
gas)  instead  of  having  that  clear  enough 
to  allow  the  exit  of  this  gas,  and  at  the 
same  time    open    enough  to  allow  the 


Another  exercise  tor  arms  and  shoulders. 
Never  jerk. 

Ex.  3 — Extend  arm  fully,  then  bend  at 
elbow  and  contract  biceps  as  though 
pulling  on  heavy  weights,  then  straigh- 
ten arms  as  though  pushing  heavy 
weights  to  full  stretch.  Do  not 
lower  elbow  from  position. 

entry  ot  oxygen  when  needed.  The  result 
is  always  perceptable.  The  respiration 
is  increased  owing  to  the  desire  to  get 
rid  of  this  poison,  and  for  the  entry  of 
fresh  air.  If  exercise  under  such  con- 
ditions were  continued  the  excess  of  this 
poison  permeating  the  system,  and  chok- 
ing the  lungs  would  end  in  death,  or  at 
the  least  loss  of  consciousness.  Fatigue 
is    a    peremptory    call    for    rest,  rest- 


ing allows  the  waste  to  escape,  and 
as  before  stated,  the  lungs  hasten  to  get 
rid  of  the  poison  by  a  quickening  of  the 
respiration  always  observable  when  fati- 
gued. The  skin  also  assists  by  allowing  a 
great  deal  of  the  waste  to  escape  by  the 
pores,  whilst  you  perhaps  have  observed 
that  the  kidneys  are  also  excited  some- 
what in  the  same  duty.  The  same  effect 
is  caused  by  big  strains,  not  necessarily 
covering  a  long  period  of  time,  indeed  it 
may  be  of  only  a  minute's  duration,  but 
it  has  taken  up  much  force. 

From  this  can  be  seen  how  great  is  the 
need  of  fresh  air. ,  The  lungs  must 
have  plenty  of  good  pure  air,  the  oxygen 
from  this  air  purifies  the  blood  as  it  pas- 
ses to  the  heart  from  the  veins,  making 
it  ready  for  the  renovating  process.  A 
slight  description  of  the  circulation  show- 
ing how  the  blood  is  changed  may  be 
useful  here. 

With  each  breath  the  blood  is  purified. 
This  blood  enters  the  left  side  of  the 
heart  from  which  it  is  pumped  to  all 
parts  of  the  body  through  the  arteries, 
from  the  arteries  it  is  deprived  of  its  nut- 
rient properties  by  the  means  of  small 
channels  called  capillaries,  passing  these. 
They  meantime  also  give  back  waste  in 
exchange  for  the  nutrition,  directly  this 
waste  reaches  the  blood  it  becomes 
venous  or  impure  (purple  colored), passing 
into  the  veins,  which  carries  it  back  in 
a  more  sluggish  stream  to  the  heart 
(right  side)  from  here  it  is  pumped  into 
the  lungs  for  cleansing,  and  then  back  to 
the  heart  again,  ready  to  commence  its 
journey  of  renovation. 

Remember  this  blood  is  carried  not 
only  to  every  extreme  limit  of  the  body, 
but  to  the  brain,  by  the  same  channels — 
arteries,  whilst  in  the  same  way  the  veins 
carry  off  the  brain  waste.  This  being 
so,  it  requires  no  master  o  ogic  to  per- 
ceive that  if  the  body  is  benefitted  through 
the  blood,  the  brain  shares  in  an  equal 
degree.  By  remembering  this,  it  will 
help  you  to  perceive  where  exercise  can 
affect  the  brain,  far  more  than  mental 
work  can,  especially  weak  brains. 

The  heart  must  be  taught  as  gradually 
to  propel  the  blood  rapidly  through  the 
lungs,  and  so  render  it  fit  to  fulfill  its 
function  of  nourishing  body  and  brain. 
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The  heart  is  in  fact  the  principal  muscle 
of  the  body,  and  must  be  exercised  just 
as  gradually,  for  the  whole  of  our  person- 
ality, vigor  of  body  and  mind  depends  on 
the  quantity  and  quality  of  blood  manufac- 
tured by  the  lungs  into  which  it  has  been 
driven  for  that  purpose  by  the  heart. 
A  large  volume    could  be  filled  by  the 


laws  of  exercise,  but  these  articles  must 
be  short,  so  I  will  next  get  back  to  in- 
structions. 

To  finish  this  article  I  must  tell  you — 
Never  exercise  directly  after  meals.  Do 
them  about  two  hours  after  or  from  one 
quarter  to  a  half  before. 


A  Visit  to  Dartmoor  Kennels  at  King  City,  Ont.

DURING  the  recent  Festive  Season,  I 
visited  at  King,  Ont. ,  the  Dartmoor 
Kennels,  the  property  of  Messrs. 
C.  H.  Hall  &  Son.  About  five  years  ago, 
the  writer  predicted  that  these  kennels 
would  be  the  future  home  of  the  English 
Bloodhound  in  Canada.  It  was  then  seen 
that  the  owners  thereof  were  staye'rs,  not 
meteors,  that  they  held  high  ideals  and 
were  determined  to  sueceed. 

There  has  not  apparently  been  any 
disposition  on  their  part  to  force  the  sale 
of  their  stock,  although  the  best  trailer, 
and  show  puppies  ever  seen  in  this  coun- 
try, both  emanated  from  DartmoorKennels. 

The  Kennels  mentioned  are  ever  en- 
larging. The  latest  acquisition  is  a  two 
storey,  solid  concrete  building,  thorough- 
ly heated  and  lighted  throughout.  The 
basement  will  be  used  as  a  hospital  when 
required,  and  the  ground  floor  as  a  kitch- 
en. On  the  occasion  of  my  visit  the 
room  upstairs, about  forty  feet  square,  was 
utilized  for  Judging  Ring. 

The  present  inmates  of  Dartmoor  Ken- 
nels number  six, — two  dogs  and  four 
bitches — the  majority  under  the  age  of 
two  years. 

The  quartette  of  bitches  are  of  exceed- 
ingly good  quality.  "Benifke"  and  "Ven- 
us," imported  from  the  United  States  and 
England,  respectively,  are  well-known 
winners  on  the  Bench,  and  the  other  two 
have  been  bred  by  their  owners,  the 
Sire  of  one  Champion, PitmillyOrlando. 

Unfortunately  a  hound  bred  by  the  late 
H. P. East,  with  a  truly  marvellous  head, 
winner  at  Field  Trials  in  England,  has 
lately  been  sold  by  Messrs.  Hall,  to  the 
Police  Authorities  in  Indiana  for  detec- 
tive service.  The  proprietor  of  the  Ver- 
mont Kennels  has  written  me  in  this  con- 


nection, that  the  Halls  parted  with  the 
best  trailer  in  America. 

The  real  interest  centres  about  the  two 
dogs  recently  imported,  "Silton's  Beau/' 
and  "Silton's  Rover."  The  former  was 
bred  by  Mr.  A.  Croxton  Smith,  and  the 
latter  by  Dr.  E.  E.  Semmence,  the  two 
most  eminent  bloodhound  breeders  in 
England.  The  Sire  of  "Beau"  is  Champ- 
ion Hengist.  "Beau"  has  coursing 
through  his  veins  the  blood  of  eleven 
Champions, such  as  "Panther"  "Hordle 
Hercules,"  "Bono,"  "Barbarossa."  The 
parents  of  "Rover"  are  Champion  Chat- 
ley  Beaufort,  and  Champion  Mirables 
Mischief.  He  boasts  of  an  ancestry  of 
fourteen  (14)  Champions,  and  has  the 
added  distinction  of  winning  1st  prize  in 
Puppy  Class,  and  Special  for  best  in  No- 
vice class  at  the  Crystal  Palace. 

It  will  have  been  observed  that  at  the 
last  Crystal  Palace  Show  in  open  Bitches, 
Champion  Mirables  Mischief  was  awarded 
first  place,  making  her  eleventh  Chal- 
lenge Certificate,  three  of  which  have  been 
gained  at  the  Palace  Shows;  and  that 
in  Field  Trial  Class.  Champion  Chatley 
Beaufort  had  an  easy  win. 

"Beau"  is  a  very  massive, dark  hound, 
with  grand  legs  and  feet,  has  a  magnifi- 
cent classical  head. 

"Rover"is  a  hound  difficult  to  find  any 
fault  with.  He  is  absolutely  typical  all 
over. 

In  bidding  adieu  to  Mr.  Hall,  sr.,  the 
visitor  remarked  that  any  further  impor- 
tation would  be  superfluous,  to  which  the 
characteristic  reply  was  given:  "Unless  I 
purchase  the  best  Bitch  in  England.  "The 
best  is  none  too  good  for  Dartmoor  Ken- 
nels is  evidently  the  maxim  of  Messrs. 
Hall. 


During  the  month  of  January  matters 
were  moving  in  Alpine  Club  circles  near 
the  Pacific  coast.  On  the  5th  a  banquet, 
prepared  by  the  ladies  of  the  AlpineClub, 
was  given  in  honor  of  the  President  and 
his  wife  by  the  Revelstoke  contingent. 
Mayor  Lindmark  presided.  It  was  to 
have  been  followed  by  an  illustrated  ad- 
dress on  the  Rockies  and  Selkirks 
but  unfortunately  the  universal  cold  spell 
had  temporarily  disarranged  the  electric 
light  plant  and  no  light  was  available  tor 
the  stereopticon  display.  The  President, 
however,  spoke  for  an  hour,  giving  a 
synopsis  of  the  work  the  Club  had  ac- 
complished during  the  past  three  years 
of  its  existence  and  outlining  the  pro- 
gramme for  the  present  year.  As  a  re- 
sult a  number  of  shares  in  the  Club  loan 
issued  for  the  purpose  of  erectingt  a  Club- 
house at  Banff  for  a  permanent  head- 
quarters, were  taken  up  by  the  members 
present,  and  a  dozen  applications  for 
membership  in  the  Club  have  since  been 
received.  On  the  day  following  the 
Mountaineering  Club  of  Revelstoke  was 
organized,  one  of  its  chief  objects  being 
the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the 
Alpine  Club  of  Canada  as  a  national 
organization. 


On  the  12th  of  January  the  President 
lectured  to  a  large  audience  at  Pender 
Hall,  Vancouver,  with  Mr.  Bishop,  Pre- 
sident of  the  Mountaineering   Club  of 


Vancouver,  in  the  chair.  The  lecture 
received  the  hearty  support  of  the  Cana- 
dian Club,  the  Tourist  Association,  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  scientific,  literary 
and  athletic  clubs  of  the  city,  and  was 
illustrated  by  magnificent  stereopticon 
views.  By  special  request  he  repeated 
the  lecture  on  the  18th  to  a  large  audience 
at  Glencoe  Lodge,  a  very  charming  hos- 
telry belonging  to  Miss  Jean  Mollison, 
the  Canadian  Pacific's  Railway  Com- 
pany's extremely  popular  manager  at 
the  well  known  Lake  Louise  Chalet,  one 
of  the  Company's  luxurious  summer 
hotels  in  the  main  range  of  the  Rockies. 

On  the  sixteenth  of  January  a  banquet 
in  honor  of  the  President  and  his  wife 
was  given  at  Glencoe  Lodge  by  the 
Vancouver  members  of  the  Alpine  Club. 


On  January  23rd  a  final  lecture  was 
given  at  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Victoria  : 
the  hall  was  filled  to  overflowing. 


These  splendid  receptions  and  the  great 
enthusiasm  evoked  show  clearly  that  the 
spirit  of  the  mountains — our  national 
heritage  has  taken  a  firm  hold  upon  Cana- 
dians from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific, 
and  that  a  great  work  lies  before  the 
Alpine  Club  in  the  future. 


It  has  been  decided  by  the  Executive  to 
commence  building  a  Club-house  head- 
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quarters  at  Banff  as  soon  as  Spring  opens. 
The  Dominion  Government  has  leased 
the  Club  a  fine  site  at  the  capital  of  our 
greatest  mountain  park,  commanding 
one  of  the  finest  views  of  the  region.  The 
Club-house  will  cost  $6000.00  of  which 
$4000.00  has  already  been  subscribed  by 
Club  members  for  that  purpose.  It  is 
expected  that  before  building  operations 
commence  the  balance  will  be  subscribed. 

A  permanent  camp  on  the  Club's 
grounds  will  be  in  operation  all  the  sum- 
mer in  connection  with  the  Club-house. 
The  Club-house  will  need  furnishing,  and 
Canadians  who  are  interested  in  our  al- 
pine mountain  regions  can  best  assist 
the  management  of  the  Club  by  joining 
as  Associate  members.  Election  to  such 
membership  entails  a  yearly  contribution 
of  $25. 00,  requires  no  other  qualifications, 
and  confers  all  privileges  except  a  vote, 
which  belongs  exclusively  to  active  mem- 
bership. 

The  camp  referred  to  will  not  interfere 
with  the  annual  general  camp  which  it  is 
proposed  this  year  to  hold  at  Lake 
O'Hara,  one  of  the  most  beautiful,  if  not 
the  most  beautiful  alpine  spot  of  the  en- 
tire region.  As  soon  as  the  date  and  de- 
tails have  been  settled,  a  circular  notice 
will  be  issued  to  Club  members  and  pub- 
lished in  the  Alpine  secdon  of  "Rod  and 
Gun  in  Canada. " 

In  addition,  it  is  proposed  to  arrange  in 
conjunction  with  the  Banff  camp  two 
camps  for  the  summer  months  ;  one  at 
Lake  O'Hara  and  one  at  Sherbrooke 
Lake,  so  that  members  can  move  on  from 
the  camp  to  Banff  to  one  or  both  of  the 
camps  at  the  Alpine  beauty  spots  named.

The  Wonders  of  a  Sportsman's  Show.

TO  the  lover  of  outdoor  Hfe,  a 
real  up-to-date  Sportsman's  Show 
is  indeed  a  revelation.  As  we  en- 
tered the  big-  building  from  off  the 
busy  thoroughfare,  in  which  the  Boston 
Show  was  held,  we  were  greeted  with  the 
grateful  aroma  of  freshly  broken  balsam 
and  spruce  boughs  and,  as  we  looked 
down,  the  great  hall  seemed  transported 
to  the  very  wilds  itself.  Great  fir  trees 
spread  their  palm-like  branches  and  met 
in  picturesque  green  arches  overhead. 
The  Nature-lover  could  easilv  imagine 
himself  in  a  "hunter's  paradise." 

We  were  greeted  with  the  calls  of  more 
than  a  hundred  wild  water  fowl,  consist- 
ing of  Canada  geese,  Brant,  wood,  man- 
darin, and  red  head  ducks  and  all  seemed 
to  thoroughly  enjoy  life  in  their  artificial 
pond.  To  give  the  effect  of  distance,  a 
huge  painting  on  canvas,  by  a  well  known 
artist  and  sportsman,  dropped  from  the 
ceiling  to  the  level  of  the  water  and  the 
scene  might  easily  have  been  drawn  from 
one  of  the  beauty  snots  among  our 
"Highlands  of  Ontario." 

On  the  north-east  side  of  the  hall,  a 
flock  of  over  eleven  hundred  pheasants, 
golden,  silver,  mongolian,  English  and 
Impeyan,  strutted  about  in  their  gaudy 
plumage,  and  manv  were  the  questions 
put  to  the  owner  of  this  vast  collection, 
the  eenial  Mr.  Evans,  of  Oak  Park,  111. 

The  pleasant  call  of  Bob  White  (quail) 
could  be  heard  all  though  the  building, 
and  brought  back  to  the  wing-shooter 
the  memory  of  many  happy  hours  spent 
in  the  field.  Also,  the  good  old  ruffed 
grouse,  generally  known  as  our  common 
partridge,  came  in  for  his  share  of 
attention. 

Passing  to  the  right  of  the  pond,  the 
grand  monarch  of  the  plains,  the  Ameri- 
can Bison,  was  the  centre  of  attraction. 
As  the  writer  stood  gazing  at  the  largest 
of  the  specimens  exhibited — a  magnificent 
big  bull — he  wondered  whv  the  forelegs  of 
the  animal  were  eiven  nearly  all  the 
weight  to  carry,  and  if  it  were  possible 
that  swift  movement  could  be  made  on 
such  apparently  short  legs.      The  latter 


question  was  very  soon  answered,  for, 
without  any  provocation  whatever,  the 
great  mass  hurled  itself  at  me,  and  had 
I  not  quickly  drawn  back,  the  woolly  head 
would  at  least  have  touched  me,  for  the 
wire  fence  sprung  with  a  shock  a  full 
foot  and  the  posts  shook  like  reeds  in 
the  wind. 

One  morning,  on  entering  the  hall,  I 
was  informed  by  a  workman  that  the  big 
buffalo  had  killed  a  small  red  deer.  The 
deer  was  certainly  found  dead  beside  the 
fence  but  I  was  unable  to  learn  whether 
or  not  there  were  any  marks  on  it.  Had 
it  stood  close  enough  to  the  fence,  I  could 
readily  understand  how  the  result  might 
have  proved  fatal  had  the  bull  charged  at 
him. 

Before  leaving  the  Buffaloes,  let  us 
look  forward  to  the  last  night  of  the 
Show  and  see  what  happened  when  all 
the  visitors  were  locked  out  and  the  work 
of  tearing  down  the  exhibit  began.  When 
the  big  bull's  turn  came  for  packing  up, 
I  was  indeed  very  curious  to  know  how 
he  was  to  be  made  enter  his  stall-like 
crate,  so  I  just  stood  tast  until  the  fun 
began.  First  the  crate  was  roped  to  the 
gate  posts  of  the  enclosure  and  the  door 
lifted  by  two  men  who  stood  on  top. 
Then  a  fair  sized  rope  was  threaded 
through  a  small  hole  in  the  head  end  of 
the  crate, and  passed  out  through  the  open 
door  into  the  enclosure  and  up  to  a  man 
standing  on  top  of  the  fence,  who  at  once 
tied  a  slip-loop  on  the  end  of  it.  The 
chap  who  manipulated  the  rope  through 
the  enclosure  let  no  grass  grow  under  his 
feet,  although  the  bull's  attention  was 
drawn  to  other  quarters  with  the  help  of 
three  long  poles.  The  trouble  now  began, 
for  how  to  get  the  loop  over  both  of  the 
buffalo's  horns  without  taking  in  the 
whole  head  was  a  puzzler  for  an  inexper- 
ienced hand  with  the  lasso.  The  under- 
taking was  one  of  the  most  interesting 
that  I  ever  beheld.  Just  when  the  loop 
would  be  almost  over  both  horns  the 
bull  would  quickly  toss  his  head  and  the 
rope  would  fly  into  the  air.  Such  jump- 
ing, kicking  and  charging  from  side  to 
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side  of  the  enclosure  I  had  never  beheld. 

After  countless  attempts  the  rope  ac- 
cidently  hit  the  mark  and  stayed  there. 
A  great  cheer  went  up  as  the  loop  tight- 
ened around  both  horns  and  the  signal 
was  given  to  haul  away,  which  a  gang 
of  fifteen  men  did  with  a  right  good  will. 
The  bull  held  his  ground,  Then  a  cry 
for  "more  beef"  brought  a  reinforcement 
of  husky  hands  to  the  rope  and  the  grand 
old  fighter  gradually  slid  for  the  open 
crate.  When  he  reached  the  door,  he 
seemed  intentionally  to  brace  his  power- 
ful shoulder  against  the  side  post  and 
the  cry  went  up  louder  and  louder  than 
ever  for  "more  beef."  With  a  final  tug 
the  battle  was  won  and  the  King  of  the 
Herd  was  unfairly  defeated  by  over- 
whelming numbers. 

About  an  hour  later,  when  one  of  the 
smaller  buffaloes  was  being  moved  in  a 
crate  down  the  hall,  he  kicked  the  rear 
end  out  of  his  portable  stall  and  emerging 
from  his  cramped  quarters,  gaily  gambol- 
led down  the  aisle  at  his  topmost  speed. 
If  a  flashlight  photo  could  have  been 
secured  of  that  flying  bunch  of  men,  it 
would  be  worth  its  weight  in  gold. 
Some  leaped  for  empty  packing  cases, 
others  climbed  the  wire  fences  but  most 
of  the  hands  sprinted  at  their  best,  ahead 
of  the  enraged  young  bull,  who  finally 
met  his  Waterloo  in  the  shape  of  a  large 
glass  candy  show  case.  The  poor 
brute  was  frightfully  cut  and  I  doubt  if 
he  is  alive  at  this  moment. 

Next  in  the  line  of  big  game  came 
the  moose.  While  not  the  most  perfect 
specimens  of  their  kind, they  were  a  source 
of  great  interest  to  a  multitude  of  spect- 
ators who  had  never  beheld  this  noble 
animal  in  his  native  element. 

Red  deer,  antelope,  black  and  red 
foxes  wild  boar,  Canada  lynx,  oscelots 
and  other  interesting  creatures  madeupthe 
balance  of  the  denizens  of  the  forest. 

For  the  inner  concert  hall  a  swimming 
pool  was  constructed  in  which  we  pulled 
off  swimming  contests,  water-polo  match- 
es and  tilting  from  canoes. 

Fly  casting  contests  were  held  daily 
but  could  hardly  be  called  successful  as 
the  water  course  was  too  limited. 

At  the  rear  of  the  pool,  another  large 
painting,  hung  from  the  ceiling  to  the 
stage.    The  scene  represented  a  crystal 


clear  lake,  resting  in  the  arms  of  heavily 
wooded  hills . 

Three  live  bears  were  chained  to  the 
floor  of  the  stage  and  at  a  little  distance 
appeared  as  it  were  on  the  shore  of  the 
lake.    The  effect  was  quite  unique. 

A  large  collection  of  most  of  our  game 
and  food  fishes  disported  themselves  in 
large  glass  fronted  tanks  placed  around 
the  walls.  The  writer  has  been  looking 
for  the  man  who  can  point  out  to  him 
any  distinguishing  features  between  the 
Land-locked  salmon  and  the  Ouananiche. 
Fishermen  I  have  met  who  have  caught 
both  the  Land-locked  salmon  and  the  Ou- 
ananiche of  Lake  St.  John,  declare  there 
is  no  difference  whatever,  others  claimed 
there  was,  but  could  not  say  just  wherein 
it  lay. 

Splendid  moving  pictures  of  moose 
hunting,  salmon  fishing,  etc.,  drew  large 
crowds  both  afternoons  and  evenings 
during  the  term  of  the  Show. 

Sportsmen's  goods  of  all  descriptions, 
from  automobiles  and  power  boats  down 
to  minnow  hooks,  were  in  evidence. 

If  the  writer  undertook  to  outline  all 
he  saw  which  was  of  interest  to  the 
sportsman,  his  little  sketch  of  what  a 
Sportsman's  Show  consists  of  would  be 
too  long  for  the  busy  man  to  read,  yet, 
it  would  hardly  be  fair  to  close  without 
saying  that  Canada  was  largely  repres- 
ented in  a  magnificent  exhibit  installed 
at  considerable  cost  and  labor  by  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway  System.  There, 
brother  sportsmen  and  tourists  congre- 
gated as  it  were  "round  the  old  camp 
fire,"  to  drink  in  the  beauties  of  our  beau- 
tiful "Highlands  of  Ontario"—  "Lake  of 
Bays",  "Algonquin  Park,"  etc.,  so 
wonderfully  illustrated  in  enlarged  sepia- 
toned  bromides  and  transparencies — and 
talk  over  the  relative  merits  of  the  various 
mounted  game  heads  and  fishes  which 
were  artistically  arranged  upon  the  great, 
green  burlapped  walls. 

Not  the  least  interesting  feature  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Exhibit  was  that  of  two 
large  Salmon  Trout  in  a  fresh  state  from 
one  of  the  lakes  of  Ontario,  which  afford- 
ed the  angler  such  excellent  sport. 

If  one  can  judge  by  the  interest  and 
railway  literature  taken,  a  large  increase 
in  the  tourist  traffic  will  be  noticed  dur- 
ing the  coming  season. 


OUR  MEDICINE  BAG 


A  new  and  revised  edition  of  the  well 
known  pamphlet  entitled  "Game  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia,"  and  known  as  "Official 
Bulletin  17,"  has  been  issued  by  the 
British  Columbia  Government  through 
the  Bureau  of  Provincial  Information,  of 
which  Mr.  R.  M.  Palmer  is  the  Secre- 
tary. The  book,  which  is  well  printed 
and  illustrated  with  a  number  of  new  pic- 
tures,contains  articles  on  big  game  shoot- 
ing, wing  shooting  and  angling  in  the 
Province  and  advice  to  visiting  sports- 
men by  the  Chief  Game  Warden.  A  list 
of  game  animals  and  birds  with  their 
ranges  is  also  included.  The  Game  Pro- 
tection Act,  with  its  amendments,  is 
printed  in  full,  a  chart  showing  the  open 
and  closed  season  is  given,  and  a  table 
with  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  Pro- 
vincial Game  Wardens  and  deputies  with 
their  several  jurisdictions  will  also  be 
found.  The  book  indeed,  is  one  no  visi- 
tor should  omit  to  have,  and  provided 
with  it  the  many  advantages  of  the  Pro- 
vince to  sportsmen  are  all  made  plain. 
The  claim  of  British  Columbia  to  be  con- 
sidered the  best  hunting  and  fish- 
ing ground  in  the  Dominion  is  largely 
made  good  in  this  book. 


We  feel  that  our  readers  will  be  inter- 
ested in  a  short  mention  ot  an  ideal  place 
for  spending  a  holiday,  and  one  which  is, 
and  is  destined  to  remain,  a  sportsman's 
Paradise.  The  actual  spot  referred  to  is 
Eagle  situated  about  half  way  between 
Port  Arthur  and  Winnipeg  on  the  main 
line  of  the  CP.  R.  To  those  who  prefer 
a  roof  over  them,  there  is  a  primitive 
though  comfortable,  little  hotel  where  the 
charges  are  extremely  reasonable,  but  the 
best  way  to  enjoy  a  holiday  at  this 
place  is  to  be  under  canvas.  There  are 
Several  Indians  who  could  be  engaged  as 
guides.  Within  one  and  a  half  miles  of 
each  other,  the  first  a  few  hundred  yards 


south  of  the  railway  track,  are  three  pic- 
turesque falls  of  the  Eagle  River.  The 
views  are  entrancing  and  it  makes  the 
visitor  glad  that  he  has  seen  these  before 
the  needs  of  commence  have  seized  upon 
the  power  that  is  running  to  waste.  The 
wild  flowers  around  here  are  gorgeous 
and  the  water  lillies  of  the  district  are 
noted  for  their  size,  six  to  eight  inches  in 
diameter  being  by  no  means  uncommon. 
To  the  lover  of  the  rifle  a  plentiful  supply 
of  moose,  caribou,  red  deer,  black,  brown 
and  cinnamon  bear  is  an  attraction,  and 
the  man  with  a  camera  has  the  opportuni- 
ty of  photographing  beaver  in  their 
homes.  The  fishermen  will  find  fish  of 
all  kinds  including  maskinonge,  pickerel 
and  trout.  An  ideal  canoe  trip  is  from 
Eagle  via  a  series  of  lakes  and  streams  to 
the  railway  line  at  Kenora.  There  are  a 
few  portages  but  they  are  not  bad,  and 
the  district  is  one  that  has  never  received 
the  attention  that  so  beautiful  a  country 
deserves. 

In  a  letter  received  from  John  Arthur 
Hope  he  states  that  all  Ihree  camps  are 
ready  for  sportsmen  who  desire  to  take 
part  in  a  wolf  hunt.  At  the  time  of  writ- 
ing ice  was  from  ten  to  twelve  inches 
thick  on  the  lakes  and  snowshoeing  first- 
class.  Signs  of  two  different  packs  ot 
wolves  were  seen  around  camps  Nos.  1 
and  2  and  more  were  expected  north  of 
No.  3.  Quite  a  number  of  foxes  were 
about,  together  with  wild  cat  and  some 
lynx.  Moose  and  deer  were  not  "yarded" 
up  and  were  numerous  judging  from  the 
trails  crossing  and  recrossing  in  all  direc- 
tions. A  number  of  enquiries  had  been 
received  and  two  parties  were  expected 
at  the  end  of  January.  Two  English 
sportsmen  are  anxious  to  go  up  in  the 
Spring  for  bear  and  will  probably  make 
the  attempt.

A  fine  young  eagle,  said  to  be  scarcely 
a  year  old,  was  secured  in  Gowganda  and 
taken  to  Toronto.  Considering  its  age 
the  bird  is  a  big  one,  measuring  five  feet 
from  tip  of  one  wing  to  tip  of  the  other 
and  three  feet  from  its  beak  to  the  tip  of 
its  tail.  An  Inspector  of  the  Provincial 
Mines  Department,  who  spent  the  sum- 
mer and  part  of  the  fall  in  Gowganda, 
said  he  never  saw  an  eagle  in  that  section 
of  the  country  and  thought  they  must  be 
rare.  Its  first  meal,  after  a  long  journey 
from  the  mining  district,  consisted  of  two 
pounds  of  steak  and  its  second  of  a 
pound  and  a  half  of  liver. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Society  of  Civil  engineers,  Dr.  John  Gal- 
braith,  Dean  of  the  faculty  of  applied  sci- 
ence, in  delivering  the  opening  address 
made  a  plea  for  a  broad  national  policy  of 
conservation  ot  Canada's  natural  resourc- 
es. He  pointed  out  the  wonderful  pros- 
pects for  the  vast  resources  of  Canada 
owing  to   the   exhaustion    of  the  sup- 


plies in  Great  Britain  and  the  States. 
The  government  which  controlled  these 
resources  should  be  warned  by  what 
had  happened  and  was  now  happening  in 
other  countries. 

The  future  of  electric  processes  in  iron 
and  steel  production  would  depend  on 
hydro-electric  power.  So  also  would 
largely  depend  the  development  of  the 
great  Portland  cement  industry,  which 
would  grow,  because  concrete  would  re- 
place steel  and  wood  construction  more 
and  more.  The  conservation  and  regu- 
lation of  the  rivers  for  water  power  alone 
to  say  nothing  of  transportation,  was  ne- 
cessary for  the  future  development  ofCan- 
ada.  The  regulation  of  the  rivers  depend- 
ed on  the  maintenance  of  forest  growth, 
and,  therefore,  the  future  prosperity  of 
the  country  hinged  on  that  important 
question.  The  time  might  come  when, 
with  the  development  of  the  aeroplane, 
electric  transportation  would  be  confined 
to  underground  tunnels,  but  it  was  evi- 
dent that  the  age  of  the  electrical  engin- 
eers in  other  directions  had  still  to  come. 
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Canada  could  afford  to  take  her  time  over 
the  development  of  her  mines,  but  her 
fisheries  and  forests  must  be  cultivated, 
not  mined,  and  a  policy  of  ill-regulated 
extravagance  replaced. 

If  the  government  would  buy  up  the 
sand  barrens,  or  desert  places  of  Norfolk 
County  at  the  rate  of  $5  per  acre,  plant 
them  with  white  pine  and  protect  the  in- 
fant trees  against  fire,  in  fifty  years  the 
growth  could  be  sold  for  $225  with  an 
outlay  of,  counting  the  interest  on  the 
capital  invested  and  all  expenditures, 
$125,  making  a  profit  of  $100  for  the 
province,  besides  enriching  the  land," 
said  Prof.  E.  J.  Zavitz  of  O.  A.  C, 
Guelph,  in  a  lecture  at  the  Canadian  In- 
stitution at  Toronto.  Prof.  Zavitz  show- 
ed that  certain  areas  in  Ontario,  useless 
for  cultivation  could  be  made  by  reforest- 
ation, to  yield  handsome  profits.  A  large 
part  of  the  Laurentian  district  not  worth 
the  seeds  to  cultivate,  sand  barrens  or 
little  deserts  all  over  the  province  and  the 
few  acres  of  barren  land  on  the  average 
farm  could  all  be  used  as  forest  land 
and  would  produce  trees. 

Mr.  James  Hammond,  an  old  and  val- 
ued contributor  writes:  In  looking  through 
the  January  number  I  noticed  many  inter- 
esting things,  some  reminding  me  vividly 
of  events  of  long  years  ago.  I  noticed 
one  thing  in  Mr.  J.  E.  Orr's  narrative 
which  I  believe  experience  has  shown  not 
to  be  correct.  I  know  people  used  to  be- 
lieve, and  some  still  do  so,  that  if  a  per- 
son could  climb  a  small  sapling  he  was 
safe  from  the  attacks  of  a  bear.  A  near 
relation  of  mine  who  used  to  live  in  the 
Township  of  Fitzroy,  had  a  severe  lesson 
on  the  failure  of  that  belief.  Early  on  a 
bright  June  .morning,  some  sixty  years 
ago,  he  left  home  to  visit  a  neighbour.  In 
order  to  make  a  short  cut  he  chopped 
his  way  through  a  wood.  While  thus 
occupied  he  heard  a  noise  and  saw  a  bear 
coming  towards  him  on  the  run.  He  was 
an  active  young  fellow  at  that  time  and 
holding  the  belief  that  safety  lay  in  climb- 
ing a  small  tree  he  threw  his  axe  from 
him  and  made,  with  all  the  speed  he  could 
command,  for  the  nearest  small  tree.  In 
a  few  seconds  he  had  got  as  high  as  the 
limbs  would  carry  him  and  thought  he 
was  safe.  Hardly  had  he  settled  how- 
ever before  the  bear  was  up  to  him  and 


at  once  commenced  the  attack,  tearing 
the  flesh  from  his  legs.  The  man  fainted 
with  pain  and  loss  of  blood  and  fell  to  the 
ground  when  the  bear  left  him,  probably 
thinking  he  was  dead.  People  who  had 
heard  his  cries  went  out  and  rescued  him. 
After  long  and  careful  nursing  he  came 
round  and  worked  for  several  years^  The 
bear  was  a  she  bear  with  cubs  and  that 
might  have  had  something  to  do  with  the 
violence  of  the  attack.  At  any  rate  it 
shook  our  faith  in  the  safety  of  climbing 
small  trees  when  pursued  by  bears.

This 
section  is  held  to  be  ideal  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  preserve,  and  Minneapolis 
and  St.  Paul  sportsmen  and  lovers  of 
big-game  hunting  will  be  glad  to  see  the 
matter  brought  before  the  Minnesota 
State  Legislature.  Lawrence  Kennedy, 
who  is  well  acquainted  with  hunting  con- 
ditions in  northern  Minnesota,  declared 
that  unless  some  steps  are  taken  in  the 
near  future  to  protect  the  big  game  of 
the  north,  it  will  be  a  matter  of  only  a 
few  years  before  what  is  now  the  best 
hunting  country  in  America  will  be  a  thing 
of  the  past.  "For  the  last  ten  years," 
said  Mr.  Kennedy,  "Montana  and  Min- 
nesota have  been  the  best  fields  for  hun- 
ters, and  now  Minnesota,  because  of  its 
great  northern  swamp  lands,  is  the  only 
hunting  country  left.  Not  only  moose, 
deer  and  smaller  game  come  to  these 
swamps  for  protection,  but  hundreds  of 
caribou  drift  south  every  year,  returning 
north  in  the  summer  months."  One  thing 
that  makes  this  section  of  the  country 
peculiarly  favourable  to  game  shelter  is 
the  immense  wilderness  which  is  almost 
inaccessible  to  hunters.  Not  only  the 
forests  afford  shelter,  but  there  are 
swamps  that  extend  for  hundreds  of 
miles.  For  business  reasons,  if  no  other, 
local  sportsmen  will  favour  this  preserve. 
Thousands  come  to  Minnesota  every 
year  for  hunting  and  fishing,  and  with 
the  proper  preservation  of  fish  and  game, 
it  is  said  that  this  number  can  be  great- 
ly multiplied,  adding  thousands  of  dol- 
lars to  the  income  of  the  state. 


Curious  stories  come  from  the  other 
side  of  the  border  and  amongst  the  most 
curious  is  one  from  Winstead,  Conn.  Ac- 
cording to  the  veracious  chronicler  Hiram 
Blackmar,  a  tinsmith,  possesses  a  Japan- 
ese goldfish,  the  sole  survivor  of  a  num- 
ber of  piscatorial  pets,  which  he  has  had 
for  six  years.  The  fish  is  said  to  know  the 
name  of  "Dick"  which  has  been  given  to 
it,  and  to  rise  to  the  surface  whenever  so 
called  by  any  member  of  the  family.  A 
pet  kitten  was  noticed  sometime  ago  sit- 
ting on  the  edge  of  the  aquarium,  gazing 
steadily  into  the  water.  The  goldfish  rose 
to  the  surface  with  a  piece  of  milkweed  in 
its  mouth.    The  kitten  took  the  milk- 


weed in  her  paw  and  ate  it.  This  per- 
formance was  repeated  a  number  of  times 
and  several  members  of  the  family  notic- 
ed it.  This  kitten  is  now  said  to  go  to 
the  aquarium  every  morning  for  its 
breakfast. 


In  Washington  state  the  industry  of 
raising  wild  geese  by  hatching  their  eggs 
under  domestic  hens  is  said  to  be  serious- 
ly engaging  attention.  Although  the 
birds  are  hatched  and  raised  all  right, 
over  half  the  first  hatchings  were  lost  by 
the  flocks  answering  the"call  of  the  wild" 
whenever  they  felt  at  liberty  to  do  so.  It 
is  hoped  to  achieve  domestication  with 
the  hatchings  of  these  captive  birds. 

With  a  view  to  obtaining  as  far  as  pos- 
sible uniform  fisheries  regulations 
throughout  the  Dominion  and  conserving 
the  fisheries  resources  of  Canada, theGov- 
ernment  has  asked  Prof.  Prince, Dominion 
Fisheries  Commissioner,  to  confer  with 
the  various  Provincial  Governments  on 
the  question.  He  will  continue  the  work 
begun  a  year  ago  by  Mr.  S.  T.  Bastedo, 
now  in  charge  of  the  Government 
Old  Age  Annuities  Department.  The 
matter  of  overlapping  Federal  and  Pro- 
vincial jurisdictions  in  respect  to  the  fish- 
eries regulations  will  be  taken  up  with 
the  Provincial  authorities  by  Prof.  Prince, 
and  an  effort  made  to  reach  a  satisfactory 
working  agreement  on  all  the  fisheries 
questions  now  at  issue  between  the  Fed- 
eral and  Provincial  Governments.

We  regret  having 
allowed    the     statement    to     pass  as 
it    is    the    invariable    custom    of  the 
conductors  of  this  magazine  to  strike 
out   all   such   statements   unless  they 
have  the  clearest  proof  of  their  accuracy 
in  their  possession.     In  this  case  we  ac- 
cept unreservedly  the  assurance  given  us 
and  beg  to  withdraw  and  apologize  for 
allowing  the  statement  to  appear.

Complaint  is  made  that  trout  are  sent  in- 
to the  markets  by  hundreds  by  pot  hunters 
in  the  delta  of  the  Fraser  River.  Grouse  are 
described  as  almost  a  thing  of  the  past  in 
the  settled  districts.  Good  quail  shoot- 
ing can  be  had  in  the  vicinity  of  Victoria 
and  mountain  goat  in  one  day's  journey 
from  Vancouver. 


A  corresponden,  writing  from  Vancou- 
ver states  that  bears  were  more  plentiful 
last  fall  than  for  several  years  previously 
and  no  hunter  of  that  district  is  consider- 
ed of  any  account  until  he  has  shot  one 
or  two  bears.  The  forest  fires  on  the 
mountain  drove  the  animals  down  to  the 
valleys  in  the  settled  districts.  There, 
not  contented  with  feeding  on  the  farm- 
er's apples,  they  broke  down  the  branches 
and  destroyed  the  trees,  often  meeting 
fate  from  the  guns  of  men  whose  proper- 
ty they  injured.  Cougar  were  reported 
as  plentiful  on  Vancouver  Island  where 
they  have  destroyed  large  numbers  of 
deer,  sheep  and  young  stock.  A  rancher 
near  Comox,  with  his  two  dogs,  hunted 
and  shot  thirteen  in  one  week, — "about 
as  many  as  Eastern  hunters  would  of 
grey  squirrels."    Ducks  were  plentiful 
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but  the  large  Canadian  geese  are  being 
thinned  out,  no  close  season  having  been 
declared  on  the  coast  in  consequence  of 
the  birds  doing  so  much  damage  to  the 
young  grain.

At  the  request  of 
the  Hon.  A.  Turgeon,  Minister  of  Lands 
and  Forests  for  the  Province, the  herd  has 
been  transferred  by  the  owners  to  the 
Province  and  last  November  was  trans- 
ported from  Quebec  to  Baie  St.  Paul, 
where  they  were  turned  over  to  the  war- 
dens of  the  Park,  who  will  have  charge 
of  them  in  the  future.  Strict  regulations 
have  been  made  for  their  protection. 

Chief  Factor  C.  C.  Sinclair,  of  theHud- 
son  Bay  Company  at  Norway  House, 
reached  Gimli,  Man.,  after  a  journey  of 
three  hundred  miles  by  dog  train.  The 
journey  was  a  rough  and  hard  one,  the 
temperature  falling  to  thirty-five  below 
zero  while  crossing  a  lake.  The  ten  dog 
trains  accompanying  the  factor  were  load- 
ed with  many  thousands  of  dollars  worth 
of  fur.  Mr.  Sinclair  agrees  that  the  fur 
catch  this  year  is  below  the  average  and 
prices  are  expected  to  advance.

Whitney  is  after 
the  Lipton  Cup  boat,  Cherry  Circle  of 
Chicago.  Cherry  Circle  will  make  the 
27-foot  class,  and  Whitney  is  figuring 
how  she  would  do  when  she  faces  the 
starter  along  with  the  R.  C.  Y.  C.  flyers 
in  that  class. 


More  Gossip  as  to  Canada's  Cup. 

The  air  has  been  thick  with  rumors  as 
to  possible  agreements  since  the  R.  C.Y.

Canal  Between  Montreal  and  St.  John. 

Vice  Consul-General  Patrick  Gorman 
writes  from  Montreal  that  the  Lake 
Champlain  and  St.  Lawrence  Ship  Canal 
Company  has  been  formed  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  canal  between  St. 
John  and  Montreal.  It  is  said  that  within 
three  miles  from  Longueuil,  which  is  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
River  from  Montreal,  near  the  Little 
Montreal  River,  there  is  a  fall  of  seventy- 
four  feet.  With  the  assistance  of  this 
the  engineers  say  that  it  is  possible  to 
obtain  for  manufacturing  purposes  100,- 
000  h.  p.,  which  will  enable  manufac- 
turers to  place  their  plant  alongside  the 
canal.  If  this  canal  project  goes  through, 
then  the  waterway  between  St.  John  and 
Montreal  will  be  reduced  to  twenty-one 
miles  instead  of  ninety  four,  as  at  present 
vessels  have  to  go  down  the  St.  Law- 
rence forty-five  miles  to  Sorel  the  en- 
trance of  the  Richelieu  River,  which  con- 
nects with  Lake  Champlain.  The  com- 
pany figure  that  they  can  complete  the 
work  in  two  years,   at  a  probable  cos

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AUTOMOBILES 
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Ontario  Motor  League. 


The  members  of  the  Ontario  Motor 
League  held  their  annual  banquet  at  the 
King  Edward  Hotel,  Toronto  on  the 
evening  of  January  fourteenth.  There 
was  a  large  attendance  and  much  busi- 
ness was  transacted  in  the  course  of  the 
evening. 

After  dinner  the  annual  report  was 
read  and  from  it  we  make  the  following 
quotations: —  ' 'Already,  many  farmers 
are  looking  into  the  question  of  the  use 
of  motor  cars  for  transport  of  their  pro- 
duce, and  this  new  element  should  prove 
of  a  good  deal  ot  assistance  to  the  board 
in  getting  better  legislation." 

"It  is  well  also  to  note  that  the  dan- 
gerous feature  of  automobile  driving 
has  been  tremendously  exaggerated. 
The  last  ten  years  have  seen  the  introd- 
uction of  the  automobile  to  Toronto.  It 
has  been  a  period  when  cars  were  much 
ess  perfect  than  they  are  to-day;  when 
drivers  were  much  less  expert;  when,  in 
fact,  everyone  had  to  learn  the  operation 
of  them,  and  yet,  during  that  period, 
there  have  been  only  three  deaths  in 
Toronto  as  the  result  of  automobile 
accidents  out  of  a  total  of  857  deaths  by 
accidents  of  various  kinds." 

The  report  recommended  that  further 
efforts  be  made  to  induce  Toronto  and 
the  municipalities  immediately  adjoining 
to  improve  the  roads  entering  the  city. 

They  also  recommended  that  a  fund  be 
raised  to  be  used  in  the  employment  of 
one  or  two  men  to  improve  the  main 
highways  between  Toronto  and  Hamil- 
ton. 

It  is  likely  that  some  further  improve- 
ment will  be  adopted  in  motor  regulations 
in  Toronto.  In  the  meantime  one  meas- 
ure has  been  passed  and  instructions 
given  for  its  enforcement,  viz.,  that  slow- 


moving  traffic  must  keep  to  the  curb  so 
as  to  give  the  fast  moving  traffic  an  op- 
portunity to  pass.  The  question  of  re- 
quiring all  vehicles  to  carry  lights  at 
night  is  still  in  abeyance.  The  city  en- 
gineer has  recommended  that  every  horse 
drawn  vehicle  be  compelled  to  carry 
lights." 

The  directors  were  instructed  to  get 
out  a  number  of  road  signs  to  be  placed 
in  dangerous  places  thruout  the  country. 

The  membership  of  the  league  has 
more  than  doubled  within  the  last  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  year  they  had  264 
members  and  now  they  have  540,  paid 
up  to  date.  The  affiliation  of  the  Otta- 
wa Valley  Motor  Car  Association  and 
the  Hamilton  Automobile  Club  has  been 
a  large  factor  in  increasing  the  member- 
ship. 

In  speaking  of  the  work  done  by  the 
Hamilton  Club  the  report  says  that  "they 
have  been  effective  in  securing  a  sensible 
set  of  traffic  regulations  in  the  City  of 
Hamilton."

Some  Original  and  Pleasing  Novelties. 


ONCE  more  the  cry  of  "On  to 
Buffalo"  is  being  yelled  abroad  in 
the  land.  And  everywhere  the 
people  are  leaning"  forward  to  listen,  for 
they  know  that  when  Buffalo  calls  to 
come  it  is  something  worth  while  coming 
to. 

This  time  Buffalo  is  crying  aloud  to 
come  to  its  Power  Boat  and  Sportsmen's 
Show,  during  the  week  of  March  8,  in 
Convention  Hall,  the  city's  big  public 
auditorium.

That  the  event  will 
j  provide  a  festive,  show  week  that  will 
magnet  many  sightseers  to  Buffalo  is 
also  certain.  There  are  reasons  why 
this  will  be  so. 

Given  under  the  auspices  of  the  power- 
ful and  many  membered  Buffalo  Launch 
Club  and  actively  aided  by  the  press  and 
civic  organizations  of  the  city,  the  event 
is  being  planned  as  a  "show  for  every- 
body," produced  for  no  other  reason 
than  to  add  further  renown  to  Buffalo's 
already  far-flung  fame  as  an  exposition 
and  show  city.  In  a  word  this  year's 
Power  Boat  and  Sportsmen's  Show  is  to 
be  a  week-long,  spectacular  event  back- 
ed and  boosted  by  all  Buffalo  for  the 
betterment  of  Buffalo. 

To  begin  with,  in  no  sense  will  it  be 
a  professional,  money-making  affair — 
every  dollar  of  revenue  the  show  will 
yield — box  office  receipts,  rentals  from 
exhibitors  and  fees  from  concessions — 
will  be  put  into  the  show  itself.  This 
fact  alone  enables  it  to  be  planned  and 
produced  on  a  big  scale.  While  it 
will  essentially  be  a  show  for  the  de- 
votees of  the  power  boat  and  the  follow- 
ers of  the  sports  of  the  Great-Out-Of- 
Doors  it  will  be  made  to  so  dazzle  with 
spectacular  features  and  unique  amuseme- 
nteventsthat  it  will bethethronging  place 
for  every  class  of  folks.  Whereas  from 
a  technical  point  of  view  it  will  be  quite 
the  biggest  and  the  best  show  of  the  kind 
Buffalo  has  ever  known,  the  management 
has  also  borne  in  mind  that  there  are  a 
lot  of  people  who  wouldn't  take  a  motor 


boat  as  a  gift  and  who  wouldn't  go  hunt- 
ing on  a  salary.  But  all  the  world  will 
go  to  see  a  pretty  spectacle  and  so  this 
year,  since  Buffalo  has  taken  hold  to 
make  it  an  attraction  for  everybody,  the 
Power  Boat  and  Sportsmen's  Show  will 
not  only  be  a  technical  trade  exhibition 
but  a  splendid  spectacle,  and  a  kaleidos- 
copic carnival,  and  a  cavorting  circus, 
and  a  vivid  vaudeville,  and  a  redolent 
revel,  with  the  blare  of  bands  and  the 
dancing  dazzle  of  electric  lights,  and 
the  riot  of  colors,  and  an  original  and 
permeating  "perfume  effect" — in  short 
another  Pan-American  Exposition  con- 
centrated to  fit  Convention  Hall. 

The  definite  plans  for  the  many  special 
amusement  features  have  not  yet  been 
decided  but  Manager  Dai  Lewis  has 
concocted  a  few  surprises.  It  is  estimat- 
ed that  close  to  100,000  persons  will 
visit  the  show. 

The  decorations,  both  electrical  and 
scenic,  for  this  year's  Sportsmen's  Show 
are  on  a  costly  and  lavish  scale  and  in 
themselves  will  afford  a  spectacle  for  an 
indoor  show  such  as  has  never  been  at- 
tempted. It  must  be  remembered  that 
there  are  but  three  cities  in  the  country 
that  hold  a  power  boat  and  sportsmen's 
show.  They  are  Pittsburg,  New  York 
and  Buffalo.  And  in  point  of  decorations 
Buffalo's  show  will  outdo  the  show  held 
in  Gotham's  Madison  Square  Garden. 

To  begin  with  not  a  single  yard  of 
bunting  will  be  used  in  the  decorations  of 
Convention  Hall  for  the  Buffalo  show. 
All  of  the  material  used  for  decoration 
purposes  will  either  be  non-inflammable 
in  itself  or  fire  proofed  for  the  occasion. 
The  management  feels  that  it  is  going  to 
such  unusual  and  high  expense  for  these 
decorations  that  it  can  not  afford  to  take 
even  the  remotest  risk  of  having  them 
consumed  by  fire. 

The  immense  roof  of  Convention  Hall 
is  to  be  covered  with  a  rose  arbor.  This 
is  to  be  constructed  of  a  fire  proof  lattice 
and  fire-proofed  flowers  and  foliage. 
Suspended  from  this  rose-arbor  ceiling 
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will  be  thirty  gigantic  electroliers  each 
containing  one  hundred  and  fifty  electric 
lamps  and  arranged  to  give  the  effect  of 
so  many  sunbursts.  The  color  scheme 
will  predominate  with  green.  A  green 
ground  cloth  will  cover  the  floor.  The 
stage  will  be  banked  to  represent  a  dense 
stretch  of  underbrush,  the  present  plan 
being  to  have  this  end  of  the  hall  appear 
like  a  section  out  of  the  Texan  chaparral. 

Placed  about  the  immense  stretch  of 
floor  are  to  be  eighty  tree  trunks  of  staff 
about  twelve  feet  in  height.  The  main 
branches  will  be  lopped  off  close  to  the 
trunk  and  in  the  forks  thus  formed  will 
be  placed  animals  and  birds.  These 
trunks  will  give  the  effect  of  the  tree 
aisles  of  the  forest.  Crowning  each  tree 
trunk  will  be  a  great  basket  filled  with 
hothouse  flowers  so  that  the  spectator  will 
not  only  walk  beneath  an  arbor  of  roses 
but  will  stroll  between  aisles  of  beautiful 
blooms. The  idea  of  itallwill  be  to  give  the 
effect  of  the  bosom  of  nature,  the  deep 
woods  and  the  call  of  the  wild. 

Although  color  effects  are  light  effects 
and  sound  effects  are  old  this  show  will 
have  an  original  thing  in  a  *  'perfume 
effect."  This  will  be  created  by  the  lavish 
use  of  flowers  so  that  the  scent  of  them 
will  be  heavy  and  permeating.  Flower 
experts  who  have  been  called  in  to  per- 
fect this  effect  have  determined  that 
among  the  flowers  available  during  the 
week  of  March  eighth  will  be  ;  tulips, 
daffodils,  narcissus,  hyacinths,  jonquils, 


roses,  violets,  carnations,  Easter  lillies, 
mignonette,  lillies  of  the  valley, heliotrope 
and  freesia.  An  idea  now  being  discussed 
is  to  have  a  different  perfume  fill  the  hall 
each  succeeding  day.  This  could  be 
done  by  using  a  profusion  of  but  one 
kind  of  flower  each  day  and  thus  have 
one  day,  Rose  Day,  another  Carnation 
Day,  another  Violet  Day  and  so  on. 

Applications  for  exhibit  spaces  already 
in  show  that  there  will  be  a  better  display 
than  ever  of  hulls,  marine  engines,  bicy- 
cles, motor  cycles,  guns,tackle  and  pow- 
er boat  and  sporting  accessories  of 
every  kind.  The  show  has  secured  the 
famous  exhibit  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Rail- 
way which  won  the  prize  at  the  Franco- 
British  World's  Exposition  at  London 
last  year. 

There  will  be  special  days  throughout 
the  week  in  honor  of  various  clubs  and 
interests.  On  these  days  there  will  be 
special  and  appropriate  features.  So  far 
it  is  planned  to  have  a  Motorboat  Clubs 
Day,  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  Day,  a 
Rowing  and  Athletic  Clubs  Day,  a 
Manufacturer's  Club  Day,  a  Marathon 
Day  and  there  will  be  a  Canadian  Day, 

There  will  be,  besides  the  varied  and 
highly  interesting  trade  exhibits,  a  splen- 
did display  of  mounted  birds  and  animals 
of  every  kind  which  will  be  placed  about 
the  big  hall  in  every  available  nook  and 
corner  to  heighten  the  effect  of  the  Great 
Out-of-Doors  which  the  Sportsman's 
Show  is  to  represent. 


Progress  in  Automobiles. 
There  is  great  interest  among  automo- 
bilists  in  a  motor-car  to  be  put  upon  the 
market  next  year  by  Charles  F.  Herres- 
hotT,  whose  name  has  hitherto  been 
identified  with  yacht  construction,  says 
the  San  Francisco  Argonaut.  Herreshoff's 
car  will  be  light  in  its  weight  and  its  pur- 
poses, and  is  intended  to  occupy  a  field 
"bearing  the  same  relation  to  the  big 
and  expensive  touring  car  as  the  light 
station  wagon  and  high-bred  horses  bear 
to  the  heavy  carriage  pair  and 
phaeton".    Herreshoff  hopes  to  make  a 


car  which  will  have  merits  quite  its  own 
and  be  characterized  by  the  thoroughness 
and  finish  which  invariably  marks  Herre- 
shoff products.  By  no  means  the  last 
word  has  been  said  in  the  matter  of  mot- 
or-cars, and  probably  it  will  not  be  until 
the  cost  of  a  light  and  serviceable  mach- 
ine shall  be  reduced  to  the  point  of  rival- 
ry with  the  cost  of  a  horse  and  runabout. 
Edison,  be  it  remembered,  is  still  work- 
ing with  the  idea  of  producing  an  electric 
machine  at  once  lighter,  cheaper  and 
better  than  anything  now  on  the  mar- 
ket.

and  rocky  climbs  that  would  be  too  much 
for  a  team  of  horses,  burdened  with  a 
wagon  load  of  camp  equipment,  are  not 
sufficient  to  stop  the  more  powerful  mo- 
tor car. 

Demonstration  of  this  has  recently 
been  given  by  E.  S.  Jordan,  of  Palisade, 
Colorado,  who  with  a  party  of  friends  in 
a  Franklin  automobile  has  been  on  a 
hunting  trip  into  the  heart  of  the  Rockies, 
which  resulted  in  shooting  of  a  mountain 
lion  and  three  deer.  Of  the  start  a  mem- 
ber of  the  party  says  : 

"The  machine  was  loaded  with  a  tent, 
camping  outfit  and  guns  and  ammunition. 
Our  intended  destination  was  sixty-two 
miles  away,  part  of  the  road  being  over 
the  mountains  with  nothing  but  a  cow 
trail  for  a  guide. 

"The  first  night  we  pitched  our  camp 
on  the  banks  of  the  White  River.  At 
six  o'clock  the  next  morning  we  started 
fishing  and  caught  enough  trout,  average 
ing  two  pounds,  for  the  party  with  a 
piece  of  red  flannel  for  a  fly.  We  re- 
mained in  this  camp  for  two  days." 

Thence  the  party   made  its  way  into

the  best  deer  country,  and  the  following 
is  the  recital  of  the  adventures  of  the 
hunters,  one  of  them  getting  lost  while 
bringing  down  a  big  buck  : 

"All  morning  we  followed  an  easy 
trail  along  theWhite  River  in  a  wide  valley 
between  mammoth  walls  topped  by  gi- 
gantic mountain  peaks.  A  mountain  lion 
was  the  hunters'  reward  for  this  day's 
trip. 

4 'We  then  started  to  climb,  following  a 
dim  trail  through  dense  timber,  crossing 
many  small  brooks,  and  by  dusk  were  up 
in  a  narrow  canyon.  We  camped  in  a 
grove  of  quaking  sap  trees. 

"Two  of  us  started  walking  up  the 
canyon  the  next  morning.  After  going 
about  eight  miles  through  a  dark,  tangled 
jungle  we  came  to  an  opening  on  a  large 
park  and  came  face  to  face  with  two 
huge  bucks.  Two  shots  in  quick  suc- 
cession laid  them  low,  their  respective 
weights  being  three  hundred  and  forty-six 
and  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven 
pounds. 

"Returning  to  the  camp  about  four 
o'clock,  we  found  that  our  father,  whom 
we  had  left  in  charge,  was  nowhere  to  be 
seen.  He  arrived  an  hour  later,  having 
got  lost  about  eleven  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. He  told  us  of  getting  a  big  six 
point  buck,  but  could  not  give  us  the  lo- 
cation where  it  was  felled.  After  a  long 
search  we  finally  fouud  it  between  two 
great  felled  tree  trunks. 

"Getting  our  game  together,  we  found 
we  were  eighty-six  miles  away  from  Pal- 
isade, with  only  six  miles  of  a  cow  trail 
as  a  guide  the  entire  way." 

On  the  return  trip  the  party  ran  into  a 
big  snowstorm  but  worked  through  it 
after  some  difficulty.  Altogether  the 
hunters  were  out  nine  days,  and  the  only 
trouble  encountered  was  one  puncture. 

Dustless  Roads  Next. 

The  office  of  public  roads  of  the  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture  is  to 
make  an  experiment  which  is  to  be  un- 
iquely interesting.  It  will  be  an  effort  to 
build  a  dustproof  road  by  combining  the 
heretofore  little  used  blast  furnace  slag 
with  asphalt  or  tar 

One  of  the  experimental  stretches  of 
road  is  to  be  constructed  in  Chicago  under 
the  supervision  of  Chief  Engineer  Vernon 


M.  Pierce  of  the  Federal  bureau,  and  one 
at  Birmingham,  Ala.,  under  the  direction 
of  F.  F.  Heidel,  first  assistant  engineer. 

Chicago's  road  is  to  be  built  of  slag 
and  asphalt  and  that  of  Birmingham  of 
slag  and  tar.  At  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
the  office  is  preparing  to  lay  a  "candy" 
road,  made  from  bright  molasses  which  is 
a  by-product  of  sugar  factorie  .  Lime 
water  and  rock  will  be  mixed  with  the 
molasses  and  experiments  which  have 
been  made  thus  far  have  shown  it  to  be 
an  ideal  surface. 

This  molasses  is  the  almost  useless  by- 
product of  the  great  sugar  cane  refineries 
of  the  South  and  of  the  beet  sugar  refiner- 
ies of  the  West  and  Southwest.  It  is 
sickishly  sweet,  nearly  as  black  and  as 
thick  as  tar,  and  almost  as  powerful  as  a 
binder.  Having  always  been  a  waste 
product  it  can  be  bought  at  a  lower  price 
than  coal  tar  and  in  greater  quantities. 
In  laboratory  experiments  it  behaved  so 
well  and  held  out  such  promises  for  ideal 
roads  that  the  practical  test  of  a  real  road 
was  decided  upon. 

Slag  as  the  useless  by-product  of  the 
blastfurnaces  and  molasses  as  the  useless 
by-product  ofthesugar  refineries, acircular 
issued  by  the  office  of  public  roads  says, 
"may  in  a  few  years  revolutionize  coun- 
try road  building,  create  a  demand  for 
more  extended  roads  in  the  United  States, 
where  those  products  are  most  easily  to 
be  had,  and  add  millions  to  the  wealth  of 
the  country  by  putting  a  cash  value  on 
hitherto  waste  material. 

"While  experts  are  laboring  with  these 
experiments  in  the  East,  South  and 
Middle  West,  another  scientist,  also  trom 
the  office  of  public  roads,  is  engaged  at 
Independence,  Kans.,  in  trying  to  devise 
a  method  of  constructing  oiled  roads 
analagous  to  the  methods  which  have 
produced  the  famous  oiled  roads  of  South- 
ern California.  He  is  mixing  heavy  oils, 
possessing  pronounced  asphaltic  basis, 
with  natural  soil  and  sand  and  compact- 
ing the  preparation  so  formed  with  a 
tamping  roller. 

"The  oiled  roads  of  California  have 
saved  millions  of  dollars  to  the  farmers 
and  fruit  growers  of  that  fertile  State  in 
the  last  few  years  by  suppressing  the  dust 
that  formerly  arose  in  blinding  clouds 
with  the  passing  of  every  vehicle.  Those 
dust  clouds,   floating  to  adjacent  fields

and  orchards,  depreciated  the  price  of 
farm  produce  and  lowered  the  values  of 
real  estate  to  a  startling  degree.  The 
sprinkling  of  oil  was  tried  and  the  dust 
was  held  in  check.  Then  some  of  the 
roads  were  plowed  and  the  oil  mixed  with 
the  earth  and  the  mass  firmly  rolled  to  a 
properly  crowned  surface.  Splendid  re- 
sults followed  in  most  instances." 


Wolf  Hunting  in  Autos. 

Two  hundred  men  on  what  the  people 
of  central  Nebraska  know  as  a  "wolf 
chase"  have  found  a  new  use  for  the 
automobile. 

These  "wolf  chases"  are  organized 
from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of  rid- 
ding the  region  of  coyotes,  which  are  the 
breed  of  wolves  there  to  be  found. 

It  was  when  two  visitors  from  the  east 
happened  along  at  Harvard,  Neb.,  and 
found  one  of  these  hunts  scheduled  that 
motorcars  were  introducedinto  the  game. 
The  easterners  were  George  E.  Messer 
and  Arthur  Wheeler,  and  they  with  the 
co-operation  of  Raymond  Herzog,  of  Har- 


vard, took  two  Franklin  touring  cars  into 
the  event,  being  in  at  the  death  and 
shooting  from  their  point  ot  vantage  in 
the  cars  like  the  tiger  hunters  of  India 
mounted  on  the  backs  of  elephants. 

The  hunters  were  divided  into  four 
squads  of  fifty  each,  and  each  division 
was  lined  up  along  one  side  of  a  great 
square,  several  miles  on  a  srde.  A  place 
where  it  was  known  coyotes  were  to  be 
found  in  considerable  numbers  had  been 
selected  for  the  round-up  of  the  animals 
it  was  sought  to  exterminate.  This  was 
some  distance  from  the  town,  and  the 
two  hundred  hunters  in  loads  of  ten  were 
packed  into  the  two  automobiles  and 
taken  out  to  their  stations. 

At  each  corner  of  the  square  was  a 
captain,  mounted  upon  a  horse.  Each 
commanded  one  of  the  four  sides,  and  no 
one  was  allowed  to  advance  until  all  were 
ready.  Then  a  signal  was  given  to 
close  in. 

Every  man  had  a  shot  gun;  no  rifles 
were  allowed;  and  every  one  was  order- 
ed to  shoot  low.  These  regulations  were 
for  the  purpose  ot  minimizing  the  danger 
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to  the  hunters  themselves  of  cross-fire. 

The  automobile  party  kept  with  the 
line  of  beaters  until  all  had  worked  in 
half-way  to  the  center  of  the  round-up. 
Then,  with  their  twenty-eight  horse 
power,  the  two  motor  cars  were  driven 
straight  across  the  prairie  to  the  point 
at  which  the  hunt  would  reach  its  climax. 

This  was  at  a  straw  stack  near  a  cor- 
ral, and  there  eight  wolves  were  brought 
to  bay.  Baffled  in  attempts  to  break 
through  the  relentlessly  tightening  chain 
of  human  foes,  the  eight  made  a  last 
stand  and  faced  their  excutioners. 

When  the  men  on  foot  were  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  yards  from  the  stack 
the  firing  began.  It  was  all  over  in  a  few 
minutes,  and  the  eight  lay  lifeless,  sur- 
rounded by  the  two  hundred  hunters.  A 
ninth  had  been  seen  to  escape  through 
the  line  soon  after  the  hunt  started. 

Over  two  hundred  jackrabbits  and 
cottontails,  caught  in  the  same  trap,  had 
been  shot  as  the  men  closed  in.  Only 
the  cottontails  were  saved  for  food. 

Because  of  the  time  saved  by  the  auto- 
mobiles in  the  stationing  of  the  men, 
the  entire  hunt  was  held  between  the 
hours  of  eleven  and  one  thirty  o'clock. 

The  "wolf  chases"are  held  withoutsanc- 
tion  on  part  ol  the  public  officials;  so  no 
one  in  authority  can  be  held  responsible  in 
case  of  any  injury.  Every  participant  goes 
in  at  his  own  risk,  but  no  one  has  been 
hurt  in  the  past  few  years. 

When  a  chase  is  planned  an  unsigned 
notice  is  given  upon  bill  boards  and  pub- 
lished in  the  daily  paper.  The  expense 
of  the  trip  is  met  in  part  by  an  auction 
sale  of  the  wolves  killed,  a  coyote  skin 
making  the  annimal  worth  about  a  $1.75, 
and  by  the  revenne  from  a  commissary 
wagon  which  accompanies  the  hunters. 
Any  money  left  over  is  used  in  the  pur- 
chase of  clay  pigeons  and  the  remainder 
of  the  day  is  spend  in  trap  shooting. 


Taxicabs  for  Toronto. 

Letters  patent  have  been  grated  incor- 
porated Berna  Motors  and  Taxicabs, 
Limited  with  an  authorized  capital  of 
$500,000.  The  incorporators  are  con- 
nected with  the  law  office  of  Parker, 
Clark  and  McEvoy. 

Mr.  A.  G.  Randall,  who  is  also  con- 
nected with  the  movement  and  who  has 


just  returned  from  New  York,  states  that 
the  organization  of  the  company  was  pra- 
tically  completed,  and  that  large  London, 
Ntw  York  and  Montreal  interests  were 
concerned  in  the  organization  of  the  com- 
pany. He  also  stated  that  stock  in 
the  company  would  not  likely  be  offered 
to  the  public. 

It  is  understood  that  a  large  number 
of  taxicabs  have  been  ordered  for  early 
delivery,  such  as  are  now  in  use  in  New 
York  and  in  the  capitals  of  Europe, 
and  Mr.  Randall  stated  that  he  expected 
to  have  ten  taxicabs  running  in  Toronto 
within  the  next  thirty  days.  These  have 
been  ordered  for  some  time  and  delivery 
guaranteed  by  the  manufacturers. 


As  Others  See  Us 

In  the  course  of  a  winter  trip  to  the 
capital  of  Canada,  Robert  H.  La  Porte  of 
Philadelphia  has  been  able  to  discover 
only  three  vehicles  on  wheels.  They 
were  Franklin  motor  cars,  which  being 
air-cooled,  were  immune  to  the  freezing 
troubles  ot  water-cooled  automobiles. 

Winter  is  carnival  time  in  Canada,  and 
it  is  accompanied  by  a  large  number  of 
out-of-door  sports, but  the  fear  of  bursting 
water  jackets  and  radiators  keeps  watei- 
cooled  automobiles  from  any  use  in  them. 

"Since  my  arrival  in  Canada,"  says 
Mr.  La  Porte,  I  have  travelled  from 
Montreal  in  the  province  of  Quebec 
through  many  towns  to  Ottawa  in  the 
province  of  Ontario,  and  I  have  found 
every  sort  and  kind  of  vehicle  on  runners 
(sleigh  runners,)  the  butchers',  bakers', 
grocerymen's  and  express  wagons.  All 
cabs  are  sleighs  and  even  the  hearse  on 
sleighs.  The  only  vehicles  I  saw  cn 
wheels  were  two  Franklin  cars  in  Mon- 
treal and  one  in  Ottawa. 

"Canada  will  be  snowed  up  until 
March  1st.  The  sidewalks  are  plowed, 
and  the  snow  is  piled  into  the  middle 
of  the  streets  and  smoothed  down  until 
the  vehicles  are  at  times  four  and  five 
feet  higher  than  the  sidewalks,  and  yet 
the  owners  of  the  Franklin  cars  here 
state  they  use  their  cars  all  winter."

Not  only  are  these 
petitions  being  largely  signed  by  all  class- 
es of  the  community  but  a  special  effort 
is  being  made  to  reach  the  farmers,  and 
they  are  stated  to  be  signing  them  in 
large  numbers.  If  Prince  Edward  Is- 
land, "the  Garden  of  the  Gulf,"  is  to 
become,  as  it  well  may  be,  the  summer 
resort  of  thousands  of  American  tourists, 
the  sooner  such  antiquated  legislation 
as  the  Anti-Auto  Act  is  sent  "into  the 
limbo  of  forgotten  things"  the  better. 
If  the  farmers  are  won  the  Island  Legis- 
lature will  have  nothing  to  do  but  back 
down  and  allow  autos  to  run  on  the  Island 
as  they  are  running  elsewhere.

HAMILTON  TOURNAMENT 


Winner  of  the  Grand  Canadian  Handicap 


The  19th  annual  winter  tournament  of 
Hamilton  Gun  Club  was  the  most  successful  in 
point  of  attendance  in  the  history  of  the  Club. 
These  annual  affairs  at  Hamilton  are  always 
popular  and  well  patrnized,  but  this  year's 
attendance  was  a  record  breaker.  With  a 
great  many  pigeon  shootig  holds,  and  proba- 
bly always  will  hold,  first  place  in  their  esti- 
mation at  the  traps  and  such  will  travel  hun- 
dreds of  miles  for  a  chance  to  shoot  at  some- 
thing with  feathers,  who  would  not  walk  a 
block  to  take  a  chance  at  the  inoffensive  clay 
substitute.  This  must  surely  account  for  the 
fact  that  in  the  middle  of  winter,  when  the 
weather'  is  not  the  most  comfortable,  such  a 
gathering  of  expert  trap  shooters  should  have 
been  attracted  from  the  four  corners  of  the 
continent.  In  the  Grand  Canadian  Handicap, 
recognized  all  over  the  U.S.  and  Canada  as 
the  premier  event  in  pigeon  shooting  on  this 
continent  there  were'  68  entries  and  there 
were  probably  20  oth- 
ers refused  on  ac- 
count of  shortage  of 
birds.  This  shortage 
of  birds  was  the  one 
fly  in  the  ointment, 
and  was  caused  alto- 
gether by  the  emhar- 
go  on  tiheir  importa- 
tion, made  necessary 
by  the  outbreak  of  the 
dreaded  foot  and 
mouth  disease  in  the 
United  States. 

This  also  made  it 
necessary  for  the  club 
to  alter  their  pro- 
gram, the  three  ten- 
bird  events  scheduled 
being  cut  out  and  one 
seven  and  one  five- 
bird  miss  and  out 
event  substi  tJ  u  t- 
ed.  Nevertheless,  the 
shoot  proved  a  most 
enjoyable  one  and 
well  worth  the  price  of  admission. 

Old  Boreas  was  very  kind  in  the  qualitv 
of  weather  dished  up  and  waited  considerately 
until  the  day  after  the  final  event  before 
launching  a  regular  blizzard  Qf  the  Manitoba 
brand.  The  weather  during  the  shoot  was 
fine. 

As  was  done  last!  year  the  target  and  pig- 
eon events  were  scheduled  for  alternate  day 
The  target  program  consisted  of  10  events  of 
20  targets  each,   for  the  first   and   third  days, 
in  all,  400  targets. 

J.  R.  Taylor,  the  Winchester  expert,  led 
the  professionals  the  first  day  with  a  score 
of  187.  D.  A.  Upson  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  who 
shoots  under  the  name  of  "Tyron",  with  1  ^ 
and  H.  D.  Bates,  of  Ridgetiown,  Ont.,  w'th 
179,  were  the  leading  amateurs.  On  the  Sec- 
ond target  day,  Taylor  and  Elliott,  the  two 
Winchester  pros.,  were  easily  first  with  the 
good  score  of  188  each  or  94  per  cent.  "Try- 
on"  was  again  high  among  the  amateurs  and 
in  a  classi  by  himself  with  a  similar  score  of 
188.  G.  Bums,  anothpr  Cleveland  shooter, 
was  second  with  178,  while  H.  D.  B^tes  was 
but  one  behind  with  177.  For  the  two  days 
Taylor  led  the  nros  with  a  total  of  375,  wMle 
"Tryon"  and  H.  D,  Bates  won  first  and  ?,p" 
ond  amateur  average  with  368  and  356,  re- 
spectively. 

The  niereon  shooting  was  started  on  the 
second  day  with  a  7-bird,  mis»s  and  out,  as  a 
'  curtain  raiser.  Tn  tihis  there  were  62  entries, 
and  no  less  than  26  finished  with  straight 
scores  of  seven  birds  each,  and  rli^i^ed  the  to- 
tal nurse  of  $310,  each  getting  $11.90.

the  second  day  and  was  finished  on  the 
fourth.  In  this  there  were  68  entries.  Owing 
to  the  shortage  of  birds  the  event  was  cut 
down  from  20  to  15  and  each  shooter  was  re 
quired  to  retire  on  missing  his  fourth  birn. 
The  competition  was  watched  with  great  in- 
terest by  a  large  number  of  spectators  and  w  -  n 
the  last  round  was  fired  and  it  was  found  that 
no  less  than  six  shooters  had  gone  straight,  the 
interest  in  the  final  outcome  was  intense.  Four 
Canadians,  E.  H.  Houghton,  Winnipeg,  Man., 
who  came  down  specially  for  tihe  event;  Phil 
Wakefield,  Toronto,  an  old  favorite;  Sidn 
S.  Brooks,  Oshawa,  Ont.,  who  was  shooting 
in  great  form,  and  H.  D.  Bates,  the  heavy 
weight,  were  the  four  Canadians,  and  W.  R. 
Chambertlain,  Columbus,  Ohio,  and  G.  M. 
Phillips,  Syracuse,  N.Y.,  were  the  two  Ameri- 
cans in  whose  hands  was  the  chance  to  take  the 
gold  medal  across  the  line.  H.  D.  Bates,  bv 
reason  of  his  well-known  reputation,  as  not 
only  a  great  pigeon  shooter,  but  a  great  fin- 
isher, was  picked  by  the  wise  ones  as  the  win- 
ner and  they  were  not  disappointed.  Oham 
lain  and  Wakefield  both  slipped  up  on  their* 
first  bird.  Phillips  dropped  his  second  bird 
and  the  three  Canadians  were  left  in  the  race. 
Houghton,  who  is  a  clean,  snappy  shooter, 
went  down  and  out  on  his  next  bunch  of  fea- 
thers and  Brooks  and  Bates  continued  the 
struggle.  The  fifth  bird  decided  the  match. 
Brooks  missed  his  bird  a  left  incomer  and 
Bates  soaked  his  with  both  barrels.  The  w 
ner  was  heartily  cheered.  He  was  escorted  to 
the  club  house,  where  the  Presidnt  of  the  club, 
Thomas  Upton,  in  a  neat  speech  extended  con- 
gratulations and  presented  him  with  the  em 
blem  of  victory,  a  handsome  gold  watch  fob. 

Following  the  Grand  Canadian,  a  five-bird, 
miss  and  out,  was  shot  off,  in  which  there 
were  30  entries.  Eleven  finished  with  straight 
scores  and  divided  the  purse,  each  getting  $13.- 
60. 

H.  D.  Bates  was  easily  the  hero  of  the  tour- 
nament. He  had  been  out  of.  the  shooting 
game  for  several  years  and  this  was),  practi- 
cally, his  re-appearance  in  the  arena.  No  bet- 
ter target  or  pigeon  shots  could  be  found  any- 
where than  were  gathered  at  this  meet.  Yet 
he  was  high  Canadian  in  the  ta.rget  events  and 
beat  out  the  whole  bunch  of  Canadians  and 
Americans,  amateur  and  professional,  in  the 
pigeon  match,  and,  remember,  from  the  ex- 
treme distance  of  thirty-two  yards.  We  take 
off  our  hat  to  Mr.  Bates  asi  the  daddy  of  them 
all.

Point.    Yes,   I  saw  the 
sights,  got  some  excite- 
ment  too    I  guess,  but 
once  was  enough.  New 
York's  all  right  for  busi- 
ness,but  its  not  the  place 
for  a  holiday." 

Jeffrey's  sought  to  jus- 
tify his  statement,  but 
his  scant  acquaintance 
with  the  northern  coun- 
try was  against  him,  for 
it  extended  no  farther 
than  fashionable  Winder- 
mere. Such  a  vacation  he 
argued  meant  a  broader 
knowledge  of  men  and 
things;  an  extension  of 
friendships;  new  views  of 
business,  and  many  other 
things.  His  very  talk 
stamped  him  as  a  man  of 
all  work  and  no  play.  It 
was  ever  business  with

The 
woods  for  me  every  time.  Why,  last 
summer's  trip — and  it  was  a  rough  one 
too — gave  me  eleven  pounds,  and  an  ap- 
petite that  scared  the  good  landlady,  and 
Algie  there  gained  eight.  I  know  how 
you  felt  when  you  struck  town;  sour,clean 
sour,  had  no  'go'  in  you, and  nothing  was 
good  enough  to  coax  you  to  eat.  I'd  cut 
it  if  I  were  you,  and  try  one  real  trip  into 
the  north, then  I'll  listen  to  your  baby  talk 
about  your  'square  inch  of  excitement.'" 
Jay  P's  closing  was  pure  sarcasm,  and 
no  doubt  hurt,  but  Jeffreys  needed  it — 
and  the  change  too.  As  he  finished,  Jay 
P.  turned  to  fetch  his  bunch  of  prints 
from  last  year's  trip.  "I  didn't  tell  you 
Jeff"  he  resumed  "that  Algie  wrote 
things  sometimes,  did  I  ?  He's  got  a 
sketch  of  last  year's  trip  with  Tooky,and 


thought  it  might  interest  you. "Just  at  this 
juncture,  the  street  door  banged  shut, and 
Tooky  burst  into  the  room  simultaneous- 
ly.

Twin  Falls 
was  forty  miles  from  nowhere,  and  the 
night  was  that  following  a  day  of  heavy 
rain.  I  had  good  cause  to  remember  the 
chilly  experience,  but  to  explain  would  be 
to  anticipate. 

Tooky  jerked  off  his  coat,  beat  the  air 
viciously  to  warm  up,  and  then  settled 
into  a  heap  on  the  floor  with  his  usual 
query  "what's  doin'  ?"  The  tale  of  a  past 
summer's  joys  and  tribulations  was  final- 
ly  brought   forth  and  exposed   to  the 

scathing  and 
me  r  c  i  1  e  s  s 
criticism  o  f 
the  trio. 

It  may  be 
well  t  o  ex- 
plain  that 
we  started  on 
Friday,  July 
1 3th,  despite 
the  attempts 
of  certain 
superstiti  ous 
ones  to  dis- 
s  u  a  d  e  us. 
Tooky  and 
myself  were 
alone  the  ear- 
ly part  of  the 

trip,  but  by  prearrangement  we  picked 
up  Jay  P.'s  party  on  the  down  trip. 

With  misgivings  I  open  the  tale  :  "The 
shriek  of  the  locomotive  and  the  whirr  of 
wheels  had  never  so  near  approached 
harmony  as  on  that  night  aboard  the 
'Northland  Limited.'  It  had  been  a  stren- 
uous week  of  clearing  up  for  the  holidays, 
through  the  weary  season  these  same 
sounds  had  meant  nothing  but  the  cease- 
less grind  of  commerce — but  tonight  they 
were  as  the  thunder  of  water  or  the  roar 
of  storm-tossed  pine.  "Gee"  broke  in  the 
effervescent  Tooky  "sounds  pretty,  don't 
it,  but  say,  that's  just  how  it  felt  to  me, 
whenever  I  woke  up."  Further  comment 
was  interrupted  by  a  cushion  shied  at 
him  by  Jay  P.  which  he  skillfully  manag- 
aged  to  parry,  and  I  resumed  "The  night 
mists  were  making  a  last  futile  struggle 
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against  the  uprising  sun  as  it  swept  over 
the  ridges  when  we  swung  out  from  the 
Pullman, and  scarcely  had  its  rays  broken 
clear  of  the  horizon  before  two  paddles 
beat  time  to  its  upward  march.  Tooky 
was  an  old  hand  at  the  game,  and  I  had 
been  there  before,  so  that  it  was  not  new 
to  either,  and  as  the  put  in  was  close  to 
the  station,  but  a  few  minutes  were  re- 
quired to  get  the  canoe  into  the  water  and 
load  up  with  pack,  tin  sack  and  two 
weeks' supplies,  about  175  lbs  in  all. 

As  the  mills  of  busy  Huntsville  dropped 
behind  and  the  isle-bedecked  waters  of 
Fairy  Lake  reached  out  before  us,  there 
came  that  joyous  thrill  of  freedom,  and 
one's  back  stiffened  to  the  paddle,  send- 
ing the  canoe  along  at  a  merry  clip,  so 
that  this  pretty  stretch 
was  left  rippling  in  out- 
wake  before  time  formorn 
ing  snack.  Just  hot  tea  and 
a  bite  to  satisfy  the  inner 
craving,  constituted  this 
meal,  then  a  short  paddle 
through  the  narrows  and 
across  the  Peninsnla  Lake, 
that  little  gem  of  the 
Highlands,  brought  us  to 
the  portage.  It  is  here  at 
the  peninsula  portage, 
that  the  waters  divide  and 
choose  the  north  or  south 
branch  of  the  Muskoka 
only  to  re-unite  below  the 
falls  at  Bracebridge  en- 
route  to  Georgian  Bay. 
As  portages  go,  this  one, 
five-eights  of  a  mile  in  length,  is  easy, 
and  then  it  boasts  the  most  unique  rail- 
way in  America,  if  one  chooses  to  use  it 
instead  of  the  road.  That  miniature, 
narrow-gauge,  locally  termed  the  * 'Cork- 
screw Limited"  goes  careening  across  the 
serpentine  stretch  of  rail  like  a  frightened 
thing,  trailing  behind  a  flat  car  and  a 
passenger  coach,  the  latter  composed  of 
two  remodelled  tram  cars.  At  D  wight, 
nestling  in  the  northern  arm  of  Lake  of 
Bays,  we  leave  behind  the  remnant  of 
civilization,  and  must  now  choose  be- 
tween the  river,  with  low  water, or  a  sev- 
en mile  drive  over  the  portage.  We  shall 
have  lots  of  river  travel  farther  on, 
and  so,  for  once,  let  us  accept  this  oppor- 
tunity for  a  diversion.  True,  it  is  but  to 
choose  the  lesser  of  two  evils,  and  at 


times  one  wonders  how  these  horses  ever 
maintain  a  footing  on  the  steep  and  rocky 
path.  The  way  these  sturdy  animals  ne- 
gotiate the  last  half  of  this  sublime  rural 
roadway,  is  indeed  a  revelation  to  the 
city  bred.  Three  hours  for  seven  miles 
is  good  going,  and  as  we  come  out  at  the 
extremity  of  the  road,  there  lies  before 
us  a  beautiful  expanse  of  shimmering 
water,  Octongue  Lake.  Unlike  most 
lakes,  its  inlet  is  on  the  right  shore,  and 
outlet  on  the  left  instead  of  at  the  ex- 
treme ends  as  is  usually  found  in  the  nar- 
row deep  lakes  of  this  section.  Yonder 
is  our  camp  on  the  island — we  have  made 
a  good  day's  travel  and  will  camp  here 
for  the  night.

'THE  CORKSCREW  LIMITED 

The  sounds  oozed  into  a  sleepy  brain 
as  from  a  great  distance,  but  suddenly 
was  swallowed  in  a  mighty  peal  of  thun- 
der and  I  was  out  of  the  blankets  as 
though  shot.  There  was  Tooky  gurg- 
ling away  to  himself  as  he  held  up  to 
view  a  dripping  sock.  'Twas  scarcely 
day,  the  heavy  drops  spattered  angrily 
against  the  canvas,  drowned  momentari- 
ly to  silence  by  volleying  thunder.  The 
storm  was  at  its  height,  and  we  evident- 
ly slept  through  part  of  it,  for  as  1  reach- 
ed to  unclasp  the  flap  the  taut  canvas 
gave  reluctantly  and  there  at  our  very 
'front  door'  was  a  diminutive  lake,  la 
our  haste  the  evening  before,  we  had  ac- 
cepted the  first  convenient  spot,  and  the 
overflow  from  our  lakelet  which  formed 
in  the  depression  at  the  foot  of  our  tent 
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had  trickled  into  Tooky's  corner,  at- 
tracted I  alleged  by  the  magnitude  of 
his  sizable  understandings  J 

It  was  scarcely  five  o'clock,  and  with 
the  rain  still  falling  we  lay  there  listening 
to  the  swish  of  the  great  drops  on  the 
canvas  and  the  thunders  reverberating 
among  the  distant  hills.  By 
six-thirty  there  were  signs  of 
clearing,  and  before  seven 
o'clock  splashes  of  gold  in  the 
grey  eastern  sky  gave  promise 
of  a  bright  day.  Scarcely 
waiting  for  our  canvas  to  dry, 
we  made  a  hasty  meal  and 
were  off  up  the  lake  before  the 
last  reluctant  storm  clouds 
had  surrendered  to  the  rising 
sun.  Joyously  we  drove  our 
canoe  through  the  water,  only 
to  discover  after  twenty  min- 
utes paddle,  dead  water  ahead. 
We  pushed  well  into  the  cran- 
berry and  shrub  in  the  vain 
hope  of  finding  an  outlet  but 
were    forced  to    retrace  our 


'steps'  and  eventually  discovered  the 
main  channel  off  the  right  shore  of  the 
lake.  To  be  impatient  at  such  mishaps 
is  not  the  part  ot  the  philosophic  wayfarer 
of  the  woods,  such  detours  as  this  are  to 
be  expected  as  part  of  the  day's  experi- 
ences and  are  invariably  chalked  up  in 
the  diary  as  'explorations.'  'Twas  easy 
to  read  the  promise  of  a  steep  portage  as 
we  drew  into  the  basin.  The  waters  boil- 
ed over  a  succession  of  falls  (Ragged 
Falls)  while  between  the  water  and  the 
portage  stretched  upward  for  a  hundred 
feet,  the  lumberman's  skidway  or  sluice. 
The  climb,  though  only  three  hundred 
yards,  is  steep,  and  as  we  scrambled  up- 
ward another  trail  was  disclosed  sloping 
down  shore,  evidently  modifying  the  climb 
but  lengthening  the  portage. 

We  pushed  out  from  the  eddies  above 
the  falls,  and  at  the  first  bend  were  greet- 
ed with  the  low  rumble  of  rapids  ahead. 
Plainly  here  was  a  case  of  get  out  and 
walk.  Tooky  went  ashore  with  the  tow 
line  and  gradually  worked  up  stream 
while  I  took  to  the  water.  Suddenly 
there  was  a  lurch  from  the  side  and  I  was 
swimming  for  it.  The  river  bed  was  bad 
and  I  had  walked  into  a  pitch  hole.  For- 
tunately Tooky  was  alert  and  the  shore 
was  easily  gained.  This  proved  but  the 
first  of  an  extended  series  of  chutes,  rap- 
ids and  pitches,  which  could  have  been 
obviated  by  packing  up  the  lumber  trail 
along  the  left  bank.  Our  choice  was  to 
make  the  canoe  work  wherever  possible, 
and  when  the  current  proved  too  strong, 
we  picked  the  shallows  and  hauled  her  be- 
hind.    Slow  work  you  say,   surely,  but 
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great  fun  for  one  who 
delights  to  feel  the 
rushing,  gurgling  water 
eddying  about  his  knees 
and  hips.  But  the  trail 
is  good,  and  safest  too. 

High  Falls  portage, 
the  next  drop  in  the 
river,  offers  a  stiff  argu- 
ment with  its  rapid, 
rocky  ascent  on  the  left 
bank  (a  continuation  of 
the  trail  above  referred 
to.)  Here,  one  needs 
his  grit  and  stamina  to 
make  this  quarter  mile 
at  one  lift.  The  trail 
to  the  put-in  above  is 
winding  though  fairly 
clear,  and  should  be  followed  well  up 
shore  to  avoid  some  bad  eddies. 

It's  now  past  noon  and  there  is  a  good 
spot  above  the  falls  for  dinner.  Here  we 
cooked  a  hearty  "meal  and  rested  up.  Here 
too  it  was  that  we  held  the  'feast  of  forty' 
which  will  live  green  in  our  memories  for 
many  moons,  and  we  hope,  through 
many  scenes  of  roughing  and  ex- 
ploring in  days  to  come.  'Twas  in 
the  down  trip,  and  we  had  broken 
camp  at  Twin  Falls  some  miles  above,  in- 
tending to  make  time.  Rounding  corner 
and  curve,  we  made  good  progress  for  a 
time,  leaving  behind  at  every  turn,  unmo- 
lested and  peaceful,  colonies  of  fat,  sleek 
frogs,  basking  in  the  glorious  morning 
sun.    Real  frog  had  not  been  on  the  bill 
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AN   EASY  TRAIL 

for  days,  and  as  these  settlements  slipped 
by,  our  resolutions  faded  into  visions  of 
browning,  juicy,  hind-quarters.  All  one 
needs  is  a  quick  eye  and  a  ready  hand, 
and  we  soon  had  a  joyous  assortment 
aboard,  varying  perhaps  twelve  to  eigh- 
teen inches.  What  !  you  doubt  it  ?  Yes 
sir,  eighteen  inches  was  our  best  catch, 
and  the  proof  is  on  the  paddle  here.  Why, 
you  could  cut  steaks  from  that  fellow,and 
his  thigh  bones  were  like  joints  in  one's 
small  fingers.  Twenty  pair  of  legs,  great 
and  small,  rolled  in  flour  and  cooked  to  a 
turn.  Ay,  a  feast  of  forty,  but  for  two. 
Ay,  may  their  legs  never  grow  shorter, 
and  may  they  always  choose  a  lily  pad  for 
their  morning  siesta  !  Our  method  of 
capture  may  be  new  to  some — but  with  a 
sharp  eye  and  ready  hand 
it  never  fails.  Rounding 
a  bend,  there  in  the  back 
water  is  the  inevitable  lily 
garden;  we  make  straight 
for  it,  run  alongside  noise- 
lessly and  pick  our  prize 
off  without  even  stopping. 
Even  two  at  a  time  is  pos- 
s  i  b  1  e  by  a  lightning 
change  from  right  hand  to 
left  of  first  captive.  Try 
it  next  time,  and  if  you 
are  running  in  free  water, 
patience  and  practice  will 
be  rewarded  by  some  grati- 
fying sport. 

Upwards  trom  High 
Falls,  are  a  series  of  rap- 
ids mostly   small,  which 
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may  be  easily  waded  with 
the  exercise  of  a  little  care. 
The  numerous  rapids  and 
falls,  make  the  first  day 
one  of  arduous  toil,  but  as 
the  afternoon  draws  in, the 
smoother  stretches  of  river 
are  reached  and  we  leave 
behind  the  first  shelter  hut 
which  marks  the  bound- 
ary of  our  Provincial  Pre- 
serve, Algonquin  Park.  We 
are  now  able  to  enjoy 
some  solid  paddling-  till 
Twin  Falls  is  reached, 
where  we  will  make  camp. 

The  worn  rocks  on  the 
right  bank  give  indication 
of  the  trail, but  a  few  steps 
suffice  to  show  that  we  are  the  first  over 
this  season.  It  is  difficult  work  to  push 
through  the  wild  growth  of  fern  and 
raspberry  which  completely  obliterates 
the  trail  and  hides  its  many  boulders  and 
fallen  trees.  This  extends  several  hund- 
red yards,  but  through  the  bushes  open 
water  is  discernible,  making  it  useless  to 
follow  further,  what  appears  to  be  a  dis- 
used lumber  trail.  As  we  headed  back 
down  the  trail  Tooky  broke  suddenly  in- 
to a  run  and  before  I  reached  the  water 
he  was  madly  tearing  off  his  clothes.  The 
canoe  was  missing,  and  as  I  looked, there 
below  the  rapids,  she  was  heading  out  in- 
to the  stream.  Such  a  predicament  !  I 
dashed  down  the  rocky  embankment  to 
head  her  off — and  Tooky  with  a  clean 
dive  from  shore  made  half  the  distance 
and  swung  in  behind  with  a  strong  stroke 
just  as  our  outfit  backed  into  the  eddies. 
'Twas  just  in  time — and  when  the  excite- 
ment was  over  we  had  time  to  reflect

upon  our  carelessness  and  laugh  at 
humor  of  the  situation.

Further  investigation  of  the  opposite 
bank,  revealed  the  true  trail  and  a  very 
suitable  spot  for  camp.  We  were  tired, 
dog  tired,  but  a  bath  works  wonders,  and 
after  a  hearty  meal,  we  were  glad  to  draw 
up  the  blankets  with  the  fitful  glare  of 
our  night  fire  against  the  canvas.  Away 
from  civilization  and  the  work  of  man  we 
had  opportunity  to  meditate  upon  our 
own  insignificance  and  the  greatness  and 
grandeur  of  the  Almighty's  handiwork. 
At  our  very  door  the  waters  hissed  and 
leaped,  but  gradually  the  boom  of  the 
falls  and  roar  of  rapids  blended  in  a 
grand  chorale  and  our  tired  frames  relax- 
ed in  well-earned  sleep. 

Note. — The  above  covers  a  day  and  a 
half's  slow  travelling,  part  being  Sunday 
morning,  which  can  readily  be  covered  in 
a  day.

Preserving  the  Nation's  Fish.

|HE  fishing  industry  of  Canada  has 
for  many  years  been  an  important 
factor  in  the  nation's  riches.  Shell 
fishing  for  profit  has  long  been  followed 
with  remarkable  success.  The  streams 
and  lakes  of  the  country  have  never  failed 
to  contribute  generously  to  commerce 
and  to  sport.  On  the  seaboards  of  the 
Atlantic  and  Pacific  the  harvests  of  sea 
and  river  are  a  fabulous  source  of  revenue 
to  almost  countless  toilers,  who  brave 
storms  and  dangers  in  their  efforts  to 
secure  the  deep  sea's  toll.  Beneath  Cana- 
dian waters  a  mine  of  wealth  lies  hidden, 
— a  mine  that 
knows  no  mono- 
oply  and  is  not 
controlled  b  y 
trusts.  It  yields 
liberal  rewards 
to  honest  and 
persistent  lab- 
our. Canada 
provides  more 
than  her  share 
in  various  kinds 
of  fish,  for  the 
waiting  break- 
fast and  dinner 
tables  of  the 
world.  Day  after 
day  and  night 
after  night  her 
bays  and 
streams  and 
shell  fish  beds 
are  energetically 

farmed  by  the  farmers  of  the  deep,  until 
today  her  wealth  of  sea  has  reached  enor- 
mous proportions.  But  these  rich 
harvests,  it  is  feared,  cannot  continue  to 
be  reaped  in  unfailing  abundance.  Even 
Nature  has  her  losses  ;  and  these  losses, 
combined  with  constant  fishing,  will  in  the 
end  exhaust  Canada's  waters  if  art  is 
not  called  to  Nature's  aid  to  replenish  the 
sea  with  seed.  This  inevitable  result 
the  Canadian  Department  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries  has  long  ago  realized  ;  and 
already,  scattered  along  our  streams  are 
numerous   hatcheries  where  billions  of 
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artifically  hatched  fish  are  yearly  added 
to  Nature's  own  production. 

It  is  only  in  comparatively  recent 
years  that  extensive  measures  have  been 
taken  to  increase  the  value  of  eastern 
fisheries  by  artificial  means.  In  the  At- 
lantic Provinces  several  hatcheries  have 
already  been  established,  and  from  these, 
millions  of  young  salmon  are  yearly  sent 
into  the  sea  to  add  to  its  natural  wealth. 
These  hatcheries  have  been  operated 
with  great  success  and  their  value  is  al- 
most inestimable. 

The  salmon  hatchery  in  Prince  Edward 
Island  may  be 
taken  as  a  typi- 
cal example  of 
the  methods  em- 
ployed on  the 
Atlantic  coast 
to  preserve  th« 
Nation's  fish. 
The  unassuming 
but  valuable  lit- 
tle building  has 
been  placed  on 
the  banks  of  a 
quiet  stream 
—  Morr  i  s  o  n' s 
Brook  —  in 
a  beautiful  syl- 
van valley.  Half 
a  mile  from  the 
hatchery  the 
stream  flows 
into  Hillsboro 
Bay,  just  op- 
posite Charlottetown,  a  mile  distant.  It 
is  thus  within  easy  access  of  steamboats 
and  trains,  and  for  transportion  purposes 
is  ideally  situated. 

The  work  of  the  fish  culturists,  while 
it  is  full  of  interest,  requires  constant 
care.  It  extends  over  a  period  ot  seven 
months.  From  a  salmon  spawning 
stream  or  lake,  perhaps  several  hundred 
miles  away,  and  usually  in  a  sister  pro- 
vince, the  salmon  eggs  are  brought  to 
the  hatchery,  generally  during  the  second 
week  of  November,  to  be  hatched  into 
fish.    When  the  parent  salmon  in  some 
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far  away  stream  arc  returning  in  the 
autumn  to  the  spawning  grounds 
to  breed  they  are  netted  by  hatchery 
operators,  and  in  hatchery  parlance, 
"stripped"  of  their  eggs. 

The  operator  takes  the  live  female 
salmon  gently  from  the  net  ;  holds  her  in 
the  region  of  the  anal  fin,  with  the  head 
under  his  arm  pit  ;  then  with  thumb  and 
fore  finger  he  presses  the  abdomen  until 
the  eggs  run  freely  into  the  waiting  pan. 
A  male  salmon  is  then  treated  in  the 
same  way  ;  the  milt  flows  into  the  spawn- 
ing pan  amongst  the  eggs,  and  by  being 
stirred  lightly  with  a  feather  fertilization 
is  secured.  The  ripe  fish  are  spawned 
painlessly,  with  the  utmost  readiness 
and  ease,  and 
are  returned  to 
the  water,  with 
rare  exceptions 
alive  and  un- 
harmed. The 
fertilized  eggs 
are  then  trans- 
ported to  the 
hatchery. 

In  the  hatch- 
ery the  process 
of  incubation  is 
carefully  carried 
out.  The  eggs 
are  deposited  in 
black  Japanese 
tin  trays  about 
five  thousand  in 
each  tray.  Last 
season  in  the 
Prince  Edward 
Island  hatchery 
three  hundred 

trays  were  cared  for,  or  a  total  of  a  mil- 
lion and  a  half  eggs,  As  the  eggs  are 
now  alive  they  require  abundant  oxygen, 
and  a  continuous  stream  of  pure  water  is 
kept  pouring  over  them  day  and  night. 
The  temperature  is  not  allowed  to  vary. 
The  trays  are  perforated  with  small 
holes  covered  with  a  gauze  netting  to 
prevent  the  eggs  floating  out.  Here 
there  are  no  hungry  birds  or  fish  waiting 
to  devour  the  eggs  as  on  the  natural 
spawning  beds.  In  the  hatchery 
the  only  enemy  of  the  little  pea-shaded 
jelly-like  objects  is  fungus  which 
rapidly  gathers  on  them  and  proves  de- 
structive, if  daily  watchfullnessand  care  by 


the  operator  does  not  prevent  its  growth. 

It  is  little  wonder  that  the  salmon  is  a 
fighting  fish.  Circumstances  and  here-' 
dity  combine  to  make  him  a  self  depend- 
ent warrior.  He  goes  through  life  a 
splendid  example  of  Nature's  provision 
for  her  children  ;  a  wanderer  in  the 
deep,  he  makes  his  own  way  alone  in  the 
world.  In  the  hatchery  the  little  eggs 
slowly  develope.  By  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary  the  eyes  of  the  young  fish  are 
plainly  visible  through  the  jelly-like  sub- 
stance. One  by  one  the  organs  appear 
and  develope  ;  underneath,  the  mouth 
soon  shows  V  shaped  ;  by  late  April  a 
little  tail  shoots  out  from  the  ovum,  and 
the  little  fish,   still  transparent,   at  last 

emerges  from 
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the  egg,  less 
than  half  an 
inch  long.  As  a 
rule  it  hasasyet 
little  resem- 
blance to  a  fish, 
but  to  the  nak- 
ed eye  it  ap- 
pears more  like 
asmall  worm  or 
a  wriggling  in- 
sect. If  art  pro- 
tects the  little 
fellow  extern- 
ally, Nature 
provides  boun- 
tifully for  his 
existence. 
Underneath  his 
little  body  is  at- 
tached a  finger 
shaped  food 
bag  or  yoke  sac 
nearly  two  inches  long  which  contains 
his  store  of  nourishment  for  four  or  five 
weeks.  For  that  period  he  is  self- 
sustaining  ;  he  thrives  on  his  natural 
food,  and  rapidy  grows  larger.  When  he 
emerges  from  the  egg  he  is  at  once  trans- 
ferred from  the  hatchery  to  a  larger  tank 
with  gauze  covered  holes  through  which 
water  continually  streams  over  him  as  in 
the  tray  ;  and  carrying  his  food  bag, 
the  little  traveller  sets  out  on  his  life 
journey. 

For  some  days  he  lies  with  his  broth- 
ers in  the  tank,  living  on  the  yoke  from 
his  gradually  diminishing  food  bag.  His 
struggle  for  existence  has  not  yet  really 
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begun.  As  the  food  supply  disappears  the 
little  fish  begins  to  change  his  shape;  the 
mouth,  which  at  first  was  not  used  at  all, 
becomes  actively  movable,  and  numer- 
ous minute  teeth  protrude  from  the  sur- 
face of  the  jaws.  Finally,  by  the  first 
week  in  June  his  food  supply  is  exhausted 
and  the  food  bag  entirely  disappears. 
He  is  now  a  well  developed  fry. 

The  feeding  of  fry  is  not  easy,  the 
quality  and  kind  of  food  requires 
careful  regulation  or  the  result  may  be 
fatal.  At  times  they  are  kept  for  some 
days  but  as  a  rule  a  large  pro- 
portion die  if  retained  long  from 
their  natural  state.  The  little 
voyager  must  if  possible  be 
"planted"  as  soon  as  his  food 
supply  is  gone,  or  even  before  it 
disappears  ;  otherwise  he  will 
probably  die  of  hunger. 

When  the  yoke  sac  disappears, 
the  fry  are  placed  in  cylindrical 
cans,  and  may  be  taken  several 
miles  by  train  or  boat  and  de- 
posited in  the  sea  without  injury. 
The  water  in  the  hatchery  tank 

s  kept  at  a  colder  temperature 
than  sea  water  ;  if  the  fry  are  to 
be  taken  a  long  distance,  ice  is 
used  to  keep  the  water  in  the 
cans  cool.  The  first  contact  of 
the  little  fish  with  the  salt  water 
has  thus    no    injurious  effects. 

Usually  when  "planting"  the  fry, 


the  hatchery  operator  selects  in 
shore  shallows  or  streams  not 
frequented  by  large  fish,  or  rocky 
ridges  and  banks  not  far  from  shore. 
Here  he  distributes  them  in  small 
quantities  where  predaceous  fish 
are  least  likely  to  seek  them. 

But  wherever  he  is  placed,  the 
little  wanderer  soon  learns  to 
take  care  of  himself.  He  has  in- 
herited by  the  inflexible  law  of 
heredity  the  instinct  of  his  par- 
ents. He  has  been  noticed  at 
the  time  of  "planting"  to  act  at 
once  with  great  alertness  and  in- 
telligence. He  begins  now  his 
life  long  battle.  Self  preser- 
vation is  with  him  the  first  law 
of  life.  Instinct  teaches  him  to 
be  suspicious — to  avoid  all  living 
things  larger  than  himself.  When 
he  gets  his  first  plunge  into  the 
sea  he  immediately  darts  for  the  nearest 
shelter.  He  soon  learns  to  know  his 
enemies  and  to  shun  them  ;  to  dart  from 
his  hiding  place  for  his  food  ;  to  hug  the 
pools  by  day  and  migrate  by  night  ;  to 
swim  deep  out  of  the  reach  of  diving 
birds  ;  to  float  with  head  up  stream  that 
his  breathing  may  be  easier  when  the 
water  enters  at  his  mouth  and  passes 
out  at  his  gills.  From  the  planting 
grounds  he  begins  his  long  voyage  to  the 
sea,  growing  rapidly  large  and  plump  as 
he  drops  down  stream.  Little  can  be  told 
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by  the  hatchery  operators  of  the  sea  life 
of  the  fish.  But  by  marking  liberated 
fry  with  identification  signs,  they  con- 
clude that  the  average  continuons  sea 
life  of  salmon  is  four  years.  If  they 
escape  the  nets  or  hooks  of  fishermen 
and  survive  the  attacks  of  ocean  enemies, 
at  the  end  of  that  time  an  impelling  law 
of  Nature  drives  them  in  from  the  sea, 
like  the  exile  returning  to  the  fatherland 
up  the  stream  in  which  their  wanderings 
began  and  back  to  the  original  planting 
grounds  to  breed. 

It  is  estimated  that  over  ninety  per 
cent  of  the  eggs  taken  from  the  parent 
salmon  by  the  fish  culturists  can  be  de- 
veloped in  the  hatchery  into  fry.  There 
can  be  no  doubt  that  on  the  natural 
breeding  grounds  a  much  smaller  per- 
centage is  developed.  For  here  the  loss 
is  great  ;  a  large  number  of  the  deposit- 
ed eggs  are  washed  away  unfertilized  or 
are  gobbled  up  by  hungry  enemies — 
suckers,  trout,  or  birds  which  always 
hover  in  hordes  about  the  spawning  beds. 
The  chances  of  life  of  the  artificially 
hatched  fry  when  deposited  in  the  streams 
are  no  less  than  those  of  the  naturally 
hatched  fish.      Both    kinds    are  equally 


helpless,  dependent  solely  on  their  owi> 
resources.  Humphrey  Davy  estimated 
that  not  six  per  cent  of  the  eggs  left  by 
the  parents  on  the  natural  breeding 
grounds  are  developed,  and  Stoddart 
believes  that  only  four  or  five  fish  fit 
for  the  table  come  from  thirty  thousand 
ova  deposited  on  the  spawning  beds. 
Last  season  from  the  Prince  Edward 
Island  hatchery  alone,  a  million  young 
salmon  were  sent  out  to  various  streams.. 
The  distribution,  year  after  year,  of  this 
enormous  quantity  of  young  fish  from 
only  one  hatchery  must  benefit  our 
waters  to  an  incalculable  extent.  But 
fish  culture  is  not  a  substitute  for  natural 
propagation  ;  it  is  a  supplementary  aid 
and  support.  If  the  natural  mode  of 
production  be  still  fostered  and  guarded 
by  strictly  enforced  fishery  laws,  and  if 
the  hatcheries  continue  to  add  to  Nature's 
contribution,  Canadian  waters  will  yield 
in  future  even  more  abundant  supplies  of 
fish  ;  the  sporting  and  commercial  re- 
sources of  the  Dominion  will  be  amplified, 
and  the  harvests  reaped  yearly  by  the 
fishermen  of  the  country  will  be  largely 
increased.  Already  the  possibilities  of  the 
fishery  industry  in  Canada  are  enormous. 


A  Fishing  Trip  up  The  River  Mersey,  N.  S.

Early  one  morning,  before  the  sun  had 
risen,  my  friend  Joker  and  I  with 
a  teamster  left  Milton,  N.  S.  on  a 
fishing  trip  up  the  Mersey  River. 

Our  load  consisted  of  a  canoe,  two 
good  fishing  rods,  lots  of  tackle,  tent, 
candles,  cooking  utensils,  coverings  and 
many  other  useful  articles.  Sixteen 
miles  of  our  route  went  North  over  the 
Annapolis  Road.  We  seemed  to  cover 
that  distance  very  quickly,  although  the 
road  was  rough  and  rocky.  We  amused 
ourselves  by  throwing  stones  at  rab- 
bits, taking  turns  at  teaming  and  many 
other  little  ways.  The  next  seven  miles 
we  went  West  over  the  most  rocky, 
bridgeless,  muddy  and  hilly  road  one 
could  imagine.    After  we  reached  the  In- 


dian Gardens,  those  beautiful  fishing 
grounds,  we  had  a  very  nice  dinner,  and 
felt  that  the  rough  ride  had  done  us  more 
good  than  harm.  The  rest  of  the  day 
we  spent  catching  trout  and  chatting 
with  some  Americans  and  a  friendly 
crowd  from  Greenfield. 

The  next  morning,  before  the  sun  was 
up,  we  bid  adieu  to  our  friends  and  start- 
ed over  tht  lakes  on  our  way  to  Sand 
Lake,  which  is  about  ten  miles  up  the 
Shelburne  River,  a  small  branch  of  the 
Mersey.  The  first  night  out  we  camped 
about  four  miles  north  of  the  Screecher, 
and  had  it  not  been  for  a  heavy  thunder 
storm,  we  would  have  gone  several  miles 
farther.  We  had  a  restful  night  except 
for  a  few  ugly  growls  from  a  bear  not  far 
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I  off.  I  was  a  little  scared  of  a  bear,  but 
it  would  take  four  or  five  bears  to  scare 
Joker,  who,  I  believe  was  never  scared  in 
his  life.  The  next  few  days  we  enjoyed 
very  much,  catching  trout  weighing  any- 
where from  one  half  to  three  pounds. 
Once  in  a  while  we  would  get  an  extra 
large  one  on,  and  after  playing  him  a  few 
minutes  we  would  be  out  a  fly  and  cast- 
ing line  and  sometimes  even  a  piece  off 
the  end  of  our  rods.  The  fourth  day  out 
we  met  with  a  bad  storm,  and  we  had  a 
very  close  call  that  day.  With  the  wind 
blowing  us  about  twelve  miles  an  hour, 
we  ran  upon  a  rock  which  punched  a  hole 
in  the  canoe  about  six  inches  square.  As 
quick  as  lightning,  Joker  off  with  his  coat 
and  plugged  the  hole  up.  We  soon 
reached  land  and  in  a  few  minntes  the 
resin  was  boiling  and  then  the  canoe  was 
soon  repaired. 

We  loaded  up  again  and  put  out  into 
the  lake.  That  night  we  reached  the 
mouth  of  the  Shelburne  River  and  pitch- 
ed our  tent.  When  the  nights  were  coming 
on  Joker  would  kindly  hand  me  an  ax 
that  would  hardly  cut  our  butter  and  tell 
me  to  cut  some  wood  for  we  were  in  for 
a  cold  night.  Some  nights  I  wished  I 
had  cut  more  wood  instead  of  nearly 
freezing  or  perhaps  get  more  while  half 
asleep  and  in  my  stocking  feet. 

After  another  day's  hard  paddling  up 
swift  streams  we  reached  Sand  Lake;  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  lakes  in  Nova  Sco- 
tia. In  less  than  two  days  we  caught 
about  a  barrel  of  trout;  sometimes  we 
would  even  catch  them  at  ten  o'ciock  at 
night. 

Early  the  following  morning  we  pack- 
ed our  camping  goods  and  left  on  our 
homeward  journey,  camping  at  the  mouth 
of  the  Shelburne  River  that  night.  For- 
getting about  the  many  wild  animals 
that  were  hunting  for  food  around  the 
woods  we  carelessly  left  our  fish  on  the 
ground  in  front  of  the  tent.  We  both 
went  to  sleep  thinking  we  would  be  just 
as  well  off  in  the  morning.  As  luck 
would  have  it  Joker  opened  his  eyes  first, 
and  looking  out  he  saw  a  large  skunk 
eating  away  at  the  fish.  He  woke  me 
up  and  said  : — "Lie  still."  We  were 
just  like  prisoners  of  war,  dare  not  move 
for  fear  we  would  be  fired  on.  The  only 
thing  tor  us  to  do,  and  as  we  did  do,  was 


to  lie  still  and  wait  till  the  skunk  went 
away. 

Had  I  opened  my  eyes  first  that  morn- 
ing, it  would  not  have  been  well  for  us, 
because  I  would  have  just  let  one  of  my 
boots  fly  at  it,  and  then  we  would  have 
been  in  trouble.  Feeling  quite  sore  over 
the  loss  of  so  many  trout,  we  broke  camp 
and  paddled  down  over  the  Third  Lake, 
or  Rosignol,  to  the  "Hopper,"  a  swift 
running  stream  joining  Second  and  Third 
lakes.  Here  we  stayed  two  days,  catch- 
ing more  trout  and  watching  logs  go 
through  the  "Hopper."  As  we  were 
living  on  fish  almost  entirely,  we  thought 
a  change  would  be  good.  We  had  not 
long  to  hunt  before  we  saw  a  porcupine. 
After  killing  and  dressing  him,  we  put 
him  on  the  fire  to  roast  and  in  a  little 
while  enjoyed  a  very  nice  meal. 

Before  the  wind  began  to  blow  next 
morning  we  packed  our  goods  once  more 
and  made  our  way  down  over  Second  and 
First  lakes,  passing  the  "Sows,"  some 
huge  rocks  under  the  "Umbrella,"  a  tree 
shaped  like  an  umbrella,  and  through  the 
"Narrows,"  a  deep  and  narrow  channel. 
We  soon  reached  the  Indian  Gardens, 
where  our  good  teamster  was  waiting  for 
us.  Fortunately,  he  had  brought  some 
of  Joker's  good  wife's  cakes  and  bread. 
Having  satisfied  our  hunger  once  more, 
we  began  to  load  up  for  home,  and  to  my 
grief  I  found  that  I  had  lost  my  boots, 
probably  left  them  at  the  "Hopper"  and 
did  not  miss  them  on  the  way  down  be- 
cause we  were  in  our  stocking  feet  while 
in  the  canoe.  We  had  travelled  about 
two  miles  up  the  Garden  Road,  when  we 
saw  a  little  calf  moose  and  tried  to  catch 
it.  I  chased  it  till  my  feet  were  so  sore 
I  could  go  no  farther,  but  Joker  was  just 
about  to  catch  it  when  the  old  moose 
came  after  us.  By  dodging  behind  trees 
and  rocks  we  got  away  safely  except  for 
a  few  bad  digs  from  the  old  moose. 
Joker  had  his  two  legs  cut  badly,  and  1 
had  my  left  knee  put  out  of  business. 
We  soon  bandaged  ourselves  up  with 
pieces  of  shirts  and  bags,  and  made  for 
home  as  quickly  as  the  good  horse  could 
carry  us. 

We  arrived  home  about  eleven  o'clock 
that  night  feeling  quite  sore,  but  were 
just  as  good  as  ever  in  a  few  days. 

Thus  closes  the  story  of  a  fishing  trip 
up  the  River  Mersey  with  Joker. 
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The  Unsolved  Mystery  of  the  Salmon

IVERMAN,  and  Jordan  after  a  life 
long  study,  Babcock  after  years  of 
practical  work  in  general  fishery 
matters  as  well  as  in  hatcheries,  Cobb 
in  his  reports  of  the  Alaska  fisheries, 
the  magnificent  work  of  the  special  Com- 
missions appointed  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Fisheries  of  the  United  States,  my  own 
two  years  work — all  have  failed  to  solve 
the  mystery  of  the  disappearance  of  the 
salmon  from  our  shores  and  their  reap- 
pearance several  years  later. 

Our  own  country  has  done  little  to 
investigate  this  mystery.  I  speak  of 
the  Dominion  when  I  state  this.  British 
Columbia,  under  the  skillful  guidance  @f 
John  Pease  Babcock,  is  doing  a  1  the 
needed  guardian  and  hatchery  work  and 
when  we  have  more  leisure,  when'  this 
the  largest  Province  of  all,  with  its  my- 


riad rivers,  its  thousand  streams,  its 
countless  Islands,  sounds  and  fiords,  is 
opened  up  more  thoroughly  for  man's 
settlement,  then,  and  only  then,  will  we 
be  able  to  take  our  place  in  the  ranks  of 
the  investigating  Commissioners  of  the 
world . 

Only  one  little  fact  have  we  gleaned. 
The  salmon  hatched  out  in  our  wonder- 
fully scattered  watersheds,  do  not  disap- 
pear for  four  years  as  has  been  so  often 
stated,  for  I  have  been  able  to  trace  them 
for  at  least  one  year,  if  not  a  little  more, 
possibly  one  year  and  a  half  after  they 
leave  the  parent  stream,  from  that  until 
the  full  grown  four  year  old  salmon  re- 
turns to  spawn  and  die  on  our  shores  as 
its  ancestors  have  for  countless  ages,  the 
mystery  of  its  feeding  grounds  remain 
unsolved. 
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Come  with  Fritz  and  I  and  see 
the  salmon  as  we  do  daily. 

Let  me  first  of  all  attempt  to  describe 
this  wildly  magnificent  Vancouver  Island 
and  remember  that  although  it  is  our 
largest  western  island  it  is  only  one  among 
many  in  this  mis-named  Pacific  Ocean, 
one  and  the  greatest,  along  our  thousand 
mile  sea  line.  Picture  to  yourself  a  red- 
topped  range  of  hills  and  mountains  that 
run  along  past  your  limited  vision  for 
three  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  a  rolling 
sea  of  metal-bearing  trap  rock  full  eighty 
miles  wide,  clothe  these  almost  to  the 
summits  with  gigantic  red  and  white  firs 
and  tall,  noble  cedars.  Fill  in  all  the 
valleys  and  bench  lands  with  alder  and 
scrub  oak,  bull  pine  and  sallal,  salmon 
berry  and  wild  rose  bushes,  drape  all  the 
half  exposed  ridges  and  summits  with 
waving  fern  and  clutching  moss  and 
lichen,  people  these  with  elk  and  black- 
tail  deer,  black  bear  and  cowardly  pan- 
ther. Cut  up  every  mile  of  this  shore 
line  into  fantas- 
tic harbors,  spit 
sheltered  o  r 
rock  guarded, 
some  many  mil- 
es long,  others 
wee  bit  shelters 
from  the  wind 
and  the  wave. 
In  turn  fill  all 
these  with  every 
mannerofinver- 
tebrate,  with  all 
the  eatable  shel1 
fish,  with  all 
the  good  food 
fishes,  add  the 
sharks  and  the 
devil-fish,  the 
seal  and  the 
sea  lion.  Litter- 
ally  spatter  the 
water  with 
blackdots, these 
aretheinnumer- 
able  flocks  of 
sea  -  fowl,  the 
ducks  of  all 
breeds,  the 
brant,  thegeese, 
the  swans,  all 
the  plover  and 
the  snipe.  En-

liven  the  little  clearings  where  man  has 
wrested  a  few  acres  from  the  giant 
vegetables,  with  quail  and  pheasant,  ruf- 
fed and  willow  grouse — and  into  this 
scene  of  primeval  beauty  pour  a  shining, 
crowding,  splashing,  leaping  host  of 
salmon  that  no  man  may  number — then 
you  may  have  a  very  small  conception  of 
the  actual  wonders  of  the  mighty  island  t 
Here  is  a  typical  island  river,  the 
Sooke,  a  brawling  rushing  torrent  in  the 
rainy  season,  a  thing  of  clean,  blue, 
pebbly  beds  and  deep,  transparent  pools 
and  dry  reaches  in  the  summer  season. 
Up  this  now  halt  dry  stream  during  these 
early  fall  days  the  dog  salmon, the coho  sal- 
mon and  the  Steelhead  trout  may  be  seen 
struggling.  We  only  get  these  two  salmon 
out  of  the  five  varieties  of  the  Pacific  sal- 
mon orRussian  salmon  as  it  is  often  called. 
Remember  that  this  fish  differs  from  our 
true  Atlantic  salmon  in  the  manner  of 
spawning.  The  gamey,  excellent  eating 
Atlantic  salmon    spawns  in   the  fresh 

waters,  rivers 
and  returns  to 
the  sea.  The 
coarser  cousin, 
the  Pacific  sal- 
mon,spawns  in 
the  fresh 
wa  t  e  r  rivers 
and  almost  im- 
mediately dies 
and  rots  upon 
the  shore,  as 
it  is  emaciated, 
fraved, starved, 
torn  and  half 
dead  when  it  is 
spawning-.  We 
divide  this  sal- 
mon into  five 
varieties  :  the 
Quinnat,  or  as 
it  is  locally  call- 
ed the  spring, 
theblueback, — 
this  is  the  local 
sockeye  that 
you  eat  as  can- 
ned salmon  all 
over  Canada — 
unless  they  put 
up  an  inferior 
fish  ;  third  the 
silver,  called

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the  coho  out  here  ;  fourth  the  humpback,  a 
soft,  pink-fleshed  fish,  not  the  deep  salmon 
redof  the  first  three  goodfoodsalmon;  and 
fifth  and  poorest  the  dog  salmon,  a  softpale- 
fleshed  fish.  Add  to  these  the  big,  hard 
fighting  steelhead  trout  and  you  have  the 
six  fish  that  yearly  crowd  up  the  British 
Columbia  and  the  United  States  streams 
to  spawn. 

It  is  in  the  early  fall  that  the  first 
stragglers,  the  couriers  of  the  mighty 
host,  arrive.  A  few  of  these  leap  and 
play  about  the  mouth  of  the  rivers.  All  dur- 
ing June,  July  and  August  huge  schools  of 
salmon,  mighty,  shining  living  rivers  of 


past  us  and  to  think  that  they  are  literally 
starving,  living  on  the  tissues  they  have 
builded  up.  There  is  a  full  thousand 
miles  ahead  for  some  of  the  fish  we  see 
passing  up  the  Straits  that  divide  this 
island  from  the  mountainous  U.  S.  shore, 
and  as  these  fish  swim  with  each  tide, 
falling  back  with  the  next,  it  takes  months 
to  make  the  full  trip.  During  all  this 
time  no  food  of  any  kind  is  eaten  by  the 
millions  of  mouths.  Daily, after  the  egg 
sacs  and  milt  bags  have  attained 
full  growth,  the  fish  lose  in  weight,  until 
later,  after  they  have  dragged  their  bod- 
ies over  rapids    and    riffles,  up  shallow

fish  amid  the  currents  of  the  Straits  of 
Juan  de  Fuca  have  passed  along  the 
shores  of  this  island  on  their  way  to  the 
spawning  streams  of  the  mainland.  These 
salmon  are  spring  sockeye  and  some 
coho,  the  families  that  go  far  up  the 
great  rivers  to  spawn,  hundreds  of  miles 
from  the  ocean  mouth.  Poor  fish  !  for 
weeks  the  egg  sacs  and  the  milt  bags 
have  been  growing  larger  until  now  they 
fill  nearly  all  the  body  cavity.  No 
room  there  for  a  stomach  and  food,  so 
the  stomach  shrinks  and  the  fish  stops 
feeding.  It  is  pitiful  to  look  at  the  thou- 
sands of  great  silvery  fish  that  daily  crowd 


streams,  leaping  many  a  steep  fall  in  tht 
way,  they  are  Utterly  worn  to  the  bone. 
Many  a  noble  salmon  we  have  seen  so 
frayed  and  torn  by  rock  and  branch  and 
current  that  its  tail  becomes  extended 
fleshless  from  its  body,  its  fins  were  mere 
fringes,  its  body  a  mass  of  fungus  cover- 
ed wounds,  its  once  shapely  jaw  hooked 
so  that  it  could  not  aearly  close  its  mouth 
— and  these  were  not  all  females,  even 
the  males  went  agape.  Onward,  ever 
on  ward,  upwards  to  the  shallows,  where 
both  male  and  female  beat  and  clean  out 
a  small  depression  and  the  male  constant- 
ly swimming  about  the  spawning  female 
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impregnates  with  his  milt  the  several 
thousand  eggs,  averaging  some  six  thou- 
sand. Many  of  the  fish  are  so  spent  that 
they  die  before  the  full  course  of  the 
spawning  is  done,  Poor,  poor  fish,  what 
a  tragic  race  it  ran  to  even  arrive  here  at 
all  !  As  far  north  as  we  can  trace  the 
starting  of  the  "run,"  in  Behring  Sea,  the 
squat  natives  were  active  with  net  and 
spear  and  weir.  The  rivers  that  debouch 
into  the  sea  were  lined  with  salmon 
traps,  great  long  fences  of  power  driven 
firs,  wire  netting  and  cotton  net  hung, 
traps  that  take  from  a  thousand  to  fifty 


into  the  now  diminishing  host.  No  soon- 
er had  the  survivors  of  this  starving 
homing  army  passed  the  drift  nets  of  the 
river's  mouths  and  started  to  ascend  the 
parent  streams,  or  as  near  to  the  parent 
streams  as  instinct  would  lead  them,  than 
the  natives,  the  Indians  to  whom  by  all 
right  the  fish  belong  (and  a  dying  race 
also)  as  they  form  the  winter's  food  of 
these  Pacific  tribes,  fell  upon  them  with 
spear  and  net  and  weir,  dragging  the 
dead  and  dying  fish  ashore  and  drying 
and  smoking  them  for  food,  (bad  food) 
causeof  theheavy death  rate  inthe  tribes.

thousand  fish  at  one  catch.  All  the 
sounds  and  bays  and  straits  held  purse 
and  drag  nets  that  took  millions  from  the 
shining  throng.  As  this  gleaming  river 
of  fish  pressed  southward  and  nearer  the 
rivers  a  fleet  of  boats,  armed  with  long 
drift  nets,  manned  by  Japanese,  active 
men  of  Nippon  that  have  displaced  our 
white  fishermen  and  take  nearly  all  the 
value  of  our  fisheries  back  to  their  island 
kingdom.     These  men  made  sad  inroads 


Even  after  this  tremendous  assult 
there  were  sufficient  salmon  of  some  of 
the  varieties  left  to  fill  the  spawning  pools 
in  some  of  the  streams.  In  some  rivers 
the  most  valuable  salmon,  the  sockeye, 
had  been  caught  out  so  thoroughly  that 
none  reached  the  spawning  grounds. 

We  have  established  hatcheries  at  some 
of  the  headwaters  of  these  rivers,  and 
when  enough  of  the  fish  are  allowed  to 
ascend  the   stream   the   eggs  are  taken 
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from  the  female  and  successfully  hatched 
without  the  enormous  waste  that  Nature 
has  allowed — if  the  balance  has  not  been 
disturbed  by  man  this  waste  would  not 
have  been  apparent. 

November  and  December  see  the 
shores  of  the  rivers  and  lakes,  the 
streams  and  bays  lined  by  the  dead  and 
dying  salmon.  This  occurs  over  thou- 
sands of  miles  of  sea  and  river  front.  I 
think  one  of  the  most  pitiful  sights  in 
Nature  is  to  see  a  male  salmon,  one 
that  has  passed  through  the  spawning 
grounds  with  his  mate  following  that 
mate  as  it  slowly  flaps  its  way  along. 
Lightened  of  the  great  mass  of  eggs,  its 
poor  body  weakened  by  its  two  or  three 
months  fast  and  torn  and  wounded  by  its 
long  journey,  it  has  lost  its  power  of 
balance  and  continually  turns  over.  The 
male,  while  sadly  weakened  and  actually 
starving,    has     been    able    oftimes  to 


keep  and  retain  more  power  and  life. 
Curious  as  to  the  actions  of  his  mate  he 
follows,  swimming  slowly  about  her  as 
she  struggles  in  the  shallows,  edging  up 
to  her  side  as  she  remains  motionless, 
awkwardly  plunging  off,  for  he  has  lost 
his  primal  speed  and  grace,  as  she 
splashes  and  struggles  on  her  side.  At 
last  her  journey  is  ended,  a  few  feeble 
flaps  of  the  once  powerful  tail,  an  in- 
termittent waving  of  the  fins,  a  gaping 
of  the  gills — then  death  ensues — yet  the 
male  fish  lingers,  swimming  about  and 
wondering  why  his  once  active  mate  is 
so  long  still  in  one  place.  For  hours  he 
swims  about  her,  wandering  off  at  times, 
returning  ever  to  his  strange  vigil. 

Finally  the  current  dislodges  her  and 
she  sinks,  submerged  on  her  side,  and 
down  the  brawling  stream  the  dead  fish, 
and  her  faithful,  dying  mate,  swiftly  dis- 
appear. 


A  New  Brunswick  Lost  Lake  Found,

IN  August  10th,  1907,  with  a  single 
I  companion  I  was  on  a  fishing  trip  on 
'  the  headwaters  of  the  Keswick 
River,  New  Brunswick.  We  met  acci- 
dentally at  one  of  the  lakes  two  gentlemen 
from  Woodstock.  Louis  Brewer,  ot  Stone 
Ridge,  the  well-known  guide  was  with 
them.  We  remained  together  a  couple 
of  days,  and  removing  to  another  lake 
met  a  Fredericton  fishing  party  headed 
by  a  man  from  the  old  country  and  Col. 
Loggie,  of  the  Crown  Land  Department. 
Chas.  McGuiggan  of  Millville  was  with  the 
Fredericton  outfit  and  at  dinner  he  was 
telling  about  a  small  lake  that  he  camped 
near  twenty.five  years  ago.  He  told  of 
the  seamless  bags  full  of  trout  the  men 
used  to  drag  into  camp  Sundays,  and  how 
he  and  others  had  hunted  many  times 
since  for  the  laks,  but  never  could  find  a 
trace  of  it.  Now  1  had  heard  about  this 
lake  and  its  bags  full  of  trout  from  a  man 
at  the  present  time  a  resident  in  Wood- 
stock, and  whose  veracity  has  never 
been  questioned — in  fact  he  is  now  a  dea- 
con in  one  of  our  churches.  Brewer  had 
heard  about  this  magic  pond.  He  had 
hunted  for  it  several  times  too.  Natur- 


ally enough  we  listened  and  got  what  in- 
formation we  could. 

After  dinner  we  got  our  crowd  togeth- 
er, that  is  the  Woodstockers  and  Brewer, 
and  had  a  council  of  war.  Brewer  and  I 
wanted  to  have  a  try  at  lost  lake  hunting. 
The  rest  were  not  at  all  anxious  toplunge 
into  the  unknown  wilderness.  One  was 
pressed  for  time. 

So  it  fell  out  that  Brewer  and  I  shook 
hands  with  all  the  rest  on  the  banks  of 
the  lake  and  they  started  for  Millville  with 
Col.  Loggie's  party. 

After  travelling  for  about  a  mile,  most 
of  it  heavy  up-grade,  we  called  a  halt  to 
take  our  wind  and  take  stock  of  our  sup- 
plies and  see  how  much  information  we 
had  to  work  on. 

Our  provisions  would  last  four  or  five 
days  if  we  caught  plenty  of  fish  to  go 
with  them. 

We  knew  that  the  lake  was  to  the 
right  of  the  Risteen  Portage  when  facing 
Nashwaak,  and  that  it  was  on  a  Gibson 
Timber  Block.  It  was  near  an  old  camp, 
that  was  all — little  enough. 

So  we  started  and  toiled  on  hour  after 
hour  over  what  seemed  a  never  ending 
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hardwood  ridge,  stopping-  occasionally  to 
climb  a  tall  tree  to  have  a  look  at  the 
country.  We  were  on  very  high  land. 
Caribou,  moose,  bears,  deer  and  small 
game  were  abundant. 

About  four  p.m.  we  began  to  descend 
into  a  low  winding  valley.  The  character 
of  the  timber  changed.  It  was  now 
chiefly  spruce.  We  made  up  our  minds 
it  was  what  the  lumbermen  call  the 
Yerxa  Block  that  we  were  then  passing 
through.  Presently  we  came  to  a  run- 
ning stream.  It  must  have  emptied  in- 
to the  main  Keswick. 

At  five  o'clock  we  were  passing  over 
a  country  covered  with  stunted  spruce 
and  fir  trees,  and  thickly  strewn  with 
drift  rocks,  and  not  unlike  the  style  of 
country  met  with  in  the  Great  North. 

Having  travelled  almost  continuously 
for  five  hours  and  a  half,  we  at  last  came 
to  that  part  of  this  region  where  the  lake 
was  supposed  to  be  located. 

Brewer's  idea  was  to  get  somewhere 
near  the  lake  and  then  follow  the  beaten 
animal  paths  to  the  lake.  This  was  a 
good  idea,  but  the  paths  ran  in  all  direc- 
tions, and  did  not  go  to  the  lake,  as  the 
whole  surrounding  country  was  low  and 
well  watered.  So  we  tried  a  different 
plan.  Compass  in  hand  we  travelled 
about  one  mile  east,  then  turned  at  right 
angles  running  a  mile  north.  We  found 
a  little  brook,  and  thinking  it  might  flow 
into  or  out  of  the  lake,  followed  it.  But 
it  lost  itself  in  a  shaky  tundra  bog  where 
we  nearly  got  mired. 

Now  we  traveled  west  nearly  a  mile 
then  south  another  mile.  Not  finding 
anything  in  the  last  mile  we  walked  back 
to  a  small  brook  we  had  crossed  when 
coming  west  and'  followed  it  up  stream 
until  we  found  it  tumbling  down  stream 
over  great  boulders,  i  said  to  Brewer 
that  there  couldn't  be  any  lake  on  the  top 
of  this  hill.  He  agreed  but  thought  the 
water  in  the  brook  was  rather  soft  to  the 
hand  and  must  come  from  a  lake  or  a 
pond. 

We  were  in  a  pretty  pickle.  It  was 
within  a  half  hour  of  dark.  We  hadn't 
found  the  lake,  we  had  no  dry  wood  for  a 
camp  fire,  no  blankets  or  overcoats,  we 
were  wet  and  hungry  and  a  downpour  of 
rain  was  about  to  commence.  Most  of 
my  gentle  readers  will  remember  that  it 


rained  almost  continuously  during  the 
month  of  August  '07.  However  we  con- 
cluded to  follow  the  brook  up  the  moun- 
tain side  and  what  do  you  suppose  we 
found  ?  The  lost  lake.  It  was  a  little 
beauty  too.  While  Brewer  peeled  bark 
and  cut  poles  for  the  camp  I  cut  an  alder 
and  rigged  a  line  on  it.  The  first  cast — 
no  fish.  The  second — the  water  boiled 
with  them  and  soon  we  had  enough  for 
supper — all  even  size  like  herring.  We 
made  a  bark  camp  and  got  a  supply  ot 
wood,  the  last  by  torch  light,  and  having 
raised  our  bough  bed  off  rhe  wet  ground 
slept  soundly  till  morning  although  the 
rain  fell  constantly  in  torrents. 

Next  morning  after  catching  what  trout 
we  wanted  in  five  minutes,  we  blazed  a 
trail  to  within  100  yards  of  the  Risteen 
Portage.  Then  we  walked  out  to  the 
above  named  road  and  inscribed  our  pri- 
vate marks  on  a  large  spruce  tree.  Then 
we  returned  to  the  lake  and  took  life  easy 
for  a  time.  When  we  left  the  lake  we 
struck  off  east  instead  of  retracing  our 
steps  westward  so  I  never  saw  the  mark- 
ed spruce  tree  again,  but  think  we  could 
find  it  again  as  we  made  a  map  of  all  the 
country  traversed  on  this  trip. 

We  did  not  catch  any  fish  out  of  this 
lake  to  take  home  as  we  were  sure  of  them 
in  another  lake  we  intended  to  visit  be- 
fore going  home  which  was  ten  miles 
nearer  the  railroad  (i.  e.  Sills  Lake.) 

It  would  not  be  relevant  to  tell  under 
this  heading  of  how  we  fou,nd  another 
lake  so  roiled  by  four  moose  that  were 
paddling  around  in  it  that  the  fish  in  it 
couldn't  see  and  we  couldn't  catch  any 
there  ;  or  how  I  lost  the  bottle  of  fly  dope 
and  consequently  the  flies  almost  devour- 
ed us  ;  nor  of  the  giant  moose  horn  half 
eaten  up  by  porcupines  that  we  found  and 
brought  home  as  a  souvenir.  We  visit- 
ed lake  after  lake,  always  journeying 
southeast  and  camping  wherever  night 
overtook  us. 

At  last  after  a  zig-zag  course  of  over 
fifty  miles  we  came  to  the  railroad  at  a 
point  fifteen  miles  south  of  that  at  which 
we  entered  the  forest  ten  days  before. 
We  named  the  lake  "Lake  Louis".  Some 
of  the  New  Brunswick  Land  Co's  survey- 
ors, a  lumberman  or  two,  and  some  trap- 
pers are  the  only  ones  that  have  been 
there  in  twenty  years. 


A  Moose  Hunt  in  New  Brunswick.

DEAVING  St.  John,  N.  B.,  at  seven 
forty-five  on  the  morning  of  Septem- 
ber, the  eighteenth,  on  the  Shore 
Line  Railway,  we  arrived  at  Lepreaux 
station  some  time  during  the  morning. 
(Anyone  who  has  ever  travelled  on  the 
Shore  Line  knows  that  that  time  is  quite 
accurate  enough  for  that  railway.  It  must 
be  seen  to  be  appreciated.)  There  we 
found  a  buckboard  and  our  guide,  Arthur 
Shaw,  waiting  for  us. 

We  loaded  our  provisions  on  the  buck- 
board  and  drove  six  miles  into  the  woods 
over  an  old  lumber  road.  It  was  almost 
easier  to  walk  than  to  try  to  stick  on  the 
team,  but  our  driver  was  a  good  one  and 
our  provisions  were  tied  on  firmly.  But 
the  stones  and 
bumps  were 
huge.  At  one 
jolt  I  left  the 
front  seat  so  far 
thatwhen  I  cam.? 
down  I  lit  in  the 
back  seat  and  i 
can  assure  you 
I  did  not  sta> 
lit  long,  but  lit 
out  for  the  camp 
on  my  feet. 

When  we  ar- 
rived at  the 
camp  —  which, 
by   the  way  is 

perfection  itself  in  the  way  of  luxurious 
sleeping  and  cooking  appointments — 
hungry  as  we  were,  we  could  not  but 
pause  on  the  wide  verandah  to  admire 
the  beautiful  surroundings.  In  front  of 
the  camp  stretched  the  broad  expanse  of 
Seven-Mile  Lake, the  shores  thickly  wood- 
ed with  magnificent  evergreens  and  hard- 
wood, the  foliage  just  changing  to  yel- 
lows and  reds.  The  woods  were  close 
to  the  camp  on  every  side  except  that  of 
the  lake. 

The  next  morning  we  were  up  before 
daylight,  and  after  a  hearty  breakfast — 
set  off  through  the  forest — Arthur  carry- 
ing a  lantern  and  we  keeping  as  close  to 
jt  as  possible.      I  can  never  describe  the

beauty  of  the  dark,  silent,  frosty  woods — 
one  has  to  be  there  to  feel  the  whole 
fascination  of  it.  Before  dawn  we  were 
ensconced  on  some  hill  top,  and  to  see 
the  stars  fade,  and  the  dawn  brighten  in 
the  eastern  sky,  while  every  twig  and 
blade  of  grass  began  to  sparkle  and 
glisten  as  if  incrusted  with  diamonds. 
Oh!  at  such  moments  it  certainly  was  very 
good  to  be  alive,  "and  to  be  young  was 
Heaven."  At  dawn,  Arthur  began  call- 
ing for  moose,  with  a  horn  he  had  made 
out  of  a  piece  of  white  birch  bark.  But 
the  wind  came  up  with  the  sun,  so  calling 
was  over  for  that  morning.  He  called 
again  at  sunset  from  another  location, 
and  again  at  sunrise  on  Monday,  but 
without  tempting 
a  moose  forth 
from  his  forest 
home,  although 
he  got  several 
4 'long  distance" 
answers. 

Tuesday  morn- 
we  arose  at  three- 
thirty,  and  after 
a  tramp  of  about 
six  miles  we  set- 
tled ourselves  on 
a  hill  top  near 
the  Ragged  Falls, 
the  most  perfect 
spot  it  has  ever 
been  my  good  fortune  to  behold.  We 
could  see  for  miles  around  us — small 
wooded  hills  and  valleys  and  lakes  and 
the  Lepreaux  River  winding  like  a  silver 
ribbon  through  it  all.  When  we  first  reach- 
ed this  place  it  was  only  half  light,  and 
as  the  dawn  came  and  this  sight  unfold- 
ed before  us,  like  some  wonderful  panor- 
ama, all  touched  with  a  silver  brush  as 
the  frost  glittered  on  every  twig — it  was 
a  sight  one  sees  but  once  in  a  lifetime  and 
never  forgets.  As  daylight  came  Arthur 
began  calling  moose,  and  called  at  inter- 
vals until  about  seven  o'clock.  By  this 
time  there  was  quite  a  breeze  stirring,  so 
he  decided  it  would  be  of  no  use  to  call 
longer.    So   we  shook  out  our  cramped 
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muscles  and  even  ventured  to  kill  a 
Stray  mosquito  or  so,  and  decided  we 
would  stay  right  where  we  were  for  an 
hour  or  so  longer  and  absorb  some  more 
of  the  beauty.  Suddenly  Arthur  made 
a  sign  for  silence  again,  and  we  simply 
flattened  out. 
(His  quick  ear 
had  heard  a 
moose  about  a 
mile  away  in  the 
woods.)  H  e 
reached  for  his 
horn  and  sent  a 
long  call  far  off 
into  the  forest. 
For  an  instant 
afterwards  there 
was  silence ;  and 
thenfaint  but  un- 
mistakable, we 
heard  an  answ- 
ering "waugh, 
waugh  !"  After 
a  moment  Arth- 
ur called  again, 
and  then — Oh  ! 
the  joy  of  that 
moment  !  The 
moose  answered 
loudly,  and  we 
could  hear  him 
coming  up  a 
wooded  gully 
towards  us.  We 
silently  got  our 
rifles  ready, put- 
ting our  sights 
at  one  hundred 
yards.  We 
could  now  hear 
him  cracking 
brushwood  and 
twigs  as  he  came 
along  carelessly 
through  the 
woods  ;  and  his 
f  (  waugh 
w  a  u  g  h  s  ' ' 
were  now  just 

a  grumbling  murmur.  Now  he  could 
not  be  more  than  two  hundred  yards  from 
us,  and  we  scarcely  breathed  but  watched 
with  every  muscle  tense,  for  him  to 
emerge  from  the  trees  and  undergrowth. 
But  now  there  was  silence  and  Arthur

sent  a  low  coaxing  call,  but  allin  vain 
did  we  listen  for  an  answer.  For  many 
minutes  there  was  silence,  broken  only 
by  Arthur's  occasional  calls — and  then  he 
told  us  in  heart-broken  whispers — "He's 
got  wind   of  us  and   gone  back  into  the 

woods."  Just 
fancy,  thathuge 
beast  had  got 
suspicious  and 
sneaked  silent- 
ly back  to  the 
forest  without 
so  much  as 
stepping  on  a 
dry  leaf  or  twig. 
After  ten  minu- 
tes Arthurpick- 
ed  up  his  horn 
again,  and  gave 
a  long  peculiar 
call.  For  a 
moment,  sil* 
ence  —  and 
then,  about  a 
mile  away, 
where  we  first 
had  heard  him, 
Mr.  Moose  an- 
swered again, 
but  very  faint 
and  hesitating- 
ly. Arthur  call- 
ed several  tim- 
es, and  Anally 
he  decided  to 
make  another 
tour  of  investi- 
gation, and  we 
could  hear  his 
answers  com- 
ing gradually 
nearer.  But 
this  time  he 
came  very  sus- 
piciously, and 
we  heard  no 
breaking  bran- 
ches or  snap- 
p  i  n  g  twigs. 
Right  here  I  want  to  say  that  until  you 
have  heard  a  moose  coming,  answering 
the  guide's  calls — you  have  missed  the 
most  thrilling  moments  in  your  life.  Pres- 
ently we  heard  him  give  a  long  grunt, 
and  start   out  of  the   trees  on  the  op-

posite  side  of  the  gully  from  us,  and  still 
quite  a  distance  off.  (Arthur  just  breath- 
ed "three"  and  we  changed  our  rifle 
sights  from  one  to  three  hundred  yards.) 
Justthen  we  caught  our  first  sight 
of  him — and  I  can  tell  you  that 
was  a  moment  to  be  remembered 
forever,  as  the  bushes  parted  and 
the  majestic  animal  appeared 
and  started  walking  up  the  bare 
rocky  hillside.  About  six  strides 
he  took,  then  turned  partly 
towards  us  to  listen.  At  that 
instant  our  two  rifles  rang  out 
simultaneously,  and  then  again — 
and  he  dropped,  half  staggered 
to  his  feet  again,  and  slid  down 
the  steep  rock  into  a  pool  in  the 
brook,  dead.  Three  hundred 
yards   may   have   been  quite  a 


distance  to  shoot  but  it  certainly 
did  not  take  as  long  to  get  to  our 
game,  as  we  rushed  through  that 
gully  we  touched  only  the  high 
places.  After  the  meat  was  dress- 
ed, the  portage  out  to  an  old  lum- 
ber road  was  a  hard  piece  of  work, 
for  the  meat  must  all  be  taken 
out  of  the  woods.  But  the  next 
morning  we  cheerfully  walked  in 
the  six  miles  to  the  station,  while 
the  team  took  the  meat  and  head. 

Old  moose  hunters  tell  us  that 
it  was  a  most  wonderful  thing  to 
get  that  moose  back  the  second 
time — for  a    suspicious  moose  is 
the  canniest  thing   in  the  woods 
and  Arthur  certainly  was  a  won- 
der to  get  him  back  for  us  with  the  breeze 
blowing  in  bis  direction.    This  winter  we 
will  have  the  antlered  head,  and  look  back 
pleasantly  to  our  first  moose  hunt.

Bass  Fishing  in  Florida.

IHE  writer  has  spent  several  winters, 
very  delightfully  too,  on  the  west 
'  coast  of  Florida  at  the  village  of 
Dunedin,  a  small  place  not  far  from  St. 
Petersburg  and  quite  near  the  well  known 
Florida  resort,  Belleair.  Sailing  and 
fishing  on  the  gulf  are  the  sports  most 
enjoyed  by  visitors  and  few  seem  to  know 
of  the  possibilities  of  hooking  black  bass 
in  the  fresh  water  lakes  which  are  so 
plentiful  in  this  lo- 
cality. During  my 
first  winter's  stay  in 
Dunedin  I  did  some' 
little  fresh  water 
fishing  in  a  small 
lake  two  miles  in- 
land, Lake  Jerry. 
Not  having  a  guide 
I  took  a  companion 
along,  one  who  en- 
joyed abass  *  'strike" 
too.  The  boat  used 
was  leaky  and  rath- 
er clumsy  and  I  had 
no  suitable  bait,  it 
being  next  to  im- 
possible to  obtain 
live  minnows.  Hav- 
ing some  Phantoms 
along  I  tried  them 
and  caught  a  num- 
ber of  bass.  We 
alternately  pushed 
or  paddled  the  boat 
around  the  grassy 
shores  of  the  lake, 
one  propelling  while 
the  other  trolled  for 
fish,  all  fish  caught 
were  hooked  close 
to  shore  along  the 
edges  of  the  lily 
pads  or  water  gras- 
ses. They  were  big 
mouth  bass,  the  on- 
ly variety  of  bass 
waters. 

Profiting  by  my~first  winter's  exper- 
ience I  procured  a  canvas  boat  up  north 
for  the  next  winter  and  a  supply  of 
Dowgiac  minnows  for  bait.  The  col- 
lapsible boat  was  shipped  early  in  the  fall 
by  freight  so  that  it  would  be  sure  to  be 
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ready  for  me  by  Christmas,  when  I  expect- 
ed to  be  in  Dunedin.  I  think  it  was  in 
February  when  it  did  reach  me  and  after 
I  had  given  it  up  as  hopelessly  lost. 

The  little  boat  although  very  light 
would  easily  carry  three  and  it  was  just 
what  I  needed  for  portaging  around  from 
lake  to  lake.  Two  of  us  could  shoulder 
it  and  carry  it  a  mile  without  much  fati- 
gue, it  didn't  leak  a  drop  and  could  be 
rowed  with  ease 
throi  gh  the  shallow- 
est water.  Some  of 
the  lakes  are  shal- 
low, covering  large 
areas  with  occasion- 
al deep  holes,  and 
in  these  we  caught 
our  fish. 

One  morning  in 
February,  a  bright 
Spring  morning 
such  as  we  have  up 
north  in  June,  we 
pushed  our  little 
craft  into  the  wat- 
ers of  McCllung's 
lake,  about  a  mile 
i  n  1  a  n  d,  pushing 
through  the  reeds 
and  rice  a  short  dis- 
tance w  e  floated 
into  the  first  deep 
pool.  Armed  with 
my  light  steel  rod 
and  Dowgiac  min- 
now I  soon  landed 
a  three  pound  bass 
and  before  leaving 
the  pool  I  had  four 
beauties.  Leaving 
this  pool  after  get- 
ting about  all  the 
fish  we  thought  it 
would  yield  on  this 
particular  occasion 
we  again  pushed  into  shallow  water.  For 
about  a  mile  we  rowed  through  shallow 
water  covered  with  a  growth  of  wild  rice 
and  swamp  grass.  Seemingly  we  were 
sailing  through  a  great  grain  field  for  no 
water  was  in  sight.  Finally,  a  little 
ahead  I  saw  some  dark  water,  quite  a 
pond  of  it.    Getting  my  rod  and  minnow 
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in  shape  I  had  my  companion  slip  up  to 
the  deep  water  very  quietly  with  our 
little  boat.  We  felt  sure  that  bass  were 
lurking  in  the  depths  of  this  pool.  While 
still  floating  in  shallow  water  I  made  a 
cast  ahead  among  the  lily  pads  that 
skirted  the  pool  and  my  bait  had  hardly 
touched  the  water  when  I  felt  a  big  tug, 
sending  an  electric  thrill  through  my 
body.  He  took  nearly  all  the  line  off  my 
reel  before  he  stopped  at  the  further  side 
of  the  pool.  I  knew  he  was  firmly  hooked 
and  it  was  only  a  question  of  tiring  him 
out  to  land  the  big  fish  safely.  I  saw  and 
felt  enough  of  him  to  know  that  he  was 
the  biggest  bass  I  ever  hooked.  My 
little  steel  rod  bent  double  as  I  checked 
his  speed.  When  I  tried  to  keep  him 
from  entangling  the  line  among  the  lillies 
he  tugged  and  pulled  like  a  whale.  I 
have  never  seen  a  big  mouth  bass  show 
so  much  game.  Twenty  minutes 
later  I  drew  him  up  meekly  alongside  the 
boat  put  my  fingers  through  his  gills  and 
lifted  my  ten  pound  bass  into  the  boat. 
His  length  was  twenty-four  inches  and 
he  was  certainly  a  beauty.    Several  other 


'little'  fellows  weighing  only  three  or  four 
pounds  were  added  to  our  string  in  that 
pool  before  we  went  home  triumphant 
with  our  ten  pounder. 

B-ass  and  brim  are  about  the  only  two 
good  varieties  ot  fish  found  in  these 
lakes.  There  is  little  fishing  done,  how- 
ever, and  the  waters  abound  in  these  fine 
fish.  I  saw  one  native  trying  to  "bob" 
bass,  he  was  on  board  a  sort  of  ark  made 
boxy  of  pine  boards  and  painted  bright 
red,  a  danger  signal  probably  for  the  fish. 
Armed  with  a  long  pine  pole,  a  short  line 
and  bob  with  bait  on  its  end  he  bobbed 
along  but  bobbed  in  vain  and  seemed 
much  surprised  at  our  luck  when  he  never 
had  a  strike. 

On  these  waters  we  find  the  blue 
heron,  our  Ontario  crane,  wading  in  the 
lakes  and  nesting  in  the  low  shrubbery 
growing  in  the  water.  They  find  the 
winter  climate  in  Florida  very  much  like 
the  summers  in  Ontario,  averaging 
about  seventy.  Like  these  birds  and 
the  wild  geese  I  fly  to  the  south  in  the 
winter  and  it  might  be  called  a  "Wild 
Goose  Chase  !" 


A  Quebec  Fishing  Lake. 


The  praises  of  Brome  Lake  and  its 
fishing  advantages  continue  to  be  sung. 
Last  fishing  season  saw  a  number  of 
visitors  on  the  Lake,  some  coming  from 
England,  and  others  from  different  Pro- 
vinces and  States  of  the  Union,  while 
all  appeared  to  be  satisfied  with  their 
sport. 

Brome  Lake  is  in  the  Province  of  Que- 
bec and  is  about  five  miles  long 
by  three  wide.  It  is  a  beauti- 
ful sheet  of  water,  eight  miles 
from  Sutton,  and  easy  of  access. 
It  was  in  this  lake  that  Mr.  E. 
J.  Carpenter  captured  his  re- 
cord black  bass  as  stated  in 
our  November  number.  Our 
present  illustration  shows  the 
result  of  a  July  day's  hook  and 
line  fishing  by  Messrs.  Clark, 
who  are  proprietors  of  a  butter 
tub  factory  at  Sutton,  and  who 
in  addition  to  a  couple  of  pleas- 
ure trips  across  the  lake,  caught  thirty- 
six  pickerel,  weighing  ninety-two  pounds, 
the  shortest  being  twenty  inches. 


The  gentlemen  holding  the  upright 
pole  in  his  hand  is  Mr.  George  E.  Clark, 
with  his  eldest  son,  George  Clark,  Jr.  to 
the  left,  and  two  young  twin  sons  in  the 
stern.  The  other  gentleman  with  the 
cap  is  Mr.  Wm.

A  Day  at  "the  Orifice." 


Black  Bass  Fishing  in  the  Cool  Waters  of  the  Georgian  Bay.

HAPPY  indeed  is  the  fisherman  who 
can  avail  himself  of  a  vacation  in 
bass  time,  that  delightful  season  of 
the  year  when  one  most  strongly  desires 
to  get  out  of  doors  and  away  from  the 
city. 

'Tis  not  difficult  to  analyze  the  feelings 
of  an  ardent  angler  who  finds  the  summer 
slipping  away  with  no  opportunity  offer- 
ing to  cast  line  on  water  or  feel  the  exul- 
tant thrill  of  a  lusty  strike.  Such  indeed 
seemed  our  portion,  when,  the  holiday  fall- 
ing on  a  Monday,  gave  us  an  extended 
week-end  which  looked  particularly  invit- 
ing and  we  made  hurried  arrangements 
for  an  assault  on  the  bass  family. 

I  had  been  invited  by  an  old  pal  to  join 
him  on  a  visit  to  his  family  at  their  sum- 
mer home  on  one  of  the  many  islands  of 
the  Georgian  Bay,  whose  adjacent  waters 
promised  some  famous  fishing  and  my 
acceptance  was  but  a  matter  of  course. 
With  our  tackle  and  outfit  we  boarded  an 
early  Saturday  morning  train  that,  con- 
trary to  expectations,  landed  us  at  our 
destination  on  time.  Transferring  our 
belongings  to  the  launch,  a  short  half 
hour's  run  up  the  choppy  Narrows  and 
we  were  landed  at  "Kilcoo,"  hungry  but 
happy  with  that  feeling  of  an  enjoyable 
freedom  that  follows  an  enforced  six 
months'  grind  at  the  desk. 

Luncheon  over,  we  changed  to  soiled 
ducks  and  jerseys  which  made  us,  if  pos- 
sible, more  comfortable  and  were  soon 
busy  selecting  tackle  preparatory  to  a 
sortie  on  the  iiMicropte?us  Dolo?nieu,y  or 
preferably  small  mouth  Bass.  With  in- 
different luck  we  tried  the  likely  spots  and 
returned  at  sundown  with  a  fair  catch. 

Sunday  we  spent  quietly,  following  a 
dip  in  the  Bay  and  breakfast,  we  convoy- 
ed the  children  in  their  rambles  over  the 
Island  and  enjoyed,  quite  as  much  as  the 
youngsters,  the  many  little  happenings 
incident  to  such  a  tramp.  After  dinner, 
a  most  elaborate  meal,  we  struck  north- 


west and  did  a  four  or  five  mile  stroll, 
returning  in  time  for  tea.  Winding  up 
the  rocks  towards  the  cottage,  which 
nestled  cosily  amongst  the  trees,  and 
facing  the  bay,  the  view  before  us  was 
indeed  beautiful  and  amply  justified  our 
host  in  his  choice  of  location.  We  were 
driven  indoors  in  the  evening  by  a  pass- 
ing shower  accompanied  by  most  vivid 
lightning  flashes,  whose  reflected  glare 
from  the  placid  waters  of  the  bay  pro- 
vided a  most  interesting  display. 

Five-thirty  found  Haec  and  myself 
astir;  with  a  gorgeous  sun-rise  before  us 
as  we  paddled  across  to  a  small  island 
not  far  from  the  river  mouth  and  landed 
four  nice  fish  before  breakfast,  including 
a  four  pounder  that  stiained  the  Bristol 
to  the  breaking  point  as  he  swirled  back 
and  forth,  breaking  water,  chugging  and 
gamely  fighting  until  finally  exhausted  he 
was  lifted  into  the  boat  and  despatched. 
Returning  for  breakfast  we  found  the 
family  busily  preparing  for  a  day's  fish- 
ing at  the  "Orifice,"  a  bass  ground  of 
much  repute,  some  two  and  a  half  miles 
north  east.  A  shortage  of  bread  necessi- 
tated a  run  to  the  port  which  we  made  in 
record  time  before  a  spanking  breeze  in  a 
St.  Lawrence  skiff  with  a  leg  o'  mutton. 
The  two  larger  boats  with  the  Governor, 
his  daughters  and  their  husbands  had 
gone  away  sometime  before  when  we  fol- 
lowed in  the  canoe,  which  loaded  as  it 
was  with  lunch  baskets,  anchor  and  sun- 
dry tackle  afforded  scant  free-board  for 
the  rather  choppy  roll  which  we  encoun- 
tered as  we  rounded  the  point  and  faced 
the  Georgian  proper. 

With  some  slight  shifting  of  ballast  we 
tackled  it  and  had  an  exciting  paddle  of 
twenty  minutes  or  so,  the  big  white  cap- 
ped combers  that  rolled  up  to  meet  us 
threatening  to  capsize  us  at  any  moment. 
With  the  spray  in  our  faces  we  stuck  to 
the  paddles  and  watching  our  opportun- 
ity came   about  and  made  the  channel, 
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where,  once  inside,  the  water  was  as 
smooth  as  the  veritable  mill  pond.  We 
went  ashore,  emptied  the  bilge  water,  re- 
arranged our  disordered  cargo  and  again 
set  out.  A  short  sprint  brought  us  up 
with  the  rest  of  the  party  who  signalled 
to  come  ashore  for  luncheon.  Appropria- 
ting a  disused  camp  for  the  purpose,  a 
fire  was  lighted  and  we  shortly  sat  down 
to  a  smacking  fine  dinner  with  an  excel- 
lent pot  of  coffee  that  required  the  com- 
bined efforts  of  the  party  to  rescue  when 
our  fire  place  collapsed  under  the  strong 
breeze. 

The  meal  over,  we  launched  the  boats 
and  paddled  across  to  the  "Orifice"  at  the 
mouth  of  the  channel,  anchors  were  run 
out  and  the  assault  began,  A  sweeping 
swell  rolled  in  from  the  bay  and  our  small 
craft  were  kept  in  active  motion,  though 
the  conditions  were  well  nigh  perfect  for 
good  fishing.  We  had  it,  my  dear  read- 
ers !  But  I  am  anticipating.  The  first 
fish,  in  true  courtier  style,  went  to  the 
ladies,  the  governor  immediately  followed 
with  another  and  for  sometime  thereafter 
followed  a  succession  of  strikes,  struggles 
and  exciting  captures.  Our  canoe  well 
placed  just  off  the  rocks  seemed  out  of 
the  run  and  we  pulled  up  anchor  and 
back  paddled  a  hundred  feet  or  so  farther 
out.  In  a  minute  we  got  a  strike  and 
landed  a  two  pounder,  in  twenty  minutes 
we  had  a  half  dozen,  two  over  the  three 
pounds.  During  the  afternoon  a  number 
of  others  were  added  to  the  catch,  thick 
sturdy  fellows  who  took  bait  warily,  but 
once  hooked  and  you  had  a  thrilling  few 
moments  as  they  swirled  under  and  about 
the  canoe,  forced  you  to  give  line  as  they 
made  off,  and  again  coming  to  the  sur- 
face with  a  mighty  spring,  made  their  best 
efforts  to  dislodge  the  hooks.  These 
were  the  small  mouth  black  Bass  in  their 
native  environment  and  well  worthy  of  any 
man's  seeking. 

While  we  were  engaged  in  this  most 
enjoyable  sport  one  of  our  party  chose  to 
enliven  the  proceedings  and  added  a  dash 
of  color  to  our  outing  by  accidentally 
plunging  overboard  from  his  rather  pre- 
carious position  on  the  after  gunwale, 
describing  a  most  graceful  arch  as  he  de- 
scended into  the  cool  waters  of  the  cut. 
Reappearing  shortly  he  was  soon  rescued 
and  taken  ashore,  a  change  of  clothing 
supplied  by  the  various  members  of  the 


party  while  his  own  were  drying,  soon  re- 
stored his  good  humor  and  he  returned 
to  his  fishing  none  the  worse  for  his 
ducking,  to  find  the  fish  had  remained  in 
his  vicinity  with  commendable  loyalty,  as 
he  demonstrated  by  almost  immediately 
landing  a  fine  three  pound  bass. 

Our  catch  now  numbered  some  twenty 
five,  averaging,  possibly,  two  pounds 
each  and  the  boats  hauled  line  and  pre- 
pared for  the  homeward  trip.  The  sport 
was  of  the  best  and  though  loath  to  leave 
Haec  and  I  each  with  a  fresh  bait  cast 
for  the  last  fish.  My  twelve  foot  of  line 
had  barely  reached  below  water  when  I 
felt  a  tug  in  respone  and  after  a  short, 
crisp  tussle  lifted  the  last  black  beauty  in- 
to the  boat.  Stowing  the  tackle  we  rais- 
ed anchor,  knelt  to  our  paddles  and  start- 
ed on  our  return  to  the  camp. 

The  gale  of  noon-day  had  subsided 
when  we  slowly  made  our  way  down  the 
wide  reach  connecting  the  bays.  With  a 
glorious  sunset  before  us  we  wound  in 
and  out  of  the  rush  beds,  the  soft  twitter- 
ing of  the  reed  birds  hushed  in  unison 
with  the  restful  silence  of  the  summer 
evenings  in  the  north  country  proving 
grateful  indeed  to  eyes  and  ears  accustom- 
ed to  busy  streets  and  clanging  car-bells 
and  we  wished  for  a  longer  holiday  that 
we  might  enjoy  its  pleasures  and  delight 
in  the  open.  'Twas  deep  twilight  ere  we 
made  the  wharf  and  after  a  wash  up  sat 
down  to  a  bounteous  supper  at  which  two 
of  us  at  least  fairly  outdid  ourselves.  The 
catch  was  entered  in  the  official  log  and 
we  shortly  climbed  aloft,  being  reminded 
of  an  early  start  in  the  morning.  A  few 
minutes  spent  in  packing  for  the  return 
trip  and  the  lights  were  out.  I  said  "good 
night,"  everybody  pulled  the  blankets 
closer,  turned  once  or  twice,  settled  com- 
fortably and  lo ;  it  was  morning — with  a 
cheerful  voice  calling  us  to  get  up.  A 
hasty  breakfast,  after  which  good-byes 
were  said  to  our  kind  host  and  family  and 
we  stepped  aboard  the  palatial  launch  of 
an  accommodating  neighbor,  caught  our 
train  without  difficulty  and  shortly  step- 
ped down  at  the  "Union,"  well  browned 
by  the  sun,  with  a  pleasant  memory  of  our 
week-end  on  the  Georgian  and  a  substan- 
tial box  containing  the  catch  of,  probably, 
the  finest  black  Bass  it  has  ever  been  my 
pleasure  to  hook. 


A  Day  in  the  North  Woods.

WE  had  that  morning  located  the 
ground  where  deer  were  actively 
working,  and  had  taken  close  ob- 
servation of  their  runways.  At  an  early 
hour  in  the  afternoon  we  took  our  posi- 
tions, and  the  wind  was  in  our  favor. 
From  the  place  I  had  selected  under  a 
spruce  on  the  brow  of  the  hill  I  could  see 
two  runways  that  united  a  short  distance 
below,  and  led  to  the  head  of  the  lake 
where  deer  were  accustomed  to  go  down 
and  drink  and  wallow  in  the  shallow 
water  near  the  shore.  About  sixty  yards 
south  of  me  my  guide  had  stationed  him- 
self where  he  could  see  still  another  run- 
way, that  led  down  through  a  ravine 
and  joined  those  above  referred  to  leading 
to  the  water. 

I  was  so  situated  that  I  could  see  a 
small  part  of  the  ravine  over  which  the 
guide  was  keeping  guard,  and  I  probably 
spent  quite  as  much  time  watching  in 
that  direction  as  I  did  in  scanning  the 
two  converging  trails  in  front  of  me.  I 
felt  quite  sure — without  knowing  why — 
that  if  our  anticipations  were  realized 
the  developments  would  be  along  his  ra- 
vine and  not  on  my  side  of  the  hill. 

It  was  tedious  waiting,  but  the  mono- 
tony was  somewhat  relieved  for  a  time 
by  the  audacity  of  a  red  squirrel  that  evi- 
dently had  his  home  in  the  maple  at  the 
foot  of  which  the  guide  had  entrenched 
himself.  From  this  tree  a  hollow  log  ex- 
tended out  almost  to  the  edge  of  the  ra- 
vine, and  was  the  avenue  through  or  over 
whichthe  littlequadruped  usuallytravelled 
to  and  from  his  home.  Upon  his  return 
from  a  foraging  expedition  shortly  after 
our  arrival,  he  saw  the  log  was  occupied 
by  an  intruder,  and  barked  a  vigorous 
protest  from  the  farther  end;  but  by  de- 
grees grew  bolder  and  approached  near- 
er and  nearer  until  he  was  not  more  than 
ten  feet  from  the  man  on  the  log,  and 
then  persistently  barked  defiance  in  his 
very  face.  It  was  difficult  to  know 
which  was  disturbed  the  most.  It  was 
plain  the  hunter  did  not  want  to  make 
any  movement  to  frighten  the  squirrel 
away,  but  knew  his  angry  chatter  would 


indicate  to  an  animal  as  cunning  as  a  deer 
that  something  was  alarming  the  rodent, 
and  that  it  would  be  safer  to  keep  in  the 
background.  At  length  the  squirrel  rea- 
lizing that  he  could  not  dislodge  the  occu- 
pant of  his  pathway,  jumped  from  the 
log,  made  a  detour  and  went  up  the 
tree  ;  I  then  supposed  the  incident  was 
closed.  Unwilling  to  give  up  the  con- 
test however,  he  immediately  came  down 
the  tree  and  barked  more  furiously  than 
ever,  directly  over  and  within  a  few  feet 
of  his  enemy's  head.  This  was  too 
much.  The  Winchester  that  was  intend- 
ed for  another  purpose  was  used  for  a 
club,  and  the  daring  creature  had  such  a 
narrow  escape  from  an  untimely  end  that 
he  scurried  up  the  tree  to  his  home  and 
caused  no  further  trouble. 

We  had  been  concealed  for  hours  and 
it  was  getting  late.  We  could  tarry  but 
little  longer  and  expect  to  reach  our 
camp  that  night.  The  patches  of  sun- 
light that  had  forced  themselves  through 
the  tree-tops  here  and  there,  grew  small- 
er and  smaller  and  then  disappeared. 
The  gloom  of  the  forest  began  to  deepen, 
and  we  knew  that  a  darkness  in  which 
human  eyes  would  be  of  little  service  was 
coming  speedily.  Still  we  waited.  I  had 
just  scrutinized  closely  the  runways  on 
the  hillside,  and  not  seeing  anything  turn- 
ed to  see  if  conditions  were  the  same  in 
the  other  direction,  and  suddenly,  just  as 
I  turned,  two  gray  shadowy  forms  came 
loping  down  the  ravine-  A  buck  and  a 
doe.  It  was  too  dusky  and  the  timber 
was  too  thick  for  accurate  aim,  but  the 
guide  took  the  chances  and  fired  ;  I  hoped 
for  the  best  but  he  had  missed,  and  a  sec- 
ond time  he  fired,  at  longer  range  of 
course  and  with  no  better  results,  and 
they  both  disappeared  around  the  base  ot 
the  hill.  Turning  to  me  he  said  1  'the  jig 
is  up,  we  won't  see  any  more  deer 
around  here  to-night",  and  it  seemed  to 
me  there  could  be  no  questioning  his  con- 
clusion. 

To  miss  twice  under  any  circumstances 
seemed  to  him  a  reflection  on  his  repu- 
tation and  he  was  not  in  a  talkative 
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mood  as  we  prepared  to  take  our  way 
homeward.  He  at  once  set  a  good  pace, 
while  I  silently  followed  but  was  care- 
ful not  to  fall  too  far  in  the  rear.  The 
trail — if  it  could  be  called  a  trail — seem- 
ed to  become  more  and  more  obstructed 
by  fallen  trees  and  bog  holes,  and  when 
we  found  ourselves  in  a  dense  cedar 
swamp,  my  pathfinder  paused  to  take  his 
bearings, then  turned  abruptly  right  about 
and  started  in  the  direction  from  which  he 
came.  Thirty  years'  experience  as  a  guide 
had  not  made  him  infallible  in  following 
a  rough  and  little  used  pathway  through 
the  dense  forest  in  the  semi-darkness  of 
the  coming  night.  He  had  lost  the  trail 
and  knew  that  he  must  find  it  speedily  or 
we  must  spend  the  night  in  the  woods  as 
best  we  could. 

I  followed  as  before,  but  noticed  that 
he  was  swearing  steadily  in  an  undertone. 
I  have  no  doubt  he  had  to  swear  in  an 
emergency  of  this  kind,  but  I  liked  him 
for  being  so  considerate  of  others  that 
he  would  not  swear  out  loud.  It  was 
evident  however  that  he  was  quite  pro- 
ficient in  this  line,  as  the  flow  of  words 
continued  without  interruption  until  the 
difficulty  was  overcome  and  he  was  safe- 
ly on  the  right  trail ;  but  I  am  inclined  to 
think  that  the  fact  of  missing  the  deer 
both  times  stimulated  him  somewhat  in 
expressing  his  sentiments. 

Presently  he  stopped  again  to  take  his 
bearings-and  breath-  and  I  heard  him  say 
tohimselt  "now  I'm  too  far  the  other 
way".  Again  he  turned  about  and  re- 
traced his  steps,  and  after  going  a  few 
hundred  feet  for  the  third  time  halted, 
and  taking  a  careful  survey  of  the  sur- 
roundings, said,  "now  I'm  all  right".  It 
was  not  quite  clear  to  me  that  it  was  "all 
right",  but  it  proved  to  be  so  for  in  a 
short  time  an  opening  in  the  forest  show- 
ed that  we  were  approaching  the  landing 
where  our  boat  was  concealed.  We  had 
a  row  of  three  miles  before  us,  and  it  was 
too  dark  even  on  the  water  to  be  agree- 
able, but  we  were  able  to  find  our  land- 
ing without  much  difficulty. 

After  the  routine  work  had  been  done 
that  night,  the  tent  flap  fastened  down 
with  a  safety  pin,  the  lights  put  out,  and 
we  had  found  our  respective  places  under 
the  blankets,  I  recalled  the  events  of  the 
day.  I  would  not  admit  that  I  was  dis- 
appointed, but  I  could  not  help  feeling 


how  much  more  satisfactory  it  would 
have  been  if  that  bullet  from  the  Winches- 
ter had  lodged  just  back  of  the  shoulder 
blade  of  that  handsome  buck,  instead  of 
burying  itself  in  the  mud  of  the  ravine. 
It  occurred  to  me  also  that  my  views  in 
this  matter  might  not  harmonize  with 
his,  and  the  fact  that  the  bullet  went  wild 
that  was  intended  for  him  was  probably 
not  keeping  him  awake. 

Perhaps  it  was  reflections  of  this  kind 
that  kept  me  awake  longer  than  usual. 
At  all  events  I  was  still  thinking  the 
matter  over,  when  I  felt  my  partner,  who 
had  been  asleep,  strike  vigorously  at 
something  and  hastily  light  a  match. 
"What  is  it  now?"  I  asked.  "A  spider  as 
big  as  a  mouse  was  on  my  face,  and  he  is 
coming  for  me  again,"  he  answered,  as  he 
held  the  match  to  the  ground  with  one 
hand  and  struck  at  the  aggressive  insect 
with  the  other. 

It  occurred  to  me  that  it  was  a  little 
out  of  season  for  spiders,  but  I  had 
learned  not  to  question  his  views  on  wild 
things  whether  insects  or  larger  game, 
and  inasmuch  as  I  am  so  constituted  that 
I  have  no  desire  to  have  spiders  the  size 
of  a  mouse,  or  even  those  of  a  smaller 
species,  explore  my  face,  I  asked  with 
some  concern  as  to  the  result  of  his  se- 
cond attempt  on  the  life  of  the  midnight 
prowler. 

He  assured  me  that  he  had  extermi- 
nated the  insect,  rolled  himself  up  a  little 
tighter  in  the  blankets,  and  his  deep 
breathing  soon  indicated  that  the  inter- 
ruption had  ceased  to  disturb  him. 

The  hoarse  inimitable  hoot  of  the  great 
voiced  owls  has  always  interested  me, 
and  I  have  often  listened  to  their  answer- 
ing calls,  one  near,  the  other  far  away, 
and  wondered  why  they  placed  themselves 
so  far  apart,  when  exchanging  their  even- 
ing compliments.  Possibly  they  may 
have  learned  that  it  is  at  long  range,  and 
when  giving  full  expression  to  their  deep 
voiced  notes,  that  their  owlish  sentiments 
can  be  most  appropriately  expressed.  At 
all  events  they  no  doubt  have  reasons  of 
their  own  that  we  need  not  try  to  under- 
stand ;  at  least  that  is  what  I  thought,  as 
from  our  camp  I  heard  the  lusty  call  from 
the  forest  on  the  mainland  across  the  bay, 
answered  at  regular  intervals  by  a  hoot 
from  our  island  home,  and  I  listened  to 
this  hoarse  dialogue  until  I  also  fell  asleep. 


A  Nova  Scotian  Fishing  Experience.

LAT  Lake  is  situated  in  the  depths 
of  the  largest  area  Of  forest  land  in 
Antigonish  County,  Nova  Scotia, 
and  is  only  a  few  hundred  yards  distant 
from  the  old  stump  that  marks  the  bound- 
ary line  between  Antigonish  and  Guys- 
borough  counties.  This  lake  was  dyna- 
mited four  or  five  years  ago  by  some  use- 
less characters,  who  not  being  able  to 
catch  the  trout  inhabiting  the  lake  in  a 
sportsmanlike  manner,  took  revenge  on 
the  fish  by  dynamiting  their  place  of 
abode,  and  thus  killing  hundreds  of  very 
fine  trout.  This,  however,  did  not  pre- 
vent Flat  Lake 
from  remain- 
ing a  home  for 
thousands  o  f 
trout,  owing 
to  the  fact  that 
at  the  time  the 
d  y  n  a  miting 
t  o  ok  place 
h  u  n  dreds  of 
trout  were  in 
the  brook 
which  runs 
from  the  lake 
into  the  South 
River,  and 
these  with 
others  from 
the  river  soon 
returned  to 
their  old  home. 

Two  years 
ago  Flat  Lake 

was  leased  from  the  owner  of  the  sur- 
rounding land  by  three  sportsmen,  nam- 
ely, Dr.  Huntley  MacDonald,  Dr.  C.  S. 
Agnew,  and  Mr.  C.  M.  Henry,  who  or- 
ganized, what  is  called,  the4 'Valley  Fish- 
ing Club."  Since  leasing  this  lake  they 
have  imported  some  very  fine  trout  fry, 
which  they  placed  in  the  water,  and  when 
these  trout  are  fully  matured  they  will 
weigh  from  four  to  six  pounds. 

I  was  invited  by  a  member  of  this  club 
to  accompany  them  on  a  fishing  excur- 
sion to  their  lake  and  of  course  accepted. 
The  pleasure  was  enchanced  by  the  antic- 
pation  of  being  once  more  in  the  woods.

As  Mr.  Henry  was  unable  to  accompany 
us,  much  to  our  regret,  there  were  just 
three  of  us  to  form  the  party. 

We  had  only  been  driving  about  an 
hour  when  it  commenced  to  rain,  but  be- 
ing filled  with  determination  which  none 
but  a  lover  of  sport  can  possess,  we  de- 
termined to  keep  on,  rain  or  shine.  After 
driving  twenty-three  miles  we  arrived  at 
Poison's  brook,  (the  brook  that  flows 
from  the  lake,)  and  put  our  horse  in  Mr. 
Wm.  Poison's  barn,  as  his  home  is  han- 
dier to  the  lake  than  any  of  the  other 
houses  in  that  district.    After  finishing 

our  various 
duties  about 
making  o  u  r- 
selves  known 
etc. ,  we  pro- 
ceeded on  our 
tramp  through 
the  woods,  and 
I  must  say 
that  w  e  pre- 
senteda  laugh- 
able spectacle, 
each  carrying 
some  peculiar 
article  or  ar- 
ticles, such  as 
blank  ets,  a 
frying  pan, 
fishing  rods, 
fishing  baskets 
and  last,  but 
nomeansleast, 
the  grub. 

After  walking  along  a  narrow,  rough 
path  in  the  thick  of  the  woods  for  about 
two  and  a  half  miles,  we  came  to  the 
club's  shanty  which  was  built  the  previ- 
ous winter  by  Mr.  Poison.  Our  first 
move  after  arriving  at  our  destination 
was  to  eat  a  good  big  lunch,  and  we 
certainly  did  eat,  as  we  were  more  than 
hungry,  we  were  starving. 

We  were  not  in  the  very  best  of  spirits 
now  as  the  rain  had  not  yet  ceased,  but 
instead  was  coming  down  in  drops  as 
big  as  marbles.  However,  we  soon  found 
plenty  of  work  to  do,  to  keep  us  busy, 
and  to  our  surprise  and  regret  we  discov- 
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cred  that  the  scow  was  not  in  good  sea- 
worthy condition,  her  bottom  being  one 
mass  of  holes  and  cracks.  A  little  oak- 
um driven  into  these  openings  made  a 
great  difference,  but  did  not  make  our 
craft  water  tight. 

The  rain  ceased  almost  as  suddenly  as 
it  had  started,  so  we  soon  had  our  scow 
launched,  and  were  afloat.  Although  it 
seemed  hard  to  believe,  we  were  speedily 
fishing  at  the  place  of  our  dreams,  Flat 
Lake.  The  Doctor  caught  several  trout, 
but  the  recent  rain  put  us  at  a  great  dis- 
advantage, as  we  were  fishing  with  flies. 
I  had  never  fished  with  a  fly  rod  before, 
and  when  I  think  of  the  awkward  man- 
ner in  which  I  made  my  casts  on  that  oc- 
casion I  have  to  blush  and  laugh.  I  will 
guarantee  that  if  my  line  tangled  in  my 

friends'  lines   

once  that  night 
it  tangled  fifty 
times.  At  last 
I  became  s  o 
ashamed  of 
myself  that  I 
stopped  fishing 
to  give  the 
Doctors  a 
chance  such 
as  they  rightly 
deserved,  and 
as  t  h  e  scow 
was  leaking 
badly  I  spent 
the  time  bail- 
ing. At  times 
when  the  craft 
did  not  need 

the  assistance  of  the  "tin  can,"  I  would 
watch  my  friends  admiringly,  as  they 
cast  their  long  lines  and  placed  the 
flies  on  exactly  the  spot  on  which  they 
wished  them  to  alight. 

Darkness  prevented  further  fishing  that 
night  so  we  beeched  our  "flat  box,"  and 
proceeded  to  prepare  a  hot  supper.  Dr. 
Agnew  made  a  fire  under  a  large  stone 
where  the  rain  neglected  to  fall.  Dr. 
Huntley  made  the  tea,  boiled  the  eggs 
and  fried  the  beef  steak.  To  our  disap- 
pointment Mr.  Poison,  our  guide,  would 
not  aceept  our  invitation  to  eat  at  our 
house,  but  went  home  saying  that  he 
would  return  in  the  morning.The  hot  food 
certainly  did  taste  good  that  night,  and 


we  all  declared  that  we  had  never  tasted 
anything  to  equal  it. 

The  way  we  spent  the  night  in  that  hut 
will  never  be  forgotten  by  any  of  us.  We 
all  slept  in  one  large  bunk  packed  like 
sardines,  but  that  did  not  aid  in  keeping 
us  warm,  and  the  rain  prevented  us  from 
securing  some  spruce  or  fir  for  a  tick, and 
as  we  had  only  three  blankets  between 
us,  each  person  wrapped  in  one  and  we 
were  cold,  cold,  cold.  Dr.  Agnew  slept 
on  the  weather  side  and  he  became  so 
uncomfortable  that  he  got  up  at  half  past 
three  in  the  morning  and  dressed.  Dr. 
Huntley  and  I  arose  an  hour  later,  after 
securing  about  an  hour's  sleep. 

Talk  about  rain  !  We  certainly  did 
have  it  in  that  locality.  It  seemed  as  if 
the  main  pipe  in  the  clouds  had  burst

dwelling.  There 
was  nothing 
for  us  to  do 
now,  but  to 
wait  until  the 
rain  let  up  a 
bit,  and  during 
that  wait  the 
interior  of  the 
hut  would  have 
p  r  e  s  e  nted  a 
very  amusing 
spectacle  to 
any  one  who 
couldhave  seen 
it.  One  fellow 
was  sitting  on 
the  edge  ot  the 
bunk  with  his 
legs  hanging  down,  another  sitting  on 
an  old  cracker  box,  using  it  as  a  rocking 
chair,  and  the  third  was  walking  from 
one  end  of  the  room  to  the  other  in  such 
a  serious  manner  that  one  would  think 
his  life  depended  on  the  number  of  times 
he  crossed  the  floor.  One  was  whistling 
and  keeping  time  with  his  feet,  another 
singing, and  a  third  humming, each  trying 
to  make  a  louder  noise  than  his  compani- 
ons, and  each  using  a  different  tune  with 
not  a  note  of  music  in  them  all.  As  the 
rain  did  not  abate  we  decided  to  pack  up 
for  home.  Dr.  Huntley  went  over  to  the 
lake  to  get  his  rod,  which  he  had  left  there 
the  night  before,  and  soon  returned  but 
to  our  surprise  had  not  only  his  rod  but  a 
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beautiful  trout.  The  Doctor  was 
about  as  much  surprised  as  we 
were  and  said  with  us,  "that  we 
had  never  heard  of  catching  trout 
with  a  fly  in  the  pouring"  rain." 
This  event  gave  us  new  life,  and 
we  were  soon  fishing  in  the 
pouring  rain  with  flies. 

Our  flies  were  in  great  demand 
that  rainy  morning,  and  when 
the  sun  came  out  about  ten 
o'clock,  we  had  an  hour's  fishing 
which  would  be  hard  to  beat,  as 
with  every  cast  we  would  catch 
one  or  two  beautiful  trout. 

I  had  improved  greatly  in  my 
casting,  which  was  due  to  the 
coaching   of  my   kind  friends. 
After  catching  all  the  fish  we 
wanted  we  landed,  and    were  greatly 
pleased  to  find  Mr.   Poison  at  the  hut 
with  a  large  fire  in  readiness  for  us.  After 
eating  a  hearty,  warm  meal  in  the  his- 
toric dwelling,  we  proceeded  on  our  jour- 
ney through  the  woods,  but  not  without  a 
feeling  of  sadness  at  leaving  the  scene  of 
our  very  pleasant  outing,  which  was  en- 
joyed immensely  by  the  three  of  us. 

I  shall  never  forget  that  morning.  Every 
thing  seemed  to  be  endowed  with  new

Conservation  of  Non-Nest  Building  Fishes  of  the 

Great  Lakes  *

HROFESSOR  Baird,  the  first  United 
States  Fish  Commissioner,  once 
declared  that  fishes  should  be  arti- 
ficially propagated  in  such  vast  quantities 
that  it  would  be  unnecessary  for  either 
the  Nation  or  any  State  to  enact  laws 
declaring  a  close  season  at  any  time  of 
the  year,  not  even  during  the  spawning 
period.    The  utterance  at  the  time  was 
generally  regarded  as  the  expression  of 
an  enthusiast  and  as  a  brilliant  dream 
impossible  of  fullfillment.  Conditions, 
and  the  position  which  fish  culture  then 
occupied,  seemed  to  warrant  the  general 
incredulity  with  which  the  utterance  of 
Professor  Baird  was  received;  indeed  it 
is  not  yet  entirely  a  fact  accomplished, 
though  with  few  exceptions  possibly  it 
could  be, if  the  National  Government  and 
the  States  would  or  could  furnish  money 
enough  to  hatch  all  the  fish  required  to 
meet  the  needs  and  demands  or  anglers 
and  the  market.    Professor  Baird's  re- 
marks, which   may   be   regarded   in  a 
measure  as  a  prophesy,  is  nearer  realiza- 
tion than  was   thought  possible  a  tew 
years  ago.    It  is  generally  freely  admit- 
ted, that,  with  increased  population,  and 
increased  number  of  anglers  and  commer- 
cial fishermen  and  consequently  greater 
demand,  it  is  now  impossible  to  main- 
tain and  increase  fish  life,  at  least  in  the 
fresh  waters,  without  the  aid  of  artifical 
propagation.     Evidence  of  this   is  too 
great  for  successful  denial.     One  clear 
proof  is  that  in   every   instance  where 
food  fishes  are  being  propagated  in  vast 
quantities,  and  where    nets  and  other 
devices  are  lawfully  used,  there  is  a  more 
or  less  marked  increase  in  the  number  of 
those  fishes.    On  the  other  hand  species 
npt  artifically    propagated    are  rapidly 
diminishing  in  number. 

A  notable  example  of  decrease  under 
such  circumstances  is  the  sturgeon. 

I  think  it  is  universally  conceded  by 
fish  culturists  that  for  years  to  come  it 
will  be  necessary    for  Governments  to 


provide  by  law  for  an  annual  close  sea- 
son for  nest  building  fishes,  for  a  period 
before  and  during  tneir  time  of  spawning, 
and  further  to  forbid  by  law, the  catching" 
of  such  fish  until  they  will  have  reached  a 
size  and  age  which  will  assure  ot  their 
naturally  spawning  once.  Among  this 
class  of  fishes  may  be  named  prominent- 
ly the  black  bass  and  trout. 

Huge  appropiations  and  large  areas  of 
land  for  fish  hatching  purposes  are  not 
necessary  for  fish  culturists  for  the  pro- 
pagation of  non-nest  building  fishes  on  a 
scale  more  than  sufficient  to  meet  the 
annually  growing  demand  of  the  market. 
A  close  season  during  the  spawing  period 
for  such  fishesis  today  not  only  unnecessary 
but  would  likely  be  a  hindrance  to  effect- 
ive work  by  fish  culturists.    The  eggs  of 
non-nest  building  fishes,  are  all  laken 
from  fish  which  are  caught  in  nets  or  de- 
vices used  for  the  market.    If  there  is  a 
close  season,  fornon-nest  building  fishes, 
then,  either  there  could  be  no  artifical 
hatching  or  there  could  only  be  compara- 
tively a  few  eggs  taken  from  fish  caught 
by  Government  officials  themselves,  or 
the  close  season  law  nullified  by  the 
Governments  through   the  necessity  of 
setting  all  the  fishermen  in  every  part 
of  the  lake  to  work  tor  the  purpose  of 
catching  fish  to  fill  the  hatcheries  with 
spawn.    If  any  number  are  not  set  to 
work  an  injustice  is  done  them  and  there 
will  be  a  less  number  of  eggs  for  hatch- 
ing purposes. 

The  cost  of  gathering  non-nest  build- 
ing fishes  of  the  Great  Lakes  and  their 
hatching,  and  that  on  a  vast  scale,  is 
comparatively  inexpensive.  Pennsylvania 
for  example  hatches  annually  over  250, 
000,000  white  fish,  lake  herring,  yellow 
perch  and  blue  pike  at  a  cost  ot  less  than 
$5,000  a  year.  If  it  could  secure  the 
eggs  it  could  hatch  double  the  number 
without  increasing  its  plant  materially, 
and  with  an  expenditure  of  not  more 
than  an  additional  thousand  dollars  a 
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year.  In  order  to  obtain  eggs  of  the 
white  fish  and  herring  sufficient  to  pro- 
duce the  number  of  fish  named,  every 
boat  fishing  out  of  the  port  of  Erie, 
Pennsylvania,  most  of  the  boats  fishing 
out  of  Port  Stanley,  and  Port  Burwell, 
Canada,  and  a  large  number  from  Ohio, 
waters  are  required.  By  increasing  the  size 
of  the  hatchery  plants  in  Pennsylvania  one 
thousand  jars,  all  the  boats  fishing  from 
Port  Stanley  eastwardly  in  Canada  and 
all  the  boats  fishing  from  Ashtabula, 
Ohio,  to  Buffalo  could  be  employed.  As 
the  state  of  Ohio  hatches  herring  on 
a  vast  scale  and  as  the  United  States 
Government  hatches  three  or  four  times 
the  amount  ot  white  fish,  and  fully  as 
many  herring  asPennsylvania,it  can  read- 
ily be  seen  that  notwithstanding  a  close 
season  during  the  spawning  period  every 
boat  fishing  on  Lake  Erie  would  have  to 
be  in  operation  or  the  work  of  the  Nati- 
onal Government  and  the  two  States 
would  be  greatly  restricted  or  stopped 
altogether.  If  there  were  a  stoppage  or 
a  restriction  there  would  quickly  be  a 
diminishing  supply  of  white  fish  and 
lake  herring  instead  of  the  great  increase 
which  has  been  experienced  in  the  last 
three  years. 

Natural  hatching  of  white  fish  and 
lake  herring  with  the  present  population 
of  states  bordering  on  Lake  Erie  could 
not  furnish  a  tithe  of  the  necessary  sup- 
ply. The  average  white  fish  deposits 
wherever  convenient  about  30,000  eggs, 
of  which  according  to  eminent  fish  cult- 
urists,  at  the  most  only  a  few  hundred 
hatch,  while  by  artificial  propagation  at 
least  sixty  per  cent  would  be  brought 
from  the  egg.  Under  the  circumstances, 
with  the  present  facilities  for  hatching 
and  the  comparatively  small  expense  of 
increasing  the  work,  it  seems  to  me  not 
only  unnecessary  but  foolish  to  the  last 
degree  to  declare  a  close  season  for  non- 
nest  building  fishes  like  the  white  fish, 
lake  herring,  yellow  pike  and  blue  pike 
during  the  spawning  season;  moreover, 
the  first  two  are  at  their  best  for  food 
purposes  at  this  period.  And  since  there 
is  an  ample  supply  it  seems  to  me  a 
wrong  to  deprive  people  of  an  excellent 
aquatic  food. 

It  is  idle  tor  anyone  to  declare  that 
there  is  a  diminishing  supply  of  the  four 


fishes  named  or  that  they  are  not  increas- 
ing. Figures  to  the  contrary  are  too 
overwhelming.  The  catch  of  white 
fish  by  fishermen  from  Port  of  Erie  in 
1903  was  36,500  pounds,  in  1905,  31.969 
pounds,  in  1906,113,278  pounds,  in  1907, 
574,265  pounds. 

In  1908,  in  spite  of  a  strike  and  in 
spite  of  the  nets  of  one  concern  not  being 
fished  for  some  weeks,  the  catch  was 
over  400,000  pounds  or  over  four  times 
what  it  was  in  1906  and  nearly  fifteen 
times  what  it  was  in  1905.  The  catch 
of  lake  herring  in  1905  was  3,060,250 
pounds  and  in  1906,  2,696,065  pounds,  in 
1907,  1,883,963  pounds  and  in  1908 
nearly  5,000,000  pounds.  The  herring 
were  in  such  vast  quantities  that,  from  the 
summer  of  1908  until  the  practically  shut- 
ting down  of  the  season  there  were 
times  when  more  fish  were  caught  than 
could  be  handled  by  the  dealers.  On 
one  occasion  in  September  the  fishermen 
gave  away  more  than  twenty  tons  and 
every  day  for  more  than  a  week  tons 
were  given  to  people  who  would  come 
after  them.  By  the  first  of  December 
the  dealers  had  their  houses  packed 
with  as  many  herring  as  they  could 
handle. 

Fishermen  of  Ohio  and  Canada  also 
felt  the  increase  of  fish  due  undoubtedly 
to  the  work  of  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, Ohio,  and  Pennsylvania.  Under 
such  circumstances  a  close  season  during 
the  spawning  period  appears  paradoxical. 
What  is  required  is  not  a  legal  close  sea- 
son at  such  times  but  on  the  contrary  to 
give  free  facilities  to  fishermen  to  ply 
their  trade  and  for  the  United  States 
Government,  the  States  and  Canada  to 
see  to  it  that  they  have  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  hatcheries  and  to  hatch  all  ripe 
eggs  from  fish  that  are  taken  in  the  nets 
and  to  take  measures  that  all  ripe  eggs 
are  gathered. 

There  is  some  argument  for  a  close  sea- 
son, not  during  the  spawning  period,  but 
during  a  portion  of  the  summer  months, 
say  July  and  August.  It  is  then  that 
young  and  immature  white  fish  and  her- 
ring,especially  the  former,  congregate  on 
what  is  usually  the  fishing  grounds  in  the 
greatest  number.  An  open  season  at 
that  time  permits  these  young  and  im- 
mature fish  to  be  caught  and  this  too  at 
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a  time  when  on  account  of  the  higher 
water  temperature  and  the  warm  weath- 
er, the  flesh  qualities  are  not  as  good  and 
it  is  more  difficult  to  handle  them  safely 
for  the  marker   On  a  broad  g  eneral  prir  1 


pie  that  fish  should  be  allowed  to  grow  to 
maturity  and  pass  at  least  the  first  spawn- 
ing period,  there  is  some  sense  and  utility 
in  a  close  season,  during  July  and 
august.

loose  are  increasing  and  spreading 
further  south;  caribou  have  been 
seen  in  greater  numbers  in  Cassiar ; 
deer,  except  near  the  coast  cities,  appear 
to  be  on  the  increase,  while  the  East 
Kootenay  is  being  restocked  with  wapiti. 
However,  on  Vancouver  Island  these  ani- 
mals are  being  killed  for  their  teeth  and 
protective  measures  are  necessary.  The 
outlook  for  sheep  is  also  encourag- 
ing. 

A.  Bryan  Williams,  game  and  forest 
warden  in  British  Columbia,  conveys  this 
information  in  his  annual  report  to  the 
legislature. 

Mr.  Williams  shows  that  the  system 
introduced  last  year  is  working  well  and 
that  big  game  is  increasing  rapidly.  He 
reports  that  the  special  grant  of  $10,000 
by  the  legislature  has  been  but  little 
drawn  upon,  as  the  revenue  from  licenses 
and  other  sources  comes  to  within  $200 
of  that  amount.  At  the  same  time  the 
revenue  thus  assured  has  permitted  the 
engaging  of  game  wardens  whose  work 
bore  excellent  results.  The  appointment 
of  additional  game  wardens  is  recom- 
mended. It  is  pointed  out  that  in  addi- 
tion to  their  ordinary  duties  they  are  fre- 
quently able  to  lend  valuable  assistance 
to  the  provincial  police.  These  wardens 
are  particularly  needed  in  the  country  to 
be  traversed  by  the  Grand  Trunk  Pacific 
railroad  and  in  the  McConnell  creek  dis- 
trict, where  there  are  thousands  of  cari- 
bou. 

Numerous  evasions  of  the  license  laws 
along  the  coast  as  far  as  the  head  of  Van- 
couver island  are  reported.  The  chief 
offenders  are  from  the  United  States,  go- 
ing into   the  province   in   launches  or 


yachts  and  rarely,  if  ever,  take  out  a  li- 
cense to  shoot.  The  purchase  of  a  fast 
launch  is  advocated  so  that  these  poach- 
ers may  be  looked  after.  It  is  also  sug- 
gested that  it  be  made  an  offence  to  carry 
firearms  without  a  license.  The  revenue 
from  big  game  licenses  amounted  to  $7,- 
700  during  1908. 

Tne  Indians  appear  to  have  given  little 
trouble  last  year,  and  the  keeping  of  the 
Stoney  Indians  from  Alberta  out  of  the 
province  has  had  a  splendid  effect  on  the 
game  on  the  eastern  boundary. 

In  the  East  Kootenay  reserve  the  game 
is  increasing,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the 
reserve  be  made  a  permanent  national 
park.  The  importation  of  European  red 
deer  and  chamois  is  suggested.  It  is 
stated  in  detail  that  the  first  named  have 
been  most  successfully  acclimated  in  New 
Zealand. 

A  plea  is  entered  for  the  grizzly  bear, 
said  to  be  nearing  extermination  in  sever- 
al districts.  The  animals  are  reported  to 
be  timid  and  it  is  suggested  that  it  be 
prohibited  to  trap^them. 

Beaver  have  increased  enormously  in 
southern  British  Columbia,  and  in  some 
parts  of  Kootenay,  Okanagan,  Similka- 
meen  and  Kamloops,  sufficiently  so  to  be 
a  nuisance  to  fruit  growers.  Permission 
to  kill  them  under  restrictions  is  suggest- 
ed. 

The  report  is  not  so  encouraging  as  to 
game  birds,  though  even  in  this  case  it 
would  seem  that  conditions  are  improving 
in  British  Columbia  as  the  result  of  the 
work  by  the  warden  and  his  as- 
sistants.

The  Big  Game  of  Northern  Ontario 


BY  JACK  MINER. 


nN  writing"  upon  this  very  big  ques- 
tion I  do  not  wish  readers  to  imagine 
that  I  think  I  am  the  only  man  who 
knows  anything  upon  this  subject.  My 
sole  reason  for  putting  my  own  views  for- 
ward are  that  I  have  hunted  in  many  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  Province  during  the 
last  few  years  and  my  knowledge  of  the 
condition  of  the  big  game  is  not  founded 
upon  what  I  have  read,  but  the  actual  ex- 
periences I  have  undergone. 

At  several  different  dropping  off  places 
between  Fort  William  and  Sudbury  have 
I  hunted  and  the  sportsmen  of  Fort  Wil- 
liam are  entitled  to  shake  hands  with 
themselves  and  say  that  they  have  the 
best  hunting  sections  within  the  Province 
within  their  reach — some  say  upon  the 
whole  continent.  Red  deer  are  coming 
in  from  the  West  and  multiplying  very 
fast  throughout  those  sections. 

In  the  fall  of  1907  an  old  French  settler 
told  me  that  five  years  before  he  saw  the 
trace  of  one  little  deer.  The  following 
summer  he  saw  one  deer,  but  "to-day  I 
see  one,  two,  five  everytime  when  I  go 
back  to  my  meadow  fields."  While  I  do 
not  know  just  how  long  these  little  white 
tails  have  been  there,  yet  I  do  know  that 
they  have  become  quite  plentiful. 

With  respect  to  caribou,  I  saw  lots  of 
signs  but  no  "boo."  Moose  however 
have  become  plentiful,  having  paths 
through  the  woods  like  cattle.  The  set- 
tlers snare  quite  a  few  ;  as  a  matter  of 
fact  they  snare,  I  believe,  more  than  they 
shoot.  Coming  east  along  the  north  shore 
of  Lake  Superior,  about  one  hundred  miles 
near  Schreiber,  we  found  the  moose  still 
very  numerous.  The  deer  are  scarce  yet 
in  a  few  places  and  the  same  may  be  said 
for  the  next  one  hundred  miles,  or  till  one 
gets  east  of  White  River. 

Id  1906  I  had  a  few  days  at  Dalton,  a 
flag  stop  about  half-way  between  White 
River  and  Chapleau.  Deer  signs  were 
encouraging  and  I  knew  it  would  not  have 
taken  me  long  to  have  secured  my  limit. 
I  don't  think,  however,  they  can  be  over 
plentiful  between  the  two  stations  men- 
tioned because  they  are  hunted  by  the 
sportsmen  from  Chapleau. 

From  Ridout  east,  one  is  almost  sure 
to  find  fairly  good  deer  shooting — at  some 


places  of  course  better  than  at  others. 

As  far  as  moose  are  concerned  it  is 
simply  wonderful  the  way  they  are  increas- 
ing. From  east  to  west  this  increase  is 
to  be  noted,  and  they  also  appear  as  if  be- 
coming quite  civilized.  Five  years  ago 
one  could  not  think  of  hunting  moose 
from  the  railroad.  Now  one  can  drop  off 
at  almost  any  place  where  the  country  is 
burnt,  and  by  going  back  a  mile  or  two 
find  moose.  A  party  of  six  Kingsville 
sportsmen,  five  of  whom  were  over  fifty 
years  of  age,  camped  about  three  miles 
east  of  me  last  fall,  and  though  hardly 
two  of  them  had  ever  previously  seen  a 
moose,  they  each  got  a  fine  moose  head. 
Four  years  ago  I  hunted  on  the  same 
ground  and  never  saw  a  moose. 

Last  year  we  found  things  so  much  im- 
proved that  my  eleven  year  old  boy  shot  one. 
They  were  quite  thick  on  the  ground  and 
appeared  as  tame  as  a  broken  down  auto- 
mobile. It  was  difficult  to  start  them 
and  when  they  did  start  they  made  a 
noise  as  though  the  whole  place  was 
being  moved. 

Now  don't  think  that  the  boy's  father 
shot  his  moose  for  him.  The  boy  shot  it 
himself  and  the  story  is  not  a  fake  one.  I 
might  state  just  here  that  the  Kingsville 
party  had  no  guide  and  their  successes 
were  therefore  due  to  themselves. 

Just  at  that  point  the  deer  are  not  in- 
creasing. The  reason,  I  believe,  is  that 
the  wolves  are  big  and  fierce  and  embol- 
dened by  long  immunity.  One  might  say 
the  fires  had  driven  the  moose  in,  but  if 
that  is  the  case,  the  fires,  occurring  as 
they  do  along  the  railway,  would  also 
drive  them  out.  The  fact,  I  think,  is  un- 
deniable that  moose  are  increasing  gener- 
ally all  over  the  Province. 

A  trapper  at  Fort  William  told  me  that 
ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  moose  were  not 
plentiful  enough  to  be  hunted  at  all  in  that 
neighborhood. 

I  believe  it  is  very  doubtful  whether 
fifty  years  ago  there  was  a  single  moose 
in  the  Province,  and  it  is  certainly  en- 
couraging to  be  able  to  report  that  they 
are  now  sufficient  in  numbers  to  allow  an 
open  season  each  year  with  good  pros- 
pects of  hunters  obtaining  a  head. 

The  deer  are  coming  in  from  the  west 
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and  south-west  out  of  Minnesota  and  are 
going  west  and  northwest  out  of  South- 
ern Ontario. 

If  we  could  only  get  rid  of  the  wolves 
there  would  be  good  shooting  all  over 
the  northern  portion  of  the  Province  in 
less  than  ten  years,  as  I  veritably  believe 
there  is  no  part  of  that  wild  country 
where  deer  cannot  thrive  and  do  well.  It 
any  one  should  ask  where  the  moose 
came  from  I  can  only  express  the  opinion 
that  they  came  from  all  directions. 

The  future  of  the  moose  is  a  subject 
wor  thy  of  the  attention  of  every  sportsman. 


Although  I  don't  believe  in  crossing  a 
bridge  before  I  come  to  it  there  is  some- 
thing more  than  a  possibility  of  moose  be- 
coming too  thick  and  falling  victims  to  a 
contagious  disease.  I  would  therefore  advise 
every  sportsman  desiring  a  good  head  not 
to  delay  the  matter  but  arrange  his  hunt 
for  next  fall  and  may  success  attend  him! 

My  experience  in  the  district  I  hunted 
was  that  ruffed  grouse  were  as  four  to 
one  compared  with  the  fall  of  1907, and  it 
is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  make  such  a 
report.  I  hope  they  may  soon  be  as 
plentiful  as  ever. 


Personal  Experiences  o 

BY  R.  E. 

a HOUGH  young  in  experience  in  the 
fascinating  sport  of  deer  hunting,  I 
have  learned  that  the  experience  of 
one  season  is  no  criterion  of  what  the 
next  may  be.    To  illustrate  : 

The  season  of  1907  opened  on  Friday  ; 
I  was  not  ready  to  join  the  hunt  till  the 
following  Monday  when  I  found  that  one 
deer  had  already  been  shot  by  a  member 
of  the  party  on  the  first  day,  and  on  the 
second  day,  one  had  taken  to  the  water 
between  a  couple  of  watchers  and  their 
boat.  On  Monday  one  of  the  party  and 
I  were  watching  the  same  lake  when  a 
deer  came  in  quite  near  to  us.  On  Wed- 
nesday another  came  into  the  same  lake 
while  we  were  watching  it,  and  on  Fri- 
day, when  I  was  watching  a  runway,  a 
deer  came  to  within  about  seventy  yards 
and  stood  watching  my  red  cap  until  shot. 
The  following  Monday  a  deer  took  to  the 
water  of  another  lake  very  near  to  where 
we  were  watching  it.  We  had  no  sooner 
got  through  with  that  one  and  were  walk- 
ing up  from  the  lake, when  a  big  buck, on 
his  way  to  the  water,  met  us  and  stopped 
at  about  forty  yards.  On  Tuesday  morn- 
ing we  lett  for  home  while  there  were  yet 
four  days  before  the  season  closed. 

In  1908, the  season  opened  on  Monday, 
November  2nd  and  closed  on  Saturday, 
November  I4th.  We  went  to  our  hunt- 
ing territory  better  equipped  than  the 
year  before  and  wonderinghow  we  should 
put  in  our  time  after  getting  our  comple- 
ment, as  partridge  hunting  was  prohibit- 
ed. The  opening  of  the  season  saw  us  on 
the  ground  ready  for  an  early  start;  our 
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SPARKS. 

dogs  worked  well;  game  seemed  as  plen- 
tiful as  in  the  previous  year.  We  remain- 
ed until  the  morning  of  Saturday,  thel4th 
and  the  first  live  deer  we  saw  was  being 
pursued  by  a  hunter  in  a  lake  as  we  were 
on  our  way  to  the  station. 

It  is  contended  that  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  luck;  but  I  for  one  am  fully  con- 
vinced that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  ill- 
luck.  I  watched  lakes  and  runways 
faithfully.  Our  hunting  was  done  on  two 
small  lakes  about  half  a  mile  apart.  If  I 
watched  one  lake,  the  deer  came  to  the 
other;  if  I  were  at  the  head  of  the  lake, 
the  shooting  would  be  done  atthefootjor 
after  I  had  watched  a  lake  all  day  a  deer 
would  come  in  at  evening. 

Before  coming  away  I  could  fully  ap- 
preciate an  oft  repeated  remark  of  our 
host,  a  farmer  who  has  lived  on  his  pres- 
ent farm  for  many  years.  His  brother, 
who  lived  a  few  miles  distant,  came  over 
for  a  few  days'  hunt.  It  appears  they 
used  to  do  a  good  deal  of  hunting  when 
game  was  more  plentiful.  Before  start- 
ing out  in  the  morning  they  would  specu- 
late as  to  where  a  deer,  which  had  been 
started  in  a  certain  locality,  might  be  ex- 
pected to  run;  or  at  night  they  would 
speculate  as  to  where  a  deer  had  run 
which  had  been  started  in  a  certain  locali- 
ty but  which  we  had  failed  to  secure. 
These  speculations  invariably  ended  in 
the  remark,  "Oach!,  there's  no  tellin* 
which  way  they'll  run  !" 

However,  the  weather  conditions  were 
perfect;  we  had  a  good  time,  and  we  fully 
expect  to  try  again  next  fail. 


Our  Annual  Fishing  and  Hunting  Trip.

[O  have  a  splendid  fishing-  and  hunt- 
ing trip  one  season,  will  raise  hopes 
in  the  true  sportsman  for  a  repeti- 
tion of  the  same,  if  not  indeed  of  a  more 
pleasant  and  successful  one  the  next 
season.

Such  were  the  feelings  of  the  writer 
when  Bruce

yearly  trip  to 
Lake  Cetche- 
comma.  I  saw 
at  once  that 
Bruce's  heart 
was  beating 
with  high  hopes 
of  repeating  our 
successful  trip 
of  1907  ;  but  I 
was  even  more 
sanguine  and 
affirmed  that  I 
anticip  a  t  e  d  a 
much  better  time 

as  the  weather  was  ideal  and  there  were 
to  be  four  in  the  party. 

Just  as  the  sun  gilded  the  eastern 
horizon  on  a  beautiful  Autumn  Monday 
morning,  our  teamster  arrived,  and  in  a 
trice  our  whole  outfit  was  packed  in  the 
rig  and  our  canoes  roped  on  securely. 
Then  in  a  mild,  hazy  morning  light  the 
camera  man  took  a  snapshot  of  us  as  we 
started  off  for  the  trout  and  ducks. 

With  a  flourish  and  a  crack  of  the  driv- 
er's whip  our  team  dashed  off, uphill,  down 
hill,  along  the  level  road  and  through 
the  valleys,  and  through  long  stretches 
of  hard  woods,  where  the  proud,  chesty 
partridge  sat  on  moss  grown  logs  in  the 
golden  sunlight,  or  strutted  in  a  dignified

manner  on  the  road  before  our  team. 
Strange  it  was,  to  see  these  fine 
ruffed  grouse  leisurely  seated  on  their 
favorite  logs  as  our  rig  trundled  along 
past  them,  and  one  certainly  had  "his 
nerve"  with  him,  for  we  thought  the 
horses  would  be  on  him  before  he  left 
the  road.  Just  at  the  right  instant,  how- 
ever, with  a  hop,  step  and  leap  he  clear- 
ed the  track,  ducked  his  head  under 
some  brush  and  disappeared  in  the  woods. 
Bruce  and  Sam  looked  round  at  the 
writer  and  remarked  "that  fellow  noticed 
that  Ontario  Fish  and  Game  Protective 

badge  you  are 
wearing  and 
knows  he  is  per- 
fectly safe." 
Whether  the 
boys'  idea  of  the 
badge  was  cor- 
rect or  not,  we 
could  certainly 
have  bagged 
three  or  four 
birds  b  e  f  o  r  e 
reaching  Lake 
Massassaga,  if 
partridge  shoot- 
ing had  not  been 
prohibited. 

Just  after  noon 
we  arrived  at 
Lake  Massas- 
aga  and  found  a 
logger's  steam  yacht,  with  two  miniature 
scows,  one  on  each  side  of  it,  laden 
with  supplies  for  the  lumber  camps  in 
Anstruther.  The  smoke  was  still  curling 
up  from  the  embers  on  which  the  men 
had  cooked  their  midday  meal.  We 
added  fresh  fuel  to  it  and  soon  had  our 
dinner  steaming,  while  the  lumber  yacht 
steamed  off  up  the  lake  with  its  cargo. 
As  soon  as  we  had  dined  we  packed  our 
canoes  and  started  for  our  camp  ground, 
where  we  landed  early  in  the  afternoon 
and  found  everything  on  our  island,  as 
we  left  it  the  previous  season. 

Bruce  as  usual  was  brimful  of  energy  ; 
he  selected  our  camp  ground,  the  place 
for  our  beds  in  the   sleeping   camp,  the 
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camp  poles,  the  place  for  the  camp  fire, 
the  place  for  our  ablutions,  the  place  for 
the  looking  glass,  the  place  for  our  toilet, 
and  the  big  pine  roots  for  the  night's  camp 
fire. 

As  soon  as  Bruce  had  done  this  we 
erected  our  two  tents,  and  made  our 
beds.  After  supper  we  had  a  couple  of 
games  and  then  rolled  into  the  blankets 
and  were  dead  to  the  world  till  morning. 

Tuesday  morning  broke  clear  and 
summerlike  and  the  Norway  pines,  the 
oaks  and  Jack  pines  stood  out  in  clear 
relief  in  the  bright  morning  sun  :  all 
Nature  seemed  to  be  on  a  holiday  :  the 
playful  squirrel  "that  had  not  learned  the 
fear  of  man"  danced  about  on  our  table  ; 
the  ducks  all  unconscious  of  our  proxim- 
ity whistled  over  camp  ;  the  partridge 
drummed  in  a  thicket  nearbv;  the  simp'e 
wo  odpecker 
tapped  at  the 
dead  limb  till 
Bruce  sent  a 
bullet  from  his 
2  2  whizz  ing 
past  ;  the  wary 
loon  sailed  on 
the  placid  wat- 
ers of  the  lake 
without  appar- 
ent motion  or 
sound  save  the 
V  shaped  ripples 
he  had  made  as 
h  e  propelled 
himself  along, 
and  theshy  mink 
paced  along  the 
logs  and  shore 
in  quest  of  food. 

Such  was  the  morning  as  we  sat  in  the 
mild,  golden  sunlight  after  breakfast 
arranging  our  tackle  for  trout.  After 
we  had  secured  bait  we  all  started  for 
Bruce's  old  stand,  but  the  writer  was 
the  only  one  who  landed  a  beauty,  which 
we  ate  at  supper. 

In  the  darkness  of  Wednesday  morn- 
ing I  heard  Bruce  call  "Sam  !  What 
about  those  ducks  ?"  and  the  reply  came 
in  a  drowsy  tone,  "Y-e-s  !  I'm  g-o-ing." 
Then  there  was  a  rustle  in  the  blankets 
and  everybody  seemed  to  be  tramping  on 
my  legs  as  I  lay  snugly  in  my  cosy  bed, 
but  I  was  only  getting  my  share,  for  I 
soon  heard  Mr.   Hamilton  making  very 
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derogatory  remarks  about  some  one  who 
had  trodden  on  the  calf  of  his  leg,  and 
then  he  said  something  in  a  low  under- 
tone which  I  could  not  well  understand^ 
though  he  knew  what  it  meant  quite 
well.  Just  then  the  flaps  of  our  tent 
closed  and  nothing  was  heard  save  the 
sound  of  footsteps  as  our  companions 
made  their  way  to  the  boat.  Almost 
immediately  we  were  in  dreamland  again, 
but  were  soon  awakened  by  "Bang  I 
Bang  !"  This  was  the  signal  that  there 
were  "doings''  by  Bruce  and  Sam.  The 
fusilade  kept  up  till  about  eight  o'clock 
and  just  as  Mr.  Hamilton  and  I  had 
finished  breakfast,  the  two  came  in  with 
four  nice  birds.  "Bouillon  !"  was  the  un- 
animous cry  and  "Bouillon"  we  had  that 
evening. 

In  the  afternoon  while  Mr.  Hamilton 
and  Sam  fished 
for  bait,  Bruce 
and  I  set  out  to 
the  east  over 
the  hugegranite 
rocks  to  find 
Cloudy  Lake> 
which  is  report- 
ed to  be  a  great 
place  for  ducks. 
As  we  travelled 
on  in  the  hot 
sun,  we  came 
to  some  wildly 
distorted  rocks> 
which  seemed  to 
have  been  rent 
asunder  by  a 
struggle  of  the 
elements  and 
Nature  hadbeen 
terribly  wounded  in  the  fray  :  fearful 
cliffs  stood  on  their  edges,  and  nodded 
over  us  as  we  passed  along  at  their 
bases.  We  got  into  one  of  these  savage 
gorges  between  two  of  these  granite 
mountains  and  wormed  our  way  along 
through  an  indescribable  tangle  of  bushes 
and  vines  till  we  emerged  into  a  large 
beaver  meadow,  bounded  on  the  north 
and  west  by  these  dreary  rocks  in  the 
form  of  an  amphitheatre.  I  climbed  to 
the  top  of  the  rocks  while  Bruce  wended 
his  way  along  a  deer  trail  through  the 
meadow. 

The  meadow  extended  to  the  southeast 
as  far  as  my  eye  could  see,  so  I  concluded 
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to  travel  north  east  on  the  top  of  the 
mountain.  Before  separating  we  agreed 
to  meet  at  four  o'clock  at  the  entrance  to 
the  ravine.  On  I  went  till  I  arrived  at 
another  extensive  meadow,  around  which 
I  made  my  way  and  yet  I  found  not 
"Cloudy  Lake."  I  looked  at  my  watch 
and  discovered  that  I  should  be  on  my 
return  trip,  so  at  once  faced  about  and 
travelled  south  west  across  the  sun  till  I 
came  to  the  appointed  place  of  meeting. 
No  Bruce  was  there,  so  on  I  went  to  our 
boat  and  found  him  near  the  landing. 
Just  as  I  seated  myself  in  the  canoe  I  looked 
across  the  bay  to  our  tents  and  saw  a 
great  smoke  rising  up  near  them.  "The 
camp  is  on  fire  !"  we  shouted  in  concert, 
as  we  bent  to  our  paddles  and  shot  the 
canoe  across  to  our  island  landing. 
Bruce  jumped  on  shore  first,  as  the  nose 
of  the  canoe  touched  land,  and  I  followed 

him  in  hot  haste,  

and  found  the 
trees  on  the  is- 
land on  fire.  The 
flames  had  not 
caught  either  of 
the  tents,  al- 
though the  fire 
had  burned  up 
the  tent  ropes. 
Both  of  us  seized 
boards  and  slap 
ped  them  down 
till  we  got  con- 
trol of  the  fire 
and  then  drown- 
ed it  out  with 
several  pails  of 
water.  A  spark 
from  our  camp- 
fire  had  started 

the  dry  leaves.  This  is  another  caution 
to  campers  to  always  drown  out  every 
spark  before  they  leave  the  camp. 

In  the  evening  we  all  fished  for  salmon 
and  Mr.  Hamilton  and  the  writer  landed 
eight  beauties  so  the  camp  was  well 
supplied  with  fresh  trout  after  this. 

On  Thursday  we  went  for  a  trip  around 
the  lakes.  Bruce  and  his  father  brought 
our  deep  water  line  into  play.  This  con- 
sisted of  a  steel  rod  and  reel,  two  hundred 
feet  of  copper  wire,  with  either  an  archer 
spinner  or  a  phantom  minnow  for  bait. 
Mr.  Hamilton  had  not  gone  far  when  I 
heard  him  call  out  "Hold  on  !   I  have 


him, "and  Bruce,  who  was  acting  as  guide, 
slowed  the  pace  of  the  canoe,  while  the 
end  of  the  steel  rod  was  quivering,  as  it 
nodded  hysterically  back  and  forth,  and 
Mr.  Hamilton  was  busily  reeling  in  the 
two  hundred  feet  ot  copper  line.  All  of 
a  sudden  there  was  a  swirl  behind  the 
canoe  and  a  splash  which  betokened  the 
presence  of  a  fine  salmon;  he  was  played 
skilfully  and  then  landed  and  admired. 
We  proceeded  on  our  way  for  a  couple 
of  miles  and  again  we  heard  the  signal 
shout  "I  have  another"  and  sure  enough 
another  was  played  and  landed.  As  we 
came  to  shallow  water  our  deep  sea  line 
was  taken  in  and  we  paddled  along  ad- 
miring the  beautiful  scenery  of  the  river 
and  the  lakes  till  four  o'clock.  We  now 
turned  our  faces  towards  camp  where  we 
landed  at  six  in  the  evening  and  found 
everybody  had  brought  great  appetites 

with  them. 
Bruce  always 
shines  when  a 
good  camp  fire 
is  needed,  so  he 
built  a  terrible 
pile,  and  capped 
it  with  a  large 
pine  stump, 
with  great  roots 
sticking  out 
from  every  side, 
resembling  an 
octopus.  The 
flames  soon 
curled  and 
wreathed  hea- 
venward from 
these  huge  pine 
arms,  but  still 
Bruce  kept  pil- 
ing on  fuel  to  give  us  better  cheer,  till 
we  thought  we  would  have  to  move  the 
whole  camp  a  couple  of  rods  away.  In 
his  intense  earnestness  he  stepped  into 
the  butter  dish  and  left  the  print  of  his 
heel  :  we  assured  him  the  butter  did  not 
require  any  print  whatever  as  it  was  ot 
most  excellent  quality. 

On  Friday  morning  the  boys  were  out 
again  at  the  ducks,  and  returned  with 
only  one  bird.  While  they  were  away 
a  partridge  came  right  into  our  camp, 
viewed  the  surroundings,  then  "whirred" 
away  over  to  another  point  ;  then  with 
innate  boldness  started  to  drum.    A  few 
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rounds  during  the  day  did  not  satisfy  him, 
but  he  kept  it  up,  nearly  all  night  to 
keep  us  awake.  We  made  a  solemn 
promise  that  if  he  should  do  any  such 
thing  next  season,  we  would  deal  out 
poetic  justice  to  him. 

When  we  needed  some  fresh  salmon, 
we  fished  at  intervals,  with  varying  suc- 
cess till  the  day  before  we  were  to  leave 
for  home.  Then  all  took  a  hand  and  we 
succeeded  in  getting  twenty-four  nice 
salmon  to  bring  home  to  our  friends. 
Mr.  Hamilton  used  the  line  for  deep 
water  fishing  and  out  of  nine  strikes  he 
got  eight  fish. 

Sam  had  found  a  veritable  paradise  for 
salmon,  but  as  he  had  only  a  bass  line, 
it  kept  breaking  every  few  minutes,  so 
he  only  landed   three.     He   has  found 


out  that  bass  lines  are  not  of  much  use 
to  fish  for  the  lake  salmon.  Altogether 
we  got  some  nice  strings  and  enjoyed 
thefishingand  thegood  suppersthey made. 

After  having  ideal  weather  for  eleven 
days'  most  pleasant  outing,  we  pulled  up 
stakes  on  the  twelfth  morning  and  landed 
in  Bobcaygeon  at  5.15  the  same  even- 
ing. All  were  greatly  recuperated  by  the 
trip  and  we  have  already  decided  to  re- 
peat it  in  1909  if  circumstances  at  all 
permits  it. 

Life  would  seem  monotonous  if  we  had 
not  bright  places  in  it,  so  when  we  dwell 
on  the  pleasant  memories  of  these 
sportive  days  and  anticipate  some  better 
ones  that  still  lie  in  the  future  for  us, 
we  travel  along  the  pathway  of  life  with 
a  blither  heart. 


Saskatchewan  Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association. 


A number  of  enthusiastic  sportsmen 
in  the  city  of  Regina  and  neighbor- 
hood met  on  Tuesday,  February 
second,  on  the  occasion  of  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Saskatchewan  Fish  and 
Game  Protective  Association. 

In  recording  the  work  done  by  this 
young  but  promising  Association  it  was 
stated  that  the  committee  has  negotiated 
with  the  Government  with  a  view  of  se- 
curing a  portion  of  the  buffalo  herd  which 
were  recently  placed  on  an  Alberta  re- 
seve,  and  have  them  transferred  to  Sas- 
katchewan. Communications  were  sent 
to  the  members  at  Ottawa  regarding  the 
proposition,  and  favorable  replies  were 
received.  The  introduction  of  game  re- 
serves has  also  been  taken  up  and  con- 
siderable encouragement  had  been  ex- 
tended the  association.  Another  import- 
ant feature  was  an  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  association  to  have  the  lakes  stocked 
with  black  bass  and  protected  by  game 
wardens.  The  Minister  of  Marine  and 
Fisheries  had  assured  them  that  although 
the  Government  was  not  in  a  position  to 
act  immediately,  investigation  of  the 
lakes  would  be  made  and  fry  inserted  if 
water  permitted  within  the  near  future. 
The  prevention  of  spring  shooting  or  the 
regulation  of  the  same  was  also  a  matter 
upon  which  the  association  has  given 
much  consideration.   At  a  previous  meet- 


ing a  resolution  dealing  specifically  with 
these  matters  had  been  passed,  and  at 
this  meeting  a  motion,  moved  by  Mr. 
Lawson,  and  seconded  by  Dr.  Armstrong, 
was  passed,  that  the  resolution  be  sent  to 
the  Minister  of  the  Interior  and  Wm. 
Martin,  asking  Mr.  Martin  to  urge  the 
Government  to  appropriate  some  suitable 
park  in  Saskatchewan  for  game  preserv- 
ing, and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  all  mem- 
bers of  the  province,  also  asking  that  the 
appropriation  be  set  aside  during  the 
present  session. 

Considerable  comment  regarding  the 
advisability  of  having  game  reserves 
controlled  by  the  Government  or  whether 
private  owners  should  be  excluded  was 
heard.  The  general  opinion  was  that 
native  birds  hovering  over  cultivated  land 
owned  by  private  parties  could  not  be 
controlled  by  Government.  If  fish  were 
onlyinpublic  waters, it  was  considered  that 
their  quantity  would  decrease  more  rapidly. 

One  of  the  principal  objects  of  the 
meeting  was  to  form  branches  of  the  as- 
sociation in  outside  points  throughout 
the  province,  but  owing  to  the  scarcity 
of  funds  it  was  impossible  to  send  a  rep- 
resentative to  explain  the  work  of  the 
association.  However,  every  effort  will 
be  promoted  by  the  association  to  in- 
crease and  spread  their  branches  through- 
out the  Province  in  the  near  future. 


Fish  and  Game  Protection  in  Ontario. 


A  REPLY  TO  THE  REV.   E.    M.  ROWLAND. 


WITH  deep  regret  I  read  in  your  is- 
sue of  February  1909  an  article  by 
the  Rev.  E.  M.  Rowland,  of  his  ex- 
perience last  fall  while  hunting-  in  this 
district.  I  say  regret — because  I  think 
you  probably  made  an  error  in  printing 
such  exaggerated  statements,  and  be- 
cause of  the  bad  effect,  first  on  the  Maga- 
zine, (of  which  I  am  a  great  admirer,)  on 
the  people  living  in  the  district,  and  on 
the  large  number  who  read  the  magazine 
through  the  country.  I  cannot  conceive 
how  any  passably  intelligent  person  could 
make  such  statements  and  expect  you 
and  your  readers  to  believe  them.  I  think 
the  best  way  is  to  take  the  statements 
seriatum  as  they  appear  in  the  article. 

The  first  statement  is  that  through  his 
cleverness  he  followed  carrion  crows  to 
the  carcasses  of  dead  deer  shot  by  the 
Ontario  Lumber  Co.'s  Cadgers  who  al- 
ways carry  rifles  with  them  in  their  wag- 
ons and  take  snap  shots  of  any  deer  they 
may  see.  If  deer  fall  on  the  spot  saddles 
are  taken  into  camp  for  the  company's 
use,  and  if  deer  run  out  of  sight  they  al- 
low it  to  go. 

Now  such  an  exaggerated  statement  as 
this  is  out  of  all  reason.  In  the  first  place 
allow  me  to  point  out  to  you  that  I  have 
been  connected  in  a  business  way  with 
this  Ontario  Lumber  Co'y.  for  the  last 
twenty-two  years  and  frequently  visit 
their  operations,  and  I  can  assure  you 
positively  that  their  cadgers  do  not 
carry  rifles  with  them.  Further  the  men 
are  ordered  by  their  foremen  not  to  bring 
any  portion  of  deer  near  the  camp  on 
pain  of  dismissal.  This  may  appear  to 
you  to  be  an  admission  that  the  men  do 
shoot  deer,  but  let  me  explain.  Often  a 
settler  goes  into  camp  in  September,  and 
does  not  wish  to  lose  his  job  and  time  to 
take  in  the  hunting  season,  and  may  use 
some  of  the  company's  time  to  shoot  a 
deer  and  take  it  out  to  his  family  by  cad- 
ger team. 

Again  if  the  Rev.  Gentleman  had  only 
allowed  himself  a  few  seeonds  of  calm  re- 
flection he  would  have  seen  how  absurd 
the  statement  was  that  venison  is  used 
by  any  Lumber  Co'y.   Why  the  very  first 


man  who  did  not  come  up  to  the  mark, 
and  was  dismissed  by  the  foreman 
at  low  wages  would  enter  an  action 
against  the  company  for  violation  of  game 
laws,  the  more  easily  so  as  he  can  lay 
the  information  secretly  so  that  you  can 
plainly  see  that  it  is  a  matter  of  self  pro- 
tection for  The  Lumber  Companies  to 
keep  all  venison  away  from  camp  entire- 
ly. The  above  also  applies  to  the  Long 
Lake  Lumber  Coy.,  of  Restoule. 

His  next  statement  is  of  how  he  was 
"told, "(please  note  the  quotation)  of  one 
man  who  came  in  with  seven  deer.  I 
firmly  believe  that  the  Rev.  Gentleman 
was  told  a  whole  lot  that  caused  many  a 
grin  to  be  cracked  behind  his  back.  It 
is  not  often  that  we  are  favored  with 
such  a  good  subject  for  '  'telling,"  as  he 
appears  to  be  and  of  course  we  must 
make  the  best  of  the  opportunity.  The 
absurdity  of  selling  deer  saddles  by  the 
ton  !  Did  the  Rev.  Gentleman  figure 
out  how  many  deer  saddles  went  to  the 
ton,  about  forty  I  would  estimate,  and 
only  one  saddle  to  the  deer,  think  of  it  ! 
I  might  also  say  that  seventy-five  (75)per 
cent  at  least  of  all  settlers  living  in  this 
district,  do  not  kill  any  deer  at  all,  simply 
because  they  do  not  own  rifles  and  could 
not  use  them  if  they  had  them. 

His  statement  with  reference  to  Beaver 
and  Otter  also  bears  the  same  mark  of 
exaggeration.  Now  within  a  radius  of  a 
very  few  miles  there  are  several  colonies 
of  Beaver,  one  of  these  within  one  and  a 
half  miles  of  this  settlement.  These  have 
been  there  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  and 
have  not  been  molested,  they  are  here  for 
anyone  to  see  for  themselves  if  they  wish 
to  do  so.  As  to  the  Otter  there  has 
been  none  offered  in  our  four  large  stores 
that  I  am  aware  of  for  years  past.  I  am 
well  acquainted  through  the  district  and 
have  not  heard  of  any  Otter  being  killed. 

In  conclusion  I  may  state  that  his  howl 
as  to  deer  being  scarce  is  hysterical.  The 
deer  are  increasing  all  over  this  district, 
and  also  partridge.  From  all  over  the 
district  come  reports  that  the  deer  have 
not  appeared  so  plentiful  for  the  past  ten 
years  as  they  are  this  year,  (and  as  it  has 
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been  a  mild  winter  so  far  the  deer  have 
certainly  not  been  driven  into  the  lumber- 
men's works  by  hard  weather  or  lack  of 
food.) 

I  can  also  assure  you  that  the  Game 
Laws  were  never  lived  up  to  so  closely  as 
they  have  been  for  the  last  four  or  five 
years.  The  settlers  as  a  whole,  (with 
hardly  an  exception)  are  assisting  the 
Department  in  Toronto,  with  their  work 
of  preserving  the  Game  and  Fish. 

Don't  think  for  one  moment  that  we 
are  fully  satisfied  with  our  Game  Laws. 
There  are  a  few  holes  yet  but  they  are 
gradually  being  stopped  up.  We  would 
like  to  see  the  dogs  prohibited  and  also 
hunters  who  exaggerate 

My  experience  with  the  Game  Wardens 
and  Overseers,  in  this  district  is  that 
they  are  hard  working  people  and  under- 
paid. More  especially  are  they  very 
busy  during  the  hunting  season.  On  the 
go  all  the  time,  visiting  every  hunting 
camp  in  their  territory  and  seeing  that 
the  laws  are  being  observed. 


I  must  say  that  our  experience  in  the 
past  is  that  the  wolves  kill  more  deer  than 
all  the  hunters  and  settlers  put  together. 
There  is  a  swamp  a  few  miles  from  here 
where  one  wolf  killed  eleven  deer.  This 
took  place  two  year*  ago  this  winter.  Of 
course  this  was  done  on  the  crust  during 
March  and  April.  We  have  two  men 
trapping  in  this  vicinity  this  winter,  John 
Robertson,  jr.,  and  R.  McKee.  I  am 
pleased  to  say  that  during  January  they 
secured  eleven  wolves,  and  hope  they 
may  get  as  many  more, as  wolves  are  the 
most  destructive  pests  we  have.  If  the 
bounty  were  raised  to  $20  00  or  $25  00 
more  people  would  take  up  this  work, but 
at  $15.00  it  does  not  pay.  Some  people 
may  think  differently  alter  reading  above, 
but  they  must  take  into  consideration 
that  Robertson  and  McKee  started  to 
trap  in  November  last  fall,  and  did  not 
get  a  wolf  until  January.

The  Problems  of  Protective  Work 

BY  CINNA 


The  question  of  Game  Preserves,  like 
every  other,  has  two  sides.  Much  has 
been  said  lately  against  preserves.  Edi- 
torials have  been  written,  and  resolutions 
passed  by  associations  organized  for  the 
protection  of  game  and  fish  condemning 
them. 

It  would  be  well  in  the  first  place  to 
look  into  the  matter  a  little  closely  and 
try  to  find  out  what  brought  about  the 
desire  on  the  part  of  individual  sports- 
men for  private  game  preserves. 

In  the  old  times,  say  forty  years  ago, 
when  game  of  all  kinds  was  plentiful, 
there  were  no  game  preserves,  public  or 
private,  and  no  one  thought  of  them.  As 
time  went  on,  shooters  became  more 
numerous,  the  breech  loader  was  intro- 
duced, bags  became  much  larger,  and  as 
a  natural  consequence,  game  of  all  kinds 
began  to  diminish  year  by  year. 

It  is  said  and  with  truth,  that  Cana- 
dians are  a  sport  loving  people.  Of  all 
branches  of  sport,  shooting  is  the  most 


fascinating.  Its  votaries,  once  they  have 
caught  the  disease,  never  get  over  it  un- 
til they  die,  and  it  is  safe  to  say,  that  they 
all  hope  for  a  happy  hunting  ground  in 
Heaven,  as  did  their  red  bretheren  who 
hunted  the  land  before  them. 

Now,  as  I  have  said,  game  of  all  kind 
began  to  diminish,  and  shooters  on  the  other 
hand  became  much  more  numerous. 
Amateur  sporstmen  who  went  afield  for 
upland  game,  or  to  the  marshes  for  ducks, 
generally  found  the  market  hunter  there 
before  them,  and  their  bags  became  smaller 
and  smaller,  until  they  almost  came  to 
the  vanishing  point. 

It  was  this  condition  of  affairs  that 
made  the  amateur  sportsman,  the  profes- 
sional man,  merchants,  bankers,  etc, 
men  who  had  been  in  the  habit  of  taking 
a  holiday  in  the  Autumn,  spent  either  in 
the  uplands  after  Quail,  Partridge  or 
Woodcock,  or  in  the  marshes  after  ducks 
snipe,  plover  etc.,  begin  to  think  of  a 
remedy  for  this  lack  of  sport.    What  was 
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more  natural,  than  that  they  should  think 
of  buying  or  leasing  a  piece  of  land  and 
preserving  it,  and  thereby  having  a  little 
quiet  sport  for  themselves,  undisturbed 
by  the  hordes  of  shooters  who  infested 
every  place  where  there  was  any  game. 
Of  course  marsh  lands  being  the  cheap- 
est, were  the  first  to  go.  It  would  al- 
most seem  as  it  these  men  had  committed 
a  criminal  act  in  providing  for  themselves 
so  that  they  could  indulge  in  their  hobby 
without  molestation.  Of  course  the 
trouble,  where  marshes  were  concerned 
was  that  the  public  had  had  free  access 
to  these  marshes,  and  were  now  sore  at 
their  being  bought  up.  But  shooting 
grounds  like  other  things  are  governed 
by  the  law  of  supply  and  demand,  viz: 
When  a  thing  is  plentiful  and  not  much 
in  demand  it  is  cheap  and  easy  to  get, 
when  it  becomes  scarce  and  people  want 
it,  it  costs  money. 

I  suppose  it  would  be  better  for  all,  if 
all  preserves  were  done  away  with,  and 
the  Powers  that  be,  took  charge  of  all  the 
shooting  grounds,  making  proper  regula- 
tions for  the  protection  and  propagation 
of  game,  regulating  the  shooting  so  that 
each  one  should  have  a  proper  share  etc, 
But  this  is  too  much  to  expect,  in  fact 
Governments  as  a  rule  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  at  any  rate,  are  very  careless  as 
to  what  becomes  of  the  game.  We  have 
seen  the  extinction  of  several  species  of 
our  game  birds  and  animals  in  late  years, 
and  several  others  are  on  the  verge  of 
extinction.  This  being  the  case,  can  men 
be  blamed  for  looking  out  for  themselves? 

The  great  destroyer  and  exterminator 
of  both  fish  and  game  is  the  man  who 
shoots  or  fishes  for  the  money  there  is  in 
it.  To  him  the  word  "preserve"  is  a 
nightmare.  To  be  restricted  in  any  way 
calls  for  his  loudest  pretest.  Those  who 
seek  to  stay  his  destroying  hand  are  called 
"Bloated  Monopolists"  and  harder  names. 
Any  legislation  tending  to  stay  his  hand 
is  class  legislation  intended  fpr  the  bene- 
fit of  the  sportsmen. 

The  market  fisherman  or  sportsman 
claims  as  his  right  all  the  fish  and  game 
he  can  take.  If  lovers  of  fish  and  game 
seek  to  stop  his  destructive  work,  he  lifts 
his  hands  and  cries  they  are  interfering 
with  vested  rights,  they  are  ruining  busi- 
ness interests,  and  so  he  goes  on  until 
there  is  verylittle  left  either  of  fish  orgame. 


Now,  this  is  not  an  overdrawn  state- 
ment, as  anyone  who  has  lived  long 
enough  and  takes  an  interest  in  the  sub- 
ject can  vouch  for. 

Take  the  Southern  Peninsula  of  Ontario 
for  instance.  Many  of  us,  not  very  old, 
can  remember  when  our  woods  and  fields 
teemed  with  game,  and  our  streams  and 
lakes  with  fish.  What  is  the  condition 
now?  Quail,  the  only  game  bird  left  on 
the  uplands,  are  s©  scarce  that  good 
sportsmen  would  not  shoot  one  for  tear 
of  being  in  at  the  death  ot  the  last  bird. 
Our  small  waters  that  should  be  reserved 
for  the  benefit  of  the  people,  are 
turned  over  to  the  deadly  Hoop 
net.  Our  rivers  allowed  to  be  in- 
cessantly dragged  by  seines  at  a 
time  when  the  fish  gorged  with  spawn 
are  ascending  to  deposit  their  eggs. 
This  being  the  case,  can  it  be  wondered 
that  men  fond  of  sport  and  recreation, 
band  themselves  together  so  that  they 
may  enjoy  some  sport.  Nor  can  it  be 
proven  that  preserves  are  not  beneficial, 
in  preserving  the  game  and  fish  from  ex- 
tinction. The  number  of  preservers  hav- 
ing money  invested  try  as  a  rule  to  pre- 
serve the  game.  Try  to  save  the  bird 
that  lays  the  eggs  as  it  were.  Not  so  the 
outsider.  With  him  it  is  "Kill  it  or 
some  one  else  will."  The  fact  of  the 
matter  is,  that  in  this  country,  we  have 
all  been  on  the  kill,  and  not  at  all  on  the 
preserve.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  older  settled  parts  of  Ontario, 
can  no  longer  be  called  a  new  country. 

We  must  adopt  Old  Country  ideas,  no 
matter  how  unpalatable  it  may  be  to  some, 
or  do  without  game  and  fish. 

To  prove  that  Game  Preserves  are  not 
altogether  a  bad  thing  in  the  community, 
let  me  tell  a  little  story. 
ftfJThe  Duck  Club,  to  which  the  writer 
belongs  thought  it  would  be  a  nice  thing 
to  have  some  Quail  shooting  on  the  high- 
land adjoining,  so  leased  a  tract  of  land 
from  the  farmers,  stocked  it  with  birds 
from  the  South,  and  for  a  number  of 
years  had  good  sport.  We  found  that 
our  birds,  although  well  fed  and  cared  for 
in  the  winter,  had  a  habit  of  straying  off 
to  the  adjoining  land  when  the  breeding 
season  came  around,  obeying,  I  suppese 
the  Scriptural  injunction  to  increase  and 
multiply.  When  the  shooting  season 
came  around,  the  adjoining  lands  held  as 
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many  birds  as  did  the  preserve.  Farm- 
er's boys  and  others  had  good  shooting, 
but  whilst  the  club  shot  with  care,  and 
were  satisfied  with  reasonable  bags,  the 
outsiders  killed  all  they  could.  The  con- 
sequence was  that  the  preserve  held  birds 
when  the  outside  grounds  had  been  shot 
out.  This  caused  envious  eyes  to  be  cast 
on  the  Club,  and  they  began  agitating 
amongst  the  farmers  from  whom  the 
Club  leased,  even  threatening  them. 
The  consequence  was  that  a  number  of 
farmers    refused  to  lease,  although  they 


were  well  satisfied  with  the  Club,  but 
their  neighbors  and  even  their  own  sons 
were  opposed  to  it,  and  so  the  Club  threw 
up  the  whole  thing.  Of  course  the  idea 
of  the  agitators  was,  that  if  they  had  the 
land  the  Club  had,  to  add  to  that  which 
they  had  already  had,  they  would  have 
doubly  good  shooting,  but  what  was  the 
actual  result?  Last  season  the  writer 
did  not  hear  of  a  single  bird  being  killed 
in  the  neighbourhood,  nor  could  he  hear 
of  a  single  bevy  of  quail  on  grounds  that 
before  held  from  thirty-five  to  forty  bevies. 


The  Difficulty  of  Enforcing  the  Law. 


A  most  interesting  case  to  all  lovers  of 
fish  and  game  protection  has  been  report- 
ed from  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Ont.  Oliver 
Pouquette,  who  is  a  jobber  at  Mile  63  on 
the  Algoma  Central,  was  fined  $200  and 
costs  amounting  to  something  over  $228, 
for  illegally  killing  deer.  The  case  was 
more  than  important  owing  to  the  diffi- 
culties experienced  by  theCrownin  obtain- 
ing evidence  sufficient  for  a  conviction. 

The  only  witness,  Samuel  Allen,  was 
employed  in  the  defendant's  lumber  camp 
when  it  was  alleged  the  deer  was  killed. 
After  he  was  summoned  to  appear  as  a 
Crown  witness  he  was  discharged  from 
camp  and  compelled  to  seek  employment 
elsewhere.  He  managed  to  secure, 
through  friends,  another  situation  in  a 
lumber  camp  but  was  again  discharged 
because  he  persisted  in  telling  about  the 
defendant's  conduct.  When  he  was  dis- 
charged a  second  time  he  was  at  a  camp 
at  Mile  51  on  theAlgomaCentral  Railway 
and  although  he  had  his  check  for  his 
time  he  was  refused  transportation  and 
compelled  to  walk  through  a  storm  the 
entire  distance  to  the  Soo.  The  walk 
kept  him  in  the  bush  all  day  Friday,  Fri- 
day night,  Saturday,  Saturday  night  and 
the  greater  oart  of  Sunday.  Unfavorable 


weather  conditions  prolonged  this  severe 
test  of  endurance  and  had  the  weather 
been  unusually  cold  it  is  doubtful  if  Allen 
could  have  reached  the  Soo  alive.  It 
was  stated  in  court  that  the  persecution 
of  Crown  witnesses  deserves  and  should 
receive  the  condemnation  of  all  fair  and 
right  thinking  people. 

The  evidence  for  the  Crown  showed 
that  on  December  sixth,  which  was  a 
Sunday,  defendant  took  a  gun  and  left 
the  camp  at  nine  in  the  morning,  return- 
ing at  one  p.  m.,  when  he  sent  a  man 
from  the  camp  to  the  bush.  Later  on 
the  man  returned  with  a  young  deer  that 
was  consumed  at  the  camp.  On  the  fol- 
lowing Sunday  the  offence  was  repeated. 

The  defence  was  a  complete  denial  and 
five  witnesses  were  called  in  corrobora- 
tion. A  determined  effort  was  also 
put  forth  to  besmirch  the  character  and 
reputation  of  Allen  but  without  success, 
the  magistrate  holding  that  a  serious  af- 
fence  had  been  committed  and  visiting  it 
with  a  smart  fine. 

This  case  forms  a  strong  illustration  ot 
the  difficulties  under  which  game  wardens 
work  for  an  enforcement  of  the  law.  The 
arrangements  for  the  case  were  in  the 
hands  of  Game  Warden  Calbeck. 


**A  Settler"  writes  from  Restoule  to 
protest  against  the  statements  of  theRev. 
E.  Rowland,  but  his  letter  was  full  of 
personal  insinuations  and  cannot  be  pub- 
lished. As  we  have  shown  by  publishing 
Captain  Kelcey's  letter  we  are  always 
willing  to  give  both  sides  a  hearing  but  let- 
ters of  this  kind  must  deal  with  principles 
and  leave  personal   matters   alone.  It 


does  not  weaken  a  man's  statement  to 
call  him  names,  but  it  does  display  a  pov- 
erty of  argument  when  a  reply  of  this 
kind  is  all  that  can  be  given.  "A  Settler" 
will  have  to  write  in  a  different  spirit  be- 
fore he  can  hope  that  his  writings  will 
have  any  effect  upon  the  question  of  the 
enforcement  or  non-enforcement  of  the 
Ontario  Game  Laws. 
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Another  Strong  Indictment.

Notwithstanding  the  apathy  of  the 
public,  and  also  of  the  powers  that  be, 
the  question  of  Fish  and  Game  Preser- 
vation will  not  down,  and  "Rod  and 
Gun"  is  to  be  warmly  commended  for 
allotting  space  so  liberally  to  its  discus- 
sion. 

I  think  about  two  years  have  passed 
since  I  presumed  to  use  your  columns,  so 
will  you  again  kindly  give  me  space  to 
further  discuss  this  great  subject  ? 

The  Rev.  E.  M.  Rowland's  indictment 
in  your  February  number  was  most  time- 
ly and  to  the  point  and  I  am  sorry  you 
saw  fit  to  qualify  his  contribution  some- 
what in  the  March  number.  Perhaps  he 
could  not  bring  absolute  proof  of  some  of 
his  charges,  yet  the  average  hunter  will 
take  his  statement  without  proof,  having 
in  their  experience  much  corroborative 
evidence. 

But  I  want  to  go  further  than  Mr. 
Rowland  and  give  facts  that  I  can  prove. 

During  the  hunting  season  of  1907  I 
repeatedly  came  across  a  lumber  camp 
foreman  hunting  Deer  with  dog  and 
rifle,  and  without  a  licence,  because  I 
asked  him  for  it.  On  my  return  home,  I 
gave  the  man's  name  to  our  local  Deputy 
Game  Warden,  together  with  dates,loca- 
tion,  additional  witnesses,  etc.  The 
D.  G.  W.  went  to  Toronto,  laid  the 
case  before  Mr.  Tinsley  and  the  result 
was  that  the  D.  G.  W.  was  instructed 
to  do  what  he  could  in  the  matter  at  his 
own  risk  and  expense.  Did  you  ever 
hear  of  a  greater  farce?  Fakirs  forsooth! 

Further,  I  had  positive  knowledge 
that  the  offender  aforesaid  had  been 
hunting  previous  to  the  occasions  men- 
tioned, because  I  had  met  him  in  the 
woods  with  dog  and  rifle,  and  I  can 
furnish  information  that  he  continued  to 
hunt  all  the  following  winter  with  the 
result  that  last  season  we  found  our 
territory  practically  cleaned  out. 

Let  me  say  further  that  I  have  personal 
knowledge  that  in  a  territory  one  hundred 
and  fifty  miles  long  by  fifty  wide  the 
great  bulk  of  the  lumber  camps  are  ac- 
curately described  by  Mr.  Rowland. 
Still  more,    I  wrote  to   Mr.    A.  Kelly 


Evans  giving  him  facts,  from  personal 
knowledge,  of  flagrant  offences  against 
both  Fish  and  Game  laws,  asking  him  in 
the  strongest  possible  way  to  help  us, 
and  after  some  delay  he  replied  to  the 
effect  that  he  had  placed  my  letter  before 
Mr.  Whitney  and  that  he  had  Mr.  Whit- 
ney's assurance  that  the  matter  would 
get  serious  consideration.    More  farce! 

Sir,  let  us  be  candid  about  this  ques- 
tion of  preservation,  and  own  up  at  once 
that  the  Governmeut  is  all  balled  up  on 
it.  The  previous  Administrations  were 
up  a  tree  too,  but  this  much  can  be  said 
of  them,  that  the  necessity  for  vigilance 
did  not  seem  so  great.  Now  that  deer 
haunts  are  being  made  more  and  more 
accessible  by  new  railways  and  ever 
increasing  revenue  is  being  pr@duced 
from  licences,  stupid  apathy  must  take 
a  back  seat.  The  Lord  helps  us  if  Major 
Hendrie's  prognostication  proves  true. 
He  says  "The  local  sentiment  of  every 
city,  town,  village  or  hamlet  must  be 
worked  up  to  a  centre,  thereby  giving 
a  united  voice,  before  our  Legislature  of 
Toronto  will  ever  move  outside  of  an 
occasional,  spasmodic ',  ill-conceived  effor?\ 
(the  italics  are  mine.)  Why  !  the  Major 
actually  proves  the  Rev.  Mr.  Rowland's 
indictment. 

The  long  and  the  short  of  it  is,  neither 
the  presentor  previous  Governments  have 
or  had  much  interest  in  Game  preserva- 
tion, and  if  it  sometimes  happens  that 
extra  pressure  is  brought  to  bear  from 
some  particular  spot,  the  only  action  is 
to  appoint  some  needy  useless  hanger 
on,  to  a  lucrative  job  of  doing  nothing. 
Of  course  sometimes  a  really  good  man 
does  get  the  appointment, and  the  results 
of  such  men's  work  are  proof  positive 
that  the  appointment  of  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  similar  men  at  decent  salaries 
would  very  soon  solve  this  question  of 
Game  Preservation. 

Pardon  the  length  of  this  letter,  I  feel 
that  I  have  but  touched  the  fringe  of 
the  subject.  With  your  permission 
I  will  take  up  another  feature  of  it 
later. 


The  Quebec  Fish  and  Game  Leases 


HON.  C.  R.  DEVLIN  BANCjUETTED  AT  QUEBEC 


THE  local  sportsmen  of  Quebec  believe 
that  the  Hon.  C.  R.  Devilin,  the 
Minister  of  Colonisation,  Mines,  and 
Fisheries  is  doing  his  work  with  zeal  and 
good  effect.  To  mark  their  approval  of 
his  actions  and  to  further  closer  acquain- 
tance, as  a  result  of  which  they  hope  for  a 
sympathetic  consideration  of  their  require- 
ments, they  invited  him,  at  the  beginning 
of  February  to  a  banquet  at  which  fish 
and  game  topics  furnished  the  burden  of 
the  speeches. 

Mr.  E.  G.  Joly  de  Lotbiniere,  Presi- 
dent of  the  Sportsmen's  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Association  presided  and  the 
banquet  was  in  every  respect  a  marked 
success. 

The  table  was  in  the  form  of  a  horse- 
shoe, and  in  the  centre,  facing  the  chair, 
was  a  splendid  specimen  of  red  deer  peep- 
ing out  of  mass  of  shrubs  and  greenery, 
and  producing  a  splendid  effect. 

After  the  toast  of  the  King  came  that 
of  the  guest  of  the  evening,  the  Hon.  C. 
R.  Devlin.  The  Chairman  in  submitting 
the  toast,  made  a  defence  of  the  Quebec 
system  of  leases.  He  showed  that  while 
only  a  comparatively  small  proportion  of 
the  area  of  Quebec  wild  lands  was 
under  lease,  the  splendid  protection  giv- 
en by  these  lessees,  in  some  instances 
for  a  quarter  of  a  century  and  more,  was 
responsible  for  the  salvation  of  fish  and 
game,  not  only  on  the  leased  territories 
themselves  but  also  over  the  adjacent 
country,  into  which  the  surplus  game  of 
the  woods  and  fishes  of  the  stream  con- 
stantly extended  themselves.  He  also 
furnished  statistics  of  the  enormous  bene- 
fits conferred  upon  the  poor  settlers  in  the 
generally  inhospitable  parts  ot  the  coun- 
try where  the  best  fish  and  game  clubs 
had  their  preserves.  One  of  these  clubs 
that  he  knew  of  had  ninety  guides  out  in 
the  woods  at  one  time.  All  of  them 
spent  enormous  sums  of  money  among 
the  habitants,  and  the  latter  would  be 
very  sorry  indeed  to  see  a  disappearance 
of  the  present  system.  He  also  pointed 
out  the  number  of  excellent  guardians 


maintained  by  the  clubs  at  good  salaries 
who  had  done,  and  were  still  doing  so 
much  to  protect  the  provincial  supply  of 
fish  and  game.  In  this  connection  he 
pointed  out  that  more  protection  was 
achieved  in  this  manner  than  could  be  af- 
forded by  government,  and  it  was  a  mat- 
ter of  much  satisfaction  tosportsmen  that 
Hon  Mr  Devlin  had  decided  to  pay  prop- 
er guardians  goodsalaries  for  good  work, 
and  as  a  preliminary  step,  had  dismissed 
a  number  of  insufficiently  paid  men,  who 
had  been  as  a  rule  sitting  all  the  winter 
through  by  their  stoves,  instead  of  doing 
the  work  expected  of  them.  In  very 
delicate  terms  he  offered  a  number  of 
amendments  that  he  considered  might, 
with  propriety,  be  made  to  the  fish  and 
game  laws.  Amongst  other  matters,  Mr. 
Joly  de  Lotbiniere  referred  to  the  sale  of 
enormous  quanties  of  dangerous  Mauser 
rifles  throughout  the  country,  and  urged 
that  partridges  and  hares  be  given  an  en- 
tire close  season  of  two  or  three  years  in 
which  to  reproduce  and  multiply  their 
kind,  and  that  the  rules  respecting  tags 
on  carcases  of  big  game  be  so  amended 
as  to  check  certain  existing  abuses. 

The  Hon  C*  R.  Devlin  expressed  his 
appreciation  of  the  compliment  paid  him 
by  the  sportsmen  of  Quebec.  It  had  never 
occurred  to  him  till  that  afternoon  that 
the  little  dinner  which  he  had  been  invited 
to  partake  of  with  a  few  friends  meant  a 
complimentary  banquet  to  himself,  and 
least  of  all,  one  of  such  importance,  in- 
fluence and  magnitude.  He  was  glad 
that  their  devoted  Secretary,  Mr.  Cham- 
bers, who  as  he  had  said  elsewhere  was 
one  of  his  greatest  persecutors  in  the  way 
of  constantly  pressing  fish  and  game  pro- 
tection upon  him  in  all  its  forms,  had  in- 
duced him  to  go  up  with  him  to  Toronto 
to  the  meeting  of  the  North  American 
Fish  and  Game  Association,  where,  as 
anticipated,  the  effort  was  made  by  Tor- 
onto people  to  dictate  to  the  Government 
of  Quebec  the  abolition  of  the  system  of 
fish  and  game  protection  by  means  of 
clubs   holding  leases   of  fish  and  game 
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preserves.  He  had  too  much  apprecia- 
tion of  the  work  of  fish  and  game  clubs 
to  be  affected  himself  by  any  resolution 
that  might  be  adopted  at  Toronto  or  any- 
where else.  He  had  believed  it  to  be  his 
duty  to  combat  the  idea  of  such  dictation, 
and  to  prevent  the  movement  for  the 
undue  influencing  of  public  opinion  in 
Quebec  against  a  system  that  was  pecu- 
liarly adapted  to  their  necessities  and  con- 
dition. The  clubs  had  done  good  work 
and  he  could  endorse  what  the  chairman 
had  said  of  them.  In  fact,  though  no 
member  of  a  government  desired  to  de- 
preciate its  work  he  almost  ventured  to 
say  that  they  had  done  more  for  protec- 
tion than  the  government  itself  had  been 
able  to  do.  They  had  made  liberal  ex- 
penditure of  their  means,  trusting  to  the 
good  faith  of  the  government.  Was  this 
good  faith  to  fail  them?  He  had  asked 
the  Toronto  gentleman  who  had  moved 
in  this  matter  whether  he  was  expected  to 
tell  the  members  of  these  clubs  who  had 
thus  counted  on  the  good  faith  of  the 
government  of  Quebec  that  they  had 
made  a  mistake  and  thrown  away  their 
money,  and  that  he  as  Minister,  was  now 
about  to  rob  them  and  turn  them  out, 
and  he  had  answered  his  own  question 
by  simply  but  positively  saying:  "I  won't 
do  it."  In  the  interest  of  the  clubs  them- 
selves he  had  acted  with  what  might  ap- 
pear to  be  harshness  to  them.  In  many 
instances,  rentals  had  been  raised  as  leas- 
es were  renewed,  and  these  renewals  were 
usually  for  a  term  of  five  years,  instead 
of  nine  or  ten.  If  the  Ontario  system 
was  so  much  superior  to  that  of  Quebec, 
why  did  so  many  Ontario  sportsmen  come 
to  this  province  for  their  hunting  and 
fishing  and  participate  in  this  system  of 
clubs  and  leases  which  some  of  their  peo- 
ple were  so  anxious  to  destroy?  How 
many  province  of  Quebec  people  found  it 
necessary  to  go  into  Ontario  for  their 
sport? 

He  made  mention  of  the  unprecedented 
large  revenue  of  $100,000  which  had 
been  received  from  fish  and  game  by  the 
government  last  year,  and  after  compli- 
menting the  local  fish  and  game  protec- 
tective  association  upon  its  good  work 
declared  that  he  had  been  indebted  to  it 
in  the  past  for  many  excellent  sugges- 
tions. As  illustrating  the  influence  it 
had  exerted  upon  him  he  mentioned  that 


it  was  in  line  with  its  recommendations 
that  the  close  season  for  moose,  deer  and 
caribou  had  remained  unchanged,  that 
the  prohibition  of  beaver  hunting  and  the 
sale  of  partridge  had  been  extended,  that 
contractors,  lumbermen  and  others  had 
been  made  responsible  in  law  for  the  vio- 
lation of  fish  and  game  regulations  by 
their  employees,  and  that  a  number  of 
picayune  salaries,  insufficient  to  induce 
any  man  to  work  as  a  guardian,  had  been 
withdrawn  from  men  who  did  nothing  to 
earn  them.  In  this  latter  connection,  he 
frankly  admitted  that  men  could  not  be 
expected  to  do  good  work  on  such  miser- 
able pittances.  He  was  a  believer  in 
good  salaries  for  efficient  services,  for  the 
laborer  was  worthy  of  his  hire.  He  con- 
gratulated himself  upon  the  excellent  staff 
of  officials  by  whom  he  was  surrounded 
in  his  department  and  upon  the  excellent 
services  rendered  by  his  friend  the  assist- 
ant Attorney  General,  Mr.  Charles  Lanc- 
tot,  in  both  the  framing  and  enforcing  of 
his  legislation.  He  thanked  the  chair- 
man for  his  suggestions  They  would  all 
be  carefully  considered.  He  invited  the 
association  to  meet  him  at  his  office  and 
discuss  proposed  amendments  to  the  ex- 
isting law,  and  hoped  they  would  present 
a  united  front.  He  urged  upon  the  lumb- 
er kings  of  the  province  the  propriety  of 
disarming  all  their  employees  in  the 
woods,  as  a  useful  measure  of  game  pro- 
tection. In  expressing  his  appreciation 
of  the  honor  done  him  that  evening,  he 
spoke  eloquently  of  Quebec's  reputation 
for  hospitality,  and  recalled  his  early  im- 
pressions of  it. 

Sir  George  Garneau,  Mayor  of  Quebec, 
was  called  upon  to  address  the  gathering 
and  in  well  chosen  phrases  spoke  of  the 
duties  which  every  sportsman  should  take 
upon  himself  to  perform,  not  only  to  safe- 
guard his  own  interests  but  those  of  the 
province  which  derived  great  revenue 
from  its  fish  and  game.  Sir  George 
spoke  yery  feelingly  of  the  delights  of  the 
chase  and  of  the  good  work  which  had 
been  accomplished,  not  only  by  the  fish 
and  game  association,  but  also  by  differ- 
ent clubs  holding  leases  from  the  govern- 
ment. He  joined  in  the  congratulations 
which  had  been  tendered  to  the  Minister 
for  his  efforts  in  the  direction  of  better 
protection  of  fish  and  game. 


Canadian  Forestry  Association. 


Important  Conferences  at  Toronto. 


THE  members  of  the  Canadian  For- 
estry Association  held  a  two  days' 
Convention  in  Toronto  early  in 
February.  The  attendance  was  large 
and  representative,  including  the  Gover- 
nor General  of  Canada,  the  Lieutenant 
Goveinor  of  Ontario,  Mr.  W.  B.  Snow- 
ball, New  Brunswick,  the  President,  &c. 

Earl  Grey  emphasized  the  direct  bear- 
ing of  forestry  upon  agricultural  and 
national  prosperity  and  the  health  and 
happiness  of  the  people.  After  dwelling 
upon  the  "selfish  disregard  for  the 
public  interest"  which  had  characterised 
the  people  of  the  United  States  in  their 
past  dealings  with  the  natural  resources 
of  their  country,  he  pointed  out  their 
present  activities  on  these  subjects.  "The 
teaching  of  the  people  how  to  care  for 
their  forests  is  becoming  the  first  object 
of  the  American  Government.  I  hope  it 
will  also  become  the  first  object  of  the 
Canadian  people.  The  forest  area  in  the 
Dominion  is  354,000,000  acres.  By  far 
the  greater  part  of  this  is  still  Crown 
land,  or  in  other  words,  belongs  to  the 
people.  The  question  for  you  to  deter- 
mine appears  to  me  to  be  this:  Shall 
this  great  inheritance,  of  which  you  are 
the  trustees,  be  handed  over  to  uncon- 
trolled individuals  to  be  misused,  with- 
out regard  to  the  interests  of  posterity, 
or  shall  it  be  managed  under  careful  and 
well  considered  regulations  on  lines 
which  will  increase  the  public  revenues, 
at  the  same  time  that  they  will  ensure  a 
steady  advance  in  capital  value." 

The  Hon.  j.  M.  Gibson  pointed  out 
that  Ontario  had  set  aside  vast  forest 
reserves  though  he  agreed  more  should 
rightly  be  done  in  that  direction.  Effec- 
tive fire  ranging  was  necessary  to  pro- 
tect the  forests. 

Mr.  Watson,  President  of  the  Toronto 
Board  of  Trade,  held  that  no  more  noble 
object  than  the  protection  of  our  forests 
for  the  benefit  of  future  generations 
could  be  conceived.  The  Toronto  Board 
of  Trade  were  whole  heartedly  for  forest 
protection. 

The  Hon.  Sydney  Fisher,  Dominion 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  regretted  that 


Canadians  had  followed  the  example  of 
the  older  people  to  the  south  and  had 
also  been  wasteful  and  reckless  in  the 
destruction  of  their  forests.  Careless- 
ness and  ignorance  were  great  dangers, 
but  he  hoped  the  public  awakening  would 
lead  young  people  to  carry  out  the  policy 
of  protection  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Canada  has  the  greatest  water  system 
for  navigation  and  transportation  in  the 
world,  but  already  the  water  varied  in 
depth  and  the  channels  had  to  be  dredg- 
ed, and  it  was  feared  that  the  facilities 
for  ocean  liners  going  to  Montreal  was  in 
danger  if  the  forests,  which  held  the 
head  waters  of  the  rivers,  were  not  pro- 
tected. 

Hon.W.C.H.  Grimmer,  Surveyor  Gen- 
eral of  New  Brunswick,  described  the 
efforts  of  that  Province  for  better  things. 
He  believed  in  the  absolute  preservation 
of  the  forests.  In  New  Brunswick  great 
precautions  were  taken  against  fire  and 
a  new  departure  had  been  made  by  get- 
ting the  correct  scales  of  the  timber  cut. 

Mr.  Frank  Hawkins,  Secretary  of  the 
Canadian  Lumbermen's  Association, 
pointed  out  how  intensely  the  lumbermen 
were  interested  in  forest  protection,  and 
promised  all  the  help  the  lumbermen 
could  give  in  the  work. 

Professor  McClement,  of  Queen's  Uni- 
versity, promised  that  in  all  the  instruc- 
tion at  Queen's  he  would  point  out  the 
necessity  of  every  man  subordinating  his 
own  private  interests  to  those  of  the  pub- 
lic and  the  future,  and  to  some  extent 
sow  the  seeds  of  public  opinion  which 
would  prevent  the  exploitation  of  the 
forests  in  a  wasteful  manner. 

Various  suggestions  were  made  by 
Messrs  R.  Bergerin,  Quebec,  A.  Kelly 
Evans,  Toronto,  J.  B.  Laidlaw  and  Pro- 
fessor Fernow,the  latter  describing  fores- 
try as  true  patriotism,  because  it  took 
thought  for  the  future. 

Mr.  Snowball,  in  the  course  of  his  pres- 
idential address,  suggested  the  appoint- 
ment of  lecturers  to  visit  the  forested 
portions  of  the  country  and  give  practical 
talks  on  forestry  subjects.  He  further 
thought  each  Province  should  have  the 
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whole  of  its  wooded  area  gone  over  by 
persons  properly  qualified  to  run  survey 
lines.  Both  the  Federal  and  Provincial 
Governments  should  be  urged  to  enact 
more  stringent  laws  against  forest  fires 
and  appoint  permanent  fire  guardians  on 
every  one  hundred  square  miles.  At  the 
head  waters  of  every  stream  there  should 
be  forests  reserved  for  the  regulation  of 
the  water  supply,  and  fish  weirs  should 
be  maintained  to  enable  fish  to  reach 
their  spawning  ground. 

President  Falconer,  in  welcoming  the 
delegates  to  the  University,  dwelt  upon 
the  hopes  he  entertained  from  the  est 
ablishment  of  a  School  of  Forestry  at 
Toronto  University.  He  trusted  that  the 
students  might  so  mould  public  opinion 
that  selfishness  would  be  replaced  by  a 
desire  to  help  in  the  developement  of 
the  nation. 

Mr.  A.  T.  Drummond,  in  a  paper  on 
"The  Practical  Side  of  the  Forestry 
Question,"  suggested  the  establishment 
of  a  forestry  bureau  in  connection  with 
the  Provinces  of  Ontario  and  Quebec  sim- 
ilar to  the  bureau  now  in  existence  at 
Washington. 

Mr.  Aubrey  White,  Deputy  Minister 
of  Lands  and  Forests  for  Ontario,gave  a 
paper  on  "The  Forest  Resources  of 
Ontario".  He  gave  a  history  of  the 
timber  regulations  of  the  Province  stat- 
ing that  over  fifty  millions  of  dollars  had 
been  received  by  the  Provincial 
exchequer  from  forest  and  minerals. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Whitman,  President  of 
the  Nova  Scotia  Lumbermen's  Associa- 
tion, submitted  a  paper  on  "Forest 
Conditions  in  Nova  Scotia".  The 
cutting  of  timber  and  the  output  of 
lumber  had  reached  the  limit  of  reason- 
able production,  and  the  increasing  value 
of  lumber  had  a  tendency  to  draw  al- 
together too  heavily  on  the  diminishing 
timber  reserves.  In  Nova  Scotia  the 
province  long  ago  lost  control  of  its 
best  land  and  now  the  Government  was 
left  with  1,500,000  acres  of  the  poorest 
lots  scattered  from  one  end  of  the  prov- 
ince to  the  other.  A  forest  policy  adapt- 
ed to  the  present  system  of  tenure  was 
badly  needed.  The  Government  was 
now  preparing  the  way  for  a  descriptive 
survey  of  the  provincial  forest  lands 
and  he  advocated  like  action  by  all  the 
other  Provincial  Governments. 


Mr.  R.  B.  Miller,  of  the  Forestry 
Department  of  the  New  Brunswick 
University,  in  a  paper  on  "General  For- 
estry Conditions  and  Forestry  Education" 
expressed  his  earnest  conviction  that 
education  formed  the  best  possible  means 
for  carrying  out  a  policy  of  forest  pro- 
tection. 

On  the  second  day  Dr.  Fernow  read 
a  paper  on  "What  We  Want".  "We 
want  the  Governments  of  the  Dominion," 
he  said  "to  change  radically  their  atti- 
tude towards  the  national  property  in 
the  forests.  We  want  the  Governments 
to  realize  that  there  are  other  ways  of 
utilizing  forest  properties  than  merely 
exploiting  them,  that  a  rational,  properly 
directed,  technical  management  is  cap- 
able of  securing  all  the  value  without 
destroying  the  capacity  for  further  pro- 
duction, in  other  words,  that  forests  can 
be  managed  as  crops  to  be  reproduced 
while  the  ultilization  is  going  on. 

"Next  we  want  the  Governments  of 
the  provinces,  especially  the  eastern  ones, 
to  realize  that  not  less  than  two-thirds 
of  their  territory,  and  most  likely  more, 
is  not  fit  for  agriculture  and  only  fit  to 
grow  timber.  Hence,  there  should  be 
a  more  careful  distinction  made  in  the 
treatment  of  the  two  situations. 

"And  here  we  come  to  our  third  and 
most  fudamental  want,  efficient  protec- 
tion against  forest  fires,  without  which 
all  other  propositions  and  the  practice  of 
forestry  are  futile." 

"To  make  fire  protection  effective  in 
the  provinces,  there  is  lacking  first,  the 
proper  attitude,  next  the  organization, 
next  the  men  and  adequate  expenditure, 
and  lastly,  proper  morality  among  the 
people  at  large. 

"I  believe  the  Dominion  Government 
and  the  Province  of  Quebec  have  the 
feeble  beginnings  of  such  an  organiza- 
tion which  only  needs  to  be  further  elab- 
orated. These  two  Governments  have 
inaugurated  what  would  appear  to  be  the 
first  requirement,  namely,  separate  Gov- 
ernment agencies  to  take  care  of  the 
forest  interests,  and  only  an  extension  of 
their  means  and  functions  are  necessary 
for  further  developments". 

The  reason  for  the  scanty  results  of 
the  long  continued  propaganda  on  behalf 
of  conservative  forest  management,  for 
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the  delay  of  a  vigorous  reform  would, 
then,  appear  to  be: 

Lack  of  realization  on  the  part  of  the 
Governments  that  supplies  are  rapidly 
waning  and  that,  hence,  necessity  for 
conservation  has  arrived. 

Lack  of  realization  that  the  forest  re- 
sources of  Canada  can  and  must  be  made 
permanent,  because  of  soil  and  climatic 
conditions,  and  because  of  its  influence 
upon  water  powers. 

Lack  of  personnel  to  inaugurate  and 
carry  on  any  forest  policies  involving 
technical  knowledge. 

Lack  of  popular  knowledge,  and  pop- 
ular interest  in  a  question,  which  does 
not  seem  to  concern  the  present. 

Lack  of  definiteness  in  the  propositions 
for  reform,  which  must  naturally  differ 
for  different  parts  of  the  country. 

The  momentum  of  existing  methods  of 
disposal  of  the  timber  which  benefit  an 
influential  class  of  citizens,  the  timber 
limit  holders,  who  will  naturally  battle 
for  their  continuance,  and  the  natural 
unwillingness  of  Governments  to  make 
radical  changes. 

The  Hon.  Frank  Cochrane,  Minister 
of  Lands,  Forests  and  Mines  for  Ontario 
said  that  less  timber  was  burned  on 
Crown  Lands  per  square  mile  than  on 
private  lands. 

Piofessor  E.  J.  Zavitz  submitted  a 
paper  on  '  'Waste  Land  Planting  in 
Ontario". 

"The  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
Ontario  is  concerned  with  two  forestry 
problems,  namely  :  It  aims  to  assist 
farmers  and  other  land  owners  in  prop- 
erly handling  their  woodlands  and  refor- 
esting waste  portions  of  the  farm.  It 
has  also  inaugurated  a  policy  of  segrega- 
ting and  placing  under  forest  manage- 
ment the  large  areas  of  waste  lands 
throughout  older  Ontario". 

4 'The  policy  of  putting  these  lands 
under  forest  management  has  many  ar- 
guments in  its  favor.  It  will  pay  as  a 
financial  investment,  assist  in  injuring  a 
wood  supply,  protect  the  head  waters  of 
streams, provide  breeding  ground  for  wild 
game,  provide  object  lessons  in  fores- 
try and  prevent  citizens  from  developing 
under  conditions  which  can  only  end  in 
failure." 

Mr.  Charles  Riordan,   of  the  Rior- 


dan  Paper  Mills  Company,  and  represen- 
ting the  Canadian  Manufacturers  Asso- 
ciation, read  a  carefully  prepared  paper 
on  "The  Attitude  of  the  Paper  Manufac- 
turers Towards  Conservative  Forestry." 
In  the  course  of  the  paper  he  said  : 

"The  forest  resources  are  practically 
all  in  the  hands  of  the  Governments  or 
large  industrial  institutions.  I  do  not 
believe  that  our  Governments  will 
thoroughly  conserve  the  natural  resources 
directly  under  their  control,  which  are 
really  the  capital  of  the  nation,  so  long 
as  there  is  any  considerable  portion  of 
them  unappropiated  and  unexploited, 
because  the  people  do  not  care  how 
much  of  these  resources  is  wasted 
or  stolen  so  long  as  they  feel  that  there 
is  more  left,  that  there  are  still  oppor- 
tunities." 

"Only  the  Government  can  afford  to 
handle  natural  resources  without  regard 
to  the  immediate  profit  from  them.  The 
industrial  institutions  owning  natural 
resources  must  always  first  consider 
immediate  profits  in  appropiating  and 
exploiting  these  resources,  so  that 
the  pulp  and  paper  industry  must  first 
operate  its  timber  holdings  to  produce 
present  profits.  That  being  provided 
for  it  must  then  operate  them  to  perpet- 
uate the  supply,  at  any  rate  in  the  case 
of  mills  in  close  connection  with  their 
timber  areas." 

"The  paper  and  pulp  industry  has 
more  need  of  conservative  forestry  meth- 
ods than  any  other  industry  that  is 
using  the  forests,  commercially,  because 
it  has  the  largest  investment  per  quantity 
of  timber  used,  and  this  investment  is 
represented  by  plant  that  is  less  movable 
than  any  other  wood-using  industry,  and 
also  because  it  requires  a  large  amount 
of  power  steadily  all  through  the  year, 
and  this  depends  on  the  forests  remain- 
ing at  the  head  waters."  The  Lauren- 
tide  Paper  Co.,  the  Union  Bag  and 
Paper  Co.,  and  the  Riorden  Paper  Mills, 
are  all  employing  trained  foresters  and 
spending  considerable  money  in  thorou- 
ghly investigating  their  timber  resources 
and  everything  to  do  with  their  develop- 
ment, and  in  studying  timber  growth  and 
methods  of  manufacturing  logs.  They 
are  inaugurating  the  policy  of  marking 
the  trees  that  shall  be  cut,  and  are  adop- 
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ting  rules  for  jobbers  and  foremen  that 
are  eliminating  the  waste  of  anything 
they  can  possibly  use.  This  means 
making  a  great  deal  more  use  of  the 
product  of  the  forest  than  any  other 
industry  does. 

He  also  dwelt  upon  the  great  import- 
ance of  the  question  of  the  export  of 
pulpwood  and  bespoke  a  definite  and 
well  considered  policy  by  the  Dominion 
Government  on  the  subject. 

Mr.  Abraham  Knechtel,  inspector  of 
Dominion  Forest  Reserves,  described 
the  work  of  the  Dominion  Government 
in  the  matter  of  forest  preserves.  The 
necessity  for  the  work  was  becoming 
more  apparant  every  day. 

A  number  of  important  resolutions 
were  passed,  one  of  which  was  the 
suggestion  that  a  Royal  Commission 
should  be  appointed  to  investigate  the 
entire  subject  and  report  to  Parliament. 
It  was  also  suggested  that  the  several 
local  Governments  controlling  Crown 
lands,  not  already  having  done  so,  be 
requested  to  withdraw  definitely  from 
location  all  lands  at  present  open  from 
location  as  may  be  found  on  inspection 
to  be  unsuitable  for  farming  purposes, 
and  that  no  town  or  settlements  as  yet 
unopened  for  settlement  that  shall  be 
found  on  inspection  to  contain  less  than 
fifty  per  cent  of  agricultural  land  be  here- 
after opened  for  settlement;  further,in  case 
of  lands  now  under  licence,  now  open  for 
settlement,  but  which  are  found  to  contain 
more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  land  suitable 
for  agriculture,  that  previous  to  opening 
such  townships  or  settlement  the  licencee 
be  given  a  reasonable  time  in  which  to 
take  off  the  merchantable  timber. 

It  was  decided  to  appoint  a  committee 
to  consider  the  preparation  of  farmers' 
bulletins  of  warning  and  instruction,  bul- 
letins for  schools  and  the  inclusion  of 
elementary  forestry  in  High  school  cour- 
ses, and  the  preparation  of  maps  and 
lantern  slides  for  teaching  purposes. 

The  association  desired  to  impress  upon 
the  Federal  and  Provincial  Governments 
the  great  necessity  of  placing  in  forest  re- 
serves all  lands  at  the  head  waters  ot 
streams. 

The  delegates  were  the  guests  of  the 
Toronto  Board  of  Trade  at  a  banquet, 


which  was  attended  by  the  Govenor 
General,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
Province,  the  Premier  of  Ontario,  and 
many  other  representative  gentlemen. 

The  Governor  General,  in  responding 
to  the  toast  of  his  health,  said  it 
was  necessary  in  the  national  interests, 
to  preserve  the  forests.  In  the 
United  States  the  destruction  of  the 
forests  had  cost  a  thousand  million  dol- 
lars, and  it  was  up  to  Canada  to  take 
warning  from  that  loss  and  stop  the 
wanton  and  reckless  waste  of  timber 
resources. 

i  'What  we  have  to  do. — I  have  been  so 
long  among  you  that  I  say  we —  is  to 
teach  the  children  of  Canada  to  have 
patriotic  regard  to  the  conservation  of  the 
wealth  of  Canada".  The  higher  thought 
of  "What  can  I  do  for  Canada?"  rather 
than  "What  can  Canada  do  for  me?" 
should  be  impressed  upon  the  young. 

The  Leiutenant  Governor  who  was 
also  toasted,  hoped  the  result  of  the 
Convention  would  be  some  practical 
action  in  the  preservation  of  the  areas 
set  apart  for  forestry  purposes. 

Mr.  R.  S.  Gourlay,  in  proposing  the 
toast  of  Canada  to  which  Sir  James 
Whitney  replied,  reminded  those  present 
that  we  were  but  stewards  and  it  was 
our  bounden  duty  to  consider  the 
interests  of  future  generations  who 
would  then  enjoy  a  greater  heritage  than 
the  people  of  Canada  had  at  the  present 
time.  If  Ontario  allowed  the  misuse 
and  overuse  of  its  forest  reserves,  the 
whole  system  of  water  ways  would 
suffer,  and  he  was  glad  that  some  great 
action  was  being  taken  to  protect  the 
waterways.  The  neglect  of  the  proper 
protection  of  the  forests  had  left  vast 
stretches  of  great  wildernesses.  It  was 
a  pleasure  to  know  that  the  Ontario 
Government  had  taken  steps  to  preserve 
the  forests.  Sir  James  Whitney  said 
the  subject  of  the  toast  was  a  very 
large  one,  but  that  fact  should  not  deter 
any  good  Canadian  from  attempting  to 
deal  with  a  portion  of  it.  He  referred 
to  the  late  George  Canning,  who,  nearly 
a  hundred  years  ago,  was  striving  hard 
against  the  conspiracy  of  crowned  heads 
against  human  rights,  and  inspired 
what  is  known  as  the  Monroe  Doc- 
trines.

HN  Saturday  we  left  Fredericton  by 
the  I.  C.  R.  Express  at  six- thirty 
p.  m.  for  Taymouth.  Arriving 
there  in  about  an  hour's  time  we  were 
met  by  one  of  the  guides  and  a  team  and 
were  driven  to  his  house,  a  distance  of 
some  six  miles,  where  we  spent  Sunday. 

Early  Monday  morning  we  hit  the 
trail  for  the  camp  which  meant  a  journey 
of  eight  miles 
into  the  woods. 
Our  party  con- 
sisted of  the  two 
guides ;  Jim  and 
Alex.  Somer- 
ville,  mybrother 
Miles,  known  by 
h  i  s  intimate 
friends  as  Pro- 
fessor, so  called 
because  from 
his  youth  up  he 
has  never  hesi- 
tated to  express 
his  opinion  on 
any  subject 
whatever,  giv- 
ing one  the  im- 
pression that  he 
knew  as  much 
as  the  other  fel- 
low and  perhap- 
a  little  bit  mores 
I  made  the 
fourth,  and  we 
anticipated  a 
jolly  time,  hav- 
ingplentyto  eat, 
and  some  liquids 
labelled  "for 
medicinal  use 
only." 

The  first  night 
in  camp  I  was 
disturbed  b  y 
what  I  suppos- 
ed were  field 
mice  running 
over  the  roof  ; 
imagine  my  sur- 
prise when  on 
enquiry  Jim  told 
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me  they  were  conkerokuses.  I  had  never 
heard  of  those  animals  before  and  said  so, 
but  when  I  caught  them  exchangirg 
grins  I  knew  I  was  being  jollied  because 
I  was  a  mere  girl.  That  morning  we 
were  awakened  by  Jim's  stentorian  tones 
telling  us  to  "roll  out."  'Twas  hardly 
daylight  and  both  looked  and  felt  raw 
and  cold.  For  a  minute  how  I  did  wish  I 

was  back  in  my 
own  little  bed, 
but  as  we  hust- 
led into  our 
clothes  that 
feeling  soon 
wore  off  and  we 
all'  talked  at 
once  of  what 
we  are  going 
to  get  and  how 
large  the 
spread  was  go- 
ing to  be,  etc. 
It  makes  you 
feel  good,  even 
if  you  do  come 
off  the  short 
end  of  the  horn 
sometimes. 
The  Professor 
and  Jim  went 
in  one  direc- 
tion and  Alex 
and  I  went  to 
a  barren  about 
a  mile  from  the 
camp.  Alex, 
who  is  a  splen- 
did caller,  per- 
formed1 well 
but  to  no  pur- 
p  o  s  e.  We 
laid  in  wait 
several  hours 
until  the  pangs 
of  hunger  be- 
came too  insis- 
tent and  we 
hiked  for  camp 
and  breakfast. 
I  would  not 
have  been  a  bit 
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surprised  to  have  had  indigestion  after 
the  meal  I  ate,  everything  tastes  so  good 
in  the  woods. 

We  were  as  lazy  as  possible  that  day 
until  four  p.  m.  when  we  all  four  walked 
to  the  Beaver  Pond  about  two  miles  from 
camp.  About  six  we  got  an  answer.  It 
is  impossible  to  describe  the  thrills  that 
go  through  you  when  you  hear  the  deed 
whoof  !  whoof  !  and  the  rattle  of  horns 
against  the  trees.  We  could  hear  him 
coming  along  very  distinctly  until  he 
seemed  quite  near,  when,  all  at  once  we 
heard  the  whining  note  of  a-  cow.  That 
settled  us  for  he  would  come  no  further 
despite  Alex's  best  endeavors,  so  we 
reluctantly  started  for  the  camp.  We 
passed  a  pleasant  evening  and  were  only 
too  glad  to  turn  in  early.  The  next 
morning  we  packed  the  necessaries  for  a 
two  days'  jaunt  and  left  for  another  camp 
situated  on  the  banks  of  a  deadwater  from 
which  it  was  named.  Professor  and  I  read 
nearlyall  day  while  Jim  and  Alex  cooked  and 
fussed  around  camp.  That  afternoon,  we 
just  walked  a  short  distance  from  camp 
and  began  calling.  About  an  hour  later 
we  had  an  answer,  and  were  waiting 
with  our  hearts  in  our  shoes,  when,  just 
as  he  was  coming  along  nicely  we  heard 
talking  a  short  distance  away  and  there 
came  into  view  two  men  from  the  settle- 
ment. Of  course  we  didn't  bless  them, 
Oh  !  No  !  The  following  day  Alex  got 
up  early  and  called  about  twenty  yards 
from  the  camp  door  while  we  remained 
under  the  blankets.  Directly  Jim  came 
in  all  in  a  flutter  ;  Alex  had  been  answer- 
ed. We  made  all  possible  baste  and 
soon  had  the  satisfaction  of  hearing  his 
royal  nibs.  Again  we  were  doomed 
to  disappointment  for  all  at  once  a  shot 
rang  out  followed  by  another,  and  all  was 
still.  Our  friends  (?)  of  the  night  before. 
It  being  still  early  we  went  on  about  a 
mile  beyond  the  camp  ;  Alex  and  Professor 
went  to  one  corner  of  the  barren  and 
Jim  and  I  to  another.  We  were  again 
answered,  Professor  saw  him  and  fired. 
The  distance  was  too  great,  however,  and 
Mr.  Moose  wheeled,  and  was  away  be- 
fore you  could  say  "Jack  Robinson." 
Wasn't  it  enough  to  drive  a  man  to  drink, 
so  near  and  again  go  far  ?  We  remained 
at  that  camp  another  day,  our  luck  still 
unbroken,  excepting  that  we  got  several 
partridges   and   no   end   of  porcupine. 


However  we  were  still  living  in  hopes  as 
indications  pointed  to  moose  being  very 
plentiful. 

That  day  we  set  out  for  the  home  camp 
but  about  half  way  on  a  nice  hardwood 
ridge  we  decided  to  camp  for  the  night, 
even  if  we  had  only  three  blankets.  Dur- 
ing the  afternoon  Professor  and  Jim  went 
for  a  stroll  and  when  they  came  back 
they  were  full  up  of  the  big  moose  they 
had  seen  in  dense  alder  thicket.  He 
couldn't  possibly  have  measured  less  than 
sixty- five  inches,  by  their  talk,  and  ©ur 
hopes  soared  upward.  Presently,  how- 
ever, Professor  began  telling  of  the 
snake  he  had  seen  and  had  began  throw- 
ing small  sticks  at  it  until  it  was  prac- 
tically buried  except  its  head,  and  it 
hadn't  even  moved.  The  woods  rang 
with  laughter.  We  rolled  over  and  over 
and  laughed.  That  certainly  was  the 
climax.  Alex  and  I  would  not  believe  a 
word  they  said  and  teased  them  unmer- 
cifully. They  couldn't,  apparently,  under- 
stand why  we  laughed  but  don't  you 
think  it  looked  suspicious  ?  My  !  but  it 
was  jolly  that  evening  toasting  our  shins 
before  the  fire.  We  made  a  lean-to  with 
some  poles  and  one  of  the  blankets  and 
with  the  other  two  and  some  boughs  we 
spent  a  comfortable  night. 

The  following  morning  Professor  and 
Jim  sallied  forth  with  the  intention  of  still 
hunting  the  monster  moose  while  Alex 
and  I  went  on  to  camp.  He  either  did 
not  prove  as  large  as  anticipated  or  had 
decamped,  at  all  events  they  came  back 
emply  handed.  The  days  passed  much 
the  same  till  Saturday,  when  at  the  din- 
ner table  I  remarked  that  I  was  going  to 
have  fresh  meat  for  Sunday  dinner,  if  I 
had  to  walk  to  the  settlement  for  it,  and 
would  you  believe  it  (?)  I  made  good. 
That  afternoon  about  4.30  Alex  and  I 
went  to  the  Beaver  Pond  and  about  six 
o'clock  we  had  an  answer  from  across 
the  pond.  Presently,  crash  !  bang  !  such 
a  racket.  The  only  thing  I  could  com- 
pare it  to  was  a  team  driving  over  a  tote- 
road  with  a  load  of  boards.  We  decided 
that  he  would  break  the  record,  so  im- 
agine our  disgust  when  we  heard  his 
lawful  spouse  calling  him  back.  But  he 
was  either  inclined  towards  Mormonism 
or  else  was  a  bold  deceiver,  since  he  kept 
answering  and  trotting  along  until  all 
of  a  sudden  nothing  but  silence  reigned. 
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Were  we  again  to  be  deprived  of  our 
game  ?  But  no  !  Alex  started  to  crawl 
along  stealthily  and  motioned  me  to 
follow.  The  suspense  was  fierce.  We 
expected  to  hear  them  cut  and  run  any 
moment.  We  had  gone  just  a  short 
distance  when 
we  saw  them 
both  browsing 
by  a  tree.  The 
cow  was  the 
largest  I  had 
ever  seen, 
about  as  large 
again  as  the 
bull.  'Twas  a 
mutual  surprise 
party  all  right. 
I  raised  my 
rifle,  a  Win- 
chester32  Spec- 
ial,and  let  drive 
regardless  o  f 
aim.  Talk  about 
going!  I'll  wag- 
er that  old  girl 
is  going  yet. 
Not  so  Mr. 
Moose.  He  only 
ran  up  a  knoll 
to  give  me  a 
better  chance. 
I  took  careful 
aim  this  time, 
the  bulletstruck 
him,  breaking 
his  neck  and  he 
fell  like  a  log. 
'Twas  all  over 
but  the  cheer- 
ng.  Needlessto 
say  I  walked  on 
air  back  to  the 
camp,  proud  as 
Punch.  The 
Professor  and 

im  also  had  an 

nter  e  s  t  i  n  g 

tory  to  tell.  It 

eems  while 

hey  were  lying  in  wait  between  calls 
hey  chanced  to  see  a  fir  tree  showing  the 
resh  marks,  evidently  hooked  by  a  bull 
mccfe.  The  tree  was  so  high  they  were 
speculating  on  the  enormous  size  of  the 
rrccsc  and  sauntered  out  to  examine 
t   1 1  ( c  and  found  that  it  had  in  all 
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probability  been  done  by  a  porcupine  or 
a  bear.  Just  as  they  were  turning  aside 
they  looked  full  into  the  eyes  of  a  bull 
moose.  He  never  moved  for  about  five 
minutes  during  which  time  they  were 
debating  whether  to  shoot  or  not,  Pro- 
fessor insisting 
that  he  was 
much  too  small 
for  him.  The 
argument  had 
no  sooner  been 
decided  infavor 
of  the  moose, 
whenup  trotted 
another  chap 
who  looked 
like  a  two-year- 
old.  There  they 
were,  a  moose 
on  either  side. 
Professor  said 
it  was  the  best 
thing  he  had 
ever  seen,  but 
both  were  much 
too  small  to 
shoot  and  they 
started  for 
camp. 

The  following 
day  being  Sun- 
day we  took 
time  about  get- 
ting up  and 
after  breakfast 
set  forth  with 
only  our  camera 
as  a  weapon 
and  spent  sev- 
eral pleasant 
hours,  the  day 
being  perfect. 
That  evening 
the  four  of  us 
walked  to  a 
distant  barren 
and  Alex  call- 
ed. Isn't  it 
maddening  the 
contrariness  of  things  ?  We  had  no  less 
than  four  answers,  but  having  a  deep 
respect  for  the  game  laws,  we  could  not 
shoot.  Two  of  them  were  beauties  and 
with  one  was  the  inevitable  cow.  That 
is  what  plays  the  deuce  with  moese 
hunting  through  calling,  the  cows  are  so 
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plentiful.  The  temptation  to  shoot  was 
great  but  as  the  old  fellow  said  "we  were 
game  to  the  gizzard,"  and  desisted. 

The  next  morning  we  intended  breaking 
camp  and  started  on  the  home  stretch,  so 
Fess  and  Alex  turned  out  before  dawn  in 
order  to  get  in  some  distance  ahead  of 
the  tote-wagon  and  see  if  they  could  not 
succeed  in  landing  a  moose,  since  Pro- 
fessor was  still  minus  his  moose  although 
on  Thursday  he  secured  a  splendid 
deer  with  a  well  matched  set  of  antlers. 
Jim  and  I  remained  behind  to  pack  and 
we  were  also  going  to  set  a  bear  trap. 
Such  a  time  as  we  did  have  to  get  that 
trap  sprung.  My  weight  of  a  hundred 
and  sixty  pounds  came  in  handy  there. 
We  at  last  got  everything  together  and 
ready  to  start  for  home.  How  I  did  hate 
to  leave.  We  had  spent  a  very  jolly 
time  and  all  too  short.  The  weather  which 
had  been  perfect  throughout  our  trip 
changed  almost  at  once  and  we  took  our 
last  look  around  amidst  a  downpour  of 
rain. 

Our  journey  out  was  rather  eventful. 
We  had  covered  about  half  the  distance, 
having  reached  Burnt  Brook,  when  we 
beheld  Alex  on  the  other  side  executing 
an  Indian  war  dance  to  attract  Jim's  at- 
tention,since  we  did  not  cross  the  stream 
at  that  point  but  followed  it  for  about  a 
mile.  The  Professor  had  scarcely  an 
hour  before  shot  a  splendid  moose.  It 
seems  that  they  were  standing  in  the 
open  on  the  hill  overlooking  the  brook 
and  more  out  of  curiosity  than  of  any 
hope  of  being  answered,  Alex  gave  a 
short  call.  Immediately  came  the  an- 
swer. They  made  for  cover  with  all 
haste  and  ran  almost  full  tilt  into  the 
moose,  which  was  standing  not  twenty 
pacss  away.    Not  giving   him   time  to 


recover  from  his  surprise  the  Professor, 
with  one  well  directed  shot  from  his  trusty 
old  49  90,  which  struck  him  in  the  base 
of  the  ear,  brought  his  career  to  a  close. 
I  managed  to  secure  a  fairly  good  snap- 
shot of  the  moose  by  taking  a  time  ex- 
posure, the  day  being  so  dark. 

The  day  shone  bright  for  us  then,  even 
if  we  could  not  discern  Old  Sol's  smiling 
face  as  this  last  success  only  added  more 
firmly  to  our  deep-rooted  belief  that  good 
old  New  Brunswick  can't  be  beat  when 
you're  after  game  and  fun  and  you  hav 
the  good  fortune  to  have  with  you  two 
such  all  round  good  fellows  as  Jim  and 
Alex. 

Our  triumphant  entry  into  civilization 
was  somewhat  marred  by  the  breaking 
down  of  our  overloaded  wagon  when 
within  half  a  mile  of  Jim's  home,  and 
our  dinner.  This  mishap  caused  us  later  in 
the  day  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  rear 
end  of  our  train  and  to  call  forth  some 
rather  explosive  language  from  the  Pro- 
fessor; since  we  were  forced  to  spend 
the  night  and  part  of  the  next  day  in  the 
settlement,  but  as  Jim  said  "Twas  all  in 
the  huntin'." 

That  evening  in  talking  to  a  native 
sport  we  were  rather  amused  by  his 
earnestness  in  telling  of  his  experience  of 
the  day  before  of  having  fired  fifteen 
shots  at  a  big  bull  moose  and  failed  to 
bring  him  down,  so  the  Profess©r  with  a 
sly  wink  at  me  remarked  that  it  took  a 
full  box  to  shoot  a  moose,  and  he  an- 
swered "By  heck  !  I'll  know  next  time." 

Several  days  after  our  arrival  home  I 
was  deeply  gratified  to  learn  that  the 
strenuous  effects  of  Jim  and  myself  in 
setting  the  trap  had  been  rewarded  by  a 
handsome  black  bear,  the  skin  of  which 
Jim  sent  in. 


Mr.  John  Bowron,  of  Innerkip,  Ont., 
called  at  Rod  and  Gun  office  some  time 
ago  with  a  couple  of  curiosities.  The 
first  was  a  baggage  ticket  from  Niagara 
Falls  to  Woodstock  issued  fifty  six  years 
ago  at  a  time  when  his  father  first  came 
to  Canada.  The  ticket  is  still  in  a  good 
state  of  preservation  and  show  that 
meals  could  be  obtained  at  Niagara  Falls 
N.  Y.,  for  twenty  five  cents.    The  sec- 


ond was  a  piece  of  copper  weighing  a- 
bout  one  pound  taken  from  a  mine  dis- 
covered by  his  father  near  Chapleau, 
which  mine  has  been  worked  for  fifty 
five  years  aud  is  still  working.  Unfor- 
tunately for  Mr.  Bowron  his  father  dis- 
posed of  his  share  in  the  mine  for  a 
comparative  trifle  and  the  piece  of  copper 
is  now  the  only  portion  of  the  mine  still 
in  the  family. 


Game  Protection  In  Southern  Ontario. 


The  annual  meeting  the  Essex  County 
Game  Protective  Association  was  held  at 
Kingsville  on  Feb.  15.  There  was  a 
large  and  representative  meeting  of  the 
most  prominent  sportsmen  in  Essex 
County  present.  Mr  J.  T.  Miner,  Kings- 
ville, the  well  known  big  game  hunter, 
occupied  the  chair.  Dr.  Anderson,  M. 
P.  P.  for  South  Essex  was  present. 

The  chairman  opened  the  discussion  by 
referring  to  the  great  danger  in  using  high 
power  rifles  indiscriminately  in  thickly 
populated  districts,  such  as  Essex  County 
in  the  hunting  of  wild  geese,  etc.,  and 
thought  there  should  be  a  clause  in  the 
Game  Act  prohibiting  such  use.  C.  I. 
Pastorius,  Harrow,  thought  it  would  be 
a  good  thing  to  prohibit  the  use  of  high 
power  rifles  in  such  places.  F.  H.  Conov- 
er,  Leamington,  thought  it  would  be  a 
difficult  matter  to  deal  with  so  as  not  to 
unnecessarily  restrict  those  who  were 
fond  of  rifle  shooting.  W.  A.  Smith, 
Kingsville,  pointed  out  that  the  difficulty 
was  already  met  by  the  present  law  which 
made  a  man  responsible  for  the  conse- 
quence of  doing  any  act  the  probable  re- 
sult of  which  would  be  to  endanger  hu- 
man life,  but  thought  a  clause  might  be 
put  in  the  Game  Act,  as  a  specific  warn- 
ing to  rifle  users,  and  he  moved, seconded 
by  Thorfin  Wigle,  Gosfield  South,  "that 
the  use  of  high  power  rifles  in  closely 
populated  districts  where  the  probable 
consequence  would  be  to  endanger  hu- 
man life,  be  prohibited."  This  was  carri- 
ed. 

The  Chairman  next  took  up  the  ques- 
tion of  black  squirrels  and  thought  the 
few  that  were  left  should  be  saved  from 
extinction.  Elihu  Scratch,  Kingsville, 
hadn't  shot  a  black  squirrel  in  ten  years, 
but  thought  the  small  remnant  should  be 
protected  by  a  close  season.  R.  Eede, 
Gosfield  South,  spoke  of  the  care  he  had 
taken  to  try  and  preserve  the  black  squir- 
rel on  his  land  but  the  poachers  got 
them.  There  should  be  a  stringent  law 
to  stop  the  poacher.  He  thought  there 
should  be  a  license  of  $2  on  the  gun. 
He  moved,  seconded  by  A.  G.  Adams, 
Gosfield  South,  "that  shooting  of  black 


and  grey  squirrels  be  prohibited  for  ten 
years."  Carried. 

The  Chairman  referred  to  the  quail  as 
the  bird  that  affords  90  per  cent  of  the 
sport  in  Essex  County.  Raising  phea- 
sant on  public  lands  was  a  failure  as  they 
were  too  easy  a  mark  for  "Johnny  Sneak- 
em."  He  had  liberated  many  pheasants 
without  satisfactory  results,  as  the  poach- 
ers got  them.  With  quail  it  would  be 
different.  W.  A.  Smith,  Kingsville,  re- 
ferred to  the  present  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition of  affairs  regarding  quail,  both  so 
far  as  the  farmer  and  the  quail  hunter 
were  concerned.  He  admired  the  patience 
of  the  farmer  who  submitted  to  the  end- 
less procession  of  quail  hunters  crossing 
his  land  in  the  quail  season.  The  greatest 
menace  to  the  existence  of  the  quail  was 
the  snow  storms  of  winter.  Something 
should  be  done  in  the  interest  of  the 
farmer  with  quail  land,  by  the  quail  hunt- 
er who  liked  to  kill  quail  but  did  little  to 
preserve  the  crop.  He  proposed  that 
both  classes  get  together  at  a  meeting  to 
be  held  at  once  and  form  an  association 
for  the  purpose  of  looking  after  quail  in 
bad  weather  and  making  such  regula- 
tions as  would  limit  the  shooting  on  As- 
sociation lands.  Shooters  who  did  not 
own  quail  lands  should  be  asked  to  con- 
tribute an  annual  fee  to  create  a  fund  out 
which  farmers  who  would  do  so  would 
be  paid  for  their  time  in  feeding  the  quail 
in  bad  weather.  He  would  limit  the 
shooting  to  one  or  two  days  a  week  dur- 
ing the  open  season,  but  would  not  favor 
shortening  the  season.  H.  Milkins, 
Leamington,  thought  Mr.  Smith's  sug- 
gestion a  good  one  but  he  did  not  go  far 
enough.  He  would  tax  the  gun  50cts  to 
$2.  Quail  hatcheries  should  be  started 
the  same  as  with  fish.  The  natural  cov- 
er of  the  quail  was  gone.  The  Deputy 
Game  Wardens  were  not  paid  enough.  The 
paltry  sum  of  $400  paid  the  Game  Ward- 
en was  not  sufficient.  It  wculd  be  a  ser- 
ious matter  to  shorten  the   quail  season. 

There  were  lots  of  sportsmen  in  Leam- 
ington, but  how  many  of  them  were  there 
that  day.  Thomas  Pastorius,  Kingsville, 
thought  the  shooters  as  a  whole  should 
be  considered.    He  would  deal  with  the 
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q  iail  question  through  the  local  associa- 
tion. He  did  not  think  the  season  should  be 
shortened,  and  moved,  seconded  by  W. 
Wilson,  that  the  season  be  left  as  at  pre- 
sent. It  was  moved  as  an  amendment  by 
W.H.Townsend,  seconded  by  Byron  Wigle, 
that  the  quail  season  be  the  last  15  days 
of  November.  The  amendment  was  car- 
ried. 

The  Chairman  approved  of  a  license  on 
the  gun.  Quail  must  be  protected.  The 
first  old  fashioned  winter  would  wipe 
them  out.  The  Hungarian  partridge 
was  a  better  bird  for  this  country  than 
the  pheasant.  Jabez  Spencer,  Gosfield 
South,  thought  rabbit  hunting  the  great- 
est danger  to  the  quail.  Byron  Wigle, 
Gosfield  South,  did  not  agree  with  Mr. 
Milkins.  He  was  a  farmer  and  thought 
the  season  should  be  shortened  to  two 
weeks.  F.  H.  Conover  thought  the  pro- 
tection of  quail  an  important  matter.  He 
would  tax  the  gun  and  limit  the  bag. 
The  present  season,  was  late  enough  on 
account  of  the  snow  TheChairman  would 
limit  the  bag  each  day  and  for  the  season. 
Alex.  Cascadden,  Kingsville  would  limit 
the  bag  for  the  season  to  12.  He  moved, 
i  seconded  by  Eiihu  Scratch,  * 'that  the  sea- 
son limit  for  quail  be  12  birds."  Lost. 
Moved  in  amendment  by  W.  A.  Smith, 
seconded  by  T.  Pastorius  "that  the  limit 
for  quail  for  the  season  be  50  quail." 
Carried.  TheChairman.  "Don't go  away 
with  the  idea  that  the  law  will  protect  the 
quail.  There  must  be  something  done  to 
feed  the  quail"  and  he  proceeded  to  ex- 
plain at  length  how  he  was  feeding  quail 
this  winter.  Also,  the  necessity  of  pro- 
tecting the  quail  from  hawks  attracted  to 
the  feeding  racks  by  the  presence  of  quail 
there. 

The  present  season  on  rabbits  was 
spoken  of  as  very  unsatisfactory,  be- 
cause so  many  hunters  made  an  excuse 
of  hunting  rabbits  to  slaughter  quail 
which  could  be  easily  tracked  and  potted 
on  the  snow.  It  was  moved  by  J.  Spen- 
cer, seconded  by  Dr.  Jenner,  Kingsville, 
that  the  open  season  on  rabbits  be  limited 
to  the  month  of  November.  Carried.  A 
short  open  season  on  doves  was  advocat- 
ed, and  it  was  moved  by  Dr.  Jenner, 
seconded  by  J.  Spencer,  "that  the  open 
season  on  doves  be  the  same  as  for  quail. 
Carried. 

The   open  season  on  ducks  was  then 


taken  up  and  discussed.  F.  H.  Conover 
thought  it  necessary  to  shorten  the  sea- 
son to  protect  ducks  at  this  point.  Ducks 
commence  to  come  down  about  the  1st 
October.  There  would  be  an  objection 
in  the  North  to  making  the  season  later, 
but  he  would  distinguish  between  Essex, 
Kent,  Lambton  and  Elgin  and  the  more 
northern  portion  of  Ontario,  so  far  as  the 
duck  laws  are  concerned.  Ducks  could 
be  retained  here  if  there  were  a  later  sea- 
son. It  was  not  duck  shooting  when 
you  had  to  go  out  in  your  shirt  sleeves. 
When  the  Club  controlled  Pelee  Point 
not  a  shot  was  fired  until  the  15th  otOct. 
and  the  ducks  remained  there  and  could 
be  fed.  He  would  have  the  season  for 
these  four  counties  open  on  Oct.  15th. 

It  was  moved  by  F.  H.  Conover, 
seconded  by  J.  Spencer,  that  the  open 
season  for  wild  ducks  and  water  fowl  in 
Essex,  Kent,  Elgin  and  Lambton  be  from 
October  15th  to  December  31st,  both 
days  inclusive. 

A  motion  by  F.  S.  Moss,  seconded  by 
J.  Spencer,  to  prohibit  the  use  of  the 
pump  gun  at  game  in  Essex,  Kent,  Elgin 
and  Lambton  was  voted  down.  The  sug- 
gestion to  allow  spring  shooting  was  not 
entertained  as  it  was  considered  a  step 
backward  in  the  matter  of  game  protec- 
tion. 

The  Chairman  was  discouraged  about 
the  game  law  on  deer  because  the  Legisla- 
ture took  no  interest  in  it.  He  was  sur- 
prisd  to  hear  Chief  Game  Warden  Tinsley 
say  that  beaver  was  on  the  increase 
when  at  the  same  time  he  could  have 
shown  him  100  beaver  houses  empty.  If 
Maine  with  40,000  square  miles  of  terri- 
tory had  a  revenue  of  12  or  15  millions 
from  her  game,  what  should  Ontario 
get,  with  seven  times  as  much  territory? 
There  were  no  game  laws  in  Northern 
Ontario,  at  least  no  enforcement  of  the 
laws  there. 

Fire  Ranger  Colin  Wright  denied  the 
statement  that  the  game  laws  were  not 
enforced  in  Northern  Ontario.  The  laws 
were  enforced  as  well  as  it  was  possible 
to  do  in  that  country.  The  greatest  of- 
fenders were  the  big  head  hunters,  wealthy 
Englishmen  who  have  guides,  and 
slaughter  the  moose  indiscriminately  in 
order  to  get  a  record  head  to  hang  up  on 
their  wall. 

Dr.  Anderson,  M.  P.  P.  addressed  the 
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meeting.  He  was  glad  to  be  present 
and  hear  the  arguments  and  discussions. 
He  considered  it  his  duty  to  be  present. 
We  must  remember  that  Ontario  was  a 
large  Province.  For  game  protection 
purposes  it  might  be  divided  into  zones. 
He  would  do  the  best  he  could  to  carry 
out  the  resolutions  passed.  Would  keep 
in  communication  with  the  leading  sports- 
men and  do  what  he  could  to  help.  He 
loved  a  true  sportsmen,  the  man  who  will 
not  take  a  pot  shot  or  shoot  out  of  sea- 
son. He  was  pleased  with  such  mfen  as 
Miner  and  Watson,  who  raise  game 
birds.  He  was  glad  no  action  was  taken 
as  to  Spring  shooting  as  he  did  not  ap- 
prove ot  it,  although  it  looked  a  little 
hard  to  see  the  Yankees  shooting  and  not 
to  be  allowed  to  do  the  same.  Regard- 
ing the  deer,  the  members  from  the 
North  would  look  after  that.  He  would 
be  pleased  to  see  the  quail  increase.  He 
didn't  like  rabbit  shooting  with  bird  dogs. 
He  was  afraid  when  rabbits  were  hunted 
in  this  way,  many  quail  were    shot.  He 


thanked  those  present  for  the  very  satis- 
factory meeting  and  promised  to  do  all 
he  could  for  the  people  of  South  Essex. 
On  motion  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was 
tendered  Dr.  Anderson  for  coming  to  the 
meeting. 

C.  I.  Pastorius,  Harrow,  spoke  briefly 
on  the  deer  question.  He  did  not  think 
the  deer  laws  were  properly  enforced. 
He  would  not  advocate  a  total  prohibi- 
tion of  deer  shooting  as  that  method  had 
not  increased  them  in  this  County. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  with  the 
election  of  officers  as  follows: — President 
Elihu  Scratch,  Kingsville;  Vice-Pres.,  J. 
T.  Miner,  Gosfield  South;  Secty-Treas, 
W.  A.  Smith,  Kingsville;  Executive,  F. 
H.  Conover,  Leamington;  C.  I.  Pastorius, 
Harrow;  Joel  Whitney,  Gosfield  North; 
M.  B.  Squire,  Windsor;  M.  W.  White, 
Paquette. 

Moved  M.  C.  Fox,  seconded  by  F.  H. 
Conover  that  the  next  meeting  be  held  at 
Kingsville  unless  the  executive  other- 
wise decided.  Carried. 


Net  Fishing  in  Ontario  Rivers 

Strong  Objections  to  Renewal  of  Licences. 


For  several  years  fish  protectionists 
have  strongly  urged  the  abolition  of  net 
fishing  in  Ontario  rivers  and  two  years 
ago  they  were  so  far  successful  as  to  in- 
duce the  Department  of  Fisheries  for  On- 
tario to  stop  the  issuing  of  net  licenses 
in  the  Thames  River.  This  victory,  which 
was  repeated  the  following  year,  was 
largely  neutralized  by  the  granting  of 
permits,  but  the  improvement  in  the  fish- 
ery was  so  marked  that  protectionists 
have  urged  the  entire  abolition  of  licenses 
and  permits  for  net  fishing  in  the  Thames, 
Lake  St.  Clair,  and  Mitchell's  Bay.  The 
burden  of  this  contest  has  been  undertak- 
en by  the  River  Thames  Angling  Associ- 
ation, of  London,  and  the  local  associa- 
tion, having  joined  the  Ontario  Forest, 
Fish  &  Game  Protective  Association, 
have  received  the  hearty  and  united  sup- 
port of  the  Provincial  Association. 

An  important  meeting  to  protest  again- 


st any  re-issuing  of  licenses  was  held  in 
London  on  February  thirtheenth  under 
the  presidency  of  the  Hon.  Adam  Beck, a 
member  of  the  Ontario  Cabinet,  whose 
address  was  notable  for  his  strong  ex- 
pression of  opinion  in  favour  of  the  policy 
of  prohibiting  netting  on  all  inland  streams 
of  the  Province.  He  held  that  the  fish 
were  one  of  the  most  important  sources 
of  wealth  in  the  country  and  he  was  en- 
tirely in  favour  of  preservation  and  pro- 
tection. He  emphasized  the  attractions 
of  the  game  fish  for  sport  and  the  import- 
ance of  the  food  fish  for  the  whole 
people. 

Mr.  Marshall  Graydon,  barrister,  of 
London,  argued  that  as  the  fish  belonged 
to  the  Crown  everyone  should  have  equal 
rights  in  fishing.  No  licenses  should  be 
granted  and  the  fish  permitted  to  go  up 
the  river  to  their  natural  spawning  beds. 

Mr.  N.  H.   Stevens,   President  of  the 
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Chatham  branch, testified  to  the  improve- 
ment in  fishing"  in  the  Thames  since  the 
seines  between  Chatham  and  the  mouth 
of  the  River  had  been  removed.  Many 
of  the  farmers  on  the  banks  of  theThames 
could  not  afford  to  go  to  Muskoka  to 
fish  but  if  the  nets  were  removed  from 
the  river  they  could  fish  along  its  banks 
with  just  as  much  pleasure  and  success 
as  in  Muskoka.  Over  twelve  hundred 
farmers  and  residents  around  Chatham, 
Blenheim,  Wallaceburg,  Dresden,  Dover 
and  adjoining  districts  had  signed  peti- 
tions opposing  the  issuing  of  licenses  to 
net  fishermen. 

Mr.  William  Smith,  South  London, 
described  conditions  at  Port  Stanley  and 
urged  that  accion  should  be  taken  there. 
Gill  nets  had  been  used  in  the  lake,  with- 
in one  hundred  yards  of  the  pier,  taken 
up  in  broad  daylight  and  nothing  said  to 
the  fishermen. 

Mr.  A.  Kelly  Evans,  Secretary  of  the 
Provincial  Association,  dwelt  upon  the 
depletion  of  the  fish  in  Lake  Ontario 
owing  to  net  fishing  in  the  Bay  of 
Quinte.  He  had  heard  all  the  arguments 
the  net  fishermen  could  advance  and  in 
reply  to  them  he  had  only  to  point  to  the 
city  of  Toronto,  where  340,000  people  had 
been  deprived  of  their  food  fish  owing  to 
the  netting  which  had  been  allowed. 

Mr.  Caleb  Wheeler,  of  the  Chatham 
branch,  wired  that  at  an  informal  meet- 
ing held  in  the  city  square  that  afternoon 
of  farmers  and  mechanics  a  resolution 
had  been  passed  demanding  equal  fishing 
rights  for  all. 

Mr.  L.H.  Smith,  Strathroy,  apologised 
for  non-attendance  and  added  :  "Netting 
at  the  mouth  of  the  Thames  is  an  outrage 
on  nature  and  a  wrong  to  every  man  who 
wets  a  line  in  that  river." 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Cottam, 
secended  by  Mr.  Marshall  Brady,  the  fol- 
lowing resolution  was  unaminously 
adopted: 

1  'Whereas  many  years  ago  workmen 
and  citizens  in  general  at  London,  Chat- 
ham, and  all  along  the  valley  of  the 
Thames  River  were  able  to  catch  by  hook 
and  line  a  plentiful  supply  of  game  fish 
and  food  fish  ; 

"And  whereas,  owing  to  the  increasing 
number  of  licenses,  issued  for  net  fishing 


and  the  extremely  large  quantities  of  fish 
caught  by  nets,  these  natural  rights  and 
inalienable  privileges  of  the  people  along 
the  River  Thames  were  destroyed  and 
fishing  by  hook  and  line  was  practically 
done  away  with  for  many  years  ; 

"And  whereas,  during  the  last  two  years 
no  licenses  havebeen  granted  for  netfishing 
in  the  RiverThames,and  in  consequence  of 
this  farmers,  mechanics,  laborers,  and 
all  classes  have  been  able  to  provide 
food  for  their  families  by  hook '  and  line 
and  any  man  out  of  employment  have 
been  able  to  earn  from  $5.00  to 
$12  per  week  by  the  sale  of  such  fish 
to  poor  families  at  low  prices,  and  affi- 
davats  to  this  effect  having  been  present- 
ed from  numbers  of  such  men; 

"Now,  therefore,  be  it  resolved  that 
we  the  citizens  of  London,  Chatham  and 
the  Thames  Valley,  in  mass  meeting  as- 
sembled, do  strongly  oppose  the  issuing 
of  any  permits  or  licenses  for  net  fishing 
in  the  river  Thames; 

"And  further,  be  it  resolved  that  this 
meeting  strongly  urge  upon  the  depart- 
ment the  vital  necessity  of  additional  re- 
strictions  upon  and  possibly  the  entiie 
prohibition  of  net  fishing  in  Lake  St 
Clair; 

"And  further,  be  it  resolved  that  a 
copy  of  thisfresolution  fee  presented  to  the 
honorable,  the  minister  of  public  works 
and  fisheries  by  the  Hon.  Adam  Beck, the 
chairman  of  this  meeting." 

A  conference  was  held  at  Chatham  on 
the  following  Tuesday  between  the  ang- 
lers and  the  net  fishermen  with  the  result 
that  the  latter  offered,  if  seine  licenses 
were  granted,  to  sell  to  Chatham  and 
London  dealers  at  two  cents  less  for  soft 
fish  and  three  cents  less  for  pickerel  than 
to  American  dealers.  It  was  decided  to 
forward  the  proposal  to  headquarters  at 
Toronto. 

The  delegates  from  the  Angling  Asso- 
tion,  Messrs.  James  Weldon  and  W. 
Smith,  were  against  net  fishing  on  any 
terms,  and  under  the  circumstances  the 
whole  matter  had  to  be  referred  to  the 
Department  at  Toronto.  It  is  hoped, 
however,  that  the  interest  roused  in  the 
subject  on  the  part  of  the  public  will  se- 
cure beneficial  results,  in  greatly  curtail- 
ing, if  not  abolishing,  not  only  licenses 
but  also  permits. 


The  People's  Game  and  Fish  Protective  Association 

of  Nova  Scotia. 


HE  semi  anuual  meetings  of  the 
People's  Game  and  Fish  Protective 
Association  of  Nova  Scotia  were 
held  at  Halifax  on  February  10th  and 
proved  the  most  important  and  enthusias- 
tic meetings  in  the  history  of  the  associa- 
tion. One  of  the  most  pleasing  features 
of  the  gathering  was  the  absolute  un- 
animity of  those  present  upon  the  more 
important  issues  which  came  up  for  dis- 
cussion and  the  very  apparent  determi- 
nation to  make  the  views  of  the  associa- 
tion effective.  Over  forty  delegates 
were  in  attendance,  nearly  every  branch 
being  represented. 

In  his  Presidential  address  Mr.  H.  D. 
Ruggles  said:  "lam  glad  to  meet  so  large 
a  number  of  delegates  representing  so 
many  of  our  branches  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince. This  is  the  sixth  meeting  of  our 
Provincial  association  and  will,  I  believe, 
prove  to  be  the  most  important  yet  held, 
by  reason  of  the  questions  that  are  coming 
up  for  consideration.  I  congratulate  the 
Halifax  Branch  upon  the  splendid  success 
which  they  have  had  in  starting  their  or- 
ganization, and  also  our  efficient  secre- 
tary and  his  zealous  assistants,  on  being 
able  to  establish  a  branch  in  this  import- 
ant centre. 

Every  Province  of  Canada  and  almost 
all,  if  not  all  the  States  of  the  American 
Union,  have  associations  such  as  ours, 
and  for  the  same  objects.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  greatest  number  of 
these  have  arisen  within  the  last  ten  or 
fifteen  years,  showing  the  great  awaken- 
ing upon  the  subject  of  game  and  fish 
over  the  whole  continent  during  recent 
years.  To  Nova  Scotia  belongs  the  uni- 
que honor  of  having  the  first  society  of 
the  sort  in  British  America — -the  Game 
and  Inland  Fishery  Protection  Society  es- 
tablished in  this  City  in  1853.  This 
society  in  point  of  age  is  only  exceeded 
by  one  in  all  North  America — the  New 
York  Association  for  the  Protection  of 
Game  established  in  1844. 

When  the  questions  which  now  con- 
front us  shall  have  been  settled  it  will,  I 
think,  be  advisable  to  enlarge  the  number 


of  the  objects  for  whi~h  this  association 
exists.  First  among  these  I  would  sug- 
gest forest  protection.  This  we  have  al- 
ways insisted  on  by  all  our  members;  as 
without  forests  our  game  and  fish  would 
perish,  our  streams  dry  up  and  our  soil 
become  as  barren  as  has  that  of  many 
countries,  in  other  parts  of  the  world, 
once  noted  for  their  fertility.  My  experi- 
ence is  that  very  few  forest  fires  are  the 
work  of  fishermen  and  the  time  of  year 
in  which  hunting  is  done  almost  precludes 
the  possibility  of  hunters  causing  any. 
The  greater  number  occur  from  the  at- 
tempts of  people  desirous  of  clearing 
meadow  or  other  land. 

The  question  arises  here  whether  those 
owning  forest  land  should  not  be  obliged 
to  leave  all  trees  under  a  certain  size 
standing.  In  other  words  should  not 
the  maxim  that  a  man  must  so  use  his 
own  land  as  not  to  injure  his  neighbor  or 
the  public,  apply  here  with  greater  force? 
A  strip  of  country  from  which  everything 
has  been  cut  is  almost  in  as  bad  a  condi- 
tion as  if  a  fire  had  run  over  it,  and  the 
rainfall  must  be  sensibly  diminished  as  a 
result  of  it. 

Another  object  which  should  be  incor- 
porated in  our  constitution,  is  the  protec- 
tion of  song  and  insectivorous  birds. 
The  farmer  and  the  whole  community 
are  indebted  to  our  little  feathered  friends 
more  than  most  of  us  realize.  Birds  an- 
nually destroy  thousands  of  tons  of  noxi- 
ous weed  seeds  and  billions  of  harmful 
insects.  From  a  report  recently  receiv- 
ed from  the  Department  of  Game  and 
Fish  ot  the  State  of  Alabama,  I  quote: 
"A  noted  French  scientist  has  asserted 
that  without  birds  to  check  the  ravages 
of  insects,  human  life  would  vanish  from 
this  planet  in  the  short  space  of  nine 
years.  He  insists  that  insects  would 
first  destroy  the  growing  cereals,  next 
would  fall  upon  the  grass  and  upon  the 
foliage,  which  would  leave  nothing  upon 
which  cattle  and  stock  could  subsist. 

The  possibilities  of  agriculture  having 
been  destroyed,  domestic  animals  having 
perished  for  want  of  provender,  man,  in 
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his  extremity  in  a  barren  and  desolate 
land,  would  be  driven  to  the  necessity  of 
becoming  cannibalized  or  subsisting  ex- 
clusively upon  a  diet  of  fish.  Even 
granting  that  only  a  portion  of  what  the 
eminent  Frenchman  asserts  is  true,  it  is 
easy  to  learn  from  his  theory  that  birds 
are  man's  best  allies  and  should  be  pro- 
tected, not  only  on  account  of  their  inno- 
cence, bright  plumage,  and  inspiring 
j  songs,  but  because  they  render  to  the 
farmer  valuable   assistance  every  day." 

In  the  State  just  named  the  4th  day  of 
May  in  each  year,  has  at  the  instance  of 
the  State  Game  and  Fish  Commissioner, 
been  set  aside  to  be  celebrated  in  the 
various  public  schools  as  "Bird  Day." 
This  date  was  fixed  upon  on  account  of 
its  being  the  birthday  of  Audubon,  the 
great  naturalist  and  bird  lover.  While 
1  would  not  wish  to  add  to  the  number 
of  subjects  which  our  children  are  requir- 
ed to  study  I  would  suggest  that  teach- 
ers in  our  public  schools  should  not  fail 
to  include  among  the  principles  which 
they  instil  into  the  pupils'  minds  that  of 
protecting  and  preserving  our  song  and 
insectivorous  birds.  For  this  purpose  I 
think  a  Bird  Day  might  be  established 
with  great  benefit  to  this  Province. 

The  State  of  Alabama  is  an  object  les- 
son to  our  own  Province.  Previous  to 
1907  game  matters  were  in  much  the 
same  condition  as  here.  The  revenue 
from  game  amounted  to  only  about 
$1,000  a  year.  During  the  succeeding 
year  it  rose  to  $20,000  as  result  of  efficient 
management,  a  small  resident  license 
and  fines  for  infraction  of  the  law.  Give 
us  in  Nova  Scotia  a  resident  license  of 
$1  00  for  big  game  and  a  small  fishing 
permit  for  non-residents  (coming  to  the 
the  Provincial  instead  of  the  Dominion 
treasury)  and  Nova  Scotia  can  at  least 
duplicate  these  figures. 

With  a  revenue  such  as  this,  think  of 
the  possibilities  in  the  line  of  game  pro- 
tection! Our  forests  could  then  be  polic- 
ed and  game  and  fish  protected;  a  Pro- 
vincial game  farm  could  be  established, 
new  species  introduced  and  the  Province 
made  a  veritable  sportsmen's  paradise. 
In  the  introduction  of  new  species  of 
either  game  or  fish,  great  caution  should 
be  exercised  and  no  species  should  be  al- 
lowed to  be  brought  into  the  country 
without  permission  from  the  Department. 


I  refer  to  such  cases  as  the  introduction 
of  rabbits  into  Australia  and  the  introduc- 
tion of  varieties  of  fish  which  might  de- 
stroy our  brook  trout. 

Among  the  different  branches  I  might 
notice  that  during  the  past  year  a  move 
in  the  right  direction  has  been  made,  in 
the  introduction  of  wild  rice  into 
our  lakes  and  streams,  as  food  for  water- 
fowl or  pheasants.  Other  branches  have 
devoted  their  funds  especially  to  patroll- 
ing the  woods  in  search  of  law  breakers. 
On  the  whole  a  better  state  of  things  ex- 
isted throughout  the  Province  in  respect 
to  game  matters  than  ever  before. 

I  have  lately  been  in  correspondence 
with  a  firm  of  naturalists  regarding  the 
black  game,  a  magnificent  bird  of  the 
grouse  family,  of  which  it  is  the  second 
largest  in  size.  This  bird  inhabits  coun- 
tries similar  in  climate  to  our  own.  Its 
food  is  the  same  as  our  grouse  and  I  be- 
lieve this  is  the  ideal  bird  for  introduc- 
tion here. 

But  it  is  useless  for  us  to  discuss 
schemes  such  as  these  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  game  and  the  propagation  of  new 
species  until  the  people's  rights  in  re- 
spect to  game  and  fish  have  been  ascer- 
tained and  secured.  If  we  are  to  be  told 
that,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our 
money  has  been  used  to  protect  and  pre- 
serve the  game,  it  belongs  to  the  owner 
of  the  land  on  which  it  may  be  found, 
and  that  the  fish  matured  from  spawn, 
which  our  money  has  placed  in  thejrivers 
and  lakes,  belongs  to  the  man  who  owns 
a  narrow  strip  along  the  water's  edge, 
then  our  only  care  should  be  to  see  that 
our  money  is  no  longer  diverted  in  this 
direction.  And,  if,  after  thousands  ot 
dollars  of  our  money  have  been  spent 
every  year  to  protect  the  torest  land  of 
others  from  fire,  we  are  trespassers  in 
going  upon  the  lands  so  protected  in 
search  of  our  game  and  fish,  then  our 
only  duty  is  to  see  that  public  money  is 
not  henceforth  used  to  protect  private 
property.  As  a  people's  association  we 
demand  on  behalf  of  our  members  and 
of  the  whole  people  of  Nova  Scotia,  a 
statutory  declaration  that  the  game  and 
fish  of  this  Province  belong  to  the  Crown. 
All  other  objects  could  be  dropped  until 
this  is  secured.  Having  accomplished 
this  the  game  and  fish  will  do  their  share 
in  forest  protection. 
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It  matters  not  what  the  laws  of  other 
lands  may  decree  ;  game  and  fish  are  not 
by  nature  subject  of  private  ownership.  In 
this  land  no  feudal  baron  with  a  band  of 
cut  throats  at  his  back  has  ever  been 
able  to  make  his  will  law  ;  and  game 
laws  that  were  the  outgrowth  of  feudal 
oppression  are  not  applicable  to  the  con- 
ditions that  exist  in  this  country.  The 
time  is  ripe  for  action;  we  will  brook  no 
delay. 

In  the  event  of  the  refusal  of  our  de- 
mands one  course  is  still  left  open  to  us — 
organization.  This  should  have  received 
more  attention  in  the  past  instead  of 
wasting  time  in  the  discussion  of  compar- 
atively unimportant  matters.  Before  the 
present  meeting  of  this  association  has 
ended  I  trust  you  will  take  steps  for  an 
immediate  increase  ©f  our  membership  in 
existing  branches  and  the  organization 
of  every  part  of  the  Province  in  which 
branches  do  not  now  exist.  Already  we 
number  our  members  by  the  thousand. 
One  month  of  faithful  work  by  an  effici- 
ent organizer  will  place  us  in  such  a  po- 
sition numerically  that  our  just  demands 
can  no  longer  be  refused.  If  necessary 
we  must  secure  a  fund  by  private  subscrip- 
tion to  defray  the  expenses  of  an  official 
organizer. 

The  interests  of  the  farmer,  the  sports- 
men, the  hotel  keeper  and  merchant  are 
identical  in  this  matter  ;  and  the  heritage 
in  game  and  fish  that  we  received  from 
our  fathers  it  is  our  duty  to  preserve  and 
transmit  entire  to  our  children. 

The  most  important  item  of  business 
was  the  adoption  of  the  following  : 

The  petition  of  the  undersigned  here 
by  sheweth  : 

Whereas  the  people  of  Nova  Scotia 
have, since  its  first  settlement, enjoyed  the 
privilege  of  free  hunting  and  fishing  in 
the  uncultivated  lands  of  the  province, 
and  have  thereby,  as  we  believe,  acquired 
at  least  a  prescriptive  right  therein;  and 
the  said  privilege  has  in  our  opinion  been 
the  cause  of  keeping  many  in  the  prov- 
ince who  would  not  otherwise  have  re- 
mained ; 

And  whereas,  wild  animals  and  fish  are 
not  inour  opinion, either  morally  orlegally, 
the  subject  of  private  ownership, not  being 
appurtenant  to  the  land  or  affixed  or  be- 
longing thereto  by  nature;  and  laws  of 


other  countries  tending  in  any  way  to 
confer  on  the  owners  of  lands  the  sole 
right  to  the  game  and  fish  thereon,  arose 
at  a  period  when  might  alone  was  right 
and  popular  rights  were  unheard  of  ; 

And  whereas  the  big  game  of  this 
province,  once  scarce,  has  become  abun- 
dant through  the  efforts  of  the  govern- 
ment and  of  private  associations,  and  not 
through  any  act  of  the  landowners,  whose 
dams  and  sawdust  have  depleted  our  fish- 
eries and  whose  lumber  gangs  have 
slaughtered  our  game  in  large  quantities; 

And  whereas  for  a  long  time  past  a 
grant  of  the  public  money  of  this  province 
has  been  annually  made  for  the  protection 
and  preservation  of  our  game  and  the 
introduction  of  new  varieties,  and  the 
public  funds  have  been  used  to  re-stock 
the  streams  of  the  province,  and  the 
greatest  injustice  would  be  done  to  our 
people  if  they  should  now  be  deprived  of 
or  prevented  from  taking  their  share 
of  the  game  and  fish  which  have  thus 
been  preserved  and  increased  through 
their  efforts  and  with  their  money  ; 

And  whereas,  for  the  protection  from 
fire  of  the  wild  lands  on  which  said 
game  and  fish  are  to  be  found  there  is  an 
annual  assessment  made  upon  the  people, 
amounting  to  many  hundreds  of  dollars 
annually  in  each  municipality. 

And  whereas,  doubts  have  arisen  as  to 
the  legal  rights  of  the  people  and  land- 
owners of  this  province,  respectively,  in 
regard  to  game  and  fish,  and  we  believe 
that  a  statute  should  be  passed  declara- 
tory of  the  law  on  this  subject  ; 

Your  petitioners  therefore  pray  that  the 
legislature  of  Nova  Scotia  at  its  present 
session  do  amend  the  Game  Act  by  add- 
ing thereto  a  section  declaring  the  game 
and  fish  of  this  province  to  belong  to  the 
Crown  and  giving  to  residents  and  non- 
residents the  right  to  take  wild  ani- 
mals and  birds  in  their  natural  state  and 
fish  (except  in  artificial  ponds)  in  any  un-  j 
cultivated  lands  of  this  province,  subject 
to  any  restrictions  as  to  licenses  or  other- 
wise in  the  said  Game  Act  contained. 

The  petitions  were  printed  and  placed  ' 
in  the  hands  of  the  delegates  for  circula- 
tion before  the  meeting  adjourned. 

A  resolution  was  also  passed  unanim- 
ously in  favour  of  a  resident  big  game 
license  of  $1.  A  petition  will  be  circulat- 
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ed  asking  for  legislation  to  make  this 
resolution  effective. 

The  question  of  the  sale  of  game  was 
the  subject  of  considerable  discussion. 
While  tne  sentiment  of  the  association 
was  strongly  in  favour  of  prohibiting  the 
sale  ot  game  it  was  feared  that  the  mass 
of  the  people  were  not  yet  awake  to  the 
necessity  tor  such  a  measure  and  to  press 
tor  it  at  this  time  might  prejudice  the  as- 
sociation with  the  people  whose  support 
is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  accomplish- 
ment of  its  scheme  for  making  the  hunt- 
ing and  fishing  free  to  the  public.  There 
was  also  some  opposition  to  including 
|  moose  meat  in  the  prohibition.  It  was 
decided  to  defer  the  discussion  of  this 
matter  until  the  annual  meeting. 

A  resolution  was  passed  reaffirming  a 
previous  resolution  calling  upon  the  local 
goverment  to  resume  control  of  the  inland 
fisheries.  The  enforcement  of  the  fishery 
regulations  in  Nova  Scotia  is,  and  always 
has  been,  in  most  distriets  a  farce  and  in 
some  a  scandal.  It  is  felt  that  with  the 
local  government  in  control  more  direct 
pressure  could  be  brought  to  bear  for  the 
better  enforcement  of  the  law. 

As  the  funds  available  for  game  pro- 
tection are  entirely  inadequate  for  that 
purpose  it  was  the  opinion  oithe  associa- 
tion that  the  government  should  increase 
the  appropriation  for  this  purpose. 

H.  D.  Ruggles,  President;  Frank  W. 
Russell,  Secretary;  and  Rev.  D.  B.  Hem- 
meon  were  appointed  a  committee  to  pre- 
sent petitions  to  the  legislature. 

The  following  committees  were  also  ap- 
pointed :  To  watch  legislation  :  The 
Secretary,  Mr.  T.  F.  Tobin  and  Mr.  E. 
H.  Armstrong,  M.  L.  A.  To  revise  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  :  the  President,  R. 
S.  McKay  and  Mr.  A.  D.  Johnston.  To 
confer  with  the  Lumbermen's  Association 
to  endeavor  to  secure  their  co-operation 
in  the  protection  of  the  forests  fish  and 
game  :  Mr.  G.  W.  Stewart,  Dr.  Breck, 
Rev.  D.  B.  Hemmeon,  and  Dr.  Moore. 

Following  alone  the  lines  of  the  Presi- 
dent's address  notice  was  given  of  a  mo- 
tion to  change  the  title  of  the  association 
by  inserting  after  the  word  "Fish"  the 
word  "Forest"  making  the  proposed 
name  "The  People's  Game,  Fish  &  For- 
est Protective  Association  of  Nova 
Scotia." 


The  Halifax  Branch  in  conjunction  with 
the  Waegwoltic  Club  entertained  the  vis- 
iting delegates  at  a  smoker  at  the  Waeg- 
woltic Club  House  on  the  evening  of  the 
17  th.  ^  

The  association  has  added  three  new 
branches,  Halifax,  Shelburne  and  Bar- 
rington,  since  the  annual  meeting  and  it 
is  hoped  that  a  number  of  others  will  be 
established  in  the  near  future.  gink."| 

The  first  fruits  of  the  endeavor  to  se- 
cure Provincial  support  for  the  petition 
was  seen  at  a  meeting  at  the  Yarmouth 
Board  of  Trade  when  Messrs.  E.  W.  Jar- 
vis  and  Roy  S.  Kelley  were  present  as  a 
delegation  from  the  Game  and  Fish  So- 
ciety. Mr,  Jarvis  presented  the  claims 
and  importance  of  the  protection  of  the 
game  and  fish  of  the  Province  in  a  most 
convincing  manner,  giving  facts  and  fig- 
ures to  back  up  his  assertions.  He  ask- 
ed for  the  countenance  and  support  of 
the  Board  to  the  Game  Association  in 
their  work, 

Mr.  Kelley  summed  up  Mr.  Jarvis,  ar- 
gument in  the  following  paragraphs  : 

That  in  order  to  raise  a  fund  for  the 
proper  protection  of  game  a  fee  of  $2.00 
should  be  required  of  all  residents  of  the 
Province  who  go  in  searce  of  big  game, 

The  cow  moose  should  be  protected  at 
all  seasons. 

That  a  license  fee  smaller  than  $30  (say 
$15)  should  be  charged  non-residents  for 
the  privilege  of  shooting  small  game 
only. 

The  gaining  control  of  our  inland  fish- 
eries by  the  local  government,  and  es- 
tablishing hatcheries  so  as  to  increase 
and  make  more  generally  distributed  this 
valuable  attraction  to  tourists. 

That  legislation  should  be  enacted  that 
will  assure  to  the  people  of  this  Province 
for  all  time  the  privilege  they  have  hither- 
to enjoyed  of  entering  wild  lands  for  the 
purpose  of  hunting  and  fishing. 

That  out  of  the  revenues  for  licenses 
and  otherwise,  paid  game  wardens  should 
be  appointed,  whose  duties  should  include 
Forest  protection  as  well  as  Game  pro- 
tection. 

On  motion  the  Game  Society  was  as- 
stared  the  hearty  support  of  the  Board  in 
their  work  of  preserving  the  game  and 
fish  for  the  people  ot  the  Province. 


Physical  Culture. 

Laws  of  Exercise  Continued — Baths  Etc. 

NO.  V.

RESUMING  that  you  have  perused 
my  previous  articles  on  this] subject, 
you  will  remember  what  was  said  on 
mind  concentration.  Unless  each  exercise  is 
gone  through  in  such  a  manner  that  full 
and  hard  (as  possible)  contraction  and 
extension  takes  place^  with  the  mind  play- 
ing on  each  muscle  as  it  comes  into  play; 
your  work  will  lose  most  of  its  value.  To 
make  muscle  and  gain  health,  you  must 
use  the  mind. 

If  I  may  depart  a  little,  I  will  also  as- 
sure you  that  owing  to  this  mind  and 
will  force  being  so  used  one  is  not  only 
bodily  and  mentally  benefited,  but  hitherto 
weak  willed  men  will  surprise  their 
friends  by  a  new  and  added  ability  to  say 
"NO"  when  necessary.  Will  power  is 
increased  wonderfully  through  this  mind 
concentration  and  exertion  of  will  force. 

Too  little  is  known  and  understood  of 
the  power  of  exe/cise.  To  the  thinking 
man,  our  muscles  themselves  must 
appearand  inform  him  that  much  depends 
en  them.  The  fact  that  we  have  a  mind  as 
well  as  a  muscular  body,  surely  implies 
that  both  are  needed,  therefore  neither 
should  be  neglected.  Such  a  surmise  is 
mere  logic.  As  a  matter  of  fact,if  you  wiil 
study  your  physiology  manuals,  at  the 
same  time  applying  the  principles  found 
therein, to  your  muscles  and  their  relation 
to  the  brain,  I  feel  sure  you  will  have 
much  food  for  reflection. 

Brain  power — morality — spirituality, 
all  are  so  bound  up  with  good  healthy 
muscles  that  they  form  a  perfect  whole. 

The  brain  being  the  commander  of  the 
human  forces,  is  it  so  strange  that  weak 
muscles  can  be  strengthened  by  an  exer- 
tion of  mind  over  matter? 

Unfortunately,  although  Canada  has 
many  institutions  calculated  to  develope 
the  muscles  of  her  sons,  these  institutions, 
or  those  who  run  them,  often  go  all 
round  the  main  point  without  seeing  it. 
The  mind  must  be  employed,  not  so 
particularly  on  time,  style  or  prettiness 
of  an  action  but  on  the  muscle  doing 


that  action,  so  that  each  effort  shall  be 
fully  felt  by  the  muscles.  Work  as 
though  lifting  heavy  weights,  not  in 
wheezy  spasms,  holding  the  breath,  or 
anything  so  foolish,  but  a  full, free  move- 
ment contracting  each  muscle  fully  id 
turn,  at  the  same  time  breathing  deeply 
and  regularly. 

I  have  already  advised  at  what  times 
before  and  after  meals  to  exercise,  but 
for  those  who  cannot  obtain  back  num- 
bers, I  will  say,  never  exercise  until  two 
hours  after,  and  from  fifteen  to  thirty 
minutes  before,  meals 

We  are  generally  strongest  at  about 
twelve  mid-day,  but  this  is  an  inconven- 
ient hour  to  exercise.  Before  breakfast 
is  probably  best  for  most  people.  Before 
going  to  bed  is  a  good  time  for 
those  who  prefer  it.  This  depends 
on  a  person,  his  or  her  occupation, 
and  what  time  they  have  to  get  to  busi- 
ness or  leave  the  same. 

Exercise  in  the  morning  keeps  one 
fresh  and  awake  all  day,  but  if  forced  to 
do  the  exercises  at  night,  it  will  probably 
be  equally  beneficial.  To  quote  a  pupil 
recently.  "Since  I  started  your  exercis- 
es, which  I  do  nightly,  I  can  wake 
much  earlier  each  morning."  However, 
the  embryo  athlete  will  soon  find  which 
is  the  better  as  to  convenience  or  feelings. 

Presuming  the  time  selected  be  morn- 
ing. Jump  out  of  bed.  Take  a  num- 
ber of  deep  breaths  before  the  open  win- 
dow, as  explained  elsewhere.  Then  go 
through  your  exercises,  governing  each 
one  with  the  mind. 

After  the  work,  allow  yourself  to  regain 
your  breath,  if  breathed.  Then  get  into 
either  your  cold  bath,  or  take  your  cold 
sponge  down,  whichever  you  choose, 
follow  with  vigorous  rub  all  over  with 
coarse  towel.  Dress  quickly,  do  not 
let  the  body  chill. 

If  after  cold  baths  are  taken,  any  chill 
is  felt,  or  the  reaction  is  not  good,  you 
had  better  try  tepid  baths. 

Of  course  all  the  foregoing  instructions 
are  given  to  average  healthy  persons.  It 
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is  impossible  to  go  into  individual  cases 
here.  In  weak  cases — cases  above  ordinary 
strength,  curative  work,  all  these  neces- 
sitate individual  particulars  before  any 
one  could  give  instruction. 

The  bath  is  an  important  item  to  the 
athlete,  as  indeed  it  is  to  all.  Hot  baths 
should  be  taken  twice  a  week,  not  less 
than  once  a  week  at  all  events,  when 
possible.  A  good  sponge  or  loofah  will 
get  the  dirt  out,  and  do  more  for  health 
than  the  average  observer  would  imagine. 

The  skin  is  one  of  the  principal  out- 
lets for  the  waste  matter  of  the  body. 
The  perspiration  tubes,  i.  e.  the  pores 
which  carry  off  this  waste  being  some- 
where about  7,000,000  over  the  skin  of  a 
person  of  average  height,  if  the  skin 
is  not  cleansed,  the  consequences  may  be 
guessed.  Every  groom  knows  his 
horse's  skin  must  be  smooth  and  glossy 
if  the  horse  is  healthy.  In  such  a  case 
we  may  well  take  the  lesson,  and  be  sure 
we  are  benefitted  as  much  or  more  by 
having  our  skins  clean. 

The  skin  of  those  who  bathe  frequently 
is  more  sensitive,  the  cutaneous  waste  is 
carried  away  as  the  skin  is  more  active, 
heat  and  cold  are  borne  better,  and  a  gen- 
eral lightness  and  buoyancy  is  felt.  When 
the  waste  of  the  system  is  carried  away 
and  the  body  is  freed  from  these  poison- 
ous matters,  growth  is  assisted,  and 
nutrition  is  unimpeded.  How  necessary 
then  is  the  bath  ! 

Those  parts  exposed  should  be  washed 
at  least  night  and  morning.  Those  who 
cannot  get  a  morning  bath,  can  swill  the 
body  down  with  a  sponge  or  flannel. 
After  the  bath  the  rough  towelling. 

Some  experts  say  one  or  two  exercises 
to  start  warmth  would  do  good.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  vigorous  towelling  is 
exercise  in  itself.  Then  again  if  you  are 
in  good  health,  you  will  feel  a  glow 
directly  you  put  your  clothes  on  after  the 
drying.  Sandow  dresses  immediately 
after  the  bath  without  drying.  This  will 
do  no  harm  as  the  water  is  carried  out- 
wards through  the  clothes  if  flannel  is 
worn  next  the  skin.  At  first,  however, 
getting  into  one's  clothes  whilst' still  wet, 
makes  one  feel  uncomfortable  for  a  few 
moments. 

Personally  I  pin  my  faith  to  cold  or 
tepid  bath  (optional)  or  sponge  down 
every  morning.      Warm  or  rather  hot 


bath  twice  a  week  and  daily  washes. 
This  would  suit  all.  Besides  these,  never 
neglect  your  teeth.    Keep  them  clean. 

If  the  reader  is  desirous  of  excelling  in 
strength,  or  at  some  particular  sport, 
believe  me,  home  exercise  will  do  more 
than  anything  to  give  you  the  necessary 
foundation — and  a  foundation  of  rock  at 
that,  one  that  will  outlast  the  years  and 
help  you  into  a  well  preserved  old 
age. 

In  some  cases  it  may  be  found  that 
a  small  biscuit,  taken  in  the  morning 
before  exercising,  will  give  the  necessary 
stand-  by  required  by  some  persons.  Other- 
wise a  mouthful  of  water  gargled  in  the 
throat  should  clear  the  mouth — Never 
take  anything  heavy,  preferably  nothing 
at  all. 

When  there  is  food  in  the  stomach  to 
be  digested,  the  stomach  requires  all  the 
blood  possible  to  assist  in  the  work.  By 
exercising  after  a  meal,  the  blood  is  drawn 
from  the  stomach,  and  may  thus  cause 
dyspepsia. 

The  reader  may  already  know  a  good 
system  of  home  exercises,  which  perhaps 
has  not  had  thedesired  effect.  Ask  yourself 
if  you  have  worked  at  them  properly — as 
explained  before  —  under  proper  mind 
control. 

Those  who  do  not  know  any  suitable 
exercises,  will  find  from  time  to  time  that 
I  give  an  exercise.  These  will  be  found 
to  be  running  one  or  more  to  each  ar- 
ticle, and  at  the  end  of  the  series  you 
will  have  a  set  of  exercises,  which  if 
followed  out  on  the  lines  laid  down  in 
these  articles,  will  be  found  to  be  sur- 
passed by  none  for  results. 

Always  start  low  and  gradually  increase 
number  according  to  the  diffi- 
culty or  necessity  of  each  exercise. 
Once  you  have  returned  to  health, 
with  a  fine  muscular  physique,  you  can 
keep  fit  with  fifteen  minutes  daily  of 
Mind  governed  exercise. 

Do  not  expect  to  see  a  great  difference 
in  a  day  or  two  (although  a  difference 
maybe  possible)  foras  arule  you  musthave 
patience.  In  a  month  you  will  be  surpris- 
ed at  the  result.  Always  remember  that 
if  health  and  strength  could  be  gained 
easily  —  especially  great  strength  —  it 
would  be  common,  but  it  is  a  force  which 
raises  you  above  the  ordinary  and  what 
is  worth  having  is  worth  working  for.  This 
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Figure  badly  drawn,  body  should  be  more 
erect,  chest  out,  right  leg  well  to  front, 
arms  in  perfect  line  of  shoulder. 


so  called  work,  however,  will  early  be- 
come a  pleasure. 

Whenever  you  are  doing  your  exer- 
cises you  can  feel  that  you  are  doing  a 
duty — that  of  keeping  mind  and  body 
ready  for  emergencies. 

If  you  are  inclined  to  take  up  a  sport, 
or  form  of  athletics  —  say  gymnastics  ; 
take  my  advice  and  do  a  few  months 
home  exercise  properly  first  and  I  will 
guarantee  five  times  the  results  at  a 
much  quicker  pace. 

Before  giving  another  two  exercises, 
I  must  tell  you  about  what  size  bells  to 
use.  A  man  of  twenty  in  good  health 
can  use  three  pound  to  five  pound  bells 
dependent  on  his  physique.  Under  this 
two  pound  bells.  A  young  boy  under  four- 
teen one  pound  bells.  And  ladies  may 
start  on  from  three-quarter  pounds  to  one 
and  half  pound  bells,  or  even  something 
merely  to  grip  in  order  to  assist  the  mus- 
cular control. 

The  next  exercise  for  this  month  is  as 
follows  : 

From  attention  i.e.,  figure  erect,  arms 
at  side.  Now  (1)  commencing  to  take  a 
deep  long  breath,  same  time  raise  arms 
rigidly  out  straight  in  front  of  chin:  (2) 
Still  continuing  the  deep  intake  of  breath 
throw  arms  wide  open  to  line  of  shoulder, 
same  time  lunging  with  right  foot  to  the 


full  stretch  of  leg.  (3)  Now  return 
arms  to  front  in  line  of  chin,  same  time 
commence  to  expel  the  breath  also  re- 
turning leg  :  (4)  Return  arms  to  side 
and  exhaust  the  breath.  (Repeat  left 
leg.)  See  figure. 

To  put  it  shortly,  Nos.  one  and 
two  are  taking  in  the  breath  (one  deep 
breath,)  Nos.  three  and  four  are  to  expel 
breath  i.e.  When  arms  rise  and  open 
breathe  in.  When  arms  lower  or  close, 
breathe  out. 

If  the  preceding  exercise  is  done  ten 
or  twelve  times  a  day  great  benefits  will 
soon  be  felt. 

Another  exercise,  which  is  very  simple, 
is  also  very  fine  in  constipated  cases,  es- 


Hands  above  head,  reach  down  and 
touch  floor — repeat. 

pecially  if  done  with  the  other. 

Attention  !  Swing  arms  up  in  straight 
line  over  head,  look  upward.  Now  bend 
down  and  try  to  touch  toes.  Return  to 
upright  position  with  back  well  hollowed 
and  chest  out.  Repeat  this  from  eight 
to  twelve  times.    See  figure. 

Those  readers  who  have  the  preceding 
exercises  should  do  all  of  them  every  day. 
They  will  do  you  good.  None  of  them 
are  very  picturesque,  but  all  are  body- 
builders, if  done  properly.

Spring  is  upon  us  and  the  dreams  of 
summer  holidays  among  the  mountains 
must  be  turned  into  plans.  Members 
who  have  done  any  climbing  at  all  know 
how  necessary  an  ice-axe  or  an  alpen- 
stock is.  Any  member  who  intends  to 
be  in  camp  and  desires  to  procure  one  or 
other  should  write  at  once  to  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary,  S.  H.  Mitchell,  box  167, 
Calgary,  Alberta,  stating  his  require- 
ments. It  is  impossible  for  the  Club  to 
guarantee  the  exact  cost.  Hitherto  the 
price  of  the  ice-axe  has  been  $5.00  and 
of  the  alpenstock,  $1.00.    The  ice-axes 
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have  to  be  procured  from  Switzerland  and 
an  early  order  is  necessary.  They 
will  be  in  Canada  by  the  time  the  climb- 
ing season  opens. 

Even  more  important  than  an  ice  axe 
is  a  sufficiency  of  nails  in  theboots.  The 
Club  will  have  some  to  sell  later  in  the 
season,  but  if  they  can  be  procured  local- 
ly the  heavy  cost  of  mailing  will  be  avoid- 
ed. It  is  better  that  these  should  be  put 
in  the  boots  before  leaving  home,  as  de- 
lay and  consequent  annoyance  can  thus 
be  avoided.

Byron  Harmon  of  Banff,  Alberta,-  has  is- 
sued a  very  fine  set  of  stereoscopic  al- 
pine views,  some  of  them  showing  mem- 
bers climbing  at  the  Rogers  Pass  Camp.

Izaak  Walton's  Will. 


FEW  of  the  many  curious  literary 
relics  which  have  come  under  the 
hammer  recently  have  been  of 
greater  interest  than  the  original  probate 
of  the  will  of  Izaak  Walton.  It  is  in  ex- 
cellent preservation,  and  bears  the  seal 
of  the  Court  of  Canterbury.  The  original 
will  in  Walton's  wonderfully  clear  hand- 
writing at  the  age  of  90  is  preserved  at 
Somerset  House,  London,  and  its  pro- 
visions evidence  the  kindly  and  simple 
nature  of  the  immortal  author  of  "The 
Compleat  Angler." 

The  will,  which  is  dated  August  5, 
1683,  is  prefaced  by  the  following 
words  : — 

"In  the  Name  of  God,  amen.  I,  Izaak 
Walton,  the  elder  of  Winchester,  being 
this  present  day  in  the  ninetieth  yeare  of 
mv  age,  and  in  perfect  memory,  for  which 
praised  be  God,  but  considering  how  sod- 
ainely  I  may  be  deprived  of  both,  doe 
therefore  make  this  my  last  will  and  test- 
ament as  followeth.  And  first,  I  doe  de- 
clare my  beliefe  that  there  is  only  one 
God,  who  has  made  the  whole  world,  and 
me  and  all  mankinde;  to  whom  I  shall 
give  an  accompt  of  all  my  actions  which 
are  not  to  be  justified,  but  I  hope  pardon- 
ed, for  the  merritts  of  my  Saviour  Jesus. 
And  because  the  professsion  of  Christianity 


does,  at  this  time,  seeme  to  be  sub-divided 
into  Papist  and  Protestant,  I  take  it  to  be 
at  least  convenient  to  declare  my  beliefe 
to  be,  in  all  points  of  faith,  as  the  church 
of  England  professeth.  And  this 
I  doe  the  rather  because  of  a  long  and 
very  trew  friendship  with  some  of  the 
Roman  Church." 

After  various  bequests  of  land  and 
houses  to  members  of  the  family  the 
testator  wrote  : — 

"I  doe  alsoe  give  five  pound  yearly  to 
be  given  to  some  maideservant,  that  hath 
attained  the  age  of  twenty  and  one  year 
(not  less),  and  dwelt  long  in  one  service, 
or  to  some  honest  poore  man's  daughter 
that  hath  attained  to  that  age,  to  be  paid 
her  at  or  on  the  day  of  her  marriage  ; 
and  that  what  money  or  rent  shall  re- 
maine  undisposed  of  shall  be  employed 
to  buy  coles  for  some  poore  people  that 
shall  mostneed  them, in  the  said  townejthe 
said  coles  to  be  delivered  in  the  last  weeke 
in  January  or  in  every  first  weeke  in  Feb- 
ruary ;  I  say  then,  because  I  take  that 
time  to  be  the  hardest  and  most  pinching 
times  with  poore  people  ;  and  God  re- 
ward those  that  shall  doe  this  without 
partiality,  and  with  honesty,  and  a  good 
conscience." 
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Letters  from  Mr.  John  Arthur  Hope's 
wolf  camps  in  Northern  Ontario,  receiv- 
ed early  in  February  stated  that  up  to 
that  time  four  wolves  had  been  secured 
and  it  was  believed  four  others  had  been 
covered  by  a  heavy  snowstorm.  Mr. 
Hope  was  jubilant  over  the  results  having 
convinced  sportsmen  fr©m  the  States 
that  wolves  are  to  be  found  in  our  North- 
ern woods  and  that  they  can  be  killed  in 
mid-winter  hunts.  He  has  carried  con- 
viction home  to  New  York  and  Philadel- 
phia sportsmen  by  procuring  them  pelts 
which  they  have  taken  back  with  them 
to  those  cities.  The  Philadelphia  men  in 
particular  were  gleeful  because  their  fel- 
lows laughed  at  them  when  they  set  off 
and  declared  they  were  going  to  Canada 
"to  seek  the  impossible."  The  couple  of 
pelts  taken  home  for  mounting  will  con- 
vince even  the  most  sceptical.  The  New 
York  men  were  enthusiastic  o~^r  their 
experiences  and  expect,  if  the  camps  are 
re-opened  next  winter,  to  double  and 
treble  the  number  of  hunters  from  that 
centre.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Yarmouth  branc  h 
of  the  People's  Fish  and  Game  Protective 
Association  of  Nova  Scotia,  Mr.  Allen 
Bethune,  Cedar  Lake,  and  Mr.  W.  S. 
Uhlman,  Carleton,  advocated  the  protec- 
tion of  cow  moose  throughout  the 
Province. 


With  a  view  to  effectively  protecting 
the  black  bass,  maskinonge  and  speckled 
rout  fishery  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
an  Order  in  Council  has  been  passed 
prohibiting  the  sale  and  export  of  these 
fish  for  a  period  of  five  years  from  the 
30th  of  May  next.  It  is  provided,  how- 
ever that  any  person  from  a  foreign  coun- 
try having  an  angler's  permit  may  take 
back  with  him  a  lawful  catch  of  two  days' 
fishing.

The  Duke  of  Bedford  has  presented  a 
small  herd  of  yaks  to  Canada.  The  animal, 
whose  home  is  in  the  colder  parts  of 
Thibet,  Northern  Asia  and  Europe,  is 
useful  both  as  food  and  as  a  fur-bearing 
animal  and  an  attempt  will  be  made  to 
domesticate  it  in  the  western  sections  of 
Canada.  The  herd  will  be  placed  on  the 
Central  Experimental  Farm  at  Ottawa. 
The  experiment  is  being  tried  at  the 
suggestion  of  Mr.  Ernest  Thompson 
Seton,  the  naturalist. 
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The    Conservation  Congress   held  at 
Washington  at   which  representatives  of 
i  Canada,  the  States  and  Mexico  joined  in 
i  consultation  arrived  at  some  important 
and   far   reaching  decisions  which  have 
ji  been  laid  before  the  members  of  the  par- 
liaments of  three  countries.  On  forestry 
matters  it  is  recommended  : 

1st.  That  an  inventory  be  taken  of 
forest  resources. 

2nd.    The  creation  and  maintenance 
j  of  large  forest  reservations  under  public 
control. 

3rd.  Public  ownership  of  forests  supply- 
ing the  head  waters  of  streams. 

4th.  Greater  precautions  by  the  gov- 
ernment against  forest  fires. 

5th.  The  placing  of  all  lumbering 
operations  under  a  system  of  rigid  re- 
i  gulation. 

6th.  The  private  owners  of  lands  un- 
suited  to  agriculture,  once  forested  and 
now  impoverished  or  denuded,  should  be 
encouraged  by  practical  instruction,  ad- 
justment of  taxation,  and  in  other  ways 
to  undertake  reforesting. 

7th.  Excessive  taxation  on  standing 
timber  privately  owned  is  held  to  be  a 
potent  cause  of  forest  destruction  by  in- 
creasing the  cost  of  maintaining  growing 
forests,  and  it  is  endorsed  that  the  taxa- 
tion of  timber  land  be  separate  from  the 
taxation  of  the  timber  growing  upon  it, 
and  be  so  adjusted  as  to  encourage  forest 
conservation  and  forest  growing. 

On  water  powers  the  report  is  equally 
outspoken.  The  public  interest  requires 
public  control.  The  government  control 
of  minerals  is  recommended  and  the  sug- 
gestion is  made  that  the  President  of  the 
|U.  S.  invite  a  world  conference  on  the 
subject  of  the  conservation  of  natural  re- 
sources— their  inventory,conservation  and 
wise  utilization.  There  is  little  doubt  of 
such  conference  being  held  and  of  wide 
results  following.  Canada  has  yet  so 
many  undeveloped  natural  resources 
within  her  own  control  that  her  interest 
in  this  matter  is  vital. 


Six  youths  of  Hamilton,  Ont. ,  taking 
advantage  of  a  fine  Sunday  in  February, 
went  down  to  the  bay  to  spear  fish. 
While  busily  engaged  in  this  occupation, 
Inspector  Kerr  appeared  on  the  scene, 
confiscated  their  spears  and  other  para- 


phernalia and  told  them  summons  would 
follow.  One  of  the  youths  was  so 
frightened  that  he  fell  through  the  ice 
and  was  rescued  with  difficulty.  Ultimat- 
ely they  were  all  allowed  to  settle  with 
the  loss  of  their  tackle  and  fish  and  a 
payment  of  five  dollars  each. 


Mr.  A.  C.  Pratt,  M.  P.  P.  for  South 
Norfolk  in  the  Ontario  Legislature,  has 
reintroduced  his  bill  for  prohibiting  deer 
hunting  with  dogs  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince. Mr.  Pratt  has  long  been  opposed 
to  this  practise  and  introduced  his  bill 
last  year  but  without  definite  result.  It 
may  be  mentioned  that,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  Quebec,  where  hunting  with  dogs 
is  allowed  for  a  portion  of  the  season, 
Ontario  is  the  only  Province  in  Canada 
where  dogs  are  now  permitted  in  deer 
hunting. 


It  is  proposed  during  the  Spring  of 
this  year  to  import  some  Mongolian 
pheasants  for  liberation  on  the  mainland 
of  British  Columbia  near  Vancouver. 
Judging  from  the  manner  in  which  other 
imported  game  have  multiplied  it  is  be- 
lieved that,  with  rigid  protection  they 
will  become  quite  numerous  in  a  few 
years. 


From  Edmonton  comes  a  story  of  a 
wounded  deer  charging  a  hunter.  Edgar 
Waters,  a  former  resident  of  London, 
Ont.,  was  huntingat  Gambier  Island  and 
while  in  a  little  gully,  with  a  narrow  open- 
ingots  only  entrance  and  exit,  came  sud- 
denly upon  a  deer.  The  animal  dashed 
up  the  cliff  in  a  vain  effort  to  escape. 
The  hunter  fired,  the  first  bullet  breaking 
its  left  hind  leg,  the  second,  as  inves- 
tigation afterwards  proved,  goingthrough 
the  top  of  its  heart,  and  a  third  breaking 
a  horn  close  to  the  skull.  The  animal 
kept  on  its  flight,  in  the  course  of  which 
it  charged  right  on  to  Mr.  Waters  and 
inflicted  a  painful  injury  to  his  arm.  A 
point  blank  shot  in  the  brain  finally  dis- 
patched the  infuriated  buck. 


Mr.  Llewellyn  Hall,  of  Peterboro,  Ont., 
on  a  return  journey  from  British  Colum- 
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bia,  stopped  off  at  I7ort  Francis,  Ont., 
for  a  moose  hunt.  Accompanied  by  a 
guide  he  explored  the  region  of  Rainy 
Lake  and  was  fortunate  enough  to  run 
into  three  moose.  He  fired  three  shots 
at  the  largest  one  hitting  him  with  the 
first,  missing  his  second  shot  and  bring- 
ing him  down  with  the  third  at  a  dis- 
tance ot  two  hundred  and  fifty  yards,  as 
the  moose  was  running  through  the 
woods.  The  moose  weighed  one  thousand 
pounds  and  the  antlers  had  a  spread  of 
forty-two  inches  from  tip  to  tip. 


At  a  meeting  of  the  local  branch 
of  the  People's  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Association  of  Nova  Scotia 
held  at  Yarmouth,  a  report  was  read 
from  Chief  Game  Commissioner  Knight, 
giving  a  list  of  moose  reported  killed 
during  the  season  of  1908.

There  were  about  100  more  reported 
than  during  the  previous  year.  More  re- 
ported in  this  case  does  not  necessarily 
mean  more  killed,  1907  being  the  first 
year  hunters  were  obliged  to  report  the 
killing.  It  is  known  that  quite  a  num- 
ber not  being  familiar  with  the  new  law 
did  not  report. 


During  the  hunting  season  in  Ontario 
for  1908,  the  Canadian  Express  Company 
carried  2348  carcasses  of  deer,  with  a 
total  weight  of  264,308  lbs.  The  season 
included  a  period  of  fifteen  days  between 
November  1st  and  November  15th  inclu- 
sive, and  the  figures  show  an  increase  of 


181  carcasses  over  1907.  All  of  these 
shipments  were  from  points  in  the  north- 
ern division  of  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway 
System,  the  heaviest  shipments  be-  • 
ing  made  from  Burk's  Falls,  Haliburton, 
Huntsville,  Kinmount,  Powassan,  Scotia 
Junction,  South  River,  and  Trout  Creek. 
These  figures  give,  however,  only  an  in- 
adequate idea  of  the  number  of  deer  kill- 
ed during  the  open  season,  as  each  hunt- 
er is  allowed  two  deer  on  his  license  and 
as  from  eight  to  nine  thousand  hunters  1 
were  in  the  district,  it  is  probable  that 
10,000  to  12,000  deer  were  killed  during 
the  season.  This  is  estimated  from  the 
fact  that  a  large  number  of  deer  are 
eaten  in  the  hunters'  camps,  and  a  great 
many  are  transported  by  the  settlers  by 
other    means  than  through  the  railway. 


Both  parties  in  the  Canadian  Federal 
House  are  agreed  upon  the  necessity  for 
action  in  the  direction  of  conserving  the 
natural  resources  of  the  Dominion  and  a 
decision  has  been  arrived  at  for  increasing 
the  numbers  of  committees  so  as  to  in- 
clude those  investigating  matters  relating 
to  our  fisheries,  forests,  mines,  water- 
ways and  waterpowers. 


Conferences  between  the  Dominion  and 
the  Provincial  authorities  with  regard  to 
the  international  fisheries  have  been  held 
at  Ottawa.  It  is  understood  that  the 
Provincial  authorities,  particularly  those 
of  Ontario,  are  anxious  that  the  regula- 
tions to  be  made  under  the  international 
treaty,  shall  conceive  the  rights  of  the 
various  Provinces.  The  difficulties  of 
treaty  making  are  much  increased  by  the 
various  considerations  which  have  to  be 
given  to  Provincial  as  well  as  Dominion 
rights.

The  farmers  are  becoming  edu- 
cated to  the  fact  that  game  and  fish  pro- 
tection is  in  their  best  interests,  and  not 
only  are  the  laws  obeyed  but  they  are  in 
most  instances  actively  assisting  the 
wardens." 


That  Ontario  and  Minnesota  will  soon 
join  in  a  great  co-operative  game  pre- 
serve scheme  to  prevent  the  extermina- 
tion of  the  moose,  the  red  deer  and  other 
game  animals  now  present  in  compara- 
tively great  numbers  in  the  wooded  re- 
gions lying  on  each  side  of  the  three  hun- 
dred mile  boundary  line  between  Lake  of 
the  Woods  and  Pigeon  River  by  setting 
aside  a  great  tract  of  land  as  a  preserve, 
is  the  belief  of  Mr.  Arthur  Hawkes,  the 
Canadian  delegate  to  a  series  of  confer- 
tnces  held  in  St.  Paul,  Minneapolis  and 
Duluth.  Mr.  Hawkes  carried  with  him 
the  hearty  good-will  of  Hon. Dr.  Reaume, 
the  Minister  of  Public  Works  in  the  On- 
tario Cabinet,  and  the  assurance  that  On- 
tario was  very  desirous  of  entering  into 


any  reasonable  co-operative  scheme  by 
which  the  rapidly  disappearing  moose 
could  be  preserved  tor  all  time.  The  con- 
ferences were  all  of  a  harmonious  nature, 
and  the  Minnesotan  delegates  were  very 
well  pleased  with  the  expression  of  inter- 
est shown  by  Ontario  in  the  game  pre- 
serves proposition.  On  the  return  of 
Mr.  Hawkes,  the  Ontario  committee  was 
augmented  by  the  addition  of  Mr.  W.  A. 
Preston,  Mr.  J.  J.  Carrick,  Mr.  H.  A.  C. 
Machin  and  Mr.  Kelly  Evans,  Secretary 
of  the  Ontario  Forest,  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Association  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  a  meeting  with  the  Ontario 
Government  to  which  a  deputation  from 
Minnesota  has  been  invited. 


The  gospel  of  conservation  of  the 
natural  resources  of  the  country  has  gone 
so  far  that  the  Dominion  House  of  Com- 
mons unanimously  agreed  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  committee,  to  deal  with  fishery 
matters,  and  it  is  hoped  that  one  of  the 
speedy  results  of  its  work  will  be  to  en- 
sure a  more  plentiful  suply  of  Canadian 
fish  for  Canadian  consumers.

A  recent  copy  of  the  Poughkeepsie 
News — Press  contains  a  full  account  of 
the  formation  and  work  of  the  Clove  Val- 
ley Rod  and  Gun  Club.  The  conditions 
in  the  State  ot  New  York  are  very  differ- 
ent from  those  in  Canada,  but  Canadian 
sportsmen  are  interested  in  what  their  fel- 
lows are  doing  elsewhere.  They  are  al- 
so concerned  in  the  efforts  made  to  con- 
duct the  work  of  propagation  and  protec- 
tion in  every  way  and  they  sympathize 
with  such  efforts  whatever  form  they  may 
take.  Dutchess  county,  N.Y.  has  suffer- 
ed like  many  other  places,  from  over  fish- 
ing and  over  shooting  and  in  particular 
the  beautiful  Clove  Valley  lost  its  one 
time  abundance  of  fish,  bird  and  animal 
life.  Mr.  L.  M.  Palmer  jr,  spent  a  sum- 
mer vacation  there  and  was  never  satis- 
fied as  the  summers  came  round  without 
repeating  his  visit.  The  great  decline  in 
fish  and  game  touched  him  deeply  and 
after  hard  work  he  succeeded  in  forming 
a  club  which  has  taken  charge  of  a  pre- 
serve. In  six  years  Mr.  Palmer  has 
himself  expended  some  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  in  raising  pheasants  and  fancy 
game  birds.  By  the  Club  over  fifty 
thousand  dollars  have  been  paid  out  in 
purchase  of  land,  erection  of  building, pay- 
ments for  leases  etc.,  the  major  portion 
going  to  the  farmers  from  whom  the 
game  rights  were  obtained.  An  allied 
organization,  the  Clove  Spring  Trout 
Hatchery,  purchased  the  stream,  put  in 
a  fish  hatchery  and  arranged  to  raise  60,- 
000  trout,  half  being  brook  trout  and  the 
other  half  rainbow,  brown,  silver  and 
golden  trout.  They  have  widened  and 
deepened  the  stream  and  mean  later  on 
to  raise  every  known  species  that  will 
hibernate  in  those  waters.  Both  fish  and 
game  experts  have  been  engaged  and  Mr 
Palmer  elected  President  of  both  organi- 
zations. Mr.  C. A.  Dykes,  who  is  also  one 
of  the  members,  is  a  fish  and  game  ex- 
pert and  has  given  special  attention  to 
the  hatchery.  We  quote  the  second  by- 
law as  best  expressing  the  objects  of  the 
organization:  "Its  object  shall  be  to 
purchase  and  lease  lands  and  water  with- 
in the  state  of  New  York  and  to  foster, 
protect  and  preserve  game  fish  and  game 
birds  and  animals  and  especially  to 
do  so  upon  or  in  lands  or  waters  owned, 
leased  or  controlled  by  the  Club  for  the 
enjoyment  and  benefit  of  the  members 
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thereof."  Although  the  enjoyment  and 
benefit  of  the  members  is  put  forward  as 
the  object  of  the  Club's  endeavors,  it  is 
contended  that  the  results  of  the  protec- 
tion it  gives  is  felt  throughout  a  much 
wider  area  than  its  own  preserves  and  en- 
joyment and  benefit  is  consequently  con- 
ferred upon  a  very  much  larger  number 
of  people  than  are  included  within  its  I 
membership. 


So  bold  have  the  wolves  been  on  the 
Gatineau  this  winter  that  a  pack  of  eight 
approached  near  enough  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Garvin,  of  Hull,  book  keeper  in  one  of 
the  lumber  camps  of  the  Gilmour  and 
Highson  Company,  to  allow  him  to 
shoot  the  two  leaders.  It  is  stated 
that  the  men  in  the  camp  had  to  be  on  the 
lookout  for  them  even  while  at  work.

A  thrilling  experience,  surpassing  even 
those  gone  through  in  the  life  of  a  war 
veteran,  recently  fell  to  the  lot  of  B.  C. 
Sprague.  Going  down  the  Stewart 
River,  British  Columbia,  on  a  raft  of  logs 
his  floating  home  grounded  on  a  sand 
bar,  only  a  foot  and  a  half  above  the 
water  and  two  hundred  feet  in  length. 
For  ten  days  he  was  held  a  prisoner,  two 
streams  of  ice  grinding  down  on  each 
side  of  his  temporary  home.  All  he  had 
was  an  axe,  a  little  food  and  two  heavy 
coats.  It  was  a  long,  trying  wait  for 
the  river  to  close  and  freeze  solid  but  at 
length  this  was  done  and  release  came. 
At  that  time  food  was  exhausted  and  it 
was  a  famished  and  worn  out  man  who 
arrived  in  camp  after  a  trial  exceeding 
anything  he  had  known  in  war. 


The  Winnipeg  people  have  failed  as 
buffalo  breeders  and  what  was  once  the 
second  largest  herd  in  the  Dominion  is 
now  practically  extinct.  The  cause  is 
said  to  be  neglect  and  improper  pasture. 
Contrary  to  the  general  belief  these  ani- 
mals require  care  in  confinement  and 


their  care  will  repay  trouble  This  is 
shown  by  the  success  which  is  attending 
the  herd  at  Banff.  It  is  a  great  pity  that 
Winnipeg,  with  the  fine  park  system  the 
city  possesses,  could  not  have  done  bet- 
ter for  the  buffaloes.  The  recommendations 
of  the  Superintendent  were  not  acted 
upon  by  the  Council,  with  the  result  that 
the  great  attractions  of  the  herd  are  now 
lost  to  the  city . 


The  question  of  the  prohibition  of  the 
sale  of  black  bass  in  New  York  State 
is  of  great  interest  to  Ontario  people, 
and  particularly  those  residing  on  ©r 
near  the  St.  Lawrence.  The  New  York 
State  League  of  Sportsmen  has 
declared  in  its  favor  and  the  New  York 
members  of  the  North  American  Fish  and 
Game  Protective  Association  have  pledg- 
ed themselves  to  work  for  its  insertion  in 
the  laws  of  the  State.  In  the  meantime 
some  objection  is  being  taken  to  this 
course  by  the  guides  of  Cape  Vincent,  N. 
Y.  and  others,  who  have  adopted  their 
view,  ask  why  the  people  should  be  de- 
prived  of  the  right  to   purchase  good

game  fish.  It  is  pointed  out  that  the 
sale  is  prohibited  in  Ontario  and  that  the 
markets  in  New  York  State  are  not  sup- 
plied by  angling  alone.  This  seems  to 
be  particularly  a  case  in  which  the  laws 
en  both  sides  of  the  river  should  be  uni- 
form if  full  and  effective  protection  is  to 
be  given  to  the  fish.  The  bulk  of  the 
friends  of  protection  in  New  York  State 
see  this  point  and  will,  we  are  convinced,  j 
work  in  the  interests  of  the  promotion  of 
harmony  in  the  existing  laws  on  both 
sides  of  the  line.  For  Ontario  to  follow 
New  York  would  be  to  go  back, and  there-  j 
fore  we  hope  to  find  New  York  coming 
up  to  the  level  of  Ontario  before  many 
months  have  gone  by  and  that  to  the 
great  benefit  of  the  future  of  the  black 
bass. 


There  are  lots  of  anglers,  of  course, 
who  would  not  credit  the  statement  that 
the  moon  shining  on  fish  spoils  them, 
says  a  writer  in  the  Omaha  World  Her- 
ald. There  are  a  large  number  of  skill- 
ed old  fishermen  up  about  Walker,  on 
Leech  Lake,  in  Minnestoa,  and  on  being 
told  of  this  effect  of  the  moon  on  the  fish, 
when  I  was  up  there  several  years  ago, 
I  enquired  of  old  man  Busch,  the  old 
hotel  man  and  best  maskinonge  hunter  of 
the  region,  and  he  told  me  that  fish  expos- 
ed to  the  moonlight  were  sure  to  spoil.  A 
number  of  other  old  fishermen  abont  the 
lake  told  me  the  same  thing.  Old  man 
Busch  said  that  the  moonshine  made  the 
fish  soft,  aud  tainted  it  to  such  an  extent 
as  to  be  unfit  for  the  table  in  a  few 
hours.

and  let  go.  A  little  weight  on  the  guide 
wire  acts  like  the  hammer  of  a  pile  driver 
and  drives  the  hook  out  of  the  snag.  In 
this  simple  manner  a  '  'snagged"  hook  is 
quickly  and  effectively  recovered.

Wolf  stories  come  in  from  Fort  Willi- 
am. The  wolves  are  said  to  have  been 
so  numerous  and  bold  during  the  past 
winter  that  settlers  could  not  go  out  with 
safety  unless  well  armed.  A  Finnish 
settlement  off  the  Shuniah  Road  was  the 
main  point  infested  by  the  wolves.  One 
man  is  said  to  have  seen  a  pack  by  his 
wood  pile  and  thinking  they  were  dogs 
walked  quite  close  to  them  on  his  way 
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from  the  barn.  Discovering  his  mistake 
he  made  the  house  in  record  time.  Six 
wolves  chased  a  settler  back  to  town 
where  the  man  purchased  a  rifle  before 
again  venturing  upon  the  homeward 
journey.  There  were  many  discussion! 
over  organizing  a  wolf  hunt  on  a  consid- 
erable scale,  as  with  the  settlers  roused 
in  defence,  and  the  added  incentives  of 
the  bounty  and  the  pelts,  it  was  believed 
such  a  hunt  would  have  been  successful.

A  correspondent  writing  from  Manito- 
ba in  the  early  part  of  February  states 
that  in  his  old  hunting  district  he  saw 
but  two  antlered  bulls  out  of  fifty  moose, 
the  rest  being  bulls  without  horns  or  old 
cows.  He  acted  as  guide  to  several 
parties  but  though  they  had  no  difficulty 
in  getting  their  game  they  were  all 
small  moose.  He  did  not  hear  of  a  decent 
head  being  taken  and  although  one  man 
remained  the  whole  season  hoping  to 
get  a  nice  head, he  failed  in  his  purpose. 
In  his  opinion  the  moose  have  not  yet 
recovered  from  their  trouble  of  two  years 
ago,  although  their  skins  are  now  beauti- 
fully clean,  and  the  general  reports  were 
that  they  were  not  as  fat  as  usual.  Dur- 
ing the  winter  the  snow  was  very  deep 
and  brought  down  many  big  game  ani- 
mals from  the  upper  hills,  the  cold 
weather  being  at  times  as  much  as  63  degr- 
ees below.  Trappers  reported  a  restricted 
fur  season  and  the  protected  beaver  ap- 
peared to  be  the  only  animal  holding  its 
own  and  increasing  in  numbers.  In  one 
place  they  dammed  the  river  running 
through  a  small  town  and  allowed  many 
people  to  watch  them  at  their  clever 
engineering  feats.  As  soon  as  any 
noise  was  made  the  beaver  on  picket 
duty  struck  the  water  with  his  tail  and 
in  a  twinkling  all  was  over  for  the  night. 
Partridges  were  plentiful  during  the  fall 
but  weasles  did  great  execution  amongst 
them.  Timber  wolves  were  few.  Until 
the  rabbits  and  squirrels  return  the  scar- 
city of  fur  is  likely  to  continue.

Game  Inspector  Kerr,  of  Hamilton, 
prosecuted  Albert  Wade,  of  Burlington, 
for  shooting  wild  duck  on  Sunday. 
Wade's  excuse  was  that  he  shot  the  bird 
on  Saturday  but  as  the  bay  was  rough 
he  was  unable  to  go  after  it  till  Sunday, 
when  he  found  the  bird  was  only  wound- 
ed and  as  the  best  way  of  despatching  it 
he  fired  at  it.  A  fine  of  five  dollars  was 
inflicted.

By  Provinces,  Nova  Scotia  leads 
with  a  total  catch  valued  at  $7,632,330;

390;  Ontario  fifth,  with  $1,935,0*25;  and 
Prince  Edward  Island  sixth,  with  $1,492, 
€95.  The  output  of  the  salmon  fisheries 
for  the  year  was  $5,014,446;  lobsters, 
$4,084,122;  cod,  $3,619,818;  and  herring 
$2,073,756.  The  industry  employs  over 
71,000  men.  The  report  urges  that 
the  protection  and  developement  of  the 
great  resources  of  the  waters  of  the 
Dominion  would  be  facilitated  were  the 
present  divided  authority  and  overlap- 
ping of  federal  and  provincial  jurisdiction 
united  in  one  central  system  under 
definite  control. 

A  report  comes  from  the  Old  Country 
to  the  effect  that  two  poachers  were 
routed  out  of  some  private  preserves  by 
deer.  These  men  disturbed  the  animals 
by  night  and  were  so  frightened  by  the 
attacks  made  upon  them  that  they  pre- 
ferred to  be  taken  by  the  keepers  rather 
than  stand  the  attacks  of  the  deer.  It  is 
stated  that  a  party  of  sportsmen  were 
routed  by  the  same  animals  a  few  days 
previously.  The  deer  showing  so  much 
boldness  are  stated  to  belong  to  the 
imported  black  Japanese  variety. 

A  brush  between  Government  officers 
and  fish  poachers  on  the  Niagara  river  was 
reported  during  January.  Men  in  a  power 
launch  were  seen  dynamiting  fish  on  the 
Canadian  side.  Chase  was  given  and 
when  the  men  declined  to  stop  they  were 
fired  at  with  rifles  and  replied  with  shot- 
guns. No  one  was  injured  and  the  men 
in  the  launch  were  successful  in  getting 
away.  Mr.  Tinsley,  Chief  Superinten- 
dant  of  Fish  and  Game  for  Ontario,  gave 
orders  for  a  strict  patrol  of  the  river. 


For  some  time  dynamiting  has  been  go- 
ing on,  the  discharges  killing  the  fish, 
which  comes  to  the  surface,  are  easily 
gathered  in,  and  sent  to  Buffalo  and 
other  cities  for  marketing.  The  United 
States  officials  promised  hearty  coopera- 
tion in  any  efforts  to  capture  the  preda- 
tory band. 

A  grand  method  of  acquainting  the 
people  with  the  wealth  of  which  they  are 
inheritors  and  custodians  has  been  adop- 
ted by  the  Rev.  G.  F.  Salton,  who  re- 
cently lectured  in  Hamilton  on  Algon- 
quin Park  and  Economics  of  Forestry. 
The  audience  was  an  excellent  one  and 
the  Rev.  gentlemen  made  an  effective 
plea  for  instruction  of  the  young  in  the* 
great  future  before  the  great  Dominion, 
provided  the  vast  forest  resources  are 
properly  preserved.  The  result  of  such 
education  would  be  the  development  of 
study,  intelligent,  patriotic  foresters,  the 
like  of  which  could  not  be  found  even  in 
the  timber  loving  country  of  Germany. 
In  the  blood  of  every  Canadian  was  the 
call  of  the  wild  and  the  lure  of  the  forest. 
In  the  Canadian  forests  tired  and  ner- 
vous wrecks  received  strength  from  the 
great  silent  teachers  of  the  woods, 
— strength  that  clarified  the  vision  and 
toned  and  invigorated  jaded  nerves. 

A  wolf  supposed  to  have  escaped  from 
the  park  at  Belle  Island  two  years  ago 
has  been  creating  havoc  among  the 
sheepfolds  of  Middlesex  county,  and  it 
is  estimated  that  sheep  worth  a  thousand 
dollars  have  fallen  victims  to  this  animal 
within  the  last  twelve  months.  Many 
attempts  have  been  made  to  put  an  end 
to  its  depredations  by  encompassing  his 
downfall  but  up  till  the  beginning  of 
February  the  wolf  escaped  every  effort 
for  his  overthrow.  At  that  time  he  was 
seen  so  closely  engaged  in  a  meal  that  a 
local  marksman  got  sufficiently  close  to 
put  in  a  fatal  bullet.  The  wolf  proved  a 
fine  specimen,  weighing  forty  two 
pounds,  standiug  two  feet  three  inches 
in  height,  and  measuring  three  feet  one 
inch  in  length.  One  township  paid  out 
over  seven  hundred  dollars  at  a  two- 
thirds  valuation  for  sheep  destroyed. 
The  farmers  and  inhabitants  generally 
experienced  a  great  relief  on  hearing  of 
the  death  of  the  animal.

Motor  Ice  Boat 

A  motor  ice  boat  has  just  been  built  by 
Jacob  Cornwell,  jr.,  and  Wilber  Wenck, 
two  boys  of  Red  Bank,  N.  J.,  and  al- 
though it  is  a  crude  affair  it  has  had 
several  "successful  trial  trips  on  the 
Shrewsbury  River,  and  has  demonstrated 
that  a  motor  ice  boat  is  practical.  They 
are  now  making  arrangements  to  build 
a  larger  boat. 

This  little  ice  craft  is  six  feet  long,  and 
has  a  three  horse-power  motor  set  up- 
right in  the  boat,  which  is  propelled  by 
a  chain  drive  revolving  a  spiked  log  of 
wood  eight  inches  in  diameter,  and  about 
a  foot  in  length. 

The  steering  runner  of  the  boat  is  in 
front  instead  of  behind,  and  the  steering 
apparatus  is  controlled  by  a  lever  instead 
of  a  tiller.

International  Regattas  on  the  Pacific  Coast 

The  Pacific  International  Power  Boat 
Association,  of  which  Mr.  R.  P.  McLen- 
nan, of  Vancouver,  is  President  has  for- 
mulated a  big   program,    and  assumed 


jurisdiction  over  territory  from  Nome  to 
Mexico. 

Hitherto  the  association,  although  pra- 
tically  the  head  of  organized  motor  boat- 
ing on  the  Pacific  coast,  has  been  limited 
to  the  north  west  in  scope.  However, 
Secretary  F.  M.  Foulser,  who  has  just  re- 
turned from  a  trip  to  California,  reports 
that  the  Oregon  and  California  motor 
boat  clubs  are  desirous  that  the  Pacific 
international  name  be  extended  to  include 
the  southern  as  well  as  the  northern 
coast.  Accordingly,  the  members  have 
voted  unanimously  to  accept  after  con- 
sideration, clubs  and  individuals  eligible 
to  membership  from  Grays  Harbour  on 
down  the  coast  line  to  San  Diego.  Sec- 
retary Foulser  stated  that  speed  boats 
from  the  entire  coast  would  assemble  to 
race  in  Seattle  during  the  Alaska- Yukon- 
Pacific  Exposition. 

The  association  has  elected  a  new  com- 
modore, Vince  H.  Faben,  to  succeed 
Reginald  H.  Parsons,  who  has  resigned 
because  he  will  be  out  of  the  city  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  time  during  the  com- 
ing season.  Both  the  old  and  the  new 
commodores  are  actively  identified  with 
motor  boat  racing  in  the  northwest. 
Miller  Freeman  was  named  as  a  delegate 
to  a  meeting  to  be  held  shortly  in  New 
York  of  representatives  of  power  boat 
clubs  from  the  whole  country,  when  a 
national  organization  will  be  formed.

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Taxicabs  for  Toronto 

Taxicabs  will  be  running  in  Toronto  by 
March  first.  This  was  the  statement  of 
the  representative  of  the  Berna  Motor 
and  Taxicab  Company,  Limited,  who  are 
introducing  the  new  vehicle.  The  police 
commissioners  of  the  city  have  been  re- 
quested to  so  amend  their  by-laws  as  to 
admit  taxicabs  under  their  regulations. 

The  rate  to  be  charged  is  somewhat 
different  to  that  now  existing  with  the 
horse  cabs.  For  four  persons  twenty 
cents  will  be  charged  for  the  first  half- 
mile,  and  ten  cents  for  each  additional 
half-mile.  There  will  be  no  charge  for 
the  time  the  taxicab  takes  to  go  from 
its  station  to  the  place  where  it  is  called, 
or  back  after  the  trip  is  over.  But  for 
every  four  minutes  the  taxicab  is  kept 
waiting  a  charge  of  ten  cents  will  be  made. 
Twenty  cents  will  be  charged  for  convey- 
ing trunks,  but  hand  bags  will  be  carried 
free.  The  new  company  will  put  uniform- 
ed men  on  their  cabs. 


No  Auto  for  Toronto's  Pire  Chief 
The  Board  of  Control  for  the  City  of 
Toronto  turned  down  a  recommendation 
to  provide  an  automobile  for  the  use  of 
Fire  Chief  Thompson,  the  recommenda- 
tion for  such  a  provision  being  based  up- 
on increased  efficiency  of  the  chief's  services 
through  better  means  of  inspection  and 
more  promptness  in  being  present  at  out- 
breaks of  fire. 

* 'Chief  Thompson  is  the  first  man  the 
firemen  look  to  for  direction  at  a  big  fire, 
and  it  is  of  essential  importance  that 
the  chief  be  tne  first  one  on  the  spot  to 
size  up  the  situation,  so  that  no  time  or 
effort  be  lost,"  said  H.  H.  Love  of 
Hyslop  Bros.,  emphasizing  the  necessity  of 
the  course  the  Board  of  Control  declined 
to  take. 

Mr.  Love  stated  that  automobiles  had 
been  an  unqualified  success  in  what  ever 
fire  department  they  had  been  introduced, 
and  the  city  of  Vancouver  had  recently 


purchased  a  Cadillac  car  for  the  use  of 
their  fire  chief. 

M.  A.  Kennedy,  general  manager  of 
the  Dominion  Automobile  Company,  ex- 
pressed surprise  at  the  action  of  the 
controllers  in  striking  out  the  appropri- 
ation. • 

"No  city  the  size  of  Toronto,"  said  Mr. 
Kennedy,  "can  afford  to  be  without  an 
automobile  for  its  fire  chief.  The  saving 
of  time  and  the  increased  facilities  would 
more  than  compensate  for  the  initial  cost. 
The  maintenance  would  cost  very  little. 
All  the  cities  of  any  size  in  the  Uuited 
States  have  them." 

Other  automobile  agents  in  Toronto 
also  endorsed  these  views.

the  industry  made  great  progress.  In 
England  the  first  attempt  at  seamless 
tubes  was  made  in  1837  and  improve- 
ments were  patented  in  1867  and  1882.

In  the  supreme  court  at  Charlottetown, 
P.  E.  I.,  on  January  29  last,  arguments 
were  heard  in  the  famous  automobile 
case.  Last  year  the  Provincial  legislat- 
urepassed  an  act  prohibiting  the  running  of 
autos.  To  make  a  test  case  the  owners 
ran  a  machine  last  summer  and  were 
promptly  fined  $500.  They  applied  for 
certiorai  to  quash  this  conviction,  hence 
the  present  case.  The  main  contention 
of  the  defendants'  counsel  was  that  the 


running  of  automobiles  upon  the  public 
highway  constituted  what  is  known  as  a 
common  nuisance  which  is  a  criminal  and 
indictable  offence  at  common  law,  and 
therefore  any  legislation  dealing  with  the 
subject  could  only  be  passed  by  the  federal 
parliament  which  has  exclusive  jurisdic- 
ion  over  crimes. 

On  the  part  of  the  Crown  it  was  ar- 
gued that  the  statute  in  question  was 
in  reality  a  regulation  of  the  public  high- 
ways, that  it  dealt  with  a  matter  purely 
local  and  private  in  the  Province  clearly 
within  the  scope  of  Provincial  legisla- 
tive power,  that  the  running  of  an  auto- 
mobile upon  the  public  road  was  not  in 
itself  a  criminal  nuisance.  The  statute 
did  not  create  any  criminal  offence.  Its 
effect  might  be  to  prevent  a  nuisance. 

Judgement  was  reserved.

a  muscalonge  I  lost  the  season  be- 
fore,— now  all  you  boys,  old,  young,  and 
gay,  stop  laughing  and  listen  to  what  I 
say  !  /  said  the  mate  to  one  I  lost  !

day  j  with  my  faithful  Indian  guide, 
Peter  Monague,  (who  has  all  the 
virtues  and  none  of  the  vices,  of  a  thor- 
ough bred  Chippewa  Indian)  we  are  al- 
ways sure  of  enough  bass  for  our  shore 
dinner.

The  Philosophy  of  Life.

THROUGHOUT  all  our  lives  there 
runs  a  streak  of  something  that 
makes  for  trouble,  and  is  for  the 
most  part  difficult  or  even  impossible  of 
explanation. 

An  inborn  cussedness  keeps  continual- 
ly cropping  to  the  surface  and  making 
things  unplesant  for  us  and  we  don't 
know  the  reason  why;  a  certain  perverse - 
ness  seems  to  exist  and  to  meet  us  at 
every  turn  until  we  get  accustomed  to 
have  things  go  wrong  and  are  surprised 
if  they  do  not,  and  a  life  time  of  combat- 
ing adverse  circumstances  or  conditions 
tends  to  make  one  cynical  and  doubtful 
of  things  in  general.  Theoretically  it 
would  seem  just  as  easy  to  go  right  as 
wrong  but  it  is  not.  Why? 

To  go  way  back  to  our  boyhood  days 
who  does  not  remember  running  about 
the  back  yard,  perhaps  ragged  and  bare- 
footed, with  our  piece  of  bread  and  but- 
ter in  our  hand  for  lunch,  and  who  does 
not  remember  dropping  that  bread  in 
the  dirt  and  seeing  it  always  fall  butter 
side  down  and  becoming  destroyed? 
Why?  We  all  know  it  is  true  and  that 
the  bread  always  did  fall  that  way  and 
that  there  is  a  'cussedness'  about  it  that 
we  can't  explain. 

Who  does  not  know  how  impossible  it 
is  to  light  a  fire  or  a  pipe  when  we  have 
only  one  match  in  our  possession,  while 
if  we  had  a  pocket  full  one  would  do  the 
trick  ?  This  may  be  due  to  over  anxiety 
on  our  part,  for  fear  we  will  lose  the 
only  match  and  we  take  too  great  a  pre- 
caution for  its  safety,  and  thereby  defeat 
the  end  desired;  then  on  the  other  hand, 
if  we  have  a  supply  of  matches  no  mat- 
ter how  careless  we  are  with  the  first  one 
it  will  succeed  even  in  a  gale  of  wind 
and  under  the  most  adverse  circum- 
stances.   Why  ? 

A  man  will  forsake  his  father  and  his 
mother  and  the  pomps  and  vanities  of  this 
wicked  world  to  go  fishing  and  will 
spend  a  few  days  in  pursuit  of  that 
elusive  fish  and  with  varying  success  and 
on  coming  home  was  never  known  to  tell 
the  truth  about  his  catch.  Why?  That 
is  pure  'Devilishness'  on  the  part  of  the 


man  and  seems  to  go  naturally  with  fish- 
ing the  world  over.  Then  again  why  do 
all  the  big  fish  escape  and  all  the  little 
ones  have  to  be  destroyed  to  get  them  off" 
our  hook? 

What  amateur  photographer  is  there 
who  has  not  at  different  times  got  every- 
thing ready  to  take  a  snap  of  some  fine 
bit  of  out-door  scenery  and  just  as  every- 
thing was  ready  have  the  sun  dodge  be- 
hind a  cloud  and  remain  there  until  his 
patience  was  exhausted  and  the  chance 
of  the  picture  gone?  Why?  'Cussedness' 
or  what? 

I  had  a  fine  opportunity  to  shoot  a 
deer  once — took  correct  aim — pulled  the 
trigger — and  the  only  cartridge  I  ever 
saw  fail  to  explode  was  in  that  gun — 
and  the  deer  got  away.  That  same  car- 
tridge was  good  and  went  off  easily 
enough  when  fired  at  a  mark.  Cussed- 
ness again,  or  was  that  deer  fated  not  to 
be  killed  at  that  time? 

In  travelling  through  the  woods  with  a 
gun  on  our  shoulder  we  suddenly  come 
to  where  the  road  divides  on  a  branch 
leading  home  or  to  the  camp  and  the 
other  going  to — God  knows  where — ; 
both  look  alike  so  far  as  we  can  judge 
and  it  is  just  as  reasonable  to  take  one 
as  the  other — then  why  is  it  we  always 
take  the  wrong  one  and  are  compelled  to 
walk  five  or  six  times  as  far  as  we  should 
to  get  home?  Why? 

Such  things  or  occurrences  might  be 
multiplied  without  number,  but  these  few 
are  sufficient  to  set  one  thinking,  but  we 
can  think  and  think  and  what  will  it 
avail?  The  fact  remains  that  a  perver- 
sity exists  and  that  we  meet  it  at  every 
turn.  It  is  useless  to  fight  against  it, 
much  better  to  float  with  the  tide  and 
take  things  as  they  come  and  make 
believe  we  are  satisfied,  so  that  we  can 
say  with  James  Whitcomb  Riley: 
It  a'int  no  use  to  grumble  nor  complain 
'Tis  just  as  cheap  and  easy  to  rejoice, 
And  when  God  sorts  out  the  weather  and 

sends  rain 
W'y  rain's  my  choice. 


Through  the  Sub  Arctics  of  Canada. 


IHE  wide  interest  aroused  in  the 
nothern  regions  of  Canada,  and  the 
demand  for  definite  information 
concerning  them,  has  led  to  the  publica- 
tion of  a  new  edition  of  Mr.  Tyrrell's 
book  entitled  "Through  the  Sub  Arctics 
of  Canada.  "The  publisher  is  Mr.W.Biggs, 
of  Toronto,  who  has  done  his  share  of 
the  work,  equally  as  well  as  the  author. 
The  joint  results  are  the  production  of  a 
book  likely  to  live  as  long  as  interest  in 
Canadian  exploration  remains  a  feature 
of  our  public  life.  Through  the  courtesy 
of  the  publisher  we  are  able  to  present  the 
cuts  used  in  this  article,  thus  adding  ma- 
terially to  the  writ- 
t  e  n  description  of 
the  book. 

Mr.  Tyrrell,  ac- 
companied by  his 
brother,  Mr.  J.  B. 
Tyrrell,  C.  E.,  D.L. 
S.,  of  the  Canadian 
Geological  Survey, 
left  Ottawa  a  few 
years  ago  to  explore 
what  has  been 
known  as  the  Bar- 
ren Lands  of  the 
North  West. 

They  had  two  fine 
Peterborough  cedar 
canoes,  eighteen 
feet  long  and  cap- 
able of  carrying  two 

thousand  pounds  each,  while  weighing 
only  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds. 
Arrangements  had  been  made  to  have  a 
nineteen  foot  basswood  canoe,  used  dur- 
ing the  previous  summer,  and  two  men 
in  readiness  at  Fort  McMurray  on  the 
Athabasca  River.  Four  canoemen, 
three  being  Iroquois  from  Caughnawaga, 
Que.,  and  the  fourth,  John  Flett,  from 
Prince  Albert,  Sask.,were  engaged.  Two 
other  men,  half  breeds,  were  to  meet  the 
party  at  Fort  McMurray.  It  was  intend- 
ed by  these  arrangements  to  include  good 
canoemen  and  portagers. 

Great  care  was  taken  over  the  outfit, 
including  a  complete  set  of  portable  ma- 
thematical instruments.  Supplies  were 
ordered  from  the  Hudson  Bay  Company 
at  Edmonton  with  instructions  to  have 


them  freighted  down  the  Athabasca  River 
to  Fort  Chipewyan  on  Lake  Athabasca 
as  early  as  possible. 

Finally  a  start  was  made  on  May  six- 
teenth trom  North  Bay  and  on  arrival  at 
Winnipeg  it  was  found  that  the  canoes 
had  not  gone  through.  This  caused  fur- 
ther delay,  but  at  length  Edmonton  was 
reached,  and  with  their  provisions,  which 
had  not  been  forwarded, the  northern  trail 
was  taken  on  May  twenty-nineth,  the 
provisions  having  been  sent  on  two  days 
ahead. 

The  first  camp  was  made  on  the  Height 
of  Land  between  the  Saskatchewan  and 
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the  Athabasca,  the  yells  of  the  prairie 
wolves  preventing  much  sleep.  It  was 
late  in  the  evening  of  the  following  day 
when  Athabasca  Landing  was  reached, 
the  supplies  having  got  in  safely  a  few 
hours  before. 

Athabasca  Landing  is  a  great  supply 
and  trading  centre  for  the  Hudson  Bay 
Company  "From  this  place  up-stream 
for  about  one  hundred  miles  and  down 
for  fifteen  hundred  miles  to  the  Arctic 
Ocean,  this  great  waterway,  excepting  at 
two  rapids,  is  regularly  navigated  by 
large  river  steamers,  owned  by  the  Hud- 
son Bay  Company  and  employed  in  car- 
rying supplies  for  their  Posts  and  the  furs 
which  are  secured  in  trade.  Because  of 
these  two  impassable  rapids  the  river  is 
divided  into  three  sections,  necessitating 
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the  use  of  three  steamers,  one  for  each 
section.  Goods  are  transported  from 
one  boat  to  the  other  over  the  greater 
part  of  the  rapids  by  means  of  scows,  but 
for  a  short  distance,  at  the  Grand  Rapid, 
by  means  of  a  tramway  built  for  the  pur- 
pose." Advantage  was  taken  of  one  of 
these  steamers  to  ship  the  bulk  of  the 
supplies  to  Fort  Chipewyan  and  the  ca- 
noe journey  commenced. 

Mr.J. B.Tyrrell,  with  two  of  the  Iroquois, 
Pierre  and  Michael,  had  the  first  canoe  and 
the  author  with  the  third  Iroquois,  Louis, 


and  Flett'took  the 
second.  No  great  pro- 
gress was  made  the 
first  day,  but  sixty 
miles  were  -gone 
over  on  the  second. 

On  the  third  a 
moose  was  obtained 
and  the  same  even- 
ing the  Grand  Rap- 
id was  reached.  A 
detachment  o  f  the 
North -West  Mount- 
ed Police  w  e  r  e*  in 
camp  and  a  pleasant 
stay  was  made  till 
the  arrival  of  the 
steamer  and  the 
tranference  fof  the 
baggage.  In  t  h  e 
meantime  the  Indi- 
ans took  the  canoes 
down  the  rapids 
safely  though  again- 
st the  strong  advice 
of  the  local  men. 

Many  other'rapids 
were  run  and  at  the 
third  one  an  accident 
almost  filled  the  ca- 
noe and  wetted  all 
within  it.  At  o  n'e 
place  they  took  a 
rapid  at  the  worst 
point  with  the  re- 
sult that  they  were 
carried  down  a"  fall. 
Fortunately  the  ca- 
noes were  light  and 
they  had  a  lucky 
escape, 
out  a 

mistakes  will  some- 
times occur  in  spite 
of  every  precaution."  After  that,  one 
small  rapid  completed  the  series  and  calm 
water  was  enjoyed  till  Fort  McMurray 
was  reached.  Here  they  were  met  by 
two  men,  Jim  Corrigal  and  Francois 
Maurice,  with  the  third  canoe. 

The  entire  population  at  the  Fort  were 
in  a  state  of  starvation  at  thetime  owingto 
the  delay  in  the  arrival  of  supplies. These 
were  expected  every  hour  but 
five  days  passed  before  they  came.  This 
long  delay  was  caused  by  the  grounding 
of  some  of   the  boats  in  one  of  the  rapids 


*  ■  With- 
guide  such 
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necessitating  the  ^removal  of 
the  cargoes  which  had  to  be 
carried  on  shore,  the  boats 
freed,  lowered  past  the  ob- 
struction and  reloaded. 

With  eight  men  and  three 
canoes  the  expedition  was 
complete,  and  obtaining  their 
supplies  they  left  the  Fort  the 
following  morning,  and  two 
days  afterwards  reached 
Fort  Chipewyan.  The  follow- 
ing quotation  of  one  side  of 
life  at  this  point  will  prove  of 
interest : 

"The  staple  food  for  both 
men  and  dogs  (which  latter 
are  important  members  of  the 
community)  is  fish,  several 
varieties  of  which  are  caught 
in  abundance  in  the  lake  close 
at  hand.  One  or  two  white- 
fish,  according  to  size,  is  the 
usual  allowance  for  a  dog.  In 
the  north  the  dog  takes  the 
place  which  the  horse  occu- 
pies in  the  south,  and  it  is  a 
very  interesting  sight  to  see 
the  canine  population  ot  the 
town,  perhaps  thirty  or  forty 
in  all,  receiving  their  daily 
meal.  They  are  called  toget- 
her by  the  ringing  of  a  large 
bell,  erected  for  the  purpose 
at  all  Hudson  Bay  Company's 
Posts.  At  the  first  stroke  all 
dogs  within  reach  spring  to 
their  feet  and  scamper  off  to 
the  feeding  place,  where  they 
find  a  man  in  charge  of  their 
rations.  Forming  round  in 
a  circle,  each  dog  waits  for 
the  portion  thrown  to  him, 
which  he  at  once  trots  away 
with  to  enjoy  in  some  quiet 
retreat.  Occasional  snarls 
and  fights  take  place,but  it  is.  astonishing 
to  see  how  orderly  Chipewyan  dogs  are 
able  to  conduct  themselves  at  a  common 
mess." 

When  they  left  the  Fort  a  guide  nam- 
ed Moberly  accompanied  them.  In  re- 
packing they  found  the  only  article  which 
had  suffered  from  frequent  trans-shipment 
was  a  chest  of  tea.  This  had  been  broken 
open  and  a  few  pounds  lost,  but  the  bal- 
ance— aboutsixty  pounds — had  been  gath-

ered  up  and  put  in  a  flour  bag.  Although 
the  total  outfit  amounted  to  about  four 
thousand  pounds  it  was  found  that  all 
could  be  nicely  carried  in  the  canoes. 
On  the  way  to  Black  Lake,  Moberly  de- 
serted, having  obtained  board  for  himself 
and  a  month's  payment  in  advance  for 
guiding  work  he  failed  to  perform.  There 
were  some  difficult  portages  in  the  trip 
and  the  men  did  hard  work  in  getting 
the  outfit  across.    So  far  they  had  had 
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some  hints  of  the  way  they  had  travelled 
but  trom  this  point  all  was  unknown. 

"On  Saturday  morning  the  8th  of  July, 
without  guide  or  map,  we  commenced  our 
journey  intogreatuntravelled  wilderness. " 
There  was  a  good  breaking  in  for  a  begin- 
ning— a  portage  two  miles  long,  through 
the  thickets  and  swamps  and  over  rocky 
hills.  That  week  the  men  carried  the 
entire  outfit  a  distance  of  eight  miles  over 
the  roughest  kind  of  country, representing 
a  total  transport  of  fifty-six  miles  or  a 
walk  of  one  hundred  and  four  miles  for 
each  man. 
S  i  x  little 
lakes  and  as 
many  short 
porta  ges, 
were  cross- 
ed in  t  h  e 
next  couple 
of  days. 
Wolver  i  n  e 
Lake  was 
discove  red 
and  its  geo- 
grap  h  i  c  a  1 
position  de- 
t  e  rmi  n  ed. 
Birch  Lake 
was  reached 
and  then 
"Big" Lake, 
as  the  Indi- 
ans called  it, 
but  which 
the  explor- 
ers  named 
SelwynLake 
and  which 
was  careful- 
ly surveyed. 
At  this  camp 
somelndians 

attempted  to  frighten  the  men  with  the 
possible  dangers  to  be  found  on  the  route 
they  were  following.  From  this  lake 
they  reached  the  Height  of  Land,  over  a 
portage  a  mile  and  a  quarter  long, 
the  northern  end  terminating  on  the  shore 
of  another  large  lake,  the  level  of  which 
was  ascertained  to  be  fifteen  feet  lower 
than  Selwyn  Lake.  On  this  portage,  the 
summit  of  the  continent,  the  flag  of  Can- 
ada was  securely  affixed  to  the  top  of  a 
tall, straight  tamarack. 

Easier  canoeing  was  now  the  rule  as

the  course  was  with  the  current.  Daly 
Lake  was  crossed,  after  a  delay  of  a  day 
and  and  a  half  by  a  severe  storm,  and  the 
Dubawnt  (broad,  shallow)  River  was 
reached.  "Eskers,"  or  high  sand  ridges, 
sixty  or  seventy  feet  in  height  were  ob- 
served. These  trended  in  a  north  easter- 
ly and  south  westerly  direction,  were 
quite  narrow  on  top,  and  "so  level  and 
uniform  that  they  might  well  be  taken  to 
be  the  remains  of  the  embankments  of 
ancient  railways.  Geologists,  however, 
have  another  theory  accounting  for  their 

origin, 
namely  that 
they  were 
formed  by 
fissures  or 
splits  in  the 
ancient  gla- 
ciers." Many 
rapids  were 
run  on  this 
river,  the 
vet  e  r  an 
Pierre  guid- 
ing them  i  n 
safety, 
though  the 
third  canoe 
on  one  occa- 
sion received 
injury. 

They  now 
passed  be- 
yond the 
timber  belt 
to  a  vast 
rolling,  tree- 
le  s  s  wilder- 
ness. While 
on  Barlow 
Lake,  an  ex- 
pan  si  on  of 

the  river,  they  found  their  meat  running 
low.  Just  at  camping  time  a  moving  ob- 
ject was  noticed  on  a  little  island  out  in 
the  lake.  Finding  it  to  be  a  caribou  a 
canoe  was  manned  and  a  hard  chase  en- 
sued when  the  animal  took  to  the  water, 
the  explorers  eventually  winning, 
their  first  meal  of  venison  on  the  trip  be- 
ing enjoyed  that  night.  The  following 
day  they  saw  immense  bands  of  caribou, 
the  numbers  being  impossible  to  estimate 
as  "they  could  only  be  reckoned  in  acres 
or  square  miles."    They  obtained  a  good 
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supply  before  the  animals  scattered  and 
several  days  were  spent  in  preparing  and 
drying  the  meat.  In  the  meantime  Mr. 
Tyrrell  and  his  brother  roamed  the  hills 
and  viewed  and  photographed  the  deer. 
They  "walked  to  and  fro  through  the 
herds  causing  little  more  alarm  than  one 
would  by  walking  through  a  herd  of 
cattle  in  a  field.  The  experience  was  de- 
lightful, one  never-to-be-forgotten!" 

At  length  "Caribou  Camp"  was  left 
and  at  Markham  Lake  a  decided  change 
in  the  climate  was  noticed.  Snow  banks 
were  seen  on  the  hills  and  wet  and  cold 
weather  experienced  although  it  was  only 
August.  Finding  a  few  stunted  trees  and 
enjoying  a  camp  fire  was  now  a  luxury. 
Good  catches  of  fish  were 
obtained.  A  great  frozen  lake 
was  encountered  and  for  sev- 
eral days  they  were  storm 
bound.  Three  deer  were  ob- 
tained with  which  to  replen- 
ish the  larder.  Observations 
from  a  hill-top  showed  open 
water  to  the  north  but  not 
much  progress  was  made  be- 
fore another  block  occurred. 

During  the  night  of  August 
eleventh  the  ice  moved  off  the 
shore  leaving  an  open  chan- 
nel and  on  the  twelfth  the  jour- 
ney was  resumed  without 
much  obstruction.  Several 
white  wolves  were  seen  and 
numerous  little  ermines.  When 
landing  at  nightfall  for  the 
purpose  of  making  camp  the 
party  were  attacked  by  a  pack 
of  huge  gray  wolves.  The 
leader  was  shot  and  the  others 
fled,  though  they  continued 
howling  all  night  long  from  the  sur- 
rounding hills.  It  was  not  till  the  eigh- 
teenth, after  days  of  storm, that  they  were 
able  to  launch  on  the  Lower  Dubawnt 
and  that  day  they  saw  two  musk  oxen. 

The  first  Eskimo  family  was  met  on 
the  nineteenth,  and  some  information  as 
to  the  route  obtained  from  them.  A  few 
reindeer  were  seen  and  shot  and  the  sore- 
ly depleted  larder  again  replenished.  The 
men  finding  an  Eskimo  cache  were  about 
to  break  up  a  Kometic  for  the  purpose  of 
boiling  the  kettle  but  fortunately  Mr. Tyr- 
rell saved  it,  and  after  repairs  it  was  left 
where  it  had  been  found  with  a  plug  of 
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tobacco   as   a   peace   offering  upon  it. 

Continuing  down  the  river  they  came 
to  an  abundance  of  drift  wood  which  told 
them,  after  some  consideration,  that  they 
must  be  near  the  confluence  of  some 
stream  flowing  through  a  wooded  coun- 
try. On  the  twenty-sixth  they  reached 
Aberdeen  Lake,  a  fine  body  of  water 
about  forty  miles  in  length.  Two  days 
were  spent  in  exploration  and  Eskimo 
cairns,  raised  for  no  apparent  object,  were 
viewed. 

Nine  musk  oxen  were  found  late  at 
night  and  the  whole  of  them  were  shot. 
Mr.  Tyrrell  does  not  justify  this  action, 
of  which  he  confesses  he  is  ashamed  and 
gives  the  details  to  show  some  of  the 
characteristics  of  these  ani- 
mals. "I  might  add  that  al- 
though many  other  opportuni- 
ties were  afforded  me  during 
the  continuance  of  my  journey, 
no  recurrence  was  perpetrated 
or  permitted,  knowing  that  I 
had  already  overstepped  the 
bounds  of  true  sportsmanship. " 
A  battle  between  two  of  these 
animals, with  a  third  as  referee, 
is  most  interestingly  described. 

A  way  was  found  out  of  Ab- 
erdeen Lake  and  Schultz  Lake 
reached  when  the  search  for 
an  outlet  was  renewed.  Dreary 
weather  followed,  the  discom- 
forts increased  by  the  impos- 
sibility of  making  a  fire.  At 
an  Eskimo  encampment  they 
were  told  they  were  near  the 
mouth  of  the  river  and  later 
on  another  Eskimo  village 
was  visited.  Baker  Lake  is 
seventy  miles  in  length  and 
half  that  in  breadth  and  the  remainder  of 
the  road  was  to  some  extent  known  to 
them. 

They  calculated  that  they  had  seven 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  to  cover  before 
the  close  of  navigation  in  order  to  reach 
Fort  Churchill,  a  Hudson  Bay  Company's 
Post  and  the  nearest  habitation  of  white 
men.  The  situation  was  explained  to  the 
men  and  every  effort  made  to  accelerate 
the  speed  but  bad  weather  caused  great 
delays.  The  exit  from  Baker  Lake  was 
by  means  of  a  big  river  in  which  at  first 
no  current  could  be  observed.  Two 
miles  further  on  they  encountered  a  cur- 
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rent  almost  approaching  a  rapid  and  they 
concluded  that  they  had  reached  tide  wa- 
ter though  much  sooner  than  they  ex- 
pected. Before  long  they  witnessed  the 
strange  phenomenon  of  a  river  changing 
its  direction  of  flow. 

The  following  day  they  were  on  Ches- 
terfield Inlet  and  after  paddling  for  sev- 
eral days  down  this  arm  of  the  bay  they 
reached  the  open  sea.  The  start  south- 
ward down  the  coast  of  Hudson  Bay 
was  made  on  September  13th  and  that 
night  they  camped  twelve  miles  north  of

land whose 
round,  gla- 
elated, 
rocky  1  hills 
bear  aTvery 
close  resem- 
b  lance  to 
white  mar- 
ble and  is  a 
well-known 
wi  n  t  e  r  i  n  g 
station  for 
New  Eng- 
land whal- 
ers. As 
there  were 
no  whalers 
at  the  island 
the  party 
had  to  stick 
to  the  can 
oes.  In  three 
days  they 
made  one 
hundred 
miles  which 
upon'  such 
a  n  exposed 
coast  they 
conside  red 
good  pro- 
gress. This 
meant  two 
weeks  to 
reach 
Churc  hill, 
and  by  care- 
fully ration- 
ing themsel- 
ves they  had 
only  meat 
enough  t  o 
last   five   or   six  days. 

A  gale  sprang  up  on  the  night  @f  the 
fifteenth,  and  they  were  imprisoned  on  a 
little  sand  island,  in  the  mouth  of  Cor- 
bet's Inlet,  for  a  day  without  fresh  water. 
On  leaving  the  island  they  had  a  narrow 
escape  from  drowning  and  for  two  days 
were  stormbound,  the  hunting  only  sup- 
plying a  small  duck  and  two  gulls.  The 
weather  continued  bad  and  the  provisions 
became  exhausted.  A  hare  and  a  ptar- 
migan were  procured  by  Mr.  Tyrrell  and 
his  brother  and  several  of  both  by  the 
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other men.  A  bouil- 
lon was  made 
and  greatly  aided 
the  men.  Next  day 
being  still  storm 
bound  they  only  ob- 
tained five  m  a  r- 
mots.  The  gale  still 
continued  and  find- 
ing that  if  they  stay- 
ed where  they  were 
they  would  be  starv- 
ed they  made  a 
start.  Seeing  some 
deer  on  the  shore 
they  h  a  d  a  long 
and  unsuccessful 
hunt  and  on  their 
return  found  that 
with  the  rapidly 
falling  tide  the  men 
had  been  unable  to 
keep  the  canoes 
afloat.    The  water 

of  the  bay  was  barely  visible  in  the  dis- 
tance— such  was  the  extremely  low  and 
flat  character  of  the  coast.  As  it  was  neces- 
sary to  await  the  return  of  the  tide  the 
men  were  sent  off  and  Louis  succeeded 
in  shooting  a  bear.  Although  the  car- 
cass was  poor  and  the  flesh  of  the  polar 
bear  is  famed  for  its  rankness  4 'we  would 
not  have  exchanged  it  at  that  time  for 
its  weight  in  silver."  Moss  was  found 
and  a  good  deal  ef  bear  meat  boiled. Five 
days  they  were  stormbound,  during 
which  time,  in  addition  to  other  discom- 
forts, Mr.  Tyrrell  suffered  from  poison- 
ing by  partaking  too  freely  of  fried  liver 
— polar  bear's  liver  being  considered 
poisonous  by  both  the  Eskimos  and  the 
northern  whalers. 

When  travel  was  resumed  on  October 
fourth,  winter  had  set  in.  After  a  long 
portage  to  meet  the  tide  and  with  the 
most  strenuous  exertions  no  more 
than  ten  miles  were  made  that  day. 
On  the  following  day  it  was  noon  before 
the  canoes  could  be  floated  and  then  ice 
and  a  strong  head  wind  forced  them  to 
shore  attermaking  a  mile  or  two.  Theyhad 
been  three  weeks  on  the  coast  and  were 
at  least  two  hundred  and  fifty  miles  from 
Fort  Churchill.  It  was  decided  to  aban- 
don everything  except  notebooks  photo- 
graphs, plant  collection,   rifles,  blankets 
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and  two  light  canoes,  "and  with  the  increas- 
ed force  in  them  to  travel  for  our  lives." 

The  cache  was  made  and  eight  dreary 
days  passed,  six  in  battling  with  the  ele- 
ments and  two  in  lying  stormbound  in 
the  tents.  Cold,  lack  of  food  and  dysen- 
try  caused  the  explorers  much  suffering. 
On  October  fourteenth,  in  order  to  clear 
the  ice,  they  had  to  go  so  far  out  as  to 
lose  sight  of  land.  With  the  canoes 
leaking  badly  and  the  weather  bitterly 
cold  they  had  to  remain  out  all  night.  It 
was  thirty  hours  before  they  effected  a 
landing.  Fortunately  they  found  some 
drift  wood  with  which  they  soon  made 
a  fire  and  prepared  a  hot  meal.  On  the 
previous  day  a  seal,  the  only  one  procur- 
ed on  the  trip,  was  shot.  They  noticed 
dark  clumps  of  spruce  trees  and  knewthey 
must  be  near  Churchill. 

Walking  overland  was  now  the  only 
alternative  and  Jim  and  John,  who  volun- 
teered, set  out  to  the  Fort  with  the  idea 
of  bringing  back  a  relief  party.  Camp 
was  made  in  a  thick  grove  of  spruce  trees 
and  a  much  needed  rest  taken.  The  two 
men  on  foot  reached  the  Fort  after  a 
hard  two  day's  tramp,  the  distance  being 
about  thirty  miles,  and  with  a  rescue 
party,  with  dog  teams  and  provisions  the 
whole  of  the  men  were  transferred  to  the 
Fort,  though  several  were  quite  done  up, 
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and  Michel,  whose  feet  had  been  badly 
frozen,  was  in  a  particularly  bad  state. 

After  thorough  discussion  with  those 
in  charge  of  the  Fort  and  the  mission  it 
was  decided  to  proceed  southward  on 
foot,  and  on  November  sixth,  after  a  stay 
of  seventeen  days  at  the  Fort,  a  start  was 
made.  A  sled,  twelve  feet  long  and  a 
foot  and  a  half  wide  with  a  team  of  Es- 
kimo dogs,  carried  the  outfit.  The  party 
consisted  of  ten  persons.  Three  flat 
sleds  or  toboggans  hauled  by  the  men 
carried  their  own  dunnage.  Michel  was 
carried  on  one  of  the  Hudson  Bay  Com- 
pany's sleds.  About  twenty-one  miles 
was  made  the  first  day  though  Mr. Tyrrell 
suffered  much  from  lameness.  On  the 
second  day  out  the  guide  shot  a  deer  and 
the  third  day  no  less  than  eight  were 
taken.  Several  of  the  best  haunches  were 
taken  and  the  rest  of  the  meat  was  cach- 
ed in  order  that  the  Compan'y  servants 
might  take  it  back  to  the  Fort  on  their 
return.  Three  more  deer  were  shot, 
making  a  total  of  twelve  for  the  trip, 
most  of  them  falling  to  the  Indian  guide. 

On  November  eleventh  the  parties  sep- 
arated, the  Company's  servants  going  to 
the  east  while  the  explorers  kept  south. 
On  the  Nelson  river  the  provisions  were 
again  exhausted  and  ten  dreary  days  of 
waiting  would  have  caused  much  suffer- 
ing had  it  not  been  for  the  success  of  the 
Indian  guide  in  securing  a  deer.  A  fox 
was  trapped  and  devoured.  At  length, 
after  almost  superhuman  exertions  and 
many  failures,  the  Nelson  was  crossed 
by  means  of  a  large  boat  which  had  been 
left  on  the  river,  and  nineteen  days  after 
leaving  Churchill  the  party  arrived  at 
York. 

The  next  stage  was  Oxford  House  and 
after  four  days  of  preparation  a  start  was 
made  on  this  twelve  day  trip.  Very  cold 
weather  was  experienced.  "Our  meals, 
after  being  prepared,  were  served  upon 
the  kot  pan  to  keep  them  warm  while 
eating,  but  even  so  they  were  sometimes 
frozen  to  the  pan  before  they  could  be 
disposed  of."  On  the  last  few  miles  Mr. 
Tyrrell's  brother  fell  behind  owing  to 
lameness  and  the  author  keeping  him 
company  they  had  a  bad  experience.  Dark- 
ness had  fallen  but  the  guides  knew  they 
were  near  and  kept  on.  Fearful  of 
losing  the  trail  the  brothers  only  kept  up- 


on it  by  going  down  on  their  hands  and 
knees.  Fortunately  this  was  not  pro- 
longed and  passing  through  a  narrow 
strip  of  woods  they  saw  the  lights  of 
Oxford  House. 

Six  days'  further  tramp,  with  the  ther- 
mometer in  the  neghborh»od  of  forty 
below  zero  brought  the  party  to  Norway 
House,  situated  at  the  northern  extremi- 
ty of  Lake  Winnipeg.  From  this  point 
the  brothers  travelled  in  carryalls,  drawn 
by  teams  of  strong  dogs, to  West  Selkirk, 
four  hundred  miles.  The  western  men 
were  sent  home,  Michel  had  been  left  at 
York  Factory  and  only  the  two  Iroquois, 
Pierre  and  Louis  still  accompanied  the 
explorers.  An  average  of  forty  miles  per 
day  was  made  with  these  good  dogs. The 
two  Iroquois  gave  out  before  the  journey 
was  over  but  arrangements  were  made  to 
procure  them  positions  on  sleighs. 

The  notable  canoe  and  snowshoe  jour- 
ney of  three  thousand,  two  hundred  miles 
finished  on  the  evening  of  January  first, 
1904,  and  thirteen  hundred  miles  more  of 
journey  by  rail  ended  an  expedition  which 
took  eight  months. 

In  a  concluding  chapter,  Hudson  Bay, 
a  National  Asset, is  discussed  and  its  value 
and  advantages  pointed  out.  There  are 
many  historical  and  personal  touches 
throughout  the  book,  largely  increasing 
its  value,  and  to  those  fond  of  travel  nar- 
rative, told  in  a  plain  and  unassuming 
style  but  with  a  directness  all  its  own,  the 
book  must  appeal.  As  a  record  of  Can- 
adian exploration,  undertaken  and  car- 
ried through  under  difficulties  sufficient 
to  appal  the  stoutest  hearts,  the  re- 
cord will  long  remain  as  a  testimony  to 
the  daring,resourcefulness,and  stamina  of 
Canadian  explorers. 

At  the  present  time  when  surveys  for  a 
railway  to  Hudson  Bay  are  being  made 
and  an  additional  outlet  thus  secured  for 
our  western  crop,  Mr.  Tynell's  forecast  of 
this  developement,  made  as  the  result  of 
knowledge  and  careful  study,  is  full  of 
interest. Two  appendices — one  containing 
a  classified  list  of  plants  and  the  second 
an  Eskimo  vocabulary  of  words  and 
phrases,  together  with  an  index,  maps 
and  fine  illustrations,  made  the  book  a 
valuable  one  to  students,  as  well  as  in- 
teresting to  the  general  reader. 


A  Cattle  Ranch  Tragedy

A Canadian  Cattle  King  once  import- 
ed a  Mexican  bull  to  breed  up  his 
herds.  The  animal  looked  gigan- 
tic among  the  steers  and  other  bulls 
which  grazed  over  the  forest  range,  and 
it  soon  developed  that  his  superior  im- 
plements ot  bull  warfare  won  for  him  not 
only  a  clean  sweep  of  his  own  range  but 
also  free  intruding  privileges  into  all 
adjoining  territory.

Losing  A  Moose-head  After  a  Hard  Trail.

SOME  years  ago  I  made  a  trip 
through  the  Caribou  district  of 
— —  British  Columbia  and  incidentally 
had  a  grand  moose  hunt  on  the  famous 
Fraser  River.  I  travelled  from  Ashcroft, 
a  town  on  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  to  Barkersville, a  distance 
of  two  hundred  and  sixty  miles.  This 
was  then  the  end  of  the  stage  road  to 
the  once  noted  placer  diggings.  So  far 
I  had  saddle  and  pack  horses.  At 
Barkersville  I  found  old  timers,  left  from 
the  rush  in  the  early  sixties,  who  could 
not  be  induced  to  leave  that  place,  which, 
so  far  as  they  are  concerned,  means  their 
world., 

After  resting  there  for  a  few  days  I 
started  to  make  my  way  to  the  Fraser 
River  over  what  is  called  the  Goat  River 
trail.  The  first  day's  travel,  about  twen- 
ty miles,  to  Bear  Lake,  was  very  fair, 
but  after  that  I  had  to  chop  the  greater 
portion  of  the  way,  as  there  had  not 
been  a  horse  over  the  trail  for  twenty- 
eight  years.  Cutting  through  fallen 
timber,  bridging  swollen  streams  and 
corduroy  mud-holes  took  up  fifteen  days 
to  make  the  eighty  miles. 

Some  readers  living  in  the  east  may 
form  a  small  idea  from  this  short  des- 
cription of  the  difficulties  and  trials  we 
have  to  undergo  in  prospecting.  After 
looking  over  the  country  and  seeing  lots 
of  game  such  as  bear,  caribou,  deer, 
moose  and  smaller  game  I  ran  across  the 
largest  moose  track  I  had  ever  seen. 

As  the  track  was  fresh  I  decided  to  fol- 
low it.  The  first  day's  travel  was  in  a  circle 
from  where  I  started  and  then  the 
animal  swam  the  Fraser  River.  Next 
morning  bright  and  early  I  followed  it 
over,  crossing  in  my  canvass  canoe. 
With  enough  grub  on  my  back  for  a 
week, and  with  my  two  little  companions, 
I  started  again,  following  the  tracks 
through  swamps  and  mire,  over  rocky 
ridges,  through  underbrush  and  across 
small  streams  aud  other  difficulties.  At 
times  the  tracks  were  undecipherable 
and  then  I  had  to  depend  on  the  scent 
of  my  two  little  dogs. 


For  three  long  days  I  followed  up  those 
tracks  without  catching  sight  of  the 
moose.  Just  before  sunset  on  the  third 
day  I  managed,  with  the  aid  of  my  glass, 
to  get  a  good  view  of  him.  At  the  time  I 
caught  sight  of  him  he  was  on  a 
bold  ridge  about  a  mile  away.  He  ap 
peared  all  uncouscious  of  danger,  not 
knowing  that  old  "death  shot"  was  on 
his  trail. 

That  night  I  camped  under  a  spruce 
tree  and  not  daring  to  make  a  fire,  dined 
on  cold  bannocks,  washing  them  down 
with  cold  water.  I  was  up  and  doing 
with  the  first  streak  of  light,  and  work- 
ing my  way  round  the  ridge  I  speedily 
discovered  his  tracks  leading  down  to 
the  Smokey  River.  By  making  a  circle 
I  came  upon  him  feeding  in  a  small 
swamp  about  six  hundred  yards  from  me. 

As  after  all  my  trouble  I  dared  not 
risk  disturbing  him  by  getting  any  nearer 
I  took  a  long  chance  of  hitting  him  at 
that  distance.  Gauging  my  sight  as 
well  as  I  could  I  took  careful  aim,  trying 
to  hit  him  just  behind  the  fore  leg.  At 
the  first  shot  he  gave  a  jump  showing  he 
was  hit,  and  starting  off  broadside  to 
me.  Although  I  sent  four  more  shots 
after  him  he  got  out  of  sight  in  the  thick 
bush. 

Going  down  to  where  he  had  disap- 
peared I  found  it  easy  to  trace  him. 
Blood  was  flowing  freely  and  it  was  not 
long  before  I  came  upon  him  dead.  I 
found  that  four  bullets  out  of  the  five 
had  taken  effect  upom  him.  I  felt  very 
proud  of  these  results,  seeing  the  distan- 
ces from  which  the  bullets  had  been  fired. 

The  moose  was  a  monster  and  ap- 
peared to  be  as  old  as  the  hills.  After 
skinning  the  head  and  taking  off  the 
meat  ready  to  send  it  away,  I  built  a 
raft  out  of  some  dry  cedar,  with  the  in- 
tention of  rafting  down  the  Smokey 
River  to  where  it  enters  the  Fraser, from 
which  point  it  was  not  far  to  my  camp. 

I  did  not  know  what  the  river  was  like 
but  took  chances,  as  about  four  hours  on 
the  river  would   save   me    three  days. 
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walking-.  Placing  the  moose  head  on  the 
raft  and  then  my  dogs  I  stepped  aboard. 

For  the  first  two  hours  all  went  well. 

Then  we  got  into  some  rapids  which 
proved  a  little  too  swift  for  us. 

The  raft  ran  on  a  rock  and  then  over 
we  went  into  the  ice  cold  stream.  By 


great  good  luck  I  got  ashore  with  my 
rifle,  my  two  dogs  managing  to  scramble 
out  ahead  of  me. 

As  for  the  moosehead  that  I  had  trav- 
elled tour  days  to  obtain,  it  went  on 
down  the  river,  and  for  all  I  know  it 
may  be  going  yet.

A  Sporting  Trip  on  the  British  Columbia  Coast.

nN  all  this  wide  world  I  doubt  if  you 
will  find  a  more  ideal  country  to 
hunt  in  than  our  far-famed  Province 
of  British  Columbia.  I  was  born  and  rais- 
ed in  the  Highlands  of  Ontario,  the  Mus- 
koka  district,  in  the  thriving  town  of 
Huntsville,  which  I  believe  is  considered 
by  many  the  central  point  of  as  good 
hunting  grounds  as  can  be  found  in 
Eastern  Canada.  I  have  also  hunted 
game  in  Cape  Breton,  but  for  real  sport 
and  plenty  of  it  there  is  to  my  mind  one 
place  far  superior  to  all  others,  and  that 
is  in  this  western  province  ot  British 
Columbia.  There  may  be  at  some  points 
more  game  than  at  others  but  you  are 
sure  to  be  well  rewarded  for  time  spent 
no  matter  where  you  make  camp.  To  be 
sure  you  will  meet  with  many  obstacles 
such  as  mountainous  territory  and  thick 
underbrush  but  these  are  only  to  be  ex- 
pected in  good  game  countries.  One 
can  alight  at  any  point  along  the  Cana- 
dian Pacific  Railway  through  this  Pro- 
vince and  find  himself  in  close  proximity 
to  big  and  small  game  and  thrown  in 
with  this  are  game  fish  of  many  species. 

I  have  had  but  little  time  for  hunting 
expeditions  on  the  coast  but  being  for- 


tunate enough  to  be  the  owner  of  a  good, 
comfortable  yacht  have  laid  work  aside 
on  several  occasions  long  enough  to  take 
a  run  up  the  coast  a  short  distance  to 
spend  a  day  or  two  shooting  and  fishing. 

On  November  21st  last,  along  with 
Messrs.  Herb  Edwards,  Arthur  Edwards, 
Max  Le  Cappellain,  Frank  Lalonde, 
Howard  Montellius  and  R.  F.  Ohlin,  all 
of  Vancouver,  I  made  a  trip  two  hund- 
red miles  up  the  coast  of  British  Colum- 
bia in  the  good,  staunch  launch  Beaver, 
which  is  named  after  the  first  steam- 
propelled  vessel  to  ply  on  the  Pacific 
Ocean.  Captain  Fraser,  well  known 
in  these  parts, was  in  command  and  W. 
Burmister  was  our  engineer,  and  a  good, 
jolly,  interesting  team  of  officers  they 
were. 

Our  trip  lasted  eight  days  and  to  say 
we  had  a  good  time  is  putting  it  very 
mildly.  We  wanted  an  outing  and  we  had  it. 
There  was  no  necessity  for  steaming  so 
far,  but  as  our  launch  was  fast  and  more 
comfortable  than  most  ©f  its  kind  we  did 
not  mind.  There  is  just  as  good  hunt- 
ing to  be  found  within  a  few  hours  of 
Vancouver. 

All  was  rustle  and  bustle  on  the  day

set  f°r  our  departure.  Express  wagons 
were  arriving  every  hour  at  the  dock 
where  tne  Beaver  was  moored  with  pro- 
visions arms  and  a11  tne  equipment 
necessary  f°r  a  triP  sucn  as  tnat  m  v^ew- 
The  only  excitement  of  our  preparation 
dav  was  over  our  "medicine"  chest. 
This  very  necessarv  ^tem  nad  Deen  placed 
in  thehands  of  "Montey,"  (H.  Montellius) 
but  some  misunderstanding  as  to  the 
place  our  remec^es  were  to  De  delivered 
caused  a  lot  of  aQxiety.  With  this  aboard 
all  hands  heaved  a  siSh  of.  relief-  Wi,th 
everything  apparently  in  order  the 
party  dispersed  till  the  starting  hour, 
which  was  set  for  seven  P-  m-  Prom" 
ptly  at  the  ap- 
pointed time  all 
were  aboard.  A 
stiff  wind  was 
blowing  which 
kicked  up  a  big 
sea  and  the 
skipper  ordered 
our  stores  stow- 
ed more  com- 
pact while  he 
went  on  deck 
and  lashed  the 
canoes,  of  which 
we  carried  three 
and  a  life-boat, 
to  make  sure 
these  would  not 
be  washed  over- 
board when  we 
got  outside  the 
harbor. 

With  the 
booming  of  the 
nine  o'clock 
gun,  which  is 
stationed  o  n 
Brocton  Point 
at  the  entrance 
to  the  harbor, 
we  cast  off.  We 
made  excellent 
time  with  a  fair 
wind  and  fol- 
lowing sea  until 
we  commenced 
to  cross  the 
mouth  of  H  oe 
Sound.  T  he 
tide  runningout 
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and  the  sea  rolling  in  made  it  very  inter- 
esting, tossing  us  about  in  no  mild  man- 
ner. Owing  to  the  dense  darkness  o 
the  night,  which  prevented  our  skipper 
from  seeing  any  distance  ahead,  and  our 
several  narrow  escapes  from  striking  logs, 
of  which  there  were  quite  a  n  um  be 
adrift,  he  decided  to  anchor  till  daylight 
at  Snug  Cove,  about  fifteen  miles  from 
Vancouver.  Two  of  our  company  did 
not  take  very  kindly  to  the  first  part  of 
our  voyage  but  managed  fto  keep  their 
last  meal  eaten  ashore  down  with  diffi- 
culty, and  once  in  smooth  water  they 
soon  recovered.  All  hands  were  tired 
and  as  the  time  was   ten-fifteen,    it  was 

decided  to  turn 
in.  Aftera heat- 
ed discussion 
it  was  agreed 
to  match  for 
the  choice  of 
berths.  "Herb" 
handled  the 
coin  and  of 
course  won  the 
best.  This  over, 
blankets  were 
spread  and  after 
Frank  poured 
tea,  lights  were 
ordered  out  and 
in  a  very  shert 
time  a  snoring 
chorus  was  in 
full  swing — at 
least  that  is 
what  the  Cap- 
tain said  for  I 
was  accom- 
panying the 
rest. 

The  vibration 
of  the  engines 
woke  us  next 
morning,  the 
skipper  having 
weighed  a  n  - 
chor  at  six 
thirty-five  and 
proceeded  o  n 
our  way.  The 
wind  of  the 
night  before 
was  still  blow- 
ing a  good  pace 
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and  the  water  was  very  rough.  The 
Beaver  was  directed  to  the  most  sheltered 
course  but  it  was  only  a  short  time  be- 
fore we  had  to  run  right  out  into  the 
open  Gulf  of  Georgia.  The  heavy  swell 
made  it  interesting  for  the  cooks  (Max 
assisted  by  "Herb")  getting  breakfast. 
Howard,  Frank  and  friend  Ohlin  were 
making  faces  at  each  other  and  smiling 
in  a  sickly  manner  at  the  rest  of  the 
bunch.  But  they 
were  game  and 
everybody  par- 
took of  thebacon 
and  eggs  and 
slap  jacks  with 
the  exception 
of  Montey.  Poor 
boy  he  was  even 
compelled  t  o 
loosen  his  hold 
on  the  big  sup- 
per of  the  even- 
ing before.  On 
several  occas- 
ions the  dishes 
on  the  table 
came  near  being 
strewn  on  the 
cabin  floor. 

A  good  run 
was  made  all 
day  heading 
about  due  north 
and  many  other 
craft  were  pass- 
ed. Two  moun- 
tain goats  and 
one  deer  were 
sighted  during 
the  day.  The 
Euclataw  Rap- 
ids were  reached 
aboat  seven  p. 
m.  and  it  was 
so  dark  one 
bow  of  the

It  was  my  first  trip 
through  this  dangerous  passage  and  my 
only  regret  was  that  it  was  not  daylight. 
I  expected  an  exciting  trip  and  was  not 
disappointed.  The  distance  through  is 
about  four  miles  and  we  shot  along  at 
full  speed  at  a  rate  of  eighteen  or  twenty 
miles  an  hour.  First  it  was  starboard 
and  then  it  would  be  hard-a-port  and  vice 


versa.  Pitching  and  plunging  and  sway- 
ing on  our  beam  ends  we  were  swept 
along.  The  phosphorous  spray  flew  out 
for  yards  on  either  side  and  sparkling 
brilliantly  were  the  lights  from  the  cabin 
windows  as  they  shone  on  the  waters. 
It  reminded  one  very  much  of  some  fire- 
work displays.  Never  in  my  life  had  I 
seen  so  much  phosphorous  in  the  water. 
About  half  way  through  to  add  to  our 

  excitement  we 

hit  a  big  log 
which  shook 
the  staunch 
craft  from  stem 
t  o  stern.  A 
short  distance 
below  this  the 
engine  signal 
"full  speed  as- 
tern" brought 
us  to  attention 
and  another 
bump  told  us  we 
in  trouble  again. 
The  Beaver  was 
in  the  midst  ot 
a  field  of  drift- 
ing timber  and 
was  being  car- 
ried round  and 
round  in  an  ed- 
dy, which  in  the 
terrible  dark- 
ness was  very 
trying.  Captain, 
however,  mana- 
ged to  work  out, 
and  the  balance 
of  the  trip 
through  the 
rapids  was 
made  under 
slow  bell.  By 
this  time  we 
had  sufficient  of  the  perils  of  travelling 
on  a  dark  night  through  a  dangerous 
rapid  which  was  hemmed  on  both  sides 
by  huge  mountains,  thousands  of  feet  high, 
and  when  it  was  announced  we  were 
through  and  going  to  tie  up  for  the  night 
at  Shoal  Bay  a  sigh  of  relief  was  heard. 

Our  skipper  informed  me  he  would 
never  venture  through  the  Euclataw  with 
the  tide  running  the  opposite  way,  at 
night,  but  as  it  was  near  low  and  the  tide 
running  out  it  was  not  quite  so  dangerous 
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as  when  the  tide  was  flooding.  The  captain 
on  another  occasion  when  we  were  discus- 
sing this  passage, informed  me  that  he  had 
passed  through  the  rapid  on  large  vessels 
and  had  seen  huge  logs  and  timbers 
swirling  about  in  the  eddies,  stand  right 
on  end  and  sucked  down  by  the  current 
to  come  up  no  one  knew  where. 

The  Beaver  tied  up  about  eight  o'clock 
alongside  a  float  at  Shoal  Bay,  which  is 
one  of  the  largest  logging  camps  in  Brit- 
ish Columbia.  After  a  smoke  and  a 
chat,  centering  principally  upon  the 
doings  of  the  morrow,  which  was  to  be 
our  first  day  of  shooting,  we  turned  to 
for  another  snooze. 

November  twenty-third,  our  second 
day  out,  was  not  very  promising.  A 
heavy  rain  was  falling  and  a  nasty  east 
wind  blowing.  The  evening  before  we 
had  decided  to  run  into  Jackson's  Bay, 
which  lay  about  twenty  miles  further 
north,  for  a  day's  shoot  with  the  ducks 
and  geese.  It  was  eight  o'clock  by  the 
time  we  left  Shoal  Bay.  Breakfast  over, 
the  guns  were  looked  after,  waders,  oil- 
skins and  sou-westers  were  donned  and 
every  preparation  made  for  the  bombard- 
ment of  the  flats  at  the  head  of  Jackson's 
Bay.  Those  first  to  get  into  their  hunt- 
ing togs  went  on  deck  and  plugged 
away  at  every  duck  which  came  within 
range  and  a  lot  that  aid  not  get  with- 
in range.  Max  winged  one  duck  which 
was  passing  over  us  and  it  had  no  sooner 
dropped  in  the  water  in  our  wake  than  a 
large  white-headed  eagle,  which  are 
very  numerous  in  these  parts,  swooped 
down,  picked  up  the  crippled  bird  and 
flew  off  to  the  mountains. 

We  arrived  at  Jackson's  Bay  about 
ten  forty-five  and  anchored  well  out  to- 
wards the  mouth.  From  the  Beaver  we 
could  see  hundreds  of  duck  and  all  were 
anxious  to  get  away.  The  canoes  were 
launched  and  a  quick  start  made.  Arthur 
and  Max  formed  partners  while  Herb  and 
Frank  decided  to  paddle  together  Bill, 
the  engineer  and  myself  had  become 
rather  chummy  and  took  the  other  canoe. 
Howard  and  friend  Ohlin  took  the  boat 
and  went  ashore  with  the  rifles  for  deer, 
but  the  underbrush  was  so  dense  they 
had  to  return  to  the  Beaver. 

The  three  canoes  spread  out  and 
started  for  the  head  of  the  Bay.  The 
ducks  took  to   flight   passing   well  over 


head  as  we  worked  towards  them.  We 
all  managed  to  get  some.  With  all 
hands  aboard  again  about  two-thirty  the 
different  bags  were  counted  and  it  was 
found  Bill  and  myself  had  made  the  record 
for  the  first  shoot.  Our  luck  for  the 
remainder  of  the  day  was  not  up  to 
expectations.  Herb  and  Arthur,  who 
had  paddled  about  three  miles  around  to 
another  bay,  ran  into  a  flock  of  mallards 
which  placed  them  in  the  lead 
for  the  best  luck  of  the  day.  It  was  de- 
cided to  remain  another  day  here  but  this 
was  a  mistake  as  our  bombardment  of  the 
first  day  had  frightened  most  of  the  ducks 
from  these  grounds. 

After  lunch  on  the  third  day,  upon 
Bill's  recommendation,  we  decided  to 
run  to  the  head  of  Loughborough  Inlet, 
which  was  about  fifty  miles  further  on. 
Bill  assured  us  we  would  get  plenty  ot 
geese  and  duck,  and  for  our  two  big  game 
hunters,  Howard  and  Ohlin,  plenty  of 
bear.  Owing  to  our  late  start andthe  dense 
blackness  of  the  night  we  only  got  as 
far  as  Beaver  Creek  about  twenty  miles 
from  our  goal.  Here  we  had  some 
trouble  getting  good  anchorage.  A  hand- 
logger,  an  old  timer  on  the  coast,  who 
lived  here,  came  aboard  and  enlivened  the 
evening's  program.  With  Frank  picking 
away  on  a  mandolin  and  others  in  the 
party  singing  many  a  happy  hour  was 
passed.  The  music  was  interspersed 
with  reminisences  of  other  days.  Among 
those  related  our  skipper's  were  the  most 
interesting.  But  our  guest,  the  hand- 
logger,James  Hasam  by  name,  who  hails 
from  Waterloo,  Ontario,  not  very  far 
distant  from  the  home  of  "Rod  and  Gun," 
ran  him  a  close  second.  Jim  had  just 
returned  from  his  annual  trip  to  Van- 
couver a  few  days  before  and  had  not 
fully  recovered  from  the  effects  of  his 
stay  in  civilization.  After  our  physi- 
cian had  perscribed  for  him  several  times 
Jim  broke  out  and  I  regret  very  much 
that  space  is  too  limited  to  give  some  of 
his  experiences,  for  they  certainly  were 
both  interesting  and  very  amusing.  Per- 
haps I  may  be  able  at  some  future  time 
to  give  some  ot  them  in  readable  form. 
It  was  late  when  our  guest  had  departed 
and  we  quickly  rolled  in  our  blankets  and 
went  to  sleep. 

Our  fourth  day  out  broke  beautiful  and 
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clear  and  at  sunrise  we  left  Beaver 
Creek  for  the  head  of  Loughborough  In- 
let. The  sky  was  as  clear  and  blue  as 
ever  it  was  and  the  sun  shone  brilliantly. 
Hemmed  in  as  we  were  on  all  sides  by 
high  snow-capped  peaks  the  scenery  was 
sublime.  It  would  be  simply  impossible  to 
attempt  to  describe  its  beauties.  Every 
reader  knows  of  the  grandeur  of  British 
Columbia's  scenery  but  this  inlet  seemed 
on  this  occasion  to  be  the  grandest  of 
the  grand.  We  arrived  at  the  head  of  the 
inlet  about  nine-fifteen  and  were  soon 
matched  for  the  day  and  a  start  made. 
Bill  and  I  stuck  together  and  lead  the 
others  on  the  way  to  a  marsh  at  the  ex- 
treme head  where  quite  a  large  stream 
emptied  into  the  inlet.  Bill  and  I  got 
out  of  the  canoe  and  stationed  ourselves 
in  the  long,  marshy  grass  while  the  oth- 
ers paddled  up  the  stream.  Here  is  where 
we  used  the  better  judgement  for  the 
other  boys  scared  up  the  game  which 
flew  down  and  right  over  us.  I  shot 
my  first  wild  goose  here.  Bill  also  got 
one.  The  flight  of  geese  was  soon  over 
and  my  partner  and  myself  started  back 
and  went  up  a  small  bay  which  was  pass- 
ed on  the  way  up  the  Beaver. 

I  never  saw  so  many  duck  as  we  en- 
countered here.    It  was  a   very  open 


place  to  approach  but  a  fine  marsh  to 
shoot  from.  As  we  drew  near  they  rose 
by  the  hundred.  After  landing,  the  fun 
immediately  commenced.  With  the 
boys  shooting  over  the  marsh  we  had 
just  left,  the  birds  flocked  back  to  where 
we  were  and  by  long  odds  the  record  for 
the  whole  trip  was  made  that  morning. 
Had  we  had  a  dog  our  bag  would  have 
been  almost  doubled  for  both  of  us  lost 
nearly  as  many  as  we  picked  up  It  was 
not  long  before  our  ammunition  ran  out 
and  back  to  the  Beaver  we  went  for 
more.  Arriving  there  we  found  Art 
and  Frank  who  had  gone  out  together 
earlier,  changing  from  wet  to  dry  clothes. 
Frank  had  had  a  very  narrow  escape 
from  being  drowned.  Both  were  accus- 
tomed to  a  canoe  and  put  too  much  con- 
fidence in  their  ability  to  handle  one. 
Frank  to  rest  his  cramped  limbs  was  sit- 
ting on  the  thwarts  with  his  legs  out- 
stretched in  front  when  Art  half  turned 
around  to  shoot  into  a  flock  of  ducks 
coming  up  behind  them.  The  recoil  of 
his  gun  was  enough  to  precipitate  Frank 
into  the  water  and  half  fill  the  canoe  be- 
fore he  could  get  his  gun  from  his 
shoulder.  The  water  rushed  to  his  end 
and  he  had  to  make  a  quick  shuffle  to 
get  amidships  and  prevent  the  canoe  from 
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filling.  They  were  a  short  distance  up 
the  river  where  they  had  gone  in  the 
morning  and  the  current  was  very  swift. 
Frank  was  handicapped  with  his  gun, 
which  he  managed  ta  hald  tight,  and  also 
his  heavy  rubber  boots,  and  by  the  time 
his  partner  had  got  his  bearings,  was 
out  of  reach.  Arthur,  however,  manag- 
ed to  work  the  canoe  down  to  him  and 
while  he  paddled  hard  for  shore  the  un- 
lucky hunter  hung  on  to  the  stern  of  the 
canoe.  He  was  almost  overcome  when 
dragged  out  of  the  icy  water. 

After  the  bays  had  changed  and  all  had 
something  to  eat  the  four  of  us  went 
back  to  where  Bill  and  yours  truly  had 
met  with  such  excellent  luck.  We  ar- 
rived before  the  eveaing  flight  and  were 
well  rewarded.  Both  canoes  managed 
to  get  several  geese  and  many  duck.  We 
again  felt  the  want  of  good  dogs  as  we 
lost  numerous  geese  and  duck.  All  re- 
turned to  the  Beaver  after  dark  but  good 
old  Bill  and  myself  were  far  ahead  on  the 
quantity  of  game  bagged.  Howard  and 
his  partner  Ohlia,  here,  as  at  Jackson's 
Bay,  went  ashare  for  big  game  but  re- 
turned reporting  no  luck.  Much  evidence 
of  grizzly  bear  were  found  and  some  of 
the  tracks  were  fresh  that  morning.  Dog 
salmon  were  running  in  the  river  at  the 
time  and  hundreds  of  them  were  strewn 
along  the  banks  of  the  stream.  It  was 
upon  these  the  bear  were  feeding. 

Such  good  luck  persuaded  us  to  remain 
another  day  but  again  we  were  disap- 
pointed for  as  at  Jackson's  Bay  the  birds 
had  been  toa  badly  frightened  to  return 
so  soon. 

Our  second  day  at  the  head  of  Laugh- 
borough  Inlet  was  also  ideal.  It  was 
quite  evident  we  were  only  losing  time 
by  putting  in  more  than  one  day  at  any 
one  place.  Had  we  been  less  in  number 
probably  such  a  course  would  have  been 
allright,  but  for  seven  or  eight  of  us 
shoating  it  was  too  much.  The  bear 
hunters  had  made  such  good  resolutions 
the  night  befare,and  did  not  venture  in  the 
bush.  The  sight  of  such  large  tracks  the 
morning  previous  had  a  bad  effect  on 
them  aad  the  rest  of  the  party  gave  them 
the  laugh.  Montey  remained  aboard 
while  friend  Ohlin  joined  our  duck-shoot- 
ing party. 

With  the  close  of  our  fifth  day  out 
and  everybody  aboard  by  seven  p.  m.  we 


got  underway  to  return  as  far  as  Nelson 
Island  which  lies  within  fifty  miles  of 
Vancouver.  We  had  previously  made 
up  our  minds  to  try  Nelson  Island  for 
deer. 

The  tide  being  in  our  favor  we  made 
excellent  time  as  far  as  Shoal  Bay  at 
which  point  we  stopped  up  on  our  way 
north.  Our  skipper  tied  up  at  this  place, 
again  intending  to  navigate  the  Euclataw 
rapids  with  plenty  of  light.  At  daylight 
the  start  was  made  and  with  the  last  of 
the  flood  tide  we  ran  the  Euclataw  again. 
With  good  light  to  see  to  navigate 
our  second  trip  was  not  such  a  hair-raising 
experience.  There  was  plenty  of  drift- 
wood circling  about  in  the  swirling  wat- 
ers which  was  given  a  wide  berth  and 
the  passage  was  made  without  mishap. 
I  had  the  Captain  promise  to  wake  me 
early  so  I  would  be  able  to  see  for  my- 
self what  a  dangerous  and  exciting  pas- 
sage the  Euclataw  Rapids  were  and  I  can 
assure  your  readers  it  is  a  trip  worth 
while. 

Running  under  full  power  we  arrived 
at  Nelson  Island  at  four  that  afternoon. 
We  anchored  close  to  a  party  of  hunters 
from  New  Westminster,  who  reached 
the  same  place  that  day  at  noon,  only 
four  hours  before  us,  and  in  that  short 
time  had  shot  four  good  sized  bucks. 
This  greatly  encouraged  us  and  several 
of  the  party  took  rifles  and  proceeded 
ashore.  We  were  doomed  to  disappoint- 
ment for  not  one  of  us  got  within  good 
range  of  a  deer. 

We  had  to  have  some  venison  how- 
ever and  I  was  selected,  as  the  only  one 
having  the  most  nerve  to  go  and  ask 
our  New  Westminster  friends  for  some 
of  theirs.  They  very  generously  res- 
ponded by  cutting  off  a  hind  quarter  and 
presenting  it  to  us.  Venison  steak  we 
had  for  our  evening  meal  and  the  re- 
mainder was  used  to  make  a  good  mulli- 
gan stew  which  lasted  us  till  we  reached 
home. 

Saturday,  our  last  day  hunting,  was 
not  so  successful  as  we  expected.  There 
were  plenty  of  deer  on  the  island  but 
they  had  been  hunted  so  much  it  was 
very  hard  to  get  within  range.  We 
managed  however,  to  bring  down  three. 
Bill  and  I  shared  in  the  honors. 

On  both  nights  put  in  at  Nelson  Island, 
shooting  could  be  heard  in  several  direc- 
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tions.  In  fact  we  could  see  from  the 
Beaver  that  pit  light  hunters  were  num- 
erous. Uutil  game  wardens  along  the 
coast  are  furnished  with  fast  launches  it 
will  be  impossible  to  stop  this  unsports- 
manly  method  of  hunting. 

Sunday  morning  late  we  started  for 
home.  As  the  weather  was  mild  no 
homesickness  affected  any  of  our  party. 
On  the  way  we  sighted  several  whales 
one  of  which  came  within  easy  reach  of 
rifles.  Five  of  us  stood  on  deck  and  on 
one  occasion  when  Mr.  Whale  appeareu 
on  the  surface  we  pumped  a  lot  of  hot 
lead  into  him.  With  a  mighty  plunge, 
and  lashing  the  water  into  white  foam,  he 
went  down  only  to  appear  a  few  merri- 
ments later  crossing  our  bow  a  few  yards 
ahead.  He  was  evidently  greatly  en- 
raged and  whether  or  not  he  attempted 
to  come  at  us  we  do  not  know.  The 
Captain  ordered  us  to   shoot  at  no  more 


whale  which  was  quite  unnecessary  as  we 
were  all  thoroughly  convinced  it  was  bad 
business.  The  whale  would  measure 
about  seventy  feet  in  length  and  had  it 
come  in  contact  with  the  Beaver  I  doubt 
very  much  if  this  story  would  have  been 
related. 

We  reached  home  in  good  time  Sunday 
night  after  being  away  exactly  eight 
days  and  ended  the  first  of  what  ,we  pro- 
nose  makine*  an  annual  event. 

One  ot  the  illustrations  shown  herewith 
might  suggest  we  were  game  hogs  but 
by  the  time  we  had  shared  with  friends 
and  relatives  at  home  there  were  not 
many  left  for  any  of  us.  We  bagged  in 
all  one  hundred  and  thirty  seven  duck, 
nine  wild  geese  and  three  deer.  The  duck 
were  principally  mallard  and  butter-balls, 
the  latter,  though  smaller,  I  believe  were 
the  better  eating  and  were  very  plentiful.

Exploring  Northern  Ontario.

IEING   assured  that  former  papers 
of  mine  relating  to  canoeing  experi- 
'  ences  and  travels  have  oeen  of  in- 


terest to  the  readers  of  "Rod  and  Gun," 
and  believing  there  are  many  who  would 
like  to  know  all  they  possibly  can 
of  the  highways  and  byways  of  Northern 
Ontario  I  submit  an  account  of  another 
season's  outing  in  that  great  northern 
territory. 

Now  that  the  construction  of  the  Grand 
Trunk  Pacific  is  an  assured  fact  in  the 
near  future  it  would  be  a  misnomer  to 
apply  the  term  '  'hinterland"  to  the  large 
northern  section  of  the  Province.  The 
term  "midland"  will  soon  be  much  more 
appropriate.  So  far  as  Ontario  is  con- 
cerned almost  every  foot  of  the  track  has 
been  located  and  mapped.  At  present 
large  gangs  ot  men  are  at  work  preparing 
the  roadbed  for  those  ribbons  of  steel 
which  are  to  form  a  furtherconnecting  link 
between  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific  Oceans. 
The  Temiskaming  and  Northern  Ontario 
Railway  will  be  connected  with  the  lines 
in  a  few  months  and  I  believe  it  is  only  a 
question  of  a  few  years  before  the  rock- 
bound  shores  of  James'  Bay  will  re-echo 
to  the  whistle  of  the  locomotive. 

There  are  many  residents  of  Ontario, 
still  in  the  full  vigor  of  manhood,  who 
can  recall  the  time  when  the  building  of 
the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  was  looked 
upon  by  those,  who  were  rightly  regard- 
ed as  by  no  means  the  least  intelligent, as 
a  visionary  scheme. 

Similar  pessimistic  views  were  enter- 
tained of  all  our  early  railway  enter- 
prises. The  traffic  of  the  great  lakes 
was  to  be  curtailed,  that  of  the  inland 
waters  completely  wiped  out  and  horses, 
it  was  declared,  would  soon  be  a  drug  on 
the  market.  How  different  have  been 
the  results  !  Trade  on  nearly  all 
our  waterways  has  expanded  just  as 
rapidly  as  railway  mileage  has  increased 
and  the  agriculturist  has  no  safer  invest- 
ment today  than  the  breeding  of  good 
horses. 

It  is  now  a  quarter  of  a  century  ago 
that  the  east  and  the  west  were  linked  to- 
gether by  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  ; 


and  extensive  and  widespread  as  have 
been  its  ramifications  it  has  never  been 
able  to  keep  pace  with  the  growing  needs 
of  the  country  in  the  matter  of  transpor- 
tation. The  Canadian  Northern  has  done 
something  to  assist  in  this  work  but 
both  together  have  failed  to  keep  abreast 
of  the  growing  needs  of  the  country.  Ere 
the  new  transcontinental  can  be  complet- 
ed the  expanding  industries  of  the  coun- 
try will  be  calling  for  yet  another  one. 

In  crossing  Ontario  the  new  transcon- 
tinental will  pass  over  many  miles  of  bar- 
ren country  though  not  nearly  so  many 
as  the  Canadian  Pacific  had  to  do  in  its 
pioneer  days.  Even  now  from  Chelms- 
ford, a  few  miles  west  of  Sudbury,  to  the 
western  boundary  of  Ontario,  the  country, 
from  an  agricultural  point  of  view,  is 
only  a  forbidding  wilderness.  Notwith- 
standing the  many  rich  ores  that  are  be- 
ing worked  within  the  Province  the  min- 
eral riches  of  Ontario  are  still  an  unknown 
quantity. 

Along  the  watersheds,  or  what  might 
not  inaptly  be  called  the  backbone  of  On- 
tario, whence  the  numerous  streams 
branch  out  like  so  many  ribs,  expanding 
into  large  rivers  and  wending  their  sever- 
al ways  north  or  south  to  the  ocean, there 
are  stretches  of  country  known  as  the 
mineral  belt  extending  westerly  all  across 
the  Province.  In  the  clefts  and  gullies 
of  the  frowning  mountains  lie  those  hid- 
den riches,  the  possession  of  which  the 
average  man  so  keenly  desires  and  for 
which  he  will  undergo  all  sorts  of  peril 
and  hardships. 

Immediately  north  of  the  mineral  belt 
is  the  great  clay  belt,  the  northern  limit 
of  which  has  not  yet  been  defined.  This 
great  belt  is  being  traversed  longitudin- 
ally by  the  new  transcontinental  and 
transversly  by  the  Temiskaming  and 
Northern  Ontario  Railway,  which  starts 
from  North  Bay  and  will  probably  find 
its  terminus  on  the  shores  of  James  Bay. 
The  latter  railway  was  the  pioneer  in 
opening  up  that  part  of  New  Ontario. 
The  contractors  for  the  line  plunged  right 
into  the  heart  of  an  uninhabited  wilderness 
in  advance  of  all  settlement  and  opened  a 
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section  of  the  country  which  but  for  the 
advent  of  the  iron  horse  would  have  re- 
mained the  home  of  Indians  and  wild 
animals  for  generations  to  come.  The 
wisdom  of  the  undertaking-  has  been 
clearly  demonstrated  from  the  fact  that  it 
is  already  yielding  a  larger  net  revenue 
per  mile  than  any  other  railway  in 
Canada. 

We  were  delayed  at  Metagami  Siding 
on  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  for  four 
days  awaiting  the  arrival  of  men  and 
supplies.  It  was  the  twelfth  of  July  ere  with 
five  men  and  three  well  laden  canoes  I 
was  able  to  make  a  start  up  the  Spanish 
River.  From  that  date  till  the  twenty- 
fifth  we  traversed  a  route  described  in  a 
former  article,  and  it  is  needless  to  in- 
flict upon  the  reader  a  further  description 
of  the  same  country,  contenting  myself 
with  relating  a  few  incidents  of  the  jour- 
ney. 

Just  before  making  the  first  portage  on 
the  Lost  Channel  a  massive  head,  sur- 
mounted by  a  huge  pair  of  velvet  coated 
antlers  was  observed  moving  around  in 
the  water.  As  soon  as  the  keen  and  ever 
watchful  eyes  descried  our  party  the 
owner  of  the  horns  headed  for  the  shore, 
and  we  saw  a  noble  moose  stalk  leisurely 
into  the  thick  woods.  That  night  we 
camped  on  the  Dam  Portage  and  at  dusk 
had  a  good  look  at  two  more  huge  forms 
takingtheir  evening  stroll  knee  deep  inthe 
water — a  scant  two  hundred  yards  from 
and  in  full  view  of  our  camp  fire.  Talk 
of  moose  being  wild — pshaw  ! 

Next  day  we  had  a  passing  glimpse 
of  a  red  deer.  He  had  sail  set  to  catch 
the  breeze  and  was  hoofing  it  up  a  hill  at 
a  distance  of  some  five  or  six  hundred 
yards.  Evidently  he  felt  that  to  remain 
near  us  might  not  result  in  any  advantage 
to  himself;  or  perhaps  he  had  some  previ- 
ous acquaintance  with  the  long  range 
rifle.  We  also  saw  a  lynx  but  he  dis- 
dained to  be  disturbed  by  the  mere  pres- 
ence of  men  and  sat  quietly  on  a  log 
watching  us  till  a  bend  in  the  river  hid 
him  from  sight. 

At  the  head  of  the  tortuous  stream 
which  forms  the  headwaters  of  this  part 
of  the  Spanish  River  we  found  the  carcass 
of  a  young  cow  moose.  The  body  was 
stretched  by  the  side  of  the  water  and 
there  was  not  a  scratch  upon  it  except 
where  the  one  bullet  had  entered.  The 


moose  had  been  a  beautiful  animal,  fully 
sixteen  hands  high,  and  must  have  been 
brought  down  from  a  distance  of  thirty 
or  fourty  feet,  falling  dead  in  her  tracks. 
The  shooting  could  not  have  occurred 
more  than  a  day  or  two  before  as  the 
carcass  was  just  beginning  to  taint  the 
atmosphere.  It  was  a  case  of  wanton 
slaughter,  and  the  miscreant  who  did  the 
deed  has  no  doubt  boasted  that  he  killed 
a  moose.  It  is  a  pity  he  could  not  have 
been  caught  and  made  to  suffer  for  the 
misdeed. 

We  succeeded  in  getting  everything 
across  the  first  Height  of  Land  portage 
into  Perch  Lake  and  had  our  camp  for 
Sunday  pitched  on  a  nice  open  spot  in 
good  time  on  Saturday  afternoon. 

Barely  had  we  taken  our  goods  away 
from  the  landing  when  a  flotilla  of  large 
and  deeply  ladened  canoes,  freighted  with 
supplies  for  the  transcontinental  railway, 
and  in  charge  of  Mr.  S.,  arrived  on  the 
the  scene.  We  had  seen  these  canoes  at 
the  Siding  preparing  for  loading  up. They 
were  manned  by  Indians  and  half 
breeds  and  once  they  go  t  off 
had  made  a  quick  passage.  They 
also  camped  over  Sunday  at  the  other 
end  of  the  portage  to  the  one  we  occupied. 

For  the  next  ten  days  the  two  parties 
travelled  in  company  and  we  were  glad 
of  their  society.  They  were  all  jovial, 
hard  working  fellows  and  gave  my  party, 
who  were  new  to  the  business,  some  use- 
ful lessons  in  the  mysteries  of  the  tump 
line.  We  allowed  them  to  take  the  lead 
and  by  following  in  their  wake  we  were 
able,  without  incurring  any  dangers,  to 
run  some  rather  nasty  rapids,  the  negoti- 
ations of  which  we  might  otherwise  have 
found  both  irksome  and  difficult. 

On  the  afternoon  of  the  eighteenth  the 
united  party  met  at  Fort  Metagami  and 
camped  for  the  night.  An  impromptu 
ball  between  the  voyagers  and  the  maid- 
ens of  the  Post  was  soon  arranged  and 
kept  up  till  the  morning  stars  began  to 
pale.  Neither  sex  was  robed  in  what  certain 
circles  would  call  ball  room  costumes. 
Dress  coats  or  in  fact  coats  of  any  cut, 
were  conspicuous  by  their  absence. 
Heavy  booted  and  moccassined  feet  trip- 
ped the  light  fantastic  in  the  small  dimly 
lighted  room  to  the  music  of  a  single  vio- 
lin. Lancers,  quadrilles,  strathspreys, 
and  step  dancing  were  all  indulged  in, 
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without  a  gesture  or  word  to  which  the 
most  prudish  could  take  exception. 

The  preceding  night  had  been  a  hard 
one  for  my  party.  We  had  run  late,hop- 
ing  to  make  a  portage  but  failed  to  reach 
our  goal  and  were  compelled  at  dark  to 
spread  down  our  blankets  on  the  river 
bank  and  seek  repose  without  even  erect- 
ing our  tent.  As  one  result  of  this  the  flies 
exacted  a  heavy  toll. 

I  watched  the  proceedings  at  the  dance 
for  half  an  hour  when  I  retired  to  my 
tent  hoping  for  a  good  night's  rest.  This 
hope  however  proved  illusive.  I  had  barely 
turned  in  when  the  tormentors  of  the 
previous  night  discovered  my  presence, 
entered  in  countless  hordes  and  made  an 
all  night  of  it  ! 

If  it  ever  again  falls  to  my  lot  to  pass  a 
mid-summer  night  at  Fort  Metagami  and 
there  is  a  ball  on  the  tapis — well  those 
inveterate  blood  suckers  will  not  again 
find  me  in  my  tent  ! 

On  the  morning  of  the  following  Thurs- 
day, July  eighteenth,  our  transcontinental 
friends  left  us  at  Sturgeon  Falls.  They 
forged  ahead,  while  at  noon  the  same 
day  we  arrived  at  the  centre  line  of  the 
township  of  Aubin,  where  our  work  of 
surveying  commenced. 

In  order  to  reach  some  work  that  lay 
at  a  considerable  distance  inland  from 
this  point  I  found  it  necessary  to  take  a 
flying  camp  along  a  line  twelve  miles  east. 
What  is  a  flying  camp  some  readers  may 
ask?  Well,  it  simply  means  travelling  as 
light  as  one  can,  leaving"  everything  be- 
hind it  is  possible  to  do  without,  taking  a 
few  days'  provisions  and  proceeding  to 
some  point  from  which  a  small  outlying 
portion  of  work  can  be  easily  got  at.  In 
this  way  the  ground  can  be  got  over  with 
moderate  speed  and  work  accomplished 
which  would  otherwise  be  impossible. 

In  this  case  the  trip  occupied  six  days 
and  on  our  return  the  whole  camp  was 
moved  six  miles  further  down  the  stream. 
Here  we  put  in  a  few  more  days  and  fin- 
ishing our  survey  at  this  point  we  drop- 
ped down  to  Yellow  Falls,  a  beautiful 
cascade  where  the  river  has  some  thirty 
feet  of  a  drop.  On  the  way  down  we 
passed  Loon  Rapids,  aaother  fine  cas- 
cade but  not  more  than  one  third  the 
height  of  Yellow  Falls. 

Behind  a  small  island  near  the  east 
shore,  and  only  a  few  chains  below  the 


Loon,  the  portage  to  Driftwood  River, 
seven  miles  distant,  starts.  As  we 
knew  we  should  have  to  cross  this  por- 
tage in  the  course  of  a  few  days  we 
cached  one  canoe  and  the  major  portion 
of  our  supplies  here. 

After  a  few  days  at  Yellow  Falls  we 
crossed  Island  Portage  and  shot  a  thirty 
chain  rapid  requiring  quick  eyes  and 
steady  hands  to  avert  disaster  when  go- 
ing down,  and  strong  muscles,  skilfully 
applied,  for  the  return  trip. 

Twelve  miles  below  Loon  Rapids  the 
Muskego  River  discharges  into  the 
Metagami  from  the  west.  We  went  up 
that  stream,  struggling  with  rapids  and 
flood-wood  for  a  day  and  a  half  and 
returned  therefrom  on  Friday,  the  six- 
teenth of  August,  to  a  transcontinental 
cache  on  the  Metagami  River,  half  a  mile 
above  the  mouth  of  the  Muskego. 

It  was  in  the  afternoon  when  we  made 
the  camp  and  as  there  had  been  a  steady 
downpour  of  rain  from  eight  o'clock  in 
the  morning,  we  were  drenched,  blan- 
kets and  all.  The  gentlemen  in  charge 
of  the  cache  kindly  provided  us  with  a 
dry  tent  and  bedding,  which  enabled  us 
to  pass  a  comfortable  night  and  feel  none 
the  worse  for  our  experience  next  morn- 
ing. The  railway  will  span  the  river 
three  quarters  of  a  mile  below  the  cache, 
where  a  short  and  shallow  rapid  with  a 
flat  rock  bottom  affords  an  admirable 
foundation  for  a  bridge. 

This  points  is  one  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  from  the  fountain  head  or  the 
Metagami  and  verging  on  two  hundred 
miles  north  of  the  Canadian  Pacific 
Railway. 

Next  morning  we  pitched  camp  on  the 
east  bank  of  the  river  and  remained  there 
until  the  following  Wednesday,  return- 
ing to  our  cache  at  the  Loon  Rapids. 

Here  we  found  that  some  passing 
white  man  had  left  his  trade  mark  by 
helping  himself  to  a  portion  of  our 
goods.  I  say  white  man  advisedly  as  I 
have  never  known  an  Indian  to  steal 
from  a  cache.  It  is  an  unwritten  law 
of  the  woods  that  when  a  traveller,  who  is 
short  of  provisions  finds  a  well  stocked 
cache  he  may  help  himself  to  sufficient 
food  to  serve  him  until  he  can  make  the 
next  point  where  he  expects  to  renew 
his  larder.  He  should  of  course  be  care- 
ful to  leave  everything  as  neatly  covered 
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as  he  found  it,  and  place  inside  a  note 
stating  what  he  had  done  and  giving  his 
address. 

In  our  case  the  fellow  had  not  con- 
fined himself  to  necessaries  and  after 
rifling  the  cache  he  had  not  taken  the 
trouble  to  replace  the  covering — proof 
positive  that  he  was  only  a  common 
thief. 

It  took  us  until  the  afternoon  of  Thurs- 
day of  the  following  week  to  negotiate 
the  seven  miles  into  Driftwood  river.  In 
an  average  season  the  trail  would  be  a 
good  one.  It  had  however  been  very 
little  used  for  years  and  at  the  time  of 
our  visit  was  pretty  well  grown  up. 
Moreover  for  three  weeks  it  had  been 
rain,  rain,  rain,  every  day  and  all  day. 
We  occupied  one  day  in  improving  the 
trail  but  the  conditions  were  against  us 
and  we  did  not  leave  it  as  we  would 
have  wished. 

The  Driftwood,  so  far  as  I  saw  it,  and 
I  first  had  to  raft  across  it  alone,  some 
distance  further  south,  is  a  stream  of  an 
average  width  of  one  hundred  feet.  It 
would  be  classed  as  a  river  m  Old  Ont- 
ario but  in  New  Ontario,  a  country  of 
large  streams,  it  is  only  described  on  the 
maps  as  a  creek.  From  the  point  where 
we  struck  it  to  the  Abitibi  River,  some 
twenty  five  or  thirty  miles,  it  is  a  fine 
clear  stream,  and  as  it  flowed  through 
the  centre  of  a  portion  of  our  work  we 
had  not  to  take  the  camp  from  its  shores. 
The  portages  were  few  and  easy. 

It  was  the  afternoon  of  Saturday,  Sept- 
ember the' seventh,  when  we  entered  the 
Abitibi  River.  Although  only  ninety  miles 
from  the  lake  we  found  it  a  deep  river, 
fully  ten  chains  in  width,  and  with  a  smooth 
swift  flow.  We  ascended  it  for  six  miles 
to  the  Frederick  House  River.  As  our 
next  field  of  work  lay  for  thirty  miles 
along  this  stream  we  camped  over  Sun- 
day on  a  point  about  one  mile  above  its 
mouth. 

For  a  distance  of  twelve  miles  the 
Frederick  House  is  a  fine,  wide,  smooth 
stream,  with  only  one  short  rapid,  easily 
overcome.  After  that  the  trouble  began. 
When  we  were  there  the  stream,  owing 
to  recent  heavy  rains,  was  fully  three  feet 
above  its  normal  level.  The  rapids  are 
numerous  and  dangerous  with  only  short 
stretches  of  smooth, swift  water  between 


them.  Our  work  on  that  river  consisted  of 
alternations  of  paddling,  poling,  towing 
and  portaging.  The  first  two  miles 
proved  a  hard  half  day's  work  for  the 
whole  party. 

At  each  end  the  Frederick  House 
is  a  lovely  canoeing  stream.  If  however 
any  reader  should  have  occasion  to  travel 
the  ten  or  twelve  miles  of  rapids  which 
form  the  middle  portion  of  the  stream  I 
would  caution  him  not  to  forget  the  good 
old  adage  4 'one  cannot  whistle  and  chew 
meal  at  the  same  time."  Gentlemen  of 
my  profession  are  for  the  present  clear  of 
the  Frederick  House  as  the  land  along 
its  course  is  now  all  surveyed. 

The"Bushkego,"  another  large  stream, 
enters  the  Frederick  House  from  the 
west  at  one  of  the  worst  chutes.  It,  too, 
is  said  to  be  rather  frolicsome  for  the  last 
few  miles  of  its  course. 

It  was  not  until  the  nineteenth  that  we 
returned  to  the  Abitibi,  and  that  day  we 
had  dinner  at  the  head  of  Kettle  Falls, 
one  mile  above  the  mouth  of  the  Freder- 
ick House.  The  drop  in  the  river  here  is 
probably  ten  feet  in  as  many  chains.  The 
portage  is  on  the  left  bank  and  is  short 
but  there  is  rather  a  stiff  pull  round  a 
reck  to  reach  it. 

The  distance  from  this  portage  to  the 
foot  of  the  Long  Sault  is  sixteen  miles, 
and  for  three-fourths  of  that  distance  the 
current  is  so  swift  that  to  pull  a  canoe 
against  it  spells  hard  work.  A  few  miles 
below  the  Sault  we  cross  the  boundary 
between  Algoma  and  Nipissiug  and  enter 
the  latter  district. 

The  length  of  the  long  Sault  is  various- 
ly estimated  at  from  three  to  six  miles.  I 
put  it  at  four  miles  and  it  took  my  party 
nearly  one  and  a  half  days  to  overcome  it. 
We  found  it  one  continuous  rapid  full  of 
large  boulders  and  rushing  down  between 
high  banks.  At  the  time  I  was  there  it 
was  much  more  difficult  to  negotiate  ow- 
ing to  the  high  water.  We  worked  up 
the  left  shore  as  the  portages,  three  in 
number,  were  all  on  that  side.  There  were 
a  few  short  spaces  where  headway  could 
be  made  by  the  use  of  paddle  alone.  For 
the  greater  portion  of  the  distance,  how- 
ever, it  was  either  pulling  up  by  the  aid 
of  projecting  bushes,  poling  or  towing 
with  an  occasional  dip,  waist  deep,  into 
the  seething  waters  while  passing  the 
tow  line  around  trees  or  bush  as  the  wa- 
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ter  was  deep  right  into,  and  in  some 
places  even  undermining,  the  banks. 

From  the  head  of  the  Long  Sault  there 
is  a  clear  run  of  twenty-four  miles  to 
Buck  Deer  rapids  with  only  one  short 
riffle  between.  Thirteen  miles  above  the 
Sault  the  transcontinental  railway  will 
cross  the  river.  From  here  to  the  Meta- 
gami  crossing  the  distance  by  the  new 
railway  is  forty  miles  and  is  practically  a 
tangent.  Think  of  it  !  In  this  wilder- 
ness which  the  people  of  Ontario  only  the 
other  day  believed  consisted  of  nothing 
but  rocks  and  bogs  we  are  constructing  a 
railway  with  a  straight  line  of  forty  miles 
in  one  stretch.  The  heaviest  grade  is 
only  six-tenths  of  an  inch  in  one  hundred 
feet  and  the  land  passes  through  heavily 
timbered  first-class  agricultural  land.  The 
right  of  way  is  already  cleared  here  and 
ready  for  the  grub  hoe  and  shovel  and 
this  is  the  case  for  several  miles  on 
either  side  of  the  river. 

I  noted  with  interest  and  satisfaction 
the  care  that  is  being  taken  to  preserve  the 
forest  from  destruction  by  fire.  The  con- 
tractors are  prohibited  from  falling  any 
timber  off  the  right  of  way.  All  must  be 
fallen  to  it  and  consumed  right  there,  not 
a  charred  brand  being  permitted  to  be 
hauled  into  the  adjoining  bush. 

The  junction  between  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  and  Temiskaning  and  Northern 
Ontario  Railway  is  to  be  five  miles  west 
of  the  Abitibi  River. 

For  a  full  week  we  pitched  our  camp 
at  the  crossing,  attending  to  business  in 
that  locality  and  then  went  up  the  Mis- 
tooga  River,  one  of  the  Abitibi's  wet 
nurses,  which  drains  several  townships 
east  of  that  stream  and  into  which  it  dis- 
charges two  miles  east  of  Black  River. 

The  Mistooga  would  be  a  lovely  stream 
on  which  to  canoe  if  it  would  only  cease 
retaining  its  flood  wood,  or  at  least  do 
so  in  on  or  two  places  only.  The  log 
jams  however  are  so  numerous  that  the 
work  of  ascending  the  stream  is  both  slow 
and  difficult,  and  we  failed  to  reach  the 
point  I  had  hoped  to  gain  by  several 
miles. 

This  completed  my  work  in  this  sec- 
tion of  the  country  and  we  headed  for 
McDougall's  Chutes  which  point  we 
reached  one  hour  after  dark  on  Saturday, 
October  the  nineteenth.    Here  we  cach- 


ed our  Peterborough  and  entrained  next 
morning  by  the  Temiskaming  and 
Northern  Ontario  for  Englehart. 

From  Englehart  we  drove  to  the  foot  of 
Wendigo  Lake  on  the  north  branch  of 
the  Blanche  River  where  we  put  in  four 
more  days.  While  travelling  the  lines 
here  we  encountered — as  we  had  fre- 
quently done  during  the  season — a  good 
many  traces  of  the  "Prospector".  How 
much  hard  labor,  and  in  many  cases 
hard  earned  cash,  nearly  all  of  them 
would  have  saved  had  they  spent  only 
a  few  weeks  at  some  school  of  mineral- 
ogy. At  such  a  school  they  would  have 
been  taught  the  fact  that  only  certain 
rocks  carry  certain  minerals  and  that 
although  the  rocks  are  very  frequently 
found  without  the  minerals,  the  minerals 
are  never  found  without  the  rocks. 
"Men  do  not  gather  figs  of  thistles  or 
grapes  of  thorns".  This  text  holds  good 
in  many  spheres.  Wendigo  Lake  ended 
the  season's  outing  and  the  party  wend- 
ed their  ways  to  their  respective  homes. 

It  is  still  a  difficult  matter  to  convince 
the  public  that  Ontario  owns  any  arable 
land  north  of  the  Height  of  Land.  The  opi- 
nion is  still  pretty  generally  expressed 
that  no  matter  what  the  quality  of  the  soil 
the  district  is  too  far  north  for  success- 
ful farming.  I  would  call  the  attention 
of  all  such  pessimists  to  the  fact  that 
the  parallel  of  forty  nine  degrees  is  the 
south  limit  of  Canada  west  of  the  Lake  of 
the  Woods,  and  what  country  under  the 
sun  has  produced  so  much  grain, acre  for 
acre,  during  the  past  ten  years  as  has 
our  great  North  West.  It  has  been  my 
privilege  to  have  seen  nearly  two  millions 
of  acres  of  the  large  area  which  Ontario 
has  now  divided  into  farm  lots, and  I  have 
no  hesitation  in  saying  that  fully  sixty 
per  cent  of  it  is  good  arable  land  with 
sufficient  valuable  timber  thereon  to  do 
more  than  pay  for  clearing. 

In  many  portions  of  what  is  now  call- 
ed the  garden  of  Ontario,  not  only  had 
clearing  to  be  done  under  great  difficul- 
ties but  also  much  heavy  and  costly 
work  in  ditching.  The  clearing  of  the 
heavy  growth  of  timber  in  Old  Ontario 
was  accomplished  at  a  time  when  the 
blazing  log  pile  was  almost  the  only 
means  available  for  its  disposal  After 
this  work  was  done  large  trunk  ditches 
had  to  be  made  for  drainage  purposes 
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before  the  land  could  be  brought  into  a 
state  to  yield  its  best. 

In  the  northern  section,  although  the 
country  is  comparatively  level,  Nature 
has  been  so  lavish  with  streams  of  all 
sizes,  and  pure  water  is  in  such  abun- 
dance that  all  the  husbandman  has  to  do 
to  provide  a  perfect  network  of  natural 


ditches,  is  to  clear  out  the  fallen  timber 
with  which  they  are  choked  up,  and  cut 
away  the  beaver  dams. 

It  should  never  be  forgotten, but  should 
on  the  contrary  be  emphasised,  that  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  land  now  sur- 
veyed in  Northern  Ontario  is  forty  miles 
south  of  the  City  of  Winnipeg. 


Wilson's  Catch

SAM  Wilson  was  notorious  among 
his  friends  for  being  the  most  un- 
lucky fisherman  any  of  them  had 
ever  known.  In  fact,  his  persistent  fail- 
ure to  land  anything  better  than  a  crab  or 
a  puny,  slothful  chubb,  became  a  byword 
with  his  chums.  The  finny  brethren  ac- 
tually seemed  to  know  that  man's  bait 
the  minute  it  dropped  in  the  water,  and 
he'd  sit  there  hour  by  hour,  cursing  his 
luck  and  irritably  complaining  about 
jonahs  and  the  like,  while  the  rest  of  us 
would  make  him  sulkier  still  by  occasion- 
ally adding  to  our  strings  and  saying 
nothing. 

Only  once  in  his  life,  to  my  knowledge, 
did  Wilson  ever  make  a  catch  that  was 
worth  speaking  of,  and  it  is  the  purpose 
of  this  story  to  relate  how  this  remark- 
able thing  occured. 

One  summer,  about  five  years  ago,  six 
of  us,  Wilson  among  the  number,  spent 
our  holidays  camping  along  the  beauti- 
ful Maitland,  about  fourteen  miles  up- 
stream from  Goderich.  We  had  our  tent 
pitched  about  fifty  feet  from  the  edge  of 
one  of  those  grand  and  ever  shifting  cav- 
ing-banks,  which  gird  the  river  for  miles 
and  miles  along  its  western  side,  rising 
sheer  cliffs  of  yellow  clay,  seventy- five 
and  one  hundred  feet  high  in  places.  At 
many  points,  the  banks  stretch  almost 
perpendicular  from  the  water's  edge,  and 
the  view  from  such  eminences  is  one  of 
awe  inspiring  grandeur.  Indian  tradi- 
tion informs  us  that  the  Maitland  lost  its 
way  once  in  the  long  ago,  and  ever  since 
has  been  eating  its  way  back  to  its  pro- 
per channel.  In  corroboration  of  this 
time-honored     legend,    the  aborigines 


point  to  a  deep  ravine  which  runs  parallel 
with  the  river  some  miles  to  the  west- 
ward. Year  by  year,  as  the  caving  banks 
are  undermined  and  swallowed  by  the 
stream,  the  Maitland  draws  closer  to 
what  the  Indians  allege  was  its  original 
course. 

Although  the  fish  are  so  plentiful  in 
that  section  of  Wawanosh,  that  the  farm- 
ers feed  them  to  their  hogs,  Wilson's 
luck  was,  if  anything,  worse  than  ever. 
It  was  therefore  with  loud  exclamations 
of  surprise  that  we  hailed  him  trudging 
into  camp  late  one  afternoon,  loaded 
down  with  strings  and  strings  ot  the  fin- 
est river  bass  you  ever  laid  eyes  on.  The 
man  had  enough  bass  there  to  feed  the 
multitude  without  any  miracles  being 
worked. 

"Where  on  earth  did  you  get  'email?" 
I  asked,  as  we  helped  him  unload.  His 
face  was  beaming  with  triumph. 

•'Bet  he  bribed  old  Jimmy  Smith  to 
catch  them  for  him,"  jibed  in  Jack  Car- 
son, who  was  always  a  little  too  previous 
with  his  sarcasm.  Jimmy  Smith  was  an 
old  hermit,  who  lived  alone  in  a  hut  on 
the  banks  some  distance  up,  and  eked 
out  a  lonely  livelihood  for  himself  and  his 
surly  curs  by  fishing  and  trapping. 

Wilson's  face  fell  in  a  sullen  frown  at 
Carson's  hasty  insinuation. 

"Just  for  that,  you'll  never  find  out 
how  I  did  catch  them,"  he  retorted,  and 
he  was  as  good  as  his  word.  No  amount 
of  coaxing  or  cajoling  would  induce  him 
to  tell  how  he  landed  the  catch.  Next 
day,  a  bush-fire  broke  out  along  the 
banks,  and  we  beat  a  hasty  retreat  as  far 
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as  Donnybrook,  where  we  spent  what 
remained  of  our  holiday  at  a  temperance 
hotel — there  was  none  of  the  other  kind 
within  twelve  miles. 

Shortly  after  our  return  to  Toronto, 
Wilson  left  to  accept  a  position  in  Toledo 
and  it  was  over  a  year  before  I  saw  him 
again.  Seated  in  my  room,  recalling  old 
times,  I  suddenly  nerved  up  to  ask  him 
how  he  caught  those  fish. 

"Mac. ,  old  man,  I  don't  mind  in  the 
least  telling  you,"  he  began,  "and  seeing 
that  writing  is  your  business,  it  mightn't 
make  a  bad  story  to  put  in  print  some 
day.  I  would  have  told  you  all  on  the 
day  that  it  happened,  if  it  hadn't  been 
for  that  Smart  Alec,  Carson,  who  was 
always  butting  in  with  his  sarcasms. 

"You  will  remember,  it  was  about 
three  o'clock  that  afternoon  when  I  hit 
out  alone  with  my  rod  and  line,"  he  con- 
tinued, after  we  had  re-lighted  and  were 
puffing  merrily.  "Well,  it  happened  that 
some  distance  up-stream,  I  espied  old 
Jimmy  Smith,  followed  by  his  dogs, 
climbing  up  a  zig-zag  and  perilous  path 
on  the  face  of  the  caving  bank.  His 
basket  was  full  of  wriggling  bass. 

"Aha,'  thought  I,  'so  this  is  the  spot 
where  old  Jimmy  makes  his  famous 
catches?  Well  I'll  just  wait  till  that  old 
bundle  of  rags  and  his  hungry  yelpers 
pass  out  of  sight,  and  I'll  try  to  chaage 
my  infernal  luck  by  taking  over  the  seat 
he's  been  warming.' 

"I  thought  I'd  break  my  neck  getting 
down  that  goat  path   Smith  came  up. 
More  than  once  I  slid  for  yards  on  my 
back,  but  each  time  managed  to  check 
myself  by  clutching  the  tufts,  which  here 
and  there  grew  on  the  side  of  the  cliff. 
Finally,  more  by  luck  than  good  man- 
agement, I  arrived  at  a  sort  of  a  landing 
place,  at  the  base  of  some  eighty  feet  of 
perpendicular  clay.    Just  above  this  natu- 
ral platform,  the  jagged  edge  of  a  huge 
rock  jutted  out  from  the  smooth  yellow 
wall.    Four  feet  out  in  the  stream,  sat  a 
big,  round    boulder,  beneath    which  I 
could  see  the  bass  swarming  in  hundreds. 
It  had  turned  out  a  little  cloudy,  and 
thunder  was  booming  in  the  distance. 
Now,  if  ever,  was  my  chance  to  make  a 
catch  that  would  make  the  rest  of  y©u 
fellows  sit  up  and  take  notice.    But  I  tell 
you  honestly,  Mac,  it  was  the  same  old 
hoodoo — the   blamed  fish  would  brush 


right  up  against  my  bait,  just  as  though 
they  didn't  know  it  was  there,  and  never 
a  bite. 

"I  was  just  about  giving  up  in  despair 
when  I  felt  a  rain  of  pebbles  on  my  neck 
and  back,  which  I  could  also  hear  sing- 
ing into  the  water  in  lront  of  me.  I 
turned  just  in  time  to  see  that  length  of 
caving  bank  coming  dowa  at  me  like  an 
avalanche.  It  didn't  take  me  half  a  sec- 
ond to  hug  the  jutting  rock  behind  me  as 
close  as  glue.  I  was  never  so  thoroughly 
frightened  in  my  life.  I  thought  I  would 
be  buried  alive,  and  my  people  would 
never  be  able  to  find  my  body.  But  it 
didn't  last  long.  There  were  a  few  mo- 
ments of  darkness,  while  tons  of  rocks 
and  gravel  whizzed  down  all  around  me. 
When  it  was  over,  I  had  to  pull  myself 
out  of  debris  up  to  my  waist. 

"My  escape  was  miraculous,  and  if  it 
hadn't  been  for  that  jutting  rock,  I 
wouldn't  be  here  to  tell  the  tale.  But 
what  was  more,  Mac,  that  cave-in  gave 
me  the  first  chance  in  my  uneventful  lite- 
time  to  catch  fish,  and  catch  'em  faster 
than  I  ever  even  saw  them  caught  by 
others.  As  you  will  understand,  the  cave 
in  spread  at  the  jutting  rock,  beneath 
which  I  took  shelter.  Well  the  portions 
thus  divided  swung  out  into  the  stream, 
and  encircled  that  boulder  and  its  finny 
inhabitants,  just  as  neatly  as  if  it  had 
been  all  planned  before-hand.  The  little 
pool  around  that  boulder  was  lausy  with 
whopping  bass,  and  they  were  sticking 
out  of  the  mud  all  around  it.  It  didn't 
take  me  long  to  scoop  'em  up  in  dozens 
and  string  them  on  branches  I  cut  from 
shrubs  which  had  come  down  with  the 
avalanche.  I  knew  it  wouldn't  last  long, 
as  the  dirt  surrounding  my  captives 
would  soon  be  washed  away,  and  I  work- 
ed like  a  madman.  Egad,  it  did  my 
heart  good  to  get  my  hands  oa  those 
plump,  wriggling  rascals,  even  if  I  didn't 
catch  them  in  the  regular  way.  I  had 
more  than  I  could  carry  away,  and  I  had 
to  throw  a  lot  of  them  back  in  the  stream. 
I  will  never  forget  the  time  I  had  climb- 
ing up  that  clay  bank  with  that  load  on 
my  back,  but  I  was  happy  to  think  I  had 
caught  them  all  myself,  so  happy  that  I 
caught  myself  shouting  out  loud  several 
times. 

'That,  Mac,  is  how  I  made  the  catch." 
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PORTSMEN  who  do  not  consider 
the  chase  ©f  the  humble  cottontail 
as  beneath  them,  usually  employ  one 
or  more  beagles  to  jump  and  run  their 
game  for  them,  and  having  once  enjoyed 
the  music  of  these  diminutive  hounds,  as 
they  hustle  Brer  Rabbit  out  of  some 
swamp  or  thicket,  become  enthusiastic 
supporters^of  the  breed. 

In  the  pursuit  of  wood-hares,  cotton- 
tail rabbits  and  foxes,  beagles  are  extre- 
mely useful,  and  if  they  are  bred  for  size  and 
general  conformation,  most  suited  to  the 
game  they  are  to  hunt,  and  the  nature  of 
the  country  over  which  they  are  expected 
to  run,  they  will,  if  properly  handled  and 
trained,  give  a  very  good  account  of 
themselves. 

On  this  side  of  the  "big  pond", beagles 
are  as  a  rule  mainly  used  to  hunt  to 
the  gun,  while  in  England  they  are  used 
in  pursuit  of  the  hare,  where  they  are 
expected  to  hunt  and  finally  run  into 
their  quarry  unassisted.  Some  few  cou- 
ples are  kept  on  certain  estates  for  the 
purpose  of  working  rabbits  in  thick 
gorse  and  other  dense  coverts,  but  their 
main  use  is  in  the  chase  of  the  hare,  as 
before  mentiened,  and  a  great  sport  it  is 
to  run  behind  a  pack  of  the  little  fellows 
as  they  chime  along  over  the  grasslands  or 
the  moors.  Unfortunately,  in  this  coun- 
try, the  hare  is  a  swamp  loving  animal, 
and  when  run  by  hounds  she  will  stick 
religiously  to  cover,  dodging  here,  there 
and  everywhere  in  circle  after  circle,  as 
the  pack  follow  her  trail.  It  is  next  to 
impossibls  to  watch  your  hounds  when 
running  thus,  in  thick  cover,  and  the 
chances  of  a  kill  are  extremely  remote, 
therefore  the  gun  is  brought  into  requis- 
ition in  order  to  enact  the  final  scene. 

The  same  thing  applies  io  the  chase 
of  the  cottontail,  only  in  his  case,  you 
can  see  your  pack  at  work  more  or  less, 
as  rabbits  frequent  the  open  fields,  brush 
piles  and  small  patches  of  woods,  and 
take  to  the  open  far  more  than  their  long 
eared  cousins  of  the  cedar  swamps. 

When  in  pursuit  of  bold  Reynard  you 
can,  if  mounted,  follow  your  hounds  and 
see  sport,  that  is  if  you  are  using  fox- 


hounds, but  the  beagle  has  not  pace  and 
drive  enough  to  account  for  a  fox  unaid- 
ed, therefore  the  gun  is  a  necessary 
adjunct  to  the  chase.  When  I  speak  of 
the  lack  of  pace  and  drive  in  the  beagle, 
I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  these  little 
hounds  are  wanting  in  either  respect,  but 
to  successfully  hunt  and  run  into  a  fox 
requires  fast,  powerful  hounds,  and 
though  a  pack  of  fifteen  or  sixteen  inch 
beagles,  under  favourable  conditions, 
could  kill  their  fox,  they  are  for  this  par- 
ticular sport,  more  suitable  to  hunt  to 
the  gun.  There  is  one  particular  sport 
however,  in  which  small  beagles  can  be 
used  in  this  country,  and  that  is  in  the 
pursuit  of  the  weasle.  I  think  I  hear 
my  readers  remark  "But  good  gracious, 
whatever  sport  is  there  in  chasing  a 
stinking  weasle!"  To  all  such,  let  me 
say  that  there  is  an  immense  amount  of 
most  excellent  sport  to  be  obtained  when 
out  with  a  pack  on  the  trail  of  this 
blood  thirsty  little  robber  of  the  woods 
and  fields.  Whenever  possible  I  like  to 
see  a  pack  of  hounds  do  their  own  hunt- 
ing and  end  the  chase  with  a  kill,  unas- 
sisted by  gun  or  rifle,  for  I  consider  the 
work  of  the  hounds  loses  its  very 
essence  when  the  quarry  ahead  of  them 
is  bowled  over  by  a  charge  of  shot  or  a 
rifle  ball. 

I  am  not  averse  to  shooting  rabbits  or 
fox  ahead  of  a  hound,  if  conditions  are 
such  that  legitimate  hunting  is  impossible, 
but  if  the  hounds  can  do  their  own  hunt- 
ing and  killing,  so  much  the  better,  in 
my  humble  estimation.  There  are  many 
men  who  keep  one  or  two  beagles,  and 
perhaps  find  a  scarcity  of  rabbits  or  hares 
in  their  immediate  neighborhood,  with 
which  to  find  sport.  To  them  I  say,  get 
your  hounds  accustomed  to  run  the  trail 
of  a  weasel  and  you  will  then  have  sport 
of  the  best.  There  is  not  a  country 
district  which  cannot  supply  its  quota  of 
these  blood  thirsty  little  beasts,  and  be- 
sides ridding  the  district  of  vermin  you 
will  find  lots  of  fun  and  excitement  in  the 
chase. 

The  proper  season  to  hunt  these  little 
beasts  is  in  the  early  spring  and  summer, 
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for  then  the  male  weasle  travels  far  as  do 
foxes  in  the  breeding  season  and  it  is  no 
uncommon  occurrence  to  travel  five  or 
six  miles  during  the  course  of  the  chase. 
For  this  sport,  hounds  of  from  nine  to 
twelve  inches  in  height  are  the  most 
suitable,  according  to  the  character  of 
the  district  over  which  they  are  expected 
to  hunt,  but  it  is  not  advisable  to  have 
them  any  larger  than  twelve  inches. 

There  is  no  pack  in  England  at  the 
present  time  which  hunt  the  weasle,  but 
in  Ireland  there  are  two  packs  kept  ex- 
clusively for  this  sport. 

I  should  like  to  hear  of  some  friend 
of  the  beagle  taking  it  up  on  this  side  of 
the  water,  for  I  feel  sure  that  many  packs 
could  be  started  and  could  show  good 
sport,  where  now  there  is  hardly  a  hound 
seen  from  one  year's  end  to  another. 
Besides  giving  pleasure  to  the  actual 
owner  of  the  hounds,  the  chase  can  be 
followed  by  others,  and  when  you  have  a 
good  "field"  to  join  you,  there  is  much 
keen  rivalry  in  being  able  to  run  well 
up  to  the  little  pack  as  they  dash  along 
in  full  cry.  I  can  thoroughly  recommend 
it  to  those  who  feel  that  they  are  taking 
on  undue  averdupois,  and  I  guarantee 
that  if  they  will  run  hard  behind  such  a 
pack  they  would  soon  get  into  a  good 
healthy  condition,  and  at  the  same  time 
enjoy  the  very  best  of  sport,  and,  if  they 
love  hounds,  they  will  be  treated  to  some 
exceedingly  interesting  phases  of  hound- 
work. 

When  getting  together  one  or  two 
beagles  to  hunt  to  the  gun  or  as  a  pack 
to  hunt  hares  or  weasle,  it  is  always  the 
best  to  start  from  practical  working 
strains.  Never  buy  show  dogs  as  a 
foundation  upon  which  to  lay  future 
greatness  in  the  field,  unless  you  have 
positively  seen  with  your  own  eyes  that 
the  hounds  you  buy  are  staunch  workers, 
and  havs  something  besides  show-bench 
looks  to  recommend  them. 

Get  your  hounds  as  much  like  minia- 
ture fox  hounds  as  possible,  with  straight 
legs,  good  shoulders,  and  round  feet,  not 
to  mention  being  well  ribbed  up,  then 
you  will  have  something  solid  upon  which 
to  commence  breeding  operations. 

Many  of  the  show-bench  type  of  bea- 
gles are  simply  muzzled  brutes,  with 
more  ears  and  bulging  eyes  than  any- 
thing else,   and  though  their  pedigrees 


are  long  and  of  much  supposed  worth  to 
their  owners,  the  hounds  themselves  are 
only  fitted  to  be  led  about  on  a  string 
by  some  ignoramus  who  doesn't  know 
what  real  hunting  means. 

Always,  when  breeding  any  kind  of  a 
dog  for  sport,  choose  parents  which  are 
all  that  can  be  desired  in  their  work, then 
when  you  have  got  together  a  pack  of 
thorough  good  hunters,  you  can  begin 
to  improve  their  looks  and  general  con- 
formation as  time  goes  on. 

It  is  nice  of  course  to  be  able  to  win 
on  the  bench  with  a  hound  which  is  A.I. 
in  the  field,  but  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten 
the  award  goes  to  some  specially  prepar- 
ed and  faked  up  beast  that  is  kept  solely 
as  a  means  to  connect  with  prize  ribbons 
and  silver  medals,  and  unless  it  happens 
to  be  at  a  hound  show,  pure  and  simple, 
it  is  not  much  good  to  think  of  show- 
bench  victories,  so  long  as  you  can  get 
lots  of  good  sport  afield. 

Hounds,  and  especially  foxhounds, 
have  been  far  less  contaminated  by  the 
"tar  brush"  of  the  show-ring,  than  have 
other  breeds,  and  let  us  hope  it  will  be  a 
longtime  e'er  they  will  begin  to  "go 
back"  as  have  the  fox  terriers  and  setters, 
which  were  once  bred  for  work  and  not 
to  collect  prize  money  and  ribbons  as 
they  do  at  the  present  day. 

Height  will  have  a  good  deal  to  do 
with  the  success  of  your  pack,  and  you 
must  use  your  own  judgemeut  in  the 
matter. 

A  small  beagle  will  hunt  well  over 
comparatively  open  country  or  when  the 
underbush  is  not  too  thick  and  heavy, 
but  in  swamps  and  bad  places  where  logs 
and  other  obstacles  have  to  be  surmount- 
ed, a  larger  stamp  of  hound  is  necessary. 

This  applies  equally  well  to  hunt- 
ing on  snow,  and  especially  in  cover.  I 
have  seen  small  hounds,  in  fairly  deep 
snow  become  played  out  in  a  very  short 
time,  while  longer  legged  and  larger 
hounds  have  worked  steadily  all  day. 
Deep  snow  is  very  trying  for  a  small 
hound,  and  if  you  happen  to  live  where 
much  snow  falls,  hounds  from  fifteen  to 
sixteen  inches  or  even  bigger,  are  the 
most  useful,  and  especially  if  you  intend 
to  use  them  for  trailing  fox.  One  draw- 
back to  the  use  of  a  beagle  for  hunting 
fox  to  the  gun,  is  that  they  have  hard- 
ly enough  tongue  to  enable  you  to  hear 
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them  from  a  distance,  and  a  slow  trailing 
foxhound,  giving  good  tongue,  is  really 
more  useful  as  an  all  round  fox  hunter. 

Beagles  are  plenty  fast  enough  for  my 
sport  when  the  gun  happens  to  play  a 
part,  and  they  do  not  take  up  so  much 
room  for  necessary  kennels,  nor  do  they 
eat  so  much  as  would  foxhounds  or 
harriers,  therefore  to  the  man  who  is  not 
overly  well  blessed  with  this  world's 
goods,  the  last  two  items  are  a  consider- 
ation. 

All  sporting  dogs  should  be  allowed  as 
much  exercise  as  possible,  so  as  to  keep 
them  in  something  like  condition  all  the 
year  round,  and  if  they  are  to  work  hard 
during  the  rabbit  season  or  at  any  other 
time,  they  should  be  given  plenty  of 
road  work  as  this  tends  to  harden  their 
feet,  and  will  at  the  same  time,  help 
them  to  put  on  a  tremendous  amount  of 
muscle. 

It  is  a  most  necessary  thing  to  get 
your  hound's  feet  well  seasoned  and 
thoroughly  hard  previous  to  regular 
hunting  season,  for  nothing  plays  a  dog 
eut  sooner  than  having  to  hunt  when 
his  feet  are  soft  and  sore. 

Many  people  do  not  pay  half  enough 
attention  to  the  feeding  of  their  hounds, 
and  usually  give  too  much  soft  food  and 
also  at  the  wrong  times.     Never  feed 


your  hounds  on  the  same  morning  that 
you  intend  to  hunt  them,  for  if  you  do, 
the  food  will  remain  in  their  stomachs 
entirely  undigested  until  their  return  to 
kennel,  and  it  will  help  to  seriously  im- 
pair their  running  and  staying  powers. 
Feed  late  in  the  afternoon  or  evening 
previous  to  the  day  of  hunting,  and  then 
give  a  good  square  meal  to  your  hounds 
immediately  on  your  return  from  the 
hunt  before  you  see  to  your  own  supper 
and  change  of  clothes.  If  hounds  are  fed 
directly  they  get  home,  and  before  they 
get  stiff  and  sleepy  they  will  enjoy  their 
meal,  aud  will  then  curl  up  in  the  straw 
and  settle  down  for  the  night. 

Keep  your  kennels  dry,  and  have 
them  so  that  they  will  get  as  much  sun 
as  possible,  then  you  will  not  be  troubl- 
ed with  kennel  lameness,  which  is  in 
reality  nothing  more  or  less  that  rheu- 
matism, brought  on  by  damp  rising  from 
the  kennel  floor.  If  properly  trained,  fed, 
and  looked  after,  the  merry  little  beagles 
will  prove  to  be  boon  hunting  compan- 
ions, and  whether  you  carry  a  gun  or 
only  a  hunting  horn  they  will  give  you 
the  greatest  pleasure  and  sport  imagin- 
able, when  in  pursuit  of  the  long-legged 
hare,  the  white  tailed  rabbit  or  Brer  Fox, 
that  cunning  robber  of  the  hen  roost. 


Dog  Notes

ONE  prefers  the  real  thing  to  the 
make-believe  and  the  real  sports- 
man naturally  prefers  a  real  dog  to 
a  show  dog^  a  dog  that  can  do  things  as 
well  as  look  pretty  and  sing  in  the  chorus 
at  the  dog  show. 

Mr.  R.  Clapham's  article  in  February 
Rod  and  Gun  is  the  kind  of  dog  stuff 
that  is  worth  while — not  mere  dope  but 
lemonade  with  a  stick  in  it  and  no  sugar, 
and  should  appeal  to  those  who  are  in- 
terested in  useful  rather  than  '  'pretty" 
dogs. 

I  will  confess  I  did  own  one  pretty  dog 


once  but  she  never  ki-yied  from  a  crate 
on  the  bench  and  I  think  her  beauty  was 
partly  accidental.  It  was  surely  but  in- 
cidental in  my  estimate  of  her  worth,  for 
she  was  the  grand-pup  of  such  blood  as 
Meteor  III,  and  Spotted  Boy,  many  times 
field  winners,  and  her  work  in  finding  live 
birds  and  retrieving  difficult  cripples, 
where  other  cracker-jacks  had  failed,  was 
sharp  and  clean  cut. 

I  have  nothing  to  say  for  or  against 
bench  shows  because  it  is  unfamiliar 
ground  to  me,  my  entire  experience  hav- 
ing been  among  the  ''working  classes" 
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of  dogs.  And  I  might  add  without  of- 
fence to  anyone  but  the  shirk  (for  wjjom 
none  of  us  cares  anyway)  that  the  work- 
ing classes  of  men  in  the  field  are 
kings  comoared  to  those  who  strike  the 
attitude  while  their  fellows  hit  the  trail 
and  do  the  work. 

The  real  man's  love  for  the  good  dog 
is  only  equalled  by  his  contempt  for  a 
poor  one  of  the  nuisance  class,  and  the 
barking,  snapping,  get-in-the-way  sort  of 
untaught,  meaningless  terrier  and  cur 
one  sees  from  morning  till  night  some- 
times gets  on  the  nerves  of  even  the  big 
hearty  "100  point"  man,  the  patient, long 
suffering  devil  who  always  attends  to  his 
own  affairs.  But  he  simply  thinks  to 
himself 

"I'd  teach  that  dog  some  manners  and 
to  be  of  some  use  if  he  were  mine.  He'd 
learn  to  come  if  I  called  him  and  come 
quickly.  He'd  not  put  his  dirty  paws  on 
every  stranger  and  he'd  have  to  behave 
outside  as  well  as  in-doors-alas  how  few 
know  how  to  behave  even  in-doors — and 
when  I  thought  I'd  had  about  enough 
a  mildly  spoken  good-bye  would  send  him 
to  his  own  quarters.  How  easy  it  would 
be  to  make  a  decent  companion  out  of 
that  worthless  offensive  brute,  etc.  etc." 

A  dog's  feet  are  extremely  sensitive 
and  if  you  take  pains  a  few  times  to  step 
on  his  hind  feet,  not  too  gently,  every 
time  he  tries  to  wipe  his  paws  on  you  it 
will  not  take  him  long  to  learn  to  a  nicety 
just  how  near  you  wish  him  to  be  to 
you. 

The  useful  and  the  useless  dog,  how- 
ever, seem  both  to  be  necessary  parties 
to  dog  politics  because  both  sorts 
are  evidently  here  to  stay.  And  where 
indeed  may  one  drawthe  line?  One  man's 
dog  may  be  better  than  another's  but  you 
can't  make  the  other  fellow  believe  it, 
trial  or  no  trial,  fight  or  no  fight. 

Speaking  of  fights  here's  the  way  one 
began  and  ended  in  a  village  near  Mon- 
treal. 

"  Ba  gud!  A  got  bes'  dog  hin  dees 
countree — hin  dees  'ole  provance.  A  got 
bes'  dog,  me,  in  de  worl'  "  said  Pierre. 

"O's  got  dat  bes'  dog  hin  dees  con- 
tree?  Aint  no  wan  got  fan  dog  lak  me. 
Ma  Nero,  she's  fanes'  dog  you  nevair  go 
no  w'are  t'  see.  Ba  gar!  nevair  wan  dog 
lak  heem,  ma  Nero,  han  be  longue  tarn 


'fore  der's  noder  lak  dat  dog,"  said  Nap- 
oleon.    "A  show  you!"  said  Pierre. 

"Han  A  show  you!"  said  Napoleon. 

After  Pierre  had  been  duly  "shown" 
and  had  cried  "enough",  Napoleon  asked; 

"Now,  o's  bes'  man"?  and  Pierre  re- 
plied; 

"You's  bes'  man,mais  A  got  bes'  dog." 
And  so  it  goes. 

Here  are  two  good  dogs  and  they  be- 
long to  the  other  fellow  too,  so  be  good. 
Memorandum  (1). 

(a)  Pup,  sixteen  months  old.  First 
season  on  deer.  Stuck  to  his  quarry  over 
and  over  again  until  it  was  downed,  (5) 
or  too  far  past  the  line  (1)  for  hope. 
Modestly  but  insistently  claimed  credit 
for  his  work.  Knew  enough  to  return  to 
camp  when  his  work  was  done,  and  he 
always  knew  when  it  was  done. 

(b)  Old  dog,  ten  years,  ninth  season. 
Followed  his  chase  to  the  bitter  end — lit- 
erally so  in  one  case  for  he  went  into  the 
ice  water  of  the  lake,  ice  one-quarter  inch 
thick,  twenty  feet  behind  wounded 
(paunched)  deer,  was  shot  through  the 
ear  and  cheek  by  a  careless  hunter,  but 
kept  after  his  game  till  a  better  shot  trom 
shore  went  through  the  deer's  head.  Then 
the  old  veteran  shook  his  own  sore  head, 
swam  back  to  land  and  insisted  on  join- 
ing in  the  chase  each  ot  the  four  remain- 
ing days  of  the  season.  One  night  swam 
across  a  mile  of  ice  cold  lake  water  to  get 
to  camp.  He,  too,  knew  enough  to  come 
home  when  his  work  was  finished. 

Memorandum  (2). 

Teach  your  dog  to  be  ot  use,  at  least 
not  a  nuisance  to  strangers — your  friends 
will  forgive  you  and  they  may  forgive  the 
dog. 

Round  about  the  two  thousand  mark 
seems  to  be  the  number  of  dogs  that  one 
may  expect  to  see  benched  in  Madison 
Square  Gardens.  This  year  the  final 
number  found  in  the  catalogues  was 
1940.  There  is  little  change  and  few 
innovations  from  one  year  to  another, 
and  Superintendent  Mortimer  retains 
the  dignity  due  this  great  show  by  insist- 
ing on  absolute  discipline.

IEAVER  creeks  are  not  built  for 
navigation — fact  is,  the  sole  am- 
bition of  these  engineers  is  to  ob- 
struct. We  had  left  the  main  channel 
at  every  opportunity  to  explore  the  out- 
works of  these  sagacious,  industrious 
workmen,  and  always  returned  well  paid 
for  our  labors. 

Much  had  been  said,  but  little  is  known 
of  the  beaver,  and  the  present  is  scarcely 
opportune  for  this  study.  To  explore 
one  of  the  many  streams  reserved  by 
these  animals  for  the  irrigation  of  their 
meadows — to  examine  a  dam  (that  most 
intricate  con- 
glomerati  o  n 
o  f  grass, 
sticks  and 
mud) — or  to 
observe  the 
method  and 
fore -thought 
in  their  lab- 
ors, deeply 
impresses 
one  with  the 
sagacity  and 
shrewdn  ess 
of  these  little 
brown  habi- 
t  a  n  t  s  of 
the  water. 
The  perman- 
ency of  their 
masonry  i  s 
well  -  known, 

it  is  a  marvel  how  their  dams  will  with- 
stand for  years  the  running  water  which 
must  find  an  outlet,  and  which  trickles 
away  without  any  apparent  effect  upon 
their  structures.  The  river  banks  bore 
many  signs  of  their  night  activities,  and 
at  one  point  in  particular  the  shrewdness 
and  fore-thought  called  forth  exclama- 
tions of  wonder  and  admiration.  It  was 
in  a  clump  of  alders  to  which  our  atten- 
tion was  first  drawn  by  a  large  section  of 
hemlock  bark  securely  held  between  the 
gnawed  stumps.  The  bank  sloped  sharp- 
ly and  on  the  water  side  all  the  cuttings 
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but  one  had  been  made  at  the  usua 
height,  eight  or  ten  inches.  This  odd 
one  had  been  gnawed  almost  through 
leaving  a  deep  notch  and  had  then  been 
chewed  clean  off  about  two  inches  higher 
up.  In  the  notch  and  supported  by 
stumps  at  either  end  rested  the  piece  of 
bark — and  then  on  the  shore  side  and 
higher  up  the  bank  the  operations  had 
been  completed  and  the  remaining  bran- 
ches dropped  to  the  water's  edge.  Appar- 
ently our  beaver  friend  had  found  it  diffi- 
cult to  complete  his  work  on  the  steep 
bank  and  had  improvised  this  rough  plat- 
form to  sim- 
plify mat- 
ters. In  the 
water  below 
lay  two  or 
three  of  the 
large  c  u  t- 
tings,  strip- 
ped of  their 
buds  and  an- 
chored i  n 
shore,  pre- 
sumably t  o 
b  e  taken 
down  stream 
next  night. 

Wet,  un- 
pleasant 
weather  kept 
us  in  camp 
all  day,  but 
we  made  an 

early  start  on  the  following  morning  and 
were  rewarded  by  many  delightful  glimp- 
ses of  sleek  red  deer  as  they  came  down 
to  drink.  One  magnificent  buck  had 
just  reached  the  water  as  we  rounded 
a  point.  Immediately  we  held  the  pad- 
dles and  changed  to  a  silent  feather 
stroke,  but  his  sharp  ear  was  favoured  by 
an  up  stream  breeze.  There  he  stood  as 
a  statue  carved  in  bronze,  forefeet  in  the 
oozy  river  mud,  head  erect  with  towering 
antlers,  alert  and  straining  every  sense 
to  name  the  strange  object  so  noiselessly 
drifting  toward  him.     For  a  full  minute 
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he  seemed  uncertain — then  with  sudden 
alarm  he  cleared  the  bank  at  a  single 
bound  and  sped  away  with  white  brush 
challenging  pursuit,  and  marking  the 
runway  along  the  bank  of  a  small  stream. 
One  must  needs  travel  with  eyes 
ahead  to  get  such  glimpses  of  wild  na- 
ture, but  they  are  not  uncommon,  and 
with  a  favourable  wind  one  may  even 
succeed  in  getting  within  camera  range. 

There  was  the  usual  complement  of 
falls  and  rapid  to  break  the  monotony 
of  our  morn- 
ing's work  and 
by  noon  we 
were  in  open 
water  on  Tea 
Lake.  Head- 
quarters were 
to  be  visited  on 
the  down  trip, 
so  we  hit  the 
'snigh'  through 
the  submerged 
bush  which 
leads  up 
through  Bonito 
Lake  and  made 
g"ood  time  into 
Canoe  Lake. 
For  the  first 
time  since  leav- 
ing our  driver 
on  the  shorei 
of  the  Octon- 
gue,  we  were 
reminded  o  f 
civilization  and 
the  busy  world 
outside  by  the 
rasping  shriek 
of  a  locomo- 
tive across  the 
silent  waters . 
At  the  head  of 

Canoe  Lake  is  the  Station,  chosen  by 
many  as  the  starting  point  for  the  upper 
lakes  of  Algonquin  Park.  Its  shores  do 
not  afford  many  good  camp  spots,  and 
then  too  its  towering  sawdust  burner 
and  disused  mill  scars  it  with  commercial- 
ism. We  succeeded  in  locating  a  very 
suitable  spot  after  some  little  search  and 
were  snug  in  camp  by  early  afternoon. 
A  hearty  meal  aud  then  time  was  taken  to 
write  up  the  diary. 

It  was  now  Tuesday  and  each  day's 


argument  with  rapid  and  portage  had 
been  whetting  appetites  with  an  edge  no 
longer  to  be  satisfied  by  light  foods.  We 
prepared  for  a  hearty  'lay-out'  by  con- 
structing a  rough  fire-place  of  stones, 
crescent- shaped,  about  two  feet  in  height, 
with  two  flat  stones  on  the  bottom.  Such 
a  fire  place  must  always  be  constructed 
having  regard  to  the  wind,  but  when 
completed  it  will  aid  materially  in  getting 
the  most  from  the  camp  fire.  The  bill 
was  soup  (Lazenby's  squares,   which  we 

always  carry) 
with  'noodles,' 
then  pork  and 
b'quasikin  (our 
Indian  bread,) 
rice,  more 
b'quasikin  and 
syrup,thewhole 
washed  down 
with  copious 
draughts  o  f 
XXX  brew 
black  tea.  Plain 
food,  but  lots  of 
it  and  just  the 
stufftoworkon. 
Some  day,  per- 
haps, if  some 
interested  rea- 
der desires  it, 
we  may  ex- 
change views 
on  camp  culin- 
ary stunts  when 
I  shall  have  a 
chance  to  ex- 
plain our  way 
o  f  sustaining 
life  in  the 
woods. 

Canoe  Lake 
is  long  and  nar- 
row, and  with 
a  northerly  blow  can  get  up  a  sizable  sea 
on  short  notice.  'Twas  a  brisk  north 
breeze  that  fanned  the  morning  blaze  as 
we  administered  to  the  inner  man  after  a 
good  night's  rest  of  balsam  boughs,  and 
once  headed  for  Joe  Lake  we  found  it 
necessary  to  calculate  each  dip  of  the 
paddles.  Canoe  Lake  has  also  two 
channels  at  the  northerly  end,  one  leads 
up  over  the  portage,  the  other  ends  in  a 
serpentine  beaver  creek.  We  chose  the 
latter,  and   after    patiently  following 
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its  many  turns  and  bends,  drew  up  to  an- 
other formidable  dam.  Here  we  discovered 
there  was  still  something-  to  learn  of  these 
little  workmen.  This  dam,  was  placed  in  a 
sharp  bend  of  the  stream — thus  the  bank 
received  the  full  shock  of  spring  freshets. 
The  creek  was  perhaps  twenty- five  feet 
wide  at  this  point,  and  the  dam  gave  an 
increased  depth  up  stream  of  fully  thirty 
inches.  There  was  a  tremendous  weight 
of  water  backed  up  by  this  obstruction, 
and  the  strain  on  the  central  portion 
would  be  most  severe.  A  sturdy  tree 
trunk  placed  in  mid-stream  below  the 
dam  and  embedded  in  the  muddy  bottom 
with  head  up  stream,  served  as  a  central 
girder  for  the  masonry 
and  effectually  reinforced 
the  weak  point.  The 
trunk  measured  twenty- 
three  inches  in  circum- 
ference and  was  so  plac- 
ed that  any  increased 
strain  at  this  point  would 
drive  its  nose  more  firm- 
ly into  the  river  bed. 

We  threaded  our  way 
down  stream  again  and 
pushed  forward  to  the 
portage,  which  is  prac- 
tically a  dis-used  lumber 
trail.  A  short  paddle 
took  us  across  Joe  Lake, 
and  at  its  farther  end 
we  remarked  the  abund- 
ance of  marsh  grass  placed  in  a 
which  was  badly  trodden.  twenty- 


The  explana- 
aton  was  easy 
when  we 
rounded  the 
first  bend  and 
just  caught 
the  flying 
brush  of  a 
red  deer.  This 
was  a  feeding 
ground. 

Above  Joe 
Lake  the 
stream  is  shal- 
low and  and 
in  midsum- 
mer the  tra- 
velling i  s 
slow,  while 
the  beaver 
additional  ob- 
the  important 
Falls,  there  is

dams  and  meadows  are 
stacles  to  the  progress  of 
canoeist.  At  Five  Foot 
an  inviting  spot  for  a  snack 
the  portage,  and  the  restful  shade  is  most 
welcome  after  a  morning's  steady  pad- 
dling in  the  hot  sun.  Here  is  a  spot  de- 
lightful to  the  eye  and  well  worth  preser- 
ving. 

A  short  paddle  and  some  wading 
brings  us  to  the  portage  in  Baby  Joe 
Lake.  On  the  left  bank,  and  at  its  head  is 
the  Height  of  Land.  The  portage  from 
Little  Joe  into  Island  Lake  is  but  two 
hundred  yards,  but  either  going  or  com- 
ing, the  "put  in"  presents  a  most  pleas- 
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ing  picture. 

On  Little  Joe  side  let  us  climb  into 
the  cedars  and  look  back  over  the  placid 
waters  as  they  start  out  on  their  long 
journey  to  Georgian  Bay.  In  the  im- 
mediate foreground  is  a  pretty  expanse 
of  waterscape,  bordered  by  towering  pine 
or  nodding  alder,  broken  only  by  a  dis- 
tant island,  and  stretching  away  towards 
the  river  and  the  portage,  its  shores  con- 
verge to  hurry  the  water  over  a  rocky 
bed  on  its  joyous  way. 

On  Island  Lake,  the  panorama  almost 
beggars  description  —  its  many  islands 
and  blue  hills  in  the  distance  present  a 
scene  long  to  be  remembered.  One 
passes  into  the  lake  from  a  small  pond 
through  gateways  of  granite,  and  before 
you  reposes  rugged  shores,  heavily 
wooded  with 
the  symme- 
trical spruce 
and  towering 
birch  —  the 
limpid  water 
reflecting  o  n 
i  t  s  burning 
surface  astray 
fleecy  cloud, 
and  in  the 
distance  the 
waters  blend 
with  the  hills 
softly  green 
at  first  and 
then  fading 
into  the  blue 


haze  beyond. 
Island  Lake 
is  a  favorite 
camp  ground 
and  many  de- 
lightful spots 
are  available. 
The  fishing 
too  is  good, 
and  if  one 
seeks  adven- 
ture, a  morn- 
ing's tramp  in 
the  virgin 
woods  will  re- 
veal much  of 
interest. 

Our  camp 
here  is  down 
the  lake  to- 
wards Otter 
storm  delayed 


Slide  portage,  and  here 
us  all  day. 

The  storm  had  blown  itself  out  during 
the  second  night  and  though  the 
waters  still  romped  joyously  we  started 
with  a  clear  sky  overhead.  Across 
the  restless  waters  could  be  seen 
a  sandy  beach  glistening  in  the 
morning  sun  and  marking  the  portage 
bu1,  as  we  came  from  the  shelter  of  a 
friendly  island  the  impossibility  of  hold- 
ing our  course  was  made  evident.  Head- 
ing up  into  the  threatening  waves,  we 
gradually  worked  in  under  the  lee  shore 
and  made  our  haven  with  little  more 
than  a  liberal  shower  of  spray.  The 
trail  into  Little  Otter  Slide  is  misleading. 
About  fifty  paces  in  shore  it  diverged  to 
the  right  through  the  trees  from  a  broad 
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lumber  road,  coming-  out  at  the  end  of 
three-quarters  of  a  mile  of  twisting  and 
turning  upon  a  veritable  gem,  set  with 
hemlock  and  spruce  in  wild  profusion 
down  to  the  water's  brink.  Little  Otter 
slide  has  many  bays  and  inlets  making  it 
advisable  to  hug  the  left  shore  as  the 
snigh  into  Big  Otter  slide  is  scarcely  dis- 
cernable  at  fifty  yards. 

By  noon  we  were  snug  in  camp 
for  the  week  end.  The  spot  command- 
ed a  view  down  the  lake  and  overlooked 
the  channel  through  which  we  had  just 
come.  It  is  a  most  favoured  spot,  sin- 
gularly free  from  flies  and  mosquitoes, 
with  an  outlook  worth  a  hard  day's 
travel  to  see.  To  the  left  the  waters 
stretch  away  into  bays  and  inlets — dotted 
with  pine  clad 
islands,  and 
away  above 
the  distant 
shores,  the 
hills  lose  them- 
selves in  t  h  e 
blue  haze.  To 
the  right  the 
shore  line  is 
marked  with  a 
symeterical 
growth  o  f 
spruce  —  with 
scattered  gnar- 
led pines  to 
lend  variety. 
Immedia  t  e  1  y 
opposite  is  a 
stately  cliff, 
rising  abruptly 

from  the  water  to  a  height  of  almost 
four  hundred  feet.  But  the  lumberman 
has  been  here  for  a  season,  and  as  we 
go  back  to  the  other  side  of  the  ridge, 
the  eye  is  greeted  with  one,  two,  three — 
a  half  dozen  ugly  scars  in  as  many  hun- 
dred yards,  making  the  landscape  hid- 
eous and  marring  tor  a  generation  the 
beauties  ot  this  spot.  The  sight  before 
us  seemed  strangely  incongruous  with  the 
spirit  which  had  actuated  our  legislators 
to  set  aside  this  magnificent  extent  of 
wilderness  as  a  preserve.  As  we  rested 
on  our  paddles  and  viewed  this  ruthless 
destruction,  one  wondered  that  such  dis- 
regard for  the  natural  beauties  of  the 
spot  should  be  countenanced.  If  it  be 
true  that  the  lumbermen  still  hold  cutting 


rights  over  any  portion  of  this  wooded 
paradise, let  them  be  called  off  forever  and 
this  breathing  space  preserved  to  the 
generations  yet  to  come.  Hugging  the 
shore,  we  pushed  around  the  next  point 
to  come  full  upon  the  putrid  carcass  of  a 
female  deer  bloated  and  lying  in  the 
shallows  with  apparently  only  a  haunch 
removed — a  sight  sickening  to  the  senses 
of  any  clean  sportsman. 

Most  of  the  afternoon  was  spent  in 
making  things  comfortable  for  Sunday, 
followed  by  a  general  wash-up  of  sundry 
articles.  These  were  "well  soaped"  and 
anchored  beneath  a  boulder  to  soak.  We 
went  out  to  seek  our  evening  meal  with 
the  troll  and  on  our  return,  a  fleck  of 
white  inshore  was  the  first  sign  to  warn

us  of  our  drifting  wardrobe, — the  rock 
had  been  displaced  by  the  waves.  After 
the  round  up,  it  was  found  that  a  much 
needed  sock  was  missing,  and  Tookey 
declared  with  conviction  that  it  had  fall- 
en prey  to  some  hungry  denizen  of 
the  deep — for  it  had  been  in  service  a 
full  week. 

Sunday  was  a  day  of  quiet  and  com- 
fort, and  as  the  night  drew  on,  the  stars 
preached  to  us  their  silent  sermon,  made 
the  more  impressive  and  inspiring  by  a 
brilliant  display  of  the  aurora  borealis. 
For  a  time  they  stretched  in  a  bow  of 
light  completely  across  the  heavens,  then 
palpitating  as  though  loath  to  part,  they 
separated  into  clusters  to  be  eventually 
dispersed    by    the  rising    moon.  The 
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night  logs  were  piled  high,  and 
while  their  ruddy  glow  still  lingered  on 
the  canvass,  we  slipped  into  the  land  of 
dreams,  upon  our  springy  bed  of  spruce 
and  balsam,  with  our  heads  pillowed  on 
cedar  cuttings. 

At  precisely  six  o'clock, next  morning, 
we  were  heading  for  the  narrows 
with  a  heavy  sky  and  the  waters  rolling 
restlessly.  We  had  determined  to  make 
headquarters  on  Cache  Lake  by  night, 
and  were  exerting  every  muscle  to  that 
end.  Our  route  lay 
across  Otter  Slides  and 
thence  via  Island  the 
three  Joes,  Canoe,  Tea, 
Smoke,  Kootchie,  Little 
Island,  White  and 
Cache  Lakes;  and  we 
had  figured  twelve 
hours  for  its  accom 
plishment.  Approxi 
mately  twenty-five 
miles  embracing  twen- 
ty-two lakes  and 
streams,  and  ten  por- 
tages varying  from 
three-quarters  of  a  mile 
to  two  less  than  one 
hundred  yards.  We 
were  across  Otter  Slide 
portage  (three  quarters 
of  a  mile)  by  seven- 
five  and  at  a  merry  clip 
of  forty  strokes  per 
minute,  headed  off 
down  Island  Lake  with 
a  cool, favouring  br*eeze. 
Dinner  was  served  ar 
twelve  thirty  at  our  old 
camp  on  Canoe  Lake, 
and  here  we  found  it 
necessary  to  bake  bread 
before  pushing  on.  It 
was  two-fifteen  before 
we  were  ready,  and  scarcely  had  we 
started  before  the  storm,  which  had  been 
lurking  in  the  distance  all  morning, broke 
upon  us.  It  was  wet  going,  but  as  Too- 
key  remarked,  we  could  get  no  wetter, 
so  we  pushed  on,  while  the  great  drops 
plopped  upon  the  surface  of  the  water 
like  a  shower  of  huge  beans  going  into 
the  camp  pot.  As  we  drew  into  Smoke 
portage  (three-quarters  of  a  mile)  the 
welcome  sun  broke  thro  for  a  brief  spell, 
but  the  trail  was  greasy  and  the  going 
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hard.  We  were  on  schedule  time  and 
anxious  to  make  our  goal,  which  we 
would  have  surely  done  but  for  a  truant 
axe.  Tookey  had  romped  off  across  the 
trail  with  pack,  depleted  grub  sack,  and 
tins,  piled  high,  leaving  me  to  toddle 
behind  with  the  canoe.  We  pushed  out 
upon  Kootchie  Lake  (a  mere  pond  in  a 
basin  of  granite)  at  four-forty  and  were 
well  down  Little  Island  Lake  before  we 
missed  the  axe.  We  reluctantly  headed 
back  for  the  portage.  The  bow  scarcely 
scraped  the  shore  be- 
fore I  hit  the  trail  only 
to  be  disappointed,  for 
I  then  recalled  having 
lifted  the  axe  from  Too- 
key's  pack  to  sink  it 
into  a  stump  for  safety. 
That  stump  lay  across 
the  pond  at  the  Smoke 
portage —  in  full  view 
about  three  hundred 
yards  across  the  water, 
and  on  an  impulse  I 
proceeded  to  skirt  the 
shore.  Better  had  I 
returned  for  the  canoe, 
for  I  had  notgone  many 
yards  before  the  trouble 
began.  Man  is  a  stub- 
born creature,  and  like 
most  others,  after  once 
starting  I  was  unwil- 
ling to  retrace  m  y 
steps.  In  the  city, 
wonder  is  not  infre- 
quently expressed  at 
those  who  delight  to 
break  away  from  con- 
ventional ities  and 
"work"  for  their  vaca- 
tion, but  kindred  spirits 
can  appreciate  the  zest 
and  satisfaction  to  be 
derived  by  overcoming,  unaided  and 
with  one's  own  hands,  the  obstacles  of 
nature.  Only  those  who  traverse  the 
silent  places  know  the  joy  of  breaking  a 
new  trail  where  man  perhaps  has  never 
before  trod —  or  of  blazing  the  path  into 
some  hidden  and  unknown  spring,  bub- 
bling clear  and  refreshing  amidst  the 
rocks  and  boulders.  These  are  the  men 
who  return  to  their  desks  ready  and  keen 
to  grapple  with  the  big  things  of  life — 
men  who  once  on  the  trail,  whether  of 
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business  or  pleasure,  stay  there  until 
they  have  broken  their  way  thro  all  ob- 
stacles to  success.  But  to  return, — here 
was  a  task,  a  steep,  rocky  incline  jealous- 
ly guarded  by  fallen  trunks  and  matted 
undergrowth  and  covered  with  rough 
boulders  gaping-  to  engage  a  careless 
foot  and  send  one  headlong  through  the 
entanglement  of  bush,  brush  and  boulder. 
At  last  the  cov- 
eted prize  1J;[|§f 
within  my  grasp 
and  starting 
back,  I  resolved 
to  hug  the  shore 
in  the  hope  of 
easier  going.  It 
did  prove  better, 
but  scarcely  had 
I  reached  the 
trail  again,  be- 
fore the  tree 
tops  creaked  un- 
der another  on- 
slaught of  the 
elements  and 
the  storm  broke 
once  more  with 
renewed  fury. 
Preferring  open 


water  to  the  crowded  bush,  we  pushed 
out  into  the  bubbling  tide.  Fifty-eight 
minutes  had  been  lost  in  securing  the  axe, 
and  we  were  compelled  to  make  camp  in 
the  rain  on  Little  Island  Lake,  only  to 
find  next  day  that  we  were  within  forty- 
five  minutes  of  our  goal. 

As  the  evening  drew  in,  the  heavy 
moisture-laden  atmosphere  chilled  rapid- 
ly. We  were  wet,  tired  and  depressed, 
but  a  hasty  change  into  dry  flannels 
with  the  activity  of  getting  a  fire  going 
and  the  prospects  of  a  piping  brew  of 
tea  and  soup,  soon  restored  our  spirits. 
Fortune  had  favoured  us  in  the  selection 
of  our  camp, —  we  were  able  to  clear  the 
wet  sprigs  and  leaves  of  a  previous  "lay- 
out'', which  left  the  ground  beneath  com- 
paratively dry.  With  canvas  up,  we  enjoyed 
a  well-earned  meal  and  tho  Tookey  dozed 
repeatedly  over  its  preparation,  we  were 
each  able  to  care  for  our  full  share. 

The  trees  were  still  dripping,  when  we 
awoke  next  morning,  the  sky  was  heavy 
and  a  thick  Scotch  mist  nestled  down 
upon  the  waters.  With  each  gust  of 
wind  came  a  shower  of  drops  from  over- 
head but  before  noon  this  same  breeze 
had  lifted  the  fog  and  we  were  able  to 
start  for  headquarters,  in  the  early  after- 
noon. Five  minutes  paddle  brought  us 
to  the  portage  into  Beaver  Pond — then  a 
75  yard  lift  into  White  Lake  followed  by 
an  easy  paddle  via  the  Madawaska  and 
Cache  Lake  to  headquarters —  less  than 
fifty  minutes.  As  we  rounded  the  point 
into  the  pretty  bay,  where  jovial  Superin- 
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tendant  Bartlett  reigns 
supreme —  it  was  a  wel- 
come sight  to  see  the 
trim  white  structures 
and  the  good  old  Union 
Jack  streaming  in  the 
breeze.  We  spent  a 
pleasant  half  hour  with 
the  Superintendent, —  a 
man  cordial  in  all  his 
ways  and  well  fitted  for 
his  post.  With  unfeigned 
pride  he  spoke  of  this 
wonderful  preserve,  a 
territory  of  1,235,200 
acres  of  forest,  lake  and 
stream, —  stocked  with 
game  and  fish  and  pro- 
tected by  fair  rules  and 
regulations  to  which  no 
loyal  sportsmen  or  true 
lover  of  nature  can  take  exception 
left  with  regret  and  were  soon 
camp.    Our    trip   was  now

We 
back  in 
practically 

completed,  and  next  morning  we  headed 
back  over  the  waters  and  trails  travelled 
two  days  previously  under  such  trying 
conditions.  The  sun  was  now  doing  his 
best  to  compensate  for  the  past  and  held 
fair  for  the  two  days  necessary  tor  our 
river  travel.  It  was  late  afternoon 
when  we  reached  Octongue  Lake,  where 
we  camped. 

Next  morning,  we  made  an  early  start 
over  the  rough  portage  road,  spent  a  day 
in  Dwight  and  reached  Huntsville  for  the 
week  end, —  bronzed  and  enthusiastic. 
It  had  been  a  trip  worth  twice  the  effort 


and  thrice  the  inconveniences,  but  it  is 
not  for  weaklings  or  effeminates.  Jay 
P.  plans  to  do  greater  things  this  year 
and  is  now  busy  laying  out  routes;  Jeff, 
poor  Jeff,  shudders  to  think  how  those 
wet  clammy  shirts  must  have  clung  to  us 
all  day  and  fears  he'd  lose  sleep  without 
a  pillow.  He  has  decided  to  try  Atlantic 
City  this  season, for  his  fashionable  fiancee 
has  planned  her  summer  amtng  friends 
there.  Tookey  and  myself  are  confident- 
ly expecting  the  old  recurrent  fever  as 
the  spring  buds  begin  to  burst,  but  are 
taking  no  precautions  against  it, and  will, 
no  doubt  have  something  more  to  relate 
of  summer  ramblings  and  roughings  for 
another  winter  night. 


A  long  exploration  trip,  rivalling  that 
of  Messrs.  Tyrrell,  recorded  elsewhere  in 
these  pages,  was  completed  on  March 
seventeenth  when  Sergeant  Inspector 
Pelletier  reached  Gimli,  Man.,  after  a 
northern  trip  in  the  course  of  which  it  was 
reported  that  he  and  his  party  had  perish- 
ed. The  Sergeant  Inspector  and  his  com- 
panion wentfrom  Edmonton  to  Great  Slave 
Lake,  thence  to  Fort  Churchill  by  way  of 
Cape  Fullertown,  down  the  Nelson  River 
to  Norway  House,  and  across  Lake  Win- 
nipeg to  Gimli.  The  journey  occupied 
between  eight  and  nine  months. 


The  story  that  Canadians  have  to  pay 
duty  on  their  own  fish,  though  often  treat- 
ed as  an  exaggeration,  was  repeated  be- 
fore the  Fisheries  Committee  of  the  Do- 
minion House  on  March  twenty-ninth, 
by  Professor  Prince.  He  stated  that  the 
fisheries  in  the  Georgian  Bay  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  American  fishing  combine. 
Some  of  the  fish  after  being  taken  out  are 
brought  backto  Canada  and  double  freight 
and  duty  paid  upon  it  before  the  Canadian 
consumer  has  a  look  in.  No  wonder  fish 
— a  most  excellent  article  of  diet — is  dear 
in  Canada. 


The  Late  President  of  the  Peterborough  Canoe  Co. 


Early  in  the  month  of  March  death 
came  with  marked  suddenness  to  Lieut.  - 
Col.  J.  Z.  Rogers,  the  President  of  the 
Peterborough  Canoe  Co.,  at  his  home  at 
Peterborough,  Ont.  The  late  Col.  Rog- 
ers died  in  harness,  having  attended  to 
business  mat- 
ters on  the  day 
of  his  death.  It 
was  ten  o'clock 
in  the  evening, 
when  resting  at 
home,  that  he 
was  seized  with 
heart  troub  1  e, 
and  surrounded 
by  his  family , 
died  within  the 
hour. 

Col.  Rogers 
was  for  many 
years  before  his 
death,  one  of 
the  foremost  cit 
izens  of  Peter- 
boroug  hand 
was  held  in  the 
highest  respect 
by  all.  He  was 
born  in  the 
township  of  Ot- 
onabee  on  Aug- 
ust, 3rd.  1842, 
and  passed  the 
greater  part  of 
his  life  at  Ash- 
burnham,  all  in 
the  County  of 
Peterborough, 
of  which  he  was 
a  life  long  resi- 
dent. His  fath- 
er, who  was  one 
of  the  early  set- 
tlers of  Otona- 
bee  was  an  en- 
terprising man  and  had  a  saw  mill,  a  flour 
mill  and  a  store,  the  late  Col.  clerking  in 
the  store  and  managing  the  lumber  busi- 
ness for  several  years. 

More  than  thirty  years  ago  Col.  Rog- 
ers began  to  build  canoes  from  a  model 
of  his  own,  and  had  a  factory  at  Ashburn- 


ham,  the  business  being  conducted  as  the 
Ontario  Canoe  Co.  Five  years  later  the 
plant  was  destroyed  by  fire.  The  busi- 
ness was  then  too  valuable  to  be  allowed 
to  drop  and  was  removed  to  the  city  of 
Peterborough  and  reorganized  under  the 

name  of  the  Pe- 
terborough Ca- 
noe Company, 
the  Col.  being 
appointed  the 
Manager,  a 
position  he  held 
until  his  death. 

Commencin  g 
as  a  private  in 
his  fa  t  h  e  r  '  s 
company  he  was 
advanced  step 
by  step  until  he 
reac  h  e  d  the 
command  of  the 
57th  Regiment, 
a  positio  n  h  e 
held  for  sixteen 
years.  He  saw 
active  serv  i  c  e 
in  18  6  6  and 
went  to  the 
front  again  in 
1867. 

In  civic  and 
church  work 
the  Col.  al  s  o 
took  his  share 
and  his  death 
was  thus  a  dis- 
tinct loss  to  the 
city  and  neigh- 
bo  r  h  o  o  d  in 
many  ways. 
It  was  how-

ever  in  connec- 
tion with  h  i  s 
work  as  a  can- 
oe designer  and 
builder  that  his  name  wiU  long  remain 
prominent  in  the  story  of  Canadian  de- 
velopement.  "Peterboroughs"  have 
done  good  service  all  over  Canada.  Ex- 
plorers, sportsmen,  pioneers  have  all 
been  indebted  to  Peterborough  canoes 
for  success  in  their  undertakings.  When 
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the  birch  bark  of  the  Indians  had  seen 
its  best  days  the  Peterborough  was  found 
far  more  effective,  rivalling  it  in  its  light- 
ness and  proving  far  superior  in  reliability 
and  durability.  To  no  small  extent  has 
the  Peterborough  assisted  in  the  deve- 
lopement  of  Canadaandto  themanbehind 
the  canoe  no  small  meed  of  praise  should 
be  given  for  a  share  in  the  great  work 
that  has  gone  forward  so  rapidly  in  the 
three  decades  covering  the  history  of  the 
Company.  All  through  this  time  of  ex- 
pansion the  late  Col.  Rogers  saw 
that  the  Company  of  which  he  was  the 
head  kept  well  to  the  front.  Their 
canoes  were  shipped  not  only  to  all  parts 


of  Canada,  but  practically  throughout  the 
world. 

In  later  developements  the  same  spirit 
of  enterprise  was  manifested.  With  the 
advent  of  motor  power  conditions  chang- 
ed, and  the  Peterborough  Canoe  Com- 
pany, while  still  making  the  canoes  on 
which  their  name  and  fame  were  founded, 
also  adapted  their  organization  to  the 
changing  circumstances  of  the  times  and 
power  craft  of  all  kinds,  from  a  stately 
launch  to  a  motor  canee,  has  received 
the  same  care  from  them  as  have  the  first 
canoes  turned  out  so  long  ago  by  the  late 
Col.  Rogers  in  his  first  essays  in  manu- 
facturing. 


A  True  Bear  Story.

nT  was  in  the  year  1905  that  I  secur- 
ed my  first  bear.  For  years  I  had 
heard  and  read  a  great  deal  about 
bear  hunting  and  had  a  pretty  shrewd 
idea  of  the  dangers  attending  such  expedi- 
tions. 

When  arrangements  were  being  made 
by  friends  to  organize  such  a  hunt  in  the 
township  of  Wells  in  the  District  of  Al- 
goma,  Ont. ,  in  the  year  mentioned,  I 
gladly  joined  the  party  though  not  with- 
out some  inward  trepidation  as  to  the 
possible  results.  Everything  we  could 
think  of  having  been  satisfactorily  settled 
we  set  off  on  September  25th  for  the  hunt- 
ing ground.  The  place  selected  was 
eighteen  miles  from  wherewe  lived, but  we 
started  so  early  and  made  fairly  good 
time  considering  the  roads,  or  want  of 
them,  that  we  were  on  the  spot  early  in 
the  afternoon. 

A  camp  site  was  selected  beside  a  little 
stream  and  our  supply  of  fresh  water  thus 
secured.  Sam  erected  the  tent  while  Joe 
looked  after  preparing  a  place  where  the 
horses  might  pass  the  night. 

Just  before  arriving  in  camp  we  had 
seen  the  prints  of  Mr.  Bruin  in  the  sand 
and  though  our  inward  emotions  were 
roused  we  did  not  talk  over  our  plans  for 
his  capture.  Seeing  my  companions  so 
busily  and   usefully  engaged  I  took  my 


44-40,  filled  my  belt  with  cartridges  and 
strolled  down  an  old  log  road  in  search 
of  adventures. 

Before  I  had  gone  far  I  noticed  a  place 
where  Bruin  had  been  sharpening  his 
claws  on  a  sapling.  To  know  that  I  was 
actually  on  the  track  of  a  bear  was  high- 
ly encouraging  though  it  made  me  cau- 
tious, and  I  went  forward  slowly  (as  it  is 
wise  to  do  on  any  hunting  expedition.) 
Very  soon  I  noticed  a  place  in  the  tall 
grass  where  evidently  Bruin  had  been 
sleeping,  and  I  moderated  my  pace  till  it 
became  still  slower.  A  few  minutes 
more  brought  me  to  a  place  where  logs 
had  been  pulled  across  the  road  and  there 
were  clear  signs  that  I  was  coming  near 
the  animal  I  already  considered  my  prize. 

By  this  time  I  had  left  the  camp  a 
couple  of  miles  behind  and  thought  it 
wise,  as  the  shades  of  evening  were  be- 
gining  to  fall,  not  to  go  much  further. 
Accordingly  I  sat  down  on  an  old  log, 
which  had  fallen  by  the  side  of  the  road 
and  gazed  at  the  forest  and  the  rocky 
hills  that  rose  around  me  on  every  side. 
I  almost  feared  to  breathe,  or  make  the 
least  noise,  lest  I  should  see  or  frighten 
Bruin.  As  I  sat  there  I  smelt  the  odor 
of  the  bear,  which  is  very  strong  at  this 
season  of  the  year  and  knew  that  he  must 
be  very  near.    As  the  wind  was  blowing 
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from  the  east  I  knew  that  he  must  be  in 
that  direction.  I  sat  very  quiet  using  my 
eyes  for  all  they  were  worth,  trying  to 
see  if  anything  moved  in  the  east.  Be- 
fore long  I  could  see  the  tall  grass  part- 
ing but  could  not  ascertain  the  cause. 
By  the  time  this  parting  came  within  fifty 
yards  of  me  I  thought  I  had  better  see 
what  was  up.  Very  quietly  and  slowly  I 
rose  and  saw  the  nose  of  Mr.  Bruin  part- 
ing the  grass  as  he  came  along.  Ap- 
parently he  had  not  observed  me  and 
kept  straight  on  his  course.  I  drew  my 
rifle  to  position  and  let  fly,  striking  him 
on  the  back  between  the  shoulders. 
While  emitting  unearthly  roars  of  pain 
he  rose  on  his  hind  legs  to  see  what  was 
up.  While  in  this  position  I  gave  him 
another  bullet,  which  pierced  his  left 
lung.  At  this  he  got  down  and  continu- 
ed his  course  as  though  nothing  had  hap- 
pened. 

I  cannot  find  expressions  for  my  feel- 
ings and  I  am  sure  no  one  can  appreciate 
them.  I  had  no  previous  experience  up- 
on which  to  fall  back  for  guidance  and 
concluding  that  the  only  thing  for  me  to 
do  was  to  stand  my  ground,  I  decided  to 
go  on  firing.  I  had  twelve  cartridges  in 
my  rifle  and  forty  in  my  belt.  There  was 
therefore  no  need  for  sparing  the  ammu- 
nition and  so  I  opened  out  and  I  gave  him 
eight  more  bullets.  Although  much  the 
worse  for  this  continued  onslaught  he 
still  kept  on  and  was  within  eight  feet  of 
where  I  was  standing  when  I  took  deli- 
berate aim  and  shot  him  through  the  ear. 
At  this  he  fell  dead  at  my  feet. 

Since  that  time  I  have  shot  more  than 
one  bear,  and  later  on  may  relate  another 
story  of  my  adventures  with  these  ani- 
mals. In  this  particular  instance  how- 
ever, (fortunately  for  me)  the  bear  ap- 
peared confused.  Apparently  he  had  no 
idea  of  attacking  me,  for  although  he 
came  steadily  on  he  made  no  charge  and 
seemed  more  as  though  making  for  some 
particular  point  he  had  previously  fixed 
upon  and  allowing  nothing  to  divert  him. 

It  did  not  take  me  long  to  return  to 
camp  with  the  good  news.  The  boys 
had  heard  the  shots  and  knew  there 
must  be  something  up.  When  I  appear- 
ed in  sight  they  shouted  in  chorus  "Did 
you  get  him?"  They  were  not  satisfied 
until  I  told  them  the  details. 


After  this  came  the  tug  of  war  and  a 
mighty  tug  it  proved.  The  road  was  full 
of  trees  that  had  blown  down  and  two 
miles  of  a  carry  over  such  obstructions 
could  by  no  means  be  regarded  as  a  joke. 
Those  who  have  had  similar  experience 
can  give  ample  confirmation  on  that 
head. 

We  found  the  place  easily,  and  having 
tied  the  bear's  legs  together  and  slung 
him  on  a  pole  we  started  for  the  camp. 
All  bi^-  game  is  awkward  to  carry  and  that 
journey  with  the  bear  is  one  we  are  all 
likely  to  long  remember.  It  was  dark 
before  we  reached  camp  but  we  got  there 
at  last. 

The  horses  caught  a  scent  of  the  bear 
and  were  for  stampeding,  but  we  manag- 
ed to  make  them  secure  and  finally  had 
supper  which  by  that  time  we  badly  need- 
ed. It  tasted  all  the  better  for  the  long 
delay  and  we  lingered  over  it  pleasantly, 
talking  of  the  great  things  we  would  do 
on  the  morrow,  should  bear  prove  plenti- 
ful. We  kept  late  hours  for  the  back- 
woods and  it  was  nearly  midnight  before 
we  were  in  the  land  of  the  unknown. 

Despite  late  hours  we  were  up  betimes 
in  the  morning,  which  we  saw  break  clear 
and  fine.  A  hasty  breakfast  and  hunting 
was  the  order  of  the  day.  Although  we 
put  in  many  hours  and  hunted  with  dili- 
gence no  success  rewarded  our  efforts. 

Bears  will  not  remain  within  the  sound 
of  a  gun  and  to  that  trait  of  theirs  we  attri- 
bute the  complete  failure  of  our  efforts  on 
the  second  day. 

Latein  the  afternoon  wepulledup  stakes 
and  started  for  home,  accommodating  Mr. 
Bruin  in  the  back  of  our  waggon.  On 
our  way  a  load  of  blue  berry  pickers  drove 
up  behind  our  waggon  and  their  horses, 
frightened  at  the  sight  and  scent  of  the 
bear,  took  fright  and  attempted  some 
feats  at  tree  climbing  with  disastrous  re- 
sults to  the  blue  berries. 

The  incident  created  some  fun  for  us 
but  it  was  otherwise  with  the  boys  and 
girls  who  were  thrown  out  and  saw  much 
of  the  results  of  their  day's  work  spoiled. 

It  was  late  in  the  evening  before  we 
reached  home  but  many  spectators  speedi- 
ly gathered  to  view  the  great  prize  we 
had  obtained  and  congratulations  were  in 
order. 


How  I  got  my  Bear  while  Hunting  D  eer

AFTER  many  preparations  and  ar- 
rangements five  of  us  left  Toronto 
on  the  morning  of  October  the 
28th  last  by  Canadian  Northern  train  for 
Bolger  Lake,  about  thirty  miles  north  of 
Parry  Sound  on  hunting  thoughts  intent. 
We  had  decided,  as  we  were  going  to 
new  ground,  to  make  the  trip  a  few  days 
in  advance  of  the  hunting  season  in  ord- 
er to  do  a  little  prospecting  and  become 
familiar  with  the  ground.  It  was  late  at 
night  before  we  arrived  at  our  destina- 
tion and  we  were  glad  to  partake  of  sup- 
per and  retire. 

Next  morning  we  felt  like  new  men 
and  after  breakfast  we  had  some  excellent 
target  practice, 
the  results  as- 
suring us  that 
our  arms  were 
in  good  condi- 
tion and  the 
men  behind  the 
guns  not  far 
from  the  mark. 
In  the  afternoon 
a  stroll  in  the 
bush  led  us  to 
start  four  deer 
about  an  hour 
after  we  left 
camp  and  we 
returned  quite  satisfied  with  our  pros- 
pects. On  Saturday  we  got  in  a  supply 
of  wood  and  made  general  arrangements 
for  our  fortnight's  hunting  in  comfort, 
while  on  Sunday  we  settled  our  things  as 
we  wanted  them  and  gave  the  camp  an 
appearance  of  comfort. 

Although  w?  were  afoot  early  and 
kept  it  up  well,  our  opening  day  was  a 
failure  but  on  the  second  Mr.  Frank 
Hawken, proprietor  of  the  Wilson  House, 
was  delighted  to  be  able  to  hang  up  a 
fine  buck  as  the  result  of  a  good  shot. 
We  hunted  diligently  for  the  balance  of 
the  week  but  the  time  passed  without 
any  notable  success.  However  we  en- 
joyed the  outing  and  had  some  fine  boat- 
ing, as  well  as  a  little  fishing,  it  being 
too  late  for  bass  fishing  for  us  to  make 
any  great  catches.    On  Sunday  we  had  a 


sumptuous  dinner  of  roast  duck  and  dres- 
sed hart,  and  after  dinner  we  tried  to 
lay  our  plans  for  the  coming  week. 

When  I  thought  over  the  fact  that  I 
had  been  ten  days  in  the  bush  without 
getting  a  shot  at  a  deer,  I  came  to  the 
conclusion  that  my  luck  had  deserted  me. 
For  several  past  seasons  I  had  not  missed 
a  hunt  in  the  fall  and  never  returned 
without  my  two  deer. 

However  on  the  Monday  my  fortunes 
took  a  pleasant  change.  I  had  not  been 
on  my  runway  for  an  hour  when  a  big 
doe  came  at  break  neck  speed  towards 
me.  The  first  shot  from  my  303  Savage 
proved   effective  and  she  was  my  meat. 

The  episode 
put  me  in  good 
spirits  again 
and  our  camp 
was  a  lively 
place  that  night. 

Next  day  I 
had  still  better 
fortune.  M  y 
duty  was  to 
watch  the  lake 
and  while  doing 
this  I  heard  the 
dogs  going 
down  the  west 
shore,  andjudg- 
ing  from  the  way  they  were  going  I  row- 
ed to  the  south-east  corner.  It  was  a 
grand  and  a  close  race  but  I  won  out.  I 
had  jumped  out  of  the  boat  and  ran  about 
fifty  feet  in  the  bush  when  Mr.  Buck 
came  tearing  down  with  the  dogs  about  fifty 
jumps  behind  him.  My  first  shot  broke 
his  shoulder  but  did  not  stop  him.  He 
made  for  a  cove  and  took  to  the  water 
but  I  was  on  the  shore  before  him  and 
finished  his  swimming  before  he  could 
reach  the  further  shore.  I  had  some 
great  tugs  to  get  him  ashore  and  into 
the  boat.  I  wanted  to  take  him  to  the 
camp  and  surprise  the  boys  when  they 
came  home,  and  although  it  was  hard 
work  I  succeeded  in  my  endeavor. 

My  good  fortune  was  still  unbroken, 
for  on  Wednesday  I  made  my  best  cap- 
ture.   The  morning  was  a  wretched  one, 
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wet  snow  falling  continually,  and  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  get  the  dogs  on  a 
track.  At  length  I  told  the  boys  that  my 
feet  were  wet  and  I  was  going  to  return. 
I  had  gone  up  the  trail  about  half  a  mile 
when  to  my  surprise  out  jumped  a  big 
black  bear,  a  two  hundred  and  fifty 
pounder,  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
yards  in  front  of  me.  He  was  running 
as  though  a  pack  of  wolves  were  after 
him.  Recovering  from  my  surprise  I  fir- 
ed and  though  my  first  shot  did  not  bring 
him  down,  my  second  one  did,  both  go- 
ing home. 

I  cannot  describe  the  pleasure  this  suc- 
cess brought  to  me.  I  stood  and  looked 
at  him  for  some  time,  and  tried  to  im- 
agine all  that  be  would  said  to  me  in  camp 
and  at  home  when  the  bear  was  taken  in 
triumph.  Those  who  have  never  shot  a 
bear  can  have  no  idea  of  the  pleasure  it 
gives  one  to  make  a  capture.  Here  was 
I  whs  had  been  deer  hunting  for  years 
and  tracked  many  a  bear  for  miles  with- 
out even  getting  a  sight  of  one,  success- 
ful at  last! 

The  pelt  has  made  a  fine  rug  which 
covers  a  portion  of  the  floor  of  my  den, 
and  the  mounted  head,  which  occupies  a 
conspicuous  position,  reminds  me  often  of 
that  pleasant  experience.  I  may  never 
get  another  bear,  but  I  have  the  satisfac- 
tion of  often  living  over  again  the  inci- 
dents of  my  first  success  at  bear  hunting, 
a  success  which  came,  as  such  things 
often  do,  at  a  time  when  it  was  quite  un- 
expected. 

Good  fortune  again  attended  our  hunt- 
ing on  Thursday  and  increased  our  num- 


ber of  deer  to  eight.  A  busy 
evening  of  packing  followed  and 
then  we  had  to  row  and  tow  our 
game  for  a  mile  and  a  half  to 
Bolger  station.  It  was  midnight 
before  this  task  was  completed 
and  a  few  hours  of  much  needed 
slumber  was  indulged  in. 

We  left  on  the  morning  train 
and  reached  Toronto  in  time  to 
have  a  night's  rest  and  resume 
the  duties  of  our  everyday  life  on 
the  Saturday  morning.    All  were 
refreshed  and  re-invigorated  for 
the  round  of  our  daily  duties  and 
we  are  the  better  for  enjoying  all 
the  year  the  many  pleasant  memories  of 
our  stay  in  the  woods  and  its  successful 
results. 

In  thinking  over  the  past  one  is  inclin- 
ed to  wonderwhich  is  the  most  enjoyable, 
the  actual  experience,  or  the  pleasant 
thoughts  of  them,  which  are  no  small  por- 
tion of  the  gain  of  such  an  outing.  Both 
do  so  much  good  that  it  is  not  necessary 
to  balance  them  nicely, -sufficient  that  all 
js  gain.

Fishing  for  Sport.

WE  all  know  that  the  fishing  indust- 
ry of  Canada  both  in  the  Great  Lak- 
es and  in  the  two  oceans  is  probably 
the  most  valuable  in  the  world,  but  it 
seems  to  be  overlooked  that  '  'fishing  for 
sport"  is  equally  valuable  to  the  country, 
though  perhaps  in  a  different  way.  It  is 
refreshing  however,  to  see  that  the  vari- 
ous fish  and  game  Protection  Associa- 
tions are  beginning  to  realize  this  and 
are  petitioning  the  government  to  put  a 
stop  to  the  wholesale  slaughter  of  fish 
for  the  market  from  which  a  minority 
derive  the  benefit. 

There  are  today  a  thousand  persons 
who  go  "fishing  for  sport"  to  a  single 
individual  who  indulges  in  any  other 
kind  of  sport  in  Canada  no  matter  what 
that  sport  may  be,  except  perhaps  hunt- 
ing, and  I  see  that  an  American  writing 
on  the  same  subject  states  that  "Hunt- 
ers in  the  United  States  would  not  show 
up  in  a  ratio  of  one  to  ten  anglers." 

We  should  bear  in  mind  that  the  value 
of  our  game  fish   for   mere  food  is  as 


nothing  compared  to  its  value  for  attrac- 
ting dollars  out  of  the  anglers'  pcckets. 
This  is  the  light  in  which  I  maintain  the 
government  should  look  at  the  matter 
and  it  is  business-like  that  fish  for  ang- 
ling purposes  should  be  considered  in 
the  same  light  as  any  other  good  invest- 
ment. 

Take  for  example,  the  enormous  rev- 
enue it  gives  to  the  railroads,  hotels, 
guides,  tackle-makers,  liverymen  and 
boat-builders,  and  also  the  money  spent 
in  having  "a  good  time"  by  those  who 
take  a  holiday  to  indulge  in  the  sport. 

It  is  true  that  a  good  many  fish  are 
accounted  for,  but  yet,  every  fish  costs 
the  angler, on  an  average,  probably  four 
times  what  he  would  have  to  pay  for  it 
in  the  market. This  is  one  reason  why  net- 
ting should  be  greatly  restricted  on  our 
Great  Lakes.  The  worst  of  it  is  that 
those  who  use  seines,  hoop-nets  and 
other  devices  always  do  their  work  at  or 
near  the  mouths  of  natural  streams  or 
dredge  cuts  that  open  into  the  lakes.  The 
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two  illustrations  jive  a  speci- 
men of  each  in  which  I  have 
caught  and  seen  caught,  good 
catches  of  bass  and  pickerel  as 
well  as  other  kinds  of  fish,  for 
they  love  to  run  up  these 
streams  if  they  are  not  headed 
off  by  netting. 

|  J  was  reading  the  other  day 
of  an  American  who  leased  a 
Canadian  river  for  salmon  fish- 
ing. He  paid  $2,500  for  the 
season.  He  was  called  away, 
but  his  son  and  daughter  fished 
and  caught  two  fish  (they  were 
not  experts)  weighing  forty- 
seven  pounds.  Thus,  the  cost 
of  forty-seven  pounds  of  fish, 
including  lease  and  other  ex- 
penses was  $117  a  pound.  One 
thousand  or  twelve  hundred 
dollars  is  not  an  unusually  high 
figure  for  an  American  enthus- 
iast to  pay  for  the  privilege 
of  trying  conclusions  with  Can- 
adian salmon.  Then,  there  are 
the  railways,  steamboats, 
canoe-men,  guides,  cooks,  out- 
fitters, etc.,  to  be  paid.  Surely 
it  is  worth  while  to  preserve 
game  fish  which  are  the  means 
of  so  much  money  being  circu- 
lated through  the  country. 
These  are  only  two  instances 
of  which  I  have  read.  Doubt- 
less there  are  scores  of  others 
where  money  is  equally  lavishly 
spent  in  our  Dominion,  for 
those  who  take  their  recreation 
either  in  fishing  or  shooting  are 
not  of  the  class  that  is  afraid  to  spend  a 
dollar  or  two  for  something  that  may  add 
to  the  comfort  or  pleasure  of  the  outing. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  if  the  government 
dees  not  soon  do  something  to  restrict 
the  netting  by  charging  a  very  much 
heavier  licence  that  will  make  it  prohib- 
itory to  many,  our  "fishing  for  sport" 
will,  before  long,  be  a  thing  of  the  past.

Those  who  make  a  business  of  netting 
will  find  it  not  so  lucrative  as  they  seem 
to  catch  and  sell  everything  no  matter 
what  size,  finding  a  ready  market  across 
the  border.  This  can  only  last  for  a 
certain  length  of  time  when  they  will 
realize  the  truth  of  the  old  saying  '"You 
cannot  eat  your  cake  and  have  it". 


The  C.P.R.  Co.  have  been  able  to 
make  arrangements  with  Mr.  Martin  H. 
Fenton  to  establish  a  guides'  bureau  and 
outfitting  depot  at  Pickerel,  on  their 
Toronto  to  Sudbury  line.  Fenton  will

A  Wild  Goose  Chase.

The  good  old  sayings '  'Misfortune never 
comes  singly,"  "It  never  rains,  but  it 
pours"  and  Shakespeare's  dictum  that 
i 'Sorrows  come  not  as  single  spies, — but 
in  battalions"  are  all  I  believe,  as  true  as 
most  pessimistic  proverbs  are. 

At  any  rate,  I  was  most  firmly  convinc- 
ed of  and  converted  to  the  truth  of  them 
one  balmy  day  in  Ayril  1887.  I  sallied 
forth  into  the  keen  but  bracing  early 
morning  air,  that  bye  gone  spring  day, 
with  none,  but  pleasurable  anticipations, 
for  I  was  about  to  go  forth  to  pursue  and 
slay  the  wild  goose,  the  Canada  goose — 
(Answer  Canadiensis.) 

In  those  happy  springs  of  the  past,  this 
astute,  but  toothsome  bird,  was  wont  to 
fly  in  considerable  numbers  over  the  pen- 


nisula  county  of  Prince  Edward,  Ontario, 
Canada,  stopping  occasionally  to  feed  on 
the  rye,  wheat,  and  buckwheat  stubbles. 
But  so  alert  and  clever  are  these  birds, 
(as  anyone  that  has  ever  hunted  them 
knows)  that  comparatively  few  geese  fall 
victims  to  the  host  of  hunters  that  lay  in 
wait  for  them.  Some  of  these  pursuers 
of  the  wily  a  Canadiensis,  were  experts; 
but  the  majority  of  them  were  impulsive 
idiots  that  should  never  have  been  trust- 
ed with  a  real  gun,  being  of  the  same 
species  as  those  exciteable  gentlemen, 
who  in  the  old  days  when  vast  flocks  of 
passenger  pigeons  flew  over  the  land, 
used  to  blow  off  their  own  thumbs,  and 
their  friend's  ears,  and  some  times  heads 
in  moments  of  emotional  insanity. 
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Just  how  it  feels  to  have  a  day  out 
shooting  with  these  enthusiastic  but  mis- 
guided men,  anyone  who  chooses  to  read 
more  of  this  stunning  tale  will  discover. 

Very  early  an  that  memorable  day,  I 
filled  my  pockets  with  B.  B.  and  No.  3 
cartridges,  and  proceeded  to  betake  my- 
self to  the  high  table  land  to  the  east  and 
south  of  the  valley  wherein  lay,  like  an 
acorn  in  its  cup,  the  little  town  wherein  I 
dwelt. 

I  knew  well  the  places  over  which  the 
geese  were  wont  to  fly,  and  feed,  and 
where  I  should  hide  myself,  and  I  hasten- 
ed, for  I  knew  well  that  others  would  be 
on  the  track  of  the  wary  wild  goose,  for 
the  sound  of  his  honking  had  been  heard 
in  the  land,  and  all  "the  sports"  would  be 
up  and  doing. 

So  I  strode  away  rapidly  up  the  rough 
path  that  led  up  a  steep  gorge,  with  a 
brawling  stream,  shadowed  by  great 
beeches,  maples,  bass  woods,  and  butter 
nuts,  running  down  the  centre  of  it, 
hearing  afar  off  the  heart  broken  howls 
of  my  dogs,  whom  I  had  been  compelled 
with  deep  regret  to  leave  behind,  as  dogs 
are  worse  than  useless  when  waiting  for 
geese  on  the  stubble  fields.  It  was  just 
at  the  dawning.  The  sky  above  me  was 
a  beautiful  deep  indigo  blue,  and  far  to 
the  east  over  the  hills  an  exquisite  roseate 
glow  all  along  the  horizon,  with  the  day 
star  sparkling  in  the  middle  of  it,  herald- 
ed the  rising  of  the  sun.  It  was  an  ideal 
April  morning.  The  air  was  brisk  and 
stimulating,  but  not  cold,  and  the  god- 
dess of  the  morning  had  evidently  made 
up  her  mind  to  present  us  mortals  with  a 
warm,  balmy  day.  But  before  I  got  to 
the  top  of  the  gorge,  she  began,  feminine 
fashion,  "to  think  about  changing  her 
mind"  and  she  did  it  with  a  vengeance. 
Dense  masses  of  rolling  fog  clouds,  com- 
ing from  nowhere  in  particular  and  as 
impenetrable  to  the  sight  as  so  much 
wool,  came  sweeping  over  the  table  land 
above,  and  rushing  down  the  gorge.  I 
knew,  however,  that  the  rising  sun  would 
soon  settle  that  sort  of  thing,  and  press- 
ed quickly  on. 

I  had  not  yet  reached  the  level  ground, 
when  a  sudden  loud  outburst  of  vigorous 
cackling  and  "honking"  from  the  dense 
bank  of  fog  close  ahead  of  me,  sent  a 
quick  thrill  through  me  and  made  me 
cock  both  barrels  of  mygun.  I  knew  wel 


what  it  was.  It  was  "the  voice  of  dis- 
-  may"  arising  from  a  flock  of  wild  geese 
who  had  lost  their  bearings  in  the  fog. 
A  thick  fog  deprives  the  wild  goose  of  all 
their  recourses  and  cunning.  They  seem 
to  lose  their  heads,  and  fly  widly  about 
in  all  directions,  frequently  in  circles. 
This  was  just  what  the  flock  in  front  of  me 
were  doing.  I  advanced  rapidly  and  was 
soon  in  the  middle  of  them,  apparently.  Such 
a  babel  of  honking,  cackling  and  gabbl- 
ing I  never  heard,  but  not  a  bird  could  I 
see,  though  I  fancied  I  could  hear  the 
very  swish  of  their  great  wings  as  they 
flew  wildly  round  and  round.  For  the 
matter  of  that  I  could  hardly  see  the  trees 
across  the  road,  not  ten  yards  away. 
This  was  very  trying  and  tantilizing  for  I 
knew  that  the  rising  sun  would  wipe 
away  the  fog  in  about  five  minutes,  and 
that  my  "time  to  make  hay"  was  when 
the  sun  didn't  shine.  Sure  enough,  even 
as  this  sage  reflection  crossed  my  brain, 
it  began  to  grow  lighter.  I  had  thrust 
the  pipe  I  had  been  smoking  (which  I  had 
no  business  to  have  been  doing,)  into  a 
coat  pocket,  and  waited.  That  very 
moment,  a  great  bird,  looming  large  but 
indistinct  through  the  mist,  and  seeming 
to  fly  very  slowly  by,  not  twenty-five  yards 
off.  I  gave  him  my  right  barrel,  and  he 
came  with  a  thump  and  a  harsh  cry  to 
the  ground,  amidst  a  wild  outburst  of 
startled  clangor  and  clamour  from  his  un- 
seen brethren. 

Then,  suddenly, as  if  my  shot  had  been 
a  signal,  the  red  morning  sun  burst 
through  the  mists,  driving  them  over  the 
flats  before  him;  not  gradually,  but  swift- 
ly, very  much  as  a  table  cloth  is  pushed 
off  a  table;  and  revealing  the  rest  of  the 
flock,  twenty-six  of  them,  streaming  off 
towards  the  great  cedar  swamps  that 
bounded  the  horizon  to  the  south  and 
west.  I  strode  forward  to  pick  up  my 
bird,  not  ill  pleased,  when  I  was  aware 
of  a  very  warm  sensation  in  my  right 
coat  pocket,  followed  by  an  unmistable 
and  aggressive  smell  of  fire.  In  the 
hurry  of  the  moment  I  had  thrust  my 
pipe  in  a  side  pocket  of  my  shooting  coat 
which  contained  some  matches,  which 
were  at  once  lit  by  some  lingering  sparks 
in  the  pipe.  It  also  contained  about  a 
dozen  loaded  cartridges.  I  never  took  off 
a  coat  so  quickly  in  my  life.  The  instant 
it  was  off  I  hurled  it  into  the  remains  of 
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a  drift  of  soft  melting  snow  which  was 
fortunately  near,  then  danced  on  it, 
though  by  no  means  for  joy,  till  the  con- 
flagration subsided.  When  I  ventured  to 
pick  up  the  smouldering  raiment  there 
was  a  burnt  hole  the  size  of  a  dinner  plate 
in  my  bran  new  shooting  coat,  a  cunning- 
ly devised  garment,  with  innumerable 
pockets.  And  this  was  only  the  beginn- 
ing of  troubles. 

I  was  quite  near  home,  so  I  turned 
back,  and  left  my  goose  there,  as  I  didn't 
want  to  lug  such  a  great  big  bird  about 
with  me  all  day.  Then  in  great  haste, 
I  rushed  back  up  the  gorge  to  get  to  the 
stubble  fields  near  the  great  cedar  swamp 
on  the  table  land,  where  the  geese  fed, 
as  their  flight  did  not  last  long;  and  be- 
sides I  feared  interlopers.  I  reached  the 
big  cedar  swamp  breathless,  and  dropped 
in  the  thick  juniper  and  stunted  pine  on 
the  fringe  of  it,  where  I  could  command 
two  large  swampy  buckwheat  stubbles, 
where  the  geese  sometimes  fed  and  just 
in  the  line  of  their  flight.  Two  hundred 
yards  in  front  and  to  the  left  of  me  was  a 
much  better  hiding  place.  It  was  a  dense 
fringe  of  pine,  cedar  and  juniper,  stretch- 
ing along  an  old  stump  fence  quite  out  in 
the  open,  and  commanding  four  big  stub- 
ble fields  instead  of  two.  It  also  lay 
more  directly  in  the  line  of  the  main  flight 
of  the  geese  than  my  hiding  place  did. 
Still  I  did  not  dare  to  cross  the  open  to 
it,  for  the  sun  had  fairly  risen,  and  I  might 
expect  to  see  flights  of  wild  geese  any 
minute.  So  I  stayed  where  I  was.  I 
had  barely  settled  down  when  I  heard  a 
far  off  metallic  clangor,  the  unmistable 
herald  of  an  approaching  flock  of  geese. 
Soon  I  saw  them  flying  just  over  the  leaf- 
less branches  of  the  great  trees  that  form- 
ed a  grey  background  to  the  darker, 
shorter  growth  of  cedar  and  balsam  that 
fringed  the  great  swamp  to  the  East, 
They  were  coming  straight  towards  me, 
flying  in  a  straight  line,  not  in  a  wedge, 
a  sure  sign  they  were  going  to  stop  and 
feed  some  where  soon.  But  before  they 
came  in  range  of  me  they  would  have  to 
pass  over  the  belt  of  pine  and  cedar  I 
have  spoken  of.  They  came  along  very 
nicely,  cackling  to  each  other,  in  a  con- 
versational sort  of  a  way,  and  lowering 
as  they  came,  with  the  evident  intention 
of  alighting  on  one  of  the  neighboring 
stubble  fields.     I  was  about  sure  of  gett- 


ing a  fair  shot,  and  bringing  down  a 
brace,  when  as  they  neared  the  belt  of 
cedar,  but  before  they  came  within  any- 
thing like  fair  range  of  it,  there  was  a 
puff  of  smoke  from  the  midst  of  it,  follow- 
ed by  the  loud  report  of  an  overcharged 
gun.  The  geese,  all  quite  unhurt,  of 
course  wheeled  with  a  loud  outburst  of 
startled  and  horrified  clamour,  and  made 
off  swiftly  over  the  swamp  to  the  South 
East.  Some  idiot  hidden  in  the  cedar 
belt  had,  after  the  manner  of  his  kind, 
fired  at  the  birds  before  they  came  within 
range,  and  frightened  them  off  for  the 
day,  without  doing  any  good  to  himself. 
It  was  a  cruel  piece  of  bad  luck,  but  I  said 
nothing,  nor  did  I  reveal  my  presence 
there.  What  would  have  been  the  use? 
I  might  have  done  so  though,  if  I  had 
been  capable  of  imagining  the  subsequent 
proceedings  of  this  very  high  class  idiot. 
He  began  by  coming  right  out  in  the 
open,  where  he  would  have  space  and 
room  to  load  his  old  muzzle  loading  mus- 
ket. While  he  was  leisurely  engaged  in 
charging  his  piece  of  artillery  "for  its  er- 
rand of  destruction,"  as  the  newspapers 
say,  just  as  I  had  expected,  a  large  flock 
of  geese,  sixty  three  of  them,  suddenly 
appeared  coming  over  a  thick  wood  of 
hemlock  to  the  North  East.  My  friend 
had  sense  enough  to  instantly  make  for 
cover,  but  the  geese,  distant  as  they 
were,  saw  something  suspicious,  and 
though  they  didn't  fly  away,  began  in- 
stantly to  circle  round  and  round  the 
stubble  fields  at  a  great  height,  as  is  the 
invariable  custom  of  this  most  wary  and 
suspicious  of  wild  fowl  when  he  suspects 
any  danger  near  his  feeding  grounds. 
Round  and  round  they  went  in  great 
circles,  looking  carefully  into  every  sus- 
picious place  from  a  safe  distance.  My 
hiding  place  was  good  enough.  It  was 
on  the  edge  of  a  dense  growth  of  thick 
juniper  and  bushes  of  a  dozen  kinds  with  a 
pond  hole  fringed  with  dead  rushes  and 
swampy  buckwheat  stubbles  in  front. 
One  would  have  thought  that  a  herd  of 
elephants  could  have  hidden  there,  but 
the  clever  birds  circled  round  behind  me, 
and  saw  me  at  last,  and  with  the  usual 
outburst  of  startled  clamour,  wheeled 
and  went  straight  off.  I  instantly  began 
a  vigorous  honking,  an  imitating  of  their 
cry,  as  I  kave  often  known  a  good  imita- 
tion to  turn  and  bring  back  even  a  frigh- 
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tened  flock  of  wild  geese.  The  birds 
wavered  at  the  sound,  and  I  really  think 
would  have  turned  again,  when  the  ut- 
terly unexpected  happened.  I  received 
from  two  quarters  flattering  but  unsolic- 
ited testimony  that  my  imitation  of  the 
wild  goose's  cry  was  very  natural.  My 
old  friend  in  the  cedar  belt  fired  promptly 
at  my  hiding  place,  and  another  excite- 
able  gentleman,  of  whose  presence  I  was 
as  unaware  as  he  evidently  was  of  mine, 
saluted  me  with  both  barrels  from  a  sec- 
ulded  spot  to  my  left.  The  first  lunatic 
was  too  far  off  to  do  any  damage,  but  the 
double  barrelled  one  lodged  a  B.  B.  shot 
in  the  stock  of  my  gun,which  stuck  there. 
He  had  fortunately  fired  a  little  to  the  right 
of  me.  I  instantly  rose,  rather  to  the 
constermation  of  my  two  attentive  neigh- 
bors, and  after  telling  them  exactly  what 
I  thought  about  them,  resorting  in  so  do- 
ing, I  regret  to  say,  to  what  Sir  Walter 
Scott  calls  "the  plain  unbaptised  language 
of  common  ruffians,"  I  shouldered  my 
gun,  and  set  off  two  miles  across  the  big 
swamp  to  a  place  where  I  would  move 
out  of  the  range  of  the  town  hunters.  As 
I  clambered  and  waded  along  through  the 
swamp  I  began  to  dimly  realize  that  it 
didn't  look  as  if  I  was  going  to  be  For- 
fune's  favorite  thatday. .  By  the  time  I  cross- 
ed the  big  swamp  and  got  into  amore  re- 
mote country,  the  flights  had  ceased  for  the 
morning  and  all  the  birds  were  feeding  in 
the  stubbles.  There  were  lots  of  them, 
but  anyone  that  knows  how  wary  the  wild 
goose  is,  and  how  carefully  a  feeding  flock 
will  avoid  the  vicinity  of  anything  that 
would  afford  cover  to  a  shooter,  besides 
keeping  sentinels  always  on  the  watch, 
will  understand  that  I  had  any  amount  of 
stalking,  and  no  shooting  at  all.  My 
luck  stayed  where  it  was,  below  zero.  I 
nearly  got  a  shot  at  a  nice  flock  of  seven 
who  were  feeding  within  range  of  a  clump 
of  bushes,  when  just  at  the  nick  of  time, 
and  when  I  had  rendered  myself  what  Mr 
Martlini  called  "a  dem'd  moist  unpleas- 
ant body"  by  crawling  through  marshy 
ground  towards  them,  they  were  frighten- 
ed off  by  a  brute  of  a  farmer's  dog.  So 
towards  the  end  of  the  afternoon,  I 
thought  I  would  go  back  over  the  swamp 
to  the  belt  of  cover  across  the  marsh, 
which  I  have  mentioned  before  as  occu- 
pied by  my  premature  and  impulsive  friend 
of  the   morning.    I  retraced   my  steps 


across  the  swamp  and  arrived  at  my  des- 
tination before  the  time  of  the  evening 
flight.  I  found  the  place  quite  unoccu- 
pied, and  settled  down  with  the  comfort- 
able expectation  that  I  would  get  a  shot 
or  two  after  all  that  day;  for  I  had  about 
the  best  hiding  place  and  the  place  best 
situated  on  the  usual  line  of  the  flight  of 
the  wild  geese,  in  the  whole  district.  I 
had  hardly  made  myself  snug  in  a  good 
place  for  seeing  and  firing  from,  when  I 
heard  footsteps,  and  then  a  cheerful  voice 
called  out  my  name.  I  looked  up,  and 
saw  approaching  a  man  well  known  to 
me,  Hezekiah  Bunce,  a  well  to  do  farm- 
er, and  in  fact  owner  of  the  ground 
whereon  we  stood.  I  was  very  glad  to 
see  him,  for  we  were  great  friends,  and 
his  company  would  be  very  acceptable 
during  a  somewhat  lonely,  chilly  wait. 
Moreover  I  knew  well,  he  could  be  trust- 
ed not  to  fire  at  a  flock  of  geese  half  a 
mile  off,  after  the  manner  of  city  sports- 
men. 

"I  hearn  you  got  a  fine  goose  this 
mornin',"  he  called  out,  "so's  soon  as  I'd 
done  upthe  day's  chores,  Ituk  my  oldgun, 
an'  clum  up  the  hill.  I  sorter  jedged  I'd 
find  you  here.  Enny  luck!"  "Not  a  scrap 
since  morning"  said  I  "So  far  from  shoot- 
ing anything,  a  pair  of  fools  came  mighty 
near  shooting  me!"  And,  as  the  story 
writers  say — "I  poured  my  tale  into  his 
sympathetic  ears." 

"jes'  so  Jes'  so"  he  said  reflectively 
when  I'd  finished  "Carryin'  round  a  load- 
ed gun  seems  to  exert  a  sort  of  looney  in- 
fluence on  town  fellers  that  ain't  used  to 
huntin'  an  only  gets  a  day  off  now  an  agin. 
You  take  a  first  rate  sensible  feller  from  a 
store  or  office  in  town,  put  a  gun  in  his 
hands,  and  turn  him  loose  in  the  swamps 
or  the  bush,  and  thar'  ain't  no  panter  of 
the  woods,  nor  enny  other  beast  of  prey, 
so  cussed  dangerous  as  he  be.  To  his 
own  specie  that  is.  He  don't  hurt  no 
other  kind  of  game  much!" 

"Right  you  are!"  I  answered.  "Well, 
thank  heaven,  the  coast  seems  clear  of 
that  sort  of  gentry,  and  we  may  have  a 
chance!  But  its  getting  chilly.  Have 
something? 

"Here's  toward's  ye!"  replied  my  friend 
without  any  foolish,  coy  delay — and  we 
proceeded  to  perform  the  the  solemn  and 
interesting  ceremony  customary  when 
hunters  meet  in  the  wilds  of  Canada,  the 
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principal  part  of  which  consists  in  con- 
templating the  deep  blue  sky  for  a  more 
or  less  protracted  period  through  the  bot- 
tom of  a  glass  bottle. 

"That's  yer  big  gun"  said  Hezekiah, 
when  we'd  finished. ' '  What  sort  of  a  load 
have  you  got  in  your  catridges? 

"Five  drams  powder  one  and  a  half 
ounces  B.B.  or  No  2  shot,"  I  replied,  "but 
then  you  know  my  gun's  a  very  heavy 
one.  Weighs  over  ten  pounds,  and  its  a 
ten  bore. 

"I  ain't  got  aawthin'  biggerin  No  6" 
said  my  friend  sadly  "An  my  gun's  a  12 
bore.  I  don't  reckon  I'll  stand  much 
show  at  them  blame  geese  with  no  sech 
outfit." 

"Take  two  of  my  cartridges,  cut  them 
open,  and  load  your  gun  with  part  of  the 
charges,"  suggested  I, 

My  friend  accepted  with  alacrity  and 
to  my  consternation,  at  once  proceeded 
to  load  his  old  muzzle  loading  twelve 
bore  with  a  whole  charge  taken  from  one 
of  my  cartridges  in  each  barrel.  That  is, 
with  five  drams  of  powder  and  nearly 
two  ounces  of  shot.  "I  reckon  she'll 
stand  it,"  he  remarked,  with  a  tranquil  re- 
liance in  providence.  "A  feller  wants  a 
whalin'  load  to  fetch  one  of  them  geese" 

I  endeavored  in  vain  to  dissuade  him. 
Hezekiah  was  a  good  sportsman.  A  bet- 
ter hand  after  ruffed  grouse  I  have  sel- 
dom met.  But  he  obstinately  held  to 
that  foolish  notion  common  through  all 
rural  Canada,  that  the  heavier  the  load 
you  put  in  your  gun,  the  better  chance 
you  have  to  fetch  your  game.  So  the 
Canadian  farmer  goes  on  loading  his  old 
gun  with  dangerously  heavy  charges,  till 
some  fine  day  the  disgusted  weapon  re- 
tires from  business,  and  disperses  itself 
in  fragments  in  the  atmosphere,  frequent- 
ly taking  a  thumb  or  a  finger  with  it, 
whereupon  the  owner  characterises  the 
event  as  j  "singler,"  and  his  kind  neigh- 
bors opine  "that  its  a  sorter  jedgement" 
on  the  ole  man  for  cheatin  about  that  line 
fence." 

"The  whalin'  load"  had  hardly  been 
rammed  down,  when  we  heard  voices, 
and  two  men  entered  our  shelter.  I  at 
once  recognized  in  the  first,  the  gentle- 
man who  had  frightened  away  the  geese, 
and  taken  a  shot  at  myself  in  the  morning. 
However  we  made  no  allusion  to  this 
delicate  subject  nor  did  we   refuse  the 


new  comers  shelter  in  our  hiding  place, 
though  it  was  a    very  tight    fit  tor  four. 

The  first  man  who  was  a  short, 
stout,  jolly  looking  party,  introduced  his 
companion  to  us  as  a  celebrated  goose 
hunter  from  D  a  little  squalid  vil- 
lage about  nine  miles  away.  The  cele- 
brated goose  hunter  was  a  lank,  lean,  yel- 
low billious  looking  individual,  and  I  saw 
at  a  glance  that  he  was  of  the  worst  type 
of  the  "swamper"  species,  and  would  be 
no  acquisition  to  our  party.  I  was  right. 
We  had  scarcely  settled  down,  when  the 
far  away  sounds  of  ''honking"  and  cackl- 
ing across  the  swamp  proclaimed  the  ap- 
proach of  a  large  flock  of  geese.  I  had 
already  .seen  enough  of  the  nervousness 
and  awkwardness  of  our  new  friends  to 
convince  myself  that  crowded  together  as 
we  were,  it  would  be  impossible  to  get  a 
fair  sight  and  lift  into  the  coming  flock, 
without  a  very  good  chance  of  getting  the 
top  of  one's  head  blown  off.  Both  the 
new  comers,  particularly  the  celebrated 
goose  hunter,  were  rapidly  becoming  de- 
moralized. So  I  proposed  to  leave  them 
and  hide  in  the  same  belt  of  cover  about 
thirty  yards  behind  them.  This  suited 
everybody,  and  I  did  it  at  once.  I  was 
barely  out  of  sight  when  a  big  flock  of 
sixty  three  geese  came  in  view,  coming 
rapidly  towards  us  over  the  leafless  trees 
of  the  big  swamp.  We  were  well  hidden 
and  nothing  but  the  most  unsportsman- 
like and  idiotic  bungling  could  have  pre- 
vented us  all  from  getting  a  good  shot  at 
them  But  the  "celebrated  goose  hunt- 
er" proved  equal  to  the  occasion,  and  with 
the  almost  inspired  stupidity  of  his  kind, 
managed  to  spoil  all  our  chances.  His 
gun  was,  we  afterwards  found  out,  load- 
ed with  swan  shot,  so  selfishly  imagining 
that  he  could,  by  getting  the  first  shot, 
discount  his  companion's  chances,  this 
fine  sportsmen  fired  at  the  birds  when 
they  were  over  a  hundred  yards  off,  and 
the  birds  wheeled  to  the  right  and  left, 
and  were  gone.  His  comrade  followed 
his  example,  but  Bunce  and  I  remained 
from  firing  useless  "fool  shots." 

This  shooting  at  wildfowl  coming  to 
you  is  the  favorite  and  characteristic  trick 
of  greenhorns  and  fools.  In  flight  or 
decoyshooting  the  birds  should  be  fired  at 
passing  you,  or  still  better  when  just 
gone  past,  or  when  wheeling  to  turn 
off    before     getting  to     you.  Even 
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a  soft  plumage  bird  like  a  woodcock 
or  ruffed  grouse  is  very  hard  to 
bring  down,  coming  to  you:  with  the 
thick  feathered  water  fowl  the  thing  is 
next  to  impossible.  Yet  nine  out  of  ten 
amateur  sportsmen  will  persistently  fire 
at  ducks  or  geese  coming  towards  them, 
often  before  they  got  within  range,  and 
then  anathematize  their  guns  because  no 
birds  fall.  In  this  case  however,  one  of 
the  big  swan  shot  had  found  by  chance 
its  billet,  for  we  saw  a  goose  lagging 
perceptibly  behind  the  flock,  and  gradual- 
ly descending  in  a  long  slope  towards  the 
far  side  of  the  big  swamp.  With  a  red 
Indian  howl  of  exultation,  our  two  valu- 
ed friends,  hurriedly  departed  and  Heze- 
kiah  and  I  were  once  more  alone.  "It'll 
take  'em  more'n  an  hour  to  git  across 
that"  said  Hezekiah,  jerking  his  head  in 
the  direction  of  the  swamp  "We  may 
have  a  chance  yet!"  At  his  words  a  faint, 
sickly  gleam  of  hope  that  the  luck  might 
change  at  last  tinged  our  anticipations. 
That  hope  was  not  elusive.  Even  as  he 
spoke,  seven  fine  geese,  flying  low  and 
swift  came  past  a  thick  clump  of  pines, 
close  to  us,  and  were  on  us  in  a  second. 
I  had  just  time  to  catch  my  gun  to  my 
shoulder  and  fire  the  right  barrel  at  the 
leading  bird,  who  came  "down  like  a 
bunch  of  rags" — stone  dead.  Even  as 
1  fired,  I  was  conscious  of  an  ear  splitting 
roar  besides  me,  the  voice  of  "the  whalin' 
load"  which  Hezekiah  had  put  in  his  gun. 
Mingled  with  the  roar  was  an  impassion- 
ed h©wl  of  anguish  and  dismay.  I  turned 
round  in  fear  and  trembling,  missing  my 
chance  to  get  in  a  second  barrel  by  so  do- 
ing. I  beheld  Hezekiah  sitting  on  the 
ground  grasping  his  face  with  both  hands 
like  a  person  with  a  violent  tooth  ache. 
His  gun  lay  ten  feet  off.  A  chill  ran 
through  me  at  the  thought  that 
his  gun  had  burst,  but  a  glance  at  it  re- 
assured me.  "What's  the  matter?  Are 
yeu  hurt  Hezekiah?"  I  cried  out.  "Aw 
waw-waw,"  replied  Hezekiah,  "What  is 
it?  In  heaven's  name  where  are  you  hurt?" 
I  shouted, running  to  him.  'Aw-waw-waw!' 
was  the  vague  and  somewhat  unsatisfac- 
tory answer  of  Hezekiah.  At  the  same 
time  grasping  his  jaw  firmly  with  his  left 
hand,  with  his  right  he  held  out  to  me 
with  tragic  gesture  a  large  and  evidently 
freshly  extracted  double  tooth.  Then  the 
truth  flashed  upon  me.    The  kick  of  the 


"whalin'  load"  had  extracted  with  any- 
thing but  painless  dentistry,  a  loose 
double  tooth  of  the  enthusiastic  but  luck- 
less Hezekiah.  I  never  saw  any  body's 
face  swell  up  so  fast  as  his  did.  In  less 
than  three  minutes  his  mouth  was  about 
under  his  left  eye. 

His  spirit  however  was  unsubdued,  as 
was  proved  by  his  first  articulate  remark. 

"Ye'd  better  gather  up  that  goose"  he 
said  "before  them  thieves",  he  referred  to 
our  latecompanions,  "comes  back  and  sez 
they  shot  it." 

I  followed  his  advice  and  as  I  returned 
with  our  prey,  the  distant  voices  of  people 
who  were  having  a  decided  difference  of 
opinion  about  something  or  other,  were 
wafted  to  us  from  the  recesses  of  the 
swamp.

After  a  most 
toilsome,  cold  and  disagreable  wade 
through  the  swamp,  they  had  reached  the 
spot  where  their  goose  fell,  only  to  see 
his  carcass  born  off  by  a  tall  and  stalwart 
farmer,  on  whose  land  it  had  fallen,  who 
accompanied  by  his  grinning,  hired  man, 
returned  a  sportive  and  defiant  reply  to 
their  loud  demands  for  their  property, 
and  added  insult  to  injury  by  requesting 
them"to  go  and  soak  themselves,"  a  pro- 
cess which  their  previous  wading  experi- 
ences had  rendered  quite  superfluous.  The 
sight  of  our  goose  didn't  seem  to  console 
them  a  bit,  and  they  strode  on  down  the 
hills  towards  town,  vowing  loudly  to 
have  the  law  on  their  despoilers.  We  fol- 
lowed more  leisurely  as  it  was  now  grow- 
ing dark,  and  soon  stood  at  my  friend's 
gate.  "Wa'al,"  said  Hezekiah  as  we 
paused  there  a  moment,  speaking  with 
considerable  difficulty,  "We  hed  some 
mighty  rough  times  hed'nt  we?  "But,"

Ontario  To  Have  Licensed  Guides. 


The  Ontario  Government  have  decided 
to  follow  the  example  of  the  Provinces  of 
New  Brunswick  and  Nova  Scotia  and  li- 
cense guides  in  Ontario.  Both  Nova 
Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  have  made 
great  successess  of  their  systems  and  the 
licensed  guides  of  those  two  provinces 
take  high  positions  in  the  estimations  of 
those  employing  them.  For  some  years 
the  Ontario  Government  have  possessed 
powers  for  carrying  out  a  similar  system 
but  up  to  the  present  have  not  enforced 
them.  They  now  think  the  time  has  ar- 
rived to  adopt  a  forward  policy  and  ac- 
cordingly have  issued  an  Order-in^ 
Council,  which  was  approved  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  on  March  20th  last. 
This  Order  makes  such  a  difference  to 
the  guides,  and  is  also  of  such  deep  in- 
terest to  those  who  employ  them, that  we 
reproduce  it  in  full  as  under  : 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Hon- 
ourable the  Minister  of  Public  Works, 
dated  25th  March,  1909,  the  Committee 
of  Council  advise  that  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  sub  section  (e)  of  section  9 
of  the  Ontario  Game  &  Fisheries  Act  no 
person  shall  act  as  a  guide  for  hunt- 
ing or  fishing  parties  except  under 
an  authority  of  license  as  pro- 
vided by  section  52  of  the  said  Act, 
said  license  to  be  issued  upon  the  recom- 


mendation of  any  Inspector  or  Warden 
app@inted  under  the  said  Act.  The  fee 
for  such  license  to  be  the  sum  of  two  dol- 
lars ($2)  and  to  be  good  for  the  calender 
year  in  which  it  is  issued  unless  sooner 
cancelled  for  cause. 

The  Committee  further  advise  that 
each  registered  guide  be  held  responsible 
for  the  extinguishing  of  any  fires  that 
may  have  been  kindled  by  the  party  em- 
ploying him  as  guide  upon  leaving  same; 
and  that  he  be  required  to  report  any 
violations  of  the  game  and  fishery  laws 
that  he  may  be  cognizant  of  to  the  Sup- 
erintendent of  Game  and  Fisheries  with- 
in one  month  after  such  offence  has  been 
committed,  giving  name  and  address  of 
the  offender  and  such  other  particulars 
as  will  lead  to  the  conviction  of  the  party 
or  parties  committing  the  offence. 

Guides  neglecting  or  refusing  to  comp- 
ly with  these  regulations  will  be  subject 
to  the  penalties  as  laid  down  in  sub-sec- 
tion 1  of  section  62  of  the  Game  and 
Fisheries  Act  together  with  the  cancella- 
tion of  their  license  which  shall  not  be  re- 
issued for  a  period  of  two  years  from  the 
date  of  application  for  such  license. 

This  regulation  to  take  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  July  1909.  Certified.

Wild  Life.*

THE  white  man  is  just  beginning  to 
realize  that  the  most  attractive 
thing  in  life  is  wild  life.  He  is 
learning  that  when  you  rob  the  river  of 
its  fish,  you  make  it  empty  and  uninteres- 
ting. When  you  take  the  wild  life  out 
of  the  woods,  the  forest  becomes  a  silent, 
melancholy,  camping  place,  where 
thoughtful  men  sit  and  think  and  think — 
and  sometimes  they  just  sit. 

A  dying  man  once  remarked  :  that 
4 'Earth  like  some  familiar  face, 

At  parting,  gains  a  graver  grace." 
And  so  I  say  that  the  white  man  is 
beginning  to  feel  the  loss  of  what  he  has 
helped  to  destroy.  The  Indian,  too, 
feels  it,  but  swears  it  all  on  the  white 
man,  with  his  "Express"  rifle.  The  best 
we  may  hope  for  now  is  to  check  the 
slaughter,  to  stay  the  hand  of  the  pot- 
hunter— red  and  white.  Bye  and  bye, 
when  we  have  educated  the  rising  gen- 
eration, they  will  understand  that  by  the 
obliteration  of  the  wild  life  of  the  woods, 
they  rob,  not  only  themselves,  but  genera- 
tions unborn.  Just  because  we  happen- 
ed to  be  born  before  our  children  does 
not  give  us  Jicense  to  strip  the  earth  of 
its  native  wealth  and  beauty,  to  leave  it 
empty  and  silent  for  those  who  move  in 
when  we  move  out.  The  grace  and 
beauty  of  a  wild  deer  racing  down  the 
runway,  in  the  full  enjoyment  of  life  and 
liberty  is  an  inspiring  sight.  The  same 
superb  creature,  reduced  to  a  mute  and 
motionless  carcass,  hanging  head  down, 
with  trailing  tongue  and  blind,  staring, 
bloodshot  eyes  is  pitiful  and  appalling. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  too  much,  having 
taken  possession  of  the  red  man's  country, 
to  expect  him  to  have  the  same  regard 
for  the  forest  folk  that  the  white  man 
should  have,  but  we  should  endeavor  to 
educate  him  to  understand  that  if  he  kills 
the  mother  deer,  there  will  be  no  baby 
deer  to  people  the  wild,  and  if  he  kills 
the  baby  deer  there  will  be  no  mothers 
or  babies.  The  worst  Indian  is  the  half 
Indian,  who  is  all  Indian  when  he  wants 
to  kill,  and  all  white  man  when  he  wants 


a  drink  of  Scootawahboo.  I  am  willing 
to  give  him  credit  for  all  the  Indian  that 
is  in  him,  but  he  should  at  least  be  half 
decent  when  he  goes  armed  into  the 
woods. 

At  a  summer  resort  near  Montreal 
last  August,  the  children  about  the  hotel 
were  noisy  with  the  story  of  a  half 
breed  guide,  who  had  slaughtered  a 
dozen  land  birds  and  three  or  four  water 
birds  in  a  single  day.  He  could  not  plead 
hunger.  He  was  a  bachelor  with  a  sav- 
ings bank  account. 

Early  in  September  a  young  deer  raced 
across  the  field  in  front  of  the  hotel,  and 
instantly  every  man  who  knew  where  to 
reach  a  gun  or  pistol  leaped  for  his  fire- 
arms, and  as  the  beautiful  creature  cleared 
fence  after  fence,  the  farmers  fired  at  it 
un\|;il  it  cleared  the  country.  None  seemed 
to  know  that  to  shoot  a  deer  in  Septem- 
ber was  a  crime  ! 

Of  course  the  Province  ot  Quebec 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  Fish  and 
Game  has  done  a  lotto  check  the  slaugh- 
ter but  much  remains. 

Somewhere  I  have  seen  a  pen  picture 
(it  may  have  been  my  own)  of  a  hunter 
standing  on  the  run  all  day  long,  waiting, 
waiting.  He  watched  the  sun  swing 
up  along  the  south  eastern  sky,  the 
shadows  shorten.  He  saw  it  swing 
west,  the  shadows  lengthen.  He  had 
taken  his  midday  meal  from  his  hunting 
pouch,  standing.  When  the  hunger  for 
a  pipe  grew  strong,  he  smoked.  At 
length,  when  the  glow  of  the  sinking  sun 
sifted  through  the  forest,  setting  the  red 
and  russet  leaves  aflame,  he  heard  the 
far-off  hoof  beats  of  the  wild  thing  for 
which  he  had  waited  so  long. 

Nearer  and  nearer  came  the  drumming 
feet  of  the  flying  deer  and  now  the  far- 
off  melancholy  cry  of  a  hound.  The 
heart  of  the  hunter  hammered  his  vest 
as  the  hoofs  of  the  hunted  hammered  the 
trail.  Nearer  and  nearer  he  came,  and 
louder  rose  the  cry  of  the  hound  who 
pursued  him.  A  moment  later,  a  splen- 
did buck  flashed    out    from  the  forest, 
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leaped  across  a  little  opening  and  came  to 
a  dead  stop  in  the  clear  spot  fifty  yards 
from  the  hunter.  The  man  could  see  the 
wild  thing's  quivering  flanks,  and  almost 
hear  the  whistling  rush  from  his  dilated 
nostrils.  A  sunbeam  shot  through  the 
forest,  and  made  the  deer's  wild  eye  glow 
like  a  ball  of  fire.  The  hunter  low- 
ered his  rifle,  for  he  was  a  real  sport. 
He  would  give  the  deer  a  show  tor  his 
life.  He  was  about  to  step  forward  to 
start  the  deer  when  a  rifle  cracked,  and 
the  beautiful  creature  dropped  to  the 
earth,  while  a  half-breed  rushed  from 
cover  to  cut  his  throat.  That  is  the 
difference  between  a  sportsman  and  a 
slaughterer  ! 

There  is  another  breed  of  Indian  known 
as  the  Lumber-Jack,  who  is  hard  to 
handle.  The  millionaire  lumbermen  in 
Minneapolis  or  Toronto  is  unable  to  con- 
trol him,  or  does  not  take  the  trouble. 
The  only  way  to  prevent  the  slaughter  of 
deer  by  the  Lumber-Jack,  is  to  dis- 
arm him  when  he  goes  into  the  woods, 
just  as  tourists  are  disarmed  when  they 
enter  Algonquin  Park  or  Temagami. 

I  have  heard  men  tell  of  coming  upon 
the  untouched  carcass  of  a  fine  deer, 
bleaching  and  rotting  on  the  trail,  killed 
in  the  opening  days  of  shooting  season  by 
alleged  sportsmen.  My  notion  is  that 
there  has  been  too  much  of  the  song  of 
slaughter.  Not  long  ago  I  asked  for  a 
juvenile  book  for  boys,  and  got  an  animal 
story  off  the  juvenile  shelf  in  a  Public 
Library.  Before  giving  it  to  the  children, 
I  tried  it  on  their  mother,  but  she  would 
not  stand  for  it.  I  finished  it,  shudder- 
ing, and  returned  it  to  its  place  in  the 
library.  That  story  reeked  with  slaugh- 
ter from  cover  to  cover — wolves  slaugh- 
tering deer,  Indians  driving  buffalo  in 
battalions  into  pitfalls,  gorging  till  the 
stars  came  out.  The  grey  wolves  sitting 
in  a  semi-circle  by  the  camp  fire,  waiting 
to  gorge  in  turn,  when  the  Indians  had 
done  their  worst.  That  is  the  sort  of 
thing  we  feed  to  little  children,  and  ex- 
pect them  to  grow  up  gentle  and  kind, 
and  to  love  animals. 

Not  only  by  writing  but  by  example 
must  we  educate  the  rising  generation. 
In  one  of  his  books,  the  mighty  hunter 
who  sits  in  the  White  House  tells  of 
the  tragic  end  of  the  great  elk  in  Mon- 
tana— the    last    in    that    section.  Mr. 


Roosevelt  had  a  ranch  out  there,  and 
one  would  have  expected  such  a  sports- 
man to  set  about  to  devise  ways  and 
means  to  protect  this  last  surviver  of  a 
slaughtered  tribe,  but  instead  of  this  he 
put  himself  on  the  trail  of  the  buck,  and 
lay  for  him  until  he  was  made  to  bite 
the  dust.  Now,  can  you  wonder  at  the 
actions  of  other  Indians.  This  most 
interesing,  many  sided  man  seems 
eager  not  only  to  kill  but  to  wipe  from 
the  face  of  the  earth  certain  rare  birds 
and  beasts.  While  this  gives  him  the 
passing  glory  of  killing  a  thing  out  of 
the  ordinary,  it  robs  the  rest  of  us  of 
that  family.  And  yet  Mr.  Roose- 
velt is  not  a  wicked  or  vicious  man.  Some 
of  his  sides,  many  of  them  in  fact,  I  ad- 
mire, and  I  like  him  personally,  but  I 
wish  he  had  never  learned  to  shoot.  We 
read  now,  that  having  heard  of  a  rare 
animal  known  as  a  white  rhinoceros,  he 
announces  his  intention  to  kill,  not  only 
one  but  two  of  these.  This  is  a  very 
bad  example. 

Out  in  Saskatchewan  for  the  past 
four  or  five  years  one  fine  buck  has  de- 
fied the  best  hunters.  For  years  tne 
crack  shots  of  Saskatchewan,  have  heen 
upon  the  trail  of  this  kingly  beast  who 
baffles  them  all.  Sometimes  at  'dusk, 
sometimes  at  dawn  he  has  been  seen 
feeding  upon  the  farmer's  fodder  shocks. 
Sometimes  at  noon  he  has  sunned  him- 
self on  the  south  side  of  a  homesteader's 
barn,  but  with  the  click  of  a  door  latch, 
or  the  creak  of  a  door,  he  has  gone.  Now, 
this  buck  should  have  been  reserved  as 
an  ornament  for  these  picturesque  plains, 
but  because  he  was  big  and  brave  and 
beautiful,  and  the  last  of  his  kind  in  that 
community,  every  man  was  against  him 
and  finally,  only  a  few  weeks  ago,  a  dead 
shot  dick  of  that  district,  having  the 
wind  in  his  favor,  came  near  enough  to 
the  great  elk  and  sent  an  express  bullet 
tearing  a  furrow  through  his  wild  heart, 
and  stained  the  snow  with  the  red  blood 
of  the  last  in  that  community  at  least,  of 
his  race.  And  the  story  of  this  tragedy 
was  telegraphed  far  and  wide  as  a  great 
feat,  as  a  heroic  deed,  but  I  think  that 
buck  was  more  beautiful  bounding  away 
over  the  billowed  plains  than  lying  dead 
upon  the  cold,  white  carpet  of  the  earth. 
But  until  we  can  persuade  men  that  there 
is  a  limit  to  the  slaughter,  until  we  can 
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control  or  convert  the  game  hog,  the 
half  breed,  the  lumberjack  and  above  all 
the  camp  hunter,  we  can  never  hope  to 
preserve  the  big-  game  for  the  glory  of 
the  woods,  for  the  benefit  of  the  real 
sportsmen.  We  make  laws  to  protect 
the  wild  and  the  things  of  the  wild,  and 
at  the  same  time  I  have  been  told  men 
go  out  and  make  contracts  to  supply  a 
lumber  camp  with  "meat,"  which  means 
moose  and  deer,  and  everything  eatable 
that  roams  the  wilds  or  wings  the  air. 

This  crime  of  contracting*  to  kill  unlaw- 
fully should  be  punished.     And  where- 


evera  fine  specimen  of  any  race  of  wild 
thing  is  found,  it  should  be  protected 
until  such  good  time  as  we  can  teach 
man  that  other  animals  should  not  be 
destroyed  utterly. 

In  scientific  lumbering  we  leave  a  tew 
fine  trees  for  seed.  Just  so,  we  should 
see  to  it  that  the  last  of  any  kind  should 
be  spared  to  repeople  the  wild.  For  if 
we  remove  all  our  forest  without  re-plant- 
ing, and  if  we  destroy  all  the  wild  things 
of  the  air,  the  land  and  the  lakes,  this 
luring  last  wild  will  become  cheer- 
less as  the  Holy  Land. 


Where  mournfully  the  dry  winds  sweep 

The  Hills  of  Galilee  ; 
Where  murmurless  the  Jordan  creeps

The  Ross  Rifle  and  the  Lee  Enfield

In  placing  the  following  few  remarks 
about  these  rifles  before  the  reader,  I 
wish  to  speak  only  of  the  Ross  Rifle  used 
by  the  permanent  Candian  Army  at  the 
present  time,  and  of  the  Lee-Enfield  in 
use  in  the  British  Army.  Any  reflections 
on  the  merits  of  these  rifles  will  not  cast 
a  shadow  upon  private  or  match  rifles 
made  after  these  styles,  for  the  Ross 
Rifle  company  can  produce  some  ot  the 
best  match  rifles  in  the  Werld,  as  was 
shown  at  Bisley  last  summer. 

The  great  advantage  the  L,ee-Enfield 
has  over  the  Ross  is  its  strength  of  con- 
struction. There  is  no  doubt  that  the 
Lee-Enfield  is  strong,  for  it  was  proved 
by  a  severe  test  in  South  Africa.  I  have 
seen  a  number  of  Ross  Rifles,  but  I  have 
never  seen  one  which  I  would  take  into  a 
campaign  with  me.  The  general  idea 
that  the  bolt  is  the  defective  part  is  a 
mistake.  The  lack  of  strength  lies  in 
the  stock-butt,  butt-plate,  and  rear  sight. 


The  latter  in  the  new  model,  has  been 
replaced  by  a  leaf  sight  like  that  used 
with  the  Lee  Enfield. 

The  butt-plate  of  the  Ross  Rifle  is 
made  of  steel,  which  is  not  as  substantial 
as  the  thick  brass  butt  plate  of  the  Lee- 
Enfield.  The  butt-trap  closer  is  also 
made  of  steel,  and  forms  a  great  contrast 
to  the  thick  brass  closer  ofthe  Lee-Enfield 
butt- trap. 

The  stock  and  butt  of  the  Ross  Rifle 
are  made  of  a  wood  which  will  stand  very 
little.  The  wood  placed  in  this  weapon 
is  a  poor  sample  of  the  Canadian  forests. 
I  have  known  cases  where  the  butt  would 
split  when  it  came  gently  in  contact  with 
some  substance,  not  quite  so  susceptible. 
On  the  other  hand  I  have  seen  Lee-En- 
fields  which  came  from  South  Africa, 
dented  slightly  by  a  great  friendship  with 
the  rough  African  surface,  but  as  whole 
as  when  they  set  out. 

And  now  we  come  to  a  great  advant- 
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age  which  the  Ross  Rifle  has  over  the 
Lee-Enfield.  The  bolt  action  of  our  Can- 
adian rifle  is  considered  superior  to  that 
ot  any  other  military  rifle.  Its  action  is 
quicker  on  account  of  the  revolving  prin- 
ciple, only  one  movement  being  required 
to  open  the  breech,  whereas  the  Lee- En- 
field requires  two.  When  the  Ross  bolt 
is  pushed  in,  the  catch,  which  keeps  the 
breech-block  from  flying  back,  revolves 
into  an  aperture  in  the  side  of  the  breech 
near  the  barrel.  At  the  same  time  the 
cocking  piece  is  kept  back  by  the  trigger 
until  released.  Thus,  although  the 
breech  is  easily  opened  by  the  bolt  from 
the  outside,  it  is  impossible  to  open  it  from 
the  inside, as  the  revolutionof  the  catchcan 
only  be  caused  by  pulling  back  the  bolt. 

The  magazine  of  the  Ross  Rifle  is  easi- 
er to  load  than  that  of  the  Lee-Enfield. 
It  has,  however,  a  very  inferior  cut-off, 
which  is  worked  from  within  the  trigger- 
guard.  The  great  objection  to  the  Ross 
magazine  is  that  the  lever,  by  which  it  is 
worked,  is  placed  just  back  of  the  rear 
sight,  on  the  right  side,  and  is  in  the  way 
of  the  left  hand  while  aiming. 

The  trigger  is  inferior  to  that  of  the 
Lee-Enfield  on  account  of  its  lack  of 
smoothness  of  pull.  The  trigger  of  the 
Lee- Enfield  also  allows  the  finger  to  get 
a  better  hold,  as  it  is  rough,  while  that 
of  the  Ross  is  smooth. 

One  of  the  worst  features  of  the  Ross 
Rifle  is  the  rear  sight.  As  I  have  said 
this  has  been  replaced,  in  the  latest  mark, 
by  the  ordinary  leaf  sight,  which  is  inter- 
changeable with  the  Sutherland,  Reardon 
and  other  sights  made  for  this  kind  of 
leaf.  The  Ross  sight  is  made  of  thin 
steel,  or  as  it  is  called  by  many,  ''sheet- 
iron."  This  is  formed  into  a  leaf,  and 
attached  to  the  barrel,  on  the  end  nearest 
the  muzzle,  by  a  device  somewhat  like  a 
hinge.  Under  this  leaf  slides  a  vernier 
which  lifts  it.  The  scale  of  this  vernier 
is  graduated  only  in  hundreds.  The  ver- 
nier for  minute  elevation  is  a  revolving 
ring,  just  above  the  hinge  of  the  leaf. 
This  is  marked  off  in  tens.  At  the  end 
of  the  leaf  nearest  the  breech  is  a  V  which 
slides  laterally  as  a  windgage,  and  is 
regulated  by  a  screw. 

The  covering  over  the  fore  sight  of  the 
Ross  is  far  ahead  of  the  Lee-Enfield  on  a 
sunny  or  on  a  rainy  day.  Smoke,  or 
paint,  is  still  necessary  on  the  fore  sight 


even  with  this.  In  times  of  war,  smoke 
is  useless,  for  it  is  easily  rubbed  off. 
The  best  way  to  keep  the  fore  sight  black 
on  such  an  occasion,  is  to  paint  it  with 
some  black  paint  which  has  little  or  no 
glare.    This  also  applies  to  the  rear  sight. 

The  length  of  the  barrel  of  the  Ross 
Rifle  is  28  inches,  while  that  of  the  Lee- 
Enfield  is  30  3-16  inches.  The  length  of 
the  barrel  has  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the 
flight  of  a  bullet.  We  all  know  that  a 
carbine  is  useless  at  600  yards  for  good 
shooting.  With  a  long  barrel  the  bullet 
is  sent  on  its  course  after  having  been 
carefully  guided  while  in  the  barrel.  In 
a  shorter  barrel  the  bullet  leaves  before 
it  has  had  sufficient  guidance,  and  is 
carried  out  of  its  course  by  the  wind  and 
other  forces.  This  is  plainly  shown  in 
the  shooting  of  a  revolver  beside  that  of 
a  rifle  of  equal  calibre. 

The  system  of  rifling  in  the  Ross  Rifle 
is  concentric.  The  twist  of  rifling  is  right, 
one  turn  in  ten  inches.  The  twist  of  the 
Lee-Enfield  is  uniform  left  handed,  one 
turn  in  ten  inches.  The  Canadian  rifle 
has  four  grooves,  while  the  British  has 
five.  The  latter  are  harder  to  keep  clean 
on  account  of  their  depth,  which  is  .0065 
inches — .0015  inches  greater  than  that 
of  the  Ross.  This  is  another  point  in 
favour  of  the  Ross,  for  the  depth  of  the 
Lee-Enfield  grooves  is  too  gieat.  The 
Lee-Metford,  used  with  such  success  in 
matches,  has  a  groove  depth  of  only 
.004  inches. 

The  muzzle  velocity  of  the  Ross  Rifle 
is  2000  feet  per  second,  the  same  as  that 
of  the  Lee-Enfield;  for  both  rifles  fire  the 
303  calibre  cartridge.  The  ex- 
plosive of  this  cartridge  is  cordite.  The 
bullet  has  a  metal  jacket,  which  is  coated 
with  nickel  to  prevent  rust. 

The  Lee- Enfield  has  many  advantages 
over  the  Ross  The  Ross  has  also  many 
advantages  over  the  Lee- Enfield.  When 
we  consider  that  the  latter  is  Mark  XIV, 
while  the  latest  mark  of  the  former  is 
only  IV,  we  cannot  be  surprised  that  the 
Lee- Enfield  has  some  superior  qualities. 
The  Ross  Rifle  is  quickly  rising  to  fame. 
The  imperfections  with  which  it  started 
out,  are  slowly,  but  surely,  fading  away. 
And  as  our  pioneer  fathers  paved  the  way 
for  a  successsul  country,  so  shall  our 
pioneer  rifle  pave  the  way  for  a  success- 
ful weapon.

Weak  Lungs  and  Wasting  Sicknesses.

jUBERCULOSIS,  Consumption  or 
Phthisis,  a  disease  which  carries  oft 
many  thousands,  might  be  largely 
prevented  if  proper  Physical  Education 
was  made  compulsory  throughout  the 
Nation.  The  writer's  father  was  carried 
off  at  an  early  age  by  the  dread  scourge, 
but  thanks  to  physical  culture,  I  hope 
and  believe  that  it  has  been  conquered  in 
me,  and  as  I  firmly  believe  in  future 
generations. 

Medical  experts  say  that  my  lungs  and 
heart  are  perfectly  sound,  in  fact,  although 
less  than  140  lbs.  in  weight  when  stripped, 
a  chest  measurement  well  over  40  inches 
and  an  expansion  of  more  than  ordinary 
number  of  inches  besides,  makes  this  ap- 
pear a  fact.  As  a  medical  man  has  kindly 
written  :  Mr.  Dorchester  is  not  a  big 
built  man,  but,  on  examination,  I  find  he 
has  a  perfect  physical  and  muscular 
development,  with  full  control  of  all  vol- 
untary muscles.  He  has  obtained  this 
state  of  physical  perfection  by  his  method 
of  culture  which  he  has  clearly  set  forth." 

These  few  words  of  kindly  appreciation 
are  taken  from  a  preface  written  by  Dr. 
W.  R.  Coles,  a  genial  practitioner  of 
Regina  for  a  book  of  mine,  yet  to  be 
published,  and  I  think  the  reader  will 
consider  them  sufficient  endorsation  of  my 
assertion. 

The  Consumption  germ  may  attack 
any  part  of  the  body,  but  to  most  persons 
the  lungs  are  more  generally  known  as  the 
point  attacked.  The  following  rules  will, 
however,  aid  greatly  in  preventing,  and 
indeed  may  assist  in  curing  when  the 
complaint  is  not  too  deeply  rooted.  I 
must  ask  the  reader  to  always  bear  in 
mind,  that  I  am  not  undertaking  either 
to  train  or  cure  individuals,  by  means  of 
these  series  of  articles,  but  to  throw  a 
little  light  upon  the  possibilities  of  physi- 
cal culture.  Of  course  the  average  per- 
son can  reap  wonderful  benefits  from 


them,  but  individul  needs  require  individ- 
ual instruction. 

Now  the  germ  of  consumption  on 
attacking  the  lungs,  irritates  the  tissue, 
which  becomes  inflamed  and  then  con- 
gested. The  centre  finally  becomes  pus, 
and  is  thrown  out  when  the  patient  ex- 
pectorates, gradually  the  lungs  becomes 
more  torn,  and  eventually  exhaustion 
carries  off  the  victim. 

If  this  can  be  stopped,  the  lung  may 
not  regain  what  is  lost,  but  the  parts 
around  the  hole  may  heal,  and  no  further 
trouble  be  experienced.  Sometimes  in- 
deed tissue  may  form,  and  entirely  enclose 
the  hole  caused  by  the  loss.  It  is  not 
however  necessary  to  go  into  these  details, 
but  it  is  sufficient  here  to  say  that  just  as 
tissue  will  form  over  a  sore,  or  as  an  il- 
lustration to  a  larger  hole — just  as  a 
stump  will  heal  after  an  amputation,  so 
may  the  lung  tissue  reform  and  heal  the 
remaining  parts,  which  may  have  adjoin- 
ed the  wound.  In  such  cases  no  further 
trouble  or  even  discomfort  may  be  felt. 

I  remtmber  a  few  years  ago  reading  a 
witnessed  statement  of  a  man,  who  after 
losing  one  lung,  tried  physical  culture, 
and  did  so  well  that  he  could  lift  800  lbs. 
from  the  ground,  and  do  other  feats — 
both  of  strength  and  endurance.  Per- 
sonally though  I've  never  had  a  case  like 
that,  yet  I've  had  serious  cases  and  have 
succeeded  in  curing  old  standing  stomach 
complaints,  and  many  other  weaknesses, 
some  directly  under  medical  supervision. 
Quite  recently  a  doctor  advised  a  parent 
to  bring  his  boy  to  me,  as  he  had  tuber- 
culosis tendencies.  In  less  than 
one  month  owing  to  several  inches 
having  been  gained  in  chest  measure- 
ment and  lung  expansion,  he  was  consid- 
ered free  of  trouble.  I  have  a  testimonial 
at  hand  from  the  grateful  father.  The 
main  point  always  to  be  considered  is — 
care  in  commencing  and  avoidance  ot 
strains  of  the  lungs. 
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Consumption  is  infectious,  always  re- 
member that.  The  patient  should  have 
a  special  spitting-  dish  at  home,  and  a 
flask  when  out,  both  of  which  holds  a 
carbolic  disinfectant  mixture.  It  is  wise 
also  that  all  food  vessels  be  used  by 
patient  exclusively.  After  use  they 
should  be  boiled  (sterilized.) 

Presuming  the  patient  is  at  home,  he 
or  she  should  sleep  in  a  room  with  open 
windows  in  which  the  fresh  air  can  circu- 
late freely.  During  the  day  he  should  be 
in  the  fresh  air  more  or  less  all  the  time. 

Heavy  curtains  or  hangings  are  bad 
for  a  consumptive's  room,  better  be  with- 
out. At  the  same  time  the  room  should 
be  as  cheerful  as  possible.  Pictures, 
which  can  be  taken  down  and  replaced 
by  others,  are  best. 

The  clothes  should  not  be  too  heavy, 
but  warm,  if  it  is  a  question  of  either 
more  clothes  or  less  air,  always  increase 
the  clothing. 

No  matter  what  the  weatheris  like  out- 
side the  patient  should  dress  to  suit,  and 
remain  out  as  long  as  possible. 

Exercise  should  be  taken  in  a  quantity 
and  of  a  nature  in  accordance  with  the 
state  of  the  patient.  The  effect  of  exer- 
cise in  fresh  air  will  be  a  quickening  of 
the  circulation,  repair  of  the  torn  tissues 
and  a  throwing  off  of  the  waste  (see 
effect  of  exercise  in  articles  4  and  5.)  The 
same  rules  for  bathing  apply  as  in  the 
articles,  except  that  tepid  water  should 
be  used  instead  of  a  cold  bath  in  the 
morning,  also  strictly  observe  the  rule  of 
not  exercising  until  digestion  is  well  un- 
der way. 

Regularity  should  be  observed,  as  for 
example  stated  times  for  meals,  whilst 
everything  else  should  be  as  regular  as 
possible,  especially  exercise.  Here  it 
might  be  well  to  point  out  that  as  exer- 
cise quickens  the  circulation,  and  as  the 
lungs  are  constantly  being  called  on  to 
supply  oxygen  to  the  blood,  so,  owing  to 
its  closeness,  the  lungs  should  reap  the 
first  benefit  of  exercise  if  done  judici- 
ously ;  also  by  increasing  the  respiration 
more  oxygen  reach  the  lungs,  which 
will  aid  in  drying  up  the  wound.  Thus 
from  two  directions  is  repair  assisted  and 
by  the  most  direct  route. 

By  increased  respiration  through  exer- 
cise, I  do  not  mean  exercise  till  exhausted 


and  thus  cause  the  breathing  to  become 
laboured,  but  exercise  with  enough  mus- 
cular exertion  to  increase  the  circulation, 
and  thus  increase  the  respiration,  caus- 
ing the  lungs  to  expel  and  inhale  the  air 
in  full  deep  breaths,  allowing  every  cell 
in  them  to  become  filled  with  life-giving, 
tissue-building  oxygen. 

The  more  oxygen  the  blood  absorbs 
each  h©ur,  the  quicker  health  may  be 
gained.  At  the  same  time  exercise  must 
be  taken  judiciously  ;  too  much  is  as  bad 
as  too  little. 

With  regard  to  other  wasting  diseases 
the  same  rules  being  observed,  benefit 
will  follow,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  I 
believe  the  arrest  of  the  disease  is  assur- 
ed, certainly  assisted. 

Always  breathe  through  the  nose — long 
deep,  steady  breaths,  trying  to  fill  every 
cell,  but  do  not  strain  the  lung  if  it  is 
affected. 

Practice  judiciously  any  exercises  which 
have  been  given  in  these  articles,  especi- 
ally breathing  exercises  or  those  which 
open  the  chest.  Most  trunk  exercises 
will  do  good  to  the  patient.  Always  re- 
member however  on  no  account  must  the 
breath  be  held  when  exercising — deep, 
regular  breathing  throughout  must  be 
the  rule.  Another  point  may  be  noted 
so  that  the  novice  may  know  what  exer- 
cises may  help.  Any  exercise  in  which 
the  arms  are  raised  or  opened  give  an 
opportunity  to  breathe  deeply,  as  the 
ribs  are  raised  by  these  motions.  Expel 
the  air,  when  lowering  or  closing,  unless 
the  exercise  is  in  quick  time. 

The  most  valuable  assistants  a  physi- 
cal culture  expert  can  have  are  Faith  and 
Hope.  Many  apatienthavinggiven  up  these 
allows  himself  to  give  up  effort  also,  and 
slowly  but  surely — sometimes  quickly,  is 
overwhelmed  by  his  trouble.  Quite  re- 
cently I  had  a  case  of  a  young  fellow  who 
had  almost  given  up  hope  of  gaining  the 
use  of  a  limb.  After  consulting  me  he 
regained  both  Faith  and  Hope,  and  re- 
sults followed  which  have  surprised  both 
of  us. 

The  whole  secret  of  success,  whether 
in  curative  exercise,  or  for  development, 
is  to  concentrate  the  mind  on  the  muscles, 
perseverance  (will  power)  and  some  pa- 
tience. Too  often  are  beginners  entirely 
cut  adrift  from  healthy  exercises,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  they  expect  a  great  deal  in  a 
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very  short  time.  Give  Nature  a  chance 
to  effect  the  necessary  changes,  and  in 
good  time  results  will  show.  What  is 
even  more  pleasing  to  the  novice  if  he 
works  properly,  the  results  will  astonish 
him  by  their  actual  rapidity,   which  he 


will  only  fully  comprehend  after  he  has 
persevered  long  enough. 

I  am  willing  to  state  that  one  month's 
work  will  show  such  good  results,  as  to 
firmly  convert  a  very  dubious  worker 
into  a  firm  follower  of  the  Cult  of 
Physique. 


Attention  !  raise  arms  straight  above 
head  taking  deep  breath — step  well  out 
to  right  turning  the  body  but  keeping  left 
foot  still — bend  and  touch  floor  at  right 
foot,  expelling  the  breath  as  you  bend.  Re- 
turn to  upright  position  bringing  right 
foot  back,  same  time  taking  full  breath 
again — make  turn  to  left  bending  and 
touching  left  foot  i.  e  : — alternately  turn- 
ing and  touching  left  and  right,  breathing 
as  instructed. 

Note  :  If  this  exercise  is  done  in  fast 
time,  the  breathing  should  be  normal, 
during  any  exercise  if  done  in  quick 
time,  the  movement  must  not  interfere 
with  breathing  normal,  but  full  breathing 
no  matter  what  position  is  assumed — only 
practice  breathing  as  instructed  in  the 
exercise  if  the  movement  is  slow  enough 
to  allow  it,  otherwise  it  forces  you  to 
shorten  each  breath,  thus  preventing  full 
lung  breathing. 


STEP   TO  RIGHT,  KEEP    LEFT  STRAIGHT; 
BEND  AND  TOUCH  GROUND  AT  RIGHT 
FOOT  ;   REPEAT  TO  LEFT. 


HANDS  ON  FLOOR,  BODY  RIGIDLY    STRAIGHT  ;  BEND 
AT  ELBOW  AND  OPEN  CHEST  WHEN  LOWERING. 


Assume  position  as  in  figure, 
body  rigid,  hands  on  floor  at 
about  shoulder's  width  apart — 
fingers  to  front,  keep  face  look- 
ing ahead  (not  as  in  figure.) 
Now  lower  chest  to  floor  bend- 
ing elbows  only  —  keep  body 
rigid,  touching  only  hands  and 
toes,  press  to  straight  arm 
again  ;  repeat.  This  exercises 
the  whole  body,  especially  the 
shoulders,  triceps  and  fingers.

Mr.  Parnaby  is 
always  ready  to 

^ive  his  experience  of  the  best  spots  to 
fish  and  what  to  use  in  the  way  of  bait, 
to  all  new  comers.  We  passed  a  pleas- 
ant evening  and  retired  sarly  with  high 
anticipations  of  a  successful  fishing  trip.

Third  Anniversary 

Message  from  the  President 


The  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  celebrated 
the  third  anniversary  of  its  birth  on  March 
27th  last.  Advantage  of  the  occasion 
was  taken  to  hold  meetings  at  the  vari- 
ous centres  of  the  Club,  where  much  en- 
thusiasm was  aroused  and  many  plans 
formed  for  the  coming"  summer.  The 
President  addressed  an  official  message 
to  the  members,  which  outlines  the  ar- 
rangements for  this  year,  and  is  printed 
below  for  further  information. 

"I  am  taking  advantage  of  the  anni- 
versary gathering"  of  our  members  at 
your  centre  to  lay  before  you  a  statement 
of  the  standing  of  the  Club,  and  give  you 
a  brief  outline  of  the  programme  for  the 
coming  season. 

First,  I  wish  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion of  your  prompt  action  with  regard  to 
my  recent  suggestion  that  a  meeting  or 
some  social  function  should  be  held  on  or 
near  the  date  of  this  anniversary  for  the 
purpose  of  holding  our  members  together 
and  keeping  alive  the  interests  in  the 
objects  we  have  in  view. 

The  standing  and  prospects  of  the  Club 
were  never  brighter  than  to-day.  The 
membership  stands  as  follows  :  Honor- 
ary members,  9;  Associate  members,  13; 
Active  members,  233;  Graduating  mem- 
bers 121 ;  Subscribing  members,  35;  Total 
411.  Not  a  bad  showing  for  three  years 
of  existence  in  a  country  where  mountain- 


eering was  practical  unknown  when  we 
began.  There  have,  of  course,  been  de- 
tections Some  have  and  will  join  us  for 
the  sake  of  experiencing  the  delights  of  an 
outing  in  camp  amidst  the  beauty  spots 
of  the  Rockies  and  the  Selkirks.  The 
Alpine  Club  provides  the  cheapest  and 
most  attractive  outing,  so  the  Club  has 
been  taken  advantage  of  for  that  purpose. 
There  have  even  been  a  few,  though  I  am 
pleased  to  say  a  very  few, who, while  they 
could  not  avoid  paying  camp  dues,  have 
repudiated  the  obligation  of  Club  dues, 
though  it  was  only  through  membership 
they  were  enabled  to  attend  the  camp. 
These  are  marked  men  for  the  rest  of 
their  lives  ;  they  have  against  them  the 
fact  that  the  Alpine  Club  of  Canada  is 
not  open  to  them.  Our  members,  there- 
fore, must  not  feel  hurt  that  the  Execu- 
tive is  compelled  to  take  measures  to  se- 
cure the  interests  of  the  Club.  It  is  the 
way  of  the  world;  the  many  suffer  for  a 
few,  and  the  few  grow  exceeding  fat. 

The  election  of  our  present  Hon.  Treas- 
urer, and  the  instalment  of  our  Executive 
Secretary,  Mr. S.  H.  Mitchell,  have  meant 
the  placing  of  the  Club  on  a  thoroughly 
business-like  basis  with  regard  to  its  fi- 
nancial department.  The  methods  adopted 
have  been  up-to-date  business  ones,  and 
the  result  the  gathering  in  of  a  large 
amount  of  arrears  that  would  have  other- 
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wise  been  lost,  and  a  most  satisfactory 
payment  of  current  dues.  You  will,  of 
course,  understand  the  necessity  of  busi- 
nesslike methods.  The  Club  has  frown 
considerably  and  is  spreading  its  tentacles 
all  over  the  world  ;  consequently,  expen- 
ses are  also  growing-  and  to  meet  them 
our  finances  must  be  in  good  shape.  At 
present  they  are  in  a  most  satisfactory 
condition.  I  must  Mot  anticipate  the  Hon. 
Treasurer's  Annual  Report,  therefore,  I 
cannot  tell  you  more  than  that  we  see  our 
way  clear  to  meet  all  obligations  for  the 
current  year  and  that,  as  yet,  bankruptcy 
is  not  in  view. 

We  are  now  an  incorporated  body,  our 
legal  name  The  Alpine  Club  of  Canada. 
We  have  power  to  hold  property  to  the 
value  of  $100,000  to  borrow  to  the  ex- 
tent of  $25,000  and  to  sue  for  and  to  col- 
lect from  our  membersall  just  dues  to  the 
Club.  The  Bill  of  Incorporation  was 
passed  at  the  recent  session  of  the  Alber- 
ta House.  The  legal  work  in  connection 
with  the  preparation  and  passage  of  the 
Bill  has  been  a  gift  to  the  Club  from  Mr. 
Stanley  L.  Jones. 

Our  first  corporate  act  will  be  to  re- 
ceive from  the  Government  of  Canada  a 
lease  of  land  at  Banff  for  a  Club  house 
and  permanent  headquarters. 

The  Club  house  is  well  underway.  The 
plans  are  made,  the  specifications  are 
drawn  up  and  tenders  are  now  being  call- 
ed for.  The  work  will  commence  the 
moment  the  Spring  at  Banff  is  sufficiently 
far  advanced,  and  the  contract  will  call 
for  the  completion  of  the  building  by  the 
30th  June  next. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  build- 
ing was  to  cost  $6,000  complete  ;  that  is, 
furnished  for  use.  Of  this  amount  $4,000 
has  been  subscribed  by  a  loan  among  our 
Club  members,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  balance  will  come  in  between  now 
and  date  named  for  completion.  It  was 
part  of  the  stipulation  of  the  loan  that 
unless  the  full  amount  were  subscribed 
the  building  could  not  be  proceeded  with. 
In  order  to  get  over  the  difficulty  an  in- 
dividual member  has  guaranteed  in  writ- 
ing to  the  Executive  Committee  that  he  will 
loan  the  Club  such  amount  as  may  be 
lacking  up  to  $2,000.  It  is  felt  by  the 
Committee  that,  while  this  covers  the 
ground,  there  are  many  members  who 
have  done  nothing  and  that  they  should 


assume  some  share  ot  the  deficieacy  rath- 
er than  allow  it  to  fall  upon  one  person's 
shoulders.  It  is  now  our  business  to 
prove  the  Club  house  and  summer  camps 
a  success,  and  then,  I  have  no  doubt, 
there  will  be  much  greater  faith  in  us. 
What  we  particularly  want  is  plenty  of 
patronage  at  them  next  summer. 

The  Club  house  will  be  a  handsome 
building,  comfortably  and  sufficiently,  if 
not  luxuriously  furnished.  It  will  be 
open  to  all  members  for  the  months  of  July, 
August  and  September.  Our  library, 
photographs  and  maps-and  we  have  quite 
a  number-will  be  there.  It  will  be  the  head 
quarters  of  our  Executive  Secretary  who 
will  be  ready  to  give  full  information  on  all 
mountain  matters  to  members,  and  assist 
them  in  every  way  possible  to  complete 
their  plans.  It  will  be  an  ideal  spot  in 
which  to  make  them.  There  will  be  the 
large  assembly  room,  30  ft.  square,  com- 
manding a  magnificent  view,  the  finest  in 
Banff;  there  will  be  a  comfoi  table  reading 
room,  and  a  smoking  room  with  plenty 
of  comfortable  chairs  and  tables  for  letter 
writing.  In  time,  I  have  no  doubt,  we 
shall  have  have  a  piano  for  evening 
amusement  when  gathered  round  the 
cheery  wood  fires  in  the  assembly  room 
and  hall. 

The  camping  arrangements  are  as  fol- 
lows :  There  will  be  a  "Ladies'  Quarters" 
and  a  "Gentleman's  Quarters"  as  at  the 
annual  general  camp;  also  what  we  shall 
call  a  "Married  Quarters":  fifteen  tent- 
houses  with  accommodation  for  two  in 
each.  These  tent-houses  will  measure  9 
by  11  feet  and  will  be  furnished  with 
two  cots,  two  chairs,  toilet  arrange- 
ments and  plenty  of  clothes  hooks.  Oc- 
cupants must  bring  their  own  bedding — 
camp  bedding,  and  toilet  necessaries  such 
as  towels,  soap,  etc. 

The  meals  will  be  served  in  a  tent 
house  erected  immediately  behind  the 
Club  house.  A  door  from  the  hall  will 
open  into  this  at  one  end  and  from  the 
kitchen  at  the  other.  The  meals  will  be. 
in  camp  style,  the  same  as  at  the  annual 
general  camps,  and  will  be  served  at 
tables  accommodating  from  four  to  eight 
persons. 

The  staff  will  consist  of  a  cook,  a 
maid  to  look  after  the  dining  room  and 
ladies'  quarters  and  a  Chinaman  to  look 
after  the  gentlemen's  quarters  and  assist 
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with  the  dining  room.  The  whole  will 
be  in  charge  of  the  Executive  Secretary. 

Rates  will  be  as  follows;  Active  and 
Associate  members  $2.00  per  day,  grad- 
uating and  subscribing  members,  $3.00 
per  day.  Graduating  members  who  in- 
tend to  graduate  later  in  the  same  sea- 
son from  one  of  the  Club  camps  will  be 
given  credit  slips  for  the  difference  of 
$1.00  per  day  and  these  slips  may  be  us- 
ed at  face  value  in  payment  at  any  camp 
from  which  they  graduate  when  such 
graduation  has  been  certified  thereon  by 
persons  authorized  to  make  such  certifi- 
cate. On  permission  from  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  members  may  bring  guests 
to  meals  at  the  camp,  such  meals  being 
paid  for  at  the  established  rates,  but  in 
no  case  will  guests  be  permitted  to  in- 
terfere with  the  comfort  of  members. 

If  desired,  tea  will  be  served  in  the 
dining  tent  at  stated  hours  and  a  regu- 
lation charge  made  for  the  same. 

Transport  for  members  and  their  bag- 
gage will  be  provided  to  and  from  the 
trains  at  the  lowest  charge  obtainable, 
but  such  transport  will  not  be  included  in 
camp  rates. 

A  tent  house  will  be  provided  where 
compartments  can  be  rented  for  storage 
of  trunks  and  surplus  baggage.  The 
rate  per  day  will  be  a  minimum  to  cover 
the  actual  cost  of  providing  such  accom- 
modation. No  trunks  will  be  allowed  in 
the  tent  houses. 

It  is  expected  that  all  rules  governing 
the  Club  house  and  camp  will  be  careful- 
ly observed. 

In  connection  with  the  Club-house  and 
Banff  camp  a  camp  will  be  established  at 
Lake  O'Hara  and  run  in  conjunction  with 
it.  As  the  accommodation  at  the  Banff 
camp  will  be  only  for  thirty  and  but  a  small 
overflow  can  be  provided  lor,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  establish  a  time  limit  for 
any  one  person's  stay,  probably  two 
weeks, at  the  end  of  which  period  amember 
will  be  expected  to  move  on  to  one  of  the 
other  camps.  Early  in  April  a  circular 
will  be  issued  embracing  the  regulations. 
When  issued  no  time  should  be  lost  in 
making  application  for  accommodation. 
In  all  cases  priority  will  be  given  to  Ac- 
tive members,  then  to  Associate  members 
then  to  Graduating  members;  and  finally 
to  Subscribing  members,  the  last  at  the 
Banff  Camp  only. 


If  a  sufficient  number  of  applications 
are  received,  a  second  camp  will  be  es- 
tablished in  the  Sherbrooke  lake  valley, 
to  be  operated  in  conjunction  with  the 
O'Hara  camp.  These  camps  will  be  on 
the  same  plan  as  the  annual  general 
camps,  but  on  a  smaller  scale.  Each 
will  be  provided  with  a  cook.  There 
will  be  accommodation  for  sixteen  with 
ladies'  quarters  and  gentlemen's  quarters 
as  arranged  at  all  camps  heretofore. 

Owing  to  the  cost  of  bringing  Swiss 
guides  to  this  country,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  provide  permanent  guides  at 
these  camps,  but  it  is  hoped  that  parties 
going  to  them  for  climbing  purposes  will 
be  able  to  secure  one  of  the  Swiss  C.  P. 
R.  guides,  by  making  previous  arrange- 
ments. Such  guides  would  be  paid  for 
at  the  C.  P.  R.  rate,  $5.00  per  day,  by 
the  parties  engaging  them. 

Hector  will  be  the  nearest  station  on 
the  railway,  and  transport  will  be  provid- 
ed from  it  to  the  camps  atthe  lowest 
possible  cost.  The  O'Hara  camp  will  be 
nine  miles  from  Hector  and  until  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  about  ponies,  it  is 
impossible  to  say  what  the  charges  will 
have  to  be.  It  is  not  intended  to  have 
outside  camps  pay  any  more  than  their 
running  expenses. 

The  annual  general  camp  will  also  be 
held  at  Lake  O'Hara.  This  will  be  the 
camp,  par  excellence.  Here  you  can 
wander  in  spruce  shaded  glades  carpet- 
with  heath  and  heather,  and  bright  with 
flowers,  where  brilliant  coloured  lakelets 
lie  hidden  amougst  the  trees,  and  close 
at  hand — all  round — are  the  snow-clad 
giants  of  the  Rockies.  Here  you  may 
climb  to  the  highest  and  most  difficult 
peaks  of  the  range,  or  you  may  idle  away 
the  sun-lit  hours  in  a  dreamy  apprecia- 
tion of  perfect  peace  amidst  the  beauties 
of  the  hills.  There  is  no  more  beautiful 
spot  than  the  vicinity  of  Lake  O'Hara. 
Those  who  enjoyed  the  Yoho  camp  will 
know  when  I  say  that  it  is  not  unlike, 
but  more  attractive. 

The  general  camp  will  be  held  com- 
mencing the  first  week  in  August.  It  is 
set  thus  late  to  accommodate  our  English 
guests,  eleven  of  whom  have  so  far  sig- 
nified their  acceptance  of  our  invitation. 
Among  these  are  Prof.  H.  B.  Dixon,  of 
Manchester   University;   G.    B.  Solly, 
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vice-president  of  tne  Scottish  Mountaine- 
ering Club,  and  Mrs.  Solly  Dr.  Benson, 
of  the  English  Alpine  Club,  and  Mrs  Ben- 
son; A.  L.  Munn,  and  possibly  Hermann 
Woolley,  President  of  the  Alpine  Club. 

The  camp  will  be  on  the  same  lines 
as  all  the  other  general  camps,  and  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Club  will  be  held 
at  it.  The  programme  will  be  very  vari- 
ed, owing  to  the  exensive  facilities  offer- 
ed by  the  locality.  There  is  so  much  to 
see  in  the  vicinity  that  short  daily  trips 
will  be  a  special  feature.  The  celebrated 
round  trip  of  the  Paradise  Valley  camp 
will  be  repeated,  but  in  the  opposite  direc- 
tion, with  the  night's  stop  at  Paradise 
Valley. 


When  the  circular  goes  out  next  month 
no  time  should  be  lost  in  applying  for  ac- 
commodation. First  come,  first  served 
is  our  motto, and  if  we  know  what  we  have 
to  handle  we  can  make  better  arrange- 
ments. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  call  the  atten- 
tion of  our  lady  members  to  the  fact  that 
our  Club  house  requires  furnishing  and 
that  comfortable  pillows  for  the  cosy 
corn  ers  and  lounging  chairs  will  be  very 
acceptabie, 

The  Club  ribbon  is  made  in  England 
and  if  any  is  required  orders  for  it  should 
be  send  at  once  to  the  Executive  Secre- 
tary.   The  price  is  50  cents  per  yd." 


Fish  and  Game  Protection  in  Ontario,

In  the  March  number  of  Rod  and  Gun 
a  letter  written  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Moody,  of 
Berlin,  Ont.  to  E.  Tinsley  re  fish  and 
game  protection,  which  in  itself  is  a  good 
article  and  throws  out  some  good  sug- 
gestions to  that  end,  goes  a  little  too  far. 
In  self  defence  I  throw  down  the  gaunt- 
let, and  protest  against  that  particular 
clause  in  his  letter  where  he  quotes  from 
Mr.  Brazier,  his  informant,  as  to  the 
wholesale  slaughter  and  destruction  of 
fish  and  deer  by  the  proprietors  of 
summer  resorts  in  the  Magnetawan 
Lakes  district,  at  all  times  of  the  year, 
and  feeding  it  to  their  guests;  also  that 
many  tourists  kill  deer  and  leave  the 
carcases  to  rot  (I  would  infer  for  the 
mere  pleasure  of  shooting  them.)  This 
is  a  very  strong  statement  and  to  me 
reflects  very  discreditably  on  the  commun- 
ity which  should  tolerate  such  open  vio- 
lations of  the  law. 

Now  in  contradiction  to  these  mis- 
leading statements  I  will  say  that  I  have 
kept  a  summer  resort  for  eighteen  years 
on  Lake  Ceicbe,  Magnetawan  River  and

challenge  any  of  my  patrons,  or  visitors, 
to  say  that  in  that  length  of  time  they 
ever  saw  venison  on  my  table  killed  out 
of  season,  further,  to  my  personal  know- 
ledge, no  deer  were  ever  killed  by  my 
guests,  nor  did  I  see  any  wanton  waste 
of  fish  by  those  who  were  under  my  daily 
observation.  Now  what  I  have  written 
I  am  prepared  to  stand  by  in  so  far  as  I 
am  concerned. 

It  is  now  up  to  my  brother  resort 
keepers  (as  we  are  all  on  tne  same  load 
of  poles)  to  clear  themselves  of  the 
odium  and  reckless  disregard  of  all 
game  laws,  and  clean  sport,  which 
the  letter  referred  to  would  convey.  In 
conclusion  I  feel  that  in  honor  and  fair 
play  we  who  are  scored  unjustly  have  an 
apology  due  to  us  from  Mr.  Moodie,  or 
his  informant,  Mr.  Brazier,  through 
Rod  and  Gun.  If  in  any  case  Mr. 
Brazier  can  make  good  his  statement  I 
should  admire  him  for  doing  so.  But 
he  should  discriminate  between  the  in- 
nocent and  the  guilty.

men  stood  by  the  project  trom  the  btgin- 
ing  and  though  opinions  differed  upon 
many  points  there  was  perfect  agree- 
ment over  the  general  principle.  To  the 
members  of  the  Fernie  District  Game 
Preservation  Society  and  its  eaergetic 
President  Mr.  H.  W.  Herchmer  much 
credit  is  due  and  now  that  success  has 
crowned  the  strong  efforts  put  forth  all 
may  well  join  in  congratulations  and 
agree  to  forget  minor  differences  in  the 
triumph  of  the  principle.  British  Colum- 
bia has  now  started  on  the  right  path 
and  may  those  who  have  guided  her  so 
far  continue  until  other  reservations  are 
set  aside  for  public  use  forever.  Mr. 
Herchmer  has  retired  from  the  Presidency 
of  the  local  association  in  favor  of  Mr. 
Wriglesworth 


A  circular  letter  has  been  issued  to  the 
Secretaries  of  the  branches  of  the  Ontario 
Forest,  Fish  and  Game  Protective  As- 
sociation stating  that  in  view  of  the  fish- 
ing treaty  which  comes  into  force  next 
June,  and  which  affects  the  fisheries  of 
the  Great  Lakes  and  Rainy  River  district, 
it  has  been  decided  to  omit  the  Provincial 
Convention  this  year.  Under  the  treaty, 
which  was  signed  on  April  11th  last,  two 
commissioners  representing  Canada  and 
the  States  will  prepare  uniform  regula- 
tions to  govern  the  fisheries  in  interna- 
tional waters.  Draft  regulations  have 
been  drawn  up  by  both  commission- 
ers and  these  will  so  change  the  whole 
subject  of  the  future  of  these  fisheries 
that  it  is  thought  it  would  be  a  waste  of 
time  to  hold  a  convention  while  these 
matters  are  still  sub  judice.  By  the  lime 
the  annual  convention  of  Easter  1910, 
comes  round  the  new  regulations  will 
have  been  in  force  a  sufficient  time  to 
enable  delegates  to  report  upon  their  ef- 
ficiency or  need  of  amendment. 


The     Parks    Board    of   the    City  ot 
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Winnipeg  have  issued  a  statement  re- 
garding the  losses  of  the  buffaloes  under 
their  charge  in  the  course  of  which  they 
take  exception  to  the  statement,  made  in 
our  last  issue,  to  the  effect  that  they  fail- 
ed to  act  upon  the  recommendations  of 
the  Superintendent  in  charge.  On  the 
contrary  they  acted  in  accordance  with 
his  advice  on  all  occasions  but  one,  and 
that  was  an  instance  in  which  his  advice 
conflicted  with  a  recommendation  he  had 
previously  made  and  which  was 
carried  out.  The  herd  originally  consist- 
ed of  13  animals  and  they  have  been  re- 
duced to  three,  most  of  the  animals  dy- 
ing-from  general  debility.  Every  means 
was  taken  to  check  the  mortality  amongst 
the  animals  but  without  avail.  In  the 
light  of  what  has  happened  the  officials 
and  committee  are  forced  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  the  first  year's  confinment,  in 
the  swampy  uncleared  corral,  a  spot  en- 
tirely unsuited  for  buffalo,  undermined 
their  health  and  started  the  disease  and 
"which  either  from  reproduction  by  ba- 
cillus or  some  irritant  in  the  herbage," 
they  could  not  check.  "The  stamina  of 
the  animals  was  none  of  the  best,  owing 
to  their  inbreeding  but  the  introduction 
of  new  bloodcould  have  made  no  possible 
difference  to  the  health  of  these  animals" 
A  detailed  statement  is  given  of  the  vari- 
ous efforts  made  in  the  direction  of  stop- 
ping the  disease  A  prairie  run  was 
tried,  the  best  upland  hay  fed  to  them, 
the  corral  cleared  and  seeded  with  grass 
and  other  means  taken  with  a  view  of 
stopping  the  ravages  in  the  ranks.  Vet- 
erinary surgeons  were  called  and  their 
advice  followed.  For  two  years  these 
efforts  have  proceeded  until  the  last  ani- 
mals appear  to  be  entireiy  clear  of  the 
mysterious  disease.  With  all  the  care 
bestowed  it  should  now  be  possible  to  in- 
crease this  number  and  put  the  small 
herd  on  the  up  grade. 


The  great  differences  between  eastern 
and  western  Canada  in  bird  shotting  is 
well  illustrated  in  the  letter  of  a  corres- 
pondent who  writes  from  Alberta:  "I 
have  killed  forty  seven  wild  geese  in 
twenty  minutes — that  I  got,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  those  I  didn't  get."  Eastern  re- 
aders should  remember  that  those  in  the 
line  of  flight  of  these  birds  make  no  im- 


pression upon  their  ranks  and  that  the 
birds  take  heavy  toll  of  the  farmers 
fields.  For  those  reasons  bags  are  not 
limited  but  the  Protectective  Associations 
of  the  West  will  move  in  the  direction 
whenever  they  see  a  need  for  if. 

Those  interested  in  pursuit  of  moun- 
tain sheep  are  probably  aware  that  the 
closed  season  for  these  animals  in  the 
Province  of  Alberta  expires  this  year. 
Numerous  enquires  made  by  the  tourist 
department  of  the  C.  P.  R.  have  resulted 
in  full  information  as  to  how  to  get  to  the 
best  grounds,  who  to  employ  as  guides, 
and  other  particulars.  The  result  of 
these  enquires  has  elicited  the  fact  that 
sheep  are  extremely  plentiful  and  that 
the  three  years'  period  of  protection  af- 
forded them  has  accomplished  the  desir- 
ed object.  One  correspondent  states 
that  during  the  last  year,  in  his  section, 
he  has  counted  some  two  or  three  hun- 
dred sheep.  To  any  of  our  readers  in- 
tending to  go  after  sheep,  goat  or  mule- 
deer,  we  would  advise  writing  to  the  De- 
partment mentioned  for  particulars. 

An  important  address  on  "The  conser- 
vation of  Canada's  Natural  Resources" 
by  the  Hon  Sydney  Fisher,  Minister  ot 
Agriculture  in  the  Dominion  Cabinet, 
was  delivered  before  the  Canadian  Club 
at  Montreal.  The  hon.  gentleman  dealt 
at  length  with  the  recent  Conservation 
Congress  at  Washington,  explaining 
that  its  recommendations  left  both 
nations  free  to  conserve  their  natural  re- 
sources in  their  own  way.  The  Congress 
advocated  that  all  the  natural  resources 
should  be  available  for  the  public  benefit 
and  not  be  controlled  by  corporations, 
but  by  the  people  at  large.  "If  we  are 
prosperous  in  the  utilization  of  these  re- 
sources we  should  hand  them  down  un- 
impaired to  the  coming  generations  said 
Mr.  Fisher.  The  majority  of  the  people, 
he  added,  were  only  living  for  the  day., 
but  he  did  not  consider  that  good  patrio- 
tism. 

"We  are  to-day  in  the  same  position 
that  the  Americans  were  in  seventy-five 
or  one  hundred  years  ago.  We  have 
not  to  any  great  extent  impaired  our  nat- 
ural resources;  let  us  take  heed  now. 
We  to-day  think  of  our  forests  as  an  in- 
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exhaustible  possession.  We  have  been 
slashing  here,  there  and  everywhere,  as 
if  there  were  no  limits  to  the  forests. 
Our  experienced  lumbermen  tell  us  that 
our  present  forest  supply  will  not  last  out 
many  years  at  the  present  rate  of  destruc- 
tion. As  a  check  upon  this  ruthless  de- 
struction the  Dominion  Government  is 
setting  out  forest  preserves.  We  have 
already  started  on  the  way  to  forest  con- 
servation." In  1908  there  were  just  un- 
der seven  million  persons  in  this  country, 
and  he  had  no  hesitation  in  saying  that 
id  1910  the  census  would  show  that  the 
population  was  eight  millions.  They 
should  see  to  it  that  the  twenty  millions 
of  people  in  1930  should  have  an  abun- 
dance of  timber  and  an  abundant  flow  of 
water  for  municipal  and  domestic  pur- 
poses. In  concluding  his  address  Mr. 
Fisher  pointed  out  the  close  relation  ex- 
isting between  forest  resources  and  ag- 
riculture and  navigation.  1 'Our  boasted 
supremacy  of  the  St.  Lawrence  route  is 
dependent  on  the  timber  supply  of  the 
Laurentian  Mountains.  Cut  off  that 
timber,  and  Montreal's  future  as  an  ocean 
port  is  doomed,"  were  his  concluding  re- 
marks. 


The  Canadian  Club  of  Halifax  in  con- 
junction with  the  Halifax  Branch  of  The 
People's  Game  and  Fish  Protective  As- 
sociation of  Nova  Scotia  gave  a  luncheon 
at  the  Halifax  Hotel  in  that  city  on  Feb- 
ruary 23rd  at  which  the  guests  were  ad- 
dressed by  Mr.  A.  Kelly  Evans, of  Toron- 
to on  the  subject  of  the  preservation  of 
our  natural  resources  with  particular  re- 
ference to  game,  fish  and  forests.  There 
was  a  large  and  representative  attendance 
including  Premier  Murray  and  all  the 
members  of  the  Local  Legislature.  Mr. 
Evans  attributed  the  present  extraordin- 
ary interest  in  the  subject  of  his  remarks 
largely  to  the  action  taken  by  President 
Roosevelt,  and  proceeded  to  show  the 
advantageous  position  of  Canada  as  com- 
pared with  other  countries  whose  natural 
resources  have  been  more  largely  drawn 
upon.  Switzerland  and  Italy,  he  said, 
depend  for  their  wealth  on  the  attraction 
their  mountains  and  climate  have  for 
tourists.  Nova  Scotia  had  a  similar 
mine  of  wealth  in  her  game  and  fish,  es- 
pecially when  her  advantageous  position 


with  regard  to  the  United  States  is  con- 
sidered. He  then  gave  statistics  show- 
ing how  the  state  of  Maine  derives  a  re- 
venue from  these  sources  of  $25,000,000,- 
00  a  year.  This  he  instanced  as  a  result  of 
that  state  keeping  its  game  and  fish  free 
to  the  public.  Similarly  in  Ontario  there 
was  now  an  annual  revenue  of  $600,000.- 
00  from  game  and  fish,  whereas  Quebec, 
which  leased  large  territories  to  private 
parties  received  from  the  same  source 
only  $200,000.00.  The  address  of  Mr. 
Evans  was  much  appreciated  and  at  its 
close  Mr.  Hugh  McNab,  president  of  the 
Halifax  branch  of  The  People's  Game 
and  Fish  Protective  Association  of  Nova 
Scotia,  moved  a  vote  of  thanks.  In  do- 
ing so  he  referred  briefly  to  the  work  the 
association  was  endeavoring  to  accom- 
plish and  had  no  doubt  the  address  just 
given  would  be  productive  of  much  good 
Mr.  F.  W.  Russell,  secretary  of  the  pro- 
vincial association,  in  seconding  the  mo- 
tion spoke  of  the  necessity  of  a  campaign 
of  education  in  order  to  make  the  people 
realize  the.  importance  of  the  conserva- 
tion of  their  natural  resources.  The 
meeting  was  a  pronounceed  success, 
and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it  aroused  in 
the  members  of  the  legislature  a  deter- 
mination to  stand  for  popular  rights  as 
against  private  preserves. 


The  Fisheries  Committee  of  the  Hali- 
fax Board  of  Trade  has  forwarded  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Fisheries  at  Ottawa  a  letter  urging  the 
reorganization  of  the  Fisheries  Depart- 
ment under  a  Deputy  Minister  separate 
from  the  Marine  Department  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  commission  to  investigate 
the  condition  of  the  Canadian  Atlantic 
fisheries,  with  a  view  to  inaugurating  a 
progressive  educational  policy.

The  following  resolution  was  pas- 
sed by  the  Sault  Ste  Marie  branch 
of  the  Ontario  Forest,  Fish  and  Game 
Protective  Association  on  the  motion  of 
Mr.  J.  B.  Way,  seconded  by  Mr.  C. 
Kocot;  "Whereas  it  has  been  brought 
to  the  attention  of  this  Branch  of  the  As- 
sociation that  the  time  for  taking  white- 
fish  and  salmon  trout  was  extended  in  the 


Fall  of  1908  from  November  1st  to  Nov- 
ember 7th  inclusive,  which  period  forms 
part  of  the  closed  season  for  such  fish. 
And  whereas  after  looking  into  the  situa- 
tion we  have  been  unable  to  discover  any 
good  and  sufficient  reason  why  fishing 
should  have  been  allowed  during  such 
period.  And  whereas  it  is  a  well 
known  fact  that  the  supply  Of  white  fish 
and  trout  from  the  waters  of  Lake  Super- 
ior has  in  recent  years  been  rapidly  de- 
creasing, and  that  if  the  said  waters  are 
to  be  kept  from  entire  depletion  a  rigor- 
ous enforcement  of  the  laws,  especially 
as  to  the  close  season,  is  required.  Now 
therefore,  be  it  resolved  that  in  the  opin- 
ion of  this  Branch  of  the  Ontario  Forest, 
Fish  and  Game  Protective  Association 
the  extending  of  the  time  for  the  taking 
of  white  fish  and  trout  in  the  Fall  of  1908 
so  as  to  permit  of  fishing  during  the  first 
week  of  the  closed  season,  was  altogeth- 
er unnecessary  as  regards  the  interests 
of  the  fishermen  themselves,  and  tended 
very  largely  to  cause  further  depletion  of 
the  whitefish  and  trout  in  those  waters. 
Be  it  further  resolved  that  in  the  opinion 
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of  this  Branch  of  the  Association  this 
matter  is  of  such  importance  as  to  justify 
its  being  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Government,  with  the  request  that  in  the 
future  no  extension  beyond  close  season 
be  granted  for  the  taking  of  white  fish 
and  trout  from  the  waters  of  Lake  Sup- 
erior."

•ther  word  of  any  infractions  they  may 
be  aware  of  in  each  ether  districts  and 
when  possible  of  meeting  each  other  for 
joint  work  in  adjoining  territory.  The 
following  motion  was  passed: — That  the 
Secretary  write  the  surrounding  Wardens 
and  request  them  to  co-operate  with  one 
another,  and  also  to  write  the  Secretary 
of  Association  if  they  knew  or  even  sus- 
pect any  violation  of  the  Fish  and  Game 
Act  in  the  District."  The  fish,  game 
and  bird  life  of  this  neighborhood  is  one 
of  its  most  important  assets.  The  sum- 
mer tourist  business  is  a  source  of  large 
revenue  to  the  neighborhood  and  sum- 
mer people  will  soon  steer  clear  of  a  region 
that  has  no  fish  and  is  void  of  bird  life. 
This  neighborhood  has  now  a  good  sup- 
ply of  fish,  small  birds  and  squirrels  are 
numerous,  but  there  should  be  strenuous 
efforts  made  to  prevent  all  illegal  destruc- 
tion of  either  fish  or  birds.  The  carrying 
of  firearms,  particularly  these  small  toy 
guns  might  well  be  prohibited  except  in 
the  open  seasons  and  the  destruction  of 
bird's  nests  by  children  should  be  vigor- 
ously dealt  with.  As  to  the  fish  poach- 
ing during  the  closed  season  everyone 
should  take  sufficient  interest  in  the  wel- 
fare of  the  neighborhood  to  see  that  this 
great  asset  of  revenue  production  is 
strictly  preserved. 


The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  petition 
which  is  being  circulated  throughout  the 
Province  by  the  members  of  the  People's 
Game  and  Fish  Protective  Association  of 
Nova  Scotia;  <4To  the  members  of  the 
House  of  Assembly  and  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Council.  The  petition  of  the  under- 
signed humbly  sheweth,  That  your  pe- 
titioners believe  that  the  Game  of  this 
Province  is  a  most  valuable  asset  and 
that  all  reasonable  means  should  be  ad- 
opted for  the  preservation  and  increase 
of  the  same.  That  a  great  deal  of  Game 
is  destroyed  by  reason  of  the  illegal  kill- 
ing of  the  same  and  that  unless  the  laws 
now  in  force  for  the  preservation  of  our 
Game  are  strictly  enforced  many  species 
will  in  the  near  future  become  extinct. 
That  the  funds   at  present  available  for 
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Children  particularly  need  food  containing  the  elements  that 
make  the  soft  gray  matter  in  the  nerve  cells  and  in  brain.

During    the  Close  Season  the 
Lake  was  carefully  watched  by  the  Club's 
Warden  with  the  result  that  very  little 
illegal  fishing  was  done,  only  one  offend- 
er having  been  brought  up  to  give  an 
explanation.

The  establishment  of  Fish  Ways,  which 
are  very  much  needed  and   necessrry  on 
the  dams  of  the  Yamaska  River  was  also 
taken  up,  and  a  committee  was  appoint- 
ed to  interview  Mr.  W.  F.  Vilias,  M.P.P. 
on  this  important  matter.    The  following

At  Toronto  on  Saturday,  March  13th, 
Island  Constable  Batemen  made  a  seizure 
of  40  yards  of  five  feet  gill  net  in  Ash- 
bridge's  Bay.  The  nets  were  full  ot 
fish.    This  is  the  third  capture  this  year. 
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The  equipment  of  arms  and  ammuni- 
tion for  the  Roosevelt-Smithsonian  Afri- 
can expedition  embraces  guns  suitable 
for  shotting  all  kinds  of  game,  from  birds 
and  small  animals  to  the  big  and  danger- 
ous armor-skinned  rhino.  For  hunting 
the  latter,  the  party  will  rely  on  Win- 
chester .405  caliber  repeater,  known  as 
the  model  1895, which  are  the  most  pow- 
erful repeating  rifles  made.  They  will 
shoot  a  steel  patched  bullet  through 
about  fifty  inches  of  pine  wood,  or  a  half 
inch  steel  plate,  and  no  animal  living  can 
withstand  a  shot  from  one  of  these  guns. 
For  lets  dangerous  game,  rifles  of  the 
same  make  and  model  but  handling  .30 
Government  Model  1903  cartridges 
will  be  used.  For  small  animals, 
the  party  is  provided  with  Winchester 
.22  caliber  Automatic  rifles.  These 
guns  are  reloaded  by  the  recoil,  it 
being  only  necessary  to  pull  the  trigger 
for  each  shot.  For  birds,  Winchester 
Repeating  Shotguns,  12  gauge,  shoot- 
ing six  shots  will  be  used.  These  repea- 
ters are  calculated  to  stand  rough,  hard 
use,  as  they  bear  the  stamp  of  approval 
of  the  U.S. Ordnance  Board  for  strength, 
safety  and  reliability.  A  big  assortment 
of  Winchester  ammunition  of  various 
kinds  and  sizes  was  of  course  provided 
for  the  different  guns,  making  the  equip- 
ment complete  in  every  detail. 

That  there  are  bears  left  in  Old  Ontar- 
io was  shown  by  the  experience  of  Albert 
Baxter,  of  Melvin,  Winchester  township, 
who  shot  one  early  in  March.  The  man 
was  fetching  a  load  of  wood  when  bis 
dog  located  the  bear.  Mr.  Bruin  was 
obliging  enough  to  wait  till  the  farmer 
fetched  his  gun  with  which  he  shot  the 
bear,  which  was  found  later  to  weigh 
180  pounds.

A  story  of  heroic  endurance  comes 
from  Gladstone,  Man.  Francis  Roulet, 
while  on  the  trail  north  of  that  place,  had 
his  leg  shattered  through  a  gun  explo 
sion.  He  lay  out  in  the  marshes  for  two 
days  during  March  before  he  was  found 
and  then  hurried  to  where  medical  assis- 
tance was  obtained.  His  endurance  was 
truly  regarded  as  marvellous. 


A  gruesome  story  comes  from  Saskat- 
chewan. A  trapper  in  the  northern  portion 
of  the  province  is  said  to  have  secured  a 
number  of  younj  timber  wolves  which  he 
trained  for  driving,  finding  that  the 
animals  possessed  remarkable  endurance 
and  speed.    After  one  hard  day's  work, 
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in  the  course  of  which  the  wolves  had 
had  no  food,  they  were  approaching  the 
shanty  at  night  when  the  man's  little 
three  year  old  daughter  ran  out  to  meet 
them.  When  the  famished  wolves  reach- 
ed her  they  jumped  upon  her  and  she 
was  dead  before  the  agonized  father  could 
raise  his  hand.  The  man  is  said  to  have 
despatched  the  whole  five  animals  with 
an  axe  before  his  frenzy  was  exhausted.

The 
magazine  tube  and  breech  block  are  in 
one  piece  and  having  extra  strong  double 
extractors,  the  extraction  of  the  empty 
shell  is  absolutely  positive.  The  breech 
block  has  a  positive  lock  and  is  operated 
by  the  slide  handle  after  the  breech  block 
is  closed.  The  hammer  also  has  a  posi- 
tive lock  and  is  always  locked.  The  rifle 
is  also  very  fine  for  single  shot.  It  is 
made  in  two  sizes,  for  22  short  and  22 
long  cartridges — the  one  for  short  cart- 
ridges handling  15  and  for  long  cart- 
ridges 12.  The  barrel  is  20  inch  round 
with  an  extreme  length  of  35  inches. 
The  list  price,  with  varnished  stock  and 
slide  handle,  case  hardened  frame  and 
rubber  butt  plate,  is  $9.00  and  fitted  with 
sights  $11.50  and  $12.00.  The  Repeat- 
ing shotgun  is  12  gauge,  28,  30  and  32 
inches,  7^  lbs.,  was  designed  by  Mr. 
John  Browning, an  inventorofinternational 
prominence,  and  is  complete  in  every  par- 
ticular. The  barrel  is  made  of  Stevens 
forged  steel,  the  receiver  is  a  solid  drop 
forging,  allowing  none  of  the  interior 
parts  to  protrude  and  interfere  with  the 


pleasure  or  safety  ;  the  slide  lock  is  un- 
locked by  the  recoil,  the  locking  block  is 
visible  and  made  of  half  inch  square 
tempered  steel,  the  firing  pin  is  drawn 
back  and  locked  in  opening  the  gun  and 
remains  locked;  compensating  is  perfectly 
arranged  ;  with  the  safety,  unloading  is 
easy,  by  leaving  the  gun  open  after  each 
shot,  and  the  sighting  is  just  right.  The 
finish  is  in  black  oxide  with  walnut  pistol 
grip  stock  and  slide  handle.

ed  that  the  knife  is  worth  $1250."  From 
this  discription  it  would  appear  that  the 
present  is  more  ornamental  than  useful 
for  an  African  trip. 


On  Monday,  March  twenty-second, 
seven  boxes  of  fish,  weighing  over  one 
thousand  pounds,  were  seized  at  London, 
Ont. ,  the  reason  being  that  the  consign- 
ment, mainly  consisting  of  mullets  and 
suckers,  also  contained  pickerel.  The 
fish  were  consigned  from  Bothwell  to 
New  York.  Under  instructions  from 
Toronto,  Inspector  Weldon  seized  and 
sold  the  fish  and  forwarded  the  proceeds 
to  headquarters. 

They  have  been  having  a  pretty  good 
fight  in  Nova  Scotia  over  the  question  of 
incorporating  the  "  Kedgemakooge  Rod 
and  Gun  Club  "  which  it  was  proposed  to 
do  by  an  Act  of  the  Provincial  Legisla- 
ture. To  read  the  bill,  the  whole  of  the 
fourteen  clauses  appeared  to  be  aimed  at 
the  establishment  of  a  club,  the  members 
of  which  would  have  a  monopoly  of  its 


fishing  and  shooting  rights  over  the  area 
granted  to  them.  The  cudgels  were 
taken  up  on  behalf  of  the  rights  of  the 
public  by  Mr.  H.D.  Ruggles,  President,  and 
Mr.  Frank  W.  Russell,  Secretary,  of  the 
People's  Game  and  Fish  Protective  Associ- 
ation, Mr.  Geo.  D.  Blackadar,  Secretary- 
Treasurer  of  the  Yarmouth  branch,  and 
Mr.  C.  W.  Mills,  Annapolis  Royal,  the 
promoter  of  the  bill,  defended  it.  The 
correspondence  supplies  some  piquant 
reading,  Mr.  Mills  calling  his  opponents 
* '  peanut  politicians."  In  brief,  Mr. 
Mills  contends  that  he  and  his  associates 
were  engaged  in  a  legitimate  business 
concern,  founding  a  summer  hotel  and 
tourist  resort,  and  for  the  purpose  of  more 
efficiently  carrying  out  their  plans,  they 
sought  wide  powers.  The  gentlemen 
named  retorted  that  such  powers  were 
unnecessary  for  the  purpose  of  running  a 
tourist  resort  business  and  that  nothing 
appeared  in  the  bill  giving  any  such  in- 
timation. They  opposed  the  bill  on 
principle,  for  although  in  this  case  there 
might  be  nothing  wrong,  yet,  if  once 
allowed,  others  would  be  proposed  and

before  the  people  knew  it,  they  might  be 
deprived  of  their  rights  over  the  whole  of 
the  wild  lands.  Apparently  the  conten- 
tion of  the  opponents  prevailed  and  the 
Legislature  declined  to  pass  the  bill. 


It  is  remarkable  how  inventions  have 
altogether  unexpected  results  at  times. 
The  future  of  our  forests,  about  which  we 
are  all  so  much  concerned,  is  going  to 
owe  a  great  deal  to  concrete.  Accord- 
ing to  Dean  Galbraith,  of  the  faculty  of 
Engineering  and  Applied  Science  of  the 
University  of  Toronto,  "we  can  now  do 
what  we  were  unable  to  do  before  ;  we 
can,  thanks  to  cement,  economize  the 
wood  used  in  buildings.  When  we  are 
told  how  largely  the  future  of  our  coun- 
try depends  on  the  conservation  of  the 
forests  and  see  how  much  building  will 
be  done  in  this  young  country,  we  can 
appreciate  the  added  significance  of  con- 
crete. One  might  almost  say  that  it  is 
at  the  bottom  of  our  future  prosperity. 
It  was  once  used  only  for  mortar  and 


foundations,  but  now  the  range  of  its 
adaptability  includes  even  bridges  and 
railway  ties." 


A  new  feature  in  game  preserves  is 
proposed  by  the  Province  of  Ontario  and 
the  State  of  Minnesota.  It  is  proposed 
to  reserve  two  million  acres  —  one 
million  on  each  side  of  the  border  line — 
and  to  secure  joint  operation  in  the  great 
work  of  preserving  the  forest,  fish  and 
game  of  that  region.  Minnesota  is  one 
of  the  four  states  in  which  the  moose  re- 
main, and  on  the  Ontario  side  there  is 
much  woodland  beauty  with  a  wealth  of 
fish  and  game  well  worth  preserving. 
Game  wardens  and  constables  will  co-oper- 
ate if  the  scheme  goes  through  to  main- 
tain the  reserve  against  being  despoiled. 
Public  opinion  on  both  sides  appear  to  be 
sufficiently  awakened  to  allow  the  scheme 
to  get  on  its  feet  with  a  fine  prospect  of 
successful  work. 


There  passed  through  Montreal  on 
their  way  to  England  about  the  middle  of 
March,  Frank  Johnson,  an  Australian, 
and  George  Martin,  two  of  the  survivors 
of  the  ill-fated  Hudson  Bay  Company's 
Steamer  Stork.  It  was  as  long  ago  as 
June  18th,  last  year  when  the  Stork  left 
London,  England,  with  the  usual  sup- 
plies for  the  Company's  Posts  on  the 
Hudson  Bay.  The  vessel  arrived  safely 
on  August  35th  of  the  same  year,  deliver- 
ed her  cargo  and  took  on  board  a  return 
load  of  furs.  In  the  effort  to  leave  James' 
Bay  the  vessel  was  wrecked  by  the  ice 
and  the  weary  crew  were  compelled  to 
abandon  her  on  October  10th.  They 
complained  of  their  treatment  at  Moose 
Factory  and  described  with  vividness 
their  adventures  in  snow-shoeing  from 
that  place  to  Cochrane  on  the  Temis- 
kaming  and  Northern  Ontario,  210  miles. 
They  struggled  against  severe  climatic 
conditions,  want  of  digestable  food  and 
proper  sleeping  accommodation.  It  was 
March  first  when  they  left  Moose  Factory 
and  they  did  well  to  reach  Montreal  in 
eighteen  days. 


Professor  Prince  gave  some  important 
evidence  before  the  Committee  on  Mar- 
ine and  Fisheries  held  at  Ottawa  at  the 
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beginning  of  March  with  respect  to  lob- 
ster fishing.  He  stated  that  in  value 
lobsters  ranked  second  in  Canada,  the 
salmon  being  first,  with  a  value  of  five 
millions  of  dollars.  He  further  stated 
that  the  Canadian  Fisheries  Department 
had  done  more  effective  work  than  any 
similar  department  in  the  world.  It  was 
true  he  thought  that  the  Department 
should  have  an  administrative  head. 
There  was  an  idea  in  some  quarters,  said 
Prof.  Prince,  that  the  lobster  industry 
was  doomed  to  extinction,  but  he  did  not 
take  that  view.  Canada  had  lobster 
grounds  that  were  unparalleled  in  the 
world.  It  was  almost  impossible  to  exter- 
minate the  lobsters  on  the  Canadian  coast. 
Then  hatching  ponds  were  a  valuable 
source  of  repletion.  It  was  calculated 
that  if  only  two  out  of  one  thousand 
young-  lobsters  reached  marketable  size 
extermination  was  not  to  be  feared, 
Though  the  supply  would  be  kept  up. 
he  anticipated  that  the  supply  would  con- 
tinue to  decrease  and  that  prices  w©uld 
be  higher.

Mice  will  carry  such  bait  around 
and  drop  it  whenever  startled  and  dogs 
may  easily  pick  it  up.  For  the  purpose 
of  preventing  such  incidents  he  would 
have  the  Government  lay  down  more 
strict  regulations  tor  the  sale  of  poisons 
and  rigidly  enforce  them.  He  gives  par- 
ticulars of  the  losses  of  valuable  dogs  in 
his  own  neighborhood  through  careless- 
ness in  these  matters. 


AUTOMOBILES 
AUTOMOBILING 


The  Automobile,  Motor  Boat  and 
Sportsmen's  Show  at  Toronto 


From  the  exhibitor's  standpoint  the 
third  annual  Automobile,  Motor  Boat 
and  Sportsmen's  Exhibition,  which  was 
held  in  Toronto  at  the  St.  Lawrence 
Arena  from  Feb.  18th  to  25th,  undoubt- 
edlyf eclipsed  either  of  the  two  previous 
shows.  The  success  of  the  exhibition 
was  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  business 
conditions  generally  in  Canada  are 
more  promising  than  for  the  past  two 
years  as  well  as  to  the  fact  that  the  man- 
ufacturers are  producing  both  automo- 
biles and  motor  boats  that  have  passed 
the  experimental  stage  and  are  within 
the  reach  of  the  man  of  ordinary 
means  as  well  as  the  millionaire.  Al- 
most without  exception  the  exhibitors 
were  enthusiastic  over  the  business 
actually  closed  during  the  week  and  the 
large  number  of  prospects  to  be  devel- 
oped later  in  the  season. 

The  exhibition  was  formally  opened 
by  Mayor  Oliver  of  Toronto  who  was 
greeted  with  a  chorus  of  "honk-honks" 
from  cars  all  over  the  Arena.  In  a 
brief  address  he  referred  to  the  wonder- 
ful improvements  being  made  in  both 
automobiles  and  motor  boats  and  to  the 
fact  that  good  cars  are  being  offered  at 
lower  prices.  He  was  glad  to  note  that 
the  evil  name  the  auto  had  won  for  it- 
self in  rural  communities  through  the 
inconsiderate  conduct  of  some  motor 
drivers  was  rapidly  passing  into  oblivion 
and  that  types  of  cars  were  now  on  the 
market  suited  to  the  needs  of  farmers. 
He  referred  to  the  wel  known  joys  of 
motor  boating  and  complimented  the 
builders  on  the  graceful  and  commo- 
dious models  they  had  on  exhibition. 

The  Arena  was  prettily  decorated  in 
white'and  pale  pink  and  throughout  the 
week  presented  a  scene  of  gayety  and 


animation  suitable  to  such  a  costly  dis- 
play. Practically  one  hundred  automo- 
biles representing  the  finest  products  of 
Canadian,  English,  French  and  Ameri- 
can manufacturers  were  assembled  for 
the  inspection  of  buyers  and  interested 
visitors.  Besides  these  there  was  a 
magnificent  display  of  accessories  from 
the  least  expensive  necessities  to  the 
high  priced  luxuries  which  received  a 
good  share  of  attention.  Altogether 
nearly  half  a  million  dollars  was  repre- 
sented in  the  various  exhibits  and  the 
interest  shown  in  the  costly  collection 
was  not  only  ample  evidence  of  the 
growth  of  motoring  as  a  means  of  en- 
joyment and  as  an  adjunct  to  many 
lines  of  business  but  it  was  a  revelation 
as  to  the  importance  of  the  industry 
that  has  sprung  up  in  supplying  the  de- 
mand thus  created. 

The  motor  boat  and  marine  engine 
exhibits  were  the  occasion  for  much 
favorable  comment,  while  the  various 
models  of  motor  boats  shown  have 
been  designed  with  a  view  to  speed, 
the  idea  of  comfort  has  been  kept 
well  to  the  front.  Wonderful  pro- 
gress is  being  made  from  year  to  year  in 
respect  to  both  features  and  the  models 
shown  this  year  '  seem  to  satisfy  the 
tastes  and  requirements  of  the  most 
fastidious.  In  the  marine  engine  line 
there  seems  to  be  considerable  compe- 
tition between  Canadian  and  American 
manufacturers  and  the  merits  of  the 
different  kinds  of  engines  shown  were 
very  carefully  considered  by  the  pros- 
pective purchasers.  It  is  doubtful  if 
any  one  engine  has  all  the  advantages 
in  its  favor  and  the  question  of  selection 
is  largely  a  matter  of  fancy.  It  was 
pleasing  to  note,  however,  that  the  Ca- 
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nadian  manufacturers  are  wide  enough 
awake  as  to  the  possibilities  and  are 
keeping  pace  with  their  American  com- 
petitors. 

The  sportsmen's  end  of  the  exhibi- 
tion was  maintained  solely  by  the  Grand 
Trunk  Railway  system  and  to  the  credit 
of  that  progressive  corporation  it  can  be 
said  that  the  task  was  well  performed. 
Their  exhibit  was  the  first  to  attract  the 
attention  of  visitors  as  they  entered  the 
Arena,  and  few  there  were  who  did  not 
stop  to  admire  the  beautiful  collection 
of  mounted  heads  of  various  kinds  and 
the  photographs  of  charming  scenes  to 
be  found  only  where  Nature  reigns  sup- 
reme. The  centra1  feature  of  the  ex- 
hibit was  a  record  moose  head  with  a 
spread  of  about  72  inches  shot  by  Mr. 
M.  A.  Kennedy.  The  fine  representa- 
tions of  the  delightful  summer  resorts 
of  the  Rideau  Lakes,  the  Kawartha 
Lakes,  the  far-famed  Georgian  Bay, 
Lake  of  Bays,  Muskoka  and  the  beauti- 
ful Highlands  of  Ontario  had  a  fascina- 
tion for  the  residents  of  the  crowded 
cities  that  was  hard  to  resist  and  the 
fact  that  these  have  been  brought  with- 
in easy  reach  of  all  was  a  great  conso- 
lation To  the  ardent  sportsmen  the 
splendid  bass  fishing  of  the  French 
River  district  and  the  speckled  trout 
fishing  of  the  Algonquin  National  Park, 
as  shown  in  many  beautiful  pictures, 
were  exceedingly  alluring.  The  exhibit 
was  so  elaborate  and  so  impressive  that 
one  almost  forgot  the  Grand  Trunk  as 
one  of  Canada's  greatest  commercial  en- 
terprises and  saw  it  only  as  a  convenient 
and  easy  means  of  access  to  the  pleas- 
ures which  Nature  has  so  bountifully 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  her  admirers.

The  joys  and  pleasures  of  a  motor 
boat,  that  is  the  practical  side  of  it,  have 
not  as  yet  been  greatly  indulged  in  by 
the  feminine  world,  owing,  possibly,  to 
the  old  and  popular  idea  in  which  there 
is  more  truth  than  poetry,  that  women

have  little^or  no  mechanical  genius  and 
also  a  very  distinct  dislike  to  getting 
clothes,  hands,  and  yes,  even  face,;  in 
such  a  state  of  grime  that  one's  nearest 
and  dearest  might  be  forgiven  for  a  pass- 
ing glance  of  non-recognition. 

To  be  a  successful  engineer,  one  has  to 
become  callous  to  fine  feathers,  don  the 
very  oldest  garments  and  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  game  especially,  positively 
wallow  in  a  mire  of  oil  and  grease. 

Two  years  ago  the  motor  boat  fever

In  the  outstart  even  a  man  with  his 
natural  born  mechanical  tendencies, 
meets  defeat,  in  a  gasoline  engine  and  it 
is  small  wonder  then,  that  at  first,  a 
woman  trying  to  make  the  wretched 
little  thing  "go"  finds  trials  and  tribula- 
tions at  every  turn.  It  means  for  the 
first  few  weeks,  spending  all  one's  sum 
and  substance  on  positively  owning  an 
engineer  and  the  most  maddening  part 
is,  that  after  one  has  been  toiling  for  per- 
haps an  hour  or  two,  when  he  finally  ar- 
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rives  on  the  scene  of  action,  it  takes 
about  two^minutes  to  locate  the  trouble.

At  a  meeting  of  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  National  Association  of  Amat- 
eur Oarsmen  of  the  United  States,  held 
at  the  New  York  Athletic  Club  on  March 
20th,  it  was  decided  that  the  thirty- 
seventh  annual  regatta  of  the  asiociation 
be  held  at  Detroit,  Mich,  on 
August  6  and  7.

New  England  Rowing  Association, 
Springfield,  July  i  and  Labor  Day;  Con- 
necticut Valley  Rowing  Association, 
July  4;  Long  Island  Rowing  Association, 
July  10;  Central  States,  Qdincy,  111.,  July 
12;  Hudson  River  Rowing  Asiociation, 
Tuly  17;  New  York  Bay,  July  4;  Middle 
States,  New  York,  September  6;  Hudson 
and  Fulton  Memorial  September  29. 

James  Fox  of  Boston,  had  forwarded 
an  amendment  for  consideration  to  arti- 
cle 10  of  the  associations  by-laws,  pro- 
posing to  cut  out  the  clause  barring  Can- 
adian clubs  not  affiliated  with  the  Can- 
adian Rowing  Association  from  entry  in 
regattas  held  under  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Amateur  Oarsmen.  After  a  short 
discussion  it  was  decided  to  let  the 
by-law  stand  as  it  is,  the  amendment  of 
Mr.  Fox  being  negatived. 

The  only  other  business  transacted  at 
the  meeting  was  to  shorten  the  distance 
of  regatta  races  from  one  mile  and  a 
half  to  one  and  a  quarter.

Under  many  headings 
clear  instructions  are  given  and  with 
these  at  hand  the  motorist  should  be  able 
to  overcome  any  little  difficulties  that 
may  beset  his  path  at  first.  If  the  guid- 
ance, pleasantly  and  plainly  given,  is  fol- 
lowed many  difficulties  will  be  avoided 
altogether.  Illustrations  help  to  make 
the  instructions  clear.  A  price  list  of  re- 
pair parts  and  a  reprint  of  the  Rules  of 
the  Road  add  much  to  the  value  of  the 
book,  which  may  be  confidently  recom- 
mended to  every  user  of  a  marine  engine.

Mottr  Boats  at  th«  Toronto  Show. 

There  was  a  fine  display  of  motor 
boats  at  the  recent  Toronto  show.  As 
one  manufacturer  declared  "people  who 
go  to  summer  resorts  have  commenced 
to  realize  that  the  rowboat  and  canoe  are 
not  equal  to  the  motor  boat." 

One  attractive  boat  was  thirty  six  feet 
over  all  in  length,  with  seven  feet  six 
inches  beam.

"This  boat  has  been  sold  for  use  in 
Muskoka,"  said  the  salesman.  "It  will 
be  one  nf  the  most  comfortable  boats  of 
her  size  in  that  locality,  and  one  of  the 
roomiest  at  present  in  use  anywhere. 
Twelve  miles  an  hour  is  the  speed  claim- 
ed for  her,  with  a  three  cylinder  22  1-2 
horse  power  engine,  Another  boat  guar- 
anteed to  make  between  11  and  12  miles 
an  hour  is  equipped  with  a  15  horse  power 
engine.  It  is  30  feet  by  5  teet  6  inches, 
and  is  one  of  the  prettiest  and  at  the 
same  time  most  useful  boat  in  use.

tast  boats  are  desind.  Slow  boats  af- 
ford no  more  of  an  advantage  than  the 
rowboat  or  canoe. 

"Recently  a  man  owning-  a  small  is- 
land on  an  inland  lake  desired  a  fast  run- 
about to  he  used  between  the  town  and 
his  residence  on  the  island.  We  show- 
ed him  quite  a  few,  but  the  one  that  at- 
tracted him  most  was  a  twenty-eight  foot 
runabout,  with  abeam  of 5  1-2  feet, 
while  the  draft  was  limited  to  two  feet  on 
acconnt  of  the  shoal  water.  The  engine 
is  three  cylinder  12  horse-power,  and 
drives  the  boat  at  a  speed  of  more  than 
fifteen  miles. 

''This  undoubtedly  represents  an  ex- 
cellent type  of  boat,"  said  a  motorist. 
"It  is  constructed  for  a  man  who  has  but 
very  little  time  to  spare  or  who  cares  to 
use  a  power  boat  for  afternoon  sailing." 

The  manufacturers  say  that  so  far  this 
year  the  great  majority  of  orders  for 
motor  boats  have  come  from  the  Thous- 
and Islands  and  Muskoka.  Residents 
of  the  Islands  and  the  two  Toronto 
beaches,    however,  do  not  appear  to  be 


behind  the  times,  and  from  these  resorts 
a  good  representation  of  orders  for  the 
new  model  boats  have  already  been  re- 
ceived. 

"So  great  has  the  demand  for 
motor  boats  become"  declared  a  man 
who  takes  an  active  interest 
in  such  things,  "that  the  manu- 
facturers will  soon  have  to  pay  more  at- 
tention to  the  equipment  of  their  repair 
shops  and  increase  their  repair  staffs  to  a 
large  extent.  This  need  shows  that  mo- 
tor boating  is  no  more  a  fad  than  automo- 
biling  and  that  it  has  come  to  stay."

Famous  Oarsman  Dead 

George  Price,  bow  oar  of  the  famous 
Paris  crew,  the  St.  John  oarsman  who 
won  world  wide  fame  by  their  rowing 
prowess,  died  on  March  26th  at  his 
home  at  St.  John  N.  B.,  after  two 
months'  illness  of  heart  trouble.  He  was 
70  years  of  age,  and  leaves  a  wife,  four 
sons  and  four  daughters.

A  thm  strip  of  hard  brass,  full  length  of  the  canoe  or  boat,  shaped  like  figure  1  in 
the  cut,  the  two  turned  pressed  into  the  wood  at  each  side  of  the  joint.  This  is  held  into 
place  by  the  ribs  which  are  only  2\  inches  apart.  There  are  no  cross  battens  to  obstruct 
the  cleaning  as  there  are  in  other  canoes  and  lapstreak  boats.
